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FROM  the  1st  of  December,  1813,  the  Military  Chronicle  (in 
addition  to  its  former  name)  will  assume  the  Official  Designation 
of'  The  Monthly  Suppiement^^ry  Gazette,  and  in  that  character 
wHI  continue  exclusively  all  the  Papers  allowed  to  be  made  pub- 
lic of  the  Government  OETices.

Jan.  15th,  1809.-^THE  Expedrtion,  in  which  I  had  the  honour  to 
aerve,  emharked  at  Spitht;ad,  under  the  orders  of  Major-Genera  1  Sher« 
brooke,  which  had  been  detained  for  some  days  by  contrary  winds,  sailed 
per  signal  in  a  fresh  gale  at  N.  E.  about  noon,  on  Sunday,  the  15th  of 
January,  lS09i  under  the  protection  of  the  Niobe  frigate  and  Isis  of  50 
guns.— ^At  4  P.  M.  the  fleet  anchored  for  the  niglit  in  Cowes  Hoads  ; 
and  at  day-break  on  the  following  morning,  weighed  and  stood  through 
the  Needles  with  ^  leading  wind. — The  masters  uf  the  transports  went 
on  board  the  Niobe  for  instructions  at  noon  ;  when  they  were  informed, 
that  the  object  of  the  expedition  being  of  the  greatest  national  import- 
ance,  all  possible  sail  was  constantly  to  be  carried  during  the  day.  Be* 
fore  dusk,  the  fleet  was  off  Portlands  Next  day,  while  standing  down 
Channel,  the  Niobe  made  the  signal  for  Cadiz. 

From  this  time  the  convoy  met  with  baffling  winds  and  sqnally  we»* 
ther  until  the  mprning  of  the  30th,  when  the  whole  were  dispersed  in  a 
tremendous  g1^e  of  wind  ;  after  which  some  of  the  transports  bore  iiii« 
mediately  up  for  Cork,  the  appointed  rendezvous. 

Feb.  26th.— The  vhole  of  the  missing  ships  having  previously  joined^ 
the  fleet  again  weighed,  and  stood  out  of  the  Cove  with  a  light  and 
favourable  breeze,  which  at  sun-set  had  nearly  carried  them  out  of 
sight  of  land. 

March  6th. — Thw  day,  continuing  the  voyage  with  a  moderate  gale, 
MiA  fair  weather,  at  9  A«  M.  the  Niobe  telegraphed  a  large  frigaHv 
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The  roynl  musenni  still  contains m  g^eat  number  of  natural  curiosit^^, 
although  a  considerable  quaatifty  had  been  carried  off  by  tlie  French,  and 
maoy  rare  productions  ii^ntonly  dntroyed. 

Among  other  olijects  ofattractroh  in  the  beautiful  environs  of  Lisbon, 
if  the  palace  of  Qiiebiz,  a  league  from  the  capital,  on  the  road  to  Cintra, 
which  place,  from  the  'salubrity  of  its  air,  is  est^md  the  Montpelier  of 
Portugal.  The  surrounding  country,  comprising  the  rugged  rnountain, 
vitfa  the  conTent  of  Pina,  is  highly  picturesque,  and  the  blue  waves  of 
the  Atlaotic  ocean,  terminating  the  prospect  on  the  west,  impart  a 
character  of  sublimity  and  grandeur  to  the  varied  and  romantic  scenery. 

Two  heagues  from  bence,  and  seven  fro^  Lisbon,  stands  the  abbey  of 
Mafra,  celebrated  for  its  fine  gsfrdeus  and  ehtensiv^  library.  Here  the 
oonrt  were  accustomed  ^unuaHy  to  spend  a  t^w  weelcs  in  iditude.  One 
league  beyond,  is  Torres  Vedras,  the  Turres  Vetei^  of  the  Unmans. 

A  stranger  is  particnlarly  struck  by  the  appatent  devotion  of  th^ 
people  in  the  streets,  who  on  hearing  a  bdl  announce  the  approach  of 
the  host,  drop  on  their  knees,  and  Vemain  in  that  position,  however  un« 
frvonrable  the  «^eather,  saying  their  prayers  and  crojising  themselves 
until  it  has  passed.  The  several  town  guards  are  turned  out  and  present 
arms,  and  the  officers  and  soMiers  of  the  Briti^  army,  halt  and  take  off 
their  hats,  in  conformity  with  the  orders  issued  to  that  effect. 

At  present  little  is  known  here  respecting  the  movements  of  tlie 
French,  except  that  they  threaten  the  northern  and  eastern  frontiers  <^ 
the  kingdom.  The  Portuguese  seem  to  be  in  a  state  of  apathy,  and  are 
apparettlly  taking  no  measures  for  the  defence  of  their  \:ountry ;  but  it 
is  to  be  hoped,  they  will  be  roused  fVom  this  inactivity  should  the  enemy 
actually  make  an  irruption  into  Portugal. 

March  18th.  On  this  day  the  guards  marched  into  Lisbon,  and  wer^ 
received  by  Lieut.  General  Shr  John  Craddock,  commander  oftheforces. 
Two  days  afterwards  the  brigade  commenced  its  ronte  along  the  north 
bank  of  the  Ttagus.  The  Coldstream  occupied  the  town  of  SaccaVcfti, 
and  the  M  regiment  halted  about  noon  at  Olivias,  a  small  but  beantrfu'l 
village  surrounded  with  groves  of  olives  and  vineyards,  tiiro  miles  in 
the  Tear. 

March  2Sd. — This  day  the  3d  guards  advanced,  and  took  up  a  strong 
positron ;  the  town  of  Saccavem,  about  a  mile  t'>  the  right,  and  a  Kinatl 
river  running  through  a  deep  valley  in  its  course  to  the  Tu^uv,  in  their 
immediate  front.  The  left  of  the  battalion  extended  to  the  village  of 
Dnhos,  a  distance  oft^o  miles.  The  walks  in  the  vicinity  are  d?*lightfttl, 
ind  the  hedges,  itt  irbrch  grow  f^pontaneously  the  Indian  fig,  the  myrtle, 
abd  the  Grange,  inipart  a  tnost  grateful  fragrance  to  the  air. 

The  <5omttlaiodef  of  the  forces  has  removed  his  head  quarters  to  Lumiar. 
nd  the  several  brigades  of  infantry  are  drawn  in  a  cordon  round  the 
^^iM ;  tbe  kft  of  the  ^bole  being  at  Alcantara. 
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ncal  ttuff  about  his  campai^^  iu  Italy  aud  Egypt    He  had  not  yet  fought 
in  Germany. 

The  Convention  waa  threatened  ;  Barras  was  invested  with  supreme  power 
to  direct  the  armed  force.  At  the  siege  of  Toulon  he  had  witnessed  Buona- 
partes taJeuts  on  a  field  of  battle,  and  his  resignation  to  butcher  the  'i'oulouese 
conformably  to  the  decfees  of  the  representatives  of  the  people.  He  appointed 
him  to  command  under  bis  orders.  Buonaparte  eagerly  accepted  a  situation, 
which  other  generals  had  thought  it  their  duty  to  refuse.  For  six  montlis  he  had 
been  obliged  to  ramble  on  foot  througfi  the  quarters  of  the  city  where  he  was 
to  fight  Barras  reserved  only  the  honours  of  the  command  to  himself.  £very 
disposition  was  made  b^  Napoleon  j  he  headed  the  principal  attack  in  the  rue 
St  Honor^ ;  he  ordered  his  troops  to  rush  with  the  bayonet  upon  individuals 
that  were  armed,  it  is  true,  but  who  mostly  were  incapable  of  using  their  arms, 
for  want  of  instruction.  His  columns  obeyed  these  barbarous  orders. '  The 
slaughter  was  horrible.  The  Parisians  could  not  fiy,  because  the  streets  were 
obstructed.  Far  from  putting  a  stop  to  the  blind  fury  of  the  soldiers,  Buona- 
parte set  them  the  example  of  inhumanity.  He  cut  down  with  his  sabre 
wretched  beings,  who  in  their  fright  hid  thrown  down  their  arms,  and  im- 
plored his  mercy.  Captain  Monvoisia,  his  aide-de-camp,  witnessed  the  atro- 
iious  conduct  of  his  general  with  indignation,  and  had  the  courage  to  reproach 
him  with  his  cruelty.  Buonaparte  accused  his  aide-de-camp  of  beiu^  deficient 
in  energy,  because  he  exerted  himself  to  refrain  the  soldiers.  Unwilling  to 
serve  any  longer  with  the  butcher  of  his  countrymen,  Monvoi&in  left  his  gene- 
ral that  very  day.  And,  as  if  Buonaparte  was  to  rise  from  the  midst  of  misfor- 
tunes to  figure  on  the  political  horizon,  this  year,  besides  the  massacre  of  the 
Parisians,  was  marked  by  the  most  disastrous  events.  Louis  XVII.  the  legiti- 
mate heir  to  the  throne  of  France,  was  poisoned  in  the  Temple ;  King  George 
was  insulted  in  going  to  meet  his  parliament ;  tlie  Directory  was  installed  j  Po- 
land was  divided,  and  the  emigrants  were  exterminated  at  Quiberon. 

When  Buonaparte  was  preparing  to  act  offensively,  General  Beaulieu  antici- 
pated his  design,  by  attacking  Voltri,  on  the  9th  of  April,  1796.  General 
Cervoni  evacuated  that  post  during  the  night.  While  the  Austrians  were  losing 
their  choicest  troops  before  the  redoubt  of  Monteuotte,  Buonaparte  attaqked 
their  two  flanks  and  overthrew  thtm.  On  the  13th,  the  French  general  at- 
tempted to  carry  by  main  force  the  castle  of  Cossaria,  where  General  Provera 
had  posted  himself  with  fifteen  hundred  men,  but  all  his  efforts  proved  fruitless. 
The  Austrian  general  refused  the  advantageous  proposals  which  Napoleon 
made  htm.  He  remained  true  to  honour,  and  fought  like  a  hero.  Buonaparte 
uselessly  lostja  great  number  of  brave  men.  His  attack,  which  was  contrary 
to  every  principle  of  the  art  of  war,  acquainted  the  army  with  the  impetuous 
temper  of  its  general,  and  with  the  kind  of  waifare  that  was  famiUar  to  him^ 
Buonaparte  wished  to  give  battle  on  the  14tli,  but  he  perceived  that  the  check 
he  had  experienced  the  day  before  at  Cossaria  had  abated  the  ardour  of  his 
troops.  He  went  through  the  ranks  saying  to  the  soldiers :  that  for  a  long 
tmi  they  had  undergone  the  most  cruel  privations  in  the  Alps :  that  if  they  fong/it 
with  the  amrage  which  they  had  displayed  at  Montenotte,  he  promised  to  lead  them 
triuMpheuU  to  thoee  fine  plains  which  they  had  before  their  eyes,  and  that  there 
they  would  find  inunense  treasures,  provisions  in  abundance,  and  charming  fs' 
flM(f».    It  was  imponible  to  use  a  more  persuasive  eloquence.    No  plunder 
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Buonaparte's  pride  got  the  better  of  his  daty.  The  capital  of  Lombardy  had 
been  occupied  by  Massena^  with  instructions  relative  to  the  brilliant  reception 
which  he  stipnlated  for  tlie  commander  in  chief,  as  successor  to  the  Archduke 
of  Mibn. 

In  the  midst  of  pleasures  and  festivities,  Buonaparte  coolly  planned  the 
■laughter  of  several  thousands  of  the  inhabitants.  He  had  deluded  them  by 
his  deceitful  proclamations.  He  had  promised  to  respect  their  private  property* 
and  yet  plunder  and  all  sorts  of  vexations  were  the  order  of  the  day,  indepen- 
dent of  tlie  enormous  contributions  which  were  raised  for  his  account.  The 
dissatifactiou  became  general..  Buonaparte  saw  that  before  he  advanced  to  the 
Adige  it  was  necessary  to  contain  the  Italians  by  some  great  blow.  He  left 
Milan  to  repair  to  Lodi,  where  he  was  scarcely  arrived  when  he  was  supposed 
to  have  been  informed  of  tlie  revolt  of  Pavia,  and  the  disturbances  at  Milan. 
After  having  got  those  inhabitants  of  the  latter  place  shot,  who,  during  his  stay 
there,  were  pointed  out  to  him  as  devoted  to  the  houses  of  Austria,  he  proceeded 
to  Pavia.  The  troops  easily  carried  the  place>  which  Buonaparte  gave  up  to 
pillage.  He  caused  all  tlie  adherents  of  their  legitimate  sovereign  to  be  but* 
cbered.  Several  villages  were  laid  in  ashes.  After  this  barbarous  conduct,  or 
which  he  had  underhand  prepared  the  motives,  Napoleon  went  to  Brescia  and 
.  made  his  dispositions  to  attack  BeauUeu.  The  passage  of  the  Mincio  was 
scarcely  disputed.  The  Austrians  were  once  more  indebted  for  their  safety  to 
the  false  dispositions  of  Buona4>arte.  They  retreated  to  the  Tyrol  without  be- 
ing pursued.  Their  numbers  did  not  exceed  twenty  thousand  Had  the 
French  general  occupied  tlie  road  to  Trent,  as  he  might  have  done,  Wurmser** 
expedition  would  have  been  delayed  two  months,  or  his  forces  would  have 
been  inferior  to  those  of  Buonaparte. 

After  having  invested  Mantua,  he  buised  himself  with  making  his  fortune. 
He  laid  the  whole  country  on  tlie  right  of  the  Po  under  contributions.  He 
went  to  Bologna,  where  he  signed  an  armistice  with  the  Pope,  who  submitted 
to  the  payment  of  a  contribution  of  twenty  one  millions  of  French  livres.  It 
was  during  this  negociation,  and  under  the  specious  pretence  of  influencing 
the  court  of  Rome  by  the  march  of  the  troops,  that  he  took  possession  of  Leg- 
horn and  Ancona. 

While  Buonaparte's  time  was  engaged  with,  amassing  riches,  Wurmser  at- 
tacked the  French  on  the  right  and  left  of  tiie  Lake  of  Garda.  The  positions 
of  Salo  and  La  Corona  were  carried  on  the  29th  of  July.  On  the  next  day, 
the  Austrians  occupied  Brescia  and  Verona.  Half  of  the  French  army  had 
been  defeated.  The  first  plan  of  Buonaparte  was  to  fall  back  behind  the  Adda. 
He  raised  tlie  siege  of  Mantua.  He  left  in  the  batteries  all  his  heavy  artillery, 
which  consisted  of  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  guns.  He  assembled  the 
generals  at  Castiglione  to  hear  their  opinion  about  his  project  of  repassing  the 
Adda,  to  wait  in  that  position  for  the  numerous  reinforcements' which  were 
announced  to  him  from  France.  General  Massena,  and  all  the  otlier  generals 
approved  of  this  resolution.  Augereau  alone  opposed  it.  He  fell  into  a  kind 
.  of  rage,  and  declared,  that  he  and  all  the  brave  men  of  his  division  were  de- 
termined to  perisli  arms  in  hand.  And,  addressing  himself  to  Buonaparte  in 
particular,  he  snid:  ffo  coward^  cwrrjf  to  France  the  news  that  Augereau  pe- 
rished  with  honour.  I  tell  tfou  befoi^ehand  that  I  shall  not  execute  the  order  of 
retrograding. 
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Baonaparte,  without  being  disconcerted  with  Augercau  s  ucrvous  apostroplie 
answered  very  cooly  :  You  Utile  know  me^  Angerehu,  if  i/on  think  me  capable 
of  taking  ang  step  eontrarg  to  tke  glory  of  the  armif,  I  am  glad  gon  are  o^mg 
opinion.  It  is  not  mg  intention  to  retreat.  Before  I  consnlted  gou  I  was  resolved 
to  eonqmer  or  perisk  in  tke  ranks  of  tke  enemg.  Whereupon  Augcreau,  Mas- 
sena*  Buonaparte,  and  the  other  generals  embraced  ea(!h  other,  and  vowed  to» 
fight  so  as  to  gain  the  victory. 

On  the  3d  of  August,  the  attack  wax  general.  Wurmser,  who  had  been 
soccesaful  against  Massena,  was  overthrown  by  Augereau,  who  took  Castiglionc. 
The  troops  were  warmly  engaged  for  six  successive  da)s.  The  bold  courage 
•f  the  French,  and  the  incapacity,  or  rather  the  old  age  of  the  Austrian  gene- 
nd,  gave  the  advantage  to  Buonaparte.  Wurniser  shut  himself  up  in  Mautua 
on  the  12th  of  September,  lie  committed  an  unpardonable  fault  in  scattering 
bis  array  round  the  French  divisions.  He  ought  to  liavc  attempted  only  one 
real  attack.  Had  it  been  in  the  direction  of  Brescia  by  Salo,  tliere  would  have 
been  no  general  engagement.  The  left  wing  of  the  French  would  have  been 
cot  off  from  the  rest  of  the  army,  which  would  have  hastily  fallen  back  upon 
tbe  Adda.  This  manceuvre,  if  executed  with  courage  and  precision,  would 
hare  repaired  Beaulieu  s  blunders.  The  importance  of  Mantua,  determined 
ttie  house  of  Austria  to  fresh  sacrifice's  to  succour  that  place :  but  tlie  generals 
did  not  know  how  to  avail  themselves  of  them. 

Jourdan  and  Moreau  having  been  defeated  by  Prince  Charles,  had  repiissed 
the  Rhine.  The  brilliant  exploits  of  the  Saviour  of  Germany  were  loudly  ex- 
tolled. His  arrival  in  Itily,  and  taking  the  command  of  Alvinzy  s  army,  would 
have  raised  the  spirits  of  the  troops  to  the  highest  pitch.  If  the  arciiduke,  in- 
stead of  losing  his  time  before  Kehl,  had  couimanded  at  tlie  battie  of  Caldcro, 
on  the  19th  of  November,  he  wouid  have  obliterated  old  Wurmser* s  follies. 
Buonaparte,  it  is  true,  was  defeated  at  C'aldero  and  at  Arcole,  but  Alvinzy 
bending  niider  his  seventy  years  of  age,  neglected  to  profit  by  tins  double  vie* 
tory.  It  only  required  a  few  Austrian  battalions  to  make  the  assailants  of  the 
bridge  of  Arcole  take  to  their  heels.  Buonaparte,  being  dragged  along  with 
the  fugitives,  fell  into  a  ditch,  where  he  would  infallibly  have  perished,  had  not 
a  grenadier  helped  him  out.  He  deserved  to  have  been  left  there  to  avenge 
•everal  thousands  of  brave  men  who  were  killed  and  wounded  in  an  attack, 
tiie  abaardity  of  which,  has  never  been  excelled.  Alvinzy,  who  despaired 
€f  reaching  Mantua  by  that  road,  ftell  back  upon  Vicenzo.  Having  been  rein- 
iwced,  he  attacked  his  enemy  near  Verona  and  on  the  Lower  Adige.  He 
narched  the  greatest  part  of  his  troops  to  Rivoli,  between  the  Upper  Adige 
and  the  Lake  of  Garda.  The  slowness  with  which  he  eifectetl  his  movement 
pLWt  Buonaparte  time  to  assemble  several  divisions  on  that  [Kiiat  The  slaugh- 
ter huted  eight  hours,  and  the  Austrians  were  deieated  in  the  end.  Part  of 
the  troops  thak  fought  at  Rivoli,  were  ordered  to  the  assistance  of  tlie  corps 
ivhich  blockaded  Mantua.  Provera,  who  was  to  throw  provisions  into  the 
plaoe^  was  taken  with  his  whole  column,  after  having  fought  with  more  cou- 
la^  than  boldnesi.  Had  that  officer  been  as  enterprising  as  he  was  brave  and 
loyal,  be  would  have  succeeded  in  tlirowiug  himself  into  Mantua. 

After  so  many  misfortunes,  occaaoned  by  the  activity  of  Buonapirte,  and 
fte  bravery  of  his  troop(^  as  much  as  by  the  mediocrity  of  the  generals  of  the 
y,  WiuiDser  ftadiiig  himself  abandoned  to  bis  own  forces,  and  bcvu\(  \xi 
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want  of  provisions,  capitulated  on  the  dOth  of  January*  1797*  Buonaparte 
made  a  pompous  encomium  of  his  generosity  to  that  general*  who,  like  Beauiieu. 
was  above  seventy  years  of  age.  He  boasted  much  of  not  having  considered 
him  as  a  prisoner  of  war.  In  order  to  heighten  the  glory  of  his  own  successes » 
he  related  in  his  report  to  tlie  Directory  the  able  mancenvret  of  the  field  mar- 
shal, which  deprived  Austria  of  the  Gibraltar  of  Italy. 

Barras  ascribed  to  himself  the  honour  of  Buonaparte's  conquests.  It  was 
he  that  had  drawn  him  from  obscurity  on  the  13th  Veudemiaire,  and  had 
got  him  appointed  commander  in  chief.  He  used  his  influence  to  favour  the 
views  of  his  protigi. 

Towards  the  end  of  December,  1796,  thirty  tliousand  chosen  troope  were; 
detached  from  the  armies  of  the  Rhine  to  Italy.  Austria,  fearing  for  its  south* 
ern  provinces,  reinforced  the  army  of  Alvinzy,  and  gave  the  command  of  it* 
hut  too  late^  to  the  Archduke  Charles.  Buonaparte,  who  was  exactly  informed 
of  every  thing  that  happened  in  Austria,  thought  he  should  have  time  enougt^ 
before  hostilities  reconmienced,  to  make  the  Pope  repent  of  his  refusal  to  per« 
form  the  condition  of  the  armistice  of  Bologna.  He  advanced  with  a  body  oC 
troops  as  far  as  Tolentino.  Peace  was  made  uith  the  Holy  Father,  and  oxoo^y 
above  all  was  not  forgotten.  It  was  stipulated  in  the  treaty  that  five  miliionf 
ahould  be  paid  in  diamonds.  The  Directory  hastened  to  request  Buonaparte 
to  accept  of  them  for  himself.  At  this  time  this  general  was  already  possessed 
of  more  than  fifty  millions,  which  he  placed  in  the  first  banks  of  Milan,  Ge- 
noa, and  Marseilles,  and  though  he  accepted  of  the  present  of  the  Directors* 
he  laughed  at  their  silly  good  nature. 

Loaded  with  the  diamonds  of  the  Pope,  and  the  rich  spoils  of  our  Lady  of 
Loretto,  Napoleon  was  rejoining  his  army  by  short  marches  to  increase  hit 
booty ;  when  he  heard  that  Prince  Charles  was  preparing  to  resume  the  ofien- 
sive.  He  determined  to  be  beforehand  with  him.  Part  of  the  troops  detached 
from  the  Rhine  had  reached  the  Adige.  They  were  commanded  by  General^ 
Bernadotte  and  Delmas.  The  Austrians  did  not  oppose  the  passage  of  the 
Fiave.  The  TagUamento  was  also  passed  without  encountering  much  opposi- 
tion. It  was  a  simple  cannonade.  The  infantry  was  not  engaged.  The  French 
cavalry  durst  not  attack  the  Austrians,  who  retreated  in  very  good  order. 

On  the  19th  of  March,  1797»  the  division  of  General  Bernadotte  had  taken 
post  on  the  heights  to  the  left  of  Medea,  a  village  in  front  of  Palma  Nova,  op 
the  road  to  Gradisca.  The  general  had  been  directed  to  wait  for  fresh  order* 
in  his  position.  Towards  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  General  Buonaparte  ar- 
rived with  his  staff,  consisting  of  about  forty  officers  of  all  ranks.  He  was  es- 
corted by  his  company  of  light  dragoons.  He  rode  up  the  Une  in  full  gaUo|v 
baited  at  the  left,  examined  the  country,  and  said  to  Bernadotte,  pointing 
at  the  Austrians,  who  were  encamped  in  the  plain  between  Medea  and  Gardisca» 
there  is  the  enemy  you  are  to  attack  ;  you  mutt  either  take  or  blockade  GradiicOt 
and  join  me  again  before  night  on  those  hills,  whither  I  am  going  with  General 
Serrurier.  He  had  scarcely  uttered  these  words,  when  he  spurred  his  horse  and 
set  out  full  speed  to  join  his  troops  which  were  to  pass  the  Isonzo  to  reach  the 
heights  between  Gradisca  and  Goritzia,  which  he  had  mentioned  to  Bernadotte. 
The  latter,  who  was  unaccustomed  to  receive  such  laconic  and  imperative  orders, 
felt  the  utmost  vexation.-  /  see  it  all,  said  he,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  to  the 
chief  of  his  staff.    Jle  is  jeaUui  of  me^  and  wmU$  to  Osjirace  me»    Ihaaeim 
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resource  left  htti  to  blow  my  brains  out.  No  written  order  that  iusnres  my  respon  • 
sibility.  His  fHend  observed  to  hini,  that  1^  was  no  doubt  the  manner  of  this  yt" 
neral^  widely  different  indeed  fivm  dial  of  Jonrdan^  who,  for  a  similar  attack 
icotdd  hate  given  thromyh  his  intenmetiiaie  organ  Emouf  an  instruction  of  four 
pages  in  folio  ;  that  he  must  attach  as  he  had  been  ordered,  and  that  there  would 
be  time  enough  afterwards  to  think  of  means  to  render  the  riralship  of  his  anta- 
gonist unavailing.  At  that  moment  the  guns  of  tlic  right  wing,  which  wu8  at- 
tacking, were  heard.  It  was  the  division  of  General  Serrurier  th:\t  was  iij^ht- 
iog  to  effect  the  passage  of  the  Iiouzo.  Bernadotte  mart'iied  to  C  radj^  .a,  fun!c<l 
the  enemy  to  re-enter  the  place,  and  after  having  vainly  attempted  to  break  its 
gates  opeoy  he  summoned  tlie  commandant  to  capitulate  This  officer,  who 
was  a  very  brave,  but  not  a  bright  man,  surrendered  on  the  very  day  he  wns 
attacked.  He  might  have  defended  himself  for  forty-eight  luNirs,  and  if  he 
had  been  ordered  to  do  so,  he  would  have  done  it.  When  Bernadotte  readied 
the  heights  where  he  was  expected,  he  thought,  as  he  had  been  completely 
successful  tjt  the  exeeation  of  the  verbal  order,  he  should  be  joyfully  receiv  c(L 
He  was  soon  cured  of  his  error.  Buonaparte  received  him  coolly  and  without 
saying  a  word.  Bernadotte  eagerly  related  to  him  the  details  of  his  msirch  and 
of  his  attack,  and  told  him  that  tj»  the  important  attack  of  Gradisca,  he  had 
only  five  hundred  men  killed  or  wounded,  Buonaparte  heard  this  report,  knit- 
ting his  brows,  pouting  his  lips,  shaking  his  head,  and  standing  witii  his  arms 
across.  He  replied  to  Bernadotte,  that  he  shonld  not  have  lost  a  single  man,  that 
to  blockade  tke  place  as  ke  had  ordered  would  have  been  snfficient,  and  that  the 
garrison  would  have  surrendered  very  soon,  as  it  was  in  want  of  provisions, 

Buonaparte  was  certainly  right  Had  General  Bernadotte  known  his  com- 
mander in  chief  and  possessed  his  confidence,  he  would  have  been  very  repre- 
hensible for  leading  his  troops  into  the  ditches  of  Gradisca  to  the  foot  of  ram* 
parts  whidi  they  could  not  scale  for  viraot  of  ladders.  He  would  have  justly 
been  reproached  with  the  death  of  the  grenadiers  who  were  killled  in  the  at- 
tack of  the  gate  that  was  uselessly  cut  to  pieces  with  hatchets,  being  barri- 
caded with  waggons  loaded  with  dung.  But  he  was  a  stranger  to  Buonaparte. 
Nothing  was  talked  of  but  the  prodigies  of  the  army  of  Italy.  The  troorw  of 
the  Rhine  were  on  a  level  with  those  of  Italy  in  point  of  courage,  and  excelled 
them  in  point  of  instruction,  dress,  and  discipline.  Bernadotte,  who  had  an 
high  c^iiaioD  of  himself  and  of  his  division,  sfioke  to  Buonaparte  with  the  pride 
of  a  wMifi,  who  is  conriuced  of  having  acted  lionourably.  After  some  reflec- 
tiMi,  Hw  oommaiider  in  chief  detennined  to  put  a  favourable  construction  upon 
Beniadotte*s  ooodoet,  and  the  takiag  of  Gradisca  was  extolled  as  a  masterly

SIXTH  MEM0JR.—ON   NAVARRE. 
THE  prorince  of  Navarre  forms  an  irregular  quadrilateral  figure. 
The  anglea  of  wMcb,  north  and  south,  are  a  little  prolonged,  and  dis- 
tant twaotf  five  lengncap  from  each  other ;  though  counted  hul  tweuty 
three.    It*  ncao  \tngih  h  eigbteeB  leaguet  from  east  to  west,  aud  '\tt 
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mean  breadth  fourteen  from  north  to  south.  In  tine,  it  is  bounded  ou 
the  e^ist  and  south  by  Aragon  ;  on  the  south-west  by  Old  Castile  ;  oa 
the  north-west  by  Biscay;  and  on  the  north  by  French,  or  lower 
Navarre. 

'i  his  is  a  rough  country,  abounding  iu  steep  mountains  intermixed 
with  valleys,  and  some  small  plains,  which  are  very  fertile.  These  mouu« 
tains  are  the  part  of  the  Pyrenees  which  forms  the  western  extremity  of 
^hat  grand  chain  ;  they  are  very  lofty,  and  tuke  d liferent  names.  The 
most  important  of  the  valleys  are  tboise  of  Roncevaux,  Lesc-ou,  Bastan* 
and  Koncal.  This  last  place  is  in  .the  middle  of  the  Pyreutes,  and  is 
consequently  surrounded  by  steep  and  lofty  mountains  ;  it  has  been  able 
to  preserve  a  government  of  its  own,  which  excludes  all  inequality 
amongst  the  inhabitants,  who  all  pretend  to  an  ancestral  nobility  ;  aa 
do  those  of  the  valley  of  Bastan,  which  borders  on  the  country  of  La- 
bour, and  is  ten  leagues  in  length,  and  five  broad  ;  it  contains  fourteen 
villages  ;  Elizonda  is  the  principal  town. 

Navarre  is  watered  by  the  Ebro,  and  eight  small  rivers :  the  Queilas, 
the  Aragou,  the  Irati,  the  Cidaco,  the  Arga,  the  Cga,  the  Bidazoa,  and 
the  Alhama.  It  has  two  bishoprics',  one  at  Pampeluna,  and  the  other 
at  Tudela ;  two  cathedral  chapters,  five  collegiate  chapters,  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty-three  parishes,  seventy  religious  houses,  twelve  hospitals, 
two  asylums,  a  grand  military  government  under  the  administration  or 
a  viceroy  ;  a  particular  military  govei*oment,  a  royal  council,  a  chaml>er 
pf  accounts,  a  university,  four  colleges  for  the  education  of  youth  ;  uine 
cities,  one  hundred  and  fifty  four  towus,  and  six  hundred  and  thirty 
eiglit  villages. 

In  giving  an  account  of  this  Province,  we  shall  pursue  our  former  me- 
thod— that  of  describing  its  principal  Roads.  The  first  of  these  is  the 
road  from  the  frontiers  of  France  by  Bayonne  to  Pampeluna.  This  road 
IS  as  follows  : — From  the  Bidazoa,  a  river,  which  separates  France  from 
Spain,  to  the  Venta  de  Belate,  10  miles  and  a  half;  thence  to  Pampe^ 
iuna,  (a  town),  10  miles  and  a  half;  total  21  English  miles. 

The  river  of  Bidazoa,  which  divides  France  from  Spain,  gave  occasion 
formeily  to  many  contests  between  the  sovereigns  of  these  two  king^ 
4oms,  each  wanting  tii  be  the  proprietor  of  it ;  a  treaty  between  Louis 
XII,  and  Ferdinand  V,  terminated  these  differences ;  it  was  stipulated 
that  the  river  should  be  common  to  both  monarchs  ;  and  that  they 
should  receive  the  tolls  equally,  the  king  of  France,  on  whatever 
came  from  Spain  into  his  kingdom,  and  the  king  of  Spain  on  whatevet 
passed  from  France  into  his  states.  This  river  became  celebrated  in 
the  seventeenth  century  by  the  conferences  which  were  there  held  be- 
tween the  ministers  of  France  and  Spain,  Mazarin  aad  Don  Luis  .de 
Haro,  who  signed  the  famous  treaty  of  the  Pyreoeesi  which  restored 
peace  to  the  two  kingdoms  in  1659 ;  and  by  the  interview  of  the  two 
monarchs,  when  the  marriage  of  Louis  XIV,  with  the  Infanta,  Anne  of 
Austria,  was  determined  u|>on*  The  coofereoces^  were  h^d  iu  an  island 
of  this  river,  not  far  from  the  place  where  we  pass  it  :  previously  to  this, 
it  was  called  the  Isle  of  Pheasants,  but  ha9  since  taken  the  namje  of  the 
Isle  ot  the  Conference. 

After  having  passed  the  Bidazoa,  we  find  a  Carthubian  monaster}*^, 
situated  at  the  foot  of  a  high  mountain  of  rocks  of  slate  and  quartz. 
Soon  after  this  we  go  through  the  village  of  Maya,  at  the  foot  of  the 
same  mountain  ;  it  is  the  first  village  in  Spain.  We  immediately  enter 
the  valley  ef  Bastan,  or  Vastau,  in  which  ia  situated  the  village  of  £li« 
zoad*9  which  we  pa$$  through*  This  ralley  is  fertile  ia  maize,  turnips^ 
^c  aud  leads  to  the  foot  of  a  high  laountaan  o{ca\caieo\x«x^ki^.c«v«ced 
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with  trees  aod  shrubs  ;  to  the  top  of  this  we  climb  by  a  winding  Hfficult 
road,  a  little  below  which  we  find  the  Veiita  de  Belate,  a  verj  bud  inn, 
which  hardly  atibrds  shelter  from  bad  weather ;  but  there  is  no  other 
here.  We  descend  the  same  mountain  by  a  gentle  declivity,  and  come 
to  a  vale  formed  of  small  hillocks,  composed  of  earth  and  calcareous 
•tones,  sown  with  grain,  and  planted  with  vines.  We  soon  after  come 
•to  a  fine  wood  of  oaks,  which  we  cross  to  return  again  to  the  vale,  by 
•going  along  the  side  of  a  little  river ;  we  pass  on  to  a  circular  plain  of 
small  extent,  bounded  by  detached  hills,  which  terminate  this  vale* 
Then  we  perceive  the  town  of  Pampcluna,  where  we  arrive  some 
time  after. 

Pampeluna,  in  Spanish  Pampelona,  the  capital  of  Navsrre,  is  mode- 
«ately  large,  and  is  partly  situated  on  a  little  eminence,  and  partly  in  a 
fertile  plain,  on  the  banks  of  the  Ar^^o,  which  washes  a  portion  of  its 
walls^  Lofty  mountains  surround  it  on  all  sides,  at  two  or  three  leagues 
distance.  It  is  said  to  have  been  built  by  -Pompey,  after  the  defeat  of 
Sertarias,  whence  it  derived  the  name  of  Pompeiopolis. 

This  is  a  fortified  town.  Its  fortifications  are  not  however  very  con- 
«tderable,  but  it  is  defended  by  two  castles,  one  of  which  is  in  the  town, 
the  other  contiguous,  though  without  the  walls.  This  last  place,  which 
is  the  citadel,  was  built  by  Philip  II;  it  is  strong  from  its  situation  on 
the  rock  ;  it  has  five  bastions  covered  with  stone,  and  good  fosses ;  a  deep 
Biarsh,  of  considerable  extent,  renders  the  approaches  to  it  difficult  to^ 
wards  the  side  on  which  it  could  be  attacked.  This  citadel  has  a  hnnd* 
•ome  tower,  several  magazines,  a  square  ornamented  with  trees,  and  an 
mrmoary  in  the  very  centre  of  the  fortress  ;  which  is  round  and  opens  by 
five  grand  and  straight  streets,  which  lead  to  the  Ave  bastions.  There 
is  a  hand  mill  preserved  here,  of  rather  an  ingenious  construction,  and 
which  would  prove  extremely  useful,  in  case  of  a  siege :  it  is  a  large 
machine,  composed  of  several  wheels,  which  turn  five  grinding  stones, 
with  at  many  hoppers  ;  one  hundred  and  twenty  loads,  or  three  hundred 
and  sixty  quintals  of  wheat,  may  be  ground  with  it  daily  ;  it  is  turned 
irith  the  hand,  or  may  be  worked  by  horses. 

A  second  road  is  from  Pampeluna  to  St.-Jean-pie-de-Port,  capital  of 
iFreiich  Navarre,  by  Roncevaux.— The  route  as  fi^Hows  :  from  Pamper 
IttnatoZubiar    (a  village),   19  miles;  thence  to  Bourguette  (a  villn;;e) 
IS  ;  thence  to  Roncevaux  (an  abbey),  1  mile  and  a  half;  thence  to  St.- 
Jean«pii^e-Port  (a  town),  91. — Total  40  English  miles  and  a  half. 

From  Pamfieluna  we  proceed  to  Zubiar,  a  village,  for  four  or  five 
hours  by  a  gentle  and  not  toilsome  ascent ;  the  land  we  pass  over  is  full  of 
Wood  and  furze,  we  ascend  again  after  passing  the  village  of  Zubiar,  and 
thitaaceut,  which  takes  from  HiYt  to  six  hours,  is  at  first  pleanant  enough 
•vor  a  country  planted  with  oak,  and  wild  pears :  but  shortly  after  it 
becomes  rough,  and  fatiguing,  as  far  as  the  village  of  Bnurguette,  in  this 
manner  we  climb  very  lofty  mountains,  fertile  in  pastnres,  and  of  which 
the  *hilU  are  covereil  with  fern  :  on  this  road,  we  leave  on  the  left  the 
beftutifol  valley  of  Bastan,  which  is  of  immense  extent  and  very  fertile 
in  fruitp-anrf  maiae  !  it  abounds  in  meadows,  and  is  covered  with  flocks 
and  hefdsi  We  scarcely  pass  Bourguette,  when  we  enter  on  a  very  lai'<>e« 
spaoiouSy  and  beautiful  plain,  surrounded  by  hi^^h  mountains,  and  culled 
Piajra  de  Andres  Zaro ;  it  is  rendered  famous  by  the  battle  said  to  have 
bilea  fought  there,  in  which  Charlemagne  was  dcfeatefl  in  77d,  and  where 
Aetisclve  peers  of  France  sacrificed  their  lives.  This -battle,  so  cejt^ 
bated  by  the  t\6  'Spanish  romance  writers,  hai  been  contradicted  by 
tlw  .hitterianagf  other  nations,  who  hure  proved,  that  this  mouarehVittd 
never  beifo  ia  Spaw,     The  towu  and  abbey  of  Roncevaux  are  utuaXed 
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i.'i  this  pluia,  which  we  reach  iti  hulf  an  hour  after  leaving  Bourguette  ; 
tiiere  is  a  moDastery  of  regular  canons  here»  and  levetal  inns  of  a  mid- 
diiit^  description. 

M  e  8oon  reach  the  foot  of  nioant  AltobMcar,  which  h  formed  by  a 
rock,  somewhat  resembling  that  of  Sierra  Morena  in  the  kingdom  of 
Granada;  it  divides  Spain  and  France*  We  proceed  for  two  boura 
before  \vc  attain  the  summit  of  AltoUiscar;  we  tlien  desceiul  by  a  steep 
and  difficult  road  to  the  valley  of  Cise, ,in  lower  Navarre,  of  which  Saint* 
Jean-pie^de-poit  is  the  principal  place*  The  joutney  we  have  just  de» 
Hcribed  cannot  be  peribrmed  in  carriages ;  we  must  walk  or  ride  on 
horseback. 

A  ttiird  ruad  in  this  province  is  from  Pkropeluna  to  the  frontiers  of 

,  Old  Castile.      This  road  is  as  follows: — from  Pampeluna  to  Tafalla  (a 

town),  18  miles  ;  thence  to  Caparroso  (a  village)  15  ;  thence  to  a  Venta 

I'i  ;    ihence  to  Valtierra   (a  village),  6 ;  thence  to  the  frontiers  of  Old 

Castile,  between  Valtierra  and  Agreda,  6. — ^l^otal  57  English  miles. 

On  leaving  Pampeluna  we  proceed  on  an  uneven  plain  for  two  honrs 
and  a  half ;  it  is  full  of  loose  stones,  and  leads  to  the  foot  of  a  mountain, 
^htch  we  ascend,  and  pass  over,  and  we  enter  on  a  vale  covered  with  cal* 
careous  stones,  where  the  little  town  of  Tafalla  is  situated,  through 
which  we  pass. 

Tafalla,  is  rather  a  handsome  little  town,  and  was  formerly  one  of  the 
principal  in  Navarre,  and  for  some  time  the  residence  of  the  monarchsw 
It  had  a  palace  built  in  the  fifteenth  century  by  king  Charles  III,  of 
the  house  of  Evreux  ;  it  had  a  university,  and  the  states  of  Navarre 
were  held  there  in  1473,  by  Eleonora,  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  king 
John  XL  Philip  IV'.  afterwards  give  it  the  title  of  City.  Nothin^^  of 
its  former  grandeur  remains^  but  the  enclosure  of  the  walls  with  which 
it  is  surrounded,  and  the  ruins  of  its  castle.  The  territory  in  which  it 
stands  produces  good  wine,  near  the  little  river  Cidaco,  which  increases 
its  fertility.  The  climate  of  this  town  is  remarkable  for  its  salubrity  ; 
there  is  a  tradition  that  epidemic  disorders  have  never  been  known  here* 

A  vast  plain  presents  itself  on  leaving  Tafalla;  it  first  appears  covered 
with  olive  trees,  then  planted  with  vines,  to  which  wheat  and  barley  suc- 
ceed ;  at  length  it  becomes  absolutely  uncultivated  ;  we  are  thus  fed  oh 
for  five  leagues  to  the  village  of  Caparroso,  where  it  is  crossed  by  a  hill : 
a  vast  desert  succeeds  this  plain  where  we  cannot  perceive  any  kind  of 
habitation,  or  any  trace  of  cultivation.  A  lofty  and  unequal  hill,  filled 
with  shallow  veins  of  whitish  gypsum,  presents  itself,  and  leads  toaplain, 
parched,  bare,  and  barren,  and  we  proceed  along  some  hills  equally  un« 
cultivated.  The  traveller  goes  on  with  ennui  for  three  long  hours 
through  these  tiresome  roads,  but  soon  after  finds  himself  recompensed, 
bythe  itiral  sceneiy  which  presents  itself  to  his  view.  A  plain,  beaati- 
ful  from  culture,  at  once  smiling  and  fertile,  displays  itself  on  a  sodden; 
the  land, is  shaded  by  numerous  trees ;  various  canals  wind  on  alt  sides, 
proce^ing.from  the  £bro,  which  we  cross  to  reach  a  Venta,  situated  oa 
its  opposite  bank.  From  this  .Venta  we  ascend  hills,  which  united  foroi 
a  chaiLLi  o.n  the  top  of  which  is  the  village  lof  Valtierra,  which  we  pass* 
Ascenmng  still  for  near  two  hours,  we  come  to  the  limits  which  separata 
Old  Castile  from  Navarre,  about  halfway  between  Valtierra  and  Agreda. 
We  di^trnctly  perceive  a  very  abandantmineof  rock  salt,  near  Valtierra^ 

Besides  these  difierent  roads,  there  is  a  very  bad  one,  which  leads  to 
Tudek.  A.  town  48  miles  distant  from  Pampeluna.  It  is  the  second 
tovn  of  Navarre ;  its  population  amounts  to  about  seven  thousand  three 
hundred  iabaUitanlsi,  it  has  been  rank^  with  the  episcopal  towias  aincf

1793.  iU  fiue  bridge,  its  situalioo  at  the  coofluence  of  the  £bro  and 
Queilasy  surrounded  by  handsome  walks,  and  tolerably  fine  environs, 
gire  it  a  very  picturesque  appearance.  Its  territory  is  good  and  produc- 
tire.     It  raises  seven  thousand  lambs  annually. 


PRESENT  SEAT  OF  WAR  IN  GERMANY. 


Sir,— 7^  following  Notes  ere  at  your  service.  I  have  great  pleasure  in 
eontrihuting  to  a  Work  so  useful  as  yours.  L. 

1.  The  present  Seat  of  War  in  Germany  is  that  square  of  country  which  is 
bounded  northerly  by  the  German  Ocean,  on  the  East,  by  the  line  of  the  Elbe, 
on  the  South  by  the  high  road  from  Dresden  to  Mayence,  and  on  the  West 
by  the  line  of  the  Rliine.  In  giving  a  brief  account  of  this  country,  1  shall 
confine  myself  chiefly  to  two  heads^— first  to  its  rivers^  and  secondly  to 
its  roads. 

2.  The  first  of  these  rivers,  the  Elbe,  taking  its  rise  in  the  inmost  part  of  Ger- 
many,  about  900  English  miles  from  the  German  Sea,  thence  flows  from  South 
to  North  into  that  sea.  Now  as  the  military  terms,  the  right  and  left  banks  of 
rivers,  suppose  the  reader  to  be  standing  at  the  source  and  thence  looking 
4owu  the  stream,  under  which  circumstances  the  right  and  left  banks  would 
be  those  which  should  correspond  with  his  own  right  and  left  hands ;  so  the 
course  of  this  river  being  from  South  to  North,  the  western  bank  (or  that  nearesi 
to  France)  is  the  left  bank ;  and  the  eastern  bank  (or  that  nearest  to  Poland) 
it  the  right  bank.  This  rule  should  be  perpetually  remembered  even  in 
reading  the  newspapers,  as  they  almort  daily  confound  themselves  and  their 
readers  by  mistakes  in  these  terms. 

S.  There  is  another  set  of  terms  which  seem  equally  to  confound  these 
writers.  These  are  the  words :  up  and  down,  above  and  below,  as  they  refer  to 
rivers.  These  words,  howerer,  will  never  be  mistaken  by  attending  to  the 
fbUowing  consideration.  All  rivers  are  to  be  considered  as  flowing  from  th^ 
source  towards  tbeir  mouth  down  an  inclined  plane,  or  in  simpler  words^ 
down  a  hilL  Of  course,  to  go  from  the  source  towards  the  mouth  is  to  go 
downwards}  ■■  to  go  from  the  mouth  towards  the  source  is  to  proceed 
upwards.  To  apply  this  to  the  Elbe;  to  go  from  Hamburgh  to  Dresden  is  to 
go  up  the  Ett>e;  to  go  from  Dresden  towards  Hamburgh  is  to  go  down.  I  aa 
the  more  explicit  in  this  nc^e,  for  the  sake  of  the  Editor  of  tlM  Timm 
nempaper,  who  in  a  long  article  in  his  paper  of  this  day  is  talking  abool 
one  hank  of  the  Elbe,  ^hen  he  means  the  other.

Drasden)  are  Hunburgh,  Lunenbnrg,  Boitienburgh,  Magdeburg^  Adteiif 
Beilin,  Wittenberg,  Torgau,  Dresden,  and  Leitmerits. 

ft  it  amiecessary  to  say  any  thing  of  Hamburgh,  as  it  is  too  well  kneum  to 
fcqaire  any  detaiL 

Loneiilmfg  is  a  town  in  Hanover,  on  the  right  or  Berlin  side  of  the  Elbe, 
over  whidi  it  commands  a  pasiage.  It  has  about  three  thousand  hihabttanti^ 
bcii^abMt  tbe  rtM  of  St  Albans,  in.  Enghmd.  It  has  a  very  antienl  ceitli^ 
good  bat  very  old  houses.  The  country  around  it  is  rather  barter 
Ml  fOmwdl  ia  Ibrests  and  meiabes. 
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Boitzcnburgh  is  another  totvn  on  the  same  bank  of  tfie  Elbe,  and  having  a 
bridg^e  over  that  river.  It  w  within  ten  miles  of  Lunenburg,  and  is  in  the  direct 
road  from  Berlin  to  Hamburgh. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  say  any  thing  of  Magdeburg,  except  tliat  it  requires  and 
'Will  adniit  of  a  garrison  of  eighteen  or  twenty  tiioui>aud  men ;  and  may 
be  starved,  bi;tcaiin<yt  be  forced  under  aeiege  of  eighteen  or  twenty  months. 

Acken  and  Roslau  are  mere  fords  of  the  Eibe»  aad  two  small  towns. 

Torgau  is  very  strong,  its  garrison  in  time  of  war  is  about  ten  thousand  men, 
and  with  such  a  quota  it  would  stand  a  long  siege.  It  of  course  com- 
mands a  passage  over  tJie  Elbe  to  either  bank,  and  its  f>ossessor  has  therefore  a 
free  transit.  The  country  around  it  is  fertile  and  beatitifif] ;  the  town  antient 
and  honourable;  and  in  times  of  peace  the  peasantry  and  citizens  are  free^ 
faappy,  and  in  good  circumstances. 

•  Witteuberg  is  a  strong  ftutress  and  a  eonsiderable  town,  on  the  right  bank. 
0f  the  Elbe,  and  of  coiN«e  oommanding  a  passage  on  both  sides  of  the  Hrer, 
enabling  its  possessors  either  to  move  northerly  upon  Berlin,  or  southerly  upon 
Bresdeo.  It  fcquirea  a  garrison  of  about  four  thousand  men,  and  then 
t>a<M  require  ten  or  twelve  thousand  to  masque  it  with  an  efficient 
Mookade.  It  is  ae  excellent  military  post,  and  an  antient  and  honourable 
tpmwL. 

'  Dresden  requires  only  to  be  mentioned  as  a  military  post  In  this  point  of 
f^ew  its  character  is  as  follows.  It  is  defended  against  a  eoup  de  main  by 
•  wall  of  immense  thickness;  but  as  it  is  not  regokriy  fortified  in  any  other 
way»  it  would  not  stand  a  siege  of  thirty  days  against  an  army  duly  pro* 
portioned  to  any  garrison  by  which  it  might  be  defended.  Ten  thousand  n;»en 
might  defend  it  Ibr  a  month  against  fer^  thousand ;  but  not  against  seventy  or 
seventy-five  thousand.  Five  thousand  men  would  hold  out  about  twenty* 
atiren  days  against  fifty  thousand;  and  thereby  if  an  army  were  at  hand,  would 
be  sufficient  to  leave  in  it.  It  is  tfierefere  a  good  niiiitary  post  as  long  as  mi 
anny  is  within  forty  miles  of  it. 

Leltmertt2  is  ^le  last  town  on  the  Elbe,  beyond  >whioh  it  t^eaaea  to  be  navi* 
gable  for  large  resaetot  It  is  in  Bohemia,  and  is  chiefly  known  on  acoonnt  of 
its  palace  and  bridge.  The  coontry  is  fertile  but  very  mountainous.  It 
faaa  i»  citadel,  and  three  or  fbur  dhurches,  and  in  time  of  peace  is  neb 
and  ^laniifiiGtnFing. 

6.  The  rtrers  next  in  importance  to  the  Elbe  as  respects  ^e  present  military 
efMttfW  the  Saate^  and  tile  Mnlda^  The  Elbe,  a  few  miles  above  Magde^ 
biirg^^ldty  be- considered- 88  a  kind  of  fork  of  three  branches ;  of  which  the 
outermost  (the  easternmost)  is  the  conttnuation  of  the  line  of  the  Elbe  up  ter 
TVMlfaCl^  •  Wittenberg,  and  Dresden;  the  next  or  middle  branch  is  the 
Mdldfe^and  the*  third  or  westernmost  branch  (that  neareirt  to  France)  thr 
Saale.  Botli  these  rirers  flow  parndlel  to  the  Elbe ;  tfaey  take  their  rise  about 
a  hiindllid-tailia-adatherly  of  it»  and  tiience  flow  1^  a  northeriy  course  hito  it 
This  will  convey  an  idea  of  these  rivers,  thougli,  geographicfflly  speaking, 
it  Is'not^torrect  to  use  tbe  tenaa  of  a  greater  river  throwing  out  ttie  lesser 
ri¥«i»hs  bMndiei^  when  it  in  fiiet  reoeivos  tiiem. 

fv^^Rie  pffindpal  towns  on  the  Saale  are  Mav6burg,  ^aumbarf^  Jana^ 
aBtt  ^snafeneifi* 
Mereaburg  is  a  very  considerable  tMm  on  the  Smh,  eontamittg  9bmm 
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woi  thousand  iuhabitaats^  aud  an  it  i«  jiaid  in  the  Clermaii  books,  nearly  a; 
tlKHisand  houses.  As  the  country  is  fertile  aud  Imjuutifui,  the  iuhabitautv 
ki  good  times  are  happy  aud  afilueut  It  lias  aii  autior.t  ca&tle,  a  public  library^ 
and  a  palace.  The  battle  of  Kosbacii  wai  fought  in  Uiis  uci^libourhood; 
and  the  vicinity  of  this  town,  and  iudecd  the  whole  liae  of  Uie  Su»le,  was  tlio> 
memorable  theatre  of  the  Swedish  War^  and  of  the  achievements  of  (iustavua 
Adolphus.     May  his  fame  be  renewed  in  it  under  tlie  Crown  Prince. 

Naumburg  is  another  town  on  the  Soale,  and  on  the  high  road  from  Leipsic 
to  France,  aud  on  one  of  the  roads  from  Dresden  to  France.  Naumbur^ 
is  a  stronger  town  than  Merseburg,  and  might  be  defeudcd  by  a  g.irrisou  of. 
one  thousand  men^  which  it  would  admit.  It  of  course  comnuuids  the  ptis- . 
sage  of  the  Saa1e»  but  as  tiiis  ri\'cr  may  be  turned  both  above  aiid  U:luw  it« 
that  is  not  of  much  consequence.  The  town  is  hanrlsomc,  snil  in  a  coun- 
try ric-fa  and  pleasant,  abounding  in  corn,  cattle,  wooils,  and  vailcxsj  and  i« 
surrounded  by  gardens,  parks,  and  picusurc  grounds. 

Jena  cannot  be  remembered  without  pain ;  I  (insider  that  battle,  and  al- 
ways slmll  so  cx>nsider  it,  as  a  memorable  example  of  Divine  vengeance  on  the 
atheistical  monarchy  of  Frederic  of  Prui^sia;  and  am  almost  inclined  to1je!ie\<v 
under  this  opinion,  that  Prussia  as  a  Kingdom  will  never  revive  again.  Yqu 
hare  very  justly  said,  that  It  was  the  most  horrible  (I'ourt  in  Europe 
under  Frederic,  and  let  mc  add  that  the  corruption  of  tint  monarch  survived 
his  life.  I  do  not  wish  to  speak  indecently  of  kings  and  courts  j  but  whoever 
risited  Berlin  in  the  yeani  from  1793  upwards,  &c.  &c. — !  need  say  no  niore« 
when  writiog  to  yon. 

Sdal€6ckl  is  the  last  town  oi^'any  importance  hi  ascending  thejfiic  of  the 
Saale.  It  has  the  ordinary  character  of  all  the  towns  in  this  ]>art  of 
Saxony ;  namely,  an  antient  castle,  a  beautiful  country,  and  most  industriotii 
and  cheerful  inhabitants.

THIRTY-SEVENTH  BULLETIN. 

Paris^  September  7.— Hor  Majesty  the  Empn^ts  and  Queen,  liat  rece'iTcd  the  fol- 
lowing  intelligence  from  the  army,  dated  September  1. 

«*  Ou  the  28th  August  the  King  of  Naples  and  Duke  of  Bcllune  slept  at  rre\herjr, 
the  39th  at  Liehlenberg,  the  30th  at  Zittuu,  the  3lst  at  Saydo.  The  TJukeof  Raj^usa, 
with  the  6th,  slept  on  the  28th  at  Dippoldlswalde  where  the  enemy  ahandotud  1200 
Wounded*,  on  the  29th  at  Falkenham,  and  the  31st  at  Zennwaid.  The  I4th  corps, 
aodrr  the  orders  of  Marshal  St.  Cyr,  was  on  the  28th  at  Maxcn,  the  29tli  at  Rein. 
Wdt  Grumna,  the  30th  at  DitU-sdorf,  the  3lst  at  Bielman.  The  ist  corps  under 
Gen.  Vandamme,  was  on  the  3Sth  at  Hollandorf,  and  the  29th  at  IVtcisnalde,  oc- 
cap)ingthe  mountains.  The  Duke  of  Trevise  was  in  poisition  on  the  iSth  and  J9th 
at  Pirnm.  General  Pagal,  commanding  the  ca%'alry,  has  made  some  prisoners.  The 
enemy  retired  to  the  position  of  Dippoldiswalde  and  Altenherg.  His  left  fidlowed 
the  Plauen  road,  mod  fell  back  by  Tharandt  upon  Dippoldiswalde,  not  being  able 
fo  retreat  by  the  Freyberg  road,  ilis  right  could  neither  retire  by  the  causeway  of 
Pirna,  nor  that  of  Dolma,  and  therefore  retired  upon  Maxen,  and  from  thence  upon 
Dippoldiswalde.  All  that  there  were  of  Partisans  or  detached  were  cut  off.  The 
Russian,  Prussian,  and  Austrian  bags^age  got  entangled  upun  the  causeway  of  Frey- 
berg ;  sereral  thousand  carriages  were  taken  there.  Arrircd  at  Altenberg,  where 
the  road  fromToeplitz  to  Dippoldiswalde  became  impracticable,  the  enemy  took  the 
resolution  of  abandoning  more  than  luoo  carnages  of  ammunition  and  baggage. 
This  grand  army  re-entered   Bohemia,  after  baring    lost  part  of  its  artillery  and 

**On  the  39th  General  Vandamme  pasied,  with  8  or  10  battalions,  the  neck  of 
the  grand  chain,  and  marched  upcmKulm;  he  there  met  the  enemy,  8  or  10,000 
strong;  they  engaged  him;  not  finding  himself  sufBcicntly  stron^^,  he  made  hit 
corps  d*armee  descend  ;  he  would  have  soon  overthrown  the  enemy.  In  place  of 
re-entering,  and  again  placing  himself  upon  the  heights,  he  remained  and  took  a  posi- 
tion at  Kulm,  without  guarding  the  mountain  ;  this  mountain  rommandcd  the  only 
causeway  ;  it  is  high.  It  was  only  on  thesoth  that  Mar^hal  St.  Cjr,  and  the  Duke 
of  Rmgusm  arrived  at  the  debouche  from  Toeplitz.  General  Vandamme  only  thought 
of  closing  the  road  against  the  enemy, and  taking  all.  To  a  flying  ormyy  a  bridge  of 
g0ld  must  be  made,  or  a  barrier  qf' steel  opposed.  He  was  not  strong  enough  to  oppose 
this  barrier  of  steel. 

"  However,  the  enemy  perceiving  that  this  corps  d'nrmee  of  |R,000  remained 
alone  in  Bohemia,  separated  by  high  monntai:«s,  end  that  ul)  the  others  wore  at  the 
foot  of  the  mountains  on  the  other  side,  saw  ih-tl  he  wa.^  lu^t,  uiilrss  he  defeated  it ; 
he  cooceiveJ  the  hope  of  successfully  attacking  it,  its  pu^itiim  licin;;  bad.  The 
Russian  guards  were  at  the  h«-ad  of  the  army,  wKich  ri)n<j:)>t  in  rctn  aliu'^  ;  t«»  them 
were  joined  two  fresh  Austrian  diviitions.  The  reuiaiixN'r  of  the  em  uiy^s  army 
joined  tbem  aa  it  debouched,  followed  by  the  3d,  6th,  and  l^tth  e«)rpH.  These  troops 
reached  tbe  1st  corps.  General  Vandamme  sht^wed  a  firoid  n>n*)t<  iianee,  rcpnlstd 
ill  the  attacks,  penetrated  all  that  prri^cnted  itSL-IT,  an«l  covcicd  lh»'  held  of  battle 
with  dead.  Disorder  increased  in  the  enemy  S  r.rnty,  audit  wr.s  with  adiniration 
seen  what  a  small  nu^ibcr  of  men  can  do  against  a  multitudji',  \y\\yfi,M  morale  \% 
weakened. 
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'  **  At  two  in  the  nfternoon,  the  Prussian  colamn  of  General  KIcist,  cat  cfT  in  hit 
retreat,  debouclied  by  Peterswalde,  to  endeavour  to  penetrate  into  Bohemia  ;  it  met 
no  enemy,  arrived  upon  the  top  of  the  mountains,  without  resistance  ;  it  placed 
itself  there,  and  there  saw  the  affair  which  was  going  on.  The  effect  of  this  colamn 
upon  the  rear  of  the  enemy  decided  the  business.  Gen.  Vandamme  immediately 
marched  against  this  column,  which  he  repulsed  -,  he  was  obliged  to  weaken  his  line 
at  this  delicate  moment.  Fortune  turned  i  he  nevertheless  succeeded  in  overthrow^ 
ing  General  Kleisfs  column,  who  was  killed;  the  Prussian  soldiers  threw  away 
their  arms,  and  precipitated  themselves  into  the  fosses  and  woods.  In  this  strife^ 
General  Vandamme  disappeared.     It  is  supposed  he  was  killed. 

"  Generals  Carboneau,  Dumoncieu,  and  Philippon,  determined  to  profit  of  the 
moment  to  withdraw,  part  by  the  great  road,  and  part  by  the  cross  ruad,  with  their 
divisions,  by  abandoning  all  the  materiale,  with  consisted  of  30  pieces  of  artillery, 
mad  300  waggons  of  all  kinds,  but  bringing  away  all  the  horses.  In  the  situation  in 
which  affairs  were  they  could  not  have  acted  better.  The  killed^  wounded,  and 
prisoners  may  carry  our  loss  in  this  affair  to  6000  men.  It  is  thought  that  the  ene- 
Inyo's  loss  cannot  be  less  than  from  4  to  SOOO  men.  The  first  corps  rallied  half  a 
league  from  the  field  of  battle  on  the  14th  corps. -^A  list  of  the  losses  of  this  catas* 
thropbe,  owing  to  a  warlike  ardour  badly  calculated,  was  made  out.  General  Van> 
damme  merits  regret'-ohe  possessed  a  rare  intrepidity.  He  died  upon  the  field  of 
battle,  m  death  worthy  of  envy  to  every  brave  man. 

THIRTY-EIGHTH  BULLETIN. 

Paris,  September  8  —Her  Majesty,  the  Empress,  and  Queen,  has  received  the  fol- 
lowing intelligence  from  the  army,  dated  September  3. 

'*  On  the  21st  of  August  the  Russian,  Prussian,  and  Austrian  array,  commanded 
by  the  Emperor  Alexander  and  the  king  of  Prussia,  entered  Saxony,  and  on  the 
S9d  marched  against  Dresden,  with  from  180  to  S00,0C0  men,  having  an  immense 
materiaU^  and  full  of  hope,  not  only  of  driving  us  from  the  right  bank  of  the  Elbe, 
bat  even  of  marching  upon  the  Rhiue,  and  nourishing  the  war  between  the  Elbe  and 
the  Rhine.  In  five  days  it  has  seen  its  hopes  confounded  ;  30,000  prisoners,  in,0O0 
wounded  fallen  into  onr  power,  which  makes  the  number  araoant  to  40,000  \  30,000 
killed  or  wounded,  and  as  many  sick  in  consequence  of  fatigue  and  the  want  of  pro- 
visions, (it  has  been  five  or  six  days  without  bread)  have  weakened  it  nearly 
80,000  men. 

*'  It  does  not  now  amount  to  100,000  men  ander  arms,  it  has  lost  more  than  loo 
pieces  of  cannon,  entire  parks,  1500  amunition  aud  artillery  waggons,  which  were 
blown  up  or  fell  into  our  hands  ;  more  than  3000  baggage  waggons,  which  it  has 
burnt,  or  we  have  taken;  there  were  40  colours  or  standards.  Among  the  prisoners 
there  are  4000  Russians.  The  ardour  of  the  French  army,  and  the  courage  of  the 
infantry,  fixed  every  one^s  attention.  The  first  cannon  fired  from  the  batteries  of 
the  Imperial  Guards,  on  the  day  of  the  27th,  mortally  wounded  General  Moreau, 
who  had  returned  from  America  to  enter  the  Russian  service.'* 


THIRTY-NINTH  BULLETIN. 

PariSf  September  15.-— Her  Majesty,  the  Empress,  Queen,  and  Regent,  has  re- 
ceived  the  following  intelligence  from  the  army,  dated  September  6,  in  the  evening  : — 

On  the  2d  of  September  the  Emperor  reviewed  the  1st  corps  in  Dresden,  and 
conferred  tlsc  command  of  it  on  Count  Lobau.  This  corps  is  composed  of  the  divi- 
fions  of  Pumoncean,  Philippon,  and  Teste,  This  corps  has  lost  less  than 
was  at  first  supposed,  many  men  having  re-entered.

On  the  3d  the 
Emperor  slept  at  the  castleof  Harta,  upon  the  Silesian  rond;  and  on  the  4tlsMt  the 
filUjfe  of  Horbknsb,  (on  the  other  side  of  Bautzen) :,  since  hirVajrsty's  departure 
from  Loeweuberji:,  important  evenU  had  taken  place  in  Silesia.     The  Duke  of  Ta- 
rrutuiD,  to  whom  the  Emperor  had  left  the  command  of  the  army  in  Sii(<;i$i,  made 
{[ood  dispotfitions  for  pursuing  the  Allies,  and   drivinr  th^m  fn)m  Jauen,  the  enemy 
was  driven  from  nil  bis  positions  ;  his  columns  were  in  full  retreat ;  on  the  i>(>th  the 
Dnke  of  Tareutum  had  taken    all    his  measures    to  turn  him;   but  in   the   night 
brtweeo  the  26tb  and  SJtb,  the  Bobr,  and  all  the  streams  ttbich  flow  into  it,    ovrr. 
floved  ;  in  less   than   from  seven   to   eight   hours    the  roads   were  covered  with 
from  three  to  four  feet    water,  and  all  the   bridges    carried   awny.      Our  rohimns 
ftrand  themselves  separated  :  those  which  were  to  have  turned  the  enemy  wrre  not 
ible  to  arrive.     The  allies  quickly  perceived  this  clian;;e  of  circum^itancer.     Tho 
Dnke  of  Tareutum  employed  the  28tb  and  'igth  in  connecting  his  colunmo,  sepa- 
rated by  the   ioundatioo.     They  succeeded  in  regaining  Duntzlau,  wtiere  the  only 
bridge  was  that  bad  not  been  carried  away  by  the  waters  of  the  Bohr  :  but  a  hrij^nde 
of  General  Pulhod^s  division  was  not  able  to  arrive  there.     In  place  u/  endeavoui'iti}^ 
to  throw  himself  upon  the  sides  of  the   mountains,   the  General  wished  to  return 
apoD  Loeweobnrg.     There  finding  himself  surrounded  by  enemies,  and   the  river 
behind  him,  after  having  defended  himself  with  all  his  means,  he  was  obliged  to  give 
way  to  numbers.     All  those  in  the  two  regiments  who  could  swim  suveil  themselves. 
Wt  reckon  of  them  from  7  to  800  :  the  remainder  were  taken.     The  enemy  has  taken 
from  OS,  in  these  different  affairs,  from  3  to  400u  prisoners,  and  the  two  ea;:lcs  of 
the  two   regiments,  and  the  cannon  belonging  to  the  brigade.     After  these  circum- 
stances, which  bad  fatigued  the  army,  it  successively  rep.iR&ed  the  Bohr,  the  Queisse, 
sod  the  Neiswe.     The  Emperor  found  it  on  the  4th  ujion  the  heights  of  Horhkunb. 
He  made  it  the  tame  evening  to  re-attack  the  enemy,  drive  him  from  the  heights  of 
Wohlenberg,  and  pursued  him  during  the   whole  day  of  the  5th  Vepee  dans  ies  reins 
to  Gocrlitz.     General  Sebastiani  executed  several  charges  of  cavalry  at  Reichenbach, 
and  made  some  prisoners.     The  enemy  hastily  repassed  the  Neisse  and  the  Queisse, 
and  our  troops  took  m  position  upon  the  heights  uf   Goerlitz,  beyond  the  Ncisse. 
On  the  6tb  and  7th,  in  the  evening,  the  Emperor  returned  to  Dresden.  The  Council 
af  War  of  the  3d  corps  d*armee  has  condemned  to  the  pain  of  death  the  General  of 
Brigade  Jomini,  chief  of  the  St  afl*  of  that  corps,  who,  from  the    head-quarters  of 
Leif nitx,  deserted  to  the  enemy  at  the  moment  of  the  rujiture  of  the  armi>»lice.

Paris,  Sept.  94^— Her  Majesty  the  Empress,  Queen,  and  Regent,  has  received  tha

•ecnpying  the  debouches  from  Fuestenwalde  and  the  Geyersbcrg.  The  Duke  of 
Bellanewaa  aC  Altenberg. 

••  The  Prince  of  Moskwa  was  at  Torgau,  with  the  4lh,  7th,  and  1 2th  corps. 

••The  Doke  of  Ragusa  and  the  King  of  Naples,  with  General  Latouf  Mau» 
Warg*s  cavalry,  were  marching  upon  Grosscn  Hayn. 

"  Tb€  Prince  of  Eckmahl  was  at  Ratzbourg. 
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**  The  enemy's  army  of  Silesia  was  upon  the  right  of  the  Spree.  That  of  Bo- 
hemia, the  Russians  and  Prassians,  in  the  plain  ofTopIitz,  and  an  Austrian  corpa 
at  Martcnbourg.     The  enemy*s  army  of  Berlin  was  at  Juterboch. 

"  The  French  General  Margaron,  with  a  corps  of  observation,  occupied  Leipzic. 

**  The  Castle  of  Sonneostein,  above  Pirna,  bad  been  occupied,  fortified,  and 
armed. 

'*  Uis  Majesty  bad  given  the  command  of  Torgau  to  Count  de  Narbonne.  The 
foor  regiments  of  Guards  of  Honour  were  attached  ;  the  first  to  the  mounted  chas- 
aeurs  of  the  guard  ;  the  second  to  the  dragoons  ^  the  thii-d  to  the  horse  grenadiers  ; 
and  the  fourth  to  the  ]Rt  regiment  of  lancers.  Those  regiments  of  the  guards  will 
furnish  them  with  instructors,  and  whenever  they  march  to  battle^  be  joined  to  old 
soldiers,  by  whom  they  will  be  guided,  and  whose  skeletons  they  will  reinforce. 

"  A  squadron  of  each  regiment  of  Guard  of  Honour  will  always  perform  the 
duty  about  the  Emperor,  with  a  squadion  furnished  by  each  regiment  of  the  guards, 
which  will  carry  to  eight  the  number  of  Eqdiadrons  on  duty.*' 


rORTYFirST  BULLETIN. 

PariSf  Sept.  23.— Her  Majesty  the  Empress,  Queen,  and  Regent,  has  received  the 
following  intelligence  from  the  army,  dated  the  17th  September: — 

'*  On  the  U.th  the  enemy  debouched  from  Toplitz  upon  Nollendorf,  to  turn  Du- 
moncieu's  division  which  was  upon  the  height.-^This  division  retired  in  good 
order  upon  Gushabel,  where  Count  dc  Lobau  collected  his  corps.  The  enemy 
having  wished  to  attack  t*'*;  camp  at  Gushabel,  was  repulsed,  and  lost  many  men. 

**  On  .the  15th  the  Emperor  left  Dresden,  and  marched  to  the  camp  at  Pirna,  he 
directed  General  Monton  Duviruet,  commanding  the  42d  division,  by  the  villages^ 
of  Langenhenersdorf,  a^d  Bera,  thus  turning  the  enemy's  right.  At  the  same 
time  Count  dc  Lobau  attacked  him  in  front ;  the  enemy  was  ltd  Vep^e  dans  Us  rein» 
all  the  remainder  of  the  day. 

**  Ou  the  l6tb  he  still  occupied  the  heights  beyond  PeterswaUle,  at  noon  we  began 
to.  pursue  hi m»  and  be  was  dislodged  from  his  position.  General  Ornanu  made  some 
fine  charges  with  the  division  of  the  cavalry  of  the  guard,  and  Prince  Poniatowski** 
brigade  of  Polish  light  horse.  The  enemy  was  followed  and  driven  in  the  greatest 
disorder  into  Bohemia.  He  made  his  retreat  with  so  much  activity,  that  we  were  onljc 
able  to  take  some  prisoners  from  him,  among  whom  was  General  Blucher,  com- 
nander  of  the  advanced-guard,  and  son  of  the  Prussian  General  in  Chief,  Blucher, 

*<  Our  loss  was  trifling.  On  the  l6th  the  Emperor  slept  at  PeterswaJde^  andoQ 
the  17th  his  Majesty  returned  to  Pirna. 

*<  Thielmann,  a  General  who  deserted  from  the  Saxon  service,  with  a  corpa  of 
partizans  and  deserters,  has  marched  upon  Saal.— -An  Austrian  Colonel  has  also^  at 
a  partizan,  marched  upon  Coldita.  Generals  Margaron,  Lefevre,  DesnouUes  aa4 
Fere,  have  gone  with  columns  of  infantry  and  cavalry  in  pursuit  of  those  parties^ 
hoping  to  give  a  good  account  of  them.** 


FORTYSECOND   BULLETIN. 

Paris,  Sept.  26.-— Her  Majesty  the  Empress  Queen  and  Regent  has  received  tht 
following  intelligeuce  from  the  army,  dated  igih  September  :-^ 

**  Ou  the  ]7th,  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  Emperor  mounted  00  hone* 
back,  and  in  the  place  of  going  to  Pirna,  proceeded  to  the  advanced  posts.  Having 
perceived  the  enemy  had  prepared  a  great  quantity  of  fascines  (abattisj  to  defend 
the  descent  from  the  mountain,  bis  Majesty  ordered  him  to  be  attacked  by  General 
Dnvernet,  who  with  the  48d  division,  seized  upon  the  village  of  Arbesan,  and  dnive 
the  enemy  into  the  plain  of  Toplitz.     He  was  charged  with  manoeuvring  in  auch  • 
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■a  to  tborovflily  recooBoitre  the  enemy's  position,  and  oblige  him  to  ub* 
BMsk  kU  forces.  Tliis  General  perfectly  succeeded  in  executing  bis  instnictionp. 
He  en^HS^ed  in  a  brisk  cannonade  without  caanon  shot,  and  which  did  little  injury  ; 
bat  aa  Aastrian  battery  of  94  pieces,  baring  left  its  position  to  approach  Duvernet's 
division,  GBoeral  Ornano  ordered  it  to  be  chared  by  the  red  lancers  of  the  guard; 
tbcy  took  these  94  pieces  and  sabred  all  the  artillerymen,  but  were  only  able  to 
bring  off  the  horses,  two  pieces  of  cannon,  and  an  advanced  train  favant  train. J 

^Oa  the  I8tb,  Count  de  Luban  remained  in  the  aarae  position,  occupying  the 
villsge  of  Arbeaan,  and  all  the  debouches  from  the  plain.  At  four  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  the  enemy  »ent  a  division  to  surprise  the  height  above  the  village  of 
Eeinitx.  Tbia 'division  was  repulsed,  Vepee  dans  Us  reins,  and  lired  at  with  grape* 
shot  during  an  hour.  On  the  18tb,  at  nine  in  the  evening,  his  Majesty  arrived  at 
PirBB,  Bad  oa  the  19th  Count  de  Lobau^again  resumed  his  positions  before  Uollei^ 
dorf  and  the  camp  of  Giesherbel.     The  rain  fell  in  torrents. 

**  Tk«  Friocc  of  Neafcbatel  is  a  little  indisposed  by  an  access  of  fever. 

**  HU  Majesty  is  very  well." 


FORTY-THIRD   BULLETIN. 

Paris^Oct.  1.— Her  Majesty  the  Empress  Queen  and  Regent  has  received  the 
lullowiog  intelligence  from  the  army,  dated  Sept.  26  :— - 

The  Emperor  pasted  the  days  of  the  19th  and  30tb  at  Pirca.  His  Majesty  order- 
ed a  bridge  to  be  thrown  across  there,  and  a  titt-de-pont  to  be  established  on  tht 
right  bank. 

Ob  the  fist  the  Emperor  came  to  sleef  at  Dresden,  and  on  the  99d  went  to  Hafu 
taw.  He  immediately  ordered  to  debouch  beyond  the  forest  of  Bischoffwerder  tht 
II th  corps,  commanded  by  the  Duke  of  Tareutum ;  the  sth  corps,  commanded 
by  General  LBurii»ton  3  and  the  3d  corps  commanded  hy  General  Souham,  ThB 
eBeBy*s  army  of  Silesia— *which  had  marched,  the  right  cummaiided  by  Sacken^ 
ipoB  Cameuz;  the  left,  commanded  hy  Langoron,  upon  Ncustadt,  to  the  debouchet 
af  Bohemia  ^  and  the  centre,  commanded  by  Yorck,  upon  RiKcholTwerder — instant* 
ly,  retreated  on  all  sides.  General  Girard,  commanding  our  advanced  guard,  br|akly 
followed  it,  and  made  some  prisoners. 

The  enemy  waa  led  fif^bting  to  the  Spree.     General  Lauriston  entered  Ncustadt. 

The  enemy  thus  refusing  battle,  the  Emperor  returned  on  the  24lh  to  Dresden, 
Bad  ordered.tbe  Duke  of  Tarentum  to  take  a  position  upon  the  heights  of  Weissig. 

The  Sth  corps,  commanded  by  Prince  Poniatowski,  has  repassed  upon  the  left 
bnak. 

Coast  de  Loban,  with  the  1st  corps,  still  occupies  Giesshubel. 

llBrahal  St.  Cyr  occupies  Pirna,  and  the  position  of  Duhna.  The  Duke  of 
Bellaoo  occupies  the  position  of  Freyberg. 

The  Dake  of  Raguaa,  with  the  6th  corps,  and  General  Latour  Maubourg's  caval* 
ry,  was  beyond  Grosaenhayn :  he  had  repulsed  the  enemy  upon  the  right  bank,  be- 
|und  TorgBBy  to  facilitate  the  passage  of  a  convoy  of  90,ooa  quintals  of  meBl« 
which  was  lining  ^p  the  Elbe  in  boats,  and  which  bas  arrived  at  Dresden. 

The  Dake  of  Padoa  is  at  Leipsic  ^  the  Prince  of  Moskwa  between  Witteaberg 
ndTorgaa. 

Geacral  Coaat  Lefcbvre  Desnuuettes  waa,  with  4,000  horse,  in  pnrauit  of  the 
tfiitor  Thwlmaon.  This  Thielmaa  is  a  Saxon,  and  loaded  with  favours  by  the 
King.  Aa  a  return  for  so  many  beneBts,  he  has  shewn  himself  the  roost  irrecon- 
likable  eaeny  to  his  Ring,  and  to  his  country.  At  the  bead  of  3,000  horse,  partly 
I,  |«rtlj  Coaiacka  nod  Auatrians,  he  has  plundered  the  King'a  stud,  every 
I  coatrHmtioBi  for  hU  owa  profit,  and  treated  bis  conntrymeu  with  til 
f*lM7.

General  LefebTre 
Desnouettes  attacked  them  on  the  24th,  at  Altenburg,  killed  them  many  men,  among 
others  a  Prince  of  Hohenzollerii,  and  a  Colonel. 

Thielmann^s  march  bad  caused  some  delays  in  the  communications  from  Erfurth 
mod  Leipsic. 

The  enemy's  army  of  Berlin  appear,  to  be  making  preparations  for  throwing  orer 
a  bridge  at  Dessan. 

The  Prince  of  Neufchatel  is  unwell  of  a  bilious  fever  ;  he  has  some  days  kep  this 
bed.     His  Majesty  was  never  better. 


Swedish  Official  Bulletins. 


EIGHTH  BULLETIN. 

Head  quarters  at  Truenbrietzen,  the  Isl  Sept. -^-H'ls  Royal  Highness  the  Crowo 
Prince  removed  his  bead-quarters  to  BuchhoUz  on  the  30th  of  August;  from  whenct 
they  were  shifted  here  yesterday  at  eight  o^clock  in  the  morning. 

The  enemy  had  possession  of  the  towns  of  Marzabnes,  Sehawbeck,  Eckmansdorf^ 
and  Fcldbeim,  cannon  shots  were  yesterday  exchanged  between  him  and  our  recon- 
noitring  corps.  General  Baron  Adlercrents  was  detached  by  his  Royal  Highness 
to  view  the  euemy^s  position,  and  rode  forwards,  accompanied  by  Genera]  Baroo 
Tavast,  to  within  400  paces  of  his  batteries. 

The  united  army  is  collected  together.  The  Prussian  and  Russian  van-guards  arc 
in  pursuit  of  the  enemy  on  the  road  to  Wittenberg.  A  corps  of  Swedish  troops, 
composed  of  Murner^s  regiment  of  hussars,  two  battalions  of  yagers,  and  four  pieces 
of  artilley,  under  the  command  of  Adjutant-General  Baron  Cedcstiom,  is  joined 
with  the  Russian  van-guard.  General  CzernicheiT^s  and  Colonel  BrendePs  light 
roops  swarm  about  the  enemy.  The  Generals  Tauenzien  and  H  irschfcldt  direct  tbeir 
motions  by  those  of  the  army,  and  are  in  connection  with  it. 

The  Prince  of  Eckmubl  still  continues  in  his  position  near  Scbweria  on  the  28th 
of  August. 

His  Royal  Highness  has  this  day  sent  off  Colonel  Bjomstiem  with  a  flag  of  truce 
to  the  French  advanced  posts,  to  deliver  the  Commaudant  of  Luckau's  capitulation. 

EXTRACT   OF  AN    OFFICIAL  LETTER   FROM  TRVENBRIETZEN    OF  THE  30  SEPT. 

The  enemy  has  this  morning  been  attacked  and  driven  out  of  the  position  which 
he  occupied,  and,  as  it  appears,  has  thrown  himself  into  Wittenberg.  We  are  as 
yet  uninformed  of  the  details  of  this  affair.  The  town  of  Zahne  has  been  bnrnt 
down.  The  Crown  Prince  has  fixed  his  liead-quarters  at  Redeke^  a  town  sitaated 
near  to  Niemeck,  and  two  German  miles  from  Truenbrietzen. 

NINTH  BULLETIN. 

Head-quarters  ai  Redigke,  September  10.— The  Crown  Prince  removed  his  head- 
quarters  to  Buchholtz  on  the  30th  of  August  on  the  dist  to  Tnirabrietzco/  mud 
yesterday  to  this  place. 
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Lackau  is  one  of  those  points  oo  the  frontiers  of  Saxony  which  the  enemy  had 
fortified  with  the  ^eatest  assiduity  diirini^  the  Armistice.  He  had  reckoned  on  he- 
rn^ able  to  defend  it  long^er,  and  had  not  expected  to  see  us  there  so  soon.  VVc  shall 
give  the  capitulation  of  this  place  afterwards.  The  Crown  Prince  has  commanded 
that  the  neighbouring  mountain  shall  be  fortified  ;  6oo  men  are  at  work  on  it.  The 
isburbs  will  be  raised,  and  by  this  means  the  garrivon  of  Luckan  will  be  able  to  de- 
fend itself. 

Tliegronnd,  which  is  very  much  broken  to  some  Ica^PK  from  Wittenberg,  favoured 
tlteeneroy^B  retreat,  and  preveutod  the  li^ht  cavalry  from  acting.  He  has,  notwith- 
standing, been  forced  from  time  to  time  in  his  difiercnt  positions. 

On  the  30th  of  August,  Winzingerodc  had  his  head  rjuarters  at  Niemeck ;  General 
Balow  had  his  at  Truenbrietzen,  on  the  30th  of  August;  and  on  the  1st  of  Sep- 
tember, at  Frohnsdorfl*.  On  the  3d  of  September  this  Gcnerars  corps  advanced  in 
the  positions  of  Sehwaheck  and  Fetdheim,  his  advanced  guard  being  at  Marzahnes. 
The  enemy  garrisoned  Kropstndt,  but  defiled  during  the  night,  and  at  break  of 
day  his  rear-guard  commenced  its  retreat.  General  Burstell  pursued  him  as  far  at 
Tkiessen.  The  enemy  commenced  a  heavy  cannonade  and  fire  of  musketry  to 
cdver  this  position;  but  General  Borstell's  advanced  post  sustained  themselves 
before  the  defiles  of  Kopping,  2,ooo  paces  from  Thicssen.  The  division  of  Colonel 
Krafft   ascended  the  heights  of  Kropstadt  to  support  General  Borstell. 

At  the  same  time,  General  Dobachutz  made  himself  master  of  the  heights  of  the 
town  of  Zahne.  His  connection  with  General  Borstell  was  kept  op  by  the  post  of 
Woltersdorfi*,  of  which  Major  Beyer  had  taken  pussission.  The  rest  of  General 
Bnlow*8  corps  took  position  at  Marzahnes. 

The  Pniisiao  division  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Krafft  principally  contri- 
baled  to  the  success  of  the  aiTair  at  Gross-Reeren,  and  its  Commander  has  distin- 
gaished  himself  by  his  intrepidity.  The  corps  of  the  Prince  of  Hesse-Homburg 
has  likewise  taken  an  active  share  in  the  engagements  which  took  place ;  and  the 
Prince  bat  on  every  opportunity  given  proofs  of  his  valour  and  activity. 

The  enemy  being  hard  pressed  on  his  left  flank  by  the  Generals  Woronzoff,  Oroork^ 
and  CzemicbeiT,  made  some  attempts  from  the  side  of  Coswig,  but  was  always  re- 
pulsed with  loss.  On  the  3d  of  September,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Izbacha  was  d«^ 
tached  by  General  Woronzoff  to  take  possession  of  a  wood  near  Schmilkendorff, 
and  executed  his  orders  with  good  success.  Being  afterwards  surrounded  by  the 
cacnj  with  f>ar  timet  his  number,  he  still  faced  them  and  cleared  his  way  in  good 
order,  and  with  very  little  loss.  Schmilkendorff  was  again  garrisoned  by  General 
Woronzoff. 

Tbe  French  rorps  d'arra^  which  had  advanceil  to  Schwcrin  still  remained  there 
M  the  2d  ittst. ;  it  hat  detached  the  Danish  division  to  Gadebusch,  to  cover  hit 
rear.  General  Tettenborn  continued  to  disturb  the  enem>^s  communications,  and 
tUrm  bit  advanced  posts*  He  took,  near  Gadebusch,  a  transport  of  40  weggoot  with 
provitioa  and  ammnnition,  after  having  killed  and  dispersed  its  escort. 

Tbe  conteqnencet  of  the  victory  that  General  Blucher  gained  on  the  s6th,  on  the 
Katzbncby  arc  decitive.  The  result  of  that  action,  on  the  30th,  amounted  to  more 
fban  I4»d00  pritoner«,  SO  piecet  of  artillery,  and  300  ammunition-waggons.  The 
vbole  Preocb  drrlton  of  Generml  Pacthod,  on  the  29th  instant,  laid  down  their  armt 
tt  Lowenberg',  wilb  tbe  exception  of  three  or  400  men,  who  threw  thcmsetvrt  into 
tbe  Bobr.  General  Blocher,  on  tbe  30th  Aagost,  had  his  head-quarteiHi  at  Holstein, 
icar  Ltovenber^y  and  continned  baixkly  in  parsult  of  the  enemy.  General  Benigseni 
vith  bit  corpe  d'arm^,  arrived  at  Breslau  on  the  3oth  :  from  whence  be  proceeded 
to  litgniUy  aMrciilBf  on  tbe  tame  line  witb  General  Blucher.

Head-qnarttrty  Juterboch,  September  6y  ]8l9.-»Tbe  Prince  Royal  transferred  hi» 
liead-qaarters  to  Rabenstein,  on  the  4th  of  this  nnonth. 

At  tUe  momcot  wbea  bis  Royal  Highness  had  comineBced  a  moTemeat,  in  order 
to  advance  with  the  Russian  and  Swedish  army  to  Roslaa,  with  aa  iotentioo  of  there 
crossing  the  Elbe,  and  of  taking  the  direction  of  Leipiic,  his  Royal  Highness  leaml 
that  the  enemy,  after  baring  made  a  demonstration  of  passing  over  to  the  left  side 
of  the  river,  had  suddenly  returned  into  his  intrcncbroents  of  Tenchel  and  Tragnn, 
in  advance  of  Wittenburg.  This  sudden  return  afforded  a  presumption,  either  that 
be  intended  to  attack  the  combined  army  in  their  passage  across  the  Elbe^  or  to  nakt 
^  rapid  march  upon  Berlin. 

The  Prince  Royal  slackened  the  pace  of  his  troops,  and  announced  that  it  should 
take  place  the  following  day  :  two  battalions,  a  Swedish  and  a  Prosaian,  were  dis- 
patched to  Roslau,  under  the  oniers  of  Lient.-Co).  Hoist,  Aide-de-Camp  to  his 
Royal  Highness,  in  order  to  collect  all  materials  necessary  for  the  conatmction  •! 
a  bridge. 

The  reports  of  the  outposts  announced  every  moment,  that  the  caemy't  aroiy 
was  marching  upon  Zaboe  This  post,  occupied  by  the  corps  of  General  DobschwtSy 
belonging  to  the  corps  d'armee  of  Ceiieral  Count  Tauentaein,  was  attacked  by  m 
irery  superior  force  on  the  4th  of  September,  in  the  afLemooo,  and  maintained  its 
ground  with  great  bravery. 

The  enemy  having  been  repulsed  in  several  attacks,  re-entered  his  intrenchments 
before  Wittenburg. 

Next  day,  the  5th  of  September,  most  murderous  attacks  were  teoewed  against 
Zahne,  and  in  spite  of  the  courage  displayed  by  General  Dobschntt,  with  the  troops 
under  his  orders,  that  position  was  carried.  The  same  was  the  case,  after-an  ob- 
stinate resistance,  with  respect  to  the  post  of  Seyda,  occupied  by  the  corps  of 
Taoentzein. 

The  reports  of  the  country  people,  of  the  ovt-posts,  and  of  secret  afeots,an* 
nonnced  positively  that  the  enemy  was  taking  the  route  of  Torgau.  These  acconots 
came  in  every  hour  only:  one  single  person  brooght  word  that  the  enemy  intended 
to  proceed  to  Juterbocb. 

ELEVENTH  BULLETIN. 
Juterbcchj  Stplember  8. — ^The  Prince  Royal  set  out  on  the  6tb  of  September  at 
three  o'clock  in  the  morning,  from  Rabenstein,  and  collected  the  Swedish  and  Rus- 
sian armies  upon  the  heights  of  Lobessen.  His  Roysl  Highness  was  waiting  the 
reports  of  General  Tauentxein,  whom  he  thought  farther  advanced,  when  be  re- 
ceived an  acconnt  from  General  Bnlow,  announcing  that  the  whole  army  of  the  ene* 
«iy  was  in  full  march  npon  Juterbocb.  The  Prince  Reyal  ordeied  him  to  attack 
knmediately  the  flank  and  rear  of  the  enemy,  before  General  Tauenlscin,  who  de- 
fended the  approaches  of  the  town,  should  be  overwhelmed  l>y  numbers.  The  Swed« 
isb  army,  who  had  been  marching  upwards  of  two  German  miles,  proceeded  to  Jv- 
tt  rboch,  which  was  yet  distant  three  German  miles,  and  was  followed  by  the  Rns* 
sian  army,  with  the  exception  of  the  advanced  guard,  under  the  ordeii  of  ConnI 
Woronzow,  and  of  the  corps  of  Gen.  Czemicbeff,  which  continued  before  Witteo* 
burg.  The  cannonade  and  musketry  began  immediately  between  the  Prussian  troopi 
and  the  army  of  the  enemy.  The  Russian  and  Swedish  corps,  afller  their  forc»4 
marrhes,  wcr«  obliged  to  halt  for  a  moment,  in  order  to  form  in  the  order  of  battte* 
yUe  Prussian  army^.at  most  40,000  men  strong,  sustained  in  the  mean  wbUe^witli 
a  eourage  traly  heroic,  the  repeated  efforts  of  70,000  of  the  enemy,  supported  bjT 
AGO  pieces  ^f  cannon.    The  straggle  was  unequal  and  nurdrrous.    The 
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IroopSy  however, were  not  disconcerted  even  for  one  moment;  and  if  somebattalionn 
were  obliged  to  yield  for  on  iostant  the  ground  which  they  had  gained,  it  was  only 
for  the  purpose  of  re-occupying  it  the  moment  after.  Whilst  this  was  passing,  7a 
battaliaaa  of  Rassiaos  and  Swedes,  10,000  horse  of  both  nations,  and  iso  pieces  of 
artillery,  advanced  in  columns  of  attack,  leaving  intermediate  spaces  for  deploying. 
Four  tbouaand  Rassian  and  Swedish  cavalry  had  advanced  in  full  speed  to  support 
some  points  whither  the  enemy  principally  directed  his  attacks.  Their  appearaure 
began  to  check  him,  and  the  appearance  of  the  columns  did  the  rest.  The  fate  of 
the  battle  was  instantly  decided.  The  enemy*s  army  beat  a  retreot  •,  the  cavalry 
charged  them  with  a  boldness  resembling  fnry,  and  carried  disorder  into  their  co- 
lumns, which  retreated  with  great  precipitation  upon  the  route  of  Dahne. 

The  enemy^s  force  was  composed  of  four  corps  d*arm£e,— >those  of  Marshal  Duke 
ofReggio,  of  Generals  Bertrand  and  Regnier,  and  of  that  of  the  Duke  of  Padua, 
and  of  from  three  to  four  thousand  Polish  troops,  foot  and  horse,  the  whole  under 
the  command  of  the  Marshal  Prince  of  Moskwa.  The  result  of  this  battle,  which 
was  fought  near  the  village  of  Donnewitz,  by  the  name  of  which  it  will  be  called, 
was  already,  yesterday  morning  five  thousand  prisoners,  three  standards,  from  five- 
and-tvcDty  to  thirty  pieces  of  caanou,  and  upwards  of  two  hundred  ammunition- 
waggona.  The  field  of  battle,  and  the  road  over  which  the  enemy  passed,  are  strewed 
with  dead  and  woundcdt  and  with  a  quantity  of  arms  ;  six  thousand  of  the  former 
have  already  been  collected.  Vigorously  pursued,  the  enemy,  who  appeared  willing 
to  proceed  to  Torgau,  will  not  reach  the  Elbe  baforc  he  has  suffered  losses  >et 
more  considerable.  So  early  as  yesterday  evening.  General  Wobeser,  who  h&d  been 
ordered  to  proceed  with  5000  men  from  Lockau  upon  Dahne,  attacked  in  that 
town,  where  the  Prince  de  U  Moskva  and  the  Dukes  of  Reggio  and  of  Padua  had 
taken  ap  their  quarters,  part  of  the  enemy*8  army  that  intended  to  go  to  Dr^den, 
ud-mtHe  85000  prisoners.  Major  Uelwig,  with  five  hundred  hoi  se,  advanced  upon 
Sveinita  and  Hertzberg,  and  attacked  a  column  of  the  enemy  in  the  night,  taking 
600  prisoners  and  8  pieces  of  cannon.  General  Orourk,  at  the  head  of  his  cavalry, 
has  made  upwards  of  one  thousand  prisoners,  and  taken  several  pieces  of  cannon. 
The  light  troops  were  every  moment  bringing  in  more;  and  General  Regnier  re- 
Baioed  a  long  time  exposed  to  the  fire  of  our  sharp-shooters,  in  the  situation  of  a 
man  desirous  of  death.  We  may  estimate  that  the  enemy  has  lost,  up  to  this  mo- 
ment, in  killed,  wounded,  and  prisoners,  from  sixteen  to  eighteen  thousand  men, 
more  than  fifty  pieces  of  cannon,  and  four  hundred  ammunition  waggons.  Th« 
loii  of  the  enemy  ia  killed  and  wounded  must  have  been  immense.  Half  of  the 
tKort  of  the  Prince  de  la  Moskwa  was  killed  :  Marshal  Duke  de  Reggio  charged 
himself  the  iafantry  of  the  Count  de  rauentzcin.  The  loss  of  Prussian  troops  is 
great,  and  amounts  to  between  4  and  SOOO  men  in  killed  and  wounded.  However, 
the  reanlta  of  the  day  ought  to  contribute  to  the  consolation  of  every  true  patriot, 
who  will  find  the  triompli  of  the  cause  of  his  country  insured  by  the  death  of  these 
^rape  laeii.     The  Swedish  and  Russian  troops  have  lost  little. 

Tho  corps  vied  with  each  other  in  courage  and  devotion.  The  heroic  example 
ihewa  on  thia  occasion  by  the  Prussian  army  is  calculated  to  exist  for  ever  in  the 
lanals  of  military  fame,  and  to  inspire  all  those  who  fight  for  the  independence  of 
(isnnaiijr-  The  Rnasian  and  Swedish  troops  who  took  part  in  the  engagement  hav« 
valiently  eccondcd  the  efforts  of  their  brethren  in  arms.  General  Bulow  has  dis- 
pbyed  the  coolness  and  bravery  of  a  warrior,  who  haH  no  other  object  than  the  glory 
«f  kin  King,  and  the  defence  of  his  country.  The  officers  under  his  command  have 
fautntcd  hia  honourable  example.  The  Prince  of  Hesse  Hombourg,  Generals 
Oppci^  BortCel,  and  Tbnmen,  and  Colonel  KrafifH,  have  distinguished  themselvca 
!■  the  Wfuat  briUiant  «nn|ier. 
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General  the  Count  de  Tnaentzein  has  continued  to  give  proofs  of  his  talents  and 
9ang  froid.  He  lias,  during  nearly  the  whole  affair,  sustained  most  viperous  and  re- 
pealed attacks  of  the  enemy,  and  has  been  of  great  assistance  towards  the  succetsfuf 
result  of  the  struggle,  as  much  by  the  boldness  he  has  shcwu,  as  by  the  admirabla 
choice  of  bis  position. 

The  Russian  General  Connt  de  Manteuffel  distinguished  himself  in  charging  at 
th<$headof  his  brigade.  Generals  VVoronzow,  CzcmicbeflP,  Bcnckendorf,  and  Hirscb- 
feldt,  haviup-  been  placed  much  in  advance  upon  the  right  wing  of  the  army, 
were  not  enabled  to  assist  in  the  engagement  *,  but  they  have  materially  contributed 
to  onr  success  by  the  positions  which  they  occupied. 

Marshal  the  Count  de  Stcdinck,  and  General  the  Baron  de  Winzing^rode,  the 
Generals,  Officers,  and  men  under  their  command,  regretted  that  the  precipitate  re-i- 
treat  of  the  enemy  at  their  approach,  did  not  leave  them  the  opportunity  of  render- 
ing their  destructiou  complete,  by  a  simultaneous  attack.  The  wind  and  the  great 
clouds  of  dust,  for  a  long  time,  prevented  the  Russian  and  Swedish  armies  from 
distinguishing  each  other,  notwithstanding  that  they  marcheil  in  concert,  and  upon 
the  same  line. 

The  Prince  Royal  has  been  constantly  attended  by  his  Staff.  General  the  Baron 
de  Adlcrcrcutz  did  not  leave  him  until  he  had  received  directions  to  proceed  to  the 
right  of  the  Prussian  army  with  several  pieces  of  cannon,  under  the  direction  of 
Colonel  Cardill.  This  General  has  entirely  fulfilled  the  intentions  of  his  Royal 
flighness,  and  he  daily  acquires  new  claims  upon  his  esteem  and  friendship. 

He  is  also  much  satisfied  with  the  zeal  of  Generals  the  Baron  de  Tawast,  and 
the  Count  de  Lowcnhielm.  Generals  the  Baron  dc  Suchtelen,  de  Tincent,  de  Krnse- 
mnrk,  and  Pozzo  di  Borgo,  have  constantly  attended  near  the  P.  RoyaPs  person. 

A  solemn  Te  Dcum  has  this  day  been  chaunted  in  every  corps  of  the  army,  for 
the  advantages  which  have  been  gained  by  the  combined  forces  since  the  cummeoce- 
ment  of  hostilities. 

Among  the  prii>oners  are  a  number  of  Saxons,  who  have  requested  permission  to 
form  themselves  into  a  Saxon  Legion,  to  fight  in  behalf  of  the  independence  of  the 
Sovereigns,  and  of  the  liberty  of  Germany.  The  Prince  Royal  has  complied  with 
their  offer,  persuaded  that  the  devotion  of  these  brave  men  will  prove  satisfactory  to 
the  Allied  Powers. 


TWELFTH  BULLETIN. 

Head- Quarters^  at  Juterboch,  Sept.  10,  1813.— The  results  of  the  battle  of  Deir- 
ncvitz  become  more  important  every  day  beyond  what  might  have  been  expected  ; 
already  we  reckon  mure  than  ten  thonsand  prisoners,  eighty  pieces  of  cannon,  up- 
wards of  400  ammunition  waggons,  S  colours,  and  l  standard,  taken. 

The  enem>*s  army,  after  having  been  driven  from  the  Dahme  by  General  Wo- 
beser,  hastened  its  retreat  upon  Torgau.  Our  light  troops  have  never  ceased  to 
pursue  it,  making  prisoners,  and  taking  ammnnitioa  waggons  and  baggage.  The 
enemy  has  destroyed  the  bridges  upon  the  Elster,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Anna- 
burg  and  Hertzbcrg.  The  cavalry  may  easily  ford  it,  hot  the  bridges  mnst  be  re-* 
cfltablished  for  the  artillery.  Eight  hundred  prisoners  were  taken  close  upon  the 
tftte-de.pont  of  Torgaa  ;  and  several  battalions  of  lheenemy*s  army,  not  being  able 
to  enter  Torgau,  had  thrown  themselves  on  Muhlbcrg,  and  taken  the  direction  of 
Dresden. 

In  the  night  between  the  9d  and  3d  of  September,  Marshal  the  Prince  of  Eck« 
mnhl  evacuated  Schwerin  with  his  whole  corps.  As  he  occupied  a  very  strong 
position,  this  movement  has  l»cen  caused  undoubtedly  by  the  successes  of  the  com* 
bined  army  on  the  side  of  Saxony.   The  enemy  had  prerionsly  the  meaiif  of  makiof 
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Ills  pr«*narat ions  for  retreat,  aud  was  therefore  enalik-d  to  carry  off  his  artillery  noil 
btv-a^,  and  hesi'des  f^ained  a  cunsiderable  advance  on  the  corps  ui'  General  WaU 
vtoden  iiii*l  Vee»*aek,  the  first  of  whom  was  posted  at  Crevitz,  and  tlie  latter  near 
Varin  The  curpB  of  the  Prince  D'Eclcmuhl  marched  in  two  columns  on  tlie  snmc 
line,  \*\  th«-  roittea  of  Gadcbusch  and  of  Rliena,  to  within  a  league  of  Katzfbrrs^h  : 
the  divUion  uf  General  Loiaon  retired  at  the  same  time  fr<im  Wisniar  hy  Grevrs. 
nohtm  to  Srhonberg.  At  this  place  th«  Danish  troops  separated  from  the  French  ; 
the  latter  retirius:  optm  Ratzrbur^h,  and  the  Danes  continuing  their  march  to 
Laheck,  where  they  left  a  garrison,  and  encamped  behind  Oldcsloh.  The  whole 
Freucb  corps  d^ann^e  have  retired  behind  the  Steckr-nitz,  where  it  occupied  iu> 
treuchtDents,  after  having  destroyed  all  the  means  of  passing  the  rivers. 

The  loss  of  the  enemy  in  this  precipitate  retreat  amounts  already  to  more  than 
«nc  thousand  men,  five  hundred  uf  whom  have  been  taken  prisoners.  The  Cos- 
sacks, the  corps  of  Lutzow  and  of  Ue  Keiche,  with  the  Hanseatic  cavalry,  have 
liad  many  encouDters  with  the  enem>^s  rear-guard.  General  Vegesack  continued 
the  pursuit  even  under  the  cannon  of  Lnheck.  Major  Arnim,  who  had  distin- 
fuisbed  himself  in  the  command  of  the  Hanseatic  cavalry,  was  there  killed  by  a 
liall.  The  .Mecklenburgh  chasseurs  surprised  a  Danish  squadron  near  Dassow,  aud 
occasioned  a  considerable  loss. 

Geoeral  Vegesack  has  resumed  his  position  at  Grevesmohlen.  General  Count 
Walmodeo  has  re-entered  Schwerin.  and  has  since  marched  to  Doniitz,  where  be 
bas  constructed  a  bridge  to  be  ready  to  cross  the  Elbe  in  rase  of  any  part  of  the 
«iemy*s  corps  d*armee  bemg  detachtd  to  the  lift  bank.  General  Tettenboru  had 
bis  advanced  p.ists  at  Boitzenburgh. 

Tbe  Danes  have  committed  grc^t  excesses  in  Mecklrnhnrprh,  which  is  the  more 
reiUHrkable,  as  they  arc  commanded  by  a  Prince  of  Ilesse,  whose  family  has  been 
dispossessed  by  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  notwithstanding  wiiich,  he  supports  that 
caase,  by  serving  under  the  Prince  D'Kekmuhl. 

Wittenberg  is  strictly  watched  by  General  CzernilschefT.  Different  detachments 
ohserve  Magdt  burgh  on  the  right  bank  of  the  VJhc.  The  remains  of  the  corps  of 
Geaeral  Gerard  ventured  it  by  the  left  bank.  The  excursions  of  the  garrison  are 
BOW  limitted  toihe  cutting  of  wood  in  the  Forest  of  Riederitz,  with  the  sole  object 
of  ruining  that  Forest,  which  belongs  to  the  King  of  Prussia. 

Tbe  advanced  posts  of  Tauentzien's  corps  orcn]»y  Senftenbpr;T,  Elstcrwcrtia, 
aad  Rnf.landf  aud  posh  parties  as  far  as  Moyerswerda,  and  near  to  Groftscnhayn. 
Tae  KuMiaii  light  troops  are  statioii«?d  ah)n2r  the  Elbe  ns  far  us  .MuhUiiT^',  and 
ctraighlen  Torgaa  very  much.  Some  detachments  of  Swetles,  Iiussiatis,  and  Prn- 
■iaos,  nre  fr(*DC  to  the  environs  of  Bautzen,  in  ordvf  t:>  rccuniioitrc  the  aruiie-:  of 
Geatrais  Beaigsen  and  Blucher. 

Tbe  nrmy  under  General  Vandamme  was  destroyed  on  the  noth  of  August,  on 
the  road  from  Toplitz  to  Petcrswalde.  General  Vandatnnie  himoelf  u as  taken 
yrisooer  with  five  other  Generals,  and  upwarl«»  of  l.">.0<;0  men  ;  fl'>  }:iecesof  rannoa 
were  taken.  Alter  thia  brilliant  sneccss,  the  Grrniul  roml>ined  ar:ny  of  B«)!.emia 
again  defaoached  oo  tbe  5th  of  Septmber,  in  S.'xouy,  by  Peters%a!de  and  Alteu- 
bcrg,  opoo  Pirna  and  Dippoldswalde.  Si>me  stro*?g  di>ta<^hmenf<:,  supported  by 
large  bodies  who  are  kept  in  reserve,  have  been  srnl  upon  ti;r  n  nr  of  the  enemy,  in 
ordnr  lo  cutoff  bin  communications.  ]>nriii<;  this  interval,  the  Ivmiuror  N'upolcon 
bad  gone,  witu  his  gourds  and  some  thcr  troops,  a  second  time  tov.ar:!s  Silesia. 
Tbe  Priorc  of  Moskwa  was  to  have  covered  his  left  flunk  ;  and  after  hartng  con- 
^•ered  the  arBiy  onder  ibe  orders  of  the  Prince  Royal,  to  have  marched  with  a 
part  of  bi«  force  apou  the .Nciasc.  Tfac  events  of  the  6th  der.-in;.;ed  these  projects'. 
The  amiy  of  the  Prince  of  Moskwa  has  been  dispersed.  It  h:Ls  h  hi  two-thivd^  oi  \\ik 
ariiUcTfy  and  Its  ammnnitiun^  \Ib  baggage,    aof(  upwards  of  ^iOjUQO  mtn.    'VVie 
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Empeior  Napoleon  is  reliriugf  on  Dresden  ;  tlie  army  of  Genera)  Blucher  pnrsa«p 
bim,  and  will  probably  occasion  bim  great  loss.  In  Ibis  manner  the  army  of  the 
Norlb  of  Germany  communicates  already,  by  itt  left,  with  that  of  Silesia.  The 
army  of  General  Benigsen  follows  the  movements  of  the  latter. 

A  Swedish  eonroy  passing  through  the  Sound  on  the  9d  of  this  month,  was  at- 
tacked by  the  Danish  gnn-boats.  They  occasioned  no  loss,  and  were  instantly  re- 
pulsed. A  claim  has  been  made,  on  the  Danish  side,  because  the  Swedish  mer^ 
chant  TesAels  no  longer  pay  the  duty  of  the  Sound.  This  passage  belongs  in  commcMi 
to  the  two  bordering  Powers.  It  is  just  that  Sweden  should  no  longer  pay  any 
duty ;  and  it  is  to  be  expected,  that,  if  Denmark  doe*  not  adopt  a  system  raofe 
analogous  to  her  interests,  and  to  the  dignity  of  her  people,  the  Sound  dntieswUl 
be  abolished  for  ever,  and  for  erery  Power,  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

At  the  battle  of  Dennewitj,  the  Russian  General  Baron  de  Pahlen,  at  the  headi 
of  the^Hussar  Regiment  of  Izuro,  and  the  Dragoon  regiments  of  Riga  and  Finla»d» 
made  a  brilliant  charge,  between  the  left  of  General  Borstel  j^aod  the  right  oC 
General  Bulow,  and  took  eight  pieces  of  cannon  from  the  enemy. 

All  the  prisoners  aver,  that  the  Russian  and  Swedish  artillery,  by  the  accuracy  of 
their  fire,  and  the  boldness  of  their  attack,  produced  the  greatest  effect,  and  canacd 
much  loss  to  the  enemy.    The  Prussian  army  bears  the  same  testimony. 

The  General  Baron  Winzingerode  praises  highly  the  seal  and  talcats  of  the 
Chief  of  his  Staff,  General  Renny.  The  Prince  Royal  has  observed  his  conduel 
with  satisfaction  on  many  occasions,  and  particularly  in  the  last  battle. 

The  Swedish  army  remembered  with  pride,  that  one  of  its  greatest  Captains,  \\m 
Field- IVIarsbal  Count  Torstenson,  had  already  giren  renown  to  the  fields  of  Jutey- 
bocb,  by  the  victory  which  he  gained  there  in  i644.  The  Swedish  troops  bivou- 
acked^ the  night  of  the  6th,  nearly  on  the  same  ground.

Head- Quarters^  Seyda^  Sept.  i2.-»The  Crown  Prince  moved  his  head-barters  to 
this  place  yesterday  evening. 

Many  of  the  officers  made  prisoners  at  the  bridge  of  Torgan,  affirmed  yesterday 
that  the  Prince  of  Moskwa  was  dead.  Others  say,  that  they  saw  him  at  the  tcte» 
de-pont,  exhorting  the  troops  to  defend  it.  The  same  officera  also  relate,  that  a 
few  moments  before  the  Swedish  and  Russian  columns  appeared  in  the  plain,  the 
Prince  of  Moskwa  put  himself  at  the  head  of  the  reserve,  composed  of  two  divtb 
sioos,  and  exclaimed  in  marching  towards  the  Prussian  army—"  Victory  isoor^s;- 
in  two  days  we  shall  be  in  Berlin.**  He,  however,  slackened  his  pace,  en  seeiof  the 
mnltitnde  of  battalions  which  were  arriving,  and  the  disorder  became  complete  OB 
the  arrival  of  the  cavalry. 

The  divisions  of  the  Prussian  army  which  have  suffered  the  most  are  rc-organiz- 
iog  and  repairing  their  loss.  It  is  difficnlt  to  display  more  bravery  or  more  per> 
severance  than  the  young  Prussian  soldiers  have  shewn. '  The  battalion  of  Lmd* 
wehr  may  even  now  be  compared  with  the  best  troops  in  Europe. 

There  exist  no  jealousies  in  the  Combined  Army.  It  presents  a  picture  of  m 
family  of  brave  men,  who  have  sworn  to  conquer  or  to  perish  in  defeace  of  th« 
]ionour  of  their  Sovereigns  and  the  liberty  of  Europe. 

General  Winzingerode  has  already  nK>ved  across  the  Elbe  some  tkonsMids  of 
Cossacks,  and  General  Caernicheff  already  occupies  Dessav  ami  CothcB. 

The  army  is  on  the  Elbe,  and  matermls  are  collected  at  many  points  for  the  |pafr 
Mge  of  that  river.  Three  thonsand  of  the  Prmssian  laodstvrm  have  passed  Iha 
Elbe  at  Leatsen,  for  the  purpose  of  protectiag  the  fonoer  ttft^jects  of  Prvwia. 
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Tlie  landsturm  of  Swedbh  Pomerania  has  already  been  in  active  service.  Two 
tboasand  barghera  of  Stralsnnd  have  ToluDtarily  offered  to  work  upon  the  fortifica- 
tions of  that  place. 

The  reports  of  onr  secret  agents  at  Leipzic  state,  that  couriers  had  arrived  there, 
uoonnciog  the  entry  of  the  Austrian  troops  into  Munich. 


FOURTEENTH    BULLETIN. 
Head  Qmarters,  Koneig,  Sept.  14,  1813. — ^The  Crown  Prince  removed  bis   head- 
qaarters  to  this  place  the  day  before  yesterday. 

The  army  has  made  a  general  movement  to  the  Elbe.  It  is  engaged  with  the 
means  of  having  strong  points  upon  that  river,  in  order  to  assist  the  Grand  Army. 

The  armies  of  the  centre,  commanded  by  General  Blucher  and  Benigfien,  are 
approaching  Dresden.  The  Swedish  Caplaia  Platen,  of  the  Morner  Hnsnars,  wba 
was  sent  to  effect  a  junction  with  General  Blucher,  has  accomplished  that  purpose 
io  the  vicinity  of  Bautzen. 

The  ardent  wisb  of  Napoleon  to  annihilate  the  combined  army  of  the  North  of 
Germany,  bas  occasioned  that  Sovereign  to  lose  much  time  and  many  men,  iu  marches 
and  coQDter  marches.  In  order  to  support  the  operations  of  Marshal  the  Prince  of 
Moskwa,  be  sent  the  corps  of  the  Dv^e  of  Ragusa  to  Hoycrswerda,  on  the  7th  of 
September.  This  corps,  atwut  25,000  strong,  bud  orders  to  proceed  to  Berlin,  and 
to  effect  a  janction  there  with  the  Prince  of  Moskwa.  A  ittrong  detachment  was, 
bereupon,  to  be  sent  upon  the  right  flank  of  General  Blucher,  and  to  force  him  to 
retreat.<— The  Duke  of  Ragusa  arrived  early  on  the  8lh  at  Hoyerswenla  ;  bnt  on 
receiving  intelligence  of  the  battle  of  Dennewitz,  be  hastily  retreated  two  hours  after- 
wards, marching  by  way  of  Ronigsbruck  to  Dresden,  whicb  the  Emperor  Napoleon^ 
who  was  before  bim,  entered  oh  the  morning  of  the  9th. 

Twice  did  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  with  his  Guards,  and  the  corps  of  the  Duke 
of  Ragusa,  make  offensive  movements  upon  the  left  of  the  army  of  Germany;  and 
twice  was  be  compelled  by  circumstances  to  retire  with  precipitation  and  loss. 

Id  tbc  retreat  of  the  Stb,'  the  corps  of  the  Duke  of  Ragusa  was  attacked  at 
Hoyerawerda by  the  detachment  of  Colonel  Figner,  of  the  Russian  Guards.  The 
Cokmel,  at  tbe  head  of  800  horse,  pursued  the  Duke  of  Ragusa  to  Konigsbruck, 
killed  many  of  tbe  men  belonging  to  his  rear,  and  took  a  thousand  prisoners.  Con-^ 
tlaning  without  intermission  the  pursuit  of  tbe  eneroy^s  rear,  this  officer  fell  in  with 
tbe  baggage,  took  tbe  greatest  part  of  it,  killed  a  great  number  of  men,  and  carried 
off  witli  him  400  draught  horses.  Turning  upon  this  towards  Grossenboyn,  he  put 
to  tbe  rout  two  squadrons  of  the  enemy,  belonging  to  Girardin^s  division.  Persona 
vboB  tbia  wiBcer  had  sent  to  Dresden,  assured  him  on  his  retnrn,  that  that  city  was 
provided  with  no  more  than  a  fortnight's  necessaries  for  tbe  army,  and'tlMit  there 
wsa  nothing  left  for  the  inhabitants. 

The  Saxon  Court,  formerly  so  happy  and  so  tranquil,  now  sees  its  capital  ex- 
ppied  to  all  fbe  horrors  of  a  siege.  The  King  himself,  so  Utely  blessed  by  his 
sabjecta,  it  a  wretched  witness  of  the  calamities  which  oppress  his  people,  without 
the  possibility  of  aHetiating  them,  without  any  other  prospect  than  that  of  seeing 
them  still  fsrtber  aggravated. 

Tbe  Saxon  nation  is  lensible  of  its  own  and  its  sovereign's  degradation  ;  it  is  de* 
nrona  of  reanming  its  rank  among  independent  States:  a  patriotic  spipt  is  already 
■aniHeatcd  ;  and  aoon  vill  there  1>e  eeen  in  Saxony,  100,000  bands  armed  iu  defence 
•f  the  Interests  of  Germany,  and  tbe  great  cause  of  Europe. 

The  Saxon  legion  la  forming  at  the  same  time  with  that  of  Baden,  and  the  Ger- 
1M  can  dfnionitiQtc  that  they  are  worthy  of  their  forefathers.  It  is  to  be  hoped  ii» 
m  short  time,  nil  tbe .  nttions  from  tbe  coast  of  tbe  Baltic  to  tbe  right  bank  of  the 
Ahine,  will  rise  in  n  mass  to  drive  back  tbe  oppressors  of  the  Coutioent  to  the  left 
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bank  of  that  river.  Fear  CADiiot  loqger  deter  them,  for  400,000  Tictorioiis  warriorf 
are  ready  at  all  poiuts  to  support  and  assist  them. 

The  Allies  have  bo  designs  against,  France :  they  lore^^they  respeet  the  French  : 
but  they  arc  determined  to  be  governed  by  tjieir  owa  Princes  and  their  own  laws.  If 
the  French  of  the  present  day  are  worthy  of  that  glorious  name,  they  will  cease  t© 
fight  for  a  cause  which  baa  already  brought  inch  calamities  upon  mankind,  aod 
which  exposes  thrir  reputation  to  so  mach  dapger. 

According  to  intelligence  from  Italy,  the  Viceroy  bas  been  completely  routed  by 
the  army  of  General  Uiller. 

A  deserter  who  has  this  moment  arrived  from  Leipsic  reports,  that  tbe  Duke  of 
Dalmatia  (Soult)   has  been  again  beaten  on  French  ground  by  the   Marquis  of 

Wellington. 

The  illoeas  of  General  Lagerhring,  Chief  of  the  Staff  of  tbe  Swedish  army,  de- 
prives the  army  of  his  service  for  a  time.  General  Von  Sparre  supplies  bis  place 
•nd  will  perform  bis  duties  as  far  as  his  other  occupations  will  permit. 

Prince  Charles  of  Mecklenburg  Scbwerin  bas  taken  tbe  command  of  tbe  Laud* 
tturm  of  that  country. 

Small  Swedish  detachments  have  already  passed  tbe  Elbe,  and  exdianged  tOM 
9iusket-«hotf  witb  the  French  advanced  posts. 

FIFTEENTH  BULLETIN. 

Head  quarters^  Zerbit^  September  l6,  1813.— The  Crown  Prince  yesterday  reinovcl 
bis  bead-quarters  to  this  town.  Genera)  Cserntcheff  will  pass  the  iBlbe  to-day  with 
A  corpa  of  cavalry  and  artillery.  He  will  strike  terror  into  the  rear  of  the  enemy^ 
and  effect  a  junction  with  the  partizans  of  the  grand  army  of  Boliemia. 

The  Russian  Captain  Fabeck,  belonging  to  the  corps  of  Gener^il  CiMmicbcflTy 
who  had  already  pasaed  the  Elbe,  baa, advanced  to  Nanmberg,  where  he  found  General 
Thielmann  with  about  lOOO  horse.  Captain  Fabeck,  wlio  had  only  8o  Cossacks  witk 
bim,  attacked  the  eneiny  at  QjAerfi^rt,  apd  took  prisoners  a  ^kvarian  colonel,  s 
French  lieutenant-colonel,  4Q  officers,  and  500  privates.  He  delivered  tbe'soldicflt 
over  to  a  Cossack  regiment  of  General  Thielmann's  corps,  apd  has  sent  all  tbe  offi- 
cers to  this  side  of  the  river. 

Accounts  from  Cassc;}  state,  that  tbe  utmost  consternation  prevails  in  that  eitf 
and  tbe.a4jacent  conptry.  The  members  of  tbe  diplomatic  corps  are  midciog  pre- 
parations  for  their  departure.  The  French  mioister  Reinbardt  manifests  Ji^eat  uo- 
easiness. 

The  Prince  of  Eckmuhl  still  occupies  tiie  line  bdiind  tbe  Stecknitz,  and  ooi,  the 
Ifltb  instant  had  bis  head  quarters  at  Ratsebnrg.  Ht  b«d  detac)ied  Ceneral  Pe- 
cheux  with  8  or  gooo  men  to  Madgeburg.  General  Count  Wallmodcn  was  apprisea 
of  this  movement  by  letters  which  bad  been  ipiterceptcd  OA  the  left  bank  of  tbe  Elbe. 
He  proceeded  with  great  part  of  bis  force  to  DoqHJjti  to  watch  tbe  motions  of  tbe 
enemy,  and  if  an  opportunity  should  offer,  to  act  offeusircjy  against  hini. 

The  advanced  guard  ef  General,  Blucber^s  anoy  i(MyOi|tbe  I3tb,  at^Bautcen, 
and  continued  its  movement  upon  Dresden,  pursuing .  thfi  French  troops  as  they  re- 
trvated.  Intelligcace  received  yesterday  from  G^nerel  Wobcsefy  who  is  at  TaUben- 
berg,  before  Hersberg,  where  General  Tauenzien  has^histh^-qau-ters,  states^  that 
two  of  tbe  enemy's  cor;p«  (Tann^e,  under  the  command  of  th^Kio^of  Naples^  with 
13  regiments  of  cavalry,  were  upon  the  right  bank  of  the.l^lbe.  The  patroleamd* 
vanced  to  tbe  position  of  General  Wobeser,  and  attempted  to  intercept  a  conroy 
of.  provisiona,  but  without  anccesa. 

Generals  Blncher  and  Benigaen  will>g|fe  a^o^  account  of  tbejie  two  corps,  sbopld 
they  not  return  to  the  left  ba|^  of  the  Elbe.  General  Taneoiein  will  nccordiifl|f 
net  in  concert  with  the  Allied  Anny»  whose  left  wing  he  fonoa. 
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Tbe  he«d-qaartcra  of  the  Swedish  troops  are  at  Roslau.  The  van  is  already  on 
the  left  bank  of  tbe  Elbe,  and  pushes  its  advaoced  post  to  Dessau.  CiciirrnI  Bulow 
bwhii  head-quarters  before  Wittembcrg,  the  sirg^eof  which  vrill  immeiliatfly  coui- 
meitce.     The  garriion  of  this  place  has  been  reinforced.

SaxoVS,— The  combined  ariuy  of  the  North  Germany  has  passed  your  frontiers ; 
■ot  to  wa^e  war  with  the  people  of  yuur  country,  l»ut  only  to  attack  its  oppressors. 

Yoa  canuot  but  ardently  wish  for  the  success  of  our  arms,  whose  sole  object  is  to 
rrrive  year  ruioed  prosperity,  aud  to  restore  to  your  Govornnicnt  its  splendour 
aod  iodcpeodeace.  We  coutinae  to  consider  all  Saxons  as  friends.  Yotir  property 
•hall  be  respected :  tbe  army  shall  ohscrre  the  strictest  discipline,  and  its  wants  shall 
be  sapplicd  in  tbe  manner  least  burthenfwme  to  the  country.  Forsake  not  your 
booses,  and  pursue  your  usual  occupations  as  before. 

Soon  will  important  erents  deliver  us  from  the  dan^crr  of  an  ambitions  policy. 
Be  the  worthy  dcsccudants  of  the  Saxons  of  old,  and  if  German  blood  most  flow, 
^  it  be  but  for  tbe  independence  of  Germany,  and  not  for  the  pleasure  of  one  sing^le 
iodJTidaal,  to  whom  yon  are  bound  by  no  tie,  by  no  common  interest.  France  it 
fine  and  extenaire  enough  ;  the  conquerors  of  antiquity  would  have  been  content 
with  such  an  Empire.  The  French  themselves  wish  to  return  within  the  limits 
.which  nature  herself  hat  prescribed  them  They  hate  tyranny,  even  though  thry 
.are  inbaerrient  to  it.  Venture  at  length  to  tell  them  that  ye  are  resolved  to  be  ftte^ 
and  these  same  French  will  admire  you,  and  will^  themselves,  encourage  you  to  per- 
veverf  in  jour  generous  undertaking.

"  Bead-^uarfert  at  Ztrbst^  fScpl.  20,  1813.— 'Oeneral  Von  iPnttlitr,  who  is  charged 
with  the  ODtervation  of  .Magdeburg,  is  pusted  at  Mockem  •,  he  has  sent  several  de- 
tachmenta  of  cavalry  to  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe,  Two  companies  of  the  regiment 
Joseph  Napoleon,  jC4  men  strong,  with  their  Chief  of  BattaHon,  and  two  other 
oficcn,came  over  to  our  advanced  posts  at  Bioderitz,  In  the  night  between  the  ]6(ti 
oad  lyih  September.  They  were  permitted  to  retain  their  atms,  and  were  taken 
to  tbe  head-quarters  of  bis  Royal  Highness,  from  whence  they  will  be  sent  to  Spain 
by  the  way  of  Stralsund.  A  part  of  the  landstorm  oft'riegnifz,  under  the  command, 
of  Major  Voo  Puttlitz,  has  crossed  the  Elbe,  nod  taken  possession  of  the  euvirons 
of  flechanten  and  Osterburg.  He  protects  the  inhabitants  of  the  Old  March  of 
Bfwidembnr^,  against  tbe  requisitions  made  hy  straggling  parties,  aud  by  the  Go- 
Temn^ent  of  \^eatp|ia1ia. 

**  Lientenant-General  Count  Walmoden  hariog  received  information  that  the 
Prince  of  Eckmnhl  had  detached  the  division  of  General  Pecheux  to  the  left  bank  of 
tbe  Elbe,  pasted  that  river  at  Domitz,  and  in  his  march  on  tlie  ]6th,fell  in  with  the 
enemy.  General  iPechenx  had  posted  himself  advantageously  on  the  heights  behind 
Goerde.  The  cannonade  commenced ;  the  attacU  made  by  the  ttrallenrs  of  Lutzow 
and  Reiche,  and  the  well  combined  movements  of  the  columns  of  infantry,  forced  the 
enemy  to  qn\t  tbe  heights,  and  form  en  maite  on  the  plain,  at  the  very  moment 
when  onr  eoiamna  had  got  as  far  as  the  heiglits,  the  cavalry  and  the  Cossacks  ap- 
peared on  tbe  encmyV  left  flank.  Notwithstanding  this  he  made  an  obstinate  de- 
fcaeci  supported  a  very  brisk  combat  with  the  infantry,  and  repulstd  several  at> 
tickiof  tbe  cavalry.  He  was,  however,  soon  brought  to  giro  way  by  the  artillery, 
n  psrt  of  which  followe4  close  after  the  infantry.    The  enemy  being  repeatedly  ut- 
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tacked  by  the  infantry,  and  on  several  sides,  wished  to  hasten  his  retreat,  and  from 
this  moment,  as  botli  the  cavalry  and  infantry  fell  on  biro,  his  disorder  was  coni- 
plcte. — The  cneiny^s  corps  would  have  been  totally^destroyed,  had  not  night  cominj^ 
on,  and  the  broken  giound,  saved  a  p^reat  part  of  them. 

*^  The  field  of  battle  was  covered  with  the  cnemy^s  killed  and  woanded.  We  have 
taken  eight  cannon,  12  ammuuitiuu  waggons,  and  a  great  quantity  of  bagj^age. 
The  Central  of  Brigade,  Miclzinske,  two  of  General  Pecheux's  Adjutants,  and  up- 
wards  of  looo  men,  are  made  prisoners.  Even  on  the  following  day  prisoners  were 
brouci^ht  in  from  all  sides,  so  that  the  whole  may  amount  tu  abuut  1800  men.  Ge- 
neral Pccheux  had  lost  bis  horse,  and  escaped  on  foot,  being  favoured  by  the  nig^t, 
and  the  nature  of  the  ground.  The  reroains  of  his  division  are  retreating  in  die 
order  on  Blockade,  pursued  by  the  Cossacks,  under  the  command  of  General  Tetteo- 
born.  Our  loss  consists  of  30  officers  and  400  privates,  killed  and  wounded.  The 
Majors  Vou  LutzoV,  Firks,  and  St  husser,  are  wounded  ;  Major  Devaux  is  killed. 
All  the  troops  under  Lieutenant  General  Vou  Walmoden  have  vied  with  each  other 
in   zeal  and  bravery  ou  this  day. 

*'  The  3d  regiment  of  the  English  Hussars,  the  1st  of  the  Legion,  and  several 
other  battalions  uf  the  English  and  Russian  Legions,  have  highly  distinguished 
tjiemselves.  The  tirallcurs  of  Lutzow  and  Reiche  took  the  first  gun.  The  English 
artillery  and  rockets  deserve  the  highest  encomiums.  During  the  attack  the  enemy 
advanced  with  some  thousand  men  on  Boitzenburg,  but  without  any  efiect.  Gene- 
ral Walmoden  removed  his  head  quarters  on  the  j/th  to  Dauneberg,  to  be  nearer 
for  observing  that  part  of  the  Marshal  Prince  of  Eckmuhrs  corps  d^arm^e  which 
had  remained  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Elbe.  The  grand  united  army  of  Bohemia 
muat  have  gained  fresh  advantages,  the  official  statemeuts  of  which  are  expected. 
We  know  by  private  intelligence  from  Leipsic,  that  on  the  evening  of  the  l6th,  8000 
cavalry,  3000  of  which  were  dismounted,  and  several  dismounted  pieces  uf  artillery^ 
had  arrived  there.  The  field  hospital  had  been  brought  from  Dresden  to  Leipsic, 
and  a  part  of  it  even  as  far  as  Merseburg.-— The  want  of  forage  at  Dresden  is  so  great, 
that  for  some  time  past  S200  horses  have  daily  died  there.  General  Thiclmann  has 
made  a  General,  37  officers,  and  1200  men  prisoners  at  Weissenfels.  On  the  I4th, 
the  Cossacks  took  at  Wurtzeu  a  convoy  of  waggons,  laden  with  corn,  which  was 
destined  for  the  garrison  of  Torgau,  and  was  escorted  by  a  Saxon  battalion.  Colo* 
Del  Von  Menzdnrf  has  intercepted  Couriers,  whose  dispatches  expose  the  bad  con- 
dition and  demoralization  of  the  French  army.  General  Blucher  has  his  bead-quar- 
ters at  Bautzen  j  by  his  right  wing  he  combines  his  operations  with  those  of  the 
united  army  of  the  North  of  Germany,  and  by  his  left  wing  is  counected  with  the 
Bohemian  army.  On  having  received  intelligence  that  the  enemy^s  6th  corps  d'arm6e 
was  marching  on  Grossenbayn,  General  Blucher  caused  the  corps  of  General  Sacken 
to  move  forward  to  Cainenz.  The  van-guard  of  tbif  corps  disturbed  the  enemy  the 
whole  of  the  I5th  and  i6th. 

"  The  6th  corps  d'arm^e  fell  back  on  Dresden,  and  the  firiit  cavalry  corps  put  it- 
self in  motion  to  follow  the  infantry.  General  Count  Tauenzien  was  preparing  to 
pursue  them.  The  Wirtemberg  General  Franquemont  had  complained  to  General 
Dclort,  Chief  of  the  General  Staff  of  the  4th  corps,  that  his  troops  weie  always  in 
the  van  when  advancing,  and  in  the  rear  when  retreating.  That  General  answered 
him,  '  You  must  be  content  with  its  being  so,  it  is  our  intention  that  you  should 
all  be  killed,  for  otherwise  you  would  soon  he  against  us.*  Denmark,  which  had 
yielded  to  the  threats,  and  the  vaunting  intelligence  of  Baron  Alquier,  has  ou  the  3d 
September  declared  war  against  Sweden. 

<*  It  if  strange,  that  in  this  Declaration,  the  hostilities  which  had  been  previously 
committed  against  Sweden,  both  by  land  and  sea,  are  passfd  over  in  silence.    \\% 
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Bttst  hope,  that  the  Danish  Gorernment,  bein^  informed  of  the  occurrences  in  the 
pnifress  of  the  war,  will  at  length  perceive  the  dangers  it  runs  ;  and,  com- 
pelled by  the  total  derangement  of  its  finances,  will  take  its  resolution,  and 
accept  the  proposals  which  will  be  made  to  it.  In  the  contrary  case,  and  if  that 
Coart  will  not  join  the  common  cause,  until  it  has  already  triumphed,  it  will 
then  be  no  merit,  nor  be  of  any  utility  in  obtaining  fur  it  such  moderate  conditions. 
The  whole  North  sees  with  concero  the  delusion  of  the  Danish  Government.  The 
Minister  Alquier,  who  is  kept  there,  must  be  himself  astonished  at  the  power  and 
effect  of  his  commands.  At  the  moment  when  all  the  Princes  of  the  Rhenish  con- 
federacy are  preparing  to  throw  off  the  yoke,  it  is  a  hard  matter  to  account  for  the 
sabmisairenets  of  ihe  Court  of  Copenhagen. 

SEVENTEENTH  BULLETIN. 
Head-qnarterSf  Zerbst,  Sept.  9^2. — General  Plowaisky,  with  his  Cossacks,  and  Geo. 
Tun  Dobschuss  with  four  squadrons,  which  made  a  part  of  General  Count 
Taoeniein^s  advanced  guard,  on  the  19th  inst.  between  Berack  and  Schwedess,  met 
with  the  1st,  8th,  and  19th  French  regiments  of  chasseurs,  and  attacked  them  so 
•B^esafnlly,  that  scarcely  thirty  men  of  these  three  regiments  escaped.  Colonel 
Talleyratid,  two  lieutenant^olonels,  sixteen  other  officers,  and  500  men,  were  made 
prisoners,  and  the  rest  were  either  killed  or  wounded.  A  remarkable  circumstance, 
and  which  coo  only  be  attributed  to  the  want  of  union  which  prevails  in  the  enemy** 
troops,  was,  that  our  whole  loss  consisted  in  a  single  wounded  Cossack.  General 
Dobschnsa  has  occupied  Cosdorf  and  Mechlberg.  General  Wobeser  observes  Tor- 
pn.  Two  great  boats,  which  came  down  the  Elbe,  laden  with  ammunition  and 
clothiog  for  the  garrison  of  the  latter  fortress  have  been  taken. 

Captain  Von  Zeunert,  who  bad  been  sent  with  30  men  of  the  landwehr  on  horse- 
back,  to  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe,  has  destroyed  the  intrenchments  tLroun  up  ntar 
Rosalz.  The  enemy  sent  from  Wolmerstadt  lou  men  to  prevent  this,  but  Captain 
Zeanert  fell  upon  them  at  the  head  of  his  thirty  men,  and  after  an  obstinate  resist- 
ance cat  them  down.  Some  prisoners  were  made  who  had  beeu  all  wounded.  Cap- 
tain Zennert  himself  was  wounded  severely  in  the  action.  Colonel  Bjornstjerna 
having  been  detached  with  Swedish  troops  to  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe,  marched  00 
the  80tb  to  Kiroberg,  io  the  hope  of  surprising  there  a  troop  of  Poles,  but  it  had 
already  left  that  place  and  taken  the  road  to  Leipzic.  The  colouel  went'last  to  re- 
connoitre the  bridge  head  near  Wittemberg,  and  took  under  the  very  cannon  of 
that  work  on  ndranced  corps  and  a  courier  with  several  letters  upon  him;  taken 
aoMOg  these  are  sereralfrom  the  Governor  Generul  Laporjitc,  addressed  to  Marshal 
the  Dnkeof  Etchiogen,  to  the  Duke  of  Ucggio,  to  Generals  Regnier,  Nurbonne  and 
Margneron.  The  contents  of  these  letters  shew  that  not  only  the  soldiers,  bat 
the  ofiicera  and  serjeaota  of  the  weak  garrison  at  Wittemberg  are  daily  deserting 
to  the  enemy. 

General  Count  Walmoden  reports,  under  date  of  the  19th,  that  General  Tettcn- 
bora  hat  pnrtncd  the  flying  enemy  to  Blukede,  Brackede,  Lunenherg,  Wiusen,  and 
even  to  Harburg;  we  have  evtry  where  picked  up  soldiers  that  had  been  left 
behind.  General  Pecheux  has  made  his  escape  with  five  or  six  hundred  men,  which 
Im  collected  at  Lanenberg,  where  he  arrived  early  on  the  morning  of  that  day 
after  the  battle,  and  proceeded  on  his  march  to  Winsen  and  Hople  without  stop- 
ping. The  enemy*!  General  Osteu  had  gone  before  with  a  detachment  from  Hai*- 
bnrK  to  Winaen,  bat  left  that  place  when  our  detached  party  approached  it.  A 
naasber  of  wounded  were  still  flying  dispersed  on  the  roads.  General  Tettvnbora 
collected  them  and  acnt  them  in,  besides  some  ammunition  waggons  that  had  been 
Irft  behind.    The  nnmher  of  prisoners  had  increased  to  1300  during  the  pursuit  4  a 
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pair  of  colours  belonf^ng  to  Uie  3d  rcgim^iiC  of  tb«  line  was  taken.  On  the  1Mb. 
the  enemy  made  a  strong  recoauoissance  from  M«fllen  towards  Zarreatniii,  and  at 
last  threw  himself  back  on  Boetzeabarg  with  hif -right  wiqg.  Connt  U'almodcu 
has  received  orders  to  attack  the  Prince  of  £ck«irahiy  with  his  joint  force.  He  i« 
to  be  supported  by  i5,uoo  men  of  the  Mecklenburf  Landatario,  under  the  coa* 
inand  or  the  Hereditary  Prince. 

The  l€vU$  en  masse  are  organiainf  erery  where  mi  the  right  bank  of  the  £lb«« 
This  example  will  soon  be  followed  Ukevite  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe,  and  m 
national  war  will  shortly  be  teen  exteading  from  the  Elbe  to  the  Rhine,  aij»i- 
lar  to  that  with  which  the  liberation  of  Spain  conameDced.  The  chiefs  of  the  dls* 
tricts  only  awa;t  the  signal  for  collecting  their  lorces,  and  the  noment  is  not  apif 
far  distant.  General  Blucher  has  pushed  forward  a  strong  detachment  on  Koniga- 
bruck.  Count  Vun  Tauenzien  has  taken  possession  of  Lubinwerda  and  Elster- 
werda,  aud  the  line  behind  the  Esler.  The  enemy  has  broken  «p  his  camp  a| 
Stolzenhagen,  near  Elsterwerda,  in  the  night,  between  the  I8th  and  30th  :  it 
is  estimated  at  4,000  men.  According  to  the  latest  accounts^  the  King  of  Mapl^ 
is  still  at  Grossenhaven. 

The  Emperor  Napoleon,  in  person,  on  the  17th,  attacked  the  post  of  N^ollendor^ 
in  the  narrow  passes  of  Bohemia;  bnt  was  repulaed  by  the  Austrian  corps  of 
Generals  CoUeredo  and  Meerveld,  with  tlie  loss  of  seven  cannon,  one  standard, 
4000  prisoners,  and  the  General  of  Brigade  Krenzer,  who  was  taken.  The  nnite^ 
army  of  the  north  of  Germany  has  taken  more  than  98,000  prisoners  since  the  Trace. 
ended.  From  the  17th  August  to  the  18th  September,  there  have  passed  throu^b 
Berlin,  as  prisoners  of  war,  1 8, dS7  soldiers  and  $299  officers,  and  upwards  of  300^ 
men  were  on  the  road  to  that  city  ;  from  2  to  3000  have  remained  k>ehi|id,  sick,  ip 
the  liospitaN  of  Juterbock,  Treucnbetzen,  Belzey,  and  Brandenburg;  and  the 
corps  d*arni6e  of  Count  Walmoden,  which  aends  its  prisoners  to  Stralsnnd,  hsn 
more  than  4000  of  them.  If  we  add  to  this  number  that  of  the  killed,  wQundcsi» 
and  missing,  we  may  reckon  the  total  loss  of  the  army,  opposed  to  that  of  the 
army  of  the  north  of  Germany,  at  not  less  than  45,ooo  men  siace  the  17th  Aug.ttat« 
The  prisoners  taken  by  the  army  under  General  Blucher,  and  the  grand  army  of 
Bohemia,  amounts  to  40,000.— We  may,  therefore,  without  exaggeration,  estinuiile 
the  enemy's  loss,  since  the  recommencement  of  hostilities,  at  more  than  lOO^OQO 
men,  and  250  pieces  of  cannon. 

If,  as  every  thing  gives  os  reason  to  hope,  Bavaria  and  Wirtemberg  .shonld  join 
the  cause  of  general  liberty,  the  Emperor  Napoleon  will  not  have  ttore  thvi 
150,000  men  to  oppose  to  the  allies  The  King  of  Denmark  has  sent  the  Pruasian 
lUinisfer  back,  and  stated  as  the  cause  of  it,  that  as  Prussia  is  engaged  in  a  war 
with  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  the  presence  of  that  Minister  could  no  louger  he 
allowed  at  Copenhagen.  This  Court  endeavours  to  juatify  itself  to  the  Allies,  cm 
account  of  the  Declai-ation  of  War  against  Sweden,  and  pretends  to  have  taken  th^t 
step  merely  to  aruid  the  incessant  demands  of  Baron  Alquier,  who  demanded  ten 
thousand  men  more  to  be  sent  to  Holstein.  In  this,  however,  there  appears  a  vapt 
dilFerence  between  the  intent  and  the  deed.  The  enemy  has  not  any  more  atrong 
positions  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe,  from  Wittemberg  and  Schonebeck.  His 
advanced  posts  are  still  between  the  last  mentioned  place  and  Magdeburg.  Qeop^ 
ral  Czernecbeir  is  at  Beraburg,  Major  Von  Rosenstorn  at  Little  RoBenbar|r» 
nnd  Major  Csec  at  Zoerbog.  Detached  parties  have  penetrated  as  far  as  Halky 
where  they  have  put  themselves  in  connection  with  the  corps  under  Creneral  Thi^U 
mann,  and  from  thence  as  far  as  DeliUh  and  Bellerfeld,  and  on  the  left  wing  as  ffir 
•as  Egeln  aud  Wartzleben.  They  have  been  able  to  make  only  a  small  number  of 
prisoners^  aa  they  never  could  find  tbo  oacmy  in  iMiy  considerable  foicc.    Migor 
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▼«m  Low'eiifUio  hai  tiken  a  tmnipoit  of  rsob  measttreB  of  oats,  and  other  prori- 
iSoDfly  wbicb  were  Intended  for  Mag^dtborg-. 

Tbe  Tmn  ^ard  of  the  Raitian  army,  coinnianded  by  Coont  Von  WoronzolT,  is  at 
Lakea,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Elt^.  llie  Swedish  tAo  f  aard,  under  the  cnmnand 
•fGftneral  Schnlienheim,  is  at  Deffsau.  tMt  Crown  Prince  has  entrusted  the  sieg« 
•f  Wittenberg  to  General  Balow. 

EIGHTEENTH  BULLETIN. 
Hend'Qmarlerty  Zerbst,  Sept,  36,  1819. — On  the  3 1st,  at  break  of  day,  two  Saxon 
•iBeers  appeared  at  the  Swedish  advanced  posts,  before  WbrKtz,  and  infc^m^d  them 
tkat  their  battalion  would  come  over  to  our  sidle.    Colonel  Bjomestierna,  accom- 
panied by  some  hnasars,  went  to  the  front  of  the  battalion  to  pire  it  a  reception. 
Its  commander,  the  Major  Von  Bunan,  declared  in  the  name  of  bis  whole  troop, 
that  it  requested  to  fight  nnder  the  standard  of  his  Royal  Hif^hness,  fir  the  liberty 
of  Germany.    This  battalion  is  the  first  of  the  King*8  reghnent ;  its  furce  nroonntii 
to  eight  olBcera,  and  360  men.    It  entered  Warletk  with  fixed  bayonets  and  drnmt 
beatinf^,  and  will  bear  the  name  of  the  first  battalion  of  the  )Cing  of  Saxony*a 
Legion.     In  three  days  at  farthest  it  will  be  completed  to  800  men.    The  Cossack 
officer,  Obrees,  who  was  detached  with  30  men,  on  the  33d  near  Goldwitz,  took  one 
csptain,  two  officers,  and  40  Skxon  dragoons  prisoners,  after  a  slight  tmg^ifrmeot. 
fix  Swedish  gnn  boats  nnder  the  command  of  Captain  Kruger,  have  cannoniided  thfe 
town  of  Stettin,  the  suburb  of  Dauern,  and  the  batteries  which  connect  both  Vhosc 
places,  with  goodeffecL    On  the  34th  August,  the  guns  at  D&uem  were  iisaionnC^ 
ed.     Lientenant-Colonci  Fezmain,  his  adjutant,  a  serjeaut^majdr,  and  se^enrl  soK 
diert,  wene  killed,  and  a  great  number  wounded,  on  the  enemy's  side.    On  the  30th 
Aognst,  the  gate  of  Dauern  was  bruke  dowu  by  cannon  shot,  and  on  ffere    rst 
Stptcmber  the  fire  was  directed  against  the  town  itself.     The  boats  had  a  fWlfeen 
killed  or  wunnded  in  these  affairs.     To  draw  off  the  atfenfiun  of  the  {rnrrison  of 
Witteolierg  from  the  side  where  the  trenches  were  opened,  and  fliercfure  to  lesMM 
one  loss.  General  Bolow  received  orders  to  bombard  the  place  from  the  oppfmfH, 
aide      At  two  o^clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  tf^ith,  he  caused  the  suburbs  fo%«  «C- 
tacked.    The  judicious  disposition  made  by  General  Hirchfeldt  ctrirsi^d  'tlvektflftrk  to 
be  attended  with  complete  success.    The  suburbs  were  takeii,  rfrttt  the  eiremy  dri* 
ren  l)ack  on  all  points ;   we  had  only  a  few  men  wounded,  not  a  single  ohe  Itilled. 
The  aitnck  does  great  honour  to  General  fiirchfcldt.    The  trenclK^s  were  opeited 
on  the  aide  of  Lnthersbrunn,  in  the  night  between  the  S4tb  Ihd  df^th.    The  bom- 
bn/doMBt  commenced  on  the  same  night*  and  scTeral  plac^  were  set  on  fiir^.    The 
ifc  coiitiniicd  from  ten  o^clock  in  the  erening  till  five  o'*cIock  in  the  mo^inf.   TItt 
fins  was  perceptible  from  the  steeples  of  Lelpsic  atod  Dresden,  at  the  ftme  'tittt  '« 
pamllel  was.  opened  on  the  side  of  the  Castle,  Count  XTbronxo'w's  cdvklli^ 
Hnllc^  Querfiurth,  Eislehen,  Bemburg,^  and  Hafberstadt  garrisoited.    A  di0- 
haa  been  at  Qnedlenbnrg,    A  part  of  this  cavalry  has  formed  ^  junctltvn 
knth  the  gremt  Bohemian  harbour,  and  is  marched  into  the  rear  of  General  L^eVfe, 
wlio  waa  akirmiahing  with  General  Thielmann.

siilcrablc  works  to  be  throwD  up,  abore  Rostau,  and  between  the  Elbe  and  Mnlde, 
General  Baron  Wiuzingerode  is  forming  tbe  town  of  Aiken  into  a  fortress.  Tbc 
Militnry  Government  between  the  Oder  and  tbe  Vistula  bas  placed  tbe  whole  of  tbe 
Landsturm  on  the  rifi^ht  bank  of  the  Oder,  under  the  orders  of  tbe  General  com- 
manding the  sieges  of  Stettin  and  Kustria.  This  Landsturm  will  form  a  mast  of 
about  55,000  men,  in  a  line  of  about  seven  German  miles.  The  Landsturm  oa 
the  left  bank  of  the  Oder  will  in  the  same  extent  produce  an  equal  number  of 
men.  This  force  is  certainly  not  necessary,  in  conjunction  with  Ibe  troops  of  the 
line,  to  hasten  tbe  surrender  of  those  places.  Consequently,  in  a  line  of  1 4  Germaa 
miles,  there  is  already  organized  a  mass  of  one  hundred  thousand  Burg^hers,  who 
are  all  ready  to  fight  for  the  protection  of  their  homes.  When  Magdeburg  shall  be 
enclosed,  tbe  Landsturm  of  that  province  will  be  called  out ;  at  every  step  that  the 
Allied  Army  moves  forward  it  will  find  masses  to  assist  it.  The  letters  received 
from  Dresden  state,  that  the  Prince  of  Neufchatel  is  very  much  displeated^ 
and  that  he  has  made  the  most  urgent  remonstrance  to  prevail  on  the  Emperor 
Napoleon  to  make  peace.  Had  his  councils  been  followed^  humanity  would  have 
had  less  to  bemoan. 


NINETEENTH    BULLETIN. 

Head-QuarierSy  Zerbst,  Sept.  30. — On  the  S7lh  September,  the  enemy  commencecl 
making  his  retreat  from  Grossenhayn  to  cross  the  Elbe  at  Meissen,  and  it  is  assert- 
ed that  be  is  even  preparing  to  evacuate  Dresden.  Deserters  assure  us,  that  the 
military  magazines  of  that  city  are  already  burnt,  and  that  the  inhabitants  find 
themselves  exposed  to  the  nK>st  dreadful  misery.  General  Count  Tauenzien,  with- 
out the  least  delay,  detached  his  light  cavalry  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy;  strong  de- 
tachments are  intended  for  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe.  That  Genera Ps  infantry  has 
happily  joined  Blucher's  corps  d'armce.  The  head-quarters  of  the  latter  were  re- 
moved to  Esterwerda  on  the  38th.  General  Bennigsen  has  been  at  Zettan  since  the 
S5th.  By  tbe  united  activity  of  the  three  corps,  it  is  hoped  the  enemy  will  soon 
be  forced  back  into  the  country  between  the  Elbe  and  the  Saale.  Wittenberg  con- 
tinaes  to  be  strongly  bombarded.  In  the  night  between  tbe  37th  and  28th,  the  town 
was  on  fire  in  several  places  -,  a  tower  of  the  cattle  was  on  fire  and  fell  in.  Exclu- 
sive of  the  bombs,  rockets  were  likewise  used,  ander  the  very  able  direction  of  the 
English  Gaptain  Bogue.  The  garrison  answered  our  attacks  with  their  artillery, 
but  entirely  without  effect ;  they  may,  perhaps,  attempt  a  sally,  but  General 
Bulow  is  before  that  fortress  with  30,000  men^  and,  if  it  should  be  necessary, 
can  be  strengthened  with  upwards  of  40,000  more.  Tbe  distress  in  Magdeburg  bat 
reached  its  utmost  height.  Upwards  of  an  hundred  families  who  were  totally  with- 
out sustenance,  have  left  the  city.  A  great  part  of  the  garrison  which  is  composed 
of  all  nations,  is  sickly.  The  animosity  of  tbe  Saxons,  and  the  Westphalians  against 
the  French  military  has  broke  out  into  violent  disturbances :  they  have  fired  on 
each  other  with  small  arms,  and  the  French  have  even  been  obliged  in  their  defence 
to  turn  the  cannon  on  the  mutineers.  The  Emperor  Napoleon  has  given  his  Gene- 
Eals  orders  to  take  Dessau,  let  it  cost  what  it  will.  Information  of  this  was  received 
io  saiBcieni  time  to  give  Major-General  Schulzenhcim  timely  notice  to  evacuate  the 
place,  and  retire  by  degrees  upon  the  wprks  at  the  tete  de-pont.  This  was  performed 
on  the  S7tb  between  twelve  at  noon  and  two  p.  m.  .  The  enemy  did  not  undertake 
Any  thing  against  General  Vort  Schulzenheim.  Colonel  Bjorinsterna,  who  was  si 
^orlitz,  received  orders  to  fall  back  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Elbe.  The  day  before 
yesterday  the  party  covering  the  workmen  at  the  tete  de-pont  reconnoitred  nearly 
•s  far  as  Dessau.  Thos^  posts  of  the  enemy  who  had  ventured  out  of  the  city  were 
drove  into  tbe  strcetS| .  and  the  reconnoitring  party  returned  behind  tbe  intrencb*

He  ad' Quarters^  IVurzen,  May  is,  1813.— Mr  LoitD,—TH  C  Allied  Army  paiaed 
tlie  Elbe  OQ  the  8th  iaatant.    The  bead- quarters  of  the  Emperor  were  established 
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mt  Bishofiwerdcr.  General  Witti^enstein,  with  the  maiu  body  of  the  nrmy,  march- 
Ing  on  the  ^reat  roads  leading  towards  Bantzcn.  The  curpn  of  General  Bliiker 
passed  the  Elbe  at  Meia^en,  Licutenant-General  Kleist'$i  curps  having  put  itself 
in  commanication  with  him.  General  Bnlow*s  corps  ctill  remained  ou  the  left 
bank  of  the  Elbe  at  Dessau,  to  watch  the  enemy's  movements. 

It  wa«  not  accurately  ascertained  upon  what  points  of  the  river  the  enemy  wbh 
dirrcting;  his  principal  corps,  and  as  he  possessed  the  Appui  of  Wittenhur^,  and 
and  it  seemed  uncertain  what  line  the  Saxons  would  take  at  Torgau,  your  Lordship 
will  caatly  imagine  it  wonld  have  been  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  with  the  aid  of 
the&e  places  in  his  favour,  for  the  allies  to  have  prevented  his  forcing  the  passage  of 
tise  river  under  a  heavy  fire  of  commanding  artillery. 

It  redounds  infinitely  to  the  credit  of  the  allied  army,  that  during  the  passage  of 
so  formidable  a  river  with  the  enemy  advanced  to  their  fortresses  upon  it,  timt  the 
operation  was  conducted  with  perfect  order,  and  not  even  a  carriage  or  atlirail  left 
behind.  Some  works  that  had  been  thrown  up  on  the  left  bank  to  cover  the  bridgen, 
it  tras  thought  proper  to  abandon  when  the  army  had  passed. 

Xbe  enemy  made  attempts  on  the  night  of  the  8th  to  re-establish  the  arches  of 
tbe  main  bridge  at  Dresden,  but  the  Russian  artillery  was  so  well  directed,  thut 
tbe^p  fiiilcd  here,  but  succeeded  in  passing  between  Kadiz  and  Pilnitz  ou  the  ()th. 
The  gro«nd  being  very  commanding  on  the  left  bank,  and  favouring  their  estublish- 
io^  batteries  of  heavy  guns,  they  passed  in  boats  and  covered  themselves  advaii- 
tefpeously;  tbe  passage  was  very  bravely  resisted  by  General  Milaradovitch^ti  rear 
^ardy  sad  tbe  Russian  artillery,  after  displaying  the  greatest  coolness  and  courage, 
was  only  withdrawn  from  the  impossibility  of  contending  agaiust  the  superior 
position  and  fire  of  the  eueniy. 

From  tbe  best  authenticated  accounts,  Bonapfirte  had  entered  Dresden  in  person. 
Tbe  Viceroy*a  corps  asd  Marshal  M^Douald^s  were  stated  to  be  now  immedialily 
opposed  to  us. 

On  the  loth  the  allied  army  continued  its  march  to  Bautzen,  ami  as  it  was  deemed 
adwisabte  to  concentrate  the  forces,  General  Bluker  was  ordered  to  Cameas,  and 
Oeoeral  Kleist's  corps  to  fall  back  upon  him  to  Muhlberg,  while  General  Bulow's 
retreat,  if  necessary,  was  directed  on  Roslitz. 

General  Kleist^s  corps  was  attacked  by  an  advanced  guard  of  a  corps  of  the 
eoemy,  which  had  crossed  at  Meissen,  and  moved  by  Moritzberg  to  Konisbruick, 
and  a  sharp  affair  took  place,  in  which  the  enemy  made  no  impression,  A  very 
bfilliaot  rssr  guard  affair  at  VVeissig,  also  took  place  on  this  day,  with  General 
Milaradovitch^  eorps^  in  which  the  euemy  suffered  considerably  fiH>m  the  charges 
of  tbe  Russian  cavalry. 

It  was  DOW  unfortunately  ascertained  that  the  King  of  Saxony  had  declared  for 
the  cneny.  General  Thielman  was  deposed  from  his  command,  and  the  fortress  of 
T«»rgan  delivered  up  to  Generals  Reguieraud  Ncy.  This  i  fear  will  place  tbe  Saxon 
force  at  tbe  enemy ^s  disposal. 

Tbe  head-quarters  of  the  Allied  Army  moved  on  tbe  12th  to  Wurzen,  on  the  road 
to  Goriiti,  and  the  army  took  up  a  position  near  Hoch-Kirch,  which  has  before 
been  so  celebrated  a  field  in  the  seven  years  war.  General  Milaradov itch's  corps 
was  a^in  engaged  tbe  whole  of  this  day  with  the  enemy,  who  entered  Bishofs- 
werder,  having  sostsiaed  a  most  severe  loss. 

Tbe  whole  army  wete  in  position  on  the  I3th  at  nigbt,  except  General  Bulow^a 
corps,  which  still  remains  on  the  right  to  form  the  appui  to  the  Landwehr  and 
levies  of  tbe  Prussian  SUtes,  amounting  to  above  forty  thousand  men  at  the  prcsenX 
Mossent,  and  is  daily  Increasing. 

General  Milarsdovitcb  ii  itill  iu  advance  of  Bautzen, 
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General  Barclay  de  ToIIy^t  reinforcemenU  are  expected  to  arrive  in  a  day  or  two. 
Tbe  Prussians  have  got  several  new  corps  come  up,  and  the  Russians  several  tboa- 
sand  convalescents. 

The  Allied  army  remained  in  position  on  the  uth,  and  made  no  apparent 
movement. 

General  Sebastian!  and  Marshal  Davnust  are  reported  to  be  moving  on  Magdeberg. 

I  have  only  to  add,  having  just  returned  from  the  ontposts,  that  General  Milar»» 
dovitcb  having  been  pressed  by  the  enemy  in  force,  this  day  has  passed  the  Spree 
River,  and  the  enemy  have  taken  up  a  position  within  cannon-shot  of  our  advance.

DISPATCH,  of  which  tbe  following  is  a  copy^  - 
was  this  day  received  by  the  Earl  Batburst,  one  of  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secre>  . 
taries  of  State,  from  Lieuteoant-General  Sir  George  Prevost,  Bart.  Governor>GcB. 
and  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Forces  in  North  America. 

Niagara,  February  27,  1813. — My  Lord, — IN  the  dispatch  which  I  had  tbe 
honour  of  addressing  to  your  Lordship  on  the  l6th  instant,  I  reported  the  dote  of 
the  cession  of  the  Provincial  Parliament,  and  my  intention  of  proceeding  on  the 
following  day  to  visit  the  military  posts  in  Upper  Canada. 

I  accordingly  left  Quebec  on  tbe  17th,  and,  passing  through  Montreal,  arrived  at 
Prescott,  tke  first  frontier  post  in  Upper  Canada,  on  the  sist :  there  I  found  myself  - 
within  less  than  a  mile  of  the  enemy,  posted  at  Ogdensburgb,  who  had  availed  them- 
selves of  the  frozen  state  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  in  that  neighbourhood,  to  carry  on 
repeated  nocturnal  enterprises  against  posts  of  communication  which  were  occupied 
by  the  militia,  and  to  commit  frequent  depredations  upon  the  persons  and  property  . 
of  His  Migesty^s  subjects,  carefully  selecting  objects  beyond  the  immediate  support  > 
and  protection  of  a  regular  military  force. 

Being  at  that  time  busily  employed  in  the  transport  of  ordnance  and  ordnance 
stores  for  the  marine  establishment  on  the  lakes,  and  in  supplying  arms,  accoutie- 
meats,  clothing,  and  ammunition  for  the  militia  of  the  Upper  Province,  I  deemed  it 
absolutely  necessary,  in  order  to  ensnre  the  safe  arrival  of  these  essential  articles 
at  the  places  of  their  destination,  to  dislodge  the  enemy  from  bis  position  at  Ogdenf- 
burgh,  to  secure  from  interruption  my  line  of  communication  with  Upper  Canada. 
I  have  now  the  honour  of  transmitting  to  your  Lordship  the  report  which  Majof 
McDonnell,  of  the  Glengarry  light  infantry  fencihles,  has  made  to  me  of  the  spiritc4 
Hianner  in  if  hich  he  carried  into  ^^ecution  my  orders  or  t^iis  occasion. 
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I  bef  leave  to  call  your  Lordship's  attention  to  the  distiof^uislied  merit  of  Captain 
Jenkins,  of  tlie  Glengarry  fencibles,  who  most  gallantly  led  a  part  of  that  nrw  levy 
iato  action  j  thii  excellent  young  man  and  very  meritorious  offirrr  hsis  lost  his  left 
«nn,  and  has  the  right  severely  wounded ;  under  these  circumstauces  1  most  bumhly 
imend  kim  to  the  favour  and  protection  of  his  Royal  Highness  the  Prince 


it  is  but  common  jastice  to  the  merits  of  Lieutenant  Impey,  of  the  Dnndsa 
militia,  who  lost  a  leg  in  this  affair,  which  has  afforded  a  further  proof  of  the 
superiority  of  bis  Majesty's  arms  over  those  of  the  enemy,  to  eutrc-at  your  Lord- 
ship, that  the  same  benevolence  may  be  extended  to  him  as  he  would  have  experi. 
«oced  bad  be  belonged  to  the  regular  forces ).  he  bein^  a  very  respectable  and 
iro^tby  man,  entirely  dependent  on  his  bodily  exertions  iu  Ibe  cultivation  of  a  faroa 
for  tbe  aopport  of  himself  and  a  young  faully.

I»rescmttf  February  99,  1813. — ^SiR, — I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  for 
tbe  information  of  his  Excellency  the  Commander  of  the  Forces,  that,  in  conse- 
^aencc  of  the  commands  of  his  Excf  llency  to  retaliate,  under  favourable  circum- 
stances, upon  the  enemy,  for  his  late  wanton  aggressions  on  this  frontier,   i  this 
xBomioi^  about  seven  o^clock,   crossed  the   River  St.  Lawrence  upon  the  ice,  and 
«ttscked  and  carried,  after  a  little  more  than  an  huur^s  action,  his  position  in  and 
ir  tbe  opposite  town  of  Ogdenburg,  taking  eleven  pieces  of  cannon,  and  all  bis 
>,  marine  commissariat,  and  Quarter  Master-Gcucrars  stores,  four  officers 
sadserenty  prisoners,  and  burning  two  armed  schooners  and  two  large  gun  boats, 
both  his  barracks. 
Jffy  force  consisted  of  about  four  hnadreil  and  eighty  regulars  and  militia,  and 
divided  Into  two  columns :  the  right,  commanded  by  Captain  Jenkins,  uf  the 
Glengarry  tight  infantry  fencibles,  was  composed  of  his  own  flank  company,  and 
a.boat  seventy  militia ;  and  from  the  state  of  the  ice,  and  tbe  cnemy^s  position  is 
the  Old  French  Fort,  was  directed  to  check  his  left,  and  interrupt  his  retreat,  whiUt 
I  moved  on  with   tbe  left  column,  consisting  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  the 
King^s  regimcat,  forty  of  the  royal  Newfoundland  corps,  and  about  two  hundred 
militia^  towards  his  position   in   the  town,  where  he  had  posted  his   heavy  field 
srtillery.    The  depth  of  the  snow  in  some  degree  retarded  the  advance  of  both 
colamos,  and  exposed  them,  particularly  the  right,  to  a  heavy  cross  fire  from  the 
batteries  of  the  enemy,  for  a  longer  period  than  I  had  experted,  but  pushing  on 
rapidly  after  tbe  batteries  began  to  open  upon  us,  the  left  column  soon  gained  the 
right  bank  of  the  river,  under  the  direct  fire  of  his  artillery  and  line  of  musquctry, 
posted  on  an  eminence  near  the  shore  *,  moving  on  rapidly,  my  advance,  consisting 
of  the  detachment  of  the  royal  Newfoundland  and  some  select  militia,  I  turned  his 
right  with  tbe  detachment  of  the  King's  regiment,  and  after  a  few  discharges  from 
liis  artillery,  took  them  with  the  bayonet,  and  drove  his  infantry  through  the  town  ; 
some  escaping  across  the  Black  River  into  the  fort,  but  the  majority  flrd  to  the 
woods,  or  sought  refngeinthe  houses,  from  whence  they  kept  such  a  galling  fire, 
that  it  was  necessary  to  dislodge  them  with  our  field  pieces,  which  now  came  up 
lirsm  tbe  bank  of  tbe  river,  where  they  had  stuck  on  landing,  in  the  deep  snow. 

Having  gained  tbe  high  ground  on  the  brink  of  the  Black  River  opposite  the 
f9ri,  I  prewired  to  carry  it  by  storm  j  but,  the  men  being  finite  exhausted,  1  pro- 
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cured  time  for  them  to  recover  breath,  by  sending  in  a  sommous,'  requiring  an 
uncouditioiMl  surrender.  During  these  transactions,  Captain  Jenkins  had  gallantly 
led  on  his  column,  and  had  been  exposed  to  a  heavy  fire  of  seven  guns,  which  he 
bravely  attempted  to  take  with  the  bayonet,  though  covered  with  two  hundred  of 
the  enemy^b  best  troops  :  advancing  as  rapidly  as  the  deep  snow,  and  the  exhausted 
state  (in  consequence)  of  his  men  would  admit,  he  ordered  a  charge,  and  had  not 
proceeded  many  paces,  wlien  his  left  arm  was  broken  to  pieces  by  a  grape-shot  ; 
but  still  undauntedly  running  on  with  his  men,  he  almost  immediately  afterwards 
was  deprived  of  the  use  of  his  right  arm  by  a  discharge  of  case-shot ;  stil)  heroically 
disregarding  all  personal  consideration,  he  nobly  ran  on,  cheering  his  men,  to  the 
assault,  till  exhausted  by  pain  aad  loss  of  blood,  he  became  unable  to  move:  hit 
company  gallantly  continued  the  charge  under  Lieutenant  M*Auley,  bat  the  re- 
serve of  militia  not  being  able  to  keep  ap  with  them,  they  were  compelled,  by  the 
{[reat  superiority  of  the  enemy,  to  give  way,  leaving  a  few  on  a  commanding  posi- 
tion, and  a  few  of  the  most  advanced,  in  the  enemy^s  possession,  nearly  about  the 
time  that  I  gained  the  height  above-mentioned.  The  enemy  hesitating  to  anrreuder, 
I  instantly  carried  his  eastern  battery,  and  by  it  silenced  another  which  now  opened 
again,  and  ordering  on  the  advance,  the  detachment  of  the  King^s,  and  the  High- 
land company  of  militia,  under  Captain  Eustace,  of  the  King^s  regiment,  he 
f^allautly  rushed  into  the  fort;  but  the  enemy  retreating  by  the  opposite  entrance,^ 
escaped  into  the  woods,  which  I  should  efTectually  have  prevented,  if  my  Indian 
warriors  bad  returned  sooner  from  a  detached  service  on  which  they  bad  that  morn- 
ing been  employed. 

I  cannot  close  this  statement  without  expressing  my  admiration  of  the  gallantry 
and  self-devotion  of  Captain  Jenkins,  who  has  lost  one  arm,  and  is  in  danger  of 
losing  the  other.  I  must  also  report  the  intrepidity  of  Captain  Lelievre,  of  the 
^Newfoundland  regiment,  who  had  the  immediate  charge  of  the  militia  under  Colonel 
Fraser ;  of  Captaiu  Eustace,  and  the  other  officers  of  the  King's  regiment,  and 
particularly  of  Lieutenant  Ridge,  of  that  corps,  who  very  gallantly  led  on  the 
advance,  aud  of  Lieutenant  M'Auley  and  Ensign  McDonnell,  of  the  Glengarry 
regiment,  as  also  Lieutenant  Gangneben,  of  the  Royal  Engineers,  and  of  Ensign 
M'Kay,  of  the  Glengarry  Light  infantry,  and  of  Ensign  Kerr,  of  the  militia,  each 
of  whom  had  charge  of  a  field-piece,  and  of  Lieutenant  Impey,  of  the  militia,  who 
ha^  lost  a  leg.  I  was  also  well  supported  by  Colonel  Fraser  and  the  other  officers 
and  men  of  the  militia,  who  emulated  the  conspicuous  bravery  of  all  the  troops  of 
the  line.     I  inclose  a  list  of  the  killed  and  wounded. 

The  enemy  had  five  hundred  men  under  arms,  and  must  have  sustained  a  con- 
siderable loss.

brave  and  loyal  subjects  ;  the  said  armorial  distinctions  being  first  duly  exemplified 
arcording  to  the  laws  of  arms,  and  recorded  in  the  Heralds'  Office : 

And  also  to  order,  that  this  royal  concession,  and  especial  mark  of  his  Majesty^s 
favour,  may,  together  with  the  relative  documentf*,  be  registered  in  his  College

•  Lisfa,  February  93, 1813.— Mt  Lord,-»I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  yoor  Lord* 
abip,  that  in  consequence  of  information  having  been  received  here,  that  several 
fnerchant  vessels  bound  to  this  island,  had  been  captured  by  a  French  privateer,  and 
carried  into  the  island  of  Lngosta,  Admiral  Fremantle  and  myself  judged  itezpe- 
'dient  to  lose  no  time  in  putting  an  end  to  a  system,  which  was  likely  to  become  de- 
trimental to  the  prosperity  of  this  island,  and  to  our  commercial  interests  in  general. 
For  this  purpose  I  embarked  on  board  bis  Majesty's  frigate  Apollo,  commanded  by 
Captain  Taylor,  on  the  19th  ultimo,  with  detachments  from  thisgarrisou  amounting 
to  about  three  hundred  men,  including  artillery,  with  two  six-ponnders,  two  howit- 
ters,  and  two  mountain  guns.  The  troops,  together  with  a  detachment  of  seaaica 
and  marines,  landed  on  the  island  of  Lagosta  on  the  aist,  and  marched  towards  the 
principal  work,  constructed  by  the  enemy  for  the  defence  of  the  island,  from  whence 
the  garrison  opened  a  well-directed  fire  of  shot  and  shells.  As  the  work  in  qoestion 
is  situated  on  the  summit  of  a  high  coniral  hill,  commanding  the  town,  I  fovnd  it 
necessary  to  take  up  a  favourable  position,  from  whence  I  was  enabled  to  forward 
the  preparations  necessary  for  the  reduction  of  the  fort.  Daring  this  interval.  Cap* 
tains  May,  35th,  and  Ronea,  Calabries  Free  Corps,  together  with  Mr.  G.  Bowen^ 
First  Lieutenant  of  his  Majesty^s  ship  Apollo,  with  a  party  of  forty  men,  succeeded 
in  spiking  the  guns  of  one  of  the  eneroy^s  lower  batteries,  and  ia  destroying  a  nsa- 
gaziueuf  provisions,  both  of  which  were  within  musket-shot  of  the  foit.  On  thie 
occasion  a  French  serjeant  of  artillery  and  two  soldiers  were  taken  prisoners.  Mr. 
Uilark,  purser  of  His  Majesty^s  ship  Apollo,  volunteered  his  services  on  both  these 
occasions.  Having  received  certain  intelligence  that  a  detachment  of  three  hundred 
nsen,  commanded  by  a  Lieutenant-Colonel,  bad  marched  from  Ragusa  to  reinforce 
the  garrison  of  Lagosta,  and  being  aware  of  the  great  difficulty  which  would  bare 
atlendetl  the  attempt  to  get  battering  artillery  on  the  only  hill  which  commanded 
the  fort.  Captain  Tayler  and  myself  were  induced  to  offer  favourable  conditions  to 
the  French  cotamandant,  who,  after  some  hesitation,  agreed  to  surrender  (together 
with  the  garrison,  consisting  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  men),  on  the  terms,  m 
€0|»y  of  which  1  have  the  honour  to  enclose  your  Lordship.  I  have  also  the  honour 
to  AnciUse  yonr  Lordship  a  rctam  of  the  enemj^s  ordnance^  ammunition^  and  stores 
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wbicb  fell  into  onr  bands.     It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  me  to  be  able  to  inform 
your  Lordlsbip,  tbat  darinf  tbe  wbole  of  our  operation,  the  inhabitants  jfave  us  th 
most  OQcqniTocal  proofs  of  their  attachment,  and  rendered  us  the  most  elBcacioas 
asaistaoce. 

Fiodia;;  tbat  tbe  Fri-ncb  privateer,  tof^ether  with  the  priaes,  had  taken  refujre  io 
the  island  of  Curzola,  Captain  Taylor  and  myself  immediately  proceeded  thither. 
We  landed  (without  delay)  the  troops  under  my  command,  with  one  hundred  and 
twenty  seamen  and  marines,  to^retber  with  a  howitzer  and  field-piece.  Major  Slessor, 
351b,  advanced  at  day-break  with  the  flankers,  and  g^ot  possession  of  a  fortified 
building  on  tbe  beigh^  which  commands  the  town  within  musket  shot.  In  this 
operation  he  was  supported  by  a  second  party,  uuder  the  command  of  my  Military 
Secretary,  Captain  Ball,  8 1st  regiment.  The  enemy  opened  a  sharp  fire  of  musketry 
firom  tlietr  lines,  as  also  from  tbe  windows  and  doors  of  the  houses,  and  endeavoured 
to  bring  an  eighteen-pounder  in  one  of  the  towers  of  the  town  wall  to  bear  on  onr 
position,  wbicb  we  prerented  by  a  well-directed  fire  from  tbe  howitzer,  six-pounder, 
suad  masketry. 

Captain  Taylor,  in  order  to  accelerate  tbe  surrender  of  the  town,  undertook  to 
•ilence  the  sea  batteries,  which  be  accomplished  in  the  most  hrilliont  and  effectual 
manner,  after  a  continued  firing  of  three  honrs,  during  which  the  Apollo  was  ulways 
within  range  of  grape-shot  from  the  batteries.  This  pf)int  being  effected,  Captain 
XayloT  and  myself  judged  it  expedient  to  send  Major  Slessor  with  a  flag  of  truce 
hito  tbe  town,  proposing  that  tbe  women  and  children  should  be  allowed  to  quit  it 
before  we  erected  onr  mortar  batteries  *,  the  enemy  availed  himself  of  this  opportunity 
to  offer  to  capitulate  on  terms  which,  with  certain  modifications,  we  agreed  to,  \m 
consequence  of  which  the  gairison,  consisting  of  a  lieutenant-colonel  and  about  one 
bcmdred  men,  marched  out  of  the  town,  which  we  immediately  occupied. 

We  found  on  taking  possession  of  the  town  that  the  French  had  packed  up  tbe 
cbnrcb  plate  and  belts  of  Lagosta  and  Curzola,  for  the  purpose  of  sending  them  to 
tbe  Continent,  and  Captain  Ta>lor  and  myself  experienced  the  most  heartfelt  satis* 
ISaction  inrestoring  them  to  tbe  oppressed  inhabitants. 

I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  your  Lordship  returns  of  the  ordnance,  stores,  and 

■aunnnition  wbicb  we  got  possession  of  at  Curzola.     I  have  also  the  honoor  to  en- 

close  yovr  Lordship  a  copy  of  tbe  terms  of  capitulation,  which  were  signed  at  the 

flKMDent  that  tbe  expected  French  corps  intended  to  reinforce  the  menaced  islands 

S|»pcmre4  on  the  Peninsula  of  Sabioncello,  only  a  mile  distant  from  the  town  of 

Cnrsola. 

To  express  my  approbation  of  tbe  conduct  of  Cnptain  Taylor  throughout  the 

vbolcof  tbe  expedition,  I  fulfil  a  doty  which  is  peculiarly  grateful  to  my  feelings. 

He  anreosittiBgly  aided  me  with  his  advice,  and  promoted  very  considerably  the 

Micce*>a  of  the  expedition  by  bis  personal  exertions  on  shore  with  the  troops.    I  have 

the  fnllest  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  tbe  support  which  I  experienced  from  Major 

SIcaaor,  of  tbeS^^th,  and  the  whole  of  the  officers.     Lieutenant  Rains,  who  had  tbe 

direction  of  tbe  artillery,  performed  the  service  alloted  him  with  the  greatest  zeal. 

Tbe  services  of  Lieutenant   M'Donald,  of  the  3Sth,  who  had  the  direction  of  the 

f«B-boftts  wbicb  accompanied  tbe  expedition,  were  found  of  great  utility. 

I  fieel  great  aatisfaction  in  communicating   to  yoor  Lordship,  that  during  tbe 

wkolc  of  tbie  acrriee,  wbicb  was  rather  severe,  owing  to  the  unusual  coldnesa  of 

tbe  veatbcr,  tbe  condaet  of  tlie  troopa  was  highly  praiseworthy,  and  |hey  were  ably 

Mpfortcd  by  tbe  ■cmmen  and  marines  who  acted  with  us  on  shore.

BuLLETi  N  .—(Translation.) 

Uead-QuarterSf  fVurten^  near  Bautzen,  May  19,  1813. — SINCE  the  battle  ofth« 
fdof  May,  the  Allied  Army  has  had  no  engagement  of  consequence  with  the  enemy. 
Some  small  affairs  have  taken  place,  which  have  constantly  proved  the  good  con- 
duct of  the  troops. 

The  following  is  a  short  account  of  the  operations  since  the  sd  of  May  :— la 
order  to  weaken  the  euemy's  line  of  operation  by  drawing  him  from  bis  supplies, 
and  to  retire  upon  our  own,  the  General  commanding  the  Allied  Army  proposed  to 
take  up  a  position  in  Ut>per  Lusatia.  The  enemy  did  not  interrupt  this  operation^ 
but  slowly  followed  the  army.  However,  a  brisk  cannonade  of  a  Prussian  corps  took 
place  between  Colditz  and  Waldheim,  but  they  retired  in  the  greatest  order.  In 
this  affair  Lieutenant-Colonel  and  Brigadier  Vun  Steinmetx  distinguished  himself 
with  his  brigade  •,  and  the  Prussian  General  St.  Priest,  with  great  judgment  and 
decision  attacked  the  enemy  in  flank,  by  which  the  affair  was  decided  ;  tbe  enemy 
lost  four  hundred  nten  killed  and  wounded.  Our  loss  in  this  action  was  two  officers 
and  one  hundred  and  fifty  men.  We  have  to  regret  the  loss  of  Mijor  Kail,  a  most 
distinguished  officer. 

On  the  6th  and  7th  the  enrmy  crossed  the  Elbe  at  Dresden  and  Meissen.  Sereral 
small  detachments  of  partisans  returned  to  the  left  bank  of  thfc  river  to  annoy  the 
encmy^s  rear.  One  of  these  detachments,  under  Lieutenant  Zilmer,  of  tbe  Bran- 
denburg hussars,  took  au  officer  charged  with  dispatches  of  consequeDce,  and 
twenty  horses,  near  Zwekaw,  and  safely  rejoined  the  army  on  the  10th. 

About  this  time  it  was  ascertained  that  the  King  of  Saxony  had  declared  for  tho 
enemy,  and  had  given  up  Torgau  to  the  French  troops.  This  intelligence  determined 
the  Allies  to  evacuate  the  middle  Elbe,  and  to  concentrate  the  army  at  Bautsen. 

The  army  has  been  in  this  position  seven  days,  very  quiet,  and  daily  increating 
in  numbers,  and  a  battle  is  shortly  expected  to  take  place. 

Our  detached  corps  continued  successfully  to  annoy  the  enemy.  On  tbe  I4tli 
General  Jelowaiski  surprised  a  post  at  Konigsbruck  and  took  the  whole  detachment 
prisoners,  consisting  of  eight  officers  and  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  men.  On 
the  hith  and  isth  the  corps  of  General  Milaradovitch  had  affairs,  in  which  thif 
enemy  lost  one  thousand  men  killed*  and  fifteen  hundred  wounded,  and  ^ix  officer* 
and  tbiee  hundred  men  were  made  pritonert.    On  the  I8th  General  Jetonraiaki 
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prUooers  m  troop  of  Uocera  of  the  Dutch  guard,  and  in  the  artrrn(»on,  General 
Milaradovitch  made  a  reconnoissance,  in  which  the  enemy  lost  one  hundred  killed, 
and  one  hundred  and  thirty  prisoners  ;  deserters  come  in  daily  from  the  enemy,  and 
be  suffers  considerably  by  our  skirmishes. 

Head'Quarters,  fFurzen^  May  20,  1813  — My  Lord, — THE  enemy  detached  on 
the  ercninga  of  the  17th  and  18th  in  the  direction  yf  Luckau  and  Lubben,  on  our 
right  ;  the  force  was  stated  to  be  Regnier\  corps. 

Intelligence  being  received  that  General  Lauriston,  with  nine  thousand  men, 
would  march  to  reinforce  the  troops  abuTe  mentioned  on  the  19th.  Gen.  Barclay 
de  Tolly  and  General  D'Yorck,  with  a  strong  corps,  were  sent  to  intercept  and  fall 
upon  General  Lauriston. 

General  Barclay  de  Tolly  ftU  in  with  the  enemy  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Konigt- 
werde,  and  a  sharp  content  ensued,  which  was  put  an  end  to  only  by  night-fall, 
and  in  which  the  Allies  were  completely  successful.  They  drove  back  the  enemy 
at  all  points,  took  upwards  of  fifteen  hundred  prisoners,  a  general  of  division,  and 
elevea  pieces  of  cannon.  The  enemy^s  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  was  considerable. 
Tlie  cavalry  were  in  pursuit  when  the  accounts  came  away.  The  loss  on  our  side 
has  not  yet  been  ascertained,  nor  am  I  in  possi  ssion  of  the  details  of  this  affair. 

Gemeral  U^Yorck  was  engaged  more  on  the  right,  and  encountered  a  strong  force  : 
the  support  of  Laoriston^s  corps,  supposed  to  be  Marshal  Ney's.  He  was  engaged 
till  eleren  o'clock  at  night,  against  very  superior  numbers,  with  success.  Both  the 
allied  corps  returned  into  the  position  this  morning. 

Six  oTlock  P.  M. 

I  am  enabled,  being  just  returned  from  General  Milaradovitcirs  advanced-guard, 
to  report  to  your  Lordship  that  a  very  severe  attack  has  been  made  to  day  by  the 
enemy,  to  possess  themselves  of  the  town  of  Bautzen.  Tliey  attempted  a  false 
attack  on  our  left,  but  the  real  one  was  on  General  Milaradovitch's  right.  Ge- 
Beral  Kleist's  corps  wa«  moved  up  to  his  support,  and  the  attack  uas  sustain- d  by 
GcoeraU  Milaradovitcb  and  Klcist,  with  the  utmost  gallantry.  1  witnessed  two 
very  gallant  charges  of  Russian  light  cavalry,  as  well  as  extreme  good  conduct 
thronghout  the  troops  engaged.  General  Milaradovitch  will  be  drawn  to-night 
into  the  position. 

It  woald  seem  from  what  has  occurred  this  day,  that  the  enrniy  intended  a  great 
effort  here.

Head-Quartert^  Goldberg,  SiUsia,  May  24,  1813.— My  Lord,— I  HASTILY 
detailed  to  yuur  Lordship^  in  my  last  dispatch  the  military  movements  on  the  20th, 
and  tbe  attack  od  Bantzen  by  the  enemy. 

The  intentioQ  of  the  enemy,  in  bis  attack  on  the  right  and  left  of  Bautzen  on 
the  90tb,  was  to  force  tbe  Spree  River,  and  to  pass  to  some  heights  on  our  right, 
thus  threatening  General  Milaradovitch*s  rear,  and  gaining  advantageous  ground, 
from  which  his  artillery  could  sweep  our  main  position,  and,  undercover  of  whose 
fire,  he  might  with  greater  facility  make  his  disposition  for  the  general  attack  on 
the  following  momiog. 

This  action  was  bravely  contested  ;  a  Russian  battalion  and  some  Prussian 
laoccrfl,  oDder  cover  of  m  battery,  boldly  advanced  and  contested  alone  the  heights, 
ia  spite  of  the  eoeroy^s  powerful  efforts,  until  they  were  supported  by  General 
Kleiit^a  corpe.  Id  tbe  mean  time,  on  the  extreme  right,  the  enemy*s  corps  followed 
Geoermle  Barclay  de  Tolly  and  DTorck,  in  their  retrograde  movement  from  their 
expcditioD  against  General  Lauriston. 

General  D*Torck*a  corps  entered  the  position  in  the  evening,  but  the  whole  of 
Barclay  de  Tolly ^s  did  not  effect  it  till  the  following  morning* 
¥01..  7.  «o.  a;.  s. 
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General  Milaradovitch  repulsed  tie  repeated  cfiforts  of  Ihe  enemy  Uijit  were  ri- 
forouely  maJe  to  force  bim  un  the  left,  and  the  columns  of  the  enemy,  that  had 
attempted  to  pass  into  the  mountains,  were  kept  in  check.  Findinp^,  however,  late 
in  the  evening,  that  General  Kleist  bad  fallen  back  into  the  main  position,  Gen. 
Milaradoviti  h  withdrew  entirely  from  the  Spree  River  and  the  town  of  Bautxen, 
and  i  i  the  ni(;i.t  occupied  the  ground  marked  out  for  him  in  the  general  line. 

The  severe  alfairs  of  thin  day,  reflect  the  highest  honour  on  Generals  Milarado- 
▼itch  and  Kleist,  aad  the  brave  troops  under  t'^eir  command.

Goldberg,  May  34,  1813. — My  Lord,— THE  Allied  Army  under  the  orders  of 
Count  Wittgenstein,  in  position,  in  advance  of  Wurscben  and  Horbkirrb,  was  at- 
tacked by  the  eperoy  at  day  break,  commanded  by  Buonaparte  in  p«r800,  on  the 
morning  of  the  aist  instant. 

It  appears  he  had  assembled  all  bis  forces  for  this  effort,  and  bad  not  detached 
largely,  as  had  been  supposed,  to  other  quarters.  ^ 

The  ground  selected  by  the  Allies  to  resist  the  enemy^s  approach,  on  the  great 
roads  to  Silesia  and  the  Oder,  was  bounded  on  the  left  by  a  range  of  mountaina 
which  separates  Lusatia  from  Bohemia,  through  which  Marshal  Dauu  marched  to 
the  battle  and  victoi-y  of  Hochkirch. 

Some  strong  commanding  heights,  on  which  batteries  had  been  constructed  near 
the  village  of  Jackowitz,  (and  separated  from  the  chain  of  mountains  by  streanu 
and  marshy  ground)  formed  the  appui  to  the  left  flank  of  the  position.  Beyond, 
and  in  front  of  it,  many  batteries  were  pushed  forward,  defended  by  infantry  and 
cavalry  ou  a  ridge  that  projected  into  the  low  ground  near  the  Spree  River.  It 
then  extended  to  the  right,  through  villages  which  were  strongly  intrenched,  acrosa 
the  great  roads  leading  frum  Bautzen  to  Hochkirch,  and  Gprlitz  ;  from  thence  m 
front  of  the  village  of  Bourtbewits  to  three  or  four  very  commanding  hills,  whicli 
rise  abruptly  in  a  conical  shape,  and  form  strong  features  ;  theoe  with  the  high 
ground  of  Kreckwitz  were  strengthened  by  batteries,  and  were  considered  the  right 
point  of  the  line. 

The  ground  in  the  centre  was  favourable  for  cavalry,  except  in  some  marsKy  and 
uneven  parts,  were  it  would  impede  its  operations.  Filches  were  constructed,  and 
intrenchments  thrown  up  at  advantageoua  distances  on  the  plain,  along  the  front  of 
which  ran  a  deep  boggy  rivulet,  which  extended  round  the  right  of  the  position. 

On  the  extreme  right  the  country  was  flat  and  woody,  intersected  by  roada 
bearing  towards  the  Bober  and  the  Oder. 

General  Barclay  de  Tolly's  corps  was  stationed  here,  and  should  be  considered 
more  as  a  raanceuvering  corps,  placed  to  guard  against  the  enemy*s  attempts  on  the 
right  an(|  rear  of  the  allies,  than  as  immediately  in  position;  the  extent  of  the  whole 
line  might  be  between  three  and  four  English  miles.  The  different  corps  occupying 
it  were  as  follows  :  General  Kleist's  and  General  d*Yorck's  corps  in  echelon  and  ia 
reserve  on  the  right  \  General  Blucher*s,  Count  Wittgehstetn*s,  and  General  Mila- 
radovitch's  formed  on  the  left ;  and  the  guards  and  grenadiers,  and  all  the.  Russian 
cavalry,  were  stationed  in  reserve  in  the  centre. 

The  enemy  evinced,  early  in  the  action,  a  determination  to  press  the  flanks  of  the 
Allies  ;  he  had  thrown  a  very  strong  corps  into  the  mountains  on  our  left,  which 
favoured  his  species  of  warfare,  but  General  Milaradovitch  was  prepared  here, 
haviug  detached  Prince  Garchikoff  and  Count  Asierman  with  ten  battalions  of 
light  troops,  and  a  large  corps  of  Cos^ftcks,  with  their  artillery,  under  Colonel 
Pavidofi^,  to  occupy  these  hills. 
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After  a  Tf  ry  «troiif|r  tiriilade  in  ibis  quarter,  and  a  dUtaot  cannonuding  on  our 
rif^Ut,  which  commenced  the  action,  the  enemy  began  to  dcvelope  his  forces,  and 
io  move  bis  different  coluroQi  of  attack  to  their  stations. 

The  contest  io  the  moantains  became  gradaally  Mrarmer,  and  he  supported  it  by 
a  -very  powerful  line  of  artillery.  The  Prince  of  \Virtemberg*s  and  General  St. 
Priesl^a  dirisions,  of  General  Milaradov itches  corps,  were  here  sharply  eugn|;ed,  and 
a  cbarf^e  of  cmTalry  succeeded  against  some  guns  of  the  enemy,  one  of  which 
was  taken. 

Boooaparie  was  now  visible  on  a  commanding  spot,  directing  the  battle.  He 
deployed  io  front  of  the  town  of  Banticn  hia  guards,  cavalry,  and  lanrers,  and 
abewed  heavy  columns  of  iafiantry  on  the  esplanade  before  it,  bringing  up  besides  a 
number  of  brigades  of  artillery,  with  which  he  occupied  some  advantageous  heights, 
between  our  position  and  Baotaea,  that  were  favourable  to  support  his  attack. 

These  dennoBstiral ions  denoted  an  eAbrt  in  this  direction^  and  a  disposition  wai 
accordingly  nsadc  with  General  Blocher^s  corps  and  our  commanding  cavalry  to 
■aeet  it :  but  an  increasing  fire,  and  a  more  lively  cannonade  on  our  right,  made  it 
ultimately  no  longer  donbtfbl  where  his  chief  attempt  was  aimed.  Columns  of 
attack,  nnder  cover  of  a  heavy  fire,  were  now  io  motion  from  the  enemy^s  left,  while 
others  were  filing  to  gain  our  right ;  and  General  Barclay  de  Tolly  was  attacked  by 
m  very  superior  fiirce  nnder  Marshal  Ney,  and  General  Lauriston  ;  and  notwith- 
standing the  most  gallant  efforta,  was  forced  to  abandon  the  villages  of  Klutz  and 
Canncrvitz.  GeoMnl  Barclay  de  Tolly  had  orders,  if  outnumbered,  to  change  the 
gronnd  he  occupied  in  front  of  Caonervitz  and  Prieslita,  and  to  placehimself  on 
the  heights  snrronading  the  villages  of  Rachel  and  Baruth,  by  which  the  army 
vonid  change  Its  poaition  on  the  left,  and  cover  the  main  roads  through  Wurtzen 
and  Hochkirch  to  the  reai  :  but  the  enemy  outflanked  him  on  the  right,  while  they 
varmly  engafed  him  in  frout,  and  occupied  these  heights  before  hiia,  which  deter- 
mined him  to  throw  himself  on  the  right  of  Wurschcn,  where  the  Imperial  head- 
^nartcra  had  been,  and  which  equally  answered  the  object  When  it  waa  perceived 
that  General  Barclay  de  Tolly  was  pressed  by  immense  odds,  General  Bluchcr  waa 
ordered  to  move  to  his  right,  and  attack  the  enemy  in  flank. 

General  BIneher  waa  aflerwards  supported  by  Generals  Kleist  and  D^York,  and 
here  a  most  sangainary  contest  ensued. 

Tbcfe  attncka  succeeded  in  checking  the  enemy.  That  of  Gencrul  Bluchcr^s  corps 
exceeds  nil  pmise;  and  the  Prussians  in  this  eventful  day,  as  at  the  battle  oi^  Lut- 
zen,  again  evinced  what  their  troops  are  capable  of  accomplishing  when  headed  by 
a  King  they  love,  and  fighting  for  their  country,  their  liberty,  and  independence. 

Achargeof  lour  thousand  of  their  chivalry  on  columns  of'  tiie  euemy*s  infantry, 
which  had  carried  the  village  of  Kracknitz,  completely  rcpuUeil  liim,  uiul  (he  Prus- 
sians sgain  occupied  it,  displaying  the  greatest  order  and  steadiness  under  tlie  most 
galling  fire.  Still  these  gallant  eiTorts  were  arrested  by  the  en«niy's  bringing  up 
iircsh  troops,  and  though  partial  successes  were  obtained,  the  general  issue  was 
io  snspencc. 

A  momentary  advantjige  being  gained  by  the  enemy  in  conscqu'  uce  of  Gkneral 
Barclay  deTuily*a  movements,  he  lost  uo  time  in  making  every  exertion  to  push  it 
te  the  utmost,  reuewiug,  nt  the  same  time,  his  attack  on  our  left  fl<tiik,  and  assault* 
lag  the  htittrries  that  covered  the  conical  heights,  as  alsv>  those  of  Kreekvritz  on  the 
fight.  He  made  hipi^lf  master  uf  the  latter,  and  uf  unc  itf  our  Itutterios,  which 
gave  him,  in  some  degre*^,  the  key  of  the  pofeitioii,  as  it  rounniudi'd  tbe4ow  (^ronnd 
00  the  right  and  centre  of  it.  Still  in  every  uiber  part  ut'  (iu  \un  the  Allies  firmly 
soataiaed  the  conflict^  buL  it  souu  becauie  apparent  tliut  (be  enemy  had  not  only 
Mperior  forces  to  fi^ht  us  at  all  points,  but  be  had  also  the  means  of  prolonging  hlf 
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flitnk  march  on  our  right,  thus  tbreatcniug  our  commuoicatioDS  aod  mcoachig 
oor  rear. 

Although  it  might  have  been  easy,  by  a  general  assault  of  the  greuadiers  and 
guartlfl  in  rescrire,  to  liave  recovered  the  heights  of  Kreckwitz,  still  the  pressore 
round  the  flank  oh  Barclay  de  Tolly's  corps  would  hare  again  necessitated  the  aban- 
donment of  them,  and  when  these  troops  moved  to  their  point  of  attack,  the  centre^ 
where  the  enemy  still  shewed  a  powerful  force,  would  have  beeu  endangered. 

It  was  only  from  considerations  of  such  a  nature  as  I  have  above  detailed,  that 
the  Allies  were  induced  to  change  their  position  at  fiveoVlockia  i\\€  evening,  having 
from  day  break,  admirably  contested  every  part  of  the  field  of  battle. 

The  superiority  of  numbers  was  with  the  enemy,  but  the  heroism  and  firmness 
displayed  by  the  Allies  must  be  respected  even  by  their  adversaries. 

The  magnanimous  conduct  of  his  Imperial  Majesty  and  the  King  of  Prnssia, 
made  the  greatest  impression  on  all  around  them  ;  they  never  quitted  the  field  of 
battle,  and  I  witnessed  in  his  Imperial  Majesty  the  most  ardent  and  anxioas  desire, 
by  renewed  attacks,  to  sustain  the  position,  had  not  reaaoni  of  prudence,  coupled 
with  the  most  important  considerations,  decided  otherwise. 

I  feel  I  cannot  do  justice  to  the  details  of  the  battle,  nor  to  the  extraordinary. 
ciTorts  made.  I  have  endeavoured  to  give  your  Lordship  the  most  faithful  account 
of  what  1  personally  witnessed.  The  determination  being  taken  to  place  the  array 
in  anew  position,  the  troops  were  in  motion  about  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening 
for  the  ground  between  Weissenberg  and  Hochkirch.  The  enemy  opened  imoie- 
dlately  a  tremendous  fire  from  the  heights  of  Kreckwitz  and  the  village  of  Canne- 
witz,  on  the  retiring  columns ;  but  every  gun  was  withdrawn  from  the  batteries,  and 
the  troops  moved  as  at  a  field  day.  The  corps  of  Generals  Tolly,  D*Vork,  Blocker 
and  Kleist,  marched  off  fmm  their  right  to  VVeissenberg ;  those  of  Wittgenstein 
and  Milaradovich  from  their  left  to  Hochkirch.  The  retreat  was  made  in  echelon, 
covered  by  the  cavalry  :  the  enemy  did  not  attempt  to  molest  it,  and  it  was  cvn- 
ducted  with  the  most  perfect  order.  General  Kleist^s  corps  formed  the  rear  guard 
to  the  corps  moving  on  Weissenberg,  aud  a  battery  of  forty  pieces,  planted  by 
Count  Wittgenstein  on  the  Heights  of  Wurtzen,  impeded  the  enemy^s  advance. 
General  Milaradovitch  covered  the  retreat  of  the  troops  on  Hochkirch,  and  the 
army  were  in  their  position  at  night.        I  have  the- honour  to  be,  Jcc.

P.  S;  From  the  most  antbentic  information  I  can  procure,  the  force  of  the  Allie* 
did  not  exceed  sixty-five  thousand  men ;  that  of  the  enemy  I  estimate  at  least  at 
one.  hundred  and  twenty  thousand.  The  loss  on  both  sides  was  great.  The  enemy^a 
mast  hare  been  tremendous  ;  I  am  unable  to  state  the  numbers  with  any  accuracy.

Head- Quarters  J  Gdldberg,  Silesia,  May  24,  1913 — ^My  Lord, — THE  army  con- 
tinued to  retire  on  the  iz'jd  iii  two  columns  on  the  great  roads  from  Bautzen  to 
Lowenberg.  The  enemy  made  an  attempt  to  interrupt  the  corps  of  General  Mil»- 
radirritch,  in  which  he  (Completely  failed.  At  Reichenbnch  therear-gvsrd  took  up  » 
f>08ition,  which  they  defended  in  the  mott  obstinate  manner  against  the  enemy^n 
advance,  led  by  Buonaparte  in  person.  The  enemy  shewed  a  strong  force  of  ca- 
valry, and  made  several  charges  on  that  of  the  allies,  and  one  into  the  town  of 
Reichenbacb,  which  were  successfully  repulsed,  with  the  loss  of  some  hundrcdt 
killed,  wounded,  and  taken,  and  several  officers. 

By  bringing  up  a  number  of  guns  and  a  g^eat  force,  and  by  outflanking  onr 
rearguard,  it  was  obliged  to  leave  Reichenbacb,  but  fell  back  onGorlitz  in  tha 
best  order. 
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The  condoct  of  the  troopa  this  day,  after  their  long  aenrice  and  unequal  combat 
mi  the  sut,  has  been  hayoad  all  praise.  Throu|rhout  the  late  movemenU  there  haa 
been  DO  loas  of  funs,  tambriU,  or  baggage  of  any  kind  in  the  Allied  Army. 

Geseral  Bulow*a  corpa,  joined  by  General  Bondell'a  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
ReliU  and  Trebbin^  finding  that  the  enemy  had  withdrawn  the  corps  of  Victor  in 
tkai  qnarter,  for  the  purpose  of  his  general  operations  against  the  Allied  Army^ 
kns  renewed  the  offensive,  and  has  pushed  his  patroles  to  Baruth  and  toward* 
Wittenbnrg. 

The  enemy  did  not  advance  above  half  an  English  mile  on  the  side  of  GorlitB 
jesterday.    This  morning  they  have  not  passed,  and  all  retires  in  perfect  order. 

The  Allied  Army  arc  moving  in  the  direction  of  Schweidnitz.

CoTouel  Coffin  aud  the  troops  lauded  the  same  instant,  and  pushed  fur  t!«e  ltei;;ht 
of  a  strong  tower,  into  which  theeoemy  had  retreated,  and  their  appearance,  t<»ge- 
ther  with  tbe  severe  fire  from  the  ships,  inducetl  the  Covcruur  to  hoi^t  a  flag  0/ 
truce,  and  agree  to  the  incloacd  capitulation. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  informing  you  that  this  service  has  been  performed  with* 
oat  the  lost  of  a  man  in  either  profession  :  our  being  hulled  three  times  and  Furi- 
case  twice,  sails  and  rigging  a  jj^ood  deal  cut,  is  the  only  damage  suiTered.

Vmpmitg  Stmt^  June  15,  18i3.-<-A  DISPATCH,  of  which  the  following  is  an  ex* 
tract,  hat  been  receirtd  this  morning  by  the  Earl  Bathurst,  addressed  to  his  Lord* 
■hip  by  the  Mmrqness  of  Wellington,  and  dated  Carvujales,  May  31,  1813. 

THE  tfoop*  nrriTC^I  «i  9olft«i«iicc  on  the  26th  instant,  and  we  found  the  enemy 
■tilt  io  the  town  wilb  one  diVttioO  of  infantry  and  three  squadrons  of  cavalry^ 
and  tome  canmiff^  of  the  Army  of  the  Sooth,  under  the   command  of  General 

ViMatte. 

TheeBnny  evntvated  the  towu  on  oor  approach,  but  they  waited  longer  than 
tKey  onght  apoa  tbC  high  ground  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  afTonlcd  an  opp.ntu. 
nity  for  the  cavalry,  under  General  Fane  and  Cieneral  Victor  Alten,  (the  former  of 
«bicb  crotsed  the  Tormet  at  the  Ford  of  Sant<i  Martha,  aud  the  hitter  at  th'>  bridge) 
to  db'theui  o  good  deal  of  injury  in   their  retreat.     Many  weie  killtd  or  wounded, 
we  toot  iJwat  two  Sandred  prisoner's,  seven  Tumbrils  of  ammuuitioi:,  homO 
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bng<ragre,  provisions,  &c.  The  eaemy  retired  by  the  ro«cl  of  Babila  Fuento,  and 
near  Hnerta  were  joined  by  a  body  of  infantry  and  cavalry  on  their  march  from 
Alba.  I  then  ordered  our  troops  to  discontinue  their  pursuit,  our  infantry  nut 
beiiic  up. 

Major-Generat  Longf  and  Brjfradier-General  Morillo,  in  conamand  of  the  Spanish 
division,  attacked  Alba,  from  which  place  the  enemy  retired. 

In  the  c<iurne  of  the  27th  and2Sth,  1  established  the  troops  which  had  marched 
from  the  Ag^ueda  and  upper  Gstremadura,  between  the  Tormes  and  Donro,  under 
the  command  of  Lieutenaut-General  Sir  Rowland  Hill ;  and  I  set  off  myself  on  the 
SQtli  to  join  the  troops  here,  and  arrived  that  day  at  Miranda  de  Douro,  and  here 
on  the  3  ist  I  found  the  troops  on  the  Esls  under  the  orders  of  Sir  Thomas  Graham, 
as  I  had  intended,  with  their  left  at  Tabara,  and  in  communication  with  the  Galli- 
cian  Army,  aud  their  right  at  this  place,  and' all  the  arrangementa  made  for  passin|p~ 
the  Esla.  The  greatest  part  passed  that  river  tbia  morniiif ,  the  cavalry  by  fords, 
and  the  infantry  by  a  bridj^e,  which  it  was  necessary  to  throw  over  the  river,  as  it 
was  so  deep  that  some  men,  even  of  the  cavalry,  were  leat  in  the  passage.  The 
English  hussars,  who  crossed  first^  took  an  officer  and  thirty  men  prisoners  nea# 
Valdepcrdices. 

'  The  enemy  have  evacuated  Zamora,  and  our  patroles  have  been  in  that  town^- 
the  troops  which  were  there  have  fallen  back  apon  Toro,  where  I  understand  tbe^ 
have  one  division  of  infantry  and  a  brigade  of  cavalry. 

It  appears  that  the  enemy  have  joined  at  La  Nava  del  Rey,  the  troops  which  re- 
tired from  Salamanca,  Avila,  &c.  with  those  which  were  at  Arvvalo  and  Medina  del 
Campo  \  and  I  imagine  that  as  this  part  of  Ihe  army  advances,  they  will  retire 
across  the  Douro. 

The  enemy's  troops  were  tliU  at  JVfadrld  and  on  the  Tagus  on  th€  99d,  bat  I 
conclude  that  they  will  have  cracnated  that  part  of  the  conntry  on  hearing  of  onr 
movements.

In  our  next,  however,  we  hopti  to  ht  enabled  to 
conivrehend  a  still  greater  number^  and  without  infrinv'in^^  even 
as  much  as  in  the  present,  upon  the  Origi  lal  Va  ^er,  and  the  ne- 
cessanj  rariciy,  of  a  Period 'cal  FFvav.  IVe  consider  it  a  point  of 
first  i  i^^yjrtance  to  ^ive.  all  th'se  Docmnents  complete,  as  they  thus 
become  useful  for  future  reference,  and  grcathj  assist  the  Histo^ 
rian  of  the  times. 

As  tec  hare  thus  fallen  upon  the  mention  of  the  Great  Com- 
mon Cause,  we  cannot  deny  oursehes  the  pleasure  of  further 
dwellincr  upon  it.  It  is  impossible  for  any  one  of  the  name  of  an 
Ensclishmaa  to  remember  at  any  distance  of  time  the  most  glorious 
events  of  the  late  month  without  a  strong  feeling  of  pride  and  pa^ 
triotism,  that  he  belongs  to  a  country,  and  even  to  an  wra,  which  bg 
an  inflexible  and  persevering  courage,  through  diffculties,  dangers^

IN  UieSammer  of  1794,  we  eiutMirked  at  Harwich  fur  HelvoeUIuv^  and  in

This  if  always  the  iirat  laud  expected  by  the  iioanien  i  or  rather  they  look  out 
lurtbe  lofty  tower  of  iU  diu re h,  which,  though  several  m ilea  more  distant 
than  the  ahorc,  ia  visible  wlien  that  cannot  be  dibccrtied.  The  entrauiTe  of 
the  water  between  the  laud,  hi  a  channel  probably  tliree  leagues  wide,  soon 
after  comment'es  ;  and  HelvoctsIuyK  is  then  preseutiy  seen,  with  the  masts  of 
veaels  rising  above  its  low  houses,  amidst  green  enibanknieuts  and  pastures, 
that  there  heipu  to  reward  the  cure  of  excludini^  the  bc;i. 

Theiuunea  of  Dutch  towns  are  in  thcniseivtw  expressive  of  the  objerta 
«oit  interesting  to  a  people,  who,  for  opportunities  of  commerce,  have  in- 
creased  their  original  and  natural  dangers,  by  admittiug  the  water  in  some 
plrtl^  whiles  for  their  homes  and  their  hves,  they  must  prevent  it  from  en- 
croaching upon  others.  Dam^  Si  nice,  or  IJffke  occur  in  almost  all  their  com- 
poiiiided  titles.  The  sluice,  wliich  gives  lliis  town  part  of  its  n:une,  is  also  its 
fcarboar;  affording,  perhaps,  an  outlet  to  the  o\ertlowin^s  of  the  country  be- 
kiud,  but  filled  at  the  eutrauce  to  the  depth  of  more  than  eii^hty  feet  by  tlio 
aeSp  with  which  it  communicatiis. 

Upon  the  banks  of  thti  sluice,  which  arc  partly  artificial,  the  town  is  built  in 
one  shofC  street  of  small  houses,  iidiabiteU  chidiy  by  tnulcsmen  and  innkeepers. 
Tke  dockyard  bounds  the  sluice  and  the  town,  comniuniciitin^  with  the  for- 
mer by  gates,  over  which  a  small  pivot  bri>Ig(?  coniuNts  the  two  sidi's  of  the 
itneL  E2acK  head  of  the  pier,  or  harbour,  has  been  extended  beyond  the  i^nid, 
fcr  sereral  yards  by  pile  work,  filled  with  earth  and  large  stones,  over  which 
there  is  no  pftvcmeot,  tliat  its  condition  may  be  consUkntiy  known.  We  step- 
ped from  the  packet  upon  one  of  these,  and,  walkintr  ;i]oii^  the  beims,  tliat 
pass  between  tiie  immense  piles,  saw  how  cloaely  llif  mtentictit  were  lilleil, 
and  how  the  earth  ajid  stones  were  again  compiictvd  by  a  slronc^  kilul  ux' 
bariut-work. 

Theaniyai  of  a  packet  in  ilie  chief  incident  known  at  lh*lvi>eUluys  ;  nnd^^  • 
0an  entered  the  harbour  about  noon,  and  in  fine  weather,  periups^  a  fourth 
pjttof  the  iohabitanhi  were  (*4illected  as  spectators.    Their  uppearanl'v  did  not 
abrpriK  us  with  all  the  novelty,  which  we  had  expected  from  th^  first  sight  of 
a  iunig*  people.    The.  Dutdi  seamen  every  where  retain  the  natioual  dress  i 
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but  the  other  mea  of  Hclvoetsluys  ditfer  from  Englishmen  in  their  appetrance 
chiefly  by  wearing  coaner  clothes,  and  by  bringing  their  pipes  with  them  into 
the  street.  Further  on,  several  women  were  collected  about  their  baskets  of 
herbs,  and  their  dress  had  some  of  the  novelty,  for  which  we  were  looking  ; 
they  had  hats  of  the  size  of  a  small  Chinese  umbrella,  and  almost  as  gaudilf 
lined  within ;  close,  white  jackets,  with  long  flaps  j  short,  coloured  petticoats^ 
in  the  shape  of  a  diving  bell  \  yellow  slippers,  without  quarters  at  the  heel  , 
and  caps,  that  exactly  fitted  the  head  and  concealed  the  hair,  but  which  were 
ornamented  at  the  temples  by  gold  filiagree  clasps,  twirling,  like  vine  tendrils, 
ever  the  cheeks  of  the  wearer. 

Our  Inn  was  kept  by  English  people,  but  the  furniture  was  entirely  Dutch- 
Two  bed%  like  cribs  in  a  ship^  were  let  into  the  wainscot ;  and  we  were  told, 
that,  in  all  the  inns  on  our  journey,  we  should  seldom,  or  never,  be  shewn  into 
a  room,  which  had  not  a  bed. 

Hclvoetsluys,  it  sufficiently  appears,  is  a  very  inconsiderable  place,  as  to  its 
size  and  inhabitants.  But  it  is  not  so  in  naval,  or  military  estimatioB.  It  ia 
distant  about  ten  or  twelve  miles  from  the  open  sea,  yet  is  nearly  secure  frmm 
attack  on  this  side,  because  that  part  of  the  approach,  which  is  deep  enough 
for  large  vessels,  is  commanded  by  batteries  on  shore.  It  stands  in  the  middle 
of  an  immense  bay,  large  enough  to  contain  all  the  navy  of  Holland,  and  has  a 
dockyard  and  arsenal  in  the  centre  of  the  fortifications.  When  we  paa^d 
through  it,  six  ships  of  the  line  and  two  frigates  were  lying  in  the  dockyard, 
and  two  ships  of  the  line  and  three  frigates^  under  the  command  of  an  Admiral, 
in  the  bay. 

Near  this  place  may  be  observed,  what  we  examined  with  more  leisure  upon 
our  return,  the  ingenuity,  utihty  and  vastness  of  the  embankments,  opposed  by 
the  Dutch  to  the  sea.  From  Hclvoetsluys  eastward,  for  many  miles,  the  laud  is 
preserved  from  the  sea  only  by  an  artificial  mound  of  earth,  against  which  the 
water  heavily  and  often  impetuously  strives  for  admission  into  the  sheltered 
plains  below.  The  sea,  at  high  water,  is  so  much  above  the  level  of  the  ground, 
from  which  it  is  thus  boldly  separated,  that  one  who  stands  on  the  land  side  of 
the  embankment  hears  the  water  foaming,  as  if  over  his  head.  Yet  the  mound 
itself,  which  has  stood  for  two  centuries,  at  least,  without  repair,  though  with 
many  renewals  of  the  means,  that  protect  it,  is  still  uuhurt  and  undiminished, 
and  may  yet  see  generations  of  those,  whom  it  defends,  rising  and  passing  away» 
on  one  side,  like  the  fluctuations  of  the  tides,  which  assail  and  retire  from  it, 
on  the  other. 

It  is  better,  however,  to  describe  than  to  praise.  The  momid,  which  9BpptKn 
to  be  throughout  of  the  same  height,  as  to  the  sea,  is  sometimes  more  and 
sometimes  less  raised  above  the  fields ;  for,  where  the  natural  level  oC  the  laud 
assists  in  resistance  to  the  water,  the  Hollanders  have,  of  course^  availad  them- 
selves of  it,  to  exert  the  leas  of  their  art  and  their  labour.  It*  is,  perhaps, 
for  the  most  part,  thirty  feet  above  the  adjoining  land.  The  width  at  tvp  is 
enough  to  permit  the  passage  of  two  carriages,  and  there  is  a  sort  of  imperfect 
road  along  it  In  its  descent,  the  breadth  increases  so  much^  that  it  b  not  very 
^  difficult  to  walk  down  either  side.  We  could  not  meaaore  KvA  may  there- 
fore be  excused  for  relating  how  its  size  may  be  guessed. 

On  the  land  tide,  it  is  said  to  be  strengthened  by  stone  and  timber*  whi^ii 
we  did  not  see,  but  whi«h  may  be  thcre^  oovtfcd  by  earth  and  gr»k    To* 
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wtrdt  the  ^ea,  somewhat  above  and  coiwiderubly  below  hij^li-water  luark,  a 
itroog  matting  of  flags  prevents  the  surge  from  carrying  av«ay  the  surface  of 
the  mound ;  and  this  is  tlie  defence  which  has  so  long  preserved  it.  The  mat- 
ting is  held  to  the  shore  by  bandages  of  twisted  Aa^Ti,  ruiiiiiug  horizontally,  at 
the  distance  of  three  or  four  yards  from  each  other,  and  staked  to  the  gix»uiid 
by  strong  wooden  pins.  As  this  matting  is  worn  by  every  tide,  a  survey  of  it 
is  frequently  made,  and  many  parts  appear  to  have  been  just  repaired.  Fur* 
ther  in  the  sea,  it  is  held  down  by  stones  ^  above,  there  are  posts  at  evtry 
forty  yards,  which  are  numbered,  that  the  spot  may  be  exactly  described  where 
repairs  are  necessary.  The  impost  for  the  maintenance  of  these  banks  amounts 
to  nearly  as  much  as  the  land-tax ;  and,  as  the  land  could  not  be  [x>sj>(*:ised 
without  it,  this  tax  has  the  valuable  character  of  being  occasioned  by  no 
mismanagement,  and  of  produdug  no  discontent. 

From  Helvoetiluys  to  liotterdam  the  usual  way  is  by  the  Brill  and  Maesland 
shuoe^  with  several  changes  of  carriages  and  boats  -,  but,  on  tlie  days  of  the  ar- 
rival of  mails,  a  Rotterdam  skipper,  whose  vessel  has  been  left  at  a  hoinlet  on 
the  Mease,  takes  his  party  in  carriages  across  the  island  of  Voorn,  on  which 
HelvoeCshiys  stands^  to  his  schuyt,  and  from  thence  by  tlie  Maese  to  RottenLim. 
We  paid  two  ducats,  or  about  seventeen  shiUings,  for  the  whole,  and  found  thia 
the  highest  price  given  for  travelling  in  Holland.  Our  carriage  was  a  sort  of 
malloosLch  ofthe  fashion  exhibited  in  paintings  of  the  sixtecntli  century^ 
but  open  before,  and  so  ill-furnished  witli  springs,  that  the  Dutch  name,  **  a 
covered  waggon,*'  was  not  an  improper  description  of  if.  A  bad  road  led  us 
tluxragh  some  meadows  of  meigre  grass,  and  throut^h  fields  in  which  corn  was 
higher,  though  thinner,  than  in  England.  The  jirospect  wm  over  an  entire 
level  to  the  horizon,  except  that  the  spirea,of  distant  villugcii,  some  suinll  clus- 
ters of  trees,  and  now  and  then  a  wind-mill,  varied  it  As  we  approa<  hod  any  of 
theK dusters,  we  found  usually  a  neat  farm-house  sheltered  within,  and  included, 
together  with  its  garden  and  orchard,  in  a  perfect  green  fence:  tlic  fieldit  were 
dsewhere  separated  from  each  other  and  from  the  road,  neither  by  hedges  or 
wilh^  bat  by  deep  ditches  filled  with  water,  over  v.  hich  are  laid  small  bridires^ 
diit  may  be  opened  in  the  middle  by  a  tiort  of  trap-door,  raised  and  locked  to  a 
post,  to  prevent  the  intrusion  of  strangers. 

On  the  way  we  passed  now  and  then  a  waggon  filled  with  large  brass  jugs, 
bright  as  new  gold.  In  these  vessels,  which  have  short  narrow  necks,  covered 
with  a  wooden  stopper,  milk  is  brought  from  the  field  throughout  Holland.  It 
if  always  carried  to  tlie  towns  in  light  waggons,  or  carls,  drawn  frccjucntly  by 
hones  at  sleek  and  well  conditioned  as  those  iu  our  )K!st  coaches. 

The  hamlet,  at  which  we  were  to  emliark,  was  busied  in  celebrating  some 
holiday.  At  the  only  cottage,  that  had  a  sign,  we  :ip<>lied  for  refreshment, 
partly  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  its  inside,  by  whii;h  we  were  not  a  little  grati- 
teL  Thirty  or  forty  peasants  were  seated  upon  benches,  about  a  circle,  in 
whidi  childreu  were  dancing  to  the  scraping  of  a  French  fiddler.  Tlie  women 
wore  their  brge  hats,  set  up  in  the  air  like  a  spread  fan,  :md  lined  with  damask, 
or  flowered  linen.  Children  of  seven  years  old,  as  well  a^  women  of  seventy, 
wm  in  this  preposterous  disguise.  All  had  necklaces,  ear-rin^i,  and  ornamental 
datpo  for  the  temples,  of  solid  gold :  some  wore  large  black  patches  of  the 
of  a  thiliing.    The  old  woman  of  the  house  had  a  valuible  necklace  and 


Among  the  group  were  many  of  Teniers*  beauties}  aud  overtho 
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toniitenances  of  the  whole  assemblnc^e  was  an  nii  of  modest v\  (Icporunriy  and 
tr.uiquiilit}'.  The.  chiKlreii  left  tluir  daiiciti«r  to  *ee  us;  and  we  had  aiiuost 
lost  our  tide  to  RotU^rdaui  by  staying  to  see  them. 

( /ur  s'iil  up  the  Maese  was  very  delii^htful.    The  river  Rows  here  with  ^reat 
dignity,  aitd  is  animated  with  vessels  of  all  couutri(?9  passing  to  and  from  Uot- 
tcrdaui.    The  huijc  Archaugehnan,  the  lij^hter  Anieri<:.»n,  the  smart,  swji't  Ko- 
^lishnian,  and  thi*  bulky  Dutrhmm,  exhiMt  a  various  scene  of  shippings  upon 
a  uobic  surface  of  water,   wi.idiii^  beteen  ^TCtrn  pastures  and  rich  vilbges* 
spread  along  tlic  low  shores,  where  |>ointe<I  roofs,  trees,  and  m?st8  of  Bshing- 
boats,  are  seen  miugk-d  in  striking  confusion.     Smill  trading  schuyts,  as  stout 
and  as  rou:id  as  their  masters,  glided  by  us,  with  crews  reposing  under  their 
deep  orange  sails,  and  frequently  exchanging  some  salute  with  oLn*  c*apUiiu 
On  our  ieft,  we  pn.ss'^d  the  httle  town  of  Fiaarding,  celebrated  for  its  share  of 
tlie  herring-fishery  on  our  coasts  j  and  Schiedam,  a  larger  port,  where  what  i* 
dlleil  the  Rottenlam  geneva  is  made,  and  where  several  English  vessels  were^ 
visible  in  the  chief  street  of  the  place.     After  a  sail  of  two  hours  we  distin- 
guished Rotterdam,  surrounded  by  more  woo<l   th-m  had  yet  appeared,  anci 
overtopped  by  the  heavy  round  tower  of  the  great  church  of  St.  Lawreace. 
The  Aitness  of  its  situation  did  not  allow  us  here  to  judge  of  its  extent ;  but  we 
loon.  perceived  the  grandeur  of  an  ample  city,  extending  along  the  oortk 
shore  of  the  Macso,  that,  now  spreading  into  a  noble  bay,  along  the  margin  •f 
which  Rotterdam  rises,  sweejis  towards  the  south-east. 

Tlie  part  of  the  city  fli-st  seen,  from  the  river,  i»  said  to  be  among  the  finert 
in  £uroi)e  for  niaguificence  and  convenience  of  situation.   It  is  called  the  Boam 
Qiiai/t  I.  e,  the   quay  with  treses,  ha-zing  rows  of  lofty  elms  upon  tl*c  broad  ter« 
race,  tliat  support  'many  noble  houses,   but  which  is  called  a  quay,   became 
ships  of  considenible  burthen  may  moor  against  it,  and  deliver  their  cargoes. 
The  merchants  accordingly,  who  have  residences  here,  have  their  warehouse* 
adjoining  their   houses,  and  frequently  build  them  in  the  form  of  domestic 
oilices.    Tlie  quay  is  s.ud  to  be  a  mile  in  length,  but  appeares  to  be  somewhat 
less,    lliore  are  houses  upon  it,  as  handsome  as  any  in  the  squares  of  Loudon* 
At  the  top  of  the  Boom  Q^uiy  is  one  of  the  Headt^  or  entrances  by  water 
into  the  city,  tliroiigh  which  the  greater  part  of  its  numerous  canals  receive 
their  supplies.     On  the  approach  to  it,  the  view  further  up  tlie  Maese  detains 
attention  to  the  bank  of  this  noble  river.     A  vast  building,  eret-ted  for  the 
Admiralty,  is  made,  by  a  bend  of  the  Maese,  almost  to  face  you ;  and  the  inter- 
val, of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  is  filled  by  a  line  of  houses,  that  open  di- 
rectly, and  without  a  terrace,  upon  the  water.    The  fronts  of  these  are  in  an* 
otlier  street  j  but  they  all  exhibit,  even  on  this  side,  what  is  the  distinction  of 
Dutch  houses  and  towns,   a  nicety  and  a  perfeotiiess  of  preservation,  which 
gives  tlicni  an  air  of  gaiety  without,  and  presents  you  with  an  idea  of  comfort 
'Witliiu.    What  in  Eui^iand  would  be  thought  a  symptom  of  extraordinary 
wealth, ^r  extravagance,  is  here  universal.    The  outside  of  every  house,  how* 
ever  old  or  humble,  is  as  clean  as  water  and  paint  can  make  it.    The  wiudow- 
■butters  are  usually  coloured  green  ;  and  whatever  wood  appears,  whether  in 
a  ruices  or  worse  ornaments,  is  so  frequently  cleaned,  as  well  as  painted,  that 
It  has  alwa}s  the  gloss  of  newness.    C^Srotesque  ornanieuti  are  som^nset  by 
these  means  rendered  conspicuous ;  and  a  street  arqnirea  the  air  ef  a  town  in 
ii  toyabop;  bat  in  g'cnera!  there  is  not  in  tins  reipect  tudi  «  want  of  tMte  a» 
tuuclB  ilimiuuL  the  value  of  their  care*

The  l^xch.ui^e  its'jif  is  a  plain  stoiic 
building,  well  desij^cued  for  its  pi!ri:ose,  and  completed  about  ^fty  years  ji'ro. 
Tht  happu'>t  cirt-uinst'.uii-e  ri'ljitintj  to  it  is,  tiiat  the  inerchaitts  are  nunieroui 
enono^h  to  fill  the  (olonn-des  on  the  four  sides  of  i(s  interior.  Commerce, 
which  c^iiiOt  uow  be  loni^  disronraj^ev'  in  any  part  of  Eii rope,  because  without 
H  the  iiiterest  of  public  debts  oarniot  be  j^iid,  is  tlie  periuaiicut  dcfeuder  of 
fi^edom  ami  kijOwie<l;;e  against  miiitiry  j:iory  and  };oliti(-s. 

From  the  Exchange  there  is  an  exe.li'ent  w.dk  to  th(?  market-place,  where 
the  weli-kuown  statue  of  Krasmus  is  raised.  B^-inj^  reprfsentcJ  in  his  doctor's 
dress,  the  figure  can  displa}  littie  of  tJie  artist's  skill;  but  the  countcuante  has 
itroijg  lines. 

The  mirkct-placc  is  really  a  large  bridije,  for  a  eaunl  passes  undc  r  it ;  but  its 
«iz(?,  and  the  easiuess  of  asrcnt  from  the  sides,  prevent  this  from  being  imme- 
distely  obaer/ed.  Some  of  the  surronndin;^  housc-d  have  their  diites  marked 
upon  glazed  tiles.  Tlicy  were  buiit  duritiu:  the  lonj;  v/ar,  Ih  ;t  res;  ued  the  pro- 
▼ittCds  from  (he  Spanish  dominion  ;  u  tiiiie  wh-n  it  uii^hi  be  sup^osefl  thnt 
nothing  would  have  been  ntb^ndrd  to,  except  the  biisiii(ss  of  providing  d«dly 
^bod,  and  tlie  duty  of  resistijii,  the  enemy  ;  but  i.'i  whit  li  the  Dutoh  enlarged 
*»d  beaiitified  tiheir  cities,  prepareil  th^'ir  coiiritrj  to  become  a  xucdiMin  ^ 
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commerce,  and  began  nearly  all  the  measures,  which  have  led  to  their  pre« 
sent  extensive  prosperity. 

Near  tliis  place  is  the  great  church  of  St.  Lawrence,  which  we  entered,  but 
did  not  find  to  be  remarkable,  except  for  a  magnificent  brass  balustrade  that 
crosses  it  at  the  upper  end.  A  profusion  of  achievements,  which  cover  the  waUs 
almost  to  the  top,  contribute  to  its  solemnity.  In  addition  to  the  arms  of  the  de- 
ceased, they  contain  the  dates  of  their  birtli  and  death,  and  are  used  instead  of 
inscriptions,  though  no  names  are  expressed  upon  them.  Under  the  pulpit  was 
an  hour-glass,  which  limits  the  discourse  of  the  preacher :  x>n  one  side  a  wand, 
having  at  the  end  a  velvet  bag  and  a  small  bell ;  this  is  carried  about,  during 
an  interval  in  the  service,  and  every  body  puts  somethuig  into  it  for  the 
poor.  The  old  beadle,  who  shewed  us  the  church,  laid  his  hands  upon  na 
with  pleasure  when  he  heard  that  we  were  English,  and  Protestants.  There 
are  three  ministers  to  this  church,  with  salaries  of  nearly  two  hundred  poandt 
sterling  each. 

We  went  to  our  inn  through  the  Hoogstraat,  which  was  filled  with  peo|^ 
and  carriages,  but  has  no  raised  pavement  to  separate  the  one  from  the  other. 
Jn  all  the  towns  which  we  saw,  the  footpath  b  distinguished  from  the  road 
,  only  by  being  paved  with  a  sort  of  light  coloured  brick.  The  Dutch  ahops 
are  in  the  shape,  which  those  of  London  are  described  to  have  had  fifty  yeacs 
since,  with  small  high  windows,  and  blocks  between  them  and  the  atreet 
Silversmiths  expose  their  goods  in  small  glass  cupboards  upon  the  blocka>  and 
nearly  all  the  trades  make  upon  them  what  little  shew  is  customary.  Afanott 
every  tentli  house  displays  the  inscription  Tabuk  de  koopt  **  Tobacco  to  be 
aold."  This  street,  having  no  canal,  b  occupied  entirely  by  retail  traders  We 
bought  in  it  the  Antwerp  Gazette  for  two  doights,  or  one  farthing;  straiw- 
berries,  large  and  well  coloured,  at  a  lower  price  than  they  could  be  had  aix 
weeks  later  in  England,  but  without  flavour  -,  and  went  into  several  booksel* 
lers*  shops,  expecting  to  have  found  something  in  Latin,  or  French,  but  could 
see  only  Dutch  books.  In  another  street,  a  bookseller  had  several  Engliah 
volumes,  and  there  are  no  doubt  well-filled  shops,  but  not  so  num^roua  aa  that 
we  could  find  any* 

Over  the  canals,  that  flow  through  almost  every  street  of  Rotterdam,  are 
great  numbers  of  large  drawbridges,  which  contribute  much  to  the  neat  and 
gay  appearance  of  the  city;  but,  when  these  are  raised,  the  obstruction  to  the 
passage  occasions  crowds  on  each  side;  and,  therefore,  in  some  of  the  moat  (^ 
quented  parts,  the  bridges  are  entire  and  permanent,  except  for  the  breadth  of 
three  feet  in  the  centre,  where  there  is  a  plank,  which  opens  i^pon  hinges  al- 
most as  easily  as  the  lid  of  a  trunk.  Through  this  opening  the  maats  of  the 
small  Dutch  schuyts  are  easily  conducted,  but  ships  can  pass  only  where  the^pe 
are  drawbridges.  The  number  of  the  former  is  immense;  for  throughout  the 
provinces  every  village,  if  it  is  near  a  canal,  has  several  schuyts,  which  car^ 
away  the  superfluous  produce  of  the  country,  and  return  with  the  manufiu:* 
tures,  or  stores  of  tlie  towns.  But  neither  their  number,  nor  their  neatness^  ia 
ao  remarkable  as  the  ease  and  stillness,  with  which  they  traverse  the  city ;  mqd 
indeed  ease  and  stillness  are  much  the  characteristics  of  all  the  efforts  oC  Dutch 
industry.  The  noise  and  agitation,  usual  whenever  many  persons  are  em* 
ployed  together  in  other  countries,  are  u^iknown  here^  Sbipa  are  broogbf  fo 
their  moorings,  schuyts  pass  each  other  in  crowded  canals,  heavy  burUugns  met 
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raised  aod  cargoes  removcc],  ainiust  without  a  word,  {h.it  cm  be  heanl  at 
twenty  yards  distince. 

Another tircuiiLstiuico,  r^nderinir  Hiitih  fouiis  frirrfroni  noise,  than  others 
of  equal  traifiCy  is  the  little  iisi;  u  hidi  is  iiuule  of  wn.'^oris  and  carts,  even  whrrr 
>oine  sort  of  land  carriat;i;  Oiust  be  t-niplosnl.  \iCa\  y  oo;riniodili<s  arc  iisu.'»liy* 
wrried about  the  streets  on  sledges  ;  and :iI:nost  llu*  jrnatfsf  noise  is,  when  tl.c 
driver  of  one  of  the&e,  af;er  havini;  deli\ered  his  loa'd,  nieanin;;  to  r«n«Ii.*r 
himbeif  a  prodigy  of  froli<:M>niciK'>s,  stands,  upon  the  hinder  edLrrs  c-i*  .his 
jW^ge,  and  then,  preventing  hhuself  from  falling  backward  l>y  his  Iiold  of  the 
rcii^a^id  drawn  rapidly  through  the  adniiring  (?row'd. 

We  were  long  enough  at  Kottenlani,  during  three  visits,  to  see  how  well  it 
ii  provided  with  avenues  towards  the  country  and  a  Ion;,'  tin-  h.tnkof  the  M:iese. 
To  one  of  these  the  way  is  over  the  two  Hrads,  or  chief  canals,  each  of  which 
jou  cross  for  a  doight,  or  half  a  farthing,  in  boats  tliat  are  continu:i!iy  pa«bin<7 
brtwcen  the  two  sides  This  little  vo\:fge  saves  a  walk  of  about  thri"  hiindicd 
yards  to  the  nearest  bridge.  The  boats  will  hold  twenty  or  thirty  person?*, 
and  the  pro6t  of  them  is  very  considerable  to  the  City  government,  w'hich  ap- 
plies the  money  to  public  purposes.  Lach  boat  is  worked  by  one  man,  who 
pulls  it  over  by  a  rope  in  a?iout  two  minutes. 

Many  of  the  inhabitants  have  what  they  call  garden-houses  upon  these 
walks,  and  upon  a  semi-circular  road,  which  p:isses  on  the  land  side  of 
the  city;  but  the  most  wealthy  have  seats  at  greater  distances,  where 
diey  can  be  surrounded  with  groimds,  and  make  the  (hsplay  of  inde- 
pendent residences. 

Upon  the  whole,  Rotterdam  has  from  its  situation  many  conveniences  and 
delights^  and  from  its' structure  some  nnguilicence,  together  with  a  general 
neatnebs;  but  is,  for  the  most  part,  di^licicnt  in  elei^ance,  an<l  its  beauties 
hare  too  much  the  air  of  pn'ttinesstrs.  I'he  (ranals  are  indisputably  fine, 
crowned  with  lofty  terraces,  and  deep  enough  to  crry  large  vessi^Is  into 
the  centre  of  the  city.  ^ 

m 

Between  Rotterdam  and  Delft  we  conmicnced  our  travelling  in  trecht- 
crbu^ts^  which  are  too  well  known  to  need  description.  The  fare  is  at  t!ie 
nteof  about  a  penny  per  mile,  and  a  triHe  more  hires  the  roof,  which  is  a 
small  separate  chamber,  nearest  to  the  stem  of  the  vessel,  lighted  by  windows 
on  each  side.  In  engaging  this,  you  have  an  instance  of  the  accuracy  of  the 
Dutch  in  their  minutest  transactions;  a  formal  printed  receipt,  or  ticket,  is 
pJtn  for  the  few  pence  which  it  costs,  by  a  coninjis.s;iry,  who  has  no  other  hu- 
Mocnthan  to  regulate  the  allairs  of  the  trechtschuyts  at  his  gate  of  the  <'ity. 
We  could  never  learn  what  proportion  of  the  fare  is  puid  as  a  t<tx  to  the  State, 
hut  it  is  said  to  be  a  considerable  part  j  and  not  only  these  schu]i  U,  but  the 
Inries^the  port  waggons,  and  the  pilotage  throughout  the  Uniteti  States,  arc^ 
vade  contributory  to  the  public  fuu«ls. 

The  punctuality  of  the  departure  and  arrival  of  the  trechtschuyts  is  well 
known,  and  justifies  the  Dutch  method  of  reckoning  distances,  which  is  by 
houn^  and  not  by  leagues  or  miles.  The  canaUt  being  generally  full  to  the. 
briniy'fthe  tpp  of  the  vessel  is  above  tlic  level  of  tlie  adjoining  country,  ami  the 
view  over.it  is  of  course  extensive;  but  the  houses  an<l  gardens  which  are  b(st 
worth  neifigt  are  ahnoit  always  upon  tlie  bunks  of  the  canal.  We  pas.^ed  seve- 
tdsuch  in  jkhewi^to  Delft,  towanis  which  the  Kottcrdiuu  merchants  ha^e 
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their  fayourite  seats ;  but  Dutch  gardens  are  ratlier  to  be  noticed  by  an  Eng- 
lishman as  curiosities,  than  as  luxuries. 

A  passage  of  two  hours  brought  us  to  Delft,  which  we  had  expected  to  find 
a  small  and  ill-inhabited  place,  knowing  it  to  be  not  now  occupied  by  any  con- 
siderable trade.  Our  inn,  we  supposed,  must  be  within  a  few  minutes  walk. 
We  pror-ceded,  however,  through  one  sti-ect  for  half  a  mile,  and  after  some  turn- 
ings, did  not  reach  our  inn,  though  we  were  led  by  the  nearest  way,  in  less  than 
twenty  minutes.  During  all  this  time  we  were  upon  the  terraces  of  clear  ca^ 
nals,  amongst  excellent  houses,  with  a  small  intei-mixture  of  shops  and  some 
public  buildings.  The  mingled  admiration  and  weariness,  which  we  felt  here« 
for  the  first  time,  have  been,  however,  often  repeated  j  fbr  if  there  is  a  neces« 
sity  for  saying  what  is  the  next  distinction  of  Dutch  towns,  after  their  neat- 
ness,  their  size  must  be  insisted  upon.  There  are  Dutch  villages,  scarcely 
marked  in  a  map,  which  exceed  in  size  some  of  the  count}*  towns  in  England. 
Maesland  Sluice,  a  place  opposite  to  tlie  Bnll,  is  one.  And  here  is  Delft,  a 
place  with  scorcely  any  other  trade  than  <*onsists  in  the  circulation  of  commo- 
dities from  Rotterdam  through  some  neighbouring  villages :  which  is^not  the 
seat  of  any  considerable  part  of  the  national  government,  and  is  inferior,  in 
point  of  situation,  to  all  the  surrounding  towns.  Delft,  thus  undistinguished, 
fills  a  large  circumference^  with  streets  so  intricately  thick,  that  we  never 
went  from  our  inn  without  losing  our  way. 

The  Pooleit,  one  of  the  best  inns  in  Holland,  is  a  large  building  of  the  six- 
teenth century,  raised  by  the  Spaniards,  and  first  intended  to  be  a  convent  j 
but,  having  been  used  by  the  burghers  of  Delft  for  public  purposes,  during 
the  struggle  of  the  Provinces  ngainst  Spain,  it  is  now  venerable  as  the  scene 
of  their  councils  and  preparations.  In  the  suite  of  large  apartments^  which 
were  used  by  them,  some  of  the  city  business  is  still  transacted,  and  in  these 
strangers  are  never  entertained.  Behind,  is  a  bowling-green,  m  which  the 
burghers  to  this  day  perform  their  military  exercises :  they  were  so  employed 
when  we  came  in  ;  and  it  was  pleasing  to  consider,  that  their  inferiority  ta 
their  ancestors,  in  point  of  martial  appearance,  was  the  result  of  the  long  ia- 
temal  peace  secured  by  the  exertions  of  the  latter. 

Over  two  arches  of  the  building  is  the  date  of  its  erection,  1565,  the  year 
in  which  the  destruction  of  all  families,  professing  the  Protestant  religion 
either  in  France  or  Spain,  is  supposed  to  have  been  agreed  upon  at  Bayonne 
between  the  sovereigns  of  the  two  countries,  and  one  year  preceding  tlie  first 
measures  of  confederate  resistance  in  the  Low  Countries,  which  that  and  other 
efibrts  of  persecution  produced.  One  of  these  arches  communicates  with  the 
rooms  so  long  used  by  t'le  burghers  -,  and  our  hostess,  an  intelligent  woman, 
aocompained  us  through  them.  The  first  is  ornamented  with  three  pictures, 
representing  several  of  the  early  burghers  of  the  Commonwealth,  either  in 
arms  or  council.  A  portrait  of  BarnevIbldt  is  marked  with  the  date  and  tlie 
^inter's  name,  "  Michakl  Mierfyeld  ddineavit  ac perfunctori^  pinxit^  l6l7.*' 
A  piece,  exhibiting  some  of  the  burghers  in  arras,  men  of  a  handsome  and 
heroic  appearance,  is  also  dated,  by  having  1648  painted  on  a  drum;  that; 
which  shews  them  in  council,  has  a  portrait  of  Grotivs,  painted  when  he 
wan  seventeen.  His  face  is  the  seventli  from  the  right  hand  in  the  second  row. 
'  Beyond  this  room'are  others  containing  several  score  of  small  cupboards,  on 
the  doors  of  each  of  which  are  t^vo  or  three  blazonries  of  arms.    Here  are 
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deposited  some  parts  of  the  dress  and  arms  of  an  association  of  Arqiiesbusiers, 
usuiU  in  all  the  Dutch  towns  ^  the  members  of  which  society  assemble  annually 
ifi  October,  to  shoot  at  a  target  placed  in  a  pa^  ilion  of  the  old  convent  gar- 
den.   The  marksman  takes  his  aim  from  the  farthest  room ;  and  between  hiia 
and  the  mark  are  two  walls,  }H:rfurated  two  feet  and  a  half  in  length,  and 
eight  inches  in  breadth,  to  permit  the  paitsagc  of  the  shot.    A  man  stands  in 
the  pavilion,  to  tell  where  the  ball  has  struck  \  and  every  marksman,  before 
he  shoots,  rings  a  bell,  to  warn  this  person  out  of  the  way.     He  that  first  hits 
a  white  spot  in  the  target,  has  his  liquor,  for  the  ensuing  year,  free  of  excise 
duty ;  but,  to  render  this  more  difficult,  a  stork  is  suspended  by  the  Ic^  from 
a  string,  whicii,  pas&ing  down  the  whole  length  of  the  target,  is  kept  in  con< 
tioual  motion  by  the  agitiition  of  the  bird.     It  did  not  appear  whether  the 
stork  has  any  other  share  in  this  ancient  ceremony,  which  is  represented  in 
prints  of  considerable  date.    It  is  held  near  the  ground,  out  of  the  way  of 
the  shot*  and  is  certainly  not  intended  to  be  hurt,  for  the  Dutch  have  no  taste 
tot  cruelty  in  their  amusements.    In  these  trivial  enquiries  we  passed  our  first 
evening  at  Delft. 

Early  the  next  morning,  a  battalion  of  regular  troops  was  reviewed  upon  a 
small  plain  within  the  walls  of  the  .town.  The  uniform  is  blue  and  red,  in 
which  the  Dutch  officers  have  not  quite  the  smart  appearance  of  ours.  One 
of  these,  who  gave  the  word  to  a  company,  was  a  boy,  certainly  not  more 
than  fifteen,  whose  shrill  voice  was  ludicrously  heard  between  the  earnest 
shouts  of  the  others.  The  firing  was  very  exact,  which  is  all  that  we  can  tell 
of  the  qualities  of  a  review. 

Delft  was  a  place  of  early  importance  in  the  United  Provinces,  being  one  of 
the  six  original  cities,  that  sent  Deputies  to  the  States  of  the  ])rovincc  :  a  pri- 
Tilege,  which,  at  the  instance  of  their  glorious  William  tlie  First  of  Orangk^ 
was  afterwards  properly  extended  to  twelve  others,  including  Rotterdam  and 
the  Brill.  Yet  it  is  little  celebrated  for  military  events,  being  unfortified,  and 
haviag  probably  always  obeyed  tlie  fortune  of  the  neighbouring  places.  The 
drcumctance  which  gives  it  a  melancholy  place  in  history,  is  the  murder  of 
the  wise  and  beneficent  Prince  who  founded  the  republic.  His  palace,  a  plain 
brick  building,  is  still  in  good  repair,  where  strangers  are  always  shewn  the  stair- 
case on  which  he  fell,  and  the  holes  made  in  tlie  wall  by  the  shot  that  killed  him. 
The  old  man,  who  keeps  the  house,  told  the  story  witli  as  much  agitation  and 
iuterest  as  if  it  had  happened  yesterday.  "  The  Prince  and  Princess  came  out 
«f  that  chamber— here  stood  the  Prince,  here  stood  the  murderer ;  when  the 
Prince  stepped  here  to  speak  to  him  about  the  passport,  the  villain  fired,  and 
fhe  Prince  fell  along  here  and  died.  Yes,  so  it  was~4herc  are  the  holes  the 
balb  made.**  Over  one  of  these,  which  is  large  enough  to  admit  two  fingers* 
v  this  insGription : 

"  Hier  amdir  itaen  de  Tej/kenen  der  Kooplen  daar  meede  Prim  Willem  van 
Onauft  iM  doonekootten  op  10  July,  A.  1584,** 

To  this  detestable  action  the  assassin  acknowledged  himself  to  have  been  in- 
itigated  by  the  proclamation  of  Philip  the  Second,  ofiering  a  reward  for  it^i 
perpetration.  The  Princess,  who  had  the  wretchednes  to  witness  it,  hvi  lost 
her  CiDthcr  ai|d  her  former  husband  in  the  massacre  of  St.  Bartho1ome\ii  in 
Vruo^  which,  though  contrived  by  Catherine  and  Charles  the  Ninth  of  that 
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country,  is  believed  to  have  been  the  consequence  of  their  interview  at  Bayonncw 
villi  Isabella,  the  wife  of  the  same  Philip. 

The  melauclioly  excited  on  this  spot  is  continued  by  passing  from  it  to  the 
tomb  of  V/iLLiAM,  in  the  great  church,  called  the  Nienwe  KerJu  Tlierc  the 
gloomy  pageantry  of  the  black  escutcheons,  above  a  choir,  silent,  empty  and 
vast,  and  the'witherin:!:  remains  of  colours,  won  by  hands  long  since  gone  to 
their  decay,  prolong  the  consideration  of  the  transientness  of  human*  worth 
and  haj'piuess,  which  can  so  easily  Ijc  destroyed  by  the  command,  or  the  hand 
of  human  viiluiny. 

This  tomb  is  thought  to  be  not  exceeded  by  any  piece  of  sepulchral  graii* 
deur  in  £uro|)e.  Standing  alone ,  in  a  wide  choir,  it  is  much  more  coutpi* 
cuous  and  striicing  than  a  monumental  fabric  raised  against  a  wall,  at  the  same 
time  that  its  sides  are  so  varied  as  to  present  each  a  new  spectacle.  It  waa  be* 
gun  in  IG09,  by  order  of  the  States  General,  and  completed  in  I&21 ;  th<^ 
artist,  FIe.ndrik  de  Kevzf.r,  receiving  28,000  florins  as  its  price,  and  SOtXI 
more  as  a  present.  The  length  is  SO  feet,  the  breadth  15,  and  height  27.  A 
bronze  statue  of  the  Prince,  sitting  in  full  armour,  with  his  sword,  scarf,  ai/d 
comniander*s  staff,  renders  one  side  the  chief:  on  the  other  is  his  effigy  in 
white  marble,  lying  at  full  lengthy  and  at  his  feet,  in  the  same  marble,  the 
figure  of  the  dog,  which  is  said  to  have  refused  food  from  the  moment  of  fta 
masters  death.  Round  the  tomb,  twenty-two  columns  of  veined  or  black 
Itilian  luiirble,  of  the  Doric  order,  and  witli  bases  and  capitals  of  white  marble, 
support  a  roof  or  canopy,  ornamented  with  many  emblems,  and  with  the  itchieik* 
menu  of  tlie  Prince. 

At  the  corners,  are  tlic  statues  of  Religion,  Liberty,  Justice,  and  Fortittidey 
of  which  the  fii-st  rests  upon  a  piece  of  black  marble,  on  which  is  iuscrifoed  ia 
golden  letters  the  name  of  Christ  ;  and  the  secon'd  holds  a  cap,  with  the  id- 
script  ion  Aurea  Lihcrtas,  On  the  four  sides  of  tlie  canopy  are  tlie  devices  of 
the  Prince,  with  tlie  inscriptions  J  khovah. — Je  maintiendrai  Piet^  et'Juitief,^ 
Te  Vindi€€f  tuta  Libertas, — ;Vnd,  Stevis  tranquillns  in  Undh. 

There  are  many  other  ornaments,  which  give  dignity  or  elegance  to  the  struc- 
ture, but  cannot  be  desc^ribed  without  tediousness.  The  well-known  Epitaph 
is  certainly  worth  transcribing  :

htio  Principi,  patcrnae  virtutis  hxredi  Alio,  stabiliendain  reliquit  Herois  vete 
pii,  prudcutis,  invicti,  quem  Philip.  H.  tlisp.  R.  Europae  Utnor,  timUit ;  Yi6n 
domuit,  non  term  it;  sed  cmpto  percussore  fraude  ncfanda  sustulit;  FoDderat, 
Belgii  provinc.  perenni  memor.  mouum.  fee. 

'*  To  God  the  best  and  highest,  and  to  the  eternal  memory  of  WilKam  of 
ib^assau.  Sovereign  Prince  of  Orange,  the  father  of  his  comitry,  whotie  wdfare 
he  preferred  to  that  of  himself  and  his  family;  who,  chiefly  at'his  6irn  ek- 
pcir:e,  twice  levied  and  introduced  a  powerful  army :  under  (he  8aii6ti6n'<if  the 
States  repelled  the  tyranny  of  Spain  ^  recovered  and  restored  the '[Service  of 
true  religion  and  the  ancient  laws  of  the  country  ;  and  finally  left  the  ht^fty^ 
wliichhe  had  hinself  asserted,  to  be  established  by  hit  aaa^  Priooe  Maurice^  the 
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heir  of  hii  ftther*s  virtues.  The  Coiifedomtfrd  Bolgio  Provinces  have  erected 
this  fflouument,  in  perpetual  memory  of  this  truly  pious,  prudiMit  ajid  uii- 
conquered  Hero,  whom  Philip  11.  King  of  Spain,  the  dirnd  oi  [Europe,  dn^aded ; 
never  overcame,  never  terrified  ;  but,  %vith  wicked  treachery,  carried  oH'  by 
means  of  ui  hired  tss&ssin.** 

Tlie  tomb  of  Grotius  b  in  the  same  church,  which  is  a  stately  building  of 
brick  and  stone,  but  has  nothing  of  the  **  dim  religious  light,**  tliat  sooths  the 
mind  in  Gothic  structures.  Upon  the  steeple  are  many  small  belK  the  chimes 
rung  upon  which  arc  particularly  esteemed,  both  for  tone  and  time. 

On  the  o^xxite  side  of  a  very  large  nmrket-place  is  the  Town-hou8e,  an  old 
bmkhng^  but  «o  fresh  and  so  fantastic  with  paint,  as  to  have  some  resemblance 
to  A  Chinese  temple.  The  body  is  c^oloured  with  a  li^^lit,  or  yellowinh  brown, 
and  is  two  stories  high  to  the  roof,  in  which  there  are  two  tier  of  |)eaked  win- 
doirs^  each  under  ib  ornament  of  gilded  wood,  carved  into  an  awkward  re- 
mnblance  ofsliells.  Upon  the  front  is  inscribed.  ^  Delphensium  Cnria  Rt" 
fcnte,'*  and  immediately  over  the  door  "  Reparata  1/0 1.** 

The  Oude  Kerk^  or  Old  Church,  is  in  another  part  of  the  town,  and  is  not 
mnarkabic,  except  for  the  tombs  of  Lel-wenhoek,  Peter  Heine  and  Van 
Troxp.  That  of  Leuwev hoe k  has  a  short  inscription  in  I^tin,  almost  as 
bad  as  that  of  a  verse  epitaph  upon  Grotiu?,  in  the  other  church.  He  wqa 
bom,  it  appears,  in  October  l6SQ,  and  died  in  Augnst  17'?3.  Tlie  tomhs  of 
HtiRB  and  Van  Tromp  are  very  handsome.  There  are  the  effigies  of  both  in 
white  marble,  and  one  of  the  victories  gained  by  the  latter  is  represented  in 
9li9  rehevp.  On  account  of  the  tombs,  both  churches  arc  open,  during?  certain 
hoBTB  in  tiie  day ;  and  a  beadle,  or,  perhaps,  an  almsman,  is  plared  in  eadi, 
who  presents  a  padlocked  box«  into  which  money  may  be  put  for  the  \)oot. 

Having  seen  what  was  pointed  out  to  our  notice  at  Delft,  and  learned  that 
iti  extensiveness  was  owing  to  the  rrrsidence  of  a  gr^at  number  of  retired  mer- 
chaoti  from  Rotterdam,  we  left  it  in  a  trcchtschiiift  for  the  Hague. 

A  Toyage  of  an  hoar  and  a  half  brought  us  to  the  1  lague  over  a  canal  well 
boideted  by  country  houses  and  gardens,  all  of  which,  as  in  other  parts  of 
HollamiU  hare  some  inscription  upon  their  gates,  to  say,  that  they  are  pleasant, 
or  are  intended  for  pleasure.  Fine  Sipht,  Pleasant  Rest,  Hiyh  Deliyht,  or  some 
fimilar  inscription,  is  to  be  seen  over  the  door  of  every  country*  house,  in  gold 
kttera.  On  our  way,  we  looked  for  Ryswick,  where  the  treaty  of  1697  was 
signed*  and  aaw  the  village,  but  not  the  palace,  which,  being  of  free  stone,  i« 
mentioned  as  a  sort  of  curiosity*  in  the  country. 

From  the  treekttchuift  we  had  a  long  walk  to  our  inn,  a  handsome  house, 
itintfiDg  almost  ui  the  miflst  of  palaces,  and  looking  ovrr  a  noble  sheet  of 
water,  called  the  Vy»er,  which  extends  In^hind  the  Coni%  for  its  whole  limgth, 
flowing  nearly  to  the  level  of  the  lower  windows.  The  Court  itself,  a  large 
brick  building,  irregular,  hut  light  and  plcsisant,  was  entirely  within  our  view, 
on  the  left  ;  on  the  right,  a  row  of  magnificent  hoiisc^N,  separated  from  the 
Fjrver  by  a  large  mall ;  and,  in  front,  j^)eyon<l  the  Vtjve'\  :i  brond  place,  bor- 
UtteA  by  seiwral  public  buildings.  In  this  Court  all  the  stiperior  colleges  of 
KDfemiiient  have  their  chambers,  and  the  PRr\ci:  of  Orange  his  suite-uf 
'^ttftMnts.  TiMs  fosse,  which  surrounds  it,  three  draw-bri'lges,  and  as  many 
gitx%  sre  the  only  fortifications  of  the  Hague,  which  has  been  seveml  timet 
thWllHIMl  'ti^ith  ^ti»  totnioce  of  an  toemy,  but  has  not  been  taken  sintoe  tS^d^ 
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whcu  the  uia^ii»trn(es  of  the  then  infant  republic,  and  all  the  inpt^rior  inhabi- 
tants, retired  to  Delft,  leaving  the  street*  to  be  over-nui  with  gn|ss,  and  the- 
place  to  become  a  desert  under  the  eyes  of  its  opprcbsors.  During  the  inva^ 
won  of  lx>Lir*  the  roLRTKBNTH,  it  cscnpcd  the  refages  of  the  Duke  of 
Luxcmbolrg's  colnnin,  by  the  sudden  dissolution  of  the  ire,  on  ^hich  he  had 
placed  9000  foot  and  200*>  cavalry.  Yet  the  advice  of  William  tlie  TntRD* 
If  ho  probably  thought  money  lietter  exj»€uded  in  strengthening  the  frontier 
than  the  interior  of  t)ie  country,  counteracted  a  plan  of  fortificatiou,  wliich 
Was  then  proposed,  for  the  third  or  fourth  time. 

Tlie  Court  consists  of  two  sciuares;  in  the  inner  of  which  are  tlie  apartments 
of  the  Stadtholdfr,  and  none  but  himself  and  his  family  can  enter  this  m 
cartiagefl^  or  on  horsetuick.  On  tlie  northem  side,  in  the  iirst  floor,  are  the 
a|>artmeuts  of  the  States  General,  wliich  we  saw.  The  principal  one  is 
^>acious,  as  a  room,  but  h;u  not  the  air  of  a  hall  of  debate.  Twenty-six  chairs 
Jhr  the  Deputies  are  placed  on  two  sides  of  a  long  table  :  the  President,  whose 
chair  is  in  Ihe  centre,  li:is  on  his  right  hand,  first,  a  Deputy  of  his  own  pro- 
¥iuce,  then  three  Deputies  of  Friesland,  and  two  of  Groningen  j  on  his  left,  six 
Deputies  of  Holland  ;  op[>osite  to  him,  neai'est  to  the  head  of  the  table,  six 
Deputies  of  Guelderland,  then  tlireeof  Zeahuid,  then  two  of  Utrecht,  and  two 
ofOvervssel.  The  Stadtholukr,  who  has  a  place,  but  not  a  vote,  has  a 
raised  cliair  at  the  upper  end  of  the  table  ;  tiie  Secretary  is  seated  opposite  to 
him,  and  is  allowed  to  wear  his  hat,  like  the  Deputies,  during  their  delibera- 
tions, but  must  stand  uncovered,  liehiud  the  President,  when  he  reads  letters^ 
or  other  papers.  Ilie  !uim1>er  of  Deputies  is  known  to  be  indefinite ;  about 
fifty  are  generally  returned  ;  and  those,  who  are  present  from  each  province, 
more  than  the  number  allowed  at  the  t;tble,  place  Uiemsclves  below  it  The 
walls  of  this  room  are  covered  with  tipestry,  not  representing  historical  events^ 
but  rural  scenery  ;  the  backs  and  sc.tts  of  the  chairs  are  of  green  velvet ;  and 
all  the  furniture,  though  stately  and  in  the  best  condition,  is  without  the  least 
approach  to  show.  These  apartments,  and  the  whole  of  this  side  of  the  Court, 
wejpe  the  residence  of  Charles  the  Fiftu,  when  he  visited  the  Hague,  and  of 
the  Earl  of  Leicester,  when  he  commanded  the  troops  lent  to  the  Rqmblic 
by  Elizabeth. 

The  government  of  the  United  Provinces  is  too  well  known  to  permit  a  de*' 
tailed  description  here,  but  some  notice  may  reasonably  be  expected  of  it 

Tlie  chief  depositiries  of  the  sovereignty  are  not  tiie  States  General,  but  the 
Pk'ovincial  Stites,  of  whose  Deputies  the  former  body  is  composed,  and  with- 
out whose  consent  they  never  vote  upon  important  measures.  In  the  States 
General  each  Province  has  one  vote ;  which,  with  the  reasons  for  it,  may  be 
delivered  by  an  unlimited  number  of  Deputies ;  and  the  first  Deputy  of  each 
province  presides  hi  tlie  States  by  rotation  for  a  week.  In  questions  relative 
to  peace  or  war,  alliances,  taxes,  coinages,  and  to  the  privileges  of  provincetf^ 
no  measures  can  be  taken  but  by  unanimous  consent ;  upon  other  occasions^ 
a  majority  is  sufficient  No  persons  holding  military  offices  can  be  Deputies  to 
the  States  General,  which  appoints  aiid  receives  all  ambassadors,  declares  war» 
makes  peace,  and  names  tl^cGreffier,  or  Secretary  of  State,  and  all  Staff  Officers. 

The  Provincial  States  are  variously  composed,  and  tlie  interior  govemmentp 
of  the  provinces  variously  formed.  In  the  province  of  Holland,  which  oon- 
toiM  tte  OtfMt  prosperous  part  of  the  Republici  there  are  eighteen  Deputies  ts 
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the  Provincial  Stntes,  for  as  many  towns,  and  one  Tor  the  n<)t>ility.  Thefrriui 
Ptosiouary  presides  in  this  assembly,  and  U  alwnys  one  of  the  Deputies  from 
H  to  the  States  General. 

The  Council  of  i>?piities  isoom|)OAed  often  mcnifyeni :  nine  from  tlio  towns, 
and  pue  from  the  jiobiiity.  This  Cound!»  in  uhith  tlie  Grand  iVnsionnrN  oh^ 
prejides,  regulates  the  finances  of  the  piovinie,  ant!  t:^lve^  co;rnizanio  of  lh« 
^ribution  of  troops  within  it. 

The  Couiifil,  called  the  (^onnrii  of  .^t:;{f,  is  rompos^vl,  lik<;  iho  Stat*^  r!eiK> 
nl,  of  Deputies  returned  from  the  j)ro\ ii>ij-s,  and  ap»>e:»rk  to  In;  to  that  Ikm1v» 
io  a  gre;it  measure,  ^hut  the  roniicii  of  Deputies  is  to  the  l^ruvinci.ii  .Statcjw 
kaviiig  the  direction  of  the  army  and  the  fknoiHTs. 

As  provincial  attain  are  directed  by  tlit!  rroviiiiinl  Stntes,  m)  the  nfFairs  of 
each  town  are  governed  by  its  o>\  n  Senate,  which  also  relurjis  tlie  uiemfieis,  if 
the  town  w  entitled  to  send  one,  to  the  Stales  of  the  Prcivince,  ;»nd  dire«,ts  the 
¥ote,  which  tlint  member  shall  li'iyc.  The  Bur^:oma.sterN  in  eacii  to^%u  are  the 
liuigi*ftp:tes  chni«:ed  with  the  police  and  the  iinanres,  and  are  uhualU  eleeti.'d 
annually  by  theohl  Council,  thati.s,  h}  thase  itiio  iiave  been  Bitr<;onia>ters,<.r 
Eekerims,  Thvjse  latter  otKcc-rs  hu>e  tJie  i>dniinist ration  of  ^ivil  a|iu  eriuiiu:tl 
afiairs,  and  are,  in  some  places,  ap^ioiuted  by  Uie  Stafitiioldrr  from  a  double 
jnimlwr  noniiuaf ed  to  him  ;  in  others,  are  accepted  from  the  recomuimdatiou 
of  the  Stadtholder.  The  Bailitfs  preside  in  tJie  Council  of  Burgomaster^  aud 
Lehevius;  and  in  their  name  prose*. utious  are  iustituted. 

(If  the  Deputies  to  the  Static  General,  some  are  for  life,  and  some  for  one  or 
Bore  vears. 

Sucii  is  the  nicely  complicated  frame  of  this  croveniment,  in  which  the  i'^c- 
nates  of  the  Towns  elect  tlie  Provincial  Stati  s,  and  tlie  Provincial  States  tlie 
States  Cieneral;  the  latter  body  being  incapable  of  deciding  in  cert«tin  t'ase%- 
excejpt  with  unanmiity  and  with  the  express  consent  of  their  constituents,  tlie, 
Provindal  States;  who  attain  cannot  pvc  that  c!oiisent,  except  witli  uiianiuiitjf 
and  with  the  consent  of  their  conMitucnts,  the  Senates. 

The  Stadtholder,  it  is  seen,  has  not  directly,  and  in  conseqnemx'  of  that 
oiBce,  any  share  of  the  legrislative  jiower  ;  but^  being  a  Noble  or'  four  proviucesb 
he  of  coarse,  participates  in  that  part  of  llie  sovcreicrnty,  which  tlie  Nobility 
enjoy  when  they  send  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  States.  Of  Zealand  he  isUift 
only  NoblCp  all  the  other  titled  families  having  been  destroyed  hi  the  origiual 
contest  with  Spain ;  and  there  are  no  renewals  or  creations  of  titles  in  the 
United  Provinces.  In  Guelderlaud,  ilollaiid  and  Utrixht,  he  is  President  of 
the  NoUes.  Fie  is  Commander  of  all  the  I'orces  of  the  Republic  by  sua  and 
land^  aodthe  Council  of  State,  of  which  he  is  a  member,  is,  in  milit?iry  aflair% 
ahnort  entirely  under  his  direction  -,  he  names  all  subultoru  otlicers,  and  re* 
oonunends  those  for  higher  appointments  to  the  States  (icneral.  In  Guelder- 
land,  Utrecht,  and  Ovcvyssel,  which  are  called  Praiuucrt  aux  Itcffletuens,  be- 
canse^  having  submitted  to  Louis  tlie  Fourtkfntu,  in  1 672,  they  were  not 
t^^ttdaiitted  to  the  Ihiion,  but  with  some  sacrifice  of  their  privileges,  he  ap- 
points to  offices,  without  the  nomination  ofth^  cities  ;  he  is  (iovernor  Gejiend 
of  the  East  and  West  Indian  Companies,  and  name's  all  the  Directors  fiX)m  a 
treble  nuniber  ^  candidates  oflercd  by  the  Prof^rietors.  I  lis  name  presides  in 
an  the  r4>artB  of  law  ;  and  bis  heart,  it  may  be  l^ped,  dictates  in  the  uoblc  right 
ffpaidopHi^ 
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We  saw  no  other  a{Murtments  than  those  of  the  States  General^  the  PaiKcs 
of  Orange  being  then  in  his  own.  The  Princess  was  at  a  seat  in  Guelderlaud» 
with  her  daughter-in-law,  tlie  wife  of  the  Hereditary  Prince,  who  had  been 
Indisposed  since  the  surprise  of  the  Dutch  troops  at  Meniu,  e»  the  12th  of  Sep- 
tember  1793,  in  which  affair  her  husband  was  engaged. 

Though  tlie  salaries  enjoyed  by  the  Prince  of  Orange,  in  consequence  of  his 
offices,  are  by  no  means  considerable,  he  is  enabled,  by  his  patrimonial  estatef^ 
to  maintain  some  modest  splendour.  The  Court  is  composed  of  a  gran^ 
master,  a  marshal,  a  grand  equerry,  ten  chamberlains,  five  ladies  of  hoaoufr 
and  six  gentlemen  of  the  diamber.  Ten  young  men,  with  the  title  of  pagea» 
ace  educated  at  the  expeuce  of  the  Prince,  in  a  house  adjoining  his  manege* 
As  Captain -General,  he  is  allowed  eight  adjutants,  and,  as  Admiral,  three. 

We  could  not  learn  the  amount  of  the  income  enjoyed  by  the  Prince  oC 
Orange,  which  must,  indeed,  be  very  variable,  arising  chiefly  from  his  owa 
estates.  The  greoter  part  of  these  are  in  the  province  of  Zealand,  where 
seventeen  villages  and  part  of  the  town  of  Breda  are  his  property.  All  this  iR 
but  the  wreck  of  a  fortune  honourably  diminished  by  William  the  First  of 
Orange,  in  the  contest  with  Spain ;  the  remembrance  of  whom  may,  perhapib. 
involuntarily  influence  one's  opinion  of  his  successors. 

During  May,  the  western  gate  of  the  palace  is  ornamented,  according  tor 
ancient  custom,  with  garlands  for  each  person  of  the  Orange  family.  Chapletij^ 
with  the  initials  of  each,  in  flowers,  are  placed  under  large  coronets,  upon 
Gfreen  flag-staffs.  We  passed  by  when  they  were  taking  these  down,  and  per- 
ceived that  all  the  ornaments  could  scarcely  have  cost  hve  shillings.  So 
humble  are  the  Dutch  notions  of  pageantry. 

We  passed  a  long  morning  in  walking  tlirough  the  streets  of  this  places 
which  contain  probably  more  magnificent  houses  than  can  be  found  io  .the 
same  space  in  any  city  of  Northern  Europe.  Tlie  Grand  Voorkout  is  rather^ 
indeed,  two  series  of  palaces  than  a  street  Between  two  broad  carriage-WRys^ 
which  pass  immediately  along  the  sides,  are  several  alleys  of  tall  iioie  irttB^ 
canopying  walks,  first  laid  out  by  Charles  the  Fifth,  in  1536,  and  orden^  to 
be  carefully  preserved,  the  placard  being  still  extant,  which  directs  the  punitl^ 
ment  of  offenders  against  them.  It  would  be  tedious  to  mention  the  many 
<^)]endid  buildings  in  this  and  the  neighbouring  streets.  Among  the  moil 
conspicuous  is  the  present  residence  of  the  British  Ambassadors,  built  bf 
HcGUETAK,  tlie  celebrated  l>anker  of  Louis  the  Fourteenth,  and  that  of 
the  Russian  Minister,  which  was  erected  by  the  Pensionary  Barn  e veldt. 
Sut  the  building,  which  was  intended  to  exceed  all  others  at  the  Hague*  is  the 
Hotel  of  the  Prince  of  Nassau  Weilbourg  ;  who,  having  married  the  sisiMr 
of  the  Prince  of  Oram ge,  bought,  at  an  immense  expence,  eight  good  housefly 
liicing  the  Voorhont,  in  order  to  erect  upon  their  scite  a  magnificent  palace* 
What  has  been  already  built  of  this  is  extremely  fine,  in  the  crescent  fona  | 
but  a  German,  arriving  to  the  expenditure  of  a  Dutch  fortune,  probably  did 
not  estimate  it  by  Dutch  prices.  It  was  begun  eighteen  years  sinoe,  a^Klf  fo^ 
the  last  twelve,  has  not  proceeded. 

Superb  pubUc  buildings  occur  at  almost  ev.ery  step  through  the  Hague*  At 
cme  end  of  the  terrace,  on  which  we  were  lodged,  is  the  DoeUuf  a  i|MCi0tti 
mansion,  opening  partly  upon  the  ToumQu  Veid,  or  Place  of  Tooroancnti* 
The  burgesses  here  keep  their  colours,  and,  what  is-  remarkable,  still  |>reaerve 
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the  iHsiffmia  of  the  Touon  dOr^  given  to  them  by  Charles  the  Fifth.  Our 
William  the  THimj>  being  admitted,  at  ten  years  of  age,  to  the  riglit  of  a 
burgess  here,  was  invested  with  this  order  by  the  Burgomaster.  At  the  other 
end  of  the  terrace  is  the  palace,  built  for  Prince  Maurice  of  Nas!«au,  upon 
his  return  from  the  government  of  Brazil,  by  Kampfen,  Lord  of  Rambroek, 
udiitert  of  the  Stadthouse  at  Amsterdam.  The  interior  of  this  liuilditig  was 
destroyed  by  fire,  in  the  commencement  of  the  present  century  \  but,  the 
ititely  walls  of  stone  and  brick  being  uninjured,  the  rooms  were  restored  by 
die  proprietors,  assisted  by  a  lottery.  It  is  an  iastance  of  the  abundance  of 
buildings  here,  that  this  palace  is  now  chiefly  used  as  a  place  of  meeting,  for 
the  ceconomical  branch  of  the  society  of  Haerlem,  and  for  a  society,  instituted 
bere  for  the  encouragement  of  Dutch  poetry. 

The  number  of  public  buildingx  is  much  increased  by  the  houses,  which  the 
eighteen  towns  provide  for  their  Deputies,  sent  to  the  States  of  the  Province. 
These  are  called  the  Lopements  of  the  several  towns ;  and  there  has  been  a 
g^eat  deal  of  emulation,  as  to  their  magnificence.  Amsterdam  and  Rotterdam 
have  the  finest. 

The  churches  arc  not  remarkable  for  antiquity*,  or  grandeur.  A  congrega- 
tion of  English  Protestants  have  their  worship  performed,  in  the  mauner  of 
tbe  Dissenters^  in  a  small  chapel  near  the  Fyver,  where  we  had  the  satisfac- 
fiction  to  hear  their  venerable  pastor,  the  Rev.  Dr.  M'Clean. 

The  residence  of  a  Court  at  the  Hague  renders  the  appearance  of  the  in- 
habitants less  natiooal  and  characteristic  than  elsewhere.  There  are  few  per- 
nns  in  the  streets,  who,  without  their  orange  cockades,  might  not  be  mistaken 
for  English;  but  ribbons  of  this  colour  are  almost  universal,  which  some  wear 
in  their  hats,  and  some  upon  a  button-hole  of  the  coat  Tlit  poorest  persons, 
and  there  are  more  poor  here  than  elsewhere,  find  something  orange-coloured 
to  shew.  Children  have  it  placed 'upon  their  caps;  so  that  the  practice  is 
curied  to  an  extent  as  ridiculous,  as  the  prohibition  was  in  1785,  when  the 
u^jstrates  ordered,  that  nothing  orange-coloured  should  be  worn,  or  shewn,  not 
item  fimiiMf  or- flowers,  and  that  carrots  should  not  be  exposed  to  sale  with  the 
ends  outwards. 

Hie  Stadtholder,  is  said  to  be  a  man  of  plain  manners  and  sound  understand- 
iog,  neither  capable  of  political  intrigue,  nor  inclined  to  it  His  office  requires, 
ispedaDy  daring  a  war,  a  great  deal  of  substantial,  personal  labour,  to  which 
he  devotes  himself  earnestly  and  continually,  but  which  he  has  not  the  vigour 
to  bear,  without  an  evident  oppression  of  spirits.  We  saw  him  at  a  parade  of 
tbe  Guards^  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  be  told  of  his  labours  to  perceive  how 
Mich  be  is  affected  by  them.  It  is  scarcely  possible  to  conceive  a  countenance 
Bore  expressive  of  a  mind,  always  urged,  always  pressed  upon,  and  not  often 
receiving  the  relief  of  complete  confidence  in  its  efiforts.  His  person  is  short 
and  extremely  corpulent ;  hii  air  in  conversation  modest  and  mild.  This  at- 
tendance i^KHi  the  parade  is  his  chief  exercise,  or  relaxation  at  the  Hague, 
where  he  fie^loently  pasKS  ten  of  the  hours  between  five  iu  a  morning  and 
line  at  ni|^t  in  his  cabinet  He  comes,  accompanied  by  one  or  two  officers, 
md  hk  preKSoe  prodnces  no  crowd.  When  we  had  viewed  the  parade  and 
returned  home^  we  saw  him  walking  under  our  windows  towards  the  Voor^ 
hmt,  acoonpanicd  by  an  officer,  but  not  followed  by  a  single  person.

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Conversation  does  not  turn  so  much  upon  the  family  of  the  Stadtholder,  as 
that  wc  could  acquire  any  distinct  opinions  of  the  other  parts  of  it.  Of  his 
humanity  and  temper,  there  was  sufficient  proof,  in  1787f  when  he  returned 
to  the  Hague  and  was  master  of  the  persons  of  those,  who  had  lately  banished 
liim.  Indeed,  the  conduct  of  both  parties,  with  respect  to  the  personal  safety 
of  their  adversaries,  was  honourable  to  the  character  of  the  nation.  The 
States  of  Holland,  during  the  prevalence  of  their  authority,  did  not  pretend, 
according  to  the  injustice  of  similar  cases,  to  any  right  of  destroying  the  friends 
of  tlie  Stadtholder,  who  \^re  in  their  hands ;  the  Stadtholder,  when  he  re- 
turned, and  when  the  public  detestation  of  his  adversaries  was  at  an  height, 
which  would  have  permitted  any  measures  against  them,  demanded  no  other 
retribution,  than  that  seventeen,  named  in  a  list,  should  be  declared  incapable 
of  hoUling  offices  under  the  Republic. 

One  of  the  best  excursions  from  the  Hague  is  made  to  the  3Iaison  du  Bats, 
a  small  palace  of  the  Prince  of  Oravce,  in  a  wood,  which  commences  almost 
at  the  northern  gate  of  the  town.  This  wood  is  called  a  park,  but  it  is  open 
to  the  public  roads  from  Lcyden,  Haerlem  and  Amsterdam,  which  pass  through 
its  noble  alleys  of  oak  and  beech.  It  is  remarkable  for  having  so  much  at- 
tracted the  regard  of  Philip  the  Second,  that,  in  the  campaign  of  1574,  he 
ordered  his  officers  not  to  destroy  it ;  and  is  probably  the  only  thing,  not 
destined  for  himself,  of  which  this  ample  destroyer  of  human  kind  and  of  his 
own  family  ever  directed  the  preservation.  Lovis  the  Fourteenth,  probably 
having  heard  the  praises  of  this  care,  left  the  mall  of  Utrecht  to  be  a  monu- 
ment of  similar  tenderness,  during  an  unprovoked  invasion,  which  cost  ten 
thousand  lives. 

The  apartmcnts^of  the  Maison  du  Bois  a.^e  very  variously  furnished.  The 
best  are  fitted  up  witli  a  light  grey  sattin,  imbossed  with  Chinese  birds  and 
plants,  in  silk  and  feathers  of  the  most  beautiful  tints  -,  the  window  curtains, 
screens  and  coverings  of  the  sophas  and  chairs  are  the  same,  and  the  frames  of 
the  latter  are  also  of  Chinese  workmanship.  Nothing  more  delicate  and  taste- 
ful can  l)e  conceived  -,  but,  that  you  may  not  be  quite  distracted  with  admira- 
tion, the  carpets  are  such  as  an  English  merchant  would  scarcely  receive  into 
a  parlour.  The  furniture  of  the  state  bed-chamber  is  valuable,,  and  has  once 
been  splendid ;  a  light  balustrade  of  curious  Japan  work,  about  three  feet  high, 
runs  across  the  room,  and  divides  that  part,  in  which  the  bed  stands,  from  the 
remainder.  The  Princess's  drawing-room,  in  whicli  card  parties  are  sometimes 
held,  is  well  embellished  w  ith  paintings,  and  may  be  called  a  superb  apartment  i 
but  here  again  there  is  an  instance  of  the  incompleteness,  said  to  be  observable 
in  the  furniture  of  all  rooms,  out  of  England.  Of  four  card  tables  two  are 
odd  ones,  and  literally  would  be  despised  in  a  broker*s  shop  in  London.  TFie 
great  glory  of  the  house  is  the  Salle  d'Orange,  an  oblong  saloon  of  noble 
height,  with  pannels,  painted  by  nine  celebrated  painters  of  the  Flemish  and 
Dutch  schools,  among  whom  Van  Tulden,  a  pupil  of  Rubens,  has  obserred 
hb  manner  so  much  in  a  workshop  of  Vulcan  and  in  a  figure  of  Venus  form- 
ing a  trophy,  that  they  have  been  usually  attributed  to  his  master. 

The  most  delightful  outlet  from  the  Hag;ue  is  towards  Schevening,  a  village 
on  the  sea-shore,  nearly  two  miles  distant,  the  road  t6  which  has  been  often 
and  prc^rly  celebrated  as  a  noble  monument  of  tasteful  grandeur.  Com- 
mencing at  the  canal  which  surrounds  the  Hague,  it  proceeds  to  a  villagr 
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through  a  vista  so  exactly  straight,  that  tlie  steejile  of  Schevebiiig,  tlie  central 
object  at  the  end  of  it,  is  visible  at  the  tirst  entrance.  Tour  rows  of  loOy  chns 
are  planted  along  the  road,  of  which  the  two  central  lines  form  this  perfect 
and  most  picturesque  vista ;  the  others  shelter  paths  on  each  side  of  it,  for 
loot  passengers. 

The  \'iilage  itself,  containing  two  or  three  hundred  houses  of  fishernuMi  and 
peasants,  would  be  a  spectacle,  for  its  neatness  any  where  but  in  liolland. 
Tliere  is  no  square  or  street  of  the  most  magnificeat  houses  in  London,  tliat 
can  equal  it  for  an  universal  ^ppear^^nce  of  freshness.  It  i^  positively  bright 
with  cleanliness  j  though  its  only  street  opens  upon  the  sea,  and  is  the  resort 
of  hundreds  of  fishermen.  We  passed  a  most  delif^htful  day  at  a  little  inn  upon 
the  beach,  sometimes  looking  into  the  history  of  the  village,  which  is  very  an- 
dcntj  then  enquiring  into  its  present  condition;  and  then  enjoying  the  pros- 
|)cct  of  the  ocean,  boundless  to  our  view,  on  one  side,  and  appearing  to  be  but 
feebly  restrained  b;-  a  long  tract  of  low  white  coast  on  tlie  other. 

The  sea  beats  furiously  upon  the  beach  here,  whi(*h  has  no  doubt  been 
much  raised  by  art  for  the  defence  of  the  village.  There  is  at  least  no  other 
way  of  acrx>uuting  for  its  security,  since  1574,  l>etween  which  year  and  the  lat- 
ter end  of  the  preceding  century,  it  sustained  six  inundations.  The  first,  in 
1470,  demolished  a  church  j  the  last  washed  away  an  hundred  and  twenty 
houses  -y  notwithstanding  which,  the  inhabitants  built  again  upon  their  stonny 
shore,  and  their  industry,  that,  at  length,  protected  them  from  the  sea,  enabled 
them  to  endure  also  the  more  inveterate  ravages  of  the  Spaniards.  On  this 
beach  lie  occasionally  great  numbers  of  herring  busses,  too  stoutly  built  to  be 
injured  by  touciiing  it.  We  suspect  our  information  to  have  been  exaggerated; 
but  we  heard  on  the  spot,  that  no  less  than  one  hundred  and  five  belong  to 
tliii  village  of  little  more  than  two  hundred  bouses,  or  are  managed  by  agents 
io  it  About  forty  were  set  on  11  oat  by  the  tide  in  the  afternoon,  and,  be- 
ing bawled  by  means  of  anchors  be)  ond  a  very  heavy  surf,  were  out  of  sight, 
before  we  left  the  place. 

It  was  amusing  to  seethe  persevering,  effectual,  but  not  very  active  exertions 
of  the  seamen  in  this  business,  which  could  not  often  \y^  more  difficult  than  it 
then  was,  when  a  strong  wind  blew  directly  upon  the  shore.  We  here  first  per- 
ceived, what  we  had  many  other  opportunities  ofobserving,  tliat,  notwithstanding 
the  general  admiration  of  Dutch  industry,  it  is  of  a  nature  which  would  scarce- 
ly acquire  that  name  in  England.  A  Dutchman  of  the  labouring  class  is,  indeed, 
seldom  seen  unemployed ;  but  we  never  observed  one  man  working  hard,  ac- 
cording to  the  EUiglish  notion  of  the  term.  Perseverance,  carefulness,  and 
steadiness  arc  theirs,  beyond  any  rivalship ,  the  vehemence,  foK-e,  activity, 
and  impatience  of  an  Enghsb  sailor,  or  workman,  are  unknown  to  them  You 
win  never  see  a  Dutchman  enduring  the  fatigue,  or  enjoying  the  rest,  of  a 
London  porter.  Heavy  burthens,  indeed,  they  do  not  carry.  At  Amsterdam, 
where  carriages  are  even  somewhat  obnoxious,  a  cask,  holding  four  or  five 
gallons  of  liquor,  is  removed  by  a  horse  and  a  sledge. 

On  our  way  from  Schcve.uiHg>  where  a  dinner  costs  more  than  at  an  hotel  in 
tilie  Hague,  we  turned  a  httle  to  the  right  to  see  Portland  Gardens,  once  the 
Ikvourite  resort  of  William  and  Maiy ;  and  said  to  be  hiid  out  in  tlie  English 
taste.  They  are  now  a  bad  specimen  even  of  Dutch  gardens.  The  situation  is 
nnosiiaUy  low,  hariog  on  one  hand  the  raised  bank  uf  the  Sclievening  road. 
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and,  on  another,  the  sand  hills  of  the  coast.  Between  these,  the  moisture  of 
the  sen  air  is  held  for  a  long  time,  and  finaiily  drawn  down  upon  the  earth.  The 
lutificial  ornaments  are  stained  and  decaying ;  and  the  grass  and  weeds  of  the 
neglected  plots  are  capable  only  of  a  putrid  green.  Over  walks  of  a  black 
mould  you  are  led  to  the  orangery,  where  there  is  more  decay,  and  may  look 
through  the  windows  of  the  greenhouse,  to  perceive  how  every  thing  is  de- 
clining there.  Some  pavilions  provided  with  water  spouts  are  then  to  be 
seen  \  and,  if  you  have  the  patience  to  wait  the  conclusion  of  an  operation, 
intended  to  surprise  you,  you  may  count  how  many  of  the  pipes  refuse  to 
perform  their  office. 

Nearer  to  the  Hague,  we  were  stopped  to  pay  a  toll  ofa  few  doights;  a  cir- 
cumstance which  was  attended  with  this  proof  of  civility.  Having  passed  in 
the  morning,  without  the  demand,  we  enquired  why  it  should  be  made  now. 
The  gatherer  replied,  that  he  had  seen  us  pass,  but,  knowing  that  wc  must 
return  by  the  same  way,  had  avoided  giving  more  troublethan  was  necessary. 
This  tax  b  paid  for  the  support  of  the  bank,  or  digue,  over  which  the  road  pas- 
ses; a  work,  begun  on  the  1st  of  May,  1664,  and  finished  on  the  5th  of  De- 
cember, 1660,  by  the  assistance  of  a  loan  granted  for  the  enterprize.  The 
breadth  of  the  road  is  thirty-two  yards. 

The  next  day,  after  seeing  the  relief  of  the  Stadtholder*s  fforde  du  earpSf  the 
privates  of  which  wear  feathered  hats,  with  uniforms  of  scarlet  and  gold,  we 
left  the  Hague,  with  much  admiration  of  its  pleasantness  and  quiet  grandeur, 
and  took  the  roof  of  the  trechtschuyte  for  Leyden. 

Three  hours  pleasant  floating  along  a  canal,  adorned  with  frequent  country 
bouses,  gardens,  summer-houses  aud  square  balconies,  or  rather  platforms,  pro- 
jecting over  the  water,  within  a  hand*s  breadth  of  its  level,  brought  us  to 
this  city,  which  was  esteemed  the  second  in  Holland,  before  Rotterdam  gained 
its  present  extent  Leyden  is,  however,  so  large,  that  a  traveller  is  likely  to 
have  a  walk  of  half  a  league  to  his  inn  ;  and  those  who  arrive,  as  we  did,  at 
the  time  of  the  fair,  may  find  the  procession  not  very  pleasant.  We  increased 
our  difficulties  by  turning  away  from  the  dirt  and  incivility  of  what  was 
called  the  best  inn,  and  did  not  afterwards  find  a  better,  though  such,  it  seems, 
might  have  been  had. 

Having,  at  length,  become  contented  with  the  worst,  we  went  towards  the 
fair,  of  which  we  had  as  yet  seen  only  the  crowd.  The  booths,  being  disposed 
under  trees,  and  along  the  borders  of  canals,  made  the  whole  iq^pearance  differ 
from  that  of  an  English  fair,  though  not  quite  so  much  as  we  had  expected. 
The  stock  of  the  shopkeepers  makes  a  great  distinction.  There  were  several 
booths  filled  with  silversmith's  and  jeweller*8  wares,  to  the  amount  of,  pro- 
bably, some  thousand  pouuds  each.  Large  French  clocks  in  or  tnoulu  and  por- 
celain were  among  their  stores.  AH  the  trades  displayed  the  most  valuable  arti- 
cles, that  could  l>e  asked  for  in  similar  shops  in  large  cities.  We  had  the  plea- 
sure to  see  great  quantities  of  English  goods,  and  there  were  English  names 
pver  three  or  four  of  the  booths. 

The  "Dutch  dresses  were  now  become  so  familiar  to  us,  that  the  crowd 
seemed  as  remarkable  for  the  number  of  other  persons  in  it,  as  for  the  abund- 
ance of  peasants  in  their  holiday  finery,  which,  it  is  pleasant  to  know,  displaya 
the  ornamental  relics  of  several  generations,  fashion  having  very  little  influence 
if^  HpUand.  The  fair  occupied  about  a  fi^urth  part  of  the  town,  which  we  sooii 
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left  to  sec  the  remainder  Two  ttreets,  ]>ai'a])el  to  each  other,  run  throuj;li  it* 
nbole  length,  and  include  the  few  public  halls  of  nii  University,  whirh  would 
scarcely  be  kno^vn  to  exist,  if  it  had  no  more  consyMctions  oljjects  than  its 
buildinc:9.  The  Dutch  universities  contain  no  endowed  foundations ;  so  that 
the  professors,  who  have  their  salaries  from  the  States  Hve  in  private  houst^ 
and  the  students  in  lodgings.  The  academical  dress  is  worn  only  in  the  schools 
aad  b)  the  professors.  The  Ubrar}-,  to  wliicli  Joseph  Scaligrr  Wiis  a  benefactor, 
is  open  only  once  in  a  week,  and  then  for  no  more  than  two  hours.  It  is  llie 
constant  policy  of  the  Dutch  government,  to  make  strangers  leave  ns  much 
money  as  possible  behind  them  ;  and  Leyden  was  once  so  greatly  the  resort  of 
foreigners,  that  it  was  thought  important  not  to  let  them  read  for  nothing,  what 
they  must  otherwise  be  ohhged  to  buy.  The  University  is,  of  course,  decliu- 
ing  much,  under  this  commerdal  wisdom  of  the  magistrates. 

There  arc  students,  however,  of  many  nations  and  religions,  no  oaths  being 
imposed,  except  upon  the  professors.  Physic  and  botany  especially  are  saiil 
to  be  disrated  here  with  much  success ;  and  there  is  a  garden,  to  which  not 
only  individuals,  but  the  East  India  (?ompan\,  industriously  contnlxite foreign 
phuts.  The  salaries  of  the  professors,  who  receive,  besides,  fees  from  the 
students,  are  nearly  two  hundrcil  pounds  a-year.  The  government  of  the 
University  is  in  the  Rector,  who  is  chosen  out  of  three  persons  returned  by 
the  .Senate  to  the  States;  the  Senate  consists  of  the  professors;  and,  on  extra* 
t»rdinary  occasions,  the  Senate  and  Rector  are  directed  by  Curators,  who  are 
the  agents  for  the  States. 

The  chief  street  in  the  town  is  of  the  crescent  form,  so  that,  with  more  pub- 
lic buildings,  it  would  be  a  miniature  resemblance  of  Hii^h-strcet,  Oxford.  The 
town- house  is  built  with  many  spires,  and  witii  almost  (Chinese  lightness.  We 
tlid  not  see  the  interior  of  this  or,  indeed,  of  any  otlier  public  buildings  ;  for,  in 
the  morning,  when  curiosity  was  to  be  indulged,  our  fastidiousness  as  to  the 
inns  retnmcd,  and  induced  us  to  take  a  passage  for  liaerlem.  Tiie  MSS.  of 
the  Dutch  version  of  the  Bible,  which  are  known  to  be  deposited  here,  could 
not  have  been  ^ewn,  being  opened  only  once  in  three  years,  when  the  Depu> 
ties  of  the  Synod  and  States  attend  ;  but  we  might  have  seen,  iii  tiie  town- 
hoase^  some  curious  testimonies  of  the  hardships  and  perseverence  of  the  inlu- 
bitaot^  daring  the  celebrated  blockade  of  five  months,  in  1574,  in  consideru* 
tion  of  which  the  university  was  founded. 

After  viewing  jome  well-filled  booksellers'  shops,  and  one  wide  street  of 
nuigniflcent  liooaes,  we  again  made  half  the  circitit  of  this  extensive  city,  in 
the  way  to  the  treditstdiuyt  for  I  laerlam. 

The  Canal  between  Leyden  and  in  this  place  L^  nearly  the  pleasantest  of  the 
great  DiiiDl)er,  which  connect  all  the  towns  of  the  prorince  with  each  other* 
tnd  render  them  to  the  traveller  a  series  of  spetlacles,  almost  as  easily  visited 
as  the  amusements  of  one  large  metropolis.  Though  this  is  soid  to  be  one  of 
the  lowest  parts  of  Holland,  the  country  docs  not  appear  to  have  suffered  more 
than  the  rert  by  water.  The  m  Miy  country  scats,  which  border  the  canals,  are 
ibo  prooGi  4liat  is  thought  to  be  we*l  sriMired  ;  yet  this  is  the  district,  which 
has  been  proved^  by  indisputable  otiscrvations,  to  be  lower  th:<n  the  neigh- 
bouring sea,  even  in  the  profouufU^st  r^lm.  Ddririi?  the  voyage,  which  was 
of  fimr  hboTi^  we  passed  under  sevnal  bridges,  and  saw  niunbers  of  smaller 
icuiali^  cnNung  the  ocmiitry  in  various  directioiis  ;  but  the  pissage  of  a  trecht- 
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Bchu)  1 18  not  delayed  for  an  instant  ly  a  bridge,  the  tow-roi'e  being  loosened 
from  the  boat,  on  one  side,  and  immediately  caught  ag;iiii,  on  the  otlier,  if  it 
should  not  be  deiivercil  by  sonie  person,  pnrpcstiy  sti)lioned  on  the  arch.  It 
is  not  often  that  a  canal  mnlvcs  .uiy  brnd  in  its  course  ;  when  it  does  so,  there 
are  small,  high  posts  at  the  Tioint,  round  whivh  tJie  tow-rope  is  drawn  j  and, 
that  the  cord  may  not  be  di':»lrovcd  by  the  friction,  the  po>.lii  sui>port  perpendi- 
cular rol  ers,  which  are  turned  by  ili  njutijn.  Such  posts  and  rollcis  might 
be  advantageously  brought  into  use  in  i']nglai:\l.  On  most  of  tlie  canals  are 
half-way  villages,  where  passengers  may  stop,  aboui  live  minates,  for  refresh- 
ment ;  but  they  will  be  lefi  behind,  without  any  cereinouy,  if  they  cxi  etd  the 
limited  time,  which  the  boatmen  employs  in  exchanging  letters  for  such  of  the 
neighbouring  country  houses  as  have  not  packet  boxes  placed  ou  the  banks. 

Haerlem,  like  Leydeu,  is  fortilied  by  brick  walls,  but  both  seem  to  be  with- 
out  the  solid  earthen  works,  that  constitute  the  strength  of  modern  fortresKs. 
A  few  pieces  of  caouon  are  planted  near  the  gate,  in  order  to  command  the 
bridge  of  a  wide  fout :  and  tlie  gate-house  itself  is  a  stout  building,  deep 
enough  to  render  the  passage  underneath  somewhat  dark.  There  is  other- 
wise very  little  appearance  of  the  strength,  that  resisted  the  Duke  of  Alva, 
for  twelve  months,  and  exasperated  his  desire  of  vengeance  so  far,  that  the 
murder  of  the  inhabitautSy  who  at  last  surrendered  to  his  promises  of  protection, 
could  alone  appease  it. 

A  narrow  stteet  leads  from  the  gate  to  the  market-place,  where  two  pieces 
of  cannon  are  plnnted  before  the  guard-house  \  the  first  precaution  against  in- 
ternal commotion,  which  we  had  seen  in  the  country.  Haerlem  had  a  great 
share  in  the  disputes  of  1787»  and  is  said  to  adhere  more  fully  than  any  other 
city  to  the  Anti-Stadtholderian  |>olitics  of  that  period. 

The  market-place  is  very  spacious,  and  surrounds  the  great  church,  perhaps, 
the  largest  sacred  building  in  the  province  of  Holland.  The  lofty  oak  roof  is 
marked  with  dates  of  the  early  part  of  the  sixteenth  century.  The  organ, 
sometimes  said  to  be  the  best  in  £urope,  is  of  unusual  size,  but  has  more  power 
of  sound  than  sweetness.  The  pipes  are  silvered,  and  the  body  carefully 
painted^  for  or^ns  arc  the  only  objects  in  Dutch  churches,  which  are  per- 
mitted to  be  shewy. 

Haerlem  has  little  trade,  its  communication  with  the  sea  being  through 
Amsterdam,  which  latter  place  has  always  been  able  to  obstruct  the  reasonable 
scheme  of  cutting  a  canal  through  the  four  miles  of  land,  that  separate  the 
former  from  the  ocean.  Its  manufactures  of  silk  and  thread  are  much  less 
prosperous  than  formerly.  Yet  there  are  no  symptoms  of  decay,  or  poverty, 
and  the  environs  are  well  covered  with  gardens  especially  on  the  banks  of  the 
Sparen^  of  which  one  branch  flows  through  the  town  and  the  other  passes 
under  the  walls.  Some  charitable  institutions,  for  tlie  instruction  and  employ- 
ment of  children,  should  be  mentioned  also,  to  assuage  the  general  censure  of 
a  too  great  fondness  for  money. 

The  voyage  between  Haerlem  and  Amsterdam  is  less  pleasant,  with  respect 
to  the  country,  than  many  of  the  other  trips,  but  more  gratifying  to  curiosity. 
For  great  part  of  the  way^  the  canal  passes  between  the  lake,  called  Haerlemer 
Maer,  and  a  large  branch  of  the  Znyder  Zee,  called  the  River  Y.  In  one 
place,  the  neck  of  land,  which  separates  these  two  waters,  is  so  thin,  that  a 
canal  cannot  be  drawn  through  it^  and,  near  this,  there  is  a  village,  where 
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passrngers  leave  their  first  boat,  another  wait iiit;  for  1  hem  at  the  renewal  of 
the  canal,  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  Here,  as  upon  other  occasioas  of  the 
same  sort  nearly  as  much  is  paid  tor  the  carriage  of  two  or  thrt*e  trunks  between 
the  boats,  as  for  the  whole  voynge ;  and  there  is  an  Ordonnatie  to  authorize  the 
price,  for  the  Magistrates  have  considered,  that  those*,  who  have  mutli 
bagi^pjge,  are  probably  foreigners,  and  may  be  thus  made  to  support  many  of 
the  natives.  The  Dutch  tht:mselves  put  their  linen  into  a  velvet  bag,  called  a 
E^saek,  and  for  this  accordingly  no  charge  is  made. 

The  Half  IVeffen  Sluice  is  the  name  of  this  separation  between  two  vast 
waters,  both  of  which  have  gained  con.siderably  upon  their  shores,  and,  if 
united,  would  be  irresistible.  At  the  narrowest  part,  it  couiistsuf  pile-work  and 
m^iaoury,  to  the  thickness  of  probably  forty  feet.  On  tills  spot  the  spectator 
has,  on  his  left  hand,  the  Y,  whi-.-h,  though  called  a  river,  is  an  immense  inun- 
dation of  the  Zuyder  Zee,  and  would  probably  carry  a  small  vessel,  without 
iaterniption,  into  the  German  ocean.  On  the  other  hand,  is  tlie  Haerlem 
lake,  about  twelve  miles  long  and  nine  broud,  on  which,  during  the  siege  of 
Haerlem,  the  Dutch  and  S])aniards  maintained  fleets,  and  fought  battles.  Ex- 
tending as  far  as  Leyden,  there  is  a  passage  upon  it  from  that  city  to  Amster- 
dam, much  shorter  than  by  the  canal,  but  held  to  be  danj^tTous.  Before  the 
year  ICS",  there  was,  however,  no  other  way,  and  it  was  probably  the  loss  of 
the  Prince  of  Bohemia  and  the  danger  of  his  dethroned  futlier  upon  the  lake, 
that  instigated  the  mnkuig  of  the  canal. 

This  sluice  is  one  of  several  valuable  posts,  by  which  Amsterdam  may  he 
defended  against  a  powerAd  army,  and  wjis  ?n  iniportant  station,  during  the 
approach  of  the  Duke  of  Brunswick  in  1787,  when  this  city  was  the  last, 
which  surrendered.  All  the  roads  being  formed  upon  dikes,  or  embankments 
may  be  defended  by  batteries,  which  can  be  attacked  only  by  narrow  colunuis 
aod  in  front  The  Half  Wegen  Sluice  was,  however,  easily  taken  by  the  Duk4> 
of  Brl'vswick,  his  opponents  having  neglected  to  place  gun-boats  on  the 
Haerlem  lake,  over  which  he  carried  eight  bmidred  men  in  thirty  boats,  and 
surprised  the  Dutch  before  day-break,  on  the  morning  of  the  first  of  October. 
This  was  one  of  his  real  assaults,  but  there  were  all  together  eleven  made  on 
thai  day,  and,  on  the  next,  the  city  proposed  to  surrender. 

Beyond  the  sluice,  the  canal  passes  several  breaches,  made  by  inundations 
of  the  Y,  and  not  capable  of  being  drained,  or  repaired.  In  these  places  the 
canal  is  separated  from  the  inundations  either  by  piles,  or  flouting  planks. 
None  of  the  breaches  were  made  within  the  memory  of  tlie  present  genera- 
tion, yet  the  boatmen  have  leanied  to  sj)eak  of  them  with  horror. 

There  is  nothing  magnificent,  or  grand,  in  the  approach  to  Amsterdnm,  or 
the  prospect  of -the  cit)'.  The  sails  of  al)ove  an  hundred  windmills,  moving 
on  all  sides,  seem  more  conspicuous  than  the  public  buildings  of  tliis  cele- 
brated capital. 

The  trecJitschuyt  haviiig  stopped  on  the  outside  of  the  p»te,  we  waited  for 
one  of  the  public  coaches,  which  are  always  to  be  had  bv  sending  to  a  livery 
itable»  but  do  not  stand  in  the  street  for  fares.  It  cost  half-a-crown  for  a  drive 
of  aboat  two  miles  into  the  city  ;  the  regulated  price  is  a  guilder,  or  twenty- 
pence.  Our  direction  was  to  the  Doolen  :  but  the  di  ivcr  chose  to  td;e  us  to 
another  inn,  in  the  same  street,  which  we  did  not  discover  to  be  otherwise 
called,  till  we  had  become  satisfied  with  it. 
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Nearly  all  the  chief  thorough-fares  of  Amsterdam  are  narrow,  but  Ibc 
carriages  are  neither  so  numerous  as  in  other  places  of  the  same  size,  nor  suf* 
irred  to  be  driven  with  the  same  speed  ^  so  that  though  there  is  no  nused 
pavement,  foot  passengers  are  as  safe  as  elsewhere.  There  are  broad  terrace» 
to  the  streets  over  the  two  chief  canals,  but  these  are  sometimes  encumbered 
by  workshops,  placed  immediately  over  tlie  water,  between  which  and  the 
Lousrs  the  owners  maintain  an  intercourse  of  packages  and  planks,  with  very 
little  care  about  the  freedom  of  the  passage.  This,  indeed,  may  be  constantly 
observed  of  the  Dutch  :  they  will  never,  either  in  their  societies,  or  their  l>U9i- 
uess,  employ  their  time,  for  a  moment,  in  gratifying  the  little  malice,  or  shew- 
ing the  little  envy,  or  assuming  the  little  triumphs,  which  fill  so  much  of  life 
with  unnecessary  miseries ;  but  they  will  seldom  step  one  inch  out  of  their 
way,  or  surrender  one  moment  of  tlieir  time,  to  save  tliosie,  whom  they  do  not 
know,  from  any  inconvenience.  A  Dutchman,  throwing  cheeses  into  his 
warehouse,  or  drawing  iron  along  the  path-way,  will  not  stop,  while  a  lady» 
or  an  infirm  person  passes,  unless  he  perceives  somebody  inclined  to  protect 
them  j  a  warehouseman  trundling  a  cask,  or  a  woman  in  the  favourite  occupa- 
tion of  throwing  water  upon  her  windows,  will  leave  it  entirely  to  the  passen- 
gers to  take  care  of  their  limbs,  or  their  clothes. 

The  canals  themselves,  which  are  the  ornaments  of  other  Dutch  cities,  are» 
for  the  most  part,  the  nuisances  of  Amsterdam.  Many  of  them  are  entirely 
stagnant,  and,  though  deep,  are  so  laden  with  filth,  that,  on  a  hot  day,  the 
feculence  seems  pestilential.  Our  windows  opened  upon  two,  but  the  scent 
very  soon  made  us  willing  to  relinquish  the  prospect.  The  bottoms  are  m» 
muddy,  that  a  boat-hook,  drawn  up,  perhaps,  through  twelve  feet  of  water» 
leaves  a  circle  of  slime  at  the  top,  which  is  not  lost  for  many  minutes.  It  is 
not  unusual  to  see  boats,  laden  with  this  mud,  passing  during  mid-day,  under 
the  windows  of  the  most  opulent  traders  -y  and  the  fetid  cargoes  never  disturb 
the  intense  studies  of  the  counting-houses  within. 

After  this  distaste  of  the  streets  aiid  canals  of  Amsterdam,  it  was  a  sort  of 
duty  to  see,  what  is  the  glory  of  the  city,  the  interior  of  the  Stadthouse  \  but 
we  lost  this  spectacle,  by  a  negligence  of  that  severe  punctuality,  in  which  the 
Dutch  might  be  usefully  imitated  throughout  the  world.  Our  friends  had  ob« 
tained  for  us  a  ticket  of  adimssion  at  ten  j  we  called  upon  tljem  about  half  an 
hour  afterwards  y  but,  as  the  ride  from  their  house  would  have  required  tea 
minutes  more,  the  time  of  this  ticket  was  thought  to  be  elapsed.  We  would  . 
not  accept  one,  which  was  offered  to  be  obtained  for  another  day,  being  un- 
willing to  render  it  possible,  that  those,  who  were  loading  us  with  the  sincerest 
civilities,  should  witness  another  apparent  instance  of  inattention. 

The  Stadthouse,  as  to  its  exterior,  is  a  plain  stone  building,  attracting  at- 
tention chiefly  from  its  length,  solidity  and  height  The  front  is  an  hundred 
and  eight  paces  long.  It  has  no  large  gate,  but  several  small  ones,  and  few 
statues,  that  would  be  observed,  except  one  of  Atlas  on  the  top.  The  tales* 
as  to  the  expence  of  the  building,  are  inexhaustible.  The  foundation  alone* 
which  is  entirely  of  piles,  is  said  to  have  cost  a  million  of  guilders,  or  nearly 
ninety  thousand  pounds,  and  the  whole  edifice  treble  that  sum.  Its  contents* 
the  stock  of  the  celebrated  Bank,  are  -estimated  at  various  amounts,  of  which 
we  will  not  repeat  the  lowest 
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The  exchange  w  a  humble  building*  and  not  convenient  of  access.  Tlie 
Post  Office  is  well  situated,  upon  a  broad  terrace,  near  the  Stadthouse^  and 
teems  to  be  properly  laiil  out  for  its  use. 

None  of  the  churches  are  conspicuous  for  their  structure  \  but  the  rce^ula- 
tioB,  with  respect  to  their  ministers,  should  be  more  known.  Two  are  nsbigiied 
to  each,  aud  all  throughout  the  city  liave  equal  and  res]iertih!e  salaries. 

At  a  dibtance  from  the  Exchan^  are  some  mai>;nifi rent  stre<  ts,  r.iised  on  the 
banks  of  canals,  nearly  equ:d)ing  those  of  the  llauue  for  liie  grandeur  of  houses, 
aad  much  exceeding  in  length  the  best  of  I^yden  and  Ilacrleni.  These  are 
the  iftreeta^  which  must  give  a  stranger  an  o|>iiiiou  of  the  wealth  of  the  city, 
while  the  Port,  and  that  alone,  can  display  the  exteusivenoss  of  its  coiiuncrce. 
The  shops  aod  the  preparations  for  trHflic  in  the  interior  have  a  nicin  appear* 
aoce  to  those,  who  try  them  by  the  standard  of  London  conveniences  aud  . 
elegance. 

The  best  method  of  seeing  the^  Port  is  to  pass  down  it  in  a  boat  to  some  of 
the  many  towns  that  skirt  the  Zuyder  Zee.     One  convenience,  easy  to  be 
had  every  where,  is  immediately  visible  from  tlie  quays.     Small  platforms  of 
planks  supported  by  pi)««  project  from  the  shore  between  the  vessels,  which  are 
disposed  with  their  heads  towards  the  sides  of  these  little  bridge^s;  the  furthest 
has  thus  a  communication  witli  the  quay,  aud,  if  the  cargo  is  not  i  ?  very  heavy 
ajtick's,  may  be  unladen  at  the  same  time  with  the  others.    The  {>ort  is  so 
wide,  that,  though  both  sides  are  thronged  with  shipping,  the  channel  in  the 
■lidflle  is,  at  least,  as  broad  as  the  Thames  at  London  Bridge  \  but  the   har- 
bour does  not  extend  to  more  than  half  the  IcHglh  of  the  Pool  at  London,  and 
Mcein%  to  cx>ntain  about  half  the  number  of  vessels.    The  form  of  the  port  is;, 
iiovrever,  much  more  advantageous  for  a  display  of  shipping,  which  may  be 
hftre  seeo  nearly  at  one  glance  in  a  fine  bay  of  the  Zuyder, 

After  a  sail  of  about  an  hour,  we  landed  at  Saardam,  a  village  celebrated 
Ibr  the  Dockyards,  which  supply  Amsterdam  with  nearly  all  its  fleets.  A 
short  channel  carries  vessels  of  the  greatest  burthen  from  Saardam  to  Xho.  Zuy* 
4er  Zee,  which  the  founders  of  the  place  took  care  not  to  approach  too  nearly  ^ 
sikI  the  terrace  at  the  end  of  tliis  chaiuiel  is  prepared  for  the  reception  of  can- 
BOB,  that  must  easily  defend  it  from  any  attack  by  sea.  Though  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  a  dockyard  miglitbe  supposed  a  sufficient  antidote  to  cleanliness, 
tlie  nentnefls  of  this  little  town  renders  it  a  spectacle  even  to  the  !^iitch  them- 
•elves.  The  streets  are  so  carefully  swept,  that  a  piece  of  orange  peel  would 
be  noticed  upon  the  pavement,  and  the  houses  are  washed  and  painted  to  the 
highest  polish  of  nicety.  Those,  who  are  here  in  a  morning,  or  at  nii^Iit,  may 
probably  see  how  many  dirty  operations  are  endured  for  the  sake  of  this  ex- 
ccnrive  detnlinesa. 

We  were  shewn  nearly  round  the  place,  and,  of  course,  to  the  cottage,  in 
vrbich  the  indefatigable  Peter  the  First  of  Russia  resided,  when  ho  was  a 
irorkinan  fin  the  dockyard.  It  is  a  tenement  of  two  rooms,  stindini^  in  a  part 
of  the  village,  90  rery  mean,  that  the  alleys  near  it  are  not  cleaner,  than  those 
of  other  placea.  An  old  woman  lives  in  the  cottage,  and  subMsts  chiefly  by 
•hewing  it  to  ?isiton,  amongst  whom  have  licen  the  present  (irand  Duke  and 
Dudkevof  RUHim;  for  the  Court  of  Pctersburtirh  acknowled&;e  it  to  ha^ebeeu 
the  roildMoe  of  Peter,  and  have  struck  a  medal  in  coniinenior;*tion'of  so  truly 
bonoimble  a  palaoe*  The  old  woman  haa  receivc<l  one  of  these  me<1al.s  from 
roi.  7,  «o.  38  M 
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the  present  Empress,  together  with   a  grant  of  a  small  annuity  to  aicourage 
her  oarc  of  the  cottage. 

Wc  passed  ail  agreeable  afternooi>,  at  an  inn  on  the  tcrfaee,  from  whence 
pleasure  vessels  and  passage  t)Oats  were  conthiually  dt^rtingfrom  Amsterdam^ 
and  had  a  smart  sail,  on  our  return,  during  a  cloudy  and  somewhat  stormy 
sunset.  The  approach  to  Amsterdaniv  on  this  side,  is  as  gnind  as  that  from 
Haerl.im  is  mean,  half  the  circuit  of  the  city,  and  all  its  spires,  I>eing  visible'-at 
once  over  the  crowded  harbour.  The  great  church  of  K.ierlem  is  also  seen  at 
a  small  dJNtance.on  tlie  right.  The  Amstel,  a  wide  river,  w  hich  flows  thFOUgk 
the  city  into  the  harbour,  fills  nearly  all  the  canals,  and  is  itself  capable  of 
receiving  ships  of  cohsiderable  burthen  :  one  of  the  bridges  over  it,  and  m^ 
terrace  beyond,  are  among  the  few  pleasant  walks  enjoyed  by  the  inhabitants, 
'i  he  Admiraltj',  an  immense  building,  in  the  interior  of  whicli  is  the  dock- 
yard, stands  on  this  terrace,  or  quay  ;  and  the  East  India  Company  have  their 
magazine  here,  instead  of  the  interior  of  the  city,  where  it  would  be  benevo- 
lence to  let  its  perfume  counteract  the  noxiousness  of  the  canals. 

We  cannot  speak  with  exactness  of  the  prices  of  provisions  in  this  province^ 
but  they  are  generally  said  to  be  as  high  as  in  England.  The  charges  at 
inns  arc  tbe  same  as  on  the  roads  within  an  hundred  miles  of  London,  or,  per- 
haps, somtfliing  more.  Port  wine  is  not  so  common  as  a  wine  which  they 
call  Claret,  but  which  is  compounded  of  a  strong  red  wine  from  Valencia, 
mixed  witli  some  from  Bourdeaux.  The  general  price  for  this  is  twenty  pence 
English  a  bottle;  three  and  four  pence  is  the  price  for  a  much  better  sort. 
About  half-a-crown  per  day  is  charged  for  each  apartment ;  and  logement  is 
always  the  first  article  in  a  bill. 

Private  families  buy  good  claret  at  the  rate  of  about  eighteen  pence  per 
bottle,  and  chocolate  for  two  shillings  per  pound.  Beef  is  sold  for  much  lesa 
than  in  England,  but  is  so  poor  that  the  Dutch  use  it  chiefly  for  soup,  and  salt 
even  that  which  they  roast.  Good  white  sugar  is  eighteen  pence  per  pound. 
Bread  is  dearer  than  in  England  \  and  there  is  a  sort,  called  milk  bread,  of  un- 
common whiteness,  which  costs  nearly  twice  as  much  as  our  ordinary  loaves* 
Ilerl>s  and  fruits  are  much  lower  priced,  and  woi*sc  in  flavour;  but  their  colour 
and  sire  are  not  inferior.  Fish  is  cheaper  than  in  our  maritime  counties,  those 
excepted  which  are  at  a  great  distance  from  the  metropolis.  Cotfee  is  very- 
cheap,  and  is  more  used  than  tea.  No  kind  of  meat  is  so  good  as  in  England  ; 
but  veal  is  not  much  inferior,  and  is  often  dressed  as  plainly  and  as  well 
as  witli  us.  The  innkeepers  have  a  notion  of  mutton  and  lamb  chops  ;  but 
then  it  is  (2  la  Maintenon;  and  the  rank  oil  of  the  paper  is  not  a  very 
delightful  sauce.  Butter  is  usually  brought  to  table  clarified,  tliat  is,  pur* 
poscly  melted  into  an  oil ;  and  it  is  diflicult  to  make  them  understand  that 
it  may  be  otherwise. 

Some  of  our  excursions  round  Amsterdam  were  made  in  a  curious  vehicle; 
the  body  of  a  coach  placed  upon  a  sledge,  and  drawn  by  one  horse.  The 
driver  walks  by  the  side,  with  the  reins  in  one  hand,  in  the  other  a  wetted 
rope,  which  he  sometimes  throws  under  the  sledge  to  prevent  it  from  taking 
fire,  and  to  fill  up  the  httle  gaps  in  the  pavement.  The  appearance  of  these 
things  was  so  whimsical,  that  curiosity  tempted  us  to  embark  in  one;  and  find*- 
ing  them  laughed  at  by  none  but  ourselves,  the  convenience  of  beiug  upou  » 
level  with  the  shops,  and  with  the  faces  tliat  seemed  to  contain  tlie  history  oC 
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thesbopSy  induced  us  to  imp  thcni  aguiii.  There  are  ^rcat  numbers  of  Uhmu, 
being  eucouraged  by  the  majjistralciJ,  in  prefcn.iice  to  wlieel  ciirria^cs,  iui<l,  as 
is  said,  iu  tenderness  to  the  piled  found. lions  of  the  city;  tlie  only  one  in  liol- 
liind  iu  which  they  are  used.  The  price  is  eii.^ht  jicuce  for  any  dist'iuce  \\ith- 
in  tJie  city,  and  eight  pence  an  hour  for  atteii<lance. 

Near  Ani>tt  r-iaui  is  the  small  villap*  of  Oiuh'rkirk,  :i  phtce  of  s(>ui»*  iuijn)r- 

tmcc  in  the  >hort  cjimpidy^n  of   I7><7,  beini;  acc<'v.il>le  by  four   roads,  nil  I'f 

ihich  were  then  fortified.     It  coubists  ciiieriv  of  the  count r\  houses   oT  Ami- 

Jterdam  Dierchants,  at  cue  of  which  we  passed  a  pleas  ri(  day.     Haviui;-  bi.'eu 

but  slightly  defended,  after  the  Joss  of  the  posts  of  Ilnlf  IVef/eu  and  AuiiUlrcen^ 

it  wan  not  much  iniure<i  bv  tiic  IVnaisiaiiA:  but  there  are  munv  trace's  of  balls 

thrown  into  it.     The  ride  to  it  from  Amsterdam  is  upon  tlie  cheerful  banks  »>f 

the  Amstel,  whirJi  is  bordered,  for  more  than  five  miles,  with  «;ardens  of  IxttcT 

verdure  and  richer  groves  tliaii  had  hitherto  appeared.  The  vill:ii!;e  was  spread 

with  booths  for  a  fair,  thouu:h  it  was  Sunday  ;    and  we  were  somewhat  sui- 

firised  to  obsene,    that   a  people    in  general    so   gravely   dev;orous   as   the 

Dutcb,  should  not  [*ay  a  stricter  deference  to  tlic  Sabbath.     \V'c  here  took 

lea%'e    of  some  friends,   whose  frank  mannei*s  and  obli^ring  disj^>silions  are 

ffemenibered  with  muth  more  delight  than  any  other  circumstances  relative 

to  Amsterdam. 

The  passage  from  Amsterdam  to  Utrecht  is  of  8  hours ;  and,  notwithstanding 
Hie  pleasantness  of  trechtschuyt  conve>  ince^  s«*enied  somewhat  tedious,  at\cr 
the  habit  of  passing  from  city  to  city  i.i  hrilf  ihat  time,  'the  canal  is  howt  ver 
Justly  preferred  to  others,  on  acrount  of  the  ri«*hn('ss  of  ils  surrounding 
icenery  ;  and  it  is  pleasing  to  observe  how  gra(lu<dly  the  <*ountr,  improves,  as 
the  diitauce  from  the  province  of  Holland  and  fi*o*n  the  seiiiw  reases.  Tov.  ards 
Ltrccbt,  the  ganlens  rise  from  the  banks  of  tlie  c:niid,  i::st'?ad  of  spnudiug  uc'ow 
jf%  le^'el,  and  th£  grouiid»  niaiiit<tiii  aviniues  aud  }jix:it-it'<>Ms  <»f  I'^iy  trees.  Ve- 
^ttation  is  stronger  and  more  copious;  shrubs  rise  to  a  ;j;i'v;iier  hitight;  ine:i- 
dov^ ft  display  a  livelier  !;reen^  and  the  lattice  work  of  the  UjU(>ry  avenues, 
Vf  hich  occur  so  fre<]uently,  ceases  to  L^c  more  coiisj.i>uious  than  tiie  foliage. 

It  iiras  Whitsuntide,  and  the  banks  of  the  canal  were  gay  with  holiday  peo- 
ple* riding  in  waggons  and  carts;  the  latter  frequently  carrying  a  wonr.m 
-weariog  a  painted  hat  as  lar^c  as  an  umbrella,  and  a  man  with  one  in  whiu>si< 
cal  oontrast  clipped  nearly  close  to  tiie  crown.  The  lady  sometimes  refreshed 
kenelfwitb  afaii,  aiid  the  gentleman,  meanwhile,  with  a  pi|>c  of  tolxicco. 
Every  village  we  passed  resounded  with  hoarse  musicand  the  <'latter  of  wooden 
;:  among  these  the  prettiest  was  yieuvcrsluj/*^  bordering  each  side  of  tlie 
I,  with  a  white  drawbridge,  picturesquely  shadowf^l  with  high  trees,  and 
•u  banks  sloping  to  the  water's  brim,  Pleasurc-biKits  and  trec.htschuyts 
lined  the  shores;  and  tlie  windows  of  every  houst*  were  thronged  with 
Inroad  faces.  On  the  little  temucs  below  were  groups  of  smokers,  and  of 
girl*  iu  the  neat  trim  Dutch  dress,  with  the  fair  complexion  and  air  of 
decorous  modesty,  by  which  their  country-women  are  distinguished. 

About  half  way  from  Amsterdam  stands  a  snudl  modern  fortification;  and  it 
Is  an  iustance  of  Dutch  carefulness,  that  grass  had  just  been  mowed  even  from 
the  pnnpeti  of  the  batteries,  and  was  made  up  in  heaps  within  tiie  works.  Not 
fiitf*  from  it  is  au  ancient  castle  of  one  tower,  left  in  the  state  to  which  it  Mas 
jseduced  during  the  contest  with  the  Spaniards. 
Jtaur  Ujtrechl^  the  grpund  hm  improved  so  much,  that  nothing  but  its  even- 
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nf^ss  di.stii)2fuislK'.s  it  from  other  countries;  and,  at  some  distauce  eastward,  the 
liills  of  Gueldt-rland  rise  to  destroy  this  last  difference.  The  entrance  into  the 
city  is  between  hi;jh  terraces,  from  which  steps  descend  to  the  oana!  *,  but  the 
street  is  not  wide  enough  to  have  its  appearance  improved  by  this  sort  of  s^)- 
proacli.  Warehouses,  formed  under  the  terraces,  shew  also  that  the  latter 
have  been  raised  more  for  convenience  than  splendour. 

The  steeple  of  the  great  church,  formerly  a  cathedral,  excites,  in  the  mean 
time,  an  expectation  of  dignity  in  the  interior,  where  some  considerable 
streets  and  another  canal  complete  the  air  of  an  opulent  city.  It  is  not 
imn\ediately  seen,  that  a  gre^t  part  of  the  body  of  this  cathedral  has  been 
destroyed,  and  that  the  canals,  being  subject  to  tides,  have  dirty  walls  rturing 
the  ebb.  The  splendour,  which  miirht  be  expected  in  the  cajiitalof  a  province 
much  inhabited  by  nobility,  does  not  appear  •,  nor  is  there,  perhaps,  any  street 
equal  to  the  best  of  Leyden  and  Haerlem  ;  yet,  in  general  beauty,  the  city  is 
superior  to  cither  of  these. 

We  arrived  just  before  nine,  at  which  hour  a  bell  rings  to  denote  tlie  shut- 
ting of  the  larger  gates  ;  for  the  rules  of  a  walled  town  are  observed  bere»^ 
though  the  fortitications  could  be  of  little  other  use  than  to  prevent  a  surprise 
by  horse.  The  Chateaa  d'Anvers,  at  which  we  lodged,  is  an  excellent  inn,  with 
a  landlord,  who  tells,  that  he  has  walked  sixty  years  in  his  own  passage,  and 
that  he  had  the  honour  of  entertiiining  the  Marquis  of  Graiiby  thirteen  times, 
during  the  war  of  1766.  Though  the  Dutch  inns  are  generally  uiiobjectiou- 
able,  there  is  an  air  of  English  completeness  about  this  which  the  others  do 
not  reach. 

Utrecht  is  an  university,  but  with  as  little  appearance  of  such  an  institution 
as  Levden.  The  students  have  no  academical  dress  :  and  their  halls,  which 
are  used  only  for  lectures  and  exer<  ises,  are  formed  in  the  cloisters  of  the  an- 
cient cathedral.  The  chief  sign  of  their  residence  in  the  place  is,  tliat  the 
householders,  who  have  lodgings  to  let,  write  upon  a  board,  as  is  done  at  Ley- 
den, Cnbicnla  tocanda.  We  were  shewn  round  the  town  by  a  member  of  the 
university,  who  carefully  avoided  the  halls  ;  and  we  did  not  press  to  see  them. 

There  are  still  some  traces  remaining  of  the  Bishopric,  which  was  ouce  so 
poM'erful,  as  to  excite  the  jealousy,  or  rather,  perhaps,  to  tempt  tiie  avarice  off 
Charles  the  Fifth,  who  seized  upon  many  of  its  possessions.  The  use  made  of 
the  remainder  by  tlie  States  General,  is  scarcely  more  justitial>i.e  ;  for  the  pre- 
bends still  subsist,  and  are  disposed  of  by  sale  to  Lay  Canons,  who  send  dele- 
gates to  the  Provincial  States,  as  if  they  had  ecclesiastical  characters^ 

The  substantial  remains  of  the  Cathedral  are  one  aisle,  in  which  divine  ser-. 
vice  is  performed^  and  a  lofty,  magnificent  ( /othic  tower,  that  stands  apart  from 
it.  The  ascent  of  this  tower  is  one  of  the  tasks  prescribed  to  strangers,  and, 
laborious  as  it  is,  the  view  fVom  the  summit  sufficiently  rewards  them.  A 
stone  staircase,  steep,  narrow,  and  wiuding,  after  passing  several  grated  doon^ 
leads  into  a  floor,  which  you  hope  is  at  (he  top,  but  which  is  little  more  than 
halfway  up.  Here  the  family  of  the  belfryman  fill  several  deceutly  furnished* 
apartments,  and  shew  the  great  liell,  with  several  others,  the  noise  of  which*  it 
might  be  supposed,  no  human  ears  could  bear,  as  they  must,  at  the  distance  of 
only  three  or  four  yards.  After  restiug  a  few  minutes  in  a  room,  the  wiudowa. 
of  which  command,  perhaps,  a  more  extensive  land  view  than  any  other  io-. 
iiabitcd  apartment  in  Europe,  you  begin  the  second  ascent  by  a  staircase  stili 
narrower  and  steeper,  and,  when  you  semn^t^  be  so  wevy  as  t»  h^iafcmfMit 
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of  another  step  half  the  horizon  suddenly  bursts  upon  ihct  view,  aud  ail  your 
neciitatcd  itoinplaiuts  are  overborne  by  exprcsaioiis  of  au.uii'.>Uou. 

Tcv.^l^vl^  the  \\e»t,  tlie  prosj>ect,  after  in'.:!mii;:Lj  the  licli  j>l;»iii  of  gardens 
nciir  L'treiht,  extends  over  thepio\ini'C  or*  Ijoliund,  ijitmvled  witii  water, 
ippckU^i  with  towns,  and  lii;ilU  houadrd  b\  llio  sen,  tb'"  nii.st.s  of  wbidi  hide 
the  lov.ihons  from  the  sij^ht.  To  the  iiorlh\v:iid,  tlu-  /.nyhr  Zee  sjireads  its 
b(iziues^  ovtr  Antstenlaui  aud  Nsierdeuj  but  from  theure  to  tJie  eost,  the 
spires  of  Amcrsfoor,  Hhent^n,  .Ar.ihei:ii,  Ni.ii(-:(ui'a  iun\  many  intermediate 
toivns,  are  seen  amongst  tlie  woods  and  hi.'ls,  tint  ij^raiiu.dly  rii»e  toward;}  Ger- 
naoy.  Southwi>rd,  tiie  more  moiuit^iiious  dis^iiiv.!  of  (IrtcsaiKl  then  the  level 
parts  of  (iueiderlahd  aud  Holiiiud,  w  U!i  ilic  wiiiuini,:*  of  Ihe  Waal  aud  the  I^eck, 
in  whi«.li  tiie  Rhine  Iom!s  itst:U',  compir  to  a  eirdi'  of  probably  more  than  .sixty 
mi'cs  diaui'jli-r,  ihit  sir.ii.s  the  siL;iiJ  from  this  treuicndous  steeple.  The  al- 
most periientlirular  vi.tw  into  the  streets  of  l.'treelit  affords  afterwards  some 
relief  to  the  eye,  but  inereast-s  any  nations  of  ilinijer,  you  may  have  had  from 
•bicrvinir,  that  the  0|Kni  work  Got  hie  pirapt  t,  whieli  alone  prevents  you 
from  uiiin^  with  dizzines:^,  h;is  sutirn  d  something  in  the  general  decay  of 
the  church. 

While  we  were  at  tiie  top,   tlie  bclis  slruek ;  and,  IxHween   the  giddiness  . 
communicated  by   the  eye,  ;ind  the  stu'iidn^  otii-et  of  a  sound  that  seemed  to 
shake  the   slwpl*',  wo  wvtc  (•(.•mpeiku  to  conrlude  sooner  than  had  been  iu- 
tfnded  this  eomprehen^ivc*  uud  f.irewt  I  prospect  of  Molland. 

Tlie  Mall,  whieh  is  esteemed  the  ^'Ijieroriinnent  of  Uirechl,  is,  perhaps,  th« 
ouly  avenue  of  the  so^^  in  I-luropc,  s'iil  fit  to  be  used  for  the  game  that  gives 
its  uame  to  them  all.  TIh;  sevci id  rows  o;' ii(#!;l<*  trees  include,  at  the  sidiMt, 
roads,  and  walks  ;  but  the  centre  is  laid  out  i'or  (lie  ^ame  of  ihTt///,  and,  though 
not  ol\eii  used,  is  in  perfect  prH-ervntion.  It  is  divided  so  as  to  admit  of  two 
parties  of  [dayers  at  once,  and  the  side-boards  suiiiciently  restraiu  speetitors. 
The  Mall  in  St.  James's  Park  was  kept  in  thesnnie  stite,  till  17.Ji^,  when  Uie 
present  great  walk  was  fonned  over  the  p:<rt  which  was  separated  by  similar 
side-boards.  The  len^ih  of  that  at  I'trecht  is  nearly  three  quarters  of  a  mile. 
The  luxuriance  and  loftiness  of  the  trees  preserve  a  pre.spective  much  superior 
to  that  of  St.  James's,  but  in  Ihe  latter  the  whole  breadth  of  the  walks  is 
greater,  and  the  view  is  more  exteusive,  as  well  as  more  ornamented. 

This  city,  being  a  sort  of  capital  to  the  nei^hlx>uring  nobility,  is  callc<l  the 
politest  in  the  United  Provinces,  and  certainly  al>ounds,  more  than  the  otheriy 
with  the  professions  and  trades,  which  are  sid>servient  to  splendour.  One 
practiee,  observed  in  some  <legree,  in  all  the  cities,  is  most  frequent  here ;  that 
•f  bows  paid  to  all  pnrti(»s,  in  which  there  are  ladies,  by  everj-  grntlemau  who 
ptwes.  There  are,  however,  no  plays,  or  other  public  amusiMuents;  aiid  the 
festii'ities,  or  e^remonicns  by  which  other  nations  connnemontte  the  happier 
evcnm  in  their  history,  are  as  unusual  iK.-re  as  in  the  other  parts  of  the  United 
PruVinceB,  where  there  are  more  oecnsions  to  celebrjite  and  fewer  celebrations 
tbco  in  most  European  countries.  Masi^!  is  very  little  cultivated  in  any  of  the 
cities, and  plays  are  to  be  s<?en  only  at  Amsterdam  and  the  Hague,  where  Ger- 
MMD  and  Dutch  pieces  are  a(*ted  upon  alternate  nights.  At  Amsterdn:n»  a 
French  Opera-house  has  I.N^en  shut  up,  and,  at  the  H.igue,  a  Comedies  aud  the 
action  offlered  to  leave  the  country. 

The  nimperfeiQf  the  city,  which  are  high  and  command  extensive  pi-ospeeli^ 
mre  rather  emblems  of  the  peacefulness,  which  it  has  long  enjoyed,  than  signs

of  aiiy  effectual  resistance,  prepared  for  an  enemy.  They  are  iu  many  places 
regularly  planted  with  trees,  which  must  be  old  enough  to  have  been  spared^ 
toji^ether  with  the  Mall,  by  Louis  the  Fourteenth  5  in  others,  pleasure  houses, 
instead  of  bntteries,  have  been  raised  upon  them.  A  few  pieces  of  old  cannon 
are  planted  for  the  purpose  of  saluting  the  Prince  of  Oranci:,  when  he  passes 

the  citv, 

Trechtschuyts  go  no  further  eastward  than  tliis  place,  so  that  we  hired  a 
Yoiturier's  carriage,  a  sort  of  curricle  with  a  driver's  box  in  front,  for  the 
journey  to  Nimeguen.  The  price  for  thirty-eight,  or  thirty-nine  miles,  was 
something  more  than  a  guinea  and  a  half ;  the  horses  were  worth  probably 
sixty  pounds  upon  the  spot,  and  were  as  able  as  tliey  were  showy,  or  they 
could  not  have  drawn  us  tlirough  the  deep  sands,  that  cover  one  third  of 
the  i:oad. 

We  were  now  speedily  quitting  almost  ever}-  thing,  that  is  generally  charac- 
teristic of  Dutch  land.  The  pastures  were  intermixed  with  fields  of  prosper- 
ous corn ;  the  best  houses  were  surrounded  by  high  woods,  and  the  grounds 
were  separated  by  hedges,  instead  of  water,  where  any  sort  of  partition  was 
used.  Windmills  were  seldom  seen,  and  those  only  for  corn.  Put  these  im- 
provements in  the  appearance  of  the  country  were  accompanied  by  many 
symptoms  of  a  diminished  prosperity  among  the  people.  In  eight-and-thirty 
miles  there  was  not  one  considerable  town  ;  a  space,  which,  in  the  province  of 
Holland,  would  prol>ably  have  included  three  opulent  cities,  several  extensive 
villages,  and  r<inges  of  mausions,  erected  by  merchants  and  manufacturei*s. 

Wjfk  de  Diierstcde,  the  first  town  in  the  road,  is  distinguishable  at  some 
distance,  by  the  shattered  tower  of  its  church,  a  monument  of  the  desolation 
spread  by  tlic  Spaniards.  The  inhabitants,  probably  intending  tliat  it  should 
remain  as  a  Icssion  to  posterity,  have  not  attempted  to  restore  it,  further  thau 
to  place  some  stones  over  the  part  filled  by  the  clock.  The  body  of  the  church 
and  the  remainder  of  the  tower  are  not  deficient  in  Gothic  dignity.  The 
town  itself  consists  of  one  or  two  wide  streets,  not  well  filled  either  with 
inhabitants  or  houses. 

The  road  here  turns  to  the  eastward  and  is  led  along  tlie  right  bank  of  tlic 
Leek,  one  of  the  branches  of  the  Rhine,  upon  a  raised  mound,  or  dique, 
sometimes  twenty,  or  thirty  feet,  above  the  river  on  the  one  side,  and  the  plains, 
OD  the  other.  Small  posts,  each  numbered,  are  placed  along  this  road,  at 
unequal  distances,  for  no  otlier  use,  which  we  could  discover,  than  to  enable 
the  surveyors  to  report  exactly  where  the  mound  may  want  repairs.  Tlie  carri- 
age way  is  formed  of  a  deep  sand,  which  we  were  glad  to. leave,  by  crossing  the 
river  at  a  ferry  j  though  this  road  had  given  us  a  fine  view  of  its  (bourse  and  of 
some  stately  vessels,  pressing  against  tlie  stream,  on  their  voyage  to  Genuauy. 

On  the  other  side,  the  road  went  further  from  the  river,  though  we  con- 
tinued to  skirt  it  occasionally  as  far  as  a  small  ferry-house,  opposite  to  Rhenen* 
at  which  we  dined,  while  the  horses  rested  under  a  shed,  built  over  the  road, 
as  weigh-faouses  are  at  our  turnpikes,    Rlienen  is  a  walled  town,  built  upoi^ 
an  ascent  from  the  water,  and  appears  to  have  two  or  three  neat  streets. 

Having  dined  in  a  room,  where  a  table,  large  enough  for  twenty  persons 
was  placed  on  one  side,  and  a  line  of  four  or  five,  beds,  covered  by  oqe  long^ 
curtain,  was  formed  against  the  wainscot  on  the  other,  the  voiturier  clamoured, 
that  the  gates  of  Nimeguen  would  be  shut  before  we  could  ge(  to  then)«  and 
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we  soon  l>egan  to  cross  tlie  country  between  the  Lcck  and  tlieAViial,  another 

branch  of  the  Rhine,  whicli,  in  Guelderland,  divides  itself  into  so  many  chun- 

oelip  that  none  can  be  allowed  the  pre-eminence  of  retaining  its  name.     Soon 

ifter  reaching  the  ri^ht  bank  of  the  Waal,  the  road  atfords  a  view  of  the  dis-* 

tant  towers  of  Nimeguen,  which  appear  there  to  be  very  iniportajit,  standing 

upon  a  broWy  that  seems  to  front  the  whole  stream  of  tlie  river.     In  the  way, 

vft  passed  several  noble  estates,  with  mansions,  built  in  tlic  caslelhitcd  form, 

which  James  the  Frst  introduced  hito  England,  instead  of  the  more  fortified 

residences;  and  there  was  a  sufficient  grandeur  of  woods  and  avenues,  to  shew, 

that  tliere  might  be  parks,  if  the  owners  had  the  taste  to  form  thoiii.     Between 

the  avenues,  the  gilded  ornaments  of  the   roof,  and  Ihc   pciikcd  coverint^ 

placed,  in  summer,  over  the  chimneys,  glittered  to  t!ic  Ii,T:ht,  and  shewed  the 

fantastic  style  of  the  architecture,  so  exactly  copied  in  Flemish  landscapes 

of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries. 

A%  the  sun  declined  and  we  drew  near  Nimeguen,  the  various  colouring  of 
a  scene  more  rick  than  extensive  rendered  its  effect  highly  interesting.    TLe 
ifvide  Waal  on  our  left,  reflecting  the  evening  blush,  and  a  vessel  whose  full 
sails  caught  a  yellow  gleam  from  the  west ;  the  ramparts  and  pointed  roofs  of 
Nimeguen  rising  over  each  other,  just  tinted  by  the  vapour  that  ascended  from 
tlie  bay  below ;  the  faint  and  fainter  blue  of  two  ridges  of  hills  in  Germany  re- 
tiring in  the  distance,  with  the  mellow  green  of  nearer  woodn  and  mcadow.% 
farvned  a  combination  of  hues  surprisingly  gay  aud  beautiful.    The  ramparts, 
tlie  high  old  tower  of  the  citadel,  the  Belvidere,  with  the  southern  gate  of  tlie 
town  beueatli,  composed  part  of  an  interesting  picture  on  tlie  opposite  margin 
of  the  river.    But  there  was  very  little  time  to  observe  it ;  the  driver  saw  the 
flying  bridge,  making  its  last  voyage,  for  the  night,  towards  our  shore,  and 
likely  to  return  in  about  twenty  minutes  ^  he,  therefore,  drove  furiously  along 
the  high  t)ank  of  the  river,  aud,  turning  the  angle  of  tlie  two  roads  with  a  ve- 
locity,  which  would  have  done  honour  to  a  Brentford  postillion,  entercnl  that 
adjoining  the  first  lialf  of  the  bridge,  and  shewed  the  directors  of  tlie  otlier 
b«]^  that  we  were  to  be  part  of  their  cargo. 

This  bridge,  which  is  partly  laid  over  boats  and  partly  over  barges,  that 
flofit  from  the  boats  to  the  shore,  is  so  divided,  because  the  stream  is  occasion- 
ally too  rapid  to  permit  an  entire  range  of  boats  between  the  two  banks.  It 
is  thiLS,  for  one  half,  a  bridge  of  boats,  and,  for  tlie  other,  a  flying  bridge; 
irliich  last  part  is  capable  of  containing  several  carriages,  aud  joins  to  the  other 
•o  exactly  as  not  to  occasion  the  least  interruption.  It  is  also  railed  for  the 
safety  of  foot  passengers,  of  whom  there  are  commonly  twenty,  or  thirty.  The 
price  for  a  carriage  is  something  aliout  twenty -pence,  which  the  tollmen  care- 
fully collect  as  soon  as  the  demi. bridge  has  begun  its  voyage. 

Nimeguen  1vm»  towards  the  water,  little  other  fortification  than  an  auti^nt 
brick  wall  and  a  gate.  Though  it  is  a  garrison  town,  aud  cei-tainly  no  trifling 
object,  we  were  not  detained  at  the  gate  by  troublesome  ceremonies.  The 
commander,  affecting  no  ujinecessary  carefulness,  is  satisfied  with  a  copy  of 
the  report,  which  the  innkeepers,  in  all  the  towns,  send  to  the  Magistrates,  of 
the  names  and  conditions  of  their  guests.  A  printcnl  paper  is  usually  brought 
upb  alter  supper,  in  which  you  are  asked  to  write  your  name,  addition,  resi- 
deuce*  how  long  you  intend  to  stay,  and  to  whom  you  arc  known  in  the  pror 
Tinoe.    We  did  oot  shew  a  passport  in  Holland 
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The  town  has  an  abrupt  but  short  elevation  from  the  river.  wi»ich  you 
ascend  by  a  narrow  but  de^iu  street,  openings  iuto  a  spacious  ni;irket-]>lacc. 
The  great  clmrch  and  the  guard-house  are  on  one  side  of  this;  from  the  othcr» 
a  street  runs  to  tlie  easteni  gate  of  the  town,  formed  in  the  oM  wull,  beyond 
which  commence  the  modern  and  strong  fortificntions,  that  defend  it,  on  the 
hind  side.  At  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  place,  a  small  mall  leads  to  the 
house,  in  which  the  Prince  of  Orange  resided,  during  the  troubles  of  1786; 
and,  beyond  it,  on  a  sudden  promontory  towards  the  river,  stands  a  prospect 
house,  called  the  Bclvidere,  which,  from  its  eastern  and  southern  windows 
commands  a  long  view  into  Grtirmany,  and  to  the  north  looks  over  Guelder- 
land.  From  this  place  all  the  fortifications,  which  are  very  extensive,  arc 
plainly  seen,  and  a  military  person  might  estimate  their  strength.  There  are 
several  forts  and  out  work*^  and,  though  the  ditch  is  palisadoed  instead  of 
filled, the  place  must  be  capable  of  a  considerable  defence,  unless  the  l>esieging 
army  should  be  masters  of  the  river  and  the  opposite  bank.  There  was  for- 
merly a  fortress  u])on  this  bank  which  was  often  won  and  lost,  during  the  aege  a 
of  Nimeguen,  but  no  remains  of  it  are  visible  now. 

The  town  is  classic  ground  to  tliose  who  venerate  the  efforts  by  which  the 
provinces  were  rescued  from  the  dominion  of  the  Spaniaixis.  It  was  first  at- 
tempted by  Skngiu!»,  a  Commander  in  the  Earl  of  Leicester's  army,  wlio 
proposed  to  enter  it,  at  night,  from  the  river,  through  a  house,  which  waa  to 
be  opened  so  him  5  but  his  troops  by  mistake  entered  another,  where  a  large 
company  was  collected,  on  occasion  of  a  wedding,  and,  being  thus  discovered 
to  the  garrison,  great  nu miners  of  those,  already  landed  upon  the  beach,  were 
put  to  the  sword,  or  drowned  in  the  confusion  of  the  retreat.  An  attempt  by 
Frince  Maurice  to  surprise  it  was  defeated  by  the  failure  of  a  petard,  applied  to 
one  of  the  gates  j  but  it  was  soon  after  taken  by  a  regular  siege,  carried  on 
chiefly  from  the  other  side  of  the  river.  This  and  the  neighbouring  fortreaa. 
of  Grave  were  among  the  places,  first  taken  by  Louis  the  Fourteenth,  during^ 
iris  invasion,  having  been  left  without  sufficient  garrisons. 

The  citadel,  a  remnant  of  the  antient  fortifications,  is  near  the  easteni  gate» 
which  appears  to  be  thought  stronger  than  the  others,  for  on  this  side  aho  U 
the  arsenal. 

Nimeguen  has  been  compared  to  Nottingham,  which  it  resembles  more  in 
situation  than  in  structure,  though  many  of  the  streets  are  steep,  and  the  wm» 
dows  of  one  range  of  houses  sometimes  overlook  the  chimnies  of  another ;  the 
views  also,  as  from  some  parts  of  Nottingham,  are  over  a  green  and  extensive 
level,  rising  into  distant  hills ;  and  here  the  comparison  ends.  The  houses  are 
bnilt  entirely  in  the  Dutch  fashion,  with  many  coloured,  painted  fronts,  ter- 
minating in  peaked  roofs ;  but  some  decline  of  neatness  may  be  observed  by 
those  who  arrive  here  from  the  province  of  Holland.  The  market  place, 
though  gay  and  large,  cannot  be  compared  with  that  of  Nottingham,  in  extent  ; 
nor  is  the  town  more  than  half  the  size  of  the  latter,  though  it  is  said  to  con* 
tain  nearly  fifty  thousand  inhabitants.  From  almost  every  part  of  it  you  have^ 
however,  a  glimpse  of  the  surrounding  landscape,  which  is  more  extensive  than 
that  seen  from  Nottingham,  and  is  adorned  by  the  sweeps.of  a  river  of  miK^ 
greater  dignity  tlinn  the  Trent. 

We  left  Nimeguen,  in  the  afternoon,  for  the  purpose  of  entering  GermaDV^ 
and  continuing  our  Tour  up  the  bank  of  tlic  Rhine  to  Mayence.

although  at  a  very  short  distance  from  the  walls.  After  re'connoU^ng  at  fbtfr6*c1otk 
10  the  morning,  I  ascertained  that  the  enemy  bad  placed  his  gdns  in  S  sq^ftafe,  tjMs 
viddlc  of  which  was  filled  #ith  ammunition  waggons  and  other  carriagek^  Mift  4r^ 
lined  with  infantry,  the  flanks  being  covered  by  two  hundred  atkd  fifty  bortft.  TM 
whole  formed  a  sort  of  fortress,  almost  impenetrable  to  cavalry.  Out  0/  IttffitrilL 
cares  having  been  to  cut  off  the  enemy  firom  the  town,  a  single  gate  which  the  «M* 
ny  had  neglected  to  close,  afforded  nie  the  means  of  getting  possession  of  flfetoi#i^ 
where  the  brave  Colonel  Trecoff  charged  the  rear  of  the  troops  which  were  msMhffl^ 
Out  io  join  the  square,  and  pursued  them  very  nearly  up  to  the  guns.  On  the  other 
side.  Colonel  VVIassaw,  whom  I  had  sent  forward  with  two  regiments,  in  bOpiNl  6f 
surprising  the  enemy,  made  two  very  fine  charges  against  the  sqiia'rc^  httt  thtf  eneniy 
liaving  notice  of  our  march,  and  being  upon  their  guard,  he  could  not  make  my  tA. 
pressioB.  The  enemy  now  opened  a  heavy  csennonade  from  fourteen  guns,  to  which 
I  could  only  oppose  two ;  by  the  fire  of  which,  however,  five  of  the  enemy^s  ammu- 
nition waggons  were  blown  up.  One  of  mine  met  with  the  same  fste,  and  four  horses 
were  killed. 

At  this  moment,  a  regiment  of  Cossacks,  which  I  hod  detached  upon  the  road  by 
which  the  enemy*6  rtzinforcements  were  advancing,  brought  roe  inteTTigeiic^'  (Gat 
they  were  within  two  miles  of  us ;  this  determined  me  to  make  a  general  and  d^ 
cisive  effort  against  the  square  with  all  my  troops.  With  this  view  1  ordered  all 
the  acaitered  Cossacks  to  seize  the  same  moment  at  which  the  attack  would  be  made 
by  the  regular  cavalry.  After  exhorting  my  soldiers  to  do  their  duty,  I  ordered  alt 
fay  people  to  charge  at  the  same  moment.  This  brilliant  attack  against  a  formidable 
square,  defended  by  fourteen  pieces  of  cannon,  surpassed  my  expecfations,  a^ 
Coveced  with  glory  the  hussars  of  Isoum,  commanded  by  Colonel  Tieman,add  C#o 
regiments  of  Riga  dragoons  ;  the  Cossacks  also  seconded  admirably  the  efibiTfs  of 
these  four  hundred  horse.  In  an  instant  the  t>atteries  were  carried,  and  my  brUft 
men  in  the  middle  of  the  square  :  here  the  carnage  was  horrible,  as  the  enemy  dia. 
fended  himself  obstinately,  even  firing  upon  us  from  under  the  carriages.  Mora 
than  se?eu  bandre^  were  killed,  |he  rest  takeu,  and  I  veature  to  assert  th«t  act  Aa 
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oot  of  aU  this  corps.  Scarcely  was  the  slaoghter  tcffiaiiiatcds 
Ihc  ciMBy^s  CDlnmas  began  to  appear,  prcuiug  upon  my  Cutaacks.  I  wa« 
•bli|[rd  to  aapport  them,  in  order  to  gain  time  to  send  off  (he  captured  guns 
prisuBcrs.  From  want  of  time  1  could  carry  off  only  the  fourteen  guns  and 
•valve MBfluinitioo  waggons  \  I  Uewnp  the  rest  in  the  very  prciience  of  tlie  enemy* 
1  Jtrtroyador  distributed  to  the  inhabitants  all  the  stores  which  were  in  the  town^ 
mX  aorea  io  theetreoing  I  retired  with  my  booty  to  Cochsiedt.  Such  is  the  sum- 
ac!Co«nt  of  this  exploit ;  it  has  the  more  merit  from  its  having  been  undertaken 
B  naarch  of  fifteen  miles,  which  has  been  followed  by  an  engagement  of  more 
ser«fl  boors.  It  is  beyond  my  |»ower  to  express  to  your  Excellency  how  weH 
all  WMty  people  have  done  their  duty  in  thi.^  brilliant  affair. 

Tibatike  Cossacks  ahonld  have  bceu  able  to  support  a  march  of  fifteen  miles,  and 
•  roMhat  of  acjren  boars  afterwards,  has  not  surprised  me  so  much  as  to  see  my  re* 
f  alar  cavalry  perform  it  as  well  as  tbt m,  without  leaving  a  siugle  horse  behind.

It  ia  with  macb  aatisfaction  I  acquaint  your  Lordkhip,  that  the  corpn  under  the 
loffiiiirai  Blncbcr  baa  bad  a  OMist  brilliant  affair,  with  their  cavalry, against 
rfCf  Wfl^>  SieiMD^  debouching  from  Haynan.     From  the  details  1  harp 
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received  of  this  action,  it  appears  it  should  he  justly  celebrated  at  one  %(  the  hkmC 
distinguished  cavalry  attacks,  against  solid  squaresof  iofantry,  that  hst  been  known 
In  this  war.  The  Prussian  cavalry  were  dexterously  concealed  behind  favoarable 
Ipronnd  to  accomplisli  their  object.  The  impetuosity  to  attack  was  so  great,  that 
the  signal  was  given  befori'  the  enemy  were  sufficiently  advanced,  and  the  result  was 
not  so  decisive  as  it  otherwise  would  have  been  ;  but  twelve  pieces  of  caniMn  and 
thirteen  hundred  prisoners  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Allies.  I  refer  your  Lordahip 
for  more  details  to  the  official  account,  which  I  have  the  honour  to  inclose. 

On  the  37th,  cip:ht  squadrons  of  Rossian  cavalry,  half  Cossaeks,  attacked,  neav 
Goldberg,  twelve  squadrons  of  the  enemy^s  Cuirassiers  Napoleon  ;  made  foor  h«a- 
died  men  and  several  officers  prisoners. 

A  partizan  corps  also  captured  a  Targe  ammunition  park,  and  several  pritoners. 

General  Blucher^s  corns  d'arm^  retired  on  the  98th  to  Preschau,  on  the  8triegm» 
river,  while  the  main  army  took  np  a  position  near  this  place. 

Tlie  enemy,  since  the  affair  of  Haynau,  have  not  pressed  General  Blucher,  nor 
have  they  attempted  any  thing  in  front  of  this  part  of  the  army  :  it  is  there foi» 
conjectured  they  are  moving  in  force  ou  our  right,  to  put  themselves  in  commonU 
cation  with  Glogao  ;  their  advance,  it  is  said,  has  reached  Neumark. 

I  omitted  mentioning  to  your  Lordship,  that  report  states  the  Grand  Alanhal. 
Duroc  to  have  been  killed  in  the  affair  at  Reichenbadi. 

The  head-quarters  of  Buonaparte  are  at  Leignitz. 

The  head-quarters  of  his  Imperial  Majesty  move  this  day  to  Ober-Groditv,  ao^ 
ReicheDbach.    The  enemy  continue  their  march  on  Breslau. 

I  regret  to  acquaint  your  Lordship,  that  a  reinforcement  of  several  hundred  wamt^ 
with  a  battery  of  artllK-ry,  on  march  from  the  Oder,  to  join  the  main  army,  haa^it 
is  feared,  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.

Translation  qf  the  official  Account  qf  the  Affair  hetvceen  the  Corps  under  He  Com^ 

mand  of  General  Blacker  and  the  advanced  Guard  of  the  Entmy^  near  Hajraca^ 

on  the  26th  of  May. 

THE  Prussian  army,  united  with  the  corps  of  the  Russian  General  Barclay  4* 
Tolly,  had  their  bivouac  near  Haynau  on  the  2Sth  May.  On  the  96th,  they  marclMd 
in  two  columns  towards  Liegnilz.  The  first  column  was  composed  of  the  corpa  of 
Barclay  de  Tolly  and  DTorck  ;  the  second,  of  the  corps  of  General  Blocker.  The 
rear  guard  halted  on  the  other  side  of  Haynau,  in  order  to  oppote  the  enemy,  who 
usnally  pushed  off  from  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning  till  night. 

As  the  enemy  advanced.  General  Blucher  ordered  his  column  to  retire  through  Ihct 
plains  of  Haynau  to  Steudentz  and  Golsdorff,  leaving  twenty-one  squadrons  of  ca- 
valry, with  twenty-two  pieces  of  ffying  artillery,  under  the  command  of  General  Tor 
Ziethen,  in  the  enemy's  rear.  General  Von  Zletben  observed  the  strength  of  thm 
enemy  from  the  windmill  of  Bandinausdorff,  which  was  ordered  to  be  firedtas  a  aigu. 
bbI  for  the  Prussian  cavalry  to  attack,  and  for  the  rear  guard  to  halt  and  oppote 
the  enemy. 

At  eleven  o^clocW  the  enemy  appeared  from  Haynaa,  and  began  a  cannonade 
against  the  Pnissian  rear  guard  under  the  command  of  Col.  Mulius,  which  took  • 
position  on  thcjhei!>;hts  of  Haynau.  It  was  only  a  reconnoissance  of  Marshal  Ncy. 
About  five  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  enemy  defiled  from  Haynau,  aod  attacked  o«r 
rear  guard,  whieli  retired,  according  to  the  preconcerted  dispositions. 

General  Von  Ziethen,  seeing  a  French  division  fillowing  oar  rear  guard,  resolrcA 
to  strike  a  great  blow,  aod,  trusting  to  the  gallantry  of  the  troops,  fa?e  ovdcff»l^ 
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sttftr  (heeneiBy  to  pasi  on,  and  to  stuck  liim  in  rear  -,  but  our  cavalry  had  already 
flitted  Ibdr  ambuacade,  and  advanced  agaiost  the  rij^ht  flank  of  the  euemy.  The 
wiodmill  vaa  fired,  and  the  whole  of  the  rear  guard  made  front  against  the  French, 
who  -formed  tfaenaeWea  in  iquarei. 

IMapoBitiona  had  been  made  for  tbe  horse  artillery  to  throw  the  enemy  into  die* 
•rder,  at  which  time  the  cavalry  were  to  have  attacked  them  ;  but  the  impatience  of 
the  letter,  allowed  no  time  for  the  artillery  to  produce  the  desired  effect.  After  one 
diBcharge  of  cannon,  the  cavalry  rnahed  in  upon  the  enemy 'm  squares,  which  were 
Micccsaivcly  destroyed.  His  firing  ceated,  and  a  battery  of  twelve  guns,  with  thir. 
toea  bandred  prisoners,  fell  into  our  hands.  When  the  dust  which  had  concealed 
liiiB  cleared  away,  wr  saw  the  remainder  of  General  Maison*s  division  retreating  on 
Uayaaa. 

Xhe  battle  lasted  only  half  an  bonr,  and  not  a  single  man  of  our  infantry  was  en« 
^•ipcd,  it  having  marched  towards  Lrigaite. 

Xhe  brigade  of  General  Von  Ziethen  alqne  remained  on  the  heights  behind 
€;ol8dorff.

BfY  dispatches  *  by  the  Messenger  Tick,  who  left  me  at  Goldberg  on  the  23th 
«ltimo,  informed  your  Lordship  of  the  engagements  with  the  enemy  which  took 
place  on  the  preceding  days,  and  of  the  general  state  of  military  operations. 

I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  herewith  the  several  relations  which  have  been  pub- 
lished at  the  Russian  head-quarters  of  these  affairs,  together  with  that  of  a  recent 
«ad brilliant  success,  which  has  been  obtained  by  the  exertions  and  talent  of  General 
Count  M.  Woronzow. 

The  Emperor  moved  on  the  25th  to  Jauer,  on  the  27th  to  Strie^au,  and  on  the 
Mth  to  Schweidnitz,  and  their  Majesties  have  fixed  their  quarters  (yesterday  in  the 
evening)  in  the  village  of  Obcr-Giuditz,  between  Schweidnitz  uud  Reicheiibuch. 

Baonaparte  continues  to  follow  with  his  whole  force,  but  has  met  with  very  severe 
checks  in  every  enterprise  he  has  undertaken,  and  has  had  no  success.  Your  Lord- 
ship  wiilobscrre,  that  there  have  been  three  halting  days. 

The  army  is  now  concentrated  in  an  excellent  posit  i<»n,  where  nature  has  been 
jBBSsistcdbyart.

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to  attack  the  combined  army  which  was  bivouacked  between  Bautzen  and  Veiisefl'' 
^rgf,  and  which  was  disposed  in  the  following  manner  :  the  advanced  goard,  vodrr 
the  orders  of  General  Count  Milaradovitch,  occupied  the  town  and  the  heights  ov 
the  left.  The  <-orps  of  General  Klritit,  in  a  line  with  the  advanced  guard,  uccopicd 
|he  heights  on  the  rig^ht  of  the  town  :  these  two  corps  having  the  defile  of  the  Spree 
immediately  in  their  front.  The  corps  of  General  Blucher  was  posted  on  the  height* 
of  Krakwitz.  Tlie  left  win;;,  under  the  orders  of  Prince  de  Gortschakofify  rested  o* 
some  woody  heights.  Detachments  of  cavalry  were  placed  on  the  heights  and  m 
the  vallie?,  with  which  the  mountains  are  intersected,  and  extended  themselves  !• 
the  frontiers'of  Bohemia.     The  Russian  guard  and  the  cavalry  formed  the  reserre. 

The  same  day,  the  18th,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  corps  of  Lanriston  hmd  marched 
from  Scnftenber^  to  Hoyoswcrfla,  ai:d  had  been  followed  by  another  corps^  which 
some  said  to  he  Victor^s,  others  Sebastiani*s.  The  force  of  Lanriston  was  calculated 
at  fourteen  ttiousand  i>.cn,  tlic  otV.er  corps  at  twenty  thousand  men ;  they  wcrr 
supposed    to   be  a  dny's  march  distant  from  each  other. 

It  Was  inimediateiy  decided  to  march  to  meet  the  first  corps,  and  to  attack  it  bc^' 
fore  it  could  form  its  junction  near  Bautzen.  It  was  hoped  that  this  corps  woald 
be  beaten  before  it  had  time  to  join  the  other  corps.  The  troops  under  the  order* 
of  Geuerals  Barclay  de  Tolly  and  I>*York,  were  detached  in  consequence,  in  the  nighft 
of  the  18th  and  191h,  to  attack  the  enemy,  who  had  fidvancetl  on  the  side  of  Hoyoft- 
werda.  They  had  orders,  as  soon  as  the  expedition  was  over,  to  return  immediately 
to  the  principal  army,  to  wait  with  united  forces  the  attack  of  the  enemy  in  the  posU 
tion  chosen  for  this  purpose.  Lauristou  however  had  already  pushed  his  marck 
towards  Bautzen,  and  had  brought  up  the  corp^  which  followed  him,  iu  such  a  man* 
ner,  that  they  were  engag^ed  with  the  enemy  near  Konigswarta  and  W^issig,  that  is 
to  say,  General  Barclay  near  Konigswarta  with  the  corps  of  Lauriston,  and  General 
D'York  near  Weisseg,  with  the  corps  much  more  considerable,  which  had  draws 
near  to  Lauriston.  The  enemy  was  consequently  infinitely  superior  in  number^ 
and  particularly  on  the  side  of  General  d^York,  they  however  immediately  deter* 
mined  to  attack  ;  and  at  the  same  time  that  General  Barclay  attacked  the  corps  of 
Lauriston,  General  d^York  vigorously  attacked  that  of  Sebastian!,  thereby  to  snp* 
port  General  Barclay.  The  combat  was  warm  ;  it  terminated  at  ten  o'clock  atnig^bt. 
The  loss  of  the  enemy  is  estimated  at  three  thousand  men  killed  and  wounded  ^ 
•even  pieces  of  cannon  and  two  thousand  prisoners  taken,  among  whom  are  the 
General  of  Division  P^guerie,  the  Generals  of  Brigade  Martelli,  B^l^ticr  and  St.  Ao* 
dreas.  The  expedition  was  euded  with  this  success,  and  the  two  Generals  confonn- 
■biy  to  their  instructions,  retired  towards  the  position. 

Only  six  pieces  of  cannon  have  been  brought  away,  which  arrired  with  the  pK- 
•oners^  the  seventh  having  been  destroyed.

Journal  of  the  \l\st  Mat/,  1813. 
^IGHT  pvtan  end  to  the  combat  of  the  •2Uth  :  nothtui^  had  yft  taken  pb.re  out 
€^  the  |ioftition.     The  Slst,  at  half  past  four  in  the  morning,  the  enemy  eoniuieuced 
Ivy  attacking  the  left,  seconded  by  a  brisk  fire  of  tirailleurs,  which  he  had  posted  in 
tlic  mountains,  where  he  had  also  pushed  forward  some  men. to  Cuiievalilc,  to  an- 
us upon  this  flank.     The  Count  de  MiUradovitch.  and  the  Prince  of  V/irtero" 
f,  nevertheless,  repelled  with  intrepidity  all  the  attacks  on  this  side  :  thry  werC 
red  with  the  same  vivacity  at  mid-day. 
However  between  six  and  seven  o'clock,  the  attack  had  equally  commenced  by  a 
cannonade,  and  a  smart  fire  of  musketry,  upon  the  ri{;\:t  wing  of  the  line,  where 
tbc  corps  was  posted  nnder  the  orders  of  General  Barclay  do  Tolly.     The  enemy  was 
bcre  infinitely  superior  in  numbers,  and  endeavoured,  ;)r«)t;-ctcd  hy  the  forest  which 
covered  him,  to  outflank  this  corps.     The  General  Barclay  dc  T.riiy  was  posted  on 
the  heights,  where  there  is  a  windmill,  near  (ihina.     Tie  extfiided  his  line  during 
Ike  battle,  towards  the  height,  situated  near  Baiuth,  named  Lu  Voi  ;*shntte.  Ir  waa 
to  reinforce  this  corps.     It  was  accomplished  :   (icnerai  Klei«>t  received 
to  carry  his  troops  to  that  point.     He  made  an  attack  as  brink  as  veil  cum- 
bincd,  and  forced  the  enemy  to  renounce  the  advantnges  uitich  his  snpcritnity  of 
•■mbers  gave  him.     General   Bluchcr  sustained  this  attack  with  his  two  hrif^ades, 
mod  by  this  sodden  movement  the  enemy  was  obli^^'d  to  give  up  his  project  of  turn« 
ingtfae  right  wing,  as  he  had  t>ecn,  that  of  turning  the  left. 

Doring  all  tbesc  attacks,  he  kept  up  a  continual  fire  of  artillrry  and  small  arms, 
principally  upon  the  centre,  upon  which,  however,  he  made  no  positive  attem;>t. 
Snddenly  the  attack  l>egan  upon  the  heights  of  Krakwitz,  which  General  Bluclur's 
ocenpied.  He  took  advantage  of  the  moment  when  thik  f.enrral  left  this  potii* 
ly  with  apart  of  his  corps,  to  sustain  that  of  General  Barclay  dc  Tolly*  for  the 
popoaoof  aviforoos  attack.  The  enemy  approached  the  heights,  from  three  sides 
■I  o»cc»  with  tke  greatest  part  of  his  forces,  which  had  formed  in  three  columns  for 
Cko ftttacky  which  established  on  this  point  a  decided  superiority.  The  tirailleurs 
pnitCQ  theBMcWea  in  the  village  of  Krakwitz.  General  dTork  arrived  to  their  nc- 
liafi  nad  the  village  was  retaken.  The  troops  defended  these  height;  nilh  an  ob. 
ItiMWy  beyond  example.  Four  battalions  of  the  Russian  guards  advanced  to  sns^ 
tamCkacral  Bluchcr.  In  the  meautime  the  left  wing,  under  the  orders  of  the 
Gnratde  Milnndovitch,  had  pushed  forward,  taken  many  cannon  fvom  lh«^  cnemyx 
dnlrojfd  MMne  h»tUilioRi|  and  was  in  advauct. 
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The  coi'flicf  became  more  sanguioary  every  moment.  The  iostaot  was  arrired 
wherein  it  was  necestsary  to  bring  all  our  meaoa  into  actios,  and  risk  all,  or  pat  as 
cud  tu  the  bottle.  We  determined  upon  the  latter.  To  expose  all  to  the  baxaid  of 
a  single  day  would  have  beeo  to  play  the  game  oi  Napoleon  *,  to  preserve  our  forces 
to  reap  advantages  from  a  war  more  difficult  tu  the  enemy  as  it  is  prolonged,  is  thai 
of  the  allies.  VVe  cummenr.eda  retreat.  Wc  made  it  iu  fall  daylight,  under  Hie 
eyes  of  the  enemy,  at  seven  in  the  evening,  as  upon  a  parade,  without  his  being  able 
to  gain  possession  of  a  single  trophy,  whilst  the  combined  army  had  taken  from  hloi 
in  these  three  memorable  days,  by  the  valour  and  constancy  of  the  troops,  twelve 
pieces  of  cannon,  made  three  thousand  prisoners,  amongst  whom  are  foorGtnerals 
and  many  officers  of  distinction.  The  least  exaggerated  accowots  state  the  loss  of 
the  French  at  fonrteen  thousand  men,  that  of  the  allies  does  not  exceed  six  thousand. 

Nothing  could  equal  the  courage  and  persevereifce  with  which  the  army  fought^ 
but  the  jmng  froid  'And  order  with  which  it  retired. 

The  spirit  of  the  troops  is  the  same  as  on  the  first  day  of  the  campaign. 


Narrative  of  the  Events  of  the  22rf  May,  1813. 

TFl  E  army  had  fallen  back  before  night  on  Weissenberg.  But  the  advanced  corps 
continued  to  occupy  the  front  in  advance  of  Wurscben  until  morning,  when  they 
commenced  their  morement  on  Reichenbach.  The  enemy's  army  commanded  i^ 
Napoleon  in  person,  then  pushed  forward  in  the  hope  of  cutting  off  Count  Milo- 
radovitch,  with  the  victorious  troops  of  the  left  wing,  who  bad  orders  to  march  oa 
Reichenbarh  by  the  road  of  Lcibau.  This  enterprise  was  defeated  by  the  activity 
and  prudence  of  the  chiefs.  A  part  of  our  troops  had  taken  a  position  behind  Rei- 
ciienbach,  vhilst  the  advanced  guard  defended  that  place.  The  enemy  endeavoured 
to  dislodge  them  by  demonstrations  of  cavalry  and  the  fire  of  artillery  ^  the  attempt 
continued  without  eflect,  till  the  mcment  when  a  strong  column  of  infantry  began  to 
deploy;  the  troops  then  fell  back  bfhind  the  town,  leaving  only  two  battalions  of 
chas.seurs  to  defend  the  entrance  of  the  defiles.  These  two  battalions  made  snch  aa 
obstinate  resistance,  that  thecacroy  was  obliged  to  advance  in  considerable  strength  ^ 
at  length  he  tho-:ght  bis  cavalry  cunld  act  with  effect.  He  ordered  a  corpa  to 
charge  and  to  pasis  tbroogh  Reichenbach  ;  the  attack  was  received  by  a  body  of  ca- 
valry destined  to  cover  the  chasieurs,  and  of  that  of  the  enemy  which  bad  entered 
Reichciihacb,  scarci  iy  a  muB  escaped  thcRussiao  charge  and  the  fire  of  the  infantry. 

This  reverse  irril<itcd  Napoleon;  eight  hundred  men  of  the  guard,  with  a  rcjj^imeBt 
of  lancers,  supported  by  two  or  three  thoof.aud  horse,  attempted  to  turn  and  tako 
in  the  rear  a  buttery,  which  had  been  placed  on  an  eminence  on  the  left.  General 
Colbert  conducted  this  attack.  Our  cavalry  was  obliged  to  give  way,  bat  aa  instant 
after  a  regiment  of  hu.<^sars  and  a  party  of  Cossacks  were  on  the  flank  of  Napoleon*a 
guards;  other  dttachmeuts  threw  themselves  forward,  and  the  enemy  was  pot  in 
complete  ro'.it,  after  having  lost  some  hundreds  of  men  killed,  wounded,  and  pri- 
soners. The  following  morning  tlie  rear  guard  continued  its  march  on  GorlUs^ 
without  the  c  ncray  daring  to  annoy  it,  and  in  this  manner  the  combined  armies  hove 
executed  their  movements  from  Bautzen,  without  having  lost  even  the  wheal  of  « 
gun-carriage.  * 

Affair  of  the  Advance  Guard  of  ike  26th  May^  1  SI 3.— THE  skirmishes  avd  daily 
affairs  of  advance  guards  which  always  cost  the  enemy  more  or  less  men,  have  bad, 
durir.g  the  retreat,  the  most  complete  success.  The  sCth,  Marshal  Ney  wished  t^ 
prc«8  hrfore  our  lear  guard  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Haynau.  The  ground  was  fa« 
▼ourablc  for  liira  on  the  other  side  of  the  village^  it  was  so  for  as  00  this  side.  H* 
was  drawn  thither  and  the  cavalry. 
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M'e  took  fi*oa»  the  enemy  ilcvcn  pieres  of  cannon  nii<)  their  raissona,  aiid  oiade 
m  g^ctrat  ouoiber  of  prisoncri;  MarsLal  Ncy  who  vras  ut  the  head  of  lUe  troop,  saved 
biBUclf  with  difliculty.  lu  the  iHuoieut  ot'  the  attack,  the  Coj«backs  having  turue«| 
I]aya««,  had  entered  the  Trench  bivouacs  and  dt'i»tr«iycd  every  thing  there.  The 
nuuA  body  of  Marshal  Ney  then  put  itself  in  luotioa  to  rakly  his  advance  guard. 
Cpcncnl  Blucber  cummauded  the  rear  guard  iu  pcnton. 

Upoa  the  flaok  and  ia  the  rear  of  the  enemy  the  war  of  partizans  has  resomrd  iti 
activity,  n%  the  ground  m  more  o|>eu.  General  KaisartttF,  who  hud  moved  fron 
9(fark  Lissa  vpoo  the  flauk  of  the  French  with  his  flying  corps,  ut-ut  a  dclarhiiical 
on  tbc  road  froB  Reicbcobach  to  Gorlitz,  and  aurprizrd  a  convoy  of  artillery. 

We  took  frx*m  the  enemy  tvo  guiM,  spiked  six,  and  blew  up  'ma  caissons.  The 
colooclof  aitilkery,  Lassot,  who  commanded  the  French  convoy,  u.is  killed,  as  also 
m  General  who  followed  in  a  carriage.  More  than  three  hundred  m*  u  remaiued  oa 
tke  apot.  The  Kassian  detachmeot  has  brought  away  ei^^hty  prisoxK-rs,  who  are 
eilrcady  arrived  with  the  two  guns.

BisBd-Qnarfen,  Reichenbach,  June  6,  1813 — My  Lord,-»THE  enemy  continued 
is  ita  poaitions  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Schweidoitz  until  this  day,  when  the  Ar- 
mistice agreed  on  by  the  contending  forces  was  made  known.  His  Imperial  Majesty 
aadtbe  King  of  Prussia  have  fixed  their  head  quarters  at  country  houses  near  this 
place;  Geaeral  Wittgenstein's  corps  d'arm^,  with  General  Blucher^s  remains  at 
Schireidnits  and  iti  neighbourhood.  General  Barclay  de  Tolly  has  his  head^oar- 
tcrt  here. 

It  appears  the  eaemy  had  detached  a  corps,  immediately  preceding  the  Armistice, 
agtimt  Boittch  and  Bulow,  and  a  sharp  affair  occurred  with  the  former,  who  fell 
beck  tome  abort  distance,  being  greatly  overpowered  by  numbers.  The  operations 
af  tile  above  Generals  in  the  rear  of  the  enemy  still  continued  to  alarm  him,  and 
ta  be  attended  with  the  greatest  success,  which  probably  forced  him  to  detach. 

Varioas  partiian  corps  ha?c  brought  in  many  prisoners  within  these  few  last  days.

Downing  Street,  July,  3,1813— DISPATCHES,  of  which  the  following  are  copies^ 
have  been  this  day  received  by  Earl  Bathnrst,  from  the  Marqaess  of  l^ellingtMi, 
dated  Salvatierra,  Jane  23,  1812,  and  Irunzar,  Jnne  24,  1813. 

Mt  Loud,— The  eoemy^s  army,  commanded  by  Joseph  Buonaparte,  having  Mar- 
ahal  Jourdan  as  the  Major-General  of  the  army,  took  up  a  position,  on  the  niiphl 
of  the  19th  instant,  in  front  of  Vittoria,  the  left  of  which  rested  upon  the  beigfata 
which  end  at  Puebla  de  Arlaoion,  and  extended  from  thence  acros  the  valley  of  Z^ 
dora,  in  front  of  the  village  of  Arnnez.  They  occupied  with  the  right  of  the  ceiu 
ti^  a  height  which  commanded  the  valley  of  Zadora,  and  the  right  of  their  army 
was  stationed  near  Vittoria,  and  was  destined  to  defend  the  passaxea  o^  the  river 
Zadora,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  city.  They  had  a  reserve,  in  rear  of  tbeif 
left,  at  the  village  of  Gomecba. 

The  nature  of  the  country  through  which  the  army  had  passed  since  it  had  reach* 
ed  the  Ebro,  had  necessarily  extended  uur  columns,  and  we  halted  on  the  20tb  in 
order  to  close  them  up,  and  moved  the  left  to  Margina,  where  it  was  most  likely  It 
wbuld  be  necessary  :  I  recounoitered  the  enemy^s  position  on  that  day,  with  a  tIcv 
to  the  attack  to  be  made  on  the  following  morning,  if  they  should  still  remain  in  it. 

We  accordingly  attacked  the  enemy  yesterday,  and  I  am  happy  to  inform  jomr 
Lordship,  that  the  allied  army,  under  my  command,  gained  a  complete  victory  ^ 
having  driven  them  from  all  their  positions,  having  taken  from  them  one  hundred 
aAd  fifty-one  pieces  of  cannon,  four  hundred  and  fifteen  waggons  of  ammnnitioB^ 
all  their  baggage,  provisions,  cattle,  treasure,  ice.  and  a  considerable  number  of 
pffsoners. 

The  operations  of  the  day  commenced  by  Lieutenant-Genetal  Sir  Rowland  HiU 
obtaining  possession  of  the  heights  of  La  Puebla,  on  which  the  enemy^s  leH  rcit^ 
which  heights  they  had  not  occupied  iii  great  sttength. 
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He  dcUcbcd  oa  tbii  senricc  on^  brij^adc  of  the  Spanish  diviuon  under  General 
llncilio  \  the  other  brigade  being  employed  in  keeping  the  communication^  between 
bU  mmin  body,  on  the  high  road  from  Miranda  to  Vittoria,  and  the  troops  detached 
to  the  beighti.  The  enemy,  bofrever,  soon  discovered  the  importance  of  the  brights, 
^■d  reinforced  their  troops  there  to  snch  an  extent,  as  that  Lientenant-General  Sir 
RnvlmDd  Hill  was  oblifced  to  detach,  first  the  71st  regiment,  and  the  light  infantry 
battalion  of  Major-General  Walker^s  brigade,  under  the  command  of  the  Hon. 
lient-Colonel  Cadogan,  and  sncccssiTcly  other  troops  to  the  same  point,  and  the 
Allift  not  only  gained,  but  maintained  possession  of  these  important  heights  throogh* 
oot  their  operations,  notwithstanding  all  the  efforts  of  the  enemy  to  retake  them. 
The  contest  here,  however,  was  very  severe,  and  the  loss  sustained  considerable. 
General  M nrillo  was  wounded,  but  remained  in  the  field ;  and  I  am  concerned  ta 
bare  to  report,  that  the  Honourable  Lieutenant-Colonel  Cadogan  has  died  of  a 
woaad  which  he  received.  In  him  His  Majesty  has  lost  an  officer  of  great  zeal  and 
tried  gallantry,  who  had  already  acquired  the  respect  %nd  regard  of  the  whole  pro- 
fession, and  of  whom  it  might  be  expected,  that  if  be  had  lived  be  would  have  ren* 
dered  the  most  important  services  to  bis  country. 

Under  cover  of  the  possession  of  these  heights,  Sir  Rowland  Hill  successively 
passed  the  Zadora,  at  la  Pucbla  and  the  defile  formed  by  tlie  heights  and  the  river 
Zadora,  and  attacked  and  gained  possession  of  the  village  of  Sab^ana  de  Alava,  in 
€n»ot  of  the  enemy^s  line,  which  the  eneofy  made  repeated  atten»ptB  to  regain. 

The  difficnlt  nature  of  the  country  prevented  the  communication  between  our  dif- 
ferent columns  moving  to  the  attack  from  their  stations  on  the  river  Bayas  at  as 
early  an  hour  at  I  bad  expected,  and  it  was  late  before  I  knew  that  the  column  com- 
posed of  the  3d  and  7th  divisions,  under  the  command  of  the  Earl  of  Dalhousie, 
had  arrived  at  the  station  appointed  for  them. 

The  fourth  and  light  divisions,  however,  passed  the  Zadora  immediately  aAer 
Sir  Rowland  Hill  bad  possession  of  Sabijana  de  Alava,  the  former  at  the  bridge  of 
Naadaus,  and  the  latter  at  the  bridge  of  Tres  Puentes,  and  almoat  as  soon  as  these 
had  crossed,  the  column  under  the  Earl  of  Dalhonsie  arrived  at  Mendonsa,  and 
the  3d  division,  under  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Thomas  Picton,  crossed  at  the  bridga 
higi^  up,  followed  by  the  7th  division,  under  the  ¥ax\  of  Dalhonsie. 

These  four  divisions,  forming  the  centre  of  the  army,  were  destined  to  attack  tho 
bc^Msoo  which  the  right  of  (heenemy^s  centre  was  placed,  while  Lieulenant-Ge- 
■cral  9ir  Rowland  Hill  should  move  forward  from  Sabijana  de  Alava  to  attack  the 
kft.  The  enemy,  however,  having  weakened  his  line  to  strengthen  his  detachment 
iatbchilla,  al^doned.  his  position  in  the  valley  as  ^suon  as  he  saw  our  disposition 
^  attack  It,  and  commenced  his  retreat  in  good  order  towards  Vittoria. 

Our  troops  continned  to  advance  in  admirable  order,  notwithstanding  the  diffi- 
eahf  of  the  ground. 

In  the  mean  time,  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Thomas  Graham,  who  commanded  the 
l^of  the  amy,  consisting  of  the  1st  and  5th  divisions  aud  Generals  Pack^s  and 
SradfimTa  brigades  of  infantry,  and  Generals  Bock^s  and  Anson*8  brigades  of  ca- 
falry^  auA  who  had  been  moved  on  the  90th  to  Margina,  moved  forward  from  thencu 
auTittori^i  by  the  high  road  from  that  town  to  Bilboa.  He  had  besides  with  bin 
tkt  Spaniab  division  under  Colonel  I^nga,  and  General  Giron,  who  had  been  de- 
tybfd  to  the  left  under  a  different  view  of  the  state  of  affairs,  and  had  afterwardu 
keen  rtcalled,  aud  bad  arrived  on  the  dOth  at  Orduna,  marched  that  morning  from 
tlicucc,  to  aa  to  be  in  the  field  in  readiness  to  support  Lieu  tenant- General  Sir  T. 
Qfahaa,  if  bit  support  had  been  required. 

The  cueny  bad  a  divisioii  of  infantry  and  some  cavalry  advanced  on  the  great  road 
ftvyi  Vi|tti8fi%  to  9iU|^.  Mating  their  right  oo  some  strong  heights  covering  the  vil- 
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tug^e  of  Gamarra  Maior.  Both  Gamarra  and  Abechaco  were  struogly  occopied,  a* 
tdti's-de-pont  to  the  bridges  over  the  Zadora  at  these  places.  Brif^adier-Generat 
Pack,  with  his  Portiijruesc  brigade,  and  Colonel  Longa,  with  the  Spanish  dirisioOy 
were  directed  to  turn  and  giin  the  heights,  supported  by  Major-Gcoeral  Anson  • 
brigade  of  light  dragoons,  and  the  5th  division  of  infantry,  under  the  comaaod  of 
Blajor-General  Osvrnld,  who  was  desired  to  take  the  cpmmaDd  of  all  these  troops. 

Lieuteoant-General  Sir  T.  Graham  refutrts,  that  in  the  execution  of  this  scnrice, 
the  Portuguese  and  Spanish  troops  behaved  admirably.  The  4th  and  8tb  Ca^adorcs 
particularly  distinguished  themselves.  Colonel  Long^  being  on  the  left,  took  pos* 
session  of  Gamarra  Menor. 

As  soon  as  the  heights  were  in  our  possession,  the  village  of  Gamarra  Maior  wa» 
most  gallantly  stormed  and  carried  by  Brigadier-General  Rubinson^s  brigade  of  the 
5th  division,  which  advanced  in  columns  of  battalions,  under  a  very  heavy  fire  of 
artillery  and  musquetry,  without  firing  a  shot,  assisted  by  two  guns  of  Major  Law- 
aon^s  brigade  of  artillery.  The  enemy  suffered  severely,  and  lost  three  pieces  of 
cannon. 

The  Lieutenant.General  then  proceeded  to  attack  the  village  of  Abechuco,  witb 
the  1st  division,  by  forming  a  strong  battery  against  it,  consisting  of  Captain  Da- 
bourdien*s  brigade  and  Captain  Ramsay*s  troop  of  horse  artillery,  and,  under  cover 
of  this  fire.  Colonel  Halkett^s  brigade  advanced  to  the  attack  of  the  village,  whicb 
was  carried,  the  light  battalion  having  charged  and  taken  three  guns  and  a  howitzer 
UQ  the  bridge :  this  attack  was  supported  by  General  Bradford's  brigade  of  Portu- 
gocse  infantry. 

During  the  operation  at  Abechuco,  the  enemy  made  the  greatest  efforts  to  repos- 
acjts  themselves  of  the  village  of  Gamarra  Maior,  which  were  gallantly  repulsed  by 
the  troops  of  the  5th  division,  under  the  command  of  Major-General  Oswald.  The 
enemy  had,  however,  on  the  heights  on  the  left  of  the  Zadora,  two  divisions  of  in* 
fantry  iu  rcHerve,  and  it  was  impossible  to  cross  by  the  bridges  till  the  troops  which 
had  moved  upon  the  encmy^s  centre  and  left  had  driven  them  through  Vittoria. 

The  whole  then  co-operated  in  the  pursuit,  which  was  continued  by  all  till  after 
it  was  dark. 

The  movement  of  the  troops  under  Lieutenaot>General  Sir  Thomas  Graham,  and 
their  possession  of  Gamarra  and  Abechuco,  intercepted  the  enemy's  retreat  by  the 
high  road  to  France.  They  were  then  obliged  to  turn  to  the  road  towards  Pam- 
pfona  ;  but  they  were  unable  to  hold  any  position  for  a  sufficient  length  of  tiaw  to 
allow  their  baggage  and  artillery  to  be  drawn  off.  The  whole  therefore  of  the  lat- 
ter which  had  not  already  been  taken  by  the  troops  in  their  attack  of  the  saccessivc 
positions,  taken  up. by  the  enemy  in  their  retreat  from  their  first  position  on  Aroney 
and  on  the  Zadora,  and  all  their  ammunition  and^baggage,  and  every  thing  they  had 
were  taken,  clo^e  to  Vittoria.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  enemy  carried  off 
with  them  one  gun  and  one  howitzer,  only. 

The  army  under  Joseph  Buonaparte  consisted  of  the  whole  of  the  armies  of  the 
South  and  of  the  centre,  and  of  four  divisions,  and  all  the  cavalry  of  the  amy  of 
Portugal,  and  some  troops  of  the  army  of  the  North.  General  Foix's  divisloo  of 
the  army  of  Portugal  was  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Bilboa,  and  General  Clansel,  who 
commands  the  army  of  the  North,  was  near  Logrono  with  one  division  of  the  amy 
of  Portugal,  commanded  by  General  Topin,  and  General  Vandermascn*s  division 
of  the  army  of  the  North. 

The  6th  division  of  th«r  allied  army,  under  Major-General  the  Honoorable  Edward 
Pakenham,  was  likewise  absent,  having  been  detained  at  Medina  del  Pomar  for 
three  days,  to  cover  the  march  of  our  magazines  and  stores. 

I  cannot  extol  too  highly  the  good  conduct  of  all  the  general  officers,  and  soldietn 
•f  the  army  in  this  action.     Lieutenant-General  Sir  Rowland  Hillspaaki  highly  of 
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tW  cofldvct  •f  Genial  Murillo,  and  the  Spanish  troops  under  his  command,  and  of 
that  of  lieutenant-general  the  honourable  W.  Stewart  and  t)ie  Condc  d^Amarante, 
who  coflunanded  divisionB  of  infantry  under  his  directions.  He  likewise  mentions 
the  coadact  of  the  booonrable  lieutenant-coloucl  OTallagan,  who  maintained  the 
▼iHafc  of  Sabijane  de  Alava  against  all  the  efibrts  of  the  enemy  to  refrain  ponsession 
mi  it,  and  that  of  lieu  tenant- colonel  Brooke,  of  the  adjutant-gencrars  depai-'- 
VMOty  and  lieutenanc-culooclthe  honourable  Alexander  Abercromby,  of  the  quarter- 
■MHtcr-fenerars  department 

It  was  impoasible  for  the  movements  of  any  troops  to  be  conducted  with  more 
spirit  and  regularity  than  those  of  these  respective  divisions  of  lieutenant-f^eneral 
the  Earl  of  Dalfaoasie,  Sir  Thomas  Pictoo,  Sir  Ix)wry  Coir,  and  major-general 
Charles  Baron  Alten.  These  troops  advanced  in  echelons  of  regiments,  in  two^ 
ttod  occasionally  three  lines;  and  the  Portuguese  troops,  in  the  3d  and  4th  divisions, 
voder  the  command  of  brigadier- general  Power  and  cor»ni'I  Stubbs,  led  the  march, 
with  a  steadiness  and  gallantry  never  surpassed  on  any  occasion. 

Major-Gencral  the  honourable  C.  Colville's  brigade  of  the  3d  division  was  seri- 
«aa1y  attacked  in  its  advancement,  by  a  very  superior  force,  well  fdrifaed  ;  which 
It  drove  io,  supported  by  General  Inglis's  brigade  of  the  7th  division,  commanded 
^  Colonel  Grant,  of  the  82d.  These  officers,  and  the  troops  under  their  com- 
Band,  distingnished  themselves. 

Major-General  Vandelenr'.s  brigade  of  the  light  division  was,  during  the  advance 
upon  Yittoria,  detached  to  the  support  of  the  7th  division,  and  Lieu  tenant-General 
the  Earl  of  Oalhousie  has  reported  most  favourably  of  its  conduct. 

Licntenant-general  Sir  Tbomas  Graham  particularly  repoits  his  sense  of  the  ar* 
sistance  he  received  from  colonel  Delancy,  deputy  quarter-master- general,  and 
frofli  lieatenant-coloncl  Bouverie,  of  the  adjutant-genrraiV  department,  and  frjm 
the  o&cef  s  of  his  personal  stafT^  and  from  the  honourable  Iicuten»ut-colonel  Vplou, 
Assistant  qnarter-master-general,  and  major  Hope,  assistant  adjutant,  with  the  1st 
division  :  and  major-general  Oswald  reports  the  same  of  lieutenant-colonel  lierkt- 
ley,  of  the  adjotant-general^s  department,  and  lientfcnant-colouel  Gumm,  of  the 
qasrter-master-generars  department. 

I  an  partienlarly  indebted  to  lientenant-genei^al  Sir  Thomas  Graham,  and  lieutc- 
mt-geoeral  Sir  Rowland  Hillj  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  respectively 
coodscted  the  lerrlce  entrusted  to  them  since  the  commencement  of  the  operu- 
tiM^  which  have  ended  in  thte  battle  of  the  3 1st,  and  for  their  conduct  in  that 
lihlej  at  likewise  to  marshal  Sir  William  B^resford,  for  the  friendly  advice 
aid  tnistaiiee  which  I  have  received  from  him  npon  lill  occasions  during  the 
late  eperatioos. 

I  a«it  awt  omit  to  mention,  likewise,  the  cdndnct  of  General  Giron,  #h6 
tonmaadi  the  Gallician  arnijri  ^^^  made  a  forced  march  from  Ordnna,  and 
was  actoally  on  the  ground  id  readiness  to  ioppol-t  lientenant-general  Sir 
TbMias  Graham. 

I  have  freqaently  been  indebted,  and  have  had  occiision  to  citi  the  attention  tff 
yo«r  lordahip  to  the  eondiict  of  the  qnarter-itiaster-general  maju^-general  Georg^ 
Marray,  wbo^  In  the  lat«  dfteratlons  and  in  the  battle  of  the  Mist  instant,  has  again 
fhreo  me  the  greatest  atsistabce.  I  Am  likewise  indebted  much  to  Lord  Aylmef,  the 
flcpaty-Bdjatant-gencral,  and  to  the  officers  of  the  adjutant  and  quarter-master - 
incraTa  departinents  respectively,  and  to  liedtenant-colonel  Ix>rd  Fitztoy  Somer- 
tct,  rientennC-eolonel  Campbell,  and  the  officers  of  my  personal  staff,  and  to 
limtcoaat-colOttel  Sir  Richard  Fletcher,  and  the  officers  of  the  royal  engineers. 

Cdhyael  hia  tcrene  higbftess  the  hereditary  Prince  of  Orange  was  in  ihe  field 
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lis   my    aide-de-cuiu|),    and    cooductcd    himself   with    his    usual    gatlanlry    a^d 
iiitclligeiicc. 

Mdrcschal  del  Cam]>o  Don  Luis  Wimfen,  and  the  inspector-general  Don  Thonnas 
O'DtJUoju,  and  Ihe  uffictrs  of  ihc  staff  of  the  Spanish  army,  have  invariably  re«- 
dcred  me  every  assislance  in  their  power,  in  the  course  of  these  operations  ^  and  I 
avail  m}selt'  of  this  opportuiiily  of  expressing  my  satisfaction  at  their  conduct,  %* 
liUewise  with  that  of  Mai^i»l-!>ul  del  Campo  Don  Miquel  de  Aiara,  and  of 
hri^adier-gi-neral  Don  Joi.t'i)h  O'Lawlor,  who  have  been  so  long  and  so  usefully 
cmnhiyed  with  me. 

The  artillery  was  most  judiciously  placed  by  lieutenant-colonel  Dickson,  and  was 
wet!  served,  aud  the  army  is  particularly  indebted  to  that  corps. 

The  nature  of  the  ji^round  did  not  allowof  the  cavalry  being  generally  engaged,  but 
theg(ucial  officers,  commaudiii<i^  the  several  brigades,  kept  the  troops  under  their 
command  respectively,  close  to  the  infantry,  to  support  them,  aud  they  were  most 
active  in  tlie  pursuit  of  tlic  enemy  after  they  had  been  driven  through  Vittoria. 

I  send  this  dispatch  by  my  aide-de>camp  c.tptuin  Freemautle,  whom  I  beg  leaTC 
to  recommend  to  your  lordship^s  protection  :  he  will  have  the  honour  of  laying  al 
Ihe  feet  of  his  royal  highness  Ihe  Prince  Regent,  the  colours  of  the  4th  battalion  of 
the  lootb  regiment  aud  marshal  Jourdan's  baton  of  a  marshal  of  France,  taken  by 
the  87th  regiment.

Captain  Taylor  of  that  sloop,  the  French  commanding  officer  was  preveuted  from 
destroying  his  artillery  and  powder,     I  have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.

My  LoaDj^I  have  the  satisfaction  to  acquaint  your  Lordship,  that  the  supplies 
of  the  garrison  of  Castro  de  Urdeales,  having  been  cut  off  by  His  Majesty's  cruisers 
on  this  coast,  and  the  total  want  of  meat  obliged  the  commanding  officer  to  evacuate 
the  castle  on  the  sdd  instant,  and  retire  to  Santoua.  The  Sparrow  heaving  in  sight 
at  the  same  moment,  obliged  the  commaudante  to  do  thia  so  precipitately,  as  to 
prevent  his  destroying  his  artillery  and  powder,  or  doing  any  mischief  to  the  castle 
itself.  Captain  Taylor  very  properly  immediately  garrisoned  the  castle,  and  this 
day  we  have  had  a  party  of  the  army  under  General  Mendizabel. 
«  I  am  sorry  to  say,  iive-sixths  of  this  town  is  in  ruins,  and  that  the  dreadful  barba- 
rities  committed  by  the  French-Italian  troops,  as  detailed  by  the  few  sorriviog  old 
women,  are  too  shocking  to  be  made  the  subject  of  a  public  letter  ;  nor  was  the  car- 
nage confined  to  the  evening  of  the  storm  alone.  The  inhabitants  who  fled  are  now* 
returning,  but  misery  and  poverty  are  at  an  acme.  Fourteen  of  the  savage  aothora 
of  these  excesses  were  taken  in  Bilboa,  since  the  evacuation,  and  were  deservedly 
put  to  death.  t 

I  have  now  the  pleasure  of  saying,  that  the  whole  line  of  coast  from  Gnetaria  im

Ainpudia^  June  6,  18I3- — My  Lord,— THE  troops  bave  continued  to  adranc* 
•ince  I  wrote  to  your  Lordsbip  on  tbe  3ist  of  last  mostb,  and  were  on  tbe  1st  af 
Zamora,  and  on  tbe  9d  at  Toro.  Tbe  Eaglisb  bussara,  briD|^  in  the  advanced  gnflrd, 
fell  in,  between  Toro  ami  Merale*,  with  a  considerable  body  of  tbe  CBcmy^a  caralry, 
which  were  immediately  attacked  by  tbe  loth,  supported  by  the  I8tb  and  iSIb* 
Tbe  enemy  were  or^rtbrown,  and  pursued  for  many  miles,  and  two  hundred  and'Ccn 
prisoners,  with  many  botscs,  and  two  officers,  fell  into  our  bands.  I  enclose  Colo* 
nel  Grant^s  report  of  this  pliant  affair,  which  reflects  preat  credit  upon  Major 
Roberts  and  the  lOtb  hussars,  and  upon  Colonel  Grant,  under  whose  directioa 
Ibey  acted. 

On  the  same  evening  Don  Julian  Sancbes  surprised  theenemy^s  post  at  CaaCrom* 
nio,  and  took  two  officers  and  thirty  cavalry  prisoners,  and  be  drove  their  posttfirom 
the  ford  at  Polios. 

The  enemy  had  destroyed  the  bridsfes  of  Zamora  and  Toro,  and  tbe  difficnltiea  iis 
the  passafi^e  of  the  Esia  had  retardi'd  the  movement  of  our  rear,  while  tbe  enemy  bad 
concentrated  their  force  to  a  considerable  amount  between  Torrelobaton  and  Torde* 
sillas.  I  thorffore  baited  on  the  3d  at  Toro,  in  order  to  bring:  tbe  lig^ht  divtsiov^ 
and  the  troops  under  the  command  of  Lieu  tenant-General  Sir  Rowland  Hill,  a^rosa 
the  Douro,  by  the  bridi^c  of  the  town,  and  to  close  op  the  rear,  and  bring  tbe  Galli- 
cian  army  to  join  our  left.     We  moved  again  on  the  4th. 

The  enemy  had  commenced  collecting;:  their  troops  towards  tbe  Donro,  wben  tb«y 
found  that  we  passed  Cindad  Rodrig[o,  and  they  crossed  tbe  Douro  at  Tord«sillll8 
on  the  1st  and  2d.  Tbe  troops  at  Madrid  and  the  delacbnents  on  the  Tafias  Wolce 
up  on  the  37tb,  and  crossed  tbe  Douro  at  tbe  Ponte  de  Douro  on  the  3d,  and  Vall»» 
dolid  was  entirely  evacuated  on  the  4tb. 

The  enemy  left  considerable  magaxincs  of  grain  at  Arevalo,  and  some  ammnni- 
tion  at  Valladolid  and  Zamora.  ^ 

Tbe  enemy  have  passed  the  Carrion,  and  are  apparently  on  their  retreat  fbwmrdit 
Burgos.

cavalry  appeared  in  considc  ruble  force  near  that  place. 
Tbe  lotb  royal  hussars  were  immediate^  brought  forwanl,  under  tbe  ovdcMo^ 
'  Major  Robarts,  who  attacked  the  advanced  squadrons  of  the  enemy  m  tlit 
f«IUat  manner :   their  front  line  made  »  determined  reaiit«BCt»  bsl  wiiif  ii 
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over.powered  by  the  irresistible  impetuosity  of  the  loth  husaars,  which  being  now 
•■pported  by  the  I8th  (the  !6th  being  in  reserve)  reached  theirtccond  lineand  drove 
it,  with  loan,  to  the  heights,  two  miles  in  front  of  Morales  ;  a  position  which  the 
cneiny  occupied  with  a  large  force  of  caralry  and  infantry,  and  where  the  remains  of 
their  shattered  squadrons  took  8h(.Iti:r  under  cover  of  their  guns.  It  is  with  much 
satisfiictiun  I  acquaint  your  Lordship,  that  nothing  could  exceed  the  steadiness  and 
Wavery  of  the  troops  in  this  afluir. 

I  have,  however,  to  regret  the  loss  of  a  very  promising  yoting  officer,  Lieutenant 
Ctottoo,  of  the  lotb  hussars,  who  was  killed  iu  the  midst  of  the  enemy's  ranks.

Fittttdiego^  June  13,  1813. — Mt  Lord, — THE  army  passed  the  Carrion  on  the 
Ttk.  The  enemy  having  retired  across  the  Pisuerga,  and  on  the  8tb,9th,  and  loth, 
vebroBght  forirardour  lefi,  and  passed  that  river.  The  celerity  of  our  march  up 
lotbii  period,  induced  me  to  make  short  movements  on  the  j  ith,  and  to  halt  the 
Jeftoi  the  13th  ;  but  on  the  latter  day  I  moved  forward  the  right,  under  Lieutenant* 
€cMral  Sir  Rowland  Hill,  consisting  of  the  sd  British,  Brigadier-General  Mu- 
iilto*8  Spanish,  and  the  Conde  D'Amarante'i  Portuguese  divisions  of  infantry,  and 
Ike  light  divisiooy  noder  Major'Gcoeral  Charles  Baron  Alten,  and  Major-General 
Vidor  Baron  Attends,  Migor-Gcneral  Panels,  Major-General  Long's,  the  Honourable 
BrigBdicr.Gcneral  Ponsonby^s,  and  Colonel  Grant's  (Hussars)  brigades  of  cavalry, 
tMrarda  Bnrg«M,  with  a  view  to  reconnoitre  the  enemy's  position  and  numbers  near 
that  town,  and  to  force  them  to  a  decision  whether  to  abandon  the  castle  to  its  fate, 
trto  protect  it  with  all  their  force. 

1  ftmnd  the  enemy  poaf  ed  with  a  considerable  forco,  commanded  as  T  understand, 
ky  General  Reille,  on  the  heights  on  the  left  of  the  Uormaza,  with  their  right  above 
thevillagcof  Hormaxa,  and  their  left  in  front  of  Estepar.  We  turned  their  right 
with  the  hmaars,  and  Brigadier-General  Ponsonby's  brigade  of  cavalry,  and  llie 
light  division  fran  Isar,  while  General  Victor  Alten's  brigade  of  cavalry,  and  the 
HononraUe  Colonel  0*Ca11aghan*s  brigade  of  the  second  division  moved  up  the 
hcigfata  from  Horraaia ;  and  the  remainder  of  the  troops,  under  the  command  of 
itjGcneral  Sir  Rowland  Hill,  threatened  the  heights  of  Estepar.  These 
Its  diakMlged  the  enemy  from  their  pof^ition  immediately.  The  cavalry  of 
«nr  left  nnd  contvewcro  entirely  in  the  rear  of  the  enemy,  who  were  ohlieed  to  retire 
acMMi  titc  ArUutton,  by  tb«  high  road  towards  Buri^os.    Although  pres.-^ed  by  our 
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cavalry,  and  suffering  considerable  loss  by  tbe  fire  of  Major  Gardiner's  trvop  of 
burse  artillery,  and  obliged  to  make  -tbeir  morements  at  an  accelerated  pace,  that 
t^ey  migbt  not  give  time  to  our  infantry  to  come  up,  they  made  it  io  admirmbte 
order;  but  tbcy  lost  one  gun,  and  some  prisoners  taken  by  a  squadron  of  tbe  ]4tb 
light  dragoons,  comotanded  by  Captain  Millea,  and  a  detacbment  of  the  3d  drag< 
which  charged  tbeir  rear. 

The  enemy  took  post  on  the  left  of  the  Arlanion  and  Urbsl  Rivers  which 
vucb  swelled  by  tbe  rains  ;  and  in  the  course  of  the  night  retired  tbeir  whole  amy 
Ihrongb  BurgOK,  having  abandoned  and  destroyed,  as  far  as  they  were  abb ,  im  thm 
short  space  of  time  during  which  they  were  there,  the  works  of  tbe  ca&tle  which  thcf 
bad  constructed  and  improved  at  so  large  an  ex  pence ;  and  they  are  now  on  their 
retreat  towards  tbe  £bro  by  the  high  road  of  Briviesca  and  Miranda.  In  the  naeaa 
time  the  whole  of  the  allies  has  made  a  movement  to  the  left  tbia  day  )  and  fbe 
Spanish  corps  of  Gallicia,  under  General  Giron,  and  tbe  left  of  the  Britiah  and 
Portuguese  army,  under  Lieutenant  General  Sir  ThonouM  GrM^an^  will,  I  bopn^ 
pass  tbe  Ebro  to-morrow. 

In  the  course  of  the  9th,  ioth,and  nth,  Don  Julian  Sanchez  was  very  active  on 
the  left  of  tbe  enemy,  and  took  several  prisoners. 

I  have  received  a  letter  from  General  £lio,  in  which  he  informs  me  that  the  third 
Spanish  army  bad  joined  tbe  wd,  and  these  armies  bad  taken  tbe  positiona  bel^re 
occupied  by  the  2d  army  ;  and  the  Anglo  Sicilian  corps,  under  Sir  John  Mnrray^ 
and  that  General  Sir  John  Murray,  had  embarked,  in  obedience  to  tbe  orders  wbic^ 
he  had  received,  with  tbe  troops  under  bis  comnund,  had  aailed  from  Alicaat  wUb 
a  fair  wind,  and  was  out  of  sight  ou  the  1st  instant.

Subijana,  on  tht  fiaycu,  June  19,  1813. — Mt  LoRDy^THE  left  of  Um  9wm$ 
crossed  the  Ebro  on  tbe  uth,  by  the  bridges  of  St.  Martin  and  Rocamunde,  and 
the  remainder  on  tbe  I5tb,  by  those  bridges  and  that  of  Puente  Arenaa.  Wc  0911- 
tinned  our  march  on  tbe  following  days,  towards  Vittoria.

These  detachments  marched  yesterday  morning,  th^  from  Frias  npon  St.  Ifima, 
vifbere  it  waa  found  by  tbe  light  division  of  tbe  allied  army,  ondec  SA^ior>fei^cr»| 
Cbarles  Alten  ;  and  that  from  Espejo  on  Osma,  where  it  met  tbe  \9t  aad  Stb  dvt 
▼ialomi,  uiMier  lientenaat-general  Sir  Thomas  Graham. 

.Major-general  Charles  Alten  drove  the  enemy  fiom  St.  Millan^  a«d  aftetw^y^f 
cut  of  the  rev  brigade  of  tbe  divisions,  of  wbicb  he  took  three  hundred  priM«cira> 
killed  and  wounded  many»  and  tbe  brigade  was  dispersed  in  tbe  monntaip9, 

Th?  corps  from  Espejo  waa  considerably  stronger  than  tha  allie<|  (;or^  ii^dfr 
Sir  Thomaa  Grabani»  vbicb  had  arrived  nearly  at  tbe  same  time  %{  Qa«i««  Th* 
enemy  moved  on  to  the  attack,  but  were  soon  obliged  to  retire  ^  aad  tb^y  iiere  fain 
l««ed  to  Eapejo,  from  whence  they  retired  through  the  bilks  Io  tbit  pUce.  It  mmt 
Ute  in  the  day  before  the  other  Iroopa  came  up  to  the  advanced  po^Uiep  viMcli 
those  under  Sir  Thomas  Graham  bad  taken »  and  I  balled  tb<  4ib  difisim^  ifkifh 
bad  relieved  tbe  5tb,  near  Espejp. 

Tbe  am»y  mov«d  forward  tbia  day  to  this  ri?«r.    I  found  tbe  enepy*a  war  gaiKd 
ia  a  strong  poaition  on  tbe  left  of  the  river,  bitvivg  bi«  ngbt  cqvqmA  1^9 
and  bia  left  by  tbe  beightt  iu  front  of  ^pbes. 
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We  twTBcd  the  eneoiy^i  left  with  the  li^ht  diviBion,  while  the  4th  diTision,  under 
Bevtc««it-feBenil  Sir  I^wry  Cole,  attacked  them  io  froot,  and  the  rear  guard  was 
idriTeii  hack  upon  the  main  body  of  the  army,  which  was  in  march  from  Fancorbo 
loTictoria,  having  broken  np  from  thence  last  nig^f.  I  am  informed,  that  the 
caemy  have  dismantled  Pancorbo. 

Cdoael  Longa^a  diTision  joined  the  army  on  the  i6th,  on  its  arriral  at  Medina 
del  Pamar. 

The  Conde  del  Abisbal  will  arrive  at  Burfj^s  on  the  94th  and  slth. 

I  have  not  rcceired  any  hitelligence  from  the  eastern  coast  since  f  addressed  your

The  9d  brigade  of  the  2d  diTision^  nnder  the  command  of  Colonel  )>on  Manuel 
Uiniier,  has  completely  destroyed,  on  the  7th  instant,  an  enemy*s  column,  com- 
^OMd  of  oae  thousand  live  hundred  men,  commanded  by  the  Marshal  who  left 
Psyeerda  for  the  purpose  of  attacking  Colonel  LUnder^s  Bank,  while  he  ^as  en- 
fi^  in  the  blockade  of  Olot :  four  officers  and  two  hundred  and  ninety  men  made 
prisoners,  twelve  caissons,  and  more  than  five  hundred  mnskrts,  and  the  reduction 
•f  the  eneioy^s  number  to  some  three  hundred  men,  are  the  results  of  this  fur- 
ttiate  affair. 

General  Maurice  Matien,  with  a  corps  of  six  thousand  infantry,  three  hundred 
cMilry,  and  five  pieces  of  cannon,  under  Generals  Expert  and  Debans,  marched 
ta  Tarragona,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  a  convoy. 

I  followed  with  the  2d  brigade  of  the  jst  division,  the  ist  of  the  2d,  the  battalion 
of  the  General,  and  thirty  cavalry,  making  a  total  of  three  thousand  two  hundred

edhiai  battle  oa  the  17th.  At  half  past  sereo  in  the  morning  the  Are  began,  and 
•toahecavw  general  along  the  whole  line  :  the  attack  and  movement  of  the  enemy 
ta  tara  my  flank  were  unarailinir.  At  half  past  twelve  he  attacked  with  the  great- 
art  spirit,  and  being  repulsed  and  vigorously  pursued,  commenced  his  retreat,  in 
•ight  of  oar  ralitot  soldiers, 

The  Md  remained  covered  with  bodies  and  arms :  the  enemy*s  loss  exceeded  six 
kaadred  asen,  killed,  wounded,  and  prisoners.  One  commanding,  and  five  inferior 
sBetii,  were  among  the  first,  and  seven  were  wounded. 

Tic  Htetaj  eonfeased  this  lota  in  the  village,  in  which  he  left  a  part  of  his 
vaand^d,  nnder  tharge  of  a  French  surgeon.

His  Majesty's  Ship  loTincible,  Salon  Bay,  April  4,  1813.— SlB..-^TH£  Banm  d» 
Eroles  having  requested  I  would  co-operate  in  an  attack  on  the  enemy'*  puata  aft 
Ampolla  and  Perello,  near  the  Ebro,  two  boats  of  His  Migesty*s  ship  aDdcr  wtf 
command,  armed  with  canronades,  under  the  direction  of  Lieutenant  Corbyn  the  Ant 
Lieutenant,  and  a  Spanish  felucca,  in  which  a  party  of  troops  were  embarked,  Icfl 
this  bay  on  the  afternoon  of  the  1st  instanty  with  orders  to  attack  the  poat  aft 
Ampolla. 

The  troops  were  landed  within  two  miles  of  it,  about  one  o^clock  in  the 
and  the  battery  of  two  eighteen-pounders  was  completely  surprised,  the  sentrjrl 
ing  been  shot.  The  guns  were  then  turned  on  the  fortified  houae,  in  which  the  \ 
part  of  the  guard  were  posted,  who  evacuated  it  immediately,  aad  aioat  of 
escaped,  but  some  of  tbem  were  afterwards  taken  at  Perello. 

That  place,  which  is  two  leagues  inland  from  Ampolla,  was  isTcated  hy  a  detach* 
ment  of  the  Baron  de  Eroles's  troops  no  the  morning  of  the  ad  inat.  andaponthe 
my  refttning  to  receive  a  flag  of  truce,  the  walls  of  the  town,  which  were  filled 
loop  boles,  were  scaled,  and  a  large  square  tower  in  the  middle  of  the  town,  uat« 
which  the  French  troops  retreated,  was  immediately  surrounded. 

Owing  to  light  winds  and  calms,  1  was  not  able  to  anchor  the  Inviacible  ia  Ao^ 
polla  Bay  until  the  afternoon  of  the  dd.  Two  field-pieces  were  immediately  lan^idy 
and  sent  to  Perello  under  the  direction  of  Lieutenant  Corbyn,  aasiated  by  Licale* 
aant  Pidgley  and  the  midshipmen  and  men  attached  to  the  guns.  They  wera  plaaa^ 
in  a  house  near  the  tower,  and  at  daylight  the  next  morning  opened  apoa  it. 

AAer  a  very  resolute  defence,  two  breaches  having  beea  made  in  tiM  towar,  i^ 
surrendered,  and  a  lieutenant  and  thirty-three  soldiers  were  auMla  prlaonata.

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By  tbc  taking  of  Perello,  the  eoemy*8  commuoiciitions  with  tbe  Cdl  de  Balnguer 
it  ▼07  morh  straiteoed,  as  it  is  on  the  high  road  from  that  place  to  Tortosa.

His  Majesty  8  Ship  Apollo,  Cnrxola,  February  4,  18i3.-^SiR,-^lN  compliancy 
vitli  yoarordrrs  of  tbe  I8tb  January,  we  proceeded,  with  two  handred  and  fifty  men 
voder  Lieutenant-Colonel  Robertson,  on  board  the  Apollo,  Espcranza  prirateer^ 
nd  foar  gunboats,  to  tbe  attack  of  tbe  island  of  Augusta,  and  1  have  tbe  honour 
tuacqoaint  you  that  it  surrendered  on  the  <^9tb. 

Doring  this  service,  which  was  attended  with  excessive  fatigue,  by  the  nature 
of  the  monutaina  over  which  we  had  to  pass,  a  distinguished  share  fell  to  Captaia 
Reriea,  who  with  fifteen  Calabrese,  Mr.  Thbrnas  Ullock,  purser  of  the  Apollo,  an 
srtilleryman,  and  our  guide,  Antonio  Langaletta,  spiked  tbe  guns  of  the  lower 
battery,  under  musketry  of  tbe  fort,  likewise  to  Captain  May  (35tb  regiment),  Ltvu- 
Icaaat  George  Bowen,  and  Mr.  Ullock  of  the  Apollo,  with  forty  men  and  tbe 
asnttaoce  of  the  inhabitants,  who  destroyed  a  store  of  provisions, '  took  a  ser- 
jcaat  of  artillery,  and  two  soldiers,  in  tbc  town ;  also  under  tbe  musketry  of 
Ibtfcrt.

1  cannot  either  avoid  mentioning  tbe  great  exertions  of  the  gun-boats  under  Lien* 
iBMt  McDonald,  (35tb  regiment)  tbc  barge,  launcb,  and  yawl,  under  Messrs. 
Williaa  Henry  Brand,  William  Hntcbinson,  William  David  Fowkea,  midsliipmem 
if  tbe  Apolto;  they  drew  a  cootiaual  fire  of  tbe  fort  and  battery  upon  them,  aad 
riptwid  a  boat  attempting  to  get  out  with  dispatches. 

Tbe  fart  staada  opoa  tbc  pinnacle  of  a  mountaia,  which  position  is  so  strong, 
tlnft  fifty  Eaglbk  soldiers,  with  the  good  dispositioa  of  tbe  iubakkltaiits,  are  likc^

Oelnael  Robertson  having  left  a  garrisoa  in  Augusta,  we  sailed  on  tbe  jst  with  the 
bMgOMy  aad  gna^boat  No.  43,  to  attack  this  island. 

Althofcb  it  Uew-  cxoesaiTe  bard  in  squalls,  wc  anceetded  in  landing  one  bandred 
mdiiaty  tddlrra,  aeveaty  aeamen,  and  fifly  mariaea,  with  a  howitzer,  and  six« 
ptarier  field  gnis  tbe  same  night,  at  Port  Bafalo,  which  enabled  Major  Slcsse* 
(SMb  fCgi«rMt)y  wUb  Iha  flankers,  to  aurpriae  the  bill,  wkh  a  rauskclry  work  apo» 
itf  tbel  cMBaMadt  the  law*. 

Beifiig  tbai  three  haadrcA  enemy^s  treopa  to  relieve  Angasta,  were  arrivvd  oa 
Aeeppenile  ■bore  (Siabioaalla),  I  directed  Lieoteoaat  Charles  Taylor,  aetiag  com- 
fder  altbe  haeycy  to  bring  away  or  destroy  tbeirboata,  and  if  fired  at  fcoot 
Cmaala^  «•!  to  fcfam  U  to  tke  town,  wbicb  iaatroctioos  be  obeyed  with  tbe 
tocbeawc^  la  be  Iked  eiver  ell,  whea  their  fire  aat  direcled  alium.    B&f  • 
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Antonio  Farbo,  commander  of  the  fun-boats,  likewise  behaTed  gallantly ;  bia  Teasel 
Was  hulled  three  or  four  times. 

Finding  that  the  enemy  appeared  determined  to  hold  out  (although  oar  field-guns 
were  upon  the  hill,  and  our  advance  in  the  suburbs  within  pistol  shot),  and  that 
the  civic  guard  were  collecting  in  the  country;  I  took  off  the  ApoUo*s  seamen  to  at- 
tack the  sea-batlerit'S,  which,  in  the  morning  of  the  ad,  after  about  three  hours 
firing,  we  silenced  ;  they  then  agreed  to  capitulate ;  and  I  am  happy  to  add,  that 
we  thereby  have  captured  the  privateer  which  molested  the  trade  of  the  Adriatic  so 
much,  also  two  of  her  prizes. 

In  this  I  lament  the  loss  of  two  seamen,  Charles  McGregor,  killed  by  grape  ;  and 
Bdward  Williams,  drowned,  by  the  sinking  of  the  yawl  in  securing  the  ship;  WilliaiB 
IVard,  slightly  wounded. 

I  have  ulso  to  regret  that  the  ship's  mainmast  is  very  badly  woandNl,.as  well  as  a 
quantity  of  rigging  eat  out. 

Upon  the  walls  of  the  town,  and  in  its  towers,  were  three  eigfatecn-pouodert,  and 
eight  smaller  guns. 

It  would  be  presumption  in  me  to  speak  of  my  coadjutor  Lieatenant. Colonel  Ro- 
bertson^s  conduct,  throughout  our  little  expedition,  in  a  military  point  of  view;  but 
1  may  say,  uo  service  could  have  been  performed  with  gi-eater  cordiality  between  ail 
mnder  bis  c6romand,  and  our  officers,  seamen,  and  marines. 

The  day  the  island  surrenderc4i,  we  captured  seven  vessels  in  the  Channel, 
bound  to  Ragusa  and  Cattaro,  principally  with  grain,  for  which  those  places  are 
in  great  distress. 

We  have  also  had  the  satisfaction  of  returning  a  quantity  of  church  plate, 
bells,  &c.  which  was  seized,  and  ready  to  be  carried  away  by  the  French,  from 
Cnrzola  and  Augusta.

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8iR,— IT  is  with  the  greatest  pleasure  I  transmit  you  a  letter  I  have  jast  re- 
ceived  from  Captain  Broke,  of  his  Majesty's  ship  ShaDnon,  detailiof^  a  most  brilliant 
srhievemeut  in  the  capture  of  the  United  States*  frigate  Chesapeake,  in  fifteen 
iDinntrs.  Captain  Broke  relates  so  fnlly  the  particulars  of  this  pliant  affair,  that 
I  feel  it  unnecessary  to  add  much  to  his  narratire  ;  but  I  cannot  forbear  expressinff 
the  pleasure  1  feel  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  indefatifcable  exertionsand  perserering 
teal  of  Captain  Broke,  during  the  time  he  has  been  under  my  orders :  placing  a  firm 
jreliance  on  the  valour  of  his  officers  and  crew,  and  h  just  confidence  in  his  system 
of  discipline,  he  sought  every  opportunity  of  meeting  the  enemy  on  fair  term«,  and 
I  have  to  rejoice  with  his  country,  and  his  friends,  at  the  g-lorious  result  of  this 
contest :  be  gallantly  headed  bis  boarders  in  the  assault,  and  carried  all  before  him. 
His  wounds  arc  severe,  but  I  trust  his  country  will  not  be  loug  deprived  of  hit 
services.

Shannon^  Halifax,  June  6,  1313  — SiR, — I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that 
being  close  in  with  Boston  Liorht- House,  in  his  Majesty's  ship  under  my  command, 
ou  the  1st  instant,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  that  the  United  States'  frigate  Chesa- 
peake (whom  we  had  lont^  been  watching)  was  coming  out  of  the  harbour  Co  engage 
the  Shannon  ;  I  took  a  position  between  Cape  Ann  and  Cape  Cod,  and  then  hove  to 
for  him  to  join  us— rlhc  enemy  came  down  in  a  very  handsome  manner,  having  three 
American  ensigns  flying ;  when  closing  with  us  he  sent  down  his  royal  yards.  I 
kept  the  Shannon's  up,  expecting  the  breeze  would  die  away.  At  half  past  five 
P.  M.  the  enemy  hauled  up  within  hail  of  us  on  the  starboard  side,  and  the  battle 
began,  both  ships  steering  full  under  the  topsails  ;  after  exchanging  between  two 
and  three  broadsides,  the  enemy's  ship  fell  on  board  of  us,  her  mizen  channels 
locking  in  with  our  fore.rigging.  I  went  forward  to  ascertain  her  position,  and 
observing  that  the  enemy  were  flinching  from  their  guns,  I  gave  orders  to  prepare 
for  boarding.  Our  gallant  bands  appointed  to  that  service  immediately  rushed  in, 
under  their  respective  officers,  upon  the  enemy's  decks,  driving  every  thing  before 
them  with  irresistible  fury.     The  enemy  made  a  desperate  but  disorderly  resistance. 

The  firing  continued  at  all  the  gangways  and  between  the  tops,  but  in  two  minotee 
time  the  enemy  were  driven  sword  in  h^nd  from  every  post.  The  American  flaj^ 
was  hauled  down,  ancl  the  proud  old  British  Union  floated  triumphant  over  iu 
In  another  minute  they  ceased  firing  from  below  and  called  for  quarter.  The  whole 
of  this  service  was  achieved  in  fifteen  minutes  from  the  commencement  of  the  actioa. 

I  have  to  lament  the  loss  of  many  of  my  gallant  shipmates,  but  they  fell  exultiu|^ 
io  their  conquest. 

Bfy  brave  first  Lientcnant,  Mr.  Watt,  was  slain  in  the  moinent  of  victory,  in  the 
•et  of  hoisting  tl^e  British  colours  j  his  death  is  a  severe  loss  to  the  service.  Mr. 
^Idham,  the  Purser,  who  had  spiritedly  volunteered  the  charge  nf  a  party  of  small- 
arm  men,  was  killed  at  bis  post  on  the  gangway.  My  faithful  old  clerk,  Mr.  Dunn, 
was  shol  by  his  aide 4  Mr.  Aldham  has  left  a  widow  to  lament  his  loss.  I  reqacit 
the  Commander  in  Chief  will  recommend  her  to  the  protection  of  my  Lords  Com^ 
nissio^ers  of  the  Admiralty. 

My  veteran  boatswain,  Mr.  Stephens,  has  lost  an  arm.  He  fought  under  Lord 
Rodney  on  the  I2th  April.     I  trust  his  age  and  services  will  be  duly  rewarded.       . 

I  am  happy  to  say,  that  Mr.  Samwell,  m  midshipman  of  much  merit,  is  the  only 
other  officer  wounded  besides  myself,  and  be  not  dangerously.  Of  nj  gallant  fco- 
men  and  marinct  we  had  twentythree  slain  and  fifty.six  wounded.  I  subjoin  th^ 
names  of  the  former.  Noexpresiion  I  can  make  use  of  can  do  justice  ta  thenM» 
riU  pf  myfali^nt  officen  and  crew  5  the  calgi  coarap  thejr  displayed  dannf  t|^ 
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fusonade,  and  the  tremendous  precision  of  their  fire,  cutiUi  only  be  equalled  by 
the  tnloor  with  which  they  rushed  to  the  assault.  1  recouiinrnd  Iheni  all  warnily 
to  tbe  protection  of  the  Commander  in  Chief. 

HaTiBf  receired  a  serere  sabre  wound  at  tbe  first  ouRet,  whilst  cbar^in^  a  party 
of  tbe  enemy  who  had  rallied  on  their  forecastle.  1  was  only  CR|>oble  of  giving  cum- 
Btnd  till  assured  our  conquest  was  complete,  and  then  direcling:  second  Lieutennnl 
Uallts  to  take  charfre  of  the  Shannon,  and  secure  the  prisoners,  I  left  tbe  tbiul 
Ltfuteoant,  Mr.  Falkiner  (who  had  beaded  the  main  deck  hoard<'r9)  in  cbaroeof 
the  prize.  1  beg  to  recommend  these  oQiccrs  mukt  strongly  tu  llie  Cummundu-  in 
CliiePs  patronage,  for  the  gallantry  tbcy  displayed  during  tiie  action,  and  tbe  hkill 
aad  judgment  they  evinced  in  the  anxious  duties  wbicii  aftcrwardii  devolvf^d 
upoD  them.

CosBsban,  who  commanded  in  our  main  top,  finding  himself  screened  from  liiu 
caray  by  the  foot  of  the  topsail,  biid  out  at  the  main  yard  arm  (o  fire  upon  thvTi), 
aadsbot  three  men  in  that  situation.  Mr,  Smith,  who  commanded  in  our  fureluo, 
stomed  the  eocmy^s  fore-top  from  the  forcyard  arm,  and  destroyed  all  the  AtiMri-

His  MajesttfUShip  Invincihleyoff  the  Col  de  Balaguer^  June  8,  1813. 

Sir, — IN  pursuance  of  your  directions  to  take  the  ships  and  vessels,  named 
the  Thames,  Volcano,  Stromholo,  and  Brune,  and  eight  gun-boats,  under  nny  or- 
ders, and  co-operate  with  Lieutenant-Culonel  Prevost  in  the  siege  of  the  fort  of  the 
Col  de  Balagncr,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  the  troops  were  landed 
abont  nooQ  of  the  3d  instant,  and  the  Lieutenant-Colonel  immediately  invested 
the  fort,  the  riflemen  of  De  Roll's  regiment,  and  other  light  troops,  being  poshed 
close  up  to  the  walls. 

The  fjrt  is  situated  in  a  most  difficult  pass,  through  which  the  high  road 
from  Tortosa  to  Tarragona  winds,  and  it  is  absolutely  the  key  of  the  only  road  for 
cannon  into  this  province,  from  the  Westward,  without  going  ronnd  by  Lerida.  It 
is  armed  with  twelve  pieces  of  ordnance,  including  two  ten*incli  mortars,  and  twb 
howitzers,  and  the  surrounding  heights  are  so  difficult  of  access,  that  it  has  been  m 
work  of  the  greatest  labonr  to  establish  the  necessary  batteries  before  it. 

Two  six>pounder  field- pieces  and  a  howitzer  ^ere  landed  on  the  evening  of 
the  3d  instant,  dragged  up  and  placed  on  the  ridge  of  a  steep  and  mgged  mountain, 
to  the  S.  E.  of  the  fort  :  two  twelve- pounders  were  added  to  the  former  by  noon  of 
the  next  day.  The  whole  remained  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Corbyn, 
first  of  the  invincible,  having  under  bis  orders  a  detachment  of  midshipmen  and 
seamen  from  this  ship,  and  a  most  excellent  fire  was  kept  up  from  them, 
which  considerably  damaged  the  defences  of  the  fort,  and  checked  its  fire  opoo 
onr  working  parties. 

In  the  mean  time  three  Spanish  twenty- four  pounders  were  landed,  and  two  mor« 
guns,  of  the  same  calibre,  from  this  ship,  to  be  got  up  by  the  high  roMi 
to  the  foot  of  a  very  steep  height,  on  the  crest  of  which  the  breach  in  g-battery 
was  to  be  constructed,  at  about  three  hundred  yards  from  the  eastern  face  of 
the  fort. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  4th  instant  the  fort  was  summoned  to  surrender  ^  and  the 
Commandant  answered,  that  he  should  defend  the  place  committed  to  his  charge. 

During  the  night  of  the  4th  every  exertion  was  used  to  bring  the  guns  up  to  the 
kill,  and  to  complete  the  breaching  battery  ;  but  as  it  could  not  be  completed  by 
daylight,  the  men  were  withdrawn. 

The  seamen  and  marines  were  landed  early  in  the  afternoon  of  the  bih,  and 
earricd  up  the  stores  fur  the  battery,  under  a  brisk  fire  of  shot  and  shells  from 
the  fort. 

The  three  Spanish  twenty-fonr-pounders,  notwifhstanding  their  immense  size 
and  weight,  were  conveyed  up  the  side  of  the  bill  orer  the  most  difficult  and  rugged 
ground,  by  the  united  exertions  of  the  soldiers,  seamen,  and  marines,  under  the  im« 
mediate  direction  of  Captain  Carroll,  of  the  Volcano.  Two  eight-incb  mortar* 
were  brought  as  far  along  the  road  as  was  practicable  before  dark;  and  th% 
iron  twenty-four-pounders  were  conveyed  to  the  foot  of  the  hill  as  soon  as  it 
was  dark. 

The  work  of  the  battery  advanced  rapidly,  aKhougb  it  was  necessary  to  fill  alt 
the  sand-bags  at  the  bottom  of  the  bill ;  and  I  was  in  confident  expectation  that  the 
battery  would  open  soon  after  daylight ;  but  by  ten  o'clock  the  rain  fell  in  turrents^ 
attended  by  the  most  violent  thunder  and  lightning  I  almost  ever  witnessed. 

The  quantity  of  ammunition  which  had  been  brought  up  for  the  battery,  laying  in 
exposed  situations,  made  it  the  more  awful,  and  the  enemy  kept  up  an  incessant 
fire  of  sheila  and  ;rrape  shot. 

In  defiance  of  all  these  obstacles  two  of  the  guns  were  got  high  enougn  up  i9 
mount  on  the  platforms,  but  all  our  exertion  was  nocqual  to  place  thcmtherey  owUi§ 
to  the  violence  of  the  rain,  and  the  excessive  difficulty  of  working  in  the  extrci 
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darkoesf  ofthe  nig^ht.  From  the  same  reason  too  the  mortars  could  nut  be  brought 
fbrward,  and  after  a  night  of  the  most  excessire  labour,  we  had  the  mortificalion  of 
bdof  again  obliged  to  retire :  the  officers  and  men  licing  quite  worn  out. 

The  weather  continued  very  bad  until  the  afrernoon  of  the  6lh  instant,  when 
aparty  was  landed,  and  the  mortars  were  ^ot  forward;  before  daylight  the  sca- 
Bea  and  marines  were  on  the  pile,  and  all  the  guns  were  placed  on  the  battery 
rtadjr  for  mounting.  The  two  mortars  opened  soon  after  daylight,  and  the  fthtlU 
vere  thrown  with  great  preci'^ion,  by  Lieutenant  James,  of  the  royal  marine  artiller\, 
landed  from  the  Strorobolo,  who  worked  the  mortars  with  bis  party  ;  and  the  fire 
fhNB  Lieutenant  Corbyn^s  battery  was  resumed  with  excellent  effect.  This  united 
force  made  very  considerable  impression  on  the  fort  :  an  expense  magazine  was 
Mown  up,  and  the  coemy^s  fire  was  rery  much  slnrkencd. 

At  seven  o*clock,  just  before  the  breachin;^  bnttcry  was  ready  to  open,  a  whitt 
flag  was  shewn  from  the  furt,  Captain  Stod-lart  of  the  Strombulo,  and  (;.iptaia 
Zckapfenoing,  were  immediately  sent  to  the  fort,  and  the  latter  returned  in  a  few 
niaates  with  an  offer  from  the  commandant,  to  Kiirtender  the  fort  and  garrison^ 
ipoD  conditions  of  marching  out  with  the  honours  of  war,  the  officers  aud  men  pre- 
serrlng  their  private  property. 

This  was  immediately  acceded  toby  Lieutenant-Colonel  Prevost  and  myself:  the 
fort  was  taken  possession  of  by  the  advance  ofthe  troops.  The  garrison  marched  out, 
gronnded  their  arms  on  the  Glacis,  and  were  immediately  embarked. 

I  have  great  satisfaction  in  stating,  that  during  this  service,  which  has  so 
vacli  depended  on  the  united  exertions  of  the  army  and  navy,  the  most  perfect 
cordiality  has  existed  among  all  ranks,  ond  I  have  met,  in  Lieutenunt-Coloncl  Pre- 
voit,  all  that  openness  of  communication  and  confidence  which  an  acquaintancd 
vi^h  the  character  of  this  excellent  officer  gave  me  reason  to  expect. 

la  an  opei^tiou  where  the  laborious  exertions  of  the  captains,  officer^,  sea- 
■ea,  and  marines,  nnder  my  orders,  have  been  m<ist  conspicuous,  1  hope  I  shall  be 
excased  for  having  gone  so  much  into  detail  ^  but  it  is  my  duty,  and  a  most  agreeable 
OM,  to  bring  under  your  view  the  praiseworthy  conduct  of  nil  ranks  and  descrip- 
tions. 1  mast  particularly  dr&w  yoiir  attention  to  the  zeal  and  activity  di^nlnyed  by 
tkat  valuable  officer.  Captain  Cai-roll,  ofthe  Volcano,  his  conduct  was  the  admira- 
tioH  of  every  body,  and  he  was  ably  supported  by  Lieutenant  Pidgrly  of  the 
IsvineiUe,  and  the  other  officers,  seamen,  And  marines,  nnder  his  direction.  From 
tWetploilon  ola  shell  near  him  the  night  before.  Captain  Carroll  was  obligv^d  to 
lispendhia  services  until  the  morning  of  the  7th,  (but  1  am  happy  to  state,  he  hns 
Perfectly  recovered),  and  Captain  Stoddart,  of  the  Stronibolo,  succeeded  him  iii 
tie  direction  of  getting  up  the  guns,  &c.  for  the  breaching  battery,  and  drtiervrs 
(very  credit  for  his  active  services.  I  am  also  much  obliged  to  Captain  Iladcock  of 
tW  Breee,  for  the  assistance  he  afforded  me. 

Icaeaot  coodude  this  letter,  without  calling  to  your  notice  the  indcfalisible  ex- 
frtiooi  of  Lieutcoant  Corbyn,  both  in  getting  the  guns  up  to  the  batlt-ry  he  coui- 
■andcd,  and  the  excellent  fire  be  kept  up  from  them  afterwards^  audi  A  el  higiilyt^iu- 
tified  10  DOticing  the  conduct  of  so  old  and  excellent  an  officer,  with  whose  value  1 
•H  well  acquainted  from  a  service  of  many  yeai-i  together. 

I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  a  list  of  the  kille<l  and  wunmled  of  the  crews 
•f  the  ships  under  my  orders,  which,  considering  the  lire  upon  us  fur  *»  many  hourx, 
\t  anaccouulably  tmall. 

Tbetroopi  under  Colonel  Prevosl*s  command  have  had  an  officer  snd  four  men 
killed, and  thirty-nine  wounded,  in  whith  are  included  an  oilicer  aud  seven  Kuidirrs  of 
Ibf  Speoish  regiment  of  Pal  ma. 
I  have  euclosed  you  a  lisl  ofthe  garrison  of  the  fort,  eonsUting  of  two  lieutenants, 
V#L.  7,  MO.  39.  T 
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a  surgeon,  and  ^arde-magazin,  sixteen  Italian  artillery  men,  and  eighty-three  no»- 
cummissioned  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  ilth  French  regiment  of  the  line,  of  whom 
two  were  killed  and  eleven  wounded. 

I  likewise  enclose  returns  oi  the  ordnance,  &:c.  found  in  the  ibrt. 

During  the  siege  of  the  fort  the  gun-boats  were  stationed  in  Ampolla  Bay,  to  ol>- 
scrve  the  road  from  Tortosa,  as  we  had  constant  reports  of  the  enemy  being  in  mo- 
tion from  that  quarter.

Jhmdwg^iTft^  M$  19,  18 13.— DISPATCHES,  of  which  the  following  are  ex^ 
fn^  baft  kaea  this  day  received  at  Earl  Bathurst's  office,  addressed  to  his  Lord' 
iUpVyFMd*BCartbal  the  Marqness  of  Wellington. 
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Ostiz^  July  3,  1813.— 'GENERAL  Clausel  having  retired  towards  Logrono,  after 
finding  our  troops  at  Vittoria  on  the  22d  of  June,  and  having  ascertained  the  resalt 
of  the  action  of  the  2i8t,  still  remained  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Logrooo  on  the 
S4th,  and  till  late  on  the  25th,  had  not  marched  for  Tudela,  as  I  had  been  informed, 
when  I  wrote  my  dispatch  of  the  24th  ultimo  -,  I  conceived,  therefore,  that  there 
was  some  prospect  of  intercepting  his  retreat  \  and  after  sending  the  light  troops  to- 
wards Roncevalles  in  pursuit  of  the  army  under  Joseph  Buonaparte,  I  moved  the 
light,  4th,  sd,  and  7th  divisions,  and  Colonel^Grant^s  and  Major-General  Ponson- 
by^s  brigades  of  cavalry,  towards  Tudela,  and  the  5tb  and  6th  divisions,  and  the 
household  and  General  D^Urban^s  cavalry,  from  Vittoria  and  Salvatierra,  towards 
Logrono,  in  hopes  that  I  should  be  able  to  intercept  General  Clausel. 

He,  however,  made  some  extraordinary  forced  marches,  followed  by  General  Alin* 
with  his  own  cavalry  and  the  regiment  of  Spanish  Cavalry  under  the  command  of 
Don  Julian  Sanchez,  and  arrived  at  Tudela  on  the  evening  of  the  27th.  He  there 
crossed  the  Ebro,  but  the  Alcalde  having  informed  him  that  we  were  upon  the  road, 
be  immediately  recrossed,  and  marched  towards  Zaragossa,  where,  I  understand 
from  General  Mina,  he  has  since  arrived. 

General  Mina  is  still  following  the  enemy,  and  he  has  taken  from  him  two  pieces 
of  cannon,  and  some  stores  in  Tudela,  and  three  hundred  prisoners.  Lieutenant- 
General  Clinton  has  also  taken  possession  of  five  gnns,  which  the  enemy  left  aft 
Logrono. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  troops  under  the  command  of  Lientenant-General  Sir  R. 
Dill  have  kept  the  blockade  of  Pampeluna,  and  have  moved  through  the  mountains 
to  the  head  of  the  Bidassos,  the  enemy  having  entirely  retired  into  France  oik 
that  side. 

I  enclose  the  report  which  1  have  received  from  Lieutenant-General  Sir  T.  Gra- 
ham, of  his  actions  with  the  enemy  on  the  24th  and  25th  of  June,  which  appear  t9 
have  been  more  serions  than  I  had  imagined,  when  I  addressed  your  Lordship  OQ 
the  26th  ultimo. 

General  Foy  bad  with  him  the  garrison  of  Bilboa  and  those  of  Mondragon  and 
Tolosa,  besides  his  division  of  the  Army  of  Portugal,  and  his  force  was  consider- 
able. It  gives  me  great  satisfaction  to  see  that  the  Spanish  and  Portnguese  troop» 
mentioned  by  Sir  T.  Graham,  have  conducted  themselves  so  well. 

The  Licutenaut-General  has  continued  to  push  on  the  enemy  by  the  high  road, 
and  has  dislodged  them  from  all  the  strong  positions  which  they  had  taken ;  aud 
yesterday  a  brigade  of  the  army  of  Gallicia,  under  the  command  bf  General  Casta- 
nos,  attacked  and  drove  the  enemy  across  the  Bidassoa,  by  the  bridge  of  Irun.  The 
enemy  still  maintained  a  post  in  a  strong  stone  blockhouse,  which  served  as  a  head 
to  the  bridge,  and  some  troops  in  some  loopholed  houses  on  the  right*of  the  Bidas- 
soa; but  General  Giron  having  sent  for  some  Spanish  artillery,  and  Captain  Da- 
hourdieu^s  brigade  of  nine-pounders,  having  been  sent  to  their  support,  the  fire  of 
these  guns  obliged  the  enemy  to  evacuate,  and  they  blew  np  the  blockhouse,  an^ 
burnt  the  bridge. 

Sir  Thomas  Graham  reports,  that  in  all  these  vffairs  the  Spanbh  troops  hava 
conducted  themselves  remarkably  well. 

The  garrison  at  Passages,  consisting  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  tnen,  sufreudere^ 
on  the  3utb,  to  the  troops  under  Colonel  Longa. 

The  enemy,  on  st-cing  some  of  our  ships  ofi*  Deba,  evacuated  the  town  and  fort 
of  Guetaria  on  the  1st  instant;  and  the  garrison  went  by  sea  to  St.  Sebastian^ 
This  place  is  blockaded  by  land  by  a  detachment  of  Spanish  troops. 

They  have  likewise  evacuated  Castro, -and  the  garrison  have  gona  by  sea  t» 
fianloiia. 
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lo  ny  former  reports,  I  have  made  your  Lordship  acquainted  with  the  progress  of 
tbe  army  of  reserve  of  Andalusia,  uiidtr  General  the  Conde  del  Abisbal,  to  join  the 
amy, and  be  arrived  af  Buri^us  on  the  35th  and  ^26th  instant. 

U'heu  the  enemy  retired  across  the  Ebro,  previous  to  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  they 
left  a  garrison  of  about  seven  hundred  men  in  the  cautle  of  Pancorbo,  by  which  they 
commanded  and  rendered  it  impossible  for  us  tu  u<ie  the  great  cunimuuication  from 
Vittoriato  Burgos  j  I  therefore  requested  the  Conde  del  Abivbal,  on  his  raaich  to 
Miranda,  to  make  himself  master  of  the  town  and  lower  works,  and  to  blockade 
the  place  as  closely  as  he  coold.  I  have  not  received  the  report  of  his  tirst 
operations;  bnt,  I  understand,  he  carried  the  town  and  lower  fort  by  absault 
OB  tlie  28tb;  and  I  have  now  the  pleasure  to  enclose  his  report  of  the  tiiial 
aaccets  of  this  operation,  and  the  copy  of  the  capitulation,  by  which  the  garrisou 
IttTC  sorrendered. 

The  decision  and  dispatch  with  which  this  place  has  been  subdued,  are  highly 
creditable  to  the  Conde  del  Abibbal,  and  the  officers  and  troops  under  his 
coanand. 

1  am  concerned  to  inform  your  lordship  that  Licutenant-Gcneral  Sir  J.  I^Iurray 
raiaedthc  siege  of  Tarragona,  I  cannot  say  on  what  day,  and  embarked  his  troops. 
A  gmt  proportion  of  the  artillery  and  stores  were  \cft  in  the  batteries.  It  appears 
that  Marshal  Suchet,  with  a  considerable  body  of  troops,  had  moved  from  Valencia 
bjTortosa,  and  General  Maurice  Muthieu,  with  another  corps,  from  the  neigh- 
boorbood  of  Barcelona,  for  the  purpose  of  impeding  Sir  J.  Murray's  operations, 
wbicb  he  did  not  think  himself  sufficiently  stron;::  to  continue.  I  have  not  yet  re- 
ceiTcdfrom  Sir  J.  Murray  the  detailed  account  of  these  transactions  :  Lieutenant- 
Geofral  Lord  William  Bentinck,  however,  who  had  joined  and  had  taken  the  com- 
nutd  of  tlie  army  at  the  Col  de  Balagucr,  on  the  17th,  had  brought  it  back  to 
Alicaat,  where  he  arrived  himself  on  the  23d,  and  was  proceeding  to  carry  into 
(xecBtion  my  instructions. 

When  Marshal  Suchet  marched  into  Catalonia,  the  Duque  del  Parque  had  ad- 
vtiiced,and  established  his  head-quartrrs  at  San  Felipe  de  Xativa,  and  bis  troops  bo 
tbe  Xucar,  where  be  still  was  on  the  24ih. 


To/aia,  June  26,  1813.-— My  Lord, — IT  was  so  late  on  the  93d  when  I  received  the 
Oder  lo  march  by  the  Puerto  St.  Adrian  on  Villa  Pranca,and  the  wealheiand  the  road 
vere  80  extremely  bad,  that  buta  small  part  of  the  column  could  get  over  the  ranuutaiii 
that  day :  and  it  was  not  till  late  on  the  94th  that  1  could  move  from  Segura  on 
Villa  Franca,  with  Major-General  Anson's  brigade  of  light  dragoons,  the  light 
battalions  of  the  King's  German  legion,  and  the  two  Portuguese  brigades  ;  the  I'est 
of  the  troops  not  being  yet  come  up. 

The  rear  of  the  enemy's  column  was  then  just  passing  on  the  great  road  from 
Villa  Real  to  Villa  Franca,  and  he  occupied,  in  considrrable  force,  some  very  strong 
|nmii4  OD  the  right  of  the  great  road,  and  of  the  rivi  r  Oria,  in  front  of  the  village  of 
Ola? erria,  and  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  Villa  Franca. 

M(jor>General  Bradford's  brigade  marched  by  Olaverria,  and  was  i-mployrd  to 
diilodge  the  enemy  on  the  rijght,  while  the  remainder  of  the  troops  advanced  by  \\u* 
Ckanste,  defended  by  the  enemy's  tirailleurs  on  the  heights,  and  a  strong  body  at 
tbe  village  of  Veasayn. 

As  the  eneoiy  reinforced  the  troops  on  his  left,  it  became  necessary  to  push  on  by 
theCbaattfe,  wbicb  was  done  by  the  light  battalion,  under  Colonel  Hulkett,  assisted 
aad  flunked  by  some  companies  of  Major-General  Pack^s  Portuguese  brigade,  and 
tbia  irrvice  WAS  performed,  in  the  most  gallant  style,  by  these  bruvc  troops,  who 
drove  the  encpay  from  the  viUage  of  Veasayn.

Tbe  enemy  haviiigr  troops  ready,  ported  on  the  succession  of  strong  b«ig:ht8  oa 
each  side  of  the  daep  valley,  at  the  bottom  of 'which  the  road  riiii<:,  a  considerable 
time  became  necessary  to  tacn  his  Hanks, 4uria^  which  he  evacuated  Villa  Fraocs, 
Mtlhout  further  dispute. 

The  Portuguese  brigades  on  the  right  and  kf^  of  the  valley,  pushed  on  their  ad' 
▼ance  to  Yehasurido,  and  the  troops  assembled  at  Villa  Franca.  Here  likewise  the 
head  %>f  General  Giron's  corps  and  Colonel  Longa^s,  arrived  iu  the  course  ol  tbe 
evening. 

The  next  morning  (the  25th)  the  enemy  evacuated  Celequia  ;  mad,  as  he  had 
taken  up  a  very  strong  position  between  that  aud  Tolosa,  covering  the  Pampelon^ 
Iroad,  the  Spanish  corps  of  Colonel  Longa  was  marched  by  Also  towards  Lisargn, 
to  turn  his  left,  while  Lieut.-General  Mcndizadel  was  requested  to  dispatch  some 
battalions  from  Aspeytia  to  turn  his  right,  appuyed  on  a  high  moaotain,  with  aa 
inaccessible  ravine  in  front. 

The  enemy  wait  driven  from  the  summit  of  an  important  hill,  lying  between  the 
Pampeluna  and  Vittoria  roads,  by  a  very  skilful  attack  of  Lieutenaut-Cotonel  Wif. 
liams,  with  two  companies  of  the  Grenadiers  of  the  1st  regiment,  and  three  of  the 
4th  Ca^adores,  belonging  to  General  Pack^s  brigade. 

The  conduct  of  Lieutenant  Queiros,  and  of  Ensign  Vascencelles,  of  the  4th  Ca^a- 
dores,  was  distinguished  on  this  occasion.    The  latter  officer  lost  an  eye  by  a  mas* 
quet  shot. 

This  hill  was  immediately  occupied  by  Major-General  Bradford's  brigade,  sup- 
ported by  the  three  line  battalions  of  the  King's  German  legion. 

Tbe  rest  of  the  day  was  chiefly  spent  in  skirmishing  with  the  enemy's  tirailleiir^ 
«to  give  time  for  the  Spanish  corps  arriving  at  their  destination. 

A  general  attack  began  between  six  and  seven  iu  the  evening.  Two  guns  of  Cap- 
tain Ramsay^  troop,  and  two  nine-pounders  of  Captain  Dubourdieu's,  under  aa  es* 
cort  of  Captain  Childer's  troop  of  the  ]6th  Light  Dragoons,  and  of  the  advance  of 
Colonel  HAlkett's  light  battalions,  were  brought  rapidly  forward  on  tha  Chaassee, 
and  fired  with  effect  against  several  formed  bodies  of  the  enemy  in  the  plain  near  the 
tuwn  ;  while  the  column,  consisting  of  the  German  light  battalions,  the  brigade  of 
Guards,  and  a  Spanish  division  of  General  Giron's,  continued  to  advance  by  the. 
t^hanssee. 

Two  Spanish  battalions,  and  one  Portuguese,  forming  a  separate  column  on  the 
left  of  the  Chauss^e,  passed  quickly  on  the  left  on  the  town. 

General  Bradford  and  the  line  battalions  of  the  Germans  driving  in  the  enemy  ot> 
their  front,  by  tbe  Pampeltkua  road,  and  Colonel  Longa  from  the  Ride  of  the  moan- 
tains  still  more  on  the  right,  turuing  and  forcing,  from  very  strong  positiotis,  all  the 
posted  bodies  of  the  enemy  on  the  right  of  the  towli. 

Still  the  enemy  held  possession  of  the  town,  which  was  much  more  capable  of  de- 
fence than  had  been  represented. 

Tbe  Vittoria  gitte  was  barric^adoed,  add  also  tbe  Pampeluna  gate  on  the  bridge ; 
and  both  were  flanked  by  convents  and  other  large  buildings  occbpiedby  the  eiiem^y 
and  the  tuwn  was  no  where  open.  A  nine  poutider  was  therefore  brooght  op  under 
cover  of  tbe  fire  of  the  light  battalion,  close  to  tbe  gate,  which  was  thus  burst  open. 

It  wa^  now  dark,  and  it  was  not  possible  to  distinguish  the  troops  of  thediflTerent 
nations  engaged,  which  gave  theeuemy,  now  flying  from  evei^  point,  an  opportunity 
of  escaping  with  much  less  loss  than  he  mnst  have  suffered,  had  we  had  daylight. 

The  conduct  of  all  the  troops  concerned  in  this  attack  was  highly  creditable ;  thii 
of  the  Hue  bsttallons  on  the  Pampeluna  road,  an(l  of  the  light  battalions-at  the  Viite» 
ria  gate,  was  such  as  was  to  be  expected  from  these  dUtittguiihed  corps^  and  the 
luna  of  the  lefl  did  cqnal  honour  to  the  Spanish  and  Postnyuesc  annt.

my^s  loss  iu  killed,  too,  roust  have  been  considerable. 

Tbis  place  has,  besides  the  defences  at  the  gates,  new  towers  to  flank  the  exterior 
wall,  and  a  strong;  wood  block-house  in  the  square,  which  shew  a  thp  importance  th« 
caeay  attached  to  its  occnpation. 

It  voald  be  unjust  to  the  troops  employed  in  this  assault,  not  to  mention  their 
cteaplary  Ctindurt  when  in  possession  ;  there  was  no  excess  committed.  The  Gt  r- 
naoLri^ion,  and  Colonel  Longa^s  corps  passed  on,  and  formed  immediately  beyond 
the  tova 

Ibavetbe  honour  to  enclose  a  return  of  the  killed  and  wounded  of  the  British  and 
Portagaese  in  these  two  days,  which,  considering  the  nature  of  the  service,  could 
ootbaifc  been  expected  to  be  less  than  considerable.

Santa  Ufarfa  de  Cuba^  July  i,  1313  — Sir, — ON  the  29th  of  June  last,  I  had  the 
honour  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of  his  Kxcclloncy  the  General  in  Chief 
of  the  National  Armies,  that  the  Ca^adorcs  and  greoadiors  of  the  first  brigade  of  the 
firKt  division  of  this  army  had  assaulted  and  taken  the  fort  of  Santa  >Tarta  de  Pan- 
corbo,  1  have  now  the  satisfaction  of  acquainting  you,  that  at  eight  o'clock  this 
morning,  the  rasfle  of  Santa  Engracia,  or  principal  fort  of  Pancorbo,  surrendered 
hy  capitulation.  The  garrison  consisted  of  six  hundred  and  fifty  men;  they  had 
provisions  for  several  days,  no  very  great  quantity  of  water,  and  that  not  of  a  good 
quality  There  were  found  in  the  castle  twenty-five  pieces  of  cannon,  of  a  calibre 
fnnn  sxtt  en  to  four  pounds,  many  gun  carriages,  and  a  sufficient  quantity  of  amnnu- 
nitifiu  for  a  regular  defence.  The  garrison  surrendered  under  the  enclosed  articles 
of  capitulation,  and  will  march  to-morrow  morning  for  Burgos. 

From  the  28th,  the  day  on  which  the  fort  of  Santa  Marta  was  taken,  1  had  posted 
the  sharp-shooters  in  the  vicinity  of  the  walls  of  the  Fort,  and,  hy  blockadins:  it 
most  vigorously,  I  cut  off  all  communication  with  the  spring  from  which  they  pro- 
vided themselves  with  water.  The  different  detachments  employed  upon  this  ser- 
vice, performed  their  duty  with  a  steadinesss  and  valour  deserving  every  praise  j 
and  the  enemy  could  no  longer  procure  their  water  without  imminent  risk.  Taking 
advantage  of  this  circumstance,  I  ordered  several  numerous  detHchments  to  establish 
themselves  as  near  the  wall  as  possible,  and  out  of  the  range  of  the  enemy^s  |^*tn*> 
A  quantity  of  ladders,  and  other  necessary  implements  were  procured  for  attack! n|^ 
the  castle,  but  being  anxious  to  adopt  every  necessary  step  for  economizing  the  lives 
of  my  men,  I  hinted  a  second  time  to  the  Governor  to  surrender,  which  he  conscoted 
to  accede  to,  under  condition  of  being  carried  back  to  France  vith  his  garrison  ;  bat 
he  yielded  at  last,  upon  my  refusing  to  admit  this  condition,  and  threatening  to  take 
the  place  by  storm.  The  successful  result  of  this  business  is  not  a  little  owio^  to 
the  intelligence  and  judgment  which  tny  Aide-de-Camp,  Lieutenant-Colonel  J026 
Maria  Rcyna,  displayed  during  the  course  of  his  conferences  with  the  Governor. 
The  result  of  the  Lieutenant-Coloners  negotiation  has  proved  of  no  little  advan- 
tage to  ns. 

Daring  the  space  of  twenty.four  hours,  a  battery  for  six  pieces  had  been  con- 
•tructcd  on  the  summit  of  the  hill,  by  the  indefatigable  exertions  of  the  sappers  of 
the  army  (and  several  peasants),  under  the  direction  of  the  Commandant-General  of 
the  engineers.  Marshal  de  Campo  Don  Manuel  Japino,  and  six  pieces  of  caoDOii, 
which  had  been  collected  by  the  Colonel,  Major  General  of  the  Artillrryj  Don  Ms- 
tias  Ferraz,  were  got  upon  the  hill  with  the  greatest  activity,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Colonel,  who  was  ably  assisted  by  the  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  Artillery,  Don  Jos^ 
Jarabia,  and  the  Seijeant -Major,  Don  Bartolomo  Gutierres,  and  other  aalmlt«*rA 
oiScert.    Eight  boon  after  the  battery  was  commeiiced,  the  gans  began  to  open 
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upiin  tbe cnraiy,   nod  besides  caubio^  him   coiiiiidciulil.'  i •.-.:-,  iiiiincshcd  him  with 
6 u (Br ieot respect  fur  us.

the  Staff  who  were  placed  under  his  oidir^t,  and  thut  «if  the  (!•  niiuander  and  OfB* 
ccn  uftbe  infantry  and  cavalry  which  cumposrd  thelu-Hi(-i;in£^  corps. 

Inaitalso  notice  the  meritorious  condntt  of  my  Aidi-fi-ilc-C'aiup  F4.C0I.  Don 
Jose  de  Kuiz,  Don  Joz6  Maria  Keyua,  ]>on  Victor  Viuader,  and  iA.  Don  Benito 
Ditz,  and  of  uiy  Mil.  Sec.  Don  Jose  Serfate  and  Sula^ar,  who  curried  my  orders,  on 
repeated  occasions,  to  the  very  walls  of  the  enemy  s  fort,  heedless  of  the  lulter^s  fire. 
The  enemy  kept  np  a  brisk  fire  from  his  guns,  ^:c.  hut  the  loss  which  he  uccusion* 
ed  Dshss  been  very  ioronsidirahle.

Extract  of  a  Let  tt^r  from  t  lie  Marquess  qf  Wellington^  dated  Oitiz^Julj/^^  1813.-^ 
I  HAVE  reported,  in  my  dispatch  of  this  day,   that  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Joh»  . 
Murray,  had  raised  the  siege  of  Tarragona,  and  had  embarked,  learini;  behind  bin  a* 
portion  of  his  artillery.     On  this  transaction,  1  do  not  feel  myself  sufficiently  in- 
formed to  be  able  to  write  more. 

I  enclose  copies  of  the  letters  which  1  have  received  relating  to  Tarragona. 

Camp  before  Taragonay  June  9, 1813. — M  V  Lord,— -IN  my  letter  of  May  tbc  Mth, 
1  had  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordship,  that,  in  obedience  to  your  Lordthip*a  in- 
structions, the  British  army  was  then  embarking.    On  the  sist  we  sailed,  and  an- 
chored to  the  eastward  of  Salon  Point,  on  tbc  evening  of  the  Sd  instant ;  on  the  ad  ■ 
the  army  disembarked,  and  1  invested  Tarragona. 

Previous  to  coming  to  an  anchor,  1  detached  Lieutenant-Colonel  Preroat^t  liri* 
gadc,  under  cimvoy  of  the  Brunc,  to  attack  the  Fort  of  St.  Philippe  j  and,  in  the 
night,  General  Capons,  at  my  request,  detached  a  brigade  of  infantry  tu  co-opemte. 
The  brigade  of  Colonel  Prevost  consists  of  the  sd  67th,  and  the  battalion  of  Roll' 
J>illon,  and  to  these  was  subsequently  joined  the' brigade  of  Spanish  troopa  eom- 
mandcd  by  Colonel  Lauder.  The  Fort  has  been  taken,  and  I  have  the  hononr  to  ea* 
close  Colonel  Prevo8t*s  report  lo  me,  with  the  returns  which  he  has  sent. 

This  capture,  in  the  present  situation  of  our  afl'airs,  is  of  great  importance,  •■  it 
blocks  up  the  ni-aicst  and  most  accessible  road  from  TortosaHo Tarragona. 

Admiral  Hallowell,  with  that  alacrity  and  zeal  for  which  he  is  so  much  diatia- 
guishcd,  sent  Captam  Adam,  in  the  Invincible,  to  conduct  the  naval  part  of  tbe 
expedition,  and  added  the  Thames,  Captain  Peyton,  Volcano,  Captain  Carrol, 
Strombolo,  Captain  Stoddart,  Brune,  Captain  Badcock.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Pre* 
vost  speaks  highly  of  the  exertions  of  these  officers  and  their  men,  and  I  know  how 
valuable  and  important  their  services  were  found  to  be.  The  troops  of  both  natinaa 
bori'  their  fatigue  and  performed  their  doty  with  the  greatest  alacrity  and  spirit, 
ami  deserve  every  commendation.  The  Lieutenant-Colonel  has,  in  a  former  die*. 
patch,  particularly  noticed  the  gallantry  and  good  conduct  of  Ensign  NelioB^of 
the  67th,  and  Ensign  John  Dermot,  of  Roll  Dillon's  battalion.

P.  S.  I  have  omitted  to  say,  that  Captain  Carrol's  services  were  particularly  me* 
ritorious  ;  and  Lieutenant  Corbyn,  of  the  Invincible,  who  commanded  a  battery 
manned  by  seamen,  kept  up  a  well  directed  and  heavy  fire.  The  importance  of 
this  acquisition,  and  the  rapidity  with  which  tin*  fort  has  been  taken,  make  It  qaKa. 
unnecessaiy  forme  to  say  how  much  I  approve  the  conduct  of  Lieateaant-ColoBCl 
Prevost,  and  i»f  Capt.  Adam. 

Fort  San  Philippe^  Col  de  Balaquer^  June  7,  1813.— SiR,*I  HAVE  the  hoBOB^ 
txi  inform  you,  that  in  obedience  to  your  orders,  I  proceeded  on  the  3d  ini(.  with 
the  brigade  under  my  command,  consisting  of  the  ad  battalion  67tb  regiment,  aad 
lloll  Dillon*s  regiment,  to  irhicb  was  added  i  detachment  of  the  royal  artiUeryiWlth 
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field  |Hecc»,  under  f  hr  command  of  CapUin  Arob'in,  and  RoU't  Rillc  company, 
lo  attack  the  castle  of  San  Philippe,  in  the  Col  de  Baluirucr. 

CapUm  Adam,  of  hin  Majesty's  ship  Invincible,  juincd  off  Salon,  fur  the  pur- 
poae  of  €o-ppcnting^  with  the  troops  under  my  command. 

Wc  laaded  oa  Ibe  3d  instant,  at  eleven  o^clock  in  the  forenoon,  about  one  mile 
to  tbc  castvardof  the  entrance  to  the  Pass  from  Tarragona.  1  was  then  jiiiiied 
hj  the  Spsaiah  reftments  of  Barcelona  and  Palma,  under  the  command  of  Dun 
Joac  Carles. 

1  imaicdiatcly  directed  Roll's  Rifles,  the  li^bt  company  of  the  n7th,  and  Roirsi 
light  company,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Mullvr,  of  RoIlb\  lo  invest  the  furt 
as  doacly  as  possible,  which  he  did  so  completely  by  two  oVlock,  thut  the  enemy 
"abald  not  shew  himself  before  his  parai>ct. 

One  six-poander  was  brought  up  the  Sierra  del  Tasal,  a  very  steep  mountain, 
vithin seven  haudred  yards  of  thc^fortto  annoy  the  enemy  with   Shrapnell  shells. 
The  eagiacer  officers  not  having  arrived  with  the  intrenchiu«;  tools  till  very  late, 
vatfaing  farther  could  be  andertaken  that  evening. 

The  fort  of  Saa  Philippe  it  situated  upon  the  eastern  extremity  of  an  insulated 
^ll^«,  la  the  centre  of  the  Col  dc  Balaguer,  commanding  completely  the  great 
road  throagh  the  pass.  It  is  a  square  fort,  with  some  bastions,  but  commanded 
OB  two  aides  by  almost  inaccessible  mountains. 

Oa  tbe  4lh,  two  12-poundcrs  and  one  howitzer,  under  the  command  of  Lieuten* 
aat  Corbya,  of  his  Majesty's  ship  Invincible,  and  manned  by  the  crew  of  that  ship, 
were  likewise  bruoght  ap  to  the  Tasal.  This  battery  continued  to  play  iiptm  the 
fcit  the  whole  day,  ia  order  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  enemy,  whilst  Captain 
ChyaCy  of  the  royal  engineers,  was  tracing  out  the  ground  fur  the  breaching  bat- 
teriea,  withia  three  hundred  yards  of  the  place,  and  the  troops  busied  in  (riling  the 
haga.  At  night,  the  whole  of  tbe  seamen  and  troops  were  employed,  the 
fai  bringing  up  five  94'pounders,  shot,  powder,  &c.  for  the  battery,  whilst 
the  troopa  coaatmcted  the  work.  The  ground  beiug  very  unfavourable,  the  whola 
caald  aaft  be  eompieted before  break  of  day. 

ibrasnrcs  were  therefore  filled  up,  and  theVork  deferred  till  the  following 
rhea   Captaia  Adam  and  myself  sent  a  summons   to  the  cnmmaudiug 
Xf  offering  the  most  favourable  terms;   but  they  were  rejected.     On  the  .'>th 
hatlcrics  continued  a  heavy  fire  upon  the  fort.     In  the  evening  the  working 
yartica  aad  acamea  weat  down  early  to  the  battery. 

The  eacmy  having  perceived  the  filing  down,  kept  a  heavy  and  g:iHing  fire  of 
ahellay  roand  and  grape  shot,  during  the  whole  of  the  night,   which  occasioned 

l/BfiMrtanatcly  about  ten  oVlock  a  most  violent  storm  of  thunder  and  lightning 
CMMBWOCedy  which  impeded  the  works  greatly,  and  as  the  seamen  and  troops  were 
^^aiftc  cahaatted,  we  found  it  expedient  agntu  to  delay  t>rini;ing  tbc  guns  upon  the 
ylalfcrma,  aadtolteep  the  embrasures  masked.  In  the  evening  a  battery  of  two 
«ight-iach  mortars,  (commanded  by  an  officer  of  the  marine  artillery,  belonging 
fa  theStrombolo  Bomb)  was  placed  u|»oa  the  road,  within  n  lew  hundred  yards  of 
the  castle,  ai|der  the  breaching  battery,  as  wax  likewise  one  of  iwn  four  pounders 
apoa  the  hcighia  to  the  right,  where  the  riflemen  were  stationed.  At  day- break 
IhMi IhMt  bfHterics  opened  to  protect  the  working  party  at  t)ie  breaching  battiry, 
aad  hepc  ap  a  tremendous  fire,  until  six  o'clock,  when  that  of  the  e.i<>iie  hMing 
caflPplclaly  ceased,  their  expend  magazines  upon  the  batteries  being  hlown  up  by 
the  ahtlla  horn  the  mortars.  The  white  flag  was  hoisted  upon  the  csHtle  j  Captaia 
■C  aad  Captaia  Stoddart^of  the  royal  Navy,  were  sent  in  and  returned  in 
J|va.ailaiiiei|  with  «i  ofifipr  of  surrender,  upon  conditions  of  marching  out 
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and  {(rounding  tbeir  arm&  apoQ  the  glacis,  aud  of  being  permitted  to  carry  their 
pcrsunal  ba{|^gage  with  them. 

As  Marshal  Sachet^s  approach  was  hourly  expected,  Captain  Adam  and  myself 
judged  it  right  to  graut  them  the  terms  required,  as  we  should  by  that  mcmas  get 
the  fort  in  a  good  state  of  defence. 

The  advance  of  tde  division  immediately  took  possession  of  the  castle. 

I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  you  a  return  of  the  ordnance,  aauoanitiouy  pr#- 
Tisioos  and  stores,  found  ill  the  place,  as  likewise  a  return  of  the  prisoners  takes. 

I  now  come  to  the  pleasing  task  of  caliiu;;  your  notice  to  the  admirable  conduct 
of  the  whole  of  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  soldiers  1  hsTC  had 
the  honour  to  command. 

Their  labour  and  exertion  has  been  severe,  but  I  should  be  wanting  in  my  dtt(y 
did  I  not  particularize  Captain  Chyne  and  Lieutenant  Gipps,  of  the  royal  en* 
gineers.  Captain  Arabin,  of  the  royal  artillery,  and  Captain  Muller,  of  tbeadvaBCC. 

The  success  of  this  expedition  may  in  a  great  measure  be  attributed  to  the  semloas 
and  indefatigable  exertions  of  Captain  Adam,  and  the  officers  and  scameB  of  the 
royal  Navy. 

I  beg  likewise  to  particniarize  Captain  Carrol,  of  bis  Majesty ^s  sbi^  Volcwso^ 
and  Lieutenant  Corbyo,  of  the  Invincible. 

I  impute  our  loss  being  so  trifling  to  the  tremendous  af  d  well  directed  fire  kept 
«p  by  the  latter  from  his  battery.  I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  you  a.  return  of  tkc 
killed  and  wounded  since  our  disembarkation.

Hii  Majesty'*  Ship  Malta,  June  14,  1813.— Mt  Lord,— ADMIRAL  HnMosrcll 
baa  just  decided  on  sending  a  ship  to  Alicant,  and  I  bave  RMrely  time  to  itnle  to 
your  lordship,  and  I  do  so  with  great  regret,  that  1  have  been  Mdtr  tk«  RCCcstMy 
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of  niiiaff  the  f iejre  of  Tarra|rona,  and  embarking  the  army  under  my  cumniaud. 
In  Bf  prifate  letter  of  the  "tb  initant,  I  mentioned  to  jfour  Lordsbip,  tlic  roporti 
of  (Keasirmblageof  the  Frencb  forrrs  at  Barcel«>ua,  and  that  Marsbul  Siiclu-t  Ma« 
Mewiieia  march  from  Valencia,  and  stated  it  *9  my  opinion,  that  ihould  t1.cs*'  re- 
purti  be  confirmed,  the  object  your  Lordship  had  in  view  could  not  be  accumpllHli- 
*d.    Uofortonately  these  rumours  proved  true,  and  reluctantly  I  resolved  on  ruisin;; 
the  liege  and  embarking  the  nriny,  as  the  only  means  of  avoiding  a  general  action* 
which  must  have  been  fought  under  every  disadvantage.     I  cannot  at  this  monieut 
refer  to  dates,  but  it  is  sufficient  fur  the  present  to  state,  that  the  French  force  at 
Barcekina  vas  never  rated  to  me  at  less  than  eight  thousand,  and  that  previous  to 
thetr  march  it  would  amount  to  ten  thousand,  with  fourteen  pieces  of  ai-til!ery.     I 
kare,  however,  no  account  that  it  ever  exceeded  eight,  and  that  is  the  numbtr  on 
which  my  calculation  was  formed.     This  force,  upon  the  evening  of  the  ciih   or 
■lomingof  the  loth,  marched  out  from  Barcelona;    and  entered  Villa  Fruuea,  at 
fo«r  o*clock  in  the  evening  of  the  i  ith,  from  « licnee  it  wa<i  reported  to  me  to  march 
■t  twelve  oVIock  at  night  for  Vendrells,  distant  only  eighteen  or  twenty  miles  from 
Tarragona,  by  the  great  road,  and  a  few  miles  further  by  another  road,  by  viLich 
cannon  can  easily  pass.    On  the   gth  or  lOth    the  arrival   of  Marshal  Suchet  at 
▼alencia  waa  made  known  to  me  •,  his  exact  force  was  never  perfectly  ascertained, 
hlit,  from  the  intelligence  received  from  Valencia,  be  marched   from  thenec  with 
■ine  thoasand  men,  and  certainly  in  the  rear  of  that  place  bad  the  power  of  draw- 
iug  great  reinforcements  to  his  army. 

To  these  corps  must  be  added,  a  body  of  iooo  men,  which  had  previtiurly  arrived 
at  Tortosa,  and  another  corps,  independent  of  the  garrison  of  two  thousand  five 
buadred  men,  who  had  arrived  at  Lerida.  These  corps,  which  I  am  sure  I  do  nut 
exaggerate,  amount  to  twenty  thousand  five  hundred  men,  withshich,  in  four  or 
five  days,  Marshal  Suchet  could  attack  the  allied  army,  if  he  thought  proper,  or 
avoid  an  action  if  he  wished  still  more  to  reinforce  his  at  my.  Your  Lordship,  on 
the  other  hand,  will  observe,  that  I  could  scarcely  bring  into  the  field  twelve  thou- 
aaad  men,  and  that  the  army  of  Catalonia  was  stated  to  me  at  v'x^M  thonsund  fi«e 
huDdrccI,  making  twenty  thousand  five  hundred,  of  which  two  British  and  two 
Spaaish  divisions  were  at  the  Col  de  Balaguer,  and  could  not  be  withdrawn,  and  1 
coald  DOt  leave  less  than  two  thousand  five  huudrcd  to  cover  the  aiiillery  and  stores, 
and  to  contain  the  garrison  of  Tarragona.  The  two  corps,  at  the  least,  i»uuM 
aaiouBt  to  npwards  of  four  thousand  five  hundred  men,  leaving  roe  sixteen  thou -and 
taea  to  meet  the  best  French  troops  in  Spain,  amounting  to  upwards  of  :20,ujo. 

I^am  BOT«  there  is  nobody  more  willing  to  give  full  credit  to  the  gallaun  y  of  the 
Spanish  troops  than  I  am,  but  your  lordship  well  knows  that  they  arc  unable  to 
re,aad  I  coald  not  therefore  depend  upon  the  execution  of  any  order  which  uc- 
rilyohliged  them  to  make  a  movement;  and  of  troops  of  this  description,  I 
aboat  thirteen  thousand  men  *,  unless,  therefore,  I  could  place  them  in  pusiti- 
«■,  which,  as  the  French  bad  the  option  of  fighting  when  and  where  they  pleased, 
H  w«  iapoMible  I  could  place  any  reliance  upon  them.     My  British  and  Germ;>u 
troops  aiBoaat  only  to  four  thousand  five  hnadred.    Perhaps  your  Lordship  may 
he  of  opiaiooy  that,  under  these  circumstances,  I  ought  to  have  lisked  an  action, 
hai  Boothcr  unfavourable  objections  existed;  but  when  your  Lordship  i:*  ;i:fi*rin- 
•d,  that  I  had  BO  possibility  of  retreat,  if  unsnccesarul,  that  there  would  have  bceu 
■o  hopes  of  eaabarkatioa  if  followed,  and  that  the  army  must  have  lM>en  unuvoid- 
aMf  loot  if  beat,  I  venture  to  hope  that  your  Lordship  will  think,  however  much  it 
iita  ha  regretted^  that  1  have  adopted  the  only  means  of  inainlHtuing,  ent.re,  or 
ia^ctd  of  taviof  an  aivy  on  which  so  macb  depends.    1  feel  the  greater  cokiiiuciM .: 
▼OL.  7s  md.  at.  y 
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ill  this  hope,  on  rcrerting  to  the   13th  paragraph  of  yonr  Lordship's  generml  in- 
structious  for  the  conduct  of  the  campaign. 

I  am  fully  aware  that  there  are  many  circumstances  which  may  require  further 
information,  and  upon  all  parts  I  shall  be  happy  to  gire  every  explanation  iu  my 
power.  Your  Lordship  perhaps  may  be  of  opinion,  that  the  place  should  harubeeB 
taken ;  but  as  it  was  far  too  strong  to  storm,  I  believe  it  not  only  to  have  been  ia* 
possible,  but  that  we  should  not  have  taken  it  in  eight  or  tea  days :  my  only  rugrct 
is,  that  I  continued  the  siege  so  long,  induced  by  the  hopes  of  the  reiuforcementa 
I  expected.  I  continued  it  to  the  last  moment,  and  fortunately  the  weather  prov- 
ing favourable,  the  troops  were  embarked  without  molestation.  On  this  favourable 
circumstance  I  could  not  depend  for  another  day,  and  therefore,  having  taken  my 
part,  I  immediately  put  it  in  execution,  and  I  regret  to  say,  that  I  was,  in  conse- 
quence, obliged  to  leave  the  guns  in  the  most  advanced  batteries.  Had  I  remained 
another  day,  they  might  have  been  brought  off,  but  this  risk  I  would  not  run,  when 
the  existence  of  the  army  was  at  stake,  not  only  from  nnfavonrable  weather,  but 
from  the  appearance  of  an  enemy,  in  whose  presence  I  could  not  have  embarked 
perhaps  at  all,  certainly  not  without  suffering  a  great  loss,  and  without  the  poani- 
bility  of  deriving  any  advantage. 

I  have  only  further  at  this  time  to  add,  should  blame  he  attached  to  the  foilure 
of  the  expedition,  no  share  of  it  can  fall.on  Admiral  Hallowell,  who  conducted  the 
naval  branch  of  it.  From  that  distinguished  officer  I  have  met  with  every  assis- 
tance and  co-operation  in  his  power ;  and  I  think  it  only  justice  to  him  to  stnte, 
that  it  was  his  opinion  that  the  cannon  in  the  batteries  might  have  been  saved  by 
remaining  till  the  night,  and  that  they  then  could  have  been  brought  off.  This, 
however,  was  a  risk  I  did  not  wish  to  run  for  so  trifling  an  object,  and  preferred 
losing  them  to  the  chance  of  the  embarkation  being  opposed,  and  of  an  eventual 
much  more  serious  loss.

Dttning-Street,  July  24,  1813.— CAPTAIN  M*Doual,  Aide-dp-ramp  to  Lieatca- 
ait-GfiiermI  Sir  George  PreTost,  arrived  this  day  with  Difipatcheii,  addressed  to 
Etfl  Batiiarst,  one  of  His  Majesty^s  Principal  Secretaries  of  Slate,  of  which  the 
folloviag  are  copies  and  extracts. 

HtU-Qurters^  Kingston,  Upper  Canada,  May  18,  1813. — My  Lo&D, — 1  HAVE 
tk  koaoer  of  transmitting  to  your  Lordship,  copy  of  a  dispatch  which  I  hare  re- 
ceireii  from  Major-Gcneral  Sir  Robert  Sheaffo,  containing  the  particulars  of  an  at- 
ttck  Blade  by  the  land  forces,  and  the  flotilla  of  the  encmyt  upon  York,  in  Upper 
Ciasda,oathe  37th  nit. 

Tbeeaemy  left  York  on  the  8th  instant,  and  proceeded  to  Niagara,  where  I  under- 
ttaarf  they  landed,  on  the  American  side  of  the  lake,  one  thousand  two  hundred  men^ 
aadcr  General  Dearborn,  for  the  purpose  of  strengthening;  their  army  on  that  line, 
sad  probably  with  a  view  to  make  a  further  attempt  00  Fort  Erie  or  Fort  George. 
The  flotilla  afterwards  rctarncd  to  8ackt'tt*s  Harbour,  where  I  fiud  from  a  flag  of 
tnce,  which  came  over  the  day  before  yesterday,  they  remained  on  the  I4th. 

Froa  the  information  I  hare  received  from  an  oflicer  of  the  Lake  Marine  taken  at 
Fork,  and  sent  over  in  the  flag  of  truce,  I  find  the  enemy *8  force  at  Sackett^s  Har- 
te«r,aBso«nts  to  near  five  thousand  men,  and  that  they  were  making  preparations 
fcr  aaather  expedition,  hut  to  what  point  the  attack  was  to  be  directed  I  have  not 
^KaaUe  to  ascertain.  I  have  the  honour  to  be,  kc,

Kiagtttm^  May  5,  tS'lS^— >SlE,— I  DID  myself  the  honour  of  writing  to  your  ex- 
eril«cy,  on  mj  route  from  York,  to  communicate  the  isortifying  intelligence  that 
tkecacaiy  bad  obtained  possession  of  that  place  on  the  97th  of  April,  i  shall  now 
fiveyonr  Excellency  a  further  detail  of  that  event. 

la  tlie  evening  of  the  sGth,  information  was  received  that  many  vessels  had  been 
Ma  tn  the  eastward.  Very  early  the  next  morning  they  were  discovered  lying4o, 
iit  iir  Aom  the  harbour  :  after  some  time  hod  elapsed  they  made  aail,  and  to  the 
■aahcr  of  sixteen  of  various  descriptions  anchored  off  the  shore,  some  distance  to 
Ikt  vtatvnrd.  Boats  fnll  of  troops  were  imosediately  teen  assembling  near  their 
Cmaodore*s  ship,  under  cover  of  who^e  fire,  and  that  of  otber  vessela^  ajid  aided 
by  the  wind,  they  soon  effected  a  landiuf,  in  spite  of  n  apirited  opposition  from 
XiierSiVftnaMid  about  forty  Indians.  A  company  of  Glengarry  light  infantry, 
vhlch  Imd  b«eo  ordel'bd  to  aupport  them,  was,  by  some  miHtake  (not  in  thesmalleal 
'tgtw  impntnUe  to  its  Commander)  led  in  another  direction,  and  came  late  into 
Tbn  othnr  trtiops,  consiHtiug  of  two  coropaniea  of  the  «tb  or  King's  regi- 
it,and  about  a  company  6f  the  royal  NewfoOndland  regiment,  with  some  miiiti^ 
cneonnlcred  the  enemy  in  a  thick  wood.  Captain  M^Neal,  of  the  King's  regiment, 
taa  ItnM  while  gallantly  leading  his  company,  which  suffered  severely.  The 
Iraopa  at  length  felt  bade ;  they  rallied  several  times,  but  could  not  maintain  the 
•Mint  ifiiatt  the  grfatlj  anperhir  nhd  Increasing  numbers  of  the  eiiemy.  They 
Miiei  aadcr  cover  of  onr  batteries,  which  were  engaged  with  aome  of  the  eucmV% 
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vessels  (hat  had  mored  nigher  to  the  harbour.  By  sonic  unfortunate  accident  the 
niagazine  at  the  western  battery  blew  up,  and  killed  and  wounded  a  considerable 
number  of  men,  and  crippled  the  battery. 

It  became  too  evident  that  our  numbers  and  means  of  defence  were  inadeqaafe 
to  the  task  of  maintaining  possession  of  York  ngainst  the  vast  tnperiority  of  force 
brought  against  it.  The  troops  were  withdrawn  towards  the  town,  and  were  finally 
ordered  to  retreat  on  the  road  to  Kingston  :  the  powder  magazine  watt  blown  up,  ' 
and  the  new  ship,  and  the  naval  stores  destroyed.  Lieutenant-Colonel  CherTct^ 
and  Major  Allan  of  the  militia,  residents  in  the  town,  were  instructed  to  treat 
with  the  American  commanders  for  terms :  a  statement  of  those  agreed  on  witk 
Major-General  Dearborn  and  Commodore  Chauncey,  it  transmitted  to  yoar  ExceU 
Icucy,  with  returns  of  the  killed  and  wounded,  &c.  The  accounts  of  thenvmberof 
the  enemy  vary  from  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety,  to  three  tbonsunif. 
We  had  abont  six  hundred,  including  militia  and  dock-yard  men  :  the  quality  of 
these  troops  was  of  so  superior  a  description,  and  their  general  disposition  so  good, 
that  under  less  unfavourable  circumstances,  I  should  hare  felt  confident  of  snceess^ 
in  st>ite  of  the  disparity  of  nnmbers.  As  it  was,  the  contest,  which  commeiiced  bew 
tween  six  and  seven  o*c>ock,  was  maintained  nearly  eight  hours. 

When  we  had  proceeded  some  miles  from  York,  we  met  the  Itght  company  of 
the  King*i  regiment,  on  its  route  for  Fort  George  :  it  retired  with  us,  and  corereil 
the  retreat,  which  was  effected  without  molestation  from  the  enemy.  I  hare  the  fao^ 
nour  to  be,  &c.  R.  H.  Siieaffc,  Major-Gcncral.

Quurters,  Kingston,  June  i,  16 13. 
4LTB0UGH,  as  your  Lordship  will  perceive  by  the  report  of  Culo.nel  Ba\nes,' 
^kidi  I  karc  the  honour  herewith  to  transmit,  the  e.xpcditiuu  hait  not  been  attended 
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vith  the  complete  saccett  which  was  expected  from  it,  1  hare  preat  tatitfiMtioo 
in  informing  your  Lordship,  that  the  conrage  and  patience  of  the  small  band  of 
troops  employed  on  this  occasion,  under  circumstances  of  pccnliar  hardship  and 
privation,  have  been  exceeded  only  by  their  intrepid  conduct  ia  the  field,  forcinf  ■ 
passage  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  through  a  thickly  wooded  country,  affonKsf^ 
constant  shelter  and  strong  positions  to  the  enemy  *,  but  not  a  single  spot  of  clearcJ 
ground  favourable  to  the  operations  of  disciplined  soldiers. 

Kingston,  hfay  30,  1813.— SiR,—- 1  have  the  honour  to  report  to  yonr  ExcelleDcy^ 
that  in  conformity  to  an  arranged  plan  of  operations  with  Commodore  Sir  Jaiacs 
Yeo,  the  fleet  of  boats  assembled  astern  of  his  ship  at  ten  o'clock  oo  the  night  of  th« 
28th  instant,  with  the  troops  placed  under  my  command,  and  led  by  a  gnn-boat,  wa- 
der the  direction  of  Captain  Mulcaster,  Royal  Navy,  proceeded  towards  Sackett'a 
Harbour,  in   the   order  prescribed  to  the  troops,   in  case  the   detachment  was 
obliged  to  march  in  column,  vix.  the  grenadier  company,  looth,  with  one  section  of 
the  Royal  Scots,  two  companies  of  the  8tb,  or  King's,  four  of  the  I04tb,  two  of  tk# 
Canadian  Voltigeurs,  to  two  six-pounders,  with  tiieir  gunners,  and  a  company  of 
Glengarry  light  infantry,  were  embarked  on  board  a  light  schooner,  which  waa  pro- 
posed to  be  towed,  under  the  direction  of  officers  of  the  navy,  ao  as  to  ensurw  th« 
guns  being  landed  in  time,    to  support  the  advance  Qf  the   troops.     Altbongh 
the  night  was  dark,  with  rain,  the  boats  assembled  in  the  vicinity  of  Sackett*s  Har« 
hour,  by  one  o'clock,  in  compact  and  regular  order,  and  in  this  position  it  was  in- 
tended to  remain,  uutil  the  day  broke,  in  the  hope  of  effecting  a  landing  belbre 
the  enemy  could  be  prepared  to  line  the  woods  with  troops,  which  surround  the 
coast  \   but  unfortunately  a  strong  current  drifted  the  boats  considerably,  while 
the  darkness   of  the  night,   and  ignorance  of  the  coast,   prevented    them  from 
reco%  ering  the  proper  station,  until  the  day  dawned,  when  the  whole  pulled  for  the 
point  of  debarkation. 

It  was  my  intention  to  have  landed  in  the  Cove  formed  by  Horse  Island,  Init  oa 
approaching  it,  we  discovered  that  the  enemy  were  fully  prepared,  by  a  very  beavT 
fire  of  musketry  from  the  surrounding  woods,  which  were  filled  with  infantry,  anp. 
ported  with  a  field  piece.     I  directed  the  boats  to  pull  round  to  the  other  side  of  tlie 
island,  where  a  landing  was  effected  in  good  order  and  with  little  loss,  althoegk 
executed  in  the  face  of  a  corps,  formed  with  a  field  piece  in  the  wood,  and  under  Ae 
enfilade  of  a  heavy  gun  of  the  enemy's  principal  battery.    The  advance  wmt  led 
by  the  grenadiers   of  the  looth  regiment  with  undaunted  gallantry,   which    no 
obstacle  could  arrest :    a  narrow  causeway,  in  many  places  under  water,  not  more 
than  four  feet  wide,  and  about  four  hundred  paces  in  length,  which  connected  the 
island  with  the  main  land,   was  occupied  by  tbe  enemy   in   great   force  with  a 
six-poutidcr.    It  was  forced  and  carried  in  the  most  spirited  manner,  and  the  run 
taken  before  a  second  discharge  could  be  made  from  it ;  a  tumbril,  with  a  few  ronnds 
of  ammunition,  was  found,  but  unfortunately  tbe  artillerymen  were  still  behind,  the 
schooner  not  having  been  able  to  get  up  in  time,  and  the  troops  were  exposed  to  ao 
heavy  and  galling  a  fire  from  a  numerous  but  almost  invisible  foe,  as  to  render 
it  impossible  to  halt  for  the  artillery  to  come  up.    At  this  spot  two  paths  led  in  op» 
posite  directions  round  the  hill.    I  directed  Colonel  Young  of  the  King's  regimenfy 
with  half  of  the  detachment,  to  penetrate  by  the  left,  and  Mijor  Drummond  of  the 
104th,  to  force  the  path  by  the  right,  which  proved  to  be  more  open  and  wan  lest 
occupied  by  the  enemy.    On  the  left  the  wood  was  very  thick,  and  was  most  obsti- 
nately maintained  by  the  enemy. 

The  gun-boats  which  had  covered  onr  landing,  afforded  material  aid,  by  firing  into 
the  woods  ^  but  the  American  soldier,  secure  behind  a  tree,  wm  tiily  t«  he  dttalodfcd 
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bf  (be  bajonet.      The  f>piritcd  advance  of  a  sectiun  produced  tbc  flt;;!tt  of  liun- 

dft>di»^rrniD  this  observation  all  firint;  was  directed  tu  erase,  and  the  dclachmeut 

Wing  farmed  in  ma  regular  order  as  the  nature  of  the  ground  wouhl  admit,  pushed 
fjrvardlbrov^b  the  wood  upon  the  enemy,  who,  nlthou;^h  greatly  Ftipcrioi  in  uum- 
krt,  and  suppoifed  by  lielu-pieces,  and  a  heavy  fire  from  their  furt,  lU'd  with 
precipitation  from  tbcir  blockhouHe  and  f«>rt,  ahar.doninp^  one  of  their  ^iins. — The 
diristuu  under  Colonel  Youn^  was  joined  in  the  chaiiie  hy  that  ondir  M  ijor 
Driminond,  which  «as  executed  with  such  spirit  and  promptness,  that  miiu> 
of  tbc  enemy  fell  in  their  enclosed  barracks,  which  weie  set  on  fire  by  our  troi-pK ; 
— 4t  Ibis  poiut  the  further  energies  of  the  troops  became  unaTailinv.  I'htic 
blxk-bouse  and  stockaded  battery  could  nt)t  he  carried  hy  assuult,  nor  rcduciul 
by  field  pieces,  bad  we  been  provided  with  them  :  tiie  fire  of  the  ^uuboatit  proved 
iaeScIent  to  attaiu  that  end— light  and  adverse  winds  continued,  and  our  Iar;2;er 
TCMcIs  were  still  far  off.  The  enemy  turned  tlie  heavy  ordnance  of  the  battery  to 
Ibe  interior  defence  of  bis  post.  He  bad  set  fire  to  the  store-houses  iu  the  vicinity 
oflbe  Fort.

,tn|aisbeil  corps  ;  and  Captuin  Burke  availed  himself  of  the  ample  fu!d  aiforded 
bim  in  leading  the  advance,  to  display  the  intrepidity  of  Ilrilisb  ^reoadiers.  The 
drltchroeDt  of  tbe  iu4tb  regiment  under  ^lajor  Moodie,  Captain  I^rPbersou's  com- 
paiy  of  Glengarry  light  infantry,  and  two  cinnpanies  of  Canadian  VoUigfcurs,  com- 
Moded  by  Major  llamot,  all  of  them  levies  of  tbe  British  Troviuces  of  North 
Anerica,  evinced  most  striking  proofs  of  their  loyalty,  steadiness,  and  courage. 
«TLe  delBchmeDt  of  tbe  royal  Mcwfoundland  rej3;imi<nl  bcisaved  with  great  i;ullantry. 

Yoar  Excclleocy  will  lament  tbe  loss  of  that  acuve  and  iiiteliii^ent  officer,  Capiuiii 
Gny,  Acting  Ueputy  Quarter-Master  General,  who  fell  close  to  tbe  cnemy^s  work, 
vbilc  reconnoitring  it,  in  the  hope  to  discover  some  opening  to  favour  an  a&sault. 

Commodore  Sir  James  Yeo  conducted  the  fleet  of  boats  in  the  attack,  and  aecom- 
P**yiaf  the  advance  of  the  troops,  directed  the  co-operation  of  the  gun-iioats.

Kingftony  Upper  Canada^  June  y,  1813. — My  Lord, — I  HAVE  great  tatif- 
factiun  in  reporting  to  your  Lordship  the  result  of  a  gallant  affair  which  took 
place  between  the  armed  vessels  of  the  enemy  and  our  gun-boats,  sapported 
by  detachments  from  the  garrison  of  Isle  Au  Noix,  ou  the  3d  instant,  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  that  post,  which  terminated  in  the  capture  of  the  vessels  Earle  and 
Growler,  each  mounting  eleven  guns,  with  four  officers  and  forty-five  men.  Thia 
feat  was  performed  under  the  direction  of  Major  Taylor,  of  the  lOOtb  regiment, 
who  held  the  temporary  command  at  Isle  Au  Noix  during  the  absence,  on  duty, 
of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hamilton  ;  and  the  detachments  were  composed  of  lb€ 
royal  artillery,  and  looth  regiment. 

The  following  officers  are  reported  to  me  as  having  distinguished  tbemaelvea,  tic. 
— Captain  Gordon,  of  the  artillery ;  Lieutenant  Williams,  Ensigns  Dawson,  Gi^ 
bon,  and  Huroplirys,  of  the  lOOth  regiment;  and  Lieutenant  Lowe,  of  the  mariae. 

In  the  contest,  which  was  maintained  for  three  hours  and  a  half,  we  bad  tbrca 
men  wounded  ;  the  enemy  lost  one  man  killed,  and  eight  wounded.

— SiR,— IN  the  absence  of  Lieutenant-Cbloiiel  Haa- 
ilton,  I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that  one  of  the  enemy^s  armed  Tcsaelf 
was  discerned  from  the  garrison  at  half-past  four  o^clock  this  morning,  wliea  I 
judged  it  expi^dient  to  order  the  three  gnn-boats  under  weigh  ;  and  before  tbey 
reached  the  point  above  the  garrison,  another  vessel  appeared  in  sight,  wheu  lb« 
gun-boats  commenced  firing.  Observing  this  vessels  to  be  near  enough  the  abortt 
for  muoketry,  I  ordered  the  crew  of  two  batteaux  and  row-boats  (wbicb  1  took  witb 
me  firoa  the  funriion  to  act  according  to  circumitanres)  W  land  on  caeb  tldt  lb«. 
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tntr,  tad  take  a  po&ition  to  rake  tlie   vessels;  the  fiiin;;  m.-w  biiskly  kept  un  on 
bulb  sides,  (the  enemy  i»  ith  Rinall  arms  and  grape  shut  occu«i(Mi.iIly :)  near  llic  clube 
oftbeacfion  an  express  ccme  off  to  me  in  a  canoe,  with  inti  llir^cnrp,   that  u.ore 
trined  rrssels  were  opproarhin^,  and  about  throe  th(»usan(]  niru   from  the  eu4  iny*« 
fioff,  by  land.     On -this  information,   1   returned  to  put  the  garrixon  in   the  hist 
enter  fur  tlieir  reception  ;  h-avinq:  diirctions  with  the  ^un-boats  and  parties,  nut  tn 
taffer  their  n  treat  to   be  cut   t.ff  fioni  it;  and  before  1   reached  the  garrison,  the 
coeaiy*s  vcmcIs  struck  their  colours, after  a  \icll  contCKted  artioii  of  thrre  hours  and 
a  half.     They   proved   to  he  the  United  States  armed  Tesscia  Growler  and    r:i::Ie, 
burthen  from  ninety   to  one  hundred  tons,  and  carrying  elevi-n  gnns  eac!i,  l.-eiurtD 
Ibem,  tveire,  eighteen  and  sixteen-poundcr  earronadcs;  coniplctt-ly  cquipjud  e.ndir 
lJie<M'ders  of  the  senior  ofliccr  of  the  GrowUr,  Captain  Sidney  Sni.th,  with  a  com- 
plement of  fifty  men  each.     They  had  one  man  killed  and  cigitt  wonndLd  *,  we  had 
only  three  men  wounded,  (me  of  them  severely,  from  the  enemy's  grape  shot  on  the 
parties  on  shore.     The  alacrity  of  the  garrison,  on  this  occasion,  calls  forth  my 
vmrmest  approbation;    Ensigns    Dawson,   Gibbons  and   Humphrcvs,    and  acting 
qaarter-master    Pilkington,  and  Crews,  of  the  luoth  (L'riiice  Regent's)  rcginicnl  ; 
and  Lieutenant  Lowe,  of  the  marine  department,  with  three  gunners  of  the  aitillery 
to  each  boat,  behaved  with  the  greatest  gallantry ;  and  1  am  particularly  indebted 
to  Captain  Gordon,  of  the  royal  artillery,  and  Lieutenant  Williams,  with  the  par- 
ties of  the  looth  regiment  on  shore,  who  materially  contributed  to  the  surrcndtr 
nf  the  enemy.     The  Growler  is  arrived  ut  the  garrison  in  good  order,  and  apparently 
a  fine  ressel,  and  the  boats  arc  employed  on  getting  off  the  La;;le,  which  was  run 
aground  to  prcrcnt  her  sinking.     I  have  hopes  she  will  be  save<1,  but  in  the  mean- 
time have  bad  her  dismantled,  her  guns  and  stores  brought  to  the  garrison.     Knyi;;n 
IHvson,  of  the  100th  regiment,  a  most  intelligent  ofliccr,  will  have  the  honoui  of 
dfliveriDg  yon  this.

Kincrxtoriy  June  14,  lrtl3.— Mt^  Lord, — I  HAVE  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your 
lordship  the  inclosed  report  from  Colonel  Proctor,  which,  owing^  to  the  temporary 
possession  of  York  by  the  enemy,  has  only  just  reached  me  by  a  circuitous  route. 
I  sincerely  congratulate  your  Lordship  on  this  additional  proof  of  the  steady  disci- 
pline aud  valour  of  his  Majesty's  forces  on  the  Detroit  fronlicr,  and  which  Imre 
euablcd  them,  under  the  judicious  ai-ratii^eiTicnts  of  thtir  distioj^uished  leader,  to 
successfully  to  repel  the  attack  of  the  enemy.  By  the  last  accounts  rcceired  fmni 
Colonel  Proctor,  dated  the  4th  instant,  he  was  still  at  Sandwich,  traitiug  for  the 
I'cinforcemciits  which,  had  it  not  been  for  the  late  events  on  the  Niag^ara  frontier, 
would  have  lonp:  ap^o  reached  him.  I  have  reason  to  thiuk  they  are  now  on  their 
way  to  him,  and  when  arrived,  he  will  probably  be  enabled  again  to  advance  against 
Major-General  Harrison,  who  remains  strengthening  himself  in  his  position  at  Fort 
Meigs,  where  he  is  watched  by  a  large  body  of  Indians.

Sandwich,  May  14,  1813. — SfR, — FROM  the  circumstances  of  th«  war,  1  hare 
judged  it  expedient  to  make  a  direct  rvport  to  your  Excellency  of  the  operationt 
and  present  state  in  this  district. 

In  the  expectation  of  being  able  to  reach  the  enemy,  who  had  taken  post  near  the 
foot  of  the  Rapids  of  the  Miami,  before  the  reinforcement  and  supplies  coold  ar- 
rive, for  which  only  he  waited  to  roramencc  active  operations  against  us,  1  deter- 
mined to  attack  him  without  delay,  and  with  every  means  ii  my  power;  hat  from 
the  necessary  preparations,  and  some  untoward  circumstances,  it  was  not  in  my 
power  to  reach  him  within  three  weeks  of  the  period  1  had  proposed,  and  at  which 
he  might  have  been  captured  or  destroyed. 

From  the  incessant  and  heavy  rains  wc  experienced,  and  during  which  our  baU 
teries  were  constructed,  it  was  not  until  the  morning  of  the  1st  instant,  the  fifth 
day  after  our  arrival  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  twelve  miles  from  the  enemy,  that 
our  batteries  could  be  opened. 

The  enemy,  who  occupied  several  acres  of  commanding  ground,  strongly  de- 
fended by  block-houses,  and  the  batteries  well  furnished  with  ordnance,  had,  during 
our  approach,  so  completely  intrenched  and  covered  himself,  as  to  render  unavaiU 
ingevery  effort  ot  our  artillery,  though  well  served,  and  in  batteries  most  judiciously 
placed  and  constructed,  under  the  able  direction  of  Captaiu  Dixon,  of  the  Koyal 
Engineer^,  of  whose  ability  and  unwearied  zeal,  shewn  particularly  on  this  occasioOy 
I  cunuot  speak  too  highly. 

Though  the  attack  has  not  answered  fully  the  purpose  intended,  I  have  the  satis- 
faction to  inform  your  Excellency  of  the  fortunate  result  of  an  attack  of  the  enemy, 
aided  by  a  sally  of  roost  of  their  garrison,  made  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  instanty 
by  a  reinforcement  which  descended  the  river,  a  consirlcrablc  distance  in  a  very  short 
time,  consisting  of  two  corps,  Dudley*s  and  RoswelPs,  amounting  to  one  thontand 
three  hundred  men,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Green  Clay,  The 
attack  was  very  sodden,  and  on  both  sides  of  the  river.  The  enemy  wet*e  for  a  few 
niinatcs  in  possession  of  our  batteries,  and  took  some  prisoner^.  After  a  severe 
contest,  though  not  of  long  continuant^,  the  enemy  gave  way,  and,  except  the  body 
•of  those  who  sallied  from  the  fort,  mnst  have  been  mostly  killed  or  taken.

I  coald  not  ascertain  the  amount  of  (he  enemy's  loss  in  killed,  from  the  extent  of 
the  scene  of  action,  nud  mostly  in  the  woods,     i  conceive  liis  loss  iu   killed  and  pii- 
suners  to  have  hec;i  httn'een  one  th.iuiKand  :  r.d  twelve  hcndrt'd  men.     These  aufwr- 
tanate  people  Mere  not  volunteers,  r-.mI  e(  nj'Mcto  Kc::tncky'8  quota.     If  the  enemy 
kad  been  permitted  ti>  rec<  ivi'  l-.i.s  rLtufurcrMc  nts  and  »:n  implies  undisturbed,  1  should 
have  had,  al  this  ciilical  j.i'icturt,  to  contend   with  l.'iiu  for  Detroit,  or  perhaps  on 
this  shore. 

I  had  m't  the  option  (.f  r<'taMiine  my  siiuati<*n  on  the  IMiami— Half  of  the  mililia 
li.vl  left  us.  I  reeeiveil  :\  (hprtation  from  the  Chiefs,  counselling^  me  to  return,  at 
they  could  not  prevent  their  people.,  us  was  thc.:r  custom  after  any  battle  of  codsc- 
iiuenee,  rctnrninji^  to  their  villai^eH  with  their  wotnuUd,  their  prisoners,  and  pluniler, 
of  which  they  had  taken  a  cons'.d(r:ihle  i<o:intitt  in  t!:e  ho;its  of  the  enemy. 

Before  the  ordnance  could  he  \vili:ilr>'.\vn  from  ti:e  hatteriea,  I  was  left  withTe- 
^unorth  and  less  than  twenty  chiefs  and  warriors,  a  eircumstancc  that  strongly 
|>rtives  thct,  nnder  present  circumstaneeK  ut  least,  onr  Intlian  force  is  not  a  dispfjs* 
able  one,  or  permanent,  thonirh  ocf  a^ionally  a  mf>-^t  powerful  aid.  I  have,  bow- 
crer,  brought  off  all  the  or<lnanee  ;  ai.d  ii;ih>cd  have  n>it  left  any  thing  behind  :— 
fart  of  the  ordnance  is  embarked  nudor  the  tire  of  the  (nemv. 

The  service  on  which  we  were  eioployed  has  been,  though  short,  a  very  severe 
one  ;  and  too  mncli  pr.^.ise  cannot  h<'  {(iven  to  both  offp^  rs  and  m^n,  for  the  cherr- 
fclaesa  with  which  on  every  oceasian  they  met  the  service.  To  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Warbarton  1  feel  many  (d)li};ntions  for  the  aid  Uv  z  alonsly  afforded  me  on  every 
oecasion.  From  my  Bri<^adc-l^Iajov,  Lit  nlenanl  McLean,  I  received  the  same  zealous 
tctistaoce  as  on  former  occa*iiun-<.  To  C:)ptain  Moclih'r,  Itoyal  Newfoundland 
regiment,  who  acted  as  my  Aid-de.Camp,  1  am  much  indebted  for  the  assistance 
afforded  me. 

Lieutenant  Le  Breton,  of  the  Newfoundland  regiment,  Assistant  £ogineer,  by 
bis  unwearied  exertions,  rendered  essential  service,  as  did  Lieutenant  Gardiner,  of 
the  41  fit  regiment,  from  his  science  in  artillery.  The  Royal  Artillery,  in  the  laho- 
rionsdattcs  they  performed,  displayed  their  usual  unweuried  zeul,  and  were  well 
auisted  by  the  Royal  Newfoundland  (under  Lieutenant  Garden)  as  additional  gnn- 
Hers.  Tbc  laborious  duties  which  the  marine,  under  Commodore  l!all,  have  per« 
I  formed,  have  been  most  cheerfully  met,  and  tbc  most  essential  service  rruderi  J. 
I  bnve  the  hononr  to  send  an  embarkati(m  return  of  the  force  that  served  under 
■yconraiand  at  tbc  Miami,  exclusive  of  the  Indians,  who  may  be  stated  al  twelve 
Imndred. 

I  alsooneloae  a  rrtnrn  of  our  killed,  wonnded^  and  prisoners,  who  have,  however, 
been  exrhifigcd. 
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I  had  taken  upun  me  to  give  the  rank  of  Major  to  the  six  Captains  of  the  litir>  a^ 
militia  wr re  employed  on  the  same  service  with  them  \  some  of  them  are  old  officers  ; 
•U  of  them  deserving: :  any  mark  of  your  Excellency's  approbation  of  them  would  be 
extremely  ffratefulto  me. 

I  beg  leave  to  mention  the  four  volunteers  of  the  4 1st  regiment,  Wilkinson,  Rich' 
ardson,  Laing,  and  Proctor,  ais  worthy  of  promotion.

who  is  acting  as  a  Brigndier-General  in  Upper  Canada,  until  His  Royal  Highness 
the  Prince  Regent's  pleasure  is  known.  To  the  just  measure  of  praise  g ivcB  by  Co* 
loBel  Vincent  to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Harvey,  for  the  leal,  intelligence,  and  gallantry 
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^ispUytd  by  bim  on  tliis  occasion  1  have  to  add,  that  so  (;roat  was  the  desire  of  that 

ncriturious  officer  to  arrive  at  his  post,  and  Hhaie  in  the  arduous  duties  of* the  army 

towbicbhe  had  been  appointed,  that  he  walked  in  snow  shoes,  in  the  depth  of  lust 

winter,  through  the  wilds  laying  between  the  Caiiadas  and  New  Brunswick.     In  ad- 

ditioB  to  Colonel  Vincent^s  report  of  the  affair  at  Stony  Creek,  I  have  the  honour  to 

inforffl  your  Lordship,   that  the  enemy  made  a  movement  to  their  rear,  in  conset 

qucBceof  the  attack  of  their  camp,  and  retired  to  the  Forty  Mile  Creek,  when  Sir 

James  Yeo^s  flotilla  had  appeared  iu  the  offin?. 

The  Commodore,  after  comniuoicatiuflr  with  Colonel  Vincent,  proceeded  with  the 
reiuforcemcuts  of  troops  I  had  put  on  board  his  veM't'U  at  Kini;<itou,  towards  the 
eoemy*8  second  cainp,  and  when  the  last  intellifl^ence  left  him,  bis  squadron  hud  so 
soecesiifully  cannonaded  it,  that  the  mass  of  the  Americans  were  retreating  with  pre- 
cipitation, and  our  troops  pressing  upon  them.     Several  of  ihiir  boats  had  fallen  into 
our  possession.     The  attack  made  upon  Sackctt's  llarhoin*,  the  29th  ultimo,  which 
terminated  in  the  destruction  of  the  naval  stores  accumulated  at  that  p(»rt,  induced 
the  enemy>  fleet  to  cease  co-operating  with  the  army,  and  to  return  suddenly  into 
port,  since  which  time  Commodore  Chauncey  has  not  ventured  upon  the  Lake. 

Captain  M'Doual,  my  Aide-de-Camp,  will  have  the  bouonr  of  delivering  to  your 
Lordship  this  dispatch  :  he  is  an  oiiicer  of  great  merit  and  intelligence,  and  having 
been  sent  forward  with  instructions  to  Colonel  Vincent,  bad  the  good  fortune  to  be 
present  in  the  last  action,  in  which  that  division  of  the  army  so  highly  distinguished 
itself:  he  was  also  at  the  attack  made  on  Sackett^s  Harbour,  and  was  employed  on 
an  arduous  mission  to  Colonel  Proctor,  when  the  movement  of  the  American  army 
under  General  Harrison,  towards  the  Detroit  Tronti*  r,  took  place  in  February  last. 
He  is,  therefore,  well  (iiulified  to  give  yonr  Lordebip  any  information  you  may  rc- 
i|airc  respecting  the  st.ae  of  affairs  in  the  Cauadu«i,  and  deserving  of  any  mark  of 
favour  it  may  giariousiy  please  bis  Uuyal  Hi^hneits  the  Prince  Regent  to  eonfer 
npou  him.  Cipt  tin  M'Donal  will  nUo  have  the  hononr  of  delivering  to  your  Lord- 
ship the  coloui't*  taken  from  the  enemy  at  Ogdenshurg,  that  they  may  he  laid  at  the 
feet  (if  his  Rii^al  Hifi^hiiiss  the  Prince  Regent.  1  have,  ^c.  GilORGE  PrevosT. 
To  the  Right  Honourable  Earl  Bathurst. 

Burliagton  ileightSy  Head  qf  Lake  Onturio^  June  6y  13  I J — SiR, — HAVING  yes- 
terday received  infurmntidn  of  the  enemy  having  advanced  from  the  Forty  Mile 
Creek,  with  a  force  consisting  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  men,  eight  or  nine  field 
pieces,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  cavalry,  for  the  avowed  purpose  of  attacking  the 
division  under  my  conimaud  in  this  position,  and  having  soon  nl'terwards  received  a 
report  that  he  had  passed  the  swamp,  and  driven  iu  my  advanced  posts  from  Sloney 
Creek  and  Brady's,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Harvey,  Deputy  Adjutant-General,  imme- 
diately went  forward  with  the  light  companies  <if  the  Kiu'^^s  and  49th  regiments, 
and  having  advanced  close  to,  and  accurately  ascertained  thecnemy^s  position,  sent 
back  to  propose  to  me  a  night  attack  on  his  camp. 

Thcenemy^s  camp  was  distant  about  seven  miles.  About  half  past  eleven,  I  moved 
ftiVwards  with  the  fifth  company  of  the  8th  (or  King's)  and  the  49th  regiments, 
aiiiouBting  together  to  ouTy  seven  hnndred  and  four  firelocks:  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Harvey,  who  conducted  it  with  greut  re;>nlarity  and  judgment,  gallantly  led  on  the 
m  tack.  The  enemy  was  completely  surprised,  and  driven  fmm  his  camp,  after  hav- 
iog  repeatedly  formed  in  different  hodie^,  and  been  as  often  charged  by  our  brave 
troops,  whose  conduct  throu«<tiont  this  brilliant  entcrprif^e  was  above  all  praif^e.  The 
action  terminated  before  d:i>tijhf,  when  thr<*<*  guns,  and  one  brass  howitzer,  with 
three  tumbrils,  two  Bricradici'  G*  ncrats,  Chandler  and  Winder,  first  and  second  io 
command,  and  npward^  ^>^'  o'le  huii('.red  c*.iecr^,  non-coinmissioncd  oJBcers  and 
privates  ■,  remained  in  om  liauds. 

Not  conceiving  it  pruurot  to  expose  onr  small  f«»rce  to  the  view  of  the  enemy, 
vho,  though  routed  and  dispersed,  ws^  still  fi)rmid:ilile  a**  to  numbers  and  position, 
behaving  fled  to  the  Kurr^niudin?  hri<:lit«,  niu)  having  still  four  or  five  guns,  the 
troops  were  put  in  motion  at  ilavlirak,  smd  inai chid  back  to  their  cantonments. 
Aftar  we  had  retired,  and  it  h;u*  boroine  broad  day,  the  enemy  ventured  to  re*occu- 
pf  his  camp,  only,  however,  for  the  purpose  of  JfStroyiui;  his  ioeninhrances,  suck 
as  blankets,  carriages,  provifiionV,  spare  ariA*>\  ammunition,  ice,  after  which  he  com* 
Bicbceil  a  precipitate  retreat  towards  the  Forty  .\!ile  Creik,  where  he  effected  a 
junction  with  a  body  ot  two  thou5;aiid  men,  who  were  on  their  march  from  Niagara 
to  reinforce  bim, 

I  cauDOt  conclude  this  dispatch  without  calTing  your  Excellency *s  attentioo  totbe 
following  Officers  : 

To  Ltentenant- Colonel  Harvey,  the  Deputy  Adjutant-General,  my  obligations 
M^filirtieiilarly  d««.     From  the  first  moment  tbceuemy's  approach  was  known,  ht 
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w  it<'1ird  his  inovrments,  aud  afToidtrd  mc  the  earliest  irforraations.  To  him,  i<- 
«»«ul,  I  am  indebted  for  the  su<fi;r9tiu»  niid  plan  of  o|ieration*«  :  nothing  coald  be 
MHMC  cirar  iban  his  arrnijcrfmnits,  nor  niori.'  rimiplelely  sorreysfnl  in  the  result. 
Tire  conduct  of  Major  Pleinlcilentl.,  w  ho  eoromanded  the  49th  regiment,  was  rtry 
cui)ii}>icnous.  By  his  decision  aud  prompt  efibrts,  the  surprise  of  the  enemy*s 
cauip  was  comptetrd,  and  alt  his  eA'orts  to  make  a  stand  were  rendered  iutft'erlual 
by  the  hayonct,  which  o%trthrrw  all  (opposition.  A  party  of  the  49lh,  with  Major 
Vienderlcath  at  their  head,  (^allautly  charj^cd  some  of  the  enemy^s  field-pieces,  and 
brotight  off  two  eix'ponii'icrs. 

Major  Ogilrie  led  on,  in  tl^e  nio^t  j^allant  manner,  the  five  companies  of  the 
Kin^^s  regintent,  and  whilst  one  half  of  that  highly  disciplined  aud  distinguished 
corps  supported  the  49th  regiment,  the  other  part  mored  to  the  rig^ht,  and  attacked 
the  enemy^s  left  flank,  which  decided  our  midnis:htcont«st. 

I  have' also  received  the  |tTeatrst,assistance  from  Major  Glesfg,  Brigade  Msjor 
to  the  forces,  and  be^  leave  to  mention  the  names  of  Captains  M'Dowal  and  Milncs, 
^our  Excellency's  Aides-de- Camp,  who  accompanied  ni«  to  the  attack,  and  upon  ail 
occasions  bare  volunteered  their  services.  I  have  likewise  to  acknowledge  the  as- 
fl'stance  of  Captain  Chambers,  of  the  4l8t  regiment,  who  had  arrived  some  days 
before  from  Amliei-slbeig*,  aud  Mr.  Brook,  Paymaster  of  the  49th,  who  assisted  me 
as  Acting  Aide-de-Camp. 

To  Mr.  Hackctt,  Acting  Staft' Surjjeon  to  this  army,  I  feci  particularly  indebted, 
for  his  judicious  arrangements,  by  which  the  wounded  have  received  every  attention, 
and  are  most  of  them  likely  to  be  restored  to  the  service. 

It  would  he  an  act  of  injustice,  Mcre  I  to  omit  assuring  your  Excellency,  that 
gallantry  and  discipline  were  n<  ver  more  conspicuous  than  during  our  late  short 
service  ;  and  I  fe.  I  the  greatest  satisfaction  in  assurinpr  y<^u,  iViat  every  officer  and 
individual  seemed  anxious  to  rival  each  other  in  his  eH'urts  to  support  the  honouf 
of  hiH  Majesty^s  arms,  and  to  maintain  the  high  character  of  British  troops. 

1  beg  leave  to  refer  your  Excellency  to  the  enclosed  reports,  for  particulars  r€- 
syectiug  our  loss,  which,  1  regret,  has  b*  en  vrry  severe,

SECOND  ITINERARY  IN  HOLLAND: 

BEING   AN    ITINIRARY    IN   TROBI   ITATES   IN   THE   YEAR    I8O6. 


ffle  rout€  qf  tkit  Itinerary  was  as  follows  :    From  Oravtsend  to  Rotterdam,  thence  to 

De{/tf  IS  English  miles ;  thence  to  the  Hague ,  6  ;  thence  to  Ley  den,  14  ;  thence  to 

HaerUm^  IS ',    thence  to  Amsterdam,  15  ;  thence  to  Utretcht,  34  }  thence  to  Dus- 

seidorf: 

IN  the  tommer  of  the  year  1806,  we  (the  traveller  by  whom  this  itinerary 
was  made,  and  a  fHend)  were  desirous  of  visiting  Holland,  and  procured  the 
aeccwnry  passports  and  permission  for  this  purpose.  We  proceeded  from  Lon- 
don to  Gravesend,  where  we  paid  six  guineas  each  to  a  Dutch  captain.  A 
Ettle  favourable  breeze  almost  immediately  sprang  up,  and  we  availed  our- 
telves  of  it  to  drop  down  the  river. 

The  breeze,  however,  very  shortly  failed  us^  and  we  were  left  to  no  other 
•id  bat  the  tides.  Indeed,  we  almost  tided  it  over  to  Holland,  in  the  accom- 
pBdnnent  of  which  we  were  six  long  days ;  but  the  days  were  serene  and 
warm,  the  nights  were  adorned  by  a  brilliant  moon,  and  the  blue  vault  of 
heaven  was  spangled  over  with  stars. 

After  a  passage  of  six  da^-s  we  discovered  Schowven,  and  soon  after  the 
iduid  of  Goree.  The  wind  began  to  freshen  just  as  we  reached  the  mouth 
of  the  Maese,  and  the  scenery  began  now  to  be  truly  Dutch.  A  low  slimy 
Aore,  surmounted  by  green  flags  and  a  few  scanty  Osiers,  announced  our 
voyage  to  be  at  a  close,  but  the  wind  again  falling,  we  had  to  come  again  to 
•a  anchor.  One  of  the  first  objects,  which  saluted  our  eyes  was  the  Telegraph, 
which  was  working  with  wonderful  rapidity.  We  were  now  off  Briel,  a 
toiwn  celebrated  for  having  given  birth  to  Admiral  Van  Tromp. 

In  the  dead  of  the  night,  and  in  a  deep  fog,  a  fishing  boat  dropped  along-  " 
•de,  the  master  of  which  informed  us  that  the  last  vessel  from  England  had 
beco  confiscated,  and  all  the  passengers  made  prisoners ;  after  which  exor- 
diitm  he  offered  to  conduct  us  in  safety  past  the  guard-sliip,  if  we  would  give 
two  guineas  each.  We  refused,  however,  this  offer,  ver>'  much  to  the  morti- 
fication of  our  own  captain,  who  having  secured  his  passage  money  wished  to 
be  ^rly  rid  of  us.  On  the  following  morning  we  persuaded  him  to  bear 
sway,  without  further  delay,  for  Maslandsluys,  on  the  other  side  of  tlie  Maese, 
there  a  fast  sailing  fishing  boat  received  us,  and  immediately  commenced  its 
departure  for  Rotterdam,  a  distance  of  25  miles. 

Gladly  we  bade  adieu  to  our  miserable  ark,  and  about  six  o'clock  in  the 
evening  embarked^  on  the  river  Merwe,  a  noble  branch  of  tlie  Maese,  the 
breadth  of  which  is  about  a  mile,  lessening  but  in  a  little  degree  as  it  reaches 
Botterdam.  The  water  of  this  river  is  rather  foul,  but  its  shores  are  beauti- 
fuOy  lined  with  villages,  farm-houses,  and  avenues  of  trees. 
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As  the  night  advanced,  the  floating  lanthorus  of  the  fishermen  had  a  plesfr 
ing  and  romantic  effect,  as  we  glided  along  with  a  fine  breeze.  A  row  of 
lamps,  running  parallel  with  a  canal  supplied  by  the  Merwe,  announced  our 
passing  Schiedan,  ^  celebrated  in  Holland  and  Europe  for  its  distilleries  of 
Geneva.  About  twelve  o'clock  we  arrived  at  the  boom  or  barrier  for  shipping 
at  Rotterdam,  whence  we  shortly  got  on  shore,  and  after  much  difficulty  and 
perambulation  discovered  a  comfortable  hotel  in  the  suburbs,  tlie  gates  of  the 
city  beins:  always  shut,  and  the  boom  closed  at  eleven  o'clock. 

Our  hotel  lay  at  the  bottom  of  a  most  beautiful  avenue  pf  trees,  running^ 
parallel  with  the  river  opposite  to  the  ferry.  Our  landJofd  was  very  civi]^ 
and  all  his  servants  spoke  French. 

Many  of  the  principal  merchants  of  Rotterdam  have  comitry  bouses  in 
these  delightful  suburbs.  On  the  following  day  I  walked  along  a  line  of  them^ 
and  beheld  for  the  first  time  a  specimen  of  the  taste  of  the  Dutch  in  rural 
scenery.  The  gardens,  upon  a  level  with  the  river,  and  divided  from  it  by  a 
high  raised  road  or  terrace,  appeared  to  have  been  all  designed  by  a  Mathema-^ 
tician,  but  still  their  neatness  and  luxuriance  left  a  pleasing  impression  on 
the  mind.  The  number  of  beautiful  streets,  adorned,  as  is  the  case  throughout 
ilulliuid,  with  noble  rows  of  trees,  is  a  spectacle,  at  once  nord  and  beautiful. 
I'lie  trees  act  as  a  fun  to  tlie  houses  in  hot  weather,  and  tlieir  leaves  are  said 
to  inhale  whatever  mephitic  air  may  arise  from  such  of  the  canals  as  are 
stni^nant,  and  to  exhale  it  again  with  refreshing  purity. 

The  city  derives  its  name  from  the  river  Rotte,  which  unites  with  the  Merwe^ 
and  the  neighbourhood  of  both  to  the  sea  renders  the  town  very  eligible 
for  tnide  and  navigation.  The  pleasure  boats  of  some  of  the  NT  erchauts,  whidb 
we  saw  moored  opjiosite  to  their  houses,  appeared  to  us  to  fie  very  clumsy,  and 
ronstructed  only  for  smoking  or  napping  in ;  they  were  broad,  high  at  the  bead 
and  stern,  and  had  a  heavy  cabin  with  moveable  glass  windows  towards 
the  stern. 

One  of  tlie  first  appearances  which  impress  a  foreigner  on  his  arrival  into 
Holland  is  that  of  the  houses,  which  are  built  of  very  small  brirks,  very  lofty, 
and  filled  wilh  large  windows ;  projecting,  moreover,  so  forward  as  they  as* 
ccnd,  tliat  many  of  them  are  upwards  of  two  yards  out  of  the  perpendicular. 
If  these  houses  had  not  the  appearance  of  being  perfei'tly  stable  from  the 
freshness  of  their  outsides,  a  stranger  would  think  that  they  would  every  mo- 
ment  fall  upon  his  head.  No  scene,  however,  can  at  first  be  more  novel  and 
interesting  than  that  which  Rotterdam  presents,  masts  of  ships  enlivened  by 
gay  streamers  j  beautiful  stately  trees  and  lofty  leaning  houses  appear  mingled 
together,  and  at  one  view  he  sees  before  him  the  characteristical  features  of  the 
country,  the  city,  and  the  sea. 

One  of  the  first  places  we  visited  was  the  Bomb  quay,  which  extends  about 
half  mile  iilong  the  river,  and  fills  its  seven  canals.  This  street  is  very  broad. 
Olid  truly  magnificent,  and  the  prospect  of  it  over  the  river,  and  the  opposite 
country,  is  highly  delij;lilfu!.  Many  of  the  houses  are  very  noble,  and  built 
of  f reejjtone.  An  r.n^'.isli  Nobleman,  I^rd  Worth  and  Grey,  had  some  years 
since  a  sui^eib  house  here,  having  become  entitled  to  it  in  right  of  bis  wife,  a, 
ri  Ji  Dutch  lady. 

Soon  al\er  our  arrival,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  dining  wiUi  a  Dutch  fr™Uy^ 
and  our  host,  a  very  amicable  man,  gave  ua  a  true  Dutch  dinner.    Jt  coi 
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cf  nearly  fifteen  difierent  sorts  offish,  exquUitely  dressed,  and  soncd  up  >vith 
fcgetibles  of  various  kinds.  Iii  this  city  port  wiue  is  scarcely  ever  drank,  the 
favourite  wines  of  the  couatry  being  claret  and  Madeira.  The  bread  in  llol- 
laud  is  every  where  excellent,  and  the  coH'ee  every  where  bad. 

We  no  where  saw,  except  amongst  the  Skippers,  tliat  mass  of  trowscrs, 

which  our  caricatures  represent  as  chaniirteristio  of  Dutchmen;  but  the  :>p- 

pesranceof  manyof  the  men  in  long  (lowered  waistcoats,  ui  id  of  tlic  wonioii 

iu  short  plaited  petticoats,  blue  stockings,  and  large  round  silver  l)Uckio8,  wus 

very  whimsica).   Many  of  their  dresses  are  hereditary-,  and  father  and  son  have, 

in  regular  succession,  proceeded  to  the  altar  in  the  siime  nuptitd  breeches. 

Their  Quays  are  very  i^acious,  and  every  where  embellished  with  trees,  and 

the  canals  are  deeper  and  cleaner  than  in  any  other  of  the   lai'gc  cities  in  the 

^ngdom. 

The  principal  coins  in  Holland  are  the  doit,  the  stiver,  and  the  guildrr  or 
floffin,  the  riiC  dollar,  and  the  ducat.    The  doit  is  about  half  a  farthing  English, 
the  stiver  is  a  penny,  and  the  florin  twenty-pence,  a  rix  dollar  is  four  shillings, 
^Jid  a  ducat  is  eight  shillings  and  nine-pence  English. 

One  of  the  most  singular  objects  to  a  stranger  in  Holland  arc  the  shell 
^oiisei^  or  licensed  brothels,  which  disgrace  every  town  through  the  states. 
^ur  Lacquay  de  Place  conducted  us  to  one  of  them  about  ten  oVIock  at  night 
'^ti  a  street,  in  an  inferior  quarter  of  the  town,  the  sound  of  fiddles  and  danc- 
lo^  announced  the  approach  to  one  of  these  houses ;  our  guide  presently  stop- 
ped before  one  of  tliem,  and  by  putting  aside  a  curtain  drawn  before  the  door 
'tatroduced  us  into  the  saloon.  The  fiddles  were  playing  in  an  Orchestra,  and 
^T»on  beucliea  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  room  were  seven  or  eight  females, 
E^^iiited  and  dressed  in  all  their  finery,  with  large  silver  buckles,  loose  miislui 
*^K>l^and  massy  gilt  ear-rings.  Most  of  them  looked  very  jaded.  As  soon  aa 
K  entered,  a  bottle  of  wine,  and  glasses  and  tobacco  were  placed  before  me,  for 
^'  liiclt  I  paid  a  floriu,  and  which  is  considered  a^s  tlie  price  of  admission. 

These  miserable  girls   were  all  prostitutes  and  prisoners,  confined  to  this 

bsauDtof  vice  and  never  suffered  to  pnss  its  threshold  until  enabled  out  of  the 

^^ages  of  prostitution,  to  redeem  themselves.     The  way  in  which  they  are  eii- 

laredinto  this  brothel  dungeon  is  worthy  of  notice.    Tlie  kee[)erof  it  hears 

MOine  girl  who  is  in  debt,  frequently  occ'isioucd  by  dressing  beyond  her 

to  set  off  her  person  to  advantage  at  some  of  the  music  rooms  or  oUkt 

l^^lrtk:  places ;  he  offers  her  money  to  discharge  her  debts,  and  thus  enthr<ils 

«^er  in  a  debt  to  himself.    In  a  short  time  he  seizes  <mi  her  person,  bears  her 

^"^■vay  tQ  has  b^^nio,  and  there  keeps  her  till  her  earnings  pay  him. 

The  Dutch  are  so  familiarized  to  these  scenes,  that  parents  frequently  carry 
^eir  children  to  them,  and  the  most  modest  women  in  tlic  town  have  no  hesi- 
^^^a  in  being  present  in  the  rooms. 

Hifiiig  aeen  enough  of  Rotterdam  we  were  not  sorry  to  follow  onr  F^cqnay 
^othat  <|uarter  of  the  suburbs  wliere  the  Delft  boats  set  off  every  two  liours. 
Oar  Tredkachoyt  lay  ready  for  starting  \  we  immediately  emlKirked,  and  upoli 
theaignal  of  a  bell  being  rung  the  horse  was  yoked  to  the  tow  line,  and  we 
began  monng.  The  Treckschuyt  is  a  long  barge  divided  into  two  apartments. 
The  after  one,  called  the  roof,  possesses  sufierior  accommodations,  and  will 
bM'  fhmi  eight  to  a  dozen  persons,  and  the  other  from  forty  to  fifty.  The 
vCHtlii  diswu  |iy  a  aiagle  horse^  and  moves  so  precisely  at  th*  rate  of  four 
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miles  an  hour,  that  the  Dutch  always  compute  by  the  hour  instead  of  the  mile* 
In  the  cabin,  or  roof,  are  three  or  four  obhque  windows,  which  move  up  and 
down,  a  table,  and  a  drawer ;  the  seats  are  covered  with  handsome  cushions,  and 
every  thing  is  dean  and  comfortable.  Tlie  price  is  about  threepence  an  hoar. 
So  steady  is  the  motion  of  the  vessel,  that  a  passenger  may  read,  write,  or  draw 
in  it  without  interruption.  These  vessels,  in  short,  are  the  regular  post-carriages 
of  the  country  \  they  preserve  an  easy  intercourse  between  the  most  distaot 
parts  of  the  kingdom,  and  their  cheapness  suits  every  purse.  The  passenger 
may  either  carry  his  provision  with  him,  or  purchase  a  frugal  meal  at  the  house 
where  the  boat  stops  a  few  minutes  for  that  purpose.  At  those  places  where 
the  Treckschuyts  stop  on  account  of  the  course  of  the  canal  being  interrupted^ 
and  where  passengers  are  in  consequence  obliged  to  quit  one  vessel  to  go  to 
another,  there  are  girls  who  offer  refreshments  for  sale,  consisting  of  little 
rolls  and  small  birds,  and  slices  of  baked  eels,  fitftened  to  a  small  stick. 

The  town  of  Delft,  to  which  we  were  going,  is  about  twelve  miles  from  Rot* 
terdam.  We  passed  by  several  sawing  or  wood  mills  \  the  machinery  of  the 
mills  is  curious,  but  I  believe  now  common  in  England,  namely,  the  horisonlal 
movement.  In  hearing  what  little  conversation  there  was,  I  wasfbrdUy 
struck  with  the  strong  similarity  to  the  English.  Four  words  out  of  six  ere 
perfectly  English,  only  pronounced  very  broadly.  I  should  conceive  may 
Englishman  might  bie  a  good  Dutchman  in  a  month  or  six  weeks. 

We  passed  Overscbic,  a  pretty  village  about  three  miles  from  Rotterdaau 
The  houses  are  close  to  the  water,  and  the  children  were  playing  merrily  OQ 
its  very  margin.  Before  every  cottage  was  a  liue  of  brass  kettles  and  pans  juat 
cleaned,  and  shining  with  a  brilliancy  characteristic  of  the  Dutch  housematei. 
On  the  road,  by  the  side  of  the  canal,  we  were  passed  by  several  Dutch  curriclet, 
the  horses  in  rope  harness,  going  to  and  from  Rotterdam.  The  land  all  the 
way  on  each  side  was  a  rich  pasture.  On  our  right,  a  short  distance  from  Delft, 
we  passed  some  potteries,  where  the  Delft  China,  formerly  so  celebrated  over 
Europe  for  its  rich  painting,  was  manufkctured  before  the  war.  These  pot- 
teries had  now  become  almost  ruined. 

We  were  very  much  pleased  with  the  town  of  Delft.  It  is  very  ancient  and 
picturesque.  At  the  place  where  we  disembarked  were  several  Treckschuyts 
moored  ujider  an  old  castellated  gateway ;  we  here  landed,  and  proceeded  to  • 
comfortable  inn.  Before  the  hotel  all  was  bustle  from  the  numerous  carriages 
and  passengers  proceeding  to  the  Hague,  to  and  from  which  boats  are  passing 
every  hour.  Here,  as  in  every  inn  in  Holland,  however  humble,  the  guest  baa 
always  the  comfort  of  a  silver  fork  placed  by  his  side,  and  a  table  doth  of  snowy 
whiteness.  In  the  room  where  1  dined  was  a  glass  china  cupboard,  on  which 
every  artide  was  really  surprising  for  its  bright  cleanliness. 

The  stranger  will  And  very  little  wortliy  of  detaining  him  in  this  town,  and 
it  was  therefore  with  much  pleasure,  that  we  rc-embarked  in  our  Treckschoyt 
to  continue  our  journey  to  the  Hague.  Away  we  glided,  aud  passM  on  eedi 
side  of  us  the  most  lovely  scenery.  Listead  of  seeing,  as  had  been  represented 
to  ua  in  England,  a  dull  monotonous  scene  of  uniform  canals,  willow  trees,  end 
a  solitary  house  or  two^  we  found  the  canal  enlivened  with  boats  of  pleasure 
and  traffic  continually  passing  and  repassing,  whilst  a  noble  levd  raed,  on  tbe 
right  of  the  'canal,  bread  enough  to  admit  of  four  or  fi\t  carriages  abrast 
sad  thickly  pbated  with  fine  elm  treei^  was  tbronged  with  coedies  sad  aw^ 
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nclei  diimg  close  to  the  margin  of  the  wuter.  Add  to  this  the  little  suniincr 
hma  aod  Chiuese  temples  built  over  the  water,  nnd  tlie  gardens  extending 
downtoitB  edge,  vrith  the  occiisioiial  views  of  rioli  pasture  laud,  seen,  as  we 
aw  them,  uudera  rich  wanu  sky,  and  you  may  form  some  oonccpfioii  of  Dutch 
•cpoery.  We  had  no  notion  that  Holland  could  present  such  a  delightful 
hndscipe. 

All  the  principal  houses  along  the  canal  have  a  wooden  letter-box  on  the 
adeofthe  water,  into  whtcii  one  of  the  hoatnicn,  without  stopping  the  Treck- 
Khayt,  drops  the  letters  or  parcel  addressed  to  the  family.  I'or  keeping  the 
duns  or  roads  in  repair  turnpikes  are  establi.shcd  at  proi>cr  distance,  and  seem 
tobe  managed  by  Trusts  as  in  England.  The  principal  roads  are  kept  in 
{ood  condition,  and  on  account  of  the  flatness  of  the  country  are  very  easy  for 
knes,  but  the  bye  roads  are  intolerably  bad. 

Amongst  our  fellow  travellers  were  three  very  handsome  and  well  bred 
Dotd  young  ladies,  one  of  whom  spoke  English  very  well.  They  were  all 
Tcr)'  lively  and  plcasuig,  and  talked,  snug,  and  laughc^d  with  so  much  talent; 
tMte,  and  vivacity,  that  our  two  hours  or  six  miles,  the  distance  from  Delft 
to  the  Hague,  passed  rapidly  away.  1  thus  felt  no  temptation  to  quit  the  vessel  to 
iTsitthc  village  of  Ryswick,  w  hich  lies  al)out  half  way,  and  is  only  half  a  mile 
fromthecanal,  and  as  we  were  told,  abounds  iu  beauty  and  richness  of  scenery. 
The  Treaty  of  Ryswick  was  concluded  in  a  little  palace  of  William  the  Third. 

As  we  approacheil  the  Hague,  the  scenery  became  still  more  beautiful,  and 
the  lart  light  of  a  setting  sun  puqiled  the  lofty  edifices  of  that  celebrated  town, 
k  vasquite  dusk  as  we  passed  the  water-houses,  in  which  the  rich  gilded  c*ar- 
Tingof  the  state  barges  wiw  just  visible  through  the  grated  doors.  We  glided 
through  the  suburbs  which  were  well  lighteil,  and  at  length  disembarked 
nd  proceeded  to  the  inn  called  the  Marshal  Tunmne.  It  is  an  cxcellant  hotc^ 
hut  too  far  distant  f^om  the  place  of  landing  from  the  Delft  lx>ats. 

The  day  n^tcr  our  arrival  was  employed  in  visiting  the  town  and  its  curiosities. 
In  oar  rambles  round  the  city  we  were  much  impressed  with  the  elegance  and 
tpidonsness  of  its  buildiugs ;  every  object  seemed  to  partake  of  the  spirit  and 
B^nificence  of  a  court.  Its  noble  buildings,  its  spacious  streets,  gracefully 
huilt,  shaded  with  trees,  and  divided  by  canals,  the  variety  of  surrounding 
v^Qiery,  its  proximity  to  tlic  sea,  its  elevated  situation,  and  the  purity  of  its 
^%  render  the  ILigue  the  most  charming  town  on  the  continent. 

The  first  place  I  visited  was  the  palace  of  the  late  Stadtholdcr.  It  is  a  vast 
pife  of  houses,  many  of  them  somewhat  antient,  surrounded  by  a  canal;  over 
^  cumI  are  several  drawbridges,  and  the  whole  had  a  venerable  and  impos- 
i^Mpect.  On  one  side  of  a  quadrangle  is  part  of  a  new  palace,  built  by  the 
^  Stadtholdcr,  and  which,  had  it  been  finished,  would  have  been  handsome 
^princely,  but  the  troubles  in  Holland  have  prevented  its  completion.  In 
spilt  of  this  building  there  is  a  noble  gothic  hall,  much  resembling  Westminster 
Ittl^snd  very  large  \  on  each  side  of  it  were  lines  of  small  shops.  The  Stadt- 
hoWei's  Cabinet  of  Natural  History  was  formerly  hrre,  but  the  French  had  re- 
iDOTwl  it  to  Paris.  Witli  a  most  shameless  audacity  they  offered  to  re>scll  it  to 
file  Dotdi  government,  who  dci^lined  to  become  the  purchasers.  The  pic- 
foiowere  very  valiiablr,  and  were  removed  to  the  f ^ouvre. 

He  were  miidi  deligbf  cd  with  the  Voorhout,  considered  the  principal  street, 
a  which  are  maoy  houses  that  may  be  fairly  termed  palaces.    But  the  most 
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beautiful  part  of  the  Hague  is  the  Vyerburg.  This  is  a  vast  oblong  aqoare 
adoraed  with  a  noble  walk  or  mall,  shaded  by  avenues  of.trees  on  one  side,  and 
on  the  other  by  a  palace.  It  is  further  adorned  by  a  basin  of  water  almost  » 
quarter  of  a  mile  in  length,  and  which  is  variegated  by  an  island  of  poplars  in 
the  middle.  This  mall  is  the  place  of  fashionable  resort,  and  on  the  evening  of 
the  day  I  saw  it,  was  adorned  by  several  groupes  of  lovely  women  attired  im 
the  French  fashion,  which  at  this  time  generally  prevailed  in  the  genteel  £uni* 
lies  of  Holland. 

Some  of  the  women  in  Holland  are  very  handsome,  though,  generally  speak- 
ing, they  are  too  pale  and  white  for  an  English  taste,  pretty  and  healthy  chil* 
dren  are  rarely  to  be  seen  -y  in  general  they  look  pale  and  squalled,  owing  t» 
an  abominable  system  followed  in  rearing  them.  They  are  accustomed  lor  tte 
first  two  or  three  months  to  breathe  the  atmosphere  of  a  room,  the  windows  of 
which  are  never  opened  to  receive  the  freshness  of  the  morning  air,  and  lor 
years  afterwards  they  are  smothered  in  flannel  and  woollen  garments. 

We  went  to  visit  the  palace  in  the  wood  on  a  day  remarkably  fine.  Thi4 
q)ot,  so  dear  to  the  Dutch,  is  nearly  two  English  miles  in  length,  and  about » 
mile  broad.  It  contains  a  fine  display  of  magnificent  oaks  growing  in  native 
luxuriance.  The  ground  upon  wiiich  it  grows,  and  the  country  about  it,  un* 
dulate  a  little,  a  circumstance  of  agreeable  novelty  \  the  whole  is  truly  a  de-^ 
lightful  walk,  and  infinitely  more  romantic  and  umbrageous  than  St.  James** 
park.  This  wood  has  been  held  sacred  with  more  than  pagan  piety.  Even 
Phihp  the  Second,  who  spared  nothing,  issued  orders  to  his  armies  to  spare  this  ; 
and  not  merely  the  Dutch  government,  but  the  most  ruthless  invaders,  have 
equally  guarded  it  from  all  profanation.    Even  tlie  French  have  not  injured  it.. 

As  to  the  Palace  itself^  it  is  a  mere  country  gentleman's  house,  and  has  no* 
thing  princely  about  it,  except  the  centry  boxes  at  the  foot  of  the  flight  of 
stairs  ascending  to  the  grand  entrance.  Two  tall  poles  from  the  tops  of  which 
is  stretched  a  cord  supendiiig  in  the  centre  a  large  lamp,  stand  on  each  side  of 
the  house  in  front  of  the  palace.  On  the  left  arc  the  coach-houses  and  stab- 
lings, which  are  perfectly  plain,  and  are  just  separated  from  the  court  road  by 
a  small  plantation.  The  gardens  themselves  are  handsomely  disposed*  and 
the  whole  premises  are  insulated  by  canals  crossed  with  drawbridges. 

Whilst  at  the  Hague,  I  visited  Scheveling,  the  road  to  which  is  celebrated- 
through  Holland.  It  is  an  avenue  of  two  English  milei^ -perfectly  strait,  and 
thickly  planted  with  beech,  limes,  and  oaks,  at  the  end  of  which  superb  vista 
Scheveling  church  appears.  The  Dutch  value  this  beautiful  avenue  as  mudi 
as  tlicy  do  their  wood,  and  great  care  is  taken  to  preserve  it  from  violatioiu 
At  the  entrance,  in  a  most  romantic  spot,  is  the  turnpike  gate,  where  all  pa»t 
sengers,  except  the  fishermen  of  Scheveling,  pay  a  fraction  of  a  farthing  Ibr 
entering  the  village.  Here,  and  perhaps  here  only,  the  traveller  may  be  gra- 
tified with  the  sound  of  a  running  brook.  The  footpaths  on  each  side  were 
crowded  with  pedestrians  of  both  sexes  in  their  holiday  clothes;  and  the 
slanting  rays  of  a  brilliant  sun  flashing  through  openings  in  the  brandies  of  the 
limes,  the  beeches,  and  the  oaks,  had  a  very  pleasing  and  picturesque  eifect, 

• 

•Scheveling  is  a  very  neat  and  pretty  village.  •  At  the  end  of  the  avenne  to 
it,  large  sand  hills,  rising  near  the  baso  of  the  church »  intercept  the  sight  of 
the  ocean,  which,  when  they  are  sumiaunted»  opens  upon  the  view  with  un- 
common  majesty.    The  beach,  which  we  saw  m  high  perfection  e»  neoowil 
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of  its  being  low  water,  is  very  firm  to  the  tread,  and  forms  a  beautiful  walk  of 
iietrly  nx  miles  in  extent.  The  ocean  was  like  a  mirror,  and  fishing  vessels 
were  redinipg  on  the  sands  in  the  most  picturesque  form.  Their  owners,  with 
tbeir  wives  and  children,  were  parading  up  and  down  in  their  sabbath  suits, 
•lid  the  whole  sand  for  a  mile  was  a  fine  marine  mall,  covered  with  t^roupes 
of  kqipy  visitors.  An  English  frigate,  which  lay  off  at  a  considerable  dis- 
Ince,  excited  a  good  deal  of  attention,  and  greatly  added  to  the  beauty  of 
the  scene. 

We  had  a  beautiful  Wew  from  the  top  of  the  Tower  of  St.  Jacques,  the  only 
kfty  steeple  of  the  Hague.  The  prospect  from  this  elevation  is  very  rich. 
Bdow,  on  one  side,  lay  expanded  the  sc^uare,  an^  the  venerable  pile  of  the 
iDwn  palace,  its  superb  basin,  the  noble  streets  leading  to  the  wood,  and  the 
i|iiret  of  distant  villages  fading  in  the  mist  of  the  horizon  ;  whilst  on  the  other 
■de  stretched  the  avenue  of  Schevcling,  terminated  by  the  blue  and  spark- 
iDg  ocean. 

Afteri^Dding  some  days  very  pleasantly,  at  the  Hague,  we  embarked  on 
bond  the  Treckschuyt  for  Le\den.    The  day  was  brilliantly  fine,  and  nothing 
coald  be  more  delightful  than  our  passage.     For  two  or  three  miles,  the  left 
butk  of  the  canal  presented  an  unbroken  succession  of  handsome  country 
bomes  and  highly  cultivated  grounds.     Many  of  these  spots  were  graced  by 
the  Acacia  and  Weymouth  pine,  to  which  the  soil  and  climate  seemed  to  be 
coDjeotal.    On  the  other  side  were  rich  meadows  of  the  most  vivid  green, 
ttd  corn-fields  yeUow  for  harvest.    In  this  agreeable  voyage,  tliree  hours 
ad  a  half  passed  away  almost  unperceived,  and  at  the  end  of  a  long  avenue  of 
trees  uid  a  line  of  water,  the  spires  and  elevated  buildings  of  Ley  den  appeared. 
We  stopped  about  half-way  from  the  Hague,  at  Le}'dcuerdani,   a  very  neat 
pntty  tillage,  the  neighbourhood  of  which  abounds  with  pleasure  houses  and 
gvdeni.    The  country  as  I  approached  Leydcn,  appeared  to  be  thickly 
irooded,  and  displayed  the  novel  variety  of  a  gentle  undulation ,  of  ground. 
After  passing  through  a  beautiful  boulevard,  and  crossing  some  drawbridges, 
weeatered  the  elegant  city  of  Lcyden  through  the  white  gate,  and  proceeded 
to s comfortable  hotel  in  the  principal  street,  called  the  Broad  Street,  which  is 
very  beautiful  \  there  is  no  canal  in  it,  and  the  buildings  on  each  side  are  very 
baidsoQie,  many  of  them  being  splendid  mansions.    This  seat  of  learning  is 
^  of  the  handsomest  towns  in   Holland,  and  next  in  size  to  Amsterdam. 
The  entrance  to  it  is  through  seven  stone  gales,  at  each  of  which  is  a  draw- 
bridge; the  town  is  surrounded  by  a  rampart,  and  a  deep  broad  canal,  and  is 
adorned  by  beautiful  shady  walks.    Tlie  number  of  bridges  in  this  city  is 
v^idiiog  \  they  are  said  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  forty-five  of  stone  and 
niled  with  iron.    It  has  also  many  canals,  the  most  beautiful  of  which  is  the 
Ri|ieDbarg«    It  has  been  compared  by  travellers  to  Oxford,  but  its  fortifica- 
tMMis^  its  buildings,  streets,  and  canals,  are  peculiar  to  this  town. 

Wensitiedthe  University  which  stands  by  the  Rapenburg  canal  j  it  is  a  most 
venenble  seminary,  and,  by  the  number  of  learned  and  famous  men  which  it 
bas  prodacedy  does  honour  to  the  lustre  of  its  origin.  There  is  scarcely  a 
scieiHx  which  has  not  been  improved  and  extended  in  this  hallowed  seat  of 
kaniDi^  which  has  to  boast  of  the  immortal  name  of  the  younger  Scaliger, 
wh^  bequeathed  to  it  his  valuable  library  \  of  the  two  Heinsius,  father  and  son, 
tbe  ftrmer  of  whom  was  invited  by  fope  Urban,  tp  Venice  ^*to  rescue,'*  as  he 
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termed  it,  "  the  city  from  barbarism/*  and  both  of  them  shone  like  stars  of  the 
first  magnitude ;  of  Salmasius,  and  Boerhave.  The  students^  wdike  those  of  the 
Engli&h  Universities,  board  at  the  houses  of  the  townsmen,  and  do  Dot  wear 
any  academical  habit  3  the  Professors  only  wearing  a  full  silk  gowo  bor- 
dered with  velvet,  on  which  the  word,  "  Leydcn  '*  is  worked  in  silver. 

I  quitted  Leyden  with  great  reluctance,  and  entered  on  board  the  TredL- 
schuyt  for  Ilaerlem,  which  is  distant  15  Eugluh  mi!e&  The  canal  all  the  way 
is  broad  and  clear,  and  frequently  adorned  with  the  yellow  fringed  water- 
lily.  Nothing  conid  be  more  beautiful  than  our  passage.  As  we  approached 
Haerlem,  the  villas  and  gardens,  which  nearly  all  the  way  adorn  the  banks  of 
the  canal,  increased  iu  number  and  beauty :  many  of  them  belong  to  the  moit 
opulent  merchants  iu  Amsterdam.  Haerlem,  though  not  so  large  as  Leyden^ 
abounds  with  spacious  streets,  canals,  avenues,  and  handsome  houses.  It  it 
about  four  miles  from  the  sea,  and  1 5  from  Amsterdam.  On  one  side  of  the 
canal  is  the  Haerlem  Mecr,  or  take.  Haerlem  was  once  fortified,  but  its  ram- 
parts are  now  formed  into  a  public  walk.  The  Cathedral,  which  is  said  to  be 
the  largest  in  Holland,  was  built  in  1472,  and  is  well  known  for  its  immense 
Organ,  which  (for  a  ducat  given  to  the  Organist)  we  saw  and  heard  played. 
It  contains  eight  thousand  pipes,  some  of  which  are  nearly  forty  feet  high,  and 
two  feet  in  diameter. 

The  walks  round  this  city  are  very  beautiful,  and  at  a  sliort  distance  from  it 
there  is  a  noble  wood,  in  which  is  a  fine  walk  of  stately  elms,  nearly  three 
ipilcs  long,  abounding  with  beautiful  scenery.  This  wood  is  a  rival  to  that  of 
the  Ilagi^e.  In  this  delightful  scene  stands  the  mansion  of  Mr.  Henry  Hope^ 
whose  family  has  been  so  long  known  for  its  immense  wealth  3  it  is  said  to 
have  cost  fifty  thousand  pounds.  Upon  the  entrance  into  Holland  by  the 
French^  this  gentleman,  carrying  his  collection  of  paintings  with  him,  sought 
refuge  in  England.  The  Villa,  which  is  white,  is  modern  and  magnificent. ' 
Haerlem  and  its  environs  are  deservedly  celebrated  for  rich  scenery,  beautiful  . 
flowers,  and  numerous  gardens. 

Having  seen  all  that  was  wortliy  of  notice  in  Ilaerlem,  we  embarked  for 
Amsterdam,  a  distance  of  \o  English  miles  Thecanal  from  Haerlem  to  Amster- 
dam is  clear  and  spacious,  and  nearly  straight  for  the  first  four  miles,  at  the 
lesseuiijg  end  of  which,  Ilaerlem,  upon  looking  back,  has  a  very  agreeable  ap- 
pearance. We  were  surprised,  however,  to  see  so  very  few  couutry  hooaei^ 
and  scarcely  an  object  which  denoted  our  approach  to  the  Capital  of  •*  The 
Warehouse  of  tlie  World,*' 

About  halfway  we  changed  boats,  and  crossed  the  enomious  sluices  which 
protect  (he  coontry  from  inundation  in  this  pai-t.  We  thus  passed  over  the 
waters  of  the  Ilaerlam  Meor,  and  of  the  river  Y,  a  branch  of  the  Zuider  Zee, 
and  called  the  Y  from  it^s  resemblance  to  that  letter.  Tlic  only  object  worthy 
of  notice  was  tlie  Castle  of  Zwareiiburg,  a  large  stone  building.  The  country 
is  here  four  or  &\e  Ud  below  the  level  of  tlie  river  Y  j  but  is  sufiicicntly  pro- 
tected by  mussy  and  prodigious  dykes. 

We  reached  Amsterdam  just  after  the  gates  had  been  closed,  but  were  ad- 
laitted  upon  paying  a  few  stivers.  As  soon  as  we  entered,  every  object  de- 
noted a  vast,  populous,  and  opulent  city ;  every  street  was  well  lighted.  After 
traversing  the  city  nearly  three  miles  we  reached  the  principal  hotel,  called  the 
Amsterdam  Anns,  and  which  was  not  inferior  to  any  in  London.    Here,

agreeable  influence   of  a  briUi  ;nt   cloudless  sicy  I  descended  into  the  stn.'ct, 

and  miiigleii  with  the  active  multitude,  every  uictuUt  of  \vhi<:h  presented  a 

physio^iQiny  full  of  thought  and  calculation.      We  were  somewliat  &'.irprised» 

that  iDiidit  all  the  bustle  wc  seldom    met  with  any  carriages  onwliecNto 

iBipieotthe  noise  of  the  scene.      U].von  enquiry,  I  found  there  was  a  i>oiice  re- 

guiitioo  liniitiu|^  the  number  of  wheel  carriages,  under  the  apprehension  that 

the  luicontroulcd  use  of  them  mi'^ht  hazard  tlie  foundation  of  the  houses,  most 

of  which  are  built  upon  piles.     Indeed,  the  whole  ground  on  which  the  city 

itands  was  formerly  a  morass,  and   Amsterdam,  like  Venice,  is  nearly  a  city 

apoo  piles 

Amsterdam  is  situated  on  the  rivers  Y  and  Anistel,  from  the  latter  of  which 
it  deh?es  its  name.  It  is  about  ten  lOn^hsh  miles  in  circumference,  and  of  a 
semiHircalar  form.  It  is  surrounded  with  a  fosse  about  ei^ht  feet  wiile,  a  nun- 
ptutficed  with  brick,  and  twenty-six  b:istions  ;  it  h  !s  also  eight  noble  ;^ates 
*  of  itooe,  and  several  draw-bri<1.i;es.  The  (lopulation  is  estimated  at  three  hun- 
dml  thousand.  In  the  year  I'i()4,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  castle,  not  a 
kuilding was  to  be  seen  ui>on  the  scite  of  this  i^rcat  city,  which,  from  b<ing  at 
fints  petty  village  of  fishermen,  became  at  length  a  magnificent  capital,  which, 
ttleDgith,  upon  the  shutting  up  of  the  S(;hcldt,  added  the  commerce  of  Autweq> 
toitiowD,  and  beennu*  the  great  emporium  of  the  wurld. 

Caaab  interscit  nearly  the  whole  of  tlie  city,  adorned  witli  avenues  of  stately 
Am.  Many  of  the  houses  are  very  splendi*!,  particularly  in  the  "  liUiperor 
Street,"  as  likewise  in  the  "  l^ords'  Stn-et,"  where  there  are  many  man>ious 
•fainost  princely  np|M:ar.(nce.  They  ai*e  shaded  b}  tans  of  trei-s  in  front  of 
then, a  characteristic  ornament  throughout  the  Dutch  towns.  Many  of  the 
sbopi  likewise,  (Kirticularly  those  of  the  jewellers  and  printsellers,  are  very 
Wndnne. 

Weriaited  the  State-house,  a  most  wonderful  eJirj<:e,  being  a  stone  building 
On  a  coantry  which   does  not   pro<hu:e  stone)  on  a  marshy  foundation,  an<l 
''•wrfbre  supported  on  nearly  fourteen  thousand  piles.      The  expeucc  of  this 
■■i'rty  edifice,  amounted  to  two  millions  of  pounrls  sterling,  at  a  time  when 
two  Bullion  was  equivalent  to  live  of  our  present  money.     It  is  two  hundred 
■id  eighty   feet  in  front,  two   hundred  and  fifty    in  depth,  and  one  huu- 
^  and  sixteen  in  heiyht.       It  h:is  seven  sni.ill  porticoes,  repreMMitati;e 
^'theacve:!  provinces.       Uat  the   ai>art.nent  which  first  attracts  attention 
"  tile  Tribunal,  on  the  basement  floor.     In  this  room,  prisoners,  who  have 
wei  fiMuid  guilty  of  capital   otlcnces,   are  comlucted  to  receive  the   awfal 
Muteoce  of  the  law.     Then'  are  several  other  apartments  whi^h  are  well 
worthyof  notice,  but  there  is  very  little  interest  in  the  description   of  uiorvi 
buiJdiugs.- 

<f\oisterdam  has  no  noble  squares,  which  add  so  much  to  the  spl'uuour  of   ' 
^-<»doD,nor  is  tliere.nny  distiiii^aiished  bridge,  cxce:>t  one  ..•.  liiivk  over  the' 
river  AmsteL     This  bridge  has  thirteen  arches;  is  tolerubiy  handsome,  and 
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has  the  recommendation  of  a  fine  view  of  the  city.  The  ladies,  in  Holland 
I  may  judge  from  those  with  whom  we  had  the  honour  of  associating, 
very  amicable,  and  thoroughly  well-bred.  They  are  generally  well  educat 
and  speak  English,  French,  and  German,  and  are  very  noble  and  courte 
to  strangers.  They  have,  moreover,  tlie  modesty  of  our  own  country  wooa 
and  infinitely  excel  the  French  ladieii  in  every  domestic  duty.  They 
very  fond  of  dancing,  particularly  of  Waltzing,  and  are  much  attached 
English  country  dances. 

The  interior  of  the  genteel  houses  is  very  elegant  -,  the  decoration  and  ft 
niture  of  their  rooms  are  very  much  in  the  French  style.  They  are  fond 
having  a  series  of  Landscapes,  painted  hi  oil  colours,  upon  the  sides  of  the 
rooms,  instead  of  stuccos  or  paper,  or  of  ornamenting  tliem  with  pictures! 
engravings.  The  average  rent  of  respectable  houses  is  from  a  thousand  - 
twelve  hundred  florins  (a  florin  is  twenty^>ence  english).  The  dinner  hoc 
is  about  four  o'clock.  Their  modes  of  working  unite  those  of  France  as 
England.  Immediately  after  dinner  the  whole  company  adjourn  to  co£fee  i 
the  drawing  room. 

The  water  in  this  part  of  Holland  is  so  brackish  and  feculent,  that  it 
not  drunk  even  by  the  common  people.  There  are  in  consequence  water  mc 
chants  who  arc  constantly  employed  in  supplying  the  city  with  drinkali 
water,  which  they  bring  in  boats  from  Utrecht  in  large  stone  bottles.  Tl 
price  of  one  of  these  bottles^  containing  about  a  gallon,  is  eight-pence  En 
lish.  The  poor  who  cannot  afford  it  drink  rain-water.  The  wines  in  dii 
use  are  Claret  and  Rhenish. 

The  Police  in  Holland  deserves  much  praise.  The  Watchmen  are  yonii 
strong,  and  resolute ;  they  strike  tlie  quarter  with  a  mallet  on  a  board,  and  a 
iioy  a  stranger  much.  Midnight  robberies  and  fires  are  very  scarce  ;  a  pi 
ticular  species  of  watchmen  are  employed  to  prevent  the  latter.  They  a 
stationed  all  night  in  the  towers  and  steeples  of  the  churches;  and  if  they  di 
cern  a  fire,  they  give  the  signal  of  the  quarter,  in  which  it  is,  by  suspending 
lanthom,  and  blowing  a  trumpet. 

The  debtor  laws  are  much  milder  tiian  in  England.  A  resident,  burger, 
dtizeii,  cannot  be  arrested,  until  after  three  summons,  which  take  about 
month.  And  even  then,  he  can  only  be  seized  if  found  out  of  his  own  hoos 
His  house  is  truly  his  castle,  and  no  ofilcer  can  enter  except  for  the  apprdienak 
of  atrocious  criminals.  The  bankrupt  laws  of  Holland  require  the  signatli; 
of  all  the  creditors  :  But  if  any  one  unreasonably  refuse,  the  debtor  may  r 
quire  that  the  matter  be  submitted  to  arbitration,  whether  such  refusal  is  m 
cruel  and  unmerited. 
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NARRATIVE  OF  AN  ESCAPE  FROM  FRANCE 

IN   1808. 


Tke  following  it  ai  the  service  of  the  Military  Chronicle^  if  it  befotiud  to  suit 

your  purpose. 
ON  a  voyage  from  India,  while  approaching  our  native  oountry,  and  antici- 
pating the  pleasure  of  meeting  the  friends,  whom  we  love  and  respect,  an 
enemy *B  veael  bore  down  upon  us.  We  prepared  for  action,  for  a  British 
commander,  though  he  cannot  save  his  vessel,  can  save  his  honour.  On  a 
oeaier  approadi,  however,  the  enemy  a|^>eared  so  superior  to  us  in  strengtJi^ 
that  a  contest  would  have  been  the  sacrifice  of  some  valuable  lives,  without 
eren  aflfordiug  us  an  opportunity  to  display  our  courage — ^we  accordingly  sur-^ 
tendered,  and  were  carried  into  France. 

I  remained  some  years  a  prisoner ;  hope  soothed  me  with  the  expectation 
of  liberty,  but  at  length  hope  failed,  for  I  could  perceive  no  termination  to  my 
optivity.  Separated  from  my  frieuds,  and  deprived  of  all  communication  with 
Ay  native  country,  1  saw  with  silent  regret,  that  the  best  years  of  my  life  were 
ptsung  away  in  useless  inactivity.  Among  my  countrymen  I  had  formed  a 
circle  of  valuable  friends,  and  we  passed  our  time  as  pleasantly  as  our  situation 
would  admit,  but  nothing  oould  reconcile  me  to  my  condition,  for  nothing  c*tui 
compenaate  the  want  of  liberty. 

I  often  met  with  three  of  my  most  intimate  friends,  and  our  conversation  frc« 
qaently  turned  upon  our  situation.  Those  who  liegan  life  with  us,  were  rising. 
In  their  several  professions,  while  we  were  doomed  to  linger  in  captivity. 
Our  minds  often  reverted  to  the  scenes  of  our  early  life,  we  often  thought  of 
tlwse  with  whom  every  pleasing  idea  is  associated,  and  every  recollectiou 
Krved  to  increase  our  regret.  We  felt  an  ardent  desire  to  regain  our  liberty  ^ 
the  sentiment  wholly  occupied  our  thoughts,  and  we  pro|)osed  to  eliect 
our  escape. 

The  dangers  and  difficulties  which  opposed  our  design  were  greut  and  nu- 
■erous.  No  person  in  France  cau  travel  even  from  one  village  to  another 
without  a  passport.  Wc  had  to  pass  over  a  large  tract  of  country,  and  every 
wood  and  road  are  traversed  by  armed  men  ;  besides  we  well  knew  that  were 
we  to  fail,  in  the  attempt,  a  cruel  and  rigorous  confinement,  in  a  dungeon^ 
would  be  our  punishment  But  wc  had  formed  our  resolution,  it  was  uiicon* 
Vwnbie,  and  the  dangers  which  we  foresaw,  served  only  to  inspire  us  with 
te  firmnesa  which  is  equal  to  every  event. 

Did  we  violate  our  honour  by  breaking  of  parole  ?  To  a  British  udi-^r 
honour  is  dearer  than  life;  he  will  rather  periiih  in  exile,  than  disgrace  himself^ 
tnd  his  coimtry.  Had  we  acted  contrary  to  honour,  would  officers  of  rank  in 
^  leveral  countries,  through  which  we  passed,  have  applauded  oiir  attempt  ? 
^oqM  our  own  government  and  the  India  Company  have  received  us  witii 
^Qwbes^  and  conferred  on  us  promotion  >  The  fact  is,  the  confinement  of  those 
^'^^  the  rank  of  captain  in  the  army,  had  become  so  rigorous^  tliat  we  con- 
"'ved  ourselves  no  longer  on  parole,  aud  we.  made  representations  to  this 
^Gct,  but  without  redress. 

We  wer«  ordered  twice  a  day  to  appear  befort  a  municipal  officer  in  order  to 
fobicribe  our  names  in  a  hook,  for  the  inspection  of  the  governor.    Oho  -^ay* 
iotm  7*  9ULr  1.  wo.  Sd'  s  « 
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we  missed  tb^  muiter,  and  as  a  punidhmtnt  for  our  abaence  we  were  sent  t» 
the  convent  of  tlie  citadel.  In  this  place,  after  mature  deliberation,  we  de« 
termhiedto  put  our  plan  in  execution.  The  attempt  was  arduous,  but  diffi* 
cullies  which  excite  our  firmness,  excite  also  our  ingenuity. 

The  first  circumstance  that  demanded  our  attention,  was  to  reconnoitre  our 
Htuition,  then  lay  down  a  plan,  and  afterwards  consider  whether  the  meaas 
we  could  command  were  equal  to  its  accomplishment. 

The  convent  in  which  we  were  confined  is  adjoining  to  an  old  church,  and 
both  arc  surrounded  by  a  wall  ten  feet  high.  Sentries  were  placed  at  a  smaH 
distance  from  one  another,  both  within  and  without  the  wall,  and  soldiers  wcrtf 
stationed  all  roimd  the  ramparts.  Thus  we  had  to  dude  the  vigilance  of  three 
circles  of  armed  men.  In  the  convent  there  were  many  prisoners  whose  cha- 
racters we  did  not  know,  and  hence  we  deemed  it  imprudent  to  admit  them  !• 
become  privy  to  our  dcbij^ii.  Besides  tliese  obstacles,  we  had  to  break  out  fit 
OUT  prison,  s<r.ilc  the  wall  wliich  surrounded  it,  and  what  was  no  less  arduous^ 
we  had  to  descend  the  r.nnjtaiis. 

We  sent  provinioHs  into  a  r.eiglil>ouriiij^  wood ;  we  procured,  not  without 
some  difficulty,  ropes,,  saws,  and  several  other  arti<'k»s,  which  we  deemed  fc- 
quisiteto  our  plan,  and  then  we  anticipated  with  calm  resolution,  theeventftal 
hour  which  was  to  restore  us  to  liberty. 

We  surveye<l  our  prison,  and  after  due  consultation,  we  determined  to  cot  ft 
pa.s.^agc  throiiji^h  a  door  which  led  frum  the  convent  into  the  church. — But 
how  was  this  to  be  accomplished  >  The  least  noise,  during  the  stillness  of  the 
nijjht,  would  have  betrayed  us,  either  to  our  fellow  firisoners,  or  to  the  centi- 
nels ;  we  therefore  resolved  to  efi'ect  our  purjiose  during  the  day,  and  thus  we 
arrduged  and  executed  our  plan.  One  of  us  was  appointed  to  cut  away  with 
his  saw  a  passage ;  to  the  other  two  was  assigne<l  the  task  of  amusing  tht 
people  in  the  prison,  while  I  repaired  to  Uie  window  and  played  oo  my  flute. 
A  centinel  approarhc»d  me — ^I  amused  him  with  some  Scottish  airs,  which  be 
rcptvitedly  declared  were  most  charming.  Another  w>ldicr,  a  native  of  Swi»- 
wrland,  next  advanced  towanis  the  window.  I  played  one  of  his  national 
airs  ;  he  wks  moved ;  his  eyes  glistened  with  a  tear— like  me  he  was  an  exile^ 
and  like  me  he  longed  to  regain  his  native  country.  In  the  course  of  half  an 
hour  my  com]Minions  rejoined  me,  and  whispered  that  the  business  was  com- 
pleted. The  piece  which  was  cut  out  of  the  door  was  carefully  replaced,  atid 
in  onlcr  to  avoid  detection,  the  seams  were  filled  up  \%ith  candle  grease. 

AVith  minds  agitated  by  ho|)e  and  fear,  we  looked  forward  to  the  evening. 
The  coinmencemeut  of  our  euterprize  had  been  auspicious,  but  would  the  issne 
be  successful  ?  The  question  was  important,  and  much  it  engaged  our  atten- 
tion. When  we  considered  the  jouniey  which  we  had  to  moke  tlirongh  aa 
enemy's  countr>',  we  clenrly  perceived  the  difiicultics  we  had  to  encounter- 
but  when  we  looked  forward  to  our  native  country,  hope  animated  our  C0Q« 
rage.  A  short  time  before  our  attempt,  three  young  men  determined  to  emxpt-, 
but  in  lowering  themselves  from  the  ramparts  the  rope  broke,  and  they  wtH 
precipitated  to  the  ground  :  one  was  killed,  another  fractured  his  limb,  and  tblt 
thirtl  was  somewlrvj  b-.uised.  A  gunner  of  a  frigate  who  was  also  weary  of  hii 
coufnicment,  rcsnlvcd  to  make  an  attempt  to  regain  his  liberty.  He  had  i 
child— the  little  boy  would  retird  his  flight ;  but  could  he  leave  him  behind » 
Parental  nirection  could  not  admit  of  the  question.     The  father  took  the  IHifk

hof  upou  his  back,  and  attempted  to  escape,  but  he  uas  retaken  su^d  tiirown 
ioto  pnson.  The  brave  mau  pcnisted  in  Jiis  JuU-rniiiuitioii ;  lie  conimitted  Iiis 
diild  to  tiie  humanity  of  British  olli(  eri»,  uiid  laid  a  plan  to  break  from  his 
ccmfinemeut.  The  centincls  who  guarded  liim  kiiew  of  liiis  design,  but  tht*y 
coucealed  their  knowledge  of  it  till  tlie  poor  fi:llow  had  reached  the  ground, 
aad  then  they  cut  him  down. 

The  eveuiug  which  we  so  impatiently  expected,  at  icngUi  arrived.    Tlu*  na- 

liQUal  guar(]f^  every   two  houi-s  during  the  uigiit,  visited  our  apailments,  iii 

order  to  see  whether  we  were  in  bed.     The  lir^  visit   was  at  eleven  o'clock  j^ 

iiimediatcly  after  their  departure  we  slipt  out  of  bed,  glided  on  tiptoe  to  tlie 

door,  cautiously  removed  the  piece  tliat  hud  been  cut  out,  and  made  our  way 

iuto  the  church.    It  was  full  of  timber,  and  tlie  night  being  dark,  our  pro;^rcsi» 

WIS  rendered  extremely  ditiicult.     While  we  were  groping  our  way,  a  plunk 

which  we  overturned  fell  with  a  crashing  noise  ;  we  started  and  jisu^icd  ia 

(Nuaful  suspense.    The  ceutinel  who  heard  the  noise  challenged  us^    hi«  voice 

ttmck  us  with  alarm,  and  we  remained  silent  and  Axed  to  the  s|uit,  waitin^^ 

tlffloit  in  hopeless  anxiety,  the  issue  of  the  event.     In  tlie  course  of  a  few  m'> 

nuties  all  was  again  still,  and  we  advanced  to  a  window  from  w  hich  we  pre- 

pqied  to  descend  j    but  we  found,  to  our  extreme  disappointment,  that  we 

could  not  reach  it  within  four  feet,  even   when  one  of  us  stood  upon  the 

shoulders  of  another.    AVe  remained  for  a  fc-w  minutes  in  silence — for  what 

could  be  done  >    Were  v/e  to  abandon  an  enterpri/e  which  hud  so  successfully 

commenc^ed  ?  Were  we  to  reiiiKiuish  the  hopo  o]'revi;iiting  our  native  countrv, 

andsubmit  to  more  severe  <:ontiiiemeiit  ?  hi  litis  paiiiful  dilemma  one  of  my 

companions  stumbled  on  an  oI<I  image  of  the  vir^^in  ^    we  rejoiced  in  tlu*  di^- 

toveryj  for  by  its  aid  we  niuuuled  to  the  window.      The  ropes  were  lixcd  to 

one  of  the  barsj  we  cautiously  desceinUtd,  and  found  ourselves  close  to  i\v\^ 

c«Dtiaelsj  not  a  whisper  could  we  utter,  fur  the  least  noisi;  would  have  dis- 

cwered  us. 

The  wall  which  surrounded  the  church  was  the  next  obstacle  to  our  pro- 
greii.  We  softly  approached  it,  and  found  it  was  covered  with  loose  tiles, 
^htch  projected  one  foot  from  the  wall;  these  were  carefully  removed,  an\i 
without  any  accident  we  reached  the  other  side.  W^e  now  took  a  few  mo- 
inaitsto  breathe,  and  in  a  whisper  felicitated  ourselves  on  the  success  which 
lad  hitherto  attended  us.  Neither  the  time,  nor  our  impatience,  however. 
Would  admit  of  delay ;  the  ramparts  were  to  be  descended^  we  prepared  our 
fope^  and  proceeded  towards  them.  With  extreme  caution  we  set  for>\ard, 
yrtoa  turning  the  comer  of  a  small  building,  we  came  full  upon  a  centine], 
who  hailed  iv-'we  shrunk  back,  hastily  entered  the  governors  garden,  and 
nnoing acroM  it,  came  to  a  wall  which  on  the  side  towards  us  was  only  thn.e 
feet  high.  I  ivas  the  first  who  approached  it,  and  imagining  tliat  the  height  of 
both  lida  were  ecpuil,  I  vaulted  over  it,  and  to  my  astonishment,  fell  about 
tweaty«fiye  feet  1  had  not  time  to  warn  my  companions,  who  quickly  fol- 
kiriDg.iie,  loon  lay  by  my  side.  W^e  rose,  and  after  recovering  from  our  sur- 
priN^  found  that  a  few  bruises  were  all  the  injury  we  had  sustained, 
^  Oar  courage  rose  with  our  diffici\lties,  and  with  cidm  resolution  we  ad- 
nmced  to  the  ramparts^  and  clambered  to  the  top  of  them.  A  centry  box 
Itood  in  our  way,  against  whid\  a  soldier  was  leaning,  in  the  attitude  of  a 
pcnoD  sleeping.    We  concealed  ourselves,  and  made  a  small  noise ;  he  d^i^^ 
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not  stir;  we  gently  approached  him  from  behind,  and  on  listening  we  per- 
ceived by  his  breathing  that  he  was  really  asleep.  We  softly  passed  hiro» 
while  from  our  hearts  we  wished  him  a  sound  repose,  and  gained  the  outer 
wall.  We  had  now  arrived  at  the  most  difficult  and  arduons  part  of  our  un- 
dertaking. The  ramparts  were  approached  ;  we  fixed  our  rope,  and  witboat 
a  moment's  delay  prepared  for  our  descent.  It  was  agreed  that  I  should  be  the 
first  to  descend  ^  I  accordingly  took  hold  of  the  rope,  while  the  wortiiy  fel- 
lows, my  companions,  looked  on  with  anxious  suspense.  I  began  to  lower 
myself  down,  but  the  rope  was  so  very  small  that  I  could  not  possibly  retain 
my  hold,  and  fell  at  least  fifty  feet.  My  left  ancle  was  very  badly  grained; 
the  danger  of  my  friends  made  me  insensible  to  pain,  and  I  instantly  called  to 
them  to  pull  up  the  rope,  and  knot  it  at  small  distances,  in  order  to  render  the 
hold  more  secure.  T^ey  did  so,  yet  they  fell  from  a  considerable  height,  and 
though  I  endeavoured  to  break  their  fall,  the  last  who  descended  was  severely 
bruised.  Misfortune  united  us  in  friendship,  and  had  any  of  us  met  our  deatfi 
at  the  bottom  of  the  Mails,  liberty  to  the  survivors  would  have  been  embit- 
tered by  regret.  The  most  anxious  enquiries  were  addressed  to  my  compa- 
nions, but  I,  without  assistance,  was  wholly  unable  to  reach  a  place  of  security. 
For  a  moment  we  turned  round  to  view  through  the  obscurity  of  night  the«e 
ramparts  which  we  never  wished  again  to  behold.  We  tlien  moved  forward^ 
our  eyes  peering  through  the  darkness,  while  our  ears  were  attentive  to  the 
least  sound,  and  in  this  manner  we  gained  by  break  of  day  the  wood  where 
we  had  concealed  our  provisions. 

The  dawn  was  beautiful ',  the  sun  rose  in  splendour,  while  aD  nature 
seemed  to  rejoice  in  his  approach,  yet  nature  smiled  not  on  us,  for  our  minds 
were  inaccessible  to  such  pleasure.  Night  only  could  favour  our  escape,  and  for 
the  first  time  in  our  lives,  we  felt  that  the  rays  of  the  sun  were  unpleasant.  Con- 
cealment was  nece»isary,  for  the  peasants  would  soon  be  abroad  at  their  labour. 
After  securing  our  provisions  we  penetrated  into  a  thicket,  which  promised 
complete  safety,  and  there  threw  ourselves  down  upon  the  grass.  The*atten« 
tion  of  my  companions  was  immediately  directed  to  my  ancle,  which  was  se- 
verely swelled,  and  in  their  commiseration  for  me,  they  seemed  to  forget  the 
danger  of  our  situation.  One  of  our  party,  a  medical  man,  bled  my  ande,  and 
used  all  the  means  in  his  power  to  reduce  the  swelling. 

When  we  are  engaged  in  any  arduous  enterprise,  how  anxiously  do  we  anti- 
cipate the  issue,  and  often  by  dwelling  on  the  issue,  which  belongs  not  to  as* 
we  neglect  the  means  which  are  only  in  our  power.  This,  however,  was  not 
tlie  case  with  us,  we  looked  round,  and  used  every  precaution  to  render  our 
retreat  secure  from  search.  Our  minds,  after  this  business  was  completed,  re- 
vc'.tcd  to  our  situation,  and  though  we  knew  not  but  that  the  sun  which  sbone- 
ui  on  us,  might  light  us  to  our  prison,  hope  was  ever  predominant.  We  de- 
clined not  to  talk  of  our  dangers,  but  we  talked  of  them  not  as  cowards,  but  as 
men  who  were  resolved  to  encounter  them.  While  we  were  engaged  hi  dis- 
course we  heard  the  alarm  guns  fired  from  the  ramparts.  Whenever  it  is  as- 
certained that  prisoners  have  m^ide  their  escape,  the  gnnsare  fired  to  announce 
tlie  event  to  the  peasants,  who  immediately  sally  into  the  woods  in  sespch  of 
the  poor  fellows,  and  receive  a  guinea  for  every  one  they  seize.  Our  ideas  re* 
eeived  a  new  direction— we  knew  that  the  whole  country  would  be  id  a  state 
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«f  alanD ;  that  every  road  would  be  guarded »  niid  that  every  wood  would  t>c 
nnifed  in  search  of  us. 

Id  a  iliort  time  we  heard  the  voice  of  people  advanriug  towards  us.  At  (iriit 
thesoond  wasfiunt,  it  gradually  grew  louder,  till  \se  distinctly  heard  articula- 
tion, though  we  could  not  dibtiuguish  words.  We  suppoued,  and  we  ^ere  cer- 
taioJy  right  in  our  conjecture,  that  they  were  arnieil  men  in  quest  of  us.  With 
noxious  stillness  we  listened,  and  looking  to  one  another  our  count rnanceis 
spoke  our  sentiments.  Unable  either  to  escape  or  to  defend  ourselves,  we  shall 
be  dragged  to  prison.  For  a  few  s(>conds  we  paused,  expecting  every  moment 
Aat  the  branches  w  hich  hung  over  us  would  be  drawn  aside  by  a  hostile  hand. 
.\iter  a  short  time,  however,  tlie  voices  MCined  to  recede,  they  became  fainter, 
lod  oar  fears  yielded  to  hope.  One  of  our  companions  cautiously  arose,  and 
gently  pusliiug  aside  the  foliage,  ascertained  the  pleasing  fact,  that  the  ])eopIt 
bad  departed. 

h  was  our  plan  to  sleep  in  the  woods  during  the  d:iy,  and  to  trnvel  by  niglit 
ttroogh  unfrequented  paths.  Evening  w!is  afipruacliing,  hut  from  the  swelling 
of  my  ancle  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  move.  I  entreated  my  coinpanicAis  to 
ktveme,  but  they  refused.  •*  You  see,"  said  I,  "  my  condition,  I  cannot  un- 
dertake the  journey,  and  neither  fri<'ndship  nor  honour  rrriutrc  you  to  remain. 
Yoamay  grieve  to  leave  me  behind,  but  tlie  step,  though  jininful,  is  necessary. 
Ton  must  consult  your  own  safety,  for  to  rem:»iii  here  without  alleviating  my 
imjirisonment,  would  involve  you  in  my  fate."  **  No  !"  rei)iiefl  they,  with  ge- 
nerods  feeling,  "we  will  not  leave  you ;  our  fite  shall  be  uiiited.  As  frirn<-a 
we  shall  either  find  our  native  country*  or  as  unfortunate  captives,  webiiall  l>c 
thrown  into  prison."  I  employed  every  argument  in  myponer;  they  [cr- 
sistedin  their  magnanimous  resolution,  and  the  c-oittest  ended. 

We  remained  in  our  retreat  four  days.  The  two  first  da\  3  were  ple.is:uit,  but 
the  dawn  of  the  third  tlireatened  unfavonrable  weather.  The  sun  rose  upon  a 
mmbled  sky,  the  clouds  collected,  and  rolled  in  darkened  confusion.  A  gloomy 
iliUneis  succeeded*  and  in  a  short  time  the  lightning  flrtshed ;  the  thunder 
noted  tremendouslyy  while  the  rain  descended  in  torrents.  This  weather  cori- 
tioued  without  intermission  for  tiie  last  two  days.  To  preserve  ourselves  froiu 
the  effect  of  the  raiu  was  impossible,  we  were  boou  drenched,  and  in  this  con- 
dHioDwe  were  obliged  to  lie  on  the  btre  ground.  The  peasant,  who,  during 
tile  day,  has  been  exposed  to  the  weather,  retires  in  the  evening  to  his  rott^tje, 
vfaere  the  storm  cannot  enter,  and  by  his  own  fire-eide,  he  finds  security  and 
peaee.  But  to  us  the  eveuing  brought  no  relief ;  our  minds,  however,  never, 
^  a  moment,  abandoned  tlieir  firmness  ^  the  hope  of  regaining  our  liberty, 
diipeUed  every  painful  idea. 

Ob  the  fifth  uight  we  left  our  retreat,  and  though  my  ancle  wns  still  very 

fiiofbl,  I  wai  determined  to  begin  the  journey,  and  no  longer  detain  tlio>e 

voithy  men  who  had  sacrificed  so  much  time  for  me.    About  midnight  we 

tirifcd  it  the  Meuse.    At  the  place  where  we  proposed  to  \i?.ss,  there  wns  a 

anafl  Umd  in  the  middle  of  the  current,  which  communicnted,  by  bri^lgo, 

iridh  two  vilhigeiy  one  on  each  bank  of  the  river.  We  halted  for  a  fe^v  minutr  s 

it  the  opening  of  the  first  village — all  seemed  to  be  buried  in  sleep — we  pushed 

ftmigfa  it;  and  gamed  the  island.      We  ran  forward,  but  while  we  were  con- 

gntnliting  one  another  on  the  success  that  seemed  to  await  us,  we  he;ird  th(« 

of  sevcnd  muikets^  and  immediately  the  belb  of  the  viilnge  we  had 
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passed  began  to  ring  the  alarm :  Nothing,  we  imagined,  but  expedition  could 
save  us;  we  ran  with  all  speed,  but  from  the  second  bridge,  which  we  wece 
fast  approachiug,  several  shots  were  fired,  and  the  dreadful  notes  of  alarm  were 
instantly  sounded  in  both  villages.  We  stop{)ed  a  minute  to  consider  how  we 
were  to  act.  The  inhabitants  of  the  two  villages  were  roused  at  midnight,  aad 
armed  against  four  young  men,  whose  only  olfence  was  their  de$ire  oiregaiO' 
ing  tlieir  native  country.  We  were  run  into  tlie  toils,  and  unable  either  to 
advance  or  retreat-^what  could  we  do  ?  Yet  we  determined  not  to  surrender 
till  every  hope  of  escape  had  failed  us.  We  fled  along  the  bank  of  the  idandL 
and  on  reaching  the  bottom  of  it,  we  proposed  to  cross  the  river  by  swiDiming; 
but  one  of  our  companions  unfortunately  could  not  swim,  and  as  we  could  nol 
leave  him,  we  continued  our  course. — A  boat  lay  under  the  bank — this  was  w 
most  fortunate  discovery — we  jymped  into  it,  pushed  to  the  opposite  sidc^ 
leaped  upon  the  bank,  atid  ran  till  wc  were  stopped  by  the  excruciating  pain  fl 
my  ancle.  At  sun-rise  we  arrived  at  a  wood,  where  we  concealed  oursehrcf 
for  that  day.  We  felt  almost  as  much  pleasure  in  our  escape,  as  if  we  had  soc- 
mounted  all  the  difficulties  in  our  journey,,  and  we  amused  ourselves  with 
conceiving  the  surprise  of  tlic  villagers,  when  they  found  that  we  had  escape^* 
In  the  evening,  we  again  set  out  on  our  journey ;  we  contumed  to  travel  hf 
night,  and  hide  ourselves  during  Uie  day. 

Nothing  particular  occurred  to  us  till  the  eleventh  night     We  arrived  at 

Charmes,  a  small  town  on  the  Mozellc,  which  we  endeavoured  to  pass  roundp 

but  in  vain,  as  there  was  on  one  side  a  high  mountain,  covered  wttli  vineyardi^ 

and  on  the  other  the  river  ;   over  which  there  was  no  bridge,  but  the  one  Hi 

the  town.    Li  every  didiculty,  when  time  permitted,  we  consulted  about  tftf 

best  mode  of  conduct.  On  tliis  occasion,  we  resolved  to  pass  through  thetonn 

one  by  one,  and  to  move  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  excite  suspicion.   A  nan- 

ber  of  people  were  still  on  the  streets  ;  we  suddenly  fell  in  witli  them,  and 

found  that  our  progress  and  retreat  were  rendered  equally  unsafe.     Withosfc 

addressing  any  one  we  walked  forward,  butjvhen  we  had  almost  reached  the 

extremity  of  the  town,  and  were  about  to  change  our  slow  march  to  a  ra|uit 

flight,  we  were  accosted  by  one  of  the  national  guards.      He  of  all  others  WM 

the  man  whom  we  wished  most  an:!^iousIy  to  avoid.      After  the  customary  M- 

lutation,  he  observed  that  we  appeared  to  be  strangers^  and  as  we  could  Mt 

travel  farther  that  night,  he  would  conduct  us  to  a  lodging,  where  we  would 

find  good  accommodation  for  the  night  Without  betraying  the  least  syinpton 

of  fear,  we  tlianked  him  very  kindly  for  his  obliging  offer,  but  declined  i^ 

Ka\  ing  tliat  we  were  extremely  anxious  to  proceed  on  our  journey.    This  wm 

»  critical  moment,  for  our  safety  depended  on  his  answer.     He  did  not  seem  tfi 

op})ose  our  design,  but  what  was  infinitely  worse,  he  required  a  sight  of  ooi; 

passports.    This  was  a  dreadful  demand.    The  people  collected  around  u%  all 

seemed  to  be  attracted  by  idle  curiosity,  save  an  old  woman  who  stood  beside 

me,  and  whom  I  repeatedly  heard  expressing  her  sympathy  andpity.  She  hiid 

perhaps  lost  a  son  by  the  conscription,  wluch  sweeps  all  the  young  men  iufli 

the  army»  and  thinking  on  him  she  felt  for  our  distress.    Qesirous  of  beiog 

clear  of  the  crowd,  and  seeing  that  we  could  extricate  ourselves  only  by  hribing 

the  man,  we  proposed  to  accompany  him  to  an  inn,  and  therc^  as  mnid 

aloud,  we  would  give  him  complete  satisfaction. 
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On  oar  arrival  at  the  inn,  we  found  that  wc  could  not  have  a  private  inter- 

riew  vith  him,  as  the  i>eopIc  pressed  so  much  upon  us.     We  therefore  ordered 

supper,  and  invited  him  to  partake  of  it.    Our  hope  of  escape  was  ind(*ed 

nuR,  yet  that  lelf  command  which  is  acquired  in  tlie  midst  of  liitKcuIties  did 

ootileKrt  us.     We  endeavoured  to  amuse  him  with  our  conversation,  liut  he 

poMted  m  demanding  our  passpoits,  and  one  of  our  companions,  tlie  me<iical 

gentleman,  pulled  out  his  pocket-book,  and  with  a  ^ay  inditfcrcnre,  saici  that 

ItewduM  satisfy  him  in  that  respect.     Our  astonisliment  was  beyond  evpr(*s- 

aoBiforwe  kiiew  not  his  intention,  and  ^^e  stood  in  a  state  of  the  most  anxi* 

ov  fmpeDse.     He  took  out  of  his  pocket-book  a  ticket  \\liich  he  had  received 

It  the  university  of  Edinburgh,  and  with  an  air  of  easy  ai'i'iirancr  put  it  into 

the  hand  of  our  unwelcome  associate.    The  man,  as  the  swr^^-on  Itnppily  con-. 

jedured,  could  not  read  ;  he  looked  at   it  with  surprise,  turned  it  re[>eatcd!y 

^yde  down,  and  expressed  his  doubts  as  to  its  gcnuinoness,  saying  tliat  it 

ihi  very  unlike  those  which  he  had  been  accustomed  to  see.    AVc  in  our 

t>m  expressed  our  surprise  at  his  observation,  bade  him  read  it  afj;ain,  asked 

iikefter  he  had  seen  passi)orts  that  had  been  recently  issued  in  Paris,  and  con- 

cUed  by  assuring  liim  that  ours  was   both  new  and   valid.     lie  really  was 

sdtamed  of  his  ignorance,  and  seemed  to  acquiesce.     Turning  round  to  me, 

kthea  demanded  my  passport ;  I  perceived  there  were  more  tickets  in  the 

^>ciet-book,  and  I  observed  that  as  the  day  had  been  wet,  we  thought  proper 

*  secure  our  passports  in  my  friend's  i)ocket-book,  which  was   the  only  ono 

us.     Three  more  tickets  were  aci-ordingly  produced,  the  man  turned 

round  in  his  hand,   looking  r.t  them  with  the  same  unintelligible  gaze, 

^ftdlhen  expressed  himself  satislied.     Tlie  iiousc  which  we  had  deemed   our 

l*niioo,  we  hoped  now  would   In^come  a  comfortable  inn,  and  we  felt  not  a 

^ttle  proud  tliat  the  names  on  the  tickets   had  such  a  mighty  influence  in 


Iw  e  had  just  recovered  our  hopes,  when  a  tall  genteel  man,  an  officer  of  the 
guards  entered  our  apartment.  He  immediately  accosted  us  by  our 
told  us  that  he  had  been  exi>ecting  us  for  several  days,  and  produr  eil 
r  descriptions  y  which  had  been  sent  all  over  the  countr}-.  This  address  was 
^  'thunderbolt  to  our  hopes.  We  had  neither  acted  treasonably  towards  the 
BCkfemtneuty  nor  had  we  injured  society,  yet  we  were  pursued  as  felons.  Our 
P>9Uole  was  refused  us  because,  being  in  the  service  of  the  East  India  Com- 
^^■y,  we  were  terme<]  merchants.  Wc  were  thrown  into  prison,  and  through 
^Mmlties  which  would  have  raised  us  in  the  estimation  of  every  brave  man, 
■ought  to  regain  our  liberty.  Such  was  our  offence,  yet  the  orders  which 
sent  over  the  country,  were  not  simply  to  arrest  and  secure  us,  but  to 
us  with  the  most  rigorous  severity. 
Tile  officer  behaved  to  us  in  a  [lolite  and  civil  manner.  "  I  am  extremely 
•orry  *  said  he,  "  that  it  has  fallen  to  my  lot  to  arrest  you  ;  however,  1  must 
fc»y  duty.  My  orders  are  extremely  severe,  yet  I  shall  use  }ou,  not  as  mis- 
OttBti^  but  as  gentlemen,  and  as  much  as  lies  in  my  i)ower  I  shall  endeavour 
itilleriate  your  suflcrings.*'  The  supper  which  we  had  ordered,  he  not  only 
fonutted  us  to  take,  but  he  himself  sut  down  with  us,  and  partook  of  it. 

After  supper  he  made  many  apologies  for  commiting  us  to  a  place  of  confine- 
■ent,  but  it  was  absolutely  necessary  for  his  own  security.  In  a  cell  of  tlie 
ptwai  to  which  we  were  conducted  was  a  man  who  had  been  confined  thirty 
f  can  for  murder. 
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Our  plan  had  proved  abortive  ^  our  ingenuity  and  cxertioos  had  not  ava; 
us.  While  lying  in  the  woods  by  day,  or  traversing  the  country  by  ni( 
often  did  >ve  think  on  our  native  country,  but  our  pleasing  hopes  were  o 
vanished.  We  knew  the  severe  confinement  that  awaited  us,  yet  the  fiimi 
of  our  minds  was  ever  equal  to  our  situation. 

In  our  travels,  though  we  had  frequently  light  slumbers,  we  scarcely  c 
experienced  sound  sleep,  but  now  that  we  were  no  longer  on  the  aleit» 
duty  of  watching  being  taken  from  us,  much  against  our  wills,  we  readvei 
have  a  comfortable  nap.  While  we  were  preparing  to  lie  dowD»  our  fel 
prisoner,  mIio  had  listened  to  our  discourse,  heaved  a  groan;  it  was  the^ 
of  anguish.  We  felt  for  his  distress,  and  expressed  for  him  our  synpat 
**  Young  men,"  said  he,  "  the  voice  of  sympathy  is  strange  to  me ;  for  tb 
thirty  years  I  have  not  beheld  the  face  of  nature  j  for  these  thirty  years  I  h 
not  heard  the  voice  of  a  friend.  Age  and  grief  bend  mc  downward,  and 
the  return  of  each  evening,  I  say  that  I  am  one  day  nearer  the  grave."  **  Y 
life,'*  said  one  of  us,  "  is  indeed  uncomfortable,  but  time  must  in  some  m 
sure  have  reconciled  you  to  it."  **  At  first,**  continued  he,  '^  awful  visioos  1 
rifled  me  ^  with  equal  horror  I  loathed  life,  and  feared — ^I  perpetuaDy  nw 
He  could  not  proceed  ;  he  paused  and  heaved  a  deep  groan — his  angniA  ^ 
indescribable.  We  turned  the  discourse  upon  ourselves.  "  Yes,  young  n 
you  are  uufortunate,**  said  he,  **  but  your  hearts  do  not  reproach  you,  and 
misfortune  you  may  smile,  but  a;  for  me  I  can  never  enjoy  happiness  ia  i 
world,  but  J  trust  that  thirty  years  of  prayer  and  repentance  have  made  i 
peace  with  Heaven.**  For  the  remainder  of  the  night  we  gave  ourselir» 
to  repose. 

Early  next  morning  we  were  taken  out  of  our  cell,  and  placed  uode 
atrong  escort,  who  treated  us  with  the  utmost  severity.      On  our  march 
were  hand-cufTed  and  chained  together,  and  every  night  we  were  throwD  ii 
dungeons,  where  often,  instead  of  finding  sleep,  we  had  to  engage  in  au  ardm 
pombat  w  ith  rats. 

On  our  return  to  Verdun  we  were  thrown  into  a  dungeon,  fed  on  bread  i 
water,  and  obliged  to  sleep  on  the  bare  stones.  Our  companion  the  surgei 
%vho  was  deemed  the  ringleader,  was  loaded  with  irons.  Did  our  offeoGe  mc 
such  treatment  ?  Such  usage  might  gratify  cruelty,  but  humanity  would  a 
sider  the  walls  of  a  prison  a  sufficient  security  and  punishment.  Besides 
our  money  was  taken  from  us.  This  perhaps  was  not  improper  in  oar  ci 
but  it  is  shamef\il  to  deprive  a  prisoner  of  the  private  effects  which  he  bei 
about  him,  and  this  custom,  which  is  not  only  prevalent  among  privoieie 
but  even  among  the  national  vessels  of  the  enemy,  requires  only  to  he  knm 
to  meat  the  reprehension  of  every  honourable  man.  A  British  seaman  in  t 
moment  of  victory  forgets  every  resentfhl  emotion,  and,  instead  of  pillaging  I 
poor  captive,  respects  tliose  few  effects  which  are  necessary  to  render  hii  ill 
ation  more  comfortable. 

The  governor  of  the  city,  who  was  a  man  of  a  tyrannical  temper,  ordered 
to  be  treated  in  a  rigorous  manner.  1  shall  relate  an  incident  in  his  life.  Di 
ing  the  revolution  he  held  a  subordinate  command  in  La  Veuclee,  and  wli 
any  of  his  men  strolled  into  the  country  they  were  frequently  cut  off  by  t 
peasantry.  This  very  highly  incensed  him,  and  one  day  when  the  town, 
which  he  was  stationed,  n-as  fUll  of  people  fmm  the  country,  be  drew  op  1 
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nMien,  id  the  market-place,  seized  the  first  hundreil  mcu  that  cmiuv.  in  his 

wty,  ind  shot  them.     Tlie  people  in  power  were  so  much   ple;!sed  with  his 

londod;  that  they  created  him  n  genera! ;  hut  he  has  lately  put  a  period  to 

hii  existence,  and  let  hb  name  and  deeds  l)e  buried  with  him    in  the  grivc. 

Tkemind  turnf  with  pleasure  to  the  contemplation  of  a  different  cliLiracter. 

"Hie  governor  of  Bitche,  a  town  destined  for  the  reception  of  those  doomed  to 

wtere  confinemeut,  is  a  man  equally  mt2d  in  his  manners,  and  gentle  in  hi< 

dijpontious.     Cruelty  formed  no  part  of  his  chfiracter,  and  while  he  perfonned 

iiisdiity^  he  forgot  not  that  humanity  is  due  to  the  prisoner,  and  the  unfortu- 

Mte;  he  was  humane,  but  for  this  very  reason  the  jjovcrnment  diiimisscd  him 

from  his  emplyoment.     Worthy  man  !  while  you  experience  one  of  the  most 

pleasing  rewards  of  a  virtuous  conduct,   the  approbation  of  an  honourable 

■Hind,  carry  into  your  retirement  our  sin<*ere  thankvfor  your  humanity. 

On  the  fifth  night  after  our  arrival  at  V'erdun,  at  twelve  o'doek  a  lieutenant 

and  four  of  the  national  gtiards,  <rame  to  our  prison.     Stretched  out  upon  our 

atmw  bed,  we  had  sought  rej^ose,  when  we  were  rouseil  by  the  o|K.>ning  of  the 

inasiy  bolts  of  our  dungeon— Who  comes  to  us  at  such  an  hour  ?  was  our  ear- 

aert  whisper  to  one  another.    Before  any  of  us  could  make  a  reply,  the  door 

tinned  slowly  round,  and  a  stream  of  lij^ht  fell  on  the  dark  wall.    The  otti- 

'C<r,  with  his  soldiers  behind  him,  walked,  an<l,  after  casting  his  eyes  rou!id, 

^fkcttxiving  ns  lying  in  a  corner,  he  sternly  bade  us  rise.     As  we  thought  that 

He  came  to  remove  us,  we  civilly  enquired  whnt  was  our  declination.      lie 

l^ve  us  an  indignant  answer,  and  onlered  us  iuiniedi^ittMy  to  obey.     We  wcr<i 

^aken  out  of  prison,  pot  into  a  covered  cart,  and  ijuurued  by  the  four  armed 

>XieB,  one  being  placed  by  each  of  us. 

When  we  got  out  of  town,  the  lieutenant,  who  was  about  to  leave  us,  gave 
kit  orders  in  our  hearing,  to  an  inferior  officer,  who  was  ap;K)intcd  to  succeed 
The  orders,  which  w<t»*  to  treat  us  most  ri;j;orously,  and  secure  us  every 
in  a  dungeon,  v^ere  uttered  in  a  stern  and  unf«;eling  inanTJcr.    The  lieu- 
left  U8|  we  moved  forward,  and  after  a  silence  of  some  lime,  his  succes- 
thus  addressed  us.     **  Gentlemen,  I  have  often  seen  you  iii  Verdun — I  know 
honour  of  British  officers.     You  heard  tny  instructions,  yet  if  you  w  ill 
me  your  wonl  of  honour  that  you  will  not  attempt  to  cs«v\T)<;rrom  me,  and 
^hatyoa  will  ac!Company  me  to  Bitche,  the  town  to  which  we  arc  destint^J,  I 
v^hall  give  you  full  liberty  to  walk,  and  ]od.:;^e  in  whatever  m-unier  you  picasi.*. 
^lovi^  gentlemen,**  he  adde<l,  "if  it  is  known  that  I  q:raiit  you  this  indulgence, 
I  shall  be  punished ;  if  you  esca()e  from  me,  I  nmst  <iie."    We  joyfully  accepted 
^kii  generous  offer.    We  solemnly  pledtred  our  word  of  honour,  that  as  pri- 
^oneri  we  would  enter  Bitche,  and  in  co!is(H]uence  of  this  kind  indulr;en('e,  we 
^Md  a  moit  pleasant  journey.   We  walkinl  at  large ;  during  the  dny  we  Iciiurely 
viewed  the  country,  and  at  night  we  always  reiiaircd  to  a  goml  inn.    The  an- 
^icipfttioD  of  evil,  generally  destroys  present  enjoyment ;  but  wiili  us,  th'.*  case 
^vnthe  reverse;  for  our  Hberty,  which  we  knew  was  to  be  of  short  duration, 
^I'e  enjoyed  in  a  gay  and  conviviul  manner. 

Before  we  arrived  at  Bitche,  we  again  put  ourselves  under  the  conimmd  of 
our  guard,  who  marched  us  up  to  the  citadel,  where  we  were  put  into  a  ca- 
>«■  twenty  feet  below  ground.  In  this  dismal  place  we  found  twenty  of  our 
CQantrynen,  and  in  a  cavern  contiguous  to  ours,  there  wen*  (»nc  hundre<1  and 
■etenty  British  seamen.     Bitche  iv  a  place  of  great  strength ;  the  fortress  is 
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built  on  the  suiaiiut  of  a  vary  kij^h  coDical  rock,  on  the  top  of  ^ich  ace  ttm 
soldiers*  barracks,  and  under  these  to  the  very  base,  are  aubtefraneona  caverm* 
Ai  the  rock  is  irregular,  the  height  of  the  ramparts  is  different  in  diflfeveHli 
places,  being  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fi/ty  feet. 

About  a  fortnight  after  our  arrival^  our  medical  friend  was  seized  with  ao 
ague,  and  as  it  was  necessary  to  remove  him  from  the  caveco,  he  waa  Uata^ 
nately  placed  in  the  barracka  Mrith  three  of  his  old  acquaintance,  who  had  be«i 
taken  nine  months  before,  near  Boulc^e  in  an  attempt  to  escape.  Thaa# 
gentlemen,  whose  treatment  became  more  lenient,  in  coos^uence  of  their  knig 
coufinemeut,  had  fur  some  time  been  meditating  a  second  attempt  to  rcgaM 
their  liberty .-^Their  plan  was  mature  when  the  surgeon  joined  them,  and  tm^ 
nights  afterwards,  they  effected  their  descent  from  the  fortresi^  and  made  thm 
escape.  This  was  the  fir«t  successful  attempt  ^  several  had  tried  it :  five  loit 
their  lives,  and  many  were  severely  wounded. 

The  descent  from  the  ramparts  was  now  proved  to  be  practicable  by  our  ad- 
venturous friends.  Our  hopes  revived,  and  we  began  to  devise  new  planfteC 
escape.  Aa  it  was  wholly  impossible  for  us  to  force  our  way  out  of  the  o^ 
vern,  and  as  it  was  necessary  to  be  above  ground,  we  conducted  annttkrmk 
with  great  propriety,  and  after  six  weeks  of  probationary  punishment,  we  wev» 
permitted  to  ascend  to  the  barracks. 

The  escape  of  our  friends  had  doubled  the  vigilance  of  the  soldiery  and  tii» 
weak  side  of  the  ramparts,  by  which  the  descent  had  been  made,  was  guarded 
with  extraordinary  care.  We  therefore  found  that  it  Wouki  be  madness  to  9t^ 
tempt  any  thing  till  the  severity  of  winter,  when  it  would  be  thought  impoi^ 
sible,  that  we  could  undertake  such  a  hazardous  euterprize»  In  the  meau  *'Tifc 
under  various  pretences  of  making  shirts,  trowsers  and  similar  articles^  we 
bought  a  quantity  of  coarse  linen,  with  which  in  the  night  tinie»  wheii  nQi 
were  asleep,  we  contrived  to  make  a  rope  of  sufficient  length,  te  descend  Hm 
ramparts.  We  contrived  also  to  procure  a  small  gimlet,  a  saw,  a  pickrlool^ 
and  some  other  implements,  so  that  we  had  every  thing  ready,  and  only  weitad 
for  a  favourable  opportunity. 

A  favourable  day  at  length  arrived.  December  set  in  with  a  very  heavy  hXJL 
of  snow,  and  in  a  few  days,  it  was  three  or  four  feet  deep.— The  whole  of  the* 
itighth  day  was  extremely  stormy,  and  on  tlie  succeeding  night,  which  becanBw 
as  we  expected,  very  boisterous,  we  determined  to  execute  our  plan.  At  tkt^ 
«  clock,  we  were  locked  up  for  tiSie  night.  At  eight,  additional  centioela 
placed  in  a  yard  which  we  had  to  cross  in  our  way  to  the  ramparta ;  it 
therefore  absolutely  necessary  to  pass  the  place  before  thst  hour.  We  wyrf 
all  energy  and  anxiety.  The  love  of  liberty,  which  is  a  poweffhl  paaaioo,  ]m4 
long  occupied  our  minds,  and  gave  vigour  to  our  exertions. 

We  began  by  picking  the  inner  lock  of  the  door  of  our  apartsient,.  whidb 
was  not  a  very  difficult  achievement,  but  on  the  outside  there  waa  i^  atreni; 
p:;d1ock,  which  we  did  not  expetitto  find.  How  was  this  to  be  brokei^.oii  die- 
cngnged  ?  After  a  few  moments  deliberation,  we  adopted  a  nicoeaeful-  expe- 
dient. We  fastened  our  rope  to  the  door,  and  pulled  with  all  our  foroe,  built 
did  not  move — ^We  paused  for  a  few  seconda— Are  we  to  abandoo  our  acfaeviek 
said  one  of  our  companions  ?  No— waii  the  reply  of  every  obe.  We  all  ag em 
seized  the  ropo^  and  by  exerting  our  strength,  the  padlock  gire  \iray» 
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Thtte  were  nine  other  prisonen  to  tirhom  \ve  commaiiiratcd  our  lecret  oiily 
tliat  erening,  and  enqotred  whether  they  wished  to  accompany  us.  They 
e^erly  accepted  the  proposal,  and  \^  itli  deternrincd  resolution  and  cautious 
ftcps  we  salKed  out  of  onr  prison.  We  ascended  a  stair  case  leading  to  a  door, 
Ibroogli  which  we  had  to  cut  a  passage,  before  we  could  reacii  the  yard  adjoin- 
ing to  the  ramparts.  Onr  impatience  to  finish  this  business,  which  occupied 
vaearly  an  hoor  and  a  half,  was  extreme.  Our  time  was  limited,  and  aJI  de- 
pended on  dispatch.  At  length  a  passage  was  made,  but  we  were  agitated  hy 
piiirfiil  nnoertainty  to  know  whether  the  additional  guards  had  been  placed. 
Oneof  ns  cautiooriy  reconnoitred  the  ground,  and  ascertained  that  they  had  not 
tmred.  We  warily  advanced  across  the  yard  to  tlie  ramparts,  arid  had  just 
fistpned  OWT  rope  to  a  large  stone,  when  we  heartl  a  noisr.  We  turned  round, 
tVif  additional  sentries  were  approaching,  to  escape  them,  we  tliought  impos^ 
able;  we  instantly  threiv  ourselves  down  close  to  the  parapet  wait— the  guards 
aAmced-'this  was  a  nrost  critical  instant ;  they  passed  within  a  few  incites  of 
fn  fcefc  Had  they  begim  to  place  the  centincis  on  their  entrance  into  the 
Jtrd,  tmr  escape  would  have  been  completely  cut  off;  but,  fortunately,  they 
pSRMd  to  the  ferther  end,  and  at  tliis  eventful  moment,  each  of  us,  in  succes- 
WD,  taking  hold  of  the  rope,  sprung  over  die  wall.  Our  velocity  in  descend- 
ing was  ^o  great,  that  our  hands  were  dreadfully  torn  by  the  rope. 

Attiie  b<yttom  of  the  ramparts  we  formed  ourselves  into  a  circle— What  an 
irtpresting  group  :  twelve  young  men  at  a  distance  fVom  their  native  country i^. 
vn  I  dismal  and  boisterous  night,  while  drifting  columns  of  snow  roI)e<l  rouiui 
ftem,  were  about  to  commence  a  journey,  m  which  they  had  to  combat  equally 
the  resentment  of  man,  and  the  rage  of  the  elements. — Every  moment  was 
vikuible,  and  we  hastily  decided  that  we  should  form  ourselves  into  three 
pirties.  The  one  to  which  I  belongeil  consisted  of  five,  another  of  four,  and 
the  thind  of  three.  We  were  obliged  to  part.  We  could  not  shake  hands, 
^tliey  were  streaming  with  blood;  but  we  bade  one  another  a  most  cor- 
Ait  tdScu,  and  expressed  an  ardent  wish,  that  we  might  all  meet  in  the  land 
«f  fibcrtv. 

About  a  quarter  of  an  hour  after  we  left  the  fort,  it  was  discovered  by  the 
^Itmess  of  our  rope,  that  some  prisoners  had  escaped,  and  the  gnns  were 
teifediately  fired.  We  started  at  the  sound,  and  making  our  way  through 
the  now,  we -quickly  made  for  a  neighbouring  wood,  ^ith  an  eagerness  that 
defied  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  and  having  gained  it,  we  lay  down  till 
wetfaooght  that  the  search  in  tlie  vicinity  of  the  fort  was  over.  In  the  course 
^  two  hoora,  we  began  our  journey,  and  pursued  a  straight  course  across  the 
coontry,  which  was  woody  and  inoimtainous. 

Language  can  convey  but  a  faint  description  of  what  we  suffered  in  our 
kirch.  We  had  no  provisions,  for  a  ham,  which  was  eutnisted  to  my  care, 
^u  lost  ill  lowering  ourselves  from  the  ramparts.  I  took  hold  of  it  by  my 
Booth,  bat  the  shock  of  the  descent  obliged  me  to  let  it  go,  and  from  the 
tokneai  of  the  night,  and  the  fall  of  snow,  we  could  not  recover  it  Our 
Inented  hands  were  much  affected  by  the  intense  cold.  In  ascending  the 
liMMutaiiia,  we  often  tumbled  backwards,  and  in  descending  them  we  often  fell 
folo  wreaAa  of  a«ow.  In  the  valleys  we  fretpiently  plumped  into  marshes,  or 
pUi,  and  dear  thift.  villages,  which  we  carefully  avoided,  we  had  to  scramble 
thnm^  hedges  and  over  walls,  and  somc*.:in^s  after  clearing  them,  and  walk^ 
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ing  biiskly  forward,  we  fell  into  a  ditch.-^IIowever  we  always  kept  togeitliar» 
and  in  all  our  disasters  encouraged  each  other  with  the  hopes  of  liberty.  At 
break  of  day»  we  found  ourselves  at  the  foot  of  a  high  mountain,  to  whose 
summit  we  proposed  to  ascend,  in  order  to  conceal  ourselves  dohug  the  day. 
After  mucli  exertion,  we  reached  our  destination,  completely  exhausted  with 
fatigue.  We  had  no  provisions,  but  we  had  a  bladder  of  brandy,  which 
proved  an  excellent  cordial.  After  partaking  of  it,  we  tore  one  of  our  shirts 
to  dress  pur  hands,  which  were  become  extremely  painful. 

At  four  o*clock  in  the  evening,  we  resolved  to  quit  our  retreat  j  but  before 
we  set  out,  a  curious  scene  took  place.  When  it  was  proposed  to  begin  our 
journey,  some  of  us  could  not  rise ;  we  were  so  completely  benumbed,  and 
like  torpid  animals  awakiag  from  the  sleep  of  winter,  we  stretched  one  limb 
and  then  the  oilier,  moved  our  bodies,  and  even  after  we  rose,  it  was  some- 
time before  the  circulation  of  the  blood  was  entirely  restored. 

Hunger  was  importunate.  As  we  descended  we  perceived,  at  the  foot  of 
the  mountain  a  cottage,  which  we  approached,  in  order  to  procure  provisicm. 
At  the  door  stood  a  man,  who,  while  he  seemed  to  shrink  within  himself,  cait 
a  louring  eye  over  the  dn^ary  prospect.  We  accosted  him,  and  as  it  was  not 
a  moment  for  compliments,  we  requested  sometliing  to  eat  Ilis  reply,  **  poor 
man  T* — ^was  that  he  had  nothing  hut  potatoes,  and  that  he  could  not  spare 
any.  Necessity,  when  urged  by  hunger,  has  no  law  j  however  we  respected 
his  scanty  store,  and  only  enquired  the  way  to  Strasburg.  He  quitted  the 
shelter  of  his  cottage,  and  after  saying  with  an  air  of  commiseration  and  a 
significant  look,  that  we  had  chosen  a  bad  season  to  travel,  conducted  us  to 
the  rpad. 

A  number  of  iron  founderics,  wliii  Ii  illuminated  the  country  round,  obliged 
us  to  cliange  our  route,  and  after  passing  them,  which  we  did  with  a  good  deal 
of  difficulty,  we  returned  to  the  hig:h  road.  About  eleven  o'clock  we  observed 
before  us  a  small  town,  Niederbrunn.  De:>irous  to  avoid  it,  we  struck  into 
the  country,  but  one  of  our  rompauions  was  taken  very  ill,  and  fainted  from 
fatigiie.  We  halted  and  held  a  consultilion  ;  our  friend  could  not  proceed 
and  we  would  not  leave  him  ;  hence  it  was  resolved  that  two  of  our  number 
bhould  advance  towards  the  town  to  reconnoitre,  and  try  whetlier  we  could  with 
safety  procure  some  rcfrcNlinient.  The  two  soon  returned  and  gave  an  accouot 
pf  their  embassy.  After  entering  tlie  town  with  much  caution,  they  espied  a 
light  at  a  window,  which  they  approached,  ajid  beheld  a  cobler  sitting  in  his 
snug  little  stall,  singing  merrily  and  beating  his  leather.  "  This  man  is  happy,  * 
said  our  friends,  to  whom  the  view  was  gratifying,  **  and  he  certainly  will  not 
delight  in  the  misery  of  others."  They  knocked  at  his  door,  he  opened  it, 
and  frankly  bade  them  enter.  The  result  of  the  interview  was,  that  lie  as^ 
sijred  theni,  that  there  were  no  national  guards  in  tlie  town,  and  he  strongly 
recommended  them  to  an  inn,  to  which  he  gave  them  a  particular  directioiu 

This  intelligence  of  our  friends  gave  us  much  satisfaction,  and  as  our  comr 
panion  was  very  unwell,  we  determined  to  follow  it.  The  town  was  much 
longer  than  we  expected,  and  on  our  arrival  before  the  inn,  we  found  it  a  large 
and  handsome  building,  very  unsuitable  to  people  of  our  appearance.  We 
stopped  a  few  moments,  and  on  looking  round,  we  beheld  p^i*son8  stalking 
about  the  Streets.  Our  situation  became  critical,  and  we  resolved  to  retreat. 
To  avoid  suspicions,  however,  we  walked  leisurely,  as  if  ii^  search  of  another 
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iRD*,  but  as  sorm  as  \vc  cleared  the  people,  \\c  (|(ii(;keiied  our  pace,  and  wilit 
t  good  deal  of  difiiciilty  escafKrtl.  The  eilcrt  ot*  the  p;u»!iioiis  u^mhi  the  cxer- 
tKHUofthe  body  is  wouderful :  our  frieiul  from  the  dread  of  losing  hi^  lilwi'ty. 
was  roused  to  new  vigour;  his  ilHiislH)^itioIl  seemed  to  leave  hiin,  and  he  ac- 
compoDied  us  in  our  arduous  mareh. 

Our  shoes  were  very  bad,  and  onr  feet  sulTcred  much  'from  the  severity  of 
the  frost  We  crime,  after  an  honr's  walk,  to  a  rivulet.  1  endeavound  \o 
leap  over  it;  but  in  the  attempt  I  flumped  up  to  the  neck  in  water,  and  my 
companions*  warned  by  my  example,  avoided  thiscooiin'j^  bath.  In  less  than 
a  quarter  of  an  hour,  my  clothes  were  frozen  into  a.  sheet  of  ice.  Tliis  cir- 
oimitanee  I  mention,  because  in  a  future  part  of  my  adveutures  my  coat  be- 
cazne  to  me  a  coat  of  mail. 

About  midnight,  we  passed  round  the  ramparts  of  llagenew.  At  break  of 
^  we  were  close  to  a  village,  in  a  ]:x>pulous  country,  and  on  looking  round, 
H^e  could  disco%'er  no  wood  for  shelter.  We  stopped  to  consi(ier  what  was 
OMMt  proper  to  be  done  y  and  the  result  of  our  conference  was,  that  we  shoukl 
endeavour  to  conceal  ourselves  in  some  house  in  the  village.  We  entered  it, 
wd  the  first  house  we  reached  was  a  barn,  where  there  ivere  two  men  tliresh- 
iDgout  grain.  We  accosted  them,  and  informed  them  that  we  were  travellers, 
sod  that  in  our  present  plight,  we  did  not  clnise  to  proceed  to  an  inn  ;  but  that 
^e  would  give  them  a  guinea  for  pcrniisi>ion  to  lie  ail  day  among  the  straw; 
to  our  proposal  they  cheerfuliy  agrcid.  Though  we  did  not  deitlare  ourselves, 
we  perceived  that  tliey  had  formed  some  coi»jecture  respectinij  us ;  and  be- 
fore we  lay  down  we  conjured  them  as  the}  regarded  humanity,  to  respecl 
our  situation. 

Though  we  eoidd  not  deem  our  sit^ialion  wholly  secure,  jet  we  did  not' 
^k  it  uncomfortable;  for  the  indemeiit  sky  was  no  longer  our  canopy,  nor 
Was  a  ball  of  snow  any  longer  our  pillow.  Tiie  craving  of  hunger,  however, 
Wnrned  with  re<loubled  force ;  for  we  had  not  histed  tood  for  forty-eight  hours. 
Some  hours  afterwards,  one  of  the  two  men,  for  both  left  the  barn  soon 
*fterour  entrance,  returned,  and  informed  us  that  we  were  within  o  cpiartcr 
^  a  mile  of  tiie  Rhine.  We  earnestly  re(|uested  him  to  procure  us  some  kind 
^^  food  without  delay;  and  to  provide  a  lK>at  for  un  by  the  evening  to  cross 
^  river.  The  boat  could  not  be  obtained  without  some  difficulty,  and,  pcr- 
^M»  danger ;  but  we  ofiercd  him  a  large  sum  of  money,  and  to  our  proposal 
he  readily  assent  eiL 

laibur  hours  he  returned,  and  told  us,  that  he  liad  secured  a  boat,  and  that 
^  would  safielv  convey  us  to  the  oth<T  bank  of  the  river,  as  soon  as  tiic  dark- 
''ttsof  the  night  would  favour  our  retre^at  from  the  village.  We  gave  credit. 
^  hbt  assurance ;  but  our  immediate  want  wiis  food,  ami  we  hastene<l  him 
^hroad  to  procure  it.  A  short  time  oidy  had  elapsed,  when  we  l>€gan  to  li:iteu 
^sgerly  for  his  return^  So  importunate  was  hunger,  that  the  least  noise  at- 
^iscted  attention,  and  immediutcly  every  eyt>  was  directed  towards  the  door. 
The  door  at  length  was  opened,  and  we  were  all  roused  with  the  hope,  that 
H  was  our  friendly  peasant ;  but  we  were  deceived,  for  it  wns  a  servant  girk 
On  her  appearance,  we  sunk  back  among  the  straw,  in  or«U.*r  to  dude  her 
ohaervation ;  but  the  rustling  noise  which  we  made  alarmed  her,  an<l  she 
started,  and  fled  with  precipitation.  .She  ran  to  lier  master,  and  informed  him, 
^  the  bam  was  full  of  robi  lers.     The  faf mkt  instantly  summoned  his  neigh*> 
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bours  to  bis  assistance,  and  followed  by  a  multitude,  armed  with  pitdbforti, 
spades,  and  other  implements  of  ]>eacef\il  husbandry,  advanced  io  a  dcternitocd 
manner  towards  the  bam.  TJie  ^rl  s  precipitate  retreat  we  were  appreheMm 
would  be  productive  of  unpleasant  consequences ;  and  the  distant  hum  of  the 
approaching;  multitude,  we  rejfarded  as  the  mariner  on  a  lee  8hore»  in  a  but- 
tered bark,  doe^  tlie  murmur  of  the  coming  storm.  Tlie  bam  in  a  few  nimitei 
was  completely  besieged,  and  the  means  of  escape  seemed  to  be  denied  «8. 
The  question  was,  should  we  peaceably  s»irrcndrr  ?  This  we  all  rejected  wifli 
indignation,  and  in  an  instant  we  started  up,  and  rushed  oilt  in  a  finn  mhI 
resolute  manner.  Tliis  unexpected  mano.uvre  so  surprised  the  people,  Hwt 
they  gave  w;iv,  and  made  a  passage  for  ns.  In  our  case,  ^ight  was  surely  Hr 
best  proof  of  courage,  and  availing  ourselves  of  the  panic  of  our  eoearries,  we 
pushed  through  them,  whipped  off  our  shoes,  and  fled  with  all  speed* 

By  the  time  it  was  dark  we  arrived  at  a  small  wood,  where  we  proposed  to 
conceal  ourselves  till  the  alarm  was  subsided.  About  eleven  o'clock,  abso- 
lutely famished  w  ith  hunger,  we  solhed  forth,  determined  to  push  forward  to 
the  Rhine,  and  obtain  possession  of  a  boat,  either  by  force  or  8trat!ig<m, 
When  we  had  proceeded  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  we  perceived  a  man  tm 
horseback,  so  close  to  us,  that  we  could  not  avoid  him.  He  rode  up  to  v, 
and  we  entered  into  conversation.  **  From  your  appearance,''  said,Yieaddresa- 
ing  us,  "  I  am  persuaded,  thut  youjire  unfortunate  people,  who  wish  to  croM 
the  Rhine ;  I  have  the  means  of  assisting  you,  provided  you  pay  me  in  pro^ 
portion  to  the  risk  I  run ;  I  am  a  custom  house  officer,"  continued  he»  in  i 
plausible  mnnner,  **  I  have  a  wife  and  family,  my  incontc  is  but  small,  I  wnh 
to  mwkc  a  httle  money  to  render  them  comfortable."  From  his  particaln 
manner  we  strongly  suspected,  that  he  was  one  of  the  national  guards,  and 
causing  him  to  dismount,  we  examined  him  from  head  to  foot ;  but  conM  find 
nothiUr'T  to  confirm  our  suspicion,  we  therefore  gave  crc^dit  to  his  story,  and 
promised  him  ten  guineas  to  take  us  over  the  river,  but  at  the  same  time  *1 
told  him,  in  a  firm  manner,  that  we  were  desperate  ;  and  if  he  betrayed  mt, 
we  would  immediately  put  him  to  death.  Observe  the  consequence  of  this 
menace :  we  put  ourselves  under  his  protection,  and  were  walking  by  hii  siAtf, 
pleasing  ourselves  with  the  idea/  that  we  should  soon  crosa  the  Rhine,  wheft 
we  were  led  into  an  ambush.  Forty  men  on  a  sudden  started  up  befbre  nib 
and  pointing  their  muskets,  called  out  to  us  to  surrender.  The  man  who  de- 
coyed us,  and  whom  we  now  found  was  one  of  the  national  guards,  tamed  Ilia 
horse,  and  rode  furiously  up  to  me,  swearing  vengeance.  He  made  serera] 
cuts  at  me  with  his  sabre ;  but  I  sprung  to  one  side,  and  eluded  them.  Hii 
resentment  seemed  by  no  means  to  be  satisfied ;  he  again  attacked  me  'hii 
horse  sprung  almost  upon  me ;  I  grasped  it  round  the  neck,  and  his  aabte 
glanced  along  my  frozen  coat.  He,  however,  took  care  to  beat  mc>  when  we 
were  completely  in  his  power.  Ropes  were  procured;  we  were  tied  togetfaeir 
by  the  neck,  and  in  this  manner  we  were  literally  dragged  along.  Their 
treatment  of  ut  was  extremely  cruel.  We  could  no  longer  bear  it  in  sHeiioe^ 
and  we  spoke  to  them  in  terms  dictated  by  indignation.  The  epithets  whicb 
we  used  were  certainly  not  very  mild  ;  we  called  them  cowardly  scotrndrels— 
were  they  brave  men  they  would  scorn  such  conduct— <wete  they  humane  men 
they  would  retpect  our  misfortunes.  However,  neither  our  remonstrance  9or 
abuse  had  the  effect  to  relieve  us.     We  were  dragged  to  a  neigblMmrin^ 
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%'iMl9e^  and  put  into  a  guard-hoiijie»  where  there  waa  a  stove.  The  luddeu 
cbmgelroiii  intense  cold,  to  which  we  had  beeu  long  exposed,  to  sufibeatiu§p 
ha^  had  the  eflect  of  making  us  all  sick ;  and  one  of  our  coin{)auions  several 
tioMi  tinted.  They  stripped  us  of  our  money,  which  we  had  concealed  in 
wr  dollies*  handcutted  us,  aud  tiieu  marched  us  to  priiou. 

X^oofour  cowpanioos  were  now  found  to  be  ni^^iug;  hut  both  were 
bnoght  in  during  tlie  course  of  the  night.  Qjic  of  them  who  was  a  little 
bdund,  when  we  fell  into  the  ainbusli,  ran  buck,  and  tikiir^  another  courae 
anivednt  the  Rhine,  and  got  into  a  bait ^  but  while  ho  w:(s  rejoicing  in  his 
|0od fortune,  he  was  seized  by  four  armed  men.  The  other,  who  was  brought 
ioahaott  lifelesi^  also  ran  back,  aud  jumping  into  a  ditch,  which  was  frozen 
over,  drew  himself  down  till  his  chin  touched  the  ice.  He  remained  in  this 
litntion  till  the  search  was  over.  When  lie  crawled  out  he  was  met  by  some 
inMd  men,  who  fired  upon  the  {Htor  benumbed  Aliow,  and  arretted  him. 

We  entreated  with  all  the  passionate  importunity  of  keen  hunger  for  some  - 
tiui|;  t»  eat  The  jailor,  as  a  man  %vhosc  heart  was  inaccessible  to  feeling, 
looMon  us  with  a  gaze  of  indiifcreuce.  His  wife  entered,  we  directed  our 
(fl^raities  to  her  ^  but  she  turned  round  without  making  a  reply,  and  went 
AVay.  C<MOpas8ion  belongs  to  women,  and  did  ever  one  turn  away  from  the 
paiMer,  or  die  traveller  in  distress  ;  yet  this  woman  is  unfeeling,  because  she 
.  <i  GOBoected  with  a  jail.  Such  was  the  train  of  our  conversation,  whc^i  the 
JQod  dame,  whom  we  were  so  abusing,  entered  \%  iUi  food.  Wonis  cannot 
OMvey  thei^easure  we  experienced,  we  satisfied  our  appetites,  and  gratefully 
tckaowledged  the  woman's  humanity. 

Whntthe  more  fmwerful  appetite  of  hunger  was  satisfied,  we  again  sen* 

a%  fett  tke  pain  of  our  hands,  and  requested  that  a  surgeon  miglit  be  sent 

fiwtodrcw  Ihem.    There  was  eitlicr  no  surgeon  in  tlio  village,  or  those  to 

wJkmi  we  addressed  ourselves,  placed  us  on  a  level  with  horses  ;  for  a  farrier 

nimotta  m,  who  applied  to  our  hands  an  oiutment  which  gave  us  ex- 
oiditiag  puo. 

Next  cky  we  were  marched  to  Ilageiiaw,  where  our  wounds  were  dressed 
tSfamigeon,  who  declared  that  they  were  fest  approacliiiig  to  mortiticatioo. 
The  following  day  we  were  conducted  to  Neiderbrnnn,  and  carried  to  tlie 
vtty  IBB,  which  the  coblcr  had  so  particularly  recommended  ^  where  we 
^Mod  thai  four  of  the  national  guards  were  constantly  stationed. 

On  tke  third  day  we  arrived  at  Bitche.  Our  wounds  were  so  bad,  that  we 
wtie  mnt  to  the  Hospital,  where  we  remained  six  weeks.  We  were  then  acnt 
^aodl  twenty-five  feet  below  ground,  in  one  of  the  out-\%orks,  which  from 
ih  iQperior  atrengtb,  is  considered  the  citadel  of  the  fortress. 

At  the  iwt  of  the  ramparts,  before  we  commenced  our  journey,  we  separated 
^  tSirte  parties.  The  party  which  consisted  of  four  got  clear  off;  the  part^ 
^  three  waa  brought  back,  aud  confined  along  with  us. 

Thacell  in  which  we  were  now  confined  was  about  eight  feet  square,  the 
catnnce  wea  secured  by  five  iron  doors,  and  the  small  chink  which  admitted 
%tmi  M^t,  was  fortified  by  three  rows  of  iron  gratings.  Water,  which  mad^. 
<  cootinual  dropping  from  all  parts  of  the  roof,  formed  on  the  door  an  ofien* 
•fe  paddle,  to  the  depth  of  nine  inches. 

la  e«e  tide  of  the  dungeon  there  was  a  bench  with  some  straw,  wliich. 
Awaed  wt  oace  our  renting  place  and  bed.    We  nere  determined  to  brave  the

horrors  of  our  situation,  and  mirth  and  laughter  were  only  heard  in  our  cell. 
At  night  the  scene  was  amusing  enough ;  the  bench  or  platform  was  so  nar- 
row, that  when  we  lay  do\f  n  to  sfeep  we  were  obliged  to  lie  on  our  sides^ 
closely  wedged  together :  if  any  one  in  the  centre,  during  the  night,  wished 
to  turn  himself,  he  was  under  the  necessity  of  waking  us  all ;  and  what  a  y awn^ 
iug  and  murmuring  took  place,  but  the  bustle  ended  always  in  laughter ;  for 
trifles  could  not  discompose  us,  as  mutual  misfortune  had  inspired  us  witb 
nrutual  sympathy. 

The  mind  must  \yc  employed.  The  idea  cf(  liberty  engaged  oar  thoughts,  a« 
well  as  our  conversation,  and  again  we  concerted  a  plan  of  escape.  We  pre- 
tended to  be  great  lovers  of  wine,  and  we  purchased  a  considerable  quantity  of 
it ;  part  of  which  we  drank,  and  part  went  to  augment  the  lake  on  tlie  floor* 
The  jailer  was  our  merchant,  and  either  from  a  love  to  us,  or  to  our  gold,  m 
fresh  stock  of  which  we  had  procured,  he  hesitated  not  to  obey  our  midnight 
summons.  This  was  our  plan  : — At  one  of  his  midnight  visits^  we  proposed 
to  gag  him,  seize  a  ladder  of  ropes,  which  he  had  in  his  lodge,  for  the  purpose 
of  cleaning  the  walls,  and  after  securing  the  centinel  to  descend  the  ramparts.. 

Of  our  plan  we  had  taken  a  comprehensive  view,  and  with  a  good  dealt  of 
confidence  we  anticipated  the  issue.  The  jailer  when  seized  would,  no  doubt, 
make  a  violent  resistance  and  noise,  we  were  prepared  for  this  circumstance. 
Every  night,  under  the  pretence  of  being  drunk,  we  raised  a  clamorous  noise, 
while  one  of  our  companions  cried  as  if  he  were  gagged.  The  words  which 
the  jailor  used  in  passing  the  centinel  we  overheard  ;  and  one  of  our  cooif* 
panions  was  taught  to  repeat  them,  in  the  proper  tone  and  accent  The  cen- 
tinel the  moment  our  friend  had  passed  him  was  to  be  called  toward  the 
prison  door,  and  while  we  were  engaging  his  attention,  our  companion  was  U> 
seize  him  behind,  while  we  were  to  rush  out  in  front.  But  we  were  not  des- 
tined to  carry  this  plan  into  execution  ;  for  we  began  in  a  few  da>-s  to  droop, 
and  would  soon  have  fallen  victims  to  our  continement.  Our  mirth,  however^ 
we  could  not  abandon  ;  wc  struggled  with  our  indisposition  ;  but  faint  is  the 
$mile  on  the  face  of  disease.  A  surgeon  who  was  sent  to  us,  represented  our 
lives  to  lie  in  danger  ;  and  that  we  could  not  possibly  long  sarvive  in  aach  ais 
unhealthy  situation. 

Tlie  worthy  Commandant,  who  always  listened  to  the  voice  of  humanitTr 
and  carried  the  order  of  his  government  into  exec  ution  with  reluctance,  or- 
dered us  to  be  removed  into  a  room  above  ground.  Here  we  soon  recovered^ 
7'he  room  was  very  strong ;  but  we  soon  discovered  that  the  one  immediately 
above  it  had  no  bars  to  the  windows. 

The  idea  of  liberty  again  recurred  to  our  minds  \iith  fresh  vigour,  and  we 
determined  to  cut  through  the  roof  of  our  prison,  and  ascend  to  the  apiartment 
above,,  from  which  we  tiiought  that  we  couid  easily  reach  the  ramparts.  Id 
order  to  provide  ourselves  with  a  rope,  we  petitioned  to  be  allowed  l)eddin^tf 
Oui*  petition  was  granted,  and  with  tlie  sheets  and  blankets,  after  a  consider* 
ablf:  deal  of  labour,  we  made  the  rope.  Night  was  the  time  for  labour,  and 
it  may  be  easily  conceived,  that  as  we  s;it  in  silence,  plying  at  our  task,  our 
train  of  ideas  would  often  be  influenced  by  our  hopes  and  fears. 

Our  plan  wheu  ripe  for  execution,  was  almost  disconcerted  by  a  tririal 
event.  The  woman  who  washed  our  linen  unexpectedly  made  her  appcaf- 
auce  with  claan  sheets.    We  had  only  a  few  momeuts  for  reilcctioa )  but  cMir 
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shemc  which  proved  tti'cctual  was  soon  formed  : — Wv  ;)r«rt«*jid»:'.l  to  he  drunk, 
aud permitted  her  to  ;idvunce  to  tiic  inid<lle  of  tlic  floor  ;  biit  tlic  in:»t:uit.thal 
»hc ap|>roache<i  the  betl  to  lay  her  rude  hand  upon  the  io\<  rlct,  uhirh  so  cure- 
fully  concealed  our  rojie,  \\v  hei^au  to  shove  her  al>ont.  She  rejwatedl}  called 
out  the  name  of  his  Satanic  majesty,  in  her  own  hutsruage,  and  inaile  fjr  thr 
door;  biU  v^e  had  not  yet  done  with  her.  She  had  the  sheets  in  her  Lip,  and 
we rpi)uired  some  more  to  complete  our  rope.  1  whipped  away  one  pair,  a 
compauioD  seized  another,  and  the  good  dame  gained  tlie  door,  and  departed 
blesnu^  herself  in  her  hap]>y  escape. 

On  the  twelfth  of  February,  we  were  again  ready  for  anotlKT  attempt.    The 

jailer  used'to  visit  our  prison  at  six  o'clock  in  the  evening,  in  order  to  exrmiine 

it,  and  he  did  not  return  till  the  next  morning.     Innnodiately  after  his  visit 

ve  hung  up  one  of  our  mattresses,  to  prevent  our  liglit  Ix'ing  discovered,  and 

then  we  proceeded  to  work.     Witli  the  assistjwiee  of  a  bench  we  readied  tlie 

roof,  aiid  witJi  a  |)oker  knoc:ked  down  tlic  cieling  which  we  found  was  made 

of  oik  btttons,  from  beam  to  l)eam,  about  two  and  a  half  inches  thick.   Tliesc 

wehad  to  saw,  which  occupied  us  four  hours.     A  plank  of  three  inches  thick 

next  opposed  our  progress  ;  we  bored  a  number  of  holes  in  it  elos.*  to  each 

other,  and  then  converted  several  into  one,  to  admit  the  saw.     At  this  part  of 

ourlabourthe  saw  snappcrd  asunder — thes;i\>  is  broken,  was  re-echtwd  through 

our  dungeon. — What  a  dreadful  disaster!  Our  feelin<^^s  were  like  those  of  a  sea- 

JOJUi  who  in  the  midnight  stonn  strikes  upoii  a  nx'k.     The  firmr  was  <^ovejV!d 

^thrablnsh;  a  pat^age  after  arduous  toil  w<^6  almost  acconiplished ;  but  in 

oiieoHmient  tln^  breaking  of  the  saw  seemed  to  decide  our  fate.     If  we  now 

ftiJ,  was  the  general  and  ])ainful  observation,  we  shall  never  have  another  op- 

iwtouity  to  esca|)e.     One  of  our  friends  who  had  been  master  of  a  nuTchant 

^^wltook  up  the  larger  frrgnient  of  the  saw,  and  with  his  knife  made  a  handle, 

^bichto  our  great  joy  we  found  completely  answered  our  pufjiOM'.    Hope  rose 

'win despair,  and  again  we  trommenced  our  labour.     In  fine,  after  live  hours 

"Wdnork  we  made  a  hole  suiiiciently  large  to  alliiw  us  to  pass.     A  pause  took 

pUcc— what  an  interesting  moment — our  prison  could  no  longer  detain  us;  vfit 

*ewere  at>out  to  commence  an  ent<T|»rise,  whi<li  prudence  s<'enicd  to  ibrbid, 

^  to  which  experience  could  not  promise;  suiHCts. 

Two  of  our  com|>anions,  whose  hantls  were  not  yirt  cure<l,  were  obliged  to 
'^Waiii.  Poor  fellows!  they  had  joined  us  in  our  wancl/rini's,  they  had  shansl 
<Kir toils,  and  much  we  regretted  to  leave  them  behind,  but  there  w:is  no  al- 
^niative.  We  hade  them  a  cordial  adieu,  }uid  while  we  were  hastily  ascend- 
^%  they  expressed  their  ardent  and  sincere  wishes  for  our  success,  in  au  en- 
terprize  from  which  they  were  painfully  exclude<l. 

Our  compauyt  wiiich  consisted  of  six  persons,  stopped  for  some  time  in  the 
'ipper  tpartment  From  what  we  knew  of  the  dis|.>osi1ion  of  oiu*  guards,  wc 
^cre  well  conviuccnl,  that  in  the  event  of  detection,  some  of  us  would  fall. 
O^gtothat  circunistaziee,  ami  to  prevent  auy  unnceessary  c*oufusioii  or  delay, 
^«  cast  lots  for  tlie  purpos<.'  of  <lei'iding  the  order  in  which  we  were  to  proci-ed. 
After  every  tlihig  was  s<*ttled,  we  still  remine«l  waiting  for  a  favourabk*  mo* 
BKnt  to  de8ceu<l.  Such  a  period  soon  arrived  ;  a  heavy  scjuall  commenrcu), 
wkk-h  we  concluded  would  drivi;  the  centinels  nito  their  lx>xes.  Tnc.  word 
vaigireu  to  pufrli  forwartl,  every  muscle  roused  into  action,  and  cveiy  breast 
wv  full  of  atdonr.

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We  gained  without  the  leart  interruption  the  ramparts,  after  a  deaceiit 
about  tliirty  feet.  Our  long  rope,  which  was  covered  at  the  top  which  him 
doth,  vFc  %xtil  to  a  stone,  aud  descended  the  finit  rampart,  which  ia  abo 
thirty  feet  high,  and  found  ourselves  on  the  mortar  battery.  We  cut  the  roi 
as  high  as  wc  could  reach,  fastened  it  to  one  of  the  mortars^  and  lowered  oc 
selves  down  from  the  second  rampart,  which  is  about  eighty  feet  high.  V 
were  now  congratulating  one  another  in  our  fortunate  descent,  and  Wjere  abo 
to  push  into  the  country,  when  to  our  painful  astonishment  we  found  anoth 
rampart.  Our  rope  wns  exhausted,  and  the  question  was,  should  we  surroidk 
The  question  did  not  adroit  of  a  moment  s  hesitation,  for  the  resolutioQ  we  hi 
formed  prompted  us  to  nm  every  hazard.  Part  of  tlie  rope  was  hanging  wit 
in  reach.  We  returned,  aud  cut  as  much  of  it  as  we  ooald,  which  was  oal| 
few  feet,  and  with  our  knives,  for  we  had  no  better  hold,  fixed  it  to  the  grmn 
The  descent  we  knew  was  dangerous,  yet  every  one  felt  the  greatest  alacn 
to  attempt  it.  In  succession  we  lowered  ourselves  as  fkr  as  the  rope  exteode 
and  quitting  our  hold  fell  as  nearly  as  we  could  conjecture*  from  thirty  to  ibr 
feet.  Five  of  us  descended  without  any  material  injury,  and  while  we  we 
standing  together  and  saw  our  sixth  companion  drop,  we  expressed  our  joy 
our  fortuuute  escape.  Bot  alas !  he  was  not  destined  to  accompany  ua ;  li 
limb  was  fractured,  and  he  called  out,  and  told  us  his  misfortune  with  nuui 
firmness.  We  condoled  with  him,  but  we  found  ourselves  in  the  aituation 
a  soldier  in  the  field  of  battle,  who  has  not  a  moment  to  mourn  for  the  frici 
who  lias  fallen  by  his  side.  We  placed  him  in  an  easy  position ;  he  held  oi 
his  hand,  urged  us  to  hasten  our  flight,  and  wished  us  a  h^>py  journey.  TJ 
flitch  was  to  be  passed ;  we  ran  round  it  till  we  found  some  steps  leadiag  tot! 
glads,  tiien  we  made  for  a  wood,  which  we  readied  at  day-break,  mid  ooi 
cealed  ourselves  among  some  broom. 

We  set  oat  next  evening,  and  while  we  were  arduously  pushing  through 
▼alley,  one  of  our  party  who  was  foremost  suddenly  disappeared.  We  hato 
imd  while  looking  round  for  him  we  heard  his  voice  in  a  deep  quarry,  eallin 
for  aid.  We  helped  him  out  3  he  was  considerably  bruised,  but  waa  able  t 
continue  his  journey. 

After  some  hesitation  we  determined  to  pass  through  a  village  which  lay  j 
our  way,  and  which  could  not  be  easily  avoided.  At  the  entrance  of  it  in 
stopped  a  few  minutes,  for  past  experience  had  taught  us  that  the  utmost  ew 
tion  was  necessary  in  our  progreas  through  villages. 

We  advanced,  and  proceeded  very  well  till  we  arrived  at  the  middle,  wbc 
we  perceived  some  people  before  us.  Our  suspicion  was  roused  and  it  was  ao( 
confirmed  by  a  man  who  began  to  blow  a  horn.  Thia  warning,  for  whic 
%ve  were  very  grateful,  we  easily  understood,  and  turning  round,  we  aoogl 
safety  in  immediate  flight.  We  ran  till  we  gained  a  place  of  security,  an 
after  resting  two  hours,  we  altered  our  course  and  took  a  different  road.  D|u 
ing  the  night  there  was  thunder,  lightning,  and  heavy  nin,  but  such  a  nigl 
we  hailed  with  pleaaure,  for  while  it  drove,  as  we  imagined,  our  punuers  ial 
aheher,  it  left  the  rood  open  for  our  escape. 

At  day-light  we  fonnd  oucselvcs  close  to  a  river,  and  percei  ved  a  wo«id  o 
the  opposite  bank.  We  plunged  into  tiie  water,  which  waa  Tery  i^id,  ■■ 
attempted  to  awim  over,  and  long  did  we  vigorously  struggle  with  the  cuncn 
Jbut  like  ships  which  have  unsucceaifiilly  attacked  a  castle,  our  CKertioiis  gra 
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dually  slackened,  and  we  were  all  obliged  to  give  up  the  attempt  On  looking 
round  we  obsenred  a  wood  behind  us,  and  returning  to  it  we  concealed  our- 
ielfes  during  the  day. 

Towards  evening  we  advanced  to  the  edge  of  the  wood,  in  order  to  examine 
the  coaiitr>v  u^d  perceived  a  single  house,  to  whioh  we  immediately  repaired. 
\\lien  we  reached  it,  on  looking  iulo  a  window,  we  beheld  a  family  consisting 
of  hosbaiid,  wife^  and  children,  comfortibly  seated  round  a  blazing  fire.    The 
sight  was  interesting^  but  it  reminded  us  of  home,  as  well  as  of  our  present 
tidatioii,  and  it  produced  rather  painful  emotions.    We  went  into  the  house* 
kaviog  one  of  our  party  as  centincl  at  the  door.    On  our  entrance  the  whole 
Wly  started  to  tlieir  feet,  and  fixed  u])on  us  their  enquiring  looks.    We 
simply  announced  ourselves  as  travellers  who  were  in  want  of  provisions,  and 
mpested  them  to  supply  us.    Our  request,  cither  from  humanity  or  fenr,  was 
Reared  with  much  complacency,  and  they  offered  us  whatever  tlieir  house 
could  afford.    We  laid  out  provisions  for  ten  days,  then  took  their  towels, 
ude  them  into  knapsacks,  and  fastened  them  on  our  backs.    Tbis  business 
occupied  about  two  hours.    Before  our  departure,  we  threw  down  on  a  table 
which  slood  in  the  middle  of  the  floor,  money  more  than  the  value  of  the 
poriiionB.     The  good  people  looked  at  the  money,  then  at  us,  and  kindly 
4ttnking  ns,  wished  us  a  good  journey. 

We  left  the  house,  and  followed  a  guide,  whom  the  man  had  procured  for 
« to  the  river,  crossed  it,  and  at  day-break  arrived  at  a  wood,  in  which  we 
iWBd  shelter.  For  eight  nights  we  travelled  in  this  manner,  making  a  great 
Qicuit,  and  every  night  meeting  with  some  adventure. 

At  length  we  reached  tiie  Rhine :  our  minds  were  affected  with  various  emo- 
tioBL  In  one  hour — ^this  was  our  language ;  we  may  surmount  tlie  most  difli- 
^  psft  of  our  journey,  or  in  one  hour  we  may  be  on  the  road  to  our  dun- 
S^M.  Our  fears  inspired  us  with  vigilance^  and  our  fonner  experience  taught 
BscantioB.  At  last  we  met  a  man  in  whom  we  tliought  that  we  might  safely 
confide,  and  accosting  him,  expressed  our  wishes  to  be  carried  to  the  other 
^  He  entered  into  discourse,  and  the  result  of  our  conversation  was,  that 
^twelve  guineas  he  agreed  to  take  us  across.  Without  losing  sight  of  him 
We  gained  the  place  where  it  lay,  we  leaped  into  it,  seized  <the  oars,  and  pushed 
^  the  other  side.  We  gave  him  his  reward,  sprung  to  the  shore,  and  it  seemed 
'07  doubtful  whether  the  man  or  we  felt  the  greatest  pleasure. 

We  entered  a  village,  brushed  ourselves  up,  and  resolved  to  pass  for  French- 
"■tea.  The  French  grand  army  was  advancing^ towards  the  Austrian  frontiers, 
*  hostilities  were  on  the  eve  of  commencement.

3Ui  ncM  may  appear  simple,  but  difScult  was  the  journey. 
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At  length  we  arrived  within  a  short  distance  of  the  frontiers.     \Vc  had  sur- 
nioiMilrd   many  (liftieuUies  ;  we  had  endured  much  f;jti.2nic  ;   but  our  dangers 
and  toils  were  forj^ot,  and  our  whole  souls  were  fixed  on   one  point.     The 
Austrian  niountains  were  in  view,  and  we  felt  as  a  seaman  does  wlio,  in  a  storm, 
descries  the  peaceful  shore. — After  some  deliberation,  we  resolved  to  pass  the 
frontiers  in  a  carriage  ;  we  accordingly  went  to  an  inn,  and  hired  one.     \Vc 
h-id  only  about  a  inile  to  go,  and  the  agitation  of  our  minds,  as  we  snt   in   our 
^  ehicle,  may   easily    be   conceived.     The  postillion    drove  into  a  small  town, 
Whi<-h  lay  in  our  road  ;   we  were  alarmed,  but  as  we  moved  steadily  forward, 
our  f<?ars  Ixjgan  1o  give  way  to  the  delight  which  we  anticipated  from  setting 
our  feet  on  Austrian  ground.     Short  was  our   anticipated   pleasure — the  car- 
riage suddenly  halted  before  a  large  buiidmg  ;  we  called  out  to  the  postillion, 
w  hy  did   he  stop  ?  The   reply   was — ^This  is   the  jwlice-office.     These  w'crc 
dreadful  words,  and  we  were  struck  with  consternation.     Coolness  only  can 
save  us — was  the  exj)ression  of  every  tongue.     We  had  just  a  moment  to  call 
up  recollection,  and  to  assume  an  air  of  unconcern,  when  a  man  opened  the 
carriage  door,   and  demanded  our  passports.     Our  reply  was  that  we  were 
Americajis,  and  had  travelled  without  passports.     Our  answer  seemed  to  arivr 
him  as  much  suqirise  as  the  answer  of  the  postillion   had  given  us;    and  h<* 
immediately  desired  us  to  alight  from  the  carriage,  and  walk   into  the  house. 
This  request,  or  rather  command,  was  particularly   painful  to  us  :   however, 
witJiout  betraying  any   reluctance,  we  quitted  the  carriage,  and  followed  him 
into  a  large  room,  where  were  a  number  of  clerks.     On  our  entrancte,  the  doer 
was  instantly  bolted  ;  this  circumstance  seemed  to   annihilate  our  hopes,  yet 
we  lost  not  Qur  recollection,  for  we  knew  that  cool  assurance  only  could  ex- 
tricate us  from  our  situation.    Before  leaving  Bitche,  we  had  framed  a  story,  in 
case  we  should  Ije  arrested  on  th«>  other  side  of  the  Rhine,  to  pass  ourselves  for 
Americans,  comiugfrom  Barcelona,  in  consequence  of  the  commotions  in  Spain, 
and  going  to  Trieste,  where  we  had  a  vessel  of  our  own  country,  waiting  our 
arrival.     In  order  to  confirm  this  assertion,  we  had  written  letters  as  coming    - 
from  houses  in  Cadiz  and  Hamburgh.     It  was  declared  to  be  extremely  im-  ^ 
probable  that  we  could  travel  without  passports,  and  we  were  most  minutely   i 
interrogated.     From  a  Dutchman  whom  we  met  in  France,  we  learned  a  goo«f  "3 
<leal  respecting  the  aflairs  in  Spain,  and  by  blending  truth   with  conjecture,^? 
we  formed  a  plausible  story.     But  this  was  not  enough — what  positive  proofs -< 
could  we  give  that  we  Mere  really  Americans.     The  letters  which  we  had^b 
prepared  for  such  an  occasion    *  jre  produced,  with  i!n  easy  assurance.     Tliey"^ 
wanted  the  post  mark ;  to  this  objection  we  replied,  that  they  had  been  car — n 
ried  by  friends,  or  by  persons  in  whom  we  could  place  reliance.     At  the  bot — d 
tom  of  each  letter  wc  had   very  prudently  added — you  will  receive  this  by*^ 
such  a  one. — ^This  part  of  our  story  was  dear  and  and  consistent ;  but  still  thc^ 
Bavarian  returned  to  his  usual  exprt«sion — **  How  is  it  possible  that  you  could  9j 

travel  without  passports  ?'*    We  did  not  wish  that  his  attention  should  he  di '. 

verted  frbiDtt  the  letters  on  which  was  our  principal  dependance,  and  after  re-  — 
questing  him  to  read  the  names,  wc  enquired  whether  he  knew  the  mercantile  ^ 
houses.  lie  was  as  ij^iorant  of  them  as  we  were  ourselves,  for  there  wer^  no  * 
such  houses  in  existence.  We  used  every  argument  and  persuasion  tliat  oar  "" 
ingenuity  could  devise ,  aud,  in  flue,  almost  contrary  to  hope,  he  permitted  ' 
us  to  proceed. 

The  door  was  unbolted,  we  made  a  profound  bow,  and  tetped  into  our  or* '

riage,  \iith  the  pleasing  expectation,  that  a  ver\'  short  time  would  bear  us  be- 
youd  the  reach  of  danger.  But  our  fears  were  destined  to  undergo  another 
trial,  for  tlic  fellow  of  a  }H)stiIlion  as^nin  made  a  hah  at  the  harrten,  and  then 
tliere  was  another  demand  on  us,  not  to  produce  our  passports,  but  to  open  our 
puRics.  It  is  the  custom  for  travellers  to  pay  the  whole  of  tin;  turnpikes  only 
nben  tliey  arrive  at  tlie  frontiers ;  and  as  we  stat<^d  that  we  had  ]K>:;ted  the 
whole  of  the  way,  the  demand  on  us  took  our  little  all ;  but,  perh<i])s,  never 
bdbredid  men  part  with  their  last  ^:uine:i  A^ith  more  satisfaction. 

We  arrived  in  the  Austrian  territory:  this  was  the  end  of  our  wand«'rini;p^ 
aod toils ;  this  was  the  object  of  our  anxious  wishes^  and  this  wus  the  suurct^ 
of  the  purest  joy. 

Ad  Austrian  guard  arrested  us  the  moment  we  passed  the  barriers,  and  es- 
corted us  to  Sabybouri^,  where  Me  declared  ourselves  to  be  Kn^li:jhmen,  and 
»ere  very  kindly  received.  We  jwocurei^  passi)orts  as  Americans.  Our  moiR'y 
^asallspenty  and  we  endeavoured  to  obtain  sume  for  bills,  but  uouc  would 
*ccf|itthem,  luid  we  were  reduced  to  a  most  unpleasant  situation      W'v  had 
^CD  our  lodging  at  one  of  the   best  inns,  unmindful  of  the  low  state  of  our 
"nances,  and  one  day  after  dinner,  while  I  was  standi ntj  at  a  window,  rather 
"^  a  tlioughtful  mood,  an  Austrian  general,  who  had  dined  with  us  at  the  same 
<*'^inary,  approached  me.  He  knew  that  we  were  British  subjects  and  entered 
*nio  conversation.    I  gave  him  a  sketch  of  our  adventures,  and  without  n>crve, 
"^fenned  him  of  our  jKJCuniary  embarrassment.      "I  \cMerate   r.ni;li>!iineii,'* 
**id  he,  "  and  if  to  day  I  can  do  them  a  service,  I  shall  de(?ni  it  one  of  the 
^'^)piest  of  my  life."     He  lefl  us,  and  soon  returned  with  money  sulhcitrnt  to 
^^^^M-ry  us  to  Trieste.  This  sum,  said  he,  putting  it  into  ni)  hand,  is  but  small,  be- 
^"^Usel  have  eNpendcd  much  of  my  fortune  in  raising  troops,  for  it  is  tlie  duty  of 
^*^^ry  good  subject,  in  the  hour  of  danger,  to  defend  his  country  with  his  for- 
^■le  and  witli  his  life.     We  discoursed  a  good  deal  respecting  the  war,  which 
^^s about  to  take  place;  and  1  shall  never  cease  to  remember  one  memorabic 
^pretflion— Though  justice,  said  he,  and  honour  favour  our  cause,  yet  I  look

^We  proceeded  in  our  route  by  liastadt,  Spital,  passed  Clagenfurth,'L(\baek, 
d  arrived  at  Trieste.      Here  we  uere  \ery  hospitablv   received.    The  \ ice 
^^^usul  gave  us  money  fol  our  bills,  and  to  the  Austrian  ;.^eneral  we  .remitted 
ecaab,  for  which  he  positively  refused  to  receive  any  i;cknowledgmcnt,  with 
e  warmest  expressions  of  our  thanks  and  rcs])ect. 
]d  five  weeks  from  the  time  of  leaving  Bitche,  we  performed  a  journey  of 
^^^it  hundred  miles.      AVe  remained  live  days  in  Trieste,  and  then  embarked 
^^    an  Austrian  brig  for  !Maltit,  at  which  place  we  arrived  after  a  voyage  of 
weeka.

THE  CAMPAIGN  OF  1796  IN  ITALY. 

Chapter  I. 

FROM  tlie  begioDing  of  the  year  1796,  it  was  well  known  to  pertODt  best  In* 
fbrmed  on  the  subject,  that  the  French  had  determined  to  make  very  fjeat  nitt- 
tary  efforts  in  Italy.  It  had  been  easy  to  foresee  this  from  the  end  of  the  pre- 
cedinff  year,  since  they  were  unwilling  to  extend  to  the  armies  of  Italy  tbetmce, 
which  had  been  agreed  upon  in  Germany,  at  the  close  of  that  yetr,  betw«em  thtt 
Imperial  and  Republican  armies. 

Many  political  and  military  considerations  concurred,  to  delermioe  the  Freacfc 
GoTcmment  to  push  the  war  in  Italy  with  more  vigour  thai  it  had  beta  do^e  the 
preceding  years.  The  example  of  the  Court  of  Spain,  which  bad  htea  hattily  in- 
duced to  make.peace  by  the  invasion  of  its  territory,  and  the  losa  of  two  or  thfce 
strong  places,  gare  the  Directory  reason  to  hope,  that  the  aame  conseqatocea  might 
result  from  the  adoption  of  the  same  plan  against  the  King  of  Sardinia.  Thejr 
flattered  themselves,' that  by  threatening  the  fortresses  of  Piedmont,  and  attaduag 
on  all  sides,  at  the  same  time,  the  territories  of  this  prince,  they  wo«ld  so  far  alarm 
him,  that  the  apprehension  of  losing  his  crown  would  determine  him  to  detach  him- 
self from  the  coalition. 

To  these  motives  were  joined  others  of  no  less  importance ;-— to  carry  the  war  int^ 
the  proper  estates  of  the  Emperor — to  destroy  his  preponderance  in  Italy— to  shut 
«p  its  ports  against  the  English— and  above  all,  to  find  in  a  rich  and  fertile  country^ 
money,  subsistence,  nnd  resources  of  every  description. 

To  carry  these  designs  into  execution  with  the  better  chaace  o#  aoeeeaa,  the 
French  Government  contrived  to  disguise  them,  and  in  so  doing  had  tho  good  fiip^ 
time  to  elude  the  vigilance  of  its  enemies.  Well  assured,  that  soowa  sad  the  na* 
tare  of  the  country  wonid  prevent  the  Austrians  and  Piedmoatese  ISrom  attcatplp 
iag  any  offensive  operations  during  the  winter,  it  was  ia  no  hurry  to  reinfiiMreo  tha 
French  army  in  Italy,  and  to  repair  the  losses  which  it  had  sustained  ia  tlie  caia« 
paign  of  1795.  It  even  went  farther  :  the  want  of  pay  aad  of  aabaistenee  haviaf. 
Of  the  reader  perhaps  recQlltctiy  caoied  considerable  diacontentt  amoaf  the  n 
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voliitetn,  the  French  GeDeralt,  findiog  that  they  could  neither  restore  tubordina- 

tioouDODgBt  them,  nor  pay  them,   gave  permission  to  all  who  wished  it  to  depart, 

ertaviaked  at  the  absence  of  those  who  quitted  their  colours  without  leave,  and 

ihn  solFned  many  thousands  of  their  worst  soldiers  to  return  into  France.    The 

FkbcIi  GoverBiaent   did  not  Ukt  any  graat  pains,  in  the  first  instance,   to  restoi« 

errand  discipline  into  the  army  of  Italy.     Its  weakness  and  state  of  disorganixa- 

liti  were  known  to  the  allies  ;  and  they   were  therefore  led  to  conclude,  that  it 

voald  not  ht  accessary  to  oppose  against  it  any  considerable  force  in  the  ensuinf 


Daring  the  aionths  howcrer  of  January  and  February,  the  Directory,  under  pre- 
Ince  of  appeasing  or  of  preventing  disturbances  in  the  south  of  Frauce,  caused  about 
49,000  of  their  best  troops  to  assemble  in  the  provinces  of  Lauguedoc,  Roussillon, 
lad  Provence.  The  greater  part  of  them,  having  made  the  campaigns  in  Spain,  had 
keoMe  accustomed  to  a  hot  climate,  and  were  therefore  enabled  to  resist  that  of 
lUly.  Dnring  the  month  of  April,  almost  the  whole  of  these  troops  arrived  by 
fHCcd  marches  into  the  territories  of  Genoa  :  and  soon  after  the  opening  of  the  cam- 
piifB  Bvoaaparfe  found  himself  at  the  head  of  more  than  6o,000  men,  of  which 
4S^  were  under  his  immediate  orders,  the  remainder  being  posted  along  the  Col 
ii  T^de  and  the  Riviere  de  Genoa. 

The  Cabinet  of  Vienna,  anxious  to  repair  the  reverses  which  Mr.  de  Vins  had  ex- 
perienced towards  the  end  of  1/95,  had  rather  augmented  the  army  in  Italy  ;  and 
dneiTed  by  the  weak  condition  in  which  the  French  army  had  been  suffered  to  re- 
Mii, supposed  that  it  would  be  inferior  in  numbers  to  the  combined  force  of  the 
Atttritns,  Neapolitans,  and  Piedmontese. 

General  Beaolieu  was  at  the  head  of  the  Austrian  army,  which  the  gazettes  in 
fOKral  estimated  at  50  or  Gu^ooo  men  ;  but  1  am  certain  it  did  not  amount  to  35,000 
cffectife ;  in  which  was  comprised  a  corps  of  about  7,ouO  Neapolitans. 

The  Piedmontese  army,  commanded  by  the  Austriuu  Lieutenant  General  Colli, 
vtsibottt  20,000  men  strung,  who  defended  the  Col  de  Tende,  and  the  other  ap- 
Protcbes  of  Piedmont.  Besides  these,  the  Due  d'Aouste  was  at  the  head  of  rather 
■Uiretban  15,000  men  in  Savoy,  where  he  made  head  against  the  army  of  the  Alps, 
toiler  the  command  of  General  Kellermann,  whose  force  amounted  to  25,000  men. 

In  looking  over  these  estimates,  we  shall  find  that  the  French  began  this  cam- 
Fii|Bvith  about  S5,000  men,  and  the  allies  with  about  70,000. 

Hostilities  began  early  in  April.  The  French  at  first  threatened  many  points  at 
^ nine  time,  that  the  allies  might  be  doubtful  against  which  they  really  meant 
to  direct  their  attack,  and  that  consequently  they  might  be  obliged  to  divide  their 
fcites.  They  made  many  feints  along  the  whole  extent  of  the  Col  deTende,  which 
tbiifed  the  Piedmontese  to  extend  their  line  uf  defence,  that  they  might  be  ena- 
Med  to  secure  all  the  passes  that  lead  into  Piedmont.  The  French  spread  a  re« 
lNirt,tbat  tbey  meant  to  get  possession  of  Genoa  ;  and  contrived  to  give  a  colour 
to  it,  by  advancing  to  Voltri  (only  six  leagues  from  Genoa)  a  corps  of  10  or  13,000 
feet,  comBanded  by  General  Laharpe,  who  pushed  forward  his  advanced  guard  to 
^-  Pierre  d*Arena,  a  suburb  of  that  city. 

The  Moment  that  intelligence  arrived  of  this  movement,   M.  de  Beaulien  set  out 

^1^  Akxaiidria,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  which  he  had  assembled  his  army,  moved 

Ipidly  to  Novt,  took  post  in  the  front  of  the  defile  of  Boccbetta,  and  caused  a 

■rtiMg  detachment  to  advance  to  the  gates  of  Genoa,  to  cover  that  city,  and  to  keep 

GoMral  Lahnrpe  in  awe.     Wishing  to  keep  up  his  communication  with  the  Pied- 

aoatcteanBy,  by  joining  his  right  to  the  left  of  General  Colli,  M.  de  Beanliea 

^Vided  Irit  amy  into  many  corps,  which  occupied  a  front  of  nearly  twenty  leagues. 

9y  10  d^Bf  lie  weakened  hia  poaition,  and  gave  Buonaparte  an  opportanity  of  at- 
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tacking  to  advantage  liis  different  corps,  too  much  separated  to  l>e  enabled  to  afford 
each  other  mutual  support  an. I  assistance. 

The  Chiefs  of  the  Genoese  Government,  finding  their  country  pressed  by  twa 
powerful  armies,  without  means  of  makiug  thrir  neutrality  rc*spected,  receivia| 
messages  from  cither  party,  sometimes  with  assurance  of  protection,  sometimes  with 
menaces,  found  themselves  in  a  very  embarrassing  situation.  They  coolu  not  pre- 
vent the  territory  of  the  republic  from  becoming  the  theatre  of  war,  and  from  pnk 
▼iding  the  opposing  armies  with  means  of  subsistence.  Perfectly  aware  that  at  al 
events  they  must  be  at  (he  mercy  either  of  the  French  or  the  Aostrians,  they  en 
dcavoured  to  keep  on  good  terms  with  both.  They  strove  to  preserve,  as  far  aa  U 
«'as  possible,  the  independance  ot  the  Republic.  They  did  every  thing  that  de 
pruded  on  themselves  to  maintain  it  ^ — collected  their  troops — ordered  the  mUUH 
within  the  walls — and  supplied  with  artillery  the  fortifications  of  their  city,  whid 
can  only  be  defended,  and  of  course  be  properly  bcsirgcd,  but  by  a  very  cooside 
rable  force.  The  magistrates  however  thought  less  of  defending  it  against  foreigi 
"armies,  than  of  preventing  an  insurrection  of  its  inhabitants,  the  lower  class  o 
which,  was  as  much  attached  to  the  French,  as  the  higher  order  was  to  the  allies. 

On  the  10th  day  of  April,  General  Beaulicu  made  a  brisk  attack  on  the  right  o 
the  enemy,  drove  it  from  Voltri,  and  fitrced  General  Cervoni,  who  commanded  it,  tt 
fall  back  on  the  centre  of  the  French  army,  which  had  taken  a  position  on  the  heigliti 
of  Savona.  The  day  following,  he  attacked  with  no  less  vig-our  all  the  advanrcc 
posts  of  their  centre,  and  made  himself  master  of  them,  with  the  exception  only  o 
the  redoubt  of  iVrontenottc,  which  was  their  last  intrcnchm*  ot.  Fifteen  hondrec 
men,  commanded  by  (he  Hrpublican  General  Rampon,  occupied  this  redoubt,  wbiel 
was  well  constructed,  and  advantageously  situated.  They  resisted  with  no  less  soo 
cess  than  bravery  all  the  efforts  which  the  Austrians  made  in  the  coarse  of  the  dsj 
to  get  possession  of  this  redoubt.  Night  prevented  the  latter  from  renewing  tht 
attempt  with  more  efficacy,  and  the  two  armies  passed  the  night  in  sight  of  cacl 
other. ' 

On  the  ]2th,  at  break  of  day,  M.  de  BeauHeu  ordered  the  attack  on  the  redoabt  O 
Montenotte  to  be  renewed  :  but  he  was  soon  obliged  to  desist  from  it,  in  order  tc 
defend  himself  against  the  division  of  General  Laharpe,  who  during  the  night  bad 
turned  his  left  flank.  The  action  became  very  brisk,  and  was  supported  with  coaragi 
on  both  sides,  when  the  Austrians  fouud  themscves  attacked  on  their  right  b] 
almost  the  whole  of  the  French  army  with  Buonaparte  at  its  head.  This  General 
had  executed  the  same  manceuvre  on  the  right  which  Laharpe  had  done  on  the  left 
General  Argenleau,  who  commanded  the  right  wing  of  the  Austrians  was  partly  sur- 
prised, and  made  a  defence  as  feeble  as  the  attack  of  the  French  was  vigoroiH 
Tlity  defeated  Mr.  d'Argcuteau's  corps,  which  was  not  supported  by  the  PiedmoB' 
teso,  and  put  it  to  thr  route.  The  rest  of  the  Austrian  army^  finding  itself  no- 
coviTcd  and  attacked  on  all  sides  by  superior  numbers,  made  a  long  resist an.cey  bat 
at  last  gave  way,  and  was  forced  to  retreat,  after  having  sustained  considerable  loss. 
The  French  oflicial  reports  made  it  3,500  men,  of  which  2,500  were  made  prisoners 

After  this  victory,  which  must  have  cost  the  French  very  dear,  they  advanced  to 
Carcara,  and  established  themselvcsou  the  heights  that  surround  the  town  of  Cairp, 
which  the  allies  had  abandoned.  M.  de  Beaulieu,  weak^^ied  by  the  loss  which  be 
had  sustained  at  Alontenotte,  made  no  atti'mpt  to  stop  Uieir  progress.  He  con* 
linucd  to  fall  buck,  with  the  intention  of  approaching  the  Piedmontese  army,  and 
of  concentrating  his  forces. 

The  French  did  not  give  him  time  to  attain  completely  his  object.  They  attacked 
liim  again  on  the  I3th,  and  on  the  J4th  forced  him  to  risqne  a  general  artion  near 
Montelesino.    Ouonaparle  followed  the  same  plan  and  executed  the  lame  manceo- 
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nt  which  had  lacceeded  to  well  at  Montenotte.  He  directed  the  grater  part  of 
bit  forcei  against  the  rif^ht  wing  of  the  Austriani,  so  as  to  separate  it  from  the 
PiedmoDtete,  with  whom  it  had  a  feehle  communicatioa.  This  diHposition  met 
vitb  the  greatest  saccess.  The  left  of  the  Piedmootese,  and  the  right  of  the  Ans- 
triiDS,  still  commanded  by  M.  d^Argenteau,  were  forced  and  put  to  flight.  The 
ccotre  of  the  Anstrians  had  then  to  sustain  the  attack  of  almost  the  whole  French 
irmy.  It  defended  itself  with  the  greatest  bravery,  attempted  even  several  timea 
to  pierce  through  the  centre  of  the  French  line,  and  for  a  long  time  kept  the  vic- 
tory aadecided.  Buonaparte,  fearing  that  it  mght  escape  him,  made  new  disposi' 
tioosto  secure  it*,  he  reinforced  the  right  of  his  army,  and  ordered  it  to  advance 
is  three  strong  columns  against  the  left  wing  of  the  Austrians,  which  was  sustained 
by  tome  intrenchments  thrown  up  near  Dego. 

This  left  wing  opposed  a  vigorous  resistance  to  the  French  ;  and  the  fire  from 
the  batteries  made  a  considerable  carnage  amongst  them.  One  of  their  columna 
hevcver,  led  by  General  Massena,  succeeded  in  outflanking  the  left  wing  of  th« 
Aittriaot ;  the  latter,  pressed  on  all  sides  by  more  than  double  their  number* 
vmtt  length  overpowered  and  routed.  The  French  remained  victorious  in  every 
^urter. 

If  oae  can  give  credit  to  the  returns  made  by  Buonaparte,  the  allies  must  have 

but  in  thia  battle  s,500  men  killed,  8,000  made  prisoners,  9^  pieces  of  cannon^ 

nd  15  stand  of  colours.     Amongst  the  prisoners  was  Lieutenant  General  Provcra. 

From  the  I3th  his  corps  of  1,500  men  had  been  surrounded  by  the  left  wing  of  the 

FfViebarmy.     Unwilling  to   surrender,  and  unable  to  rejoin  M.  de  Beaulieu,  be 

^ticnchtd  himself  in  a  castle  situated  on  the  summit  of  a  mountain.    The  French 

^tde  several  attempts  to  force   this  post,  but  were  constantly  repulsed  with  con- 

"Uerable  loss.    Of  three  of  their  Generals,  Panel,  Quenin,  and  Joubert,  the  two 

^''Qier  were  killed,  and  the  latter  grievously  wounded.     It  was  not  till  the  end  of 

^  battle  of  the  14th  that  M.  de  Provera,  having  no  longer  any  hopes  of  assistance, 

^^iTendcred  himself  with  his  whole  detachment  prisoners  of  war. 

^QOBapnrte,  in  obedience  to  the  orders  given  to  the  French  Generals,  never  to 
^^bUab  the  number  of  their  killed,  wounded,  and  prisoners,  did  not  mention  in 
^^  relation  of  the  victory  of  Montelesino,  the  number  of  men  that  it  had  cost  him. 
'  %-catvre  however  to  say  positively,  that  it  was  very  considerable.  Three  Gene- 
Is  having  been  killed  or  wounded  in  the  actions  of  the  1 3th  and  14th,  there  can 
BO  donbt  but  that  a  proportionable  number  of  officers  and  soldiers  must  have 
the  imme  fiite.  The  silence  of  Buonaparte,  as  to  the  loss  of  his  own  army, 
cicntly  warrants  ns  to  believe,  that  he  has  very  much  exaggerated  that  of  the 
This  appears  to  have  been  by  no  means  so  great,  from  impartial  reports ; 
nibacqnent  events  proved,  that  the  latter  were  more  entitled  to  credit  than 
of  Buonaparte. 
1b  fbct,  if,  according  to  the  letters  of  this  General,  as  well  as  of  the  French  Com- 
attached  to  his  army,  the  allies  bad  in  five  days  lost  15,000  men,  of  whom 
thao  10,000  were  Austrians,  their  artillery,  their  provisions,  and  camp  equip' 
,  if  in  the  battle  of  the  I4th  the  army  of  M.  de  Beaulieu  had  been  diminished 
third,  wonid  it  have  been  possible  that  this  General  could  have  been  in  a  con- 
^tloB  the  very  aigbt  after  that  action,  to  attack  the  French  army,  to  put  it  to  the 
ti«t,aBd  to  recover  the  position  of  Dego,  which  had  been  taken  from  him  the  day 
hdbie  ?  This  however  did  actually  happen  :  and  we  must  infer  from  it,  either  that 
H.  de  BeaaKeti^s  lots  in  the  battle  of  the  I4th  was  much  less  than  the  French  pre- 
toriad  ft  to  be>  or  that  their  own  had  been  likewise  very  considerable.  Such  also 
Bait  ttat  iMve  been,  which  the  latter  experienced  at  Dego  in  (he  night  betweeii 
tbi  I4th  «Bd  I5tby  where  they  loet  amongst  othertj  the  three  Generals  Caaaae,  Da- 
Ttfc.7.  Pabt  I.  vo.  39-  *  E 
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puis,  ftnd  Rondean.  They  claimed  however  the  Tictory  in  this  affair^  which  ac- 
cording to  their  accounts,  cost  the  Austrians  2,ooo  men^  of  whom  1,400  were  made 
prisoners. 

Though  the  battle  of  Montelezino  had  still  further  weakened  the  points  of  com- 
munication between  the  Austrian  and  Piedm^tese  armies,  they  nererthelesf  made 
uo  combined  movement  to  approach  towards  one  another,  and  to  contract  their  line. 
They  thus  afforded  to  Buonaparte  the  opportunity  of  p1acin|f  hinftelf  between 
them,  and  of  forcing  the  Piedmonteae  to  act  separately  ;  which  was  the  principsl 
object  of  the  campaign  that  had  been  formed  by  the  French. 

Buonaparte  leaving  a  considerable  part  of  his  army  to  observe  that  of  the  Ana- 
trians,  to  prevent  their  assisting  the  Piedmontese,  or  making  a  diversion  in  their 
favour^  marched  against  the. latter  with  the  remainder  of  his  forces.  He  ordcrodi 
an  attack  to  be.  made  on  their  entrenched  camp  on  the  i6th,  and  although  be  did 
not  succeed,  iu  ibrcing  it,  the  fear  of  being  turned  induced  the  Piedmoatese  t» 
abandon  it  during  the  night  between  the  iGlh  and  lyth,  after  having  left  a 
in  the  town  of  Ceva. 

The  Piedmontese  army  took  an  excellent  position  at  the  conflux  of  the  rivi 
Tanaro  and  Cursaglia,  entrenched  themselves  there  strongly,  and  for  four  days 
sisted  all  the  efforts  made  by  the  enemy  to  dislodge  them  ;  but  the  French  haviag 
on  the  2 1st,  crossed  the  Tanaro  iu  two  places,  General  Colli  not  daring  to  hasardA 
battle  in  the  position  which  he  then  held,  quitted  It  during  the  night,  follon  in^^ 
retiring  towards  Mqodovi,  to  which  place  he  feared  his  retreat  mi^t  be  cat  off. 
The  French  pursuing  Jiim.  closely,  attacked  him  at  break  of  day.  .near  the  viUa|^ 
of  Vico.  The  Piedmontese  were  defeated,  without  making,  any  great  resistaaca* 
They  continued  to  retreat,  and  the  French  entered  Jtf  ondovi  the  same  evening.  TIm 
reports  of  the  latter  stated  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Piedmontese  at  1,800  menkilled^ 
amongst  whom  was  one  General  ;  8  pieces  sf  cannon>  I5  ammunition  waggpns,  II 
stand  of  colours,  and  1300  men  taken,  amongst  whom  .were  three.  Generals.  Tha 
Republican  General  Stengel,  knojnrn  by  his  defeat  at  the  passage  of  the  Rocr  in  1793^ 
was  mortally  wounded  in  this  action. 

The  Piedmontese  army  from  that  time  entirely  sept^nUed  /rom  the  AastriaDtJUMl 
obliged  to  rely  altogether  upon  itself,  fook  a  gopd  defensive  position  behind  lh« 
river  Stura.  Its  front  was  covered  by  the  Stara;  its  right  extended  to  the  furtiaaa 
of  Coni,  and  kept  up  a  comi]9un^cati9n  with  the  corpt  which  defended  the  p^aa^tf 
the  Col  de  Tende,  its  left  was  supported  by  the  town  of  Cberasco^.8ituatcd  9%.fSbm 
conflux  of  th^  $tur^  and  the  Tanaro*  .  This  position  was  the  best  that  Mr.  deColB 
could  have  taken,  under  the  circuoistances  in  which  he  fonnd^himselL  lt.4 
the  strongest^lacesof  Piedmpnt,  and  defended  the  only  rontes  by  which  the 
could  penetrate  into  it,  as  they  were  not  then  masters  of  the  Milanese..  The  aafcif 
of  Piedmont. and  of  Turin,,  depended, on.  this  line  of  defence. being  perfectly  frpm 
served.  If  thje  French  succeeded  in,breaking  through  it,  they. would  be  epabM  to 
penetrate  into,  the  flat  country,  an4  leaving  the.  strong -places  .behind  thcpi^  J^M^ 
march  to  the  very  fCates  ^  Turin,  .from  whence  .they  were^oot  aMNre  thaaie»J 
distant.  The  superiority. of  their  numbers  would  have  enabled  themrto 
fartrcsses  vhich  might  baye  given -^hem  any  inqnietode,  and  fn  iprred  thfigiaf  Itjui 
over  the  plain  of  Piedmont,  which  the  w^  remains, of  M.  de.CoUi?a 
not  have  ^ared  tp  dispute  with  them» 

The  reverse  prhich  th^  alliies  had  experieaced-.at  Moateaptte,  Moaldesiao^  4pdK' 
Vico,  and  the  rapid  progress  of  the  Frettch».fillcd  the  Court  of»  Taria  vUli  f  ^tmadl  . 
serious  alarma.  The  Kipgof  San|inia»  fftrack  with  the  imminent  4ai^tr  wktak.. 
threatened  him,  conld  haidiji  flatter  himieU  that  M»  de  Colllwaaidb»ablalo  jartiftw 
the  efforts  of  an  enemy  so  often  victoriouS|  and  not  having  aeaia*  to  M|y  «B  QtmamA 
Bcanlieu  for  any  powerful  laccour^  did  not  thiidt  it  right  to  cspoM  to  tha  ^'^^tw. 
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of  •  btltle  his  potieuions  aofl  hit  crown.    He  gaw  no  means  of  preserfin^  them 

bit  by  so  inmediate  peace,  and  lost  no  time  in  demandio{(  one.    He  sent  Plenipo- 

tcBtitries  to  Genoa,  charged  to  propose  it  to  the  French  Commissaries  ;  and  at  the 
saac  time  dispatch  an  order  to  General  Colli,  to  solicit  a  suspension  of  arms  from 
Geifnl  Baonaparte.  After  pome  difllcalties  the  latter  agreed  to  it.  The  principal 
conditions  were,  that  the  French  should  be  put  in  possession  of  the  strong  places 
of  Coai,  Cera,  and  Tortona  ;  tliat  till  the  latter  could  be  surrendered,  the  town  of 
Alczsadria  tbonid  be  given  up  to  them  ;  that  they  should  remain  masters  of  all  the 
CoBitry  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Tanaro,  from  the  source  ofthat  river  to  its  cmbou* 
ckire  idto  the  Po  j  thai  they  should  be  permitted  to  cross  the  latter  riTer  below  the 
tova  of  Valence,  and  that  the  French  troops  should  be  allowed  to  a  free  passage 
tiNvifli  all  the  territories  of  the  King  of  Sardinia. 

This  Armistice  wsh  soon  afterwards  followed  by  a  treaty  of  peace  between  this 
Priaoeand  the  French  Republic.  I  shall  not  enter  into  any  detail  on  the  nature, 
tltt conditions,  and  the  political  consequences  of  this  treaty.  It  would  be  a  devia- 
tissfron  my  subject .  1  will  only  consider  this  transaction  with  a  view  to  the  effects 
it  produced  on  the  rest  of  this  campaign. 

Before  I  resume  the  narratireof  it,  may  I  be  permitted  to  hazard  fome  reflections 
01  the  events  which  1  have  just  been  recounting.  They  have  indeed  been  too  re- 
nukahle,  and  their  conseqnences  too  important,  to  admit  of  onr  being  iudifTcrcnt 
w  to  the  true  causes  which  led  to  them.  Some  have  attributed  the  disasters  which 
the  allies  experienced  in  this  campaign  to  tlie  political  errors  of  the  ministers  of  the 
ftifcctive  courts,  as  well  as  to  the  military  misconduct  of  the  Generals  ;  others 
Uveieen  nothing  in  the  triumphs  of  the  French,  but  the  natural  cffecl  of  the  supe> 
riorityof  their  forces,  of  the  bravery  of  their  soldiers,  and  the  talents  of  their  com- 
naiders.  The  opinions  of  the  best  informed  people,  «s  well  as  the  reports  of  the 
SMt  ioipartial,  concur  in  attributing  the  misfortunes  of  the  allies  to  a  -complica* 
tiM  of  thett  different  causes. 

The  Court  of  Vienna  had  formally  promised  to  raise  its  Italian  army  to  6o,ooo  men, 
vkick however  had  never  amounted  to  40,ooo  incladiug  the  Neapolitans.  From  the 
iifieilty  in  providing  soldiers,  and  money  to  pay  tliem,  the  Piedmontcae  army  was 
Mjlbcr  sever  so  numerous  as  if  ought  to  have  been,  according  to  the  mutual  engage- 
■cvti  that  had  been  entered  into  between  the  Courts  of  Vienna  and  Turin. 

Ob  the  one  side  and  on  the  other,  intrigues,  mistrust,  and  other  secret  causes 
ittll  More  unfortunate,  conspired  to  prevent  the  Austrian  and  Piedmontese  armies 
A^  being  so  strong  in  point  of  number,  and  from  acting  with  that  union  and  in- 
.^ti^  of  views,  that  were  necessary  to  give  them  a  chance  of  success  against  au 
CHny,  aarching  towards  its  object  with  a  perfect  unity  of  action  and  of  interest. 

The  Court  of  Vienna  appointed  to  the  command  of  the  Italian  army  M.  de  Beau- 
'ki»  i  General  remarkable  foy  his  courage,  as  well  as  for  bis  good  fortune  in  war. 
^1  pbced  great  reliance,  and  with  good  reason,  on  his  zeal  and  his  6delity,  But  this 
^(»ttctil  had  never  yet  commanded  in  Italy  and  of  course  could  not  have  a  perfect 
I^iMnilcdgf  of  tke  conatry  in  which  he  was  about  to  wage  war  j  a  knowledge  which 
^iftsificiency  of  his  forces  rendered  the  more  necessary.  In  doing  justice  to  the 
f^Uary  talents  which  distinguish  M.  de  Beaulicu,  let  me  at  the  same  time  beaU 
'^vN  to  obaerve,  that  he  does  not  possess  all  those  qualities  which  ought  to  be 
^^  in  a  Commander  in  Chief. 

Btis  particularly  deficient  in  that  address  and  those  conciliating  manners  so 
*^Nfiy  in  a  General,  who  unites  under  his  command  troops  of  different  nations, 
^vho  is  obliged  to  act  in  concert  with  them.  It  appeared  that  there  did  not 
'^  between  bin  and  the  Piedmontcse  Generals  that  harmony  and  mutual  con- 
ft<itice  wliich  alone  coqld  make  «menci9i  (Ur  the  inferiority  of  their  forces,  a^d  give 
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ft  concordance  to  their  operations.  Messrs.  de  Beaaliea  and  Colli,  vere  betidct 
independent  of  each  other,  and  were  only  instructed  to  act  in  concert,  which  they 
did  not  adhere  to  so  strictly  as  might  be  wished.  The  Anstrians  threw  the  blftOM 
of  the  defeats  at  Montenotte  and  Of  untelezino  on  the  Piedmontese  Generals,  whom 
they  accused  of  nut  having  supported  General  Argenteau  as  they  might  hare  doae. 
The  Piedmontese  on  the  other  hand  reproached  the  Anstrians  with  having  afforded 
them  no  assistance  in  the  battles  of  the  i6th,  the  2lst,  and  99d,  pretending  tkat 
bad  they  received  any,  they  might  have  maintained  themselves  before  Cera  aaA 
Mondovi.  Both  accused  General  Argenteau  of  having  omitted  or  neglected  to 
communicate  the  orders  which  he  had  received,  to  the  Generals  under  hit  cooi- 
mand ;  and  of  having  occasioned  both  these  defeats  by  the  bad  dispositions  which 
he  made,  and  by  the  slight  resistance  which  he  opposed  to  the  attacks  of  the  French. 
One  cannot  but  suspect  that  these  imputations  were  well  founded,  as  this  General 
was  soon  afterwards  removed  from  his  command,  and  eren  put  under  arrest. 

It  is  impossible  not  to  applaud  the  readiness  with  which  M.  de  Bcaulien  marched 
to  cover  Genoa  in  the  beginning  of  April,  and  the  courage  with  which  he  attacked 
the  French  corps  which  threatened  this  cily.  But  he  may  be  censured  for  harin^ 
uselessly  remained  many  days  at  Voltri,  and  for  not  having  suspected  that  the  de- 
sign of  the  French  was  to  compel  him  to  quit  the  heights,  on  which  he  hadadraa- 
tsgeously  posted  himself.  In  flying  to  the  assistance  of  Genoa,  Mr.  de  Beaaliea 
separated  himself  from  the  right  of  his  army.  After  having  accomplished  hia 
object  he  ought  instantly,  as  it  seems,  to  have  joined  M.  d^Argentean.  The  citj 
of  Genoa  had  time  to  secure  itself  from  a  coup  de  main.  The  best  way  of  dcfead- 
ing  it  would  have  been,  besides,  not  to  sofTer  himself  to  be  beat  by  the  Preachy 
and  to  prevent  them  from  penetrating  into  Piedmont. 

The  inaction  of  M.  de  Beaulieu  gave  time  to  Buonaparte  to  prepare  his  moreaieat 
against  M.  d' Argenteau,  to  defeat  this  General  twice,  and  to  obtain  those  first 
successes  which  decided  the  rest  of  the  campaign.  If  M.  de  Beaulieu  had  coa- 
tracted  his  line,  and  collected  his  army,  by  drawing  nearer  to  M.  d' Argenteau  :  f^ 
instead  of  occupying  a  very  extensive  front,  the  Generals  Beaulieu  and  Colli  had 
formed  a  junction,  or  at  least  had  taken  such  positions  as  would  have  admitted  of 
their  affording  each  other  mutual  support:  they  might  have  defended  all  the  defiles 
of  the  Appenuines — have  rendered  Piedmont  impenetrable;  and  have  thus  com- 
pletely disconcerted  Buonaparte's  plans.  If  the  latter  had  marched  to  Genoa  to 
induce  the  allies  to  divide  their  forces,  or  against  Lombardy,  in  the  hope  that  the 
Anstrians  would  fly  to  its  defence,  he  could  not  have  executed  either  the  one  or 
the  other  of  these  movements,  and  particularly  the  latter,  without  endangering  his 
flank,  and  exposing  himself  to  be  continually  attacked  in  a  very  perilous  situatioa. 
He  would  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  marching  through  the  flat  country  ; 
whilst  the  allies,  who  were  masters  of  all  the  heights,  might  have  fallen  upon  him 
at  such  time  and  in  such  places  as  would  haye  been  most  advantageous  to  them. 
If  Buonaparte  under  these  circumstances  had  experienced  ally  rererses,  the  alKes 
might  have  been  enabled  to  drive  him  to  the  sea  coast,  and  even  to  cut  off  bla 
communication  with  the  country  of  Nice,  and  with  France. 

It  is  impossible  to  deny  but  that  the  plan  followed  by  General  BuoDafiarte,  waa 
as  wisely  conceived  as  it  was  ably  executed.  He  shewed  great  ability  and  promp- 
titude in  taking  advantage  of  the  superiority  of  his  forces,  and  of  the  errors  of 
tho^e  who  were  opposed  to  him.  He  had  but  one  object,  towards  which  he  directed 
all  his  movements  ^d  applied  all  his  means ;  this  was  to  break  the  line  of  the  allies. 
He  succeeded  in  it,  by  bringing  almost  the  whole  of  his  force  to  bear  on  the  weak* 
est  part  of  their  line,  a  simple  manceuvre,  and  which  can  scarcely  fail  of 
successful,  if  executed  with  foresight,  celerity,  ai|d  vigour. 
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CHAP.  II. 
THB  •nnUtice  conclod^d  between  the  Piedraontese  and  French  armiev,  wts  pro- 
dicUfStC  the  prentcst  adTaotai^cs  to  the  latter.  It  delivered  the  Repoblicauft  from 
wtktlf  of  their  enemies,  provided  them  abnndantly  with  military  stores  oiid  pro- 
fiiisas,  and  secured  their  position  in  Italy.  It  afforded  them  means  of  ac^uirinf 
Mrsaceetses  at  the  same  time  that  it  furnished  certain  points  of  retreat  in  case 
of  irertrse  of  fortune.  Elated  by  so  many  victories  obtained  in  so  short  a  time, 
mI itrengtbcned  hy  all  the  new  resources  which  he  had  procured,  Raooaparte  did 
lit  delay  a  moment  to  take  advantage  of  them.  The  possession  of  Tortona,  with 
tk liberty  of  passin|f  the  Po,  near  Valence,  opened  a  way  fur  him  into  the  Mila> 
MN,  which  was  become  an  easy  conquest  to  an  army  already  victorious  and  doubU* 
ii  BiBbcr  to  that  opposed  to  it. 

The  Republican  army  be^an  its  march  un  the  30th  of  April,  and  advanced  against 
(he  Aastriaas.  As  soon  as  Mr.  de  Beaulieo  bad  heard  of  the  suspension  of  arma 
afiied  apoB  between  the  Piedmoutcse  and  the  French,  he  had  retired  to  Alev- 
isMa,  and  from  thence  to  Valenre,  where  he  crossed  the  Po.  He  then  took  a 
foiitioa  behind  that  river,  between  those  of  Tesin  and  Tcrdoppio,  In  order  to  pro- 
Icctthe  MiUnese.  Abandoned  by  the  Piedmontese,  and  deprived  of  the  support  of 
tUrfigrtHled  places,  he  could  no  longer  think  of  acting  on  the  offensive.  Nothing 
M*  rcmined  for  him  but  to  exert  all  his  efforts  to  keep  the  French  as  long  aa 
poniUe  on  the  other  side  of  the  Po,  and  then  to  make  an  obstinate  defence  of  the 
Vihaese,  in  order  to  give  the  court  of  Vienna  time  to  send  re-iuforcemcnts,  which 
tiM  deCection  of  the  King  of  Sardinia  rendered  indispensably  necessary.  Thinking 
that  the  French  would  take  advantage  of  the  liberty  of  the  passage  stipulated  in 
the  annbtice,  and  that  they  would  endeavour  to  cross  the  Po  near  Valence  or 
Tortona  of  which  they  were  roasters.  Mr.  de  Beanlieu  posted  himself  with  the 
ficatest  part  of  his  army  within  the  reach  of  these  two  towns,  so  as  to  protect  the 
coarse  of  the  river  Tesin.  He  lined  only  the  left  bank  of  the  Po  with  a  few  troopa, 
as  ftr  as  Paria  and  the  mouth  of  the  Tesin. 

Bnonapartf ,  foreseeing  all  the  difficulties  which  must  attend  the  passage  of  se 

rapid  a  river  as  the  Po  in  the  presence  of  the  enemy,  and  knowing  thot  Mr.  de 

Bcaalien  had  not  a  sufficient  number  of  troops  to  guard  the  banks  of  the  river 

along  the  whole  of  its  course,  judged   that   by  marching   much  lower  down,  he 

jbonid  f  nd  aome  point  favourable  to  his  passage,  and  weakly  defended.     By  this 

Movement  he  compelled  Mr.  de  Beanlieu  to  abandon  on  a  sudden,  almost  the  whole 

•f  the  MiUnese,  in  order  to  prevent  the  loss  of  his  commnnicatiun  with  the  towa 

of  Maotna,  and  the  Tyrol.     If  on  the  contrary  Buonaparte  had  attacked  him  om 

the  Tciin,  Mr.  de  Beanlieu  would  have  been  able  to  defend  successively  the  passago 

•f  ench  river,  toaave  his  magazines,  and  perhaps  to  gain  sufficient  time  for  the 

orrival  of  some  re-inforcements,  which  might  enable  him  to  stand  his  ground  in 

tbe  Mihmese.    By  directing  himself  towards  the  lower  Po,  Buonaparte  gained  be* 

•idee  Ike  advantage  of  being  farther  advanced  into  Italy,  of  alarming  all  the  petty 

otatea,  of  levying  contributions  in  the  Dotchies  of  Parma,  Placentia,  and  Blodcnat 

•od  of  procuring  money,  provisions,  and  horses,  with  which  his  army  was  not  ae 

yet  obnodantly  supplied.    In  consequence  of  this,  after  having  made  a  feint  of 

AltOMpting  a  passage  at  Valence,   he  proceeded  on  the  8th  of  May,  by  a  forced 

■Mrdi  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Placentia  ;  and  perceiving  but  a  small  number  of 

tlM  cocsy  oo  the  other  side  of  the  Po,  he  hastened  to  transport  his  van-guard  to 

the  oppoaite  bank,  on  iMfts  and  flying  bridges.    Some  light  troops  which  he  had 

•cat  forward  daring  his  march   took  possession   of  some  boats  loaded  with  sick 

pod  provlsiooB. 

4«  otoB  as  Mr.  de  Beanlieo  reccired  information  of  the  march  of  the  Freocli 
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towards  Placcntia  and  the  lower  Po,  he  sent  between  6  and  7,000  mea  ttnm  Pbtm 
to  defend  the  points  threatened ;  but  they  arrived  too  late  to  oppose  tlie  pasia^e  »i 
the  French,  whom  they  found  4rawn  up  on  the  left  bank  of  the  riTcr. 

A  smart  skirmish  ensued  near  Fombio,  in  which  the  NeapoUtwi  cav^lrf  lost 
many  men,  bnt  gained  much  honour.  This  action  was  diaadvantagcoat  t»  .t||« 
allies,  who  were  compelled  to  retire  upon  the  Adda.  I^  the  pight  of  the  ytb,  9fr. 
de  Beaulicu  ordered  another  body  of  4,000  men  from  CMale  to  soccour  that  whkl 
was  attacked  ^i  Fombio.  This  corps  arrired  about  two  o^clock  ia  the  p^omiiy  at 
Codogoo  on  the  road  from  Placeutia  to  Cremona,  which  road  it  fouad  occapicd  bf 
the  French.  The  encounter  between  the  two  parties  produced  a  fire  of  psosquctfj, 
the  noise  of  which  hairing  drawn  the  Republican  General  la  Harpe  to  tbat  quarter* 
lie  received  a  ball  which  killed  him  on  the  spot.  His  death  vas  much  i^egratlcd  hv 
Abe  whole  army.  Although  the  body  of  Austrians  jast  mentionrdy  Md  Iwrcaddlia 
▼cdettes  and  driven  in  the  advanced  posts  of  the  French,  it  found  them  too  paw«* 
ful  to  think  of  attacking  them,  or  remaining  long  before  them.  Tbia  corpa  Ump 
inarched  towards  Lodi,  where  General  Beaolieu  had  retired  during  the  aasMs  aighl 
with  the  rest  of  his  army. 

The  victories  of  the  French,  and  the  peace  unexpectedly  made  by  line  Ktnf  of 
Sardinia,  had  excited  the  utmost  alarm  throughout  all  Italy.  The  retreat  .of  tlir 
Austriaus  beyond  the  Po,  left  at  the  mercy  of  the  French  all  the  couotrka  aif lifted 
on  the  right  bank  of  that  river. 

The  Duke  of  Parma,  whose  territories  they  had  already  eatered,  a»w  tbat  be  i 
Dot  a  moment  to  lose  in  securing  them  from  the  revolutionary  priociplea  and 
city  of  the  French.  He  therefore  solicited  a  aa«pensioB  of  arms,  under  the 
lion  of  Spain,  which  was  granted  b^m  at  the  price  of  2^00,000  of  Freaehi  liTraa^ 
1 ,700  horses,  9,000  oxen,  of  an  immense  quantity  of  provisions,  and  of  90  painiiof* 
to  be  choMu  by  the  French.  Every  step  which  they  advanced  into  Italy  anfawnUidl 
their  military  resources  :  each  success  furnished  the  means  of  acquiring  new  onaa. 
Buooaparte  was  certain  of  hi'iog  able  benceforwards  to  pay,  equip,  and  aabaiat  bip 
army  at  the  expence  of  his  enemies,  as  well  as  that  of  the  neutral  pouters.  Ia  paia« 
ing  the  Po,he  had  overcome  the  greatest  impediment  to  the  conquest  of  tbc  Milt9- 
cte,  the  main  object  in  his  plan  of  the  camp^gn. 

He  left  the  banks  of  the  Po  on  the  ^tb  of  May,  and  found  fairaaelf  oo  the  IQUi 

with  his  advanced  guard  in  presence  of  General  Beaalien^s  rear  guards  wbicb  wap 

posted  in  front  of  Lodi  and  the  river  Adda.    A  brisk  cannonade  was  oommeoecd  ob 

both  sides,  in  consequence  of  which  the  Austrians  evacuated  thetova  of  Lodi, 

retired  to  the  other  side  of  the  river.     Major  Malcamp  (son-in-law  of  Geacral 

lieu)  who  commanded  this  Austrian  corps,  caused  several  pieces  of  cannop  4o  be 

placed  at  the  end  of  the  bridge  which  enfiladed  it,  whilst  aome  oth^r  piecea  placed  #• 

the  right  and  left  took  it  by  a  cross  fire.  He  would  not  allow  the  bridge  tp  bft  brokcp 

down,  not  imagining  that  the  French  would  under  each  circomstauces  ventiire  to 

attack  it.     Buonaparte  had  not  attempted  to  force  it,  becaaae  the  whole  of  bU  araay 

was  not  yet  arrived  *,  but  as  soon  as  the  major  part  of  it  had  joined  bim^  he  asaei»- 

bled  his  general  officers,  and  communicated  to  them  the  feaolatioa  be  bad  fi)raic4 

of  storming  the  bridge.    The  plan  was  uitanimonsly  disapproved  of  by  his  Geocrala. 

Buouaparte  obstinately  persisting  in  this  rash  design,  assembled  a  cooocil  of  giena- 

diers,  to  whom  he  made  an  animating  speech  which  determined  them  to  undactake 

the  attack.    4,000  grenadiers  and  carabiniers  formed  themselves  into  a  solid  colaaMi 

and  marched  towards  the  bridge.    As  soon  as  they  arrived  at  its  extremity^  tbci* 

were  received  by  a  terrible  discharge  of  grape  shot,  which  it  was  iiapuesibtc  to  witb- 

stand.    They  fell  back  with  great  loss,  returned  twice  to  the  charge,  and  were  again 

forced  back  by  the  fire  of  the  Austrian  cannon,  which  f  ofilading  the  bridge^  awre 
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dkckiifed  all  at  once  dote  upon  them  as  soon  as  tbt-y  had  8ct  foot  on  it.    The 

ftmck  had  already  snffered  enormously,  and  it  niigli|  have  been  expected  that 

tkj  voald  have  abandoned  this  desperate  undertaking.     But  Buonaparte  perscver- 

ii|  la  hii  rcaolnt ion,  ordered  fresh  troops  to  re-inforce  the  column   ensilaged  in  the 

attack.    Sis  Generals  pnttiai^  tbcasclvca  at  its  head,  animated  them  by  their  cxam- 

pir»  iaiamed  tbcm  by  (heir  words,  and  led  them  back  to  the  charf^.    Takin|[^  ad- 

natife  of  a  moment,  wheat  he  thickness  of  the  smoke  produced  by  the  incessant 

§nt  pKTcatcd  the  Austrians  from  perceiving  and  making  a  general  discharge  upon 

tbkFreacb;  the  latter  rushed  upon  the  bridge,  crossed  it  with  rapidity,  and  falling 

iapetaoasly  upon  the  troops  and  cannon  which  defended  its  extremity,  overthrew 

the  oae  aad  made  themselves  masters  of  the  other.      The  bridge  being  forced,  all  the 

ather  colamns  instantly  passed  it  to  support  the  former.     This  action  equally  bril- 

liMtaad  nncxpected,  disconcerted  the  Auitriaus,  who  abandoned  their  ground,  find* 

iag  thcmaclvea  too  weak  to  defend  it,  and  began  their  retreat.     It  was  protected  by 

thie  Neapolitan  cavalry,  which  gained  infinite  honour  on  this  day.    They  charged 

tlia  l^ieath  infantry  several  times,  always  with  courage,  and  sometimes  with  success. 

Tbcy  shewed  themselves,  by  the  good  countenance  which  they  preserved,  and  the 

jadiciosaneaa  of  their  movements,  equal  to  the  best  veteran  troops. 

Bvoaapartc  wrote  to  the  directory  that  the  allies  bad  lost  in  this  action  2,500 
mea,  of  which  ],ooo  were  made  prisoners,  and  that  he  had  taken  400  horses  and  80 
pieces  of  cannon.  He  had  the  effrontery  to  pretend  that  this  battle  cost  him  only 
400  mc»;  and  certainly  never  did  he  give  a  more  glaring  proof  of  the  falseness  of 
luaaceoiMta.  The  loss  suffered  by  his  army  on  that  occasion  was  universally  esti- 
mptcd  at  4y000  men  ;  and  by  some  even  greater.  The  very  nature  of  the  engag<ment 
mdovd  it  mare  bloody  than  any  of  the  preceding  actions,  and  the  French  them- 
•cItcb  coBudered  it  as  the  warmest  contest  during  the  campaign.  It  was  absolutely 
imposaible  that  they  should  be  otherwise  than  great  sufferers  ou  the  bridge  of  Lodi, 
tiMy  were  thundered  npon  without  intermission  by  artillery  and  mnsqoetry  { 
if  titfy  were  three  timea  compelled  to  full  back,  it  was  undoubtedly  in  consequence 
of  the  tcfrible  fire  to  which  they  were  exposed,  and  of  the  great  havock  which  it 
oowaiofd  m  their  ranks. 

Oac  caBM>t  however  help  acknowledging  the  intrepidity  with  which  the  French 
aoeMiplished this  perilous  undertaking.  It  was  a  striking  proof  with  how  much  in* 
the  French  Generajs  throw  away  their  soldiers  lives.  By  making  other 
itioMy  and  by  the  delay  of  a  few  days,  Buonaparte  might  have  crossed  tho  ^ 
with  as  little  loss  as  he  sustained  at  the  passage  of  the  Po.  He  wonld  not 
iiiiLd  hofc  hadsncb  brilliant  things  to  relate,  but  he  would  have  preserved  some 
Ihmwtaifa  irf  his  aoldiers.  He  wuold  have  acquired  less  glory,  but  he  wonld  have 
■hawed  note  real  patriotism.  He  forgot  that  the  leading  principle  of  the  greatest 
GcMralsg  was  to  spare  the  blood  of  their  soldiers  ;  and  that  they  only  considered 
those aa  tr«e  ▼ictories  in  which  they  had  hat  a  small  los^  to  lament.  The  void 
OMtid  m  the  French  army  by  the  battle  of  Lodi,  was  quickly  filled  up  byrciuforcc' 
MCBlsdimwn  fromibearmy  of  Kellermann,  whose  presence  iu  Savoy,  was  rendered 
anacmMrybyihe  peace  concluded  with  the  King  of  Sardinia. 

Ai  lOOB  ha  Mr.  de  Beaulieu  had  found  biuMelf  obliged  to  retire  upon  the  Adda, he 
Mkthc  acccinty^of  quickly  recalling  those  troops  which  he  had  ou  theTvsiu,  aud  . 
MMUaB.  After  havinf  left  i,t»<i0  men  in  the  ciUdelj  the  Austrians  evacuated  th'«t 
towBoa  the  lOth  of  May^  and  the  French,  to  the  number  uf  4, ooo  men,  comoi^^drd  ^ 
hyGeaeral  MmMoa,  entered  it  ou  the  nth.  On  the  day  following  Buonaparte 
^^•trinmftel^try  into  the  town,  in  the  midst  of  the  acclamations  of  the  popu* 
lifli,  wwl  mcortf d  by  a  numerous  cavalcade  of  troops,  aud  carriages  filled  with  tlie 
iriBCipol  iBbabitaatt  of  Milan.     He  passed  several  days  iu  that  place  indulging 
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himself  ia  feBut;  balls,  and  all  sorts  of  pleasures.  He  receified  there  greater 
hononrs  than  the  Austrian  Princes,  Governors  of  the  Milanese,  had  ever  exacted. 
He  lodged  in  the  palace  of  the  Archduke,  who  had  left  it  a  tiw  days  before.  After 
harinf^  enjoyed  his  triumph,  and  shared  with  the  Coromiatarics  of  the  Executive 
Directory  the  incense  offered  up  by  the  inhabitants  of  Milan,  they  employed  then* 
selves  in  attending  to  the  interest  of  the  Republic.  They  imposed  a  cootribntion  of 
90,000,000  of  llvres  (800,0001 )  on  Lombardy,  as  the  price  of  that  libeity  which  they 
came  to  give  them  ;  and  granted  a  suspension  of  arms  to  the  Dake  of  Modeoa  for 
tliesnm  of  10,000,000  of  livres(400,oool.)  to  be  paid  either  in  specie  or  in  iMIitary 
stores,  without  forgetting  to  stipulate  the  gift  of  twenty  valnable  paintings. 

On  the  90th  of  May  Buonaparte  addressed  a  proclamation  to  his  army,  in  wbid^ 
after  having  extolled  its  late  exploits,  he  announced  those  which  he  still  expected 
from  it.     He  called  for  its  vengeance  against   the  Neapolitans,   the  destroyers  01 
l^oulon,  and  on  the  inhabitants  of  Rome,  the  assassins  of  Basseville.    He  made  it 
fcar  to  find  a  Capua  in  Lombardy  ;  and  in  imitation  of  Annibal,  to  whom  tke 
flattery  did  not  cease  to  compare  him,  he  promised  to  his  soldiers  the  coiiqaest 
Borne,  and  the  spoils  of  Italy. 

Anxious  to  see  this  last  promise  realized,  scarcely  had  his  troops  enteired 
Vafdy,than  they  gave  themselves  up  to  pillage,  violence,  and  every  species  of  dis« 
order.  Their  rapacity,  their  contempt  of  religious  ceremonies,  and  above  all  tMr 
liccotioot  conduct  towards  the  women,  exasperated  the  inhabitants  to  the  highest 
pitch.  They  coald  not  support  such  accumulated  outrages,  and  they  reveoged 
themselves  like  Italians.  On  the  33d  of  May  a  general  insurrection  broke  o«t 
against  the  French.  The  towns  and  villages  armed  themselves  at  the  soandof  the 
tocsin.  The  national  cockade  was  trampled  under  foot ;  the  trees  of  liberty  weie 
cut  down,  and  all  the  Republicans  found  in  small  parties  were  massacred.  It  was 
at  Milan,  Lodi,  Varcze,  and  Pavia,  that  the  greatest  fury  was  shewn,  and  that  tbo 
flery  and  vindictive  character  of  the  Italians  displayed  itself  in  all  its  violeace. 
The  inhabitants  of  Pivia,  assisted  by  5  or  6,000  peasants,  sui rounded  the  Frendi 
garrison,  disarmed,  asd  took  it  prisoner.  The  people  of  Milau  were  not  so  Ibr- 
tunate  ia  a  similar  attempt.  The  French,  more  numerous  than  at  Pavia,  dispersed 
the  insurgents,  after  having  killed  a  vast  number  of  them.  Buonaparte  had  already 
begun  his  march  against  the  Anstrians,  when  he  heard  of  this  unexpected  insorree* 
tiun.  He  returned  immediately,  and  ordered  troops  to  march  against  those  places 
where  the  insurgents  chiefly  assembled.  He  caused  the  village  of  Binasco  to  b* 
burnt,  put  a  hundred  of  its  inhabitants  to  the  sword,  and  marched  himself  with  • 
powerful  corps  against  the  town  of  Pavia.  He  found  the  gates  of  it  ahnt  ;  tad 
having  in  vain  summoned  the  inhabitants  to  opeu  them,  he  caused  them  to  b* 
beaten  down  with  cannon.  The  French  then  spread  themselves  through  theatreefSy 
killed  every  one  they  met,  delivered  the  garrison  which  was  prisoner,  sad  pHlagcd 
the  town.  These  rigorous  punishments  soon  quelled  the  insurrection.  The  Coa- 
Bissaries  and  Geoeralt  of  the  French  arrested  in  all  the  towns  the  most  coasideiv 
able  pel  sons,  caused  a  great  number  of  them  to  be  shot,  disarmed  the  iahabitamit 
of  Lombardy^  and  treated  it  more  and  more  as  a  conquered  country. 

After  the  battle  of  Lodi,  General  Beau  lieu,  too  weak  to  dispute  any  longer  tbo 
]^08scssion  of  the  Milanese,  and  to  support  the  insurrection  of  its'  inhabitants, 
thought  of  nothing  more  hat  of  covering  Mantua,  and  of  keeping  vp  his  eomanni- 
cation  with  Germany.  For  this  purpose  he  took  a  good  position  oa  the  Miaell^ 
his  ri^t  extending  to  the  lakeof  Garda,  and  his  left  to  Mantua. 

Baooaparte  made  different  movements  with  his  troops  to  induce  Mr.  dip  Beaalicw 
Id  believe,  that  h^  wbhed  to  go  round  the  lake  of  Garda  by  Salo  aad  Riva,  ki  order 
lomeka  himself  master  of  the  road  to  Tyrol.  Bat  whilst  he  was  BMkbf  thaat  MbI^ 
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beiUirkcd  th«  Austrian  posts  oa  the  Miocio,  on  the  30th  of  May,  and  effected  the 
psssageof  (bat  river  near  Borghetto.  In  the  mean  time,  one  column  uf  his  army 
difcet^its  march  towards  Peschiera  and  Castelnuovo,  with  the  intention  of  cutting 
offAIr.dtf  Bcaulien  from  the  road  to  Verona  and  Trentc.  As  the  latter  movement 
■iffathaTe  ilcprived  this  General  of  every  future  means  of  retreat,  he  was  nolonfrer 
St  liberty  to  defer  it.  He  was  compelled  to  give  up  all  communication  with  Man- 
tss,aod  to  leave  that  place  to  rely  on  itself.  Happily  he  bad  bad  time  to  supply  it 
vith  provisions,  and  to  render  it  capable  of  making  a  good  defence.  He  garrisoned 
tlietown  with  19,000  men,  and  marched  towards  the  Adige  with  the  remainder  uf  his 
iroy.  He  passed  that  river,  routed  a  corps  of  the  enemy  which  was  pursuing  him, 
traversed  the  states  of  Venice,  and  retired  into  the  narrow  passes  of  the  Tyrol. 
Tle^e  betook  post  with  about  i4,ooo  men,  which  was  all  that  remained  of  his 
amy. 

.  The  coaduct  of  Mr.  de  Beaulieu,  after  the  French  had  passed  the  Pu,  deserves 
pnise.  Constantly  attacked  and  pursued  by  a  victorious  army,  double  in  number 
ts-bis  own,  be  sustained  several  battles  with  credit,  if  not  with  success,  and  effected 
bis  retreat  with  order  and  with  but  little  loss.  He  rendered  Mantua  in  a  short  time| 
csfiable  of  making  along  defence,  and  by  those  means  he  preserved  a  possibility  to  the 
Aistrians  of  returning  with  advantage  into  Italy,  of  which  Mantoa,  in  a  military 
poiat  of  view,  is  the  capital,  lu  spite  of  all  the  mansuvres  made  on  bis  right  and 
left  by  the  French  with  a  view  to  surround,  and  cut  him  off  from  the  road  to  Gcr« 
■any,  Mr.  de  Beaulieu  gained  the  defiles  of  the  Tyrol  with  bis  little  army,  and 
Bade  excellent  dispositions  for  defence. 

■  The  retreat  of  the  Austrians  into  the  Trentin,  hating  left  Buonaparte  master  of 
his  movements  in  Italy,  he  took  advantu^eof  it  to  spread  his  troops  in  it  and  to  rase 
contributions.     Knowing  that  much  time  would  (lapse  before  the  linprrialists  cunld 
assemble  a  new  army,  he  wished  in  this  interval  to  take  advantage  of  his  victnrieti, 
Md  to  find  the  means  of  making  fresh  conquests  in  thuvc  countries  which  he  had 
already  snbdned.     He   was  desirous  above  all  to  detach  the  Kiug  of  Naples  from 
the  coalition,  and  even  the  Pope,  whose  slates  were,  by  the  retreat  of  the  Austrians, 
«A  the  mercy  of  the  French.     His  wishes  were  quirk ly  satisfied,  and  even  anticipat- 
ed.   The  King  of  Naples  proposed  a  suspension  of  arras,  to  which  Buoiiapartt^  the 
ivadily  agreed,  as  the  distance  of  that  Prince's  states  protected  them  from  the 
of  the  French,  at  least  by  land,  and  because  by  drawing  ofl'  his  troops  from 
tkeAMtrian   army,  the  latter  would   become  still  weaker.     The  Kin^  of  Naples 
Might  injure  the  French,  but  had  nothing  to  fear  from  them.     The  conditions  of 
tlw  armistice,  therefore,  which  was  concluded  on  the  4th  of  June  were  not  grievous 
to  that  Prince.     They  were  reduced  to  a  stipulation,  that  his  troops  should  separate 
Aom  those  of  the  Emperor,  which  happened  soon  after. 

The  Pope  was,  with  respect  to  the  French,  in  a  much  more  unfavourable  position 
both  aa  to  the  situation  of  his  dominions,  his  means  ot  rtsislauco,  and  in  every  other 
vcapcct.  Buonaparte  entered  the  dominions  of  his  Holiness  on  the  iQth  of  June, 
and  took  poswssion  of  the  towns  of  Dologna  and  Ferrara,  as  well  as  of  fort  Urbiuo. 
He  threatened  to  make  farther  advances  into  the  territories  of  the^iurch,  and  there 
Haa.  nothing  that  could  prevent  him  from  doing  so.  The  Pope,  wh^had  not  .i  doubt 
•rtim  extreme  rigour  with  which  the  French  would  exercise  the  rights  of  conquest 
vpOB  hie  dominions,  and  knew  how  much  they  desired  to  unuihilatc  both  his  spiri- 
tual and  temporal  power,  hastened  to  avert  the  impeudiug  sttirni,  by  offt i  iiip  to  con- 
aent  to  any  conditions  which  might  be  imposed  upon  him.  Whatever  might  huve 
been  the  inclioatioaof  Buonapaite  to  invade  the  territories  of  the  church,  and  vhat- 
Civer  waa  the  facility  with  which  he  might  have  done  so  :  yet  he  felt  tl»at  it  would 
fee  dangcroas  to  engage  himself  farther  on,  whilst  he  left  hciiind  him  Mantua^  the 
^OL.   ?•   PAET  I.  ?<</.    Si^*  ^    * 
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Castle  of  Milan,  and  Lombardy,  (be  inbabitaiitaof  whieb  mi^bt  rerolt  afain  in  his  «b» 
sence.  He  csfeemed  it  therefore  more  prudent,  at  well  as  more  coaveaieot  to  eiij«f 
without  danger  all  the  sacrifices,  by  which  the  Po|>e  offered  to  parchase  bis 
trality.  This  was  granted  him,  on  condition  that  be  should  pay  to  France  3 1,fK>0,l 
of  French  livres  (900,000!.)  and  that  he  should  deliver  op  to  the  coraroislarietof  tiM 
Republic  100  paintings,  as  well  as  200  precious  manuscripts  ;  that  the  Freadi 
troops  shoal  J  remain  in  possession  of  the  towns  of  Ferrara  and  Bologna,  and  of  foit 
ITfbino  ;  that  the  Citadel  of  Ancona  should  be  delivered  up  to  them,  and  that  tiM 
Pope  should  recal  or  set  ^t  liberty  those  of  his  subjects,  who  had  been  proscrih«4 
or  imprisoned,  as  guilty  of  sedition,  and  revolutionary  practices. 

I'he  French  found  iu  the  towns  of  Bologna,  Ferrara,  Modena,  and  Urbioo  909 
pieces  of  heavy  artillery,  and  all  the  military  stores  of  which  they  were  hi  want,  to 
enable  them  to  besiege  Mantua.  Several  artists  were  sent  from  Paris,  who  choas 
in  the  abtiremeolioned  towns,  and  in  those  of  Milan,  Pavia,  Parma,  and  Placeatit, 
all  the  most  precious  monuments  of  the  arts,  which  were  to  be  foand,  and  sent  tl 
tu  Paris.  Thils  did  the  French  plunder  Italy,  as  the  Romans  had  formerly  pli 
dered  Greece. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  Imperial  Fiefii,  irritated  by  the  vexations  and  iBsolcnce  at 
llie  French  soldiers,  took  up  arras  against  them,  killed  some,  and  besieged  tboM 
who  formed  the  Garrison  of  Arqunt4.  Buonaparte  sent  a  body  of  troops  agmiart 
thexe  insurgents,  caused  a  great  number  of  them  to  be  shot ;  and  several  villages  lo 
be  burnt.  He  loaded  this  small  country  with  heavy  impositions,  and  subjected  it 
to  all  the  rigours  of  military  despotism 

The  Directory  wished  to  take  advantage  of  the  moment,  when  its  army  was  with- 
out a  rival  in  Italy,  to  destroy  in  every  respect  the  power  of  its  enemies.  Indiffer- 
tiit  as'  to  the  choice  of  means,  and  caring  little  whether  they  were  just,  provided 
thi'y  were  advantageous,  it  gave  a  glaring  proof  how  little  dependance  was  to  ha 
placed  on  the  treaties  which  it  contracted.  Regardless  of  that  which  had  just 
<^oi«c1uded  with  the  grand  Duke  of  Tuscany,  and  regretting  sincerely  that  it  could 
longer  treat  that  Prince  as  an  enemy,  the  Directory  ordered  Buonaparte  to  take 
HcsKion  of  the  town  of  Leghorn.  That  General  consequently  marched  his  troopa 
into  the  territory  of  the  Grand  Duke,  and  with  a  view  to  conceal  their  real  destina- 
iion  spread  a  report  that  these  troops  were  intended  to  penetrate  into  the 
parts  of  the  Ecclesiastical  States.  But  they  suddenly  turned  to  the  right,  and 
Leghorn  on  the  27th  of  June.  They  drove  the  Governor,  whom  they  did  oot  Had 
sufficiently  obedient,  out  uf  the  place,  and  sobstitnted  themselves  instead  of  tiM 
forces  of  the  Grand  Duke  That  Prince  in  vain  made  representations  upon  tiM 
violation  of  his  territory  and  neutrality.  The  powerful  arguments  of  thestrongettt 
and  that  su|nreme  law  the  interests  of  the  French  Republic  were  opposed  to  him.  It 
did  not  however  reap  all  the  advantages  fi^m  that  expedition,  which  its  chielii  hmd 
promised  themselves.  The  English  bad  been  warned  of  what  was  preparing  agaioat 
them,  and  their  ships  had  time  to  leave  the  port,  carrying  off  the  greatest  part  of  tlMl 
magazines  and  effects  belonging  to  the  Government,  and  to  the  merchants  of  that 
country.  Greatly  disappointed  at  seeing  their  intended  prey  escape,  the  French,  !• 
make  themselves  amends,  imposed  a  heavy  contribution  on  every  thing  in  that  tova, 
which  was  suspected  to  be  English  property,  and  summoned  the  inbabitaota  andcrtbc 
most  severe  penalties  to  denounce  whatever  they  knew  to  belong  to  the  English.  By 
this  means  they  did  nut  fail  to  draw  pretty  considerable  profit  firom  the  tmkiog  of 
XiCghorn  ^  and  they  gained  besides  their  chief  object,  which  was  to  shot  tbo  port 
of  that  town  against  the  fleets,  both  military  and  mercantile  of  the  English. 

About  the  same  time  the  French  experienced  afresh  the  jnst  consequences  of  tW- 
rapine  and  Ttxations  which  they  exercised  tipon  the  i5onqaered  conntrict.    Tte 
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iahabiUaU  of  a  part  of  Romugaa,  driveu  to  dcBpuir  by  all  which  they  were  c^ii- 
deniedto  five,  and  to  suffer,  armed  tbemseWei  tu  the  number  of  several  tkousandR, 
lell  vpoD  and  massacred  the  French  detachments  eropluycd  in  laying^  waste  tht^ir 
CMBtry.  Buonaparte  who  did  not  chuse  to  let  this  iosurrectiou  go  unpunished, 
seat  to  additional  number  of  troops,  who  killed  several  hundreds  of  the  uiifortu- 
natr  Peasants,  and  bnrnt  the  town  of  Luj^,  as  well  as  several  villages.  These  snn- 
falDsry  and  barbarous  executions,  although  in  part  justified  by  the  rights  of  war, 
raised  a  hatred  and  a  desire  of  vengeance  in  all  those  p;irts  of  Italy  occupied  by  \Uo 
French  to  the  highest  pitch.  A  great  number  of  them  fell  victims  in  consequence  3 
and  the  Italian  stiletto  seconded  by  the  climate,  and  the  intemperance  of  the  Fremh 
coocarred  as  powerfully  as  the  Austrian  sword,  to  the  great  consumpliuu  of  men 
in  the  French  army  in  Italy. 

Whitet  Buonaparte  was  thus  exercising  his  empire  in  that  country,  ponsess-ng 
hiauelfof  its  spoils, and  rendering  himself  an  object  of  fear  and  hatrc'd,  his  troops 
verecarryiog  on  the  sieges  of  Mantua,  and  of  thecastlc  of  Milan.  The  latter  place 
larreadered on  the  29th  of  June,  twelve  days  after  the  trenches  were  opeiird.  The 
prrisoD  commanded  by  General  Lami,  were  made  prisoners  of  war.  I  have  not 
entered  into  any  details  of  this  seige,  because  it  exhibited  nothing  remark nblc, 
brought  on  no  considerable  action,  and  was  attended  with  little  blood  shed  on 
cither  side. 

Baooaparte  being  in  want  of  the  artillery  necessary  for  carrying  on  a  siege,  and 
of  the  requisite  stores,  had  been  compelled  to  content  himself  after  the  retreat  of 
Mr.de  Beaulieu  into  the  Tyrol,  with  investing  the  town  of  Mantua  ;  and  he  even 
hid  MH  been  able  to  form  the  blockade  but  at  a  great  distance  on  account  of  the 
peculiar  situation  of  the  place. 

Mnotaa  has  so  much  occupied  the  attention  of  Europe,  has  been  the  aim  of  so 
Btny efforts,  has  caused  such  an  effusion  of  blood,  and  has  so  hmg  held  in  sus- 
pencetke  fate  of  Italy,  that  those  readers  who  are  not  well  acquainted  with  the  topo- 
griphical  and  military  situation  of  that  town,  may  not  be  displeased  to  find  here 
i  description  of  it. 

This  town  which  boasts  of  having  been  founded  by  the  Etur&ans  before  the  Tro* 

ill  war,  is  situated  upon  a  lake  formed  hy  the  Mincio,  twenty   Italian  miles  incir. 

caafcrence,  and  two  miles  broad.     It  is  large,  well  built,  and  contains  a  great  num- 

^  of  churches,  of  which  some  are  very  richly  decorated.     At  the  time  when  it  still 

WloDged  to  the  Dukes  of  Mautua  who  reaided  there,  it  reckoned  upwards  of  50,000 

habitants;  it  does  not  now  possess  half  that  number.     It  has  always  been  fortified, 

*Bd  ill  situation  has  made  it  considered  in  all  Italian  wars  as  the  most  important 

^Sutfcts  in  that  country.     It  has  sustained  several  sieges,  and  whenever  it  has  sur- 

Kfidered,  it  has  been  more  in  consequence  of  a  blockade  and  want  of  provisions  than 

(if  open  foroeyOr  the  regular  operations  of  art.  Its  chief  means  of  defence  consists  less 

*■  iU  fortificationfi,  than  in  the  difficulties  opposed  to  the  approach  and  attacks  of 

ttcneaj.    The  town  being  entirely  surrounded  by  water  and  marshes,  is  only  to  be 

*^vcd  ot  by  three  bridges  or  principal   causeways,  which    are  covered  by  works 

nisedateaeb  of  their  extremities.    It  communicates  by  these  causeways  with  the 

iihurbs  of  St>George,  St.  Anthony,  and  la  Favorite,  which  being  capable  of  dc- 

'■Mce,  mast  be  carried  byjih  enemy  before  he  can  approach  the  town.     If  once  the 

kciicgtrs  outke  themselves  masters  of  these  suburbs,  they  may  easily  form  and  main- 

liiatbe  blockade  of  Mantua,  but  they  arc  scarcely  more  advanced  towards  the  for- 

■ation  of  a  regular  siege,  as  they  can  only  open  the  trenches  upon  the  narrow  front 

iftbeeansewaya  which  lead  into  the  town.     The  waters  of  the   lake  stagnating  in 

•amnier,  the  place  then  becomes  very  unwholsome,  and  those  of  the  ipbabitants  who 

•re  in  easy  circumstances  generally  leave  it  at  that  lime.     This  uuwholeness  is  not 

Iheleastofits  means  of  defence:  for  it  is  impossible  to  besiege  it  without  risking 
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the  total  destruction  of  an  army  by  sickness.  In  almost  erery  siege  this  place  baa  sus- 
tained, pestilential  ferersbare  made  great  ravages,  botb  amongst  the  assailants  and 
defenders  of  it. 

These  considerations  did  not  deter  General  Bnonaparte,  who  bad  been  taagbt 
by  past  successes  to  be  confident  of  future  ones.  After  bavin^  carried  some  oat 
posts  of  the  town,  be  opened  the  trenches  before  it  on  the  isthofjuly.  Bat  the 
difficulties  attending  the  siege,  the  ferers  which  broke  out  in  bis  army,  and  the  svc- 
cessful  sorties  of  the  garrison,  rendered  the  progress  of  the  French  extremaly  slow, 
-  and  enabled  the  Count  de  Canto  d'Irles,  who  commanded  iu  the  town,  to  defend  it 
until  relieved. 

CHAP.  III. 

THE  defection  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  and  the  loss  of  the  Milanese,  which  re- 
sulted from  it,  made  known  to  the  Court  of  Vienna  when  too  late  the  insufficieocy 
of  the  troops  which  it  had  sent  into  Italy.  As  it  could  not  possibly  acquiesre  \n 
leaving  so  valuable  a  part  of  its  dominions  as  Lombardy  in  the  hands  of  the  French, 
it  resolved  to  make  the  greatest  efforts  for  the  recovery  of  that  country.  All  the 
troops  stationed  in  Carinlhia  and  Styria  were  sent  by  forced  marches  into  the  TjrroK 
The  inhabitants  of  the  latter  country  having  shewn  a  disposition  to  arm  themBelret 
for  the  defence  of  it,  some  thousands  of  them  were  equipped  and  formed  into  corpa 
of  chasseurs,  a  sort  of  service  to  which  the  Tyrolians  are  extremely  well  adapted. 
As  all  these  different  reiuforcemenls  would  not  howeverhave  made  Mr.  de  Beaaliea*a 
army  sufficiently  strong  to  enable  him  to  renew  offensive  operations,  the  Cabinet  of 
Vienna,  attending  to  the  most  pressing  concern*  sacrificed  its  plan  of  a  campmign. 
.  beyond  the  Rhine,  to  its  personal  and  immediate  interest  in  Italy.  Field  Marshal 
IVurm^er,  who  commanded  the  Imperial  army  of  the  Upper  Rhine,  received  ui 
order  to  set  off  with  moi*ethan  30,000  effective  men  for  Italy,  and  there  to  replace 
General  Beaulieu.  The  months  of  June  and  July  passed  away  before  these  different 
corps  of  troops  could  form  a  junction,  or  be  sufficiently  recovered  from  the  fatignea 
of  so  long  a  march,  and  put  in  a  state  to  act.  Ten  thousand  men  out  of  the  30,000 
who  had  come  from  the  army  of  the  Rhine,  were  left  in  the  Bishopric  of  Inspmc^ 
to  observe  a  French  corps,  which  menaced  it ;  and  on  the  29tb  of  July  Marshal 
Wurmsur  began  bis  march  against  the  French,  at  the  head  of  an  army  of  47,000 
men.  He  divided  it  into  three  principal  bodies.  That  of  the  right,  consisting  of 
17  battalions  and  14  squadrons,  directed  its  march  along  the  lake  of  Gardato  Salo 
and  Brescia  :  that  of  the  left  commandled  by  Creneral  Mezaros,  consisting  of  5  bat- 
talions and  7  squadrons,  marched  by  Legnago  towards  the  Po ;  whilst  Martha! 
Wurmscr  with  29  battalions,  and  14  squadrons,  commanded  by  Generals  Melas  and 
Davidovich,  advanced  to  the  Mincio  with  the  centre,  tohttack  in  front  the  enemy*k 
army  between  Mantua  and  Peschiera. 

This  disposition  met  at  first  with  the  greatest  success.  The  column  on  the 
right  under  the  orders  of  General  Quosdanovich,  being  divided  into  several  annall 
columns,  surprised  and  forced  the  important  posts  of  Salo  and  Brescia,  where 
it  made  prisoners  2,000  men,  three  Generals  as  well  as  a  great  number  of  officers. 
The  next  morning  this  corps  advanced  on  the  roads  from  Brescia  to  Mantua  and 
Verona,  to  take  the  French  on  their  rear,  and  to  favour  the  attack  made  by  the 
centre  column. 

This  latter  had  not  been  less  successful  in  what  it  bad  undertaken.  On  the  s^th 
and  30th  it  forced  all  the  enemy^s  posts  along  the  Adigr,  took  1,500  men  as  well 
as  10  pieces  of  cannon,  and  drove  back  the  French  as  far  as  the  Mincio. 

Buonaparte  being  victoriously  attacked  at  all  points,  and  threatened  with  being 
surrounded  by  the  Austrian  colomns,  in  the  night  of  the  Slat,  precipitately  raised 
^hc  siege  of  Maritua,  which  was  so  far  advanced  that  the  approaches  were  wtthii| 
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100  picei  of  thccoTcred  way.     The  {i^mson  attentive  to  all  the  movementi  of  the 

besieff n  nade  a  viff^oroai  sortie  whilst  tbey  were  retirin;;;;  foil    apoD  their  rear 

^ard,took6oo  men,  and   made  themselves  masters  of  all  their  artillery,  and  all 

the  inmnnition  of  the  siei^e,  consisting:  of  1.14  eannons  and  mortars,  and  140  ooo 

«bHli  or  balls.     It  empl(»yed   itself  immediately  in  drstroyini?  the  works,  wliirli 

bid  ben»  raised  either  fur  the  purpose  of  the  sie»e,  i>r  for  those  of  the  hlucka<lo.-~ 

Plicfd  between  the  two  columns  of  Generals  Wurmser  and  Quosdanovich,  Buuna 

partetawtbe  whole  danger  of  his  situation,  and  was  sensible  that  if  he  i;ave  these 

two  Generals  time  to  form  a  jnnrtion,  and  to  combine  their  attacks,  it  Monid  bo 

kimost  impossible  for  him  to  m:ike  head  »;^ainst  both  of  them  at  once,     lie  then 

took  the  onlyconr^ie  which  could  s>ive  his  army,  and  preserve  the  Milanese.     He 

jttdfrd  that  by  concentrating  his  forces,  and  ailvancing  rapi'lly   n;>ain8t  the  corps 

«CMr.  dc  Quotdanoricb,  he    might  defeat  him  before  he  cuuld  be  succoured  by 

Mr.  de  Wnrmaer. 

In  consequence  of  this  plan  Buonaparte  marched  on  the  30(h  at  ninrht  with  the 
freateat  part  of  his  forces  a^in  Mr.  de  Quosdanovich,  whose  corps  was  divided 
mad  sfatioaed  at  several  different  points,  by  which  he  was  endeavourini;  to  rejoin 
Mr.  de  Warmter.  Boonaparfe  caused  all  these  detachments  to  be  attacked  snr- 
eestirefy  at  Lonmdo,  Montechiaro,  Dezmzano,  Brescia  and  Salo,  on  the  3] at  of 
Jaly,  the  ist,  sd,  and  3d  of  Ancfust.  Some  of  these  actions  were  to  the  advantage 
of  the  Aaslrian«,  bnt  the  greater  number  to  that  of  the  French.  The  most  obstt- 
sate  and  most  bloody  of  all  whs  that  which  took  place  on  the  31)  before  Dexenzano. 
4,000  Anstrians  being  attacked  by  iu,ooo  French,  defeated  them,  and  made  prisoner 
m  General,  an<l  tome  hundrrdn  of  men.  But  the  French  corps  having  rallied  and 
liawiog  becB  reinforced  by  fresh  troops,  rc-attacked  the  Austrians.  The  latter 
fsade  a  long  and  conrageous  resistance  \  bnt  l>eing  at  last  overpowered  by  nnroben, 
4iy  heat,  and  the  fatigue  occasioned  by  a  continued  march  of  foor  daya  and  four 
iH|rhts,  were  aliDOst  all  killed  or  made  prisoners.  I'he  Auiitrian  regiment  of  Kleheck 
lost  on  this  occasion  more  than  1 ,000  men,  who  were  <leprived  of  all  bodily  strength 
«ttber  to  defend  themselves,  or  even  to  fly.  After  a  series  of  actions  for  foor  daya« 
the  different  corps  of  Mr.  de  Uuosdanovich*s  columns  were  entirely  defeated,  dis- 
persed,  and  obliged  to  make  their  escape  as  they  conid  into  the  mountains  of  the 
Tyrol.  Near  one  half  was  killed,  or  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  French;  who  pur- 
chased  however  thcar  advantages  by  the  loss  of  a  great  number  of  men,  and  of 
aereral  Generals. 

Delivered  from  one  part  of  his  enemies,  and  having  no  longer  any  thing  to  fear 
for  bis  rear,  immediately  after  the  first  successes  obtained  against  Mr.  de  Qnosdan- 
ovich,  Bnooaparte,  leaving  only  a  small  body  of  troops  completely  to  drive  thia 
Gtntral  back  into  the  Tyrol,  hastened  his  return  with  alMiut  28,0fK>  men  to  g« 
apinst  Martbal  VVurmser.  The  latter,  after  having  passed  the  Miocio,  was  ad- 
vaaeiag  with  19,000  men,  to  endeavour  to  effect  a  junction  with  Mr.  de  QnosHano.{ 
vich.  Ob  the  sd  of  Angnst  Buonaparte  met  near  Castiglionv  the  advanced  guard 
of  Mr.  de  Wormser,  which  had  gained  n  slight  advantage  on  that  diy,  ahd  hud 
tiken  s  or  300  men,  and  some  pierea  of  cannon.  He  instantly  attacked  with  his 
whole  fbrce  Ibis  advanced  gnard,  composed  of  3,000  men,  commanded  by  General 
^7P^7'  This  brave  Cvcneral  opposed  the  firmest  resistance,  disputing  the  ground 
lack  by  inch,  to  give  time  to  Mr.  de  Wurmser  to  come  to  his  assistance.  Tlio 
Utter  however  not  arriving,  and  the  French  assailing  General  Lyptay  on  all  sides, 
he  foaad  it  impossible  to  hold  out  any  longer,  and  came  forward  with  his  ofRcers 
to  sanevder  themselves  to  the  French.  Bnt  at  this  moment,  the  latter  |iercciving 
at  a  distance  the  Austrian  cavalry  coming  np  on  a  gallop,  retreated  precipitately 
stakes  fh>Bh  position  against  the  new  troops  who  were  cuainc  to  aUmcW  \Wm^ 
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and  fell  back  before  General  Lyptay,  who  waa  adTanctOff  tovarda  them  to  lay  4(iva 
hia  arms.    The  main  body  of  Mr.  de  Warmaer's  array  arrived  in  the  lAterrml;  hmt 
before  it  could  form  in  order  of  battle,  Buonaparte  attacked  it  with  hnpeiviMitf  • 
The  Austriani  did  not  give  way  ;   but  fatig^ued  by  a  long  nareh  made  daiiaf  €■- 
treme  heat,  not  being  formed,  and  eng^aging  in  an  nncoonected  maimer,  and  with- 
out any  determinate  object,  against  an  enemy  which  had  the  advantage  of  ^rooBd, 
and  whose  dispositions  were  before  made,  all  that  they  could  do  was  to  maintain 
themselres  in  the  disadTantageona  position  which  they  occupied.    They  had  bcaa 
cyeo  on  the  point  of  being  driven  from  it,  but  having  fortunately  planted  13  piccci 
of  cannon  on  an  eminence  which  supported  their  left,  their  fire  stopped  the  French, 
and  prevented  them  from  penetrating  into  the  plain  which  separated  the  right  and 
the  left  of  the  Anstriana.     Buonaparte  wrote  word  that  they  lost  on  this  day  90 
pieces  of  cannon  and  7,000  men,  of  whom  4,uoo  were  made  prisoners.    I  can 
that  their  whole  loss  did  not  exceed  3,600,  and  that  of  the  French  was  at 
as  great. 

The  two  armies  passed  the  night  within  mnsqnet  shot  of  each  other.  They 
so  overcome  with  fatigae,  that  they  made  no  movement  whatever.  That  vkkk 
could  have  had  the  greatest  physical  strength  to  attack  the  other,  would  have  bt«B 
aure  of  destroying  it.  They  passed  the  4th  without  coming  to  blows.  The  Frcach 
employed  it  in  potting  themselvca  in  order,  and  posting  themselves  advantiyo^sly. 
The  Anstriana  on  the  other  hand  made  no  new  disposition,  and  remained  is  tlsa 
bad  sitnation  in  which  they  had  engaged  the  day  before.  They  contented  theasctvea 
with  forming  the  plan  of  a  generai  attack  for  the  7th.  But  Buonaparte  did  set 
wait  tor  it,  and  hastened  to  take  advantage  of  the  superiority  of  bu  force,  umd  tke 
faults  of  his  enemies.  On  the  5tb  in  the  morning  he  attacked  with  vigovr  tlw 
whole  line  of  the  Anstrians,  whose  left  he  had  turned,  and  whose  renr  waa  thieat- 
ened  by  Creneral  Sermrier,  who  was  coming  from  the  Po  with  one  dhrisiiMi.  Tte 
Austrians  fought  with  their  usual  valour,  but  every  advantage  wns  so  entirely  tm 
the  side  of  the  French,  that  victory  could  not  escape  them.  If  they  had  sBceccdai 
in  piercing  into  the  plain,  all  had  been  over  with  the  Austrian  anay.  All  theoditim 
who  were  about  Mr.  de  Wurmser  pressed  him  for  a  long  time  in  vain  to  gtveordcis 
for  a  retreat,  which  waa  l>ecome  indispensable.  This  brave,  but  too  old  com- 
nander,  could  not  bring  himself  to  decide  on  it.  The  English  Colonel  Grahaai  had 
at  length  the  good  fortune  to  determine  him  to  it,  and  thus  to  save  the  AnstriMi 
army  from  total  destruction.  But  the  French  had  already  gained  soaaoy  advao* 
tages,  and  the  ground  was  so  favourable  for  them,  that  the  retreat  could  not  be  nade 
without  great  disorder  and  loss.  It  cost  them  near  3,000  men  in  killed  and  wotiadei 
and  prisoners,  30  pieces  of  cannon,  and  a  great  number  of  ammunition  wagfmitf. 
The  Austrians  repaased  the  Mincio  on  the  same  day  at  Valeggio,  and  encamped 
near  that  town.  On  the  next  and  the  following  days  they  continued  their  retieaty 
during  which  they  had  to  sustain  many  actions,  which  cost  them  some  huodrcds  af 
men  more,  as  well  as  some  pieces  of  cannon.  They  did  not  stop  till  theyveadicd 
the  entrance  into  the  Tyrol,  to  which  Mr.  de  Wurmser  lirought  hack  mat  much  1 
than  half  of  his  army.  However,  notwithstanding  the  disasters  which  this 
experienced,  he  attained  his  principal  object,  which  was  to  relieve  Maatoa. 
During  the  five  or  six  days  that  he  was  in  full  conuuunication  with  this  eity,  he  Isni 
thrown  into  it  considerable  supplies  of  provisions  and  ammunition,  icerailed  tha 
garrison,  and  again  enabled  this  place  to  resist  a  long  blockade. 
..  Thus  terminated  this  expedition,  the  preparations  fi>r,  nnd  first  events  of  vhleh^ 
seemed  to  promise  to  the  Austrians  the  recovery  of  the  Milanese.  The  first  dispa* 
aitions  made  by  Marshal  Wurmser  were  excellent  nnd  perfectly  caecatcd.  The 
reverses  which  followed  may  be  ascribed  principally  to  two  caasev :  lat.  To  tlit

Then  he  might  have  passed  the  Miociu 

ii  iNve,  aad  have  advaaced  beyond  that  river  with  advantage,  and  a  probability  of 

Baoaaparie,  witb  ao  less  expedition  than  judgment,  took  advantage  of  the

^■aaarebes  oa  the  former,  aad  fell  unexpectedly  on  the  corps  of  the  latter,  which 
tab  HMMb  extended,  was  easily  defeated  and  dissipated.  The  French  General 
oa  this  eccasioa  the  same  manoeuvre,  to  which  he  had  before  owed,  and  has 
oaad  slaor,  ao  asach  saceess.  He  was  also  particularly  assisted  by  the  preserva. 
tioaef  the  (brt  of  Pescbiera,  which  defends  the  point  of  the  Lake  of  Garda,  at  the 
spat  frooi  vbeace  the  Mincio  issues,  a  fort  which  the  Anstriaas  could  aot  get  pos- 
of^  aad  which  a  pfood  deal  embarrassed  their  movements.  The  accounts 
te  made  the  loss  of  the  Austrians  amount,  in  this  short  but  memo- 
»,  to  70  pieres  of  cannon,  a  still  greater  number  of  ammunition  wag- 
i^OOO  mea  killed  or  wounded,  and  l5,ooo  made  prisoners.  This  statement 
exaggerated,  but  not  so  much  as'mauy  others  that  have  been  transmitted  by  tbia 
.  1  have  before  me  a  particular  account,  furnished  by  each  regiment  to 
Wamscr,  and  sent  by  him  to  the  aulic  council  of  war.  The  result  is,  that 
the  Anstriaaa  lost  in  these  eight  days  of  victories  and  disasters,  17,000  men,  of  whom 
3§1  were  oficcra.  The  loss  of  the  French  however  was  not  a  great  deal  less  ;  it 
Cfftaialy  aoioaBted  to  10,000  men,  of  whom  4,000  were  made  prisoners.  Their 
snay  saffered  also  cruelly  from  the  heat  and  the  forced  marches  which  it  made,  and 
aaa  ia  little  leas  disorder  than  that  of  their  enemies. 

Baoaapartf  was  in  the  course  of  this  expedition  twice  in  danger  of  being  taken.

■Dce.  It  wa»  spent  by  the  rcr>pective  armies  in  recoverinif  from  their  fetigvci 
losses.  Marshal  VVurmscr  was  entirely  occupied  in  recrt^itin^  the  (reat  dinnlvl 
•Qstaiaed  by  his  armvi  which  by  the  end  of  August  amounted  to  nearly  50,000  ■ 
Buonaparte  a!so  received  new  re-iiiforcemenis  from  the  army  of  KeilermaoD. 
re-constructed  the  works  necessary  for  the  blockade  of  iVIantnt,  and  employed  k 
acif  in  providing  the  means  to  secure  the  accomplishment  of  new  designs. 

Emboldened  by  the  continual  triumphs  of  their  armiev,  and* determined  bjr 
necessity  of  maintaining  them  at  the  expeoce  of  Europe,  the  Chiefs  of  the  Frc 
Republic  conceived  at  once  the  project  and  the  hope  to  unite  on  the  bwikt  9i 
Danube  the  three  armies  of  Moreao,  Jourdan,  and  Buonaparte,  to  invade  the  4c 
nious  of  the  House  of  Austria,  to  annihilate  its  supremacy  over  Germany,  nnd  to 
pose  of  the  destiny  and  riches  of  that  vast  country.  To  realize  this  project  an  i 
as  it  was  gigantic,  it  was  necessary  that  Buonaparte  should- destroy  the  reoMdi 
of  Wurmaer's  army,  should  force  the  pahsrs  of  the  Tyrol,  and  march  into  Bavi 
to  form  a  junction  with  Moreau.  More  confident,  more  able,  and  nbovc  all  ■ 
fortunate  than  any  of  the  Uepubltcau  Generals,  he  hastened  to  concur  In  tlw 
•cution  of  this  plan. 

On  the  4th  of  September  he  attacked  the  whole  line  of  the  Anitrianty  and  ^ 
fortunate  enouj^h  to  force  it,  after  a  resistance  which  was  pretty  vigoront  atH 
points,  but  weak  at  others.  He  wrote  word  that  he  had  taken  on  this  occariea, 
pieces  of  cannon,  50  ammunition  wajifgous,  7  pair  of  colours,  and  6,500  ■ 
Ue  made  himself  master  of  the  city  of  Trcut,  aud  of  a  great  part  of  the  Doti 
of  that  name. 

At  the  same  time  that  Buonaparte  was  ititrnt  on  penetrating  into  Germany,  M 
shal  Wurmser  beinj^  mude  ue((uaiutcd  with  his  design,  had  formed  that  of  dise 
certing  it  Uy  a  diversion  and  a  new  attempt  for  the  delivery  of  Mantua.  Hal 
calculated  that  by  advancing  with  a  part  of  bis  army  along  the  Breuta,  and  tarn 
the  right  flank  of  the  French,  the  latter  would  not  dare  to  advance  into  Tyrol  h 
the  fear  of  seeing  themselves  separated  from  the  troops,  who  were  besieging  Maat 
Mr.  (le  Wurniiicr  had  flattered  himself  that  by  this  mnnauvrc  he  should  pcriii 
accomplish  the  rai&iug  the  blockade  of  that  place,  aud  that  at  least  he  should  rcl 
Buonaparte  in  Italy. 

It  happened  that  the^etwo  Generals  commenced  their  operations  on  the  saoic  d 
and  the  departure  of  Mr.de  Wurmser  facilitated  greatly  the  gaining  the  battk 
Jtoveredo  by  Buonaparte.  The  latter  learnt  with  astonishment  the  niarck  of 
Field  Marshal  ;  and  as  that  General  had  imagined,  Buonaparte  ia  spite  of  litol 
advantages,  was  obliged  to  suspend  his  march  in  Tyrol  to  l«illow  Mr.  de  Wonm 
He  came  up  with  his  rear  guard  on  the  7th  of  September  at  Primolano  on  the  Bici 
defeated  it,  aud  took  (us  he  wrote  word)  ]0  piervs  of  cannon,  and  4,00O  mc«. 
continued  his  porsntt  the  next  day,  and  arrived  at  Bassano  the  moment  wImb  M 
shal  Wurmser  quitted  it.  The  latter  pursued  his  march  « ilh  rapidity,  oiraded  th 
divisions  of  the  enemy  who  attempted  tu  surround  him  ^  defeated  oaeoftlwai 
Cerea  on  the  1  itli,  took  son  priiiouers,  and  arrived  at  length  under  the  walls  4f  M 
taa  with  abcut  io,noo  men.  The  Freuch  attacked  him  on  the  latb;  bntlw.ag 
defeated  them,  killed  u  (rrijit  niimbcrof  men,  and  took  i,aUo  prisoners,  with  lopic 
of cannon. 

The  junction  of  Mr.  de  Wurmser  with  the  garrison  of  Mantoa  augmentid 
means  of  resistance  in  case  of  u  Kiege,  but  dimioished  in  the  saoM  proport 
those  which  it  cuuld  oppose  to  a  bloekade,  since  the  number  of  moatlis  to  (ted  \ 
considerably  increased.  Accordingly,  Mr.de  Wurmser  thonght  less  of  attack 
the  enemy  than  of  procuring  the  greateit  possible  (juaatity  of  provisiona  and  fan 
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WahikAtwimr  hemmde  during  the  month  of  October  tereral  excanioos  in  the  en- 
nroMof  Mtotvi.  This  occasioned  several  engagcnientH  with  various  success,  of 
wkkk  tkc  Ottlj  effect  was  to  straiten  the  Ausirians  ntore  or  less  in  their  position 
vitboattbe  works  of  the  place  ^  they  were  of  uo  importance  in  any  other  light. 

Th«  oanpcctcd  operation  executed  by  Mr.  de  Wurniser,  and  the  disasters  which 
tbeFreach  at  the  same  time  experienced  in  Germany,  obliged  Buonaparte  tore- 
■Bsscctbe  design  of  penetrating  thither.  He  then  h d  back  the  greater  part  of  hfs 
trajfroaad  Mantua,  after  leaving  two  corps,  one  in  the  Trentino,  and  the  other  in 
Friosl,  to  obierTCy  and  keep  in  check  the  Austrians  in  these  two  countries. 

TkcoMnlh  of  October  furnished  no  great  military  events,  but  it  presented  politi* 
Cil  Mcorrencca  of  great  consequence  to  the  state  of  Italy,  and  to  the  further  pro* 
pcMof  the  war  in  that  country.  Of  two  armistices  concluded  in  the  month  of  June 
litcfdiiig  between  the  French  Republic  on  one  side,  and  the  Pope  and  the  King  of 
Kspks  OB  the  other,  the  former  was  broken,  and  the  second  was  changed  iuto  a 
tmty  of  peace.  However  it  made  uo  alteration  in  the  relative  situation  of  the  Re- 
|«Uie  and  the  King  of  Naples,  and  was  properly  speaking  only  a  continuation  of 
tks  imistiee.  The  King  of  Naples  had  been  induced  to  conclude  it  by  the  solicita- 
tioaof  the  Conrt  of  Spain,  and  by  the  fear  that  if  the  English  left  the  Mediterra- 
MB,  the  city  of  Naples  would  be  exposed  to  the  insults  of  the  French  fleet.  The 
tnity  of  peace  aecarcd  him  from  this  }  and  this  was  the  only  advantage  which  the 
lisf  of  the  two  Sicilica  reaped  from  that  treaty.  To  the  French  it  was  more  pro- 
iUMe.  They  detached  from  the  coalition  the  most  powerful  Prince  in  Italy  next 
ts  tltt  Emperor,  and  had  no  longer  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  King  of  Naples^ 
vhohad  far  three  mootha  been  organizing  a  numerous  army,  would  send  a  large 
htiycl  troops  across  the  Pope's  dominions  to  make  a  powerful  diversion  in  favour 
if  tke  Anstrians,  in  tlie  Dutchies  of  Ferrara  and  Modena. 

Tke  Pope  hud  taken  advantage  of  the  armistice  which  he  had  concladed  with  the 
Attckto  commence  ncgociations  for  peace.  To  effect  this  he  made  many  advances 
telhc  French  Government ;  but  the  latter  was  little  disposed  to  make  peace  with  a 
?inMe,  from  whom  it  had  nothing  to  fear,  and  of  whom  it  had  resolved  to  make  a 
ptf.  Unwilling  however  to  incur  the  odium  of  peremptorily  cefhsing  the  propo- 
sitions ibr  peace  made  by  the  Pope,  the  Directory  chose  rather  to  elude  them,  and 
(isicd  proposals  for  peace  to  be  presented  to  him,  at  once  so  burtbeosome  and  ro 
Wiliiting,  that  notwithstanding  the  invasion  of  bis  dominions,  the  dangers  he  in- 
cured,  and  the  weakness  of  his  means  of  defence,  he  could  not  resolve  to  accept 
iWa.  Qne  ia  at  a  loss  which  most  to  wonder  at,  the  despotism,  the  ignorance,  or 
tWfidly,  which  dictated  the  thirty-three  articles  proposed  by  the  French  to  a  prince, 
Vkokad  never  declared  war  against  them  ;  articles  on  which  he  was  left  no  option 
Wtbat  of  absolute  assent  or  refusal.  Never  did  any  conqueror  reduce  his  enemies 
<•  iBckcxtremities.  It  appears  however  that  his  Holiness,  was  only  determined 
teaiffnials  by  'hose  articles  which  concerned  his  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  ;  the 
of  which  would  have  destroyed  the  doctrine  of  his  infsUibility,  and  the 
I  Spiritual  Empire.

^  in  the  conquered  countries,  and  by  completing  the  supply  of  necessaries  re- 
ftiiitclbr  the  maintenance  of  their  army.  When  tbey  had  exhausted  all  the  coon- 
iMs  occupied  by  their  troops,  and  had  drawn  from  them,  parlly.by  contributions, 
W|  by  the  sale  of  armistices,  every  thing  which  they  were  capable  of  furnishings 
^^fj  proceeded  to  mature  those  seeds  of  insurrection  and  democracy  which  they

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had  lown  ia  Italy.  They  excited  tbe  people  to  abjare  the  lain  of  their  covbI 
and  to  adopt  tbe  rerolationary  forms  of  GoTemmeBt.  They  took  care  at  firal  i 
to  call  to  iodepeodence  the  lohabitaDts  of  Lombardy,  over  whom  they  ttill  with 
to  preserve  tbe  most  absolute  authority.  They  be^ao  by  causiug^  a  rerolt  «iboS| 
tbe  subjects  of  tbe  Duke  of  Modeoa,  whom  they  did  not  ind  tnfficicntly  depri 
aot  ou  themieWes,  notwithstanding^  the  rigour  of  tbe  armistice  which  they  1 
granted  him.  The  iobabitants  uf  the  town  of  Reggio  were  the  ftrst  to  set  «■  • 
ample  of  insurrection  ;  this  was  quickly  imitated  by  several  fbwiis  throughoat  1 
Dutchy  of  Modena.  Tbe  troops  of  the  Duke  were  driTcn  out,  his  agents  were  i 
prived  of  their  offices,  and  his  govemmest  was  replaced  by  a  democratic  adaiii 
tration.  Its  chiefs  hastened  to  solicit  the  support  of  the  protectors  of  the  Tibcrt 
of  tbe  people,  which  was  immediately  granted  them ;  and  notwltbstaadtag  the  m 
trality  agreed  upon  with  the  Duke,  that  Prince  was  declared  in  ashort  time  after 
have  lost  the  confidence  of  the  French  Eepoblic. 

The  example  set  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  Dutchy  of  Modena,  and  the  certaii 
of  being  protected  by  tbe  French,  encouraged  the  towns  of  Bologna  and  Ferrare 
overturo  their  governments,  and  to  put  themselves  in  a  state  of  revohitioa.  ] 
time  was  lost  by  the  French  in  rendering  tbe  revolt  genenil,  and  In  drawing  froa 
oil  the  advantages  which  they  had  promised  theoMehres.  They  convioeed  tbe'  i 
surgents  of  tbe  necessity  of  taking  up  arms  if  they  wished  to  preserve  their  KbeH 
and  pointed  out  to  them  bow  much  it  was  their  interest  to  defend  those  who  h 
ensured  it  to  them.  Thus  they  armed  several  thousands  of  the  revolted  covotrii 
trained  them  to  tbe  militory  profession,  and  joined  them  to  their  troops.  Thm  m 
of  the  French  was  partly  to  compensate  by  this  reinforcement,  for  the  exi 
diminution  which  their  army  had  sustained  in  battle  and  through  sickness  ; 
acquire  nn  augmentation  of  forces  to  rtrsist  the  new  attack  prepared  by  the  At 
triaus.  Tbe  French  calculated  thet  tbe  fear  of  again  fklling  into  the  power  of  flM

would  have  the.  same  effect  upon  those  of  Italy,  and  would  render  them  capeMe 
defending  iu  future  their  own  independence. 

CHAP.  IV, 
WHILST  tbe  French  were  thus  spreading  confusion  throughout  the  norChei 
parts  of  Italy,  and  were  raising  up  new  enemies  against  the  Anstrians,  the  lalt 
were  collecting  the  means  of  making  a  third  attempt  to  rescue  Blantua^  and 
re-couquer  the  Milanese.  All  the  regiments  which  had  suffered  in  the  moDtbt 
August  and  September  were  reinforced  ;  and  35,000  fresh  troops  were  sent  into  d 
Frioul  and  the  Tyrol.  These  different  corps  found  themselves  capable  of  aetii 
by  the  end  of  October,  and  began  to  be  in  motion  on  the  3ist  of  the  sanae  mcNifl 
nnder  the  orders  of  Lieutenant  General  Alvinzy.  Tbis  General  set  out  from  Prioi 
with  30,000  men,  traversed  tbe  Trevisano,  and  directed  his  course  towards  tbe  tow 
of  Bassaoo,  situated  upon  the  river  Brenta  ^  at  the  same  time  that  another  coif 
of  about  30,000  men,  commanded  by  Lieutenant-General  Davidovich,  lefl  ll

lirrcipitiilmtioifthe  Dambert  of  the  respecliFe  furcesi,  it  appear*  that  the  Au« 
striaoi  \»A  nearly  70,000  men,  and  tlMit  the  French  had  6o>000y  of  which  only 
sUfOOOConId  be  broof^ht  ictu  action. 

Oa  the  3d  of  NoTember,  General  Alvinzy  arrired  on  the  banks  of  the  Brcntn, 
ftited.tlie  paaaagcof  that  river,  and  potted  himself  wiih  13,000  men  at  Bassano. 
He  placed  a  like  number  at  Fonteniva,  under  the  orders  of  Lieuteuant-Geueral 
ProTcra,  and  the  rcat  of  hia  army  was  employed  either  in  covering  bis  left,  or  iu 
fenaio^  bis  communication  with  Mr.  Davidovich. 

Is  the  night  of  the  sth,  Buonaparte  left  Vicenxa,  where  he  had  re-united  the 
4if iiioM  of  bis  army  which  occupied  Ferrara,  Legnago,  Verona,  and  Montebcllo, 
udittacked  the  corps  of  General  Provera  on  the  morning  of  the  6th.  Both  sides 
fMflit  with  the  greatest  animosity,  which  rendered  the  combat  for  a  long  time 
doabtfai,  and  at  the  same  time  excessive  bloody.  4,000  Austriaus  and  an  equal 
Biakrof  French,  were  either  killed  or  wounded.  One  of  the  French  Generals, 
ctlled  U  Nnsse,  was  wounded  and  made  prisoner.  The  Republicans  succeeded  at 
kiKthio  driving  back  the  Anstrians  beyond  the  Brenta,  and  in  breaking  down  the 
bidgeat  Fonteniva. 

Geacrala  Alvinxy  and  Provera,  bad  drawn  neaier  to  one  another,  and  were  pre« 
parisf  to  renew  the  engagement  on  tlie  7lh,  when  they  perceived  that  the  French 
kUshaadoned  the  field  of  battle.  Buonaparte  bad  beep  induced  to  it,  on  bearing 
«f  tlM  KTcrses  which  his  troops  bad  sustained  in  the  Treutino.  They  had  been 
ddieslcdpn  the  ad  and  3d  by  General  Davidovicb,  who  had  taken  1,000  prisoners, 
lid  side  bimaelf  master  of  the  town  ai  Trent.  That  General  attacked  the  French 
ifiia  an  the  6th  and  7th,  routed  them  after  a  very  smart  action,  killed  apd  wound- 
ed 8/100,  took  1,000  more  prisoners,  and  pursued  the  rest  as  far  as  Rivoli  and 
h  Corona. 

General  Alvinay  wishing  to  take   advantage  of  the  retreat  of  the  French,  and 

o'tbcir  defeat  in  the  Trenlino,  set  out  on  the  7th  from  the  banks  of  the  Brenta, 

CMliancd  his  march  the  8th,  and  took  possession  of  the  town  of  Vicen<4,  which 

tbt  French  had  abandoned.

Oo  the  nth,  an  action  of  no  consequence  took  place  with  the  advanced  guards. 

Oi  the  12th,  the  two  armies  found  themseh'es  in  presence  with  each  other,  and 

ciiie  to  action.    The   French   met  with  some  success  at  first,   but  they  did  not 

Miattinit,  and  the  action  terminated  in  favour  of  the  Austrians,  who  compelled 

lli<ir  enemies  to   fall  back   into  the  town   of  Verona.    The  Republican  General 

Wuy  was  killed  in  this  affair,  and  two  otbei*s  were  wounded.     On  the  I3th,  Gen, 

^viny  made  fome  movements,  in  order  to  draw  nearer  to  .Mr.  Davidovicb,  and 

!•  caiblc  bijBself  to  combine  his  operations  with  those  of  that  General.    In  the 

■ightof  the  13th  Buonaparte  filed  a  large  column  of  troops  along  the   Adigf, 

CMitnicted  a  bridge  of  boats  over  tliut  river  at  Ronco,  and  marched  towards 

^llUaova.     His  project  was  to  surprize  the  rear  of  the  Austrian  army,  and  to 

'ury  off  their  baggage  and  their  train  of  artillery ;  but  he  could  not  succeed  in 

tkii  ittempt,  hnving  beea  stopped  during  his  march  by  a  corps  of  the  enemy  en« 

bvarkcd  in  the  rillagc  of  Arcolc,  which  is  surrounded  with  morasses  and  canals. 

Thb  advantageous  position  was  well  defended  by  the  Austrian  troops  who  occn* 

pied  it,  and  maintained  b][  them  the  nholc  day,  against  the  attacks  of  almost  the 

*holc  French  array.     In  vain  did  thrir  Generals  put  themselves  at  the  ht  ad  of  their 

c^toiBs,  animate  them  by  their  words,  and  draw  them  on  by  their  example  \  in 

viia  did  General  Buonaparte  harangue  his  soldiers,  remind  them  of  their  victory 

ft  Lodi,  call  fur  the  same  exertions,  and  promifie  them  the  same  success :  In  vain 

44  \t  lead  them  several  times  himiclf  to  the  attack  of  the  bridge  of  Afcole ; 
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overpowered  by  •  dreadful  fire  of  irrape  and  mnsqaet  shot,  they  were  coBUpelled  ti 
give  up  all  hope*  of  carrying  the  bridge  and  village  of  Arcole  by  storm.  The 
were  great  suffcren  in  these  imprudent  attacks  in  which  five  of  their  General 
were  killed  or  wounded.  Whilst  Buonaparte  obstinately  persisted  In  re-actiag  1b< 
the  affair  of  the  bridge  of  Lodi,  and  was  sacrificing  withoot  advantage  to  hioMcl 
the  blood  of  bis  Generals  and  soldiers  ;  a  division  of  his  amy  which  he  had  de 
tached,  bad  crossed  the  Adige  much  lower  down.  After  having  made  an  cxtci 
aive  circuit,  in  order  to  turn  the  village  of  Arcole,  it  attacked  that  place  on  a  weal 
point,  and  made  itself  master  of  the  village  in  the  night,  where  it  took  5  pieces  o 
cannon,  and  40u  men.  General  Massena  at  the  same  time  obtained  a  tligkt  ad 
vantage  over  a  small  body  of  Anstrians. 

Genrral  Alvinsy  having  advanced  with  all  his  forces  upon  the  points  menaced 
promoted  the  views  of  Buonaparte,  who  wished  to  draw  him  towards  the  lowc 
Adiee,  in  order  to  prevent  his  junction  with  General  Davidovich.  The  apprnad 
of  the  AuRtrians  obliged  the  French  to  evacuate  the  village  of  Arcole  in  the  nigk 
of  the  14th.  In  the  morning  of  the  I5th,  an  action  was  commenced  wbick  laato 
the  whole  day,  without  having  any  decisive  or  even  important  result.  It  was  Wv 
ever  of  some  advantage  to  the  French.  On  the  following  day  the  i6tb,  tb«  An 
strians  attacked  the  whole  line  of  the  French  army.  They  at  first  compelled  th 
centre  and  right  wing  of  the  enemy  to  give  ground,  but  the  French  having  rallied 
and  the  Austrians  beine  unexpectedly  taken  in  JIank  by  a  corps  of  troops  conccalei 
in  a  wuody  and  in  the  rear  by  another  column  which  bad  turned  their  left,  thcj  wr 
put  to  the  ront,  driven  from  the  village  of  Arcole,  and  compelled  to  retire  In  dls 
order  to  Bonifacio. 

III  the  account  given  by  Buonaparte  to  the  Directory  of  these  three  engageucats 
|ie  stated  that  he  bad  made  between  4  and  5,000  prisoners,  killed  and  wonnded  8,00< 
men,  tpd  taken  18  pieces  of  cannon.'  He  concluded  his  letter  with  assnraaces  tba* 
he  should  be  matter  of  Bf  antua  within  fifteen  days.  No  doubt  this  estimate  of  tfct 
lose  of  the.Austriaas  was  exaggerated ;  their  Generals  however  acknowledged  it  ti 
have  been  very  considerable  on  these  three  days,  and  above  all  on  the  last.  Bat  al 
the  same  time  they  asserted,  that  that  of  the  French  was  not  inferior,  which  it  It 
easy  to  believe  when  wc  read  even  in  the  very  letter  of  General  Buonaparte,  that 
it  was  in  reality  a  cwnbat  a  mort :  that  15  of  his  Generals  were  killed  or  woaadadi 
sad  that  there  i^ere  none  who  had  not  their  cloaths  pierced  with  bullets.  All 
accounts  agree  in  representing  these  three  actions  as  the  most  bloody  la  thi 
whole  campaign. 

The  day  after  the  battle  of  Arcole,  the  Anstrians  retired  towards  Viceasa.  Thi^ 
were  feebly  pursued  by  the  French,  who  did  not  follow  their  victory,  either  becaasi 
it  had  too  much  weakened  them,  or  on  account  of  the  reverses  which  they  haid 
paitained  on  their  left.  With  a  view  partly  to  deprive  them  of  the  fhiiti  of  the  yifi. 
tory  of  Arcole,  General  Davidovich  attacked  on  the  17th  the  French  troops  left  oi 
the  upper  Adige,  under  the  orders  of  General  Vaubois.  He  defeated  them  cdb» 
pletely,  drove  them  from  the  entrencLrd  heights  of  Rivoli,  and  seised  theimpoiiaM 
post  of  la  Cbiusa.  He  pursued  the  Republicans  as  fkr  as  the  heights  of  Campara, 
and  took  from  them  11  pieces  of  cannon,  snd  2,000  men,  smonpt  whom  were  the 
Penerals  La  yalette,  and  Fiorella.  Mr.  DaTidovich  on  the  day  following,  (the  iBth] 
again  attacked  the  French  with  equal  success,  and  althoogh  they  had  been  re-lalbraed 
during  the  night,  repulsed  them  as  far  as  Peschiera,  and  advanctd  to  Castleanovo. 
These  two^  advantages  obtained  one  after  the  other  by  Mr.  Davidovich,  were  ao 
much  the  more  important  as  they  placed  that  Cieneral  on  the  rear  of  Baonaparte*^ 
army,  as  well  as  on  that  of  the  troops  who  blockaded  Mantua.  Mr.  Davidovich  va^ 
pow  withia  a  few  lea|;Bes  of  that  place,  and  to  enable  him  to  arrive  there  he  had  oe{« 
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ffeerajfifcr  to  iian>  nor  cay  cunKidcralile  defile  to  force.  The  Aaslrians  Had  not 
yet  kmioiiearnHmirthe  blockade  of  MaiitnH,  and  they  bad  reaion  tuhope  that 
tkjfllNwMaccompfiBb  it.  • 

ihnMd  «t  the  tuccettm  of  General  DaTidovicb,  and  foretteeing  the  whole  extent 
ffthoKCOnarqniencet  which  might  arise  from  them,  Bnonaparle  bad  no  hesitatiim 
iareioaBciog  tbe  ndTaotages  which  mifrht  hare  been  derived  from  the  Tictory  of 
iieok.  He  inarched  immediately  on  his  left  with  two  divisions  of  bis  army,  joined 
faila  that  of  General  Vauboifl,  and  attacked  on  tb*:  9 1st  General  Davidovich  on 
tkMflHa  of  Campara.  The  latter  finding  himserf  very  inferior  in  nnmber,  did 
■t  Meaipt  to  ankc  any  great  resistance,  and  retreated  towards  Rivoli,  and  from 
tkacftowarda  Dolce,  Peri,  and  Alia.  A  corps  of  4,000  men,  commanded  byCre- 
Mral  Aagercan,  had  marched  from  Verona,  with  the  intention  of  advancing  directly 
igiiait  Borghetto  and  Alia,  with  a  yiew  of  cnttiog  ofi*  the  retreat  of  Davldovicb'a 
csrps;  bat  it  waa  stopped  the  whole  of  the  3lht,  and  the  n'ght  following,  by  a  imall 
cwpsaftto  mco,  commanded  by  Colonel  Lusignan,  who  kept  it  in  check  till  Mr. 
ad  arriTed  at  Alia  with  the  whole  artillery  and  baggage.  Buonaparte 
wrote  word  that  he  liad  taken  in  this  aflfair  i,soo  mea,  with  two  trains 
•fpsatooaa,  besides  bsggage.  The  author  is  enabled  from  the  most  authentic  infor- 
Htisnto  aanert  that  he  did  not  take  near  so  great  a  number  of  men,  and  to  afllirra 
*Hk  tqati  confidence  that,  which  Buonaparte  took  care  not  topablish,  which  it' 
(Ht  between  the  4th  and  the  91st  of  November  the  corps  of  Mr.  Davidovich  alone 
^  9f  pieces  of  cannon,  and  more  than  4,000  men,  and  that  he  did  not  lose  in  the 
<M  ipiic  of  time  more  than  i,600  men,  and  3  pieces  of  cannon. 

hiloakiag  for  the  caasea  which  produced  the  failure  of  this  expedition,  we  per- 
*nit  that  we  wuat  again  attribute  the  di^ostrrs  of  the  Anstrians  to  the  division  of 
their  fiveca,  aad  to  the  too  great  extent  of  their  front  of  attack.  It  is  probable  that 
tfiftcr  the  battle  of  Baasano  Mr.  d*Aivinzy  hud  drawn  nearer  to  ftlr.  Davidovich^ 
AcK  two  Gcnerala  nnited,  and  superior  in  ntimbcrK  to  the  French,  would  hare  been 
*wW  to  re|inlae  tfaem  beyond  the  Adige,  aud  afterwards  beyond  the  Mincio.  This 
^iU  is  after  all  not  the  only  causte  of  the  issue  of  this  enterprise.  The  best  inform* 
^•ficsrsef  tl«e  Austrian  army  In  Italy  attribute  it  principally  to  two  thiags.  Ftmt, 
^.tW  inaction  in  which  General  DavidoTich  remained  from  the  Qtb  to  the  17th  of 
y**tabu  ;  au  inaction,  which  cannot  be  justified,  and  which  permitted  Bnonnparte 
^Citct  almost  hia  whole  force  against  Mr.  d^AWinzy.  Secondly,  to  the  refunal  of 
^  Ittter  General  to  form  a  junction  by  a  forced  march  in  the  night  with  Mr.  Da- 
'i'lvichwbo  was  already  on  the  other  side  of  the  Adige  nearRivoli;  a  junction, 
*Uch  weald  without  doubt  have  overthrown  the  few  obstacles  which  existed  from 
^xaceteMaatoa.  The  conduct  of  Generals  Davidovich  and  Alvinsy  onthisocm- 
'>M^  which  seems  to  have  arisen  rather  from  want  of  inclination  than  of  capacity, 
VMiomoch  tbe  more  unvkilful,  if  it  was  not  culpable,  as  their  first  eucceftscs  had 
tbe  principal  difiicnlties ;  and  as  being  superior  in  force,  they  no  longer 
laoy  thing  but  some  degree  of  mutual  understanding,  and  some  activity  to 
^fUw  Wanlaa,  aa  object  for  which  the  Emperor  had  entrusted  them  with  near 
'Mtta^  and  employed  all  his  military  resonrcca. 

Bsenaparte  during  the  fifteen  days  which  this  expedition  lasted ;  acted  as  he  had 
^■"Vtohly  doae  from  the  commencement  of  the  campaign.  He  exerted  himself  cun- 
"tiatlyto  picvent  the  two  corps  of  hia  enemy  (irom  forming  a  juuction  ;  advanced 
^lightning  sometimes  againat  the  one,  sometimes  against  the  other,  always  attack* 
**(  tbeir  weakest  iwiat,  and  pushing  his  successes  as  far,  and  with  as  much  viva- 
'^'y  u  pufisihic.  In  this  manner  although  l^e  had  upon  the  whole  fewer  mrn  than 
^  Aaiiriau  Generals,  lie  found  himself  when  opposed  to  either  of  them  separately, 
^•laod  sometimes  even  superior  in  pomber.    The  frequency  of  his  attacks,  and 
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the  braTf ry  of  hit  troops  secured  the  success  of  this  manoeaTre,  aad  favc  him  the 
victory.  We  must  likewise  add  thst  the  Aastrians  were,  as  it  appears,  as  ill  iaforMcd 
'  of  Buonaparte^tf  noTeoients,  as  he  was  well  informed  of  their^s ;  or  that  if  thej  were 
not  ignorant  of  tben,  they  neglected  to  lake  advantage  of  those  momeiitay  i»  wWch 
fur  the  purpose  of  advancing  in  mass  at  one  single  point,  he  left  others  nnprotcrtcd» 

CHAP.  V. 
GENERA1>.  Alvinzy  having  made  some  movements  to  draw  nearer  to  the  city  of 
Verona,  the  French,  who  had  reason  to  apprehend  heing  taken  in  flank  by  that  gene- 
ral, did  not  dare  to  run  the  risqne  of  maintaining  themselves  in  the  position  of 
Peri.  They  quitted  it  on  the  22d  of  November,  and  on  the  same  day,  Mr.  Davido- 
vich  took  possession  of  it  a  second  time  with  his  advanced  guard ;  he  did  Met  how- 
ever keep  it  long,  and  was  forced  to  abandon  it  three  days  afterwards,  Mr.  d^Al* 
vinsy  not  having  continued  to  advance,  and  the  French  having  takes  meaaiiret  to 
secure  themselves  from  that  general. 

Whilst  Generals  Dovidovich  and  Alvinzy  yielded  to  the  talenta  and  fortnnc  of 
Buonaparte,  Marshal  Wurmser  made  several  sortiea  from  Mantua  to  makemdivcrsiMi 
iu  their  favour,  as  well  as  to  procure  subsistence  and  forage.  He  made  an  attack 
with  almost  his  whole  force  on  the  19th  and  2ad  of  Nov.  on  8(.  Aatoine,  and  la  Fa- 
vorite, drove  in  the  enemy*8  picquets  and  had  the  good  fortune  to  iatrodnce  into 
Mantua  a  considerable  quantity  of  provisions.  These  enabled  him  to  prolong  stitt 
further  his  defHice. 

The  successes  of  Mr.  Davidovich  between  the  4th  and  17th  of -November,  bar- 
ing in  some  degree  made  amends  for  the  disasters  which  Mr.  d*Alvinzy  had  asperi* 
enced  during  the  same  interval ;  sod  their  army  being  still  in  spite  ofits  loasca  naic 
numerous  than  that  of  the  Freach,  it  was  supposed  that  these  Generals  wnnM 
quickly  recommence  offensive  operations.  But  whether  they  proposed  waiting  for 
new  reinforcements,  whether  they  knew  that  the  last  sorties  of  Marshal  Wnnwer 
secured  for  a  long  time  still  to.  come  the  snbftisteoce  of  Mantna,  or  whether  they 
were  restrained  by  superior  orders,  they  undertook  nothing  during  the  month  of 
November.  The  bad  season  came  on,  and  obliged  them  to  pass  likewise  the  manlb 
of  December  in  complete  inaction,  and  in  the  same  position  which  they  occnpied 
at  the  end  of  the  preceding  month.  Their  armies  formed  a  semi-circle  from  the 
Lake  of  Garda  as  far  as  Monceleze  beyond  the  Piavego,  occupying  Arco,  Alia, 
Bassano,  Vicenza,  and  Padua.  The  head  quarters  of  Mr.  d^Alvinsy  were  at  Bte- 
«ano,  and  those  of  Mr.  Davidovich  at  Alia. 

The  French  army  was  as  completely  inactive,  and  remained  so  for  as  kmf  a  tiipe 
as  the  Austrians  and  for  the  same  reasons.  The  line  which  it  occupied  estewled 
from  the  Lake  of  Garda  to  f^gnagu,  passing  through  Rivoli,  Yerona  and  Monte* 
hello.  The  space  comprised  between  the  Austrian  and  French  amUesaras  occnpied 
by  their  advanced  guards. 

General  Alvinzy  alter  having  fixed  the  position,  and  the  cantonments  of  his  army» 
went  at  the  end  of  November  to  Alia  to  concert  measures  there  with  Mr.  Dnrido* 
vich,  and  to  make  arrangements  relstive  to  the  fbtiire  subsistence  and  dispoaitiom 
of  his  army.  At  the  same  time  Bnonaparte  set  off  for  Milan,  with  a  view  af  meet* 
ing  in  that  place  General  Clarke^  whom  the  executive  directory  were  sending  to 
Vienna  with  proposals  of  a  separate  peace.  The  stay  which  the  latter  made  at  Milan, 
and  the  reciprocal  inactivity  in  which  the  two  armies  remained  during  this  interval 
occasioned  it  to  be  pretty  generally  believed  that  Crencral  Clarke  bad  made  known 
the  obje<!t  of  his  mission  to  Generals  Bnonaparte  and  Alvlnry,  and  had  engaged 
them  to  suspend  provisionally  all  hostilities  till  the  isane  of  his  negotiation.  The 
tranquillityjwhich  the  armies  enjoyed  was  more  owing' in  reality  to  the  rigour  of  the 
season,  the  impossibility  of  acting  in  the  mountains  of  Tyrol,  and  to  the  expcctatioii 
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oF  re-iDftireraienls  on  both  •ides.  With  respect  toGt>neial  Clarke's  missioa,  it 
prored  in  the  scqael,  as  short  as  it  was  iiieflVctual,  the  Court  of  Vicnoa  harini;  re- 
J^e-clcd  the  proposals,  and  even  refused  to  admit  the  presence  of  that  Irish  npgfi>tiator 
Buonaparte  was  detained  at  Milan  till  the  middle  of  Decewhrr,  nn  well  by  a  sore 
ixm  his  lryr>  ••  by  aflfairs  relatire  to  the  subsistence  of  his  army.  It  way  in  want  of 
^anyarticlcsof  cloathiof  andequipmeut.  The  administrators  of  provisions  likr- 
^i«ekaev  not  in  what  manner  to  supply  the  consumption  of  the  army.  The  con- 
abutknM  were  found  to  be  dissipated,  a  .id  Lombardy  was  exhausted  by  two  suc- 
fiTC  miBisitions.  The  particular  extortions  of  theGcneraU  and  commissioners^ 
d  completed  the  rnin  of  that  fertile,  and  not  long  before  Boorisbing  country.  The 
mmissionen  of  the  executire  power  Salicctti,  his  nephew  Buonaparte,  had  ac- 
bed  inmense  riches,  and  bad  itet  the  example  of  pillage.  They  had  been  too 
•II  imitated  by  the  chief  of  the  staff*  Berthicr,  and  by  the  other  Generally  who 

afanred  amongst  them  the  spoils  of  Italy, 
n'hc  plunder  of  that  country  was  the  only  point  on  which  Buonaparte  waa  in 
meat  with  the  Generals  under  his  orders.    These  last  Incited  and  headed  by 
vthier,  whose  talents  and  advice  had  not  a  little  contributed  to  the  trinmphs  of 
aiHurtc,  displayed  during  this  interral  of  military  stagnation  the  greatest  dis- 
^tent  agmfnst  that  General.    Their  complaints  were  principally  directed  against 
<  iaperioufl  character  of  that  young  man,  and  against  the  indifierence  with  which 
^  had  lavished  during  the  whole  campaign,  the  blood  of  his  Generals  and  hit 
Idiers.    The  mmonr  of  these  dissent  ions  having  reached  France,  the  directory 
ing  the  consequences  which  might  result  from  them,  took  measures  for  sor- 
ing them.     It  obliged  Buonaparte  and  Berthier  to  write  two  letters,  in  which 
disavowed  all  motives  of  division,  which  were  said  to  exist   between  them, 
ipjunction  of  the  directors,  the  supreme  authority    of  Buonaparte,  and  the 
^litary  erents  which  followed,  kept  withio  bounds  the  spirit  of  jealousy  and  hatred, 
animated  the  chiefs  of  the  French  army. 
Ita  wants  were  so  pressing,  and  the  French  Government  was  so  littleinacondi- 
to  anpply  them  of  itself,  that  however  exhausted  Lombardy  might  be,  Buona- 
irtcwaa  obliged  to  demand  from  it  new  sacrifices.     He  convoked  at  Milan  intbc 
inning  of  December,  a  general  assembly  of  the  nobility  and  clergy  of  the  Dutcby, 
imposed  on  the  inhabitants  a  new  contribution  of  5,ono,ooo  of  French  livres, 
a  levy  of  95,000  men.    These  two  demands  which  the  presence  of  their  con- 
prevented  the  Milanese  from  refusing  prercmptorily,  excited  an  univeraal 
^■eontcnt,  nnd-  there  was  every  prospect  that  the  execution  of  them  would  he  at' 
with  the  greatest  difficulty.     Buonaparte  did  not  find  more  good-will  in  the 
inbitanta  of  Perrara,  Bologna,  and  Ix)di,  on  which  be  likewise  laid  proportionate 
tribiUions,  and  the  inhabitants  of  which  it  was  his  intention  to  subject  tomili- 
ice.     The  city  of  Ludi  distinguiHhed  itself  a  second  time  by  a  vigorona 
pfoaitioB  to  the  conquerors  of  the  Milanese.     It  was  accordingly  placed  in  nutate 
^  •icge9  that  ia  to  say,  it  was  delivered  up  to  the  discretion  of  the  Republican 


At  the  same  time  that  Buonaparte  took  these  rigorous  measures  to  maintain  and 
It  hia  army,  he  employed  himself  also  in  extending  and  consolidating  the  rc^ 
^«ltof  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Dutchies  of  Modena,  Ferrara,  and  Bologna.    He  as- 
in  the  town  of  Modena  a  kind  of  federal  Convention,  composed  of  nearly* 
hnndred  deputies,  charged   with  the  office  of  constituting  the  Cispadan  Re- 
public, and  nbove  all,  of  arming  the  greattst  number  of  men  titey  could  for  the  pur" 
YNe  of  re-inlbrcing  the  French  army.    All  the  inhabitants  of  the  cities  andcuun- 
Irioof  Modena,  Reggio,  Ferrara,  and  Bologna,  from  eighteen  to  fifty  years  of  ige, 
vecrivcd  orders  to  arm,  under  pain,  in  case  of  disobedience,  of  being  considered  a^* 
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•8  enemies  of  tbcir  country  aud  tlie  public  good.  Tbis  confederalion  adopted  tke 
fornu  aw  well  as  the  principle!  of  tbc  National  CouTention  of  France.  It  forscd 
aUo  eommittees  qf  public  sc^fety,  and  qf  general  stcuritjf^  and  employed  all  tlie  rcfo* 
lutionary  means  of  its  model. 

Tbe  Pope  in  refusing  to  accede  to  the  condiliooa  which  the  French  GortwnmnSk 
wished  to  impose  on  him,  had  opt  be«n  blind  lo  the  dangers  to  which  he  csposcA 
himself.  He  was  not  ignorant  that  tbe  French  had  resolved  if  not  to  annihilate,  nfc 
least  greatly  to  circumscribe  his  spiritunl  and  temporal  power,  and  that  they  wonld 
pake  the  ntmost  efforts  to  penetrate  fiirtbe r  into  bis  dominions,  to  pinnder  and  la 
rcvoltttiooizc  them.  Being  conscioos  that  he  had  done  ercry  thing  to  allay  the 
storm  which  depended  upon  him,  cither  to  tbe  character  of  a  Prince,  or  of  Head  of 
the  Chnrch,  he  now  thought  only  of  employing  all  the  means  in  his  power  tode* 
land  his  existence  in  these  two  respects.  Being  no  longer  able  to  reckon,  at  icnai 
ostensibly,  on  tbe  succour  of  the  King  of  Maples,  and  having  reason  to  doaht  th«t 
aincerity  of  the  intercession  of  the  Court  of  Spain  in  his  favour,  he  connected  hhn- 
self  more  elosely  with  that  of  Vif  ana,  and  united  his  destiny  with  that  of  the  latter 
fower.  He  augmented  his  army,  and  placed  it  on  a  war  establishment,  nud  aoogfat 
ior  extraordinary  means  of  defence  in  the  affection  of  his  subjects  towards  bias,  vA 
in  their  hatred  to  the  French.  He  enhorted  all  tbe  inhabitants  of  the  territorlea  ^ 
the  church  to  arm »  and  to  induce  them  to  do  so,  neglected  neither  promiac^  nor 
privileges,  nor  rewards. 

He  was  well  seconded  by  the  a^al  and  patriotism  of  the  higher  ranks,  n»d  theo^ 
lent  people.  They  reac^ily  employed  their  naoney  and  their  influence  in  raiahm 
atvcral  corps  of  volnoleers.  The  Princes  of  Colouoa  and  Borghese  each  niacd  % 
regiment  at  his  own  expe nee.  The  states  of  tbe  church  assumed  all  at  ooce  n  milU 
tnry  aspect,  and  their  head  after  haripg  shewn  himself  worthy  of  his  vpiritnal  ekn^ 
tion  by  his  wisdom  and  hif  attachmeqt  to  principles,  did  himself  no  less  credit  an  t^ 
Sovereign  by  his  courage  and  bis  reaolotion.  On  the  80th  of  December  he  orderc4 
a  body  of  troops  to  march  to  Faenaa,  and  took  measures  that  it  should  aasonmt  iq  a 
short  ^tmt  to  dO,ooo  shen.  He  gave  the  command  of  it  to  tbe  Austrian  Geaecni 
Colli,  (formerly  the  commander  of  tbe  King  of  Sardinia's  troopa)  who  he  had 
requested  of  the  Emperor  might  he  allowed  to  he  placed  at  the  head  of  hia  araty. 

The  inaction  of  the  Generala  Ahrinsy  and  Pavidovieh,  not  nHowtef  Mnrakil 
Wnrmaer  to  hope  for  a  speedy  deliverance,  he  was  again  obliged  to  rely  on  Umiuli^ 
Ibr  providing  means  for  the  sohsistencc  of  the  gairison,  aad  inhahitn^ts  irf  HM^tm, 
He  made  several  sorties  during  the  month  of  JDecemher.  Thoae  oftheilt^  m4 
the  14th,  were  the  most  successAil.  His  troops  got  poaeeiaion  of  some  knata  Jotd 
ed  with  provision  and  ammunition  destln^  fcr  the  French  army.  Thin  rraonim^ 
joined  to  some  thouaaads  of  horses  which  were  in  tbe  place,  delayed  lor  ioni*  lim^ 
tho  necessity  of  a  aurrender. 

Buonaparte  q^tted  Milan  on  the  l6th,  and  proceeded  to  Vcronn.  Ilia jvai 
been  eonsiderahly  reinforced,  partly  by  old  troops  from  France,  nod  KVKly  by 
thousands  raised  in  the  insurgent  countries.  He  had  besides  rtcehrod  fr^^i  Fiadk 
mont  a  toain  of  battering  artillery;  and  it  waa  supposed,  that  wonry  of  wattltf  till 
famine  might  subdne  Mantua,  he  had  determined  again  to  besiege  it  inlbrai:  hmk 
the  certainly  of  his  having  shortly  to  sustain  another  attack  on  the  part  oflho  Ai». 
ti^9s,  prevented  him  from  thinking  of  this  enterprise,  and  ho  fclt  tkat  the  nah 
mode  of  reducing  imantna,  was  to  be  again  victorious.  He  Qegheded  no  Mewna  te. 
beeome  so ;  he  visited  the  principal  posts  of  his  army,  and  made  diapoaltiona  l»  tat 
prepared  for  every  event.  He  gave  at  the  same  tinw  n  firesh  proof  of  the  littlo  w^ 
tpect  he  paid  to  nentral  powers,  by  ordering  a  body  of  troopa  andd^nly  to  enter  tli» 
l^tnttian  Citadel  of  Bergano,  which  comaurndt  the  city  of  thai  nana.    To  colow 
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tbit  Tiolatioo  of  neutrality,  be  wrutcto  the  Directory  tliat  lie  hml  been  determined 
to  tbiameaaarc  by  the  unfricudly  disposition  of  the  iiihabitaiiK  uf  lhi«  province  to- 
wardathe  French;  and  to  prevent  the  enemy's  parties  from  disturbing  the  coni' 
municatkm  bctveen  the  Adij^  and  the  Adda.  Many  of  his  soldicrv,  he  said,  had 
been  aaaaaa iuated  by  the  people  of  the  country,  who  favoured  as  much  as  possible 
tbccarape  of  the  Austrian  prisoners. 

On  the  igtb  of  December  General  Laudohn,  (nephew  of  the  famous  Field  Mar. 
thai  of  that  name)  who  commanded  the  right  wiiigr  uf  Daviduvirh^s  army,  recon- 
noitred beyond  the  Lake  ofGarda,  and  pushed  forward  as  far  as  the  town  of  Brescia. 
HeoMt  only  aome  of  the  enemy's  vedettes,  whom  he  took.  At  the  same  time  Gen. 
Alvinay  detached  a  body  of  troops  from  the  left  winji:  of  his  army,  which  passed 
the  Adige  at  Boara,  and  directed  its  march  towards  the  dutcbies  of  Ferrara  and 
Bolofaa,  where  the  French  were  reinforcing  themselves. 

The  oliicct  of  the  Aostriana  in  making  these  movements  on  their  ri^ht  and  Icf^, 
wMtn  draw  the  attention  of  the  enemy  to  them,  and  to  induce  them  to  weaken 
their  centre.  The  march  of  General  Laudohn  towards  Brescia  and  Bergamo  waa 
calralated  to  persuade  the  French  |yat  the  Austrlans  intended  to  carry  the  war  to 
tW  Conntry  l>etween  the  Adigcand  the  O^lio,  as  Prince  Eugene  had  done  in  1705 
Theolgcct  of  aeoding  a  body  of  troops  into  the  countries  of  Rovigo  and  Bologna, 
was  to  cover  the  territoriea  of  the  Pope,  to  facilitate  the  junction  of  his  troops  with 
tht  Anttrians,  and  to  oblige  the  French  to  place  a  large  part  of  their  force  at  tbta 
poiat.  Theac  preparatory  dispositions  for  the  attack  meditated  by  the  Austrian 
GeieraU,  had  in  part  the  effect  which  they  promised  thcmselvea  from  them.  Buo- 
■ipirte  reioforced  his  posts,  as  well  in  the  Brcsci&n  as  on  the  lower  Adige.  He 
vianot  however  deceived  as  to  the  real  intentions  of  the  Austriaos.  It  was  easy  for 
hiatojadge  that  they  had  no  other  object  In  view  but  the  deliverance  of  Mantua  ; 
hetherclbre  took  his  measures,  so  as  to  he  enabled,  when  necessary,  to  re-unite 
agaiaat  them  the  greater  part  of  his  forces. 

CHAP.  IV. 
THE  Anitriana  had  employed  the  end  of  November  and  the  month  of  December 
hi  forming  a  fifth  army.  All  the  regiments  had  been  completed ;  and  General 
Fralirli  had  joined  Mr.  Davidovlch  with  about  tJ,ooo  men.  By  the  end  of  De- 
ember  the  Austrian  army  was  a8  stnmg  as  it  had  been  before  the  expedition  in  the 
Month  of  November ;  and  no  exertions  or  expence  had  been  spared  to  enable  it  fo 
nncw  tibc  campaign  with  advantage.  The  Generals  witc  informed  of  the  diatresa 
the  eHy  of  Mantua  experienced.  They  knew  that  the  garrison  was  altogether  in 
wantofmaBy  necessary  art  ides  of  flu  bsistance,  and  was  diminished  by  sickness  and 
Vjr  service.  In  order  to  give  himself  time  to  wait  the  effect  of  the  expedition  which 
VM  picptriog.  Marshal  Wnrmtter  had  made  on  the  89th  of  December  a  very  vigorous 
nrtie.  He  had  killed  and  taken  prisoners  a  great  many  men  :  but  this  had  been 
aore  brllKnBt  than  oaeful,  the  environs  of  Mantua  being  so  exhausted  of  provisions, 
that  tiM  KnrrSeoB  could  bring  but  a  small  quantity  into  the  place.  Its  critical  situa- 
ttoadid  not  alkiw  General  Alvinty  to  remain  any  longer  in  a  state  of  inaction  ;  and 
he  kept  hioiaelf  in  readiness  to  renew  the  campaign  as  soon  as  the  seasou  would 
•imtt  of  it.  The  necessity  of  hastening  appeared  more  pressing  on  the  arrival  of 
the  Engliah  Colonel  Graham  at  head-quarters.  This  officer,  who  exercised  with 
iheMrmy  of  Italy  the  same  functious  which  Colonel  Crauford  did  with  that  of  Gcr- 
■ny^hnd  followed  Marshal  Wurmterin  all  his  expeditious,  and  had  shot  himaelf 
•p  with  him  in  Mantua.  The  great  importance  of  the  Austrian  Gemrals  being 
cxattly  lafomed  of  the  state  of  th«  garrison  determined  Colonel  Graham  lo  take  on 
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liinmelf  the  charge  of  carrying  this  information  to  theia.  He  acquitted  biaifelf 
with  address  and  good  fortune  in  this  hazardous  commission.  He  left  the  city  in 
disguise  on  the  night  of  the  29th  of  December,  and  after  haTing  escaped  the  Tigi- 
lance  of  the  French  patrolcs,  arrived  on  the  4th  of  January  at  the  head-qnartera 
of  the  Austrians.  Mr.  d'Alvinzy  received  from  him  precise  information  of  all 
that  related  to  ti.e  city  of  Mautua  and  its  garrison.  He  learned  that  whatever 
might  be  the  cecunomy  in  the  consumption  of  the  snlwistence,  it  would  be  cntirdj 
exhausted  by  the  end  uf  January.  These  accounts  did  not  admit  of  bia  loatng  a 
moment  ;  and  it  was  resolved  to  execute  instantly  the  projected  opcrationa. 

The  Austiian  army  at  that  time  amounted  to  near  5u,000  men.  AtK>ot  10^000 
were  bfcfure  Padua  under  the  orders  of  Lieutenant-Geueral  Provera ;  nearly  10|«00 
were  at  Bassauo,  about  half  way  between  Mr.  de  Provera  and  Mr.  d^Alvinay,  wIm 
was  in  tlie  Tyrol  witli  more  than  <25,000  men.  It  was  resolved  that  Gcaeral 
Provera  should  begin  the  attai  k  on  the  Lower  Adige,  ahile  the  centre  corpa  aliovid 
advance  in  force  against  Verona,  and  that  the  grand  army  should  p«t  itself  ia 
motion  in  lUe  Tyrol.  The  French  army,  notwithstanding  all  the  reiufbrceacatt 
which  it  had  received,  did  not  exceed  40,000  n.iii.  Every  probability  w«a  in  fiirowr 
of  the  Austrians. 

On  the  7th  of  January  the  corps  of  Mr.  de  Provera  left  the  neighbouibood  of 
Padua,  directing  itself  agaiust  Porto  Legiiago.  On  the  8th  he  met  the  Freacb^ 
attacked  and  defeated  them,  though  they  made  a  vigorous  resistance.  He  took 
from  them  the  posts  of  Casella,  Meclara  and  San  Salvaro  ^  and  forced  them  to  ro» 
tire  to  Bevilaqua.  The  enemy,  having  been  i*einforced,  endeavoured  to  recorcr 
the  ground  which  they  had  lost,  but  failed,  and  were  again  driven  back  to  Bevlbt- 
qua;  nor  could  they  sustain  themselves  there,  but  fell  back  on  t'orto  Legnago 
where  General-  Augereau  was,  who  defended  the  Lower  Adige  with  10,000  men. 
Of  the  two  French  Generals  Slever  and  Comus,  the  first  was  killed,  and  the  second 
wounded  and  made  prisoner  on  this  occasion,  in  which  the  Vienna  Volnufeert 
who  had  lately  joined  the  army,  particularly  distinguished  themselves.  On  the 
day  following,  the  gtb,  the  Austrians  pursued  their  advantages,  again  attached  the 
French,  and  with  the  same  success  as  the  day  before.  They  forced  them  from  tb« 
villages  of  St.  Zeuon,  Mencrba,  and  Bosto,  and  drove  them  as  far  as  Bo«»vigo« 
mtid  Porto  Legnago,  after  having  tnken  300  prisoners  and  3  pieces  of  cmooon. 
These  successes  brought  Mr.  de  Provera  to  the  banks  of  the  Adige^  thu  pasaaee  of 
which  he  must  necessarily  force  to  be  enabled  to  get  to  Mantua. 

Buonaparte  was  at  Bologna,  when  he  was  informed  (on  the  evening  of  the  lotb  of 
January)  of  the  march  and  success  of  Mr.  de  Provera.  Not  dootuingbat  tbaiall 
the  rest  of  the  Austrian  army  was  at  the  same  time  in  motion,  be  renounced  Air  the 
moment  the  aHaii^  whidi  bad  called  him  to  Bologna.  After  baviag  caused  8u>00 
men  who  were  with  bim  in  that  city  to  march  immediately  towards  the  Adice. 
be  proceeded  himself,  first  to  the  blockade  of  Mantua,  and  then  to  Veroiia.  He 
reached  this  city  in  the  morning  of  the  latb,  at  the  moment  when  tbe  diviaioa  of 
General  Masseda,  who  commanded  there,  was  engaged  with  a  part  of  tbe  Autrias 
column  that  had  come  from  Bassano.  This  corps,  whose  destination  was  to  aUrm 
the  enemy  on  his  centre,  and  to  keep  in  check  there  a  part  of  bis  forces^  bad  orer- 
thrown  tbe  advanced  guard  of  Massena,  and  had  driven  it  under  VeaoM.  Tbai 
General  then  marched  out  of  tbe  town  with  all  tbe  troops  that  be  bad  wUb  hiou 
imd  met  the  Austrians  at  the  village  of  St.  Michael.  A  very  brisk  action  eosucda 
-which  was  not  decisively  favourable  to  either  party.  The  Austrians  attftiocd  tbeir 
doable  object,  which  was*  to  occupy  Geaefal  Maasena  at  this  point,  mad  then  to 
favour  tbe  march  of  a  part  of  tbe  corps  from  Bassano,  which  was  going  to  rt- 
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ufiRte  Mr.  dr  Alvincy,  in  tbc  valley  of  tbc  Adi^e*    The  rrcocli  rliuUicd  the  hon- 
onrof  victory  in  this  action,  and  said,  that  they  had  taken  6oo  men,  aud  3  piocea 
of  cMora.    Tlicy  did  not  add  that  tbey   Lad  lust  an  equnl  numbtrr  of  men  and  4 
pJKci  of  cannon.      Afler  this   oiTair,  the  AuKtriaos  inarched  back  towards  the. 
■oOBtaiaa,- and  the  French  reaumed  their  position  before  Verona. 

Whilst  the  Aoktrlana  were  thus  enframing  the  ri^^lit  and  centre  of  the  French  to 
4nv  their  attention  and  their  force  to  those  points,  Mr.  de  Alvinzy  cuiuiuiiiided 
(be  priocipal  atteck  on  the  upper  Adifie.  He  marched  on  the  nth,  to  Mon^ehaldo  ; 
lad  OB  tbc  itfth  made  an  attack  on  the  head  of  the  French  line  The  Anstriana 
drorelhrai  from  some  eiilrcnchments,  but  could  not  make  ti'ern«eIv^R  mastcirs  of 
(Ik  rr4wibta  of  Corona,  which  could  not  be  attacked  ii^  front.  Tbey  turned  I  hem 
Mtbciatk,  and  succeeded  in  drivius:  the  enemy  out  of  them,  taking  near  i,ooa 
(^Miners.  General  Joubert,  who  commanded  the  French  in  these  parts,  fell  back 
Ami  Corona  on  Rivoli,  which  was  by  nature,  as  well  as  by  the  works  which  tUe 
iRMhbad  raised,  the  strongest  point  of  their  position  on  the  upper  Adij^e. 

Baoaaparte  was  as  yet  Ignorant  what  were  the  real  projects  of  the  Austr^ant^ 
ikf  badattackcd  at  the  same  time  the  right,  tbe  centre,  and  the  left  of  bis.  line  ; 
■d  bid  shewn  on  these  three  points  forces  nearly  equal.  Their  movements  had 
Wa  till  then  well  combined  aud  executed.  Buonaparte,  uncertain  against  which 
fkax  the  Aufftrinna  would  direct  their  greatest  force,  had  not  yet  ventured  to  weaken 
*7  part  of  bis  line,  and  bad  remained  in  tbe  centre,  at.  Verona,  that  lie  might  be 
RtdytA  march  with  reinforcements  either  tr)  the  right,  or  to  the  left,  as  circum- 
*tmi  atigbt  require.  On  the  1 3th  ut  night  he  learned  at  the  same  lime  that  Gene. 
*1  Provcra  bad  forced  the  passage  of  the  Adige,  aud  that  General  Joubert  had  been 
^cafron  Corona.  Tliese  two  checks  experienced  at  once  by  both  wings  were 
okaUitd  to  inci'ease  Buoiiaparte^s  ciulmrrassnients,  and  to  double  his  uncertainty 
vitb  respect  to  tbe  direction  of  the  disposable  troops  which  he  had  with  him  ;  but 
l^report  of  the  spies,  and  the  considerable  force  which  tbe  Austrians  had  filed  off 
^^wdi  Corona,  left  him  no  doubt  of  their  dcsignn,  and  convinced  him  that  it  waa 
''"llMapper  Afiige  that  they  intended  to  make  their  principal  efTcirts. 

bi  coMequeoce  be  instantly  ordered  the  division  of  General  Mastfena  to  set  out 
froii  Verona  for  Rivoli;  sent  directions  to  a  corps  which  was  at  Dcsensaro  to  pro** 
'^  to  the  same  point  \  and  aAer  having  given  instrnctious  for  the  measures  to  be 
^'^oo  his  centre  and  his  right,  went  post  himself  with  his  whole  MtafF  to  Rivoli, 
^^hcarrired  in  the  middle  of  the  night,  lie  immediately  cousidered  how  he 
*^id  recover  tbe  important  post  of  St.  Maroo,  which  is  the  key  ot  the  valley  of 
tBeA4i|e;  a  post  of  which  the  Auslriaus  had  a  few  hours  before  obtained  possession. 

^^Mril  Alvinxy,  who  had  concerted  every  thing  to  make  a  g«  neral  at  tuck  on  the 
VAJ  ioUoving,  passed  this  same  night  in  making  preparatory  dispositions  for  it.  He 
**l  Bot  lapposed  that  Buonaparte  could  have  bad  time  to  reach  Rivoli  with  rein- 
foitcBcata  }  and  believing  that  he  should  have  to  do  only  with  the  division  of  Ge- 
*^  Joabert|  be  bad  conceived  the  project  of  turning  it,  and  the  hope  of  cutting  it 
^  The  French  occupied  tbe  semi  circle  of  mouutuins  which  surround  the  village 
'■d  tbe  valley  of  Rivoli,  at  the  foot  of  which  runs  the  Adige.  Mr  d'Alvinzy's  plan 
**ito  turn  this  position,  by  placing  n  column  behind  it,  which  should  cut  oiT  the 
''^^in  Rivoli  to  Peschiera  and  Cuatrlnuovo,  aud  should  at  the  same  liiue  prevent 
^"^  Joubert  from  receiving  reiuforcements,  aud  from  effecting  his  rcfrtat. 
^>* General  was  to  be  attacked  nt  the  same  time  vigorously  in  front  ;  and  Mr, 
^Alvioty  fluttered  himself  that  he  should  thus  inclose  him  between  superior  forces, 
iP4bK^  iifim^   in  one  di^y  tbe  principal  barrier  between  him  and  Mantua.    Ac- 
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c«>r(liiigto  this  plan  he  had  detached  a  corps  of  4,000  infauCry,  whicli  waa  to  tmkc  • 
poffitiou  i>n  the  I4th  in  the  rear  of  General  Jonheft. 

As  soon  Hs  the  French  attacked,  at  fonr  io  the  morning  the  adranced  potta  of  the 
ilu!itrian«,  H«d  re-took  that  of  St.  Marco,  Mr.  de  Alvin«y  perceived  '.hat  he  hadbeeir 
prevented,  and  that  contrary  to  his  expectHtions  the  French  had  beeB  re-ioforced. 
All  his  di!>|>iiKi(ions  however  having  been  made,  and  in  part  executed,  he  was  oMigrd 
to  make  np  his  mind  to  engage  in  the  position  in  which  he  had  placed  hia  army,  al- 
though it  ceased  to  be  so  advantageottn,  since  the  enemy  had  received  socb  re-in« 
forcements.  The  battle  began  warmly  at  aliout  five  oVIock  in  the  morning.  The 
Austrians  vi(r»*rously  at  tucked  the  left  of  the  French,  made  it  give  way,  and  drove 
it  from  height  to  height.  Affer  having  forced  it  entirely  out  of  the  line  they  pro-^ 
ceedcd  aga  ;ist  the  centre,  which  they  likewise  made  fall  back,  which  movemeot  the 
right  alto  followed.  Buonaparte  seeing  himnelf  on  the  point  of  being  completel]f 
defeated,  ordered  a  brigade  of  reserve  to  march  to  the  centre,  the  defence  of  whidir 
he  intrusted  to  General  Berthier,  and  went  himself  to  the  left,  which  waa  loain^ 
ground  every  minute.  At  this  moment,  so  critical  f  .r  the  French,  General  Meneoe 
appeared  with  the  division  which  was  coming  from  Verona.  Buonaparte  inateotly 
ordered  it  to  his  left,  which  being  re  inforced  and  rallying,  renewed  the  attack 
against  the  Austrians,  and  after  an  obstinate  ensragement,  re-took  a  part  of  the 
posts  which  it  had  lost.  While  matters  were  in  this  situation  on  the  right  of  the- 
Austrians,  their  centre  and  left  gained  fresh  advantages  over  the  enemy,  and  after 
having  carried  several  entrenchments,  reached  Rivoli,  the  principal  position  wber* 
the  enemy  had  re-united  almost  all  their  forces  and  their  Artillery.  At  the 
when  they  gained  possession  of  the  strongest  posts  of  this  position,  the  coli 
which  had  been  detached  to  turn  it,  appeared  at  a  distance  on -the  heights  behind 
the  French.  This  moment  seemed  likely  to  be  decisive  in  favour  of  tl»e  Austriane^ 
and  would  undoubtedly  have  bren  so,  if,  whilst  that  column  took  the  enemy  ie  the 
rear,  the  rest  of  tbe  Austrian  army  had  re-united  and  had  made  a  vigorona  atteck 
In  front  •,  but  the  main  army  rtmained  divided  into  three  columns,  which  eodeft-' 
voured  separately  to  make  themselves  masters  of  all  tbe  heights,  ia  or^er  to  aiir«' 
round  the  French.  This  enabled  the  latter  to  place  themselves  in  foffC^  -between 
these  columns,  and  to  take  them  in  flank. 

Till  that  time  the  battle  was  entirely  in  favour  of  the  Austrians,  and  every  thing* 
teemed  to  promise  them  a  complete  triumph.     However  distressing  Buonaparte^i 
situation  might  he,  h^  did  not  despair  of  victory.     He  judged  that  it  was  poaaible 
to  turn  the  dispositions  made  by  the  Austrians  against  themselves,  and  that  wblcfcp 
seemed  likely  to  eflTect  his  ruin,  hiight  on  the  contrary  produce  that  of  his  eoeaiy« 
He  saw  thai  if  he  could  succeed  in  retaking  Rivoli,  tl*/;  column  which  had  fnnied 
him  being  thus  insulated,  would  itself  be  cnt  off  and  lost.     In  consequence,  seodiiip 
a  brigade  to  keep  this  column  in  check,  he  rallied,  re-animated,  and  led  his  troops 
agsio  to  attack  the  corps  which  had  taken  Rivoli,  and  recovered  that  precioua  poet. 
As  tbe  possession  of  it  must  decide  the  day,  the  Austrians  returned  to  the  charge, 
and  made  such  vast  eflforts  that  they  again  took  this  position.     Buonaparte,  know- 
ing that  it  could  not  be  left  in  their  hands  without  his  being  exposed  to  coinpletc 
ruin,  united  his  whole  forces  and  made  new  disiH)sitious.     He  sent  General  Berthier 
with  all  the  cavahry  to  charge  the  enemy  in  the  plain,  and  marched  himself  agniiMi 
the  heights  so  long  disputed.     These  two  attacks,  made  with  concert  and  fury,  hadi 
Ihc  greatest  success.     General  Joubert  re-took   Rivoli;  and  at  the  same  momeot 
General  Massena,  who  had  gained  the  right  of  the  Austrians,  taking  them  briskly  iA 
iank,  threw  them  into  disorder,  and  decided  their  defeat.    They  retreatci  hi  gmf 
eomimtiou  towards  la  Corona. 
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BioupartCy  victorious  in  front,  was  then  enabled  to  dispatch  a  considerable  force 
agiiaittbe  4,00U  mm  wbo  had  turned  Rivoli.  He  caused  them  to  be  attacked  by 
ttrenlcoIiunuSy  which  almost  eucirtied  them,  and  left  them  no  resource  but  to 
•vftiidrr  tbemselves,  or  to  cut  their  way  through  with  sword  in  hand.  This  corps 
pfcftrrcd  the  latter,  and  made  the  grtrutest  effurts  to  pierce  through  the  troops  which 
•anMadcd  them  :  but  having  neither  cannon  nor  cavalry,  they  could  not  resist  au 
codsy  wbo  bad  twth  these  advantages  as  well  as  those  of  position  and  number.  Th« 
gnster  part  of  these  4,000  men  were  either  killed  or  made  prisoners. 

tech  was  the  issue  of  the  battle  of  Rivoli,  which  ruined  the  measures  taken  by  the 

Asstriaos  for  the  purpose  of  penetrating  into  the  Dutchy  of  Mantua,  and  of  delivtr- 

ilg  its  capital.

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B«l  whiist  he  \?a9  making  these  feints,  he  prepared  to  pass  the  river  opposite  Ao<- 
gu!<iry,  tlie  most  favourable  point  for  this  operation.  On  the  evening  of  the  I3th  ha 
raistd  a  battery  of  some  pieces  of  cannon  on  the  banks  of  the  river,  and  nnder  cover 
of  their  fire  succeeded  in  spite  of  the  French  in  constructing  his  bridge.  His  advaoc- 
ed  ^uaid  composed  of  volunteers  drove  them  from  Angniary;  and  the  Aastrian* 
pnssv^^d  the  Adisre  in  defiance  of  all  the  efforts  which  the  enemy  made  to  hinder  tliem. 
This  beinqf  accomplished,  Mr.  de  Provera  recalh-d  the  troops  which  he  had  sent 
towards  Boiia%-igo  and  L€gna<;o  ;  and  having  left  two  battalions  on  the  bsnks  of  the 
Adige,  began  his  march  lowards  IMautua,  thinkin?  onfy  of  being  before-hand  with  the 
enemy.  He  passed  through  Cerea,  Sanguiuetto,  and  Nogara,  where  he  arrived  on  the 
14th  Ml  the  evening,  and  where  his  troops  passed  the  night.  The  next  day  he  march- 
ed as  rapidly  as  possible,  passtd  through  Castellara,  and  arrived  at  noon  before  St. 
Geors^e,  a  suburb  of  Mantun,  which  was  one  of  the  principalposts  of  the  blockade^ 
and  which  the  French  had  ftirtiiiid  in  a  very 'strong  manner. 

As  soon  asjMr.  de  Provera  hud  left  the  Adige,  Generals  Guienx  and  Angerean  lost 
DO  time  ill  pursuing  him  with  whatever  troops  they  could  assemble.  The  rapicKtjr 
of  Mr.  de  Provera^s  march  did  not  allow  them  to  overtake  him,  but  they  came  vp 
wi^h  his  rear  guard,  which  having  to  do  with  a  very  superior  force,  and  being  wholly 
unsupported,  waa  defeated  and  made  prisoners.  The  same  thing  happened  to  the 
troops  which  Mr.  de  Provera  had  left  on  the  Adige.  The  consequence  was  that 
that  Genrul  had  not  more  than  5,000  men  when  he  arrived  before  St.  George.  He 
found  that  suburb  so  strongly  entrenched,  that  however  urgent  the  necessity  was  for 
fo/cing  the  lines  of  the  blockade,  Mr.  de  Provera  did  not  dare  to  hazard  an  imoe-' 
diate  assault  on  the  suburb,  with  troops  fatigued  and  small  in  number.  He  defrr* 
red  bis  attack  till  the  next  morning,  and  found  means  in  the  course  of  the  day  !• 
concert  measnres  with  General  Wuraiser.  They  agreed  that  on  the  next  day  the 
l6th  they  should  attack,  each  on  their  own  side,  la  Favorite  and  Montado,  wbick 
they  hoped  to  carry  more  easily  than  St.  George.  But  whilst  they  were  preparing* 
for  this  enterprizr.  Generals  Buonaparte  and  Massena  hastened  their  march,  •b4 
that  of  the  6,000  men,  whom  they  brought  with  them.  They  arrived  befere  Mao- 
tuaon  the  night  of  the  15th,  and  proceeded  to  reinforce  the  posts  of  St.  Antony,  !• 
Favorite,  and  St.  George.  By  this  junction  the  French  found  themselves  at  day- 
break about  17,000  men  strong,  with  the  expectation  of  being  still  more  nunieroua 
in  a  ihort  time.  General  Augereau  being  on  his  march  with  his  whole' divisioo. 
This  superiority  of  force  greatly  embarrassed  Mr.  de  Provera.  That  General  see- 
ing himself  hemmed  in  hy  so  great  a  number  of  enemies,  receiving  no  news  of  Gene* 
ral  Alviiizy,  and  having  every  reason  to  suppose  he  had  been  defeated,  had  no  part 
left  him  but  to  endeavour  to  break  throua:h  the  blockade  of  Mantua,  and  to  shut 
himi^elf  up  with  Mr.  de  Wuraiser  in  that  place.  The  latter  as  he  promised  march-* 
ed  out  of  the  citadel  before  day-break  with  almost  all  the  troops  under  his  com- 
uiand.  He  attacked  and  carried  the  post  of  St.  Antony,  then  proceeded  to  la  Favo- 
rite, and  exerted  all  his  efforts  to  force  the  entrenchments,  und  the  corps  of  the 
tncmy  opposed  to  him.  But  this  body,  reinforced  by  the  troops  just  arrived,  shot 
\ip  within  its  lines,  and  protected  by  the  fire  of  its  works,  put  a  stop  to  the  progress* 
of  Marshal  Wurmser,  and  in  spite  of  the  vigour  of  his  attack  prevented  him  from- 
advancing  further.  At  the  same  instant  Mr.  de  Provera  likewise  attacked  la  Favo. 
rite  on  his  side;  bnt  he  met  with  insurmountable  obstacles,  as  did  Mr.  de  Wurmsef , 
and  was  incessantly  repulsed  by  the  fire  from  the  eneiny^s  entrenchments.'  Whilst 
he  was  thus  making  useless  efforts  to  storm  the  lines  of  the  blockade,  several  Freneh 
corps  were  ranging  themselves  l>ehind,  and  were  hemming  him  in.  General  Miollw 
who  commanded  at  St.  George,  then  sallied  ont  of  his  entrenchments,  and  advanced 
im  froot  agtinft  Mr  da  Provera.    The  latter  attacked  ob  several  points,  aihl-thre». 
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tfocd  ogall,  bad  it  no  loiig^er  in  his  power  to  resittt  sucli  a  forc«.  Nevertlieless  aftrf 
hiriof  bnrely, defended  himself  for  •  lon[(  time,  and  killed  a  vast  nniuber  of  the 
faroj,bii troops  being  overcome  by  numbers  and  fatigue,  he  ofTcred  to  capitulate, 
which  wai  agreed  to.  l*he  whule  of  his  corps  was  made  prisoners  of  war;  but  the 
sfficenvereat  liberly  !o  return  to  the  Austrian  army  on  their  parole.  The  Marshal 
Warmsfr  seein«r  his  hopei  once  more  disappointed  put  an  cud  to  au  useless  contest, 
lod  retired  within  the  walls  of  Mantua. 

Tbti  ended  this  expedition,  which    like  all  those  nndertiiken  by  the  Austrians 

I'o  (bit  canpaiga,  commenced  with  the  roost  brilliant  snccess,  and  concluded  with 

tbt^atest  disasters.     The  failure  was  the  result  of  the  same  causes,  which  had 

brtNi|[lit  00  tbe   misfortunes   of  the  months  of  August  and  November      The  An- 

itriaos  persisted  in   dividing  their  forces,  and  in  making  partial  attacks.     Buooa-' 

pirtralao  pcrseveied,  and  certainly  with  more  reason  in  uniting  his  troops  and  to 

riiftgeiu  a  mass  on  one  single  point.     He  was  not  howtver  indebted  for  his  succesa 

to  bis  tactics  ah>ne.     (le  acknowledged  himself  in  his  dispatches,  and  the  disposi. 

tiouwbicb  he  made  clearly  evinced,  that  be  had  been  thoroughly  instructfd  as  to 

tbc  projects  of  Mr.  d'Alvinzy.     It  would  be  imprudent  indeed  to  pnblish  conjee* 

Isfti  OB  the  manner  in  which  he  received  this  most  precious  intelligence.     What 

My  be  depended  upon  is  that  he  did  not  procure  it  through  the  means  of  a  common 

(Ryf  bat  from  some  one  whose  situation  afforded  opportunities  of  being  well  ac- 

ivainted  with  the  plans  formed  by  the  Austrians.     If  Buonaparte  had  not  been 

*<>  exactly  informed,  it  is  reasonable  to  believe,  that  instead  of  being  so  completely 

victorious,  he  would  have  been  severely  beaten  nt  some  point  or  other,  and  that  the 

^BMriani  would  at  least  have  been  enabled  to  break  up  the  blockade  of  Mantua.

Pas.18,  Oct.  S.^^Her  Majetty  the  Empress  Queen  and  Regent  has  received  fW  Jot- 

lowing  intelligence  of  the  situation  qf  the  armies  on  the  igth  of  September  t-^ 
ITbe  EmpcTor  has  given  the  commaod  of  one  of  the  corps  of  tlie  yonsg  goard  to  th« 
J>iikc  of  Reggrio.— The  Duke  of  Caetiglionc  has  put  himself  in  marcb.with  his  corpt, 
to  take  a  position  npon  the  debonchetiof  the  Saale.— Prince  Poniatovski  has  in«rcli« 
ed  with  his  corps  npon  Peneg. — General  Count  Bertraod,  on  the  96th,  attacked  tkt 
enemy's  corps  d*ann^  of  Berlin,  which  covered  the  bridge  thrown  over  at  Wartes- 
bourg,  forced  it,  took  some  prisonerf*,  and  drove  it  fighting,  to  the  tete  dc^ponf. 
The  enemy  evacuated  the  left  bank,  and  destroyed  his  bridge.  General  Bertraad 
immediately  caused  the  tetc  de-pont  to  be  destroyed.  The  Prince  of  Moskwa  marched 
upon  Oranienbaum,  and  the  7th  corps  upon  Dessau.  A  Swedish  division  vbicfc 
was  at  Dessau,  hastened  to  repass  upon  the  right  bank.  The  enemy  was  likeviae 
obliged  io  destroy  his  bridge,  and  the  tete-de-pont  has  been  razed. — ^The  eneny  ha^ 
thrown  aome  shells  into  Wittenberg  from  the  right  bank. 

On  the  8tb,  the  Emperor  reviewed  the  3d  corps  of  cavalry,  upon  the  heigbti  of 
Wcisaig.  ^ 

The  month  of  September  has  been  very  bad,  very  wet,  contrary  to  what  is  aiva] 
IB  this  country.    It  is  expected  that  the  month  of  October  will  \tt  better. 

The  Princ^of  Nenfchaters  bilious  fever  has  ceased  ;  the  Prince  is  convalescent.

Pa&IS,  Oct.  90.— •ffer  Ufajesty  the  Empress  Qaeen  and  Regent  has  received  the  fil» 

itftving  intelligence  of  the  situation  of  the  armies  on  the  Ath  October  ;— 

Cicneral  Count  Lefevre  Desnonettes  was  attacked,  on  the  28th  of  September,  tt 
aeven  oVIock  in  the  morning,  at  Altrnburg,  by  10,000  cavalry  and  300O  infkntry. 
He  effected  his  retreat  before  so  superior  forces  ;  be  made  somf  fine  charges,  and 
did  the  enemy  much  injury.  He  lost  900  of  his  infantry  ;  he  arrived  upon  the  Salle. 
The  enemy  was  commaodeJ  by  the  Hetman  Platoff*  and  General  Thielman.  Prince 
Pootatowski  marched  on  the  fd  upon  Altenburg,  by  Nossau,  Waldheim,  ami  CoU 
ditz;  he  overthrew  the  enemy,  took  more  than  400  prisoners,  and  drove  him  into 
Bohemia. 

On  the  S7th  the  Prince  of  the  Moskwa  took  possession  of  Dessau,  which  m  Swe. 
dish  division  occupied,  and  drove  that  division  back  upon  the  tete-de-pont*  On  the 
following  day  the  Swedes  arrived  to  retake  the  town.  General  Guilleminot  allowed 
them  to  advance  till  within  grape-shot,  then  unmasked  his  batteries,  and  repulsed 
<liem  with  considcrablt  loss. 

On  the  3d  of  October  the  enemy^s  army  of  Silesia  marched  by  Konigsbrnck  sad 
Elsterwerda  upon  the  Elster,  threw  over  a  bridge  at  the  bend  which  the  Elbe  forait 
at  Wartenburg,  and  passed  that  river.  General  Bertrand  was  placed  on  an  isthauM|i 
in  a  fine  position,  surrounded  by  banks  and  marshes.  Between  nine  o^clock  in  th« 
morning  and  five  in  the  evening,  the  enemy  made  seven  attacks,  and  was  alwaya  re- 
pulsed. Ha  left  ^00  dead  upon  the  field  of  battle ;  onr  loss  was  500  killed  or 
wounded.  This  great  difference  was  owing  to  the  good  position  which  Morand  and 
9oQtMielli*8  divisions  occupied.     Io  the  evening  General  Bertrand^  tctiag 
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(brra  deboaclie,  tbon^ht  purper  to  rffect  hif  retreat  and  took  a  poaitiou  upon  tbt 
Xikta  vtth  tbr  Pritirc  of  the  Mn<ikwa. 

Ootbe  4th,  the  Prince  of  the  Monkwa  wns  at  Dalitzrh,  npnn  the  left  bank  of  tha 
Valda.  The  Dake  of  RagrnRa  ami  Gen.  Lntonr  MaulMiur^'s  rorpti  of  caralry  were 
•t  Eiknborfp.    The  3d  corp<  was  at  Torjau. 

Two  baodred  and  fifty  pnrt'iAanfl,  Ctinimanded  by  a  RusMian  Major  General,  lad 
■artfaf d  open  Mnlbaasen,  nnd  Iraminji^  that  rafiurl  was  without  tro«»pft  thry  at. 
tcapted  a sarprite  npon  the  piton  of  Cavst  t.  They  wne  repulsed ;  but  the  follouiu|f 
diythe  Westpbalian  troops  havint;  dishaudcd  tboioHilves,  the  pitrlis^ns entered C'aa- 
kI.  They  gare  np  to  pilU^e  erery  thinj;  which  fell  into  thi  ir  bands,  and  a  few 
itjiifter  lefl  it.     The  King  of  Westphalia  bad  retired  upon  the  Rhine.

BnMMJesty  the  Emprest  has  received  the  following  intelligence  respecting  the  titnation 
qf  the  armies  on   the  \3th  qf  October ,  1813:— 
0> the  7th,  the  Emperor  left  Dresden  ;  on  the  8lh  he  slept  at  Wartien,  the  Qtk 
HEsleoburf^,  and  on  tbf  lOlh  at  Duben. 

Tlweneiny**  army  of  Silesia,  wliich  bad  marched  upon  Wurtzen,  immediately  re- 
^'^cated,  and  repassed  to  the  k-A  bank  of  the  Mulda  :  it  had  some  enj^agrm"nts,  ia 
'^Mwenadc  aorae  prisoner**,  and  tof>k  srrcral  hundreds  of  baji^^age  wnpfi^ns. 
Central  Rejnier  had   marched  0}'^>n  Wittenberg,  and  b<iTing  passed  the   Elbe, 
i-rchfd  np'wn   Rn^lan,  turned  the  bridge  of  Dcssnn,  seized   upon  it,  afterwards 
rthed  npon  Aken,  and  took  posTS'.ion  of  the  bridge.     General  J)r>i  trand  marched 
the  bridges  of  \Tartenhorg,  and  seized  up'>n  them.   The  Prince  of  the  Moskwa 
chfd  upon  the  town  of  Drssnu  ;  he  met  a  Russian  division  Cieu^ral  Delmis  uver- 
it,  and  took  3000  men  and  six  pieces  of  cannon.     Several  Cabinet  couricra, 
1;  others,  Sieur  Kraft,  with  di<:patches  of  high  importance,  were  taken. 
■After  having  thus  obtained  possession  of  all  the  encmy*s  bridges,  the  Lmperor^t 
^cation  was  to  pass  the  Elbe,  to  mnnopnvre  upon  the  right  bank  from  Hamburgh 
Drrsdeo  ;  to  threaten  Potsdam  and  BTlin,  and  to  take  for  the  c.ntre  of  opera- 
Magdeburg,  which,  for  this  purpose,  had  been  supplied  with  warlike  atore» 
provisioiii :  hat  on  the  I5th,  the  Emperor  learned  at  Dubtn,  that  the  Bavariaa 
had  joined  the  Austrian  army,  aud  threatened  the  Lower  Rhine.     This  incon- 
^^^ivahle  defieetion  madr  the  defection  of  other  Princes  be  foreseen,  and  induced  the 
tr  to  come  to  the  resolution  of  returning  towards  the  Rhine — a  painful  change, 
every  tbtog  had  hem  prepared  to  operate  up>n  Magdibur-^  ;  bit  it  won  Id  have 
reqmtite  to  have  remiined  separated  and  without  communication  with  France 
*Wa  Mosth.    This  would  not  have  been  inconvenient  at  the  moment  when  the  Em- 
peror fixcdl  hit  plana  ^  but  the  case  was  no  longer  the  same,  when  Austria  was  about 
^t  h«T€  two  new  di«poaab1e  armies  ;  the  Bavarian  army,  and  the  army  opposed  to 
Bavaria.    The   Empt.ror,  therefore,  changed  his  plans  with  these  unforeseen  cir« 
^matuoet,  mud  reimyved  his  bead-qnarters  to  Leipsie. 

Meaawhik  the  King  of  Naples,  who  remained  in  observation  at  Freyberg,  re- 
<*md  order*,  on  the  7th,  to  make  a  change  of  front,  and  march  upon  C2enig  and 
'nhharf,  opcratiog  npon  Wurtzen  and  U'ittenberg.  An  Austrian  division,  which 
^tcapied  Avgnataftburg,  rendering  this  movement  difficult ;  the  King  received  or- 
^to  ftttaek  it*,  he  defeated  it,  took  several  battalions,  and  afterwards  effected 
to  ■•wni'ut  lo  the  right.  Meanwhile,  the  right  of  the  enemy*s  army  of  Bohemia,

^Uigeoce  of  the  King  of  Naples's  change  of  front.  It  marched  upon  FreybtTg,  aud 
•^i«4i^  by  the  kft  om  Borna,  placing  itself  between  the  King  of  Naples  and  Leip. 
^'   The  Kioy  4id  net  hevilatc  rcvpeeting  th«  nauceuvre  be  ought  10  make;  kt 
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faced  about,  and  marched  upon  tbe  enemy,  overthrew  him,  took  nine  pieces  of  can- 
non, 1,000  prisoners,  and  drove  bim  beyond  the  Elster,  after  having  made  hiia 
experience  a  loss  of  from  4  to  5,000  men. 

On  the  i.ith  the  position  of  the  army  was  as  follows: — ^Thc  £mperor*«  bead-^ 
quarters  wi  re  at  Rejdnitz,  half  a  league  from  Leipsic.  The  4th  corps,  commaiMcd 
by  General  Berlraud,  was  at  the  village  of  Lindenan.  The  6th  corps  was  at  Liben* 
thai.  The  King  of  Naples,  m  ith  the  2d,  8th,  and  5th  corps,  had  his  right  at  Doelitz^ 
and  his  left  at  Liber  Wolkowitz.  The  3d  and  /th  were  in  march  from  Eulcoburg 
to  flank  the* 6th  corps. 

The  grand  Austrian  army  of  Bohemia  had  Giu1ay*8  corps  opposite  LindeoaOyA 
corps  at  Zwenckaw,  and  the  remHinder  of  the  army,  with  (be  leA  leaning  on  Grobcm^ 
and  the  ripitt  on  Naumsdorf  Tlie  bvidj^es  of  Wurlzen  and  Eulenburg,  npi»u  the 
Mulda,  and  the  position  of  «Tancba,  upon  the  Partha,  were  occupied  by  oar  troops. 
Every  thing:aanoanced  a  c^rcat  battle. 

The  result  of  our  difTcrcut  movements  in  these  six  days,  has  been  50(K>  prisooera, 
leveral  pieces  of  cannon,  and  doin^  much  injury  to  the  roemy.  Prince  Foniatowaki 
bas,  in  these  circumstances,  covered  himself  with  glory.

Iler  Majesttf  the  Empress  Queen  and  Regent  has  received  the  following  inttUigtnct 
respecting  the  situation  of  the  armies  on  the  evening  of  the  1 6/ A  qf  October  :— 
On  the  I5th,  Prince  Schwartzenberg,  commanding  the  enemy's  army,  annonncrd 
in  general  orders,  that  tbe  following  day,  tbe  l6th,  there  would  be  a  general  and 
decisive  battle.  Accordingly,  on  the  i6th,  at  nine  in  the  morning,  the  grand  allied 
army  debouched  upon  usj  it  constantly  operated  to  extend  itself  npoa  ita  right. 
At  first  three  large  columns  were  seen  marching,  one  along  the  river  Elster,  againat 
the  vil1ap:c  of  Doelilz,  the  second  against  the  village  of  Wachau,  and  tbe  thud 
against  that  of  Liber  Wolkowitz.  These  three  columns  were  preceded  by  900 
pieces  of  cannon.    The  Emperor  immediately  made  bis  dispositions. 

At  teu  o'clock  the  cannonade  was  most  violent,  and  at  eleven  the  two  armies  were 
engaged  in  the  villages  of  Doelilz,  Wachau,  and  Liber  Wolkowitz.  These  villagea 
were  attacked  six  or  seven  times;  tbe  enemy  was  constantly  repulsed,  and  covert 
the  approaches  with  his  dead.  Count  Lauriston,  with  the  fifth  corps,  defended 
the  village  on  the  left  (Liber  Wolkowitz) ;  Prince  Poniatowski,  with  bis  brave 
Poles,  defended  tbe  village  on  tbe  right  (Doelitz);  and  the  Duke  of  Bellono  dc« 
fended  Wacl\au. 

At  noon  the  sixth  attack  of  the  enemy  bad  been  repulsed  ;  we  were  master*  oi 
the  three  villages,  and  had  made  2000  prisoners.     Nearly  at  the  same  moment,  tbe 
Duke  of  Tarcntum  dcboucbod  by  Holzhausen,  marching  upon  an  enemy*s  redoubt 
which  General  Charpentier  carried  at  i\xt pas  de  charge,  seizing  the  artillery,  and 
making  some  prisoners. 

The  moment  appeared  decisive.     The  Emperor  ordered  tbe  Duke  of  Refgio  to* 

march  upon  Wacbau  with  two  divisions  of  the  young  guard.     He  equally  directed 
the  Duke  of  Treviso  to  march  against  Liber  Wolkowitz  with  two  other  divisioea 

of  the  young  guard,  and  take  possession  of  an  extensive  wood  which   is  upoe  tbe 

left  of  the  village.     At  tbe  s»me  time  he  caused  to  he  advanced  upon  tbe  centre  a 

battery  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pieces  of  cannon,  which  General  Drooet  directed. 

The  whole  of  those  dispositions  bad  that  success  which    was  expected  from  tbeiB. 

Tbe  enemy's  artillery  went  to  a  di:«tance.     The  enemy  retired,  and  tbe  wbole  field 

of  battle  remained  in  our  possession. 

It  was  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  \  all  the  enemy's  troops  bad  bece  esf  aged  ; 

be  bad  recourse  to  his  reserve.    Count  Mecrfeldt,  who  coffimanded  ia  cbief  tbe 
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Austrian  rnenrc,  tupportcd  vrith  nix  divisions  all  the  troopn  in  all  tlK*  utlHcks  ;  and 
ttrelmpfrial  Riiasiau  Guards,  who  formed  the  reserve  of  the  Aus^trian  army,  sup- 
portrdtbe centre.  The  cavalry  of  the  Russian  guards,  and  the  Austrian  cuiraMoirrs, 
ffccipitated  tbemselves,  hy  thi-ir  left,  upon  our  right  \  they  Beizcd  upon  Doelitz, 
and  came  prauciug  about  the  Duke  of  Belluno*s  squares.  The  King  of  Naples 
ikarched  with  Latuur  3ranbourg''g  cuirassier.',  and  charged  lhetnemy''s  cavalry,  hy 
tbc  left  of  Warhau ;  at  the  time  the  Polish  cavalrVi  and  dnigoonsof  the  guard, 
(omioaoded  hy  General  Lefoit,  charged  hy  the  rijjht.  The  encmy\  cavalry  were 
^feated:  two  entire  regiments  remained  upon  the  tield  of  hattle.  General  L<ifort 
VHKlrsoo  Anstrians  and  Russians  prisoucis.  General  Latour  Maubourg  took  some 
bodrfds  o(  men  of  the  Kunsiau  guard.  The  Emperor  immediatily  ordered 
Curtails  diTuiou  of  the  guard  to  advance  to  support  Prince  Poniatowski.  Gene* 
nl Corial  marched  upon  the  village  of  Purlitz,  attnci  id  it  with  tl^e  bayonet,  rar- 
'K^  it  trithout  6ring  a  shot,  and  made  !2uo  prisoners,  amoifg  whom  was  theCxcnc- 
rx\  ia  Chief  Meerfeldt. 

iiffiirs  being  thus  reestahlished  on  our  right,  the  enemy  put  himself  in  retreat, 
•■*«!  the  field   of  battle  was  no  lon;jer  disputed  with  ug.     The  reserve  artillery  of 
*"« guard,  which  General  Drouet  commanded,  were  with   the  tiruileurs  :    the  ene- 
^3f*«  cavalry  came  and  charged  them.     The  artillerymen    fiuiued  their  pieces  in  * 
'vare,  which  they  had  the  precaution  to  loud  with  grape-shot,  and  tired  with  so 
"^kIi dexterity,  that  in  an  instant  the  entmy  was  repulsed.     Upon  these  events  tha 
VtDch  cavalry  advanced  to  support  these  batteries, 
^fflfral  Maison,  commanding  a  division  of  the  5th  rorp«,  an  officer  of  the  great- 
^irtioctitm,  was  wounded.    General  Latour  Maubourg,  commanding  the  cuvulr«, 
^'^i  bb  thi^h  carried  off  by   a  ball.     Our    loss  on  this  day  has   he.  n  32,500  men 
^M  and  wounded.     It  will  not  he  ex^iggerating   to  estimate  that  of  iht  enemy  at 
ijOOO  men.     One    cannot  too    much    eulogize    General    I.auriston    vid    Prince 
'"^alitowiki^s  good  conduct  during   this  day.     To  give  the  latter  a  pii>of  a^  his 
iifeclioa,  the  Emperor  appointed  him,  on  the  field  of  battle,  a  French  Marshal, 
frurtcd  a  gr^^^^  number  of  decorations  to  the  regiments  of  his  corps. 
Gcotral  Bertrand  was  at  the  same  time  attacked  in  the  village  of  Lindenau,  by 
hGiolay, Thielman,  and  Lichten^^teln.     They  deplo)cd  from  dtfTerent  parts 
I  M  pieces  of  cannon.     The  combat    lasted  six    hours,  without  the   euemy*t 
able  to  gain  an   inch  of  ground.     At  five  in  the  evening,  General  llertrand 
'<fWed  the  victory  by  making  .1  charge  with  his  res*  rve,  and  not  only  reiideretl  vaia 
eneny^a  designs,  who  rushed  to  seize  upon   the    bridges  of  I^indenau  and  the 
burbtaf  Leipsic,  but  even  constrained  htm  to  evacuate  his  (it-Id  of  hattle. 
Cpott  the  right  of  the  Partha,  a  lea;>tc   from  l^eipsir,  and  nearly   four  leagues 
the  field  of  battle  where  the  Emperor  vrrs,  ti:e  Dul:.*  ol'  R.<gusa  was  engaged. 
^y  cue  of  those  fatal  circumstances  which   often  have  an  itiltuence  over  the  most 
'^portaQt  affairs,  the  9d  C(»rps,   whieh   was  to  support  the  Duke  of  ISagusd,  hear- 
^H*othin|^  on  that   t^idc   at   ten   in  the    morning,  and,  on  the  contraiy,  hearirg  a 
^'^Ue  canm  aad-.'  on  that  side  where  the  £ro'i>eror  uas,  tliought  proptr  to  mtirch 
^•Hher,  and  thus  h^st  the  day  in  mirchti. 

The  Dnke  of  Ra!;nvn,  ubnndonecJ  to  his  own  forces,  defen<1(  d  1  (ip*:ic,  and  main- 
^'ivcd  hit  pasifion  dursne  the  day,  but  he  suflVied  losses  whieh  were  not  compen.. 
•Why  those  he  intlieted  upou  the  enemy,  however  great  tliey  w<re  Some  bat« 
^iooa  of  marine  artillerymen  conducted  themselves  hot  imlitVtrt  i.tly.  ^Jenerals 
^^paas  aad  Frederich  were  wounded,  lu  the  evening  the  Duke  of  Kagosa, 
"ivucif  aKghtly  wounded,  was  obliged  to  contract  his  position  upon  the  Paitha.

Uer  Majesty  the  Empress  has  received  the  following  inteiUgeifce  resptetimg  the 

tion  of  the  armies  on  the  ^Ath  of  Octpter,  1 813. 

The  battle  of  Wachau  disconcerted  all  the  eocmy's  projects;  bat  bii  amy  «m 
to  «iiiiienms  that  he  had  still  resources.  He  hastily  called  in,  darings  tbe  ni^tt 
the  corps  which  he  bad  left  upon  his  liue  of  operations,  and  the  divUiioDt  wfclcli 
remained  upon  the  Saale^  and  be  pressed  tbe  march  of  Geueral  Beaoigacay  wht 
Was  coninitn<^  up  with  40,000  men. 

After  the  movement  in  retreat,  which  be  made' on  the  l6tb  id  tbe  eveaiaif,  wm4 
during  the  night,  the  enemy  occupied  a  fine  possition  two  leagues  in  the  rear.  ]| 
was  requisite  to  employ  the  17th  in  reconnoitring  and  fully  detcrminimf  upon  t^ 
point  of  attack.— That  day  was  besides  necessary  to  allow  tbe  parks  of  reserve  %B 
arrire,  and  replace  tbe  80,00<}  cannon  balls  which  had  been  expended  in  tbe  batile« 
The  enemy  had  therefore  time  to  re-asseroble  his  troops  which  be  bad  acattetv^ 
when  be  delivered  himself  up  to  his  chimerical  projects,  and  to  receive  tlK 
forcements  which  he  expected. 

Having  received  information  of  the  arrival  of  these  reinforcemeitts,  aad 
that  tbe  position  of  the  enemy  was  very  strong,  the  Emperor  resolved  to  drmv 
tbcm  upon  another  gruund.  The  ]8tb,at  twoo'clockin  the  morning,  be  approackeJ 
Lcipriic  within  .two  leagues,  and  formed  his  army  with  the  right  at  Connewits*  kli 
centre  «t  Probatbeyde,  and  the  left  at  Stoetteritz  ;  placing  himsf-lf  at  the  oaUlof  Ta. 

The  Prince  of  the  Moskwa,  on  bis  part,  had  { lacrd  hia  troops  in  froal  of  till 
army  of  Silesia,  00  the  Partha;  the  6tfa  corps  at  Schoenfeld ;  and  the  8d  aad  Ttk 
along  the  Partba,  at  Neutsch  and  at  Teckla.  Tbe  Duke  of  Padua,  witb  Geacnl 
Domhrowski;  guarded  tbe  position  and  the  suburbs  of  I^ipsic,  on  tbe  road  ol 
Halle.  At  three  o'clock  in  tbe  morning  tbe  Emperor  was  at  tbe  village  of  Liadcaaai 
and  ordered  General  Bertrand  to  march  to  Lutzen  and  Weissenfels,  to  aweep  Ihi 
plain,  and  secure  tbe  debouches  of  the  Saale,  and  the  liue  of  communicatioa  witli 
Erfurt.  The  light  troops  of  the  enemy  dispersed,  and  at  noon  General  Bcrtraad 
"was  master  of  Weissenfels  and  tbe  bridge  on  tbe  Saale.  Having  thas  tecarad  bii 
rommoaications,  tbe  Emperor  waited  tbe  approach  of  tlie  enemy  witb  iimiMii, 

At  nine  o'clock  tbe  scouts  annouaced  that  they  were  matching  oa  all  tbe  iiac.  41 
ten  o^clock  the  cannonade  commeaced.  Prince  Poniatowski  and  Geaeral  Lt«l 
defended  the  bridge  of  Counewitz.  The  King  of  Naples,  witb  tbe  sd  curpa,  vaa  a| 
Probstheyde,  and  the  Duke  of  Tarentum  at  Holihauzen.  All  tbe  efioria  of  I|m 
eaemy,  during  tbe  day,  against  Counewitz  and  Probstheyde,  failed.  Tbe  I>alBC#f 
Tarentnm  was  out  flanked  at  Holzhausen.  Tbe  Emperor  ordered  bba  to  take  m 
position  fat  the  village  of  Stoetteritz :  the  cannonade  was  terrible.  Tbe  Daka  of 
CHstiglione,  who  defended  a  wood  in  tbe  centre,  maintained  biokself  there  the 
of  tbe  day.  The  old  guard  was  drawn  up  in  reserve,  00  a  riainf  groaad,  ia 
massy  columns,  directed  towards  the  four  principal  points  of  attack.  Tba 
of  Reggie  was  sent  to  support  Prince  Poniatowski ;  and  tbe  Duke  of  Treriao  J9 
guard  tbe  debouches  of  tbe  city  of  Leipsic.  Tbe  principal  lacoeta  of  the  balilt 
was  at  tbe  village  of  Probstheyde  :  tbe  enemy  attacked  it  four  tiroea  in  coaaidcrakit 
force,  and  four  times  they  were  repulsed  witb  great  lofs.  At  five  o^clock  la  tht 
evening  tbe  Emperor  caused  the  artillery  of  th6  reserve  to  advaa^e,  aad  dhrava 
liack  the  fire  of  tbe  enemy,  who  withdrew  to  the  diitaoce  of  a  league  firoM  the  Md 
of  battle. 

Ia  tbe  meaa  tijne,  tbe  army  of  Silesia  attacked  tbe  labarh  of  Halle.  AU  ilt 
attacks  repested  a  nuiaber  of  times  during  tbe  day«  failed.  It  atteiapted^  with  tht 
greater  part  of  iu  force,  to  paas  tbe  Partha  at  Schoeofeld  aad  St»  Teckla.  Thrict 
It  tnpcetded  in  gaiaiag  a  footing  on  tbe  left  bank ;   and  tbricc  the  Friacc  of  Iht^ 
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JiIo«kwa  repnlwd  sod  overthrew  it  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet.  At  three  o*clock 
J,,  m.  ihe  victory  wm  oar^a,  as  well  on  this  side  against  the  army  of  Silesia,  as  on 
^be  side  of  the  Emperor  afttinst  the  g^rand  army. 

But  at  this  Instant  the  Saxon   army,  infantry,  cavalry,  and    artillery,   and  the 

^*«rteiiibeix  cavalry,  passed  over  in  a  body  to  the  enenay.    Of  the  Saxon  army 

llBcre  reaained  only  General  Zeschan,  the  commander-in-chief,  and  500  men.     This 

akctof  trcmion  not  only  caused  a  vacancy  in  our  lines,  but  also  delivered  up  to  the 

«iiemy  the  important  debouche  confided  to  the  Saxon  army,  who  carried  titeir  in. 

CaOf  so  far  as  instantly  to  tarn  their  40  pieces  of  cannon  against  the  divisinn  of 

X>srette.     A   moment  of  disorder  succeeded  *,  the  enrmy  passed  the  P.irtha,  and 

ZBsrehed upon  Reidnitz,  which  they  occupied;  they  were  now,  therefore,  only  half 

1^  Wsgae  from  Lei psic.     The  Emperor  sent  his  horse-guard*:,  commanded  by  Gen. 

^uuoQty,  with  au  pieces  of  artillervi  to  take  in  flank  the  troops  that  were  advancing; 

flklong  the  Partha  to  attack  I^ipsic. 

Be  proceeded  in  person  with  a  division  of  the  {guards  to  the  village  of  Reidnitx. 

Tlie  promptitude  of  these  movemeuts  restored  order.     The  village  was  rctnken,  and 

"die  enemy  driven  to  a  great  distance.     The  field  of  battle  remained  entirely  in  our 

;BMver,  and  the  French  army  remained  victorious  in  the  fields  of  Lcipsic  as  they 

^laad  io  those  of  Wachan.     At  night  fall,  the  fire  of  our  cannon  had,  at  all  points, 

vtpalsed  that  of  the  enemy  to  the  distance  of  a  league  from   the  field  of  battle. 

^nteGcoerals  of  Division  Vial  and  Rochambeau  fell  gloriously.     Our  loss  on  this 

^y  may  be  estimated  at  4000  men  killed  and  wonndcd ;  that  of  the  enemy  must  have 

taem  considerable  in  the  extreme.     They  took  no  prisoners  from  us,  and  we  took 

ftonthem  SOO  men. 

Atsixinthe  evening,   the  Emperor  ordered  his  dispositions  for  the  following 

^sj'jbotat  seven  o^clock.  Generals  Sorbier  and  Dulauloy,  commanding  the  artillery 

^f  the  army  and  of  the  guards,  came  to  his  bivouac  to  inform  him  of  the  expendiv 

"^Veof  the  day  :  9f>,0(Ki  cannon  balls  had  been  fired.     They  informed  him  that  the 

^•Boaition  in  reserve  was  exhausted,  and  that  there  remained  only  16,000  cannon 

^^^Nlli}  that  this  would  scarcely  suffice  for  a  cannonade  of  two  hours,  after  which 

Houunnnition  would  remain  for  ulterior  events  ;  that  the  army  nad  in  five  days 

^nd  opwards  of  330,000  cannon- balls,   and  that  a  further  supply  could  only  be 

^niifhed  at  Magdeburg  or   Erfurt.     This  state  of  things  rendered    ncee«;s«ry   a 

iMronpt  movement  upon  one  of  our  two  largest  depots.     The  Emperor  decided  for 

tkit  of  Erfart,  for  the  same  reason  which  induced  him  to  come  to  Leipsic,  to 

^mble  him  to  appreciate  the  defection  of  Bavaria. 

The  Emperor  immediately  gave  orders  that  the  baggage,  the  parks,  and  the 
Mllery  should  pass  the  defiles  of  Lindcnau  •,  he  gave  similar  orders  with  respect 
^the  divalry,  and  the  different  corps  of  the  army;  and  then  repaired  to  the 
^reniad  Hotel,  in  the  suburbs  of  Leipsic,  where  he  arrived  at  nine  o*clock  id 
tW  evcaiiig. 

This  circamttance  obliged  the  French  army  to  renounce  the  fruits  of  the  two  vic- 

toriet  in  which  they  had,  with  so  much  glory,  beaten  troops  greatly  superior  in  uum- 

^,mad  the  ariDicsofthe  whole  Continent.    But  this  movement  was  not  without 

^ttciilty.     From  Leipsic    to  Lindenau  there  is  a  defile  of  two  leagues,  with  from 

^ve  to  lilt  bridges  on  the  road.     It  was  proposed  to  place  (iooo  men  and  60  pieces 

«f  cainoa  in  Leipsic,  which  is  a  walled  town  *,  to  occupy  that  town  as  a  ttte  de  defile ; 

to  bam  its  Tait  suburbs  in  order  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  efiertiog  a  lodgment 

tkctein,  and  to  gtve  full   scope  for  our  artillery  on  the  ramparts  to  play^     How« 

ever  odioof  'the  treason  of  the  Saxon  army  was,  the  Emperor  could  not  resolve  to 

'^roy  one  of  the  finest  cities   in  Germany :  to  deliver  it  up  to  the  disorders  of 

<nry  kind  inepftrable  froni  snch  a  defence  ;  and  that,  too,  under  the  eyes  of  the 
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King,  who  bad  been  pleased  to  accompany  tbe  Emperor  from  Dresden,  and  who 
was  80  sensibly  afl9icted  by  tbe  conduct  of  bis  army.  Tbe  Emperor  cbose  ratber 
to  expose  himself  to  tbe  loss  of  a  few  hundred  wagg^ous,  than  to  adopt  this  bar* 
barous  measure. 

At  break  of  day,  all  tbe  parks,  tbe  baggage,  tbe  whole  of  fbe  artillery,  the 
cavalry,  the  guards,  and  two-thirds  of  the  army,  had  already  passed  tbe  defile. 
The  Duke  of  Tarentnm  and  Prince  Poniatowski  were  charged  to  bold  the  suburbs, 
and  to  defend  them  long  enough  to  allow  the  whole  to  debouch,  and  then  to  execatey 
themselves,  the  passage  of  the  defile  towards  eleven  o'clock.  At  six  o^clock  ia 
the  morning  tbe  Magistrates  of  Leipsic  sent  a  deputation  to  tbe  Prince  of  Schwart- 
zeoberg,  to  beg  that  be  would  not  make  tbe  city  tbe  scene  of  an  action  that  woold 
occasion  its  ruin.  At  nine  o^cIock  the  Emperor  mounted  bis  horse,  entered  Leipsic, 
and  paid  a  visit  to  tbe  King.  He  left  this  Prince  at  full  liberty  to  do  as  he  pleased, 
and  not  to  quit  his  dominions,  leaving  them  to  be  exposed  to  that  seditious  spirit 
which  bad  been  fomented  amongst  tbe  soldiers.  A  Saxon  battalion  had  been  formed 
at  Dresden,  and  joined  tbe  young  gnards.  Tbe  Emperor  caused  it  to  be  drawn  up 
at  Leipsic,  in  front  of  the  King^s  palace,  to  serve  him  as  a  guard,  and  protect  him 
from  the  first  movement  of  the  enemy.  Half  an  hour  after,  the  Emperor  repaired 
to  Lindenau,  there  to  await  tbe  evacuation  of  Leipsic,  and  to  see  tbe  last  troops 
pass  tbe  bridges  before  putting  himself  in  march. 

jMeanwbile  the  enemy  was  speedily  apprised  that  the  greater  part  of  the  nrmj 
had  evacuated  Leipsic,  and  that  there  remained  there  only  a  strong  rear-|piard. 
They  briskly  attacked  the  Duke  of  Tareutnm  and  Prince  Poniatowski ;  they  were 
repeatedly  repulsed  ;  and  in  tbe  act  of  defending  the  suburbs,  our  rear-guard 
effected  its  retreat.  But  the  Saxons  that  had  remained  in  the  city  fired  upon  the 
troops  from  tbe  ramparts,  which  obliged  them  to  accelerate  their  retreat,  and  occa* 
tioned  some  disorder. 

The  Emperor  had  ordered  tbe  engineers  to  form  fougades  under  tbe  grand  bridge 
which  is  between  Llipsic  and  Lindenau,  in  order  to  blow  it  up  at  tbe  latest  mo- 
Vient ;  and  thu^to  retard  tbe  march  of  the  enemy,  and  give  time  for  our  baggage 
to  file  off.  General  Dulauloy  had  entrusted  this  operation  to  Colonel  Bf  ontibrt. 
This  Colonel,  instead  of  remaining  on  the  spot  to  direct  it,  and  to  give  the  aignal, 
ordered  a  corporal  and  four  sappers  to  blow  up  the  bridge  the  instant  the  enemj 
should  appear.  The  corporal,  an  ignorant  fellow^  and  but  ill  compreheading  the 
nature  of  the  duty  with  which  he  was  charged,  upon  bearing  tbe  first  shot  dia- 
charged  from  the  ramparts  of  the  city,  set  fire  to  the  Jougades  and  blew  ap  the 
bridge.  A4)art  of  the  army  was  atiil  on  tbe  other  side  with  a  park  uf  60  pieces 
of  artillery,  and  some  hundreds  of  waggons.  Tbe  advance  of  this  part  of  the 
army,  who  were  approaching  the  bridge,  seeing  it  blow  up,  conceived  it  was  in  the 
power  of  the  enemy.  A  cry  of  dismay  spread  from  rank  to  rank — *'  The  eoemj 
are  close  upon  rear,  and  tbe  bridges  are  destroyed  !**  Tbe  unfortunate  soldiers 
dispersed,  and  endeavoured  to  effect  their  escape  as  well  as  they  could.  The  Pake* 
of  Tarcntum  swam  across  the  river  ;  Count  Lauriston,  less  fortunate  was  drowned  ; 
Prince  Poniatowski,  mounted  on  a  spirited  horse,  darted  into  the  water,  and  ap- 
peared no  more.  Tbe  Emperor  was  not  informed  of  this  disaster  antil  it  was  to# 
late  to  remedy  it.  In  fact,  no  remedy  would  have  been  possible.  Colonel  Moot* 
fort,  and  the  Corporal  of  Sappers,  have  been  banded  over  to  a  Conrt-marlinl. 

It  is  impossible  as  yet  to  ascertain  the  losses  occasioned  by  this  unfortnttsterrtnt^ 
but  they  are  estimated  at  i3,ouo  men,  and  several  huudred  waggons.  The  disorder 
which  it  has  occasioned  in  the  army  has  changed  the  state  of  affairs.  The  Frencli 
army,  though  victorious,  is  arriving  at  Erfurt,  as  a  defeated  army  wonld  have  ar- 
rived tliere.    It  is  impossible  to  describe  tbe  regret  which  the  srony  feels  for  Princo'

The  enemy,  who  had  been  struck  with  consterna- 

tiofl  by  the  battles  of  the  ]6th  and  13th,  has,  from  the  disaster  of  the  19th,  resumed 

tbe  coarage  aod  ascendancy  of  victory.     The   French  army,  after  such  brilliant 

SQCceisea,  haa  lost  its  victorioos  attitude.

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5000  tirailleurs  thus  checked  all  the  enemy^s  army,  by  insensibly  g^inin^  lime  tilt 
three  in  the  afternoon.     The  artillery  having  arrived,  the  Emperor  orderetl  General 
Curial  to  march  at  the  pas  de  charge  upon  the  enemy  with  two  battalions  of  chas- 
seurs of  the  old  guard  and  drive  him  beyond  the  debouch  ;  General  Drouet  to  imme« 
diately  debouch  with  fifty  pieces  of  cannon  ;  General  Nansouty,  with  all  the  corp« 
of  General  Sebastiani,  and  the  cavalry  of  the  old  guard  to  rigorously  charge  the 
enemy  in  the  plain.     All  those  dispositions  were  executed.     General  Curial  over- 
threw  several  euemy^s  t>attalions.     At  the  aspect  alone  of  the  old  guard,  the  Aastri* 
ans  and  Bavarians  were  terrified.     Fifteen  pieces  of  cannou,  and  successively,  to  the 
number  of  58,  were  placed  with  the  activity  and  intrepid  sang  froid  which  distio- 
guishes  General  Drouet.    General  Nansouty  marched  on  the  right  of  these  batteries^ 
and  caused  10,000  of  the  encmy^s  cavalry  to  be  charged  by  General  Leveqne,  MajcMr 
of  the  old  guard,  by  the  division  of  cuirassrurs  Saint  Germain,  and  successirely  by 
the  grenadiers  and  dragoons  of  the  cavalry  of  the  guard.     All  these  charges  had 
the  happiest  result.    The  enemy^s  cavalry  were  oveflhrown'and  sabred;  several 
squares  of  infantry  were  penetrated  ;  the  Austrian  regiment  Sordei,  and  the  Prince 
Schwartzenberg^s  Eulans,  have  been  entirely  destroyed.     The  enemy  precipitately 
adandoned  the  Frankfoit  road,  which  he  had  closed,  and  all  the  ground  that  hia 
left  occupied.     He  put  himself  in  retreat,  and  was  soon  after  in  complete  route. 
1(  was  five  o^clock— The  enemy  made  an  effort  on  his  right  to  disengage  bis  left, 
and  give  the  latter  time  to  reform.     General  Friant  sent  two  battalions  of  the  old 
guard  to  a  farm-house,  situated  on  the  old  Hanau  road.   The  enemy  was  soon  drivca 
from  his  advantageous  post,  and  his  right  was  obliged  to  fall  back,  and  put  itself  in 
retreat;  it  repassed,  in  disorder,  the  small  river  of  theKentzig.    Victory  was  com-' 
plete.    The  euemy,  who  pretended  to  shut  up  all  the  country,  was  obliged  to  era* 
cuate  the  road  of  Frankfort  and  of  Hanau.     We  have  made  6000  prisoners^  and 
taken  several  colours  and  several  pieces  of  cannon.     His  loss  has  l>een  about  10,000 
men,  in  killed,  wounded,  and  prisoners.—- Ours  is  but  from  4  to  500  killed  or  wounded. 
We  had  only  engaged  5000  tirailleurs,  four  battalions  of  the  old  guard,  and  abont  80 
squadrons  of  cavalry  and  120  pieces  of  cannon.     At  break  of  day  on  the  30tb,  the 
enemy  retired  in  the  direction  of  Aschafienbourg.     The  Emperor  continued  bia 
movement,  and  at  three  in  the  afternoon  his  Majesty  was  at  Frankfort. 

The  colours  taken  in  this  battle,  as  well  as  those  which  were  taken  iu  the  battlce 
of  Wachau  and  Leipsic,  have  been  sent  off  for  Paris.  The  Cuirassiers,  the  mounted 
Grenadiers,  the  Dragoons,  made  brilliant  charges.  Two  squadrons  of  the  Goarda 
d'Honneur  of  the  5th  regt.  commanded  by  Major  Salucas,  particularly  distinguished 
themselves,  and  gives  reason  for  presuming  what  may  be  expected  firom  this  corpa 
next  Spring,  when  they  will  be  perfectly  organized  and  disciplined. 

•The  General  of  Artillery  of  the  army,  Nourrit,  and  General  Devaux,  Major  of 
Artillery  of  the  Guard,  have  merited  to  be  distinguished.  General  Letort,  Migor 
of  Dragoons  in  the  Guards,  although  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Wacbaa,  would 
chni-nre  ot  the  head  of  his  regiment,  and  had  his  horse  killed.  On  the  3lst,  in  the 
evening,  the  grand  head-quarters  were  at  Frankfort.  The  Duke  of  Treviso,  with 
two  divisions  of  the  young  guard,  and  the  first  corps  of  cavalry,  was  at  Gilnhauaen. 
The  Duke  of  Reggio  had  arrived  at  Frankfort.  Count  Bertrand  and  the  Dnkeof 
Ragusa  were  at  Hanau.    General  Sebastiani  was  upon  the  Nidda.

Bead-quarters  at  Dessau,  Oct.  4,  1813.— The  Prince  Royal  has  this  day  traDfcrre 
his  head-quarters  to  this  place. 

The  attempt  made  by  the  enemy  on  the  sgth  of  September  to  carry  the  worki 
fcarcely  traced  out,  of  the  bridge  of  Rosslau,  was  more  fatal  to  him  than  had  bcci 
supposed.  The  officers  and  soldiers  made  prisoners,  the  deserters,  and  inhmbitant 
of  this  country,  coiuctde  in  estimating  their  loss  at  1500  men  at  th^  lowest  calcttla 
tion.  From  ^  to  Soo  men  were  buried  here.  General  Sandals  occasioned  him  thi 
loss  with  only  three  battalions. 

General  Blucber,  by  one  of  those  marches  of  which  history  scarcely  fomisbcs  m 
example,  aud  which  bis  enthusiasm  for  the  liberty  of  bis  country  could  alone  ivg 
gest,  advanced,  with  the  j^reater  part  of  his  army,  from  the  environs  of  Bautseo  ti 
Elsterj  and  though  be  had  to  carry  with  him  abridge  equipage,  he  effected  the  p«s 
sage  in  as  short  a  time  as  a  simple  traveller  coald  have  done.  After  passing  the  £lbe 
he  attacked  the  4tli  corps  of  the  encmy^s  army,  commanded  by  General  Bertrand 
on  the  3d  of  October,  near  Wartenburg,  put  it  to  rout,  killed  a  number,  drove  it  froo

ThcK aidaauted  troops  arc  not  only  the  eyes  of  the  army,  but  thry  likrwise  fii;lit 
is  tbertnki,  break  squadrons,  attack  squares  of  infantry,  swim  over  rivrrs,  nnd  put 
(henMlrrt  into  the  enemy*s  rear,  where  they  spread  dread  and  disorder.  The  Kus-

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Major  Baron  D^Essen,  Aide-de.Camp  to  tb«  Crown  Prince^  and  the  Russian  Cap^ 
tain  Krasuakutzi,  have  proceeded  with  a  reg^iment  of  Cossacks  to  Delitsch.  ColuneJl. 
Stiu'l  has  pnrsufd  the  enemy  with  a  great  deal  of  vigour.  He  distinguished 
himself  by  his  bravery  and  skill  in  the  affair  before  Dessau,  on  the  26th  of  Sept. 

Tlie  expedition  of  General  CzernitcchefT  has  been  attended  with  the  most  brilliant 
ftui'cess.     >'ever  wrrc  boldness,  talents,  and  valour,  more  eminently  displayed  than 
on  this  occnsion.     The  General,  after  three  glorious  combats,  entered  Cassel  oo 
the  3uth  of  Siptcmber,  by  capitulation.     He  marched  on  the  24th  to  Eisleben,  the 
S5th  to  Uosia,  and    avoiding;  a   Westphalian  corps    under  the  order  of  General 
Bastinellrr,    posted     at    Hriliis^cnstadt,   he     made    a    lateral    movement,    passed 
throupch    Sondcishausen,    and  airlvcd    on  the  20th   in    the  evening  at  Muhlhao- 
sen.     Thence   he  raaiched  in  one  day  to  Cassel.     The  King  received  not  ire  of  his 
arrival  only  two  hours  before.     Investing  the  city  on  every  side,  he  ordered  the 
Ci>ssarks  and  the  hussars  of  Izum  to  attack  the  enemy's  battalions,  stationed  at 
Bettenhausen,  with  si\  pieces  of  cannon.     By   a  brilliant  charge,  the  guns  were 
taken,  the  enemy  dispersed,  and  more  than  400  prisoners  made.     Colonel  Bedriagm 
was  killed  on  this  occasion.     This  officer,  who  possessed  uncommon  valour,  is  re« 
greltcdby  all  the  Russian  army.     The  fugitives  were  pursued  into  the  city,  b«t  M 
the  streets  were  barricadoed,  the  Russians  at  length  fell  hack.     The  Ring  collected 
two  battalions  of  guards  and  a  thousand  horse,  and  fled  by  the  road  leading  ta 
Frankfort.     Colonel  Bcukendorff  charged  four  squadrons  of  light  horse,  forinioff 
part  of  the  escort,  not  one   of  whom  escaped ;  be  took  250  men  and    10  officers. 
General  CzernitschefT  was  then  apprised  that  General  Bastineller  was  advancini; 
against   Cassel.     He  marched  during  the  night  of  the  2Sth  upon  Melzulgeo,  ia 
order  to  meet  him  with  his  entire  force.     The  hostile  corps  dispersed  ;  no  more  than 
twenty  cuirassiers  and  two  guns  were  taken.     The  troops  that  followed  the  Kiag 
dispersed  in  like  manner;  more  than  300  of  them  joined  General  Cxernitscbclf^ 
and  marched  with  him  on  the  30th  against  Cassel.     He  made  use  of  the  artillerir 
captured  from  the  enemy,  and  cannonaded  the  town.     The  Leipsic  gate,  with  the 
cannon  planted  there,  was  carried  by  Colonel  BcnkendorfT.     At  that  moment  Gen. 
Czernitscheff  offered  terms  of  capitulation  to  the  General  of  Division  Alix.     He 
obtained  a  free  passage  for  the  French  and  Westphalian  troops,  with  their  arms  and 
military  baggage.    These  troops  were  to  be  escorted,  by  Cossacks,  two  miles  fron 
Cassel.    The  city  was  occupied  on  the  evening  of  the  30th,  by  the  Russians.«-The 
joy  of  the  inhabitants  was  beyond  all  description.    The  greater  part  of  the  West- 
phalian troops  are  ranging  themselves  under  the  banners  of  the  Allies  ^  more  than 
1,500  were  already  enrolled  ut  the  departure  of  the  Courier;  and  the  concussion, 
given  to  the  kingdom  of  Westphalia  ia  of  the  most  violent  description.  ^ 

It  is  at  this  moment  that  the  North  of  Germany  ought  to  justify   the  hopes 
which  Europe  entertains  of  its  patriotism,  and  of  the  courage  of  its  inhabitants. 

The  advanced  guards  of  the  combined  army  of  the  North  of  Germany,  and  of 
the  army  of  Silesia,  are  only  half  a  league  distant  from  one  another. 

The  grand  aimy  of  Bohemia  has  debouched  into  Saxony.  The  Hetman  PUtoff. 
bady  on  the  29th  of  September,  at  Altcnburg,  an  affair  with  General  Lefevrt^ 
DesDOuettes,  who  commanded  8000  men,  amongst  whom  were  five  brigades  of  tb^' 
cavalry  of  the  guard.  This  corps  was  completely  beaten,  and  lost  more  than  1000* 
prisoners,  five  guns,  and  three  standards,  and  was  pursued  to  Zeitz.  The  corps  or 
General  Thielroann  and  of  Col.  Mentzdorff  had  joined  in  the  pursuit. 

The  Crown  Prince  saw  defile  yesterday  through  this  city  a  part  of  the  3d  corp^ 
of  the  Prussian  army,  under  the  orders  of  General  Bulow;  and  to-day  the  whoir 
of  the  4th  corps,  commanded  by  General  Count  Tauenzien.  His  Royal  Highncsv 
has  beheld  again,  with  pleasure,  these  brave  troops,  and  has  been  higly  smtisfitd* 
with  the  state  of  their  equipment,  and  with  their  noble  and  military  sppearaBCCt

VT  fix  o'clock,  on  a  most  delightful  summer-morning,  in  the  latter  end  of 

y,  171H*  we  embarked  on  the  Rhine,  at  Mentz,  or  MayeAce,  and  as  we  left 
^  shore,  had  leisure  to  observe  the  city  in  a  new  point  of  view,  the  most  pic- 
"esque  we  had  seen.  Its  principal  features  were  the  high  quays  called  the 
eiostrasse,  the  castellated  palace,  with  its  gothic  turrets,  of  pale  red  stone, 

arsenal,  the  lofty  ramparts,  far  extended  along  the  river,  and  the  northern 
;e;  the  long  bridge  of  boats  completed  the  fore-ground,  and  some  forest-hills 
i  picture. 

^e  soon  passed  the  wooded  island,  called  Peters-atif  of  so  much  consequence 
ring  the  siege,  for  its  command  of  the  bridge ;  and,  approaching  the  moun- 
(M  of  the  Rhcingau  to  the  north,  the  most  sublime  in  this  horizon,  saw  their 
cunitB  veiled  in  clouds,  while  the  sun  soon  melted  the  mists,  that  dimmed 
^ir  lower  sides,  and  brought  out  their  various  colouring  of  wood,  com,  and 
im.  It  was,  however,  nearly  two  hours  before  the  windings  of  the  Rhine 
"knitted  us  to  reach  any  of  their  bases.  Meanwhile  the  river  flowed  through 
rlily  cultivated  plains,  chiefly  of  com,  with  villages  scattered  on  its  banks, 
^rfaich  are  the  country  houses  of  the  richerinhabitants  of  Mentz,  among  ploa- 
it  orchards  and  vineyards.  Those  on  the  right  bank  are  in  the  dominions 
^lie  Prince  of  Nassau  Usingen,  who  has  a  large  chateau  intlie  midst  of  them, 
^  tenanted,  for  a  night,  by  George  II,  and  the  Duke  of  Cumberland, 
tlie  lihine  is  here,  and  for  several  leagues  downward,  of  a  very  noble 
Mdth,  })erliaps  wider  than  in  any  other  part  of  its  German  coarse;  and  its 
"hcc  is  animated  by  many  islands  covered  with  poplars  and  low  wood.  Thf 
«tem  shore,  often  fringed  with  pines  and  elms,  is  flat ;  but  the  eastern  begins 

swell  into  hilloi*ks  near  \Vallauf,  the  last  village  of  Nassau  Usingen,  an^ 
ce  somewhat  fortified. 

Here  the  Rheingait,  or  the  country  of  the  vines,  commences,  and  we  ap-. 
Oiched  tlie  northern  mountains,  which  rise  on  tlic  right  in  flue  sweeping 
idnlatious.  These  increased  in  dignity  as  we  advanced,  and  their  summit^ 
en  appeared  to  be  darkened  with  heath  and  woods,  which  form  part  of  the 
ctenivc  forest  of  LandettwaUly  or  Woodland,  Ilitlicrto  the  scenery  had  l)een 
pea  and  pleasant  only,  but  now  the  casitern  shore  began  to  be  romantic,  start- 
Kg  into  heiglitH,  so  abrupt,  that  the  vineyards  almost  overhung  the  river,  and 
pcabg  to  forest  glens,  among  the  mountains.  Still,  however,  towns  anid  ^il- 
■gw  perpetually  occurred,  and  the  hanks  of  the  river  were  iwpulous,  though 
wt  a  vetsbcl  besides  our  o\\  n  appeared  upon  it. 

Ob  the  eastern  margin  aro  two  sniriH  towns,  Oder  and  NiederingcHieim, 
'hk*,  in  the  midst  of  the  dominions  of  Montz,  belong  to  the  Elector  Palati^^c^ 
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Ott  thtt  ahor«  also  is  made  one  of  the  celebrated  winet  of  the  Blui^  celM 
Markerbrunner,  wliich  ranks  next  to  those  of  Johannesberic  uid  Hockheiiii. 
At  no  great  distiuce  on  the  same  shore,  but^neath  a  bank  somewhat  more 
abrupt,  is  the  formec  of  these  piaces,  alienated  in  the  nxLteenth  century  from 
the  domiuions  of  Mentz,  to  those  of  Prince  of  Bishop  Fulde. 

Behind  the  village  is  the  large  and  well-built  abbey  of  Johannesberg^  rich 
Mith  all  this  produce,  for  the  security  of  which  there  are  immense  ee]lars»  cut 
in  the  rock  below,  said  to  be  capable  of  containing  sereral  thousand  tons  of 
wine.  The  abbey  was  founded  in  1 105 ;  and  there  ia  a  long  historj  of  changes 
pertaining  to  it,  till  it  came  into  the  possession  of  the  Abbot  of  Fulde,  who  re* 
built  it  in  its  pre^nt  state.  This  part  of  the  Qheiiigau  is,  indeed,  thicldy  set 
with  similar  edifices,  having,  in  a  short  space,  the  nunnery  of  Marienthal,  and 
the  monasteries  of  Nothgottes,  Aulenh^useu,  and  Eibiugen. 

lurtlieroii  is  the  large  uioderu  diateau  of  Count  Ostein,  a  nobleman  of  gresC 
wealth,  and,  as  it  appears,  of  not  less  tajbte.  Having  disi>osed  all  his  nearer 
grounds  in  a  Style  for  the  most  part  English,  he  Iris  had  recourse  to  the  ridge 
of  precipices,  that  rise  over  the  river,  for  sublimity  and  grandeur  of  prospect. 
On  the  brink  of  these  woody  heights,  several  pavilions  have  been  erected^ 
from  the  most  conspicuous  of  whixii.Cobleutz,  it  is  suid,  may  be  distiuguiikhed^ 
at  the  distance  of  forty  miles.  The  view  must  be  astonishingly  grand,  for  to 
the  south-east  the  eye  overlooks  all  the  fine  country  of  the  Rheiugauto  Mentz; 
to  the  west,  the  course  of  the  Moselle  towards  France ;  and,  to  the  north,  the 
chaos  of  wild  moimtains,  that  screen  the  Rhine  in  its  progress  to  CobJeatz. 

So  general  was  the  alarm  of  invasion,  that  Count  Ostein  had  already  with* 
dcawn  into  the  ijtterior  of  Germany,  and  was  endeavouring  to  dispose  of  thii 
charming  residence,  partly  protected  as  it  is  by  the  river,  at  the  very  disadTta- 
tageous  price  now  paid  for  estates  on  the  western  frontier  of  the  empire. 

The  vineyards,  that  succeed,  are  proofs  of  the  industry  and  skUl  to  whid 
the  Germans  are  accustomed  in  this  part  of  their  labours,  the  scanty  soil  beiB| 
prevented  from  falling  down  the  almost  perpendicular  rpcks,  by  walb  that  fre 
quently  require  soiue  new  toil  from  tlie  careful  farmer.  Every  addition  midi 
to  the  mould  must  be  carried  in  baskets  up  the  steep  patlis,  or  rather  stiir 
casei^  cut  in  the  solid  rock.  At  the  time  of  the  vintage,  when  these  precipioei 
are  tl^ronged  with  people,  and  the  sounds  of  merriment  are  echoed  aioug  them, 
the  spectacle  must  here  be  as  striking  and  gay  as  can  be  painted  t>y  fiiacy. 

About  eleven  o'clock,  we  reached  Bingen,  a  town  of  which  the  antiquity  i 
50  cleajr,  .that  one  of  its  gates  is  still  called  Drusitlior,  or,  tlie  gate  of  Dnisos 
Its  appearance,  however,  is  neitlier  rendered  venerable  by  age,  nor  aeat  by  no 
velty.  The  present  buildings  were  all  raised  in  the  distress^  and  confUsioQ  pro 
duced  ia  I6d9«  a^r  Louas  XIV  had  blown  up  the  fortifications,  that  endom 
a  tedious  siege  in  the  begimiing  of  the  century,,  and  had  destroyed  the  city,  ii 
which  Urusus  is  said  to  have  died. 

It  has  now  the  appearance,  which  we  have  often  mentioned  as  chsracteristii 
of  most  German  towns,  nearly  every  house  being  covered  with  symptoms  o 
fiecay  and  neglect,  and  the  streets  abandoned  to  a  few  idle  passengers.  Ye 
Bingcn  has  the  advantage  of  standing  at  the  conflux  of  two  rivers^  the  Nab 
making  there  its  junction  with  the  Rhine  ;  and  an  antient  German  book  men 
tions  it  as  tlie  centra]  place  of  a  hundred  villages,  or  chateaux,  the  iohabitant 
of  which  might  come  to  its  market  and  return  betweco  sun-rise  and  sun-sef^ 
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thevevoJiition  in  France,' it  ha«  occajiionally  been  much  the  rcsirlencstt 
IgnuitB;  and,  in  a  plain  l>chind  the  town,  which  was  pointed  out  to  ui^ 
King,  of  Pruisia  reviewed  their'  army  before  the  entrance  into  France  in 
3*  A  part  of  his  speech  was  repeated  to  us  by  a  gentleman  who  uore  a 
Ib  commission, mi  it ;  **  Gentlemen,  be  tranquil  and  happy  y  in  a  little  tiiu« 
tail  conduct  you  to  your  homes  and  your  property.'* 

^oon  afler  tliis  review,  the  march  commenced ;  the  general  efTect  of  which 
a  unnecessary  ta  repeat.  When  the  retreat  wpjt  ordered,  the  emigrant  ar- 
r«  csomprising  seventy  squadrons  of  horse,  was  declared  by  the  King  of  Prus- 
L  to  be  disbaitded,  and  not  any  person  w:^  allowed  to  retain  a  hon^e,  or  arms.  * 
>  other  purchasers  were  present  but  the  Prussians,  and,  in  cousecfuence  of 
M  order,  the  finest  horses,  many.of  wiiich  had  cost  forty  louis  each,  were  now 
(Id  for  four  or  live,  some  even  for  one  !  It  resulted  accideutcdly,  no  doubt» 
nm  this  measure,  that  the  Frumiau  army  was  thus  reprovided  with  horses  aU 
KMt  ss  cheaply  as  if  they  had  seized  them  from  Dumourier. 
fiingeu  was  taken  by  the  French  in  the  latter  end  of  the  campaign  of  1798^ 
Bd  was  then  nearly  tlie  northernmost  of  tlieir  posts  on  the  Rhine.  It  was  re* 
UQcd  by  the  Prussians  in  their  advances  to  Mentz,  at  the  commencement  of 
M  next  campaign,  and  has  since  occasionally  served  them  as  a  dep6t  of  stores. 
Hiif  town,  seated  on  the  low  western  margin,  surrounded  with  its  old  wall% 
^  overtopped  by  its  ruined  castle,  harmonizes  well  with  the  gloomy  grandeur 
Bar  it ;  and  here  the  aspeit  of  the  countr}*  changes  to  a  character  awfuUy 
■U.  The  Rhine,  after  expanding  to  a  great  breadth,  at  its  conflux  with  th*> 
■he,  suddenly  contracts  itself,  and  winds  with  an  abrupt  find  rapid  sweep 
feoiig  the  daric  and  tremendous  rocks,  that  close  the  perspective.  Then,  dii« 
*pe«riug  beyond  them,  it  leaves  the  imagination  to  paint  the  dangers  of  ita 
QTBe.  Near  the  entrance  of  this  close  pass,  stands  the  town  of  Biugen,  im- 
Mllately  opposite  to  wich  apiiear  the  ruins  of  the  castle  of  £hrenfels»  on  n 
^  highly  elevated  above  tlie  water,  broken,  craggy,  and  impending,  but  with 
Ms  crawling  in  narrow  crevices,  and  other  rocks  still  aspiring  above  it.  On 
'  Umd  between  these  shores,  is  a  third  mined  castle,  very  antient;  and  of' 
liich  little  more  than  one  tower  remains.  This  is  called  Maushurm»  or,  Tha 
>^«r  of  the  Rats,  from  a  marvellous  tradition,  that,  in  the  tenth  century,  an 
'^okbaihop  Statto  was  devoured  tliere  by  these  animals^  after  many  cnieltiei 
Uiepoor,  whom  he  called  Hats,  that  eat  the  bread  of  the  rich. 
BniBiiPELs  is  synonymous  to  Majestic,  or  Noble  Hock  ;  and  Fel%  which  ii 
c  present  term  for  rock  in  all  tlie  northern  counties  of  Enghind,  as  well  as  ia 
BviBBny,  is  among  several  instances  of  exact  similarity,  as  there  are  many  of 
■caUrfance  between  the  firesent  British  and  German  languages.  A  German 
tbe  soothern  districts,  meaning  to  inquire  what  you  would  have,  says,  **  Wu 
^XM  kuben  ^^  and  hi  the  north  there  is  a  sort  of  Patois,  called  PltU  Deutsche, 
'■idi  brings  the  words  much  nearer  to  our  own.  In  botli  parts  the  accent, 
'  Vtfber  tone,  is  that,  which  prevails  in  Scotland  and  the  adjoining  counties  of 
'■C^d.  To  express  a  temperate  approbation  of  wluit  they  hear,  the  Gcr- 
^■B  say,  **  So— so  ;'*  pronouncing  the  words  slowly  and  long;  exactly  as  our 
>^tfaren  of  Scotland  would.  In  a  printed  narrative  of  tlic  siege  of  Ments

over  our  language,  which  the  Saxons  acquired  by  their  eatabluduncat  of 
than  five  centuries  amongst  us ;   exiling  the  antient  Britirii  toogae  to  the 
tnountniiis  of  Scotland  and  Wales;  and  afterwards,  when  iooorpoimted  with  Uiiiy 
resisting  the  persecutions  of  the  Normans  -,   rather  improving  tlnii  yH*Hffg 
under  their  endeavours  to  extirpate  it.     The  injuries  of  the  Biaiiop  of  Win- 
Chester,  who,  in  FIcnry  the  Second's  time,  was  deprived  of  his  see  for  beiB|p 
'^an  English  ideot,  thai  could  not  speah  French,"'  one  would  fondly  imagiBe  hada 
the  efTect  due  to  all  persecutions,  that  of  strengthening,  not  sobdniiig  their 
objects. 

After  parting  with  some  of  the  friends  who  had  accompanied  us  from  Mentipi 
and  taking  in  provision  for  the  voyage,  our  oars  were  again  plyed»  and  w* 
approached  Biiigerloch,  tlie  commencement  of  that  tremendous  past  of  rocky 
mountains^  which  eitclose  the  Rliinc  nearly  as  far  as  Coblentz.  BiDgeccloii  ia 
one  of  the  most  dangerous  parts  of  the  river;  that,  being  here  at  oace  ba^ 
pclled  by  the  waters  of  the  Nahe,  compressed  by  the  projection  of  ita  bomid- 
aries,  and  irritated  by  hidden  rocks  in  its  current,  makes  an  abrupt  descent,  fre- 
quently rendered  further  dangerous  by  whirlpools.  Several  German  euthom 
assert,  that  a  part  of  the  Rhine  here  takes  a  channel  beneath  its  general  bed^ 
from  which  it  does  not  issue  till  it  reaches  St.  Goar,  a  distance  of  ptobMf 
twenty  miles.  The  force  aud  rapidity  of  the  stream,  the  aspect  of  the  dark, 
disjointed  clitts,  under  which  we  passed,  and  the  strength  of  the  wind,  oppoa-  - 
Ing  our  entrance  among  their  chasms,  and  uniting  with  the  sounding  Ibrce  oC 
the  waters  to  baffle  the  dexterity  of  the  boatmen,  who  struggled  hard  to  pre* 
▼cnt  the  vessel  from  being  whirled  round,  were  circumstances  of  the  true  mb* 
lime,  hispiring  terror  in  some  and  admiration  in  a  high  degree. 

Having  doubled  the  sharp  promontory,  that  alters  the  course  of  the  river,  we 
SAW  in  perspective  sometimes  perpendicular  rocks,  and  then  moontaina  dark 
with  dwarf-woods,  shooting  their  precipices  over  the  margin  of  the  water;  a 
boundary  which,  for  many  leagues,  wm  not  broken,  on  either  margin,  exoqit 
where,  by  some  slight  receding,  the  rocks  embosomed  villages,  lying  cm  &e 
edge  of  the  river,  and  once  guarded  them  by  the  antient  castles  on  their  pcnnti. 
A  stormy  day,  with  frequent  showers,  obscured  the  scenery,  making  it  appear 
dreary,  without  incf easing  its  gloomy  grandeur ;  but  we  had  leisure  to  obeerv^ 
every  venerable  ruin,  that  seemed  to  tell  the  religious  or  militSMTy  hiitory  of 
the  country.  The  first  of  these  beyond  Bingen,  is  the  old  castle  of  Beusbeig, 
aud,  next,  the  church  of  St.  Clement,  built  in  a  place  once  greatly  infetted  by 
robbers.  I'here  are  theu  the  modem  castle  of  Konigstein,  in  which  the  French 
were  besieged  in  1793,  and  the  remains  of  the  old  one,  deserted  for  more  than 
two  hundred  years.  Opposite  to  these  is  the  village  of  Assanaius  or  Haaeman- 
sliausen,  celebrated  for  the  flavour  of  its  wines ;  and  near  them  was  formerly 
a  warm  bath,  supplied  by  a  spring,  now  lost  from  its  source  to  the  Rhine,  not- 
withstanding many  expensive  searches  to  regain  it  About  a  mile  farther,  ■ 
the  antient  castle  of  Falkenburg,  and  below  it  the  village  of  Drechaeu ;  thca 
tlie  niins  of  nn  extensive  chateau,  called  Sonneck,  beneath  whidi  the  Rhine 
fkxpands,  and  encircles  two  small  islands,  that  conclude  the  dia|rict  of  tha 
lUitingau. 

AftiT  passing  the  small  town  of  Lorrich,  on  the  eastern  bank,  the  Rhine  ii. 
again  atraigbtt^ncd  by  rocky  precipices,  ^nd  rolU  hastily  past  the  antieat 
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torei  giving  ideas  of  the  sullen  tyranny  of  former  times.    The  height  and 

fantastic  shapes  of  the  rocks,  upon  which  they  are  perched,  or  by  which  they 

overhung,  and  the  width  and  rapidity  of  the  river,  that,  unchanged  by 

e  vicissitudes  of  ages  and  the  contentions  on  its  shores,  has  rolled  at  their 

while  generations,  that  made  its  mountains  roar,  have  passed  away  into 

^e  silence  of  eternity,— these  were  objects,  which,  combined,  formed  one  of 

2e  sublimest  scenes  we  had  viewed. 

The  chief  of  the  fortresses  is  that  of  Rhinfels,  impending  over  St.  Goar,  on 

e  west  shore,  its  high  round,  tower  rising  above  massy  buildihgs,  that  crowu 

o  rockSy  of  such  enormous  bulk  and  threatening  power,  that,  as  we  glided 

ider  them,  it  was  necessary  to  remember  tlieir  fixed  foundations,  to  soften 

«  awe  they  inspired.    Other  fortifications  ext'end  down  the  precipices,  and 

in  the  river,  at  their  base.    Further  on  in  the  perspective,  and  where  the 

it  bank  of  the  Rhine  makes  its  boldest  sweep,  is  the  very  striking  and  sin* 

castle  of  Platz,  a  cluster  of  towers,  overtopped  by  one  of  immense  height, 

perched  upon  the  summit  of  a  pyramidal  rock,  seems  ready  to  prccipi' 

itself  into  the  water  below.    Wherever  the  ciifTs  beneath  will  admit  of  a 

the  sharp  angles  of  fortifications  appear. 

On  another  rock,  still  further  in  the  perspective,  is  the  castle  of  Thumberg, 

at  its  foot,  on  the  edge  of  the  water,  the  walled  tower  of  Welmick. 

the  Rhine  winds  from  the  eye  among  heights,  that  close  the  scene. 

Nearly  opposite  to  St.  Goar,  is  Goarshausen,  behind  which  the  rocks  rise  so 

ddenly,  as  scarcely  to  leave  space  for  the  town  to  lie  between  them  and  the 

^  "ver.    A  flying  bridge  maintains  a  communication  between  the  tivo  places^ 

Jricb,  as  well  as  the  fortress  of  Rhinfels,  are  under  the  dominion  gf  the  Prince 

^  Hesse  Cassel. 

The  number  of  foctreases  here,  over  which  Rhinfels  is  in  every  respect  para- 
<«nuit,  seem  to  be  the  less  necessnr}',  because  the  river  itself,  suddenly  stwoln 
many  streams  and  vexed  by  hidden  rocks,  is  a  sort  of  natural  fortification 
both  shores,  a  very  little  resistance  from  eithen  of  which  must  render  it 
Whether  the  water  has  a  subterraneous  passage  from  Biugen 
r  or  not,  there  are  occasionally  agitations  in  this  part,  which  confound 
e  skill  of  naturalists ;  and  tlie  river  is  universally  allowed  to  have  a  fUll. 
car  SL  Goar,  a  sudden  gust  of  wind,  assisted  by  the  current,  rendered  oiur 
so  uooMUiageable,  that,  in  spite  of  its  heaviness  and  of  all  the  cfibrts  of 
^^  watermen,  it  was  whirled  round,  and  nearly  forced  upon  the  opposite  bank 
^  that^  on  which  they  would  have  directed  it 

St  Goar  is  one  of  the  largest  places  we  had  yet  passed,  and  has  a  considera- 
ble share  of  the  commerce  carried  on  by  the  Rliine«     Haviug  in  time  uf  war 
t  nuiBerottt  garrison,  and  being  a  little  resorted  to  on  account  of  its  romantic 
artuatioa,  it  has  an  air  of  somewhat  more  animation  than  might  be  expected, 
■ungliBg  with  the  gloom  of  its  walls,  and  the  appearance  of  decay,  which  it 
Ims  in  oominoQ  with  other  German  towns.    We  were  here  required  to  pay 
the  fiAh  toll  trook  Mentz,  and  were  visited  by  a  Hessian  serjeant,  who  demand' 
cd^  that  oor  nainct  and  condition  should  be  written  in  his  book.    These  being 
gIfeiH  not  in  tibe  Saxon,  but  the  Roman  character,  he  returned  to  require  ano- 
liwr  editioD  of  them  in  German  ^  so  that  his  ptficer  was  probably  unably  to 
mead  aoy  other  luguagek  or  characters.    This  being  complied  with,  it  se  emed, 
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tliat  the  noble  girrisou  of  St.  Goar  had  no  further  fear»  concemiBg  m^  won 
were  not  troubled  by  more  of  the  precautions  used, 

'*  L<r8t  foul  iovasion  io  disguise  approach." 

The  fortress  of  Rliinfcls,  which  commaiids  St,  Goar,  is  frequently  menti 
in  the  histories  of  German  wrrs.  In  the  year  1255  it  endured  forty  mm 
of  an  army,  combined  from  sixty  towns  on  the  Rhine.  In  1692,  the  Fr 
General  Tallard  besieged  it  in  vain,  retreating  with  the  loss  of  four  tbou 
men,  and  nearly  two  hundred  officers  ;  but,  in  1758,  the  Marquis  de  Cai 
surprised  it  with  so  much  ingenuity  and  vigour,  that  not  a  life  was  lost^  a 
remained  in  possession  8f  the  French  till  1763,  wlieu  it  was  restored  by 
treaty  of  peace. 

We  next  reached  tlie  dismal  old  town  of  Boppart,  once  an  imperial 
still  surrounded  with  venerable  walls,  and  dignified  by  the  fine  Beiiedi< 
nunnery  and  nbbey  of  Marieubcrg,  perched  uiion  a  mountain  above;  aj 
stitution  founded  in  the  eleventh  century,  for  the  benefit  of  noble  families  c 
and  enriched  by  the  donations  of  several  Emperors  and  Electors.  Bop 
like  many  other  towns,  is  built  on  the  margin  of  the  Rhine,  whence  it  spr 
up  the  rocks,  that  almost  impend  over  the  water,  on  which  the  Glust 
liouscs  are  scarcely  distinguishable  from  the  cliffs  themselves.  Besidei 
Benedictine  abbey,  here  is  a  convent  of  Carmelites,  and  another  of  FrandsQ 
and  the  spot  is  such  as  suited  well  the  superstition  of  former  times,  for 

— **  0*er  the  tiriligbt  groves,  and  dusky  caves, 
L»ng-8oaDding  aisles,  and  interroingled  graves. 
Black  Melancholy  sits,  and  round  her  throws 
A  death-like  silence,  and  a  dread  repose; 
Her  gloomy  presence  saddens  all  tlio  scene, 
Shades  every  flower,  and  dorkens  every  greeo. 
Deepens  the  murmur  of  the  falling  floods. 
And  breathes  a  browner  horror  o*er  the  woods/* 

The  viveT,  expanding  into  a  vast  bay,  seems  nearly  surrounded  by  rac 
tains,  that  assume  all  shapes,  as  they  aspire  alxive  each  other ;  shooting 
difi's  of  naked  ruck,  which  impend  over  the  water,  or,  covered  with  foi^ 
retiring  in  multiplied  steeps  into  regions  whither  fancy  only  can  fcdlow. 
their  base,  a  few  misereble  cabins,  and  half-famished  vineyards,  are  ally 
diversify  the  snvageness  of  the  scene.    Here  two  Capuchins,  belonging  i 
bably  to  the  convent  above,  as  they  walked  along  the  shore,  beneath  the  i 
cliffs  of  Boppart,  wrapt  in  the  long  drai)ery  of  their  order,  and  their  h 
shrowdcd  in  cowls,  tliat  half  concealed  their  faces,  were  interesting  figmn 
a  picture,  always  gloomily  sublime. 

Passing  the  town  of  Braubuch  and  the  majestic  castle  of  Marksberg^  wl 
we  had  long  observed,  above  the  windings  of  the  stream,  on  a  steep  moanl 
we  came  to  Reuse,  a  small  town,  remarkable  only  for  its  neighbourhood 
spot,  on  which  the  elections  of  kings  of  the  Romans,  or,  at  least,  the  meet 
preliminary  to  them,  are  believed  to  have  antiently  taken  place.  This  it 
tin!2ruished  at  present  by  the  remains  of  a  low  octagonal  building,  open  at  i 
and  accessible  beneath  by  eight  arches,  in  one  of  which  is  a  ftightof  it 
Witliin,  is  a  stone  bench,  suppqped  to  be  forme<l  for  the  Electors^  who  m 
avvend  to  it  by  these  steps,     (n  the  centre  of  the  pavement  bdow  is  a  tl 
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l^illar»  the  use  of  which,  whether  as  a  tribune  for  the  new  king:,  or  as  a  table 
fk>^  receiving  the  attestatiouti  of  the  electors,  is  not  exattly  known.  Tliat  the 
l^ijihling  itself,  now  called  Koningstuhl,  or  Kino^'h  Throne,  was  used  for  some 
•^iJ^po^'^s  of  election,  appears  from  several  Gennnn  historians,  who  mention 
fgY€*etiii^  there  in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  centuries,  and  impute  them  to 
^s*'-'^^»t  customs. 

T^early  opposite  to  Rense  is  the  town  of  Oberlahnxtchi,  which  belon«^s  to  the 
l^loctor  of  Mentz,  thoucrh  separated  from  his  other  dominions  by  those  of  seve- 
rml  Princ^es     To  such  intersections  of  one  territory  with  another  the  indivi- 
dual weaknefis  of  the  German  Princes  is  partly  owinj?  ;  while  their  collected 
Inxly  hns  not  only  necessarily  the  infirmities  of  each  of  its  members,  but  is  en- 
feebled by  tlic  counteraction  arising  from  an  arrangement,  which  briup*  per- 
sons together  to  decide  a  question,  according  to  a  common  interest,  who  are 
mlvi'^ys  likely  to  have  an  individual  one  of  more  importance  to  each  than  his 
share  in  the  general  concern. 

The  banks  of  the  Rhine  afford  many  instances  of  this  disjunction  of  territory. 
The  Elector  of  Cologne  has  a  town  to  the  southward  of  nearly  all  the  donio- 
■ions  of  Treves ;  the  Elector  Palatine,  whose  possessions  on  the  east  bank  of 
the  Rhine  are  intersected  bv  those  of  five  or  six  otiier  Princes,  crosses  the 
'iver  to  occupy  some  towns  between  the  Electorates  of  Mentz  and  Treves  ; 
*he  LAiidgrave  of  llesse  Cassel  does  the  same  to  his  fortress  of  RJiinfels ;  and 
*^  Elector  of  Mentz,  in  return,  has  a  strip  of  land  and  his  chief  coi-.itry  rcsi- 
*'**nre,  between  the  dominiotis  of  the  two  houses  of  Ilessc. 

^oon  after  leaving  <  )berlalin8tein,  we  passed  the  mouth  of  the  T^ahn,  a  small 
'^^'er,  which  descends  from  the  mountains  of  Wettcravia  on  the  right,  and 
^*'»»*hes  silver  and  lead  mines  in  its  course.  It  issues  from  one  of  those  narrow 
*'^«i  gloomy  forest-glens,  which  had  continually  occurred  on  the  easteni  bank 
•**>ce  we  left  Poppart,  and  which  were  once  terrible  for  more  than  their  asjiect, 
"having  Ikjch  the  haunt  of  robliers,  of  whose  crimes  some  testimonies  still  ro- 
•^^Un  in  the  tombs  of  murdered  travellers  near  the  shore.  In  the  ruins  of 
***tle8  and  abandoned  fortresses  >vtthin  the  recesses  of  these  wild  mountains^ 
••r^li  banditti  took  up  their  abode  ;  and  these  are  not  fancied  [MTsonagcs,  for, 
***  the  year  1  ^7S,  an  Ele?:tor  of  Mentz  destroyed  the  deserted  fortress  of  Rhein^ 
^rg,  because  it  had  b<»en  a  rendezvous  for  them. 

Towards  sun-Ret,  the  rain,  which  had  fallen  at  intervals  during  the  day, 
*^^9ed ;  a  fiery  flush  from  the  west  was  reflected  on  the  water,  and  partially 
^'iloured  the  rocks.  Sometimes,  an  oblique  gleam  glanced  among  these  glens, 
touching  their  upper  c.lifis,  but  leaving  their  depths,  with  the  rivulets,  that 
"^^^red  there,  in  darkness.  As  the  boat  gilded  by,  we  could  now  and  then  di*- 
^^ovcT  on  the  heights  a  convent,  or  a  chateau,  lighted  up  by  the  rays,  and  which, 
^^e  the  pictures  in  a  magic  lanthbrn,  apfieared  an<l  vanished  in  a  moment,  as 
'••'c  passed  on  the  cunent. 

Biit  the  shorps  soon  begin  to  wear  a  milder  aspect ;   the  mountains  of  the 

'^<*stem  bank  soften  into  gradual  heights ;  and  vineyards,  which  h:»d  disap- 

^^^ed  near  Boppart,  again  climb  along  them.    The  eastern  shore  is  more  ab- 

•^^Pt,  itiH  bearing  on  its  points  some  antieut  buildings,  till,  apposite  to  Coi^" 

'*^'*t«»  it  slioots  up  into  that  enormous  nnss,  whicii  i^ustains  tiic  toj  tr^?^  of 

^)»r«jl)witstpiQ. 
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Having  passed  a  Benedictine  convent,  seated  on  the  island  of  Oberworth,  we 
reached  Coblentz  as  the  moon  began  to  tint  the  rugged  Ehrenbreitsteiiu  wh«te 
towers  and  pointed  angles  caught  the  light.  Part  of  the  rock  below,  iliadgJ 
by  projecting  cliffs,  was  dark  and  awful,  but  the  Rhine,  expanding  at  its  feet. 
trembled  with  radiance.  There  the  flying-bridge,  and  its  tweepiDg  Ime  or 
boats,  were  just  discernible.  On  the  left,  the  quay  of  Coblentz  extended,  lugfa 
and  broad,  crowned  with  handsome  buildings  \  with  tall  vesKla  lying 
its  base. 

We  were  now  somewhat  more  pleasantly  lodged  than  before,  at  an  ino 
the  Rhine,  almost  opposite  to  the  fortress  of  Ehreubreitstein,  the  impofftnnoe  oi 
which  had,  in  the  mean  time,  greatly  increased  by.  the  approach  of  the  Frend 
armies.  The  strength  of  it  was  somewhat  a  popular  topic.  Being  con 
as  one  of  the  keys  of  Germany  towards  France,  the  Goveriior  takes  the 
not  only  to  the  Elector  of  Treves,  but  to  the  Emperor  and  the  Empire.  Aj  fi 
can  be  attacked  but  on  one  side,  and  that  is  not  towards  the  Rhine,  a  bkxduidM 
is  more  expected  than  a  siege  ;  and  there  are  storehouses  in  the  rock  for 
serving  a  great  quantity  of  provisions.  The  supply  of  water  has  been 
vided  for  so  long  siitce  its  the  fifteenth  century,  when  three  years  were 
in  digging,  with  incredible  labour,  a  well  through  the  solid  rock.  An 
scription  on  a  part  of  the  castle  mentions  this  work,  and  that  the  rock  was 
to  the  depth  of  two  hundred  and  eighty  feet.  The  possession  of  the 
was  confiimed  to  the  Elector  of  Treves  by  the  treaty  of  Westphalia  in  1650l« 

In  the  morning,  our  boatmen  crossed  the  river  from  Coblentz,  to  past  nnd^ 
the  walls  of  Ehrenbreitstcin,  perhaps  an  established  symptom  nf  wiilHuissiif 
The  river  is  still  of  noble  breadth,  and,  after  tlie  junction  with  the  Mosellv 
which  immediately  fronts  the  old  palace,  flows  with  great,  but  even  rapidil3B 
Its  shores  afc  now  less  romantic,  and  more  open  ;  spreading  on  the  left  int^ 
the  plains  of  Coblentz,  and  swelling  on  the  right  into  retiring  mountains. 

We  now  floated  cheerfully  through  the  vale  of  Ehreubreitstein,  where  th»: 
river,  bending  round  the  plains  of  Coblentz,  flows  through  open  and  richly 
cultivated  banks,  till  it  enters  the  valley  of  Anderuach,  where  it  is  again  fsm 
closed  among  romantic  rocks.  The  places,  washed  by  it  in  its  passage  thither" 
are  the  villages  of  Neuralf,  Warsoheim,  Nerenberg,,  Maker,  the  old  castle  oa 
Malterber^,  the  village  of  Engus,  the  fine  electoral  palace  of  Schonbomust« 
the  neat  town  and  palace  of  Neuwied,  aud  the  chateau  of  Friedrichstein,  called 
by  the  country  people  tlie  Devil^s  Castle,  from  that  love  of  the  wondeifol^ 
which  has  taught  them  to  people  it  with  apparitions, 

Neuwied  was  now  the  head-quarters  of  a  legion  raised  by  the  Prince  of  Sttfan» 
for  the  pay  of  Great  Britain  ;  and  a  scarlet  uniform,  somewhat  resembling  tba 
Engliifeh,  was  fre<]uent  on  the  quay.  We  heard  of  several  such  evipr  in  Ger- 
many, and  of  the  facility  with  which  they  are  raised,  the  English  pay  being  as 
eight-pence  to  two-pence  better  than  those  of  Austria  and  Prussia.  Recmitn 
receive  from  one  to  two  crowns  bounty  :  whether  it  is  equally  true,  that  the 
officers  are,  notwithstanding,  allowed  ten  pounds  for  each,  we  cannot  positively 
assert;  but  this  was  said  within  the  hearing  of  several  at  Cologne^  and  was 
not  contradicted.  La  solde  d^Angleterre  is  extremely  popular  in  Germany ; 
and  the  great  wealth  of  the  English  nation  begins  to  be  very  familiarly  known^ 

Andernach  was  occupied  by  Imi)crial  troops  ,  and,  as  we  entered  the  gorge 
of  its  rocky  pass,  it  was  curious  to  observe  the  appearances  of  modem  mixed 
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with  those  of  ancient  warfare  ;  the  soldiers  of  Francis  the  Second  lyiu^  at  the 
foot  of  the  tower  of  Drusus  y  their  artiiiery  and  baggage  waggous  lining  the 
sliore  along  the  whole  extent  of  the  walls. 

Xn  tl)is  neighbourhood  are  three  celebrated  mineral  springs  of  which  one 
/te^  in  the  domain  of  the  Carmelite  monastery  of  Jonniesstdn  ;  the  second^ 
c0.11ed  Ponterbniuueu.  is  so  biisk  and  spirited*  that  the  labourers  in  the  neigh- 
2io«jiriug  fields  declare  it  a  remedy  for  fatigue  as  well  as  thii*st ;  and  a  third, 
eoLl  led  Heilbninueny  has  so  much  tixed  air,  as  to  effervesce  slightly  when  mixed 
wi^h  wine. 

'A  he  interesting  valley  of  Anderuach  has  been  already  describctl.  Its  scenery* 

fi^if^i^ed  now  from  the  water,  was  neither  so  beautiful,  nor  so  striking,  as  from 

tk^^  road,  by  which  we  had  before  passed.    The  elevation  of  the  latter,  though 

BOft  great,  enabled  the  eye  to  take  a  wider  range,  and  to  see  mountains,  now 

m-eened  by  the  nearer  rocks  of  the  shore,  which  added  greatly  to  the  grandeur 

^  ^ht  scene.    The  river  itself  was  tlien  also  a  noble  obje<!t,  either  expanding 

bdoiw,  or  winding  in  the  distance;  but,  now  that  we  were  upon  its  level,  its 

*{»pearuice  lost  much  both  in  dignity  and  extent,  and  even  the  rocks  on  its 

■A«Mpn  seemed  less  tremendous,  when  viewed  from  below.    Sometliing,  how? 

^V'er,  should  be  allowed  in  this  last  respect  to  our  having  just  quitted  wilder 

laKsclicapes;   for,  though  the  banks  of  tlie  Rhine,  in  its  course  from  Biugeu  ttt 

C«»lilcntz,  are  lets  various  and  beautiful,  than  in  its  passage  between  Ander-

£at  the  merits  of  the  different  sLiuutions  fur  the  view  of  river  scenerv  have 

noticetl  and  contended  for  by  the  three  persons  most  authorised  by  their 

to  decide  upon  them;  of  whom  (jray  has  left  all  his  enthusiasm,  and 

'^'^^^^triy  all  his  sublimity,  to  his  two  survivini^-  friends  ;  so  that  this  opinion  is  to 

understood  only  with  respect  to  the  s<.'enery  of  tiie  iiliiue,  and  d<H*a  not  pre- 

'Sue  to  mingle  with  the  general  question  between   them.     The  Rliine  now 

s  by  the  village  and  c*astle  of  liammerstein,  whic  h,  with  those  of  Htieinc*i*k» 

^re  nearly  laid  waste  by  Louis  tlie  Fourtceatli,  the  cattle  of  Argondorff  and 

^^^tftwns  of  Lintz  and  Rheinmagen,  all  exhibiting  symptous  of  decay,  tliough 

«-^iaitz  is  called  a  commercial  town. 

-Poland's  Castle  appears  soon  after,  and,  almost  beneath  it,  the  island,  that 
UB  Adelaide's  convent,  called  Roiunds  \\  erth,  or  the  Worth  of  Roland. 
We  were  now  again  at  the  base  of  the  Seven  Mouutains,  whose  summits  Ind 
long B^ired  in  tlie  distance,  and,  as  we  passed  under  Uie  cliffs  of  Drrikcunis, 
uaiJed  the  delightful  plain  of  Gootlcsberg,  thouij:ii  much  of  it  was  concealed 
v'y  the  high  sedgy  bank  of  the  Rhine  on  the  left.    The  spreading  skirts  of 
^^■e  favourite   mountahis  aci-ompanic^d  us  nearly  to  Bonn,  and  displayed  ail 
***cir  various  charms  of  form  and  colouring  in  this  our  farewell  view  of  them. 
'^he  town  and  place  ot'  Bonn  extend  with  much  dignity  -along  t)ie  western 
^''^k.  where  the  Hliine  makes  a  very  bold  sweep  ;  one  win;;;  of  tin?  former  ovcr- 
*^ki4ig  the  shore,   and  the  want  of  uniformity  in  the  froat,  whi  h  is  seen  ob- 
^**^ly,  being  concealed  by  the  ganlcn  groves ;  the  ni  n}  till  spires  of  the 
*'^f^t  church  rise  over  the  roof  of  the  pal  nee,  and  ap[)edr  to  ocion:^;  to  ttte 
^^Kling. 

^*\er  leaving  Bonn»  the  shores  have  little  that  is  inlcrostinn:,'  unless  in  the 

^/'^^•pcct  of  the  .Seven  Mountains,  with  rich  vvoociiat:<U  uii(lu!atl!i^  jjt  tlieir 

^  »  and  when  these^  at  length,  disappt*ar,  the  Rhine  loses  fur  the  rc:>t  of  its 
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course  tlie  wild  and  sublime  character,  which  distinguwha  it  between  ftogea 
and  Bonn.  Th^  rich  plain*  which  it  waters  between  the  latter  place  and  Cc 
logiie,  is  studded,  at  every  gentle  ascent,  that  bounds  it,  with  abbejra  and  cmm 
%'rnts,  most  of  them  appropriated  to  the  maintenance  of  noble  Chapters. 

Of  these,  the  first  is  the  Ladies  Chapter  of  Vilich,  founded  in  the  year  1 IQC 
by  Megirgor,  a  Count  and  Prince  of  Guelderland,  who  endowed  it  richly, 
made  his  own  daughter  the  first  abbess ;  a  lady,  who  had  such  excellent 
tioris  of  discipline,  that,  when  any  nuns  neglected  to  sing  in  the  choir, 
thought  a  hravy  blow  on  the  cheek  tlic  best  means  of  restoring   their  v 
This  Chapter  is  one  of  the  richest  in  (xcrmany,  and  is  particularly  valuaMc 
the  nobility  of  this  Electorate  from  its  neighbourhood  to  Bonn,  where 
of  the  ladies  pass  great  part  of  the  year  with  their  families.     On  the  other 
of  the  river  is  the  Benedictine  abbey  of  Siegberg,  appropriated  also  to  n 
/and  lying  in  the  midst  of  its  owu  domains,  of  which  a  small  town,  at  the 
of  its  vineyards,  is  part    Admission   into  tiiis  society  is  an  affair  of  the 
strict  and  ceremonious  prooi^  as  to  the  sixteen  quarterings  in  the  anas 
candidate,  each  of  which  must  be  unblemished  by  any  plebeian 
Accompanied  by  his  genealogy,  these  quarterings  are  exposed  to  view  fer 
weeks  and  three  days,  before  the  election  ;  and,  as  tliere  is  an  ample 
to  be  contended  for,  the  candidates  do  not  hesitate  to  impeach  each 
claims  by  every  means  in  their  power.    The  prelate  of  this  abbey  writes 
self  Count  of  Guls,  Strahlcn  and  Neiderpleis,  and  has  six  provostships 
his  jurisdiction. 

Besides  this,  and  similar  buildings,  the  Rhine  passes  not  less  tiian  tw< 
villages  in  its  course  from  Bonn  to  Cologne,  a  distance  of  probably  five- 
twenty  English  miles. 

Cologne  now  began  to  experincc  tlie  inconvenience  of  its  neig^bourho^ 
to  the  seat  of  war,  some  of  which  had  appeared  at  Bonn  from  the  arrival 
families  ^vho  could  not  be  lodged  iu  the  former  place.     We  were  no 
within  the  gates,  than  the  throng  of  people  and  carriages  in  a  city, 
only  a  few  weeks  before  was  almost  as  silent  as  gloomy,  con\'inced  os 
should  not  find  a  very  easy  welcome.  The  sentinels,  when  they  made  the 
^nquir>'  as  to  our  inn,  assured  us,  that  there  had  been  no  lodgings  at  the  Hot^ 
dc  Prague  for  several  days,  and  one  of  them  followed  us,  to  see  what  others 
iliould  find.    Through  many  obstructions  by  militar)'  and  other  carriages, 
liowever,  reached  this  inn,  and  were  soon  convinced  tliat  there  could  be 
room,  the  landlord  shewing  us  the  chaises  in  which  some  of  his  guests  dep4 
a:id  his  billiard  table  alrcadv  loadcn  witli  beds  for  others.   There  was  so  much 
( onfiision  meanwhile  in  the  adjoining  square,  that,  upon  a  slight  assiiranee» 
wo  could  have  believed  the  French  to  be  within  a  few  miles  of  the  city,  and 
have  tiken  refuge  on  the  opposite  bajik  of  the  lltune. 

At  lengtli,  our  host  told  us,  that  what  he  believed  to  be  the  wont  room  m 
the  place  was  still  vacant^  but  might  not  be  so  half  an  hour  longer.  We  fol- 
lowed his  man  to  it,  in  a  distant  part  of  the  city,  and  saw  enough  in  our  way 
of  parlies  taking  refreshment  in  carriages,  and  gentlemen  carrying  their  owqi 
bagiijago,  to  mak'^  iis  contented  with  a  viler  cahin  than  any  person  can  have  an 
idea  of,  who  has  not  ht^en  out  of  l:lngland.  The  next  morning  we  heard  from 
the  mistress  of  it  how  fortiinat(  ly  wc  had  been  situated,  twjo  or  three  (kmiliet 
having  passed  the  uight  iu  tlie  open  market-place,  and  great  numbers  in  thei» 
carriages.

Voyage  down  the  Rhine, 


llie  occasion  of  this  excessive  pressure  upon  Colo^ie  was  the  eutry  of  the 
rench  into  Brussels,  their  advances  towards  Liege,  and  the  immediate  pros- 
of  the  sie^  of  Maestricht,  all  which  had  dispeopled  an  immense  tract  of 
rritory  of  its  wealthier  inhabitants,  and  driven  them,  together  with  the 
ench  emigrants,  upon  the  confines  of  Holland  and  Germany.    'I'he  Austrian 
having  tieen  removed  from  Maestricht,  five  hundred  waggons,  ktdei^ 
ith  sick  and  wounded,  had  passed  through  Cologne  the  day  before.    Tlie 
Triages  on  the  roads  from  Maestricht  and  Liege  were  almost  as  close  a» 
a  procession,  and  at  Aix  la  Chapelle,  where  these   roads  meet,  there  wa» 
obstruction  for  some  hours.     While  we  were  at  Cologne,  another  detach* 
^^nt  of  hospital  waggons  arrived,  some  hundreds  of  which  we  had  the  mis- 
ne  to  see,  for  they  passed  before  our  window.    They  were  all  uuf'overed, 
that  the  emaciated  figures  and  ghastly  countenances  of  the  soldiers,  laid  out 
n  Straw  in  each,  were  exposed  to  the  rays  of  a  burning  sun,  as  well  as  to 
fruitless  pity  of  passengers  j  and,  as  the  carriages  had  no  springs,  it  seemed  ' 
if  these  half-sacrificed  victims  to  war  would  expire  before  they  could  be 
wn  over  the  rugged  pavement  of  Cologne.    Any  person,  who  had  once 
toessed  such  a  sight,  would  know  how  to  estimate  the  glories  of  war,  even 
^-^^^Migh  there  should  be  a  mercenary  at  every  corner  to  insult  his  unavoidable 
and  the  eternal  sarredness  of  peace,  with  tlie  slander  of  disaffection 
lus  country. 

'We  had  some  thoughts  of  resuming  our  course  by  land  from  this  place,  but 

sre  now  convinced,  that  it  was  impracticable,  seeing  the  number  of  post- 

»rses,  which  were  engaged,    and  judging  of  the  crowds  of  travellers,  tiiat 

fill  the  inns  on  the  road.     Our  watermen  from  Mentz  were,  however^ 

allowed  to  procee<l  lower,  so  that  we  had  to  comply  with  the  extortions  of 

and  to  give  nine  louis  for  a  l>oat  from  Cologne  to  Nimeguen.     Having, 

t  without  some  difficulty,   obtained  tliis,  and  stored  it  with  provisions,  we 

^aiu  embarked  on  the  Rhine,  rejoicing  that  we  were  not,  for  a  second  night, 

make  part  of  the  crowd  on  shore. 

^^ologne,  viewed  from  the  river,  appears  with  more  of  antient  majesty  thaa 

any  other  point.     Its  quays,  extending  far  along  the  bank,  its  lofty  ram- 

rti,  shaded  with  old  chesnuts,  and  crowne<l  by  many  massy  towers,  black 

ith  age;  the  old  gateways  opening  to  the  Rhine,  and  the  crowd  of  steeples, 

'^ertopping  all,  give  it  a  venerable  and  picturesque  character.     But,  however 

ronged  the  city  now  was,  the  shore  without  was  silent  and  almost  deserted ; 

^^e  sentinels,  watching  at  tlie  gates  and  luokiiiii:  out  from  the  ramparts,  or  a  few 

^omen  gliding  beneath,  wrapt  in   the  nun-like  scurf,  so  melan<!holy  in  its 

^ppearanc^  and  so  generally  worn  at  Cologne,  were  nearly  the  only  persons  seen. 

llie  shores,  though  liere  flat,  when  compared  with  tliose  to  the  southward, 

are  high  enough  toobstruirt  the  view  of  the  ilistruit  mountains,  that  rise  in  tlie 

east ;  in  tlie  south,  the  wild  summits  of  those  near  Bonn  were  yet  visible,  but, 

after  this  faint  glimpse,  we  saw  them  no  more. 

About  two  miles  below  Cologne,  the  west  bank  of  the  Rhine  was  covered 
with  hospital  waggons  and  with  troops,  removed  front  them,  for  the  purpose 
of  crossing  the  river,  to  n  mansion,  converted  by  lli^-  El .  tor  into  an  hospital. 
About  a  mile  lower,  but  on  theoppobile  bank,  i^  Mulile*:i:,  a  small  town  in  the 
domiBioos  of  the  Elector  Palatine,  whicli.  in  the  bet^inuing  of  the  present 
otnUiry,  was  likely  to  become  a  rival  of  Cologne.    A  persecution  of  tl\e 
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Protestant  merchauts  of  the  latter  place  drove  them  to  M uhJeim,  where  Hbt 
erected  a  staple,  and  began  to  trade  with  many  advantages  over  the  moIlM 
rity ;  but  the  piuiillanimity  of  the  Elector  Palatine  permitted  then  to  an 
under  the  jealousy  of  the  Colonese  merchants ;  their  engines  for  leiiifiii 
iieavy  goods  from  vessels  to  the  shore  were  ordered  to  be  demolished  ^  and  ti 
commcrc^p  of  tlie  place  has  since  consisted  chiefly  in  the  exportation  of  grai 

Tlie  shores  are  now  less  enlivened  by  villages  than  in  the  Rkein^mu  u 
other  districts  to  the  southward,  whore  the  cultivation  and  produt*e  of  tl 
vineyards  afford,  at  least,  so  much  employment,  that  six  or  seven  little  town 
each  clustered  round  its  church,  are  frequently  visible  at  once.  The  coune 
the  river  being  also  wider  and  less  rapid,  the  succession  of  objects  is  slowe 
and  the  eye  is  often  wearied  with  the  uniform  lowness  o€  the  nearer  coontr 
where  the  antient  castle  and  the  perched  abbey,  so  frequent  in  the  Rheinga 
seldom  appear.  Com  lands,  with  a  slight  intermixture  of  wood,  border  ti 
river  from  hence  to  DusseldortT,  and  the  stream  flows,  with  an  even  ion 
through  long  reaches,  scarcely  distinguished  from  each  other  by  any  variety' 
the  country,  or  intervention  of  towns.  Those,  which  do  occur,  are  caBed  Stai 
mel,  Niel,  Flietert,  Merkenich,  Westdorfi*,  I^ngelt,  and  Woringen ;  in  whic 
last  place,  the  burgesses  of  Cologne,  at  the  latter  end  of  the  thirteenth  center 
stood  a  siege  against  their  Archbishop,  and,  by  a  successful  resiatancev  ol 
tiinod  the  enjoyment  of  some  commercial  rights,  here  so  rare  as  to  be  eUU 
privileges.  After  Dormagen,  a  small  town  very  slightly  provided  with  iSi 
means  of  benefiting  itself  by  the  river,  we  came  opposite-to  Zoiis,  theibrtiflc 
tions  of  which  arc  so  far  preserved,  as  that  the  boatmen  on  the  Rhine  are>r 
quired  so  stop  before  them  and  give  an  account  of  their  cargoes. 

We  were  listening  to  an  old  French  song,  and  had  almost  forgotten  C 
chance  of  interruption  from  any  abuses  of  power,  when  the  steersman  called 
us  in  a  low,  but  eager  voice,  and  enquired  whether  we  would  permit  him 
attempt  passing  the  castle,  where,  if  we  landed,  we  might  probably  be  detain. 
an  hour,  or,  if  the  officer  was  at  supper,  for  the  whole  night     By  the  hdp 
twilight  and  our  silence,  he  thought  it  possible  to  glide  unnoticed  under  ti 
opposite  bank,  or  that  we  should  be  in  very  little  danger,  if  the  sentineli  ahoa 
obey  their  order  for  firing  upon  all  vessels  that  might  attempt  to  paML    Tl 
insolent  tcdiousness  of  a  German  customhouse,  and  tlie  probable  wretchedne 
of  inns  at  such  a  place  as  this,  determined  us  in  favour  of  the  man*8  proponi 
^ve  were  silent  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour  ;  the  men  with-held  their  oars ;  «] 
the  watchful  garrison  of  Zons  saw  us  not,  or  did  not  think  a  boat  of  two  ta 
burthen  could  be  laden  with  an  army  fur  the  conquest  of  Germany, 

The  evening  was  not  so  dark  as  entirely  to  deny  tiie  view  of  either  shor 
while  we  continued  to  float  between  botli,  and  lo  trace  the  features  of  three  < 
four  small  towns  upon  them.  Neuss^  being  at  some  little  distance  from  ti 
river,  was  concealed ;  but  we  had  an  accurate  remembrance  of  its  hideoasna 
and,  recognizing  it  for  tiie  model  of  many  towns  since  seen,  were  pleased  wr 
a  mode  of  travelling,  which  rendered  us  independeut  of  them.  The  mn 
mode,  however,  prevented  us  from  visiting  Dusseldorff,  which  we  did  pot  rem 
till  after  the  shutting  of  the  gates ;  so  that,  had  we  stayed,  we  muit  have 
the  night  in  our  boat  on  the  outside,  a  sacrifice  of  too  much  time  to  be 
while  an  army  was  advancing  to  the  opposite  shore.  Being  compelled  to  r 
main  in  the  boat,  we  thought  it  desirable  to  be,  at  the  same  time^  procetdh 
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with  the  stream,  aod  suffered  the  steersman  to  attempt  passing  another  ^rri- 
0on,  by  whom,  as  he  said,  we  should  otlierwise  be  inevitably  detained  for  the 
^ight  He  did  not  effect  this,  witliout  being  noticed  by  the  sentinels,  who 
^^alled  and  threatened  to  fire;  but,  as  the  boatmen  assured  us  this  would 
scarcely  be  done,  without  leave  from  an  officer,  who  might  not  be  immediately 
«zt  hand,  we  yielded  to  their  method  of  pressing  forward  as  hastily  aspossi- 
>le,  and  were  presently  out  of  sight  of  Dusseldorff,  of  which  we  had  seen  only 
e  walls  and  the  extensive  palace,  rising  immediately  above  the  water.  In  the 
€xt  reach,  the  boatmen  stopped  to  take  brcatli,  and  then  confessed,  that, 
ough  we  had  escaped  being  detained,  as  they  had  said,  they  had  saved  some 
<»ina  due  for  tolls  here  and  at  Zons  ;  which  saving  was  their  motive  for  run- 
iog  the  risk.  Though  we  would  not  have  encouraged  such  a  purpK>sc,  had 
))een  aware  of  it,  since  the  neglect  of  an  unjust  payment  might  produce  an 
habitual  omission  of  a  just  one,  it  did  not  seem  necessary  to  say  much,  in  be- 
liudf  of  a  toll  on  the  Rhine,  for  which  there  is  no  other  pretence  and  no  other 
«^thority  than  the  power  to  enforce  it. 

The  loss  of  Dusseldorff,  we  were  assured,  was  the  less,  because  the  pictures 
of  the  celebrated  gallery  had  been  carried  off  to  meet  those  of  Manheim,  at 
Afunich. 

It  was  now  dark  for  two  or  three  hours,  but  we  did  not  hear  of  any  town  or 
view  worth  waiting  to  observe.  The  first  object  in.  tlie  dawn  was  the  island 
of  JCaiaerwerth,  on  which  there  is  a  small  town,  twice  besieged  in  the  wars  of 
^-^uis  the  Fourteenth,  and  now  in  the  condition,  to  which  military  glory  has 
I'educed  so  many  others.  One  of  the  mines  in  the  last  siege  blew  so  large  a 
I^^rt  of  the  walls  over  the  island  into  the  Rhine,  that  the  navigation  of  the  river 
^^«a,  for  some  time,  obstructed  by  it;  The  dominion  of  this  island,  for 
^''hich  the  Elector  of  Cologne  and  the  Elector  Palatine  contended,  was  decided 
•o  lately  as  1768  by  the  authority  of  the  Chamber  of  Wetzlaar,  who  summoned 
^^e  King  of  Prussia  to  assist  them  with  his  troops,  as  the  Arm4e  cxecntnce  de 
^-^aiptre,  and  the  Elector  Palatine  .was  put  in  possession  of  it,  notwithstanding 
^^  remonstrances  of  his  rival. 

Am  the  morning  advanced,  we  reached  the  villages  of  Kreuzberg,  Rheinam 
^^d  EiDiDgen  ^  and,  at  five,  stopped  at  Urdingen,  a  town  on  tlie  west  bank  of 
^e  Rhine,  at  whieh  the  Elector  of  Cologne  takes  his  northernmost  toll,  and 
^  place  of  more  commerce  thau  we  had  expected  to  see  short  of  Holland. 
^reat  part  of  this  is  in  timber,  which  it  adds  to  the  floats  annually  sent  to 
^^liat  country, 

Urdingen  has  a  neat  market-place  and  some  symptoms  of  greater  comfort 

^aa  are  usual  in  the  towns  of  the  Electorate  of  Cologne ;  but  it  is  subject  to 

^lent  floods,,  so  much  so,  that  at  the  inn,  which  is,  at  least,  an  hundred  and 

^fty  yjurda  from  the  shore,  a  brass  plate,  nailed  upon  tlie  door  of  the  parlour, 

i^latcs,  that  the  river  had  risen  to  that  height;  about  five  feet  from  the  ground. 

After  resting  here,  five  hours,  we  returned  to  our  little   bark,  with  the 

1»mta  inipired  by  favourable  weather,  and  were  soon  borne  away  on  the 

^iKiple  current  oi  the  Rhine. 

I^arge  Dutch  vessels,  bound  to  Cologne,  now  frequently  appeared,  and  re- 
us once  again  with  the  shew  of  neatness,  industry  ami  prosperity.     The 
TOL.  7.  Part  11.  no.  39.  s  Jf 
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boatmen  learned,  that  several  of  these  were  from  Rotterdam,  (adcn  with  the 
eftects  of  Flemish  refugees,  brought  thither  from  Ostend  ;  and  others  were  car- 
rying iiiiiitary  stores  for  the  use,  as  they  said,  of  the  Emperor.  The  ordinary 
UvAv.  of  the  Dutch  with  Germany,  in  tea,  coffee,  English  cloths  and  English 
hr.Khvnrc,  wliich  we  had  heard  at  Mentz  was  slackened  by  the  expected  ap- 
proach of  armies,  now  seemed  to  he  exchanged  for  the  conveyance  of  property 
from  scones  of  aclual  distress  to  those  not  likely  to  be  long  exempted  from  it. 

A  little  beyond  L'rdingcn,  the  town  of  Bodberg  marks  the  northern  extre- 
mity of  the  long  and  narrow  dominions  of  Cologne,  once  so  far  connected  witb 
Holland,  ns  that  the  Archbishop  had  jurisdiction  over  the  Bishop  of  Hol- 
land, and  the  Chapter  of  Utrecht.  But  Philip  the  Second,  before  the  States 
had  resisted  his  plundering,  o))tained  of  the  Pope,  that  they  should  not 
be  Kuhjcct  to  any  foreign  sec  j  and  the  Bishop  had  a  residence  assigned  to 
him  at  Haerlcm. 

•The  Puiine  is  now  bounded  on  the  left  by  the  country  of  Meurs ;  and,  bar-' 
iug,  after  a  few  luile.s,  pnrt  of  the  Duchy  of  Cleves  on  the  right,  it  becomes 
Ihus  enclosed  by  the  territories  of  the  King  of  Prussia,  under  whose  dominion 
It  rolls,  till  the  states  of  Guclderland  repose  upon  one  bank,  and,  soon  after* 
those  of  Utrecht,  on  the  other.  We  were  here,  of  course,  in  the  country  of 
tolls  J  and  our  waterman  could  not  promise  how  tar  we  should  proceed  in  the 
day,  since  it  was  impossible  to  estimate  the  delays  of  the  collectors.  Mears 
h's  no  i)Iaec,  except  small  villages,  near  the  river;  but,  at  the  commencement 
of  the  Ducliv  of  Cleves,  the  influx  of  the  Ruhr  into  the  Rhine  makes  a  small 
port,  '\t  wlilcli  a'l  vessels  are  obliged  to  stop,  and  pay  for  a  Prussian  pass.  Some 
J)utch  barks,  of  probably  one  hnndred  and  twenty  tons  burthen,  we  were  as» 
surcd  would  not  be  dismissed  for  less  than  fifty  ducats,  or  twenty  guineas 
cadi.  The  town  is  called  the  Rirhort,  and  we  had  abundance  of  time  to  view 
it,  for  the  collector  would  not  come  to  the  boat,  but  ordered  that  we  should 
walk  up  and  make  our  appearance  before  him. 

It  is  a  small  place,  rendered  busy  by  a  dock-yard  for  building  vessels  to  be 
employed  on  the  Rhine,  and  has  somewhat  of  the  fresh  appearance,  exhibited 
by  such  tow  ns  as  seem  to  be  built  for  present  use,  rather  than  to  subsist  be- 
cause they  ha\  e  once  been  erected.  In  the  dock,  which  opens  to  the  Ruhr^ 
two  vessels  of  aboiift  sixty  tous  each  were  nearly  finished,  and  with  more  ca- 
pital, many  might  no  doubt  be  built  for  the  Dutch  ,  timber  and  labour  being 
here  much  cheaper  than  in  Holland. 

After  the  boatman  had  satisfied  the  collector,  we  resumed  or  voyage,  Tery 
well  contented  to  have  beeii  detained  only  an  hour.  The  woody  heights  of 
Cleves  now  broke  the  flat  monotony  of  the  eastern  shore,  the  antiquity  of 
whose  forests  is  commemorated  by  Tacitus  in  the  name  ofSaltiis  Tenttburgen- 
sit,  supposed  to  have  been  bounded  hereby  the  town  now  called  Duisbourg  :

These  forests  were  also  celebrated  for  their  herds  of  wild  horses ;  and  th# 
town  of  Duisbourg,  having  btcn  rendered  nn  University  iu  l665f  is  thus  p.ine^ 
gyrizcd  by  a  GeJODon  poet :

This  is  the  Gemiaii  town,  that  'b  fani'd  so  luug

And  coauDcrce  makes  so  many  Burghers  ^ay. 

Of  Ihe  coiumerce  there  was  still  souie  signs  in  hall' a  dozen  vessels,  collected 
<wj  tlie  beatli.  Whether  the  University  also  sul)si!>ts,  or  is  any  thing  more 
than  a  free  school,  which  is  frequently  cuilled  an  University  in  Germany,  we  did 
i*ot  learn. 

Wi>.:l.     After  five  or  six  small  towns,  or  villages,  more,  the  Rhine  reachca 

<he  well  known  fortilied  town  and  state-prison  of  Wesel;  a  place  not  alwavs 

^luiUvourable  to  freedom,   for  here  Rapin,  driven  from  the  district  how  called 

I-.JI  Vendee  in  Vrance,  by   Louis  the  l^ourtecntirs   persecution  of  Protestants, 

J^tired  to  write  his  History  ;  recollecting,  perhaps,  that  it  had  before  sheltered 

rt,*fugees  from  the  tyranny  of  the  Duke  qi  Alva,  and  our  sanguinary  Mary. 

I'lje  towers  and  citadel  of  Wesel  give  it  the  appearance  of  a  n;iJitary  j)lace,  and 

't  i»  frequently  so  mentioned  j  but  t};c  truth  is,  that  the  late  King  of  Prussia, 

^itli  tlie  same  fear  of  his  subjects,  which  was  felt  by  Joseph  the  Second  in 

f^sujders,  demolished  all  the  effectual  works,  except  those  of  the  citadel  j  a 

Policy  not  very  injurious  to  the  Monarch  in  this  instance,  but  which,  in  Flan^ 

'^■^  has  submitted  the  country  to  be  twice  over-run  in  three  years,  and  has  iii 

'*<^^  been  the  most  decisive  of  passed  events  in  Iheir  influence  upon  present 

*^  *"c^  uinstances, 

*X^ie  reformed  worship  is  exercised  in  the  two  principal  churches,  but  tlio 

^^^"t-liolics  have  two  or  three  monasteries,  and  there  is  a  Chapter  of  Noble 

Lsx^ies,  of  whom  two  thirds  are  Protestants,  and  oiie  third  Catholics  j  an  ar- 

^^***^emcut  which  probably  accounts  for  tiieir  having  no  settled  and  common 

te*ideuce. 

Opposite  to  Wesel  is  Burich,  the  fortifications  of  which  remain,  and  arc 

Vohably  intended  to  serve  instead  of  the  demolished  works  of  the  former  place, 

^ing  connected  with  it  by  a  flying-bridge  over  the  Rhine.     A  little  lower  are 

^t  remains  of  tiie  old  chateau  of  Furstcmberg,  on  a  hill  where  the  ladies  of 

^iienoble  Cistercian  nuimery  of  Furatemberg  had  once  a  delighliul  seat,  now 

deserted  for  the  society  of  Xanlcu. 

Xauten,  the  first  place  at  which  we  had  stopped  in  Germany,  and  the  last, 
ibr  a  long  tract,  which  we  had  seen  w  ith  pleasure,  Xanten,  now  distinguish- 
able, at  a  small  distance  from  the  river,  by  its  spires,  reminded  us  of  the  gny 
hopes  we  had  tariued  on  leaving  it ;  with  a  new  world  spread  out  before  ns, 
for  curiosity,  and,  as  we  thought,  for  admiration  ;  yet  did  not  remlcrlhe  re- 
membrance of  disappointment,  as  to  the  last  respect,  p:iiiiful,  for  even  the  little 
ioformation  we  had  gained  seemed  to  be  worth  the  labour  of  acquiring  it. 

The  exchange  of  indefinite  for  exact  ideas  is  for  ever  desirable.  Without 
tills  journey  of  eleven  or  twelve  hundred  miles  we  j^hould  have  considered 
Germany,  as  its  position  in  maps  anddnscription  in  books  represent  it,  to  be  im- 
portant, ppwerful  aud  prosperous  j  or,  even  if  it  h:id  I>eeri  (  xVxd  wretched,  thi^ 
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idea  would  have  been  indistinct,  and  tlie  assertion,  perhaps,  not  wholly 
dited.  The  greatest  and,  as  it  is  reasonable  to  believe,  the  best  part  of  < 
many  we  have  now  seen,  and,  in  whatever  train  of  reasoning  it  is  noticed,  ] 
an  opinion  how  it  should  be  valued.  Those,  who  cannot  guess  at  causes, 
be  sure  of  effects ;  and  having  seen,  that  there  is  little  individual  prospeiil 
Germany,  little  diffusion  of  intelligence,  manners,  or  even  of  the  meant 
comfort,  few  sources  of  independence,  or  honourable  wealth,  and  no  exan 
of  the  poverty,  in  which  there  may  be  pride,  it  was  not  less  perceptible, 
there  can  be  no  general  importance,  no  weight  in  the  balance  of  useful, 
is,  peaceful  power,  and  no  place,  but  that  of  an  instrument,  even  in  the  d< 
rate  exercises  of  politics. 

A  respect  for  the  persons  of  learning,  or  thought,  who  live,  as  the  imp 
nence  of  high  and  the  ignorance  of  low  society  forces  them  to  live,  in  A  i 
and  fastidious  retirement,  cannot  alter  the  general  estimation  of  the  ooontr 
any  respect  here  considered ;  their  conversation  with  each  other  has  no  i 
ence  upon  the  community  \  their  works  cannot  have  a  present,  though 
will  have  a  general  and  a  permanent  effect.  The  humbler  classes,  froin  w 
prosperity  should  result  in  {>eace,  and  strength  in  war,  give  little  of  eith 
Germany  ;  and  man  is  very  seldom  negatively  stationed  \  when  not  uief 
his  fellow-creatures,  he  is  generally  somewhat  injurious.  The  substantia 
basement  of  the  German  peasantry,  that  is,  their  want  of  ordinary  intelligi 
re-acts  upon  the  means  that  produced  it,  and,  continuing  their  inferiority, 
tinncs  many  injurious  effects  upon  the  rest  of  Europe. 

That  Germany  should  be  thus  essentially  humble,  perhaps,  none  would  . 
ventured  to  foresee.  The  materialist  could  not  have  found  it  in  the  cKi 
The  politician  might  hastily  expect  it  from  the  arbitrary  character  of  the  goi 
ments,  but  must  hesitate,  when  he  recollects  how  France  advanced  in  sci 
and  manufactures,  under  the  dominion  of  Louis  the  Fourteenth,  greatly  \ 
despotic  than  the  usual  administration  in  Germany.  Perhaps,  the  only  uAx 
for  this  difference  of  effects  from  apparently  similar  causes  is,  that  the  gn 
extent  of  his  territorv',  as  well  as  ihe  better  opportunities  of  his  sob 
for  commerce,  enabled  Louis  to  gratify  his  taste  for  splendour,  at  the  i 
time  that  they  shewed  his  ambition  a  means  of  indulgence,  by  increasing 
means  of  his  people.  Germany,  frittered  into  several  score  of  sovereigi 
has  no  opulent  power  j  no  considerable  income,  remaining  after  the  payi 
of  its  armies ;  few  wealthy  individuals.  The  Emperor,  with  fifty-six  ( 
does  not  gain  a  florin  by  his  chief  dignity  ^  or  Granvelle,  the  Miniat 
Charles  V.,  would  have  been  contradicted  when  he  said  so  in  the  Chai 
of  Princes.  The  Elector  Palatine  is  almost  the  only  Prince,  whose  revenue  i 
Absorbed  by  political,  military  and  household  establishments  ^  and  thougl 
an  advanced  state  of  society,  or  in  opulent  nations,  what  is  called  patro 
is  seldom  necessary,  and  must,  perhaps,  be  as  injurious  to  the  happinew 
is  to  the  dignity  of  those  who  receive  it,  nothing  is  more  certain  than  that  1 
have  been  periods  in  the  history  of  all  countries,  when  the  liberality  o; 
Prince,  or  the  more  independent  protection  of  beneficed  institutions^  ws 
cessary  to  the  existence  of  curiosity  and  knowledge.  At  such  times,  a 
expenditure,  if  directed  by  taste,  or  even  by  vanity,  afforded  a  slow  w 
peuse  for  the  aggression^  that  ijjight  support  it,  by  spreading  a  desire  o< 
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ti  emotion  for  lonie  iutcllectual  accoinpiishmcut,  as  the  claim  to  notice  from  the 

;  and  the  improvement  of  mind  circulated,  by  more  general  encourage- 

lit,  till  every  town   and  village  had  its  men  of  science,     'rima  it  w.ts  tii:it 

XYtc  <leBpotism  ef  Louis  the  Fourteenth  had  a  did'erent  etfect  from  thit of  hiti  co- 

tCTiiporary  German  Princes,  who,  by  no  oppressions,  could  raise  a  suthcient 

incoiiie,  to  make  their  own  exf>en(Iiture  the  involuntary  means  of  improving 

the    intellectual  condition  of  their  people. 

"Prom  the  neighbourhooil  of  Xanten,  in  which  we  were  induced  thus  to 

est t mate  what  had  been  gained,  since  we  saw    it  last,  and  from  a  shore  that 

gra.(lual]y  rises  into  the  many  woody  hwghts  »round  Caktar  and  C^leves,  tlie 

R-liine  sjieedily  reaches  Rees,  a  town  on  the  rig^ht  bank,  built  advantngeously 

at  sin  angle,  made  by  a  flexure  of  the  river  to  the  left. 

We  landed  to  view  this  place,  and  were  soon  persuaded,  by  the  DutcJi-fikfc 
c1eanIin<Mn  and  civility  of  tlie  people  at  the  inn,  to  renioin  there  for  the  night, 
father  than  to  attemp  reaching  Emmerick. 

Rees  is  near  enough  to  Holland  to  have  some  of  its  advantages  ;  and,  what* 
•▼er  contempt  it  may  be  natural  for  English  traveller.s  at  the  commencement 
of  their  tour,  to  feel  for  Dutch  dulhiess  and  <'ovetousnesK,  nothing:  but  some 
experience  of  Germany  is  necessary  to  make,  them  rejoice  in  a  return  to  the 
ueatiiess,  the  civility,  the  comforts,  quietness,  and  even  the  good  humour  and 
iutelligence  to  be  easily  found  in  ITolliind.  Such,  at  lea»t,  was  the  change. 
Produced  in  our  minds  by  a  journey  from  Nimeguen  to  Friburg.  The  1«wer 
classes  of  the  Dutch,  and  it  is  the  conduct  of  such  classes,  that  every  where. 
^as  the  chief  influence  upon  the  comforts  of  others,  are  uot  only  without  the 
■**2*lignant  sullenness  of  the  Germans,  an«l,  therefore,  ready  to  return  yon 
**?t"v ices  for  money,  but  are  also  much  superior  to  them  in  intelligence  and 
•io^iiiijy.  Frequent  opportunities  of  gain,  and  the  h» bit  of  comparing  them, 
«oa.rpen  intellects,  which  miglit  other^^ise  never  be  exercised.  In  a  com- 
•^^■"cial  country,  the  humblest  persons  have  opportunities  of  profiting  by  their 
<|u^lHcation8 ;  they  are,  therefoie,  in  sonic  degree,  prepared  for  better  con- 
^'"^^ons,  and  do  not  feel  that  angry  envy  of  others,  which  arises  from  tlie  con- 
•^^ousness  of  some  irremediable  di&linction. 

T*he  inhabitant;;  of  Rees  speak  buth  Dutch  and  German  ;  and  it  was  ple».sin]$ 

«>  Hear  at  the  inn  the  sulk\  t/aw  of  the  latter  exchanged  for  the  civil  Yaw  welf, 

"^fnk^tr,  of  tlie  Dutch.     Tlie  town  is  built  chiefly  of  brick,  like  those  in 

■tollaiid.  (Ii^  streets  light;  the  market-place  spacious,  and  the  houses  well 

^'J^^erved.     It  is  of  no  great  extent,  but  die  space  .within  the  walls  is  fiiiefl,

***  the  moniing,  having  no  disgust  to  impel  ns,  we  were  somewhat  tardy  in. 
***^*^rking,  smd  the  boaliuen,  who  had  found  out  the  way  of  reviving  cup 
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iinpaliouce,  tulkerl  of  the  great  distance  of  Holland,  till  they  had  us  ob  boanc 
I  ivc  or  MX  well-looking  villages  presently  appear  after  leaviug  Rees»  the  mat 
port  to  which  is  Emmcrick,  once  an  Hanseatic  town,  and  still  a  place  of  aomc 
dii^nity,  from  spires  and  towers*  but  certainly  not  of  much  commerce*  for  we 
could  net  see  more  than  two  vessels  on  the  beach. 

Tim  is  the  town,  at  which  a  Governor  and  General,  appointed  by  Philip 
the  Second,  with  probably  half  a  dozen  titles,  asserting  his  excellency 
serenity  and  honour,  gave  an  instance  of  baseness,  scarcely  ever  exceeded 
oven  by  Philip  himself.  Approaching  the  place,  which  was  then  iieutraJ,  the 
inhabitants  went  out  to  him  with  an  eutreaty,  that  he  would  not  send  troops 
into  it,  and,  probably  by  soniethins;  more  than  entreaty,  obtained  his  promM^ 
that  they  should  be  spared.  In  spite  of  this  promise,  of  the  remonstrances  of 
the  inhabitants,  and  of  the  representations  of  a  clergyman,  that  the  Spannb 
assurances  of  having  engac^ed  in  the  war  chiefly  for  the  interests  of  ibtt 
Catholic  religion  could  not  be  credited,  if  acts,  contrary  to  the  precepts  of 
all  religion,  were  d:iily  perpetrated  j  in  spite  of  these,  Mendoza,  the  Spanish 
commander,  sent  in  four  hundred  troops,  but  with  another  promise,  thiit  their 
number  should  not  be  increased,  and  with  this  consolation  for  the  burgessei^ 
that  .the  Spanish  ("olonel  of  the/Jetachmeut  was  directed  to  swear  in  their 
procncci  to  admit  no  more,  even  if  they  should  be  ofi'ered  to  him. 

Mendoza  had  climated  this  man's  heart  by  his  own,  and  considered  1ms 
oath/)nly  as  a  convenient  delusion  for  preventing  the  resistance  of  the  inhabi* 
tints.  He  accordingly  sent  other  troops  to  him*  under  the  command  of  a 
foreign  hireling,  and  with  a  peremptory  order  \br  their  admission ,  but  tlie 
honest  Spaniard  gave  him  this  reply,  "  Though  the  General  has  set  the  ex- 
ample, I  will  not  violate  my  faith." 

Passing  limmerii k  with  much  pleasure,  we  speedily  came  to  the  point  at 
which  the  Rhine,  dividing  itself  into  two  streams,  loses  its  name  imttiediately 
it)  the  one,  and  presently  after  in  the  other.    Some  writer  has  compared  this 
merging  to  the  voluntary  surrender  of  exertions  and  views,  by  which  aifec* 
tion;;tc  parents  lose  themselves  in  their  children.    The  stream,  whicli  bends  to 
the  west,  takes  the  name  of  the  Waal ;  that,  which  flows  in  the  general  direc- 
tion of  the  river,  retains  its  name,  for  a  few  miles,  when  another  stream  ii 
to  the  northward,   ajid  takes  that  of  the  Yssel.    The  old  river  is  stUl 
ni/.ed,  after  this  separation,  and  the  town  of  Rhencn  takes  its  name  from  iti 
but,  about  a  n^ile  lower,  it  yields  to  the  denomination  of  the  Leek,  whicii» 
like  that  of  the  Waal,  does  not  long  enjoy  its  usurped  distinction.    The  Waal» 
or  Wall),  being jci]ied  by  the  Maas,  as  the  Dutch,  or  the  Meuse,  as  the  French 
rail  it,  near  Bommcl,  takes  the  name  of  that  river,  and,  toon  after,  the  Leek 
nicrgen  in  their  united  stream,  which  carries  the  title  of  the  Maas  by  Rotter^ 
dam,  Schiedam  and  Flaarding,  hito  the  German  ocean. 

We  did  not  yield  to  this  artificial  distinction,  so  far  as  to  think  ouraelrc^ 
t  tking  leave  of  the  Rhine,  or  losing  the  stream,  that  had  presented  to  Ui^  at 
drst,  features  of  the  Ixsldest  grandeur,  mingled  with  others  of  the  sweetest 
beauty,  and  then  borne  us  safely  past  a  shore,  pressed  by  the  hasty  steps  of 
distress,  as  well  as  threatened  by  those  of  ravage  from  a  flying  and  a  pursuing 
ari^y.    Nor  does  the  river  change  the  character  it  Iws  lately  assuosed  j  but  stiU 
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with  An  even,  wide  and  (brceful  current  between  (tultivatcd  or  pastoral 
levels  bounded,  at  some  distance,  by  gradual,  woody  ascents. 

Among  these  heights  and  woods,  Cleves  is  visible  to  the  left,  and  those, 
irlio  see  it  only  at  this  distance,  may  repeat  the  dictionary  descriptions  of  its 
gra.tideur  and  consequence  as  a  capital.  Soon  after,  Schenckenkanze,  a  small 
fort,  built  on  the  point  of  the  long  island,  round  which  the  Rhine  and  Waal 
flosr,  occurs ;  and  then  the  soutliern  extremity  of  the  province  of  Utrecht. 
W^e  were  glad  to  see  tliis  cx>mmencement  of  the  dominions  of  the  United  States^ 
though  the  shore  opposite  to  them  was  stiil  Prus:han  ;  and,  teUiiig  tlie  boatmen^ 
if  they  had  occasion  to  stop  at  any  town,  to' touch  only  upon  the  free  bank, 
^ey  humoured  us  so  far  as  to  row  out  of  the  current  for  the  sake  of  approach- 
^<ig  it;  in  short,  we  stepped  no  mo^'C  upon  GcruKin  luud  ;  and,  within  a  fem^ 
Uiies,  were  enveloped,  on  both  sides,  by  the  prospering,  abounding  plains  of 
tJxe  Dutch  provinces,     ItaLiam  I  Italiam  ! 

Early  in  the  afternoon,-  the  lofty  tower  of  the  Belvidere,  or  prospect-house 

Nimeg^en,  came  in  sight ;  then  the  bright  pinnacles  of  the  public  buildings, 

d  the  high,  turf'-colonred  angles  of  the  fortifications.  The  town  was  thronged 

^vith  fugitives  from  riandcrs,  but  we  found  sufficient  ucconiniodation,  as  before^ 

^^  tlie  tun  in  the  market-place,  and  were  not  in  a  tone  of  spirits  to  be  fastidious 

^Isout  any  thing,  heightened  as  tlie  appearance  of  prosperity  was  to  us  by  cou- 

,  and  happy  as  even  the  refugees  appeared  to  l>e  at  finding  peace  and  jsafcty. 

e  mail  before  the  Prince  of  Orange's  house  was  filled  with  parties  of  tiieuw 

S«y  as  if  they  had  left  their  homes  in  Flanders  but  for  a  holiday  excursion. 

We  were  at  the  Belvidere  till  evening,  lingering  over  tlie  rich  praspixt  of 

rolMbly  forty  miles  diameter,  from  Arnheiin  inui  D»usboiug  in  the  north  to 

levcs  and  Guelders  in  the  south,  with  an  eastern  view  over  half  the  forests 

^   Gudderland  to  those  of  Westphalia.     Such  an  extent  of  tijrren  landscape, 

crlily  varied  with  towns,  villages  and  woods,  spreadint?  and  gntdnally  nscend- 

S  to  the  horizoiu  was  now  almost  as  novel  so  us,  as  it  was  plaijdly  beautiful. 

Ki  the  east,  the  blue  mountainous  lines  of  Germany  broke  in  nj>on  the  repos- 

S  character  of  the  scene. 

b  the  Waal  below,  two  or  three  vessels  lK)re  the  Emperor's  flag,  and  were 

"^^n,  as  it  is  said,  with  some  of  his  regahafrom  tlanders.    Near  tliem,  seveml 

^^^nders,  the  decks  of  whidi  were  covered  with  awnings,  had  attracted  tpec- 

^*tors  to  the  opposite   bank,  for  to  that  side  only  they  were  open  \  and  the 

^mpony  in  all  were  objects  of  curiosity  to  the  Dutch,  being  no  less  than  th^ 

i^sterhood  of  several  Flemish  convents,  in  their  proper  dresses,  and  under  the 

tsre  of  their  respective  abbesses.      These  ladies  had  been  tJius  situated  for  se* 

vera]  days  and  nights,  which  they  had  passed  on  board  their  vessels.     They 

^ttctttcuded  by  their  usual  servants,  and  re»nai tied  together,  witliout  going  on 

^tt,  being  in  expectation  as  we  arc  told,  of  invitation  to  suitable  resicicnces 

in  Germany ;  butit  was  then  re.;orteil  at  Nimeguen,  that  Prince  (?obourg  was 

f^Taacing  to  Brussels,  and  tliese  societies  hsd  probably  their  misfortunes  in* 

created  by  tlie  artifices  of  a  i30iitical   rumour.     Wc  cou*d  not  learn,  as  we 

'HjJwd,  that  they  had  brought  away  many  cifecls.   Their  plate  it  was  nccdlesa 

to  iitqoire  abotitj   the  contributions  of  the  preceding  sirring  had  no  douh| 

fwtllowied  up  tlir.t.     Having  dismis>»;!d  cur  Uologue  watermen,  we  embar^od 

upon  the  \yaa],  the  next  day,  in  a  public  boat  for  Rotterdam  ;  a  ncit  swhuyt. 
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well  equipiH-d  and  navigated,  in  wlitcli,  for  a  few  florins,  yovk  have  the  use  o 
the  cabin.  <  )ur  voyage,  from  tlic  want  of  wind,  was  slow  enough  to  shew  ai 
much  as  could  he  seen  of  tlie  Waal ;  which,  at  Nimeguen,  nina  almost  eon- 
stantly  downward,  but  is  soon  met  by  the  tide,  and  overcome,  or,  at  Ieast»  re 
sisled  by  it.  The  breadth,  which  varies  but  little  above  Bommel,  is,  to  oit 
recollection,  nut  less  tJian  tliat  of  llie  Thames  at  Fulham  ;  the  depth,  duriBf 
the  heginuin^  of  the  same  space,  is  probably  considerable,  in  the  stream,  fbi 
even  upon  the  shore,  our  dextrous  old  steersman  found  water  enough  toswec| 
the  rushy  bank  at  aluiost  every  tack,  with  a  boat,  drawmg  about  Ave  ieet 
The  si^tis  of  activity  in  commerce  are  astoni:»liiug:.  A  small  hamlet,  one 
not  call  aiiy  place  in  lloliajid  contemptible,  or  muierabie,  a  hamlet  of  a  d< 
houses  has  two  or  three  \  essels,  of  tw  enty  tons  each ;  a  village  has  a  herring' 
boat  for  almost  every  house,  and  a  trading  vessel  for  Rotterdam  two  or  thnt 
times  a  week.  Heavy,  high-ri{;ged  vessels,  si-arcely  breasting  tlie  stream,  UK 
ht  only  for  river  vo^'ages,  we  frequently  niet^  many  of  them  carrying  coals  foi 
the  nearer  part  of  (iermany,  such  as  we  s;uv  on  the  banks  between  Keea  ind 
Nimegucn,  and,  with  much  pleasure,  recognized  for  svmptoms  of  neighbaar 
hood  to  England. 

The  first  town  fi'om  Nimeguen,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Waal,  is  TUd 
which  wc  had  only  time  to  see  was  enclosed  by  modern  fortifications^  and  im 
not  inferior  in  neatness  to  other  Dutch  towns,  at  least  not  so  in  one  good  stracf 
which  we  were  able  to  traverse.  A  sand  bank  before  the  port  has  much  In 
sened  the  tr  ide  ot'  the  place,  which,  in  the  tenth  century,  was  cousidenibl 
ciioui;h  to  be  }i<  knowlcdgcd  by  tlie  Emperor  Ott<},  in  tiie  grautof  aevera 
p»ivilei<,es. 

About  a  Iea!;ue  lo\\er,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Waal,  or  rather  oa  tk 
small  island  of  V'oom,  stood  formerly  a  fort,  called  Nassau,  which  the  French 
in  l(i7x>,  utterly  destroyed.  Neiu*  its  site,  at  the  northern  extremity  of  the  it- 
land  of  Bommel,  which  lies  between  the  Maas  and  the  Waal,  a  fort»  built  hf 
(.^u-diiial  Andrew  of  Austria,  still  subsists  under  the  name  of  Fort  SL  Andre. 
The  founder,  wiio  built  it  upon  the  model  of  the  citadel  of  ^\ntwcrp^  had  nc 
other  view  than  to  command  by  it  the  town  of  Bommel ;  but  in  the  year  lOOOi 
Vriuce  Maurice  of  Nassau  reduced  the  garrison,  after  a  siege  of  five  weekly  and 
it  has  since  contributed  to  protect  what  it  was  raised  to  destroy,  the  iudepend- 
enre  of  the  Dutch  commonwealth. 

In  the  evening  wc  came  opposite  to  tlie  town  of  Bommel,  where  we  wen 
put  on  shore  to  pass  tlie  night  and  the  next  day,  being  Sunday  ^  the  boat  pro- 
ceeded on  the  voyage  for  Rotterdam,  but  could  not  reach  it  before  the  next 
morning. 

Bonnnel  is  a  small  town  on  the  edge  of  Uie  river,  surrounded  by  wood 
enough  to  make  it  remarkable  in  Holland  ^  light,  neat  and  pretty.  The  twc 
principal  streets  cross  each  other  at  right  angles,  and  are  without  canals.  £ein| 
at  some  distance  form  the  general  roads,  it  is  ill  provided  with  inns  ^  but  ow 
of  them  has  a  delightful  prospect,  and  there  is  no  dirt  or  other  symptom  o 
negliuence  within.  The  inhabitants  are  advanced  cnou^i  in  proapeiity  anc 
intelligent  curiosity  to  have  two  Societes,  where  tliey  meet  to  read  new  pobli 
cations ;  a  luxury  which  may  be  found  in  almost  every  Dutch  town.  At  th< 
ends  of  the  two  principal  streets  are  gates ;  that  towards  the  water  betwcei 
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▼f*r-y  old  walls ;   those  on  the  land  side  modern  and  stronger,  with  draw- 
bri  dges  over  a  wide  fosse,  that  nearly  surrounds  the  town. 

On  the  otlier  side  the  ditch  are  high  and  broad  embankments,  well  planted 

ritli  trees,  and  so  suitable  to  be  used  as  public  walks,  that  we  supposed  them 

to   liave  been  raised  partly  for  that  purpose,  and  partly  as  defences  to  the  (^untry 

against  wateh    They  arc,  however,  greater  curiosities,  liaving  been  thrown  up 

by  Prince  Maurice  in  1590t  chiefly  because  his  garrison  of  four  thousand  foot 

aud  two  thousand  horse  were  two  numerous  for  the  old  works;  and  betweeo 

theae  intrenchmeuts  was  made  what  is  thought  to  liave  been  the  first  attempt 

at  a  covered  way,  since  improved  into  a  regular  part  of  fortifications.    This 

was  during  the  ineffectual  siege  of  three  weeks,  in  which  Meudoza  lost  two 

thousand  men,  Maurice  having  then  a  constant  communication  with  the.oppo- 

lite  bank  of  tlie  Waal  by  means  of  two  bridges  of  boats,  one  above,  the  oUicr 

below  the  town. 

Bommel  was  other^vise  extremely  important  in  the  struggle  of  the  Dutch 
against  Philip.  It  was  once  planned  to  have  been  delivered  by  treachery,  but, 
thmt  being  discovered,  the  Earl  of  Mausfeldt,  Philip^s  commander,  raised  the 
■iegfe.  It  adliered  to  the  assembly  at  Dort,  though  the  Earl  of  March,  the  com- 
JBaiider  of  the  first  armed  force  of  the  Flemings,  had  committed  such  violence* 

Ok  tlie  town,  that  tlie  Prince  of  Orange  found  it  necessary  to  send  him  to  prison. 

«i     the  campaign  of  1606,  when  Prince  Maurice  adopted  defensive  operations, 

tbis  was  one  of  the  extreme  points  of  his  line,  which  exteiidcd  from  hence  to 

^ctienck. 

*Xlie  natural  honesty  of  mankind  is  on  the  Me  of  tlie  defensive  party,  nnd  it 
therefore,  that  in  reading  accounts  of  sieges  one  is  always  on  the  side  of  the 
sieged.  The  Dutch,  except  when  subject  to  some  extraordinary  influence, 
"^^^e  been  always  defensive  in  their  wara ;  from  their  first  a&toni:>iiin^-  rebi.iliini^ 
^  Philip,  to  that  against  the  petty  attack,  which  C'harles  the  Setoiid  incited 
•"^^  Bishop  of  Munster  to  make,  who  had  the  coolness  to  tell  Sir  William 
^^inpLE;  that  he  had  thought  over  the  probabilities  of  his  eiiteqjrise,  and,  if  it 
■^led,  he  should  not  care,  for  he  could  go  into  Italy  and  buy  a  Canliuafs  cap ; 
"^^*^that  he  had  first  a  mind  to  make  some  future  in  the  workl.  The  territory 
*^  the  United  Provinces  is  so  small,  that,  in  these  wars,  the  whole  Dutch  Nation 
"^^a  been  in  little  better  condition,  than  thht  of  a  people,  l)esieged  in  one  great 
^'^rn;  and  Louis  the  Fourteenth,  in  the  attempt,  which  Charles  the  SctontVu 
^^tcked  sister  concerted  between  the  two  Monurchs,  sent,  for  the  first  time,  to 
"Whole  people,  a  threat,  similar  to  tho^e  sometimes  used  against  a  single  town. 
^  declaration  of  the  24th  of  June,  Kir  2,  after  boasting  how  his  "just  desii;i;.;" 
^Hd  undertakings  had  prospered,  since  his  arrival  in  the  army,  and  how  he 
Would  treat  the  Dutch,  if,  by  submiMuon,  tliey  would  ''  deserve  his  great  good- 
iiei^*'  thuji  proceeds : 

•*0n  the  contrary,  all  of  whatever  quality  and  condition,  who  shall  refuse  to 

comply  mth  theae  offers,  and  shall  resist  his  Majesty's  forces,  either  by  the  iii- 

undatioD  of  their  dyke,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  punished  with  the  utmok  rigour. 

^t  preaeut^  all  hoatilitiea  shall  be  used  against  those,  who  oppose  his  Majesty *« 
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designs ;  and,  ivhen  the  ice  shall  open  a  passage  oil  all  sides,  his  Mijeitx 
hot  ^ve  any  quarter  to  tlie  inhabitants  of  such  cities,  but  give  order,  that 
goods  be  plundered  and  tlicir  houses  burnt/* 

It  Ls  plcasafit,  in  every  country,  to  cherish  the  ri^collections,  which  make 
a  spectacle  for  the  mind  as  well  as  the  eye,  and  no  country  isi  enriched  by 
many  as  Holland,  not  even  the  West  of  England,  where  patriotism  and 
tude  hover  in  remembrance  over  the  places,  endeared  by  the  Biep%  of  our 
rious  William. 

Bommel  is  built  on  a  broad  projection  of  the  island  of  the  tame  name  lofo 
the  Waal,  which  thus  flows  nearly  on  two  sides  of  its  walls,  and  must  be  tf" 
fcctually  commanded  by  tliem.  But,  though  it  is  therefore  important  io«. 
military  view,  and  that  the  French  were  now  so  near  to  Breda,  as  to  induce 
families  to  fly  from  thence,  whom  we  saw  at  Bommel,  yet  the  latter  place  wts 
in  no  readiness  for  defence.  There  was  not  a  cannon  upon  the  walls*  or  upoo 
the  antient  outworks,  which  we  mistook  for  terraces,  and  not  ten  soldiers  in 
tlie  place  ;  a  neghgence,  which  was,  however,  immediately  after 


We  left  Bommel  at  seven  in  the  morning,  in  a  stout,  decked  sea-boat,  well 
riijged,  and,  as  appeared,  very  dexterously  navigated.  The  wind  was  directly 
contrary,  and  there  are  soniotiuies  islands,  sometimes  shoals  in  the  Waal^ 
wliich  narrowed  tlie  chaiihcl  to  four  or  live  times  the  length  of  the  Tessel  ; 
ycttliere  was  not  any  failure  in  tacking,  and  the  boom  was  frequently  assisted 
to  tra\  erse  by  the  reeds  of  the  bank,  which  it  swept.  The  company  in  the 
cabin  were  not  very  numerous,  but  titers  was  amontrst  them  at  least  one  la- 
mentable group  ;  the  minister  of  a  Protestant  church  at  Mae&tricht,  an  aged 
and  decripid  gentleman,  flying  with  his  wife  and  two  daughters  from  the  ap- 
proaching siege  of  that  place  j  himself  laid  on  pillows  upon  the  floor  of  the 
cabin  ;  his  daughters  attending  him  j  all  neglected,  all  victims  to  the  glonet 
of  war. 

The  boat  soon  passed  Louvenstein,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Maese,  a  brick 
castellated  building,  apparently  about  two  centuries  old,  surrounded  by  some 
modern  works,  which  render  it  one  of  the  defences  of  tlie  river.  Count  By- 
land,  the  late  commander  of  Breda,  was  tlicn  ini[>risoned  in  this  fortress,  which 
has  been  long  used  for  state  purposes.  Here  those  friends  of  Barneveldt  were 
conflncd,  who  derived  from  it,  and  lefl  to  their  posterity  the  name  of  the  Lou- 
venstein party ;  and  hence  Grotius,  who  was  of  tlie  number,  made  his  escape^ 
concealed  in  a  trunk,  which  the  sentinels  had  so  often  seen  filled  with  Armi- 
nian  liooks,  that  his  wife  persuaded  them  they  carried  nothing  more  than  their 
usual  cargo. 


From  LouFenstein,  hear  which  the  Waal  unites  with  the  Maese,  mod 
sumes  the  name  of  tliat  river,  we  soon  reached  Gorcum,  where  the  short  stay 
of  the  lx>at  permitted  us  only  to  observe  the  neatness  of  the  townt  and  thai 
the  fortifications  had  the  appearance  of  being  strong,  though  small,  and  seemed 
to  be  in  most  exact  repair.  This,  indeed,  is  one  of  the  forts  chiefly  relied  upon 
by  the  province  of  Holland  3  for,  in  1787»  their  States  made  Gorcum  and  Naar« 
dan  tha  extrcmn  points  of  their  Hue  of  defence,  and  ordered  a  dyke  to  be 
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thro^rn  across  the  Lingc,  which  flows  into  the  Maese  at  tlie  former  place,  for 
the  purpose  of  overflowing  the  surrounding  country. 

The  next  town  in  the  voyage  is  Dort,  formerly  one  of  the  most  considerable 

ia  Holland,  and  still  eminent  for  its  wealth,  though  the  trade  is  diminished  by 

that  of  Rotterdam.    Tliis  is  the  town,  which  Dumourier  strove  to  reach,  in  the 

invasion  of  17D2»  and  forty  thousand  stand  of  arms  were  found  to  have  been 

collected  there  for  him.    Our  boat  passed  before  one  quarter,  in  which  the 

houses  rise  immediately  over  a  broad  bay  of  the  Maese,  with  an  air  of  uiirom- 

mon  gaiety  and  lightness  y  but  the  evenness  of  the  town  prevented  us  from 

feeing  more  than  the  part  directly  nearest. 

In  the  bay  was  one  of  those  huge  timber  floats,  the  constrnction  of  which 
Ittt  been  before  described.  It  was  crowded  with  visitors  from  the  town ;  and 
tile  Wooden  huts  upon  it,  being  ornamented  with  flags,  had  the  appearance  of 
booths  at  a  fair.  Large  as  this  was,  it  had  been  considerably  diminbheil,  since 
iti  arrival  at  Dort,  and  several  hundreds  of  the  workmen  had  departed. 

A  little  further  on,  and  iiithin  sight  of  this  joyous  company,  was  the  melan- 

fholy  reverse  of  nearly  an  hundred' ladies,  driven  from  some  convent  in  Flau- 

^r»>  now  residing,  like  those  near  Nimeguen,  in  bilauders  moored  to  the  bank» 

''^ir  vessels  l)eiugopeu  on  the'side  towards  the  water,  we  caught  as  full  a  view 

•^tliem  as  could  be  had,  without  disrespect;  and  saw  that  they  still  wore  their 

^ttventual  dresses,  and  were  seated,  apparently  according  to  their  ages,  at 

•^■^e  sort  of  needle-work.    It  might  have  been  censured,  a  few  years  since^ 

^'^t  mistakes,  or  deceptions,  as  to  religious  duties,  should  have  driven  them 

"^*n  the  world ;  but  it  was  certainly  now  only  to  be  lamented,  that  any.  thing 

''^ort  of  the  gradual  and  |)eaceful  progress  of  reafiion  should  have  expelled  them 

•"^JH  their  retil-ement. 

M^e  reached  Rotterdam,  in  the  evening,  and  staid  there,  tlie  next  day,  to 

^^^^■erve  whether  the  confidence  of  the  Dutch  in  tlieir  dykes  and  fortresses  was 

^fllcient  to  preserve  their  tranquillity  in  a  place  almost  within  htaiing  of  the 

^•*i^»  the  French  being  then  besieging  Sluj's.    There  was  no  perceptible  symp- 

^^^*U  of  agitation,  or  any  dimunilion  of  the  ordinary  means  for  increasing  wealth.. 

*^e  persons,  with  whom  we  conversed,  and  they  were  not  a  few,  spoke  of  the 

^t^tisactions  of  the  campaign  with  almost  as  much  calmness  and  curiosity,  as  if 

^^B«  had  been  passing  in  India.    They  could  not  sojipose  it  possible,  that  tlie 

'•^nch  might  reach  the  city  ;  or,  if  they  did,  seemed  to  rely  upon  tlie  facility^ 

""^tJi  which  their  property  could  be  remoi'ed  by  the  canals  tlirongli  Leyden 

•'^^  Haerlem,  to  Hielihore  of  the  Zuyder  Zee,  then  across  it  by  sailing  barges, 

**^  then  again  by  the  canals  as  fUr  as  Groningen,  whither  the*  French  would 

^■"•-ainly  not  penetrate.     So  valuable  was  water  thought  in  Holland,  not  only 

**  ^  means  of  opulence  in  peace,  but  of  defence,  or  preservative  flight  in  war., 

7"*^    excessive  selfishness,  which  is  the  vice  of  the  Dutch,  appeared  sometimeil 

prevent  those,  who  coold  fly,  from  thinking  of  thrir  femaiiiing  countrjmcu. 

R  inleiition  of  dispensing  with  the  customary  fair  was  the  only  oirciim- 
oe,  whicH  distiogaMied  this  season  flrom  others  at  Rotterdam,  and  tliat  was 
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imputed  to  the  prudence  of  presenting  any  very  numerous  meetings  of  the 

populace. 

About  three  iiireeks  sooner  than  was  neceaaary,  for  it  was  so  long  before  a 
convenient  pasSiOge  occurred,  we  went  from  hence  to  HelvoetsJuys,  and  there 
t'emained,  a  fortnight,  watching  an  inHexible  north-westerly  wind,  and  listen- 
ing to  accounts  but  too  truly  certified  of  French  frigates  and  prisTiteerSy  aliiKMt 
unopposed  in  those  latitudes.  Lloyd's  List  brought  the  names  of  five,  or  seven, 
French  ships,  then  known  to  be  cruising  in  the  north  -,  and  one  packet  wai 
delayed  in  its  voyage  by  the  sight  of  several  Dutch  vessels,  set  on  fire  within 
a  few  leagues  of  Goree.  The  Dutch  lamented,  that  the  want  of  seamen  crip- 
pled the  operations  of  their  Admiralty  Board  :  an  Englbhman,  who  was  prood 
to  deny,  that  any  such  want,  or  want  in  such  a  degree,  existed,  as  to  his  cooi- 
try,  was  reduced  to  silence  and  shame,  when  it  svas  enquired.  Why,  then,  hare 
these  seas  been,  for  twelve  months,  thus  exposed  to  the  dominion  of  the  French } 

At  length,  a  convoy  arrived  for  a  noble  family,  and  we  endeavoured  to  taka 
the  benefit  of  it  by  embarking  in  a  packet,  which  sailed  at  the  same  time;  bat 
the  sloop  of  war  was  unable  to  pass  over  what  are  called  the  Flats,  and  oor 
captain  had  resolved  to  proceed  without  it,  notwithstanding  the  contrahetiei 
of  the  wind,  wlien,  with  much  joy,  we  discerned  a  small  boat,  and  knew  it  ta 
be  English  by  the  skilful  impetuosity  of  the  rowers.  Having  induced  the  pen- 
pie  of  the  packet  to  make  a  signal,  by  paying  them  for  the  passage  to  Harwid^ 
we  were  fortunately  taken  on  board  this  boat,  at  the  distance  of  about  three 
leagues  from  Helvoetsluys,  and  soon  re-landed  at  that  place  5  the  packet  pnn 
ceediug  on  her  voyage,  which,  supposing  no  intcrniption  from  the  French 
vessels,  was  not  likely  to  be  made  in  less  than  three  days.  We  rejoiced  at  the 
release  from  fatigue  and  from  fear,  at  least,  if  not  from  danger ;  and  seeing  little 
probability  of  an  immediate  passage,  returned,  the  next  d:iy,  to  Rotterdao^ 
with  the  hope  of  findiug  some  neutral  vessel,  bound  to  an  English  port. 

We  were  immediately  gratified  by  the  promise  of  an  American  captain  to 
meet  us  with  his  vessel  at  Helvoetsluys,  and,  tlie  next  day,  had  a  delightful 
voyage  thither,  in  a  hired  yacht,  partly  by  the  Macse>  and  partly  by  channd^ 
rnaccessible  to  large  vessels. 

The  Maese  presently  brought  us  opposite  to  Flaarding,  the  metropolis  of  the 
herring  fishers  j  rendered  interesting  by  the  patient  industry  and  useful  courage 
of  its  inhabitants.  We  landed  at  it,  but  saw  only  what  was  immediately  open 
for  observation.  Like  most  of  the  Dutch  towns,  on  the  banks  of  rivers,  it  m 
protected  from  floods  by  standing  at  the  distance  of  three  or  four  hundred 
yards  from  the  shore,  and  communicates  witli  the  stream  only  by  a  narrow^ 
but  deep  canal.  The  best  street  is  built  upon  the  quays  of  tliis-channel,  on 
which  the  herring  boats  deposit  their  cargoes  before  the  doors  of  the  ownen. 
We  did  not  see  more  than  fifty,  a  great  number  being  then  at  sea.  Except  the 
business  in  this  street,  and  the  smell  of  herrings,  which  prevailed  every  wheie» 
there  was  nothing^  to  shew  that  we  were  in  a  place  supported  solely  by  the 
industry  of  fishermen ;  no  neglected  houses,  no  cottages,  no  dirty  streetii  no 
inferiority,  in  point  of  neatness  and  brightness,  to  the  other  town»  of  Holland. 
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inhabitants  are  remarkable  for  adhering  to  the  dress,  as  well  as  the  em* 
ploy  meuts  of  their  ancestors ;  so  much  so,  that  their  clothing  is  mentioned  in 
Dt.Her  towns  as  tlie  representation  of  the  antient  nntioiial  dress,  common 
-tHroughout  all  the  provinves  two  centuries  since  j  and  it  is  certain^  that  theijr 
.appearance  is  exactly  such  as  is  delineated  in  pictures  of  tliat  date. 

Some  miles  further,   we  entered  the  old  Maese,  a  chann(;l  in  several  pnrtf 

very  narrow,  and  evidently  preserved  by  art,  but  in  others  nobly  expansive, 

aiid  filled  almost  to  the  level  of  the  luxuriant  pastures  and  groves  that  lK)rder 

it.      In  one  part,  where  the  antient  stream  takes  a  circuitous  course,  a  canal 

has  been  cut,  that  shortens  the  voyage,  for  light  vessels,  by  several  miles,  and 

barks  in  one  channel  are  sometimes  visible  from  the  other,  their  sails  swelling 

over  fields,  in  which,  at  a  di!>»tance,  no  water  is  discernable.     Neat  and  sul)- 

•tantial  farm-houses,  with  meadows  slanting  from  them  to  Uic  river,  frequentlj 

occurred ;  and  there  were  more  appearances  of  the  careful  labours,  peculiar  to 

tlie  Dutch,  than  in   the  great  Maese  itself,  the  banks  l)eing  occasionally  sup> 

ported,  like  their  dykes,  by  a  compact  biisket-work  of  flags  and  faggots. 

Passing  many  small   villages,  or  hamlets,  we  came  at  sun-set,  to  the  large 

branch  of  the  sea,  which  spreads  from  Williamstadt  to  Ilelvoetsluys,  and  from 

Whence  to  the  German  ocean.    Tlie  former  fortress  was  faintly  visible  at  a  great 

"Wtance  over  the  water ;  and,  while  we  were  straining  our  sight  towards  it, 

there  was  proof  enough  of  a  nearne&s  to  the  present  theatre  of  war,  the  sound* 

^'^  tile  siege  of  Sluys  coming  loudly  and  distinctly  in  the  breeze.     The  charac- 

^*^  of  evening  had  fallen  uj^on  the  scene  in  mild  and  deep  sohmmity  ;  buttho 

^'^rics  of  nature  were  uufelt,  while  a  dreadful  estimation  of  the  uiiseries,  pro- 

^Ue^ij  3t  gach  return  of  the  sullen  roar,  pressed  almost  exclusively  ujwn  tli« 

**^**^ti;  considerations,  which  were  soon   after  prolonged  by  tlie  melancholy 

^^Mr  of  several  English  trans|)orts,  filled  with  wounded  soldiers,  whose  blytht 

*'^^*sic,  now  at  the  firing  of  the  evening  gun,  was  rendered  painful  by  its  co«- 

**'iXsjt  to  the  truth  of  their  conditions. 

At  Helvoetsluys,  nothing  was  to  be  heard,  but  accounts,  derived  from  many 

^^pectable  officere,  on  tiieir  way  to  England,  of  Uie  unexampled  difiicultiea 

Lome,  cheerfully  borne,  by  the  British  army,  within  the  last  tliree  months,  and 

^^^rvcdly   mentioned,   not  as  complaints,    but  as  [irools  of  their  finnness. 

There  were,   however,  mingled  with  these,  many  rejwrts  as  to  the  contrary 

conduct  of  those  continental  troo|)s,  which  btill  k('i)t  the  field  uith  us;  of  their 

tardiness,  their  irregularity,  of  the  readiness  with  which  they  pennitted  the 

British  to  assume  all   the  dangers  of  attacks,  and  of  their  little  co-operatioo 

even  in  the  means  of  general  resistance.    Jirave  Aatjloh!  Bmre  Anglois!  waa 

the  constant  shout  of  these  troops,  when  tliey  had  recourse  to  the  British  to 

regain  the  posts  themselves  had  just  lost,  or  to  make  some  assault,  which  they 

hxul  refused,  or  had  attempted  with  ineil'ectual  formality.    They  would  theu  • 

follow  our  troops,  and,  when  an  advantage  was  gained,  seemed  to  think  they 

ba<i  share  enough  of  the  victory,  if  they  were  at  hand  to  continue  the  slaughter 

^thc  rctrpating,  and  to  engross  all  the  plunder  of  thr  dead. 
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Wc  were  as  glad  to  escape  from  such  considerations,  as  from  the  crowded 
inns  of  Ilelvoctsluys,  now  little  more  convenient  than  ships ;  and,  the  next 
morning,  embarked  on  boanl  the  American  vessel,  then  arrived  from  Rotter* 
dam.  A  fair  wind  soon  wafted  us  out  of  sight  of  the  low  coast  of  Holland  j  but 
we  were  afterwards  becalmed,  and  carried  by  tides  so  far  towards  the  Flemiah 
shore  as  to  have  the  firing  before  Sluys  not  only  audible,  but  terribly  loud^ 
For  part  of  tliree  days,  we  remained  witliiu  heariuij;  €>f  this  noise  5  but  did  not^ 
therefore,  tliiuk  ourselves  very  distmt  from  the  English  coast,  koowiug  that 
the  fire,  at  the  preceding  siege  of  Nieuport,  had  been  heard  as  far  as  the 
Downs;  Nieuport,  the  wretched  scene  of  so  many  massacres,  and  of  distress 
which,  in  Holland,  had  been  forcibly  described  to  us  by  eye-witnesses. 

So  keenly,  indeed,  were  the  horrors  of  this  place  conceived  by  those,  who- 
peiTsonally  escaped  from  them,  that  of  the  emigrants  rescued  by  tlie  intrepidity 
of  our  seamen,  many  suppressed  all  joy  at  their  own  deliverance  by  lamenta- 
tions for  the  fate  of  their  brethren.  Cue  gentleman  was  no  sooner  on  l>oard  a> 
ship,  then  exi)osed  to  the  batteries  on  shore,  than  he  climbed  the  shrouds  and. 
remained  aloft,  notwithstanding  ail  entreaties  till  a  severe  wound  obliged  him 
to  descend.  Another,  who  had  been  saved  from  the  beach  by  a  young  sailor^ 
was  unable  to  swim  so  far  as  the  ship  j  and  the  honest  lad,  having  taken  him 
upon  his  back,  struggled  hard  amidst  a  shower  of  balls  to  save  both  their  Uvei. 
At  length,  he,  too,  began  to  falter ;  and  the  weakness  of  his  efforts,  not  hit. 
complaints,  seemed  to  shew  his  companion,  that  one,  or  both  of  them,  must 
perish  :  the  latter  nobly  asked  tlie  lad,  whether  he  could  save  his  own  life»  if 
left  to  himself;  and,  receiving  a  reluctant  reply,  tliat  probably  he  might  do 
so,  but  that  he  would  strive  for  both,  the  emigrant  instantly  plunged  into  the 
ocean,  and  was  seen  no  more.  The  glorious  sailor  reached  his  ship,  just  as  lie 
hegan  again  to  fail,  and  was  saved. 

The  calm  continued  during  the  day,  and  the  sun  set  witli  uncommon  gran- 
deur among  clouds  of  purple,  red  and  gold,  that,  mingling  with  the  serene 
azure  of  the  upper  sky,  composed  a  richness  and  harmony  of  colouring  whicb 
wc  never  saw  surpassed.  It  was  most  interesting  to  watch  the  progress  oT 
evening  and  its  effect  on  the  waters;  streaks  of  light  scattereii  among  the  dark, 
western  clouds,  after  the  sun  had  set,  and  gleaming  in  long  reflection  on  the. 
sea,  while  a  grey  obscurity  was  drawing  over  the  east,  as  the  vapours  rose 
gradually  from  the  ocean.  The  air  was  breathless;  the  tall  sails  of  the  vend 
were  without  motion,  and  her  course  upon  the  deep  scarcely  perceptible,  whilr» 
above,  the  planet  Jupiter  burned  witli  steady  dignity,  and  threw  a  tremuloaii 
line  of  light  on  the  sea,  whose  surface  flowed  in  smooth  waveless  expanse^ 
Then,  other  planets  appeared,  and  countless  stars  spangled  the  dark  waterss 
Twilight  now  pervaded  air  and  ocean,  but  the  west  was  still  luminous^  where 
one  solemn  gleam  of  dusky  red  edged  tlie  horizon,  from  under  heavy  vapours. 

It  was  now  that  we  first  dicovcred  some  symptoms  of  England  ^  the  ligb^ 
house  on  the  South-Foreland  appeared  like  a  dawning  star  above  the  marg^ 
•f  the  sea. 
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'Zlie  vessel  made  Irttle  progress  during  the  night.    With  the  earliest  dawn 

or  KvioniiDg  we  were  on  deck*  in  the  hope  of  seeing  the  English  coast ;  but  the 

mists  veiled  it  from  our  view.    A  spectacle,  however,  the  most  grand  in  uature. 

ref>«ud  us  for  our  disappointment,  and  we  found  the  circumstances  of  asini-risa 

at    sea*  yet  more  interesting  than  those  of  a  sun-set.    The  moon,  bright  ami 

Deaj4y  at  her  meridian,  shed  a  long  lustre  on  the  ocean,  and  gleamed  between 

tb^  sails  upon  the  deck  ;  but  the  dawn,  beginning  to  gUmmer,  contended  with 

ber  light,  and,  soon  touching  the  waters  with  a  cold  grey  tint,  discovered  them 

spreading  all  round  to  the  vast  horizon.     Not  a  sound  broke  u]>on  the  silence^ 

<<xcept  the  lulling  one  occasioned  by  the  course  of  the  vessel  through  the 

^vraves,  and  now  and  then  the  drowsy  song  of  the  pilot,  as  he  leaned  on  the 

l^elm ;  his  shadowy  figure  just  discerned,  and  Uut  of  a  sailor  pacing  near  the 

iiead  of  the  ship  with  crossed  arms  and  a  rolling  step.    The  captain,  wrapt  ia 

^  aea-coaty  lay  asleep  on  the  deck,  wearied  with  the  early  watch.      As  the 

*la^«rn  strengthened,  it  discovered  white  sails  stealing  along  the  distance^  au4 

^^e  flight  ofsome  sea-fowls,  as  they  uttered  their  slender  cry,  and  then,  dropping 

^>poii  the  waves,  sat  floating  on  the  surface.    Meanwhile,  the  light  tints  in  the 

began  to  change,  and  the  skirts  of  a  Hne  of  clouds  l>e)ow  to  assume  a  hur 

^awny  red,  which  gradually   became  rich  orange  and  purple.     We  could 

perceive  a  long  tract  of  the  coast  of  France,  like  a  dark  streak  of  vapour 

Covering  in  thesoutli,and  were  somewhat  alarmed  on  finding  ourselves  witlita 

of  the  French  shore,  while  that  of  England  was  still  invisible. 


"Xlie  moon-light  faded  fast  from  the  waters,  and  soon  tlic  long  beams  of  the 
i^Ki  shot  their  lines  upwards  through  the  clouds  and  into  the  clear  blue  sky 
►ve,  and  all  the  sea  below  glowed  with  fiery  reflec!tions,  for  a  coTisiderable 
before  his  disk  appeared.     At  length  he  rose  from  the  waves,  looking 
under  clouds  of  purple  and  gold;  and  as  he  seemed  to  touch  the  water,  a 
^**«t:ant  vessel  passed  over  his  disk,  like  a  dark  speck. 

"NVe  were  soon  after  cheered  by  the  faintly  seen  coast  of  England,  but  at  the 
■^lae  time  discovered,  nearer  to  us  on  the  south-west,  the  high  blue  headlands 
^^  Calais ;  and,  more  eastward,  the  town,  with  its  large  rhiirch  and  the  steeples 
<>f  two  others,  se  ted  on  the  edge  of  the  sea.    The  woods,  that  frinj^e  the  sum- 
*^it^  of  hills  rising  over  it,  were  easily  distinguished  with  glasses,  as  well  as  the 
'^^tional  flag  on  the  steeple  of  the  groat  *  hurrli.     As  we  proceeded,  Calais 
cHfift,  at  a  considerable  distance  weslwird  of  the  town,  lost  their  aerial  blue, 
Wad  shewed  an  hijxh  front  of  chalky  piocipice,  overtopped  by  dark  downs.   Be- 
yond, far  to  the  south-west,  and  at  the  f()ct  of  a  bold  promontory,  tliat  swelled 
^^>ove  all  the  neijrhbou  ring  hei:?hts,  our  glasses  gave  us  the  towers  and  ramparts 
^Boulogne,  sloping  upwirds  from  the  shore,  with  its  tall  lighthouse  on  a  low 
P**at  running  out  into  the  sea ;  the  whole  api>^iriiig  with  considerable  dignity 
•'^d  picturesque  effect.  '  The  hills  beyond  were  tainrr,oi:d  sunk  gradually  away 
J'^  the  horizon.     At  le  igth  the  breeze  wafting  u^^  more  to  the  north,  we  discri- 
•'^Oated  the  bolder  features  of  tlie  English  coast,  and,  about  noon,  found  our- 
^Ivtt  nearly  in  the  middle  of  the  chamie!,  having  Picp.rdy  on  our  left  and  Kent 
•0  the  right,  its  white  cliffs  aspiring  with  great  majesty  over  the  flood.      The 
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sweeping  bay  of  Dover,  with  all  its  chalky  heights,  soon  after  opened, 
town  appeared  low  on  the  shore  within,  and  the  castle,  with  round  and 
towers,  crowned  the  vast  rock,  which,  advancing  into  the  sea,  formed  til 
ern  point  of  the  crescent,  while  Shakespeare's  cliff  bolder  still  and  saM 
the  eternal  name  it  bears,  was  the  western  promontory  of  the  bay.  The '. 
and  grandeur  of  this  cliff  were  particularly  striking,  when  a  ship  was  sec 
ing  at  its  base,  diminished  by  comparison  to  an  inch.  From  hence  tin 
towards  Folkstone,  though  still  broken  and  majestic,  gradually  decline, 
are,  perhaps,  few  prospects  of  sea  and  shore  more  animated  and  magni 
than  this.  The  vast  expanse  df  water,  the  character  of  the  cliffs,  that 
the  coast,  the  ships  of  war  and  various  merchantmen  moored  in  the  £ 
the  lighter  vessels  skimmuig  along  tlie  channel,  and  tlie  now  distant  sli 
France,  with  Calais  glimmering  faintly,  and  hinting  of  different  modes 
and  a  new  world,  all  these  circumstances  formed  a  scene  of  pre-eminent 
bination,  and  led  to  interesting  reflection. 

Our  vessel  was  bound  to  Deal,  and,  leaving  Dover  and  its  cliffs  on  the 
we  entered  that  noble  bay,  which  the  rich  shores  of  Kent  open  for  tl 
Gentle  hills,  swelling  all  round  from  the  water,  green  with  woods,  ore 
tion,  and  speckled  with  towns  and  villages,  with  now  and  then  the  ton 
an  old  fortress,  offered  a  landscape  particularly  cheering  to  eyes  acctis 
to  the  monotonous  flatness  of  Dutch  views.  .And  wc  landed  in  Enghiud 
iiupre^isions  of  delight  more  varied  and  strong  than  can  be  conceived,  vr 
refcring  to  the  joy  of  an  escajie  fro:i  distriirts  where  there  w^as  acaPD 
home  for  the  natives,  and  to  the  love  of  our  owu  coiuitrj'.

Kingston,  Upper  X^anada,  June  3,  1813.— My  Lord, — I  HAVE  the  liononrofac 
quaintiug  your  Lordship,  that,  on  the  27th  ultimo,- the  enemy  succeeded  io  effect 
iiig  a  landing  about  two  miles  from  Fort  George,  under  the  cover  of  the  fire  of  tbei 
flotilla  and  batteries,  with  a  force  so  very  far  superior  to  any  which  we  cooid  bria| 
against  them,  that  notwiihstanding  the  most  determined  and  gallant  opposition  01 
the  part  of  hia  Majesty's  troops  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Vincent,  be  was  un 
able  to  maintain  bis  position  on  that  frontier,  and  obliged,  nftn*  falling  back  npoi 
Qneenstown,  to  retire  with  the  whole  of  his  army,  which  he  had  collected  from  Chip 
pawa  and  Fort  Erie,  to  the  head  of  the  Lake.

Being  on  the  spot,    and  seeing  that  the  force  nnder 
command  was  opposed  "with  tenfold  numbers,  who  were  rapidly  advancing  nod 
cover  of  their  shipping  and  batteries,  from  which  our  positions  were  immediate' 
seen  and  exposed  to  a  tremendous  fire  of  shot  and  shells,  I  decided  on  retiring 
little  force  to  a  position  which  I  hoped  might  be  less  assailable  by  the  heavy 
nance  of  the  enemy,  and  from  which  a  retreat  would  be  left  open,  in  tbc  event 
that  measure  becoming  necessary  :  here,  after  awaiting  the  approach  of  the  enei 
for  about  h.'ilf  an  hour,  I  received  authentic  information,  that  bis  force,  consisti 
of  from  four  to  f;vc  thousand  men,  bad  re-formed  his  columns,  and  waa  making 
effort  to  turn  ray  right  flank.     At  this  critical  juncture  not  a  moment  was  to  be  lo 
mnd  sensible  that  every  eifurt  had  been  made  by  the  officers  ond  men  nnder  my 
nand  to  maintain  the  post  of  Furt  George,  i  could  not  consider  myself  jufttfied 
continuing  so  nnequal  a  contest,  the  issue  of  which  promised  no  advantage  to 
interests  of  his  Majesty's  service.     Having  given  orders  for  the  fort  to  be  evacnai 
the  gitns  to  be  spiked,  and  the  ammunition  destroyed,  the  troops  nnder  my 
mand  were  put  in  motion,  and  marched  across  the  country  in  a  line  parallel  to 
?fiagara  River,  towards  the  position  near  the  Beaver  Dam,  beyond    Qocenst 
Mountain,  at  which  place  I  had  the  honour  of  reporting  to  your  Excellency  m dcp 
of  provisions  and  ammunition  had  been  formed  some  time  since.     The  rear  go 
of  the  army  reached  that  position,  during  the  night,    and   we  were  soon   aflec 
wards    joined  by  Licutenaut-Coloncl  Bishopp,    with    all    the    detachmeota    firov 
Chippawa  tu  Tort  Eric.     Tbc  light,  and  one  battalion  company  of  the  8th  (King's 
joined  us  about  the  same  time,  as  did  Captain  Barclay,  with  a  detachment  of  t 
royal  navy. 

Having  assembled  my  whole  force  the  following  morning,  which  did  not  excec: 
•nc  thou<«and  six  hundred  men,  I  continued  my  march  towards  the  head  of  the  laka 
where  it  is  my  intention  to  take  up  a  position,  and  shall  endeavour  to  maintain  \t 
tintil  I  may  be  honoured  with  your  Excellency*^  instructions,  which  I  shall 
most  anxious  to  receive.  1  beg  leave  to  suggest  the  great  importance  that  ex 
ists  for  a  communication  being  opened  with  me  throngh  the  medium  of  the  fleet 
the  anebnrage  under  Mrs.  Brandt^s  house  is  perfectly  good  and  very  safe.  1  belie' 
your  Excellency  need  not  be  informed,  that  in  the  event  of  it  becoming 
sary  that  I  should  fall  back  upon  York,  the  assistance  of  shipping  wonld  be 
qnisite  for  the  traii<;port  of  my  artillery.  I  cannot  conclude  this  long  commnni 
tion  vithout  ex',>ressii\g  a  well-merited  tribute  of  approbation  to  tbe  gallantry  a 
assiduity  of  every  officer  of  the  staff,  and  indeed  of  every  individual  composing  m 
little  army ;  every  one  most  zealously  discharged  the  duties  of  his  respective  ttmti 
The  struggle  on  the  o^th  coutinued  from  three  to  four  hours,  und^  I  lament  tomdd,  i 
was  attended  with  very  severe  loss. 

I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  a  list  of  the  killed  wounded,  and  misaing,  witi 
as  mnrh  accuracy  as  the  nature  of  existing  circumstances  will  admit.  Many  of  t 
missing,  I  hope,  will  he  found  to  be  only  stragglers,  and  will  soon  rejoin  tbfir 
corps.  I  shall  reach  the  head  of  the  Lake  to-morrow  evening.  Hitherto  Iba  Ctt^ 
my  has  not  attempted  to  interrupt  my  movements.    loformation  reached  me  Ihit 
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moroiog,  tbrougb  an  autbentic  chanuel,  that  he  has  pushed  on  three  thousand  in- 
fantry, and  a  considerable  body  of  cavalry,  towards  Queeustowrn.  His  whole  force  ii 
atatecl  to  amoant  to  nearly  ten  thousand  men. 

I   send  this  dispatch  by  Mr.  Mathisou,  who  acted  as  a  volunteer  uu  the  27^b; 

mnd  I  am  happy  to  inform  your  Excellency,  that  his  conduct  was  very  honourable  to 

liis   cbaracter,  and  merits  my  marked  approbation.     Ammunition  will   he  wanlfid 

by  the  first  vessel.     Captain  Milncs  has  been  kind  enough  to  remaiu  with  me  until 

my  next  dispatch.

1  have  received  a  report  from  General  Mina,  of  the  ]3tb,  in  which  he  inforoM  n 
that  General  Duran  had  joined  him  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Zaragoza,  and  that  I 
had  attacked,  on  the  8tb,  General  Paris,  who  had  for  some  time  commanded  a  Ah 
aion  in  Arragon.  General  Paris  had  retired  in  the  night  of  the  9th,  leaving  a  gar 
son  in  a  redoubt  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Zarn^oza,  whirh  General  MinaKadk 
General  Duran  to  attack,  while  he  followed  the  enemy  with  his  own,  and  the  caval 
under  Brigadier  Don  Julian  Sanchez.  He  had  taken  a  considerable  number  c»f  pi 
aoners,  and  a  good  deal  of  baggage  from  General  Paris ;  and  a  convoy  on  the  1  itk. 

It  is  impossible  to  applaud  too  highly  the  activity,  intelligence,  and  gallaatr 
with  which  these  operations  have  been  carried  00. 

I  have  since  heard  that  General  Paris  had  arrived  at  Jaca  on  the  Mth,  and  ll 
be  had  brought  with  him  the  garrisons  of  Ayerbe,  Huesca,  &c.  and  waa  aboat 
retire  into  France. 

Marshal  Suchet  evacuated  Valencia  on  the  5ih  instant,  and  General  Clio  cater 
that  city,  at  the  head  of  the  second  array,  on  the  7th.  I  have  a  letter  frota  Lo 
William  Bentinck,  of  the  7th,  from  San  Felipe,  in  which  he  informs  me  that 
expected  to  arrive  at  Valencia  on  the  10th.  I  have  not  heard  of  Marshal  Sucbe 
retreat  beyond  Castellon ;  but  the  garrison  of  Scgorbe  has  been  withdrawn,  aad 
understand  that,  on  the—- instant  General  Scverolo  blew  up  the  fort  of  Alcaai 
and  marched  upon  Mequinenza  by  Caspe. 

Since  writing  the  above,  I  have  received  a  dispatch  from  Sir  Thomas  Grabai 
of  which  the  enclosed  is  a  copy,  containing  his  report  on  the  attack  of  the  coave 
near  San  Sebastian. 


Extract  of  a  Dispatch  from  Lieotenant-General  Sir  Thomas  Graham  to  Fid 
Marshal  the  Marquess  of  Wellington,  dated  Ernani,  July  18,  ISI3. 

THE  convent  of  San  Bartolome,  and  the  adjoining  work  on  the  extremity  of  tl 
steep  hill  towards  the  river,  were  taken  yesterday  by  assault. 

The  natural  and  artificial  strength  of  these  fortified  povtn,  occupied  by  a  lar 
body  of  troops,  and  the  impossibiliiy  of  access  to  either  but  by  the  fronts,  mada 
very  desirable  to  have  destroyed  the  defences  as  much  as  possible,  and  a  aew  bi 
tery  on  the  left  was  begun  the  preceding  evening,  but  not  being  ready  in  the  aHir 
ing,  the  attack  was  determined  on. 

A  column,  consisting  of  the  picquets  of  the  4th  Ca^adorea,  commanded  by  Lie*

lieutenant* General  Sir  Rowland  Hill  occupied  the  valley  of  BtMtan  with  the 
^^^sainderof  the  second  division,  and  the  Portuguese  division,  under  the  Conde  de 
'^Xiiirante,  detaching  General  Campbell's  Portuguese  brigade  to  Los  Alduidea, 
'^UHin  the  French  territory.  The  light  and  seventh  divisions  occupied  tbe  heigfatt 
^^^  Santa  Barbara,  and  tbe  town  of  Vera,  and  the  Puerto  de  Echalar,  and  kept  the 
^^ikkasnnicatton  with  tbe  valley  of  Bastan  ;  and  the  sixth  division  was  in  reserve 
^^  San  Estevan.  General  Longa's  division  kept  tbe  communication  between  the 
^"^H^pa  at  Vera  and  those  under  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Thomas  Graham,  and 
^^^riscal  del  Campo  Giron,  on  the  great  road. 

"X^e  Conde  del  'Abisbal  blockaded  Pampeluna. 
■  Ob  tbe  84th,  Marshal  Sonlt  collected  the  right  and  left  wings  of  his  army,  with 
^^«  dhrision  of  hit  centre,  and  two  divisions  of  cavalry,  at  St.  Jean  de  Pied  de  Port, 
^^e|  oa  tbe  95th  attacked,  with  between  thirty  and  forty  thousand  men,  General 
*^yiaf *8  poet  at  Rpncesvalles.  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Lowry  Cole  moved  up  to  hit 
*^l»pMt  with  tbe  fourth  division,  and  these  officers  were  enabled  to  maintain  their 
^^^t  throMf boat  tbe  day.  But  tbe  enemy  turned  it  in  tbe  afternoon  j  and  Lie^- 
^^^lUit-GeaerM  Sir  Lowry  Cole  considered  it  to  be  necessary  to  withdraw  io  Ilia 
^^  At ;  and  be  marched  to  the  neigh bonrbood  of  Zuburi.

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In  the  actions  which  took  plact  od  this  day,  the  30tb  regiment  diititiganhefl 
themselves. 

Two  divisions  of  the  crrrtre  of  the  cnemy^s  army  attacked  Sir  Rowland  Hiirt 
position  in  the  Puerto  de  Maya,  at  (he  head  of  the  valley  of  Bastan,  in  the  nftcr 
noon  ot  the  same  day.  The  brant  of  the  action  fell  upon  Major-General  Pringlc* 
and  Major-General  Walker*s  brigades  in  the  second  division,  under  tb«cuBinMiB4  o 
Lieutenant-General  the  Honourable  William  Stewart.  These  troops  were  at  fin 
obliged  to  }f,\ye  way  *,  bat  having  been  supported  by  31  ajor- General  Baroca^a  biignd 
of  the  7th  division,  they  regained  that  part  of  their  post,  which  was  the  key  of  tli 
whole,  and  wonld  have  enabled  them  tore-assume  it,  if  circnmstances  had  permittini 
it.  But  Sir  Rowland  Hill  having  been  apprised  of  the  necessity  that  Sir  Lxiwr 
Cole  should  retire,  dcen)ed  it  expedient  to  withdraw  his  troops  likewise  to  Irariln 
and  the  enemy  did  not  advance  on  the  followin^^  day  beyond  the  Puerto  de  Mnyi 

Notwithstanding  the  enemy^s  superiority  of  numbers,  they  acquired  but  liltl 
advantage  over  these  brave  troops  during  the  seven  hours  they  were  engn|ipedj*— Al 
the  regiments  charged  with  the  bayonet.  The  conduct  xtf  the  33d  reginent, 
moved  up  with  Major-General  Barneses  brigade,  is  particularly  reported. 

Lieutenant-Gcneral  the  Hon.  William  Stewart  was  slightly  wounded. 

I  was  not  apprized  of  these  events  till  late  in  the  night  of  the  S5tb  and  9€th ; 
I  adopted  immediate  measures  to  concentrate  the  army  to  the  right,  still  proTidiH 
for  the  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  and  for  the  blockade  of  Pamplona. 

This  would  have  been  effected  early  on  the  27th,  only  that  Lieutenant-Genera 
Sir  Lowry  Cole  and  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Thomas  Picton  concurred  in  thinkiai 
their  post  at  Zubiri  not  tenable  for  the  time  during  which  it  wonld  have  bee* 
necessary  to  wait  in  it.  They  therefore  retired  early  on  the  37th,  and  took  «p 
position  to  cover  the  blockade  of  Pamplona,  having  the  right,  consisting  of  tlM  31 
division,  in  front  of  Huarte,  and  extendin<;  to  the  hills  beyond  OIaz,  and  the  left 
consisting  of  the  4th  division,  Major-General  Byng^s,  and  Brigadier-Geoera 
CampbelPs  Portuguese  brigade,  on  the  heights  in  front  x>f  Villalba,  having  tl^i 
left  at  a  chapel  behind  Sorausen,  on  the  high  road  from  Ostiz  to  PampelnBa, 
their  right'resting  upon  a  height  which  defended  the  high  road  from  2abiri 
Ronccsvalles.  General  Morillo's  division  of  Spanish  infantry,  and  that  part  of  tbi 
Cond6  del  Abisbal's  corps  not  engaged  in  the  blockade  were  in  reserve.  Frooa  IIm 
latter,  the  regiment  of  Travia,  and  that  of  El  Principe,  were  detached  to  occii|q 
part  of  the  hill  on  the  right  of  the  fourth  division,  by  which  the  road  from  Ztthir 
was  defended. 

The  British  cavalry  under  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Stapletoo  Cotton  were  placed 
near  Huarte  on  the  right,  being  the  only  ground  on  which  it  was  possible  to  VM 
the  cavalry. 

The  river  Lanz  runs  in  the  valley  which  was  on  the  left  of  the  allied,  and  oa  tlN 
right  of  the  French  army,  along  the  road  to  Ostiz.  Beyond  this  river  there  ia  mm^ 
ther  range  of  mountains  connected  with  Ligasso  and  Marcalaiu,  by  which  placca  SI 
was  now  necessary  to  communicate  with  the  rest  of  the  army. 

1  joined  the  third  and  fourth  divhiions  just  as  they  were  taking  np  their  grtmnd 
on  the  S7th,  and  shortly  afterwards  the  enemy  formed  their  army  on  a  OKMHitaini 
the  front  of  which  extends  from  the  high  road  to  Ostiz  to  the  high  road  %m  Z«biri| 
and  they  placed  one  divison  on  their  left  of  that  road  on  a  height,  and  in  noBM 
villages  in  front  of  the  third  division.     They  had  here  also  a  large  body  t>f  cavalry, 

In  a  short  time  after  they  had  taken  np  their  ground,  the  enemy  attacked  th«  hill 
on  the  right  orthe  fourth  division,  which  was  then  occupied  hy  one  hattalioft  •! 
the  4th  Portognese  regiment^  and  by  the  Spanish  regiment  of  Praifia. 
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These  troops  defended  their  ground,  and  drove  the  coeiny  from  it  with  the  bayo- 
net.    Seeiufi^  ttie  importance  of  this  hill  to  our  position,  1  reinforced  it  with  the  40th 
^regiment  \  and  this  regiment  with  the  Spanish  regiments  of  El_  Principe  and  Pravia 
M^t\A  it  from  this  time,    notwithstanding  the  repeated  efforts  of  the  enemy  during 
M,he  27tb  and  28tb  to  ohtain  possefsiou  of  it. 

Nearly  at  the  same  time  that  the  enemy  attacked  this  height  on  the  27th,  they 
tf  «jok  possession  of  the  village  of  Sorauseo  on  the  road  to  0;ttiz,  by  which  they  nt- 
^  uired  the  communication  by  that  road,  and  they  kept  up  a  fire  of  musketry  along 
^Ire  line  till  it  was  dark. 

We  were  joined  on  the  morning  of  the  SSth  by  the  sixth  divieion  of  iufantry,  and 
M  Hirected  that  the  heights  should  be  occupied  on  the  left  of  the  valley  of  the  Lanz  \ 
^tid  that  the  sixth  division  should  form  across  the  valley  in  rear  of  the  left  of  the 
fourth  division,  resting  their  right  on  Oricain,  and  their  K-ft  upon  the  heights 
naentioned. 

sixth  division  had  scarcely  taken  their  position  when  they  were  attacked  by 

Y«ry  large  force  of  the  enemy,  which  had  been  assembled  in  the  village  of  SorauscD. 

T'heir  front  was,  however,  so  well  defended  by  the  fire  of  their  own  light  troops 

the  heights  on  their  left,  and  by  the  fire  from  the  heights  occupied  by  the

li»  order  to  extricate  their  troops  from  the  difEculty  in  which  they  found  them- 

lw«s  in  their  situation  in  the  valley  of  the  Lanz,  the  enemy  now  attacked  tht 

hton  which   the  left  of  the  fourth  division   stood,  which  was  occupied  by  the 

th  Cacadores,  of  which   they  obtained  a  momentary  possession.     They  were 

^ ticked,  however,  ngain  by  the  seventh  Cacadores,  supported  by   Major-Gcueral 

»««,  at  the  head  of  his  briga^le  of  the  fourth  division,  and  were  driven  down  with 

e-at  loss. 

T*fae  battle  now  became  general  along  the  whole  front  of  the  heights  occupied  by 

e  4ib  division,  aud  in  every  part  in  our  favour,  excepting  where  one  battalion  of 

e  loth  Portuguese  regiment  of  Major-General  CampbelTs  brigade  was  posted.— 

i«  battalion  having  been  overpowered,  and  having  been  obliged  to  give  way  im- 

^^E^ctliately  on  the  right  of  Major  General  Rosses  brigade,  the  enemy  established 

^^•casclves  on  our  line,  and  Major-General   Ross  was  obliged  to  withdraw  from 

^i»  -jiogt. 

I  however  ordered  the  S7tb  and  48tU  regiments  to  charge,  first  that  body  of  the 
*^«iBy  which  had  established  themselves  on  the  height,  and  next  those  on  the  left, 
^oili  attacks  succeeded,  and  the  enemy  were  driven  down  with  immense  loss;  and 
^^^  6lh  division  having  moved  forward  at  the  same  time  to  u  situation  in  the  valley 
*^«rerto  the  left  of  the  4th,  the  attack  upon  this  front  ceased  entirely,  aud  was 
^■^ioned  but  faintly  on  other  points  of  our  line. 

In  the  course  of  this  contest,  the  gallant  fourth  division,  which  has  so  frequently 
IQ  distinguished  in  this  army,  surpassed  their  former  good  conduct.     Every  regi- 
''^Ot  charged  with  the  bayonet ;  and  the  4olh,  the  7th,  20th,  and  23d,  four  ditiferent 
^***^«s.     Their  officers  set  them  the  example,  and   Major-General  Ross  had  two 
^^viKs  shot  ooder  him.     The  Portuguese  troops  likewise  behaved  admirably;  and 
^•d  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  conduct  of  the  Spanish  regiments  del 
*^^«icipe  and  Pravia. 
^  had  ordered  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Rr^land  Hill  to  march  by  Lanz  upon  Liz- 
as soon  as  I   found  that    Lieulenant-Gcnerals  Sir   Thomas  Picton,  and  Sir 
vry  Cole,  had  moved  from  Ziibiri ;  and  Licutenant>General  the  R:irl  of  Dal- 
^^Msie,  from  San  Estevaa  to  the  same  place,  where  both  arrived  on  the  281h,  and 
^^serenth  dtvisioo  came  to  Marcalain. 
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The  enemy^B  force  which  had  been  in  front  of  Sir  Rowland  Hill,  followe<l  hit 
march,  and  arrived  at  Ostiz  on  the  39th.  The  enemy  thus  reinforced,  and  occvpy* 
ing  a  position  in  the  monntains,  which  appeared  little  liable  to  attack,  and  iiodhif 
that  they  could  make  no  impression  on  our  front,  determined  to  endeavour  to  tarn 
our  left  by  an  attack  on  Sir  Rowland  Hlirs  corps. 

They  reinforced  with  one  division  the  troops  which  had  been  already  opposed  to 
him,  still  occupying  the  same  points  in  the  mountain,  on  which  was  formed  their 
principal  force,  but  they  drew  in  tu  their  left  the  troops  which  occupied  the  faeightf 
opposite  the  third  division,  and  they  had,  during:  the  ni^lit  uf  the  39th  and  30tb, 
occupied  in  strength  the  crest  of  the  mountain  on  our  left  of  the  Lanz,  opponte 
to  the  sixth  and  seventh  divisions  ;  thus  connecting  their  right  in  their  positlaa 
with  the  divisions  detached  to  attack  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Rowland  Hill. 

I,  however,  determined  to  attack  their  position,  and  ordered  Lieotenant-Gentnl 
the  Earl  of  Dalhousie  to  possess  himself  of  the  top  of  the  mountain  in  his  lirovt, 
by  which  the  enemy^s  right  would  be  turned,  and  Lituteuant-General  Sir  Thoaiti 
Picton  to  cross  the  heights  on  which  the  enemy's  left  had  stood,  and  to  turn  tbetr 
left  by  the  road  to  Ronresvalles.  All  the  arrangements  were  made  to  attack  the 
front  of  the  enemy*s  position,  as  soon  as  the  effect  of  these  movements  on  tbcif 
flunks  should  begin  to  appear.  Major-General  the  Honourable  Edward  Pakeabaa, 
whom  I  had  sent  to  take  the  command  of  the  sixth  division,  Major-General  Pack 
having  l>een  wounded,  turned  the  village  of  Sorausen,  as  soon  as  the  Earl  of  Dal- 
housie had  driven  the  enemy  from  the  mountain,  by  which  that  flank  was  defended: 
and  the  sixth  division,  and  Major-General  Byng's  brigade,  which  had  relieved  tWt 
fourth  division  on  the  left  of  our  position  on  the  road  to  Ostiz,  instantly  attacked 
and  carried  (hat  village. 

Lieutenant-General  Sir  Lowry  Cole  likewise  attacked  the  front  of  the  eneaijrH 
main  position  with  the  7th  Ca^adores,  supported  by  the  nth  Portngaese  regiaMBt, 
the  40th,  and  the  battalion  under  Colonel  Bingham,  consisting  of  the  Queen^t  mmi 
53d  regiment.  All  these  operations  obliged  the  enemy  to  abandon  a  position  which 
is  one  of  the  strongest  and  most  difficult  of  access  that  I  have  yet  neen  occupied 
by  troops. 

In  their  retreat  from  this  position  the  enemy  lost  a  great  number  of  prisonera.  ■ 

I  cannot  sufiiciently  applaud  the  conduct  of  all  the  general  officers,  officera  and 
troops  throughout  these  opcrationss.  The  attack  made  by  Lieutenant.Geueral  fbt 
Earl  of  Dalhousie  was  admirably  conducted  by  bis  Lordship,  and  executed  by  Ma- 
jor-General Inglis  and  the  troops  composing  his  brigade ;  and  that  by  Major-Geseral 
the  Honourable  Edward  Pakeuham  and  Major-General  Byng,  and  that  by  Lieat^ 
gen.  Sir  Lowry  Cole,  and  the  movement  made  by  Lieut.-gen.  Sir  Thomas  Picton, 
merit  my  highest  commendation. 

The  latter  officer  co-operated  in  the  attack  of  the  mountain  by  detachiog  troopt 
to  bis  left,  in  which  the  Honourable  Lieutenant-Colonel  Trench  was  wounded,  bat 
rViope  nut  seriously. 

While  these  operations  were  going  on,  and  in  proportion  as  I  observed  their  aoc* 
cess,  I  detached  troops  to  the  support  of  Lieutenant-Gencral  Sir  Rowland  Hill. 

The  enemy  appeared  in  his  front  late  in  the  morning,  and  immediately  com- 
menced an  extended  manoeuvre  upon  his  left  flank,  which  obliged  him  to  witbdrair 
from  a  height  which  he  occupied  behind  the  Lizasso  to  the  next  range.  Hetberc, 
however,  maintained  himself,  and  I  enclose  his  report  of  the  conduct  of  the  troopa, 
T  continued  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy  afte^  their  retreat  from  the  mountain  to  CNaqoe, 
where  I  was  at  sunset,  immediately  in  the  rear  of  their  attack  upon  Lientenaat- 
General  Sir  Rowland  Hill.  -  They  withdrew  ftpsm  his  front  in  the  night,  aad 
yestf  rday  took  up  a  strung  position,  with  two  divisions,  to  cover  their  rear  ia  th« 
pass  of  Dona  Maria« 
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LievteBant-Gcneral   Sir  Rowland  Hilt,   a»d  the    Earl  of  Dalhotisie,    attacked 
ftBd  earried  the  |miss,  notwithstanding  the  vigorous  resistance  of  the  f nemy  and  lUc 
atreni^h  of  their  poaitiott.     I  am  concerned  lo  add,  that  Licutenaai-GeDeral  the  ho* 
cioiirmble  William  Stewart  wus  wounded  upon  this  occasion. 
I  encloBo  Lieutenant-Geueral  S.r  Rovlafid  IliirsVcfwrt. 

lu  the  mean  time  1  moved  with  Major-Generul  Byng^'s  bri«;ade,  and  the  4tli 
divWtion  uuder  Lieutenant-(acneral  Sir  Lov.ry  Cole,  by  ihc  pass  of  Vclatc  upon 
Irurita,  in  order  to  tcru  the  encmy^s  position  on  Dona  Maria.  Major-Generat 
^9^1?  took,  in  Elieondo,  a  large  convoy  going  to  the  enemy,  and  made  many 
prisouera. 

We  have  this  day  continned  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy  in  the  valley  of  the  Bidaa. 
toa,  and  many  prisoners  and  much  baggage  have  been  taken.  IMajor-Cafneral 
By«^  has  possessed  himself  of  the  valley  of  Bastan  and  the  position  on  tl»e  Puerto 
de  Maya,  and  the  army  will  be  this  night  nearly  in  the  same  positions  which  they 
occupied  on  the  25th  July. 

I  trust  that  his  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  Regent  will  be  satisfied  with  the  con- 
duct of  the  troops  of  his  Majesty  and  of  his  allies  on  this  occasion.  The  enemf 
■oving  been  considerably  reinforced  and  re-equipped  after  their  late  defeat,  made^ 
>noot  formidable  attempt  to  relieve  the  biookade  of  Pamplona  with  the  whole  of  their 
forces,  excepting  the  reserve  under  General  Villatte,  which  remained  in  front  of  our 
droops  on  the  great  road  from  I  run. 

T^is  attempt  has  been  entirely  frustrated  by  the  operations  of  a  part  only  of  tlie 
^Uied  army,  and  the  enemy  have  sustained  a  defeat  and  suilered  a  severe  loss  in  botli 
•^cers  and  men. 

"^be  enemy*!  expectations  of  success,  beyond  the  point  of  raising  the  blockadel 
^f  I^«mplona,  were  certainly  very  sanguine.  They  brought  into  Spain  a  large  body 
^f  cmvalry,  and  a  great  number  of  guns,  ueither  of  which  arms  could  be  used  to  any 
^cat  extent  by  either  party  in  the  battle  which  took  place.  They  sent  off  theguus 
*^  St.  Jean  de  Pied  de  Port  on  the  evening  of  the  28th,  which  have  thus  returned 
*o  Prance  in  safety.

AUhoui^h  our  wounded  are  nuiticrous,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  cases  in  gta 
are  slight,  aud  I  hare  great  pleasure  in  reporting  to  your  Lordship,  that  the  ati 
attention  has  been  paid  to  them  by  the  in3()ector  of  hospitals,  Dr.  McGregor,  am 
the  officers  of  the  department  under  his  di.cctions. 

Adverting  to  the  extent  and  nature  of  our  operations,  and  the  difficaltic 
onr  communications  at  times,  1  have  reason  to  he  extremely  well  satisfied  witb 
seal  and  exertions  of  Sir  Robert  Kennedy,  the  Commissary-General,  and  the  off 
of  his  department,  throughont  the  campaign,  which  npon  the  whole  hare  becD  i 
successful  in  supplying  the  troops  than  could  hare  been  expected. 

1  transmit  this  dispatch  to  your  lordship  by  his  serene  highness  the  Hercdi 
Prince  of  Orange,  who  is  perfectly  acquainted  with  all  that  has  passed,  and  wUk 
tituatioB  of  the  army:  and  will  k>e  able  to  inform  your  Lordship  of  noany 
tails  relating  to  tliis  series  of  operations,  for  which  a  dispatch  doea  not  al 
scope.

Lord  William  BentincVa  having  retired,  aa  1 
had  not  been  able  to  collect  his  whole  force,  and  did  not  consider  hioMelf  tnfickfttj 
strong  to  fight  a  general  action  with  the  enemy. 


Extract  of  a  Report  from  Lord  William  Bentinck  to  the  Marqoeaa  of  Welliiigtoi 
dated  Cambrills,  August  ]6,  1813- 

ON  the  3d  the  Duque  del  Parque*8  corps  came  np  to  Tarragona;  as  did  the  dir 
aion  of  General  Sarsfic-ld  on  the  ilth.  General  £lio  could  not  spare  the  three  v 
giments  of  the  diviaion  of  Migarea,  which  I  had  requested  him  to  aend  me. 

On  the  joth  1  heard,  that  Marshal  Sochet  had  returned  to  Villa  Franca  frn 
Barcelona,  and  had  brought  with  him  five  thouaand  men.  The  reporta  of  tk 
succeeding  days,  left  no  doubt  of  ita  being  hia  intention  to  move  forward ;  an 
on  the  I4tb,  1  learned  fro«i  the  Baron  D*Erolea  and  Colonel  Manso,  thoft  bi 
sidea  collecting  all  he  could  from  the  garrisona,  he  had  been  joined  by  the  Di 
caen  with  six  thouaand  men. 

In  consequence  of  tbia  intelligence,  I  suspended  all  operationa  for  the  alei 
of  Tarragona,  except  the  making  of  Fascinea,  and  landed  neither  artillery  w 
atorca. 

There  waa  no  position  on  the  Gaya,  as  I  had  in  my  former  letter  aupposed.  TWi 
are  only  two  carriageable  roads  across  it,  but  they  are  at  a  distance  of  ten  sUi 
from  each  other.  The  river  having  no  water  in  it,  and  being  only  impaaaabie  tm 
the  steepness  of  its  banks,  is  passable  for  infantry  every  where.  A  corps  placed  i 
the  centre  could  not  reach  to  either  flank  in  time  to  prevent  the  passage  of  tfaeeo 
my.  General  Whittingham,  whom  I  had  sent  with  his  corps  to  the  Cola  of  Ss 
Christina  and  Llebra,  reported  them  not  to  be  defensible  with  so  small  a  furce  i 
wc  could  allot  to  this  object. 

I  had  intended  to  have  pushed  on  to  the  Llobrrgat.  Suchet's  army  was  at  oi 
time  divided  between  Barcelona  and  Villa  Franca,  and  its  environs.  A  rapid  mov 
ment  might  possibly  have  enabled  me  to  fall  separately  upon  his  advanced  corp 
and  to  obtain  possession  of  the  ridge  of  mountains  on  this  side  the  Llobregat  befo 
lie  could  have  time  to  bring  up  Bis  troops  from  Barcelona.  I  could  not  ezcca 
this  movement  before  being  joined  by  Sarsfield,  and  previously  Sachet  had  coi 
centrated  his  force  in  Villa  Franca  and  ita  neighboorbood.  Sochet^s  force  baa  hci 
▼arioualy  reported  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  thoosaod  men. 

The  immediate  vicinity  of  Tarragona  offered  a  very  good  position  in  itself^  bi 
it  may  be  completely  turned  by  an  enemy  who,  crossing  the  Cols^  shonid  approac 
Tarragona  by  Vall.^  aud  Reus. 

On  the  14th  Sachet  moved  a  large  corps  upon  Alta  Fnlla,  bat  the  road  beii 
close  to  the  beach,  the  gun-boats  prevented  him  from  passing,  if  snch  were  k 
intention. 

Oa  the  15th  he  drove  back  the  posts  on  the  Cols  of  Smi  Christina  and  Llebra^  n 
aft(  r wards  forced  the  corps  at  Brafia,  by  which  they  were  supported,  to  retire.  B 
whole  army  marched  by  this  route. 

Upon  Suchet's  contiijiiing  to  advance  towards  Tarragona,  1  resolved  «poB  retirii 
in  the  nigbt ;  and  the  army  arrived  here  this  morning  without  any  lostyftadvitbti 
receiving  any  molestation  from  the  enemy.

Sir  George  Collier  further  states,  that  the  batteries  against  Saint  Sebastian's,  hai 
opened  again  on  the  morning  of  the  26th,  and  continued  a  terrible  fire,  o^  tkl 
place  to  the  date  of  Sir  Georgc*8  last  communication.  A  new  sailor's  battery  haf 
been  erected  on  the  island  of  Santa  Clara,  by  which  the  works  of  the  place  woaM  In 
enfiladed. 

The  casualties  in  the  breaching  batteries  were  few,  and  of  the  seamen  employed 
in  them,  there  had  been  but  one  wounded.

Cockbnra  states,  that  he  took  up  the  anchorage  off  Ocracoke  Bar,  with  the  ships 
Mmed  in  the  margin  *,  having  on  board  the  detachments  of  troops  under  the  orders 
of  Ueutenant-Colonel  Napier,  on  the  nth  July  -,  and  conceiving  that  much  advan« 
^  vas  likely  to  be  derived  by  carrying  into  immediate  execution  tbe  orders  he

14, 1813.— MAJOR  Hare  has  arrived  at  this  Office  with  dis- 
P*^^k«s,  addressed  to  Earl  Batburst,  by  Field-Marshal  the  Marquess  of  WelliDgton, 
of  wbich  the  following  are  copies. 

^••soca,  Sepfem6«r  9,  1813.— 'Mt  Lord^— THE  fire  against  the  fort  of  San  Se- 
^^tao  was  opened  on  the  s6th  of  August,  and  directed  against  the  towers  which 
'^''^Qd  the  curtain  on  the  eastern  face,  against  the  demy  bastion  on  the  south  eas* 
tern  ^Bgle,  and  the  termination  of  the  curtain  of  the  southern  face. 

^eotenant-General  Sir  Thomas  Graham  had  directed  that  an  establishment  should 
be  formed  on  the  island  of  Santa  Clara,  which  was  effected  on  the  night  of  the  96th ; 
*^  the  enciny's  detatchment  on  that  island  were  made  prisoners.  Captain  Came* 
'"^  of  the  gtb,  had  the  command  of  the  detachment  which  effected  this  operation^ 
^^  Sir  Thomas  Graham  particularly  applauds  his  conduct,  and  fhat  of  Captain 
^^<*4erson,  of  the  royal  engineers. 

«*lie  conduct  of  Lieutenant  the  Honourable  James  Arbntbnot,  of  the  royal  navy^ 
vho  commanded  the  boatn,  was  highly  meritorious,  as  likewise  that  of  Lieutenant 
^^U  of  the  royal  marines. 

^11  that  it  was  deemed  practicable  to  carry  into  execution,  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  approach  to  the  breaches  before  made  in  the  wall  of  the  town,  having  been  ef- 
fected on  the  30th  of  August,  and  another  breach  having  been  made  at  the  termina* 
tma  of  the  curtain,  the  place  was  stormed  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  day  on  the  Slst^ 
^^  carried.  The  loss  on  our  side  has  been  setcrc.  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Jamea 
*^'^b,  who  had  joined  the  army  only  two  days  before,  and  Major-Generals  Oswald 
*^  Robinson. were  unfortunately  wounded  in  the  breach  ^  and  Colonel  Sir  Richard 
^^eber,  of  the  Royal  Engineers  ,  was  killed  by  a  musket-ball  at  the  mouth  of  the 
^'^l^.  in  this  officer,  and  in  Lieutenant-Colonel  Crawford,  of  the  Qth  regiment, 
^ajesty*s  service  has  sustained  a  serious  loss. 
'^▼c  the  honour  to  enclose  Lieotenant-Geue ral  Sir  Thomas  Graham's  report  of 

.  ^P^ration,  in  which  your  Lordship  will  observe,  with  pleasure,  another  distin-  . 
^^«ie<i  instance  of  the  gallantry  and  perseverance  of  His  Majesty's  officers  an^ 
^|^>  under  the  most  trying  difficnlttes. 

'  Imports  concur  in  praise  of  the  conduct  of  the  detachment  from  Ihe  10th  Por« 
****•%  bri^adei  nnder  Major  Snodgrass,  which  crossed  the  River  Urumea,  and 
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stormed  the  breach  un  the  right,  uoder  all  the  fire  which  coald  be  directed  vpos 
them  from  the  castle  and  town. 

The  garrison  retired  to  the  castle,  leaving  abont  two  hundred  and  serenty  prisoi^^ 
in  our  hands ;  and  I  hope  that  I  shall  soon  have  the  pleasure  tu  inform  yoor  Lordship 
that  we  have  possession  of  that  post. 

Since  the  fire  against  St.  Sebastian  had  been  recommenced,  the  enemy  bad  drtwn 
the  greatest  part  of  their  force  to  the  camp  of  Urogne,  and  there  was  every  rcass* 
to  believe,  that  they  would  make  an  attempt  to  relieve  the  place. 

Three  divisions  of  the  4th  Spanish  army,  commanded  by  Genera)   Don  Maovel 
Freyre,  occupied  the  heights  of  San  Marcial,  and  the  town  of  Iruo,  by  which  tb« 
approach  to  San  Sebastian  hy  the  high  road,  was  covered  and  protected,  and  thry 
were  supported  by  the  1st  division  of  British  infantry,  under  MmJDr-Gen.  Howard, 
and  Major-Gen.  Lord  Aylmer^s  brigade,  on  their  left,  and  in  the  rear  of  Irun;  aid 
by  General  Longa^s  division  encamped  near  the  Sierra  de  Aya,  in  rear  of  their  right. 
In  order  to  secure  them  still  further,  I  moved  two  brigades  of  the  4th  division  on; 
the  30th,  tu  the  Convent  of  San  Antonio,  one  of  which  (General  Rosses,)  under  LieO' 
tenant-General  the  Honourable  Sir  Lowry  Cole,  moved  up  the  same  day  to  tkc  Siem 
de  Ay  a,  and  the  other,  on  the  morning  of  the  Slst,  leaving  the  9th  Portnguete 
brigade  on  the  heights  between  the  Convent  and  Vera,  and  Lezaca. 

Major-General  Inglis's  brigade  of  the  seventh  division  was  moved  on  the  30th  t» 
the  brigade  of  Lezaca  j  and  I  gave  orders  for  the  troops  in  the  Puertos  of  Echalar^ 
Zugarramurdi,  and  Maya  to  attack  the  enemy^s  weakened  posts  in  front  of  tboce 
positions. 

The  enemy  crossed  the  Bidassoa  by  the  fords  between  Andara  and  the  destroyed 
bridge  ou  the  high  road,  before  day-light  on  the  morning  of  the  3 1st,  with  a  very 
large  force,  with  which  they  made  a  most  desperate  attack  along  the  whole  front  of 
the  |)osition  of  the  Spanish  troops  ou  the  heights  of  San  Marrial.  They  were  driven 
back,  some  of  them  even  across  the  river,  in  the  most  gallant  style,  by  the  Spanifli 
troops,  whose  conduct  was  equal  to  that  of  any  troops  that  1  have  ever  seci^  en> 
gaged ;  and  the  attack  having  been  frequently  repeated,  was  upon  every  eccasioa 
defeated  with  the  same  gallantry  and  dt  termination.  The  course  of  the  river  being 
immediately  under  the  heights  on  the  French  side,  on  which  the  enemy  had  placedf 
a  considerable  quantity  of  cannon,  they  were  enabled  to  throw  a  bridge  across  the 
river,  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  above  the  high  road,  over  which  in  the  after- 
noon they  marched  against  a  considerable  body,  which,  with  those  who  had  ctofsed 
the  fords,  made  another  desperate  attack  upon  the  Spanish  positions.  This  wo 
equally  beat  back  :  and  at  length  finding  all  their  efforts  on  that  side  fruitless,  the 
enemy  took  advantage  of  the  darkness  of  a  violent  storm  to  retire  their  troops  from 
this  front  entirely. 

Notwithstanding  that  as  1  have  above  informed  yonr  Lordship,  T  had  a  British 
division  on  each  fiank  of  the  4th  Spanish  army,  1  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report,  that 
the  conduct  of  the  latter  was  so  conspicuously  good,  and  they  were  so  capable  of 
defending  their  post  without  assistance,  notwithstanding  the  desperate  efforts  of 
the  enemy  to  carry  it,  that  finding  that  the  ground  did  not  allow  of  my  makiag  use 
of  the  1st  or  4th  division  on  the  flanks  of  the  euemy^s  attacking  corps,  neither  of 
them  were  in  the  least  engaged  during  the  action. 

Nearly  at  the  same  time  that  the  enemy  crossed  the  Bidassoa  10  front  of  the 
heights  of  San  Marcial,  they  likewise  crossed  that  river  with  about  three  divisions 
of  infantry  in  two  columns,  by  the  fords  below  Salin,  in  front  of  the  poaition  occu- 
pied by  the  9th  Portuguese  brigade.  I  ordered  Major-General  Inglis  to  sepport 
this  brigade  with  that  of  the  7th  division  under  his  command  ;  and  as  soon  ai  I  war 
Informed  of  the  course  of  the  enemy's  attack,  I  sent  to  Lieateiiant-Geiicnl  tbe 
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of  Dalbooiie  to  request  that  he  would  likewise  move  towards  the  Bidassoa,  with 
the  7th  division ;  and  to  the  light  division,  to  support  5iajor-General  Inglis  by 
every  means  in  their  power.  Major-General  Inglis  found  it  impossible  to  maintain 
the  heights  between  Lezaca  and  the  Bidassoa,  and  he  withdrew  to  those  in  front 
^f  the  Convent  of  San  Antonio,  which  he  maintained. 

la  the  mean  time  Major-General  Kempt  moved  one  brigade  of  the  light  division 
to  Lezaca,  by  which  he  kept  the  enemy  in  check,  and  covered  the  march  of  the 
Ssrl  of  Dalhousie  to  join  oMff^or-General  Inglis. 

The  enemy,  however,  having  completely  failed  in  their  attempt  upon  the  position 

of  the  Spanish  army  on  the  heights  of  San  Marcial  j  and  finding  that  Major-Gene- 

f*l  loglts  bad  taken  a  position  from  which  they  could  not  drive  him,  at  the  same 

tone  that  it  covered  and  protected  the  right  of  the  Spanish  army,  and  the  ap** 

promches  to  San  Sebastian  by  Oyarzun,  and  that  their  situation  on  the  left  of  tbt 

•Bidassoa  was  becoming  at  every  moment  more  critical,  retired  during  the  night. 

I^he  fall  of  rain  during  the  evening  and  night  had  so  swollen  the  Bidassoa,  that 
th«  vear  of  their  column  was  obliged  to  cross  at  the  bridge  of  Vera.  In  order  to  ef- 
fte-%  this  object,  they  attacked  the  posts  of  Major-General  Skeritt's  brigade  of  the 
li^ftl  division,  at  about  three  in  the  morning,  both  from  the  Puerto  de  Vera  and 
^n^'m^  the  left  of  the  Bidassoa.  Although  the  nature  of  the  ground  rendered  it  im- 
P<^ttsible  to  prevent  entirely  the  passage  of  the  bridge  after  day-light,  it  was  made 
nmcl^r  the  fire  of  a  great  part  of  Major-General  Skeritt's  brigade,  and  the  enemy^s 
loK«   io  the  operation  must  have  been  very  considerable. 

'^^SHkile  this  was  going  on  upon  the  leftjof  the  army,  Mariscal  de  Campo  Don  Pe- 
^r^»  Giron  attacked  the  enemy^s  post  in  front  of  the  pass  of  Ecbaiar,  on  the  30tU 
3 1st.  Lientenant-General  the  Earl  of  Dalhousie,  made  General  Le  Cor  attack 
in  front  of  Zugarramurdi,  with  the  6th  Portuguese  brigade,  on  the  3lt(t ;  and 
tla«  'Honourable  Major-General  Colville,  made  Colonel  Douglas  attack  the  enemy*a 
in  front  of  the  pass  of  Maya,  on  the  same  day,  with  the  7th  Portuguese  bri- 
All  the  troops  conducted  themselves  well.

Oyarzuriy  Sept.  1,  I8I3. — My  Lord, — IN  obedience  to  your  Lordsbip^s  orders 
of  the  preceding  day,  to  attack  and  form  a  lodgment  on  the  breach  of  St.  Sebastian, 
which  now  extended  to  the  left,  so  as  to  embrace  the  outermost  tower,  the  end 
and  front  of  the  curtain  immediately  over  the  left  bastion,  as  well  as  the  faces  of 
the  bastion  itself,  the  assault  took  place  at  eleven  oVlock,  a.  m.  yesterday  ;  and 
I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  your  Lordship,  that  the  heroic  perseverance  of  all 
the  troops  concerned  was  at  last  crowned  with  success. 

The  column  of  attack  was  formed  of  the  second  brigade  of  the  fif^h  division,  com* 
foanded  by  Major-General  Robinson,  with  an  immediate  support  of  detachments  as 
per  margin,  *  and  having  in  reserr^  the  reinaiuder  of  the  fifth  division,  consistin|{ 
of  Major-General  Sprye's  Portuguese  brigade,  and  the  first  brigade  under  M^r« 
General  Hay,  as  also  the  fifth  battalion  of  Ca9adores  of  General  Bradford*s  brigade, 
under  Major  Hill  -,  the  whole  under  the  direction  of  Licutenant-General  Sir  Jimet 
Leith,  commanding  the  fiAh  division. 

Having  arranged  every  thing  with  Sir  J.  Leith,  I  crossed  the  Urumia  to  tbe  bat- 
teries of  the  right  attack,  where  every  thing  cosld  be  most  distinctly  seen,  and  from 
whence  tl>e  orders  for  the  fire  of  the  batteries,  according  to  circumstances,  conld  be 
immediately  given. 

The  column  in  filing  out  of  the  right  of  the  trenches,  was  as  before  exposed  to 
a  heary  fire  of  shells  and  grape  shot,  and  a  mine  was  exploded  in  the  left  angle  of

German  Legion):  nnder  ^r«*jvt  Mvt/«:i  t»i>u  -,  nuu 
JiriBioa,  noder  Majur  Rose,  o{  Ibe  ^o\\i  foot. 
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the  Counterscarp  of  the  Horn- work,  which  did  great  damage,  but  did  not  check 
the  ardour  of  the  troops  in  advancing  to  the  attack.  There  never  M'as  any  thing  so 
fallacious  as  the  external  appearance  of  the  breach  ;  without  some  description,  the 
almost  insuperable  difficulties  of  the  breach  cannot  be  estimated,  Notwithstanding 
its  great  extent,  there  was  but  one  poiul  where  it  was  possible  to  enter,  and  there 
by  sinjE^le  files.  All  the  inside  of  the  wall  to  the  right  of  the  Curtain  formed  a  per- 
pendicular s^^arp  of  at  least  '20  feet  to  the  level  of  the  streets.-— So  that  the  narrow 
ridge  of  the  Curtain  itself  formed  by  the  breaching  of  its  end  and  front,  was  ihc  only 
accessible  point.  During  the  suspension  of  the  operations  of  the  siege,  from  want 
of  ammunition,  the  enemy  had  prepared  crcry  means  of  defence  which  art  could 
devise,  so  that  great  numbers  of  men  were  covered  by  iotrenchments  and  traverses, 
in  the  horn-work,  on  the  ramparts  of  the  curtain,  and  inside  of  the  town  opposite 
to  the  breach,  and  ready  to  pour  a  most  destructive  fire  of  musquetry  on  both  flanks 
of  the  approach  to  the  top  of  the  narrow  ridge  of  the  curtain. 

Every  thing  that  the  mpst  determined  bravery  could  attempt  was  repeatedly  tried 
Snvain  by  the  troops,  who  were  brought  forward  from  the  trenches  in  succession. 
Ko  man  outlived  the  attempt  to  ga^in  the  ridge  :  and  though  the  slope  of  the  breach 
afforded  shelter  from  the  enemy^s  musquetry,  yet  still  the  nature  of  the  stone  rub- 
hish  prevented  the  great  exertions  of  the  Engineers  and  working  parties  from  being 
able  to  form  a  lodgment  for  the  troops,  exposed  to  the  shells  and  grape  from  the 
batteries  of  the  Castle,  as  was  particularly  directed,  in  obedience  to  your  Lordship** 
instructions ;  and,  at  all  events,  a  secure  lodgmeut  could  never  have  been  obtained 
without  occupying  a  part  of  the  curtain. 

In  this  almost  desperate  state  of  the  attack,  after  consulting  with  Colonel  Dick- 
•OD,  commanding  the  Royal  Artillery,  I  ventured  to  order  the  guns  to  be  turned 
against  the  curtain.  A  heavy  fire  of  artillery  was  directed  against  it ;  passing  a  few 
feet  only  over  the  heads  of  our  troops  on  the  breach,  and  was  kept  up  with  a  preci- 
sion  of  practice  beyond  all  example.  Meanwhile  I  accepted  the  offer  of  a  part  of 
Major-Geoeral  Bradford's  Portuffuese  Brigade  to  ford  the  river  near  its  mouth. 
The  advance  o(  the  1st  battalion,  l3th  regiment,  under  Major  Snodgrass,  over  the 
open  beach,  and  across  the  river  ;  and  of  a  detachment  of  the  24th  regiment,  un- 
der Lieutenant-Colonel  M^Bean,  in  support,  was  made  in  the  handsomest  style,  un- 
d«r  a  very  severe  fire  of  grape.  Major  SnoJgrass  attacked,  and  finally  carried  the 
small  breach  on  the  right  of  the  great  one,  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  M*Bcan*s  de- 
tachment occupied  the  right  of  the  great  breach.  I  ought  not  to  omit  to  mention, 
that  a  similar  offer  was  made  by  the  1st  Portnguese  regiment  of  Brigadier-General 
TVilson^s  brigade,  under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Fearon ;  and  that^both  Major-General 
Bradford,  and  Brigadier-General  Wilson,  had,  from  the  beginning,  urged  most 
anxiously  the  employment  of  their  respective  brigades  in  the  attack,  as  they  hud 
bad  so  large  a  share  in  the  labour  and  fatigues  ok  the  right  attack. 

Observing  now  the  efifet  of  the  admirable  fire  of  the  batteries  against  the  curtain, 
though  the  enemy  was  so  much  covered,  a  great  effort  was  ordered  to  be  made  to 
gain  the  high  ridge  at  all  hazards,  at  the  same  time  that  an  attempt  should  be  made 
to  storm  the  horn-woik. 

It  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  2d  brigade  of  the  fifth  divisions,  tinder  command  of  Co* 
lonel  the  Hononrable  Charles  Greville,  to  move  out  of  the  trenches  for  this  purpose, 
and  the  3d  battalion  of  the  Royal  Scots,  under  Lieutenant-Colonei  Barnes,  sap- 
ported  by  the  38th,  under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Miles,  fortunately  arrived  to  assault 
the  breach  of  the  curtain,  about  the  time  when  an  explosion  on  the  rampart  6f  the 
curtain,  (occasioned  by  the  fire  of  the  artillery),  created  some  confusiou  among  the 
foemy.  The  narrow  pass  was  gained,  and  was  maintained,  after  a  severe  conflict, 
•b4  the  troops  on  the  right  of  the  breach,  having  about  this  time  tucceedftd  voi  ^v^x^- 
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ing  the  barricadoes  on  the  top  of  the  narrow  line  wall,  fouod  their  way  into  thehouaci 
that  joined  it.  Thus,  after  an  assault  which  lasted  abore  two  bonrs,  ander  the 
most  trying  circumstances,  a  firm  footing  was  obtained. 

It  was  impossible  to  restrain  the  impetuosity  of  the  troops,  and  in  an  hour  more 
the  enemy  were  driven  from  all  the  complication  of  defences  prepared  in  the  streets, 
suffering  a  severe  loss  on  their  retreat  to  the  castle,  and  leaving  the  whole  town  in 
our  possession. 

Though  it  must  be  evident  to  your  Lordship,  that  the  troops  were  all  animated 
with  the  most  enthusiastic  and  devoted  gallantry,  and  that  all  are  entitled  to  the 
highest  commendation  ;  yet,  1  am  sure,  your  Lordship  will  wish  to  be  informed 
more  particularly  concerning  those,  who,  from  their  situations,  had  opportunities 
of  gaining  peculiar  distinction  ;  and,  as  the  distance  [  was  at  myself,  does  not  ena- 
able  me  to  perform  this  act  of  justice  from  personal  observation,  I  have  taken  every 
pains  to  collect  information  from  the  superior  officers.  Lieutenant-General  Sir 
James  Leith  justified,  in  the  fullest  manner,  the  confidence  reposed  in  his  tried  jadg> 
nent  and  distinguished  gallantry,  conducting  and  directing  the  attack,  till  obliged 
to  be  reluctantly  carried  off,  after  receiving  a  most  severe  contusion  on  the  breasty 
and  having  his  left  arm  broken. 

Major-General  Hay  succeeded  to  the  command,  and  ably  conducted  the  attack  to 
the  last.  Lieatenaut-General  Sir  J.  Leith  expresses  his  great  obligations  to  Major- 
Generals  Hay  and  Robinson,  (the  latter  was  obliged  to  leave  the  field  from  a  severe 
wound  in  the  face),  and  to  Lieutenant-Colonels  Berkeley  and  Gomm,  Assistant- A djn- 
tant-General«  and  Assistant -Quarter- Master-General  of  the  5th  division,  for  their 
zealous  services,  during  this  arduous  contest.  He  warmly  recommends  to  yov 
Lordship's  notice,  his  Aid-de-Camp,  Captain  Belches,  of  the  59th  foot;  and,  m 
conjunction  with  Major  General  Hay,  he  bears  testimony  to  the  highly- meritorions 
conduct  of  Captain  James  Stewart,  of  the  3d  battalion  Royal  Scots,  Aid-de-Canp 
to  Mdjor-General  Hay  \  and  he  recommends  to  your  Lordship's  notice,  Major-Ge- 
neral Robinson's  Aid-de-Camp,  Captaiu  Wood,  4th  foot,  as  also  Cf  ptains  William- 
son and  Jones  uf  that  regiment ;  the  former  was  severely  wounded  in  the  command 
of  the  4tb,  following  the  forlorn  hope  in  the  best  style,  and  remaining  long  after 
hi!)  wound.  Captain  Jones  succeeded  to  the  command  of  .the  brigade,  and  condactcd 
it  with  great  ability. 

Sir  James  Leith  likewise  particularizes  Captain  Taylor,  48th  regiment,  Brigade 
Major  to  the  1st  brigade,  and  Lieutenant  Le  Blanc,  of  the  4th  foot,  who  led  the 
infantry  company  of  the  regiment,  immediately  after  the  forlorn  hope,  and  is  the 
pnly  surviving  officer  of  the  advance. 

Major  General  Robinson  unites  bis  testimony  of  praise  of  Captains  WilliamtOB 
sod  Jones  and  Lieutenant  Le  Blanc,  above  mentioned.  He  likewise  commenda 
highly  Captain  Livesay,  who  succeeded  to  the  command  to  the  47th  foot,  on  Major 
Kelley'ft  being  killed,  and  kept  it  till  wounded,  when  the  command  derolved  OB 
Lieutenant  Power,  who  ably  performed  the  duty,  as  also  Captain  Pilkington,  who 
succeedttl  to  the  command  of  the  59th  on  Captain  Scott's  being  killed,  and  retained 
it  till  wounded,  when  the  command  of  that  battalion  fell  to  Captain  Halford,  who 
led  it  with  great  credit,  and  also  Brevet-Major  ^nwyll,  Brigade-Major  of  the  9d 
brigade. 

Major.Gencral  Hay  having  now  the  command  of  the  5th  division,  mentiont  ia 
terms  of  great  praise  the  excellent  conduct  of  Major-General  Sprye,  commaadiBf 
the  Portuguese  brigade,  and  the  very  distinguished  gallantry  of  Colonel  de  Regoa^ 
«nd  the  isth  Port ngnese  regiment,  under  his  command,  and  of  Colonel  M^Crse, 
with  the  3d  Portugoese  regiment ;  and  Major-General  Sprye  mentiona  in  tcrrna  of 
Jbif  b  pTBlff,  Lient^Dant..Colonel  Hill,  Gommanding  the  8th  Cacadoretj  and  Mtjv^ 
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les  Stuart  Campbell,  commanding  the  3d  regiment  in  Colonel  M*Crae^s  ab- 
•  on  general  duty  ;  and  he  expresses  his  great  oblij^atiuns  to  captain  Brackeo- 
9  of  the  61st  regiment,  his  Aid  de-Camp,  and  to  Brigade-Major  Fitzgerald 
■jor-Goneral  Hay  speaks  most  highly  of  the  scrvircs  of  Colonel,  the  Honourable 
.  Grevilie,  of  the  38th,  in  command  of  the  sd  brigade,  and  of  the  conspicuous 
illiantry  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Barnes,  in  the  successful  assault  of  the  Curtain, 
ith  the  brave  battalion  of  the  Royal  Scots,  and  also  of  the  exemplary  conduct  of 
•ieu tenant-Colonel  Cameron,  of  the  9th  foot,  and  Lieutenant- Colonels  Miles  and 
temn,  uf  the  38th,  and  all  the  officers  and  troops  engaged;  and  he  expresses  him. 
tif  as  most  particularly  indebted  to  the  zeal,  intelligence,  and  intrepidity  of 
irif^«4le-]l^jor  Taylor,  and  Captain  Stewart,  of  the  Royal  Scots,  acting  as  his  Aid- 
^Camp,  formerly  mentioned. 

BVaJor-General  Hay  likewise  expresses  his  great  satisfaction  with  the  gallant  and 
idicioas  conduct  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Cooke,  commanding  the  detachment  of 
iomrds;  of  Lieut. -Col.  Hunt,  commanding  the  detachment  of  the  left  division,  who 
na  meverely  wounded  ;  and  of  all  the  other  Officers  and  troops  of  the  detachments. 
Wfajor-General  Hay  conducted  the  division  along  the  ramparts  himself,  with  the 
ItApneot  and  gallantry  that  has  so  often  marked  his  conduct. 

1  bare  now  only  to  repeat  the  expressions  of  my  highest  satisfaction  with  the 
coaduct  of  the  Officers  of  the  Royal  Artillery  and  Engineers,  as  formerly  particn- 
Unied  in  the  report  of  the  first  attack. — Every  branch  of  the  Artillery  service  has 
Vm  conducted  by  Colonel  Dickson,  with  the  greatest  ability,  as  was  that  of  tha 
Eifineer  department  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Sir  Richard  Fletcher,  till  the  moment 
of  hli  much.lamcntcd  fall  at  the  mouth  of  the  trenches.  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Bargoyoe  succeeded  to  the  command,  and  is  anxious  that  I  should  convey  to  yo«r 
I^nlship  Sir  R.  Fletcher*s  sense  of  the  gpreat  merit  and  gallautry  of  Captain  Hen- 
^cnoD,  in  the  attack  of  the  Island,  on  the  morning  of  the  27th  ultimo  ;  and  of  the 
pftwvering  exertions  of  majors  Ellicombe  and  Smith,  in  pushing  forward  the 
operations  of  the  two  attacks — the  latter  Officer  having  had  the  merit  of  the  first 
Vnogements  for  the  attack  on  the  rigKt. 

iieat.-Colouel  Burgoyne  was  himself  woundr.d,  and  only  quitted  the  field  from 
kn  of  blood ;  but  I  am  happy  to  say  be  is  able  to  carry  on  the  duty  of 
^  department. 

The  conduct  of  the  Navy  has  keen  contlnned  on  the  same  principle  of  zealons 
^(^peration  by  Sir  George  Collier  ;  and  the  services  of  Lieutenant  O'Reillcy,  with 
^seamen  employed  in  the  batteries,  has  been  equally  conspicuous  as  before. 

Y^our  Lordship  will  now  permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  conduct  of  tbiit 
^ioguisbed  officer,  Major-Geneal  Oswald,  who  has  had  the  temporary  command  of 
^^  fifth  division  in  Lieutenant  General  Sir  James  Leilh*8  absence,  during  the 
v^W  of  the  campaign,  and  who  resigned  the  command  of  the  division  on  Sir  James 
^th's  arrival  on  the  30th  ultimo.

J3tJlS  DE  liOrRnON,  sorond  of  fliat  name,  duke  rrtngjiieu,  aftcrwani 
ice  of  Condc,  known  b\  ilie  name  of  flic  Great  ( 'oinlr,  <vas  bom  at  Parisi» 
tember  the  7tli,  16^1.  The  celebrity  of  his  t!are«rr  makes  us  re^etthat 
ory  hoM  uot  more  cnrcfully  roiled e<1  the  anecdotes  of  his  infancy.  lie 
it  his  childhood  at  Bourses,  whtTC  his  father,  tlie  prince  of  Coude,  then 
i  his  usual  residence,  and  presided  over  the  education  of  his  tton.  The 
Dg  prioce  pursued  his  studies  in  tliat  town,  at  the  college  of  ttie  Jesuits  but 
d^  not  take  up  his  abode  with  the  fathers ;  the  oidy  mark  of  distinction  he 
nrtd  in  his  class  was  that  his  chair  was  separated  from  tlic  rest  by  a  balus- 
le.  (lis  aptitude  in  learning,  and  the  progress  he'  maae  io  his  various 
lies^  at  an  early  period,  announced  a  superior  genius:  at  12  years  of  age 
mderstood  Latin,  and  at  15  he  wrote  a  treatise  on  rhetoric,  and  maintained 
osophical  controversy  with  the  greatcflit  suCress.  In  ihe  sumnier  he  went 
us  some  montlis  at  the  (^h&tcau  of  Montrond,  which  boTooged  to  his  fa- 
V  itho,  that  he  might  form  a  just  estimate  of  the  improvcihelit  of  his  son, 
red  him  to  write  always  in  Latin.  We  find  by  soine  of  these  letters  that 
young  prince  pursued  the  amusement  of  the  ciiace  with  that  ardor  by 
ch,'iothe  sequel,  all  his  actions  were  characterized,  and  fronii  whFch  so 
ly  troubles  and  famous  exploits  were  to  spring.  The  prhice  of  Cotode, 
ing  lest  this  passion  should  divert  his  son  from  his  studies,  wrote  to  desire 
vould  lessen  the  numt>cr  of  his  hounds.  The  duke  itCiighieh,  who  was 
I  ftMlrteen  years  of  age,  paid  iroin<KTiate  obedience  to  tAis  cohtmand,  and 
jned  an  an8we^  full  of  tendern6fts  and  respett  t6  fcis  father,  in  ^hich  he 
lowledged  that  he  haicT  fotlowcd  the  pTeasures  of  Che  dkaCce  "S^iCh  tcKi  ui\ick 
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ardor.  .  The  Chateau  of  Montroiid  had  great  attractions  for  the  youn; 
bot  hU  father  bdng  ftr  more  anxious  to  give  liiin  a  good  educatioi 
gratify  his  wishes,  frequently  recalled  liim  to  his  studies  before  thai 
time.  lu  one  of  liis  Latin  epistles,  dated  from  Bourges  at  the  begi 
October,  tlie  duke  D*£nghicu  complained  with  equal  mildness  and  • 
the  absolute  order  which  recalled  Iiim  so  suddenly  to  town.  **  The  : 
ther/*  he  said,  et  adoleicenth  auiutnui  jvcunda  temperies  uivited  him  1

The  duke  D*Enghien  appeared  at  court  about  the  time  when  JLc 
was  lx>rn,  and  willi  him  a  glorious  century  took  birth.  The  duke 
with  that  interest  which  a  young  man  of  high  rank,  whose  manaen 
able,  always  creates.  The  young  prince,  on  his  part,  was  struck  wit 
nicnt,  but  witli  no  less  disgust,  at  that  which  was  passing  at  court, 
first  moment,  he  felt  indignant  at  the  unlimited  power  which  Richelieu 
at  his  unexampled  splendor,  and  at  the  excessive  pomp  which  that 
mhiister  had  tlie  presumption  to  affect  as  it  were  under  his  sovere 
An  order  from  his  father  was  almost  necessary  to  prevail  on  thedu 
gliien  to  visit  the  cardinal  j  and,  at  seventeen  years  of  age,  this  was  th* 
proof  he  could  give  of  his  filial  obedience.  The  princess  his  mo 
aware  there  might  be  danger  in  his  incessantly  brooding  over  despotii 
was  so  revolting  to  his  young  and  lofty  mind,  and  she  endeavoured  to  * 
attention  from  the  court,  by  forming  a  select  and  illustrious  society  at 
house.  She  likewise  took  her  son  to  the  H6tel  de  Rambouillet,  whi< 
time  was  frequented  by  tlie  highest  nobility  of  both  sexes,  and  the 
lightened  among  the  literati.  Tlie  young  prince  appeared  to  the  gn 
vantage  in  tliese  circles,  and  his  love  for  tlie  arts  and  sciences  indi 
first  step  he  took  toward  that  glory  which  was  to  be  the  conclnsioi 
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died,  and  the  two  princes  immediately  claimed  the  privileges  of 
^eir  birth.     Louis  XIII.  declared  the  prince  of  Conde  chief  of  the  council, 
flji^  save  the  duke  D'Enghien  the  command  of  the  army  which  was  to  cover 
the  plains  of  Champagne  and  Picardy.  The  enemy  at  first  seemed  to  threaten 
6ie  latter  proWnce,  but  they  soon  dctcnpincd  to  commence  hostilities  in 
Cbampagne,  the  towns  of  which,  being  ill  fortified,  secmeJ  to  promise  an  e;isy 
iFictary,  and  they  laid  siege  to  Rocroi,  1(543.    This  intcllig<^nce,  to};etlier  with 
that  of  the  king*8  death,  reached  the  duke  D'Enghein,  who  w»s  at  Joi;;uy.  His 
friends,  or  rather  his  enemies,  advised  him  to  abandon  the  defence  of  the  fron- 
tiers, and  to  march  to  P^ris  with  his  army,  to  make  himself  master  of  the 
regency.    The  young  prince  rejected  this  treacherous  counsel,  and  hastened 
to  the  succour  of  Locroi.     He  had  snsi>ected  the  intentions  of  the  enemy  and 
had  tent  Gaasion  before,  to  throw  succours  into  the  place,  who  had  effected 
kis  purpose.    The  young  prince  had  only  confided  his  intention  of  giving  the 
enemy  battle  to  that  general  officer,  whom  he  ordered  to  reconnoitre  whether 
or  no  the  project  were  feasible.     Burning  with  the  thirst  of  glory,  he  had  not 
eu trusted  his  plans  to   the  marechal  de  L*H6piti«I,  whom  he  knew  li<f.d  only 
been  placed  there  t6  moderate  his  ardor  :  his  impetuous  audacity  ma'Je  him 
perhaps  a  little  too  fearful  of  bein;:^  cht'ckcd  by  the  admonitions  of  prudence ; 
but  all  that  might  fetter  his  couroge  to  him  wore   the  aspect  of  unworthy 
cowardice.     Gassion,  having  fulfilled  his  orders,  returned,  and  made  the  prince 
acquainted  with  the  obstacles  which  the  nature  of  the  couiitry  opposed  to  his 
plan:  thick  woods,  marshes,  and  defiles  served  as  a  rampart  to  the  Spanish 
MTny,  the  duke  D'Enghien  who  only  considered  those  o)>3ticles  as  the  moans 
^y  which  he  might  augment  his  glory,  called  a  council  of  war  j  Ife  stated  the 
poaitioD  of  the  enemy,  did  not  lessen  the  difficulties  of  the  enter[>^!^>o,  and 
avowed  the  motives  which  determined  him  to  mike  every  ellort  to  sumiount  • 
them,"    Intrepidity  and  eloquence  have  a  sure  dominion  over  the  French.     All 
^ho  listened  caught  the  enthusiasm  of  llic  duke,  even  the  mnr/*ohal  de  L'Hr^- 
Htal  suffered  himself  to  yield  to  the  general  opinion  •,  hut  h*:  secrotiy  flattered 
himself  that  the  Spaniards,  by  defending  the  deliles,  would  prevt nt  a  general 
^'^R'a^cment.     Don  Francisco  de  Mello  had  no  doubt  more  enlarged  views  ;  it 
*•  P>t>bable  that,  depending  on  the  sujjeriority  of  his  force  and  of  his  ])ositiony 
^  Hot  only  wished  to  stop  the  progress  of  the  French  army  but  intended  to 
*^^  it^in  pieces,  and  that  he  consequently  did  not  guard  the  dt-files  wlii<:h,  as 
*^^  alone  afforded  a  retreat  to  the  duke  D'Enghien,  had  that  prince  been  de- 
^•^©d,  would  have  secured  the  utter  destruolion  of  his  army. 

^^  the  17th  of  May  the  French  army  arrived  at  Bossut,  and  the  duke  D'Eng- 

^**  made  the  necessary  dispositions  to  attempt  the  passage  of  the  defiles  on 

■*^  tkiorrow.    On  the  18th,  at  break  of  day,  the  army  drew  n«v.>r  the  pass;  a

(tition.     The  march  of  the  arttllcry,  and  even  thai  of.  the  iatmWy9,wm  bhmIi 
retarded  by  tlie  nature  of  tlie  country  and  the  difficulty  of  tho  roadib    Nsl^ 
withstanding  the  skilful  arrangements  of  the  duke  O-Kngheiu*  who^iftufleavrad 
in  advance  witJi  hu  cavalry  to  cover  the  passage  of  the  rest  of  his-amy,  iii 
destruction  would  have  been  inevitable»  had  the  Spttiiish  geueralitheaattMEkcd 
him;  hut  tjie  good  fortune  of  France  and  the  destiny  of  a  hero  gpiire  a  dilfereiit 
turn  to  tliat  famous  day.    Tlus  dulue  D'Enghien  supported,  hip  right  wiBgrfaf^ 
the  111  oods,  his  IcfL  by  a  marsh,  and  put  hiuisolf  in-  order  of  iMitlie  ia  Tiew  oi 
tJie  Spaniards,  from  whom  he  was  only  separated  by  a  Ta^ey*    The  aititttfyr 
began  to  roar;  but  the  day  advanced^andthetwo  gen^raladHliwt.wialrtii-eft- 
pose  their  fame,  and  the  high  interests  that  were  eiitfH9tirf  to  tiiem.  t*.  the 
hazard  of  night.    At  that,  moqieut  La  Ferte-SeiiQecterrei  b|(  hiff.ntll. iarii.llHl 
nearly  brought  destruction  on.  the  army  of  tlie  duke  D*EDgbeia,aBd3pctliipt 
on  the  kingdom.    T]»at  general  officer,  wholly,  iinftuthoriicd  by  his  t90» 
mander,  formed  the  project  to  throw  succours  .into  Rocmi);  he*piit  lu».cftmlrji 
in  motion.  Claused  sojoie  battalions  to  follow  it»  and  paved  the  nwunrii ;  w^Att 
the  remainder  of  his  .squadron  waf  left  abandoned.    MelW.  adraoGed-t^pioili 
by  this  bluiyder,  the  duke  D*Enghein  perceived  thenotioo  oftthe  eommfi 
learned  by  what  it  was  occasioned  ;  he  immediately  ditpatched-an 
6rder  La  Fejrte  to  retara,  and,  to  the  utmo4^  of  his  ability,  retaediefl 
err*8  imprudence^  by  making  the  troops  of  the  second  Jhie  adf  ancc^  aBd-il&npi 
the  void  of  the  first.    Mello  halted,  and  by  thia4alay  ha  enabled 'liaiFerteh^ 
recover  his  station.    A  blunder,  which  could-  not  be  lareteen^

Order  was  every  where  restored,  night  drew  oa  and  gave  that  traaquQIilf 
whicli  uuder  such  circumstances  great  soulsalone  caik  feel.    Fires 
tn  every  part ;  the  dnke,  wrapped  up  in  his  cloak,  took  his  night  quartera 
the  regiment  of  Picardy.    Tlie  arrangements  of.'the  general,'  the

wjth  that  manly  eloquence  with  which  the  hero  is  inspired  at  suck  OMMneals^ 
I'hc  white  plume,  which  the  most  illustrious  oftheBoufbona  held  as  the  tacreil 
Qii^ual  of  honour  and  victory,  waved  on  his  helmet.    This  costume,  to  revered  - 
by  Frcndimen,  and  worthy  in  every  respect  of  him  who  wore  it,-  received  ad> 
liitional  dignity  from  the  countenance,  eyes,  and  mien  of  the  duke  D*£ngiiieQ: 
h«  was  eiery  where  haikd  witli  those  shouts  of  confidence  tad  rnthiisiaim  ii^ 
which,  HS  it  were,  sensibility,  courage^  hope,  and  delight  are  mingled,  wfaidit 
urc  the  source  of  tltose  delicious  tears,  foreign  to  wetknewv  tbr  whioh  we  caa« 
not  account,  and  whicrh  mast  have  been  shed  by  ounelvetere  we  can  coiieeife 
their  exquisite  nature.    The  duke  D'Enghein,  like  a  skilfhl  general^  Qnt'at- 
tacked  a  wood,  filled  with  musketeers,  who  flanked  the  x^leywiii<dfr  that 
prince  h.id  to  cross  in  order  to  reach  the  enemy.    To  faU npoa  .and  rout  ^theai 
was  the  ^  ork  of  a  moment.    Being  master  of  the  wood,  the  yonng-piincc»  ov* 
dcred  Gas^ion  to  take  the  duke  D*Albuquerque  and  the  SfMolah.  cmkfkki 
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ftnk,  while  he  attacked  them  iu  front    Thtt  cmvalry  was  put  to  rout,  and  the 
■be  D'£ng;hien  immediately  fell  upon  the  German,  Walloon,  and  ItaHan  in^ 
niry,  of  which  he  made  dreadful  havoc.    Wherever  the  duke  caine  victory 
eclared  for  the  French ;  but  it  was  the  reverse  on  the  side  of  the  marecfaa# 
e  L^H6pital.    Meilo  had  given  that  commander  a  vigorous  repulse  ?  aad, 
lufaiug  the  advantage  he  had  gained*  hud  fallen  upon  the  infantry,  which  ho^ 
it  ia  pieces,  taken  all  the  aftillery,  and  penetrated  as  far  as  (he  coqjs  of  re- 
:rvc^  headed  by  Sirot,  which  had  not  yet  been  in  action,     i'iiis  disastrous  iii- 
lUigeuce  reached  the  duke  D'l^nghieu,  who  was  in  pursuit  of  tlie  troops  he 
ui  routed}  that  prince  iinniiHliatcly  formed  a  resolution  of  which  the  (ireob 
oode  alone  was  capable  :  he  mustered  his  cavalry,  iMuned  behind  the  wlmle 
10  of  Spanish  infantry,  and  vigorously  fell  on  the  rear  of  the  cavalry  of: 
Mop  who  was  pursuing  the  French.    An  attack  so  unexiieiltxl  threw  the* 
lemy  into  the  greatest  disorder,  and  this  daring  mauouuvre,  being  supportc*d. 
f  miraclcsof  valor,  robbed  the  Spaniards  of  an  advantage  which  seemed  to> 
their  victory  oertain.    The  whole  of  the  Spanish  infantry  under  tho' 
<yf  Fueutes^  vihose  iulirmities  had  neither  impaired  bis  courage  nor 
s  talents,  was  still  to  be  c^onquered.    The  proud  aspect  uliich  this  infantry 
MBtained,  though  the  rout  had  become  almost  general,  foretold  tlie  obstinate 
nituice  they  would  make.    Tint  duke  at  tliat  moment  was  informed  tliat  C>e- 
mmA  BecL  was- approaching  with  six  thousand  men  to  join  the  Spaniards :  he 
■t  Gvassion  with  a  part  of  his  cavalry  to  retard  tlie  arrival  of  this  reinforce- 
tfittniidlost.no  time  in  attacking  the  Spanish  in^try,   before  a  junction 
^^  be  effected ;  but  he  experienced  the  most  vigorous  resistance.    On  the 
ppnntk  ai-  the  French  cavalry,  the  Count  de  Fuentes,  making  a  brisk  fi^f\ 
penedsome  of  his  liattahons  and  unmasked  a  battery  loaded  with  grape  ahot. 
'hach  it  was  impossible  to  resist    I'he  duke  D'Enghien  thrice  brought  hi* 
miry  to  the  charge,  but  always  without  success.    These  difficulties  did  iio4 
iiGQttnge  that  prince^  but  determined  him  to  bring  forward  his  whole  re« 
Hiices:  he  made  the  corps  of  reserve  advance,  the  approach  of  which  decided 
It  victory.  The  Spaniards  seeing  tlicmselve«  surrounded  on  every  side,  waved 
Mir  hats  to  ask  Cor  quarter ;  and  tlie  duke  advanced  to  put  a  stop  to  tlie  cuniagc  ; 
at  tiie  enemy  accustomed  to  see  iiim  scatter  death  and  dc*i»truction,  imagined 
0t  be  had  given  orders  for  a  new  attack,  and  made  a  terrible  discharge  fVotn 
hich  the  duke  D'Enghieu  escaped  only  by  miracle.    The  hVeiich,  mistaking 
da  .error  for  treachery,  rushed  from  all  i>arts  on  the  Spaniards,  of  whom  thoy 
■de  horrible  slaughter.     The  vanquished  thronged  round  the  prince  to  iin- 
his  clemency,  and  request  he  would  command  biv  soldiers  to  desist ;  but  it 
without  incredible  difficulty  that  be  could  make  thein  give  quarter. 
Ib  the  midst  of  his  glory  tie  collected  hts  troops  and  prepared  to  attack 
Beck,  whom  he  supposed  to  Ije  very  near  the  field  of  iKittle  j  hut  liusv 
to  inform  him  that  the  defeat  had  e^en  extended  to  that  corpa, 
hicb  in- retreatiiig  had  left  a  part  of  the  artillery  behind.    On  this  intelli- 
mee  the  dake  D'l'^ghieo  tlirew  himself  on  his  kneels,  at  ihc  head  of  his  anny, 
ictiurn  thanks  to  the  God  of  battles  for  the  victory  h<;  hud  gained.     He  enn 
aoed  hia  geoeraK  not  exce|iting  Iji  Ferte>Seiinec*terre,  and  lavUhed  the  en« 
munoM  they  deserved,  as  a  prelude  to  the  promotions  %«bicli  he  warmly  so1i« 
ted  in  tlieir  behalf.    On  this  celebrated  d:ty,  which  only  <'ost  France  two 
Difsn,  the  Spaniards  lost  mors  than  sixteen   thousand,  with  que  an^l^ 
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twenty  pieces  of  cannon,  tlirce  hundred  flags  or  banncrsi^  and  a  gresl 
of  officers^  aniou^  whom  the  brave  (.*oiuit  de  Fueutcs,  whose  cool  valor 
to  have  proved  so  fatal  to  us,  was  found  expiring^  by  the  side  of  the 
whicii  he  luui  L^eeii  carried. 

Those  |>crsoiis,  no  doiiht,  wlio  hnd  advised  the  duke  D'Ens^Tiieit,  pr 
the  battle,  to  march  with  his  army  to  the  capital,  roiicwc<l  this  -idvice 
victory;  but  it  was  equally  rejected  ;  the  youn?  prince,  without  h 
preferred  the  honour  of  servint;  the  state  to  the  ambition  of  governing 

The  Spanish  army  bemg  ahnoiit  totally  dei^trcved  an  o[)en  tleld  w 
his  bilcnts ;  tlie  conquest  of  maritime  tlaiidersi  wa-s  certainly  tho  moKt 
he  could  undertuke,  i)ut  that  would  have  l>een  iinpiKSKible  vitiiout  tlie 
naval  force,  of  which  France  was  then  in  want.  Tit';  Spauiirds  htu 
■iiccours  into  the  towns  on  the  Scheld,  and  in  conformity  to  their  pi 
less  occupied  with  thas^^  on  the  Moselle.  This  circumstance,  as  tf  ell  i 
the  niaji^azincs  which  were  establisheil  in  ( 'hani|>?)s:ne,  deterniineU  t 
D'£nghien  to  propose  tlie  siei^c  ot'  Tiiionville.  The  court  at  first 
the  duke  insisted  ^  govcrnmcut  yielded ;  and  preparations  were  made 
great  enterprise. 

The  duket  atter  endeavouring  to  mislead  tl»e  enemy  by  sending:  dett 
iato  Flanders,  as  far  as  the  gates  of  Brussels,  l>egan  his  march  toward 
selle,  and  in  a  week  arrived  before  Thionville,  two  days  after  his  vi 
which  was  headed  by  the  nianiuis  D*Aumonf .

He  ca 
works  to  be  l>egtm,  and  in  despite  of  the  frequent  sallies  of  the  besit*g 
his  lines,  built  bridges,  raised  redoubts,  opened  the  trenches  on  th 
June,  aud  unmasked  his  batteries  the  1st  of  July.    The  siege  was-ca 
with  vigour,  and  the  place  was  defended  with  equal  obstinacy.    The  I 
with  incredible  difficulty,  succeeded  in  stationing  themselves  on  the 
way  \  they  laboured  to  fill  up  the  ditches;  they  attacked  twobasliom 
tlie  FVench  were  repulsed,  but  not  put  iu  confusion  ;  the  presence  of 
D'Enghicn  every  where  remedied  or  prevented  disorder,  but  an  ui 
accident  seemed  to  destroy  all  his  hopes  ;  the  Ma'^ello  overflowed, 
away  the  bridges,  and  separated  nil  the  divirjons.    If  general  Heck, 
caw]ie<l  under  L<uxeml>erg,  had  attiicked  the  troops  whiih  were  stat 
the  other  side  of  tlu*  Moselle,  all  would  have  bt.'en  lost;  but  the  daring 
of  the  duke  D*Enghien  had  made  defeat  and  timidity  famiHar  tahii  lb 
misfortune  was  re|Kiired,  and  the  op|)ortunitY  lost  before  the  enemy 
of  pruhting  by  the  advantages  whiih  chamushad  ofleredthem.    The 
vanced,  the  firing  was  n.doubled ,  and  the  attacks  were  multiplied,  the 
defended  themselves  ^itli  heroic  courage  ;  but,  notwithstanding  tiiei 
the  ittiiMrs  completed  the  sapping  of  the  place.    The  besiegers  only  w 
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of  these  subterraneous  explosions  to  niouut  to  the  assault  \  but  the  duko 
l)*Crighien,  to  prevent  the  shedding  of  blood,  summoned  the  governor*  and 
permiited  him  to  inspect  the  state  of  the  works.  The  latter,  couvmced  of  tlie 
inipotidibility  of  longer  holding  out,  surrendered  on  the  2'2d  of  August,  after  a 
vigorous  rebi»t»uce  ol'two  moi^ths. 

This  captiire  :iOon  made  the  duke  D'Enghien  master  of  the  whole  course  of 
the  Moselle.  During  tlie  siege,  the  princ^-sH  his  consort,  wtisdelivereil,  July  i21^ 
at  Paris,  of  a  son,  who  was  first  called  duke  D'Albret,  then  duke  D'Kugliieiv 
aud  a/lerward  kno\\  n  by  the  name  of  prince  lien ri-Jules.  Having  made  the 
Decenary  regulutions  and  arrangements  the  duke  left  the  army  to  the  care  of 
the  duke  D'Angouleine,  and  returned  to  Paris.  Here  he  was  hailed  and  re- 
warded \\  ilb  th»se  honors,  acclamations,  and  applnuscs  which  a  generous  and 
grateful  |)eop'e  so  willingly  bestow,  especially  when  the  hero  is  adorned  with 
the  splendour  of  rank  and  the  graces  of  youth. 

A  fortnight  after  his  arrival,  he  was  sent  by  the  court  into  Genuany,  with  a 
reinforcement  to  the  army  of  mareclial  de  Guebrianty  who  wiis  at  that  time  hard 
pressed  by  general  Mercy«  The  arrival  of  the  young  priuce  ins|>ired  couiidence 
and  joy ;  he  provided  for  the  safety  of  Alsatia  and  Lorraiu,  and  again  returned 
to  court  On  his  arrival,  the  queen  presented  him  with  the  government  of 
Champagne,  and  the  town  c^-Stenai. 

The  duke  D'( Orleans  the  following  campaign  obtained  the  commaitd  of  the 

trmy  of  the  Loiv  Countries,  so  tliat  the  duke  D'Kngliien  only  commanded  a 

Very  small  coq>s  in  the  country   of  Luxemburg,     lie  planned  the  siege  of 

Treves,  but  he  received  orders  to  march  to  the  borders  of  tiie  lUiinc  and  joiu 

the  army  of  M.  de  Turenne,  which  was  iuferior  to  tliat  under  tlie  connnaiid  of 

general  Mercy.

^Or  tiie  cloud  hi  which  this  loss  would  enveloi>e  the  glory  of  the  royal  arms  waa 

l^reatv  but  the  }ouiig  princ<i  seemed  to  chain  fortune  to  his  car;  his  presence 

^^vcry  where  fixed  or  allured  her.    On  his  junction  with  tlie  army  of  Turcnne» 

'^Vie  duke  D'llnghien,  in  concert  with  that  great  man,  determined  to  revenge

%Ki  short  all  the  resources  of  art,  skilfully  employed  by  a  general  no  less  vigilaut 

^Uiaii  experienced,  only  presented  the  horrors  of  l>attle  without  holding  the 

Xaurels  of  victory  in  view.     But  the  duke  D'Enghien,  who  had  formed  tlia 

i;^roject  of  making  himself  master  of  the  Ilhi;ic  by  seizing  on  Philipsburgy 

I^udau,  Mayence,  and  all  the  towns  which  bordered  that  river,  felt  that  lia 

c:'ould  uot  etfect  this  till  the  imperial  army  should  be  defeated.     Successes  so 

^Iccisivc  as  those  he  proposed  to  accomplish,  determined  him  to  make  tha 

anost  perilous  of  attempts.     The  duke,   whose  eye  never  deceived  him,  re- 

anarked  that  Mercy,  depending  on  the  nature  of  the  ground,  had  made  fewer 

intrenchments  on  his  left  flank  than  on  the  rest  of  his  |)osition,  but  it  waa 

necessary  first  to  pass  a  dangeroiui  dclile,  and  then  to  take  a   long  circuit,  to 

attick  that  side.     This  charge  he  entrusted  to  Turenne,  and  made  preparationa . 

that  he  might  fall  on  tiic  front  of  the  line  id  the  same  hour.    At  &se  o'clock . 
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in  the  evening  he  sup|K>8ed  that  Tinrenne  might  hove  reached  his 
and  he  issued  his  orders ;  the  troops  immediately  put  themselves  in  motion^ 
climbed  the  moyntahi,  crossed  the  lines  onder  the  enemy's  fire^  reached  the 
intrenchmeutSy  attacked  them  ^rith  siicce8S,  anH,  notwithstanding  the  great 
resistance  they  met,  forced  the  Bavariatis  to  retire  to  their  last  means  of  de- 
fence.   Having  overcome  obstacles  so  numerous,  the  strength  of  the  soldier 
seemed  exhausted,  and  his  daring  to  have  attained  its  climax :  he  stood  mo* 
Ci'onlesB  under  the  enemy *s  fire,  and,  though  he  thought  not  of  yieldhig  to  the 
foe,  he  seemed  to  doubt  at  a  moment  when  hesihif  ion  would  have  eosiuned  de- 
feat.   The  duke  D'Enghien  arrived  with  the  marechal  de  Grammont,  perceived 
the  coQStemation  of  the  troops,  and  immediately  took  the  only  step  wbkrb 
could  restore  confidence:  he  alighted,  put  himself  at  the  head  of  the  regiment 
ef  Conti,  approached  the  intrenchments,  and  threw  over  his  staft'of  commsiid. 
This  daring  action  was  the  signal  of  victory.    The  soldiers,  ambitious  to  sostch 
so  precious  a  trophy  from  the  enemy,  instantly  determined  to  brave  a  thoasaBd 
deaths^  rather  than  desert  a  hero  who  would  command  none  but  the  victori- 
iHis :  they  rushed  unanimously  to  the  attack,  the  line  was  forced,  and  the 
vigorous  resistance,  which  the  enemy  opposed,  at  length  yielded  to  the  pcr- 
liu.icity  of  the  French  and  their  commander.    The  Bavarians,  however,  «dU 
maintained  their  post  in  one  of  their  redoubts,  night  drew  on,  and  tibe  dnks 
D*£ughien  had  not  yet  received  any  intelligence  of  Turenae.    He  determined 
io  rally  his  infantry,  and  to  make  his  cavalry  advance^  with  incredible  dift- 
culty,  to  the  summit  of  the  mountain ;  there  he  ordered  the  military  band  to 
play,  that  Turenne  might  know  he  was  the  master  of  tliat  important  post— 
Turenne  had  found  more  obstacles  than  the  duke  D*£nghein  had  foreseen, 
had  not  been  able  to  act  in  concert  with  that  prince.    Mercy,  depending 
his  intrenchments,  his  works,  and  his  redoubts,  had  somewhat  thinned  hi 
Arout  line  to  o|ipot»c  Turenne ;  the  latter  however  had  overcome  all  ol 
and  had  driven  back  the  enemy  to  their  lines  when  he  heard  the  signal  gi^ 
by  the  duke  D*Enghieu  on  the  mountain.    Being  thus  informed  of  that  gem 
ial*s  success,  he  wished  to  complete  the  victory,  and  made  a  vigorous  effort 
force  the  last  tntremrhment,  but  he  was  driven  back :  the  darkness  of  the  nighty 
which  was  incrensed  by  incessant  rain,  obliged  the .  French  to  suspend 
attack,  with  the  firm  determination  to  renew  it  before  morning :  but 
Mercy,  who  had  already  lost  above  six  thousand  men,  did  not  think  it 
ble  to  wait  for  the  enemy  in  his  present  position ;  he  evacuated  the  iutrendi-^- 
ment,  of  which  Turenne  could  not  possess  himself  during  the  night,  and_ 
covering  his  retreat  by  a  continual  firing,  which  he  directe<l  to  that  side, 
reached  the  Black  Mountain,  on  tlie  summit  of  which  he  intrenched,  extending 
his  right  wing  as  far  as  the  cannon  of  Friburg..   This  retreat  was  not  perceived 
by  tiie  duke  till  break  of  day ;  he  would  immediately  have  attacked  the  rear 
guard  of  the  enemy,  but  he  was  prevented  by  the  extreme  fatigue  of  the  troops, 
and  the  whole  of  the  day  of  the  4th  was  employed  on  the  duke*s  part  ii 
making  every  necessory  arrangement  to  complete  his  victory,  and  by  tiie  ene- 
my in  neglecting  nothing  which  might  baffle  his  efforts,  and  strengthen  their 
pneitioti.    It  was  too  extensive  for  the  forces  of  their  army,  and  the  duke  did 
not  suffer  the  advantage  he  might  gain  to  escape  him.    The  night  was  spent  in 
tranquillity,  day  soon  appeared,  excess  of  fatigue  had  produced  rest  which  re- 
vived confidence  and  strength.    The  duke  made  his  arrangements ;  Turannsb 
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Mnlh  the  Veymarieos,  was  ordered  to  attack  the  left  wing  of  the  enemy  on  the 
■Kmntaio  ;  under  him  D*Aumont  led  the  infantry,  and  Rose  the  cavalry  ;  a 
,  thoiuand  musketeers,  headed  by  L*Echclle,  formed  the  van  guard  of  tins  corps. 
D'Espenau  at  the  head  of  the  infantry,  was  to  attack  the  enemy's  rij^ht  wini^, 
vrhich  extended  to  Friburg.    A  false  attack  was  made  on  the  centre ;  the 
marechal  de  Grammout  commanded  tlic  cavalry*  which  tlie  duke  Imd  stationed 
in  the  plain  to  march  wtierever  their  assistance  might  be  efficacious,  or  neces- 
sary.   The  duke  went  forward  with  Tureune  to  reconnoitre  the  enemy  more 
nearly,  and  forbad  his  generals  to  take  any  measure  without  his  orders  :  but 
.  there  are  dangers  in  war  which  human  prudence  cannot  foresee.    D*Esp^nan, 
an  officer  of  reputation,  in  the  duke's  absence,  thought  proper  to  attack  a  re- 
doubt, which  the  enemy  occupied  beyond  him  in  the  valley ;  Hie  Barariaus 
.  defended  it,  D'Espenan  reinforced  the  troops  he  had  tent  to  tiie  assault,  the 
fifiug  grew  more  heavy  ;  L*Cchelle,  thinking  the  onset  had  begun,  attacked 
the  enemy  on  his  side,  and  the  two  armies  came  to  airtion  without  their  re- 
ipective  generals  having  given  tlie  word  of  command.    The  duke  returned 
All!  speed,  but  there  was  no  alternative  but  to  support  the  blunder  which  had 
heeii  committed.     Already  J/Echclle  is  killed,  his  musketeers  are  cut  to  pieces, 
the  Bavarians  advance,  the  French  valor  begins  to  stagger ;  the  duke  and 
Turenne  make  a  vigorous  onset  at  the  head  of  the  Veymariens,  but  they  sre 
t^c^ulsed,  the  terror  becomes  general,  and  notwithstanding   the  eflbrts  of 
XV>umon,  Marsin,  and  Grammont,  all  fly,  and  the  duke  remains  one  of  twenty 
tbirty  paces  from  tlie  barricade. 

Seeing  that  his  example  had  no  effect  he  determined  to  penetrate  on  the 
^de  of  d^Espenan.  A  new  action  more  bloody  than  the  first  is  be^un  ;  vic- 
tory seems  to  declare  for  the  French,  but  the  intrepidity  of  (xaspard  de  Mercy, 
brother  to  the  general,  still  makes  it  doubtful ,  he  orders  his  cavalry  to  alight, 
the  French,  and  recovers  the  ground  which  the  Bavarian  infantry  had 
:  he  is  soon  driven  back  ;  he  rallies  his  men  and  returns  to  the  charge;  tlie 
^ling^  becomes  terrible,  and  victory  is  uncertain  :  the  day  draws  to  a  close,  yet 
contest  b  not  less  fierce ;  the  night,  far  from  terminating,  only  augments 
borrors  of  this  sanguinary  engagement,  so  that  darkness  cannot  quell  tlie 
Vary  of  the  combatants. 

of  fatigue  at  length  put  an  end  to  the  carnage;  the  duke  D*Enghien 
the  wounded  to  be  taken  up,  and  returned  to  his  camp.  If  victory 
to  desert  him  on  this  occasion,  the  blame  could  only  be  laid  to  prect(>i- 
ite  step  of  D'Espenan.  The  duke,  tliough  he  supported  that  measure,  did 
the  less  keenly  feel  its  error :  proud  and  strong  of  mind  he  could  ill-endure 
L19  be  robbed  of  victory  by  ardor  so  indiscreet ;  but  the  repentance  of  D'Es- 
[Vppon  appeared  so  sincere  that  it  disarmed  his  anger.  The  inipetua»ity  of 
tMMB  genius,  if  I  may  be  allowed  the  expression,  sometimes  led  him  into  violence, 
k^ut  the  excellence  of  his  heart  always  made  him  return  to  lenity.  An  ordinary 
general  no  doubt  would  have  been  discouraged  by  the  ill-success  of  that  da\, 
but,  at  the  very  time  the  duke  D*Engliien  was  repulsed  by  the  Bavarian  army, 
kime  formed  the  daring  project  not  only  to  put  it  to  the  rout  but  to  destroy  it, 
by  catting  off  its  retreat 

Judging  by  the  vigorous  attacks  he  had  sustained  that  he  snould,  sooner  or 
r,  be  forced  to  yield  to  the  valor  of  the  French  troops,  and  their  commander, 
Lcrcy  only  considered  how  to  make  an  honorable  rctraat ;  this  he  juyiSy 
YOI^  7. 9iO.  40.  9  z 
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foresaw  would  be  attended  with  danger  in  the  face  of  so  daring  a  fbe ;  ke 
therefore  thought  it  necessary  to  iutrcndi  himself  still  more  in  his  poBitioii,1o 
make  it  more  respectahle,  till  he  found  he  could  quit  i*  wjthout  being  dan- 
geroiulj  exposed. 

The  duke  D*£nghien  was  busied  with  the  project  I  have  mentionedy  bat  it 
was  necessary  to  tniverse  woods  and  mnrshes,  in  sight  of  the'enenojy  to  strike 
into  the  road  of  Fillinghen,  by  which  the  enemy  drew  their  convoys^  and 
which  was  their  only  way  of  retreat.  Three  days  were  devoted  to  ttie  repose 
of  the  army,  and  in  making  preparations  for  the  movement,  of  which  the  dake 
felt  all  the  danger,  but  which  he  preferred  to  the  uncertainty  of  a  third  noiait 
assimlt.  On  the  Qth,  at  break  of  day,  all  were  on  the  march,  which  was  ex* 
ecu  ted  in  the  greatest  order.  The  innumerable  obstacles  presented  at  every 
step,  by  the  narrow  and  marshy  roads,  were  surmounted,  and  the  rear-gnanl^ 
with  which  the  duke  had  remained,  put  itself  in  motion  uumolested  by 
the  enemy. 

Mercy,  from  his  military  experience,  had  foreseen  the  project  of  tiie  dale 
D*£nghien,  and  finding  that  he  had  not  a  moment  to  lose  in  securing  his  re- 
treat to  Fillinghen,  had  begun  his  march  toward  that  place.  This  intdfigenbe, 
reached  the  duke  at  Laudelinghen^  and,  thinking  that  the  precipitancy  of  the 
Bavarians  would  not  allow  him  to  arrive  in  time  to  cut  off  their  retreat,  he 
immediately  sent  Rose  with  eight  hundred  horse  to  harass  their  rear  guard,  and 
continued  his  march. 

Finding  himself  hard  pressed,  and  supposing  from  the  nature  of  the  country 
that  the  duke  would  not  be  able  to  come  to  the  succour  of  this  detachnent; 
Mercy  halted,  and  made  an  impetuous  onset  on  the  count  ae  Hose :  the  htfter 
sustained  the  shock  with  vigor,  and  made  as  long  a  stand  as  be  could ;  but  the 
inequahty  of  his  force  obliged  him  to  seek  his  safety  in  a  defile  he  had  JiUl 
passed,  and  thus  fell  back  upon  the  army,  which  hastened  to  his  relief.  On 
its  approach  Mercy  ceased  to  pursue  Rose,  and  only  thought  of  oontinainghis 
retreat  to  Fillinghen.  He  marched  with  such  precipitation  that  he  left  Ua 
baggage  and  artillery  behind,  and  tlie  duke  D*Enghien  followed  him  so  dose 
that  Mercy  did  not  think  himself  in  safety  at  Fillinghen,  but  marched  all  n^^ 
nor  did  he  halt  till  he  was  twenty  leagues  from  the  field  of  battle.  Hie  defeat 
of  the  greatest  Captain  in  Europe  tranferred  that  distinction  to  his  oonqnerbr. 
This  triple  victory  cost  the  enemy  ten  thousand  men,  and  six  thooaand  to 
France.  Alas  I  why  must  the  triumphs  of  a  hero  only  reach  us  through  tor- 
rents of  blood,  and  rivulets  of  tears  ? 

The  object  of  the  junction  of  the  duke  D*£nghlen  with  the  army  of  Tu- 

fenne  had  been  to  succour  Friburg.    The  recovery  of  this  place  seemed  to  be 

the  natural  result  of  so  deciuvea  victory  j  the  general  officers  concurred  in  ad* 

▼ising  this  meaaurc  y  but  tlie  duke,  to  whom  the  retreat  of  Mercy  left  the 

choice  of  conquests,  was  afraid  of  being  detained  during  the  remainder  of  tiie  • 

cam|«aign  before  the  place,  and  was  of  opinion  that  Philipsburg^  notwitbatand- 

iDg  its  distance,  would  be  a  more  useful  acquisition.    To  form  hb  determiaa- 

tion,  bc^tn  his  marcli,  undertake  the  siege,  and  be  successftil,  were  the  same  thing. 

l^e  ordered  Ghampl4trerx  to  send  ten  pieces  of  cannon,  with  ammunition, 

|>rp  visions,  and  a  bridge  of  boats,  from  Brizach,  by  way  of  the  Rhine;  aad  after 

liaviiig  seized  on  some  castles  on  his  route,  he  arrived  before  Phiipaboig^ 

August  3c>th,  with  fivethou&oii<\  VufdnU^.   ViV^V!daa\wEiAS!Ql^menmidJil 
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ten  pieces  of  cannoii»  he  tilenced  a  huudred,  accomplished  prodigious  work% 
repulsed  the  sallies  of  the  besieged,  made  himself  master  of  Guermesheim  aad 
Spires  by  hia  detachments,  and  finally  forced  Bamberg,  one  of  the  best  gene- 
rals io  Europe,  to  capitulate,  when  the  trenches  had  been  eleven  days  opened ; 
an  eyent  which,  if  it  had  not  happened  almost  in  our  own  times,  would  appear 
rather  fkbulous  than  real :  but  its  having  happened  proves  that  genius  and  ac- 
tivity are  alwaj-s  successful,  when  their  efforts  are  regulated  by  prudence. 

The  duke  D'Eughien  encamped  his  army  under  Philipsburg,  and  dispatched 
the  Tiscount  de  Turenne  to  sci^e  on  Worma^  Oppenheim,  and  Mentz.  The 
two  first  made  no  resistance,  but  Mentz  would  only  surrender  to  the  duke  iu 
penoa  :  he  went,  the  city  gates  were  opened,  all  the  corporate  bodies  haran- 
gued him  in  Latin ;  the  young  prince  replied  in  the  same  language  with  no 
leM  ease  than  dignity,  and  returned  to  his  camp,  lie  immediately  sent  the 
marquis  D*Aumont  to  besiege  Landau  ;  that  nobleman  was  killed,  and  re- 
placed by  Turenne,  to  whom  Creutznach  had  just  surrendered.  The  duke, 
who  daily  assisted  at  the  labors  of  the  siege,  happened  to  be  in  the  trenches 
wheo  the  enemy  hung  out  a  flag  of  truce,  and  retired,  to  suffer  M.  dc  Turenne^ 
w^om  that  pnnce,  superior  to  envy,  always  considered  as  a  worthy  coadjutor 
nihte  than  a  rival,  to  sign  the  capitulation.  The  capture  of  ^ndau  was  fol- 
Ipfred  by  that  of  Mauheim  and  some  other  places  ^  the  duke  afterward  left 
Tttrenne  at  the  head  of  tlie  army  and  returned  to  France,  where  he  met  a  re- 
cepdon  worthy  of  bis  merits. 

On  his  appearance  at  court,  the  duke  D*£ngliien  enjoyed  the  high  conside*' 
ntion  which  his  victories  and  great  qualiticj  could  not  fail  to  command.     He 
employed  his  influence  in  warmly  serving  those  whom  he  chtecnictl.    We 
6el  a  tender  admiration  in  l>choIding  that  young  prince  descend  from  his  im- 
portant ayocatioQs  to  accjuaint  himself  vvith  the  hearts  of  his  friends,  and  tlicir 
afic!ctioii%  aid  them  when  honourable,  and  frequently  bestow  the  charms  of 
life  with  the  gifts  of  fortune. 

The  count  de  Chabot  loved  and  was  beloved  bv  Mile,  de  Rohan  but  their 
union  waa  attended  with  difficulties :  these  difficulties  were  set  aside  by  the 
duke  D*£oghien,  who  obtained  tlie  rank  of  duke  and  peer  for  that  nobleman. 
The  idianoellor  Seguier  was  irritated  against  his  daughter,  the  march ionessxie 
Caiatin»  who  had  privately  married  M.  de  Laval,  and  the  duke  undertook  to 
appease  the  father :  he  was  successful,  and  was  rejoiced  to  witness  the  felicity 
of  his  two  friends. 

A  prince  who  was  but  four  and  twenty,  and  who  symphathized  so  feelingly 
with  others  ia  the  happiness  which  the  sweet  and  ardeut  passion  of  love  be- 
stowsy  could  not  himself  be  indifferent.  Mile,  du  Vigean,  and  others,  had 
caught  his  attention  for  a  moment,  but  the  charms  of  Mile,  de  Boutteville  rais* 
ed  a  violent  passion  in  his  breast. 

.  The  duke  de]Chtitillon,  one  of  the  most  intimate  Aiends  of  the  prince,  was 
in  love  with  that  young  lady,  whom  he  wished  to  espouse  ;  he  soon  perceived 
the  sentiments  of  the  duke,  to  whom  he  confided  his  passion  and  intentions: 
tbe  young  prince,  moved  by  this  frank  and  noble  proceeding,  dii!  not  hesitate 
to  promise  tbe  sacrifice  of  his  inclinations  :  he  did  more  ^  be  facilitated  that 
iioblanan*s  union  with  Mile,  de  Boutteville,  and,  as  long  as  the  duke  livedo 
the  tidi  he  had  formed.  The  merit  of  this  sacrifice  was  the  greater 
though  he  silenced,  he  could  not  conquer  his  passion,  as  the  sequel  qf 
thifl  hMory  will  show. 
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It  nas  not  by  these  traitA  the  duke  D'Engbien  merited  the  name  of  Great, 
ivbich  was  bestowed  on  him  ;  but  they  are  not  the  less  intere9ting.  In  read- 
ing the  exploits  of  a  hero,  we  delight  to  occasionally  repose  iwith  him  in  the 
sweets  of  domestic  life  ;  we  arc  pleased  that  admiration  should  occasioDally 
give  way  to  a  calmer  feeling  pt  is  a  source  of  self-applause  to  find  that  be  bam 
not  disdained  those  virtues  which  are  more  within  our  reach  ;  it  is»  if  we  may 
so  speak,  the  chiar  osi-uro,  with  tempers,  without  tamisbing,  the  dazzling 
splendor  of  his  high  gifts  j  the  amiable  qualities  of  the  man  make  the  hero 
beloved. 

Though  tender  and  susceptible  of  heart,  the  duke  D*Enghien  was  not  the 
less  impetuous.  One  of  the  exempts,  at  a  festival  given  by  the  dake  IXOr- 
leans,  happened  to  touch  liis  face  ;  hi^  impetuosity  made  him  break  tbataffi- 
ccr's  staff.  This  outrage  had  nearly  sown  division  between  the  two  prinee^ 
but  they  were  recoi'icilod  by  Cardinal  Mazarin,  whose  interest  at  that  time 
quired  they  should  remain  friends,  and  the  affair  went  no  further.  But  i 
test  arose  between  tlic  duke  IVOrlenns  and  tlie  coadjutor,  Cardinal  deRetz» 
concerning  the  precedence  of  the  church,  which  had  nearly  proved  fatal.  The 
duke  ITEnghien  supported  the  coadjutor  *,  the  prince  of  Conde  haatened  to 
the  archbishop's  palace,  where,  by  employing  alternate  menace  and  intreaty, 
he  succeeded  in  hushing  the  affair.  The  coadjutor,  much  to  the  dissafcifl&c- 
tion  of  the  duke  D'Orleans,  was  only  required  to  make  an  apology  to  that 
prince ;  and  was  enabled  to  support  his  claim  by  the  open  protection  whieh 
had  been  granted  him  by  the  duke  D'Enghien. 

In  the  distribution  of  the  various  military  corps  then  maintained  by  France^ 
that  of  which  the  duke  D*Eughien  h.id  the  command  only  amounted  fromseren 
to  ei&ht  thousand  troops,  whose  destination  was  to  prevent  ttie  duke  de  Lor- 
raine from  acting.  That  prince  wished  to  succour  I..amotte,  which  was  be- 
sieged by  the  marquis  de  V^illeroy,  but  his  army  was  harassed  by  the  intrepi- 
dity and  manrcuvres  of  the  duke  D*Enghien,  who  obliged  him  to  desist  IhMD 
further  attempt^  to  trouble  this  enterprise.  The  defeat  of  Turenne  at  Marien- 
dal,  changed  the  destination  of  the  duke  D'Enghien.  Agreeably  to  the  orders 
of  his  court,  and  the  wish  of  the  nation,  he  marched  with  his  corps  to  join  the 
wreck  of  that  generaFs  army,  a^id  take  the  chief  command.  The  junction  was 
effected  at  Spires;  the  remnant  of  Turenne*s  army,  added  to  the  Hessian  and 
Swedish  auxiliaries,  made  the  army  of  the  duke  D'Enghien  about  twenty-three 
thousand  strong.  The  count  of  Konismark,  and  the  baron  of  Gois,  GommaDders 
of  the  foreign  troops,  petitioned  to  withdraw  with  their  respective  corps^  and 
the  duke  with  great  difficulty  prevailed  on  them  to  remain :  at  length  how- 
ex  er  they  promised  not  to  retire  before  he  had  given  battle  to  general  Mercy. 

The  duke  D'Enghien  immediately  determined  to  march  to  HeilbitMin,  an 
important  place, whirh  served  as  a  rampart  to  Suabia,  Bavaria,  and  Fraaconia. 
General  Mercy  made  a  march  which  forced  the  prince  to  change  hia  direction ; 
he  therefore  thought  proper  to  attempt  to  open  himself  a  passage  to  the  Da- 
nu^ic  i  he  seized  on  Wimphen,  crossed  the  Necker,  and  took  possesaioD  of  Ro* 
thenburg  with  some  other  towns  and  fortresses.  The  count  of  Kouismarkp 
false  to  his  promise,  renewed  his  solicitations  to  withdraw  with  his  corps  ^  the 
prince,  perceiving  he  was  not  to  be  detained,  publicly  wished  him  a  good 
journey.  The  Swedes  retired ;  the  Hessians  were  much  inclined  to  nfire  like- 
wise,  but  their  sovereign's  comixi^d  o\A\\^«A  \bfem  \o  cfiuttwHrmider  that  of  the 
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duke  D'Enghien.  General  Mercy  had  stutioued  hiins(>lf  advantageously  at  Ve« 
itvaneck*,  the  duke  endeavoured  to  make  him  ({uit  his  post,  and,  not  succecd- 
iu^  in  this  attempt,  invested  Dunkelspiel,     Mercy  advanced  to  succour  the 
place ;  the  duke  D*Enghicu  informed  of  that  gencrars  approach,  raised  his 
quarters  and  marched  to  meet  him :    tlie  two  armies  came  f)eu^e  to  face  in  the 
middle  of  a  forest,  but  general  Mercy  had  so  disposed  his  trooi)s  that  he  could 
not  be  attacked.     The  cannonading  was  incessant  till  night,  when  the  duke 
decamped  and  presented  himself  before    Norlingue.      Mercy  immediately 
tnarclied  to  Donawcrt    The  prince,  >vhose  plan  had  always  been  to  keep  the 
eoemy  at  a  distance  from  lleilbronn,  made  preparations  to  approach  that  town; 
but  he  learned  that  Mercy  was  on  his  march  ;  tliat  he  had  already  crossed  the 
Wemitz,  and  that  he  was  preparing  to  relieve  Norlingue.    This  iutelligcnce 
was  very  welcome  to  the  duke,  who  had  began  to  doubt  whether  Mercy  would 
risk  the  event  of  an  engagement,  and  he  gained  the  plain  of  Norlingue,  where 
the  two  armies  drew  up  for  battle.    That  of  the  enemy  was  stationed  on  a 
height,  which  extended  from  the  hills  of  Wimberg,  which  supported  its  rights 
at  far  as  the  castie  of  Allerem,  which  supported  its  left.    The  village  of  the 
same   name  was  a  little  beyond  the  centre  ;  there  Mercy  had  placed  artillery 
*  and  infantry,  and  had  already  intrenched  the  whole  of  his  front.    This  formid- 
able position  made  Turenne  think  it  would  be  not  only  rash  but  dangerous  to 
attack   the  enemy.    The  duke  D'  Engliicn,  on  the  contrary,  wt;s  only  intent 
an.  gaining  a  new  victory.    It  is  singular  that  these  great  men,  who  entertain- 
ed  a  mutual  esteeip  for  each  other,  should  almost  always  have  had  different 
Views  on  important  occasions  \  the  one  only  thought  how  to  guard  against  the 
Caprice  of  fortune,  the  other  how  to  snatch  her  favours ;  the  enlighteued  pru- 
dence of  the  one  always  sugi^ested  the  safest  expedients  j  the  ardent  genius  of 
^lie  other  made  him  always  adopt  the  most  prompt. 

Having  reconnoitred  the  enemy's  position,  the  duke  D'Enghien  returned  to 
^18  troops  with  tliat  serenity  of  countenance  so  necessary  to  a  general :  to  him 
'%he  soldier  looks  up  for  confidence,  and  his  hopes  ought  never  to  be  disap- 
pointed.   The  duke  made  his  iirrangements ;  the  mar^chal  de  Grammont 
«:oinDiandcd  tlie  right,  Turenne  the  left,  Chabot  led  the  reserve,  and  Marsiu 
^he  infantry  in  the  centre,  destined  to  attack  the  village,  by  which  the  prince 
^uteaded  to  begin  the  action.    Tlie  enemy's  artillery  at  first  had  greatly  the 
aMlvantage,  it  swept  away  whole  ranks  j  which  determined  the  duke  to  lose  no 
^me  in  attacking  the  intrenchment.     Marsiu  pushed  the  onset  with  a  vigor 
ivhich  nothing  could  resist ;  he  made  his  attack,  pressed  forward,  and  took 
jxMseasiou  of  the  village.     Mercy,  knowing  the  importance  of  the  pos^  im- 
mediately sent  a  detachmant  to  its  relief;  Marsiu  was  wounded,  and  the  French 
were  repulsed.     La  Moussaye  brought  up  fresh  troops,  and  recommenced  the 
battle;  but  he  was  on  the  point  of  being  forced  to  retreat  when  the  duke  came 
to  his  succour,  witli  the  remainder  of  the  infantry.    Mercy  reinforced  his 
troops,  and  tlie  possession  of  tlie  village  was  contested  on  each  side  with  an 
obstinacy  which  long  rendered  victory  doubtful.    At  the  same  instant  the 
duke  received  a  slight  wound,  and  Mercy  the  stroke  of  death.    The  fury  of 
the  combatants  augmented  ;  tlie  French  gained  ground,  but  the  most  vigorous 
efforts  could  not  drive  the  enemy  from  the  church  and  one  house,  of  which 
they  still  keep  possession :  the  duke»  notwithstanding  his  wound,  hastened  to 
Ids  right  wingy  to  atUck  Jean  de  Wert,  who  commanded  the  left  of  the  ene- 
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my ;  Hut  a  deep  ditch  prevented  hftn  from  reaching  that  commaDder.    He  thea 
flew  to  the  lefY,  where  he  found  Turcnne  vic'orously  pressinj^  the  right  of  the 
imperialists,  who  were  led  by  (general  Glecn ;  but  the  VMconnt  w«»  repulsed 
by  the  second  line  of  the  enemy.    The  duke  adraneed  at  the  head  of  the 
Hessians  and  Veymaricjis,  to  make  a  decisive  effort;  bat  iu  the  rnterim  Jesin 
de  Wert  had  passed  the  ditch  to  fall  on  the  marechal  de  Grammont,  who  had 
not  been  able  to  resist  the  frajietuosity  of  this  att^ick.    Chabot*  who  had  M 
on  his  corps  of  reserve,  had  not  been  more  fortunate,  nnd  lost  his  life ;  id  riiorl; 
the  destruction  of  tlie  French  army  would  have  bf^n  mcvitnbic,  if  Jean  de 
Wert  had  not  amused  himself  with  pursuing  the  fu^tives  too  far,  iiutead  of 
leading  his  victorious  troo[)s  to  the  su(!cour  of  the  centre  and  the  right  wiBf ; 
but  he  did  !iot  take  this  decisive  measure  till  it  was  too  late.    Tlie  attack  of 
the  duke  D*Enghien  had  been  highly  successful*,  the  infantry  of  the  ibe  bad 
been  cut  to  pie<!es  Glecn  was  taken,  the  village  stormed,  and  the  artillery  which 
had  been  seized  having  been  lurned  against  the  Bavarian  inilintFy,  which  itjil 
supported  the  village  from  the  centre,  had  forced  it  to  entirely  evacuate  the 
post.    Jean  de  Weri,  finding  affnirs  in  that  state,  thought  it  would  bei«  vahi 
to  make  further  resistance ;  he  retired  on  the  height  of  Allerenv  and  io  the 
night  time  made  so  precipitate  a  retreat  to  Donawert,  that  Torenne  who  waa 
dispatched  iu  pursuit  of  that  general,  could  not  overtake  him  before  he  had 
crossed  the  Danube. 

On  this  famous  day  the  enemy  lost  r.l)out  six  thousand  troops  killed  or 
taken  prisoners,  almost  the  whole  of  their  artillery,  and  forty  flagiy  or 
standards;  it  cost  France  four  thousand  men  and  many  officers  of  dis«' 
tinction.  Turenne  and  Gnmmont  were  slightly  wounded;  the  duke  D*Eo« 
ghien  had  two  horses  killed  and  three  wounded  under  htm,  received  a- 
violent  contusion  on  the  thigh,  a  pistol  shot  in  the  elbow,  aiid  more  thaa 
twenty  bullets  in  his  clothes.  But  his  courage,  his  good  fortune,  and  hia 
genius,  equally  surmounted  pain,  opposition,  difficulties,  and  danger.  Nor- 
lingue  and  Dunkelspiel  soon  surrendered  to  the  conqueror;  he  resmned  hit 
plan  of  attacking  IIei1l>roon,  man!hed  to,  and  invested,  that  phice;  bntexcew 
of  fatigue  made  him  fall  dangerously  ill :  he  was  transported  to  Philipabinng 
with  an  escort  of  a  thousand  horse,  commanded  by  the  mar^;hal  deGrnuaiBioiit; 
who  would  not  trust  the  safety  of  his  general  and  his  friend  to  auj  but  him- 
aelf.  The  duke  grew  worse,  Iiis  life  was  despaired  of,  and  the  army  and  the 
people  were  in  utter  consternation.  The  queen,  and  thoprince,  his  (ktber,  sent 
the  most  eminent  physicians  to  his  relief. 

Their  skill,  the  excellent  constitution  5f  the  prince,  and  his  fortunate  deBtiay» 
which  yet  had  so  many  laurels  in  reserve,  at  length  prevailed,  and  he  recov- 
ered, to  the  great  joy  of  the  nation.  The  duke  returned  to  Paris,  where  he 
was  more  gratified  by  the  tender  interest  his  presence  excited  tiian  by  the 
grateful  acclamations  with  which  the  emotions  of  the  people  were  mingled. 

The  prosperity  of  France,  as  we  have  before  observed,  seemed  to  be  attached 
to  the  person  of  the  duke  D*Enghien,  After  his  departure  the  ardor  of  the 
French  troops  abated,  and  the  enemy  finding  their*s  revive  took  heart,  advanced 
under  the  command  of  Jean  de  Wert,  and  obliged  Grammont  and  Tnrenne 
to  abandon  almost  the  whole  of  the  conquests  of  the  duke  ]>*Engfaicn« 

The  year  after,  cardinal  Mazarin  wished  to  send  him  to  head  die  army  of 

Italy :  tbo  prince  of  Conde  was  averse  to  the  duke*s  aooepting  so  dfataat  a 

ttMtioa,  and  by  his  influence  the  itvvraiau^^9if«a\SMktX«ct«lt!^^iiiniceTiio^ 
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^  Saroy.    The  cardinal,  ^ho  cftill  meditated  the  conquest  of  the  Low  Coun- 
tiie%  did  not  find  the  success  of  the  duke    D'Orleaiw,  who  commauded  ia 
Cbose  paHs»  equal  to  what  might  foe  expected ;  the  persons  about  that  prince* 
cspedaUy  tlie  Abbe  de  la  Rivere,  by  whom  he  was  entirely  governed,  did  him 
^reat  pvejudice,  which  was  extended  to  the  military  operations.    Such  is  the 
nMifortuoe  attatdied  to  exalted  rank :  princes  are  of  necessity  encircled  by 
peniOQ^  wfacv  under  the  treacherous  mask  of  zealous  aflTection,  are  the  greatest 
$»emies  of  their  glory.    (>aston  had  not  sufficient  strength  of  mind  to  guard 
sigaiiist  iNich  insidious  flattery.    Of  thi:t  tlie  cardinal  was  aware,  and  used  every 
■Deans  to  make  him  weary.of  a  command  with  which  he  was  desirous  to  invest 
the  chike  D'Enghten :  his  efforts,  however,  were  unsuccessful,  and  the  duke 
DX.>rli*ani^  stimuLited  by  tlie  advice  of  his  millions,  showed  the  most  obstinate 
determination  to  coutinue  at  the  head  of  the  army  of  Tlanders.    Tlie  cardinal 
could  not  ask  the  duke  D'Enghien,  whose  rank  was  his  least  advantage,  to 
aerve  UBdcr  a  prince  who  had  no  other  claim  ;  but  the  duke,  only  iXHisidering 
iiofiir  foeat  to  serve  the  state,  and  always  swayed  by  true  glory,  spontaneously 
jMopoaed  to  march  under  tlie  orders  of  the  duke  D'Orlcaus :  this  otfer  was  re- 
amed with  joy  by  the  cardinal,  and  eagerly  acce[)te<L     Throughout  the 
campaign  the  duke  D*£nghien  gave  example  o{  subordination,  and  zealoi»]y 
cjtefled  himself  for  the  success  of  the  army.     Such  conduct  ou^ht  not  to 
^Iftii"  a|j(platt8e ;  but,  in  our  |>resent  tmi>ei'iect  state,  Ihc  discharge  of  a  simple 
^Ittty  is  Qonsidered  as  an  effort  of  virtue. 

^i^iie  dube  D'Enghien  at  first  commanded  a  separate  corps ;  in  the  ooundl 

vrar,  held  at  Corapicji^ue,  in  the  queen*s  presence,  he  proposed  to  cross  the 

and  give  battle  to  the  enemy,  who  covered  Touriiai :  this  bold  advice 

vofthy  of  its  author;  but  only  those  ivho  could  ex^*cntc  the  plan  were 

of  feehfig  its  various  advantages ;  it  was  therefore  rejected,  and  the 

^c^ottiKal  determined  on  the  siege  of  Courtr.ii.     The  duke  de  Ixirraine  had 

the  Scheld  which  he  repassed  on  the  approach  of  tiic  French  «army« 

diike  D'Eu^^iien  then  retracted  his  first  opinion,  and  most  of  the-gene- 

entered  into  his  views :  he  seized  on  a  castle  which  facilitated  ite  means 

^abMstence  in  passing  the  river.     Every  thing  seemed  to  prosper,  but  Gas- 

tbe  HMMt  undecided  of  men,  changed  his  opinion,  and  on  this  second  oc- 

determiiied  to  besiege  Tournai,  which  he  caused  to  be  invested,  leaving 

duke  D*Eughien  tp  hold  the  duke  de  Lorraine  in  check.    The  place  was 

^Jl-attacked,  sucoours  were  thrown  in,  the  siege  lingered ;  the  duke  D'Orleans 

AttdlAg  he  had  not  sufficient  troops  to  invest  Tournai,  recalled  the  duk« 

]D*liAghieii»  who  joined  his  commander.    The  duke  de  Lorraine  advanced  to 

^bc  auccour of  Coartrai,  the  duke  D*Enghien  proposed  to  attack  that  prince; 

ft)iit  Gaaton  >fwayed  by  the  Abbe  de  la  Hivierc,  whose  advice  was  always  sug« 

l^^ertcd  h^  inti'igue  or  cowardice,  would  not  coiuient :  tjie  two  armies  then  in- 

Mg^SDshed^  to  the  great  surprise  oi  the  French   troo|)s,  who  had  long  been 

^au^bt  by  the  duke  D*Eughien  to  consider  intrepidity  lut  the  sure  road  to  success* 

'Vhit  macechal  de  Gasaion  was  quartered  nearest  the  enemy;  the  duke 

JKXEoighien  often  ^jicposed  his  own  quarters  to  be  attacked  by  bringing  sue- 

flaoucB  to  those  of  M.  de  Gassion,  where  the  alarms  were  most  frequent ;  but 

fta  a  short  time  that  prince  discovered  these  ahirnis  vftre  given  by  the  marechal 

mcnsly  to  frighten  tlie  Abbe  de  hi  Riviere,  and  felt  much  di^plea8ed  that 

ahould  dare  to  ttiBt  with  a  courtge  so  proved  as  bu  \\ad  Vyefiw,  \y} 
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mounting  on  the  back  of  the  trenches.    Other  actions,  eqaally  rqprehenaibkv 
in  the  sei|uel  deprived  that  general  of  the  duke's  friendship. 

The  siege  was  carried  on  with  tolerable  vigour,  but  the  approach  of  the  duke 
de  Lorraine  and  the  Spanish  unny  began  to  make  its  success  doubtfuJ.  The 
Abbe  de  la  Riviere,  on  this  occasion,  had  the  audacity  in  full  council  to  propose 
a  raising  of  the  siege,  but  his  proposal  was  received  %\ith  so  much  coBtempt  that 
Cjaston  dareil  not  adopt  the  Abbe's  advice.  The  duke  de  Lorraine  made  se- 
veral attacks  on  the  French  quarters,  but  without  success  ;  at  length,  on  tlic 
attack  of  the  duke  D'Enihien,  the  governor  asked  to  surrender :  the  doke 
conducted  the  officers,  deputed  for  this  purpose,  in  person  to  GastoDy  and  ob- 
tained the  most  honourable  capitulation.  The  army  of  the  doke  dc  Lomiae 
escaped  the  duke  D'Orleans ;  the  latter  suffered  himself  to  be  the  dupe  of  that 
general,  who  only  demanded  a  conference  that  be  might  gain  time  to  aecare 
his  retreat. 

A  powerful  diversion  on  the  part  of  Holland  was  expected,  bat  the  dBatory 
conduct  of  the  stadtholder,  who  demanded  a  reinforcement  of  French  infentry, 
•oon  shewed  that  no  dependance  must  be  placed  on  his  exertions.  The  primx^ 
nevertheless,  marched  to  expedite  this  reinforcement  to  the  Dutch  army,  thaA 
the  stadtholder  might  have  no  pretext  to  remain  inactive ;  they  iband  the 
niards  ranged  in  order  of  battle  at  the  entrance  of  the  plain  of  Bmgei: 
might  be  expected,  the  duke  D*£nghien,  who  commanded  the  Tan- 
proposed  an  immediate  attack  ;  but  it  was  postponed  to  the  next  day,  and 
enemy  decamped  during  the  night.    It  is  thus  we  often  lose  time  that  ia  pre— — 
cious  in  consideration ;  whereas  we  ought  to  act  with  promptitude.    The  duke^ 
D*Enghicn  went  in  pursuit  of  the  Spanianis,  but  they  had  taken  shelter  ondior^ 
the  cannon  of  Bruges,  and  he  could  only  capture  a  few  prisoners^    An  officer^  ^ 
whom  he  took  prisoner  with  his  own  hand,  unconscious  to  whom  he  was    ^ 
speaking,  informed  the  prince  that  the  Spaniards  fiad  determined  on  a  retreat 
when  they  found  that  the  van-guard  was  led  by  the  duke  D*Eughien.  Though 
modesty  adorns  our  hero,  on  such  an  occasion  he  might  be  allowed  to  fteel  hm 
greatness.    The  reinforcement  was  sent  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  nnder  com- 
mand of  the  mar^chal  dc  Grammont,  and  the  army  on  its  return  croaKd  the 
Lis.    Berghes  was  soon  taken ;  the  duke  D'Enghien  proposed  the  ai^e  of 
Dunkirk,  but  the  duke  D'Orleans  preferred  that  of  Mardick,  which  had  amv 
rendered  to  him  the  preceding  campaign,  but  which  the  Spaniards  had  retaken 
by  surprise.     The  army  arrived  before  that  place,  August  4  ^  the  garrisoa 
daily  received  succours  of  every  kind,  from  the  marquis  de  Carac^ne^  who  waa 
encamped  under  13unkirk.    The  night  of  the  1 2th  to  the  13th,  when  attacked 
by  the  duke  D'Enghicu,  they  had  stationed  themselves  on  the  counterscarps 
and  tbe  young  prince,  persuaded  the  enemy  would  rest  during  the  day,  left  the 
trenches ;  but  he  was  scarcely  departed  when  the  besieged  made  a  Airioua 
sally,  repulsed  the  intrenched  troops,  and  destroyed  tbe  labours  of  the  night 
The  duke  D'Enghicn  immediately  hastened  back,  rallied  the  troopa,  and,  by 
performing  miracles  of  valour  as  well  as  displaying  the  most  astonishing  pre* 
sence  of  mind,  he  repaired  all  the  mischief.    Many  persons  of  distinction  lost 
their  lives  on  this  occasion  ^  the  prince's  company  of  light  hone,  under  tfu^ 
pommandpf  Qussy-Iiabutin,  behaved  with  signal  gallantry 
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The  quarters  of  the  marechal  de  Gaanoo  were  attacked^  Aagnit  15,  hy  a  die* 
CaGfaneot  Mnt  from  Donkirk.  The  duke  D*Engfaiea»  who  was  in  the  tFeudie% 
which  he  scarcely  erer  left,  was  woonded  iu  the  face  and  one  arm,  by  the  care* 
lesmesB  of  a  French  soldier,  who  let  a  grenade  &11  at  the  feet  of  the  prince. 
The  yoong  prince  was  the  first  to  ridicule  the  gazetteer,  who  published  that 
tile  duke  had  been  wounded  by  the  enemy.  On  such  occasions  truth  cannot 
be  injurious  to  the  hero.  While  his  wounds  were  dressings  Don  Ferdinand  de 
8oli%  who  commanded  in  Mardick,.  sent  four  of  his  principal  officen  with  pro- 
poaah  to  surrender.  The  duke  I>*£nghien  would  have  had  them  conducted  to 
the  duke  D*Orleans,  but  to  this  the  latter  would  not  consent;  he  went  himself 
lo  the  prince :  the  town  surrendered,  and  the  garrison  were  made  prisoners  of 
wmr.  The  doke  I>'Orleans  then  returned  to  coui  t,  and  resigned  the  command 
of  the  amy  to  the  duke  D'£nghien«  who  had  long  been  called  to  this  eminent 
post,  which  ethers  mig^t  hold»  but  which  he  alone  was  capable  of  worthily 
fining,  by  hia  talents,  his  sucoe«»  the  love  of  the  soldiers,  the  wish  of  the  na- 
lioii»  and  the  voice  of  all  Europe. 

Aboot  this  time  the  duke  de  Brexe,  great  admiral  of  France,  and  fiither-in- 

kv  to  the  doke  D*Eaghien,  was  killed  in  a  naval  engagement  on  the  coast  of 

Tuscany  ^  and  cardinal  Mazarin  refused  to  confer  the  empioymaits  held  by 

the  deceased  admiral  on  the  duke  D'Enghien,  though  solicited  by  him  and  the 

fnacm  his  ihther.     The  diacontent  this  excited  in  the  duke  was  the  original 

^Otteei  tfaoogh  not  the  epoch ,  of  his  rupture  with  the  cardinal ;  the  only  re« 

"vcnge  the  young  prince  took,  at  the  moment,  was  by  reapiug  fresh  laurels^  ancU 

^fy  the  aervioe  he  did  the  stale,  acquiring  a  new  claim  to  the  honours  and  emo- 

Nanents  that  had  been  refused. 

Xbe  scaeen  advanced,  and  the  army  of  the  duke  D'Enghieu  was  exhausted 
Witt  IhtigM^  and  reduced  to  tern  thousand  men ;  yet  tlie  intrepidity  of  that 
pBinoe  dki  not  Ihrsake  him  ;  he  determined  to  besiege  Dunkirk,  a  conquest  as 
^^MBcuII  as  It  was  important,  but  his  plans,  like  hii  actions,  always  wore  the 
•f  his  daring  genius.    Decisive  in  his  resolves,  his  first  care  was  to  open 
•n  road  by  paming  several  canals  which  the  enemy  guarded,  whom  he 
^^>oy»  Imck  as  fur  as  the  corps  of  the  marquis  de  Carac^ne,  who  was  entrusted 
witii  tlM  defence  of  those  parti.    Had  not  a  bridge  accidentally  given  way  the 
^kc'Woakl  have  completely  defeated  that  corps :  under  this  disadvantage,  he 
teued  the  Spaaiib  general  to  retreat  as  far  as  Neuport,  fell  upon  his  rear-guard 
*>^d  aeindoii  nine  flags,  some  artillery,  and  the  whole  of  the  baggage.    In  con« 
^^f^tmoe  €ft  this  movement  the  town  of  Furnes  was  left  defenceless,  and  taken 
^  %  couple  of  hours  by  the  prince.     The  post  was  of  the  highest  im|M>rtanoc 
^  tiie  projected  siege  of  Donkirk ;  it  laid  all  the  roads  leadin<;  to  that  place 
^^PCQ,  tad  the  duke  called  a  council  of  war.  I1ic  general  opinion  at  first  inclined 
^  pvefer  the  siege  of  Medin :  but  the  prince,  whose  determination  was  fixed^ 
W  tlM  fefctt  and  eloqnence  of  his  reasoning  soon  turned  the  scale  iu  fkvour  of 
^  own  plan.    He  did  not  however,  think  himself  authorised  to  undertake  an 
^^^vpiixe  of  this  importance,  without  the  express  permission  of  the  court    He 
^^*^BiW€  dispatched  La  Moussaye  for  orders,  and  in  his  absence  made  prepara- 
^^^^*^  thst  no  time  might  be  lost.    At  the  same  time  he  sent  count  de  Tourville, 
*^  Qnl  fOBlleman,  to  the  Hague,  to  prevail  on  the  states-geneml  to  declare 
^  FhMce.    He  Kktwise  secured  fifteen  French  frigates  to  bVockaide  \^«  ^^A 
^^*Ng  Hie  Kegt^  imjmaetkm  wkb  admiral  ran  TroKip»  if  tlieDuitiQib  a\tfkuVi  d.^- 
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cide  in  favour  of  France,  Ai  the  camp  which  tlie  duke  proposed  to  occupy 
in  the  downs  before  Dunkirk,  aflbrded  no  kind  of  provisions  for  his  mrmy, 
that  prince  ordered  Champlatreux  to  build  ovens  at  Berghcs,  aud  even  at 
Calais,  and  determined  to  form  magazines  at  Fumes  \  but  as  that  place  was 
totally  defciiceless  he  immediately  projected  its  IbrtiHcation,  and  perhaps  was 
tlie  first  warrior  who  conceived  the  astonishing  plan  of  fortifying  one  place  ia 
the  &>p:ice  of  a  few  days,  to  procure  tlie  means  of  besieging  another. 

The  works  were  planned  by  the  duke,  who  su|>erinteuded  the  labours  of 
the  infantry }  tlie  cavalry  was  employed  in  tlie  trui8iK)rt  of  tlie  neuessary  tim- 
ber j.  the  forage  was  i^lkcted  by  detachments,  and  stored  b>'  the  peaatutry  in 
waggons  that  were  conducted  along  the  canals,  to  Fumes.  Tlus  pUce,  at  fini 
destitute  of  fortifications  or  provisions,  in  a  fortnight  was  in  a  conditioa  to 
sustain  a  siege,  and  supply  an  army.  Tliese  preparations  soon  became  uaefuL 
Tourvilk;  was  sucxessfnl ;  La  Moussaye  brought  the  permission  of  the  court ; 
and  every  thing  was  disposed  for  an  immediate  siege.  On  the  morrow  Dub- 
kirk  was  attacked  by  land  and  sea  ;  the  mnrquis  van  Leede,  an  experienced 
officer,  commanded  ia  the  place  -,  tlic  duke  de  Lorraine  was  encamped  on  the 
frontiers  of  Holland ;  Beck  and  Piccolomini  were  stationed  under  Deader- 
monde;  Caraocne  and  Lambois  under  Neuport. 

The  first  care  of  the  duke  was  to  guard  his  camp  from  attack ;  but  a  moving 
sand,  a  higli  and  continual  wind,  rain,  inundations,  and  marshes,  which  reached 
even  the  camp,  incessantly  obstructeil  the  works,  which  the  prince  raised  lor 
his  personal  safety,  or  which  he  wished  to  direct  against  the  place.  His 
genius,  fertile  in  expedients,  and  the  activity  of  his  troops,  overcame  these  ob- 
stacles j  but  a  much  greater  misfortune  overtook  them  ;  the  proviakma  were 
long  in  coming,  and  the  diseases,  wliich  began  to  break  out  in  the  armytMemed 
to  leave  the  duke  no  other  means  of  success  than  that  of  bringing  the  siege 
to  a  conclusion  by  the  vigour  of  his  attacks.  It  was  not  till  the  night  of  the 
24th  to  the  25th  of  September  that  he  could  open  the  trenches.  On  the  mor- 
row»  Noirmoutier  attacked  a  redoubt,  which  the  besieged  occupied  beyoad 
their  intrenchmcnts :  tliey  made  a  vigourous  resistance ;  the  French  carried  the 
redoubt;  the  enemy  returned  to  the  charge,  but,  after  four  infructuousattacki* 
which  cost  much  blood,  they  were  forced  to .  retire.  The  duke  D'Jblogbieii 
pressed  them  hard  on  every  side,  and  each  day  was  marked  by  a  battle ,  Init 
tlie  cool  experience  of  the  marquis  van  Leede  incessantly  opposed  qew  diffi- 
culties to  the  indefatigable  activity  of  the  duke.  The  Spaniards  wjtbed  to 
collect  their  forces  to  attack  that  prince  in  his  camp,  which  effectively  would 
have  been  the  only  means  of  saving  Dunkirk ;  but  the  strong  intrenohments 
by  which  the  duke  was  guarded,  aud  tlie  diversion  which  theprinoe  of  Orange 
was  preparing  to  mak<*«  induced  them  to  abandon  the  project  They  then  di- 
rected thdr  views  on  Fumes,  which  they  tliought  tj  take  by  aurpriae;  but, 
when  they  found  that  place  rei|uired  a  formal  siege*  they  w  ere  agai^i  obliged 
to  change  their  plan. 

On  learning  the  approach  of  tlie  Spaniards,  the  duke  D'Enghioi  ordered  a 
corps  under  command  of  La  Ferte-Senecterrc  to  join  him*  and  contiiuied  to 
carr)'  on  the  works  with  vigour.  On  the  night  of  the  1st  of  October*  he  or- 
dered l^val  to  attack  the  counterscarp  of  the  bastion*  and  Nourmoutier  thit 
of  the  hornwork-  Both  these  attacks  were  successful ;  but  Laval  received  a 
vouad*  of  which  lie  died  a  few  da^u  ^Hex  lu  V\i<&  vtooa  fitUie  duke  D*£Bghieii» 
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by  ubom  his  loss  wan  deeply  fi*lt,.  The  governor,  far  from  bciiis^  (liscoqraged 
by  the  advantages  tlic  besiegfrs  guiiied,  only  redoubled  his  eilbrts,  and  found 
new  resources  5  the  French  however  gained  ground,  lodgements  were  ma*lf% 
and  the  moats  began  to  be  nearly  filled.  Piccolomini  made  aji  attack  on  the 
quarters  of  Gasnonj  be  met  a  vigorous  repulse,  and  the  success  oftheentcr- 
fcrprise  seemed  no  longer  doubtful. 

The  duke  DICnghien,  who  has  been  so  strongly  accused  of  shedding  blood 
here,  as  at  ThionvlHe,  was  the  first  to  propose  a  negociation  to  the  governor, 
who  sent  a  distinguished  officer  to  that  prince.  The  duke  convinced  the 
officer  of  the  inutility  of  making  longer  resistance;  vmi  Leedc,  however, 
blinded  by  the  promises  of  the  Spaniards,  and  misled  by  his  personal  courage, 
at  first  hesitated  -,  but  the  force  of  argimient,  his  exhausted  resources,  the  dis< 
tance  of  the  Spaniards,  and  the  desire  to  save  the  garrison,  at  length  made  that 
commander  ofier  to  surrender  if  succours  did  not  arrive  within  fifteen  ihi\s ; 
the  duke  thought  this  delay  too  long,  and  limited  it  to  three  j  that  term  being 
expired,  December  1 1,  tlie  city  gates  were  thrown  open  to  the  French,  ^d  the 
garrison  was  sutfercd  to  depart  with  the  honours  of  war.  It  was  stipulifted, 
in  the  capitulation,  that  the  prisoners  on  each  side  should  l)e  returned ;  the 
inarechal  de  Gassion  did  not  send  all  his  prboners  to  the  marquis  van  Leede, 
as  it  had  been  agreed  ^  and  tlie  keen,  Uutjust,  reproaches  which  the  prince 
made  that  officer  on  the  occasion,  brought  them  to  open  variance.  Mazarin, 
who  had  long  endeavonrcd  to  make  (lassion  discontented  with  the  duke,  fo- 
mented tliis  growing  dissention  so  artfully,  that  these  two  warriors,  who  had 
been  united  by  mutual  esteem,  soon  came  to  a  complete  rupture. 

Li  the  same  cam])aign  the  duke  D'Enghieii,  by  a  mruKruvre  a&  daring  as  it 
Was  skilful,  succeeded  in  throwing  provisions  into  Courtnii,  in  sight  of  the 
army  of  the  duke  de  Lorraine  and  Piccolomini,  who  contented  themselves 
Hith  attempting  to  harnss  his  rcar-iruard ;  and  were  vigorously  refjulsed  by  the 
marquis  de  la  Ferte-lmbault,  by  whom  it  ^\'s^%  commanded.  The  enemy,  bein;; 
Unable  to  oppose  this  important  mancruvre,  prepared  to  attack  the  duke  on  his 
return ;  but  his  courage,  and  the  order  he  preserved  on  his  march,  awed  thent 
Into  inaction.  The  glorious  termination  of  tliis  campaign  increased  the  popu- 
larity of  the  prince,  and  the  queen,  on  his  retuni  to  court,  affected  to  receive 
\Mn  with  the  most  fiattering  distinction. 

The  hero,  pcrhaj>s,  is  never  so  truly  happy  as  when  he  can  divest  himself  of 
\aB  laurels  in  the  arms  of  a  father,  by  whom  he  is  tenderly  beloved.  The  duke 
D'EDghien  enjoyed  this  sweet  satisfaction;  but  it  was  of  short  duration. 
Henry  de  Bourbon,  second  of  the  name,  third  prince  of  C'ondc,  died  at  Paris, 
December  55,  that  same  year.  This  prince  had  always  maintained  a  high  in- 
fluence in  the  state,  less  by  his  military  talents  than  his  rank  and  power.  The 
ricisBitudes  he  had  experienced  ought  rather  to  be  attributed  to  circumstances 
than  to  his  character.  His  judgment  was  good,  hb  understanding  agreeable 
and  soKd ;  he  had  prudence  and  capacity,  but  more  especially  moderation  ; 
which,  had  he  longer  sunived,  would  have  spared  France  many  evils.  Worthy 
of  his  grandfather,  greater  than  his  father,  and  excelled  by  his  son,  this  prince 
is  less  celebrated,  ftom  the  very  circumstance  which  most  entitles  him  to  our 
esteem :  he  formed  a  hero  by  whom  he  was  surpassed. 

On  the  death  of  Henry,  the  duke  D^Enghien  succeeded  to  the  titles  of  first 
printe  of  the  blood,  diief  of  the  council  of  the  regency,  grand  master  of 
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France,  and  governor  of  the  provinces  of  Burgundy  and  Berry.  From  that 
time,  he  assumed  the  title  of  prince,  llie  first  step  he  took  in  counci)  was  to 
exert  himself  in  behalf  of  the  count  D'Harcourt,  whom  gOTemment  wisbcd  to 
oppress,  and  the  marechal  de  la  Motte,  who  had  already  been  disgraoed,  became 
these  noblemen  had  been  each  unsuccessful  at  the  head  of  the  army  in  Cata> 
Ionia.  The  cardinal  offered  the  command  of  that  army  to  the  prince,  with 
the  assurance  of  affording  him  every  aid,  which  depended  on  him  ;  but  the 
friends  of  the  latter,  who  justly  dreaded  the  artful  policy  of  Mazarine,  advised 
the  prince  to  decline  the  offer:  Conde,  however,  too  much  familiarized  with 
conquest  to  foresee  the  possibility  of  a  reverse  of  fortune,  and  too  frank  to 
believe  that  others  were  insincere,  thought  it  his  duty  to  accept  it,  and  soon 
had  cause  to  repent.  On  his  arrival  at  Barcelona,  he  found  neither  artiller}', 
money,  nor  magazines ;  and  he  then  perceived,  but  too  late,  that  he  had  been 
deceived.  He  extrted  himself  with  the  purveyors  of  the  army,  to  endeavour  to 
to  supply  what  was  wanting,  and  soon  thought  himself  in  a  condition  to  qd- 
dertake  a  siege  w  ith  success. 

Effectively,  May  27>  he  opened  the  trenches  before  Xerida,  to  the  aouod  of 
violins  ^  it  is  pretended  by  some  authors,  that  in  those  times  this  was  not  nn- 
customary  in  Spain  j  but  it  does  not  injure  a  great  man  to  acknowledge  his 
errors.    The  young  prince,  whom  fortune  had  hitherto  always  favoared,  was^  ^ 
no  doubt,  misled  on  this  occasion  by  a  little  too  much  presumption ;   had  the    ' 
siege  been  successful,  the  viohns,  as  well  in  history  as  in  the  trenches^  would  J 
have  been  superfluous.    Having  exhausted  every  expedient,  the  fatigneof  the   '^ 
troops,  the  nature  of  the  ground,  and  the  obstinate  resistance  of  Andre  Britt,  ^ 
who  commanded  in  tlie  place,  made  the  prince  determine,  June  17,  to  raise  ^ 
the  siege.    This  determination  cost  him  much ;  and  perhaps  the  self  victory    " 
he  then  obtained,  was  not  the  least  glorious  of  his  triumphs.    The  sequel  of  '^■ 
this  campaign  was  less  unfortunate.    The  prince  seized  on  the  town,  and  gain- 
ed some  advantages  over  the  Spaniards,  which  would  have  been  more  dedsive 
but  for  the  dissention  which  arose  between  M.  de  Broglie  and  D*Amaad  at 
the  camp  of  Belputh. 

The  prince^  who  had  proceeded  with  the  van-guard,  charged  those  com- 
manders to  join  him  with  the  rest  of  the  army,  on  the  ^rst  summons :  the  com- 
mand was  given,  but  they  did  not  march,  because  they  disagreed  ooneemiog 
the  road  they  should  take.  In  all  ages  the  <»nteution  of  individuals  has  fre- 
qnently  occasioned  public  loss  or  calamity.  At  the  end  of  the  camjiaigD  the 
prince  returned  to  Barcelona,  where  he  learned  the  dangeronii  illness  of  the 
king  and  the  duke  D'Aujou.  This  intelligence  nearly  concerned  the  prince^ 
for  the  event  which  might  probably  take  place  would  leave  only  one  step  be- 
tween himself  and  the  throne.  Fearing  lest  a  de^nonstration  of  jealous  anxiety 
for  lives  so  precious  might  suffer  invidious  misinterpretation,  Conde  proceecM 
but  slowly  to  Fontaiubleau,  notwithstanding  the  queen,  who  wished  to  tbrm 
a  party  to  counterbalance  the  too  great  power  of  Qie  duke  D'Orleam^  pent  re- 
peated dispatdiies  to  hasten  his  return.  The  sp^y  recovery  of  the  prince^ 
however,  silenced  the  alarms^  prqiects,  and  cabals  of  thje  court 

The  prince,  od  his  return,  could  not  forbear  to  express  his  dissatisflictioo  to 
the  cardmal  at  the  treatment  he  had  received.  Mazarin  had  rewNime  to  new 
iproleatations  of  attadment  and  respect ;  and  left  Conde  tiie  choioe  ofthe  amy 
liewaf  to  oonunandtheeiMuiBgcampaigD.    The  prince  ptciAed  l>y  theie  de- 
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•MNistratious  of  humility,  was  pcrsuadttl  to  overlook  tiic  past :  but  the  u  itioii, 
len  indalgcut,  never  forgave  Mazarui  (or  haviu^  thus  exposed  a  priuce  of  the 
l>lood,  and  his  anuy. 

.  Tkc  oppresiive  measures  of  the  cardijial,  and  tlio  exactions  of  his  minioii, 
the  tupeniiteudaui;  Emery,  soou  excited  gcueral  discontent.  The  nation 
Ippoaued  beneath  the  weight  of  taxes,  parliament  grew  turbulent,  and  tlie  no- 
bility  murmured.  The  cardinal,  secure  of  tlie  support  of  the^lnkc  D'Orleans 
aud  the  priuoe,  at  first  di^laiuc^  these  rising  commotions ;  but  the  citbals  aug- 
tncated,  the  league  of  the  Fronde  was  formed,  i^nd  the  famous  arret  D't'nioii 
fMuaedi  the  cardinal  took  alarm,  betrayed  weakness,  and  only  increased  the 
<iril ;  the  pubhe  mind  grew  inflamcHl,  the  fire  spread,  aud  the  condugratiou 
became  general  The  prince  in  concert  with  the  duke  D'Orleans,  made  every 
cxertaon  to  jpadfy  the  disaffected,  and  to  prevent  greater  troubles ;  but  his 
ttiilitaffy  «lttty  caJkd  him  from  cour^  and  he  marched  to  tlie  frontiers  of  Picardyr 
4ft  tlie  head  of  aa  army,  thirty  thousand  strong. 

Coode  determined  to  open  the  campaign  by  the  sie^  of  Ypres,  a  place  very 

^Ificult  of  approach.    After  misleading  tlie  archduke  ^ith  respect  to  his  plan, 

lie  invested  Ypres,  May  13th,  by  tlie  most  skilful  mancpuvre  and  well-concerted 

viardi.     On  the  iCth,  the  archduke  encamped  iu  the  vicinity  of  the  besiegers, 

«Bsde  various  unsuccessful  attacks  ou  ttieir  quarters;  and  at  length  marched 

<o  Courtnii,  of  wbicii  he  took  possession  in  open  day.    The  cardinal,  without 

jMneviously  infonniugtiie  prince,  and  in  contradiction  to  his  advice,  had  sent 

^Htiera  to  Palluau,  who  was  governor  of  that  town,  to  conduct  a  great  pait  of 

garrison  to  the  siege  of  Ypres  which  occasioned  the  loss  of  (^ourtrai.    This 

oue  of  the  many  examples  uhicii  ought  to  convince  every  miuister  in  Ku> 

that  ia  time  of  war  uotliing  is  more  dangerous  or  adverse*  to  the  success 

their  troops^  th.aa  dispatching  military  ordei-s  witliout  tiie  concurrence  of 

4hcir  respective  generals. 

After  this  expedition  the  archiluke  retunied  to  the  siege  of  Ypres ;  but,  far 
being  abk^  as  he  iiad  ilsittcred  himself,  to  relieve  that  place,  he  only  came 
witness  its  capture.    The  piince  having  taken  possession  of  Ypres,  did  uot 
s^feink  it  prudent  to  attack  tlie  archduke,  who  intrenched  in  the  camp  of  War- 
.^leton.    Coude  now  directed  his  views  on  Dixumde,  but  the  orders  of  the 
^Douit  Ibroed  him  to  renounce  this  project,  to  support  Rantzau  in  his  attempt 
Mou  Otttend  which  proved  infructuous.    The  wants  of  the  army,  whi^h  was 
^rtterly  dettitate,  were  supplied  by  the  prince,  at  his  own  expence  :  the  arch- 
-^hike  received  daily  reiuforcenieuts,  aud  entered  Picanly  ;  but  Conde  obliged 
'  ^hat  prince  to  quickly  fall  back  aud  shelter  himself  in  maritime  Flanders. 
-    Tlie  pnuce  went  forafewda\s  to  Paris  to  consult  with  the  queen,  after 
^nrhirh  he  retanicd  to  Flanders.     Four  thousand  Veymariens,  under  conimaiKl 
^  the  count  D^Erlacli,  were  ordered  to  join  his  army,  to  whom  this  reinforce- 
matt  was  very  necessary  j  but  tlieir  junction,  owing  to  the  position  of  the 
"troopi,  was  very  difficult    The  prince  considered  how  to  overcome  this  impe- 
diment^ without  neglecting  matters  of  equal   importance.     By  tiiese  skilful 
aianceavres,  and  wi'll  rcgulateil  marches,  he  effected  the  junction,  and  at  the 
nune  time  guarded  Ypres  aud  Dunkirk,  which  the  enemy  seemed  to  threaten. 
The  archduke  decamped ;  the  prince  pursued  and  joined  him  in  the  plain  of 
Leoi.    The  French  anny,  fourteen  thousand  strong,  with  eighteen  pieces  of 
«uuioi^  efltared  this  faaoai  plain,  August  19>  at  break  of  fday.    Duriug  the 
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iii'jlit  the  town  ot*  l.ciis  had  surrendered  to  the  archduke,  who  determbied,  in 
eoi)s»e<piei)ce,  to  change  the  position  he  had  occupied  the  preceding^  day,  and 
improve  it  by  nialiinc;  the  town   support   his   right :  his  centre  troops  were 
stationed  iu  liani?ets,  fenced  with  hedj^es  and  ditrii«s,  and  his  left  wing  rom- 
nianded  a  height  very  difficult  of  approach.    The  daring  intrepidity'  of  the 
prince,  hitherto  had  surmounted  evei7  obstacle,  but,  on  this  occasion,  he 
proved  that  it  w:ls  not  by  these  means  alone  that  he  could  secure  victory.     The 
archduke   was  at  the  gates  of  Pi(ardy  :  France  was  lost  should  tbe  army  of 
tlie  priiK'c  be  defeated  j  its  success  alone  could  sivc  her ;  to  combat,  tlicrefbre-^ 
T>ecamc  a  duty  ;  to  conquer  an  imperious  necessity.    ThiJs  important  consider- 
ation  did  not  esitapc  the  prince,  and  his  plan  was  immediately  formed.     Far 
ft-om  exposing  his  troops  by  attackiiii:  the  eiiwny  in  so  advantageous  a  position, 
he  only  thought  how  to  draw  him  into  the  plain  ;  he  engaged  in  akirmivhes, 
and  fired  cannon,  hoping  the  archduke  would  mistake  prudence  for  timidity^ 
and  quit  his  position  to  attempt  a  victory  which  appeared  so  easy  :  but  Leopold 
was  too  w«Il  acquainted  with  the  daring  imi>etiiosity  of  the  priiice,  not  to 
flatter  himself  that  the  ardor  of  Condc  wou!d  finally  over-rule  his  prudence^ 
and,  being  in  this  persuasion,  he  would  not  lose  any  of  his  advantages*    This 
excess  of  precaution  nearly  drove  the  j)rince  beyond  all  patience,  yet  be  did 
not  sillier  himself  to  be  discouraged.     I'indhig  the  archduke  was  not  to  be 
adlured  by  these  nrtiflces,  Conde  thought  he  could  only  force  that  general  to 
quit  his  position  by  leaving  his  own,  and  taking  a  retrograde  march.  This  was 
a  dani:crous  measure,  and  consequently  seemed  to  require  the  shelter  of  uigfat; 
but  the  intention  of  the  prince  was  not  to  secure  his  retreat,  but  to  engaiga 
the  archduk<;  to  pursue  him,  and  it  was  therefore  absolutely  necessary  that 
the  enemy  should  pcrc  cive  his  motions.     He  consequently  determined  to  re- 
tire by  day  light,  and  began  Ills  march  on  the  2dth  at  dawn.    This  manceavra 
had  tlie  desired  effect.     When  the  enemy  perceived  the  march  of  the  prinee^ 
general  Beck  put  the  Lorraine  cavalry  in  motion  to  full  upon  his  rcas-guard. 
Ui>on  this,  Conde  stationed  of  his  troops  on  a  height  which  be  perccired; 
entrusted  his  left  wing  to  Granmont,  took  charge  of  the  right,  and  ordered 
Ch&tillon,  who  led  the  cavalry  to  support  the  rear-guard.    Noirmoiitier*  by 
whom  it  was  commanded,  had  been  repulsed  -y  but  Ch&tilloB,  at  the  bead  of 
the  guards,  made  a  vigorous  onset,  and  put  the  enemy  to  rout;  tbey  rallied, 
and  in  turn  fell  upon  the  guards,  who  were  forced  to^  yield  to  the- impetnosity 
of  this  second  attack.    Conde  rallied  his  troops,  and  endeavoured  to  inspire 
them  with  that  intrepidity  which  never  forsook  him,  even  in  the  most  oritiGal 
moments ;  but,  when  they  returned  to  the  charge,  tliey  were  seized  with  a 
sudden  panic  \  all  fled  in  conf\ision,  and  France  had  no  resource  but  in  the  talents 
of  her  general  ....  the  mischief  was  soon  repaired.    Tlie  prince  over> 
took  the  fugitives  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  agahi  rallied  them,  and  confronted  the 
enemy.    Beck  halted  ;.  he  waited  for  the  archduke,  who  seeing  the  advantage 
that  general  had  gained,  was  advanchig  with  the  army  to  make  the  victory  d^ 
cisive.    A  momentary  calm  and  repose  succeeded  to  the  tumult  and  fatigue  of 
the  first  onset.    The  prince  employed  this  short  interval  in  reinforcing  those 
parts  where  he  proposed  to  make  the  greatest  efi!brts.    His  position  was  very 
critical,  yet  he  did  not  despair  of  finally  being  victorious,  and  he  determined 
to  fa\\  upon  the  ardiduke's  army,  which  his  manceuvre  had  drawn  into  the 
plain.    He  harangued  his  soldiers,  and  reuumerated  the  battles  of  Rocioiy  Fli* 
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burgp  and  Norlingue.    These  famous  uames,  the  commanding  aspect  of  him 

by  whom  they  had  been  immortalized,  his  manly  eloquence,  and  his  dignified, 

yet  animated  couuteuuiice,  instantly  restored  confidence,  courage,  and  alacrity* 

Jlie  hope  to  conquer  is  a  great  step  toward  victory.    The  artillery  Jbegins  the 

ouset  with  the  greatest  success  j  the  prince  advances  at  the  Jiead  of  the-  first 

line  of  the  cavalry ;  Leopold  awiiits  him ;  the  armies  meet  9  t  lie  combatants 

mingle  j  on  each  side  iuiraclcs  of  valor  are  achieved  ^  the  advaivtages  are 

balanced  ^  the  prince  is  seen  every  where  \  two  of  his  pages  are  killed  by  his 

aide^  nothing  escapes  his  vigilance;  lie  commands,  attacks^  ami  rallies^  at 

length,  impatient  to  see  tlie  victory  decided,  he  orders  the  reserve,  led  by 

D*£r]ach,  to  advance,  and  places  himself  at  its  head  y  these  proud  Veymnrien^ 

trained  by  the  Great  Conde  to  conquest,  fall  on  the  Lorraines  with  an  impc- 

tuQdity  Jwhich  puts  them  to  total  rout,  and  decides  tlie  victory.    The  left  wing 

had -iooght  with  equal  success  and  the  enemy  Jiaviug  taken  the  i^ame  direction 

ill  Uieir  flight,  the  prince  aud  Clrammont,  who  had  followed  iu  pursuit,  niet^ 

their  joy  equalled  their  surprise ;  tliey  flew  to  each  otlicr  s  embrace  with  that 

effusion  of  soul,  which  elevation  of  mind,  and  the  urgency   of  tlie  moment, 

rendered  enthusiastic.    The  prince  only  tore  himself  from  the  arms  of  his 

Imend  -to  hasten  where  glory  still  demanded  his  presence. 

As  the  archduke  and  his  cavalry  made  a  direct  retreat  to  Douni,  Conde  gav« 

orders  to  invest  the  to«vn  of  Lena,  and  retumed  immediately  to  the  field  of 

l^attle,  where  the  infantry  was  stijl  engaged  with  the  enemy.    The  French 

guards  had  carried  every  thing  before  them  ;  but  their  ardor  led  tbera  too  far, 

^md  they  would  have  bt^en  cut  to  pieces  if  the  cavalry  and  the  guards  of  the 

iprinoeiiad  not  opqae  ^o  their  succour.    At  the  same  time  the  whole  of  the 

mufantry  feH  upon  that  of  Lorraine,  whioli  made  a  courageous  resistance.    The 

^discharge  of  ;the  artillery,  added  to  the  dithculty  of  seeing  aud  hearing,  amid 

^ymult  iMid  clouds  of  smoke  and  dust,  but  more  especially,  perhaps,  that  in- 

vtinct  which  leads  men  to  cling  together  in  times  x>f  imminent  danger,  had 

^MiBcd  the  lines  of  the  enemy  to  close,  so  that  the  whole  of  tlie  Spanisii  iii- 

&ntry  formed  one  single  battalion,  which  seemed  impcuetrable. 

.  The  prince  charged  Desrochcs,  the  lieutenant  of  his  guards,  to  attempt  to 

penetrate  and  divide  that  vast  mass,  the  strength  and  resistance  of  which  still 

rendered  victory  doubtful.     Desroches  acquitted  himself  with  equal  courage 

and  intelligence ;  he  made  so  vigorous  an  attack  tint  he  overset  a  part  of  tliis 

powerlul  battalion.;  the  reat  seeing  the  rauk.s  broken^  and  having    neither 

cavalry  nor  generals,  laid  down  their  anus,  asked  lor  quailer,  and  fell  at  the 

conqueror's  feet. 

Conde,  whose  piesence  of  mind  did  not  forsake  him  iu  moments  of  the 
^feaftest  tumult,  soon  put  a  stop  to  the  carnage ;  and,  having  insured  success, 
s^lnnied  with  transport  to  his  natural  clemency.  This  celebrated  day,  the 
moft  important  perhaps  in  the  ceign  of  Louis  XlVl.  cost  France  only  five  hun- 
dred meiL  Xlie  loss  of  the  enemy  amounted  to  ten  tliousand  privates,  eight 
hfmdred  officers^  a  hundred  and  twenty  fiags,  or  standanls,  thirty-eight  pieces 
of  cannon,  and  the  whole  of  their  baggage.  General  Beck,  who  commanded 
under  the  archduke,  met  a  similar  fate  to  that  which  overtook  Fueutes  at 
Hocnti,  aud  Mercy  at  Norlinguc.  The  Great  Conde  seemed  not  only  destined 
*  to  vaiwaui^hj  but  to  anoUiilate  the  most  forsuduble  cuejiM.es  of  Froiice;  in  h^ 
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flian  two  houn  he  destroyed  iui  army,  and  saved  an  empire!  Sad^ 
tritiinph  of  this  hero! 

A  TiGtory,  as  decisive  as  it  was  unexpected,  naturally  seemed  t»  lend  tb 
conqii«»t  of  (he  Low  Countries ;  but  the  violence  of  the  internal  fermenfstioft 
of  the  kiii^oin,  detrrntined  tlie  queen  to  order  tlie  prince  to  clD«e  the  caB' 
paign.  Ctm^c,  however,  before  he  obeyed  these  orders,  thoagiit  lie  ougliC 
seize  on  Dunkirk.  lie  charged  the  marei'ha!  de  Rantzau  wfth  this  siege ;  but 
thitt  commander  not  acquitting  himself  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  prmce^  Condie 
went  thither  in  person,  and  in  the  trenches  received  a  musket  shot  wluch 
occasioned  a  violent  contusion  m  his  hip ;  die  presence  of  this  gentnil  iodhKed 
the  town  immediately  to  surrender. 

These  im)>ortant  servicer  claimed  a  distinguished  recompense^  and  ftfljf 
tborizcd  the  letters  patent  that  were  issued  in  December,  1648^;  by 
country  of  the  Clermontois  was  conferred  upon  the  prince  by  the  mort  ho- 
nourable titles;  to  beheld  byhrmaiidhis  successors  with  all  the  extensrve  nA 
well-estabiished  privileges ;  a  recomi^nse  equally  worthy  of  the 
of  the  prince,  and  the  gmtitude  of  a  powerful  monarch.

ITiy'ERARY  FR03T  NIMEGUEN  TO  MAYENCB. 

BEING  desirous  of  making  a.  Tour  along  the  whole  course  of  the  Rlwie,a»4 
tfi«is  becoming  acquainted  with  a  river  as  celebrated  in  antient  fame  a*  m 
modem  romnnce,  we  chose  the  summer  for  that  purpose*  In  tKie  moatt  of 
June,  we  quitted  London  for  Harwich,  and  Harwich  fbr  Helvoeltsluya.  'fnsm 
Helvoetsluyit  we  passed  to  Rotterdam,  and  admired  for  a  short  time  the 
teristii  cleanliness  of  this  great  town.  From  thence  we  passed  to 
and  remained  for  some  days  in  that  capital. 

From  Amsterdam,  we  travelled  sometimes  l^  the  Treckachuyt,  and 
timei  by  land-carriage,  to  Nimeguen,  the  first  town  of  a(7ermanatr,  and  wheoce 
we  profXiiied  to  commence  our  Tour  along  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine  HmMgh^ 
out  the  greater  part  of  its  course.  We  promised  ourselves  a  jouraey  d^ghl- 
All  in  new  scenery  and  images,  and  in  the  event  we  were  not  disappointed^ 

It  was  in  the  afternoon  of  a  momi  lovely  summer's  day,  when  we  left  IiQme- 
gueiif  and  thus  commeiR*ed  our  proposed  line  of  route. 

After  a  few  miles,  this  road  left  the  territories  of  the  United  Provinoei^  nod 
entered  the  Prussian  duchy  of  (Aleves,  at  a  spot  where  a  mill  is  in  oneco«mtry» 
and  the  miller's  house  in  the  otlier.  An  instance  of  difference  between  ^ 
conditions  of  the  people  in  the  two  countries  was  observable  even  at  thia  pni- 
lage  of  their  boundary.  Our  postillion  bought,  at  the  millerX  aloaf  of  blidt 
bread,  such  as  is  not  made  in  the  Dutch  provinces,  and  carried  it  amy  Ibr  Aa 
food  of  his  horses,  which  were  thus  initiated  into  some  of  tlie  bicmiiiga  of  the 
Gennau  peasantry.  After  another  quarter  of  a  mile,  yon  have  more  prooii 
that  you  have  entered  the  country  of  the  king  of  Pnuria.  From  ahnoalemy 
dwterof  huts  bare-lboted  children  run  out  to  beg,  and  ten  or  a  doie» 
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gate,  nearly  Ih rowing  themselves  under  the  wheels  to  catch  your 
r,  which,  every  now  and  then,  tlie  bigger  seize  from  tlie  less, 
the  land  is  not  badly  cultivated.  The  distinction  between  tJie  culture 
d  in  free  and  arbitrarv  count  ries,  was  indeed,  never  very  apparent  to 
10  aliould  have  been  ready  enough  to  perceive  it.  The  great  landhold- 
ow  what  !iliould  be  done,  and  tlie  peasantry  are  directed  to  do  it.  Tlie 
ire,  i)erhaps,  supplied  with  stock,  and  the  grounds  produce  as  much  as 
lere,  though  you  may  read,  in  the  looks  and  manners  of  the  people,  that 
ttle  of  its  productions  is  for  them. 

ftNichiiig  nearer  to  Cleves,  we  travelled  on  a  ridge  of  heights,  and  were 
lore  cheered  with  tlie  "  pomp  of  groves.*'  Between  the  branches  were 
tAil  catches  of  extensive  landscapes,  varied  with  hills  clothed  to  their 
ti  with  wood,  wli^re  iVequently  the  distant  spires  of  a  town  peeped 
ist  picturesquely.  The  open  vales  between  were  chiefly  spread  with 
and  such  a  pros|)ect  of  undulating  ground,  and  of  hills  tufted  with  the 
ur  of  forests,  was  inexpressibly  chearing  to  eyes  fatigued  by  the  long 
f  level  countries. 

few  miles  from  Cleves  the  road  enters  the  Park  and  a  close  avenue  of 
>laue-trees,  when  tliese  prospects  arc,  for  a  while,  excluded.  The  first 
g  is  where,  on  one  himd,  a  second  avenue  commejices,  and,  on  the  other, 
if  broad  bay  in  the  woods,  which  were  planted  by  Prince  Maurice,  in- 
a  handsome  house,  now  conveYtcd  into  an  inn,  which,  owing  to  the 
itoess  of  the  situation,  and  its  vicinity  to  a  mineral  spring,  is  much  fre- 
i  in  summer.  A  statue  of  General  Martiii  Schenck,  of  dark  bronze, 
iplete  armour,  and  with  the  beaver  down,  is  raised  upon  a  lofty  Ionic 
If  in  the  centre  of  the  avenue,  l)efore  the  house.  Resting  upon  a  lance, 
ire  seems  to  look  down  ujion  the  passenger,  and  to  watch  over  the 
Mrith  the  sternness  of  an  ancient  knight^  It  appears  to  be  formed  with 
able  skill,  and  has  an  air  more  striking  and  grand  tlian  can  be  readily 
ed. 

orcft^Fme  of  the  pnlacci  is  still  preserved,  together  with  a  semicircular 
»n,  in  a  recess  of  the  woods,  through  >Ybich  an  avenue  of  two  miles  leads 
Cleves. 

t%  being  the  capital  of  a  duchy,  is  intituled  a  city,  and  consists  of  some 
ir  itreets,  built  upon  the  brow  of  a  steep  hill.  It  is  walled,  but  cannot 
tioned  as  fortifted,  having  no  solid  works.  The  houses  arc  chiefly 
itoiie,  and  there  is  a  little  of  Dutch  cleanliness;  but  the  marks  of 
re  strongly  impressed  upon  them,  and  on  the  ancient  walls. 
»  has  suffered  a  various  fate  in  tlie  sport  of  war  during  many  centuries, 
now  little  to  distinguish  it  except  the  beauty  of  its  pros|>ects,  which 
into  Guelderland  and  the  province  of  Holland,  over  a  country  enriched 
oody  hills  and  vallies  of  corn  and  pasturage. 

\  convinced,  in  two  or  three  hours,  that  there  was  nothing  to  require 
r  stay,  we  set  out  for  Xanten,  a  town  in  the  same  duchy,  distant  alx)ut 
a  miles.  For  nearly  the  whole  of  this  leugth  the  road  lay  through  a 
venue,  whicli  frequently  entered  a  forest  of  oak,  fir,  elm,  and  niajc*lic 
lee^  and  eiperged  from  it  only  to  wind  along  its  skids.  The  views 
ened  over  a  country  divcridfied  with  gentle  hills,  and  ornamented  by 
lets  spires  upon  the  heit^hts,  every  small  town  ha\'\u^seN'ct«\c^)iN^\^^ « 
\  MO,  40,  5  B 
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The  castle  of  EItcnber<:;,  ou  the  simimit  of  a  wooded  mountain,  was  visible 
<1uring  the  whole  of  this  stagi>«  and  part  of  the  next  day's  journey.  Yet  the 
fewness,  or  the  poverty  of  tlie  inhabitants  appearefl  from  our  meeting  only  one 
cliaise,  and  two  or  three  small  carts,  for  eighteen  miles  of  the  only  high  road 
in  the  cohiitry. 

It  was  a  tine  evening  in  June,  and  the  rich  lights,  thrown  amoog  tlie  forest 
glades,  with  the  solitary  Calmness  of  tlie  scene,  and  the  serencness  of  the  air, 
filled  with  scents  from  the  woods,  were  ciroumstujiccs  which  persuaded  to  the 
most  tranquil  rapture  and  delight. 

A  small  half- way  village,  a  stately  convent,  with  its  gardens,  called  MarieB- 
haum,  founded  in  the  fifteenth  century-  by  Maria,  Duchess  of  Cleves,  and  afrw 
mud  cottages  of  the  woodcutters,  were  the  only  buildings  on  the  road :  the 
foot  passengers  i^cre  two  Prussian  soldiers.  It  was  moonlight,  and  we  becme 
impatient  to  reach  Xantcn,  long  before  our  driver  could  say,  in  a  mixtmv  of  * 
CiSerman  and  Dutch,  that  we  were  near  it.  At  length,  fironk  the  woods  that 
hud  concealed  the  town,  a  few  lights  appeared  over  the  walls,  aAd  dissipated 
wmc  gloomy  fancies  alxHit  a  night  to  be  passed  in  a  forest. 

Xanten  is  a  small  town  near  the  Rhine,  without  much  appearance  of  pros- 
perity, but  neater  than  most  of  the  others  around  it  Several  narrow  streets 
open  into  a  wide  and  pleasant  market-place,  in  the  centre  of  which  an  old  bat 
flourishing  elm  has  its  branches  careftilly  extended  by  a  circular  nuling,  to 
form  an  arbour  over  beikclies.  A  cathedral,  that  proves  the  town  to  hsve  been 
once  more  considerable,  is  on  the  nortli  side  of  this  place  ^  s  fine  building, 
which,  shewn  by  the  moon  of  a  summer  midnight,  when  oUly  tte  bell  of  the 
adjoining  convent,  calling  the  monks  to  prayers,  and  the  waving  of  tbe  aged 
tree^  were  to  be  heard,  presented  a  scene  before  the  windows  of  our  Yan^  that 
fkiUy  recompensed  for  its  want  of  accommodation. 

There  were  also  humbler  reasons  towards  contentment ;  for  the  people  of 
the  house  were  extremely  desirous  to  afford  it ;  and  tlie  landlord  was  an  onrtor 
in  French,  of  which,  and  his  address,  he  was  pleasantly  vnin.  He  reoeired  us 
with  an  air  of  humour,  mingled  with  his  complaisance,  and  hoped,  that,  **  as 
Monsieur  was  Angloisy  he  should  surprise  him  with  his  vin  txtruorHmmrt,  til 
the  Rhenish  wsne  being  adulterated  by  the  Dutch  before  they  sent  it  to  Eng- 
land.  His  house  could  not  be  fine,  l)ecause  he  had  little  money :  but  he  bad 
an  excellent  cook,  otlierwise  it  could  not  be  expected  that  the  prebendaries  of 
the  cathedral  would  dine  at  it  every  day,  and  l)ecome,  as  they  were^  vnmiifii^ 
Alomkur,  gros  comtne  vout  me  voyez  P* 

lliere  are  in  this  small  town  several  monasteries,  and  one  convent  of  noble 
canonesscs,  of  which  last  the  members  are  few,  and  the  revenues  rery  great 
The  interior  of  the  cathedral  is  nearly  as  grand  as  the  outside  j  and  maas  is  per- 
formed in  it  with  more  solemnity  than  in  many  which  have  larger  institutions. 
We  left  Xanten  tlte  next  morning  in  high  spirits,  expecting  to  reach  Co- 
k^e,  which  was  little  more  than  fifty  miles  distant,  befbre  nighty  though  the 
landlord  and  postmaster  hinted  that  we  should  go  nofkrther  thtti  Neun. 
This  was  our  first  use  of  the  German  post,  the  slowness  of  which,  tlioagli  it 
has  been  so  ofteu  described,  we  had  not  estimated,  ^he  day  was  intensely 
hot,  and  the  road,  niisheltered  by  trees,  lay  over  deep  sandt  that  reflected  tin 
rays.  The  rcf resiling  forests  of  yesterday  we  now  aererelf  regretted^  and' 
-WMtcbed  inipatienfl^  to  catch  a  freer  alt  fcotvk  the  tuuuait  of  every  bsn  <n  thr 
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way.  The  postilliuu  would  permit  his  horses  to  do  little  more  than  walk,  and 
every  step  threw  up  heajis  of  dast  inio  the  chaise.  It  had  l>ecii  so  often  said 
by  travellers,  tliat  money  has  as  httle  clfect  in  such  cases  as  in  treaties  or  tlin-ats 
tbat  we  supposed  tliis  slowness  irremediable,  wliich  was  really  intended  only 
to  produce  au  oiler  of  what  we  would  ^^illingly  have  given. 

In  bometiiiiig  more  thaii  three  hours,  we  reached  Rlieuiberg,  distant  about 

niuc  wiles  ^  a  place  often  mentioned]  iu  the  military  hfstory  of  the  sixteenth 

and  seventeenth  centuries,  and  which  we  had  supposed  would  at  least  gratify 

us  by  the  shew  of  magnificent  ruius,  together  witli  some  remains  of  its  foruur 

importance.     It  is  a  wretched  place  of  one  dirty  street,  aud  three  or  four 

fauudred  menu  houses,  surrounded  by   a  decayed  wall  that  never  was  grand, 

aud  half  iilled  by  inhabitants,  whose  indolence,  while  it  is  probably  more  to 

be  pitied  than  blamed,  accounts  for  the  sulleuuess  and  wretchedness  of  their 

af^a ranee.     Not  one  symptom  of  labour,  or  comfort,  was  to  be  p^-rccived  in 

the  whole  towu.     The  men  seemed,  for  the  most  part,  to  be  standing  at  their 

doors  in  unbuckled  tihoes  and  wolleu  caps:     What  few  women  we  saw  were 

brown,  without  the  appearance  of  health,  which  their  leanness  aud  dirtiness 

prevcutod.     Some  small  shojts  of  huckster  s  wares  were  the  only  signs  of  trade. 

The  inn,  tliat  seemed  to  be  the  best,  was  such  as  might  be  expected  in  a 

.  remote  village,  in  a  cross  road  in  l-lnglaiid.    The  landlord  was  standing  before 

the  door  in  bis  cap,  an<l  remained  there  for  some  time  after  we  had  fouud  our 

way  into  a  sitting  room,  and   from  thence,  for  want  of  attendance,  into  a 

kitchen,  where  two  women,  without  stockings,  were  wai(  hin;;  over  sume  sort 

of  cookery  in  earthen  jugs.     We  were  .siipjHicd,  at  length,  uiih  bread,  butter, 

and  sour  win(>,  and  did  not  suffer  ourselves  to  consider  this  ns  an}  specimeiL 

of  Cvermaii  towns,  because  Uluiinberg  was  not  a  station  of  the  prst  \  a  dc!u- 

sioUy  the  spirit  of  which  continued  througli  several  weeks,  for  we  were  a]wa}  s 

finding  reasons  to  believe  that  the  wretchedness  of  present  places  and  per:»o:is 

wasproduced  by  some  circumstances  which  wouhlnot  operate  in  other  district. 

Beyond  Rheinl>erg,  our  prospects  were  extensive,  but  not  so  woody,  or  no 

rich,  as  those  of  the  day  before,  and  few   villages  enlivened  the  lunJsca|)«-. 

Open  corn  lands,  intermixed  with  (ields  of  turnips,  spread  to  a  considerable 

diitaiice  on  botli  sides ;  on  the  east,  the  high  ridges  of  the  Westphaliau  nioun- 

tains  shut  up  the  scene.    The  Rhine,  which  frequently  swept  near  the  road, 

shewed  a  broad  surface,  though  shrunk  within  its  sandy  sliores  by  the  dryness 

of  the  season.    Not  a  single  vessel  animated  its  current,  which  was  here  tame 

aad  smooth,  though  often  iuterruiited  by  sands  tliat  rose  above  its  level. 

The  next  town  was  lloogstrass,  a  post  station,  fifteecn  miles  from  Xanten, 
of  which  we  saw  little  more  than  the  inn,  the  otlicr  part  of  this  small  place 
toeing  out  of  the  road.  A  large  house,  which  might  have  been  easily  mail^* 
Convenient,  and  was  really  not  without  p«eiity,  confirmed  our  notion,  that,  at 
tlie  post  stages,  there  would  always  be  some  accommodation.  We  dined  here. 
Kind  were  well  attended.  The  liaidlord,  a  young  man  ^vho  had  served  in  tlie 
^rmy  of  the  country,  and  appeared  by  his  dress  to  have  giiinc^J  some  promo- 
tioDf  was  very  industrious  in  the  Iibu^e,  during  this  interval  of  his  other  em- 
t^\'ments. 

The  next  stage  was  of  eighteen  miles,  which  make  a  (Berman  post  aud  a 
badf)  and,  during  this  space,  wc  passed  bypniy  one  town,  Ordingen,  or  I'r- 
^ngcii,  the  greatest  part  of  which  spread  between.  tl\e  ioa(\  Qca^\ii^>^\v\\v. 
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Towards  evening,  the  country  became  more  woody,  and  the  slender  spires 
of  convents  frequently  appeared,  slieltcred  in  their  groves,  and  surrounded  by 
corn  lands  of  their  own  domain.  One  of  these,  nearer  to  the  road,  was  a 
noble  mansion,  and,  with  its  courts,  offices,  and  gardens,  spread  over  a  consi- 
derable space.  A  summer-housr,  built  over  the  garden  wall,  had  no  windows 
towards  the  road,  but  there  were  several  small  apertures,  which  looked  upon 
it  and  beyond  to  a  large  tract  of  inclosed  wood,  the  property  of  the  convent. 

Soon  after  sun-set,  we  came  to  Neuss,  which,  as  it  is  a  post  town,  and  was 
mentioned  as  far  off  as  Xaiiten,  we  had  been  sure  would  afford  h  comfortable 
lodging,  whether  there  were  any  vestiges  or  not  of  its  ancient  and  modern  his- 
tory. The  ^icw  of  it,  at  some  little  distance,  did  not  altojrelher  contradict  thi« 
notion,  for  it  stands  upon  a  gentle  ascent,  and  the  spires  of  seiTral  convents 
might  justly  give  ideas  of  a  considerable  town  to  those  who  had  not  learned 
bow  slightly  such  symptoms  arc  to  be  attended  to  in  Germany. 

On  each  side  of  the  gate,  cannon  balls  of  various  sizes  remain  in  the  walls. 
Within,  you  enter  immediately  into  a  close  street  of  high  but  dirty  stone  houses, 
from  which  you  expect  to  escape  presently,  supposing  it  to  be  only  some 
wretched  quarter,  appropriated  to  disease  and  misfortune.  You  see  no  pas- " 
seuget^,  but,  at  the  door  of  every  house  a  haggard  group  of  men  and  women 
stare  upon  you  with  looks  of  hungry  rage  rather  than  curiosit}*,  and  their 
gaunt  figures  excite,  at  first,  more  fear  than  pity.  Continuing  to  look  for  the 
better  quarter,  juid  to  pass  bet^vcen  houses  that  seem  to  have  l>een  left  after  a 
siege,  and  never  entorod  since,  the  other  gate  of  the  town  at  length  appears, 
which  you  would  rather  pass  at  midnight  tliair  stop  at  any  place  yet  perceived. 
Within  a  small  distance  of  the  gate,  there  is,  however,  a  house  with  a  wider 
front,  and  windows  of  unshattered  glass,  and  walh  not  quite  so  black  as  the 
others,  which  is  known  to  be  the  inn  only  because  the  driver  stops  there,  for, 
occording  to  the  etiquette  of  sullenucss  in  (Germany,  the  house  make  uo  shew 
of  receiving  you. 

If  it  had  not  already  appeared,  that  there  was  no  other  inn,  you  might  Fcam 
it  from  the  manners  of  tlie  two  hostesses  and  their  servants.  Some  sort  of  ar- 
commoflation  is,  however,  to  be  had  \  and  those  who  have  been  longer  from 
the  civilities  and  assiduities  of  similar  places  in  England,  may,  by  more  sub- 
mission and  more  patience,  obtain  it  sooner  than  we  did.  By  these  means 
they  may  reduce  all  their  difficulties  into  one,  that  of  determining  whether 
the  windows  shall  be  open  or  shut ;  whether  they  will  endure  the  closeness  of 
the  rooms,  or  will,  admit  air,  loaded  with  the  feculence  of  putrid  kennels,  that 
stagnate  along  the  whole  town. 

This  is  tlie  Novetinm  of  Tacitus,  the  entrance  of  the  thirteenth  legion  into 
which  he  relates,  at  a  time  when  the  Rliine,  incopnita  Hli  ccelo  siccitate,  became 
rix  iiavium  patieiui,  and  which  Voc'ula  was  soon  after  compelled  to  surrender 
by  the  treachery  of  other  leaders  and  the  corruption  of  his  army,  whom  he  ad- 
dressed, just  before  his  murder,  in  the  fine  speech,  l)eginning,  *'  NunqmoHaptid 
Tos  verba  feciy  aut  pro  me  secwior ;  a  passage  so  near  to  the  cunetisque  timeHtem, 
seeummque  sm,  by  which  Lucan  describes  Cato,  that  it  must  be  supposed 
to  have  been  inspired  by  it. 

This  place  stood  a  siege  fortwelve  mouths,  against  60,000  men*  comnuuidGd 
by  Charles  the  Bold,  Duke  of  fiurgondy,  and  succeeded  in  its  resistance. 
Bat,  io  l5Sd,  when  it  held  out  for  Guhwc  bv  Tilv«qwes,  madedor  at  Cologne^ 
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lexpelled  by  his  chapter,  for  huvins^  married,  it  \\  as  the  scene  of  a  drcadfi^l 
calamity.  Farnesf,  the  Spanish  geDcral,  wkio  had  jiist  taken  Venlo,  marched 
against  it  with  an  army,  enraged  at  ha>'iii^  K»it  the  piuuder  of  tluit  jilaco  by  h 
capitulatton.  When  theinhabitniits  of  Netiss  iverc  iifion  the  point  ofsiirreiidt  r< 
in^  it  upou  Kimiiar  tcH-ms,  the  army,  resolving  not  to  k)sc  another  pre\  of  blof>d 
^nd  g:old,  rushed  to  tlie  assfaalt,  50t  fire  to  the  place,  and  murdered  all  the  inlin- 
tntautu,  excejjt  a  few  women  and  children,  wlio'took  refnge  in  two  churches, 
wiiich  alone  were  saved  fVoni  the  Haniw. 

Neuss  was  rebuilt,  on  tliesame  spot :  Ihe  bitiiation  being  convenitMit  for  an 
intercourse  witlj  the  eastern  shore  of  tht*  Rhine,  especially  with  Dusjj**ldurff, 
to  which  it  is  nearly  oppofite.  The  ancient  walls  were  partly  restored  by  the 
French,  in  1602.  One  of  the  churches,  spared  by  the  Spaniards,  was  founded 
by  a  daughter  of  Charlemangf,  in  the  ninth  centurj,  and  is  now  attuclied 
to  the  Chapter  of  Canons,  and  five  or  six  convents  in  the  place. 

From  Nenss  to  Colojrne  we  passed  through  a  deep  saiidv  road  that  som^ 
limes  wound  near  the  Rhine,  the  shores  of  >\hich  were  yet  low,  nnd  the  water 
tame  and  shallow.  Hiere  were  no  vessels  upon  it,  to  give  one  idea^  either  of 
the  commerce  br  the  population  of  its  banks. 

The  country,  for  the  g^rcatcr  fiart  of  twenty  miles,  w:is  a  flat  of  corn  lands ; 
but,  within  a  short  dist-uice  of  Cologne,  a  gentle  rise  aftbrds  a  view  of  the 
ivhoie  city,  whose  immcrons  towers  and  steeples  had  before  appeared,  and  of 
the  extensive  plainft  that  spread  round  it.  In  the  southern  persj»ective  of  these;, 
at  the  distance  of  about  eight  leagues,  rise  the  fantastic  forms  of  w  hat  are  called 
the  Seven  Mountiins  :  westward,  are  the  cultivated  hills  that  extend  towards 
Fhmders;  and  eastward,  over  the  Rhine,  the  distant  mountiiins  that  nui  through 
several  countries  of  interior  (iemmny.  Dver  the  wild  and  gigantic  feature*  of 
the  Seven  Mountains  dark  thundcT  mists  soon  spread  an  awful  obscurity,  and 
lieigiitened  the  expectation,  which  this  glimpse  of  them  had  awakened,  con- 
•cerning  the  scenery  we  were  approaching. 

The  apj3earance  at  Cologne,  at  the  distance  of  one  or  two  miles,  js  not  infe- 
-fior  to  the  conception  which  a  traveller  may  have  already  formed  of  one  of  the 
capitals  of  Gc-miany,  should  his  mind  have  ol)eyed  that  almost  uiJversal  illu- 
'sion  of  fancy  which  dresses  up  the  images  of  places  unseen,  as  soon  as  much 
expectation  or  attention  is  din-cted  towards  them.  The  air  above  is  crowded 
with  the  towers  and  spires  of  churches  and  convents,  among  which  the  cathedral, 
with  its  huge  unfinislied  nnss,  has  a  striking  appearance.  The  walls  are  also 
high  enough  to  be  ol>served,  and  their  whole  inclosure  sceuis,  at  a  distance,  to 
be  thickly  filled  with  buildings. 

M^e  should  have  known  ourselves  to  be  in  the  neighbourhood  of  someplace 
larger  than  usual,  from  the  sight  of  two  or  three  carriages  at  once  on  the  road, 
nearly  the  first  we  had  seen  in  (Jermany.  There  is,  besides,  some  shew  oT 
labour  in  the  adjoining  villages ;  hut  the  sallow  countenances  an<l  miserable  air 
ofthe  people  prove,  that  it  is  not  a  labour  beneficial  to  them.  The  houses  arfe 
only  the  desobited  homes  of  these  villagers ;  for  there  is  not  one  that  can  be 
supposed  to  l)eloDg  to  any  prosperous  inhabitant  of  the  city,  or  to  aflford  the 
coveted  stillness  in  which  the  active  find  an  occasional  reward,  and  tlie  idle  a 
perpetual  misery. 

A  bridge  over  a  dry  fosse  leads  to  the  northern  gate,' on  each  side  of  which 
a  iniali  modem  twttery  defends  the  ancient  walls.    The  c\l^  U  wo\.  fot>A<^^^>^M;^ 
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curdiijt^  to  aiiv  present  scuse  of  tbe  teroK  but  is  surrounded  by  tbese  waib  and 
by  a  (htcliy.  of  whicli  tlic  latter,  near  the  northern  gate,  ter^'cs  aa  a  kind  <if 
kitchi'ii-gnrden  to  the  Hihabitants. 

Before  pasMiiig  the  inner  gate,  a  soldier  deuandcd  ournaoia»  and  we  sbewod 
our  passport,  fur  the  first  time ;  but,  a&  tbe  inquisitor  did  not  underataud  Fsenrb 
in  wbkh  language  passports  from  England  arc  written,  it  waa  handed  to  his 
comrades,  who  formed  a  circle  about  our  chaise,  and  began,  with  leaden  looks, 
to  spell  over  the  pni>«r.  Some  t-dked,  in  the  meantime,  of  examining  the  bag- 
gage ,  and  the  money  which  vie  gave  to  prevent  this,  being  in  varioua  pieces^ 
and  in  Prussian  coin,  which  is  not  perfi:ctly  understood  here,  the  whole  party 
turned  from  the  passport,  collating  and  estimating  the  money  in  the  baud  of 
tiieir  collector,  as  openly  as  if  it  had  bocn  a  h-gal  tribute.  When  this  waa  doMe^ 
and  they  had  heard,  with  surprise,  that  wc  liad  not  determined  whers  to 
]od!;*%  being  inclined  to  take  tlie  pleasaule^t  inn,  we  wrote  our  names  im  the 
corporals  dirty  book,  and  were  allowed  to  drive^  under  a  dark  tower»  into 
Ihc  city. 

Instantly,  the  narrow  street,  gloomy  houses  stagnant  kennels,  and  wretchedly 
looking  people,  reminded  us  of  the  horrors  of  Neuss.  The  lower  wiudavsof 
these  prison-like  houses  arc  so  strongly  barricadoed,  that  we  had  supposed  the 
first  two  or  Uirec  to  be  really  parts  of  a  goal  ^  but  it  soon  appeared  that  this 
profusion  of  heavy  iron- work  was  intended  to  exclutle,.  not  to  confine  robbers. 
A  succfNsion  of  narrow  streets,,  in  which  the  largest  houses  were  not  leas  dis- 
gusting than  the  others  for  the  filthiness  of  their  windows,  doorways,  and  massy 
walls,  continued  through  half  the  city.  In  one  of  these  streets,  or  hines,  the 
postilUon  stop(ied  at  the  door  of  nn  iun,  which  he  said  was  the  beU  ^  but  the 
MifTocating  air  of  the  street  rendered  it  unnj^cssary  to  inquire,  whether,  con- 
trary to  appearances,  there  couid  be  any  accomodation  within,  and,  aa  we  had 
read  of  many  squares,  or  market-pl»C(.>s,  he  was  desired  to  stop  at  an  inn,  liUia- 
ted  in  one  of  these.  Thus  we  came  to  t!ie  Hotel  de  Prague,  a  large  straggling 
building,  said  to  be  not  worse  than  the  others,  for  wanting  half  its  furniture, 
and  probably  superior  to  them,  by  having  a  landlord  of  better  than  German 
civility. 

Having  coimted  from  o^r  windows  the  spires  of  ten,  or  twelve  churches^  or 
convents,  we  were  at  leisure  to  walk  farther  into  the  city,  and  to  look  Amt  the 
tpacious  squares^  neat  streets,  noble  public  buiidings,  and  handsome  honsca, 
which  there  could  be  no  doubt  must'  be  found  in  an  Imperial  and  Electoral 
city,  seated  on  the  Rhine,  at  a  point  where  the  chief  roads  from  Holland  and 
Flanders  join  those  of  Germany,  treated  by  all  writers  as  a  considerable  place, 
and  evidently  by  its  situation  capable  of  becoming  a  sort  of  •mporium  for  the 
three  countries*  The  spot,  into  which  our  inn  o|>cned,  though  a  parallelogram 
of  considerable  extent,  bordered  by  lime  trees,  we  passed  quickly  tliroogh, 
^rceiving,  that  the  houses  on  all  its  sides  were  mean  buildings,  and  there- 
fore such  as  could  not  deserve  the  attention  in  the  Imperial  and  Electoral  dly 
of  Cologne.  There  arc  streets  from  each  angle  of  this  plaoc,  and  wo  pur- 
sued them  all  in  tlieir  turn,  narrow,  wiiidiug  and  dirty  as  they  arc^  pestilent 
with  kennels,  gloomy  from  the  height  and  blackness  of  the  houses^  imodofned 
by  any  public  buildings,  except  the  churches,  that  were  graniL  or  by  one  pii- 
,Tate  dwelling,-  that  appeared  to  be  dean,  with  little  shew  of  traffic  a«d  lem  of 
ptssengcrs^  either  busy  or  gay,  ^U  we  saw  them  ending   iu  o(th^  iM^lP 
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jtillfirorse*  or  coMCliuled  by  ^e  gates  4>f  the  ci(y.  Otic  ef  tbem,  iudt»>d  Ie4 
throQ^h  a  intrkel-place,  iii  which  the  air  is  (reo  froaithe  ferulence  of  the  htrtit- H^ 
but  which  is  inierior  to  the  other  opening  in  space,  aud  not  better  surroundei 
by  buildiegs. 

Our  inn  had  formerly  beeu  a  convent,  and  was  in  a  pail  of  the  town  where 
«uch  .societies  sjte  more  numerous  than  elsewhere.  At  five  o'cloek,  on  tiie  Sun-» 
day  alter  our  ariavaK  the  bellis  of  ch-urches  and  convents  began  to  souiid  on  aH 
stde%  and  there  was  scarcely  apy  entire  intermission  of  them  tall  evening.  TJm' 
places  of  public  amusement; -chiefly  a  sort  of  tea-gardens,  were  then  set  opei^ 
aid,  in  many  stwets  the  «ound  of  music  and  dancing  was  heard  almost  m 
plidnly  at  that  of  the  hells  had  been  before ;  a  disgusting  excess  of  licentious- 
neas,  whieb  appeared  in  other  instances,  for  we  heard,  at  the  same  time,  the 
voices  of  a  -choir  on  the  one  side  of  the  street,  and  the  noise  of  a  billiard  table 
on  tbe  ether.  "The  cathedral,  though  un^nished,  is  conapiicuous,  amongst  a 
great  number  of  churches,  for  the  dignity  of  some  detached  features,  that  shew 
part  of  the  vast  design  formed  for  the  whole.  It  i^as  begun,  in  1^48,  by  the 
J^Iector  Conrad,  who  is  related,  in  an  hexameter  inscription  over  a  gale,  to  have 
laid  the  first  stone  himself.  In  1320,  the  choir  was  finished,  and  the  workmen 
continued  to  be  employed  upon  the  otlier  parts  in  1409»  when  the  two  towerv 
<teatioed  to  be  580  ftet  abov«  llic  roof,  one  had  risen  SI  feet,  and  the  other  15^ 
feet,  aooording  to  the  measurement  mentioned  in  a  printed  description.  We 
did  not  learn  at  what  period  the  design  of  completing  the  edifice  was  abandon* 
ed;  but  the  original  founder  Hved  to  see  aH  the  treasures  expended,  which  he 
hafi  collected  for  the  purpose.  In  its  present  state,  the  inequality  of  its  va«t 
towers  rendefs  it  a  striking  oljject  at  a  considerable  cfistance^  andfjpomtiike 
large  unfilled  area  around  it,  the  magnificence  of  its  gothic  architecture,  espe- 
cially of  some  parts,  which  have  not  been  Joined  to  the  rest,  and  appear  to  be 
tfaeiTuined  remains,  rather  than  the  commencement  of  a  work,  is  viewed  with 
awfol  delight 

By  some  accident  we  did  not  sire  the  tomb  of  the  thrfe  kings  of  ienisalen^ 
^rlioee  bodies  are  afilrmed  to  bave  teen  brought  here  from  Milan  in  1  i6^ 
when  the  latter  city  was  destroyed  by  the  Emperor  Frederic  Barbarossn. 

The  Jesuits*  church  is  one  of  the  grandest  in  Cologne,  and  has  the  greatest 
«%iiphiy  of  paintings  over  its  numerous  altars,  as  well  as  of  marble  pillars.  The 
churches  of  the  chapters  are,  for  the  most  part,  very  large,  and  eudow<^  with 
the  richest  ornaments,  which  are,  however,  not  shewn  to  the  public,  except 
upon  days  of  fi^te. 

The  eokhery  of  Cologne  are  under  the  command  of  the  magietrates,  and 
are  employed  only  within  the  gales  of  the  city.  The  whole  body  does  not  ex- 
ce^  an  hundred  and  fifty,  whom  we  saw  reviewed  by  their  colonel,  in  the 
place  before  the  Hotel  de  Prague.  The  uniform  is  red,  faced  with  white.  The 
men  wear  whiskers,  and  affect  an  air  of  ferocity,  but  appear  to  he  mostly  in- 
valids; who  have  grown  old  in  their  guard-houses. 

Amongst  the  public  buildings  must  be  reckoned  tlie  Theatre,  of  winch  we  did 
not  see  the  inside,  these  being  no  performance,  during  our  stay,  except  on  Sun* 
day.  This,  it  seems,  may-  be  opened,  without  ofience  to  the  Magistrates^ 
though  a  Protestant  church  may  not.  It  stands  in  a  row  of  small  houses,  frpm. 
which  it  is  distinguished  only  by  a  pitiuted  front,  once  tawdry  and  itow  dirty, 
with  the  inscriptibn,  "  Mfifis  GraiiiM^ue  deetnfibiu,"*    The  Town-bouse  is  an' 
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•iwkwurd  mill  irregular  stone  buihliiig.  The  arseual^nihicli  is  in  one  of  \ht  usr- 
rowest  streets,  we  should  have  passed,  without  notice,  if  it  had  uot  i>een  point- 
ed out  to  us.  As  a  buildiij)^,  it  is  uothiug  more  than  such  a^  might  be  formed 
out  of  four  or  five  of  .the  plainest  houses  lairl  into  one.  Its  couteiitu  axe  said  te, 
be  chiefly  ancient  arms,  of  various  fashions  and  sizes,  not  very  pi^ier  fer 
modern  use. 

After  a  stay  of  nearly  three  tedious  days,  we  left  Cologne  for  Bomi,  passing 
through  an  avenue  of  limes,  which  extends  from  one  plai-e  to  the  other;  with- 
out interruption,  except  where  tliere  is  a  small  Indf  way  village.  The  dis- 
tance is  not  less  than  18  miles,  and  the  diversified  culture  of  tlie  plains  througll 
which  it  passes,  is  unusually  grateful  to  the  eye,  after  the  dirty  buildiogs  of 
Cologne,  and  the  long  uniformity  of  corn  lands  in  the  appr<»ach  to  it.  Vines 
rover  a  great  part  of  these  plain::^  and  are  here  first  seen  in  Germany^  except, 
indeed,  within  the  walls  of  Cologne  itself,  which  contain  muiiy.  large  inclo- 
sures,  converted  from  gardeus  and  orchards  into  well  sheltered  vineyards^ 
The  vines  reminded  us  of  Engli^i  hop  plants,  being  set,  like  thora,  iii  rows^ 
and  led  round  poles  to  various  heights,  though  all  less  than  that  of  hops.  Com, 
fruit,  or  herbs  were  frequently  growing  between  the  rows,  whose  light  green 
foliage  mingled  beautifully  ^ith  yellow  wheat  and  larger  patches  of  gardea 
plantations,  that  spread,  without  any  inclosures,  to  the  sweeping  Rhine, 
on  tlie  left.  Beyond,  ajipearod  the  blue  ridges  of  the  We&tphalian  mooiitains^ 
On  tlie  right,  the  plains  extend  to  a  chain  of  lower  and  less  distant  lu11s« 
whose  skirts  are  covered  with  vines,  and  summits  darkened  witli  thick 
woods. 

The  palace  of  Bruhl  is  on  the  right  hand  of  the  road,  at  no  gceat  distance, 
but  we  were  not  told,  till  afterwards,  of  the  magHifieent  architecture  and  fur- 
niture, which  ought  to  have  attracted  our  curiosity. 

On  a  green  and  circular  hill,  near  the  Ilhinc,  stands  the  Beuedictine  abbey  of 
Siegbourg,  one  of  the  first  picturesque  objects  of  the  rich  approach  to  Bonn  y 
and, farther  on,  the  castle-like  towers  of  a  convent  of  noble  ladies:  both  socie- 
ties celebrated  for  their  wealth  and  the  pleasantness  of  their  situation.. which 
command  extensive  prospects  over  the  country,  on  each  side  of  the  nver.  As 
we  drew  near  Bonn,  we  frequently  caught,  lietween  the  trecsof  the  avenue,  im- 
perfect, but  awakening  glimpses  of  the  pointed  mountains  beyond  ;  contrasted 
with  the  solemn  grandeur  of  \\  hteh,  was  tlie  beauty  of  a  round  woody  hill. 
apparently  separated  from  them  only  by  the  lUiine,  and  crowned  with  the  spire 
of  a  comely  convent.  Bonn,  with  tall  slender  stceplesand  the  trees  of  its  ram- 
parts, thus  backed  by  subhmc  mountains,  loolos  well,  as  you  approach  it  from 
Cologne,  tliough  neither  its  noble  palace,  nor  the  Rhine,  which  washes  its  walls» 
are  seen  from  hence.  We  were  asked  our  names  at  the  gate,  but  had  no  trouble 
about  {Missports,  or  baggage.  A  long  and  narrow  street  leads  from  thence  to 
the  market-place,  uot  disgusting  you  either  with  the  gloom,  or  the  dirt 
of  Cologne,  though  mean  houses  are  abundantly  intermixed  with  the 
others,  and  the  be^it  are  far  from  aihnirable.  The  phifsioffnomy  ofth9  plmetp  if 
one  may  use  the  expression,  is  wholesome,  though  humble.  By  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  Dutch  nierehant,  we  wejit  to  an  inn  in  another  street,  branch- 
ing from  the  market-|>lace,  and  ic>und  it  the  cleanest  since  we  had  left  Holland. 

The  Palace  iff,  in  the  point  of  grandeur,  very  astonishing,  being  placed 
before  some  of  the  moa»t  striking  of  nature*s  fcaturc5.  ofjivfaich  it  is  nearly  as

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Surveillance,  of  St.  Sebastian^  September  9,  1813. — My  Lord, — IT  it  with  u| 
cere  plca.'vure  ihat  I  do  myself  the  honour  to  report  to  your  Lordship  the  fall  of  £ 
Sebastian,  the  northern  Gibraltar  of  Spain. 

Yesterday,  at  10  a.  m.  the  breaching  and  mortar  batteries  opened  a  most  ruiuoi 
fire  a^iBst  the  Castle  of  La  Motte,  (situated  on  the  crown  of  the  hill)  and  the  c 
joining  works. 

In  a  very  short  time  General  Rey,  the  {governor,  scut  out  a  flag  of  truce  to  pr 
pose  terms  of  capitulation,  which  were  concluded  at  fiire  in  the  cveaiog,  when  tl 
Battery  du  Gouvernour  and  the  Mirador  were  immediately  taken  possession  oil 
our  troops. 

The  garrison,  still  upwards  of  seventeen  hundred,  became  prisonera  of  varyti 
arc  to  be  conveyed  to  England  from  Passages. 

At  this  season  of  the  year  the  possession  of  St.  Sebastian  becomes  doubly  vil 
able  ;  it  may  be  considered  the  western  key  of  the  Pyrennees,  and  its  importasec 
to  the  future  operations  of  the  Allied  Army  is  incalculable.  The  town  and  worl 
bave  sufl^ered  considerably,  and  it  must  be  a  lon<2^  time  before  the  former  can  recov 
its  original  splendour.  I  cannot,  however,  avoid  congratulating  >our  lordship  i 
its  fall  on  any  terms,  as  the  giiles  now  blow  home,  aod  the  sea  is  prodif^iont;  1 
the  squadrons  were  yesterday  forced  to  s«a,  with  the  exception  of  the  Snnretllan 
and  President. 

Tiie  former  good  conduct  and  gallantry  of  the  seamen  landed  from  the  squadn 
under  Lieutenant  O'Reilly,  of  the  Surveillante,  and  nerving  in  the  breachiuj^  bi 
leries,  have  been  most  conspicuously  maiutained.  Lieutenant  Duulop,  as  well  . 
Mr.  Marsh,  (having  sufficieutly  recovered  from  his  wound)  were  also  at  the 
former  post. 

The  Survcillante^s  twenty-four-poundi-rs,  mounted  on  Santa  Clara,  and  draggi 
up  by  Captain  Smith  of  the  Beagle,  were  admirably  served  by  a  party  landed  fro 
the  Revolulionnaire,  Magiciennei  and  Challenger ;  their  fire  had  totally  silcnc) 
the  eneroy*s  guns  opposed  to  them.  Captain  Smith  s|)eaks  in  high  terms  of  tl 
general  aeal  evinced  by  all  under  his  orders.  The  most  perfect  cordiality  was  mai 
tained  between  the  officers  and  seamen  under  Captain  Smith  and  a  party  of  the  9 
regiment  under  Captain  Cameron.

tbe  northward,  as  if  inclined  to  chase.  I  slip{>ed  from  the  anchorage  and  sfoo4 

It  thc-bay  townrda  Saint  GUdas,  with  an  intention  of  getting  so  near  as  t» 
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ofier  her  a  fair  opportunity,  and  leading  her  in  a  short  chase  towards  Belle  Itle,  ••! 
of  immediate  reach  of  assistance  from  a  superior  force  in  the  Morbihaa,  mkI  Cnc^ 
which  I  had  been  in  presence  of  for  some  weeks,  there  to  gire  her  battle ;  bat  ska 
t'lcked  in  about  an  hour,  and  worked  into  the  Morbihan.  I  remained  witbia  a  fev 
miles  of  her,  and  in  the  course  of  the  day  drove  a  sloop  on  shore  between  Saint 
Cildas  and  Sdint  Jucquri.  During  the  ensuing  night  I  preserved  a  proper  station  to 
observe  the  corvette's  motions  ;  at  daylight  on  the  8th  the  ship  was  becmlmed  cleee 
to  the  mouth  of  the  river,  and  carried  by  the  ebb  tide,  in  less  than  nn  bowr,  to 
near  to  the  Taie^iouse  rock,  that  I  was  forced  to  anchor  to  avoid  it,  to  sound  an4 
warp  into  the  fair  channel. 

As  no  opportunity  of  procuring  a  pilot  had  occurred,  previous  to  mj  depart nrn 
from  Eus;land,  nor  of  making  myself  acquainted  with  the  periodical  streogtk  nn4 
direction  of  the  tides  in  this  channel  since  my  arrival  upon  the  station,  I  sent  nn 
officer  to  bring  on  board  the  Master  of  a  fishing-boat,  anchored  within  nmile  or  two 
of  the  shore,  in  hopes  of  obtaining  some  information  from  him:  bnt  hie  ienrs  and 
hi:*  iguorance,  or  unwillingueas,  disappointed  me. 

By  the  time  the  ship  was  warped  into  the  channel,  and  all  hands  placed  at  the 
sweeps,  1  found  she  was  pursued  by  a  large  division  of  the  enemy^s  flotilla^  whidl 
bad  been  perceived  rowing  out  of  the  Morbihan,  soon  after  she  anchored. 

By  half  past  eight  o'clock,  the  enemy  had  advanced  within  extreme  ranfe,  and 
opened  their  fire  :  they  continued  rapidly  gaining  upon  the  ship,  until  about  half 
past  nine,  when  they  were  so  near  that  I  was  compelled  to  sweep  her  broadside  to, 
and  engage  under  the  greatest  disadvantages  ibe  Vincejo  could  possibly  be  expoicd 
to:  a  perfect  calm,  a  strong  flood  tide  then  made  against  her,  the  people  fatigned 
by  hard  labour  at  the  oar,  and  divided  during  the  action,  between  the  larboard  gout 
and  the  starboard  sweeps. 

This  unequal  contest  was  maintained  with  great  animation  and  with  freqaent 
cheers,  by  my  weak  but  gallant  ship's  company,  for  nearly  two  hours,  within  grape 
and  hailing  distance  ;  the  ship's  hull,  her  masts,  yards,  and  rigging,  bad  at  length 
received  great  damage ;  three  guns  were  disabled;  the  fire  was  slackened,  notwitb- 
standing  every  effort  to  revive  it,  to  one  gnn  in  obout  five  minutes,  by  the  biXHnf 
falling  upon  the  main  deck,  and  the  flower  of  my  men  being  killed  or  wounded.] 

In  this  painful  situation,  without  a  chance  of  escape,  or  hope  of  succour,  cloccJy 
pressed  in  a  dead  calm,  by  seventeen  gun-vessels,  advancing  to  board  with  numcrona 
troops  ;  with  a  crew  reduced  to  fifty  efficient  officers  and  seamen,  including  aevea- 
teen  boys.  I  might  still  perhaps  have  opposed  a  momentary,  though  vain,  resict- 
ance  to  such  superior  force,  but  I  felt  it  a  duty  I  owed  my  country,  to  surrender  in 
time,  to  preserve  the  lives  of  my  brave  men  for  some  better  occasion. 

Of  the  conduct  of  my  officers  and  ship's  company  in  general,  their  Lordabipt 
will  form  an  adequate  opinion,  from  the  superiority  of  the  enemy,  compared  with 
the  length  of  the  action  ;  the  retrospect  of  which,  affords  me  consolation  in  mit* 
fortune,  as  it  presents  little  to  blame  and  much  to  commend  and  admire  ;  bnt  it  la 
a  pleasing  duty  of  mine  to  particularise  the  active  inti^pidity  and  intelligent  bra- 
very of  Lieutenants  Wallis  and  Hall,  and  the  distinguished  gallantry  and 
inon  energy  of  Mr.  Lewis,  Acting  Boatswain,  whose  death  1  lament  a*  i 
loss  to  the  service. 

To  these  officers,  and  the  small  draft  of  seamen  I  received  from  the  Virccbt,  ia 
greatly  to  be  attributed  the  obstinacy  of  a  conflict,  in  which  1  trust  it  will  appear, 
tl<at  the  honour  of  the  country,  and  the  reputation  of  the  navy,  have  been  anpportcd- 
to  the  utmost  of  our  power. 

Mr.  Hill,  the  Master,  and  the  warrant  and  petty  officers  in  general,  ncqnillffd 
themselves  of  their  duty    in  the  action,  to  my  perfect  aatiefiMtion.      I  nmics  an^ 
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ftcooutft  of  the  eoemy*s  force,  a  list  of  my  ship^scompaoy,  at  the  commencement  of 
the  action;  and  a  return  of  I  he  killed  and  woundeUy  distinguishing  by  an  asterisk 
•faioat  their  names,  those  whose  conduct  justly  recommends  the  survivors  and  tb4 
femiliea  of  the  deceased,  as  worthy  objects  <^  national  munificence  and  remuneration. 

Pointed  out  by  my  public  services,  as  a  peculiar  object  of  the  resentment  of  aa 
wgcncrona  and  ungrateful  enemy  ;  I  must  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  your  hu- 
maaity  the  trouble  of  laying  the  claims  of  those  unfortunate  men  before  the  na* 
tioaal  committee.

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Foreign-OJice,  September  Qi^  1813.— DISPATCHES,  of  which  the  following  art 
copies,  have  been  received  by  Viscount  Castlcrcagh,  His  Majtsty^s  Principal  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  from  Lieutenant  General  the  Honourable  Sir 
Oharles  Stewart,  K.  B.  His  Majesty^s  Envoy  Extraordinary  aud  .Minister  Plenipo* 
tentiary  to  the  King  of  Prussia,  dated  the  37th,  39th,  30th,  and  Gist  of  August. 

Head-Quarters  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Prussia,  Zehista,  Aug.  27,  1813.— 
My  Lord,— my  last  dispatches  will  have  acquainted  your  Lordship  of  the  deter- 
mination of  the  Allied  Armies  to  deboache  from  Bohemia,  by  the  several  paases 
into  Saxony,  and  enter  on  immediate  offensive  operations  in  flank  and  rear  of  tha 
eoemy,  if  he  still  maintained  his  forward  positions  in  Lusatia,  and  remained  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Elbe.  While  the  main  Russian  army  under  General  Barclay  de 
Tolly,  including  the  corps  of  Witgenstein  and  Mitaradovitch,  and  the  Prussian 
corps  of  General  Kleist,  together  with  the'whole  of  the  Austrian  army,  were  to  act 
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ofiensiTely  from  Bohemia,  under  the  chief  commaud  of  Prince  Schwartifubery.^* 
General  Bluchcr^s  corps  d^arm^,  composed  of  a  division  of  Pmssiana  under  Liea* 
ienant-General  d*Yurck,  and  Geucral   Lachen^s  and  General  Laofpeion^a  RsMisi 
divisions,  were  to  move  from  Silesia  on  Lttsatia,  and  threaten  tiie  eoemy  iB-froaf. 
General  Blocher  was  to  avoid  engaging  in  any  (i^eneral  action^  especisltjr  mgmlmit 
superior  numbers.     In  conformity  with  these  intentions  General  Blocher  ftdvaaccd 
in  three  columns  on  the  20tb  fromr  Leignitz,  Goldberg,  and  Jauer,  on  Baatzla»aid 
Lowenberg  :  General  Sachen^s  corps  moved  on  the  right  on  Buntzlaa,  aod  Geacnl 
d^Vorck^s  on  the  centre,  and  General  Longerou^s  on  the  left.  The  enemy  abandoned^ 
Bunlzlau,  destroyed  their  works,  and  blew  up  a  magazine  of  powder  there; 
General  Blucher*s  force  advanced  to  the  Bober,  where  they  were  attacked  oa  tb 
S'lst  by  the  enemy  who  moved  in  great  force  on  Bantzlao,  Lowenberg,  and  Laafl 
and  a  very  serious  aO'air  took  place.      It  is  reported  Buonaparte  coaamaiided 
person,  and  that  he  presented  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand  men  to  Gcner 
Blucher.     The  allied  troops  contested  the  ground  with  great  bravery,  bat  m 
Bcral  Blucher  had  received  orders  to  avoid  a  general  engagement,  he  withdrew  i 
the  best  order  to   Hsynau,  Pilgramsdorf,  Hirsbberg,  and  behind  the  Katxbach 
trhere  bis  troops  were  at  the  date  of  the  last  accounts.  The  loss  oi  GenermI  Blncl 
in  this  affair  is  reported  tx)  be  near  two  thousand  men :    He  took,  howeTer,  tevi 
prisoners. — ^The  enemy  suffered  considerably. 

The  grand  armies  on  the  side  of  Bohemia,  commenced  passing  the  frontiers 
the  30th  and    31st;  Count  Witgenstein*s  and  General  Kleist's    colamns,  by  lb 
passes  of  Peterswalde  -,  the  Austrians  by  Komotaw.     On   the  33d,  Count  Wit; 
stclu*8  corps  fell  in  with   the  enemy,  and  had  a  very  considerable  encounter  wii 
llicm  near  Berghishabcl  abd  Zehista. 

The  enemy  met  the  allies  on  the  frontiers,  and  have  been  beaten  back  from  ml 
their  positions,  towards  Dresden,  although  they  endeavoured  unsucceaafally  ti 
defend  every  inch  of  ground. 

The  different  columns  of  the  Allied  Armies  were  to  debonche  from  the  moan- 
tains  and  passes,  at  such  concerted  periods  as  would  propably  have  operated  fa- 
tally upon  the  enemy,  if  the  arrangement,  as  planned,  had  been  completely  carried 
into  effect  J  but  the  eagerness  of  the  troops  to  push  ooand  engage,  brought  the 
ri^iit  corps  into  action  on  the  morning  of  the  sad.  The  French  were  commanded 
by  Gtuiral  Gouvion  St.  Cyr  (who  is  newly  arrived,  and  come  up  with  the  army  from 
Wurlzburg),  and  theif  force  consisted  of  upwards  of  15,«00  men  ;  they  were  anp- 
prnried  by  their  troops  from  Konigstein,  and  by  those  in  the  camp  at  Liebenatcin^ 
which  amounted  at  least  to  6ooo  men,  under  General  Bonnet.  After  a  sharp  action. 
Count  VVitgenstein  drove  the  enemy  from  all  points,  took  three  or  four  hundred 
prtsv)ner9,  besides  a  vast  number  of  killed  and  wounded.  The  loss  of  the  AUiea  waa 
uol  severe. 

The  enemy  nfter  this  action  retired  into  Konigstein,  his  intrenched  camp  nt 
Liebcnstein,  and  also  into  the  various  works  he  has  thrown  uj>  round  Dresden. 
The  Allies  have  pressed  forwards  on  him  on  every  side,  and  the  Grand  Armies  »• 
now  encircling  Dresden. 

On  the  aGth,  the  hussar  rrgiroent  of  Grodno,  of  Count  Witgenstein^s  corps,  luid 
a  very  brisk  rngn;rcmrnt,  close  to  Dresden,  in  which  they  took  four  guns  undone 
howitzer.  The  advanced  guards  of  the  Russians,  Prussians,  and  Austrinns,  en. 
camped  this  night  on  the  heights  above  Dresden,  between  Nauslitz  and  Ischemiti. 

On  the  27lh  in  the  morning,  the  enemy  abandoned  the  ground  in  advance  of 
Dresden  which  they  occupied,  called  the  Grossen  Garten,  and  withdrew  into  the 
suburbs  and  their  different  works. 
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I  have  tb at  given  your  Lordship  a  general  outlioe  of  operations  up  to  this  pe- 
riod ;  every  hoar  it  big  with  events.  No  official  reports  are  made  out,  so  I  fear 
ny  details  in  many  points  may  be  iin perfect.  Perhaps  the  history  of  war  does  not 
afford  n  period  where  two  great  armies  stand  committed  to  such  bold  operations. 

I  have  nmch  pleasarc  in  reporting  to  your  Lordship,  that  two  Westpualian  regi- 
ments of  Hnssars,  commaaded  by  Colonel  Hammerstein,  have  come  over  from 
the  eoeniy,  and  are  roost  eager  to  be  ranged  in  battle  against  them,  to  take  their 
•avveogc  for  the  misery  they  have  entailed  upon  this  country.         1  have,  &c.

"Heod-qoarters  of  His  Imperial  Majesty,  the  Emperor  of  Russia,  Altenberg, 
Aug.  29,  ]8I3.-*My  LaRD, — ^THEcuetny  having  abandoned  the  ground  surround- 
ing Dresden,  called  theGrossen  Garten,  and  having  withdrawn  into  their  works,  and 
into  the  suborbaof  the  town  00  the  morning  <>f  the  27th,  it  was  deemed  expedient 
4o  make  an  attack  with  a  large  force  upon  the  place,  the  possession  of  which  be- 
cmme  of  considerable  importance.  Count  Witgenstein^s  and  General  Klei^l's  light 
troops,  on  the  riglit  of  the  town,  had  sustained  during  the  morning  of  the  27th, 
io  tbe  attack  of  the  gardens,  some  loss  \  and  indeed  the  enemy  hiHl  so  much  im- 
^proved  by  art,  the  d^ences  around  the  town,  that  it  was  evidently  an  cnterprixe  of 
•considerable  difficnlty  to  carry  it. 

The  troops  moved  to  the  assault  at  four  oVlock  in  the  evening  \  Count  Witgeu- 
-stes]i''8  corps,  in  three  columns  on  the  right  of  the  Grossen  Garten  *,  General  Kleist 
moved  one  column  of  attack  through  these  gardens,  and  two  on  the  left.    His  left 
column  was  headed  by  Prince  Augustus  of  Prussia ;  three  divisions   of  Austrians 
on  tbe  left  of  the  town,  under  the  immediate  direction  of  Count  Culloredo,  and 
Prince  Maurice,  of  Lichteustein,  joined  the  Prussians  on  their  left.^  the  Prussians 
Corming  the  centre  attack.     A  tremendous  cannonade  commenced  tlie  operation  3 
t)ie  batteries  being  planted  in  a  circular  form  rouud  the  town,  the  efTect  was  mag- 
nificent^ the  fine   buildings  in    Dresden  were  soon  enveloped   in  smoke,  and  the 
troops  moved  forward  in  the  most  perfect  order,  to  the  assault.     Tliey  approached 
on  all  sides  close  to  the  town.     The  Austrians  took  an  advanced  redoubt  with  eight 
gons,  in  the  most  undaunted  and  gnllaut  manner  ;    1  never  saw  troops  behave  more 
conspicuously  ;  the  work  was  of  the  strongest  kind,  not  above  sixty  yards  from  the 
main  wall,  and   it  was  flanked   by  cross  fires  of  niusquctry  from  the  various  loop 
holes  that  were  made  in  every  part  from  projecting  huildins^s  *,    but  nothing  could 
surpass  the  gallantry  with  which  it  was  stormed  \  the  enemy  fled  from  it  only  to, 
shelter  themselves  liehind  new  defences,   manning  ihe  thick  walls  of  the  town,  in 
irbich  it  was  impossible,  without  a  long  and  continued  fire  of  heavy  artillery,  to 
-make  breaches • 

The  enemy,  with  the  aid  of  those  means  which  a  strong  town  afl'onls  of  resistanre^ 
^eld  the  troops  in  check  who  had  so  gulbntly  carried  and  entered  i\\Q  outworks. 
The  night  was  fast  approaching,  and  the  enemy  now  attempted  to  niiike  a  sortie 
with  a  considerable  force  of  all  his  guards,  at  least  aniuuntingto  tliiity  tlioubanc^ 
to  separate  the  allied  troops,  and  take  one  wing  in  /lank  and  rear.  This  was  imme- 
diately perceived,  and  as  it  appeared  evident  that  it  was  not  prneticahle  to  curry  the 
place  that  night,  orders  were  sent  to  dratv  ofl"  the  troops,  and  they  returned  to  their 
several  encampments.  Prince  .Maurice  of  Lichtenstein  made  an  admirable  dispoo 
sitioo  on  the  side  where  the  enemy  made  their  sortie,  by  which  all  disorder  was 
avoided.  This  enterprise,  ih  proportion  to  its  being  of  moment,  was  one  of  great. 
difficulty;  no  troops  could  signalise  themselves  more,  and  in  my  humb'.e  opinion  if 
it  bad  been  pbysicnUy  possible  to  carry  the  place  under  the  rircumstancrs,  tlicy 
wonid  have  accomplijihed  it.     But  there  were  no  breaches  for  the  troops  to  eutcr^ 
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ftnd  tbe  artillery,  altboug^h   brought    up  at  the  ctoRe  of  the  CTeoiog^  to  near  one 
bundred  paces  of  the  wall,  were  not  able  to  batter  it,  or  make  an  impreaaion. 

From  the  best  calculation  I  can  make,  I  should  estimate  the  lots  of  the  Allies  at 
under  4000  rocn^,  in  this  attack.     The  Ausirians  chiefly  sufl'ered. 

The  sortie  of  the  enemy  was  a  prelude  to  a  more  general  battle,  whrctf  took  place 
on  the  following  morning,  the  28th  Buonaparte  had  arrived  in  Dresden,  from  that 
part  of  his  army  iu  LusHtia,  on  the  night  of  the  2id,  aud  having  a  very  large  force 
in  Dresden,  at  least  130,000  men,  he  appears  to  have  determined  on  attacking  tbe 
Allies,  who  occupied  a  very  extended  position  on  the  heights  sarroooding  it. 

The  enemy  had  great  advantages  in  tlieir  disposition  for  attack  :  Dresden,  lined 
with  guns,  was  in  their  rear;  their  communicatioNS  were  not  intcraected;  if  they 
made  an  impression,  they  could  pursue  it ;  if  they  failed,  they  could  withdraw  \n 
•ecority,  and  our  troops  could  not  follow  them  under  tbe  guns  of  tbe  place.  One  of 
the  worst  days  that  ever  was  seen,  added  materially  to  the  difficoltiet  of  tbe 
Allies,  who  had  arrived  by  rapid  marches,  through  bad  roads  and  deBles,  ^  their 
positions;  and  whose  supplies,  of  every  kiud,  it  was  difficult,  if  not  impossible  to 
get  up.  Availing  himself  of  the  advautages  above-stated,  Buonaparte  displayed 
an  immense  number  of  pieces  of  artillery  ;  and  heavy  cannonading,  on  both  sides, 
formed  the  chief  feature  of  the  battle.  Charges  in  various  points  were  made,  both 
with  the  Russian,  Prussian,  and  Austrian  cavalry,  and  they  distiagnished  Ibeni- 
■elves  highly  ;  but  the  main  bodies  of  the  Infantry,  iu  both  armies^  did  not  come 
in  contact.  The  weather  was  so  hazy,  and  the  rain  so  incessant,  that  the  action 
-was  sustained,  at  all  points,  under  the  heaviest  disadvantages. 

Towards  the  middle  of  the  day  a  catastrophe  occurred  which  awakened  more  than 
ordinary  sensibility  and  regret  throughout  the  Allied  Army  ;  General  Morean,  in 
earnest  conversation  with  the  Emperor  of  Russia  on  the  operations,  had  both  hi* 
legs  carried  oG  by  a  cannon-shot,  the  ball  going  through  his  horae.  An  equal 
losa  both  to  the  good  cause,  and  to  the  profession  of  arms.  It  is  imposaible  not 
deeply  to  lament  his  fate  ;  be  is  still  alive. 

The  enemy  continued  his  efforts  on  the  position  of  the  Allies,  till  finding  he  eoald 
make  no  impression,  the  action  ceased. 

The  battle  may  have  cost  us  six  or  seven  thousand  men.  The  enemy  must  hare 
suffered  more ;  in  one  charge  of  Russian  cavalry  against  infantry  and  a  battery,  a 
great  number  of  prisoners  were  taken,  though  the  guns  were  not  brought  off. 

I  hare  already  detailed  to  your  Lordship  the  general  difficulties  in  which  tbe  AU 
lied  Army  was  placed  by  the  large  force  opposed  to  them,  and  by  the  opinion  that 
Buonaparte  would  pass  a  considerable  body  of  troops  across  the  Elbeat  Konigsteio 
and  Pima  to  possess  himself  of  tbe  passes  iu  our  rear.  Tbe  orders  for  retiring,  to 
the  Allied  Army,  were  issued  on  the  evening  of  the  28th,  and  the  army  ia  now  \m 
march  in  differct't  columns. 

It  is  impossible  not  to  lament  that  so  fine  and  so  numerous  an  army,  perfectly 

entire  in  all  its  purtt,  should  be   under  the  necessity,  baring  once  advanced,  of 

making  a  retrograde  step,  as  miscalculations'  may  be  made  on  the  event,  and  the 

enemy  may  suppose  be  has  gaiued  an  advantage ;  I  can  only  pledge  myself  to  your 

Lordship,  that  the  army  is  as  eager  as  ever  to  meet  the  enemy,  and  the  same  deter* 

mined  spirit  exists,  though  a  partial  change  of  operations  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

The  enemy^s  force  was  not  diminished  on  the  side  of  Lusatia  np  to  tbe  93d,  for 

bis  efforts  on  the  Elbe;  as  he  attacked  General  Blucher  again  in  great   force  on 

that  day,  who  retired  upon  Jaucr.      On  the  34th,  however,  he  advanced  ftgMB,  the 

enemy  having   fallen  back,  which  would  iudicate   his  bringing  more  forces  lata 

Bohemia.    - 

The  Austrian  corps  of  General  Neubcrg  has  also  advanced  in  direction  of  Zittna 

I  have,  lic.  (Signed)        Chaklei  Stewart,  Lie«t..Gea. 
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«1  from  their  indaitnous  neighbours.  Thr  pinnules  of  Drakcrifels, 
Wolkenbourg,  and  Loweiiboursr,  which,  with  all  assiuiance,  cannot  Ir  ascrnd- 
cd  now,  without  the  utmost  fitigue,  were  inaccessible,  when  rnarded  b\  the 
castles,  built  by  the  three  brothers.  Their  depredations,  whit*h  thi'v  cvA<^  suc- 
cesses in  war,  enriched  their  families,  and  placed  them  amongst  the  iiiost  dis- 
tinguished iu  the  Empire. 

They  had  a  sister,  named  Adclride,  fumed  to  have  been  very  beautiful ;  and, 
their  parents  being  dead,  the  care  of  her  had  descended  to  them.  Hol:uid,  a 
young  knight,  whose  castle  wis  on  the  oppo^iite  bank  of  the  Hhine,  l»ecame- 
her  suitor,  and  gained  her  atfections.  Whether  the  brothers  had  1  \i)€ctt'(l,  by 
her  means,  to  form  a  more  splendid  alliance,  or  that  they  remembi*red  the 
ancient  enmity  between  their  femily  and  that  of  Roland,  tliey  secretly  reM>lved 
to  deny  the  hand  of  Adelaide,  but  did  not  choose  to  provoke  him  by  a  direct 
refUiaL  They  stipulated,  that  he  should  serve  a  certain  nuniber  of  years  in 
tiie'war  of  Palestine,  and,  on  his  return,  should  be  permitted  to  renew  his  suit. 

Roland  took  a  retoctant  fiirewell  of  Adelaide,  and  went  to  the  war,  where 
he  was  toon  distinguished  for  an  impetuous  career.  Adelaide  reuiaiued  in  the 
castle  of  Drakeafels,  waiting,  in  solitary  fidelity,  for  his  return.  But  the 
brothers  had  determined,  that  he  should  not  return  for  her.  They  clothed 
one  of  their  dependents  in  the  disguise  of  a  pilgrim,  and  introduced  him  into 
the  castle,  where  he  related  that  he  was  arrived  from  the  holy  v/ars,  and  had 
been  desired  by  Roland  in  his  latest  moments  to  assure  Adelaide  of  his  having 
loved  her  till  death. 

The  unhappy  Adelaide  beheved  the  tale,  and,  from  that  time,  devoted  her- 
self to  the  memory  of  Roland,  and  to  the  nourishment  of  her  sorrow.  She 
lejected  all  the  suitors  introduced  by  her  brothers,  and  accepted  no  society 
but  that  of  some  neighbouring  nuns.  At  length,  the  gloom  of  a  cloister  be- 
came so  necessary  to  the  melancholy  of  her  imagination,  that  slie  resolved  to 
found  a  convent  and  take  tlie  veil  -,  a  design  which  her  brotliers  assisted  with 
the  view  of  placing  ner  effectually  beyond  the  reach  of  her  lover.  She  chose 
on  isfamd  in  the  Rhine  between  her  brother's  castle  and  the  seat  of  Roland, 
both  of  which  she  could  see  from  tlie  windows  of  her  convent ;  and  here  she 
passed  some  years  in  the  placid  performance  of  her  new  duties. 
.  At  length  Roland  returned,  and  they  both  discovered  the  cruel  device  by 
which  they  had  been  separated  for  ever.  Adelaide  remained  in  her  convent, 
and  soon  after  died ;  but  Roland,  emulating  the  fidelity  of  her  retirement, 
built,  at  the  extreme  point  of  his  domains  towards  the  Rhine,  a  small  castle, 
that  overlooked  the  island,  where  he  wasted  his  days  in  melancholy  regret, 
and  in  watching  over  tlie  walls  tliat  shrouded  his  Adelaide. 

This  is  the  story  on  which  the  wild  and  vivid  imagination  of  Ariosto  is  said 
to  have  founded  his  Orlando. 

After  spending  part  of  two  days  at  GoodesT)erg,  we  set  out,  in  a  sultry  af- 
ternoon, for  tl.e  town  of  Andernach,  distant  about  fivc-and-twenty  English 
miles.  The  road  wound  among  corn-lands  towards  the  Rhine,  and  approach- 
ed almost  as  neai*  to  the  Seven  Mountains,  as  tlie  river  would  permit.  Oppo- 
site to  the  last,  and  nearly  tlie  tallest  of  th?se,  called  Drakenfels,  the  (ipcn  plain 
terminates,  and  the  narrower  valley  begins. 

This  mountain  towers  themajf^tic  sentinal  of  the  river  over  which  it  aspires, 
in  vast  masses  of  rock,  variedwitii  rich  tuftings  of  dwarf-wood, «n^\)e;ituk%oW\U 
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narrow  peak  the  rcoiiUns  of  a  castle,  whose  walia  seem  to  rise  in  a  line  with 
the  pripendiciilar  precipice  on  which  they  staud,  and,  when  viewed  from  the 
oppoi^itc  b:\iik,  appear  Uttle  more  Ujan  a  rugged  cabin.  The  eye  actics  in  at- 
tempting to  scale  thiii  rock ;  but  the  sublimity  of  its  height,  and  the  grandeur 
of  its  intermingled  cliifs  and  woods,  gratify  the  wannest  wish  of  fancy. 

The  road  led  us  along  the  western  bank  of  the  Rhine  among  vineyards 
and  corn,  and  thick  trees,  that  allowed  only  transient  catches  of  tlic  water  be- 
tween tlieir  branches ;  but  the  gigantic  form  of  Drakenfels  was  always  8e«i^  its 
superior  features  perhajis,  appearing  more  wild,  from  the  partial  concealment 
of  its  base,  and  assuming  new  attitudes  as  we  passed  away  from  it     Loven- 
bourg,  whose  upper  region  only  had  been  seen  from  Goodesbergt  bo9u  luifolded 
itself  from  behind  Drakenfels,  and  displayed  all  its  pomp  of  WQQd»  a wee|iiug 
from  the  spreading  base  in  one  uninterrupted  line  of  grandeur  toihe  spiry  top 
on  which  one  high  tower  of  the  castle  appears  enthroned  Muumg  the  fon^sts. 
This  is  the  loftiest  of  the  Seven  Mountains  -y  and  its  dark  sidesb  where  no  lock 
is  visible,  form  a  fine  contrast  with  the  broken  cliifs  of  Drakenfels.     A  mul- 
titude of  spiry  summits  appeared  beyond  Lowen bourg,  seen  and  lost  agmi\,  as 
the  nearer  rocks  of  the  shoro  opened  to  the  distance,  or  reunited.     About  a 
mile  farther,  lies  the  pleasant  island  on  which  Adelaide  raised  her  oonvent. 
As  it  was  well  endowed,  it  has  been  rebuilt,  and  is  now  a  large  and  handsome 
qimdranglc  of  white  stone,  surrounded  with  trees,  and  corn,  and  vineyards^ 
and  still  allotted  to  the  society,  whidi  she  established*    An  abrupt*  but  not 
lofty  rock,  on  the  western  shore  of  the  Rhine,  called  Roland's  £ck,  or  Roland  s 
Comer,  is   the  site  of  her  lover's  castle,  of  which  one  arch,  picturesquely  sha- 
dowed with  wood,  is  all  that  remains  of  this  monument  to  faithful  love.    The 
road  winds  beneath  it,  and  nearly  overhangs  the  narrow  channel,  tliataeparates 
Adelaide's  island  from  the  shore.    Concerning  this  rock  there  is  an  ancient 
rh}ine  in  the  coimtry,  amounting  to  something  like  tlie  following : 
Was  not  Rolandy  the  knight^  a  stranye  iilly  wight^ 
For  the  love  of  a  nun,  to  live  on  this  height  .* 
After  passing  the  island,  the  valley  coutrachi,  and  the  river  is  soon  shut  up  be- 
t ween  fruitful  and  abrupt  hills,  which  rise  immediately  over  it  on  one  side^  and^ 
a  series  of  rocky  heights  on  the  other.    In  the  small  space  left  between  these 
heights  and  the  Rhine,  the  road  is  formed.      For  the  greater  part  of  the  way» 
it  has  been  hollowed  in  the  sohd  rock,  wliicii  ascends  almost  perpendicularly 
above  it  on  one  hand,  and  sinks  as  abruptly  below  it,  te  the  river  on  theotlier, 
a  work  worthy  of  Roman  perseverance  and  de!Ugn,and  well  known  to  be  a 
monument  of  both.    It  was  noade.  during  the  reign  ofMarcus  Aureliuaand 
Lucius  Verus ;  and  as  the  inscription,  whose  antiquity  hax  not  becu  doubted, 
dates  its  completion  in  the  year  iG^,  it  mustliave  been  finished  in  ooeycar. 
or  little  more,  Marcus  Aurelius  having  been  raised  to  the  purple  in  l6l.    Tho 
Elector  Palatine  having  repaired  this  road,  which  the  Electors  of  Cologne  had 
neglected,  in  1768,  has  caused  his  name  to  be  joined  with  those  of  the  Roman 
Emperors,  in  an  inscription  upou  an  obellNk.

THE   CA3IPAIGy  OF  1790  IS  ITALY. 

Chapter  VI. 

(Continued  from  our  last. J 

BUONAPARTE  arrived  at    Rivoli  some  liours   before  Geoeral    Alvinzy  com- 
Qcoccd  the  grand  attack  which  he   had  projected      He  thca  opposing   to  him  a 
>ery  large  force,  and  at  the  same  time  making  use  of  it  with  the  utmost  dexterity, 
dncoDcertedMr.  Aivinzy  and  made  him  experience  a  defeat  in  the  very  place  where  he 
had  a  right  to  expect  a    victory.     From  thence  without  either  losing  an  instant  or 
granting  any  repose  to  his  troops,  he  led  them  under  the  walls  of  Mautua,  and  arrived 
likewise  some  hoars  before    Generals  \Vurm8cr  and    Provera  carried  thtii*  rom- 
bioed  attack  into  execntion.     He    opposed  to    these    two  Generals,  soldiers  who 
thirty-six  hours  before  were  fig^hting  at  UiToli,  and  who  brought  victory  with  them 
from  the  banks  of  the  Adige  to  those  of  the  Mincio.     This  excessive  exertion,  the 
constant  cause  ef  Buonaparte^s  triumphs^  miglit  on  this  occasion  have  drawn  him  on 
to  atter  rain,    bad  he  not  been  informed   with  precision   of    the  numbers,    posi- 
tion, and  designs  of  his  enemies.     Without   this  immense  advantage  he  would  not 
b«Te  dared  to  move  his  troops  with  almost   magical  celerity,  and  to  expose  those 
points  which  be  had  left  without  sufficient  means  of  defence  to  be  forced  in  his  ah* 
sence.    However  brave,  able  and  fortunate,  he  would  never  have  ventured  to  play 
so  bazardoos  a  game.     He  was  besides  much  assisited  by  the  quality  of  the  troops 
with  which  he  had  to  contend,  the  Austrian  Army  being  chiefly  composed  of  ic- 
emits.     He  was  not  less  so  by   the  errors  of  the  Generals  opposed  to  him.    They 
committed  several,  both  on  the  upper  and  lower  Adige  ;   but  the  greatest  undoubt- 
edly was  the  ordering  Mr.  de  Provera  to  commence  his  campaign  before  he  could  be 
joined  by  the  troops  assembled  at  Fueuza  by  the  Pope,  or  before  Ihcy  could  have 
lime  to  march  towards  the  Po,  with  a  view  ofciu'iin;;;  u  diversion  there,     if  either 
had  happened,  Buonaparte  would  probably  have  left  a  greater  number  of  troops  on 
t|ie  lower  Adige,  which  would  have  set  Mr.  dWlvinzy  more  at  his  ease,  or  if  he  havl 
hot  done  so,  Mr.  dc  Provera,  and  the  papal  troop»  wo\\\d  i\v\iou\>\cA\\  \v;^'^tVMv>V^\\ 
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up  the  blockade  of  Maotua,  and  fornied  a  powerful  army  by  their  i«octioii  with  Mr. 
de  Vt'urmstr.  The  hurry  of  Mr.  de  Prorera^s  march  canoot  he  escuaed  by  tke 
pri.'Siiio^'  0''c<>ssay  of  rel.'viosf  Mautu:t :  a  dtlay  of  a  few  days  would  not  iMTepat 
that  |)lii(  c  ir  the  hands  uf  the  Frtriich,  since  it  h^d  out  sUteeo  daya  after  hia  defeat. 
The  result  of  \h\f'  expedition,  w«r.ch  resembled  in  its  short  daration  and  fatal  cou- 
sequences,  thofe  of  the  months  of  August  and  November  preceding,  bad  a  decisifc 
effcr*  in  favour  u'*  the  French.  It  secured  to  them  the  posseraionof  their  conquetU 
in  ItaYy,  by  thro^^in^  Mantua  into  their  hands.  These  advantages  are  incontct' 
tiUlf,  hut  whit  is  by  no  means  bo,  is  the  account  sent  by  General  Buonaparte  aid 
Bcrthier,  rf  itic  nnmter  of  AoMrians  killed,  wounded,  aud  prisoners. 

Tlify  estimated  that  of  the  killed  end   wounded  at  6,000,  which  ia  not  very  kt 
from  the  truth,  but  they  c-.ilculated  that  of  the  prisoners  in  one  letter  to  b«  t3,000 
in  a  second  25,ooo,  and  in  a  third  20,000.     In  like  manner  they  reckoned  the  notf- 
her  of  cannon  token  at  one  time  to  be  44,  and  at  another  6o.    This  Tariation  in  mM 
article  so  easily  ascertained  as  men  and  cannon,  alone  makes  it  donbtful   what  dr* 
greeof  credit  should  be  given  to  these  reports.     Other  considerations  contribute  to 
prove  their  exaggeration.     Even  allowing  that  the  list  of  officers  taken  priaoacra  mM 
sent  by  Buonaparte  was  exact,   (which  it  is  not)  whoever  knows  the  formatkm.oC 
the  Austrian  battalions  and  squadrons  may  judge  how  erroneously  the  French  Gcae" 
rals  have  stated  the  account.     In  fact,  calculating  from  the  rank  the  most  favonr' 
able  to  their  reports,  the  number  of  officers  is  not  sufficient  for   ]2,0OO  men,  evcflB 
deducting  all  those  who  might  be  absent  as  attached  to  the  equipage,  and  to  cos^ 
msssariatc.     The  accuracy  of  this  method  of  calculating  the  number  of  priaoner»9 
has  lircn  confirmed  hy  several  former  occasions.     It  might  be  objected  that  some  o^ 
the  (fficers  had    been  killed,  but  an  equal  proportion  of  soldiers  having  witboo^ 
duuitt  fallen,  the  officers  and  soldiers  taken  prisoners  must  continue  in  the  aanie  propor- 
tion ]u>(h  in  ihe  b.'ittaliuub  and  squadrons,     following  therefore  neither  the  Frencl^ 
accounts,  nor  those   published  at  Vienna,  after  the  roost  exact  information  I  hmr^ 
been  able  tu  obtain  on  this  subject,  I  shall  estimate  the  loss  of  the  Austriana  vn4e^ 
both  the   Generals  .Aivi:izy  and   Provera,  at  17,000  men,  in  killed,  wounded  amB 
prisoners.     The  Frenth  said  nothin)^  of  that  which  they  sustained  dunng  these  sli^ 
days  ;  it  undoubtedly  fell  far  shurt  of  that  of  their  enemies,  though  it  nmooBtcd  t«9 
«I>*vards  of  7,000  men,  in  killed,  wounded,  aud  prUoners. 

CHAP.  VII. 
AFTER  the  fatal  days  of  the  I4tb,  I5th,  and  l6th  of  January,  the  Aoafriaa# 
wholly  incapable  of  untKrtaking  any  thing,  or  of  even  preserving  the  placet  they 
held,  thought  only  of  saving  the  wrecks  of  thf  ir  army.  Mr.  d'Alvinzy  secured  hiai- 
sclf  in  the  defiles  of  Tyrol,  and  all  the  troops  between  the  Adige  and  the  Brcala» 
fell  on  this  last  river,  and  marched  towards  the  Tervisano  :  they  were  not  iBBme- 
diately  followed  by  the  French,  who  also  required  some  time  to  recover  from  the 
losses  and  fatigues  they  had  sustained.  In  two  days  however  they  began  to  puraae 
the  An.'trians,  whose  rear  guard  they  overtook  on  the  26th  of  Janaary.  They  at- 
tacked it  at  Car|>edeno1o,  and  after  a  very  smart  engagement  they  killed  by  their 
own  account  300  men,  and  took  900.  At  the  same  time  General  Joubert  marchisf 
up  the  banks  of  the  Adige  followed  the  Austrian!  into  Tyrol.  He  attacked  their 
advanced  posts  at  Avio,  and  made  some  prisoners  amounting,  as  be  reported,-to  400. 
He  continued  to  advance  for  some  days,  and  successively  took  possession  of  the 
towns  of  Torbole,  Roveredo,  and  Trent,  as  fast  as  they  were  evacuated  by  the  Am- 
trians.  If  we  may  believe  that  General,  they  left  in  this  last  town  Q,000  aicfc  or 
wounded,  and  lost  in  their  retreat  1,800  men  taken  prisoners.  TheGencrala  Maa- 
sena  and  Aogereau  marched,  the  first  towards  Felfre,  and  the  other  towarda  Tie- 
viso,  and  continued  at  well  oa  Joubert  to  advance  till  they  had  arrived  before  the 
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leftnit  tbmt  the  enemy,  who  on  the  S2d  had  not  pressed  much  towards  Ha|[fenow, 
was  moTinf  upon  Schwerin,  haTiaj;^  left  the  eovirous  of  Hagenow  and  Cammin. 
Wbikt  I  remained  in  my  position  at  Kraack,  I  f^ve  orders  to  General  Vc|^esack  t« 
l^n  one  day^s  march  upon  the  enemy,  to  be  before  him  in  case  he  shoold  move 
from  Sehwcrin  to  Gustmw  and  Rostock.  To-day,  the  S4tb,  it  is  reported  to  me 
that  the  enemy  hns  left  Wittenborg,  and  that  he  is  moving  with  his  whole  force 
«pon  Schwerin.  I  conclude,  therefore,  that  his  intention  is  to  march  to  Swedisli 
Pomerania,  which  would  decide  as  to  follow  him  by  cutting  him  off  from  his  con* 
tBunicatioB  firom  Hamburgh,  by  constantly  engaging  and  harassing  his  rear- 
guard. The  enemy^s  march  appears  to  me  to  be  very  hazardous  ;  it  is  true  that  hie 
force  might  decide  much,  but  however  superior  he  may  be  in  point  of  numbers,  I 
flatter  myself  that,  in  the  position  which  I  have  occupied,  I  shall  find  the  sureit 
meaM  to  resist  him  as  long  as  possible  in  preventing  him  from  gaining  bis  object, 
wrtilch  most  have  failed  had  I  risked  a  decisive  action  with  a  corps  so  inferior  iB 
numbers  as  mine.  In  fact,  the  enemy  woold  have,  in  less  thon  eight  days,  made  a. 
conquest  of  the  two  duchies  of  Mecklenburgh,  after  we  should  have  lost  a  battle, 
nr  after  a  retreat,  which  we  should  have  been  forced  to  make  to  avoid  aa 
engagement. 

In  case  the  eoemy^'s  iutention  should  not  be  directed  upon  Rostock,  and  that  be 
onlf  means  to  turn  my  right  ;  I  hope  to  give  him  a  good  deal  to  do  in  the  inter- 
sected country  of  Mecklenburgh,  where  1  shall  look  tor  an  opportunity  to  defeat 
Ihb,  or,  by  manceuveriug,  force  him  to  retreat. 

I  shall  feel  highly  flattered,  if  the  measures  which  I  have  taken,  and  of  which  I 
liave  given  your  Lordship  a  detailed  account,  shoold  meet  the  approbation  of  Hif 
Royal  Highness  the  Prince  Regent. 


Head-Quarters,  Grabau,  August  26,  1813. — I  BEG  leave  to  refer  your  Lordship 
to  my  last  statement,  and  to  inform  your  Lordship,  that  having  been  ordered  yea- 
'terday  by  the  Prince  Royal  of  Sweden,  to  join  his  army,  with  the  troops  hereunder 
any  command ;  1  went  to  Grabau  for  the  purpose  of  marching  to  this  destination. 

1  am  happy  to  receive  to-day  the  accompanying  Bulletin,  announcing  the  victory 
which  the  army  under  the  -command  of  His  Royal  Highness  gained  over  the 
cneoiy.*  It  is  in  consequence  of  this  advantage,  that  I  ha\e  been  countermanded  in 
the  forementioned  march,  and  that  instead  of  joining  the  Prince  Royal,  I  am  dl- 
rected  to  remain  with  my  troops  in  Mecklenburgh,  for  the  purpose  of  defending 
thtf  country  against  the  enemy.

Head-Quarters,  Schwerin,  September  4,  1813. — ^TH£  Prince  Royal  of  Swt den, 
tiaviog  countermanded  the  order  which  he  gave  me  to  join  him,  charged  roe  with 
the  defence  of  Mecklenburgh.  In  consequence  of  which,  after  having  allowed  my 
troops  time  to  concentrate,  I  marched  the  day  before  yesterday  on  Crivitz  and  the 
seiglibonrfaood,  in  order  that  I  might  effect  a  junction  with  the  SwediHh  force  which 
covered  Rostock,  which  was  under  the  command  of  General  Vegesack.  It  was  my 
iBtciitioii  by  thus  gaining  one  or  two  marches  upon  -the  enemy,  and  making  my 
■soveifteBt  by  the  advanced  guard  of  General  Tettenborn,  whom  I  left  before 
Scbwefki,  and  who  had  kept  the  enemy  in  continual  alarm,  to  fall  with  a  supe- 
riority on  General  Loison,  who  was  detached  from  Marshal  Davoust,  at  Wismar. 
OniBf  flkarch  I  received  the  infurmation,  that  the  enemy,  (whose  force  consisted 
qC  eighteen  thousand  French,  twelve  thousand  Dani's,  .ind  cue  hundred  pieces  of 
CMOOfl)  hady  notwKhstanding  his  confirmed  superiority,  suddenly  retired  from 
SchvtilB  daring  the  night  of  the  sd  instant  j  by  forced  marcVic^  \\e  t^kcVi^^  K%X- 
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partr,  and  <lrcw  on  liini  huvh  descrrcd  odium  both  in  Italy  atid  France,  tbmt  1  think 
i1  riffht  to  I  raiifcciibt  the  whole  of  it. 

**  The  Ireiich  army  is  gfoing  to  enter  the  terriloriea  of  the  Pope.^It  will  be  faith- 
ful to  the  maxims  which  it  profesws  ;  it  will  protect  reli|»ion  and  the  people.  Tbc 
French  Sdltlirr  carries  in  one  baud  the  bayouet,  snrc  pledge  of  rittory,  and  offrrs 
with  llicolher  to  I  he  different  towns  and  villajcs,  peace,  protection,  and  saRrty 
Woe  be  lu  those  who  shall  disdain  it !  and  who  seduced  by  men  of  tbe  deepest  hy 
pocirsy  a:»d  villainy,  shall  wantonly  draw  down  upon  their  dwellings  the  horrors  of 
war,  and  the  Yengennce  of  an  army  which  has  in  the  space  of  six  noaths  nidr 
prisoners  100,000  of  the  best  troops  of  the  Emperor,  taken  400  pieces  of  innon. 
1 10  ftandnrd:*,  and  destroyed  drc  armies. 

*•  Article  I.  Every  village  or  town  in  which  the  Tocsin  shall  be  sounded  it 
the  appi-oaeh  of  the  French  army,  shall  be  instantly  burnt  and  the  magistrates  shot. 

"  .4RTICLG  II.  The  parish  in  which  a  Frenchman  shall  be  assassinated  shall  be 
declared  in  a  state  of  war ;  ■  flyin;  column  shall  be  dispatched  thither,  hostagff 
shall  be  taken,  and  an  extraordinary  contribution  levied. 

"  Article  III.  All  the  Priests,  Monks,  and  ministers  of  religion  of  whatem 
description,  fchall  be  protected  and  secured  in  their  respective  staticms,  if  they  con- 
duct themselves  according  to  the  principles  of  the  gospel.  Should  they  be  the  firtt 
to  transgress  them,  they  will  be  snhject  to  military  execution,  and  treated  with 
greater  severity  than  other  citizens.** 

On  the  1st  of  February  Daonaparte  made  himself  master  of  Imola;  and  marched 
the  next  Jay  to  attack  Facnza,  in  front  of  which  the  Papal  troops  were  Intrenched 
behind  the  rivtrSenio.  These  troops  which  had  never  before  been  in  action  ven- 
tured uevei'ilielesb  to  wait  for  the  conquerors  of  the  Austrians,  and  were  desirous  of 
shewing  tliat  report  had  not  done  justice  to  them.  As  soon  as  the  French  appeared  on 
the  left  hank  of  the  Senio,  they  were  cannonaded  from  the  batterlea  whicb  tbe  troops 
of  the  Po))e  had  erected  on  tbe  opposite  bank.  Buonaparte  brought  against  them 
a  legion  of  Itxliaus  which  be  had  raised  in  Lombardy  :  this  body  of  troops,  which 
like  its  opponents  had  ne^'er  been  before  engaged,  hut  which  was  supported  by  tbe 
French,  attacked  in  concert  with  them  this  little  army,  which  was  quickly  broken 
and  put  to  flight.  It  h»st  14  pieces  of  cariuon,  1,000  prisoners,  and  400  killed  or 
wounded.  The  French  lost  only  40  nten  ;  such  at  least  was  the  account  of  Boona> 
parte,  who  also  asserted  that  several  priests  had  been  killed  in  the  field  of  battle. 

After  this  ea<iy  victory,  the  French  arrived  under  the  walls  of  Faenza,  the  inhabi- 
tants of  which  assembled  at  the  sound  of  the  tocsin,  and  flew  to  arms.  Boo— parte 
forced  th«;  gates  of  the  city  with  cannon;  he  had  not  the  bartmrity  to  pvt  in  execu- 
tion the  threats  contained  in  his  proclamation,  and  did  not  give  np  the  town  to  pil- 
lage, flecontented  himself  with  assembling  all  the  Priests  and  M'onkt,  vImmd  be 
harangued,  and  brought  back,  as  he  said,  to  the  Principles  ^f  ike  Qtpei.  He 
thought  himsi  If  so  sure  of  the  effect  which  his  speech  had  produced  npoa  tbem, 
tbat  he  dispatched  two  superiors  of  Religions  Orders,  one  to  Ravenna,  aad  the  other 
to  Cesenua,  (the  country  of  the  present  Pope)  to  prepare  the  inhabitaats  lor  hte 
reception.  It  was  a  circumstance  not  a  little  extraordinary  that  one  of  the  moat 
utrennous  supporters  of  the  faction  most  adverse  to  the  Catholic  Retigiott,  alk>iild 
make  choice  of  two  Monks  for  his  ambassodors, 

AAer  the  capture  of  Facnaa,  the  French  advanced  into  Romagoa,  and  possesaed 
themselves  of  the  towns  of  Forii  and  Cesenna,  near  which  runt  tbe  thmont  Rabi- 
con.  They  pursued  their  march  the  following  days  without  tneeting  sifitli  BI15 
opposition  from  the  papal  troops,  which  being  divided  into  acrcral  aepaimtc  small 
bodies,  were  not  able  to  make  any  efl^tnal  resistance.  Moat  of  thcae  corpa  ro* 
treated  at  the  approach  of  the  French,  and  tboae  whom  the  lf|tter  cane  «p  wlib» 
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»rre  either  taken  or  dispersed.  After  bavin^  travel 8cd  Honia^^ita,  Buuiitipaite 
entered  iiitu  the  dutchy  of  Urbino  ;  be  met  ^itb  no  further  opp*)sttion  *,  adv^nctd 
iotu  the  march  of  Anrona,  and  made  himself  mristcr  of  the  t«iHi)  of  tbnt  name, 
where  he  took  1, COO  of  tbc  Papal  troopR,  uiid  a  great  quaiility  of  cannon  and  arms 
of  all  sorlft,  that  place  Lei  ig  one  of  the  principal  arsenals  in  the  I't^peN  territories, 
Oa  the  nth.  Buonaparte  sent  a  detachment  to  take  possession  of  I^trctto,  in  the 
hope  of  finding  there  the  boasted  treasnre  of  t.ie  Holy  Virgin  ■,  but  care  had  been 
taken  a  few  days  before,  to  remove  the  gie-itest  part  of  it.  The  French  found  no- 
thing there  but  the  Statute  in  wood  of  the  Madonna,  some  relics,  and  some  valuable 
articKi,  worth  nearly  I00,0OO  livres  (  i^4,noo  sterling)  which  General  BcrtLiev 
estimated  uevcrlhcleis  at  a  million,  (  £40,000  stt'rliog.) 

Buouaparte  at  thts  period  issued  a  proclamation,  which  there  nirai  U^llf  rrasoa 
to  expect  from  him,  and  which  concurred  with  the  capitulation  granted  to  .Marshal 
Wurinser,  to  shew  that  be  was  not  inaccessible  to  the  sentiments  of  moderation, 
justice,  and  humanity.  Satisfied,  be  said,  with  the  conduct  of  the  French  prwsts, 
who  had  taken  refuge  in  Iialy,  he  forbad,  under  the  severest  penaltiis,  all  the  in< 
habitants  of  the  country,  a^  well  as  all  the  individua^ls  of  bis  army,  to  mole>t  them, 
under  any  pretence  whatever  ;  ordeced  that  they  should  be  lodged,  maiutaiued,  a:;d 
fed,  at  the  cxpence  of  the  (ronvcnts,  in  the  dominions  of  the  cburcb  ;  and  ended 
his  proclamation  with  raying,  that  he  should  see  w.th]  pleasure,  whatever  the  bi- 
shops and  other  charitable  ccclcbiibticusboulij  do  to  ameliorate  the  destiny  of  the 
banisheu  priest*:. 

After  the  taking  of  .Ancona  and  Lorrtto,  the  Fi:cncli  continued  to  advance  into 
tbc  territories  of  the  church,  directing  their  march  to  Macerata  and  Foligntt. 
Their  progress,  which  noUiiug  could  slop,  there  being  no  probability  that  the 
Pope^a  troops  would  dispute  the  pus'>a;;r  of  the  Appiuuine,  fi'led  Home  with  the' 
greatest  alarms.  In  the  person  oi' Ihionapartr,  they  ^uw  Urennus  and  .\ttiia.  They 
represented  him  to  tberuKclves  arriviu;;  iit  the  capital  of  the  christian  wurld  and  of 
the  arts,  making  himself  master  of  its  licl.cs,  destroying  its  monnmcnts,  aud  over-, 
turning  the  pontifical  t'.irone.  All  the  ricl>  and  cuiiMtU-rahle  pci>uns  of  ((otne  pre- 
pared to  qnit  that  city  ^  and  his  llolim  s>  himself  made  dispositions  fo^  placing  hi^ 
|>ersua  in  a  state  of  safety.  All  the  riches  of  Rome  and  Loietto  were  parked  up, 
and  sent  loTerracina.  At  the  same  time  that  the  Pope  took  measures  to  escape 
the  tempest,  he  neglected  nothing  to  avert  it.  Foreseeing  all  the  consequences, 
-which  n^igbt  result  from  the  arrival  of  the  French  at  Rome,  he  thought  it  right  to. 
prereot  it  by  making  all  the  sacrifices  ^hieli  they  exacted  from  him. 

Bnonaparte  on  his  side  was  not  less  di«posed  to  terminate  his  expedition  by  a, 
treaty.  His  object  was  less  to  advance  to  Rome,  than  to  excite  apprehensions  in 
ihe  Pope  of  his  doing  so,  and  to  determine  him  to  agree  to  the  conditions,  which 
the  French  UepMblic  chose  to  pvescribe.  Buonaparte  felt  that  be  could  not  wiih^ 
out  imprudence  penetrate  farther  into  the  Papal  territories.  IVbatever  vietoi^ics  hf 
had  gained  OTcr  the  Austrians,  and  however  weakened  they  were,  it  was  possible 
they  might  attempt  to  take  advantage  of  bis  absence,  and  the  distance  of  a  part  of 
his  army.  In  addition  to  this,  he  would  have  been  obliged  for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing the  obedieocc  of  a  vast  country  and  a  city  so  populous  as  Rome,  to  maintain  ' 
m  considerable  body  of  troops  in  that  place,  and  woyld  in  that  case  have  weakened 
hiB  army,  and  hayc  afforded  the  Austriana  the  opportunity  of  attacking  it  with 
advantage.  If  be  had  left  in  the  dominions  of  the  church  only  a  small  body  of 
niea,  he  would  have  had  reason  to  apprehend  that  their  weakness  being  known,  the 
Popc*f  troops  might  aisemhle,  and  being  suppoited  by  a  people  who  were  numer- 
ouB  and  ill-disposrd  to  the  French,  might  cut  off  the  return  of  the  latter,  engair«-d 
they  would  be  in  a  difficult  country,  api  where  every  iUuwj  vjal*  ^^\i\u>4V  V\vt<»  .

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Continent,  and  of  the  proviuces  of  Maccrata,  Umbria,  Peragio,  and  Camerino,  till 
the  36,000,000  due  from  the  Pope  should  be  entirely  paid.  They  likewise  con- 
firmed the  articles  which  stipulated  the  gift  of  the  statues,  pictures,  and  precious 
manuscripts.  The  French  made  besides,  as  Buonaparte  wrote  word,  a  good  har- 
vest, of  these  in  Ruroagna,  the  Dutchy  of  Urbioo,  and  the  march  of  Ancoua 

Such  was  the  price  at  which  the  Pope,  who  had  never  declared  war  agaiust  the 
French,  and  who  had  only  made  it  for  the  purpose  of  self-defvoce,  was  obligt^d  to 
purchase  the  preservation  of  the  throne  of  St.  Peter.  It  cost  nearly  the  third  pnrt 
of  the  domioiuns  of  the  church,  and  more  than  one  year  of  his  revenues,  to  satisfy 
the  ambitious  yiews  and  the  rapacity  of  the  French  GoTernment. 

After  having  acquired  by  this  treaty  new  pecuniary  means  for  the  snbsistance  of 
his  army,  from  the  chests  of  which  a  treasurer  named  Flachat  had  just  stolen 
6,000,000  (  £950,000  sterling)  Buonaparte  employed  himself  in  laying  also  under 
contribution  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tuscany,  and  the  Republic  of  Venice.  In  tit  it 
manner  did  the  French  accomplish  their  purpose  of  making  this  campaign  at  the 
expence  of  the  neutral  powers,  and  thus  did  the  latter,  for  the  sake  of  a  neutrality 
which  was  constantly  violated,  make  greater  sacrifices  than  it  would  have  cost  them 
to  defend  the  entrance  of  Italy  against  the  French,  or  to  drive  them  from  thence 
after  they  had  invaded  it. 

There  remains  only  to  present  the  reader  with  some  general  observations  on  the 
ivhole  of  the  campaign  taken  together,  and  on  its  result. 

CHAP.  VIII. 
IT  would  be  useless  for  me  to  enlarge  on  the  astonishing  succession  of  events, 
which  I  have  been  describing.  The  facts  speak  for  themselves,  and  are  too  striking 
to  require  being  detailed.  Piedmont  invaded,  and  the  King  of  Sardinia  forced  to 
an  ignominious  peace  ^  Lombardy  conquered  ;  l»oth  banks  of  the  Po  republicaniaed  ; 
the  King  of  Naples  detached  from  the  Coalition  y  the  Pope  deprived  of  nearly  iNie 
third  of  his  dominions  *,  all  the  north  of  Italy  a  prey  to  the  miseries  of  war,  and  to 
political  convulsions  ;  that  country  but  lately  so  rich  and  fiourishing,  robbed  of 
its  wealth  and  splendour :  Such  is  the  picture  presented  to  us  by  this  mtmorable 
campaign,  which  will  be  to  posterity  a  subject  of  admiration  and  regret,  and  which 
the  annals  of  war  will  place  on  a  level  with,  if  not  above,  that  of  1706. 

fio  person  has  so  much  contributed  to  the  issue  of  the  campaign  of  1796,  and  by 
it  to  the  peace  which  will  follow  this  war,  than  the  commander  of  the  French  army, 
Buonaparte.  None  of  the  Generals  of  the  Republic  have  performed  services  so  im- 
portant and  so  difficult.  He  ie  the  only  one  amungst  them  who  has  not  owed  all  his 
tnccesa  to  the  superiority  of  his  forces,  or  to  political  causes.  Active,  enterprising, 
nble,  and  above  all  fortunate,  he  has  committed  few  military  faults,  has  not  suffered 
his  adversaries  to  commit  any  with  impunity,  and  has  not  in  person  experienced 
one  defeat.  The  war  of  Italy,  which  till  1796,  had  been,  if  I  may  use  the  expres- 
sion, only  an  episode  of  the  general  war,  he  made  its  principal  and  leading  object ; 
and  there  where  the  Emperor  seemed  to  have  the  least  to  apprehend,  he  made  him 
experience  the  most  sensible  losses,  and  caused  the  most  serious  alarms. 

If  Buonaparte  has  been  so  great  as  a   General,  he  has  been  far  from  shtwinc 

bimaeif  so  as  a  conqueror  or  as  a  man.     The  cruel  manner  in  which  he  treated  the 

tovna  of  Milan,  Pavia,   Lugo,  and  Arquata;  the  burning  of  Binasco  and  several 

other  villages ;  the  massacre  of  a  great  number  of  their  inhabitants  ;  the  outrages 

and  pillages  which  he  sanctioned  by  impunity  as  well  as  by  his  owu  example,  have 

tarnished  the  splendour  of  his  victories,  and  have  left   him  no  other  claims  to  the 

admiration  of  posterity.     The  despotism  which  he  exercised  over  the  countries con- 

^nered  by  his  arms,  the  excessive  contributions  which  he  imposed  on  the  inhabi-.. 
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tant9,  and  the  extreme  riirour  with  trhich  he  inforcetl  the  measures  ordered  by  llie 
French  GoTernment,  have  fortunately  weakened  the  ^reat  rffect  of  opioton*  vbicb 
hifi  virtoriesmi&^ht  have  prodnred  in  Kalr.  Notwithstanding  the  formation  of  ikt 
C'ispadan  and  Transpadan  Repuhlics,  and  aUhous:h  thry  farnithe'l  many  thonsaiidt 
of  auxiliaries  to  ttie  army  of  Buonaparte,  on«*  cannot  doubt  the  arersioo  which  the 
majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  country  has  for  the  Freurli,  and  fur  their  politi- 
cal principles.  The  violent  insurrections  which  broke  out  whenever  the  latter  bad 
experienct'd  any  check,  afford  an  uneqnivoca*.  proof  of  the  sentimeota  of  hatred 
and  vrngcance  with  which  they  had  inspired  them  as  well  as  of  all  the  eTili  which 
thry  had  ocr.isiuned.  If  Buonaparte  has  by  bis  political  conduct  placed  biovelf 
below  the  heijjrht  to  which  his  military  triumphs  had  raised  him,  neither  baa  he  kept 
np  to  it  by  his  personal  qualities.  The  bombast,  the  boasting  and  the  marTelloiis 
which  mark  all  bis  letters  to  the  Directory,  the  constant  exagrgeration  of  the  loascfl 
of  the  enemy,  the  ridiculously  diminished  estimate  of  his  own,  the  perpetual  repre- 
<;entutinn  of  the  destruction  of  the  Austrian  arnaies  when  they  had  only  been  beaten, 
the  capture  of  Mantua  so  often  announced  as  very  near  many  months  before  it  took 
place,  tbe  cirrumstancc  of  4  ono  men  laying  down  their  arms  at  Lonadoat  bit  cooi- 
mand,  have  given  to  his  narrative  tbe  appearance  of  a  military  romance  ;  and  stiH 
leave  just  doubts,  not  of  tbe  reality  of  bis  victories,  but  of  the  extent  of  their 
consequences. 

lu  fact,  if  one  takes  the  trouble  to  cast  up  the  number  of  Austrians  whom  Baona> 
parte  has  successive. y  declared  to  be  killed,  wounded  and  made  prisoners  from  tbe 
opeuingof  the  campaign  to  the  capture  of  Mantua  inclusively,  we  sball  find  that 
the  killed  and  wounded  amount  to  near  50,000,  and  the  prisoners  to  more  than 
100  000  mm.  In  order  to  enable  the  reader  to  judge  of  the  degree  of  credit  wbick 
should  be  given  to  this  enumeration,  I  will  present  an  account  ef  the  number  of 
Austrian  troops  sent  into  Italy,  from  the  month  of  March  1796,  to  the  nM>Dth  of 
January  I7f)7,  which  1  have  every  reason  to  believe  to  be  a  pretty  correct  statemeat. 

The  army  of  Mr.  de  Beaulieu  at  the  opening  of  the  campaign,  30,000 —^Troops 
which  came  from  tbe  upper  Rhine  with  Mr.  de  Wurmser,  30,uoo.-^ReiDfbrGeiDeiitt 
sent  to  Mr.  d*Alvinzy  during  the  months  of  September,  October,  and  Norember. 
S.*), 000. -^Troops  detached  from  the  corps  of  M.  de  Frolich  and  the  armed  Tyrolese* 
11,000 — Fresh  reinforcements  sent  to  Mr.  d*Alvinzy  in   December  mod  J anuaiy^ 
9,000. — ^Total. — 105,000. 

From  this  statement,  rather  exaggerated  tban  under-rated,  we  find  that  accordinjif 
to  the  accounts  sent  by  General  Buonaparte,  be  must  have  taken,  killed  or  wouodefL 
45,000  men  more  than  the  Austrians  employed  in  Italy  during  this  campaign  •  not 
to  mention  that  at  least  10,000  died  in  the  hospitals,  and  that  after  the  capture  of 
M.  deProvera,  and  the  defeat  of  M.  d*Alviiizy  at  Rivoii,  there  still  remained  to  tbe 
latter  about  30,0()0  men,  either  in  the  Tyrol  or  on  the  Brenta. 

Perhaps  it  may  be  acceptable  to  compare  the  statement  which  I  hate  jott  girea 
with  that  of  the  forces  sent  also  by  the  French  into  Italy,  and  with  that  of  Ibc  lost 
which  they  sustained. 

The  army  of  Buonaparte  (or  of  the  lower  Alps)  before  the  opening  of  the  campaign, 
30,000.— Troops  drawn  from  thetiflro  armies  which  had  made  war  in  Spain,  and  wbich 
were  sent  into  Italy,  in  March,  April,  and  May,  35  000. — Army  of  Kellermann, (or 
of  the  upper  Alps,)  which  after  tbe  peace  with  tbe  king  4if  Sardinia,  was  successively 
Incorporated  with  that  of  Buonaparte,  S5,000.-^Reinforcements  which  arriTcd 
from  the  interior,  till  January  15,  1797,  18,000.— Troops  raised  in  Italy,  19,000.— 
Total  190,000. 

Buonaparte  found  himself  ot  tbe  end  of  January  at  tbe  bead  of  about  6o,000  men. 
He  bad  4licr€fore  lost  at  that  period,  an  equal  number  in  killed,  pritonerB,  rcndefcd 
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hazard  any  of  those  decisire  strokes,  which   in  certain   circamsUmces  can  aione 
give  victory. 

Buonaparte  was  much   more  advantageously  circamittanced.     The  neccitity  in 
which  the  Executive  Directory  found  itself  of  paying,  maiotaintncr,  and  sabsiitinj^ 
the  armies  of  the  Republic  at  the  expeoce  of  the  countries  which  they  occupied, 
did  not  admit  of  its  limiting  the  power  of  its  Generals;  and  as  those  had  every 
thing  to  do,  it  was  requisite  that  they  should  have  the  power  to  do  erery  tbiai^. 
To  these  considerations  was  added  the  confidence  which  Bnonaparte^s  first  victorie9 
inspired.     They  taught  the  Directory  that   it  might  rely  on  the  talents  and  yood     ■■* 
fortune  of  this  young  man.     They  left  it  altogether  to  him  to  direct  at  bis  will  the       - 
force  which  was  entrusted  to  him.      Exempt  from  all  responsibility,  and  neither  '^ 
mistrusting  himself  or  his  fortune,    he  could  take  advantage  of  all    favourable  '^ 
circumstances,  and  could  even   seek  fur  victory  in  hazard.     All  the  confidence     ^ 
which  the  Directory  had  in  Buonaparte,   he  extended  to  the  Generals  who  were     ^ 
under  him,  and  left  them  the  liberty  of  rf-gulating  their  conduct  according  to  cir- 
cumstances  and  their  own  judgment.     He   had  seldom  occasion  to  repent  of  the      - 
latitude  which  he  gave  them ;  and  when  they  made  a  bad  use  of  it,  he  employed 
them  no  more ;  he  changed  his  Generals,  but  not  his  system.     He  owed  to  it  ia 
great  part  his  successes  ;  as  those  of  the  Archduke  in  Germany  resulted  principally 
from  the  full  powers  which  be  bad  received,  and  from  the  independence  in  which 
he  was  placed,  of  the  direction  as  well  as  censure  of  the  aulic  council  of  war. 

Buonaparte  appears  also  to  have  veay  ably  employed  another  powerful  BBcans 
of  success,  that  of  treachery  and  secret  intelligence.     Imitating  in  that  respect 
Prince  Eugene,  he  spared  no  pains  or  expence  to  procure  faithful  spies,  and  to  gain 
over  people,  who  were  in  a  situation  to  admit  of  their  being  well  informed.    Takiag 
with  one  hand  money  from  the  countries  which  he  had  conquered,  be  lavished  it 
with  the  other  to  pnrchase  or  to  discover  the  secrets  of  bis  enemies.     The  Anstriaa 
Generals  having  little  money  to  dispose  of  for  the  same  object,  and  not  being  able 
to  procure  it  in  the  same  manner  that  Buonaparte  did,  had  it  not  in  their  power 
to  be  equally  prodigal.     In  this   they  laboured  under  a  very  great  diaadvaotage ; 
and  it  is  not  one  of  the  least  real  causes  of  their  reverses.    Thoae  which  they  ex- 
perienced in  the  latter  months  of  this  campaign,  resulted  also  in  g^at  part,  horn 
the  quality  of  the  troops  which  they  commanded.    The  armies  which  were  formed 
in  the  months  of  November  and  January,  had  a  considerable  proportioii  of  recruits. 
The  flower  of  the  army  of  Italy  had  been  destroyed  or  taken  in  the  fatal  ezpeditioB 
of  the  month  of  August ;  and  what  then  escaped,  was  afterwards  shut  up  ia  jllanias 
with  Mr.  de  Wurmser.  The  sixth  army  formed  since  the  month  of  Jaonary  1797,  and 
of  which  the  Archduke  Charles  has  taken  the  command,  is  alto  in  great  part  coa- 
posed  of  young  soldiers.      That  of  the  French  on  the  contrary,  with  the  exceptio^^'^ 
of  some  thousands  of  men  raised  in  Italy,  is  composed  of  the  beat  troopa  of  tl»^= 
Republic.     In  proportion  as  the  latter  disengaged  itself  by  pieace  from  part  of  it"^ 
enemies,  it  dimiuished  the  number  of  its  armies,  and  sent  those  which  U  retain 
the  choice  part  of  those  which  it  suppressed.    Those  of  the  troops  whieh  had 
employed  against  Spain^  la  Vendee,  and  the  King  of  Sardinia,  went  to  repair 
losses  of  the  armies  in  Germany  and  Italy.    The  latter  consists  at  preacnt  of  ooi 
but  formed  and  vett^ran  soldiers  ;  whilst  the  Emperor  has  been  only  enabled  to  a 
ply  with  recruits,  the  roid  which  has  taken  place  in  his  armies.    The  French 
public  has  at  this  time  the  same  advantage  over  the  Emperor,  with  respect  to  t 
quality  of  troops,  which  that  Prince  bad  over  it  at  the  coumeiiceflicfit  of  the

1  TAKE  leave  to  report,  that  arrangements  being  made,  as  agreod  opoa  by 
AVellington,  for  a  demonstratioa  un  ihe  back  of  the  ruck  of  $t.  SebMliui*i|  Ibc  I' 
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diTinoos  of  khips^  boaU  were  placed  uoder  tbe  conimaud  of  Captain  Gallwuy,  of 
tltcDitpatcby  aod  Captain  Bloye,  oftlic  Lyra,  aod  that  1  uuderstand  their  appear^ 
anccbad  tbe  complete  effect  iateiidcd,  by  diverting  a  large  proportion  of  tlie  g;arrifoa 
foHD  tbe  defence  of  tbe  breach  ;  the  boats  were  warmly  fired  on  from  the  batteries 
at  tbe  back  of  St.  Scbantiau^d,  but  no  lives  were  lost. 

-Tbe  aloopa  of  war  weighed  with  a  light  breexe,  and  tiie  Dispatch  suffered  in  a 
trifling  degree  in  her  saila,  the  gun-boats,  No.  14  and  )0,  were  equipped  in  time  to 
itffer  annoyance  to  the  enemy,  and  to  attract  his  attention. 

At  eleven  A.  M.the  tide  having  ebbed  sufficiently,  the  uskruU  by  the  breach  took 

place,  aod  if  the  resistance  made  by  the  enemy,  considering  the  natural  defences, 

as  well  as  the  artificial  ones,  thrown  up  by  bim,  is  to  be  considered  gallant  and  ob* 

stioate,  tlie  attack  must  be  ranked  still  higher  ;  never  perhaps  was  an  affair  moie 

obstinately  maintained,  but  British  conrnge  and  perseverance  ultimately  succeeded, 

and  after  a  lodgment  bad  been  effected  on  tlie  breach,  the  town  was  entered  aod 

posaeaaed  about  half  past  one  P.  M.  in  defiance  of  mines  and  every  obstacle  whicb 

4lie  JBgenuity  of  the  Governor  could  invent.     A  heavy  firing  was  maintained  till 

l«te  in  the  evening,  but  the  rock  still  holds  out,  and  may  probably  fur  some  days; 

.aa  |ar|^e  part  of  the  town  has  been  unavoidably  destroyed,  and  more  must  inevitably 

0er  from  the  means  still  in  possession  of  the  enemy. 

The  opportunity  afforded  to  the  navy  for  evincing  the  seal  and  good  will  of 
ritisb  seamen,  has  been  necessarily  confined  to  a  few  iodividiials,  but  I  knew  of  no 
more  indefatigable  in  the  various  duties  which  have  fallen  to  him,  than 
aio  Bloye,  of  the  Lyra;  he  has  endeavoured  to  anticipate  every  wish  of  the 
Sk.Fvny.  Lieutenant  O'Ueilly,  with  his  former  companions  in  tbe  batteries,  was  cou- 
si^lcisoiialy  active;  every  ship  in  the  squadron  *  sent  a  proportion  uf  seamen, 
ma  nder  their  respective  officers,  and  they  uniformly  behaved  well. 

Tbe  loss  on  both  sides  during  the  assault  must  lia\tr  been  coiibiderahlc,  as  artil- 
&^ry  of  all  descripiioos  was  playing  on  the  enemy  while  dispnliug  ti.e  brcacb 
las  J  walls. 

Tbree  or  four  seamen  form  the  total  naval  loss  since  my  last  report. 
Csptain  Smith,  of  tbe  Beagle,  who  was  slightly  wounded  on  the  island,  has  tht

Downing-Streett  September  19,  1813.— MAJOR  Wyndham  arrived   this  cvcala^ 
with  a  dispatch  from  Field-Marshal  the  Marqness  of  We1Ka|^oo,  dated 
the  loth  of  Septembtr,  of  which  the  fallowiiif  is  an  extract: 

A  BATTERY  was  constructed  in  the  horn  work,  with  great  dilBcalty, 
the  works  of  the  castle  of  San  Sebastian,  #hich  opened  on  the  momiof  of  tkc  Mil 
instant ;  and  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  yon,  that  the  garntoo  8«rrc«dercd  be- 
fore evening.  1  enclose  Lientenant-General  Sir  Thomas  GrahamS  report,  and  the 
terms  of  thecapitulation  agreed  upon  with  the  garrison,  and  the  returns  of  ordaaace^ 
ammunition,  Lc.  in  the  place.  The  loss  of  the  garrison  during  the  lieffe,  is  ttfttod 
to  have  amounted  to  two  thirds  of  their  numbers  at  its  commencement. 
'  1  beg  leave  again  to  draw  your  Lordship*s  attention  to  the  eondnct  of  Lievtcnavt 
General  Sir  Thomas  Graham,  and  of  the  General  Officers  and  troops  under  liiacoai- 
mand,  in  the  arduous  operation  of  which  I  am  now  reporting  the  tncccssfiil  olooe. 
"Cndcr  the  ordoonance  recently  issued  by  the  French  Government,  the  digcmltico 
uf  the  operations  of  a  siege,  and  the  length  of  time  it  must  take,  are  greatly  in- 
creased, and  they  can  be  brought  to  a  conclusion  only  by  the  storm  of  the  breads  of 
the  body  of  the  place.  The  merit  of  sncceis  therefore  is  proportionably  isc 
'  and  it  will  be  found,  that  the  operations  did  not  last  kmger  than  hat  vsvally 
required  for  a  place  which  possessed  three  lines  of  defence,  indnding  the  conveat 
of  St.  Bartholomew. 

During  the  operations  against  the  castle,  the  navy  took  charge  of  tb«  attack  ftma 
the  island  of  Santa  Clara,  by  which  the  enemy  was  ranch  annoyed  ia  hit  poaiHaa  in 
the  castle.  Captain  Sir  George  Collier,  and  the  officers,  seamen,  aad  fariati,  bav« 
continued  to  afford  every  assistance  in  their  power,  and  LSeateaaat-Goacral  9tt 
Thomas  Graham  particularly  mentions  Captain  Bloye,  of  the  Lyra,  aad  Caytain 
Smith  •,  and  Lieutenant- Colonel  Dickson,  commanding  the  arHllery,  kad  re  parted 
his  obligation  to  Lieutenant  0*Reilly,  of  Hit  Mi^ty*t  ship  Sarrelltaate,  win 
commanded  the  seamen  employed  in  the  batteries. 

Since  my  last  the  enemy  have  collected  their  troops  towards  tiMir  kft,  Wl  Wva 
again  resumed  thehr  old  positions  since  the  fall  of  Sao  Sebaatiaa. 

It  appears  by  a  report  from  the  Dnqne  del  Parqae,  that  #k«a  ttM  Mt4  gparith 
army  were  recently  crossing  the  Ebro,  at  Amposta,  after  the  allies  luid  retiiUI  liroai 
liefore  Tarragona,  the  enemy  made  a  sortie  from  Tortosa,  oa  the  igtii  atUaMi  aloag 
the  left  bank  of  the  Ebro,  with  about  four  thousand  BMrn,  aad  attacked  tfcaaddi. 
vision  of  the  army.  The  Duqnedel  Parqne  detached  troops  firoai  tbe  rigM  kaak 
under  the  command  of  Don  Francisco  Ferray,  the  Chief  of  the  Staff af  the  Ara»y> 
and  the  enemy  were  immediately  repulsed  with  considerable  lot*.  It  appaaia 
the  troops  conducted  themselves  remarkably  well  on  this  occasio«|  aad  llw 
del  Parqne  highly  applaudt  thecoudacX  <»f  V^  CV\ftl  «<  Xhte  Staff. 
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JExtract  of  m  Letter  from  Licnteiunit-Geaeral  Sir  TbonM  Graham,  to  the  Mar- 
qofMof  Wei Itoft on,  doted  Evnani,  September  9,  1813.— I  HAVE  the  tatisfaction 
to, report  to  your  Lordship,  that  the  caatle  of  Sao  Sebastian  has  surrendered;  and 
I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  the  capitulatioa,  which,  under  all  the  circumstancfs 
of  the  case,  I  trust  yonr  Lordwliip  will  think  I  did  right  to  g:rant  to  a  ^rrisun 
which  certainly  made  a  rery  gallant  defence. 

Ever  since  the  assault  of  the  3 1st  ultimo,  the  rertical  fire  of  the  mortars,  &c.  of 
the  rifbt  attack  was  occaaionally  kept  up  against  the  Castle,  occasiouing  a  wery 
severe  loss  to  the  eoeny ;  and  yesterday  murniag  a  battery  of  seventeen  twenty- 
four  poanders  in  the  horn-work,  another  of  three  eighteen  pounders,  still  more  on 
the  left,  having  been  completed  by  the  extraordinary  exertions  of  the  officers  of 
artillery  and  engineers,  aided  by  the  indefatigable  seal  of  alt  the  troops;  the  whole 
of  the  ordnance,  aounintiog  to  fifty-fbor  pieces,  including  two  34  pounders, 
mod  one  howitzer  on  the  island,  opened  at  10  a.  m.  against  the  Castle,  >and  with 
such  effect,  that  before  \p,  m.  a  flag  of  truce  was  hoisted  at  the  Mirador  Battery 
hj  the  enemy ;  and  after  some  discussion,  the  terms  of  the  surrender  were  agreed  on. 
Thos,  giving  your  Lordship  another  great  result  of  thecampaign,  in  the  acquisition 
to  the  Allied  Armies  of  this  interesting  point  on  the  coast,  and  near  the  frontier. 

Captain  Stewart,  of  the  Royals,  Aide-de-Camp  to  Mi^or-General  Hay,  who  so 
gently  distinguished  himself  during  the  siege,  is  unfortunately  among  the  killed 
since  the  last  return. 

I  ooHlted  in  my  last  report  to  mentis*  my  obitgations  to  tlie  great  zeal  of  Captain 
Smith  of  the  Royal  Navy,  who  undertook  and  executed  the  difficult  task  of  getting 
IfoDS  up  the  steep  acarp  of  the  ishind  into  a  battery  which  was  manned  by  seamen 
sinder  his  eossmnnd,  and  which  was  of  mnch  service.  Captain  Bloye,  of  the  Lyra, 
lias  been  from  the  beginning  constantly  and  most  actively  employed  on  shore,  and 
I  feel  greatly  indebted  to  his  services. 

Besides  the  officers  of  artillery  formerly  mentioned,  who  have  continued  to  serve 
with  equal  distinction,  1  should  not  omit  the  names  of  Captains  Morrison,  Power, 
mod  Parker,  who  have  been  constantly  in  the  breaching  batteries,  and  in  the  com- 
ninnd  of  companies.  I  beg  leave  to  repeat  my  former  recemmendaf  ion  of  Captain 
Camermi  of  the  9th  foot,  who  volunteered  to  command  the  attack  of  the  island,  and 
who  conducted  himself  so  aUy  on  that  occasion,  and  during  all  the  lime  he  com- 
manded there. 


CONVENTION  proposed  for  the  Capitulation  of  the  Fort  of  La  Motteof  San 
Sebastian  by  the  Adjutant-Commandant  Chevalier  de  Songeon,  Chief  of  the  Staff 
to  the  Troops  stationed  in  the  Fort,  charged  with  full  Powers  by  General  Rey, 
cwnmanding  the  said  Troops,  on  the  one  Side  j  and  by  Colonel  De  Lancey,  De- 
puty  Quarter  Master-General,  Licntenant-ColoncI  Dickson,  commanding  the  Ar- 
tillery, and  Lieoteoant-Colonel  Bonverie,  charged  with  full  Powers  by  Lieutenant- 
General  Sir  Thomas  Graham,  on  the  other  Side. 

THE  above-named  having  exchanged  their  full  powers,  agreed  as  follows  : 
ART.  I.    The  French  troops  forming  the  garrison  of  Fort  La  Motte  shall  be 
prisoners  of  war  to  Hitf  Majesty's  troops  and  their  Allies.      Answer.— -Agreed. 

Art.  li.  They  shall  be  embarked  in  His  Britannic  Majesty's  ships  and  conveyed 
to  England  direct,  without  beiuf^  obliged  to  go  further  by  land  than  tu  the  port  of 
-Passages.    Answer.— Agreed. 

Art.  III.  The  general  and  other  superior  officers  and  the  officers  of  regiments 
^•Hd  of  the  staff,  as  well  as  the  medical  officers,  shall  preserve  their  swords  and 
^^eir  private  baggage,  and  the  non-eommissioned  officers  and  soldiers  shall  preserve 
konpaacks.    Answer -^Agreed. 
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Bian  Dortberu  corpi  forced  the  Kremlio  ;  hut  Gen.  Winzingerode  harini^  adTsoced 
with  a  flag  of  truer,  was  traitcrously  carried  off  with  his  Aide-de-camp  :  Maj.Geo. 
Kutosoff  succeeded  to  his  rommand.^-23. — Bonaparte^t  Head  Quarters,  Bororsk, 
The  French  army  in  four  divisions,  on  the  Protva.  Two  strong  detacbmeots  were 
sent  oot  from  it  to  Maloyaroslarctz  and  Mcdin.— 34.—  The  Russian  Geo.  Dorcroff* 
attacked  the  Fn>nrh  at  Muloyaroslavetz  :  both  sides  receiring  reinforcements, 
a  most  desperate  battle  ensued,  the  town  was  taken  and  retaken  eleven  tiraea,  and 
finally  burnt  to  ashes.  During  the  battle,  the  Russian  army  mored  from  Taroatino, 
and  took  up  a  position  in  the  rear  of  Maloyaroslavetz.  Bonaparte^s  Head  Qnar^ 
ters,  Gorodnya ;  but  were  beat  up  next  morning  by  a  body  of  Cossacfl,  who  at- 
tacked the  park  of  artillery  in  their  rear.—- 25. — Bonaparte  reconnoitred,  bat  fonnd 
the  pass  of  Maloyaroslavelz  impracticable,  and  marched  back  to  BoroTsk.  the 
FVeiich  detachment  at  Media  was  destroyed,  and  its  artillery  taken  by  tbe  ladrfafl- 
gable  Hetman  Platoff.— 26.  Bonaparte*s  head-quarters,  Bororik,  Russians  mi  Goilti. 
— 27.Bonaparte*s  head-quarters  Vereya.  A  corps  of  18,000  men,  under  the  Rvasiaft 
Gen.  Millaradovich  was  detached  to  operate  on  the  Vyazmo  road,  tbe  whole  army 
following  in  aline  parallel  to  it.— Oc/.  30.— Bonaparto*s  head.quarter8  Kolotzkoy. 

Nov.  1.  Bonaparte^s  head-qaurters  Vyazma.  The  Russian  Lieut.  Gen.  Shepctotf 
was  detached  with  a  strong  corps  to  Elnya. — 3 — A  serere  engagement  took  place 
trith  Gen.  Millaradovich,  near  Viazma.  The  French  are  stated  to  have  lost  8,500 
men  in  killed,  wounded,  and  prisoners.  Russian  head-qaartera  Bikovo^  near 
Vyacma.  To  enumerate  the  partial  actions  of  the  different  Generals  along  this 
long  line,  would  be  impossible.  An  eye-witness  describes  "  the  march  on  the 
main  road  as  exhibiting  scenes  of  destruction  without  example  in  modem  war, 
from  the  number  of  dead  aud  dying  men,  and  carcases  of  horses,  many  of  then 
rut  up  for  food  ;  peasants^  houses  avery  where  on  fire ;  aramunition-carriagea 
blowing  np,  and  quantities  of  wreck'  of  every  description.**  Add  to  thia^  coM  ftom 
10  to  15  degrees  of  ReaumAr,  without  shelter. 

Meanwhile  Victor,  who  had  advanced  from  the  Nicmen  to  Smolensk,  made  de- 
monstrations to  favour  tbe  retreating  army  ;  but  General  Wit|fenstein>  reinforced  by 
the  volunteers  of  St.  Petersburg,  and  supported  by  General  Steinhntl,  who  had 
arrived  with  18,000  men  from  Finland,  by  the  way  of  Revel,  about  the  end  of  Sept., 
made  another  attempt  the  18th  and  igth  October,  on  St.  Cyr,  at  Polotak.— Ocf  90— 
General  SteinbnII  advanced  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Duna,  and  the  town  waa  carried 
hy  storm.    Victor  was  now  obliged  to  support  St.  Cyr  in  his  retreat,  leat  the  bridge 
at  Orsha,  and  the  road  to  Minsk,  1^  Borisov,  should  be  cut  off. — Nov,  3— General 
VITitgeostein  established  himself  on  the  river  Onia  at  Tchatniki,  and  Victor  waa 
poated  at  Senno.    Vitebsk  with  its  garrison  surrendered  to  one  of  General  Witgea* 
0tein*s  detachments. 

The  army  which  had  been  employed  on  the  Danube  in  the  Turkish  war,  hadairivel 
ort  the  Pripet  under  Admiral  Tcbichagoff.     He  was  at  Brest  the  99nd  of  October; 
but  leaving  General  Sachen,  who  bad  succeeded  General  Tomasioff,  to  watch  tbe 
movements  of  Prince  Swartaenbnrg,  he  marched  directly  upon  Minsk|  by  PreaJMV 
Slonim,  and  Nesvik.

THE  archduke  had  been  attacked  before  all  the  troops  that  were  ex- 
pected from  the  army  of  the  Rhine  were  arrived.  Buonaparte  had  al- 
ready taken  or  killed  half  of  his  army,  when  he  wrote  to  him  from  Kla- 
genfurth  on  the  31st  of  March,  17979  to  make  him  proposals  of  peace. 
He  spoke  of  his  illustrious  birth,  which  placed  him  near  the  throne» 
%nd  raised  him  above  the  passions  which  often  aoiroate  ministers  and 
governments  :  he  invited  him  to  deserve  the  title  of  benefactor  of  man- 
kind,  and  to  be  the  true  Saviour  of  Germany,  The  hypocrite  ended  his 
knavish  epistle  by  the  most  impudent  falsehood,  saying,  **  As  for  me, 
ifikejproposal  which  I  have  the  honour  of  making  to  your  Imperial 
mghnesSf  be  calculated  to  save  one  single  life,  I  shall  be  more  proud  qf 
ike  civic  erown^  which  I  may  thus  have  deserved,  than  of  the  idle  glory, 
whieh  may  be  derived  from  military  achievements,'^  Prince  Charles, 
ia  his  answer,  made  Buonaparte  feel  the  distance  by  which  they  were 
ieparated«  He  would  have  done  still  better,  had  he  observed  the  silence 
gf  contempt. 

The  heroism  of  the  Tyrolese  was  palsied  by  the  preliminaries  of  Leo- 
ben,  which  were  signed  on  the  14th  of  April,  1797-  Joubert  had  been 
lepulsed,  Verona  was  in  open  insurrection.  The  French  soldiers  were 
butchered.  The  submission  of  Austria  saved  Buonaparte.  Tiie  news 
of  this  event  tranquillized  the  people.  Augereau  was  returning  from 
Paris.  He  gladly  seized  tliis  favourable  opportunity  to  satisfy  his  in- 
dination  for  plunder.  The  immense  deposits  of  the  public  pawn- 
bioker's  office  at  Yerona  disappeared  under  Augereau's  dexterous  touchy 
and  to  sti^  the  maimer,  he  gave  a  good  share  of^  the  booty  to  Buona^ 
norte.  The  whole  army  was  quartered,  fed,  and  paid  by  the  Venetian 
rtates.  A  numerous  garrison  was  thrown  into  Venice.  Prodigal  of  his 
tvaggcring  procUmations,  Buonaparte  said  to  the  Venetians  :  **  Do 
you  fancy  that  he  who  carried  the  French  arms  to  the  heart  of  Ger- 
m^Bjf  will  not  be  strong  enough  to  cause  the  French  to  be  respected  in 
Italy  ?  The  blood  of  our  companions  in  arms  shall  be  avenged.  There 
is  not  a  single  French  battalion,  which  being  intrusted  with  this  gene- 
rous commission,  but  that  would  feel  itself  possessed  of  a  thousand 
$mes  more  courage  and  means  than  are  required  to  punish  you.  Isend 
yon  my  proposals  by  one  of  my  aides-de-camp,  peace  or  war,*'  He 
ought  to  have  added  and  zechins.  This  was  the  real  motive  of  the 
qiwrrela  fomented  against  this  republic.  It  is  true,  there  were  some 
Fienck  soldiers  killed,  and  others  ill-treated.     Two  noble  V^netiant 

ltU-«NiV  tbik tins  umneBiioD kad  beoii  ptoniyed  k«y  Ui««j|^\»q&  \ii\% 
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Cisalpine  Republic,  to  funiish  Buonaparte  with  ^a  pretext  for  throw- 
ing upon  the  Venetians  the  expences  which  the  presence  of  an  army 
i^uses,  and  they  were  well  convinced  that  the  Cisalpine  goveromeot  had 
fomented  this  odious  plot,  at  the  express  instigation  of  Buonaparte. 

Austria  having  acknowledged  the  French,  the  Cisalpine,  aud  the  Li- 
gurian  Republic,  by  the  Preliminaries,  Milan  was  fixed  upon   for  the 
Conferences  to  be  held,  previous  to  the  definitive  treaty.     The  two  pie- 
.nipotentiaries  of  the  emperor.  General  Merfeld  and  Baron  Degelman, 
followed  the  army  when  it  returned  to  Italy  and  met  Buonaparte.     The 
pretensions  of  the  cabinet  of  Vienna  and  the  pride  of  the   Directory,  or 
rather  the  haughtiness  of  the  commander-in-chief,  created  diftirulties, 
vhich  seemed  to  threaten  a  renewal  of  hostilities.     To  confirm  the  Ad»» 
trians  in  this  opinion,  Buonaparte  insisted  upon  carrying  on  the  negor 
jciations  at  the  advanced  post  of  his  army.     He  left  Milan  to  estabtish 
his  head-quarters  at  the  castle  of  Passeriano  on  the  Tagliamento.     The 
plenipotentiaries  took   up  their  residence  at  Udine.     The  Marquis  de 
Gallo  was  joined  to  the  Austrian  legation,  and  General  Clarke  was  or«« 
dered  to  press  any  conclusion  whatever.     Buonaparte  was  waiting  for  the 
result  of  the  petitions  which  he  had  caused  to  be  sent  to  government  by 
the  divisions  of  his  army,  for  the  pretervation  of  the  conntitution.     A 
secretary  of  the  Russian  legation  was  arrested  at  Triest,  on  his  journey 
from  Venice  to  St.  Petersburgh.     Buonaparte  pretended  to  have  found 
among  his  papers,  a  plan  for  re-establishing  the  Bourbons  on  the  throne 
of  France.     Pichegru  was  the  chief  of   the   royalist^s  party.     The  de^ 
parture  of  Augereau  and  Bernadotte  to  prepare  the  18th  Fmctidor,  the 
escapeofthekussian  secretary  from  Milan,  the  march  of  Hoche  witb 
part  of  his  army  against  the  two  legislative  bodies,  the  poisoning  of  that 
general,  the  journey  of  General  Desaix  in  Italy,  the  dilatory  letter  of 
Moreau,  of  which  it  is  reported  that  it  was  written  only  at  the  expreaa 
invitatioa  of  Desaix,  who  had  already  been  taught  his  lesson  by  Buona^ 
part^,  the  arrest  of  Pichegru,  the  flight  of  Carnot,— all  these  circom^ 
litances  being  duly  weighed,  awakened  suspicions  about  the  real  deaigna 
ef  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  of  Italy.     He  betrayed  himaelf 
several  times  in  his  conversations  with  his  officers.     Being  accuatcmicd 
to'obey  him,  they  respected  his  commands  as  those  of  a  sultao,  and  wer^ 
^fore-hand  with  his  least  wishes ;  his  familiarity  and  bis  doiiatioDs^ 
which  were  really  profuse,  had  gained  him  their  attachment ;  His  coo* 
versation  was  agreeable  and  instructive.     It  constantly  betrayed  hia  taste 
for  war  and  his  ambition  to  command.     One  day,  in  the  midst  of  sixty 
persons,  among  whom  were  Gknerals  Friant,  Victor,  Mireur,  kc  Iw 
miblded  his  plan  lor  restoring  liberty  to  Poland,  which  ^ht  three  gi«at 
powers  of  the  North  had  just  partitioned  among  themselves*    Ha  dn 
Tided  bis  army  into  five  corps^  the  advanced  guard,  the  right  wiog^  Ih^ 
^tre,  the  left  wing»  andthe  reserve.    He  svpposed  himself  «t  the  hta4 
jM  >«a)iud|a4  and  fifty  tbaii«|uid  vma^piih  wkm  it  mtgtifti  Pjiflf 
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his  way  round  the  world.  He  ascribed  the  catastntphe  of  the  family  of 
the  Bourbons  to  their  neglecting  to  have  a  well  organized  military  col* 
lege.  I  reminded  him  that  there  were  twelve  military  schools  in  Francet 
which,  onder  the  ancient  government,  were  on  an  excellent  plan.  He 
replied,  that  those  colleges  were  only  fit  for  boys,  that  the  true  military 
school  of  France  was  a  continual  war^  which  was  acknowledged  as  <^ 
absolute  necessity  to  contain  that  furia  Francese,  that  French  vivacity 
that  will  always  be  dangerous  to  the  Iteads  of  the  state  who  don't  know 
how  to  direct  it  to  its  proper  channel.  He  frequently  spoke  of  the  ne» 
cessity  of  concord  in  an  army,  and  of  the  exactitude  with  which  theom 
ders  of  a  commander-in-chief  ought  to  be  executed  ;  he  observed,  thai 
the  Romans  owed  their  conquest  of  the  world  to  the  blind  obedience  of 
the  soldiers  to  their  generals,  who  were  styled  Emperors.  He  was  still 
unacquainted  with  the  result  of  the  Fructidor,  and  in  case  Augercau 
should  have  failed  in  his  attempt,  he  had  disposed  every  thing  to  marck 
to  Paris  with  his  army.  His  usurpation  would  have  taken  place  two 
years  sooner.  He  had  felt  the  force  of  that  assertion  of  Pichegru,  that 
royalty  y  in  the  eyes  of  the  soldier  ^  resided  at  the  bottom  of  a  bottle  af^ 
wine.  As  soon  as  he  was  informed  of  the  triumph  of  his  party,  he  be- 
came btill  more  amiable.  He  might  have  had  one  hundred  individiuiU 
mt  his  table,  and  yet  he  would  say  something  agreeable  to  every  onc^ 
though  the  dinner  itself  was  short.  The  presence  of  the  pleoipotentiif* 
ries  and  of  Madame  Buonaparte  obliged  him  reluctantly  to  rcroatn 
longer  at  table.  Before  and  after  dinner,  whenever  the  weather  would 
permit,  he  amused  himself  with  playing  at  cross-bars  with  his  aidesi-de-* 
camp.  He  buhmitted  to  every  rule  of  the  game  like  a  school-boy. 
Sometimes  he  had  horse-races.  He  rarely  played  at  cards.  Oneday» 
^hen  bad  weather  had  kept  him  within  the  house,  he  won  a  great  deal 
of  money  of  the  plenipotentiaries.  He  sent  for  the  oiBcer  of  the  guard* 
mnd  told  him  with  a  seeming  indifference,  to  take  the  gold  and  distribute 
U  among  his  grenadiers.  The  bye-staoders,  who  before  had  compli* 
mented  him  about  his  luck*  could  not  find  expressions  sufficiently  ner» 
yons  to  extol  his  disinterestedness.  The  Marquis  de  Gallo  ran  aboot 
the  apartments  of  the  castle  like  road,  calling  out :  what  m  noble  I  what 
mn  astonishing  man  /  when  he  was  interrogated  about  the  cause  of  hit 
enthusiastic  exclamations,  he  related  as  a  wonder  what  was  merely  a 
trick  of  Buonaparte.  It  is  reported,  that  the  sum  he  gave  to  the  guard 
amounted  nearly  to  one  thousand  cechins  of  Venice. 

(Berna«lotte's  hot  behaviour  to  Buonaparte.  Conversation  of  theit

•  At  the  end  of  conferencet  whkh  lasted  six  months,  and  after  many 
^OMtcd  discussions,  mod  some  of  Napoleon's  spurious  fits  of  fury,  the 
iywrty  Iff  pe^y  ^^fwi  FnuuM  ipd  Awtrm  w«i  dfMtiri«V|  vifoft!^  H^ 
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the  17th  of  October,  1797>  in  a  cottage  in  the  village  of  Cacnpo  For* 
mio,  situated  nearly  half-way  on  the  road  between  Udina  and  the  castle 
of  Pas8eriano.      Buonaparte    reviewed   the  army  before  its  return  to 
France.     When  he  had  inspected  a  regiment,    he  assembled  the  officen 
and  non-com  missioned  officers  in  the  centre,  and  when  they  had  formed 
a  circle,  he  returned  them  his  thanks,  and  bade  thnm  f^rewel  until  he 
should  see  them  again  on  the  shores  of  the  English  channel.     He  ad* 
dressed  nearly  the  same  tipeech  to  every  corps.     His  address,  which  was 
not  very  eloquent,  and  delivered  in  a   conversation  style,  ended  thos : 
trave  soldiers,  you  have  given  peace  to  the  continent.     We  have  only  one 
enemy  left  to  fghty  the  English.    I  shall  lead  you  to  London,  where 
there  are  cellers  filled  with  gold  and  silver,   and  conduct  you  back  t9 
France  with  your  pockets  full  of  guineas,  which  you  will  spend  with  your 
sweethearts.     Long  live  the  Repuhlit  /   It  was  noticed,  that  no  onere* 
peated  this  exclamation  in  the  division  of  General  Bernadotte.     Officen 
■nd  soldiers  answered  by  shouting:   Long  live  Buonaparte  !  Longlici 
our  general !  Let  us  go  to  England  for  guineas  /  The  enthusiasm  of 
the  soldiers,  and  the   circumstauce,  of  their  huzzas  being  addressed  to 
him  in  preference  to  the  Republic  Qn\'fi  him  great  pleasure.     Hedrevs 
favourable  omen  from  this  circumstance  relatively  to  the  execution  of  the 
important  plans  which  he  had  combined  with  Gallo  and  matured  with 
Cobenzelj  who  arrived  at   Udina  sometime  before  the  signature  of  the 
treaty. 

Having  been  appointed  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  of  Englandf 
Buonaparte,  before  he  repaired  to  his  new  post,  was  sent  to  finish  the  or* 
ganisation  of  the  Cisalpine  Republic.     He  was  also  ordered  to  Radf* 
tadt  to  influence,  more  by  his  name  than  by  his  genius,  the  ministers  of 
the  German  empire.     He  treated  Count  Fersen  with  haughtiness,  and 
refused  his  admission  to  the  congress.     A  few  days  after  the  o|M;uing  of 
the  conferences,  he  returned  to  Paris.     The  Directors  and  miuisten  of 
state  vied  in  giving  him  the  most  brilliant  fetes,  at  which  he  constantly 
appeared  dressed  very  plain.     He  avoided  as  much  as  he  could  showiog 
himself  in  public.     He  was  convinced  tliat  the  minds  of  the  people  were 
Dot  yet  ripe  to  submit  to  his  o/'ders.     He  lived  very  retired  iu  an  elegant 
pavilion  erected  in  the  midst  of  a  garden.     He  was  admitted  a  member 
of  the  National  Institute.  He  studied  physics  with  Monge  and  chemistiy 
with  Fourcroy.     During  this  retreat,  to  which  he  artfully  sabmiited 
that  he  might  not  alarm  the  Directors,  he  caressed  them,  gave  them  rich 
presents,  and  caused  every  measure  wliiah  he  proposed  to  be  adopted* 
The  preparations  for  the  expedition  to  Egypt  were  all  paid  «itb  hiaovn 
money.     When  he  was  yet  at  Paris  in  the  month  of  April,  1798»  I  went  to 
see  him.     I  was  commissioned  to  express  to  him  Bernadotte*s  dismtis* 
Action  at  having  been  sent  ambassador  to  Vienna.     I  also  told  hiih  that 
this  general  was  extremely  mortified  at  his  having  left  him  oaly  thrct

ly  before  he  left  Italy.  Your  Bemadotte,  said  Buonaparte  tome  a  little 
:  of  humour,  is  a  very  weak  man.  I  cannot  better  compare  him  than 
m  old  corporal  who  complaint  lustily  when  a  man  is  taken  from  his 
When  you  see  him  again  tell  him  my  only  answer  is ;  that  I  ne»ter 
ed  out  0/ the  wooden  bowl.

^ry  tone,  which  I  thought  extremely  contemptible.     His  injustice  and 

insolence  to  my  friend,  Bernadotte,  determined  me  to  refuse  attend* 
'  Buonaparte  to  E^ypt. 
tfadame   Buonaparte  accompanied  her  husband   to  Toulon,  wiiere 

inhabitants,  whose  relations  and  fri(?nds  Buonaparte  had  butchered 
i  years   before,  received   them  like  sovereignn.     The  fleet   sailed  on' 

19th  of  May,  179B.  On  the  8th  of  June  it  was  off  Malta.  The 
iroy  which  Itft  Civita  Vecchia,  under  the  orders  of  General  Desaix, 
led  the  Grand  Expedition.  On  the  10th  Malta  was  attacked,  on  the 
h  negociations  commenced,  and  on  the  12th,  the  French  were  mai- 
I  of  the  town  and  of  the  forts.

Faithful  to  his  declamatory  system,  which  had  been  so  successful  in 
.fy,  Buonaparte  was  not  afraid  of  telling  the  inhabitants  of  Egypt  that 
was  tent  by  Mahomet  to  deliver  them  from  the  tyranny  of  the  Beys, 
li  the  French  were  the  friends  ofMusielmen ;  that  they  had  overturned 
'  throne  of  the  Pope,  and  driven  away  tlie  Knights  of  Malt  a  ^  the 
Om  enemies  of  the  Alcoran.  After  having  made  a  grand  display  of 
!  happiness  which  he  brought  them,  he  concluded  by  threatening, 
tk  the  most  dreadful  death,  all  those  who  should  take  up  arms  against 

French. 
The  flight  of  Mu rat-Bey  to  Upper  Egypt,  and  the  retreat  of  Ibrahinr 
Syria,  left  the  French  no  enemies  to  encounter,  but  some  hordes  of' 
lbs,  dangerous  only  for  solitary  individuals.     Tired  of  this  state  of 
ictivity,  Buonaparte  marched  to  Syria  with  fifteen  thousand  men.     On 
20th  of  Februar}',  1792,  he  took  Elarish,  and  on  the  7th  of  March, 
tb,  the  garrison  of  which  he   put  to  the  sword,  though  he  had  pro« 
led  to  treat  the  prisoners  according  to  the  laws  of  war.     On  the  IQt 
reconnoitred  and  invcbted  St.  Jean  d*Acre.     He  attacked  this  place 
idiprudently  as  he  had   done  the  Castle  of  Cossaria.     Beaulieu  and 
ilN  neglected  to  succour  Provera.     The  Pacha  of  Acre  was  indebted 

Bit  safety  to  the  energy  and  talents  of  Sir  Sidney  Smith*    On  the 
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90th  of  May,  Buonaparte  was  reduced  to  a  disgracefol  flight,  after  har- 
ing  lost  eight  thousand  men,  partly  by  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  and  partly 
by  diseases.  It  is  said  that  before  he  entf  red  the  desert,  hU  kmmamtff 
induced  him  to  order  several  hundreds  of  sick  men  to  be  poisoned,  be- 
cause he  could  not  carry  them  along  with  him,  and  it  was  repugnant  to 
his  feeling  heart  to  abandon  them  to  the  ferocity  of  the  Turks*  He  ww 
not  unacquainted  with  English  generosity.  Why  did  he  not  treat  in 
behalf  of  the  wounded  with  Admiral  Sir  Sidney  Smith  ?  On  his  return  ta 
Cairo  he  was  obliged  to  avoid  coming  among  the  troops,  and  to  take 
bye  roads  with  his  escort  and  his  staff.  Generals  and  soldiera  all  ez^ 
pressed  their  indignation  at  his  mad  enterprise  upon  Syria.  On  a  reat« 
iog  place,  where  chance  brought  Buonaparte  in  contact  with  a  few  strag- 
glers, a  grenadier,  who  no  doubt,  would  have  assassinated  him,  was  kept 
off  by  his  aides^e-camp.  He  shouted  with  all  his  might,  that  ^  £ao- 
naparit  wouid  never  be  satisfied  but  when  the  whole  army  had  beem 
butchered^  tkat^  as  for  himself » he  was  tired  of  serving  a  robber  like  him  /" 
He  blew  out  bis  brains  with  his  fire- lock,  at  a  distance  of  fifty  steps 
from  Buonaparte.  It  is  reported  that  the  attempt  to  get  quit  of  the  lat- 
ter, and  to  name  the  brave  Kleber,  the  idol  of  the  whole  armv*  com- 
mander-in-chief,  was  more  than  once  agitated  among  the  soldiers. 

Haying  returned  to  Cairo  on  the  14th  of  June,  Napoleon  prepared 
every  thing  for  his  desertion,  as  from  the  reports  which  he  received  about 
the  disposition  of  the  army,  which  nothing  but  the  wisdom  and  finsDew 
of  the  other  generals  could  prevent  comiug  to  an  extremity  fatal  for  him^ 
be  did  not  think  himself  any  longer  safe.  The  landing  of  the  Turks  at 
Abdukip  offered  him  a  capital  opportunity.  He  defeated  them  oo  the 
d.5th  of  July.  He  only  employed  his  confidential  guards,  Lmines,  La« 
nusse,  Murat,  D*Estaing,  &c.  On  the  2dd  of  August  he  left  Aleniw 
dria,  anchored  at  Ajacdo,  and  on  the  6th  of  October  be  came  on  shore 
near  Frejus. 

(Opinions  of  the  French  upon  the  circumstances  relative  to  Baona* 
party's  voyage  to  Egypt  and  his  reflurn  to  France.

On  his  arrival  at  Paris,  on  the  16th  of  October,  Napoleon  wut  re« 
ceived  by  all  parties  with  a  surprise  which,  with  the  republicans*  dege- 
nerated into  alarm.  He  studied  to  please  them  by  his  flatteries.  They 
continued  his  dupes  until  the  7th  of  November.  He  had  prepared  eveij 
thing  with  the  leaders  of  the  two  councils.  On  the  9th  and  l<Hb  the 
Directory  was  overthrown,  and  the  Consulship  entrusted  to  Buonaparte, 
Si^y^s,  and  Roger  Ducos.  Buonaparte  was  exposed  to  the  moat  immi- 
nent danger,  and  displayed  little  firmness.  He  had  wlied  upon  Bemu* 
dotte.  He  had  not  yet  revealed  to  him  the  ultimate  object  which  be 
aimed  at.  When  Bernadotte  was  informed  of  it,  he  drew  his  aword  i» 
a  rage»  and  called  out  to  Buonaparte  to  defend  himself.  The.h(tter»  itt 
hit  fright,  opened  instantly  the  door  of  his  iiloony  where  the  geamlMBd. 
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oAicers  were  assein  Med.     The  next  day,  in  the  Councilor  Five  Hun- 
dred, several  Deputies  marched  up  to  him,  some  to  strangle,  others  to 
atab  him.     He  left  the  hall  pale  as  death.     He  hod  not  btrcngtli  to  hpeuk. 
Lpfevre  made  a  very  sensible  observation  to  rnnze  him  from  his  stupor. 
i&'nee  we  have  hegun^  said  he,  tee  must  succeed  or  perish,  or  else  tee  shall 
he  hanged  to-morrow.     Lucten   harangued  the  grenadiers.     Jourdaoy 
Au«^reau,  aiid  Bernadotte,  contrary  to  their   formal  promise,  did  not 
make  their  appearance  to  support  the  two  Councils,  and  every  thing  sue* 
ceeded  to  the  wishes  of  Buona^iarte.     In  spite  oi'the  complete  triumph 
vliicb  he  had  obtained  over  the  jacobins,  he  thought  it  prudent  not  to 
glory  too  much  in  it.     He  caused  conferences  to  be  held  with  their  prin* 
cipal  leaders.     Augereau  was  the  first  to  shift  about,  if  after  all  he  had 
not  all  aloog  acted  the  spy  in  behalf  of  Buonaparte,  as  every  circum- 
stance led  to  suspect.     Bernadotte  and  Jourdan  suffered  tliemselves  to 
be  likewise  prevailed  upon.     All  those  whom  he  had  no  interest  to  gain 
ov^r,  were  treated  with  the  haughtiness  of  a  de8|>ot.     Burras  and  Dubois : 
C^ranc^  were  ordered  never  to  appear  before  him.     Towards  the  pul>lic 
Authorities,  and  the  bankers   of  Paris,  he  assumed  the  most  bewitching 
affability.     He  had  yet  much  money  left  of  his  contributions,  or  rob- 
beries, in  Italy,  &c.     He  made  prese^its  to  his  accomplices.     General 
I^efevre  was  handsomely  rewarded.     It  is  said  that  he  got  one  hundred 
thousand  livres,  which  was  a  considerable  sum  at  a  time  when  money  waa 
veiy  scarce. 

Whilst  Buonaparte  was  making  great  dispositions  to  re-conquer 
Italy,  he  studied  to' please  the  Parisians  by  holding  out  the  hope  of  a 
prompt  pacification.  He  wrote  to  the  King  of  England,  as  he  had  done 
tp  Prince  Charles.  On  those  two  important  occasions,  when  a  silent 
contempt,  instead  of  an  answer,  would  have  operated  his  ruin,  his  pride 
«ras  uncommonly  flattered,  and  his  credit  considerably  increased,  by  the 
honour  which  the  two  powers  did  him,  to  take  notice  of  the  overtures  of 
a  chief  of  banditti  and  regicides.  The  treaties  of  Campo  Fonnio  and 
Amiens  are  the  two  principal  causes  of  the  present  arrogance  of-Buona- 
{>arte,  and  all  the  misfortunes  of  Europe.  What  a  terrible  lesson  to  ull 
goreroments  never  more  to  capitulate  with  a  perfidious  usurper. 

To  pacify  the  Vendee,  he  lavished  money  and  honours,  and  proclaimed  . 
his  intentions  to  restore  to  religion  its  ancient  splendour.  He  knew  that 
the  throne  and  the  altar  ought  to  support  each  other.  The  departments 
of  tlie  west  submitted.  The  chiefs  repented,  but  too  late,  their  having 
believed  in  his  promises.  Many  of  them  perished,  the  victims  of  their 
good  faith.  ChamUrlhac  ordered  Frotte  to  be  shot,  although  he  had 
4MSored  him  that  the  consul  had  forgot  the  past. 

CoDvincedof  the  great  talents  of  (general  Moreau,  and  of  the  attach- 
tocut  which  the  troops  had  for  him,  Buonaparte,  before  he  sent  him  to 
the  Army  of  the  Khine,  attempted  to  unite  himself  with  him  by  the 
ties  of  blood.     A  meeting  having  been  appointed  with  Moteau.^  tc^  \k\v«« 
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cuss  the  plati  of  the  campaign,  which  was  on  the  point  of  being  opened, 
Duroc  entered  the  room,  and  placed  jsorae  newspapers  on  the  foantle* 
piece  of  the  chimney,  whilst  the  two  generals  were  inspecting  the  maps 
of  Italy,  and  Germany.  When  they  had  agreed  about  what  was  to  be 
done,  Buonaparte  took  a  newspaper,  and  gave  another  to  Moreao. 
After  having  perused  it,  Buonaparte  said  to  Moreau,  smiling.  The  Pth 

risiamt  must  always  he  babbling  ! What  is  the  news?  asked  MoreaQ, 

with  some  warmth. — They  say,  replied  Buonaparte,  that  before  you  jam 
the  army,  you  are  to  marry  my  sister  Caroline.     I  see  no  Aartn  in  ii. 
What  do  you  think  of  it  ?    Moreau  discovering  the  snare,  answered, 
with  the  frankness  of  a  Breton,  that  the  example  of  Joubertj  who  had 
been  killed,  and  had  left  a,  disconsolate  widow,   induced  Arm  io  delay 
thinking  of  marriage  till  qfter  the  campaign. — Buonaparte  turned  the 
conversation  from  that  *«ubject  to  that  of  the  troops.     Moreau  was  after- 
ivards  credibly  informed,  that  the  article   had  been  inserted  by  order 
of  government*     Hud  Moreau  accepted,  as  Buonaparte  wished  and  ex- 
pected, the  latter  would  have  got  himself  proclaimed  emperor  6n  hb 
return  from  Marengo.     Gerard  Lacuee,  one  of  his  aide-de^-camps,  iifld 
already  told  a  general,  who  wanted  to  be  admitted  into  Buonaparte*i 
room,  in  consequence  of  a  written  appointment:  You  wish  to  speak t9 

Buonaparte  the  first — Why  don^t  you  end  the  sentence,  observed  tlie 

general,  and  say  first  consul. — And  why  not  emperor,  replied  Lacoee^ 
vf'ith  vivacity  ;  Buonaparte  has  so  many  claims  to  the  title, — SkoM 
we  eten  be  inclined  to  name  him  emperor,  answered  the  general,  he  is 
too  staunch  a  republican  to  consent  to  it.  Lacuee  entered  the  room  to  an- 
nounce the  general.  Buonaparte  kept  him  two  hours  waiting,  ind  b^ 
was  not  admitted.  At  length  Joseph  came  out  of  his  brother's  closet, 
and  told  him,  **  the  consul  was  so  busy,  that  he  could  not  give  him  to 
audience.**  A  month  before,  on  his  return  from  Egypt,  he  had  closed 
the  same  general  in  his  arms  as  one  of  his  best  friends.  That  generv 
who  had  also  been  employed  in  the  Thnilleries  on  the  18th  and  19^ 
Brumaire,  instantly  lost  his  good  graces,  because  he  declared  Yitthmghi 
him  a  staunch  republican.    Honores  mutant  mores. 

His  campaign  of  Italy,  in  1800,  has  been  mu<ih  extolled,  because  b^ 
was  successful.  Beaulieu  committed  a  very  great  fault,  in  takii^  * 
position  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Tesino.  Melas  was  guilty  of  a  ^^ 
greater  blunder, *in  not  occupying  this  position  with  hts  whole  anojt 
On  the  J  4th  of  June,  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  Buonaparte  waf 
falling  back.  Now,  supposing  that  DesaisL's  attack  had  proved  fraH* 
less,  which  would  have  been  the  case  if  General  Zach  had  oiade  a  good 
use  of  his  column  of  six  thousand  grenadiers,  what  would  have  becovic 
of  Buonaparte  ?  He  would  have  been  obliged  to  re-cr68a  the  Po  at  Pit* 
centia.  Melas,  in  possession  of  Alexandria,  and  of  the  bridge  at  Vt* 
lenza,  would  with  his  victorious  army,  have  cut  off  erery  commaDicatMO 
with  France.  Eye-witnesses  assured  me^  they  saw  SiioD«p«rte  cxpottaf 
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UmBelf  to  the  greatest  dangers  on  the  day  of  the  battle  of  Marengo. 
Frum  twel?e  at  noon  until  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  he  continued 
with  the  44th  regiment,  which  from  its  position  was  obliged  to  sustain  a 
veiy  murderous  artiller}*^  6re.  He  was  reminded,  that  this  was  not  his 
place ;  his  answer  was,  a  ghastly  look,  which  betrayed  his  despair.  His 
lace  was  livid ;  his  mouth  foaming  with  rage.  Every  moment  he  looked 
at  his  watch.  It  has  been  said  that  he  was  determined  to  perish,  iu  case 
of  a  defeat,  because  his  temerity  had  committed  the  safety  of  the  army* 
Hia  victory  of  the  14th  of  June  procured  him  the  same  advantages  a« 
tl^  battle  be  fought  with  Beaulieu,  io  front  of  the  bridge  of  Lodi. 
Melas  retreated  along  the  Mincio. 

la  consequence  of  such  astonishing  successes,  his  reception  at  Milan 
and  in  France  looked  like  a  triumphal  march.  At  that  time  6uona« 
parte  had  some  friends,  whose  number  was  swelled  by  the  agents  of  the 
|K>lice,  who  were  ordered  to  stimulate  public  opinion  as  much  as  possi-> 
l)le,  to  flatter  his  vanity  by  a  great  concourse  of  people  in  every  towa 
trough  which  he  passed.  In  several  conferences  which  he  had  at  Paris, 
it  was  observed  that  he  knit  his  brows  every  time  Desaix  was  mentioned* 
He  wai  nettled  at  the  report  which  was  circulated,  of  Desaix's  having 
gained  the  battle  of  Marengo.  All  his  sycophants  were  ordered  to  con- 
tradict a  truth  that  tended  to  humble  his  self-love,  which  is  never  more 
infallibly  caressed  than  when  he  is  made  to  believe,  that  he  is  considered 
^  the  greatest  warrior  of  the  age. 

All  his  efforts  to  gain  the  love  of  the  French  being  counteracted  by 
their  attachment  to  their  lawful  sovereigns,  which  is  engraved  in  every 
hearty  the  nation  seemed  to  surround  his  car  in  the  tirm  porsuasion  only, 
that  af^er  having  effaced  the  disgusting  remnants  of  the  revolution,  he 
ifould  be  satisfied  with  the  dignity  of  grand  constable,  and  re-establish 
the  Bourbons  on  the  throne  of  their  illustrious  ancestors.

A»  he  pretended  to  be  rather  uneasy  iu  Paris,  where,  independent  of 
the  plan  to  set  fire  to  the  opera  house,  which  was  attributed  to  the  jaco« 
binib  some  vigorous  attempt  was  apprehended  from  the  ro}'alists,  Buo* 
aapart^  established  his  residenc  ?  at  the  castle  of  Malmaison.  The  troops 
of  the  camp  of  Amiens,  consisting  of  ten  thousand  grenadiers  and  vol- 
tigeurs,  were  quartered  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Versailles.  Detach- 
m^ents  of  infantry  and  cavalry  patrolled  night  and  day  in  the  environs  of 
tbe  castle,  especially  on  the  road  to  Paris.  One  evening  Buonupart^ 
on  returning  to  his  rooms,  perceived  a  ladder  placed  against  a  window 
of  bis  bed-chamber.  Frightened  at  the  idea  that  some  one  might  already 
have  concealed  himself,  he  ran  back  full  speed  to  the  hall,  where  his  of- 
ficers were  still  assembled.  He  stuttered,  and  was  unable  to  speak.  At 
length  recovering  from  his  fright,  he  explained  its  cause.  The  alarm  • 
bfifBame  ^cm^ral.    The  whole  bouse  wat  repeatedly  searched;    Madaoia 
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B^onapart6  and  her  daughter,  Ilortensia  Beauharnois,  trembled  with 
fear.     An  aide-de-cump  hastened  to  Versailles.     The  drums  beat  to 
arms,  and  I  marched  at  the  head  of  six  battalions  of  grenadiers  to  the 
assistance  of  the  castle  of  Malmaison.      Although  the  most  diligeDt 
search  had  proved  vain,  and  the  arrival  of  the  troops  was  calculated  to 
restore  confidence,  the  family  could  not  resolve  to  lay  down.     It  was 
only  on  the  next  day,  towards  six  o'clock  in  the  morning,  that  the  tnie 
source  of  the  alarm  was  discovered.     The  workman  who  was  repairing 
the  window  casements  in  Buonaparte's  rooms,  was  asked  why  the  ladder 
had  been  lefL  stand  in  <^?     It  was,  answered  he,  with  much   na'iveteft9 
save  myself  the  trouble  of  placing  it  again,  that  I  lefi  it  standing.    It 
is  so  heavy,  that  it  requires  tux)  men  to  place  it.     The  confusion  of  thme 
who  had  been  indul<^iiig  in  idle  conjectures  must  have  been  seen  to  be 
credited.     The  anecdote  got  known,  and  afforded,  for  a  long  time,  t 
subject  of  merriment  to  all  companies.     The  alarm  which  this  paltry  oc« 
currence  caused   to  Napoleon,   because  it  had  not  been  planned  before^ 
hand,  affords  a  sufficient  explanation  of  the  motives  that  induced  him  to 
go  to  the  opera  on  the  3d  Nivose. 

(Details  res{)ecting  the  infernal  machine  of  th^  3d  Nivose  and  the 
peace  with  Austria,  England,  and  Turkey.  Expedition  to  St.  Domio<* 
go.  Arrest  and  death  of  General  Toussaint  TOuverture.  Buouaparti 
is  named  President  of  the  Cisalpine  republic,  and  Consul  for  life.) 

Though  master  of  the  destinies  of  France  and  Italy,  Buonaparte  was 
not  yet  satisfied  with  his  power.  He  grew  jealous  of  the  commerce  and 
wealth  of  England,  and  regretted  he  had  not  availed  himself  of  the 
peace  of  Amiens,  to  send  to  that  island  the  army  which  was  uselessly 
perishing  at  St.  Domingo.  As  soon  as  he  heard  there  was  some  dissa- 
tisfaction prevailing  among  the  troops  at  Gibraltar,  he  dispatched  an  ex- 
pedition from  Toulon,  which  hovered  several  days  before  that  fortress, 
although  the  wind  was  favourable  to  pass  the  straights,  and  to  continue 
the  voyage  to  St.  Domingo,  which  was  the  ostensible  destination  of  the 
troops  on  board.  Notwithstanding  the  many  insinuations  of  the  naval 
commander,  the  general  of  the  land  troops  would  not  act  contrary  to  bo* 
iK>ur  and  to  the  faith  of  treaties.  England  did  wisely  iu  declaring  war 
against  Buonaparte.  She  had  every  thing  to  fear  in  time  of  peace,  from 
a  man  who  is  as  deceitful  as  he  is  enterprizing. 

After  he  had  taken  possession  of  Hanover,  in  June  1803,  he  obtained 
the  ceasion  of  Louisiana  by  Spain,  and  sold  that  province  to  the  Ame- 
ricans.  He  thought  he  should  be  revenged  of  England,  for  having  beea 
seen  through,  by  detaining  as  prisoners  all  the  English  individuals  that 
happened  to  be  in  France.  This  measure  was  generally  looked  upon  ai 
atrocious,  and  gave  a  just  idea  of  his  ferocious  disposition.  He  bad 
foreseen  the  evacuation  of  Egypt,  and  treated  with  the  most  marked  re*  ^ 
gard  the  generals  who  had  the  good  fortune  to  return  from  that  countiy. 
i  Je  wanted  to  make  them  forget  His  base  desertion.    He  was  on  the  coo*. 
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ry  exasperated  at  the  los&  of  St.  Domingo,  and  Ubcd  extremely  ill 
Ty  ooe  who  contrived  to  escape  tliat  proscription.  The  French  go* 
nment  has  always  considered  that  colony  as  the  political  cautery  of 
f  mother  countrv. 

Buonaparte  was  informed  of  every  thing  that  passed  in  Loudon.  He 
red  alike  the  influence  of  the  fiourbons,  the  talentx  of  Pichegru, 
!  temerary  audacity  of  Georges,  and  the  bitter  tarca^ms  of  Gtinera! 
oreau,  who  at  a  great  dinner  party  thought  he  could  not  better  ri« 
:u1e  the  legion  of  honour  which  Buotia^iarte  had  just  founded,  than 
r  giving  his  cook  a  stewpan  of  honour  for  having  cooked  an  excefient 
mer,  Tf  you  continue  in  the  same  wr,-/  (said  Moreau  to  the  c*ook,  in 
«  presence  of  his  guests,  who  were  bursting  with  laughing,  it  will  not 
f  hng  ere  I  appoint  you  a  grand  officer.  The  Machiuveli«m  of  Buo- 
ipart^  shewed  itself  in  all  its  deformity.  Spies  were  dispatched  to 
•oglaud  and  Germany.  They  appeared  zealous  to  contribute  their 
Tvices  in  behalf  of  the  Bourbons.  Moreau  himself,  who  ought, 
Jwever,  to  have  known  his  rival,  became  the  dupe  of  intriguers,  with 
horn  Boooaparte  contrived  to  beset  him.  A  Bourbon  was  enticed  to 
^  neighbourhood  of  Alsace  to  be  given  up  to  his  executioner,  who 
^  tfiis  horrible  assassination,  wanted  to  convince  France  and  Kuro^MS 
•t  it  was  very  far  from  his  intentions  to  yield  his  place  to  the  for- 
er  reigning  family.  If  it  was  thought  necessary  to  have  a  Bourbon 
*dy  to  be  placed  at  the  head  of  the  French  government,  immediately 
tor  the  death  of  the  usurper,  why  was  he  not  landed  in  Britanny  or 
ormandy,  or  why  did  he  not  remain  on  board  of  an  English  cruizer, 
rtil  occurrences  might  claim  his  presence  and  render  it  u:«eful  ?  Such 
[wtident  measure  would  have  counteracted  the  ulterior  views  of  Buo- 
parte;  the  Duke  d^Ehghien  would  have  been  much  safer  in  either 

the  aforesaid  provinces  than  in  any  court  of  the  German  empire,  the 
'Qisters  of  which  had  sold  themselves  four  years  before,  to  i\\e  paity 

the  Corsican.  This  young  prince,  whose  talents  kept  pace  with  hin 
ines,  was  unmercifully  butchered  in  the  ditches  of  the  castle  of  Vin- 
Hoes.     General  Hulling  having  told  him  that  he  was  to  be  removed 

toother  apartment,  the  prince  followed  him.  After  many  turnings 
^  got  to  the  ditches  of  the  castle,  and  passed  by  the  grave  that  was 
vtioed  for  the  prince.  On  perceiving  it,  the  Duke  d^Enghien  said, 
Ui  t  becoming  pride,  to  the  olficer  who  commanded  the  escort:  '*  i 
-tile  apartment  which  I  am  to  occupy.  There  is  no  occasion  to  go 
ftntr,''     He  kneeled  down  to  nuike  a  short  prayer,  and  when  he  rose, 

•wd  they  might  tire.  The  officer  walking  up  to  him,  the  Duke  tr»ld 
•,  that  *'  he  would  not  sulfFer  himself  to  he  blindfolded,  neither  would 

kncfU"  While  this  illustrious  descendant  of  the  great  Conde  was  re- 
wil^  death  with  heroical  firmness,  Napoleon  drew  his  watch  and  said, 
Agt  to  Madame  Buonaparte  and  Fuuche,  who  both  are  reported 
hm  ini[>iored  his  pardon  :     **  His  bu>ine:»s  lias  been  done  five  \i\\» 
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Ttkutea  ago."     HuUin  liad  promised  him  that  his  execution  should  tafct 
place  precisely  at  two  o*clock  in  the  morning. 

Buonaparte  durst  not  bring  Pichegru  before  any  court  of  justices 
The  hope  of  obtaining  his  pardon,  had  prevented  this  general  making 
important  discoveries,  which  he  would  infallibly  have  made,  had  be 
known  to  a  certainty  tliat  he  was  to  die.     This  was  the  motive  why  he 
was  privately  dispatched.     Savar}^  performed  this  office,  with  four^<w 
d^armes  of  the  consular  guard.     General  Moreau  and  Georges  had  beca 
arrested  and  safely  confined.     Being  now  delivered  from  his  dangemH 
lidversariesy  Buonaparte  tore  off  the  mask.     A  register  was  opened  it 
the  military  office  of  the  commandant  at  Paris,  where  was  deposited! 
very  long  address,  which  ended  with  beseeching  Buonaparte  **  to  accept 
of  the  title  of  emperor,  which  the  army  was  anxious  to  offer  him  ai  la 
acknowledgment  for  the  harvest  of  laurels  which  his  genius  had  show- 
ered upon  the  troops,  and  for  the  splendid  services  he  had  rendered 
the  country  ever  since  he  had  been  at  the  head  of  its  government.'*    This 
register  was  soon  filled  with  signatures ;  and  it  has  been  reported  thit 
it  was  laid  before  the  senate,  to  remove  its  hesitation  in  giving  a  sanctioa 
to  the  wish  expressed  by  the  tribunate  without  the  concurrence  of  tfat 
French  people*     Had  measures,  similar  to  those  which  took  place  Ibr 
the  consulship  for  life,  been  adopted,  it  would  have  been  clearly  tees 
how  much  public  opinion  had  already  been  altered  in  the  course  of  a 
year  to  the  disadvantage  of  Buonaparte,  notwithstanding  his  efforts  to 
inspire  terror  by  arbitrary  arrests  and  assassinations  in  the  Turkish  style. 
(Elevation  of  Buonaparte  to  the  imperial  throne.     Murat's  speeck 
Answer  returned  by  Buonaparte,  who  was  besides  complimented  by  all 
the  other  generals  present  at  the  ceremony,  among  whom  were  Aoge- 
reau,  Bernadotte  and  Macdonald.     Moreau*s  sentence  ;  his  banishmeot 
The  Pope's  arrival  in  France.     Buonaparte  is  crowned  Emperor  of  the 
French.) 

An  individual  oath  was  required  of  every  public  functionary,  with  a 
formality  that  showed  the  importance  which  Buonaparte  attached  to  its 
being  taken.  He  was  in  the  hall  of  the  throne,  seated  in  a  spadoos 
arm^^hair,  on  a  platform  four  feet  high.  Cambaceres  was  on  bis  right, 
and  Lebrun  on  his  lefi,  in  common  arm-chairs.  The  great  diguitiries 
and  ministers  of  state  wer6  seated  in  chairs  to  the  right  aud  left  of  the 
two  appendixes  of  the  new  emperor.  The  candidates  were  introdnced 
one  by  one.  A  prefect  of  the  palace  proclaimed  their  names  in  a  \o\A 
v(nce.  The  individual  called,  advanced,  guided  by  a  second  prefect  of 
the  pdlace,  who  presented  him  to  Louis  Buonaparte,  the  high  eomts- 
ble  of  the  empire.  If  the  candidate  did  not  belong  to  the  annj,  he 
tvat  introduced  to  the  great  dignitary  of  his  department. -  He  waste 
make  three  bows,  the  first  very  low,  in  front  to  Buonaparte,  thcsecwri 
on  his  left  towards  Cambac^r^s,  and  the  third  oo  lua  right  to  Lcfana.

iperor.**  His  majesty  consented  by  a  nod  of  his  head.  Maret,  the 
Tetary  of  state,  gave  the  individual  the  text  of  the  oath,  wrritten  on  a 
[>  of  iMiper.  It  was  expressed  in  these  words  :  **  1  swear  allegiance  to 
i  emperor,  and  submisbion  to  the  constitutions  of  the  empire.*'  Na- 
leon  received  the  applicants  very  coolly  :  but  when  they  had  taken 
i  oath,  he  vouchsafed  to  brighten  up  a  little,  and  dismissed  the  new 
ct  with  an  inclination  of  the  head,  accompanied  with  a  slight  smile, 
oere  mockery,  and  an  undoubted  mark  of  the  contempt  with  which 
t  silly  meanness  of  the  French  inspired  him.  The  elect  withdrew 
th  three  bows ;  the  high  constable  returned  the  adept  to  one  prefect 
the  palace,  who  handed  him  over  to  his  colleague.  The  latter  at- 
ided  him  to  the  door  of  the  hall.  I  performed  this  ceremony  on  the 
ne  day  with  Camot,  the  tribune,  and  the  generals  Lecourbe  and 
,4lavene. 

This  period  may  be  considered  as  the  achme  of  the  debasement  of 
s  French,  and  of  the  despotism  of  their  tyrant.  He  threw  off  all  re- 
*r€f  and  spoke  as  an  absolute  master.  Ministers  of  state,  lield-mar- 
ih,  ambassadors  of  foreign  courts,  all  were  kept  waiting  in  his  anti* 
mtt.  On  the  parade,  he  left  off  returning  the  salute  to  the  generals 
d  the  colours,  a  formality  which  the  great  Frederic  scrupulously  ob- 
yted  until  his  death.     At  the  camp  of  Boulogne  he  suffered  himself  to 

blinded  by  his  anxiety  to  have  his  name  handed  down  to  posterity  to 
eh  a  degree  as  to  permit  his  flatterers  to  exact  contributions  from  the 
id  and  naval  forces,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  him  an  obelisk,  which 
11  cost  from  eight  to  nine  millions  of  French  livres.  When  he  heard 
ftt  the  proposed  measure  had  obtained,  or  seemed  to  obtain  the  con* 
it  of  the  troops,  whose  indecision  had  been  occasioned  by  the  great 
u>nveniency  of  sacrificing  one  day's  pay  every  month,  he  said  to  Mar- 
ll  Soult :  "  The  monument  may  be  commenced  immediately  ;  my 
Mttore  shall  furnish  the  sums  that  may  be  wanted."  Anxious  to  be 
»aght  the  first  in  every  thing,  he  frequently  had  warm  discussions 
th  Admiral  Bruix,  who  was  the  only  officer  that  durst  tell  him  the 
ith.  Vexed  at  the  harbour  of  Boulogne  being  so  defective  for  the 
liog  of  the  flotilla,  he  fancied  that  there  was  some  ill-will  on  the  part 

the  sailors.  One  day,  when  the  barometer  was  uncommonly  low,  he 
re  orders  to  Bruix  for  the  sailing  of  the  flotilla.  The  admiral  observed^ 
That  it  would  be  dangerous  to  go  into  the  roads  with  a  Fouth-wcst 
nd,  which  was  likely  to  blow  very  hard  :  that  being  well  acquainted 
th  the  meteorology  of  the  climate  of  Boulogne,  he  entreated  him  to 
lay  the  execution  of  his  orders  for  a  few  days," — "  Not  for  one  hour," 
plied  Buonaparte,  **  I  want  to  be  instantly  obeyed.  That  is  the  only 
ij  to  get  you  to  move.  You  would  drive  me  mad  if  I  libtened  any 
iigvr  to  your  dissertations  about  winds,  currents  and  tides.  I  have 
lAed  my  victories  by  a  single  word,  forwards,  march  :  and  it  is  my 
H  thftt  it  he  henceforth  the  word  of  command  for  the  naTj%^ 
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Bruix  was  extremely  sorry  for  his  obstinacy.  Tiie  line  was  formed 
towards  two  o*cIock  in  tlie  afternoon.  It  iiaJ  not  been  three  hours  io 
the  roads  when  a  dreadful  storm  arose.  Several  vc4-.<els  were  wrecked 
on  the  shore,  others  were  swallowed  by  the  wave»,  with  their  crews. 
Admiral  Lacrosse  had  the  s;o<)d  fortune  to  make  tiie  harbour  of  Etaples, 
after  having  run  the  greatest  dangers.  Buonaparte  went  with  Bruix  to 
the  shore  to  give  assistance  to  thoae  that  Iiad  bt-en  wrecked.  He  conti- 
nued on  the  pier,  near  the  fort  of  Chatillon,  until  about  two  o*clock  in 
the  morning.  Several  times  he  rushed  into  the  water  up  to  the  middle, 
to  catch  those  that  were  driven  by  the  waves  to  the  shore  aad  dragged 
back  again  on  their  return,  when  the  b3'e-8tauder8  were  not  quick  in 
catching  them.  The  loss  occasioned  by  this  fatal  accideut,  was  estimated 
at  nine  hundred  meu.  Buonaparte,  who  now  learnt,  at  the  expeuce  of 
the  lives  of  his  sailors,  that  the  sea  service  diHTers  materially  from  th^ 
land  service,  renounced  his  foolish  pretensions,  aad  gave  Bruix  the  ut- 
most latitude  of  power. 

This  admiral  is  reported  to  have  advised  Buonaparte  to  collect  all 
I^is  men  of  war  to  sweep  the  Channel,  and  protect  the  laudiog  in  £og* 
land  of  the  hundred  thousand  men  encamped  at  Boulogne.  The  army 
of  Brest  was  to  be  put  on  board  of  Admiral  Gautheaume*s  fleet.  Milip 
tary  men  who  know  Buonaparte  well,  are  convinced  that  he  never  sen* 
ously  thought  of  landing  in  England.  The  experience  he  gathered  io 
Egypt,  and  particularly  in  Syria,  has  taught  him  to  be  more  prudent 
for  the  future.  He  will  not  only  not  attempt  any  expedition  against 
England  and  Scotland  ;  but  I  may  even  say,  that  he  has  such  notions  of 
Ireland  as  will  induce  him  to  be  contented  with  sending  a  few  agents  to 
amuse  the  disaffected,  and  engage  the  English  goveromeut  to  keep  there 
«  great  number  of  troops. 

When  Buonaparte  was  informed  tliat  Admiral  Calder  had  defeated 
Villeneuve,  and  that  Gantheaume,  though  superior  in  numbers  to  Com* 
wallis,  had  fled  without  fighting,  he  caused  those  Russian  and  Austrian 
armies  to  be  set  in  motion,  of  which  it  is  reported  iu  France,  that  ever 
iiince  the  residence  of  Mack  at  Paris,  their  formation  was  resolved  upon, 
their  unconnected  march  regulated  beforehand,  and  their  being  betrayed 
by  the  most  solemn  oath  of  the  former  commander  in  chief  of  the  army  of 
Naples.  I  only  repeat  what  was  said  by  the  officers  of  the  staff  of  Geneitl 
JcUachich,  who  was  taken  with  his  column  of  troops  in  the  Voralberg.  lo 
the  convival  rejoicings  which  took  place  at  Ulm  after  Mack^s  disgraceful 
capitulation,  French  indiscretion  went  so  far  as  to  say,  *<  That  whilst  tln^ 
mauceuvred  on  the  heels  of  Mack,  they  had  free  play  with  bis  head;** 
alluding  to  the  passage  of  the  Danube,  which  was  effected  by  tlieFreocfa 
army,  at  a  distance  of  several  leagues  behind  Mack*8  army,  while  strouj) 
parties  were  scouring  the  roads  that  lead  to  Ulm.  To  write  or  to  tptfl^ 
more  ably  on  the  art  of  war  than  General  Mack,  it  impoasible.  Hi*  * 
writings  are  as  captivating  as  his  conversation.    It  is  supposed  tbst  IM 
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escape  from  Paris,  at  the  moment  when  h\s  exchange  was  settled,  and 
undoubtedly  knowiif  is  one  of  those  political  raaster*strokes  of  Napoleon, 
to  induce  the  court  of  Vienna  to  confide  in  the  plans  of  Mack.     It  is  a 
contrivance  of  that  Italian  cunning  which  knows  how  to  profit  by  circum* 
stabces  apparently  unfavourable,  in  order  to  insure  the  complete  success 
of  its  perfidious  plots.     It  has  also  been  asserted,  that  if  General  Mack 
had  not  sold  himself  to  Buonaparte,  he  would,  at  the  first  news  of  the 
loarch  of  the  French  army,  and  of  its  great  superiority,  hare  quitted  bis 
position  on  the  Iller,  destroyed  all  the  bridges  of  the  Danube,  and  ma- 
ncBuvered  to  oppose  the  passage  of  that  river ;  that  even  admitting  he 
had  committed  the  unpardonable  fault  of  not  having  procured  exact  in- 
formation, and  the  Danube  had  been  crossed  at  Neuburg  before  he  could 
march  to  oppose  it,  he  is  still  inexcusable  for  having  staid  at  Ulm,  with 
nearly  forty  thousand  men  ;  that  if  he  had  not  been  firmly  resolved  to 
deliver  them  up  to  Buonaparte,  he  should  have  directed  his  march  to- 
wards the  defiles  of  the  Tyrol,  which  not  only  offered  him  a  safe  retreat, 
but  also  an  advantageous  ground,  successfully  to  resist  the  French  army, 
How  could  Mack,  who  is  really  well  informed  in  military  matters,  deter- 
mine to  shut  himself  up  with  the  choicest  part  of  his  army  in  a  city  like 
^Im,  that  from  the  nature  of  its  situation  is  unable  to  withstand  a  regu- 
lar attack  ?    The  Tyrol  was  the  only  strong-hold  to  which  honour  and 
.^oty  equally  pointed. 

The  bridge  of  Vienna  over  the  .Danube  was  also  left  at  the  disposal  of 
jibe  French.  Was  it  the  effect  ^  neglect  or  of  complaisance  ?  It  was 
jrumored  that  this  excessive  poUteness  was  likewise  the  result  of  Buona- 
parte's golden  star.  From  that  instant  the  campaign  was  decided  in  fa- 
vour of  the  enemy.  Prussia  was  caressed,  and  the  continuation  of  its 
neutrality  secured.  Buonaparte  was  beforehand  with  Prince  Charles,  to 
fight  the  battle  of  Austerlit?,  and  peace  was  concluded.  The  Hussiaa 
army  would  not  have  been  forced  to  retreat  had  it  not  been  for  the  false 
dispositions  of  its  general,  who  wanted  to  cut  off  the  retreat\of  the  French 
he/ore  he  defeated  them.  The  Russian  generals,  officers,  and  soldiers, 
were  exasperated  at  the  defeat  of  Austerlitz.  They  were  impatient  to 
^be  soon  enabled  to  measure  themselves  again  with  the  French.  The  war 
between  France  and  Prussia  afforded  them  this  opportunity.  Buona- 
parte's letter  to  the  Senate,  dated  Bamberg  the  7th  of  October,  1806» 
aeems  to  lay  upon  Prussia  all  the  blame  of  a  struggle  of  which  the 
French  party  at  Berlin  was  the  first  promoter.  In  his  proclamation  to 
\k\A  troops,  he  speaks  of  orders  having  already  been  given  for  their  return 
to  France,  while  all  the  generals  and  commanders  of  corps  had  been  or- 
dered three  moutJis  before  to  be  in  readiness  to  strike  a  dreadful  blow, 
which  was  to  annihilate  the  Prussian  monarchy,  white  even  the  latest 
conscripts  were  sent  for  from  the  dep6ts  of  infantry  and  cavalry,  to  re« 
emit  the  different  regiments  to  their  full  complement,  and  while  troops 
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were  hastening   by  forced  marches  from  the  interior  of  France,  to  re* 
inforce  the  divisions  of  the  grand  army. 

The  battle  of  Jena  was  a  premeditated  snare,  into  which  the  confi- 
dent Frederic  William  was  betrayed  by  the  artifices  of  the  perfidious 
agents  of  his  eniemy.  The  Prussian  army  consisted  of  about  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  thousand.  The  French  amounted  to  nearly  two  hun- 
dred thousand.  But  notwithstanding  this  superiority  of  numbers,  the 
chances  were  all  in  favour  of  the  Prussians,  if  they  had  kept  the  Elbe 
until  the  arrival  of  the  Russians.  The  successes  which  these  aoxiliariet 
would  have  obtained,  would  have  determined  Austria  to  declare  with 
them  against  France.  The  victory  of  Trafalgar  had  raised  great  discon- 
tents in  the  interior  of  the  French  empire ;  an  English  expedition  might 
have  conveyed  a  Bourbon  to  Paris,  Buonaparte  would  have  fled  either 
to  Italy  or  to  Corsica,  and  Europe  would  have  been  free.  If  the  King  ot 
Prussia  escaped  from  Jena,  it  was  with  Buonaparte*s  consent.  It  has 
clearly  been  proved  that  he  might  have  been  taken  prisoner ;  bat  he 
would  have  embarrassed  his  conqueror ;  the  latter  preferred  favouring 
his  flight  with  his  regiment  of  cavalry.  This  apparent  moderation  was 
considered  as  a  complete  victory,  while  a  total  destruction  would  have 
discovered  the  authors  of  the  treason.  When  the  corps  of  Augetean 
marched  through  Frankfort,  on  its  way  to  Wurtzburg,  it  was  reported 
that  Buonaparte  had  flattered  himself  that  he  should  be  at  Berlin  before 
the  end  of  October.  A  rumour  has  also  been  industriously  circulated 
that,  before  his  departure  from  Paris,  looking  over  his  maps  to  examine 
military  positions,  he  had  enthusiastically  exclaimed — BerikUrp  I  kne 
them  !  not  a  man  shall  escape:  alluding  to  the  Prussians,  whose  move- 
ments he  was  calculating.  This  anecdote  was  hawked  about  the  army 
towards  the  latter  end  of  September.  Why  recur  to  so  evident  a  con- 
tradiction ?  Why  add  by  his  sarcasms  to  the  misfortune  of  bis  victims, 
and  to  the  debasement  of  his  slaves  ?

THE  LIFE  OF  THE  GREAT  CONDE. 

(Continued  from  our  Last,) 
BOOK  11. 

ON  his  return  to  court  the  prince  was  met  there  by  his  sister,  the 
dtttcbess  de  Longueville,  who  equally  captivated  the  eye  and  the  heart 
"by  the  loveliness  of  her  person  and  the  fascination  of  her  understandin<^. 
This  princess,  on  whom  nature  had  lavished  every  gift,  to  the  misfortune 
«f  France,  and  by  an  extraordinary  fatality,  suffered  her^lf  to  be  go- 
'vemed  by  persons  of  much  inferior  ability  while  she  acquired  a  high  de- 
l^ree  of  ascendancy  over  the  Great  Conde,  the  only  man  of  her  time, 
perhaps,  by  whom  in  the  nature  of  things  she  ought  to  have  been  in-. 
fiaenced. 

When  the  prince  appeared  in  the  capital  he  was  courted  by  all  par- 
ties ;  but  at  first  his  intention  was  to  preserve  an  equal  balance  between 
the  court  and  the  faction.  He  became  mediator  between  the  queen  and 
the  Fronde,  and  persuaded  that  princess  to  negociate  with  parliument,]aud 
usoe  that  famous  declaration,  which  for  a  time  seemed  to  pacify  all 
discontents. 

At  that  period  the  boundless  ambition  displayed  by  the  Abbe  de  la 
Riviere  gave  rise  to  a  contention  which  excited  indignant  surprise,  as 
well  in  the  court  as  the  city.  That  minion,  so  cherished  by,  though  in- 
jurious to  Gaston,  had  the  audacity  to  dispute  the  cardinaPs  hat  with 
the  prince  of  Conti,  who,  only  sixteen  years  of  age,  had  burne  away  the 
pftlm  at  the  Sorbonne ;  and  who  to  his  illustrious  birth  united  every  re- 
quisite for  the  ecclesiastical  state,  which  the  weakness  of  his  constitution 
had  determined  bis  father,  the  late  prince  of  Conde,  to  make  him  em- 
brace. The  Great  Conde,  offended  at  this  concurrence,  supported  his 
brother's  pretensions  witli  the  dignity  and  warmth  which  were  natural 
to  him,  and  which  his  near  relationship  and  the  equity  of  his  cause  ju>ti- 
£ed«  Gaston,  after  venting  menaces  and  making  fruitless  attempts  in 
bit  minion's  behalf,  was  obliged  to  yield.  The  entrance  of  the  prince  of 
^onti  iut<v  the  ecclesiastical  career  was  brilliant,  yet  he  could  not  deter- 
vupe  to  proceed  ;  and  consul  ting  his  courage  more  thau  Vv\%  cWxattftt^ 
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and  his  inclination  more  than  his  powers,  he  soon  gave  up  the  richeflt 
benefices  to  follow  the  profession  of  arms.  The  example  of  his  brother 
was  seductive,  he  wished  to  tread  in  his  steps,  and  always  lingered  far 
behind. 

It  was  not  long  before  the  flames  of  sedition,  which  had  been  smothered 
awhile,  again  broke  out  and  blazed  with  contagions  violence.  Each 
faction  renewed  their  efforts  to  draw  over  the  prince  to  their  side.  The 
dangerous  eloquence  of  the  celebrated  prelate,  who  was  proud  to  bear 
the  name  of  the  modern  Cataliue,  was  lost  on  the  Great  Conde,  who 
neither  suffered  the  solicitation  of  the  malcontents,  the  seductions'of  hi* 
sister,  his  friendship  for  the  duke  de  Chi^tillon,  nor  resentment  for  hi» 
personal  injuries  to  swerve  him  from  his  duty.  The  constant  answer  he 
returned  is  well  known  ;  *'  My  name  is  Louis  de  Bourbon,  and  I  will  not 
weaken  the  power  of  the  crown." 

The  queen,  on  her  part,  had  recourse  to  tears  and  intreaties  to  draw 
Conde  to  her  party  :  the  young  king  embraced  that  prince,  and  be- 
sought him  to  secure  the  safety  of  the  state^  and  of  his  royai  persmt. 


Misfortune  humanizes  the  great ;  the  voice  of  duty  alone  determined  the 
prince  to  take  part  with  a  court  on  which  he  placed  no  dependance ;  bat 
his  impetuous  character  soon  took  umbrage  at  the  obstacles  which  the 
Fronde  incessantly  opposed  to  his  good  intenttor».  He  showed  too  little 
forbearance  to  the  parliament ;  he  proposed  decisive  but  violoitmemsiirea. 

The  plan  of  Conde  was  to  bring  the  army  to  the  gates  of  the  capital, 
to  seize  on  the  arsenal,  to   place  cannon  in  battery  facing  the  principal 
streets,  and  in  that  state  of  things  to  summon  the  chief  of  the  Fronde  to 
quit  the  city.     There  is  no  doubt  but  the  court  would  have  obtained  all 
they  wished  from  fear,  without  being  obliged  to  put  the  menace  in  exe- 
cution ;  but  Le  Tellier  proposed  to  blockade  this  great  city,  and  reduce 
it  by  famine.     Tardy  measures  are  always  preferred  by  the  weak.     The 
queen  adopted  this  {jlan  without  hesitation,  and  the  prince  was  obliged, 
with  only  fW)m  seven  to  eight  thousand  men,  withont  money,  or  maga- 
zines, and   in  the  heart  of  winter,  to  undertake  this  arduous  oiterpise, 
which  demanded  so  many  preparations  and  resources. 

On  the  night  of  the  dth  of  January,  all  the  royal  family,  the  dntehesi  de 
Longueville  excepted,  left  Paris,  and  repaired  to  Saiut-Germatn.     The 
Great  Conde,  the  saviour  and  idol  of  the  nation,  for  a  time  became  as 
object  of  hatred  and  terror  to  the  Parisians :  they  raised  troops ;  theyoaag 
prince  of  Conti,  seduced  by  hiit  sister,  threw  himself  into  FarfB,and  waa 
declared  generalissimo  of  the  Fronde.     The  prince  grieved  and  iodtg* 
nant  at  the  conduct  of  his  brother,  whose  talents  however  gave  him  little 
uneasiness,  exerted  his  whole  powers  for  the  success  of  the  important 
terprise  he  had  undertaken.     He  established  posts  on  all  the  high  roadi 
and  on  the  banks  of  the  Seine ;  he  took  possession  of  IVvteifie,  Saint- 
Cloud,  Meodon,  Montlhery,  Corbeil,  Langny,  Charenton,  Viocei 
and  Saint-Denis,  and  by  these  means  intercepted  mosi  of  ch^ 
which  were  designed  to  eutei  'Pans.   V^scoX  ^l >uanft,\kSQ;««'i«t^iraaS«L 
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sufier  him  to  seize  od  all  the  requisite  places,  and  he  was  obliged  to  eva* 
cuate  some  of  those  he  had  judged  it  necessary  to  secure,  among  which 
wa«  Chareuton,  which  the  Parisians  entered  as  conquerors  when  they 
learned  it  was  no  longer  defended.  This  apparent  success  emboldened  the 
rebels,  and  the  duke  de  Beaufort  sallied  out  of  Paris  at  the  head  of  sit 
thousand  men  to  seize  on  Corbeil,  and  open,  by  this  means,  the  passage  of 
the  Seine. 

The  prince,  being  informed  of  this  project,  marched  with  a  small 
force  to  the  mill  of  Charenton,  and  those  formidable  warriors  imme* 
diately  turned  back  :  his  impatience,  rather  perhaps  than  necessity,  de* 
termined  the  great  Conde  to  carry  Charenton,  defended  by  Clausen, 
by  storm.  During  the  night  of  the  7th  of  February  till  the  following 
morning,  he  made  his  arrangements  and  charged  the  duke  de  ChlLtillou 
with  this  attack.  Fifteen  thousand  Parisians,  headed  by  a  priest,  sallied 
from  their  walls,  and  arranged  themselves  in  order  of  battle  between  tht 
Place  Royale  and  Picpus ;  but  this  was  the  first  and  only  effort  of  cou- 
rage shewn  by  that  multitude  ;  who,  thinking  themselres  an  army,  spoke 
of  nothing  but  their  glory,  yet  shrunk  at  the  aspect  of  danger.  At  break 
of  day,  Ch&tillon  began  his  attack  :  ClauRen  made  a  vigorous  resistance, 
but  notwithstanding  his  courage,  Boutteville  penetrated  into  the  intrencb- 
xnent ;  he  was  followed  by  the  whole  of  the  troops,  who  forced  the  bar* 
ricades,  and  the  post  was  soon  taken.  This  advantage  cost  the  nation 
dear;  more  than  a  hundred  officers  were  killed;  the  brave  Clausen  was 
of  the  number,  and  the  duke  de  Ch^tillon  perished  in  the  arms  of  victory. . 

The  Parisian  army,  seeing  its  presence  had  not  been  able  to  save  Charen- 
ton, took  care  not  to  expose  its  valor  by  attempting  to  retake  the  place  ; 
and  re-entered  Paris  amid  the  hisses,  reproaches,  and  insults  of  a  whole 
people,  indignant  at  the  cowardice  of  their  defenders.  The  prince  was 
too  much  grieved  at  the  death  of  his  friend,  to  exult  in  the  success  of  hi^ 
enterprise ;  his  affliction  for  the  loss  was  so  great  that  it  threatened  tu 
endanger  his  health,  but  the  necessity  of  attending  to  his  important  avo- 
cations, though  it  did  not  stiHe  his  sorrow,  prevented  him  from  sinking 
under  its  weight.  He  sent  detachments  to  seize  on  Brie-Comte-Robert, 
and  some  other  posts,  which  were  still  occupied  by  the  Frondeurs. 
Wherever  his  troops  appeared,  ridicule  and  disgrace  overtook  his  ene- 
mies; but  these  trifling  advantages  were  not  decisive.  The  Frondeurs, 
convinced  by  repeated  ill-success,  that  rebels  are  not  always  soldiers, 
made  new  efforts  to  acquire  defenders;  they  multiplied  their  cabals 
within  the  city,  and  their  intrigues  without ;  their  exertions  gained  ground, 
and  sedition  spread  in  every  part.  The  parliament  of  the  provinces  be« 
gan  to  league  with  that  of  Paris.  The  duke  de  Longueville,  who  hadre- 
tired  to  his  government  of  Normandy,  declared  for  the  Fronde,  and  put 
himself  in  march  with  an  army  of  ten  thousand  men  ;  another  was  raised^ 
by  the  duke  de  la  Tremouille  ;  the  viscount  deTurenne  caused  that  which  • 
he  commanded  in  Alsatipi  to  declare  against  the  court.  The  royal  authw\i^ 
QD  tbepoiat  of  being  overwhelmed  by  its  {oe« ',  iVi^  ox^tt^  ^1  X\\^ 
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.  que€D,  the  letters  of  the  king,  the  intrigues  of  Mazarin,  the  money  he 
distributed*  and  all  the  expedients  that  minister  employed,  were  insuffi- 
cient to  dissipate  the  storm. 

The  court  now  ftlt  it  had  no  resource  except  in  the  ascendancy  which 
the  Great  Conde,  by  his  courage  and  numerous  victories,  had  acquired 
over  the  minds  of  the  defenders  of  the  state,  who  were  now  become  its  ter- 
ror. The  prince  was  requested  to  employ  his  whole  influence,  and  to 
make  them  sensible  of  the  enormity   of  their  guilt.     Conde  exerted 

himself  with  zeal  ;    he  wrote «  Longueville  halted  on  hit 

march,  laTremouille  desisted  from  hishostile  preparations,  auJ  Turenue 
was  abandoned,  obliged  to  retire  into  a  foreign  country,  and  forced  to 
implore  the  protection  of  the  very  prince,  who  by  a  single  word  had  de- 
prived him  of  an  army  :  that  prince,  who  always  gave  merit  his  support, 
generously  exerted  himself  in  the  behalf  of  Turenne,  who,  beside  bit 
pardon,  obtained  considerable  favours  from  the  court. 

The  expectations  of  the  Fronde  being  thus  baffled,,  that  party  find- 
ing it  must  sink  under  the  efforts  of  the  prince,  who  employed  every  re- 
•ource  of  genius  for  its  destruction,  grew  weary  of  war.  The  queeD^ 
on  her  part,  alarmed  by  the  approach  of  the  Spaniards,  who  had  been  io- 
vited  by  the  coadjutor,  introduced  into  the  heart  of  the  kingdom,  and 
guided  by  his  emissaries,  was  willing  to  listen  to  peace.  Negociatiooi 
were  opened ;  each  party  yielded  to  necessity,  and  the  treaty  of  Saiot- 
Germain,  which  neither  diminished  the  power  of  the  minister  nor  the 
dangerous  influence  of  the  Fronde,  was  signed  through  the  medium  of 
the  prince. 

The  cessation  of  hostilities  had  made  no  change  in  the  public  feeling, 
her  majesty  therefore  did  not  risk  bringing  the  king  to  Paris,  neitherdid 
the  cardinal  venture  to  return.  Conde  was  aware  that  he  too  had  incur- 
red the  hatred  of  the  Parisians,  but  he  thought  his  glory  required  him 
to  brave  tliat  odium.  He  returned  to  the  capital  alone,  in  his  carriage* 
Ou  his  appearance,  the  same  populace,  who  had  invoked  maledictions oa 
his  head,  and  whom  he  had  not  only  reduced  to  the  horrors  of  famipf** 
but  threatened  with  pillage  and  death,  forgot  he  had  been  the  author  of 
their tuflerings,  and  only  recognized  the  hero  whoborethe  august  nameof 
Bourbon.  All  the  nobility  assembled  to  pay  homage  to  the  great Cond^ 
parliament  sent  him  a  deputation,  and  the  rebels  he  had  vanquished 
seemed  to  hail  him  as  their  deliverer.  This  tribute  of  veneration. gave 
umbrage  to  the  cardinal,  whose  suspicious  jealousy  never  suffered  him  to 
be  grateful,  and  his  envious  policy  induced  that  minister  to  off<7the 
prince  the  command  of  the  army  of  the  Low  Countries  ;  but  this  offer 
C^ode  thought  proper  to  reject. 

As  soon  as  the  treaty  of  peace  was  signed,  the  dowager  prinpeis  of 
Conde  reconciled  her  children,  and  it  was  from  that  period  the  dutcheN 
.  de  Longueville  acquired   the  fatal  ascendency  over  her  illustrious  bro- 
ther, which  we  before  mentioned.     At  the  iostigatioii  of  that  priocctfi 
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inde  threatened  to  withdraw  his  support  from  the  ministry,  unless  the 
rdinal  broke  off  the  projected  union  of  his  neice  with  the  dnke  de 
ercoeur ;  and,  first  taking  leave  of  the  court  at  Compiegne,  retired  to 
\  governmeDt  in  Burgundy. 

The  army  of  the  Low  Countries,  under  command  of  the  count  D*Har« 
lift,  was  uuiiuccessful.  After  raising  the  siege  of  Cambray,  the  Vey- 
iriens  declared  they  would  only  serve  France  under  the  order  of  the 
ince,  orM.  de  Turenne.  The  false  steps  of  government,  the  ill  suc- 
M  of  its  arms,  the  failure  of  its  negociations,  the  removal  of  the  court 
Compiegne,  the  contempt  and  hatred,  which  the  character  and  ad- 
iQistration  of  the  cardinal  excited,  but  more  especially,  perhaps  the 
oomy  state  of  the  public  mind,  in  those  times  of  turbulence  and  con- 
inon,  rekindled  the  flames  of  sedition.  The  court  took  alarm,  and 
egociated  the  return  of  Conde  to  the  capital.  The  prince,  who  was  at 
Kjon,  being  informed  of  the  just  apprehensions  of  the  queen,  quitted 
ii  goverment,  hastened  to  Paris,  took  the  necessary  measures  to  facili- 
ite  the  return  of  the  court,  and  urged  her  majesty  to  bring  the  young 
log  back  to  the  capital,  pledging  his  head  for  the  safety  of  the  cardinal. 
Yiii  advice  was  followed,  and  Conde  conducted  the  queen  and  her 
inister  to  the  Palais-Royal,  amidst  the  acclamations  of  the  people. 
t  the  moment,  her  majesty  seemed  to  feel  the  importance  of  this  service ; 
It  gratitude  soon  became  a  burthen  to  that  weak  princess,  and  her  am- 
tioos  minister.  The  merit  of  the  prince  in  this  instance  had  been  the 
^eater,  because  he  had  foreseen  the  ingratitude  he  experienced.  Effec- 
i^ly,from  that  time,  Mazarin  formed  the  project  to  lower  the  too  great 
^wer  of  a  prince,  who,  to  use  the  expression  of  cardinal  Retz,  had 
^▼cd  him  from  the  gibbet ;  he  endeavoured  to  make  him  obnoxious  to 
^  parties,  and  spread  incessant  snares  for  that  great  man.  It  is  with 
^Scttlty  suspicion  can  enter  an  elevated  mind  and  an  equitable  heart. 
'Onde  was  repeatedly  deceived  by  Mazarin,  before  he  came  to  a  decisive 
■pture  with  that  minister.  It  was  the  following  circumstance  which 
cctiioned  their  first  quarrel.  The  prince  solicited  the  government  of 
'^t  de  TArche  in  favour  of  the  duke  de  Longueville,  to  whom  it  was 
^'Wnised ;  but  afterward  this  promise  was  retracted.  Conde,  indignant 
^  AU  treatment,  joined  the  duke  D'Orleans  ;  the  Fronde  courted  his 
''Pport,  and  the  cardinal  trembled.  The  prince  was  averse  to  counte- 
•**ce  a  faction  ;  la  Riviere  thought  it  prudent  not  to  carry  matters  to  a 
"^t^r  length,  and  Gaston  proposed  himself  as  mediator  between  the 
nnce  and  Mazarin.  Conde  accepted  tl:e  offer  with  alacrity  ;  the  nego- 
•*<^n  was  successful,  the  prince  dictated  his  conditions,  the  cardinul 
*a»Crihed  implicitly,  and  a  reconciliation  took  place.     All  the  chiefs  of 

*  ^»onde,  Gondi  excepted,  declaimed  against  the  Great  Conde,  and, 
^>»tive  to  their  interest,  took  care  to  excite  the  public  animchity  ugain^t 
P**^erful  prince,  who  appeared  to  league  with  a  detested  minister ;   but 

*  Cardinal  had  only  assumed  the  mask  of  friendbluy,  th^V  Vi^  ti\\^^ 
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ahn  more  decisive  blows  at  the  hero  of  whom  he  stood  in  awe.  Eagerly 
seizing  every  opportunity  to  injure  the  prince,  at  bis  solicitation,  Maza- 
rin  granted  the  honours  of  the  Louvre  to  the  prince  de  Marsillac.  At 
the  same  time  he  fomented  the  discontent  of  the  noblesse,  who  mur- 
mured at  this  measure,  tolerated  their  assemblies,  exulted  in  having,  by 
his  intrigues,  raised  a  contention,  which  might  prove  very  troublesome 
to  the  man  whose  ruin  he  wished  ;  but  the  body  of  the  noblesse,  feeling 
its  power,  soon  talked  of  forcing  the  court  to  convoke  the  states  general. 

Mazarin,  supple  and  cringing  of  character,  through  life  preferred  ha- 
miliation  to  danger,  and  immediately  determined  to  disperse,  instead  af 
braving  the  storm*  He  revoked  all  the  privileges  which  had  given  qbi-' 
brage  to  the  noblesse,  and  succeeded  in  dissolving  the  assembly,  by  re- 
moving the  cause  which  had  provoked  the  nobles  to  assemble.  Notwith- 
standing the  failure  of  this  intrigue,  the  cardinal  still  determined  to  ac^ 
complish  the  ruin  of  the  prince,  at  any  cost :  to  detach  the  latter  fraoi 
a  faction  by  which  he  might  become  still  more  formidable,  Mazann 
caused  it  to  be  insinuated  to  the  prince,  that  his  life  was  sought  by  the 
Froude.  In  connivance  with  the  cardinal.  La  Boullaye,  one  of  those 
.miscreants  who  in  times  of  tumult  sell  their  services  to  the  highest  bidder, 
stopped  the  empty  carriage  of  the  prince  on  the  Pont-Neuf,  fired  a  few  pis- 
tol-shots, and  took  refuge  in  the  hotel  of  the  duke  de  Beaufort.  The  sole 
object  of  Mazarin  was  to  effect  an  irreconcileable  breach  between  the 
.prince  and  the  faction ;  for  it  never  had  been  the  intention  of  that  mioi^ 
ter  to  realize  this  assassination  ;  this  unnecessary  crime  was  foreign  to 
his  heart ;  but  he  availed  himself  of  the  contrivance  to  decry  the  Frood^ 
and  render  that  faction  odious. 

All  France  congratulated  the  prince  on  his  having  escaped  danger  so 
imminent :  Conde  appealed  for  justice  to  parliament,  and  his  sospidoBS 
fell  upon  the  coadjutor,  who  asserted  his  innocence  with  an  eloqueaoe 
which  was  the  more  persuasive,  as,  on  this  occasion,  it  was  founded  n 
truth.  The  adventure  of  Jarzai,  whom  the  prince  countenanced,  sod 
the  marriage  of  the  duke  de  Richelieu,  which  was  displeasing  to  the 
court,  and  which  Conde  had  favoured,  entirely  ruined  him  in  the  opinisp 
of  the  queen.  Mazarin  discoloured  all  his  actions,  and  made  a  crime 
even  of  his  victories ;  he  secretly  leagued  with  the  Fronde,  to  ensuretbe 
success  of  his  project,  and  redoubled  his  duplicity  towards  theprioof* 
The  dutchess  de  Chevreuse  appeared  on  the  scene,  and  became  the  soul 
of  these  intrigues  ;  the  duke  D*Orleans  was  detached  from  the  priacr, 
and  Conde  received  intimations  on  every  side  that  his  persQnal  liberty  w* 
in  danger ;  but  the  obliging  demeanor  of  the  queen,  the  protestatioat  ^ 
Mazarin,  his  pwn  exalted  rank,  every  thing  in  short  coLtribnted  to  vbA* 
him  incredulous  ;  he  treated  these  warnings  with  contempt,  and  M  ^ 
length  into  the  perfidious  snare,  which  had  been  so  artfully  spread. 

On  Monday,  January  18,  the  prince  went  to  the  Palais- Roy^l  u  OfO^' 
^  the  hour  of  coundl ;  Vie  V^d  %c^xcf\^  vqXkiq^  \Scu^^VlerY  ^  wUcb  tk* 
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membert  assemble^  when  GiiiUut,  captain  of  the  queen's  guard,  nil- 
proached,  and  informed  Conde  in  a  low  voice,  that  he  had  orders  to  ar* 
rest  his  highness,  as  well  as  the  prince  of  Conti  and  the  duke  de  Lon- 
guevillc.  The  prince  exclaimed  in  amazement :  "  This  then  is  the  re- 
ward of  Biy  services  !**  He  liowever  made  no  resistance,  but  asked  to 
«ee  the  queen,  who  refused  his  request,  and  suffered  Guitaut  to  lead 
him  through  a  file  of  guards  and  soldiers,  to  whom  he  suid  as  he  passed 
— "My  friends,  this  is  not  the  plain  of  Lens  T'  This  speech  either 
must  be  heard  in  silence  or  occasion  a  revolt :  the  loyalty  of  the  soldiers 
.  prevailed  over  their  attachment  to  the  prince.  It  was  necessary  to  pass 
«  dark  entry  :  ^*  Guitaut,**  said  the  prince,  without  stopping,  **  this  is  a 
.^^ood  resemblance  of  the  States  of  Blois.**  *'  Fear  nothing,  my  lord,*' 
<iioswered  Guitaut,  "  I  should  not  have  undertaken  such  a  charge.** 
When  they  reached  the  passage  of  the  Palais-Hoyal,  which  leads  into 
the  rue  de  Richelieu,  Guitaut  delivered  tlie  princes  into  the  custody  of 
Meissens,  and  informed  them  they  were  to  be  conducted  to  Viucennes, 
The  carriage  broke  down  on  the  road,  Conde,  who  waji  the  most  active 
man  of  his  time,  watched  hi;*  opportunity  and  escaped;  by  leaping  a 
ditch,  he  would  have  secured  his  flight,  but,  before  he  could  effect  this* 
he  was  overtaken  by  one  of  the  guards,  who,  with  a  pistol  at  his  breast^ 
obliged  him  to  return. 

On  their  arrival,  nothing  was  ready  for  the  reception  of  prisoners  of 
that  exalted  rank ;  there  were  neither  beds,  furniture,  nor  supper.  The 
prince  eat  a  couple  of  eggs,  threw  himself  on  straw,  and  slept  twelve 
boors  without  ibterniption.  When  he  rose  he  endeavoured  to  console 
aod  amuse  liis  companions  in  misfortune.  The  prince  of  Conti,  who* 
kad  no  resource  but  that  of  devotion,  asked  for  the  imitation  of  Jesus 
Christ  :  Conde,  more  thoughtful  for  the  present  than  the  future,  called 
fioT  the  imitaiion  ofM*  de  Beaufort^  who  had  found  means  to  escape  from 
that  very  prison.  The  prince  was  deeply  affected  by  the  treatment  he 
experienced,  yet  his  fortitude  and  equanimity  did  not  forsake  him,  and 
bit  conversation  and  wit  still  retained  all  their  charms.  His  frank  and 
easy  manners  endeared  him  to  all  who  approached  his  person  :  Com- 
aiinges,  a  man  of  sense  and  understanding,  whose  business  it  was  to  guard 
the  prince,  was  moved  even  to  tears  when  he  was  obliged  to  qnit  his 
prisoner:  the  Great  Conde  was  so  complete  a  master  of  the  art  of  at-> 
tachiog  men,  that  captivity  with  him  seemed  preferable  to  freedom,  when 
deprived  of  his  society.  De  Bar,  however,  who  was  the  successor  of  Com- 
miiiges,  was  a  mau  insensible  of  every  thing  but  the  advancement  of  his 
tfortane;  farfrom  pursuing  theconductof  his  predecessor,  he  endeavoured 
to  miike  the  captivity  of  the  prince  more  insupportable,  by  depriving 
Ins  illustrious  prisoner  of  those  consolations  which  are  the  only  resource  of 
the  unfortunate :  he  tried  even  to  sugs^est  the  most  seriftus  aphrelieui>ioiis 
£orthe  future  :  but  the  fortitude  of  that  great  man  cuuld  not  be  shaken. 
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On  the  arrest  of  the  Great  Conde  the  Partsians,  misled  by  the  Fronde, 
gave  a  loose  to  the  most  indecent  joy  :  the  qneen  wishing  to  justify  thU 
arbitrary  measure,  published  a  long  manifesto,  which  contained  accuift'- 
tioHH  MO  vague  and  destitute  of  proof,  that  it  produced  exactly  the  con- 
trary effect  to  that  which  was  intended.  Mazarin,  on  bis  part,  weotcfen 
80  far  as  to  dismiss  all  the  officers  and  domestics  of  the  prioce,  s^iie  oo 
their  money  and  papers,  and  send  their  furniture  to  be  sold  by  anctioo. 
This  excess  of  injustice  and  audacity,  at  length  excited  univemd  indigo 
nation,  and  the  Great  Conde,  who  hitherto  had  only  poaaesacd  friendti 
was  soon  to  find  avengers. 

Boutteviile  and  the  count  deTarannes  were  the  firstwho  roaein  arais; 
they  raised  troops  in  Burgundy,  and  in  the  beginning  had  some  raccei^ 
but  they  were  soon  forced  to  submit  to  those  of  the  king,  and  to  give  np 
Bellegarde,  into  which  they  had  thrown  themseWes.  The  def^ncdesi 
Condition  in  which  most  of  the  towns  belonging  to  the  prince  were  foandt 
offered  incontestible  proof  of  the  falsity  of  the  imputation*,  with  which 
the  cardinal  endeavoured  to  blacken  that  great  man :  bis  poaaeaaioBi 
were  easily  taken  :  the  Clermontois  and  the  town  of  Bourges  fell  intotlw 
hands  of  the  court ;  and  Stenai  and  Montrond^  in  BeiYy,  were  soon  the 
only  towns  which  remained  to  the  prince. 

The  duke  de  Bouillon  and  de  la  Rochefoucauld  endeavoufed  to  exdte 
the  provinces  beyond  the  Loire  to  revolt,  in  fkvor  of  Conde.     A  part  of 
the  noblesse  prepared  to  take  arms,  in  belialf  of  the  princes.     Intrignet 
and  cabals  multiplied,  which  is  almost  the  inevitable  efleet  of  excess  pf 
injustice.  The  young  princess  of  Conde  and  her  step-mother  had  retired 
to  Chantilly  with  the  duke  D'Enghien.     The  cardinal,  not  liking  tiieir 
vicinity  to  the  capital,  ordered  them  to  withdraw  toMontrond,  and  at  the 
same  time  stationed  troops  in  the  environs  of  Chantilly.     The  princ^afi 
being  informed  of  this  by  Blanchefort,  one  of  their  gentlemen^  feared,  aad 
not  without  cause,  that  it  was  intended  to  secure  their  persons,  seize  aa 
Montrond,  and  detain  them  prisoners ;  however,  by  following  the  advice 
of  Laine,  a  counsellor  of  state,  and  one  of  the  most  zealoos  partiiana  oi 
the  prince,  they  found  means  to  deceive  the  Sieur  dn  Vonldy,  a  gentle- 
man,  who  was  to  execute  the  orders  of  the  queen.    The  princess  dowager 
gained  time,  under  the  pretext  that  her  age  and  health  woold  not  admit 
of  her  immediately  undertaking  so  long   a  journey,  and  that  the  wi^ 
going  to  write  to  the  duke  D*Orleans.    The  young  princest,  wh6  vraa  ill 
in  bed,  rose ;  Mile.  Gerbier,  one  of  the  maids  of  honour,  took  her  {rface^ 
and  pretended  to  be  her  royal  mistress ;  and  a  gardener's  sob  paswd  Ibr 
the  duke  D*£nghien.     Under  favour  of  this  disguise,   by  whieh  da 
Vouldy  was  for  some  days  deceived,  the  young  princess  was  enabled  to 
make  the  necessary  preparations  to  escape  with  her  sod,  a  child  ofsevca 
years  old,  whom  she  dressed  in  girl's  clothes.

THE  EGYPTIAN  CAMPAIGN. 
Bt  General  Berthier. 


Landing  qf  the  French  in  Egypt, — Taking  of  Alexandria, 

DURING  the  short  interval  of  eight  days,  Boimparte  took  possession 
4>f  the  Island  of  the  Malta,  organized  therein  a  provisional  government, 
Tictaalled  the  fleet,  took  in  water,  and  arranged  all  the  military  udmi- 
.niatrative  dispiisitions.  He  appeared  before  this  Island  the  10th  June« 
37d8,.Mid  quitted  it,  on  the  Idth  June,  having  entrusted  the  command 
lo  general  Vaabois. 

The  wind  blew  freslily  from  the  north-west.  On  the  25th  June,  the 
aimauieDt  came  within  sight  of  the  Island  of  Candia  ; — the  29th  June^  it 
was  off  the  coast  of  Africa ;  on  the  morning  of  the  30th  June,  the  Tower 
.of  the  Arabs  was  discernable  ;  and  in  the  evening,  the  fleet  came  before 
Alexandria* 

Qooaparte  immediately  took  measures,  for  communicating  with  this 
-citj^  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  the  French  consul,  in  order  to  procure 
iotelligeDce,  as  well  with  respect  to  the  English,  as  relative  to  the  situa- 
tion of  £^'pt.  On  the  1st  July,  the  consul  came  on  board  the  admi- 
iml's  ship;  he  stated  that  the  appearance  of  the  French  fleet,  occasioned 
immediate  sidoption  of  measures,  against  the  Christian  inhabitants  of  the 
city,  and  that  he  experienced  great  difficulty  in  coming  away.  He 
.added,  that  fourteen  English  vessels,  appeared  on  the  'iSth  June,  within 
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half  a  league  of  Alexandria,  and  that  Admiral  Nelson,  after  communw 
eating  with  the  English  consul,  relative  to  the  French  fleet,  had  directed 
his  court»e  towards  the  north-cast ;  and  lastly,  he  iufomied  us,  thst  it  waa 
resolved  to  defend  the  city,  and  forts  of  Alexandria,  against  the  troops 
of  any  nation,  that  should   attempt  to  land. 

It  wuK  generally  apprehended  that  the  English  fleet  would  saddcoly 
appear,  and  attack  us,  at  a  moment,  and  in  circumstaucea,  the  moat  un- 
favourable for  resistance.  Not  an  instant  was  to  be  lost.  The  genenl 
in  chief,  the  same  evening,  made  the  necessary  arrangements  for  a  land- 
ing, and  fixed  on  the  point  at  Marabou  as  the  spot ;  he  ordered  the  fleet 
to  anchor  as  near  the  point  as  possible,  but  two  ships  of  war  in  preparing 
to  execute  this,  ran  foul  of  the  admiral's  ship,  which  caased  the  order 
to  be  countermanded,  and  the  armament  remained  at  its  then  Mtnatioo. 
This  was  at  a  distance  of  about  three  leagues  from  the  shore,  the  wind 
was  northerly,  and  blew  with  violence,  and  the  waves  dashing  against 
the  breakers  which  surrounded  the  coast,  rendered  the  debarkation 
equally  perilous  and  difficult ;  but  neither  these,  nor  the  adverse  state 
of  the  elements,  could  retard  the  brave  men  who  were  eager  to  anticipate 
the  hostile  dispositions  of  the  inhabitants. 

Bonaparte  was  anxious  to  superintend  the  debarkation  in  person, 
lie  went  on  board  a  galley,  and  was  instantly  followed  by  a  tiumerona 
train  of  boats,  in  which  he  had  ordered  Generals  Bon  andKleber,  to  em- 
bark such  parts  of  their  divisions,  as  were  on  board  the  ships  of  war.  Ge- 
nerals Desaix,  Keguier  and  Menou,  whose  divisions  were  on  board  the 
transports,  were  ordered  to  effect  a  landing,  with  their  men,  in  three  co« 
lumns,  as  near  as  possible  to  the  point  of  Marabou.  The  sea,  in  an  in- 
stant was  covered  with  boats,  which  stemmed  the  furious  impetuosity  of 
the  waves.  The  galley  which  carried  Bonaparte,  approached  the  nearest 
breakeis  whence  the  entrance  to  the  creek  of  Marabou  was  diacovered; 
he  there  waited  for  those  boats  that  had  orders  to  join  him,  but  they  arw 
rived  not  at  the  place  till  af\er  sun  set,  and  were  unable  during  the  night 
to  penetrate  the  ledge  of  breakers.  At  length,  very  early  in  the  morn^ 
ing,  the  general  en  chef,  effected  a  landing  at  the  head  of  the  foremost 
troops,  who  immediately  formed  in  the  desert,  about  three  leagues 
from  Alexandria. 

Bonaparte  inspected  the  troops  which  had  landed,  and  palced  the 
eclaireursy  in  front.  The  force  consisted  of  about  one  thousand  men  of 
General  Kleber*s  division,  eighteen  hundred  of  Menou*s,  and  fifteen 
hundred  of  that  of  General  Bon.  The  situation  of  the  shipping,  and 
the  nature  of  the  coast  at  Marabou,  rendered  it  impracticable  to  land 
either  the  horses,  or  the  artillery,  nor  were  the  divisions  of  Deaaiz,  or 
Regnier  yet  landed ;  but  Bonaparte  well  knew  he  commanded  mcQ» 
who  dreaded  not  their  adversaries.  It  was  necessary  to  take  advantage 
of  the  hour,  in  advancing  against  Alexandria ;  and,  between  two  and 
three  in  the  morning,  the  troops  began  to  march  in  three  coluoun.    At 
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the  moment  of  their  departure,  some  veifseU  of  Regnier^s  division  arrived 
at  the  place  of  landing,  and  that  general  received  orders  to  take  position 
lor  covering  the  point  of  debarkation  :  General  Desaix  was  ordered  to 
follow  the  route  of  the  Army,  as  soon  as  his  division  had  effected  a  land- 
iug*  Orders  were  also  issued,  tiiat  the  transport  vessels  Mhould  come  to 
an.  anchor  in  the  port  of  Marabou,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  dabarkation 
of  tlie  remainder  of  the  troops,  and  to  bring  on  shore  two  field  pieces, 
with  the  hordes  necessary  for  drawing  them. 

Bonaparte  marched  on  foot  with  the  advanced  guard,  accompanied  by 
his  staff  and  general  officers.  He  recommended  to  General  Catfarelli, 
who  had  a  wooden  leg,  to  wait  until  a  horse  should  be  landed,  but  this 
officer,  who  always  wished  to  be  foremost  in  the  field  of  honour,  was  deaf 
to  all  entreaties,  and  braved  the  fatigues  of  a  painful  march.  A  similar 
mrdour  and  enthusiasm  prevaded  the  whole  army ;  General  Bon  com- 
jnanded  the  column  on  the  right.  General  Kleber  the  centre;  and  the 
left,  which  proceeded  along  the  coast^  was  commanded  by  General  Me* 
nou.  About  half  an  hour  before  day  light,  one  of  tlte  advanced  guards 
wstB  attacked  by  a  party  of  Arabs,  who  killed  an  officer ;  on  their  advanc- 
ing, a  number  of  shots  were  interchanged  between  them  and  the  tirailleurs 
of  the  army.  At  half  a  league  from  Alexandria,  the  Arabs  were  joined 
by  about  three  hundred  horsemen,  but  at  the  approach  of  the  main  body 
of  the  French,  they  abandoned  the  heights  which  commanded  the  town, 
and  retired  into  the  desert. 

Bonaparte  perceiving,  near  the  walls  of  the  old  town,  a  number  of 
Arabs,  ordered  the  troops  to  halt  within  cannon-shot  of  the  place;  desirous 
to  prevent  the  effusion  of  blood,  he  was  disposed  to  parley,  but  the  fright- 
ful shouts  of  men,  women,  and  children,  and  a  cannonade  which  un- 
masked several  pieces,  unequivocally  declared  the  intentions  of  the  enemy. 
Reduced  to  the  necessity  of  overpowering  them,  Bonaparte  ordered  a 
a  charge  to  be  beat,  the  shouts  were  renewed  with  increased  fury.  The 
French  advanced  to  the  walls,  which  they  proceeded  to  escalade,  not- 
withstanding the  fire  of  the  besieged,  and  the  showers  of  stones,  which 
were  directed  against  them;  generals  and  soldiers  promiscuously  mounted 
the  walls,  and  with  equal  intrepidity.  General  Kleber,  was  wounded 
by  a  ball,  in  the  head  :  Menou,  covered  with  contusions,  was  precipi- 
tated from  the  parapet  he  had  scaled.  The  soldiers  displayed  an  equal 
ardour  with  their  chiefs ;  one  of  the  guides  named  Joseph  Cala  led  the 
grenadiers,  and  was  among  the  first  who  mounted  the  walls,  where,  in 
face  of  a  lieavy  fire  and  showers  of  stones,  he  assisted  the  grenadiers, 
Sabathier  and  Labruyere,  to  ascend  the  rampart.  The  walls  were  soon 
covered  with  French,  the  besieged  fled  into  the  town,  and  terror  becamt 
geoeral.  However,  those  who  occupied  the  old  towers,  kept  up  their 
£re,  aad  obstinately  refused  to  surrender. 

According  to  the  orders  of  Buonaparte,  the  troops  were  not  to  enter 
tbc  towDj  but  to  form  on  the  heights,  near  the  port,  which  command  it. 
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The  general  en  chef  took  possession  of  these  hills  with  a  View  of  indoc- 
ing  the  town  to  capitulate,  but  the  soldiers  enraged  at  the  resistance  of 
the  enemy  were  impelled  to  action.  A  large  party  were  soon  engaged 
in  the  streets^  where  a  great  slaughter  took  place :  Bonaparte  apeedily 
caused  the  generaie  to  be  beat;  he  sent  for  the  captain  of  a  Turkish  can* 
val,  that  lay  in  the  old  port,  and  employed  him  to  make  known  to  the 
ibhabitant»  of  Alexandria,  his  pacific  intentions,  and  those  of  the  French 
Republic,  to  assure  them  that  their  properties,  their  liberties,  and  their 
religion,  should  be  duly  respected  ;  and  that  France  anxious  to  presenre 
their  friendship,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Porte,  intended  to  eitiploy  her 
forces  only  against  the  Mameloucs.  This  captain  who  accompanied  by 
aereral  French  officers  repaired  to  the  city  and  induced  the  inhabitanti 
to  surrender,  and  thereby  to  avert  the  destructive  consequences  of  laN 
ther  resistance.  Shortly  after,  the  Imans,  Cheiks,  and  Cheiifs,  waited 
-on  Bonaparte,  who  renewed  his  assurances  of  the  amicable  and  paeifie 
dispositions  of  the  French  Republic.  They  retired  full  of  confidence 
in  those  assurances  ;  the  forts  of  the  Pharos  were  immediately  delivered 
up  to  the  French,  who  at  the  same  time  took  possession  of  the  city,  and 
the  two  ports.  Bonaparte,  forthwith  issued  orders  that  the  prayers  and 
other  religious  ceremonies  should  continue  as  previous  to  the  arrival  of 
the  French,  and  that  all  individuals  should  return  to  their  homes  and 
occupations ;  in  consequence,  order  and  security  universally  prevailed. 

The  Arabs,  who,  in  the  morning,  had  attacked  the  advanced  guard 
of  the  army,  sent  a  deputation  to  the  general  en  chef,  together  with 
iome  French  soldiers  who  had  fallen  into  their  bands.  They  declared 
that  as  the  French  came  to  fight  only  the  Mameloucs,  and  neither  to 
inake  war  upon  the  Arabs,  nor  to  carry  away  their  women*  they  eonld 
not  be  their  enemies.  Bonaparte  broke  bread  with  them  as  a  symbol  of 
the  faith  of  treaties,  and  also  made  them  various  presents.  These  were 
gladly  accepted,  and  the  object  of  their  visit  being  attained,  they  warmly 
expressed  their  gratitude ;  they  swore  to  be  faithful  to  the  alliance !  and 
returned — plundering  all  the  French  they  encountered.— Snch  are  tli* 
Arabians  ! 

This  memorable  day,  which  secured  to  the  French  the  key  of  Egypt* 
cost  the  life  of  a  chef  de  brigade  of  the  thirty-first,  citizen  Masse,  and  of 
five  officers  of  difi*erent  divisions.  The  adjutant  general  Escale  had  an 
arm  broke,  twenty  soldiers  were  drowned  in  the  debarkation,  sixty  weie 
wounded,  and  fifteen  were  killed  in  the  attack  of  the  town.  Admiral 
Broeix,  citizen  Gantheaume,  naval  chef  de  Tetat-major  of  die  fleet, 
and  all  the  naval  officers,  seconded  the  exertions  of  the  army,  with  an 
alacrity  which  cannot  be  sufficiently  praised,  and  to  which,  in  some  mea- 
sure, its  success  was  to  be  attributed. 

In  order  to  secure  these  advantages,  it  was  necessary  to  profit  hy  thit 
terror  which  the  French  arms  had  inspired,  and  to  march  immediately 
against  the  lyiameloucs,  before  they  should  have  time  to  arrange  a  sjiteai 
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«C  atteck»  0r  ckfvace.  In  this  view,  the  geoeral  en  chef  gave  orders  t» 
Gea^fal  DettfuXt  who  had  recently  arrired  with  hisdivision*  and  two  field 
gieces,  that  went  landed,  to  proceed  without  delay  through  the  desert,  os^ 
the  ro«te  to  Cairo.  That  general,  accordingly,  on  tlie  next  day  advanced 
IQ  tke  distance  of  three  leagues  from  Alexandria,

When  Bonaparte  became  master  of  Alexandria,  he  gave  orders  that 
the  transport  vecsels  should  come  into  the  port  of  that  city,  and  imnie- 
diately  proceed  to  land  the  horses,  provisions,  and  every  thing  with 
which  they  were  laden,  for  the  use  of  the  expedition  :  the  utmost  dili* 
g;eiice  was  used  on  thr:»  occasion,  as  well  by  night,  as  by  day.  The  port 
not  being  capable  of  admitting  the  ships  of  war,  they  remained  at  an- 
chor IB  the  road  at  some  distance,  whi^h  circumstance  rendered  the  laud- 
ing  of  the  battering  cannon,  a  work  of  great  difficulty. 

Bonaparte  settled  with  Admiral  Brueix,  that  the  fleet  should  anchor 
at  Aboukir,  where  the  road  is  good,  and  the  landing  easy  ;  and  whence 
a  communication  might  be  kept  open  with  Rosetta,  as  well  as  with  Alex- 
andria ;  at  the  same  time  he  ordered  the  admiral,  to  cause  the  channel 
of  the  old  port  of  Alexandria  to  be  carefully  souuded  and  examined,  his 
intentiou  being  that  the  squadron  should  afterwards,  if  possible,  enter  it, 
or  in  case  such  was  found  impracticable,  that  it  should  proceed  to  Cor- 
fou.  Every  consideration  required  that  the  debarkation  should  be  as 
speedily  completed  as  possible ;  the  English  might  suddenly  present 
thamielves,  the  squadron  therefore  could  not  be  too  soon  freed  from  the 
iafcambrancea  of  the  expedition.  In  another  point  of  view,  it  was  essen- 
tial^  at  well  to  anticipate  the  hostile  dispositions  of  the  Mameloucs,  as 
(o  prevent  their  destropng,  or  removing  the  magazines,  to  march  against 
Cam  with  rapidity,  and  for  this  purpose  also,  it  was  necessary,  as  ex- 
peditiously as  possible,  to  land  the  troops  requisite  for  such  an  operation. 
Djiinng  these  proceedings,  Bonaparte  inspected  the  town  and  fortifica- 
tions ;  be  gave  orders  for  the  erection  of  new  works,  and  took  every  mea- 
•are  that  tended  in  a  civil  as  well  as  a  military  point  of  view,  to  ensure 
the  tranquillity  and  defence  of  the  city  :  he  organized  a  Divan,  and  finally 
arianged  every  thing,  so  that  the  troops  intended  for  the  purpose,  were 
•oou  enabled  to  marcl). 

.  TVo  routes  lead  from  Alexandria  to  Cairo,  the  first  is  through  the  dir^ 
eert  by  Damanhour ;  to  proceed  by  the  second,  it  is  necensury  to  arrive  at 
Rosetta,  by  tlie  sea" side,  crossing  ut  the  distance  of  a  league  from  Abou- 
kir, a  strait  of  about  two  hundred  toii»es  wide,  which  joins  the  lake 
lladieto  the  sea  :  but  to  go  by  this  route,  for  which  we  were  entirely  uu- 
lUffared,  woqld  necessarily  retard  the  progress  of  the  Army.    Neverihe- 
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iesiy  Bonaparte  caused  a  small  flotilla  to  be  prepared,  which  he  intended 
thould  proceed  up  the  Nile.  This  flotilla  was  commanded  by  citizen 
Peree,  chef  de  division,  and  consisted  of  several  gun  boats  and  a  Xebeck, 
which  would  have  been  a  considerable  assistance  to  the  army  had  the 
route  of  Rosetta  been  taken,  in  carrying  the  baggage,  and  promions 
of  the  troops,  and  co-operating  with  them  on  all  occasions.  But  the 
French  had  not  yet  taken  possession  of  Rosetta,  and  in  proceeding  by 
that  route  Bonaparte  would  have  retarded  the  progress  of  the  army  to 
Cairo,  at  least  eight  or  ten  days.  He  therefore  determined  to  advance 
through  the  desert,  by  Damaiihour,  and  by  this  route  General  Deiaix 
had  been  ordered  to  proceed. 

The  general  en  chef  became  master  of  Alexandria,  the  5th  of  July* 
The  next  day,  the  army  began  its  march  to  Cairo,  and  on  that  day,  ge- 
neral Desaix  arrived  at  Damanhour,  after  having  traversed  fideen  leagaet 
of  the  desert.  Bonaparte  on  his  departure,  entrusted  the  command  at 
Alexandria  to  General  Kieber,  who  had  been  wounded  at  the  siege  of 
that  city.  The  division  of  this  oflicer,  commanded  by  general  Dugiui« 
received  orders  to  proceed,  together  with  the  dismounted  cai'ailry,  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Nile,  in  order  to  cover  the  entrance  of  the  French 
flotilla  into  that  river,  the  general  was  also  instructed  to  take  pevseisioo 
of  Rosetta,  to  establish  therein  a  provisional  divan,  to  leave  a  garrison  ia 
the  place,  to  erect  a  battery  at  Lisbc,  and  to  embark  a  quantity  of  rice 
in  the  flotilla ;  afler  which,  he  was  ordered  to  proceed  towards  Cairo^ 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Nile,  in  order  to  join  the  army  near  Rahmanieh : 
and  the  flotilla  was  to  proceed  up  the  river,  with  all  possible  expedition. 

The  main  army  marched  from  Alexandria,  the  6th  and  7th  of  Joly, 
with  the  field  artillery,  and  a  small  corps  of  cavalry,  if  about  three 
hundred  troopers,  mounted  on  horses  exhausted  by  a  voyage  of  two 
months,  and  scarcely  able  to  support  their  riders,  can  be  so  called  ;  the 
artillery  from  the  same  causes  was  l>adly  drawn.  On  the  8th  of  Jaly^ 
the  divisions  arrived  at  Damanhour;  during  their  march  they  were  greatly 
harrassed  by  the  Arabs,  who  had  filled  up  all  the  wells  at  Beda  and  at 
Birkit,  so  that  the  soldiers  scorched  by  the  heat  of  the  sun,  felt  all  the 
torments  of  a  parching  thirst,  which  they  had  no  means  of  a  ttssuagiDg. 
The  wells  which  generally  yield  a  little  brackish  water,  were  teplored, 
but  a  little  muddy  water  could  alone  be  obtained,  and  at  the  moment; 
a  glass  of  the  pure  element  would  have  sold  for  its  weight  in  gold.  The 
army  of  Alexander,  in  a  similar  extremity  had  nearly  mutinied  agtinit 
the  conqueror  of  the  world  :  the  French  accelerated  their  march ! 

The  troops  arrived  at  Damanhour,  the  8th  of  July,  andremained  there 
the  following  day ;  the  Arabs  never  appeared  in  great  Dombera»  they 
chiefly  harrassed  the  rear  guards  ;  many  skirmishes  took  place,  in  oot 
of  which,  the  general  de  brigade,  Mireur,  was  mortally  wounded.  Ob 
the  10th  of  July,  at  sun  rise,  the  army  commenced  ita  march  for  Rakma* 
niehy  the  paucity  of  the  wells,  obliged  the  divit^iona  to  march. .    AbMl 
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uine  in  tbe  morning,  the  divisions  of  Generals  Menou,  Kegnier  and  Booi 
took  n  position.  The  soldiers  discovered  the  Nile!  accoutred  as  they 
werb«  they  plunged  in,  and  drank  plentifiiUy  of  a  water  comparatively 
ckrlicious.  But,  speedily  the  drums  recalled  them  to  their  colours  ;  % 
corps  of  about  eight  hundred  Mameloucs,  were  perceived  approaching 
ill  order  of  buttle,  the  soldiers  ran  to  their  arms,  the  enemy  retired,  and 
took  the  route  to  Damaohoar,  where  they  encountered  the  division  of 
Greaeral  Desaix  ;  the  discharge  of  cannon  announced  an  action.  Bun<* 
Ba|Hirte  intitantly  msrched  against  the  Mameloucs,  but  the  artillery  oC 
Geu^nil  Desaix,  had  already  com|>e11ted  them  to  retreat ;  they  were  soon 
put  to  flight,  leaving  forty  men  killed  or  wounded.  Purmentierof  the 
iixteeoth  demi  brigade,  was  killed  in  this  affair,  as  was  one  of  the  guides 
attached  to  the  cavalry  ;  ten  of  the  infuntry  were  slightly  wounded.  The. 
troops  exhausted  by  fatigue,  and  privations,  were  greatly  in  want  of  re-* 
|M>se;  and  the  horses  unavoidably  harassed  and  enfeebled  by  the  voyage, 
n^quired  it  still  the  more.  These  cousideratioiis  induced  Buonaparte  to. 
baltat  RahflBMinieh,  the  2drd  and  i;4th»  when  he  expected  the  flotilla,  and 
^be  division  under  the  command  of  General  Dugua. 

This  general  had  successfully  executed  his  orders;  he  took  possessioa 
of  Rosetta  without  any  obstacle,  and  by  forced  marches  joined  the  army 
at  the  expectied  period.  With  respect  to  the  flotilla,  he  announced,  that 
it  aaeeoded  the  river  with  great  difficulty,  in  consequence  of  the  lowness. 
of  the  water;  however  it  arrived  on  the  night  of  the  84th,  and  during 
tbe  same  night  the  army  set  out  fbr  Miniet  el  Sayd,  where  it  rested,  and 
the  9Sth,  before  day  break,  it  was  on  its  march  to  give  battle  to  the  ene- 
my wherever  it  could  find  them. 

Buitle  rf  Chebreisse. — The  i3thof  July,  the  Mameloucs,  in  number 
about  four  thousand,  were  discovered  at  the  di:itance  of  a  league.     Their- 
rigbt  was  covered  by  (he  village  of  Chebreisie,  in  which  they  placed 
BOttc  pieces  of  cannon,  and  also  by  the  Nile,  on  wjiich  they  had  a  flotilla 
consisting  of  gun  boats  and  ari\ied  dgerms.     Buonaparte  ordered  the 
French  flotilla  to  continue  its  course,  disposing  itself  so  as  to  co-operate 
with  the  left  of  the  army,  and  to  engage  the  enemies*  vessels,  at  the  mo- 
ment tbe  former  should  attack  the  Mameloucs,  and  the  village  of  Che- 
breiiee*     Unluckily,  the  violence  of  the  wind  derungod  this  plan  :  the 
0oti&hi  passed  the  left  of  the  army^  and  wa.4  driven  nearly  a  league  higher  . 
upf  where  they  were  compelled  to  engage  at  a  great  disadvantage,  ina«- 
mncb  aa  they  had,  at  the  same  time,  to  sustain  the  tire  of  the  Mameloucs^ 
tbe  Fellahs,  and  the  Arabs,  and  to  defend  themselves  against  the  enemies* , 
flotilla. 

A  number  of  the  Fellahs,  led  on  by  a  party  of  Mameloucs,  advanced 
into  tbe  river,  and  getting  pn  board  )some  dgerms,  they  possessed  them- 
selves of  one  galley,  and  a  gun  boat.  The  chef  de  division  Peree,  with 
great  skill  and  dexterity,  disposed  his  force  so  as  to  make  u  successful  at- 
tack in  bis  turn,  and  speedily  retook  the  t^nlley  aud  Uk^  ^\iu-W^\«  ^v^ 
Vol.  VJL  No,  41.  3  O 
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xebeck,  ivhichonall  sides  cleall  fire  and  death,  prevented  the  recapture 
of  those  vessels,  and  destroyed  several  of  the  enemy's  gun-boats.  He 
was  powerfully  supported  in  this  unequal  contest,  by  the  coolD£*«8aud  in- 
trepidity of  General  Andreossy,  and  by  the  citizens  Monge,  Berthollet, 
Junot,  F^tyenr,  and  Bourrienne,  secretary  to  the  general  en  chef,  who 
were  on  board  the  xebeck. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  noise  of  the  artillery  made  known  to  Buonaparte 
that  the  flotilla  wasenga<^ed;  he  marched  the  army  au  pas  de  charge^ 
and  approaching  Chebreisse,  he  perceived  the  Mameloucs  ranged  in  order 
of  battle,  in  front  of  the  village.  The  general  en  chef  reconnoitred  the 
position,  and  immediately  formed  the  army  ;  it  was  composed  of  five  di- 
visions, each  division  formed  a  square,  presenting  at  each  side  a  front  of 
ftix  deep,  the  artillery  was  placed  at  the  angles,  and  in  the  centre,  the 
cavalry  and  baggage.  The  grenadiers  of  each  square,  formed  plataont 
which  flanked  the  divisions,  and  were  intended  to  reinforce  the  pointi  of 
attack.  The  miners,  and  those  charged  with  the  depot  of  artillery^  posted 
and  barricaded  themselves  in  two  villages  in  the  rear,  to  secure  placenof 
retreat  in  case  of  that  event.  The  Mameloucs,  at  this  time,  were  not 
more  than  half  a  league  from  the  army.  Suddenly  they  advanced  in 
crowds,  without  order  or  form,  and  wheeled  about  on  the  flanks,  and  on 
the  rear ;  other  masses  fell  with  impetuosity  on  the  right  and  front  of  the 
army.  They  were  suffered  to  approach  until  the  grape  shot  could  eflfec^ 
tually  play  upon  them,  when  the  artillery  opened,  and  they  were  soon  put 
to  flight.  Some  of  the  bravest,  rushed  sabre  in  hand,  upon  the  platoons 
dh  the  flanks ;  the  onset  was  received  with  firmness,  and  nearly  the  whole 
were  killed  by  the  fire  of  the  small  arms,  or  by  the  bayonet. 

Emboldened  by  this  success,  the  army  advanced  rapidly,  against  the 
village  of  Chebreisse,  which  the  right  wing  was  ordered  to  attack.  This 
post  was  carried  after  a  feeble  resistance.  The  defeat  of  the  Maoaeloncs 
vtB%  complete,  they  fled  in  disorder  towards  Cairo ;  their  flotilla  retreated 
irp  the  Nile  with  all  possible  expedition.  Thus  terminated  an  action, 
which  lasted  two  hours  with  unbated  fury,  the  glory  of  the  day  was  in  a 
great  measure  owing  to  the  valour  of  the  dismounted  cavalry,  who  bad 
accompanied  the  flotilla.  The  loss  of  the  enemy  exceeded  six  hundred 
men,  of  whom  more  were  killed  than  wounded  ;  that  of  the  French  was 
about  seventy.  Immediately  after  the  action,  Buonaparte  gave  orders  to 
the  general  de  brigade,  Z^yencheck,  to  proceed  with  about  fire  hundred 
dismounted  cavalry,  along  the  right  bank  of  the  Nile,  in  m  route  parallel 
to  the  march  of  the  Army,  which  advanced  on  the  left  bank*

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ITISERARY  FROM  NIMEGUEy  TO  FRIBURG. 

(Concluded  from  our  Last,) 

WE  dill  not  sufficiently  observe  the  commencement  anil  conclusion 
of  this  road,  to  he  certain  of  its  exact  length  ;  but  it  is  prububly  about 
twelve  miles.  The  rock  above  is;,  fur  the  most  part,  naked  to  the  sum- 
mit, where  it  is  thinly  covered  with  earth  ;  but  sometimes  it  slopes  so 
much  as  to  permit  patches  of  soil  on  its  side,  and  these  are  carefully 
planted  witli  vines.  This  shore  of  the  Rhine  may  be  said  to  be  bounded, 
for  many  miles,  by  an  immense  wall  of  rock,  through  which  the  open- 
ings into  the  country  behind  are  few  ;  and  these  breaks  shew  only  deep 
^leas,  seen  and  lost  again  so  quickly,  that  a  woody  mountain,  or  acastle, 
or  a  convent,  were  the  only  objects  we  could  ascertain. 

This  rock  lies  in  oblique  strata^  and  resembles  marble  in  its  brown  and 
reddish  tints,  marked  with  veins  of  deeper  red  ;  but  we  are  unable  to 
mention  it  under  its  proper  and  scientific  denomination.  The  coloni* 
i;ig  of  the  cliffs  is  beautiful,  when  mingled  with  the  verdure  of  shrubs,, 
that  ftometim&i  hang  in  rich  drapery  from  their  points,  and  with  the 
inosces,  and  creeping  vegetables  of  bright  crimson,  yellow,  and  purple 
that  embosB  their  fractured  sides. 

The  road,  which  the  elector  mentions  himself  to  have  widened,  is  now 
and  theu  very  narrow,  and  approaches  near  enough  to  the  river,  over 
which  it  has  no  parapet,  to  make  a  traveller  anxious  for  tlie  sobriety  and 
skill  of  his  postillion.  It  is  sometimes  elevated  forty  feet  above  the  level 
of  the  Rhine,  and  seldom  less  than  thirty  ;  an  elevation  from  whence  the 
water  and  its  scenery  are  viewed  to  great  advantage  ;  but,  to  the  variety 
and  grandeur  of  these  shores,  and  the  ever-changing  form  of  the  rivir, 
description  cannot  do  justice. 

Sometimes,  as  we  approached  a  rocky  point,  we  seemed  going  to 
plnoge  into  the  expanse  of  water  beyond ;  when  turning  the  sharp  an^^le 
of  the  promontory*,  the  road  swept  along  an  ample  bay,  where  the  rocks 
receding,  formed  au  amphitheatre  covered    with  ilex  and  dwarf- wood, 
round  a  narrow  but  cultivated   level  stripe :  then,  winding  the  farthest 
angle  of  this  crescent,  under  huge  cliffs,  we  saw  the  river  b(*yond,  shut 
in  by  the  folding  bases  of  more  di>tant  promontories, as.^ume  the  form  of, 
a  lake,  amidst  wild  and  romantic  landscapes.  Having  doubled  one  of  these 
capes,  the  prospect  oi)eiied  in  long  perspective,  and  the  green  waters  of. 
the  Rhine  appeared  in  all  their  majesty,  flowing  rapidly  between  ranges . 
of  marbled  rocks,  and  a  succession  of  woody  steeps;  and  overlooked  by 
a  multitude  of  spiry  summits,  which  distance  had  sweetly  coloured  with . 
the  blue  and  |>urple  tints  of  air. 

The  retrospect  of  the  river,  too,  was  of^en  enchanting,  and  the  Seven  ' 
Mountains  long  maintained  their  dignity  in  the  scene,  superior  to  luanj 
intervening  heights ;  the  dark  summit  of  Lowenberg,  in  particular,  np- 
peared  for  several  leagues,  overlooking  the  whole  valley  of  tlie  Kliine. 

The  eastern   margin  of  the  river  sometimes  exhibited   us  extensive  a 
range  of  steep  rocks  as  the  western,  and   frequently   the  fitness  of  the 
salient  angles  on  une  side,  to  the  recipient  ones  on  the  otiier,  seemed  to 
Justify  tl>e  speculation,  that  they  had   been  divided  by  an  earthquake,  * 
wiiich  let  the  river  in  between  them.    The  general  state  of  the«4&\\i\^\ 
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bank,  thoi)gh  steep,  is  that  of  the  thickest  cultivatioD.  The  rock  fre- 
quently peepfi,  io  rugged  (projections,  through  the  thio  soil  which  is  scat- 
tered over  itsd«fclivity,  and  every  where  appeare  at  top  ;  but  the  ^idesare 
covered  with  vines  so  abundantly,  that  the  labour  of  cultivating^  them, 
andof  expres:iing  the  wine,  supports  a  village  at  lea«t  at  every  bulf  mile. 
The  green  rows  are  led  up  the  steeps  to  an  height,  which  cannot  be  as- 
cended without  the  help  of  bteps  cut  in  the  rock  :  the  soil  itself  is  th^e 
supported  by  walls  of  loose  stones,  or  it  would  fall  either  by  its  own 
weight,  or  with  the  first  pressure  of  rain  ;  and  bornetimes  even  this 
scanty  mould  appears  to  have  been  placed  there  by  art,  being  io  such 
small  patches,  that  perhaps  only  twenty  vines  can  be  planted  in  each. 
But  such  excessive  lahonr  has  been  necessary  only  towards  the  summits, 
for,  lower  down,  the  soil  is  sufficiently  deep  to  support  the  most  Juxo- 


riant  vegetation. 


Between  this  pass  of  cultivated  steeps  on  one  side  of  the  riTer,  and 
of  romantic  rocks  on  the  other,  tfie  road  continues  for  several  miles. 
Being  thus  commanded  on  both  sides,  it  must  be  one  of  the  most  diffi« 
cult  passages  in  Europe  to  an  enemy,  if  lesolutely  defended.  The 
Rhine,  pent  between  these  impenetrable  boundaries,  is  considerablj  nar* 
rower  here  than  in  other  parts  of  the  valley,  and  so  rapid,  that  a  loaded 
vessel  can  seldom  be  drown  faster  than  at  the  rate  of  six  English  tuiles  a-« 
day,  against  the  stream.  Tlie  passage  down  the  river  from  Meots  to 
Cologne  may  be  easily  performed  in  two  days ;  that  from  Colog^  to 
Mentz  requires  a  fortnight. 

Thevit'w  along  this  p.asn,  though  bounded,  is  various  and  changfefol. 
Villages,  vineyards^,  and  rocks,  alternately  ornament  the  borders  of  the 
river,  and  every  fifty  yards  enable  the  eye  to  double  some  massy  pro- 
jection that  concealed  the  fruitful  bay  behind.  An  objecc  at  the  end  of 
the  pass  is  presented  singly  to  the  sight  as  through  an  inverted  telescope. 
The  surface  of  the  water,  or  the  whole  stillness  of  the  scene,  was  Teiy 
seldom  interrupted  by  the  passing  of  a  boat :  carriages  were  stilt  fewer; 
and,  indeed,  throughout  Germany,  you  wilt  not  meet  more  than  one  ia 
twenty  miles.  Travelling  is  considered  by  the  natives,  who  know  the 
fatigue  of  going  in  carriages  nearly  without  springs,  and  stopping  at  ions 
where  there  is  little  of  either  accommodation  or  civdity,  as  prodoctive 
of  no  pleasure;  and  they  have  seldom  curiosity  or  business  enough  to' 
recompense  them  for  itsinconveniencies. 

We  passed  through  two  or  three  small  towns,  whose  mined  gates  and 
walls  told  of  their  antiquity,  and  that  they  had  once  been  held  of -some 
consequence  in  the  defence  of  the  valley.  Their  present  desolation 
fonned  a  melancholy  contrast  with  the  cheerful  cultivation  around-tbeui. 
'these,  however,  with  every  village  in  our  way,  were  decorated  with  green 
bougha,  planted  before  the  door  of  each  cottage,  for  it  was  a  day  of  fes« 
tival.  The  little  chapels  at  the  road-side,  and  the  image,  which  every 
now  and  then  appeared  under  a  spreading  tree,  were  adonied^with  wreaths 
of  fresh  flowers ;  and  though  one  might  smile  at  the  emblems  of  supersti- 
tion, it  was  impossible  not  to  reverence  the  sentiment  of  pioas  affcc^ott 
which  had  adjusted  these  simple  ornaments. 

About  half-way  to  Andernach,  the  western  rocks  suddenly  recede  ftom 
the  river,  and,  rising  to  greater  height,  form  a  grand  sweep  roond  a  plain 
cultivated  with  orchards,  garden-fields,  corn,  and  vineyards.  Tlie  vrilef 
here  spreads  to  a  breadth  of  nearly  a  mile  and  a  hatf,  and  ezhibitagmH 
deur,  beauty,  and  barren  sublimity,  united  in  a  singular  taanner.  VkB 
$brupt  steeps  that  riae  over  this  ^lain  are  entirely  covered  with  wood,  ci* 
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cept  that  here  mnd  there  the  ravage  of  a  winter  torrent  appeand,  which 
could  sometimes  be  traced  from  the  stry  summit  of  the  acclivity  to  the 
base.  Near  the  centre,  this  noble  amphitheatre  opens  to  a  i^len,  that 
shews  only  wooded  mouHtains,  point  ai)ove  point,  in  loug  pen^pective  ; 
such  sylvan  pomp  we  had  seldom  seen  !  But  though  the  tuftiugs  of  the 
nearer  woods  were  beautifully  luxuriant,  there  seemed  to  be  few  timber 
trees  amongst  them.  The  opposite  shore  exhibited  only  a  range  of  rocks, 
▼ariegated  like  mtirble,  of  which  purple  was  the  predominating  tint,  and 
noiformly  disposed  in  vast  oblique  strata.  But  even  here,  little  green 
IMtches  of  vines  peeped  amon«^  the  cliffs,  and  were  led  up  crevices  where 
it  seemed  as  if  no  human  foot  could  rest.  Along  the  base  of  this  tfe# 
mendouswaH,  and  on  the  points  above,  villages,  with  each  its  tall  grey 
steeple,  were  thickly  strewn,  thus  mingling  in  striking  contrast  the  cheer* 
ftiiness  of  |>opulous  inhabitation  with  the  horrors  of  untamed  nature* 
A  few  monasteries,  resembling  castles  in  their  extent,  and  known  feoia 
euch  only  by  their  spires,  were  distinguishable;  and,  in  the  widening 
perspective  of  the  Rhine,  an  old  castle  itself,  now  and  then,  appeared  o» 
the  summit  of  a  mountain  somewhat  temote  from  tfa»  shore;  an  object 
rendered  sweetly  picturesque,  as  the  snn's  rays  lighted  up  its  towers  and 
fortified  terraces,  while  the  shrubby  steeps  below  were  in  shade. 
-  We  saw  ihis  landscape  under  the  happiest  circumstances  of  season  and 
wsnther ;  the  woods  ai>d  plants  were  in  their  midsumfser  bloom,  and  the 
mellow  hghtof  evening  heightened  the  richness  of  their  hues,  and  gare 
exquisite  effect  to  one  half  of  the  amphitheatre  we  were  pastiiug,  while 
the  other  half  was  in  shadow.  The  air  was  scented  by  bean-blossoms^ 
and- by  lime-trees  then  id  flower,  that  bordered  the  road,  if  this  plain 
had  mingled  paHture  with  its  groves,  it  would  have  been  truly  Arcadian; 
bttt  neither  here,  nor  through  the  whole  of  this  delightful  valley,  did  we 
see  a  single  pasture  or  meadow,  except  now  and  then  in  an  island  on  the 
Rliine ;  deticiencies  which  are  here  supplied,  to  the  lover  of  land8ca|>ev 
by  the  verdure  of  the  woods  and  vines.  In  other  parts  of  Germany  they 
are  more  to  be  regretted,  where,  frequently,  only  corn  and  rock  colour 
the  land. 

Fatigued  at  length  by  such  prodigality  of  beauty,  we  were  glad  to  be 
shrouded  awhile  from  the  view  of  it,  among  close  boughs,  and  to  see  only 
the  wide  rivulets,  with  their  rustic  bridges  of  faggots  and  earth,  that,  de- 
scending from  among  the  mountains,  frequently  crot^eed  our  way ;  or 
the  simple  peasant-giri,  leading  her  cows  to  feed  on  the  narrow  stripe  of 
grass  that  margined  the  road.  The  little  bells,  that  jingled  at  their  necks, 
woiiid  not  suft'er  them  to  stray  beyond  her  hearing.  If  we  had.  not  long 
since  dismissed  our  surprise  at  the  scaroit}'  and  bad  quality  of  cheet^e  and 
btttter  in  Germanv,  we  should  have  done  so  now,  on  perceiving  this 
scanty  method  ot  pasturing  the  cattle,  which  future  observaliou.  cou* 
vinced  us  was  the  frequent  practice. 

About  sun-set  we  reached  the  little  village  of  Namedy,  seated  near  the 
foot  of  a  rock,  round  which  the  Rhine  makes  a  sudden  sweep,  and  coii- 
tmcted  by  the  bold  precipices^of  Hamerstein  on  the  opposite  bhore,  its  green 
corrent  passes  with  astonishing  rapidity  and  sounding  strength.  TheMs 
circumstances  of  scenery,  with  the  tall  masts  of  vessels  lying  belowi  th« 
shrabby  bttnk,  on  which  the  village  stands,  and  seeming  to  heighten  by 
confHirissn  the  stupendous  rocks  that  arose  around  them;  the  moving 
fignves  of  boatmen  and  horses  employed  in  towing  a  barge  against  the 
strasm,  in  the  bay  beyond  ;  snd  a  group  of  peasants  on  tne  high  quay* 
m  IbeioM  groaud  watching  thmr  progrtM  ;  the  aucUnt  cutittt.^  V\MOQtti>\ 
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merMein  overlookine;  the  whole — these   were  a  combination    of  images, 
that  formed  one  of  the  most  interetstin^  pictures  we  hud  seen. 

Tiie  vulley  again  expanding,  the  walls  and  turrets  of  Andernach,  vith 
its  Komun  tower  rising  independently  at  the  foot  ofa  mountain,  and  tiie 
ruins  of  its  castle  ahove,  appeared  athwart  the  perspective  of  the  ri%er, 
terminating  the  pass ;  for  there  the  rocky  boundary  opened  to  pUiDs 
and  remote  mountains.  The  liglit  vapour  that  rose  from  the  water, 
and  was  tinj^ed  by  the  setting  rays,  sprc*ad  a  purple  haze  over  the  tow o 
and  the  clifts,  which,  at  this  distance,  appeared  to  impend  over  it ;  colour- 
ing extremely  beautiful,  contrasted  as  it  was  by  the  clear  and  deeper 
tints  of  rocks,  wood,  and  water,  nearer  to  the  eye. 

As  we  approached  Andernach,  its  ntuation  seemed  to  be  perpetually 
changing,  with  the  winding  bank.     Now  it  appeared  seated  on  a  low  pe> 
ninsula  that  nearly  crossed  the  Rhine,  overhung  by  romantic  rocka ;  bat 
this  vision  vanished  as  we  advanced,  and  we  perceived  the  town  lying 
along  a  curving  shore,  near  the  foot  of  the  cliifs,  which  were  finely  fringed 
with  wood,  and  at  the  entrance  of  extensive  plains.     Its  towers  seen  afar, 
would  be  signs  of  a  considerable  place,  to  those  who  had  not  before  been 
wearied  of  such  symptoms  by  the  towers  of  Neuss,  and  other  GeraiaD 
towns.     From  a  wooded  precipice  over  the  river  we  had  soon  after  a  fine, 
retrospective  glimpse  of  the  valley,  its  fantastic  bhores,  and  long  moai^ 
tai nous  distance,  over  which  evening  had  drawn  her  aweetest  coloariag. 
As  we  pursued  the  pass,  the  heights  on  either  hand  gradually  softened  ; 
the  country  beyond  shewed  remote  mountains  less  wild  and  anpiring  than 
those  we  had  left ;  and  the  blooming  tint,  which  had  invested  the  dis- 
tance, deepened  to  a  dusky  purple,  and  then  vanished  in  the  gloom  of 
twilight.     The  progressive  influence  of  the  hour  upon  the  landscape  was 
interesting  :  and  the  shade  of  evening,  under  which  we  entered  Ander- 
nach, harmonized  with  the  desolation  and  silence  of  its  old  walls  and  the 
broken  ground  around  them.     We  passed  a  drawbridge  and  a  ruiuoai 
gateway,  and  were  sufficiently  fatigued   to  be  somewhat  anxioua  at  to 
our  accommodation.     The  English  habit  of  considering,  towarda  the 
end  of  the  day*s  journey,  that  you  are  not  far  from  the  cheerful   recep- 
tion,  the  ready  attendance,  and  the  convenience  of  a  substantial  inn,  will 
be  soon  lost  in  Germany.     There,  instead  of  being  in  good  apirits,  during 
the  last  stage,  from  such  a  prospect,  you  have  to  consider,  whether  yon 
shall  find  a  room  not  absolutely  disgusting,  or  a  house  with  any  eatable 
provision,  or  a  landlady  who  will  give  it  you,  before  the  delay  and  the 
fatigue  of  an  hundred  requests  have  rendered  vou  almost  incapable  of  re- 
ceiving it.     When  your  carriage  stops  atthemn,  you  will  perhaps  per^ 
ceive,  instead  of  the  alacrity  of  an  English  waiter,  or  the  civitliy  of  an 
English  landlord,  a  huge  hgure,  wrapt  in  a  great  coat»  with  a  red  wors- 
ted cap  on  liishead,  and  a  pipe  in  his  mouth,  stalking  before  the  door. 
This  is  the  landlord.     He  makes  no  alteration  in  his  pace  ou  perceiving 
you,  or,  if  he  sto|>8,  it  is  to  eye  you  with  curiosity  ;  he  seldom  speaks, 
never  bows,  or  assists  you  to  alight ;  and  perhaps  stands  surrounded  by 
a  troop  of  slovenly  girls,  his  daughters,  whom  the  sound   of  wheels  has 
brought  to  the  door;  and  who,  as  they  lean  indolently  against  it,  gaae  at 
you  with  rode  curiosity  and  surprise. 

The  drivers  in  Germany  are  all  bribed  by  the  inn-keepers,  and,  cither 
by  affecting  to  misunderstand  you,  or  otherwise,  will  constantly  stop  at 
the  door  where  they  are  best  paid.  That  this  money  comes  out  of  year 
pocket  the  next  morning  is  not  the  grievance ;  the  ievil  is»  that  tbe  wont 
iDoa  give  them  the  most,  and  a  travdler,  anless  be  exoctly  ieitteaiben  bit 
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directions  is  liable  to  be  lodged  in  all  the  vilest  rooms  ofacountrvt 
where  the  best  hotels  have  do  lodspngso  clean  and  no  larder  so  whole- 
some filled  as  those  of  ever  half-way  house  between  London  and  Canter- 
bury. When  you  are  within  the  inn,  the  landlord,  who  is  eager  to  keep, 
though  not  to  accommodate  you,  will  affirm,  that  his  is  the  inn  you  ask 
for,  or  that  the  other  sign  is  not  in  the  place ;  and,  as  you  soon  learn  to 
believe  any  thing  of  the  wretchedness  of  the  country,  you  are  unwilling 
to  icive  up  one  lodging,  lest  you  should  not  find  another. 

Our  driver,  after  passing  a  desolate,  half  hlled  place,  into  which  the 
^te  of  Andernach  opened,  entered  a  narrow  pntssage,  which  afterwards 
appeared  to  be  one  of  the  chief  streets  of  the  place.  Here  he  found  a 
miserable  inn,  and  declared  that  there  was  no  other ;  but  as  we  had  seen 
ooe  of  a  much  better  appearance,  we  were  at  length  brought  to  that,  and» 
though  with  some  delay,  were  not  ill  accommodated  for  the  niglit. 

Andernach  is  an  ancient  town,  and  it  is  belie\ed,  that  a  tower,  which 
stands  alone  atone  end  of  the  walls,  was  built  by  Drusus,  of  whom  there 
are  many  traces  in  walls  and  castles,  intended  to  defend  the  colonies,  oa 
this  8ide.of  the  Rhine,  against  the  Germans,  on  the  other.  The  fortifica- 
tioDs  can  now  be  of  little  other  use  than  to  authorise  the  toll  which 
travellers  pay  for  entering  a  walled  town ;  a  tax,  on  account  of  which 
manj  of  the  walls  are  supported,  though  it  is  pretended  that  the  tax  is  to 
•apport  the  walls. 

Inhere  is  some  trade  at  Andernach,  in  tiles,  timber,  and  mill-stones,  but 
the  heaps  of  these  commodities  upon  the  beach  are  the  only  visible  symp- 
toms of  the  traffic  :  for  you  will  not  see  one  person  in  the  place  moving  at 
if  he  had  business  to  attract  him,  oroneshop  of  a  better  eppearaiice,  tliaa 
an  English  hiixster^s,  or  one  man  in  the  dress  of  a  creditable  trader,  or  one 
house  which  can  be  sui>posed  to  belong  to  persons  in  easy  circumstances. 
The  port  contains,  perhaps,  half  a  dozen  vessels,  clinker  built,  in  sha|>e 
between  a  barge  and  a  sloop  ;  on  the  quay,  you  may  see  two  or  three  f^:!- 
lows,  harnessing  half  a  dozen  horses  to  a  tow  line,  while  twenty  more 
watch  their  lingering  manceuvres,  and  this  may  probably  be  the  morn- 
ing's business  of  the  town.  Those  who  are  concerned  in  it,  say,  that  they 
are  engaged  in  commerce. 

It  is  one  post  from  Andernach  to  Coblentz,  over  a  road  as  good  as  any 
in  England.  The  face  of  the  country  on  this  side  of  the  Rhine  entirely 
changes  its  character.  The  rocks  cease  at  Andernach,  and  a  rich  plain 
commences,  along  which  the  road  is  led,  at  a  greater  distance  from  the 
Rhine,  through  corn  lands  and  uninclosed  orchards.  About  a  mile  from 
Andernach,  on  the  other  side  of  the  river,  the  white  town  of  Neuwiedt^ 
the  capital  of  a  small  Protestant  principality,  is  seen  ;  and  the  general  re- 
port, that  it  is  one  of  the  most  commercial  places  on  the  Rhine,  appeared 
to  be  true,  from  the  cheerful  neatness  of  the  principal  street,  which  faces 
towards  the  water.  There  were  also  about  twenty  small  vessels  l^ing  be- 
fore it,  and  the  quay  seemed  to  be  wide  enough  to  serve  as  a  spacious  ter- 
race to  the  houses.  The  Prince's  |Salace,  an  extensive  stone  buildine, 
with  a  lofty  orangery  along  the  shore,  is  at  the  end  of  this  street,  which* 
aa  well  as  the  greatest  part  of  the  town,  was  built  or  improved  under  the 
aaspices  of  his  father ;  a  wise  prince,  distinguished  by  having  negotiated, 
in  1 769,  a  peace  between  the  Empire  and  France,  when  the  continuance 
of  the  war  had  seemed  to  be  inevitable.  The  same  benevolence  led  him 
to  a  voluntary  surrender  of  many  oppressive  privileges  over  his  subjects, 
at  well  as  to  the  most  careful  protection  of  commerce  and  manufactures. 
Accordingly,  the  town  of  Neuwiedt  has  been  continuullY  \ucT«.%%\ti)^  vck 
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prosperity  and  size  for  the  last  fifty  years;  and  tlie  inhabitants  of  the 
whole  principalitT  are  said  to  be  us  much  more  qualitied  iQ  their  cliarac* 
ters,  as  they  are  happier  in  their  conditions,  than  tho^e  of  the  neighbour* 
iug  states.  But  then  there  is  the  wretchedness  of  a  deficiency  of  game  in 
the  country,  for  the  late  Prince  was  guilty  of  such  an  iDnovation  as  to  mi- 
tigate the  severity  of  the  laws  respecting  it. 

The  forest  hills,  that  rise  behind  Neuwiedt,  and  over  the  rocky  margin 
of  the  river,  extend  themKclves  towards  the  more  rugged  moumaiot  of 
Watteravia,  which  are  seen,  a  shapeless  multitude,  in  the  east. 

The  river  is  soon  after  lost  to  the  view  between  high,  sedgy  banka ;  bat 
near  Coblentz,  the  broad  bay,  which  it  makes  in  conjunction  with  the  Mo^ 
selle,  is  seen  expanding  between  the  walls  of  the  city  and  the  huge  pyr»» 
midal  precipice,  on  which  stands  the  fortress  of  Ehrenbreitstirin,  or  rather, 
which  is  itself  formed  into  that  fortress.  The  Moselle  is  here  a  noble 
river,  by  which  the  streams  of  a  thousand  hills,  covered  with  vines,  pour 
themselves  into  the  Hhine.  The  ancient  stone  bridee  over  it  leads  to  the 
northern  part  of  Coblentz,  and  the  entrance  into  the  city  is  ornamented 
by  several  large  chateau-like  mansions,  erected  to  command  a  view  of 
the  two  rivers.  A  narrow  street  of  high,  but  ancient  houses  then  cofli* 
raences,  and  runs  through  the  place.  Those  which  branch  frcMn  it,  ea-* 
tend  on  each  side  towards  the  walls,  immediately  within  which  there  are 
others  that  nearly  follow  their  course  and  encompass  the  city.  Being 
built  between  two  rivers,  its  form  is  triangular,  and  only  one  aide  is  en- 
tirely o|3en  to  the  land  ;  a  situation  so  convenient  both  for  the  pnrposea  af 
commerce  and  war,  that  it  could  not  be  overlooked  by  the  Romans,  and 
was  not  much  neglected  by  the  moderns,  till  the  industry  of  maritime 
countries,  and  the  complicated  constitution  of  the  Empire,  reduced  Ger-^ 
m9ny  in  the  scale  of  nations.  This  was  accordingly  the  station  of  the  fini 
legion,  and  the  union  of  the  two  rivers  ^ve  it  a  name ;  Cmfiueniia*  At 
the  commencement  of  the  modem  divisions  of  nations,  the  succesawa  of 
Charlemagne  frequently  resided  here,  for  the  convenience  of  an  inter- 
course between  the  other  parts  of  the  empire  and  France ;  but,,  in  the 
eleventh  century,  the  whole  territory  of  Treves  regained  tliedii4inctioo« 
as  a  separate  country,  which  the  Romans  had  given  it,  by  calling  the  in- 
habitants Treveri, 

Coblentz  is  a  city  of  many  spires,  and  has  establishments  of  chaptera 
and  monasteries,  which  make  the  great  pride  of  German  capitals,  and 
are  sometimes  the  chief  objects  that  could  distinguish  them  from  theneg* 
lected  villages  of  other  countries.     The  streets  are  not  all  narrow,  but 
few  of  them  are  straight ;  and  the  same  pavement  serves  for  the  bories  of 
the  Elector  and  the  feet  of  his  subjects.     The  port,  or.  beach,  has  the  ap- 
pearance of  something  more  business  than  that  of  Andernach,  being  the 
resort  of  passage-vessels  between  Ments  and  Cologne ;  but  the  broad  ^uaj 
which  has  been  raised  above  it,  is  chiefly  uweful  as  a  promenade  to  the 
visitors  of  a  close  and  gloomy  town.     Beyond  the  terrace  standi  the  Elec- 
tor's palace,  an  elegant  and  spacious  stone  edifice,  bui.lt  to  the  heigblof 
three  stories,  and  inclosing  a  court,  which  is  Urge  enough  to  be  light  at 
well  as  magnificieiit.     The  front  towards  the  Rhine  is  simple,  vetghuMiy 
the  few  ornaments  being  so  well  proportioned  to  its  size^  as  ueiihf  r  te  de» 
base  it  by  minuteness,  nor  incumber  it  by  vastnes.     An  entablatuie»dis« 
playing  some  allegorical  figures  in  bass  relief,  is  supported  by  t>ix  Doric 
columns,  which  contribute  mnch  to  the  majesac  simplicity  of  tl)e  edificew 
The  palace  was  built,  about  ten  years  since,  by  the  reigning  £k-ctor,  «h» 
mentipnti  in  an  inscription,  his  attention  to  the  architectural  art ;  and  • 
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fountain,  between  the  building  aud  the  town,  is  inHcribed  with  a  few 
ivortis,  which  seem  to  acknowleds^e  his  subjects  as  beings  of  the  sam« 
species  with  himself;  CLEMStiS  Winceslaus  Vicivis  Suis. 

But  the  most  striking  parts  of  the  view  from  this  quay  are  (he  rock 
And  fortress  of  Ehrenbreitstein,  that  present  themselves  immediately  be* 
ifore  it,  on  the  other  side  of  the  river  ;  notwithstanding  the  breadth  of 
which  they  appear  to  rise  almost  perpendicularly  over  Coblentz.  At  the 
base  of  the  rock  stands  a  large  building,  formerly  the  palace  of  tb« 
Electors,  who  chose  to  reside  under  the  immediate  protection  of  the  for* 
tress,  rather  than  in  the  midst  of  their  capital.  Adjoining  it  is  the  viU 
lage  of  Ehreubreitstein,  between  which  and  Coblentz  a  flying  bridge  it 
continuHlly  passing,  and,  with  its  train  of  subordinate  boats,  formim 
very  picturesque  object  from  the  quay.  The  fortress  itself  consists  of 
■ereral  tiers  of  low  walls,  built  wherever  there  was  a  projection  in  the 
I'ock  capable  of  supporting  them,  or  wherever  the  rock  could  be  hewn 
«o  as  to  afford  room  for  cannon  and  soldiers.  The  stone,  taken  out  of 
the  mass,  served  for  the  formation  of  the  walls,  which  in  some  places^ 
can  scarcely  be  distinguished  from  the  living  rock.  Above  these  tiers, 
which  are  divided  into  several  small  parts,  according  to  the  conveniences 
afforded  by  the  cliff,  is  built  the  castle,  or  citadel,  covering  its  summit^ 
and  surrounded  by  walls  more  regularly  continued,  as  well  as  higher, 
^mall  towers,  somewhat  in  the  ancient  form,  defend  the  castle,  which 
would  be  of  little  value,  except  for  its  height,  and  for  the  gradations  of 
batteries  between  it  and  the  river.  Thus  protected,  it  seems  impregnable 
on  that  side,  and  it  is  said  to  be  not  much  weaker  on  the  other  ;  so  that 
ihe  garrison,  if  they  should  be  willing  to  fire  upon  Coblentz,  might 
make  it  impossible  for  an  enemy  to  remain  within  it,  except  under  the 
cover  of  very  high  intrench m^nts.  This  is  the  real  defence  of  the  city, 
for  its  walls  would  presently  fall  before  heavy  artillery ;  and  this,  it  is 
believed,  might  be  preserved  as  long  as  the  garrison  could  be  supplied 
with  stores. 

We  crossed  the  river  from  the  quay  to  the  fortress,  by  means  of  the 
yery  simple  invention  of  a  flying  bridge.  That,  by  which  part  of 
the  passage  of  the  Waal  is  made  at  Nimegueu,  has  been  already  men« 
-Cloned  :  this  is  upon  the  same  principle*  but  on  a  much  larger  scale. 
After  the  barges,  upon  which  the  platform  is  laid,  are  clear  of  the  bank, 
the  whole  passage  is  effected  with  no  other  labour  than  that  of  the  rud« 
der.  A  strong  cable,  which  is  fastened  to  an  anchor  at  each  side  of  the 
river,  is  supported  across  it  by  a  series  of  smal  boats ;  the  bridge  has  two 
low  masts,  x>ne  on  each  barge,  and  these  are  connected  at  the  top  by  a 
beam,  over  which  the  cable  is  passed,  being  con6ned  so  that  it  cannot 
•lip  beyond  them.  When  the  bridge  is  launched,  the  rapidity  of  the 
current  forces  it  down  tlie  Rhine  as  far  as  the  cable  will  permit:  having 
reached  that  point,  the  force,  received  from  the  current,  gives  it  the  onlv 
direction  of  which  it  is  capable,  that  across  the  river,  with  the  cable  which 
))olda  \t.  The  steersman  manages  two  rudders,  by  which  he  assists  in 
giving  it  this  direction.  The  voyage  requires  nine  or  ten  minutes,  and 
the  bridge  is  continually  passing.  J'he  toll,  which,  for  a  foot  passen* 
ger,  is  something  less  than  a  penny,  is  paid  for  the  benefit  of  the  Elector, 
$t  an  office,  on  the  bank,  and  a  sentinel  always  accompanies  the  bridge, 
to  support  his  government,  during  the  voyage. 

The  old  palace  of  Ehrenbrcitstem,  deserted  because  of  its  dampness, 
lUid  from  the  fear  of  its  being  overwhelmed  by  the  rock,  that  sometimes. 
|(catters  its  fragments  upon  it,  is  now  used  as  a  barrack  si|d  hospital  fof 
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joldiiTs.  It  is  a  lari^o  buil(iin£»,  even  more  pleasantly  sitn.iteti  thMuthe 
nt'w  one,  heiri'^^  opposite  to  tl»e  enlrance  of  the  Mostlle  liito  the  Rltine; 
and  Its  htruftiire,  whiirh  has  once  been  inaj;5niticcnt,  denotes  scarcely 
any  otlitT  iHocay,  than  all  uniklin^s  will  show,  after  a  few  years  neglect* 
Tii'i  rock  hits  allowt^d  little  room  for  a  garden,  hut  there  are  some  ridU 
ciilous  or;mnK:nts  upon  a  vtry  yarrow  strip  of  ground,  which  was  pro* 
t)ably  intended  for  out?, 

'  Tno  o.ily  entrance  into  the  fortress,  on  this  side,  is  by  a  road,  cut  ia 
the  solid  rock,  under  four  gateways.  It  is  so  steep,  that  we  were  com* 
pel  led  to  decline  the  honour  of  admission,  but  ascended  it  far  enough 
to  ind<^«'  of  the  view,  coinmauded  from  the  sumniit,  and  to  be  behind 
the  batteries?,  of  which  some  were  mounted  with  large  brass  cannon. 
Coblentz  lies  beneath  it,  as  open  to  inspection  as  a  model  upon  a  table, 
The  sweeps  of  the  Rhino  and  tlie  meanders  of  the  -Moselle,  the  one  bind^ 
ing  the  plain,  the  other  intersecting  it,  lead  the  eye  towards  distant  liillis 
that  encircle  tlie  capacious  level.  The  quay  of  the  city,  with  the  palace 
and  the  moving  bridge,  form  an  intersesting  picture  immediately  below^ 
and  we  were  unwilling  to  leave  the  rock  for  the  duil  and  close  streets  of 
Coblentz.  On  our  return,  the  extreme  nakedness  of  the  new  palace, 
^vhich  is  not  slieltered  by  trees  on  any  side,  withdirew  our  attention  from 
the  motley  group*  of  passengers,  mingled  with  buy  carts  and  other  car* 
riages,  on  the  flying  biidge. 

At  Cobleutz,  we  quitted  fur  a  time,  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  ia 
order  to  take  the  wMtering-place  of  Halters  in  our  way  to  JMentz.  Har* 
ing  crossed  the  river  and  ascended  a  steep  road,  near  the  fortress,  we 
bad  line  glimpses  of  its  walls,  bastions  aud  out-towers,  and  the  heathj 
^nolis  round  them,  with  catches  of  distant  country.  The  way  cod* 
tinned  to  lie  ihrou^^h  tlic  dominions  of  Treves,  which  are  here  so  distio* 
guished  for  their  wretchedness  as  to  be  named  tlie  Siberia  of  Germany) 
It  is  paved,  and  called  a  chaussce;  but  those  who  have  noteicpeheuce^ 
its  ruggcdness,  can  have  no  idea  of  it,  except  by  supposing^  the  pave* 
nient  of  a  street  torn  up  by  a  plough,  and  then  sulTered  to  iix  itself,  ai 
It  had  fallen.  Always  steep,  either  in  ascent  or  descent,  it  is  not  tb€ 
roughness  alone  tliut  prevents  your  exceeding  the  usual  post-pace  of  thre<i 
English  miles  an  hour.  Sometimes  it  runs  along  edges  of  mountains, 
that  might  almost  be  called' precipices,  and  commands  short  views  of 
other  mountains,  and  of  vallies  entirely  covered  with  thick,  but  not  loftj 
forests ;  sometimes  it  buries  itself  in  the  depths  oi^  such  forests  and  gleos} 
sometimes  the  turrets  of  an  old  chateau  peep  above  these,  but  rather  coih 
iirm  than  contradict  tlie  notion  of  their  desolateness,  having  been  evideotlj 
built  for  the  purposes  of  the  chace;  and  sometimes  a  mud  village  sur* 
prise$you  with  a  f«w  inhabitants,  emblems  of  the  misery  and  savageneit 
bf  the  countrv. 

These  are  the  mountains  of  Wetteravia,  the  boundaries  of  many  • 
ibrmcr  and  far-seen  j>rospect,  then  picturesque,  sublime,  or  gr^c^ol^ 
but  now  desolnte,  ''haggy,  and  almost  hideous;  as  in  life,  that  whicb  if 
so  grand  as  to  ci.arm  sit  a  distance,  is  often  fouind  to  be  forlorn,  disrail" 
ful,  and  comfortlL'«»s,  by  those  who  approach  it. 

Six  hours  after  leaving  Coblentz,  we  reached  Montabaur,  tbe  fint 
post-town  on  the  road,  and  distant  about  eighteen  miles.  An  ancieoi 
chateau,  not  strong  en6ugh  to  be  a  castle,  nor  light  enough  to  be  a  ffood 
boustf,  commiiuils  the  town,  and  is  probably  the  residence  of  the  lorcl; 
The  walls  and  gates  shew  the  antiquity  of  Montabaur,  bat  the  ruMfid^ 
liess  of  its  site  slioiild  seem  to  prove,  that  there  was  no  other  place  m  tU 
Neighbourhood)  on  which  a  town  pould  be  built.    Thouirh  it  it  utnatei 
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in  a  valley,  us  to  the  nearer  mountains,  it  is  constructed  chiefly  on  two. 
•Ides  of  a  narrow  rock,  tlie  abrupt  summit  of  which  is  in  the  centre  of 
tills  very  little  place. 

Thfe  appearance  of  Montabaur  is  a(]e(]nate  in  gloominess  to  that  of 
ifl^verel  before  seen  ;  but  it  would  be  endle»»s  to  repeat,  as  often  as  they 
should  be  true,  the  descriptions  of  the  squulidness  and  dt-cay  that  cha- 
racterise Cerinun  towns;  nor  should  we  have  noticed  these  so  often,  if 
lict;liji;ence  of  others,  in  this  rc»|-cct,  Imd  not  left  n-*  to  form  deceitful  ex* 
pcotations,  suitable  to  the  suppn^eil  iiuportunce  of  several  \ery  conspi* 
cuous,  but  really  very  wretched  cities. 

Over  a  succession  of  forest  mountains,  similar  to  those  just  passed,  we 
came,  in  the  afternoon,  to  Limbourg,  another  post-town,  or  jKThaps 
city,  and  another  collection  of  houses  like  tombs  or  forsaken  hospitals. 
At  an  inn  called  the  Three  Kini^s,  we  saw  first  the  snllenness,  and  then 
the  ferocious  malignity  of  a  German  landlord  and  his  \%ife,  exemplilied' 
much  mt>re  fully  than  had  before  occurred.  M'hen  we  afterwards  ex- 
pressed our  surpiise  that  the  magistrates  should  permit  persons  of  such 
conduct  to  keep  an  inn,  especially  where  was  only  one,  we  learned  that 
tbisfellow  was  himself  the  chief  nia<;istrate,  or  bnriroma^ter  of  the  place; 
and  liis  authority  appeared  in  tl:e  fearfulneas  of  his  neighbours  to  aiford 
ahy  sort  of  refreshment  to  those  uho  had  left  his  inn. 

Near  Limbouru:,  the  foro^t  sron^iry,  which  had  shut  up  the  view  dur- 
ing the  day,  disappeared,  and  the  country  lost  at  least  an  uniformity  of 
■avagenesfi.  The  hills  continue,  but  they  are  partly  cultivated.  At  a 
•mall  distance  from  the  town,  a  steep  ascent  Icuds  to  a  plain,  on  which 
a  battle  was  fought  during  the  short  stay  of  the  French  in  this  district^ 
ju  the  campaign  of  179'2. 

We  had  a  curiosity  to  see  Selters,  the  next  town,  which  is  celebrated 
through  Europe  for  its  medicinal  water.  Though  it  is  rather  in  the  hi<rh 
road  to  Frankfort  than  to  Mentz,  there  seemed  no  probability  of  incon- 
veuience  in  making  this  shoit  departure  froai  our  route,  when  it  was  to 
be  joiued  again  from  a  place  of  such  public  access  as  Selters  a|>peared 
likely  to  be  found. 

About  seven  miles  from  Limbour^,  a  descent  commences,  at  the  bof- 
tom  of  which  stands  this  village.  What  a  reproof  to  the  ex(>ectutions  of 
comfort  or  convenience  in  Germany  !  Selters,  aspot  to  which  a  valetudi- 
narian might  be  directed,  with  the  prospect  of  his  tinding  not  only  abundant 
accommodation,  but  many  luxuries,  Selters  is  literally  and  positively  no- 
thing more  than  au  assemblage  of  miserable  cottages,  with  one  inn  and  two 
bouses  for  officers  of  the  Elector,  stuck  in  a  dirty  pass^  which  more  re* 
aembles  a  ditch  than  a  road.  The  village  may  be  taid  to  be  near  half  a 
mile  long,  because  the  huts  being  nmstly  separate<l  from  each  other,  con- 
tinue as  far;  and  this  length  would  increase  its  inconvenience  to  invalids^ 
if  such  should  ever  Star  there  longer  than  to  see  it ;  for  there  is  nothing 
like  a  swept  path-way,  and  the  road,  in  which  they  must  walk,  is  pro- 
bably always  deeply  covered  with  mud,  being  so  when  we  were  there, 
in  toe  beginning  of  July.  There  was  then,  however,  not  one  stranger, 
betides  ourselves,  in  the  place,  and  we  found,  that  very  rarely  any  ag* 
gravate  the  miseries  of  sickness  by  a  stay  at  Selters. 

The  only  lodgings  to  be  had  are  at  the  inn,  and  fortunately  for  travel- 
left  thin  is  not  such  as  might  be  expected  from  the  appearance  of  the 
TilUige.  Finding  there  the  novelty  of  an  obliging  host  and  hostess,  we 
were  very  well  contented  to  have  reached  it  at  night,  though  we  were  to 
atajr  there  also  the  next  day,  being  Sunday.  The  rooms  are  as  good  as 
those  in  the  inns  of  German  cities,  and  three  which  8 re  called  Court 
Chambers  are  as  open  as  the  others  to  strangers* 
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The  spring  is  irttlie  foot  of  one  of  several  hilU,  which  immediately 
surround  the  village,  and  is  separated  from  the  road  by  a  small  coort 
yard.  An  oaken  coverinyj,  at  the  he'rght  often  or  twelve  feet,  prevent* 
rain  from  falling  into  the  wooden  bason  in  which  the  stream  rises,  and 
two  or  three  guards  watch  over  it,  that  no  considerable  quantity  may  bcr 
taken  without  payment  of  the  duty,  which  forms  a  large  part  of  bis  iiw 
come.  Many  thousands  of  stone  bottles  are  piled  round  this  court,  and^ 
for  the  reputation  of  the  spring,  care  is  taken  to  fill  them  at  expeditiously 
as  possible,  before  their  remov'al  for  exportation. 

Nor  is  it  only  a  duty,  but  the  whole  profit  of  the  traffic,  till  the  water 
leaves  the  place,  which  rewards  the  care  of  the  government*     The  office 
for  the  sale  of  it  is  established  here,  and  his  agents  alone  transmit  it  int^ 
foreign  countries.     The  business  is  sufficient  to  employ  several  clerks^ 
and  the  number  of  bottles  annually  filled  is  so  immense,  that,  having 
omitted  to  write  it  down,  we  wilt  not  venture  to  mention  rt  from  memory.^ 
The  water  is  brought  to  table  constantly)  and  at  an  easy  price,  in  all  tbcr 
towns  near  the  Hhine.     Mixed  with  Khenisb  wine  and  sugar  it  forms  ik 
delightful,  but  not  always  a  safe  beverage  in  hot  weather.     The  aeid  of 
the  wine,  expelling  the  fixed  air  of  other  ingredients,  occasions  an  effer-i 
Tescence  like  that  of  Champagne,  but  the  liquor  has  not  a  fourth  part^ 
of  the  obnoxious  strength  of  the  latter.     The  danger  of  drinking  it  is^ 
that  the  acid  may  be  too  powerful  for  some  constitutions. 

After  being  surprised  by  the  desolateness  of  the  village,  we  were  noC 
less  so  to  find  amongst  its  few  inhabitants  one  whose  manners  and  infor- 
mation, so  far  from  bearing  the  character  of  the  dreariness  around  him^ 
were  worthy  of  the  best  society  in  the  most  intelligent  cities.     This  w 
the  commissary  for  the  district,  who,  having  heard  that  there  were  ^oin< 
English  visitors  at  the  well,  very  frankly  introduced  himself  to  us  br  hi 
crvilitie»y  and  favourt^  us  with  his  company  in  the  afternoon.     He  hot 
been  in   England,  witli  many  valuable  introductions,  and  had  form 
from  the  talents  and  accomplishments  of  a  distinguished  Marquis  a 
high  opinion  of  the  national  character ;  a  circumstance  which  probabl 
UHited  with  his  natural  disposition  in  inducing  him  to  emulate  toward 
us  the  general  |>oliteness  of  that  truly  honourable  person. 

When  we  inquired  how  the  journey  of  the  next  day  was  to  be  per- 
formed,  it  appeared  that  no  other  carriage  con  Id  be  hired  in  the  pi 
tlran  a  sort  of  one-horse  chair,  which  would  take  us  to  the  next  post  town^ 
from  whence  we  might  proceed  with  the  u^ual  chaises.  The  driver  walked 
at  the  side  of  this  uncouth  caruage,  which  had  shafts  and  wheels  strong 
enough  for  a  waggon;  and,  either  by  the  mistake  or  intention  of  his  mas^ 
ter  in  directing  him,  we  were  led,  not  to  the  post  town,  for  a  chaise,  if 
Ytx^ould  be  had,  but  entirely  through  a  forest  country  to  Mentz,  by  road* 
made  only  for  the  wood-cutters,  and, as  it  af\erward^  proved,  known  tofew 
others,  except  to  our  ingenious  voiturier.  We  did  not  pass  a  town  or  village 
at  which  it  was  possible  to  change  the  carriage,  and  had  therefore  no  other 
alternative,  when  the  mistake  was  discovered,  than  to  return  to  Selters, 
or  to  proceed  to  Mentz,  in   this  inconvenient  and  ludicrons  vehiclrr 
W^e  chose  to  proceed,   and  had   some  reward  for  fhtigue,  by  pasidiig 
nearly  a  whole  day  under  the  shade  of  deep  and  delightful  forests^  little 
tamed  by  the  hand  of  man,  and  appearing  to  acknowledge  only  '*tbr 
8eason*s  ditferenee»** 

Between  Selters  and  these  forests,  the  country  is  well  euhivatcd^ 
and  frequently  laid  out  in  garden-fields,  in  which  there  was  the  fim 
appearance  of  cheerful  labour  we  had  seen  in  Germany ••  AAer  passing 
a  small  town,  on  the  summit  of «  hill  totiie  )<ft»  still  aonoundta  fay  '^ 
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fortifictitions,  we  entf  red  a  large  plain,  skirted,  on  one  side,  by 
;  Another  town,  at  the  end  of  which  was  almost  the  last  sign  of 
bited  country  that  appeared  for  several  hunrs.  The  forest  then 
need,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  Imn^let  enveloped  near  the 
t  Wi;  saw  nothing  but  lofty  oakn,  elms,  and  chesnuts,  till  we 
d  from  it  in  the  afternoon,  and  came  to  a  town  of  the  Landgrave 
ite  Darmstadt.  Roebucks  are  said  to  be  numerous,  and  wild 
at  very  scarce,  in  this  forest ;  but  we  saw  none  either  here,  or  iti 
ear  Limbodrg,  which  are  much  inferior  to  this  in  beauty.  Upoti 
lie,  it  was  a  scene  of  perfect  novelty;  without  which  it  now  seemsr 
should  have  wanted  many  ideas  of  sylvan  life,  and  much  of  the 
excited  by  Shakespeare's  exquisite  description  of  )t« 
crotlntry  afterwards  opens  towards  Meutz,  which  stands  in  a  spa- 
lain  on  the  opposite  edge  of  the  Rhine,  and  is  visible  at  a  const- 
distance,  with  its  massy  towers  and  numerous  spires.  We  tra- 
ome  miles  through  a  beautiful  country,  and  thus  reached  Cassel. 
Cassel  is  a  small  village  exactly  op()Osite  to  Mentz,  and  commu- 
l  with  it  by  a  bridge  of  boats.  It  was  unfortified  before  the  iu** 
>f  the  French  ;  but  these  had  no  sooner  entered  the  city  than  they 
ed  (he  importaiitce  of  such  a  place,  and  prepared  themselves 
er  it  a  regular  fortress.  In  about  two  months  they  completely 
ded  it  with  earthen  works  and  outworks,  ditched  and  pallisadoedr 
f  the  nearest  orchards  were  cut  down  to  be  used  in  tbese  forti* 
s.  The  fruit  trees  still  remained  with  their  branches  upwards  frono 
:;h,  and  serve  instead  of  chevaux  defrise, 

is  the  home-ground  of  the  scene,  which  spreads  before  the  tra« 
ho  approaches  Mentz  from  the  eastern  shore  of  the  Khrne.  Far« 
the  left  is  Hockheim,  then  the  devastated  village  of  Kostheim, 
e  fortifications  of  Cassel,  which,  with  the  river,  are  between  hii» 
city.  Beyond,  the  horizon  is  bounded  on  all  sides  by  gradual 
Istant  and  apparently  fruitful  ;  but  those  to  the  north  are  pre- 
t,  with  gentle  slopes  at  their  feet,  coloured  sweetly  by  com,  dark 
&nd  gleams  of  reddish  earth. 

works  of  Cassel  render  the  approach  to  the  city  very  tedious,  for 
re  been  so  contrived  as  that  the  road  nearly  follows  them,  in  all 

fles,  for  the  purpose  of  being  commanded  by  many  points  at 
^he  bridge  of  boat%  which  here  crosses  the  Rhine,  is  nearly 
Ind'nd  feet  long.  We  crossed  it,  admiring  the  expanse,  and  ni« 
•f  the  river  more  than  the  appearance  of  the  city,  where  glooroi<« 
too  much  mingled  with  grandeur;  till,  at  the  end  of  the  bridge, 
\  stopped  at  another  guard-house,  to  answer  the  ufiiial  inquiriei* 
If  accompanied  us  thence  to  a  large  square  filled  with  cannon  and 
,  where  the  captain  of  the  guard  examined  our  passport.  We 
en  very  glad  to  pass  the  evening  at  an  inn  without  further  re« 

u 

Palace,  which  forms  one  tide  of  the  square,  has  been  Convertetl 

hospital ;  and  the  windows  were  crowded  wiih  the  figures  of  half- 

soldiers.     Many  of  the  cannon  in  the  square  remained  with  the 

s  made   by  the   balls  of  the  besiegers.     This  place  communi- 

th  a  broud  street,  in  which  were  many  buildings  filled  with  sol- 

nd  a  handsome  house. 

ng  through  the  gates  on  this  side  of  Mentz,  we  came  to  a  slope 

J  nver,  and  beyond  the  glacis  of  the  place,  which  was  then  partly 

with  huge  masses  of  stone  scattered  among  the  roots  of  broken 

d  shrubs,  that  bad  begun  again  to  shoot  their  verdure  over  the 
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amputated  trunks.  Thi8  ^  as  the  site  of  a  palace,  catle^t,  both  ffom  the 
beauty  uf  its  situation,  and  the  splendour  of  its  structure.  La  Fiiventa,^ 
The  apartments  of  the  palace  and  the  terraces  of  the  garden  commaiicied 
extensive  views  of  the  Rhine  and  the  surrounding;  couiitry  asceudiiig. 
from  its  banks  ;  and  the  sijardensihemstiveswereso  beautifully  JispoMd 
as  to  be  thought  worthy  of  the  name  of  English.  They  were  ornamenled 
with  paviliorls,  which  hud  each  its  distinct  prospect,  and  with  one  muuc 
rAom  intiie  thickest  part  of  the  shrubbery.  Of  the  buildin*^  nothing  it 
now  visible  but  some  di>juintcd  stones  ;  and  of  the  garden,  only  the 
broken  trunks  of  trees.  The  palace  was  burned,  and  the  gardens  wert 
levelled  bv  the  French. 

Mentz  must  not  be  overrated  as  a  considerable  place  either  for  vplni* 
dour,  or  commerce,  or  for  havino;  its  middle  classes  numerously  filled^. 
Any  such  opinion  of  Mentz  will  be  very  incorrect.     After  two  broad  and 
somewhat  handsome  streets,  all  the  other  passaues  in  the  city  are  uarrov. 
lanes,  and  into  these  many  of  the  best  houses  open,  havintr*  for  the  iDOSt 
part,  their  lower  windows  barricadoed,  like  those  of  Colomne.     Thedi*- 
advantage  with  which  any  buildings  must  a[>pear  in.  such  bituations,  i> 
increased  by  the  ne;^lected  condition  of  these  ;  for  a  Gennan  has  no  no* 
tion  that  the  outside  of  his  house  should  be  clean,  even  if  the  inside  ii  Mu 
An  Englishman,  who  spends  a  few  hundred  pounds  in  a  year,  hat  hit 
house  in   l^etter  condition,  as  to  neatness,  than  any  German  noblemn** 
we  saw  ;  a^Dutchrnan,  with  Hfty  pounds  a  year,  exceeds  both. 

The  palace  is  a  large  turretted  building  of  reddish  stone,  with  one  froBi 
towards  the  Rhine,  which  it  commands  in  a  delightful  point  of  view ;  hot 
we  did  not  hear,  that  it  was  so  much  alterecl  by  being  now  used  as  a  \jm^  . 
rack^astliat  its  «ippearance  can  formerly  have  been  much  less  suiiablo 
than  at  present  to  sncli  a  purpose. 

On  the  ([uay  there  wa.-*  some  appearance  of  traffic,  but  not  much  H» 
the  city  ;  so  that  the  transfer  of  commcMJities  from  ve;>sels  of  other  di«"^ 
tricts  to  those  of  the  Electorate  may  he  supposed  to  contribute  great  paf^ 
of  the  show  near  the  river.  The  commerce  is  not  sufficient  to  encoumg"^ 
the  building  of  warclinuses  over  tliC  quay.  The  vessels  are  ill-rigg«i^ 
and  the  hulls  are  entirely  covered  with  [)itch,  without  paint.  Abou^ 
thirty  of  these,  apparently  from  forty  to  seventy  tons  burthen,  were  lyia^ 
near  the  quay  ;  and  the  war  could  scarcely  have  diminished  their  usuaE 
Dumber,  so  many  being  employed  in  carrying  stores  for  the  armies. 

The  burgesses  are  numerous,  and  have  some  privileges,  which  render 
thdr  political  condition  enviable  to  the  other  inhabitants  of  the  Elector 
rate.     But,  though  these  have  invited  manufacturers,  and  somewhat  en* 
couraged  commerce,  there  is  not  wealth  enough  in  tlie  net;;hbouring 
country,  to  make  such  a  consumption  as  shall  render  many  traders  pros' , 
perous.     In  point  of  wealth,   activity,  and  address,   the  burgesses  of 
Mentz  are  much  below  tlie  opinion  which  must  be  formed,  while  German 
cities  are  described  and  estimated  by  their  importance  in  their  own  couD* 
try,  rather  than  by  a  comparison  of  their  condition  with  that  of  othen* 
A  trader,  it  will  be  allowed,  is  at  least  as  likely  to  appear  to  advantage  ia 
his  bu^iness  as  in  any  other  state.     His  intelligence  may  surely  be  ia 
tome  degree  judged  of  by  those  who  deal  with  liim  ;  and  that  we  ought  ^ 
know  something  of  those  of  Mentz,  we  passed  some  of  the  little  time  we- 
were  lefl  to  ourselves  in  endeavouring  to  buy  tn(Ie&  at  their  shops. 

One  of  the  largest  buildings  in  Mentz  is  the  arsenal,  which  froots  to*  , 
wards  the  river,  and  attracts  the  attention  of  those  who  walk  upon  tb« 
quay,  by  having  armed  heads  placed  at  the  windows  of  the  firtt  floor*  ^ 
which  seem  to  jrowu  with  Romau  sternness  upon  the  passenger,    lo 
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r  the  principal  rooms  within,  a  party  of  figures  in  simihir  armour  are 
bleed  at  u  couiiciU board.  A\'e  did  not  licar  who  contrived  them  ;  but  the 
B^s  in  the  windows  may  be  mistaken  for  real  ones^  at  the  distance  of 
f^  yards. 

The  fortifications  of  this  city  are  as  much  a  misfoitune  to  the  electorate* 
I  they  are  an  aHvantuj^e  to  the  rest  of  t!ie  Esnpire.  Being  always  one  of 
le  first  objects,  on  thissiJe  of  tlve  Hhioe,  nince  an  enemy  cannot  crosf 
le  river  whde  so  consivlerable  a  fortress  and  so  large  a  garrison  as  it  maj 
>ntain,  might,  perhaps,  check  their  return,  the  Electorate  has  been  often 
le  scene  of  a  tedious  warfare,  from  the  (irst  raising  of  the  works  by 
.ouis  the  Fourteenth,  tlieir  strength  has  never  been  fuUy  tried.  The 
irreiider  in  179«  was  partly  for  the  want  of  a  proper  garrison,  and  partly 
y  contrivance  ;  even  in  1793,  when  the  defence  was  so  furious  and  loQj(« 
.le  (garrison,  it  is  thought,  might  have  held  out  longer,  if  their  stores 
hfl  been  securird  in  boinh-proof  buildings.  A  German  garrison,  sup- 
orted  by  an  army  which  ishould  occupy  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Rhine;, 
light  be  continually  reinforced  iind  supplied,  so  as  to  be  conquered  by 
lothing  but  the  abfeolnte  demolition  of  the  walls. 

The  bridge  of  boats  over  the  Rhine,  wi)ich  botli  in  peace  9nd  war  is  so 
ofportant  to  the  city,  is  now  in  a  much  better  state  than  the  French 
fouDd  it,  beinic  {guarded  at  the  eastern  end  by  the  fortitications  of  Cassel. 
Notwithstanding  its  great  length  and  tiie  rapidity  of  tlie  river,  it  is  so  well 
constructed,  as  to  be  much  less  liable  to  injury  than  migiitbe&up^ 
posed,  and  would  probably  siv>tain  batteries  which  might  defeat  every  at* 
jtcmpt&t  destroying  it  by  nreships.  It  is  766  feet  long,  and  wide  enough 
for  the  passage  of  two  carriages  at  once.  Various  repairs,  aud  the  care  of 
i'daily  survey,  have  cdntiuued  it,  bince  I66],  when  it  was  thrown  over 
tfie  fiver. 

*  The  practice  of  modifying  the  names  of  towns  so  as  to  incorporate) 
b^m  sejftiTately  with  every  language,  is  no  where  more  remarkable  than 
^th  respect  to  those  of  Germany,  where  a  stranger,  unless  he  is  aware  of 
^xn,  might  find  the  variations  very  inconvenient.  The  German  name 
*^  what  ^e  call  Mentz,  is  Maynz ;'  the  French,  which  is  most  used^ 
^^ence ;  and  the  Italian  Magoniio,  by  descent  from  the  Roman  Hagou'»

^Ve  proceeded  to  Frankfort  by  the  passage-boat,  which  we  were  told 

^^old  shew  something  of  the  German  populace,  but  which  disptaye4

^h^  ntakc  ttiis  voyage  every  day,  they  went  aground  in  the  even  streamy

the  towing  horses  to  the  side  and  tug  backward  with  the  stream*     There 

^nean  imndred  people  in  the  boat;  but  the  expedient  of  desiring  thea^ 

^ remove  from  the  part  which  was  aground,  was  never  uj*ed.    We  heard. 

Ihat  they  seldom  make  the  voyage  without  a  similar  stoppage,  not  againsp 

imy  shifting  sand,  but  upon  the  permanent  shelve^  of  the  river. 

'  The  distance  is  about  four-and-twentr  niile>,  but  we  were  nine  hour| 
fa|  reaching  Frankfort,  the  environs  of  which  afford  some  symptoms  of  ^ 
flommeroial  and  opulent  city,  the  bnnksof  the  Mnlne  bei:»g  covered  fo)r 
pearly  the  last  mile  with  country  seats,  beparuled  liom  ^ach  other  by 
famll  pleasure  grounils. 

^There  are  gates  and  walls  to  Frankfort,  but  the  magistrates  do  not  op* 
•ma  tiavellffrs  by  a  military  exatniuatiou  at  their  vutra^cf,    fl^T^^f 
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seen  the  worthlessiit'ss  of  many  places  which  bear  ostentatious  cbmctifif 
4*ither  for  spleiulour  or  trade,  we  were  surprised  to  find  in  this  as  muck 
of  both  as  had  been  reported.  The  quays  were  well  covered  with  goods 
and  labourers;  the  streets  nearest  to  the  water  are  lined  with  ahop«y  and 
those  iu  the  middle  of  the  city  with  the  houses  of  mercbants,  of  which 
nearly  all  are  spacious,  and  many  magnificent.  Some,  indeed,  misht  be 
called  palaces,  if  they  had  nobility  for  their  tenants ;  but,  though  theio* 
jdependance,  which  commerce  spreads  amou^  the  middle  classes,  does  not 
entirely  deter  the  German  nobiliiy  fiom  a  residence  here,  the  finest 
bouses  are  the  property  of  merchants. 

In  our  way  to  the  Cigne  Blanc^  which  is  one  of  the  best  ions,  we  pas* 
Bcd  many  of  so  ^oodan  appearance,  that  it  was  difficult  to  belie»e  tiiere 
rould  be  better  m  a  German  city.  But  Franckfort,  which  is  the  piidc 
of  Germany,  in  this  respect,  has  probably  a  greater  number  of  lar^  inns 
than  any  other  place  of  c(]ual  extent  in  Eurof>e.  The  fairs  fill  tbeie 
twi'.e  in  a  year,  for  three  weeks  at  each  time ;  and  the  order  which  is  ta» 
dispensable  then  continues  at  other  periods,  to  the  surprise  aod  comfort 
of  strangers. 

The  inhabitants  having  had  the  good  sense  to  foresee  that  fortificatioos 
might  render  them  a  more  desirable  prize  to  their  neighbours,  at  the  same 
time  that  their  real  protection  must  depend  upon  other  means,  bare 
done  little  more  than  sustain  their  ancient  walls,  which  are  sufficient  to 
defend  them  against  a  surprise  by  small  parties.  They  maintain  do  troops 
except  a  few  companies  of  city  guards,  and  make  their  con tribut ions  to 
the  army  of  the  Empire  inspecie.  These  companies  are  filled  chiefly  witii 
piiddlc-agcd  men,  whose  appearance  bespeaks  the  plenty  and  peacefvU 
ness  of  the  city.  Their  uniforms,  blue  and  white,  are  of  the  cut  of  thoie 
in  the  prints  of  Marlborough's  days  ;  and  their  grenadiers*  caps  are  of 
jthe  same  peaked  sort,  with  tin  facings  impressed  with  the  city  arms. 

We  staid  here  almost  a  week,  which  was  well  occupied  by  visits,  bat 
shewed  nothing  in  addition  to  what  is  already  known  of  the  society  of  the 
place.  Manners,  customs,  the  topics  of  conversation,  and  even  dres% 
differ  very  slightly  from  those  of  London  in  similar  ranks;  the  mer* 
chants  of  Frankfort  have  more  generally  the  advantages  of  travel  thao 
those  of  England,  but  they  have  not  that  minute  knowledge  of  modem 
events  and  characters,  which  an  attention  to  public  transactions  rendeiv 
common  in  our  island. 

Of  the  society  at  Frankfort,  Messrs,  Bethman,  the  chief  bankers,  seem 
able  to  collect  a  valuable  part ;  and  their  politeness  to  strangers  ioducet 
them  to  do  it  often,  A  traveller,  who  misses  their  table,  loses,  botbu 
to  conversation  and  elegant  hospitality,  a  welcome  proof  of  what  freedom 
and  commerce  can  do  against  the  mental  and  physical  desolation  other* 
wise  spread  over  the  country. 

The  aisislance,  which  the  mutual  use  of  languages  gives  toa  coonectioa 
between  distant  places,  we  were  happy  to  see  existing  and  increasing  to 
the  advantage  of  England  at  Frankfort.  At  the  Messrs.  Bethman's, 
one  day,  French  was  nearly  excluded,  the  ipajority  being  able  to  coo«. 
ye.rse  with  nine  or  ten  English,  who  were  there,  in  their  own  language. 
Of  the  merchants,  who  have  not  been  in  England,  several  speak  Eoglisbi 
without  difficulty,  and  the  rising  generation,  it  is  said,  will  be  generallf 
accomplished  in  it. 

One  of  the  luxuries  of  Franckfort  is  a  Cabinet  lAteraire^  which  is  opc4 
to  strangers  by  the  introduction  of  members.  There  thie  best  periodic 
cal  publications  of  the  Continent  are  received,  and  their  titles  ^fpT^^i^^ 
%t\y  entered  iu  9  boolc,  pp  that  the  reiidiogf  is  notdiitorbed  fagr 
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4ioii  with  the  hbrarian.  It  excited  our  indi^aation  to  h^ar  thut  some  con« 
•trifance  had,  for  several  naonths,  prevented  the  society  from  receiving; « 
-  -^ery  vai liable  English  publication. 

After  this,  the  Theatre  may  Heem  to  require  some  notice^  It  is  a  mo* 
^€ro,  but  not  an  elegant  building,  standing  in  an  area  that  renders  it  con- 
•▼eoientof  access,  and  nearly  in  the  niiddleofthe  city.  The  interior, 
«vhiich  has  been  gaudily  decorated,  contains  a  pit,  three  rows  of  boxes 
that  surround  the  audience  part,  and  a  gallery  over  them  in  the  centre. 
It  is  larger  than  the  Little  Theatre  in  tlie  Hayrnarket,  and  in  form  resem- 
iiles  that  of  Covent  Garden,  except  that  six  or  seven  of  the  central  boxes, 
in  each  tier,  encroach  upon  the*  oval  figure  by  a  projection  over  the  pit* 
-The  boxes  are  let  by  the  year ;  the  price  of  admission  for  non-subscribers, 
•IB  a  florio,  for  which  tCiey  may  lind  places  in  the  boxes,  engaged  by  their 
friends,  or  in  the  pit,  which  is  in  the  same  proportion  of  esteem  as  that  at 
mn  Operarhouse. 

Tfae  performances  are  plays  and  o}>eras  alternately,  both  in  German, 
«nd  the  music  of  the  latter  chiefly  by  German  composers.  The  players 
are  very  far  beneath  mediocrity  ;  but  the  orcheittra,  when  we  heard  it, 
accorded  with  the  fame  of  German  musicians,  for  spirit  and  precision. 
in  these  qualities  eveu  the  wandering  parties,  that  play  at  Inns,  are  very 
seldom  deficient. 

The  stage  was  well  lighted^  but  the  other  parts  of  the  theatre  were 
left  in  duskiness,  which  scarcely  permitted  us  to  see  the  diamonds,  prn«i 
losely  worn  by  several  ladies.  Sixo*clock  is  the  hour  of  beginning,  and 
the  performances  conclude  sood  after  nine» 

-  The  Cabinet  Ltteraire  and  the  Theatre  are  the  only  permanent  places 
of  public  amusement  at  Franckfort,  which  is,  however,  in  want  of  no 
more,  the  inhabitants  being  accustomed  to  pass  much  of  their  time  in 
friendly  parlies,  at  their  houses.  Though  wealth  is  of  course  earnestly 
aud  universally  sought  for  in  a  place  purely  mercantile,  we  were  assured 
that  the  richest  persons,  and  there  ar^  some,  who  have  about  half  a  millioo 
sterling,  find  no  more  attention  in  these  parties  than  others.  This  was  ac* 
knowledged  aud  separately  boastod  of  by  some  of  the  very  rich,  and  by 
those  who  were  comparatively  poor.  We  are  so  far  able  to  report  it  for 
troth,  as  that  we  could  never  discern  the  least  traces  of  the  officiousneis 
or  subserviency  that,  in  a  corrupt  and  debased  state  of  society,  frequently 
point  to  the  wealthiest  individuals  in  every  private  party. 

Round  the  city,  are  several  well-dispo^d  walks,  as  pleasant  as  the  flat<* 
aesBof  the  nearer  country  will  permit;  and  at  intervals,  along  these,  are 
the  countiy  houses  of  the  merchants,  who  do  not  choose  to  go  beyond  the 
city  territories  for  a  residence.  Saxenhausen,  a  small  town,  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Maine,  though  incorporated  with  Franckfort  as  to  jurisdiction, 
aod  connected  with  it  by  a  bridge,  is  chiefly  inhabited  by  watermen  and 
ether  labourers. 

We  left  Franckfort,  after  a  stay  of  six  days.     At  Mentz,  the  Governor 

General  Kalkreuth,  happening  to  be  in  the  great  square,  chose  to  make 

-aeveral  travellers  wait  as  if  for  a  sort  of  review  before  him,  thongh,  after 

all,  nothing  was  to  be  said  but  *<  Go  to  the  Commandant,  who  will  look 

at  yoar  passports." 

The  next  morning  we  set  out  from  Mentz,  and  were  conducted  by  our 
voituricr  over  a  summer-road,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine. 

We  shortly  reached  Oppenheim,  the  first  town  of  Bavaria  on  arriving 
•  finom  ^  north.  It  bears  marks  of  the  devastation  inflicted  u()on  that  coun<« 
try,  10  the  last  century,  more  flagrant  than  could  be  expected,  when  the 
leogthDf  the  iDterveninj^tiiiie^  and  the  complete  recovery  ot  o\W  cv>ci«4 
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from  ttimiiar  (iisusters,  arecoiiMdered.  Louis  the  Fourteenth's  fury  hai 
coni'ertcd  it  from  a  populous  city  into  little  more  than  u  ptctnrebque  min. 
It  was  burned  in  iGOd  ;  and  the  walls,  which  remain  iu  doubh*,  or  mmii^- 
times  in  treble  circles,  are  more  visible  at  q  distance,  tlmnthe  streets 
which  have  been  thinly  erected  within  them.  Above  all  is  the  hanthcronm^ 
or  crown  of  the  country,  a  castle  erected  on  an  eminence  which  conimandt 
the  Rhine,  and  dignities  the  view  from  it,  for  several  miles.  The  whole 
city,  or  rather  ruin,  stands  on  a  brow  over  this  mrijestic  river. 

The  ^ates  do  not  now  open  dire<:tly  into  streets,  but  into  lanes  of  htooe 
walls  between  vifieyards  and  tpirdens,  formed  on  the  site  of  houses  fiever 
restored  since  the  lire.  I'lie  town  itself  haf^  shrunk  from  its  uncterit  Ihsitf 
into  a  few  streets  in  the  centre.  In  some  of  the  interstices,  corn  ^rows  op 
to  the  walls  of  the  present  houses  ;  in  others,  the  ruins  of  fofiner  build* 
logs  remain,  which  the  ovt  ners  have  not  liecii  tempted  tu  rcmo«f,  fortlic 
sake  of  cultivating  their  sites.  Of  the  cathedral,  said  to  have  been  once 
the  iiuest  on  the  Khine,  nearly  all  the  walls  and  the  towtr  still  exist ;  bnt 
Ihese  are  the  only  remains  of  ^randeur  in  a  city  which  set;ms  entireh*  itr« 
capable  of  overcoming  in  this  century  the  wrelchedaess  it  inherits  from 
the  last. 

Had  the  walls  been  as  strong  as  they  areextensive>,  this  place  nii^ht  not 
improbably  have  endnred  a  sie«{e  in  the  present  acv,  hayin*;  been  several 
times  lost  and  re^^aint-d.  It  was  surrendered  to  the  French,  without  a 
conte^t,  in  the  campaign  of  179^*  Aiier  their  rctteut  from  Worms  ^^^ 
during  the  sie^eof  Mentz,  it  was  occupieil  by  the  Prussians  ;  snd^  in  Dt> 
cember  17f)3i  when  the  allies  retired  from  Alsace,  the  Ouke  of  Bruns^ 
wick  established  his  hoad-cintirtersin  it,  for  the  purpose  of  c*ovenn^  the 
fortress.  His  army-ovens  remained  near  the  northern  gate,  in  July  1794, 
when  we  passed  through  it.  Iu  October  of  the  same  year  it  fell  agsio  iuto 
the  hands  of  the  French. 

No  city  on  the  banks  of  the  Rhine  is  so  well  sen  ted  for  afibrding  a  view 
ol  it  as  this,  which,  to  the  north,  overlooks  all  its  winding  as  fjir  as  Meotz, 
and,  southward,  com  mauds  them  towards  Worms.  The  ri\'er  is  abo  here  of 
a  noble  breadth  and  force,  beatin(;^so  vehemently  against  tlie  water-mills 
moored  near  the  side,  that  they  seem  likf*ly  to  be  borne  away  with  the  cor^ 
rent.  A  city  might  be  built  on  the  site  of  Oppenheiro,  which  would 
faintly  rival  the  castle  of  Goodesbcrg  in  (he  richness^  though  not  in  thf 
stiblimity  of  its  prospect. 

From  hence  the  road  leads  through  a  fertile  country  of  com  atid  TiMes, 
but  ut  a  {greater  distance  fnmi  the  river,  to  Worms,  five  or  six  miles  froas 
whicli  it  becomes  broad,  streight,  and  bordered  with  regulBrly«plaiitc4 
trees,  that  form  an  avenue  to  tlie  city.  Soon  after  leading  Oppeoheim, 
we  had  the  tirst  symptou  of  an  approach  to  the  immediate  thlcatre  of  tha 
war,  meeting  a  wa«^gou  loaded  with  wounded  soldiers.  On  this  road,  fbfeiV 
was  a  long  train  of  carriages  taking  stores  to  some  military  depoi. 

We  next  arrived  at  Worms,  the  condition  of  which  was  an  aggravated 
repetition  of  the  wretchedness  of  Oppeulieira.  It  suffered  something  iq 
the  war  which  the  unfortunate  Elector,  soii-iiwlaw  of  our  James  the  Firrt»* 
provoked  by  accepting  the  kingdom  of  Bohemia*  Louis  the  Fourteenth 
came  upon  it  next,  and,  in  10*69,  burned  every  thing  that  coaid  ha 
consumed.  Nothing  was  resiored,  but  on  that  part  which  was  tiM  centre 
pf  an  ancient  city  :  and  the  walla  include,  as  at  OppenheioH  peni  aM| 
vine>*ards  upon  the  ground  which  was  once  covered  with  houses,  mad  mVkh 
j^lainly  appears  to  have  been  so,  from  the  Unes  that  pass  belweiRp,  aad 
doors  th4t  open  into  tl*.^  iuclosures.  A  much  larger  upace  it  Iq*  coyctf^ 
than  at  Oppcnheim,  for  you  are  some  time  iu  driving  fron  die  imtfan 
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On  the  riu^ht  of  the  road  stniids  ihf?  skeleton  ot'the  former  palace,  which 
the  French  burtHMi  in  one  of  the  late  cunnpaij^ns  ;  aiiH  it  U  us  curious  as 
melancholy  to  observe  how  the  sijj^ns  of  ancient  and  modern  desolation 
ming^le  witli  each  ether.  On  one  hand  is  a  pal.ice,  burned  by  the  present 
French  ;  onthcotherthe  walls  of  a  church,  laid  open  by  Louis  XIV. 

The  first  and  j.rincipal  street  of  this  place  leads  through  these  uiiugled 
ruins,  and  through  rows  of  dirty  hou«es»,  miserably  tenanted,  to  the  other 
cud  of  the  citv.  A  few  others  brunch  from  it,  chicflv  towards  the  Hhine. 
including  sometimes  the  ruins,  and  sometimes  the  repaired  parts  of 
churcfies ;  of  which  streets,  n:irn)w,  ill-paved,  and  t^Ioomy,  consists  the 
city  of  Worms.  The  French  j^neral  who  lately  wrote  to  Paris,  "We 
entered  the  fair  episcopal  city  of  Worms,"  may  be  supposed' to  have  de- 
rived his  terms  from  a  geo<^niphical  dictionary,  rather  than  from  a  view 
of  hif  conquest. 

The  inn,  which  was  not  otherwise  a  mean  building^,  was  nearly  destitute 
of  furniture  ;  so  that  the  owner  was  prepared  to  receive  any  sort  of  guestr/ 
or  masters.  The  only  provision  which  we  could  obtain  was  bread,  tlie 
commonest  sort  of  wine,  and  one  piece  of  cold  veal:  for  the  city  was  au- 
der  military  jurisdiction,  and  no  guests  were  allowed  to  have  more  than 
one  dish  at  their  t^ible. 

Our  next  sta^e  was  Franckenthal,  another  place  destroyed  by  Louis 
the  Fourteenth,  but  restored  upon  a  plan  so  uniform  and  conver,ient,  that 
nothinix  but  a  fuller  population  is  necessar}'  to  conKrm  its  tit  je  of  a  flou- 
rishing city.  The  streets,  which  intersect  each  other  at  righ^  angles,  arc 
wide  and  exactly  straight ;  the  houses  are  handsomely  Imilt,  but  the 
|>overty  or  indolence  of  the  owners  suffers  them  to  pattake  of  the  air  of 
neijlect,  which  is  jjfenenil  in  German  habitations;  and  th*.* streets,  though 
8[>aeiousand  not  ill-paved,  had  so  few  passengers,  that  the  depopulation 
of  the  place  se«'n»ed  to  be  rendered  the  moie  obnervubLe  by  its  grandeur. 

This  place  had  been  occupied  bnt  a  few  neeks  b'/foreby  tlje  French 
amiy,  who  hid  plundered  it,  a^  well  as  several  other  (ov.ns  of  the  Palatine, 
after  the  retreat  of  the  allies  from  Alsace,  at  tlie  la'«-lerend  of  17p3.  The 
iuhabitunts  had,  for  tlic  most  part,  returned  to  their  houses;  but  their 
commerce,  whi<h  is  said  to  have  been  not  conte».nptible,  could  not  be  so 
easily  rebtored.  The  uianufuctures  of  porcel/m,  cloths,  silks,  spangles, 
vinegar  and  soap,  of  which  ^'onic  were  establi/»hed  and  all  are  protected 
bv  the  wise  liberality  of  the  Sovereign,  th<>ugh  far  from  being  answer- 
afele,  either  in  their  capitals,  or  produce,  to  tlie  English  idea  of  similar 
enterprises,  comm  lud  some  share  with  England  and  France  lu  supplying 
the  rest  of  Cirrmany.  One  method  of  fanlitatinp:  the  operations  of  trade 
h»id  been  advantageously  adopted  here  ;  that  of  instituting  a  court  upon 
the  spot  for  the  decision  of  all  causes,  in  which  the  traders  ari*  interested; 
and  at  W\a  expence  a  navigable  c.jnal  has  been  formed  from  tlie  town  to 
the  Rhine.  Artists  and  merclmnt-s  have  also  some  privileges,  at  Fraucken- 
tlial,  of  which  that  of  being  exempt  from  the  military  press  is  not  the  least.* 
This  pres",  or  levy,  is  the  method,  by  which  all  theGerman  Princes  re- 
turn their  contingent'  to  the  army  of  the  Empire.  The  population  of 
every  town  and  di»t!-^t  in  their  dominions  is  known  with  sufficient  ac- 
curacy, and  a  settlorl  number  of  recruits  is  supplied  by  each.  When 
dieieare  wanted,  notice  is  given,  that  the  men  of  a  certain  age  must  as- 
semble and  cast  lot^  for  the  service.  Those,  who  are  drawn,  may  find 
•obntitutes,  but  with  this  condition,  that  the  deputy  must  be  at  least  a^i 
tall  af  his  principal :  a  regulation,  which  makes  the  price  of  substitutes 
depend  upon  their  height,  and  frequently  renders  it  impossible  for  th«* 
prtcicipals  to  avail  tnemselvef  of  the  permission.    A  &Ltmtt\Tv\\\uu«v^<^ 
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boiirhood,  who  was  considerably  above  six  feet  iu  height,  could  uot  ob« 
tain  a  substitute  ibr  les^s  than  a  hundred  louis  d*ors. 

Another  unpleasant  condition  is  attached  to  this  exchange;  if  the 
substitute  is  disabled,  or  deserts,  another  must  be  supplied ;  aud,  if  he 
carries  his  arms  or  accoutrements  away,  these  must  be  paid  for  by  the  per« 
son  who  sent  him. 

After  a  ride  of  a  few  miles,  we  reached  Oggersheim.  This  is  n  tmall 
town,  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Rhine,  rebuilt  in  uniforoa  streets,  like 
Franckenthal,  having  been  destroyed  by  the  saa^  exertiou  of  Loais  the 
Fourteenth's  cruelty.  Here  also  the  modem  French  had  very  Kately 
been,  and  some  of  the  ruins,  left  near  the  road  by  Lotus,  appeared  to  bate 
served  themior  kitchens  in  their  excursion. 

At  the  east  end  of  the  town,  towards  the  Rhine,  stands  a  chateau, 
built  with  modern,  but  uot  very  admirable  taste,  and  cotamaodin^  the 
distant  river  in  several  fine  points  of  view.  We  could  not  be  admitted 
^o  see  the  inside,  which  is  said  to  have  been  splendidly  decorated ;  for  tbc 
French  had  just  discpantled  it  of  the  furniture. 

The  road  from  hence  to  Manheiro  was  bordered  for  its  whole  length 
of  at  least  two  miles,  by  rows  of  poplars,  of  which  some  still  remaiu  near 
Og^ersheim  ;  but  those  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  Manheim  have  been 
felled  atone  or  two  feet  from  the  ground.  This  was  done  in  December 
1703 ^>w hen  the  French  began  to  advance  from  landau,  and  were  ex- 
pected to  besiege  Manheim,  their  operations  against  which  might  have 
been  covered,  in  some  measure,  by  this  noble  alley. 

Near  the  Rhine,  the  road  is  now  commanded  by  two  forts,  of  which 
one  was  thrown  up  during  the  approach  of  the  French,  and  completed 
in  the  middle  of  the  summer,  with  great  care.  These -coutribute  muck 
to  the  present  security  of  the  city,  which  might  otherwise  be  bombarded 
from  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river,  even  by  an  enemy  who  should  not 
be  able  and  should  not  propose  to  attempt  the  conquest  of  the  place. 
They  are  ditched  aud  palisadoed,  but,  being  divided  from  the  body  of 
the  city  by  the  Rhine,  are,  of  course,  without  the  communication,  which 
renders  such  works  capable  of  a  long  defence.  Round  one  of  tliese  forts, 
the  road  now  winds,  entering  a  part  of  the  works,  near  the  bridge,  where 
there  is  a  guardhouse  for  the  troops  of  the  Elector. 

It  was  twilight  when  we  approached  Manheim  ;  and  the  palace,  the 
numerous  turrets  and  the  fortifications  had  their  grandeur  probably  in- 
creased by  the  obscurity.  The  bridge  of  boats  is  not  so  long  as  that  at 
IMentz  ;  but  we  had  tiuic  enough  in  passing  it  to  observe  the  extent  of 
the  city,  on  the  left  of  which  the  Neckar  pours  itself  into  the  Rhine,  so 
that  two  sides  are  entirely  washed  by  their  streams.  At  the  next  guard" 
house,  where  we  were  detained  by  the  usual  enquiries,  the  troops  were 
more  numerous ;  and  surely  no  military  figures  ever  accorded  so  well 
with  the  gloomy  gates  and  walls  they  guarded.  The  uniform  of  the  Pa* 
latine  light  troops  is  a  close  jacket  of  motley  brown,  and  pantaloons  of  the 
same  that  reach  to  their  half-boots.  They  have  black  helmets,  with 
crests  and  frouts  of  brass,  large  whiskers,  and  their  faces,  by  constant  ex- 
posure* to  the  sun,  are  of  the  deepest  brown  that  eao  be,  without  ap- 
proaching to  black.  As  they  stood  singly  ou  the  ramparts,  or  in  group* 
at  the  gates,  their  bronze  faces  and  Roman  helmets  seemed  of  a  deeper 
hue,  than  the  gloom,  that  partly  concealed  their  figores. 

The  entrauce  into  Manheimi^  from  the  Rhine,  is  by  a  spacious  street, 
which  leads  directly  into  the  centre*of  the  city,  and  to  a  large  »quare» 
iiUoted  with  limes,  consisting  on  one  side,  of  public  buildings  and*  oo 
ne  othtr»  of  several  uoble  hou«es»  one  of  which  hi  the  chief  iooa  caUc^l  th^ 
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Cour  Palatine.  This  is  the  first  city  in  Germany,  that  can  answer,  hj 
its  appearance,  the  expectations  of  a  foreigner,  wlio  has  formed  them 
from  books.  Its  aspect  is  truly  that  of  a  capital  and  of  the  residence  of 
a  Court;  except  that  in  the  da}<*-tinie  a  traveller  may  be  somewhat  sur* 
prised  at  the  fewness  of  passengers  and  the  small  bhew  of  traffic,  amidst 
such  public  buildings,  and  in  streets  of  such  convenience  and  extent* 
The  fairness,  the  grandeur,  and  the  stateliuess,  which  he  may  have  seen 
attributed  to  other  German  cities,  till  he  is  as  much  disgusted  as  deceived 
by  every  idea  derived  from  description,  may  be  perceived  in  several  parta 
of  Manheim,  and  the  justness  of  disposition  in  all. 

Nor  is  the  beauty  of  the  present  city  solely  owing  to  the  destruction  of 
the  antient  one  by  Louis  the  Fourteenth,  in  lG89>  the  year  of  general  de** 
Tastation  in  the  Palatine*  it  was  laid  out  in  right  lines,  though  to  a  les« 
extent,  in  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century,  when  Frederick  the 
Fifth  laid  the  foundation  of  the  fortifications,  behind  which  a  town  was 
l>ui It,  that  adopted  the  antient  name  of  Manheim,  from  a  Deighbouriag 
one  then  in  decay.  These  were  the  fortifications  and  the  town  destroyed 
by  the  French  in  1689.  The  plan  of  boih  was  but  extended,  when  the 
present  works  were  formed  upon  the  system  of  Cohorn,  and  the  city  bj 
degrees  restored,  with  streets,  which,  intersecting  each  other  at  right 
angles,  divide  it  into  a  hundred  and  seven  square  portions,  l^he  number 
of  the  inhabitants,  exclubive  of  the  garrison  was,  in  17B4,  91,856. 

Some  of  the  streets  are  planted  with  rows  of  trees,  and  there  are  five  or 
six  open  places,  suitable  for  promenades,  or  markets.  The  custom^ 
house,  which  forms  a  side  to  one  of  these,  is  a  noble  stone  building,  rather 
appearing  to,be  a  palace,  than  an  office,  except  that  under  the  colonnades^ 
which  surround  it,  are  shops  for  jewellery  and  other  commodities. 

The  Prince's  palace,  which  opens,  on  one  side,  to  the  city,  and,  on  the 
other,  to  the  ramparts,  was  built  by  the  FJector  Charles-Philippe,  who^ 
in  the  year  I721«  removed  his  residence  hither  from  Heidelberg,  on  ac-* 
count  of  some  diiference  with  the  magistrates,  or,  as  it  is  said,  of  the  pre- 
ralence  of  religious  disputes  in  that  city.  Ue  began  to  erect  it  in  l7SQf 
but  the  edifice  was  not  completed,  till  the  right  wing  was  added  by  the 
present  sovereign,  not  to  be  used  as  a  residence,  hut]to  contain  a  gallery  of 
paintings,  cabinets  of  antiquities  and  natural  history,  a  library,  treasury 
and  menage.  We  passed  a  morning  in  viewing  the  apartrntrntsintbe^tber 
wing,  all  the  paintings  and  books  having  been  remo/ed  from  this,  as 
well  as  great  part  of  the  furniture  from  the  whole  palace,  in  the  dread  of  ab' 
approaching  bombardment.  The  person,  who  shewed  them,  took  care  t^ 
keep  the  cretlit  of  each  room  safe,  by  assuring  us  at  the  door,  that  it  wai 
not  in  its  Ubual  condition. 

The  rooms  are  all  lofty,  and  floored  with  inlaid  work  of  oak  and  chcf« 
nut ;  the  ceilings,  for  the  most  part,  painted  ;  and  the  walls  covered  with 
tapestry,  finely  wrought,  both  as  to  colour  and  design.  Some  of  this  camfS 
from  a  manufuctorv,  established  bv  the  Prince  at  Franckenthal. 

The  furniture,  left  in  several  of  the  rooms,  was  grand  and  antient,  but 
rould  never  have  been  so  costly  as  those,  who  have  seen  the  mansions  of 
wealthy  individuals  in  England,  would  expect  to  find  in  a  palace.  The 
state-Ded  was  inclttsed  not  only  by  a  railing,  but  by  a  glass  case  to  the 
height  of  the  ceiling,  with  windows,  that  could  be  opened  at  pleasure,  to 
^rmit  a  conversation  with  his  courtiers,  when  compliments  were  paid 
at  a  ievee.  In  the  court  of  France,  this  practice  continued  eveu 
to  very  late  years,  and  there  were  three  distinct  privileges  of  entree,  de* 
Dotiog  the  time,  at  which  persons  of  different  classes  were  permitted  tA 
eater  the  chamber.    In  tlie  Earl  of  Portland's  euvbas^^*  ^xQ!9:kK\x\^\4>^ 
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liam  to  Louitt  the  Fourteenth,  it  wu9  thought  a  signal  mark  of  boiKHir, 
that  he  was  admitted  to  his  audience,  not  only  in  the  chamber,  but  wilhio 
theraiU;  ai.d  tlieie  the  French  Monarch  stood  with  the  ihretr  yooDf 
Princes,  his  ^randbont^,  the  Count  de  Tholouse,  the  L>uked*Eumout,aiid 
the  Maresthal  de  Noaille»*.  The  duke  ma«le  hia  sfjeech  covered,  aflef 
which  the  King  entered  i;ito  conversation  with  h»m,  tor  several  minutes. 

One  room,  at  JManhcnn,  was  callei  tiv;  SilverC  hamber,  from  the  quan- 
tity  of  solid  silver,  used  nboul  the  furniture.  Such  articles  as  could  be 
cnrried  away  entire,  bu^i  been  removed,  but  the  walls  were  disfigured  b? 
the  lo>s  of  the  ornaments  torn  from  thtm,  on  account  of  their  value.  Ja 
feveral  rooms,  the  furniture,  that  riMuainfril,  was  partly  packed,  to  be  car- 
ried away  uf>on  tlic  next  alarm.  The  contents  of  the  wanliobe  were  io 
this  state,  and  the  mterior  of  these  now  desolated  apartments  seemed 
like  the  skeleton  of  «^randeur.  The  beauty  of  ti.e  iminted  ccilim^s,  how- 
ever, tlm  richness  of  the  various  prospects,  coniman<ied  by  the  windows, 
«ud  the  great  extent  of  the  buiidin^^  sufficiently  accounted  for  the  rej.-a- 
tation,  which  this  |)aiace  has,  of  heinji^  thefinc^^t  mCjermany. 

It  IS  built  of  stone,  which  lias  sfomewhat  the  reddish  hue  of  that  used  at 
Mentz,  and,  thou;i;h  several  parts  are  positively  disapproved  by  persoui 
of  skill  in  artichecture,  the  whole  in  certainly  a  gmnd  sumptuous  buildiug. 

The  situation  of  Manlieim  and  the  scenery  around  it  are  viewed  to  great 
advantage  from  the  tower  of  theObseivatory,  in  which  strangers  are  |)o- 
litely  received  by  the  Professor  of  Astronomy,  whose  residence  is  esta. 
blished  in  it.  From  this  are  seen  the  fruitful  plains  of  the  Palatinate, 
apreadingou  all  sides,  to  bold  mountains,  of  which  those  of  Lorrain,  that 
exteod  on  the  west  lone  in  distance  the  variety  of  their  colouring,  and  as- 
suming a  blue  tint,  retain  only  the  dignity  of  their  form.  Among  these, 
the  vast  and  round  headland,  called  the  Tanneshergt  which  is  iu  sight, 
during  the  greatest  part  of  the  journey  from  Mentz  to  Manheim,  ispre- 
emiuent. 

But  the  chain  that  binds  the  horizon  on  the  east,  and  is  known  by  the 
pame  of  the  Bergstrasscy  or  road  of  mountains,  is  near  enoufi;h  to  display 
all  their  wild  irregularity  of  sliape,  the  forest  glens,  to  which  they  open, 
aod  the  various  tiiits  of  rock  and  soil,  of  red  and  purfile,  that  mingle  with 
the  corn  and  wood  on  their  lower  steeps*  These  mountains  are  seen  id 
the  north  from  their  commencement  near  Franckfort,  and  this  line  is  netrr 
interrupted  from  thence  southward  intoSwitzerland4  The  rivals  to  them, 
of  the  south  west  are  the  mountains  of  Alsace,  which  extend  in  long  pcr- 
ipective,  and  at  a  distance  appear  to  unite  with  those  of  the  Bergstrassf* 
Amoog  the  numerous  towns  and  villages  that  crown  the  Faluliiiate,  the 
•piles  of  Oppenhcim  and  Wo  ran*  are  distinctly  visible  to  the  north;  al- 
most beoeath  the  eye  are  tliose  of  Fraiickenttiul,  and  Ogger:ihei(n,  aud  ta 
the  southward  Spires  shews  its  many  towers. 

in  the  nearer  scene  the  Neckar,  after  tiimbliiig  from  among  the  forestf 
of  the  Bergstrasse,  falls  into  the  Rhine,  a  little  below  Uie  walls  of  MaiK 
heim  ;  and  the  gardens  of  a  summer  chateau  belonging  to  the  Elector  oc- 
cupy the  angle  between  the  two  rivers. 

1  hese  gardens  were  now  surrendered  by  the  Prince  to  he  the  camp  of 
three  thousand  of  his  troops,  detached  from  the  garrison  of  thecity,  which, 
at  this  time  consisted  of  nearly  twenty  thousand  men.  In  several  placet^ 
on  the  banks  of  the  two  rivers,  batteries  were  thrown  up,  and  near  the 
camp  a  regular  fort,  fur  the  purpose  of  commanding  both ;  so  that  Man- 
Wim,  by  its  uattiral  and  artiticial  means  of  defence,  was  supposed  to  h< 
tendered  uearly  unassailable,  on  two  sides.  On  that  of  lieidelheiKy  ^' 
ir«i  not  10  secure :  nor  cou\d  tV\«  oI\\«t%\)«  ^<e^^^^^  ^  ^  ^mtoo  of  W 
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ill  15,000  men.  It  wsismi  tliibHCcoutit»  that  the  Elertor  df  tuiiieH  tea 
oariand  of  his  troops  irom  a(*tiial  .xervice,  contrary,  as  is  said,  to  the  re^ 
[>iistniuce»  of  the  Emperor,  who  ofiVrcM^,  but  without  anccess,  to  gar- 
lon  his  capital  with  Atistrians.  From  the  obsetvatory,  the  camp  and 
e  uorkt)  AtTi.'  ea*^ily  seen,  and,  by  the  liclpof  a  Dollaiid  telescope 
e  hnly  optical  instruuKMit  reoiaiiiiii}^,  the  onler  of  both  was  m>  exactly 
inted  out  by  our  t^nide,  that  it  watt  not  difficult  to  comprehend  thtf 
es  of  them.  Military  pre(>arHtionH,  indeed,  occurred  very  frequently 
Manbeim.  In  the  gardens  of  the  chief  Electoral  palac*e,  exteiidiu|^ 
the  Kaoiparts  over  the  Rhine,  cannon  were  planted,  which*  were  as 
jularly  fjuarded  by  sentinels  as  in  the  other  parts  of  the  fortiftcationt. 
All  the  i^tes  of  Manheim  appear  to  be  defended  by  fortifications  of 
iusuul  stren^tli.  Besides  two  broad  ditcher,  there  are  batteries,  which 
ay  directly  upon  the  bridges,  and  mia^ht  destroy  tliein  in  a  few  minutes, 
[legates  are  (guarded,  with  the  utmost  strictness,  and  no  person  ia  suf* 
'cd  to  enter  them,  after  teu  at  uii^ht,  without  the  express  permission  of 
e  |i;overnor.  When  a  courier  arrives,  who  wislies  to  use  his  privilege 
pabhinu^,  at  all  hours,  he  put«  some  token  of  his  oflice  into  a  small  tit| 
iXy  which  is  kept  on  tiie  outside  of  the  ditch,  to  be  rlrawn  across  it  by 
ccNrd,  that  runs  Uf>on  a  roller  on  each  Imnk.  Tlie  odicir  of  the  ^uard 
rries  this  to  the  governor,  ainl  obtains  the  keys;  biit  so  mndi  time  is 
lased  in  this  sort  of  application,  that  couriers,  when  the  nights  are  shout, 
ually  wait  the  opening  of  thesrntes,  which  is  soon  after  day-ligbt^  in 
mmelr,  and  Hix  or  seven  in  winter. 

The  land  near  IVIanheiin  is  chiefly  planted  with  tobacco  and  madder, 
id  the  landscape  is  enlivened  with  small,  but  ne»t  c*onntry  hoanefiy 
Attered  along  the  margin  of  the  Neckar.  The  neighbourhood  abofinda 
p^e>isant  ridea,  and  whether  you  wind  the  higii  banks  of  the  majestic 
bine,  or  the  borders  of  the  more  tranquil  Neckar,  the  mountains  of  the 
erf^rasse,  tnmbleil  u{)on  each  other  in  wild  confusion,  generally  form 
e  dnagniticent  back  ground  of  the  scene. 

Ob  returning  from  an  excursion  of  this  kind  at  the  close  of  evening, 
e^diers  at  the  gates  are  frequently  heard  chanting  martial  songs  in 
trta  and  chorus  ;  a  sonorous  niu^ic  in  severe  unison  with  the  solemnity 
the  hour  and  the  imperfect  forms  that  meet  the  eye,  of  centinels  keep* 
f^  watch  beneath  the  dusky  gateways,  while  their  brethren,  reposnitg 
I  the  benches  without,  mingle  their  voices  in  the  deep  chorus.  Rude 
id  simple  as  are  these  strains,  they  are  often  singularly  impressive,  and 
uqh  tlie  imagination  with  something  approaching  to  horror,  when  the  cir« 
imstances  of  the  place  are  remembered,  and  it  is  considered  how  soon 
ese  men,  sent  to  inflict  death  on  others,  may  themselves  be  thrown 
tothe  unnumbered  heap  of  the  military  slain. 

An  excellent  road,  sheltered  for  nine  English  miles  by  rows  of  high 
^birs,  conducted  us  throu^h  richly  cultivated  plains  fram  Manbeim 
Schwetzingen,  a  small  village,  distinguished  by  an  Electoral  chateau 
(d  gardens.  Tiiis  was  one  of  the  pleasantet«t  rides  we  had  found  in 
eroaany,  for  the  road,  though  it  exhibited  little  of  either  the  wild  or 
Gturesque,  frequently  o|»ened  towards  the  mountains  bright  with  a  vu« 
ety  of  colouring,  and  then  again  was  shrouded  among  woods  and  plan* 
tJons,  that  bordered  the  neighbouring  fields,  and  brought  faintly  tore* 
e)9brance  the  style  and  miitglcd  verdure  of  our  native  landscape. 
The  chateau  is  an  old  and  inelegant  building,  notjarge  enough  to  have 
!cn  ever  used  as  a  fornial  residence.  The  present  Prince  of  Bavaria  hat 
l4iB4  to  it  tw9  wings,  each  of  six  hundred  i«wt  loag«  bt^t  fo  V^h^xImbX 
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the  apartments  -d re  all  on  the  ground  floor.  Somewhat  of  that  air  of  neg« 
lect,  which  can  sadden  even  the  most  delightful  scenes,  is  visible  here; 
several  of  the  windows  are  broken,  and  the  theatre,  Tnuvic-room,  and 
ball-room,  which  I*ave  been  laid  out  in  one  of  the  wings,  are  abaodooed 
to  dust  and  lumh<:r. 

At  iSchwetzin^cTi  the  fine  road  concludes,  and  we  began  to  windalon^ 
the  skirts  of  a  forest  on  the  loft  having  on  the  right  an  open  corn  coao- 
try,  beyond  which  appeared  the  towers  of  Spires  and  Philtpsbur^.  Wag^ 
hansel  and  Bruchsal  are  small  posting  places  in  this  route,  at  a  village 
between  which  we  had  another  instance  of  the  little  attentioo  paid  to  tra- 
vellers in  Germany. 

The  scenery  of  this  forest  is  very  various.  Sometimes  we  found  oar 
way  through  groves  of  ancient  pine  and  6r,  so  thickly  planted,  that  their 
lower  branches  were  withered  for  want  of  air,  and  it  seemed  as  if  the  car* 
riage  could  not  proceed  between  them;  at  others  we  passed  under  the 
spreading  shade  of  chesnuts,  oak  and  walnut,  and  crossefl  many  a  cool 
stream,  green  with  the  impending  foliage,  on  whose  sequestered  bank  one 
almost  expected  to  see  the  moralizing  Jacques ;  so  exactly  did  the  scene 
accord  with  Shakespeare's  description.  The  woods  again  opening,  we 
found  ourselves  in  a  noble  avenue,  and  saw  the  stag  gracefully  booudinff 
across  it  "  to  more  profound  repose  ;**  while  now  and  then  a  hut,  formed 
of  rude  green  planks  under  some  old  oak,  seemed,  by  its  smoked  Ma^ 
to  have  often  afforded  a  sheltered  repast  to  hunting  parties. 

Near  CarUruhe  the  gardens  of  the  Prince  and  then  the  palace  beccfae 
visible,  the  road  winding  along  them,  on  the  edge  of  the  forest,  till  it 
enters  the  northern  gate  of  the  city.  The  streets  are  spacious,  light» 
and  exactly  straight;  but  not  so  magnificent  as  those  of  Manheim,  aad 
still  less  enlivened  with  passengers.  Carlsruhe  has  the  advantage  of  dsI 
being  fortified,  so  that  the  inhabitants  are  not  oppressed  by  a  nomerou 
garrison,  and  strangers  pass  through  it,  though  so  near  the  seat  of  war, 
without  interruption.  It  is  less  than  Manheim  by  at  least  half,  and  \m 
no  considerable  public  building,  except  the  palace,  firom  the  apacioiiy 
area  before  which  all  the  streets  proceed  as  ra</ii,  till  their  furthest  endf 
fill  up  the  figure  of  a  semicircle.  The  houses  in  the  area,  which  imme* 
diately  front  the  palace,  are  built  over  a  piazza  interrupted  only  by  the 
commencement  of  the  streets.     The  palace  has  of  course,  an  unezaok 

filed  advantage  in  the  mixture  of  town  and  rural  scenery  in  its  prospectfi 
ooking  on  one  side  through  all  the  streets  of  the  city,  and  on  the  other 
through  thirty-two  forest  alleys,  cut  to  various  lengths  of  from  tents 
fifteen  English  miles  each. 

We  passed  part  of  two  days  at  Carlsruhe,  and  were  chiefly  in  these 
gardens,  which  are  of  the  most  enchanting  beauty  and  richpess.  The 
warmth  of  the  climate  draws  up  oolours  for  the  shrubs  and  plants,  which 
we  thought  could  not  be  equalled  in  more  northern  latitudes;  twotluNH 
sand  and  seven  hundred  orange  and  lemon  trees,  loaded  with  frtiit  and 
blossoms,  perfumed  the  air ;  and  choice  shrubs,  marked  with  the  LiD« 
nean  distinctions,  composed  the  thickets.  The  gardens  being  limited 
only  by  the  forests,  appear  to  unite  with  them  ;  and  the  deep  Tondure 
and  luxuriance  of  the  latter  are  contrasted  sweetly  with  tlie  tcmder -green 
of  the  lawns  and  plants,  and  with  the  variety  of  scarce  and  majestic  trees 
mingled  with  the  garden  grove.  The  palace  is  a  large  and  sumptuous, 
though  not  an  elegant  editice,  built  of  stone  like  all  the  rest  of  tne  dty, 
and  at  the  same  period.  The  spot,  compared  witli  the  surrouDdinr 
country,  appeared  (ike  Milton's  Edea«-like  Paradise  opcaoed  in  the  wil£ 
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Beyond  CarUruhe  the  road  begins  to  approach  the  Rhiue,  which  we 
had  lost  sight  of  near  Manheim  ;  and  though  the  river  is  never  within 
view,  the  country  is  considered  as  a  military  frontier.  The  road  for  the 
nrhole  siage  between  Carlnruhe  and  Kastadt«  about  6fteeii  miles  is  planted 
Bvith  lofty  tree«,  of  which  the  shade  was  extremely  refreshing  at  this  hcu* 
ion ;  the  clouds  of  sand,  that  rose  from  the  road,  would  otherwise  have 
made  the  heat  intolerable. 

Rustadt,  like  CorKruhe,  is  built  upon  one  plan,  hut  is  as  inferior  to 
t  in  beauty,  as  in  size.  The  chief  street  is,  however,  uncommonly  broad, 
to  much  so,  that  the  upper  end  is  u^ed  as  a  market  place,  and  the  statue 
>f  the  founder.  Prince  Louis,  in  the  centre,  is  seen  with  all  the  advan- 
tage of  space  and  perspective. 

On  the  southern  side  of  Rastadt,  there  is  a  handsojne  stone  bridge 
iver  the  river  Murg,  that  falls  into  the  Rhine,  at  the  distance  of  a  lefis^ue 
from  ^he  city.  Soon  after  the  road  passes  by  the  grove  of  the  Favorita^ 
I  tammer  palace  built  by  a  dowager  Margravine.  We  now  drew  nearer 
i>  the  mountains  of  the  Bergstrasse,  which  had  disappeared  near  Bchwet- 
lingen,  and  had  risen  again  partially  through  the  morning  mists,  soon 
ifter  our  quitting  Carlsruhe.  They  are  hereof  more  awful  height,  and 
ibrjupt  steepness  than  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Manheim,  and  on  their 
pointed  brow^,  are  frequently  the  ruins  of  castles,  placed  sometimes 
■[here  it  seems  as  if  no  human  foot  could  climb.  The  nearer  we  ap- 
iroached  these  mountains  the  more  we  had  occasion  to  admire  the  va- 
*iott#  tints  of  their  granites. 

The  manners  of  the  people  in  this  quarter  are  more  civilized  than  in 
;he  upper  parts  of  Germany.  They  are  also  better  dressed  ;  for,  though 
hey  retain  the  slouched  woollen  hat,  they  have  caps;  and  towards  the 
MMTxIers  of  .Switzerland  their  appearance  becomes  picturesque.  Here 
;hey  frequently  wear  a  blue  petticoat  with  a  cherry-coloured  hoddice, 
oil  white  sleeves  fastened  above  the  elbow,  and  a  muslin  handkerchief 
hrown  gracefully  round  the  neck  in  a  sort  of  roll  ;  the  hair  sometimes 
flatted  round  the  head,  and  held  on  the  crown  with  a  large  bodkin.  On 
lalidays,  the  girls  have  often  a  flat  straw  hat,  with  bows  of  ribband  hang- 
ngbehind. 

The  cottages  are  also  somewhat  better,  and  the  sides  entirely  covered 
vhh  vines,  on  which,  in  the  beginning  of  July  were  grapes  bigger  than 
aipers,  and  in  immense  quantities.  Sometimes  Turkey  corn  is  put  to 
Iry  nnd^r  the  projections  of  the  first  floor,  and  the  gardens  are  ornamented 
vitb  a  short  alley  of  hops.  Meat  is,  however,  bad  and  scarce ;  the  ap- 
pearance so  disgusting  before  it  is  dressed,  that  those  who  can  accommo- 
lale  their  palates  to  the  cooking,  must  endeavour  to  forget  what  they 
unre  seen.  Butter  is  still  more  scarce,  and  the  little  cheese  that  appears 
gooly  anew  white  curd,  made  up  in  rolls  scarcely  bigger  than  an  egg. 
K  aort  of  beer  is  here  made  for  servants,  the  taste  of  which  afibrds  no 
(ymptom  of  either  malt  or  hops;  it  is  often  nearly  white,  and  appears 
»  have  been  brewed  but  a  few  hours ;  it  is  often  nearly  white,  and  a(>- 
jeara  to  have  been  brewed  but  a  few  hours ;  what  is  sooiewhat  browner 
•  bottled,  and  sold  at  about  thiee  pence  a  quart. 

Our  road,  this  «lay,  was  seldom  more  than  two  leagues  distant  from 
ht  Rhine,  and  we  expected  to  have  heard  the  iiie  wt.ich  the  Austrian 
ind  French  p<»sts,  who  have  their  batteries  on  the  two  banks  of  the  river, 
Vequently  exchant;e  with  each  other.  The  tranquillity  was,  howei'er,  as 
loond  as  in  any  other  country.     The  pea^ants  were  us  U  isurely  cutting

their  harvest,  and  all  the  other  business  of  rural  life  was  proceeding  at 
uninterruptedly  as  if  there  was  no  possibility  of  an  attack. 

It  was  night  before  we  reached  OHVnburg,  where  we  were  compelled 
to  lodge  at  a  wretched  inn  called  the  Post-houAC,  the  manter  of  the  other 
having  that  day  removed  to  admit  a  new  tenant ;  but  the  condition  of 
tlie  lodging  was  of  little  importance,  for,  all  night,  the  heavy  tminphng 
of  feet  along  the  road  below  prevented  sleep,  and  with  the  first  dawa 
the  sound  of  martial  music  drew  us  to  the  windows. 

OfFenberg  is  a  small  town,  in  the  Margravine  of  Baden,  pleasantly 
seated  at  the  feet  of  the  Bergstrasse,  which  the  road  again  approaches  so 
near  as  to  be  somewhat  obstructed  by  its  acclivities.  Our  way  lay  along 
tlie  base  of  these  during  the  whole  day  ;  and  as  we  drew  nearer  to  Swit-^ 
zerland,  their  height  became  still  more  stupendous,  and  the  mountaiusof 
Alsace  seemed  advancing  to  meet  themin  the  long  perspective ;  the  pUiot 
between,  through  which  the  Rhine  gleamed  in  long  sweeps,  appeared  to 
be  entirely  covered  with  corn,  and  in  the  nearer  scene  joyous  g^roopf 
were  loading  the  waggons  with  the  harvest.  An  harvest  of  another  kind 
was  ripening  among  the  lower  rocks  of  the  Bergstrasse,  where  the  light 
green  of  the  vines  enlivened  every  cliff,  and  sometimes  overspread  tlte 
ruiuous  walls  of  what  liad  once  been  fortrenses. 

We  passed  many  villages  shaded  with  noble  trees,  which  bad  moreap* 
pearaiicc  of  comfort  than  any  we  had  seen,  and  which  were  enviable  for 
the  pleasantness  of  their  situation  :  their  spacious  street  generally  open* 
ing  to  the  grandeur  of  the  mountain  vista,  that  extended  tothe  south. 
In  these  landscapes  the  peasant  girl,  in  the  simple  dress  of  the  country, 
and  balancing  on  iier  large  straw  hat  an  harvest  keg,  was  a  very  pictures- 
que figure. 

It  was  evening  when  we  came  within  view  of  Friburg,  the  last  city  of 
Germany,  on  the  borders  of  Switzerland,  and  found  ourselves  amoog 
mountains  which  partook  of  the  immensity  and  sublimity  of  those  oi 
that  enchanting  country.  But  what  was  our  emotion,  when,  from  id 
eminence,  we  discovered  the  pointed  summits  of  what  we  believed  to  be 
the  Swiss  mountains  themselves,  a  multitudinous  assemblage  rolled  in 
the  far-distant  prospect  !  This  glimpse  of  a  country  of  all  others  in  £a« 
rope  the  most  astonishing  and  grand,  awakened  a  thousand  interesting 
recollections  and  delightful  expectations  ;  while  we  watched  with  regret 
even  this  partial  vision  vanishing  from  our  eyes  as  we  descended  to- 
wards Friburg.  The  mountains  that  encompass  this  city  have  so  much 
the  character  of  the  great,  that  we  immediately  recollect  the  line  of  se* 
paration  between  Germany  and  Switzerland  to  be  merely  artificial,  ii«t 
marked  even  by  a  river.  Yet  while  we  yield  to  the  awful  pleasure  which 
this  external  vastness  inspires,  we  feel  the  insignificance  of  oQr  tempo- 
rary^nature,  and,  seeming  more  than  ever  conscious  by  what  a  slender 
system  oar  existence  is  upheld,  somewhat  •f  dejection  and  anxiety 
mingle  with  our  admiration.

After  the  brilliant  passage  of  the  Elbe  by  Geoertil  Biucber  at  Ulster,  io  which 
both  decision  and  judgment  have  been  pre-eniioently  displayed,  and  the  cuu8fquc>nf 
passage  uf  the  same  river  by  iht  Prince  Royal's  army  at  the  points  of  Rosslau  and 
Acker,  bis  Royal  Highness  the  Crowu  Prince  conceived  a  movement  of  the  whole 
allied  force  to  the  left  bank  of  the  Saale  would  force  Ihe  enemy  either  to  a  general 
battle,  or  would  be  the  roost  effectual  mode  to  embarrass  and  harass. his  retreat,  if  1  e 
•boald  determine  upon  a  measure  which  the  combined  movements  of  the  armies  of 
Bohemia,  Silesia,  and  of  the  North  of  Germany  un  his  flanks,  and  on  all  his  com* 
MSDications,  seemed  to  render  so  indispensably  necessary. 

Napoleon,  it  seems,  hnd  manceuvred  from  Dresden,  according  to  reports,  with  a 
large  corps  of  cavalry  on  the  right,  and  all  his  infantry  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe, 
as  far  down  as  Archlau  :  a  strong  demonstration  of  twenty  or  thirty  thousand  men 
was  made  from  Torgau  towards  the  point  of  £l8ter,on  the  8th,  where  General  Blucher 
passed,  probably  with  a  design  of  menacing  that  General,  and  forcing  him  to  repass 
tbe  river.  The  bold  determination  of  the  Allies  was  not,  however,  to  be  arrested 
by  demonstration  ;  and  the  whole  army  of  Blucher  being  now  in  close  communica- 
tion wilh  that  of  the  Prince  Royal,  the  former  marched  from  Duben  on  Jesnitz,  on 
the  ^th,  and  passed  the  Mulda ;  and  the  Crown  Prince  concentrated  bis  forces 
bttween  Zorbig,  Radegast,  and  Bitterfeld.  The  enemy,  according  to  accounts^  ap. 
beared  pow  to  be  collected  about  Eulenberg  and  Oschatz,  between  the  Mulda  an4 
Ibe  Elbe. 

On  the  lOth,  General  Blucher  moved  from  Jesnitz  to  Zor{)ig,  and  the  armies  of 
Sileaia  and  the  North  of  Germany  were  here  assembled  :  the  determination  being 
|aken  %m  pass  the  ^aale,  orders  were  issued  in  the  night,  and  General  Biucber 
moved  with  the  Silesian  army  to  pass  the  river  at  Wettin,  bridges  being  constructed 
for  that  purpose. 

General  Bulow,  with  his  corps  d^armce,  was  in  like  manner  to  pass  at  Wettin ; 
Ccneral  VVinzingerode,  with  the  Russians,  at  Rothepburg  y  and  the  Prince  Royal, 
with  the  Swedes,  at  Alsleben  and  Bernburg.  The  whole  allied  force  was  then  to 
place  itself  in  order  of  battle,  with  its  left  on  the  Saale,  waiting  the  further  develop. 
iBent  of  the  eneray^s  movements.  General  Bulow^  corps,  and  General  VVinzin- 
gerode^s  corps,  after  passing  the  river,  were  to  form  the  right  of  the  Silesian  army, 
and  the  Swedes  to  be  in  reserve  or  second  line. 

Each  corps  d*armee  is  to  forni  in  three  lines.  General  WoronzofT,  who  formed 
General  Winziogerodc's  advanced  guard  at  Halle,  is  to  be  regulated  in  his  movements 
by  the  attempts  of  the  enemy,  and  fall  back  on  the  forces  passing  at  Wettin,  if  he 
•boald  be  attacked  by  superior  numbers,  but  otherwise  to  retain  Halle  as  long  as 
possible. 

It  will  be  understood  by  these  bold  and  decided  movements,  that  the  points  of 
passage  on  the  Elbe,  by  which  the  armies  have  passed,  have  been  abandoned,  and 
are  to  be  destroyed,  if  necessary ;  and  other  bridges  have  been  prepared  below 
Magdeburg  in  case  of  need.  The  corps  of  observation,  under  General  Thumcn, 
before  Wittenberg,  of  about  6,000  men,  in  the  event  of  the  enemy  forcing  a  passage 
there  for  the  purpose  of  alonjeing  the  right  bank  of  the  Elbe,  and  returning  by 
Magdeburg,  (in  the  extremity  in  which  he  is  placed,  or  in  another  improbable,  but 
poasible,  event,  of  his  pushing  with  all  his  forces  to  Berlin),  has  orders  to  retire  ou 
General  Taueuzien,  who,  with  ten  tboasaod  men,  it  to  remsiiu  ;i\  \)t«iA.^^^tk^^^<^« 
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cordtngf  tu  circurastancsn,  eiUiir  to  nianceuvre  oo  the  ri'.;ht  baiil?  o^ainst  any  pouible 
eftoii  of  the  t-iti  tnv's,  or  bj  forced  marches  BtrcofFtben,' in  case  o:'  neeiJ,  the  armiet 
assembled  on  iMcSnalc.  General  Tatientien  will  he  aMisted  bj  all  tiie  Undstara, 
and  tome  iimaller  detached  cor]>s  are  also  to  join  him. 

Information  now  arrived  that  Platow,  with  hia  Cosvacks,  were  at  Re^a  ;  General 
Kleiiit  and  Wittgenstein,  with  the  advance  of  the  ij^rand  army  of  Bohemia,  approach- 
ing Altenbcrg ;  and  onr  communication  seemed  to  be  completely  establiahcd  behiad 
the  rear  of  the  French  army. 

Information  was  ^till  vagne  of  the  movements  of  the  enemy  ;  bnt  accoanta  wert 
brought  in  on  the  evening  of  the  lOlb,  that  he  was  moving  troopa  from  tbe  differ* 
ent  points  of  Lntzen  and  Warzeo  to  Leipsic  \.  and  it  was  added  tbat  Buonaparte  was 
expected  to  arrive  there  on  the  loth.  His  force  between  Dresden  aad  Leipaic,  cx- 
clnsive  of  gnrrisonH,  at  tbe  highest  calculation  may  lie  estimated  at  180,000  men: 
that  of  the  Silesian  army  at  65,000,  and  that  of  the  Prince  Royal  mt  6o,000,  with 
6oo  pieces  of  artillery  ^  and  it  is  impossible  to  see  a  finer  army,  or  one  more  falTy 
equipped  in  all  its  parts. 

By  tbe  reports  reixived  this  day.  General  Platow,  with  all  his  Cossacks,  baa  arrived 
at  Lutxen,  hnving  taking  some  hundreds  of  prisoners  at  Weisenfels,  and  is  come  iat* 
complete  communication  with  tbe  advance  of  General  WoronzoflTs  Cossacks  frsa 
Halle.  Platow  reports  the  assembling  of  the  enemy *8  army  round  Leipsie.  fft 
have  certain  accounts  that  the  army  of  Bohemia  is  now  between  Alteobnrgaad 
Chemnitz;  nnd  General  Bcnnigsen,  with  the  Austrian  diviaion  of  Colloredo*  wblcfc 
has  been  joined  to  biro,  is  meditating  a  demonstration  towarda  Dresden. 

P.  S.  General  Blucher  was  not  enabled,  by  the  bridge  nat  being  complete,  to 
pass  at  Wettin,  but  proceeded  to  Halle,  where  be  baa  passed.  General  Bnlow  hss 
iiot  paased  this  day,  but  the  rest  of  the  allied  army  is  on  the  left  baak  of  the 
Saale.     . 


TWENTY-THIRD  BULLETIN.

The  movements  and  marches  of  the  combined  army,  necessarily  aaspendcd  the 
publication  of  the  operationa,  in  order  to  present  at  once  the  plans  and  tbeir  coase> 
quences. 

The  Emperor  Napoleon  quitted  Dresden  the  5th  of  October,  and  marched  in  two 
columns  upon  Meissen,  one  taking  the  left,  and  the  other  the  right  bank  of  the 
Elbe.  Arrived  at  Wurtzen,  he  halted  his  troops.  This  movement,  which  was  loar 
days  too  late^  has  been  fatal  to  the  French  army,  and  has  deatroyed  in  two  batllci 
'the  spell  of  Napoleon's  invincibility.  Tbe  armies  of  Silesia  and  tbe  North  of  Ger- 
many were  on  the  leA  bjink  of  the  Elbe.  They  possessed,  in  fact,  neither  a  post, 
nor  a  strong  place  on  either  bank  ;  but  strong  in  their  union  and  the  bravery  of  tbeir 
soldiers,  they  had  formed  the  rcaolation  of  not  repassing  the  river  witbovt  giviag  or 
receiving  battle. 

Tbe  Prince  Royal  and  General  Blocher,  wishing  to  get  promptly  oat  of  this  pre- 
carious situation,  united  with  Prince  William  of  Prussia,  the  ytb  of  October,  at 
Mdhlbeck  on  the  Mulda.  They  determined  to  march  npon  Lerpaic.  The  Em< 
peror  Napoleon,  wishing  to  out-strip  them,  formed  the  design  of  attacking  tbe  amny 
of  Silesia.  He  marched  against  it  with  the  intention  of  penetrating  itsiioe,  and 
pceventing  it  from  regaining  tbe  bridge  it  bad  constructed  at  Wartenbnrg.  This 
movement  was  foreseen ;  and  the  army  of  Silesia  paased  from  the  right  to  the  kit 
bank  of  the  Mulda. 

In  the  night  of  the  lotb  and  11th  the  two  armies  quitted  their  positions  at  Xsr* 
big,  Jessoiti,  and  Aadegast,  in  order  to  place  tbcmaclTet  behind  the  Stale}  lit 
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array  of  Siletia  marched  upon  Haltc,  aDd  that  of  the  North  of  Germany  upon  Ro^ 
thrnhori^  and  Bernbar^.  The  Emperor  Napoleon  attonitbcd  at  this  march,  arretted 
kis  movement  upon  the  Elbe,  and  aftetwarda  took  the  resolution  of  continningr  it. 
Be  seized  upon  Def  wan,  the  works  and  bridge  of  Roslan,  detached  two  corps  uf  his 
•rmy  upon  Wittenberg,  and  caused  General  Thnmen,  who  commanded  the  blockade 
of  the  fortress,  to  be  attacked.  That  General,  after  a  valiant  defence,  fell  back 
ilpoB  the  corps  of  General  Tauenziea,  who  had  re-croised  the  £ll>e.  The  enemy 
imnediately  marched  upon  RosIhu,  and  attacked  General  Taueuzien,  who,  in  con- 
Ibmity  to  his  instructions,  made  a  retrograde  movement,  to  cover  Berlin.  The 
cveny  moved  upon  Acken,  with  the  design  of  destroying  the  bridge.  The  troopg 
posted  on  the  right  hank  defended  the  approaches  of  certain  batteries  scarcely  com- 
pleted, bat  were,  at  length,  forced  to  retire  to  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  and 
carried  off  some  boats  that  composed  the  bridge.  They  sustained  no  loss.  That 
wbicb  they  suffered  in  the  previous  affairs,  in  the  vicinity  of  Dessan,  Cosurg,  and 
Wittenberg,  did  not  amount  to  more  than  400  men. 

Information  having  been  recci«-cd  from  every  quarter,  that  the  Emperor  Na« 
poleon  had  assembled  a  coasiderable  force  between  Doben  and  Wittenberg, 
in  order  to  deoouche  through  that  city  upon  Magdebnrgh,  and  extricate  him* 
•dffrom  his  hazardous  position,  the  ai*my  of  the  North  of  Germany  recrossed 
Ae  Saate  on  the  13th,  and  moved  u|K>n  Cothen,  with  the  design  of  following  th« 
narch  of  the  emperor^s  *rmy,  and  of  attacking  it  wherever  it  might  be  met  with. 
Intelligence  had  been  received  that  the  4th  and  7tb  corps,  and  the  sd  corps  of  c«u 
▼airy  were  upon  the  right  hank  of  the  Elbe,  the  nth  at  Wittenberg,  the  sd  at 
Dessan,  and  the  old  and  young  guards  at  Dnben.  The  Dnke.  of  Ragnsa  was  at  t>e- 
f  ilcsch.  The  enemy,  the  same  evening,  attacked  the  town  of  Acken.  The  division 
of  the  Prince  of  Hesse  Homburg  moved  in  that  direction  ;  .b«t  General  Hirschfeld 
bad  already  succeeded  in  repulsing  that  part  of  the  3d  French  corps  which  had 
made  the  attack 

The  bridge  of  Acken  was  already  re-established,  and  every  preparation  made  t» 
croas  the  Elbe  by  main  force,  when  accounts  arrived  that  the  Emperor  Napoleon 
Bad  made  several  corps  of  his  army  retrogade,  and  had  re>aasemhled  his  troops  be^ 
Careen  Duben  and  Wurfzen.  The  presence,  however,  of  two  corps  between  Dcssan* 
Dfittenherg,  and  Duben,  excited  a  suspicion  that  he  intended  to  strike  a  grand  blow, 
nfler  having  changed  his  plans  ;  but  t>eing  continnally  watched,  all  his  movements 
were  ascertained,  and  those  of  the  army  of  the  North  of  Germany  were  regulated 
nccordingly.  That  army  marched  upon  the  tsth  of  October  upon  Halle.  The 
Cnpcror  conceiving  that  it  was  going  to  re-rross  the  Saale,  concentrated  his  «fmy 
in  the  vicinity  of  Leipsic.  The  grand  army  of  Bohemi.-i,  commanded  in  chief  by 
Prince  Schwartzenberg,  approached  that  city  at  the  same  time,  and  every  moment 
mndered  tlie  situation  of  the  French  army  worse.  On  the  i6th  of  October,  the 
nnny  of  the  North  of  Grrmanyi  instead  of  marching  upon  the  Saale,  moved  to  the 
left,  and  directed  its  march  upon  Landsberg.  General  Blucber,  who  had  already 
nsnrcbed  upon  Sukenditz,  moved  upon  Freyroda  and  Radefeld,  where  he,  the  aamn 
day,  attacked  the  enemy,  and  compelled  him,  after  an  obstinate  engagement,  to  faN 
back  behind  the  Partha.  He  took,  upon  this  occasion,  9000  prisoners,  an  eagle, 
nnd  30. pieces  of  rant»(»n. 

Every  account  Hunounced  that  the  Emperor  Napoleon  would  attack  the  army  of 
Silesia  next  day  wilh  his  greater  part  of  the  united  forces.  The  army  of  the  North 
of  Germany  put  itself  in  march  on  the  17th,  at.  two  in  the  morning,  from  its  position 
at  Laudsberg,  and,  at  an  early  hour,  arrived  upon  the  heights  of  Breiteafeld,  where 
It  encamped  That  day  was  tranquil.  The  foUowiag  morning  Prince  William  of 
Prussia  nnd  General  Blncher  joined  the  Prince  Royal.    His  Royal  Highness  wns

iufurmcd,  that  the  army  of  Bohemia  would  attack  the  eoemy  that  day,  and  be  re. 
solved  to  take  a  Tij^oroua  part  in  the  attack.  He  couccrted  with  General  BJarher, 
that  the  army  of  the  North  khould  proceed  upon  Taucha,  to  form  a  janclionby  its 
left  with  the  Army  of  General  Bennigsen,  aud  that  General  Count  Laagcrou*« 
corps  should  act,  during  the  day,  under  the  orders  of  his  RoyaT Highness.  A  ran- 
nonnade  was  heard  a  few  moments  after,  in  the  direction  of  tb«  army  of  Bohemia, 
and  the  troops  marched  in  order  to  pass  the  Partba.  General  Balow*s  corps,  and 
General  VVinxingerode'ii  caralry,  which  formed  the  extreme  left,  proceeded  apoa 
Taocha.  The  Russian  army,  whose  advanced  guard  was  commanded  by  Lieu- 
tenant General  Count  Woronzoff,  forded  the  stream  near  Grasdorff.  The  Swedish 
army  passed  between  that  place  and  Plaussig.  Already,  on  the  preceding  ereniag. 
General  Wioziugerode  had  caused  Taucha  to  be  occupied,  aud  took  in  that  place 
three  officers  and  400  men.  The  enemy,  however,  perceiving  all  the  importance  of 
that  point,  had  dislodged  the  Cossacks,  and  occupied  the  village  iu  considcrabk 
force.  General  Baron  Pahleu,  bravely  supported  by  Colonel  Arnoldi,  of  the  borse 
artillery,  who  bad  lost  a  leg  on  this  occasion,  made  a  brilliant  charge,  seized  the  vil. 
lage,  surrounded  two  Saxon  battalions  that  were  there,  and  made  them  prisooeis. 
The  cavalry  then  advanced,  and  effected  a  juuction  with  the  advanced  guard  of  Gc< 
neral  Neipperg,  forming  part  of  an  Austrian  division,  commanded  by  General  Coont 
Bubna,  belonging  to  General  Bennig8eu*s  army.  The  Hettman  Plafoff  arrived  st 
the  same  time  with  bit  Cossacks,  and,  a  few  momenta  after,  his  Imperial  Highness 
(he  Grand  Duke  Conatantioe, 

The  enemy,  who  had  abandoned  the  village  of  Paonsdorff,  vigorously  attacked  it 
■piio  with  infantry  and  several  batteries.  General  Bulow's  corps,  which  just  caaa 
up,  was  ordered  to  attack  that  village.  It  was  carried  with  great  bravery.  The 
enemy  commenced  a  brisk  cannonade.  Several  Russian  and  Prussian  batteries  re- 
turned the  fire,  and  covered  themselves  with  glory.  The  Russian  cavalry,  with 
Generals  O^Rouke,  Mantcuffle,  Pahlen,  Benkendorff,  andChostak,  at  their  head, 
remained  several  hours  exposed  to  the  fire  of  100  pieces  of  artillery,  with  the  most 
determined  contempt  of  death,  which  appalled  the  enemy.  Towards  tbrce  o'clock 
he  began  todebonche  bis  masses  from  the  villages  of  Sellershaasen  and  Volkmers- 
clorff.  The  Prince  Royal  ordered  the  Russian  cavalry  to  charge.  The  roovemrnt 
of  the  enemy  was  slackened,  and  he  lost  four  pieces  of  cannon,  and  re-entered  the 
villages.  A  few  moments  after,  General  Mantcu^e  was  struck  with  a  cannoa-ball, 
of  which  he  is  since  dead.    This  accomplished  officer  is  universally  regretted. 

Our  columns  were  moving  upon  Leipsic,  when  strong  masses  of  the  enemy  veit 
seen  debouching  between  Molka  and  Eoglesdurff,  threatening  to  turn  oar  lefl.  Ge* 
neral  Blucher,  who  happened  to  be  placed  before  the  village  of  Stetteritz,  ordered 
bis  troops  to  make  a  front  movement,  which  was  executed  by  General  Cooat  Ncip* 
perg,  and  the  enemy  was  thus  placed  in  the  presence  of  his  division.  A  Saxon  of* 
ficer  of  artillery  had  already  passed  over  to  us  with  10  pieces  of  cannon.  The 
troops  placed  at  that  point  did  not  appear  to  be  sufficiently  nnmeroas.  It  was 
necessary  to  reinforce  them.  The  Prince  of  Hessee  Homborg  was  ordered  to  pro- 
ceed thither,  snd  he  executed  his  movement  with  the  precision  and  regularity  of* 
parade.  General  Bulow  charged  and  seized  the  villages  of  Stuntaand  Sellerthanseai 
which  were  strongly  occupied,  and  protected  with  cannon.  The  resistance  was  ob- 
stinate ;  the  Prussian  troops  maintained  themselves  there  during  the  night,  in  de- 
fiance of  the  repeated  efforts  of  the  enemy.  This  attack  decided  the  rcaatls  of  the 
day  on  that  side. 

The  enemy,  however,  continued  to  advance  upon  our  left,  in  order  to  arrest  oar 
march  npon  Leipsic.  As  there  was  a  want  of  artillery  in  (hat  direction,  the  Pri^c* 
Koyal  directed  the  Ruulan  General  Baron  de  Witt^  to  invite,  on  hit  part,  the  offictt 
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coflimaiHlin^  the  Snxon  batterin,  to  lend  the  ate  (if  his  artillery  nntill  the  arriral 
•f  the  hatteriea  of  the  army,  which  were  detained  in  the  dcfika.  ThlioflBcer  hav- 
ia^  already  acnred  noder  the  Prince,  hastened  to  do  ao,  and  the  10  piecea  intended 
a  little  before  to  conaolidate  the  Rlarery  of  Germany,  were  afterwards  employed  to 
aecure  ita  independence.  Thia  example  ahon Id  prove  tnconqaerorfi,  that  the  terror 
which  they  inapire  termlnatea  with  the  power  which  hns  created  it.  Colonel  Die. 
bricks,  coromiadinf  the  Ru»«ian  artillery  attached  to  General  Bnlow^a  corps,  reiN 
^red  ^reat  servicaa  on  this  occasi(»n.  Captain  Bogue,  commanding  the  Engliifh 
Rocket  Company,  sig^nlized  himself  in  like  manner.  Thia  brare  officer  was  killed, 
«Bd  is  naiveraally  regretted.     The  rockets  produced  the  most  decisive  effect. 

The  enemy,  in  the  mean  time,  caused  a  very  considerable  corpa  to  debouche  from 
^L^paic  by  hia  left,  which  moved  against  General  Count  Lanfl^eron.  This  General, 
who  with  hia  troops,  bad  displayed  p'eat  valour  in  carrying  the  villnj^e  of  Shonfeld, 
feand  it  ncconsary  to  aupjiort  Gcneial  Count  St.  Priest,  who  had  no  artillery. 
Twenty  Swedish  pieces,  und^T  the  order  of  General  Cardell,  arrived  at  full  |ir"lloi>  ' 
the  point  was  secured,  and  the  enemy,  by  a  brisk  and  continued  fire,  was  compelled 
to  make  a  precipitate  retreat. 

Ni};ht  coming  on,  the  army  bivouacked. 

€kneral8  Suchtelen,  Stewart,  Vincent,  Pozzo  di  Borgo,  and  Kruiemark,  wert^ 
'#Mr  several  boors,  exposed  to  the  hottest  fire.  The  first  bad  a  horse  killed  under 
jkiro. 

At  fiveo^clock  next  morninpr,  the  enemy  having  rMired  from  VolkmersdorfT  inta 

"the  suburbs  of  Leipsic,  the  Prince  Royal  ordered  General  Bnlow  to  carry  the  city. 

The  latter  directed  the  Prince  of  Hesse  Homborg  to  make  the  attack  ;  the  di^vision 

ml  General  Boratell  was  intended  to  support  it.     The  gale  was  protected  by  a  palli* 

sade,  and  the  wnlU   were   loopbolcd ;  notwithstanding  which,  our  troops  forced 

their  way  into  the  streets,  when  the  Prince  of  Hesse  Hombnrg  was  wounded  by  a 

ball.     The  enemy  having  occupied  all  the  honses,  the  conflict  became  very  violent, 

mod  remained  undecided  for  some  time.     A  reinforcement  of  six  Swedish  battalions, 

which  had  come  up«  with  a  battery,  rendered  essential  service.     Major  Dobelea 

was  killed;  he  is  a  great  loss  to  the  army.     The  Swedish  artillery  was  directed  by 

Major  Edenhein,  who  was  severely  wounded.     General  Borstell  took  the  command 

in  the  place  of  the  Prince  of  Heaae  Homburg.     He  arrived  with  freah  troopi;  the 

city  was  maintained  ;  and  such  of  the  enemy  as  did  nut  surrender  were  put  to  the 

aword. 

Five  battalions  of  Russian  chassenrs,  of  the  advanced  guard  of  General  Worov* 
foify  had  in  the  mean  time  advanced  to  the  support  of  the  Prussidii  and  Swedish 
troops,  in  the  attack  of  the  city.  The  14th  regimeut  of  chawsenrs,  led  by  Coloikel 
Krasowski,  carried  the  gate  called  DasGrimmisChe  Thor,  and  touk  several  guns. 

General  Baron  Adlercreutz  was  at  every  point  where  the  danger  was  greatest,  in. 
firing  his  troops  by  his  valorous  example. 

Aa  the  enemy  was  obliged  to  make  his  retreat  by  the  defiles  of  the  Pleisse,  the 
Wggage,  cannon,  and  troops,  pressed  pell-mell  through  the  nari'ow  passes  which 
TCmained  open  to  them,  and  which  were  soon  choked  up  by  this  general  disorder. 
Kone  thonght  but  of  eifectrng  their  own  escape.  The  advanced  guards  of  Ihe  army 
•f  Sileaia  and  ofBennigscn  entered  almost  nt  the  same  time  throngh  the  otliei* 
-gmtes  of  the  city.  The  Emperors  of  Austria  and  Rn^ssia,  the  King  of  Prussia,  and 
the  Prince  Royal,  met  in  Leipsic  after  this  brilliant  victory. 

The  results  of  the  battles  of  Leipsic  are  immen<:e  Hud  decisive.  Already,  on  the 
)dayof  the  l8th,the  Emperor  Napoleon  had  hecua  tf*  put  his  army  in  rt-trcnt  by 
IW  roads  of  Lutzen  and  Weissenfels.  He  did  Dot  quit  this  place  in  person  until 
^M  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  IQtb.     Finding  that  a  fire  of  mus^uctry  hadfti- 
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ready  cammcDced  at  tb«  Raoitadt  i^ate,  towards  Lntiteo,  be  was  obliged  to  depart 
by  tbe  Pegaa  gate.  Tbe  allied  armies  bave  takeo  fifteen  Ganeraky  aad  aaoofst 
tbeoB  Generals  Regnier  and  Lauristoo,  commandinir  corps  d'amee.  Prince  Ponia- 
towski  was  drowned,  in  attemptiog  to  pass  the  Elster.  Tbe  corpse  of  General 
Domonrestier,  chief  of  the  staff  of  the  1  itb  corps,  was  found  in  tbe  river,  and  more 
than  1000  men  were  drowned  in  it.  Tbe  Dnke  of  Bassano  escaped  on  foot.  Mar- 
thai  Ney  is  supposed  to  bave  been  wounded.  More  than  2S0  piecca  of  cannon, 
f^  caissons,  and  above  I5,000  prisoners,  hare  fallen  into  tbe  bands  of  the  allies, 
besides  several  eagles  and  colours.  Tbe  enemy  has  abandoned  here  OMire  tbaa 
113,000  sick  and  wounded,  with  the  whole  of  the  hospital  eatabHshment. 

Tbe  total  loss  of  the  French  army  must  amount  to  near  6o,000  men.  Arcordiog 
to  every  calculation,  tbe  Cmperur  Napole^io  has  been  able  to  sare  froaa  the  general 
disaster  not  more  than  75,000  to  80,000  Ineo.  All  tbe  allied  armica  are  in  motion 
to  pursue  him,  and  every  moment  are  brought  in  prisoners,  baggage,  and  artillery. 
The  German  and  Pclish  troops  desert  flrom  their  standards  in  crowda  ;  and  every 
thing  announces  that  the  liberty  of  Gerdiany  has  lieen  conquered  at  Leipaie. 

It  ift  inconceivable  how  a  man,  who  had  commanded  in  30  pitched  battles,  and 
who  had  exalted  himself  by  military  glory,  in  appropriating  to  himself  that  of  aU 
the  old  French  Generals,  should  have  been  capable  of  concentrating  Ua  army  in  so 
unfavourable  a  position  as  that  in  which  he  had  placed  it :— the  £]aler  and  the 
Plelsse  in  his  rear,  a  marshy  ground  to  traverse,  and  only  a  single  bridge  lor  the 
passage  of  100,000  men  and  3000  baggage  wagons.  Every  one  aaks,  ia  thia  the 
great  captain,  who  has  hitherto  made  Europe  tremble  ?

CAMPAIGN  IN  FRANCE,  1814. 


IMPERIAL  NOTIFICATION. 
Paris,  January  S5th. — ^Thb  Morning, at  seven oVIock  his  Majesty  the  Eapcior 
and  Kiug  set  out  to  pot  himself  at  tbe  bead  of  bis  Armies. 


FIRST  BULLETIN. 

Paris,  Feb.  5.— /fer  Majesty  the  Empress  Queen  and  Regent  keurtcthed  tki  Jml- 
lowing  advices  of  the  situation  qf  the  armies  on  the  sd  0/  February  .*-«• 

Tbe  Emperor  arrived  at  Vitry  on  the  86th  of  January. 
'    General  Blucber,  with  tbe  army  of  Silesia,  had  passed  the  Maracy  and  was  OMrdb- 
tng  upon  Truyes.  On  the  S7tb  the  enemy  entered  Brienne,  and  continued  his  march; 
but  be  had  to  lose  some  time  in  reestablishing  the  bridge  of  Lesosoat  on  tbe  Aubc. 

On  the  87th,  the  Emperor  caused  St.  Dizier  to  be  attacked.  The  Duke  of  Bclhino 
presented  himself  before  that  town;  General  Duhesme overthrew  the  encnyls rear- 
guard which  was  still  there,  and  took  some  hundreds  of  prisoners.  At  eight  in  the 
morning  the  Emperor  arrived  at  Oilier ;  it  is  difficult  to  describe  the  iutoxicatioa 
and  joy  of  the  inhabitants  at  this  moment.  The  excesses  of  all  kinda  conMMtied 
by  tbe  enemy,  and  especially  by  tbe  Cossacks,  are  beyond  all  descripticMk 

On  the  28tb,  the  Emperor  advanced  upon  Montierrnder. 

On  tbe  S9th,  at  8  in  tbe  nioroing  General  Grouchy,  who  commanda  Ike  cavalry^ 
gave  iufirmation,  that  Geuerai  Milhaud,  mith  the  5th  corps  of  cavalry,  was  b^- 
Iween  Maixiers  and  Brienne,  in  presence  of  the  enemy*s  army,  euwmnnded  by  Ct« 
serai  Btucher,  »nd  which  was  estimated  at  40,000  Russiaiia  Aod  Prutiuf  i  the 
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RuMimns  comitaanded  by  General  Sackeo.  At  4  o'clock  the  small  town  of  Brienoe 
wftt  stfacked.  General  Lefebvre-defl-Nouetles.  coniroaudio^  a  dWisiou  of  the  ca> 
ralry  of  the  ^urd,  and  GcnerfiU  Grouchy  and  Milhttud,  executed  several  iin« 
charges  on  tlie  right  of  the  road,  and  made  themtelvei  mastert  of  the  heights  of 
Pcrthe.  The  Priuce  of  Moskwa  put  himself  at  the  head  of  six  battalions  in  close 
column,  and  advanced  upon  the  town  by  the  road  of  it! aitieres.  General  Cliatcau, 
cbicf  of  the  Duke  of  Bella no^s  staff,  at  the  head  of  two  battalions,  turned  to  th« 
rtfht,  and  entered  the  castle  of  Brienne  by  the  park.  At  this  moment  the  Empe- 
ror directed  a  column  on  the  road  to  Bar-sur-Aahe,  wl.irh  appeared  to  be  the  entiriy*! 
point  of  retreat ;  the  attack  was  vigorous,  and  the  resistance  obstinate.  The  ene- 
my did  not  expect  to  severe  an  attack,  and  had  only  time  to  recall  bis  parks  from 
the  bridge  of  Levraont,  where  he  reckoned  upon  passing  the  Aube  in  order  io 
march  forward.    This  countermarch  had  greatly  cmbarraskrd  him. 

Tifight  put  an  end  to  the  combat.  The  division  DecouX|  of  the  yoang  guard,  and 
a  brigade  of  the  division  Mcusioier,  were  engaged  :  t^c  great  number  of  the  ene- 
Biklef  forces,  and  the  fine  situation  of  Brienne,  afforded  htm  many  advantages;  bat 
tb«  capture  of  the  castle,  which  he  had  neglected  to  guard  in  force,  occasioned  him 
the  loss  of  them.  Towards  eight  o'clock,  seeing  that  he  could  not  maintain  his  po- 
sUiori,  he  set  fire  to  the  town,  and  the  flames  spread  with  rapidity,  all  the  bousea 
being  of  wood.  Availing  himself  of  this  event,  be  endeavoured  to  rtlake  the  cas«^ 
tie,  which  the  brave  Chief  of  Battalion  ■  ■■  ,  of  the  56th,  defended  with  intrepi- 
dity. He  covered  with  dead  all  the  approaches  to  the  castle  ;  and  particularly  tb€ 
alaircatea  on  the  aide  of  the  park.  This  last  check  decided  the  enemy's  retreat, 
which  was  favoured  by  the  conflagration  of  the  town. 

On  tbc  30tb  at  11  In  the  morning,  General  Grouchy  and  the  Duke  of  Belluno 
pnrsned  him  beyond  the  viliagc  of  La  Rothiere,  where  be  had  taken  a  pof^itioo. 

The  dist  was  employed  by  us  in  repairing  the  bridge  of  Lcsmout-sur-Aube,  the 
£iDperor  wishing  to  advance  upon  Troyrs,  in  order  to  operate  upofi  the  columns^ 
Krhich  were  directing  their  march  upon  Sens,  by  Bar-sur-Aube,  and  the  route  of 
Auxerre. 

The  bridge  of  Lesmont  conid  not  be  re-established  till  the  ist  of  February,  In 
the  morning ;  a  part  of  oor  troops  were  instantly  made  to  file  across  it. 

At  three  o'clock  in  tbc  aflernooU|  the  enemy  having  been  reinforced  by  bis  whole 
army,  debouched  upon  Ld  Rothiere  and  Dienville,  which  we  still  occupied.  Oor 
rrar-gnard  kept  in  good  order:  General  Dubesroe  distinguished  himself  in  preserv- 
ing La  Rothiere  *,  and  General  Gerard  in  preserving  Dienville.  The  Austrian  c«>rp8 
of  General  Giulay,  which  endeavoured  to  pass  from  the  left  bank  to  the  right,  and 
to  force  the  bridge,  had  several  of  its  battalions  destroyed.  The  Duke  of  Bellnno  ' 
continued  the  whole  day  at  the  bamlct  of  La  Giherie,  in  spite  of  the  enormons  dis* 
proportion  of  his  forces  to  those  of  the  enemy  by  which  he  was  attacked- 

'^ntiaday,  in  which  our  rear-guard  supported  itself  in  ^  vast  plain,  against  the 
eneipj*!  wliole  army,  and  five  timea  it's  own  force,  is  one  of  the  finest  achicvegienta 
of  the  French  army. 

la  the  midft  of  the  obscurity  of  the  night,  a  battery  of  artillery  of  the  gourd, 
following  the  mpYement  of  a  column  '*f  cavalry  which  rushrd  forward  to  repel  a 
charge  of  the  enemy,  mistook  it's  wey«  and  was  taken.  When  the  cannoneers  per- 
ceived the  ambuscade  into  which  they  had  fallen,  and  saw  that  they  hitd  not  time 
to  form  themKelves  in  battery,  they  immediately  formed  in  squadron,  attacked  the 
enemy,  and  saved  their  horses  and  harness.^  They  have  lost  fifteen  men  killed  or  ' 
aa-ide  prisoners. 

*  At  te«  o'clock  at  night,  the  Prince  of  Nenchatel  visit  jqg  the  pHsts,  found  the  two 
iimleft^to  near  eafh  other,  that  be  frc^oeotly  mistook  the  ^oiU  ut  \Va  etiem^)  Kva  «*^t ' 
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own.  One  of  his  Aides-de-camp,  finding  bimtclf  within  lo  paces  of  a  videttc,  wm 
made  prisoner.  The  same  accident  has  happened  to  many  RuasiaB  officers,  who 
were  carrying  orders,  and  who  fell  into  our  posts,  thinking  thai  they  had  reached 
their  own. 

There  are  few  prisoners  made  on  either  side.    We  hare  taken  350. 

On  the  9d  of  February,  at  day-break,  all  the  rear-guard  of  the  army  wa«  in  b«r. 
talinn  before  Brieone.  It  took  snccessirely  different  positions,  in  order  to  acotm- 
plish  the  passage  of  the  bridge  of  Lesmout,  and  to  join  the  rest  of  the  araay.  The 
Dake  of  Ragoaa,  who  bad  taken  np  a  position  upon  the  bridge  of  Roanay,  was  at- 
tacked by  an  Austrian  corps,  which  had  passed  behind  the  woods.  He  refralacd  it, 
made  300  prisoners,  and  charged  the  enemy  beyond  the  little  river  of  f  otre. 

Oa  the  3d,  at  noon,  the  Emperor  entered  Troyes. 

We  hare  lost  in  the  battle  of  Brienne  the  brave  General  Baste.  General  Lefebvre- 
des-Nonettes  has  been  wounded  by  a  thrust  of  the  bayonet.  General  Forestier  haa 
been  severely  wounded.  Our  loss  in  these  two  engagements  may  amount  to  between 
two  or  three  thousand  mca,  killed  or  wounded.  Thai  of  the  enemy  la  at  least 
double. 

A  division  detached  from  the  corps  of  the  enemy's  army  which  obseiraa  Metx^ 
Tbionville,  and  Luxiemburg,  and  amounting  to  ten  battalions,  has  advanced  upon 
Vitry.  The  enemy  intended  to  have  entered  that  town,  which  General  Montmorie 
and  the  inhabitants  defended.  It  was  in  vaiu  that  they  threw  ahells  in  order  to  inti- 
midate the  inhabitants.  They  were  received  by  cannon  shot,  and  driven  hack  a  league 
and  an  half.  The  Duke  of  Tarentum  arrived  at  Chalons,  and  marched  npon  that 
division.  ■ 

On  the  morning  of  the  4th,  the  Count  de  Stadion,  Count  Rasumowaki,  Lord 
Castlereagh,  and  the  Baron  da  Humboldt,  reached  Cbatillon-snr-Seine,  where  the 
Duke  of  Vicenaa  bad  already  arrived.  The  first  visits  were  made  on  both  aides; 
and  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day  the  first  conferences  of  the  Plenipotentiaries 
were  to  take  place.  ■' 

SECOND  BULLETIN. 
Paris,  Fsb.  1  l.^-^Her Majesty  tk€  Empreu  Qu^en  and  Regent  has  to  day  rtetivtd  tke 

following  intelligence  from  the  army  :— 

The  Emperor  yesterday  (the  loth)  attacked,  at  Champaobert,  the  enemy,  con- 
sisting of  twelve  regiments,  and  having  forty  pieces  of  cannon.  The  General  in 
Chii^  Ousouwieff  has  been  taken,  with  alV  his  Generals,  all  his  Colonels,  Officers, 
cannon,  caissons,  and  baggage.  We  have  made  6,000  pritonera ;  the  rensainder  were 
driven  into  a  morass  (itang),  or  killed  upon  the  field  of  battle.  The 
briskly  pursuing  General  Sacken,  who  is  separated  from  General  Blucber. 

Our  loss  has  been  extremely  light  \  we  have  not  aoo  men  to  regret.

And  taken  bis  cannon.  And  General  Blucher,  witb  tbe  Rassian  Generala  Laagerov 
and  Sacben,  having  destroyed  the  whole  corps  of  Macdonald  and  paila  of  other 
corps  united  to  him,  retiring  only  when  tbe  eneniy  opposed  very  superior  forces, 
has  driven  the  enemy  across  tbe  Bober,  tbe  Qneiss,  and  the  Neiasc,  and  has  com- 
pelled  Buonaparte  to  come  out  a  second  time  to  meet  him  near  Bautzen,  having 
taken  upwards  of  eighteen  thousand  prisoners,  and  one  hundred  pieces  of  cannoD, 
witb  stores  and  baggage  in  proportion. 

General  Beoigsen,  witb  tbe  first  army  of  reserve,  exceeding  cigbteeB  tbonsand 
men,  has  crossed  tbe  Oder,  and  is  advancing  to  the  Bober,  bis  advanced  guard 
being  already  beyond  the  Katzbacb. 

In  tbe  meanwhile,  tbe  supplies  which  were  reqnir^  after  tbe  very  great  cser* 
lions  made  by  tbe  army,  in  twice  paasing  the  mountains  during  such  nnseaaonablc 
weather,  having  arrived,  tbe  forces  which  have  been  at  bcad-qnartera  are  agaia 
in  motion. 

The  Russians  and  Prussian*,  nndcr  General  Barclay  de  Tolly,  and  Connt  Wittgea- 
stein,  witb  several  Austrian  divisions,  have  re-entered  Saxony,  by  Peterawaldc  and 
Marienberg,  and  their  advanced  poats  are  agaia  within  sight  of  Dresden. 

Field-Marshal  Pi  ince  Schwartxenberg,  witb  a  great  corps  of  the  Anatriaa  anay, 
has  prolonged  bis  flank  march  by  Aussii^  and  Leutmeritz,  on  Zwickan  and  Gabri, 
which  will  throw  a  redundancy  of  force  on  the  encmy^s  right  in  Lnaatia. 

Botb  their  Majesties  the  Emperors,  and  his  Msjesty  tbe  King  of  Pmitia,  reaaia 
at  present  in  this  town. 

It  is  with  deep  concern  that  I  have  to  report  tbe  death  of  General  Mortaa, 
which  took  place  at  Laun  on  the  morning  of  tbe  sd  inst.  while  dictating  a  letter, 
full  of  gratitude  and  manly  sentiment,  to  tbe  Emperor. 

His  remains  are  embalmed,  and  on  tbe  road  to  St.  Petersburg,  where  they  will  be 
Interred  with  every  military  honour. 

Sir  Charles  Stewart,  Count  Ostermann  Tolstoy  (who  has  lost  bia  left  arm),  aad 
most  of  tbe  wounded  officers,  are  doing  well.  I  have,  &c.

Jnterboch,  loth  Sept.  ]813.-*My  Lord,*-I  HAVE  tbe  boBonr  to  inform  yoiir 
Lordf  hip,  that  the  Combined  Army  in  Bohemia  has,  on  the  evening  of  the  4tk  of 
September,  and  on  tbe  5tb  made  a  movement  in  advance  ;  and  that  it  appears  firoM 
tbe  accounts  received  here  to  be  the  intention  of  tbe  Allied  Sorereigna  ia  tbal 
quarter  to  recommence  olTeasive  operations. 

This  movement  has,  it  should  seem,  already  had  the  effect  of  rccalUpK  9oQa^' 
parte  from  the  attack  which  be  meditated  against  the  amy  of  General  Blacker, 
who  bad  fallen  back  before  the  superior  forces  of  tbe  former,  and  haa  cocaptfc^ 
him  to  return  towards  tbe  Elbe*  General  Blucher,  in  consequence,  bad'biaiBelCfe- 
famed  his  former  movements,  and  was  already  engaged  in  harassiag  the  tt»  oCtkf 
caeflBy  in  their  retreat. 

It  tbould  seem,  by  the  accoantt  from  the  oat-posts,  and  frooi  tha  Afing  pariid 
of  this  army,  that  the  French  are  withdrawing  their  heavy  artUlerj  acTOM  Iba  BAe 
toarardt  Leipzig  and  Erfnrt,  which  teemi  to  indicate  tbe  intention  of  qaittiag  »• 
tirely  tbe  right  bank  of  that  river.

BULLETIN. 

Head  Qnartert,  at  Juterbochy  September  lo,  1813. — THE  retntta  of  the  battle 
of  Dennevitz  become  more  important  every  day  beyond  what  might  have  been  ex- 
pectcd ;  already  we  reckon  more  than  ten  thousand  prisoners,  eighty  pieces  of 
CMmon,  apwardi  of  fonr  hundred  ammunition  waggons,  three  colours,  and  one 
standard, taken. 

The  enemy^s  army,  after  having  been  driven  from  Dahme  by  General  Wobeser^ 
uatCBed  his  retreat  upon  Torgau.  Our  light  troopa  have  never  ceased  to  pursue  it,' 
BiaHng  prisoners  and  taking  ammunition  waggons  and  baggage.  The  enemy  has 
destroyed  the  brivlges  upon  the  Elster,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Annaburg  and 
Hcrtsberg.  The  cavalry  may  easily  ford  it,  bnt  the  bridges  must  be  reestablished 
^  the  artillery.  Eight  hundred  prisoners  were  taken  close  auder  the  tete-de>pont 
of  Torgau  ;  and  several  battalions  of  the  enemy*s  army  not  being  able  to  enter 
Torgaa,  had  thrown  themselves  on  Mnblberg,  and  taken  the  direction  of  Dresden. 

In  the  night  between  the  dd  and  ad  of  September,  Marshal  the  Prince  of  Eckmuhl, 
ovacmated  Schwertn,  with  his  whole  corps.  As  he  occupied  a  very  strong  po- 
sit ion,  this  movement  has  been  caused  nndoubtedly  by  the  successes  of  the 
conbinrd  army  on  the  side  of  Saxony.  The  enemy  had  previously  the  means 
of  making  his  preparations  for  retreat,  and  was  therefore  enabled  to  carry 
off  his  artillery  and  baggage,  and  besides  gained  a  considerable  advance  oa 
the  corps  of  General  Waloioden  and  Vegesack,  the  fir»t  of  whom  was  posted  a| 
Crevits,  snd  the  tatter  near  Warin.  The  corps  of  the  Prince  D*£ckrouhl,  marched 
%m  two  columns  on  the  same  line,  by  the  routes  of  Gadebufch  and  of  Rhena,  to 
within  a  league  at  Ratzeburgb  :  the  division  of  General  Loison,  retired  at  the  aame 
ti|Be  from  Wismar  by  Grevesmoblen  toSchonberg.  At  this  place  the  Danish  troops 
•spsrated  from  the  French  ;  the  latter  retiring  upon  Ratzeburgb,  and  the  Danea 
oootiming  their  march  to  Lubeck,  where  they  left  a  garison  and  encamped  behind 
Oldealoh.  The  whole  French  corps  d'arm^  have  retired  behind  the  Steckenitz, 
whei«  it  occupied  intrenchments,  after  destroying  all  the  means  of  passing  the 

rivers* 

•The  losaof  the  enemy  in  this  precipitate  retreat  amounts  already  to  more  than 

one  thousand  men,  five  hundred  of  whom  have  been  taken  prisoners.  The  Cossacks, 
the  corpsof  Lutzow  and  of  De  Reichc,  with  the  Hanseatic  cavalry,  have  had  many 
cnconntera  with  the  enemy^s  rear-guard.  General  Vegesack  continued  the  pur- 
••it  even  under  the  cannon  of  Lubeck.  Major  Amim,  who  had  distinguished  biqi- 
•^f  in  the  command  of  the  Hanseatic  CMvalry,  was  there  killed  by  a  ball.  The 
If  ccklenbargh  chasseurs  surprised  a  Danish  squadron  near  Dassow,  and  occasioned  ' 
acooitcierahle  loss. 

General  Vegesack  has  resumed  his  position  at  Grevesmoblen.  Geoenl  Count 
fVsloioden  has  re-entered  Schwerin,  and  has  since  marched  to  Domitz,  where  he 
Ims  constructed  a  bridge  to  be  ready  to  cross  the  Elbe,  in  case  of  any  part  of  the 
ancfliy^a  corps  dVm^  being  detached  to  the  left  hank.  General  Tetteabora  has 
bis  advanced  poata  at  Boitzen burgh. 

The Dsnes  have  committed  great  excesses  in  Mecklenborgh,  which  is  the  more 
iMBsritable,  as  they  are  commanded  by  a  Prince  of  Hesse,  whose  family  has  been 
sUspMSsesssd  by  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  notwlthitanding  wViVc\i^  \kt  «>&v?«c\%  \\9k%x 
cftMiy  bjr  Mrwimg  under  the  Priace  D*£cfcinnhl . 
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Wittenberip  is  strictly  watched  by  Geueral  Czernitscheff.  Different  dctachoMBtf 
observe  Madgebargb  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Elbe,  t'be  remains  of  the  curps  of 
General  Oirard  re-entered  it  by  the  left  bank.  The  excursions  of  fhtf  garrison  arc 
now  limited  to  the  cutting  of  wood  in  th^  Forest  of  Biederitz,  #iCh  the  sofc  object 
of  ruioing  that  Fprest,  which  belongs  to  the  King  of  t^rnssia. 

The  advanced  posts  of  Tauentzien^s  curps  occupy  Senftenberg,  Elatcrwcrda,  aa4 
Ruhland,  and  posh  parties  as  far  as  Hoyerswerda,  and  near  to  Groaaenhayn.  The 
Russian  light  troops  are  stationed  along  the  Elbe  as  far  as  Mnhlberg,  and  atreightcn 
Torgau  very  much.  Some  detachments  of  Swedes,  RussianSy^nd  Prassisna,  are 
gone  to  the  environs  of  Bautzen,  in  order  to  reconnoitre  the  annica  of  Geocrab 
Benigsen  and  Btucber. 

The  army  nnd^r  General  Vandamme  was  destroyed  on  the  soth  of  A«pisty  oa 
the  road  from  Toplitz  to  Peterswalde.  General  Vandamme  himftclf  waa  takes 
prisoner  with  five  other  Generally  and  upwards  of  fifteen  tlranaaad  imb  i  eigbtj 
pieces  of  cannon  were  taken.  After  this  brilliant  sncccasy  the  grmnd  combined 
army  of  Bohemia,  again  debouched  on  the  5th  September  in  Saxooy,  by  Peten- 
walde  and  Alteuberg,  upon  Pima  and  ]>ippoldawaIde.  Smne  strong  detachaMBts, 
.  supported  by  Urge  bodies  who  are  kept  in  reserve,  have  been  teat  npon  tlie  rear  of 
the  enemy,  in  order  to  cot  off  his  communications.  During  this  intermix  tke  Em- 
peror Napoleon  had  gone,  with  his  guards  and  some  other  troops,  a  second  tioie  to- 
wards Silesia.  The  Prince  of  Moskwa  was  to  have  covered  his  left  flaak  ;  and  after 
having  conquered  the  army  under  the  orders  of  the  Prince  Royal,  to  have  marched 
with  apart  of  his  force,  upon  the  Neisse.  The  events  of  the  6th  deranged  these 
projects.  The  army  of  the  Prince  of  Mockwa  has  been  dispersed.  It  baa  lost 
two-thirds  of  its  artillery,  all  its  ammunition,  its  baggage,  and  upwards  of  tweatj 
thousand  men.  The  Emptvor  Napoleon  is  retiring  on  Dresden  i  the  army  of  Ge- 
neral Blucher  pursues  him,  and  will  probably  occasion  him  great  loss.  In  this  man- 
ner the  army  of  the  north  of  Germany  communicates  already,  by  its  left,  with  that 
of  Silesia.    The  army  of  General  Benigsen  follows  the  movements  of  the  tatter. 

A  Swedish  convoy  passing  through  the  Sound  on  the  9d  of  this  month,  waa  at- 
tacked by  the  Danish  giin^boats.  They  occasioned  no  loss,  and  were  Inataatly  re- 
pulsed. A  claim  has  been  made,  ou  the  Danish  side,  because  the  Swedish  merchant 
vessels  no  longer  pay  the  duty  of  the  Sound.  This  passage  bclonp  in  common  to 
the  two  bordering  powers  \  it  is  just  that  Sweden  should  no  longer  pay  nay  dvty; 
and  it  is  to  be  expected,  that,  if  Denmark  does  not  adopt  a  system  more  analogona 
to  her  interests,  and  to  the  dignity  of  her  people,  the  Sound  duties  will  be  ahoUsbed 
lor  ever,  and  for  every  power  before  the  cod  of  the  year. 

At  the  battle  of  Dennewitz,  the  Russian  General  Baron  de  Pahlen,  at  the  head 
•f  the  Hussar  Regiment  of  Izum,  and  the  Dragoon  regiments  of  Riga  and  Finland, 
made  a  brilliant  charge,  between  the  left  of  General  Borstel  and  the  right  of 
General  Bulow,  and  took  eight  pieces  of  cannon  from  the  enemy. 

All  the  prisoners  aver,  that  the  Russian  and  Swedish  artillery,  by  the  aetaracy  of 
their  fire,  and  the  boldness  of  their  attack,  produced  the  greatest  effect,  aad  caaaed 
much  loss  to  the  enemy.    The  Prussian  army  bears  the  same  teatimony. 

The  General  Baron  VVinzingerode  praises  highly  the  zeal  and  talents  €»f  tiM  Chief 
of  his  Staff,  General  Renny.  The  Prince  Royal  has  observed  his  coadoct  wtlk  sa- 
tisfaction on  many  occasions,  and  particularly  in  the  last  battle. 

The  Swedish  army  remembered  with  pride,  that  one  of  its  grcalttt  Captadait  the 
Field-Marshal  Count  Torstenson,  had  already  given  renown  to  the  Fields  of  Jalar- 
boch,  by  the  victory  which  he  gained  there  in  l644.  The  Swadfoh  tiooytbt*. 
«ouacked,  the  night  of  the  6th,  aeafly  on  the  same  ground. 
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Bulletin  of  the  operations  of  the  Allied  Army,  noder  the  Command  of  Field- 
Marshal  the  Prince  Scbwartteobcrg. 
Head-Quarlers,  AUenbour|^,  August  99,  18I3.«— AS  soon  as  it  was  ascertained  that 
the  French  Emperor  had  concentrated  the  greatest  part  of  his  forces  in  I.usatiaand 
Silesia,  and  that  he  not  only  threatened  Blacher^s  corps  hut  shewed  a  disposition 
off  pcDetrating  into  Bohemia  by  Gabel,  it  became  indispensably  necessary  to  make  a 
rapid  moi^ement  towards  the  Elbe,  in  the  rear  of  the  French  army. 

The  allied  Austrian,  Russian,  and  Prussian  troops,  therefore,  quitted  their  can- 
tonments in  Bohemia  on  the  92d  August,  and  crossed  the  Saxon  mountains  (Foz- 
^burge)  in  columns.  In  spite  of  the  worst  weather  and  of  deep  roads,  this  move- 
ment was  exernted  with  order  and  dispatch. 

As  early  as  the  3Sth  the  mnjor  part  of  the  allies  began  to  assemble  before  Dresde*. 
General  Count  Wittgenstein  had  adraoced  against  the  enemy  near  Giesshubel,  had 
repulsed  them  from  their  intrenched  position  at  that  place,  as  also  from  that  be- 
neath Gollenbf  rg  near  Ober  Srdlitz,  where  were  posted  the  divisions  of  Duroc, 
Claparcde,  and  part  of  that  of  Bonnet,  under  Marshal  Gonvion  St.  Cyr,  and  had 
forced  them  to  retreat  to  Orcsdenwith  precipitation  and  disorder. 

'  Od  the  26th,  a  strong  reconnoitring  corps  was  dispatched  in  the  direction  of 
Dresden,  in  order  to  examine  the  works  erected  in  the  arenues  leading  to  that  city, 
and  to  ascertain  the  furre  and  distribution  of  the  enemy,  after  General  Kleist  had 
early  10  the  morning  succeeded  in  dislodging  the  enemy  from  what  is  called  the 
Grotse  Garten,  bcTure  the  suburbs.  The  dllies  mored,  therefore,  npon  the  city 
ffom  sereral  points. 

Four  guns,  placed  near  the  barrier  of  Freybcrg,  were  dismounted  and  silenced  by 
the  Austrian  artillery.  Another  work,  erected  near  the  barrier  of  Dippoldswalde, 
was  stormed  by  Field-Mar.  Count  Colloredo  with  his  usual  brarcry,  notwithstanding* 
the  most  resolute  opposition  ;  the  guns  fonnd  there,  together  with  six  others  taken 
by  bim,  were,  most  of  them,  spiked.  In  this  affair  the  General  lost  three  horses; 
and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Schneider,  who  at  the  head  of  the  sd  battalion  of  chasseura, 
rashed  forward  in  the  most  spirited  manner  during  a  hot  fire  of  musketry,  was  twica. 
wounded.  The  enemy,  at  the  same  time,  had  made  a  sortie  against  our  left  wing, 
where  the  dli^isions  of  Weissenwolf  and  Mesko  made  the  must  gallant  reslstaoce, 
ffdrccd  Lobde,  and  maintained  themselves  in  it  against  the  most  obstinate  attacks  df 
the  enemy.  The  contest  having  thereby  become  more  violent,  and  the  canooaada 
more  severe,  some  houses  in  the  suburbs  of  Dresden  were  set  on  fire. 

In  the  interval,  an  account  was  received  of  the  Emperor  Napoleon  having  arrired 
at  the  head  of  his  i^uards  to  support  the  city.  Considerable  masses  of  troops  were 
Jthm  seen  defiling  towards  Dresden,  on  the  opposite  roads.  It  was  inferred  from 
tiface,  that  the  French  army  must  have  evacuated  Silesia,  and  that  thus  one  of  tha 
chief  objects  of  the  present  operation  was  attained.  To  attempt,  however,  under 
each  ctrcumsiance*,  the  taking  of  a  city  surrounded  with  a  rampart  and  withditcheS| 
nAd  defended  by  a  whole  army,  would  have  been  madness,  and  it  nould  have  been 
barbarous  uselessly  to  destroy  that  unfortunate  city.  The  troops,  therefore,  which 
bad  been  sent  forward,  were  recalled  to  take  np  their  first  position  on  the  bills  be- 
fora  that  town. 

On  the  97th,  the  enemy  presented  a  considerable  force  npon  our  left  wing,  which, 
hitpiledf  the  gallant  resistance  opposed  by  the  divisions  of  Bianchi  and  Crenne- 
THIe,  was  losing  ground,  when  the  arrival  of  the  division  of  Aloysius  lichtenstein 
reatored  the  battle  in  our  favour.  On  this  occasion  the  two  regiments.  Archduke 
Bainer  and  Lnsignan,  sniferfd  severely  ;  their  impetuosity  led  them  too  far;  they 
wefe  sarruiindffd  by  three  of  the  enemy*s  regiments  of  cavalry,  and,  the  mnsketa 
h^faf  itwilf d  by  the  rain,  they  conld  only  defend  themselves  with  ba^Q\itV«.    TV^ 
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enemy  tbeo  tried,  with  targe  masses,  supported  by  nameroat  ordaaocCy  tu  force  tke 
centre  and  right  of  oar  position  ;  but  all  his  efforts  were  obliged  to  yield  to  Um  gaJ* 
lantry  of  oar  troops.  General  Count  Wittgenstein  made  scTcnl  attncka  npoo  tbe 
enemy^s  cavalry,  and  always  overthrew  them. 

Towards  evening  we  learned  that  the  enemy  waa  dbpatching  strong  colvmne  in 
tlie  direction  of  Piroa :  and  earlier  in  the  day  General  Ostemuinn,  who  was  charged 
with  the  blockade  of  Konigstein,  had  reported,  that  many  troopa  were  passing  the 
Elbe  over  the  bridges  in  the  vicinity  of  that  fortress.  These  movenents  ob  omr 
right,  which  interrupted  the  free  communication  with  Bohemia,  and  the  conaciincBt 
difficulty  of  maintaining  ourselves  any  longer  in  the  Saxon  mountains,  divested  as 
,  they  were  of  all  means  of  subsistence,  rendered  it  necessary  to  proceed  to  Bobcmia, 
in  order  to  be  nearer  to  our  supplies. 

The  object  of  the  offensive  demoostration  was  attained  ;  the  army  of  the  Crown 
Prince  of  Sweden,  and  that  of  General  Bluch'er,  were  enabled  to  move  forward  and 
o|»erate  with  effect  upon  the  enemy*8  flank  and  rear.  The  allies  therefore  set  ont 
lor  Bohemia  in  the  uight  of  the  37th,  during  which  march,  the  troops  had  ta  atnif* 
gle  with  innumerable  difficulties  upon  roads  rendered  almost  impassable  by  tke  rain. 

In  the  above  affairs,  we  have  to  lament  the  loss  of  the  brave  General  Andraaay, 
nod  of  the  Russian  General  Millesimo,  Field-Marshal  Count  Ginley,  and  the  Geaf-> 
rib  Maniassy  and  Frierenberger,  were  wounded  ^  Generals  Mesko  and  Secsen  are 
missing. 

In  Austria  Prince  de  Reuss  encamped  on  the  90th  of  August  nenr  Tinsbacby 
with  a  view  of  covering  the  capital,  and  observing  the  frontiers  of  Bavaria. 

General  Hiller  is  posted  in  the  suburbs  of  Villach,  extending  his  advanced guarde 
•8  far  asSpilal,  in  the  valley  A>f  Traun  on  one  side,  and  on  the  other- to  the  road 
leading  from  the  Brenner  Mountain  to  Salzburg.

Supplementary  Report.— rop/t^s,  Augntt  3],  I813.*>THE  enemy  having 
mistaken  the  causes  which  prompted  us  to  our  retrograde  movements,  attempted  to 
send,  from  the  defiles  of  the  Saxon  mountains,  single  corps  to  pnrsne  ua  into  Bo- 
Iiemia.  General  Vandamme,  Commander  of  the  first  corps  d^armee,  waa  ordeied  to 
advance  with  fifty-two  battalions,  and  about  five  thousand  horse  from  KoBiptttOy 
by  the  way  of  Petertwalde. 

Nothing  was  opposed  to  him  but  the  corps  of  the  brave  Rnssian  Gcacral  Otter* 
mann,  scarcely  composed  of  eight  thousand  troops,  which*  in  the  moat  gallant 
manner,  disputed  every  inch  of  ground.  On  the  !<9th,  ahoot  noon,  the  Imperial 
Russian  Guards  arrived  to  his  relief,  after  one  of  the  most  ardnons  marehea.  Tkm 
Commander-in-Chief  dispatched  likewise  to  bis  support,  a  Rnssian  brigade  of  grcaa- 
diers  from  Eichwald.  They  attacked  the  enemy  with  the  courage  of  lioaa,  aad, 
after  incredible  efforts,  drove  them  as  f^r  as  Karwita.  This  glorious  condwct  of  the 
Russians  had  the  effect,  that  dispositions  could  be  made  for  attacking  the  eaMif 
on  the  following  day. 

Field  Marshal  Prince  Schirarscnberg,  Commander. in-Chief^  ordered  Geacral  Bar* 
clay  de  Tolly  to  make  the  attack,  which  he  executed  with  his  nsaal  jw^paent.  Ob 
the  30th,  in  the  morning,  the  divisions  of  Colloredo  and  Bianchi,  and  the  Raaalan 
brigade  of  General  Knorring,  turned  the  left  of  the  enemy,  while  the  Raasiaaa  as* 
gaged  his  attention  on  the  right,  and  General  Kleist  directed  bit  march  io  the  i«ar 
of  the  enemy  upon  the  past  of  Hollendorf,  sons  to  cat  of  every  retreat.  Geactal 
Knorring,  at  the  head  of  hb  saperior  cavalry,  forced  the  firat  battery  of  the  caei^y» 
captaring  three  gnus.  The  eolamas  of  Fieid-Bf arahal  Couat  CoUonda  aMti  |alr 
hmtif  carried  the  heighU  on  t\ie  \afX  «1  XVa  e^tm.^^  va.^  ^s^^  them  fhua  BurdiwH' 
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and  Neudorf.  After  mn  obstiuate  retittanc«,  the  pass  of  HoDendorf  was  forced  b^ 
C^eneral  Kleist  ^  the  eDemy  were  driven  to  despair  ;  surrounded  on  all  sides,  and  ifi 
front  constantly  pressed  by  the  Russians  towards  the  defiles,  only  a  small  portiop 
of  the  encmy^s  horse  succeeded  in  forcing  their  way  ^  the  rest  were  either  cat  d^wf 
or  made  prisoners. 

The  field  of  battle  is  covered  with  dead  ;  about  eight  thonsand  prisoners  iiare 
been  brought  in,  and  their  number  is  increasing  every  moment,  as  semrcb  is  makipf 
after  them  in  the  woods.  Eighty-one  guns,  two  eagles,  two  standards,  fell  intoo^r 
hands ;  not  one  of  the  enemy's  cannon  escaped  :  General  Vandamme,  the  GcntriA 
of  Division  Haxo,  the  Brigadier-Generals  Guyot  and  Heimbrodt,  are  prisooeis  | 
Creoerals  Dumonccaijij  Montesqniou-Fexensac,  and  Prince  Eeuss,  fell  in  tbebatikt. 
All  the  rest  were  eitl^cr  dispersed  or  wounded.  The  first  corps  jd*armee,  updcr  G** 
neral  Vandamme,  has  ceased  to  exist. 

The  fruits  of  our  former  demonstration  of  acting  on  the  offensive,  are  now  appa- 
rent. On  the  s6th  August,  General  Blucber  attacked  the  corps  of  Macdoaald,  Vejp 
LaunstoD,  and  Sebastiani,  at  Jauer,  and  defeated  them  after  the  most  desperate  opr 
positiop.  The  enemy  is  in  the  greatest  disorder.  By  the  lapt  accounts,  eightf 
pieccf  of  cannon  and  six  thousand  prisoners  had  already  been  brought  in.  Tbf 
number  of  prisoners  would  be  yet  greater,  had  not  our  troopaioipgkt  'with  uncoiiir 
mon  animosity,  and  employed  principally  the  bayonet. 

Colonel  Neusdorf  operated  very  snccessfuUy  in  the  cnemy*s  fear,  interception 
couriers,  making  prisoners,  and  dispersing  several  d^tfchraents  of  horse  sent  agaiB«| 
him.  He  even  kept  in  awe  the  garrison  of  Leipsig,  coaaisling  of  eight  tb9ttaao4 
men,  who  did  not  venture  out  of  the  town. 

The  Crown  Prince  defeated  the  enemy  on  the  23d,  bctweea  Teltow  and  Trcblnaf 
and  took  from  them  many  pieces  of  cannon.

Marshal  Don  Juan  Senen  Contrerasf,  lute  Govenor  of  Tarragona,  make 
public  to  the  world  the  following  detail  of  the  operations  of  the  seigc 
aod  capture  of  that  city  by  the  French,  in  June,  1811. 

General  Suchet,  at  the  head  of  forty  thousand  infantry  and  sis:  or 
eight  thousand  horse,  with  a  hundred  pieces  of  cannon  and  all  the  train 
necessary  to  carry  on  a  siege,  appeared  before  Tarragona,  at  the  end  of 
April  1811,  and  on  the  night  of  the  4th  of  May  completed  its  invest- 
ment  on  the  land  side.  The  same  day  (the  4th]  Suchet  caused  the 
Aqueduct  which  supplied  the  town  with  water  to  be  cut.  But  this  ope- 
ration had  no  fatal  effect  on  the  beseiged,  who  never  were  in  want  of 
water  during  the  whole  continuance  of  the  seige.  The  French  made 
tbeir  first  attack  on  fort  Olivo.  Planted  on  a  rock  four  hundred  toises 
North  of  the  place,  it  had  sixty  armed  embrasures,  and  before  the  enemy 
could  open  the  trenches  against  the  body  of  the  place,  it  was  necessary 
they  should  carry  this  work. 

May  5th.  Four  sorties  were  made  from  the  place,  which  made  the  ene- 
my fall  back  and  killed  many  of  his  men. 

6thf  A  corps  of  Miquelets  coming  from  Mansera  attacked  Montblanc, 
a  town  situated  on  the  road  from  Barcelona  to  Lerida,  but  could  not 
dislodge  the  enemy  who  was  there  in  force.  Several  sorties  were  also 
made  from  Tarragona  against  the  French  sharp-shooters. 

8tb.  During  the  night  the  enemy  traced  a  large  redoubt  on  the  sea 
tide.  In  the  day  two  English  ships,  two  frigates,  and  two  gun-boats, 
greatly  incommoded  their  labours  and  killed  many  of  their  workmen. 
They,  however,  succeeded  in  covering  themselves  before  the  evening. 

10th.  The  Commander  in  Chief  Campo  Verde  entered  the  place  with 
the  troops  that  came  back  from  the  environs  of  Figueras. 

In  the  night  of  the  13th  and  14th  the  enemy  carried  the  two  intrench- 
ments  built  150  toises  in  advance  of  fort  Olivo*  At  the  dawn  of  day  the 
garrison  of  that  fort  made  a  sortie  in  three  columns,  to  retake  those  works, 
bat  unsuccessfully.  At  the  same  time  the  gun-boats  kept  a  destructivf 
fire  on  the  enemy's  labourers* 
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18th.  The  garrison  of  Tarragona  made  a  sortie  sgainst  several  French 
battalions  that  had  established  themseWes  at  about  100  or  120  toises  fropi 
the  fort  of  Fraucoli.  They  were  driven  from  their  post  after  an  obstinate 
struggle  and  pursued  to  a  great  distance ;  but  as  soon  as  tbe  garrison 
had  re-entered  the  place,  the  French  returned  in  force  and  re-occupied 
the  same  positions  notwithstanding  the  loss  they  had  experienced  in 
killed  and  wounded. 

20th.  In  the  evening  the  garrison  of  Fort  Olivo  made  a  new  sortie  to 
destroy  the  works  of  the  enemy.  At  the  same  time  a  corps  of  eight  boo- 
dred  men  attacked  the  small  redoubt  on  the  left  of  fort  Loreto^  of  which, 
a  few  days  before,  the  enemy  had  taken  possession.  He  lost  many  men, 
but  could  not  be  dislodged. 

Slst.  Brigadier  Sarstield  made  a  diversion  on  the  side  of  AlcoTer,  hot 
could  not  maintain  himself  in  the  position  which  he  had  taken. 

2dd.  A  new  attempt  was  made  to  carry  Montblanc,  which  was  moment* 
tarily  occupied  by  the  Miquelets,  who  were  in  their  turn  driven  off  by 
the  French. 

The  enemy,  however,  pushed  on  his  works  of  attack  with  actirity,  not- 
withstanding the  fire  of  the  place  which  killed  a  prodigious  number  of 
men.  As  early  as  the  22d  he  armed  a  new  battery,  which,  directing  its 
fire  against  the  ships,  compelled  them  to  retire  beyond  the  reach  of  caft* 
non.  He  connected  these  batteries  with  the  bridge  of  Francoli  by  a 
communication  of  600  toises.  On  the  fi3d  he  began  a  parallel  on  the 
rock  before  fort  Olivo,  fifty  toises  distant  from  the  intrenchmenta  which 
he  had  occupied,  and  as  the  rock  was  totally  naked,  he  was  compelled  to 
bring  mould  from  a  great  distance  in  order  to  fill  up  his  gabions.  He 
finished  by  establishing  a  breaching  battery  at  sixty  toises  from,  the  foru 

24th,  25th,  26th.  The  French  crowned  the  steeps  of  tbe  Frmncoli,  for 
the  attack  on,  the  right,  and  threw  a  bridge  of  Chevalets  over  that  river, 
covering  their  communications  with  a  fleche. 

27th.  They  armed  the  breaching  battery  for  the  left  attack,  opposite 
fort  Olivo,  with  four  twenty-four  pounders,  and  called  it  the  battery  of 
the  King  of  Rome.  They  established  at  the  same  time,  threo  oUier 
batteries,  notwithstandingthe  difficulties  which  thegroond  presented,  the 
fite  of  the  fort  and  a  sortie  made  by  tl^e  garrison.  It  was  on  this  occasion 
that  General  Salm  was  killed.  At  the  head  of  a  column  he  opposed  the 
sortie,  and  received  a  musket-shot  at  the  moment  he  endeavoured  to  lead- 
his  troops  against  those  of  the  garrison.  On  account  of  his  death  the 
French  ceased  to  call  that  fort  Olivo,  and  gave  it  the  name  of  Sain,  to 
honour  the  memory  of  that  General. 

*  28th.  The  batteries  of  the  enemy  began  their  fire.  They  dismounted 
several  of  our  guns  and  destroyed  the  cavalier,  the  parapets  and  the  bat* 
teries  of  the  dead  angje,  which  were  the  worst  flanked  of  the  wbole  work. 
Notwithstanding  all  these  advantages,  gained  in  so  short  a  time,  the 
enemy  dared  not  yet  venture  to  storm  the  places  so  much  did  befeir 
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the  tried  bravery  of  the  garrison !   But  he  coDtinued  to  fire  in  various 
directions  to  dismount  the  guns  that  still  remained  on  the  left  of  the  fort« 

fi^th.  At  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  assault  took  place  under 
General  Ficatier,  hut  with  such  a  want  of  dexterity,  that  it  would  have 
occasioned  the  loss  of  all  the  assailants,  had- not  the  engineers  who  had 
fortified  that  work,  neglected  to  close  an  aqueduct,  the  mouth  of  which^ 
discovered  by  the  French,  faciliated  their  entrance  into  the  fort,  and  ena- 
bled them  to  attack  its  garrison  in  the  rear.  Though  surprised  to  see 
the  enemy  behind  them,  whilst  they  defended  the  breach,  which  the 
shortness  of  his  ladders  did  not  allow  htm  to  reach,  and  though  compel* 
led  to  face  on  every  side  an  antagonist  whose  force  increased  every  moment, 
the  Spaniards  remained  undaunted.  They  fought  like  liooa,  and  it  was 
only  at  one  o'clock  in  the  morning  that,  overpowered  with  fatigue  and  bj 
superior  numbers,  they  abandoned  fort  Olivo  to  retire  within  the  walls  of 
the  town. 

This  action  was  the  more  sanguinary  aa  the  garrison  was  double  its 
usual  force  at  the  moment  it  took  place.  The  troops  of  which  it  consist- 
«d  were  changed  every  eight  days,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  assault 
the  new  garrison  was  arriving.  These  corps  united  amounted  to  upwards 
of  four  thousand  men,  and  rivalled  each  other  in  bravery  and  obstinate 
veaolution.  The  enemy  had  more  than  two  thousand  noen  killed  on  the 
spot,  although  Suchet  in  his  report  acknowledges  only  a  loss  of  ^O  in  the 
twenty-four  hours,  according  to  the  habit  which  the  Frendi  h«ve  of 
slways  glossing  over  their  disadvantages  and  exaggerating  their  successes* 
Our  loss  was  not  very  considerable.  Suchet  himself  did  not.  swell  the 
number  of  the  prisoners  to  more  than  eight  or  nine  hundred  ;  and  the 
total  of  those  who  were  found  missing  when  the  regiments  re-entered  the 
place,  did  not  exceed  1000. 

1  had  just  arrived  from  Cadiz  on  board  the  Prueba  frigate,  aud  was 
immediately  appointed  to  the  command  of  the  front  and  the  Rosario  gate^ 
vhich  stood  opposite  fort  Olivo*  1  spent  the  night  at  this  latter  post,  to 
protect  the  retreat  of  the  regiments  who  returned  from  the  tight  without 
the  enemy's  daring  to  disturb  their  march^  which  he  could  have  easilyi 
done  on  account  of  his  superiority  in  cavalry,  of  the  distance  of  the  fort 
from  the  body  of  the  place,  the  darkness  of  the  night,  and  the  impoKsibi«* 
Itty  in  which  our  batteries  found  themselves  of  tiring,  lest  we  should 
destroy  our  own  soldiers. 

The  next  day  (May  30th),  the  Commander^in-Chiet,  Macquut  Campo 
Verde,  assembled  the  generals,  the  chiefs  of  the  artillery,  aud  of  the  eu^^- 
gineers,  the  delegates  of  the  Superior  Junta  of  Catalonia,  &c.  &c.  After 
the  advice  of  every  one  had  been  given,  and  mine  had  been  heavd  on  tlie- 
manper  of  forcing  the  enemy  to  raise  theseige  (which  1  thou^l^  the  only 
way  of  saving  a  town,  which  could  not  support  a  regular  s>iege,  on  account' 
of  the  unnumbered  defects  in  its  weak  fortiiications,  most  of  the  works 
not-bcDDg  yet  tinished^ or. having  attained  no  consistency,  without  fosses* 
or  .covered  waji%  and  without  ^atea  to  commuDicmte  ^itii.c&QVk  q>\Xi«c>c^% 
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make  strong  sorties  ou  the  enemy  to  drive  him  from  his  works,  mud  recovi^ 
*  those  of  which  he  had  obtained  possession),  in  a  word,  af^er  every  opihioo 
had  been  maturely  considered,  it  was  resolved,  that  I  should  take  upon 
mj'self  the  defence  of  the  place.  I  vainly  objecteil  thai  being'  newlj 
arrived,  I  knew  neither  the^officers  nor  the  troo|>s,  the  civil  authorities 
nor  the  inhabitants,  the  place  itself,  of  which  there  was  even  no  plan,  nor 
the  resources  of  the  country  to  which  I  was  a  total  stranger :  that  in  fact 
I  was  ignorant  of  every  particular  which  a  commander  ought  to  know  to 
be  able  successfully  to  defend  a  place  entrusted  to  his  care.  All  was 
useless,  and  1  received  from  the  General-in-chief,  in  writing,  the  order 
of  defending  Tarragona, 

The  ensuing  day  (3lBt),  the  Commander-in-chief,  the  Staff  of  the 
army,  and  the  principal  inhabitants  quitted  the  town.^  The  General 
promised  that  at  the  end  of  six  or  eight  days,  at  the  utmost,  he  would 
bring  the  army  to  relieve  the  place,  and,  in  conjunction  with  me,  cause 
the  siege  to  be  raised.  Flattering  promise  I  which  satisfied  every  one 
but  myself,  who  clearly  foresaw  that  it  would  not  be  kept.  However, 
not  to  discourage  the  public  mind,  and  notwithstanding  the  little  hope  I 
bad  of  being  able  to  save  Tarragona,  I  undertook  its  defence,  determined 
at  least,  to  protract  it  as  long  as  possible,  in  order  to  give  time  to  Go* 
vernment  to  take  and  execute  its  roeesures,  and  resolved  to  sell  dearly  to 
the  enemy  every  advantage  he  might  obtain  over  me,  and  even  by  mj 
fall,  if  it  proved  inevitable,  to  add  new  lustre  to  the  glory  of  the  Spe« 
uish  name. 

•  In  fact,  this  place,  though  as  weak  as  it  has  been  represented,  haviug 
lost  fort  Olivo,  and  being  reduced  to  its  walls,  at  the  time  it  was  entrusted 
to  my  care,  made  a  defence  that  would  have  done  honour  to  a  fortress  of 
the  first  order,  attacked  by  an  army  as  strong  and  as  well  supplied  with 
every  thing  necessary  to  carry  on  a  seige  as  was  that  of  Suchet,  when  he 
appeared  before  Tarragona. 

30th  (May)  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  on  rising  from  the  Council 
of  War,  General  Campo  Verde  sent  Colonel  0*Ronan  with  1500  meu  to 
retake  fort  Olivo,  which  it  was  thought  had  been  evacuated  by  the  enemy. 
This  supposition  was  unfounded.  Colonel  O'Ronan  was  repulsed,  aud 
returned  with  the  loss  of  twenty  men. 

3 1  St.  The  General-in-chief  Campo  Verde  liaving  left  Tarragona,  I  re- 
gulated  the  service  of  the  troops,  established  a  military  police,  formed  the 
inhabitants  into  companies,  aud  even  employed  the  women  in  making 
cartridges,  lint,  and  powder-bags,  &c.  In  general,  I  had  only  to  direct  the 
zeal  of  the  inhabitants.  Neither  age  nor  sex  were  urged  by  them  as  an 
excuse  for  refusing  to  do  what  was  required  of  them  ;  more  than  once  I 
was  compelled  to  check  their  ardour,  and  never  found  it  aeeeseaiy  to 
excite  their  patriotism. 

•  Besides  the  King's  magazines,  I  formed  others  consisting  of  the  nseful 
objects  abandoned  by  the  various  individuals  who  had  quitted  the  plaee. 
The  military  caisse  wa»  teducftd  to  ^000  Piastres ;  I  i«iie4  a  oootribo* 
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bution  of  dOOyOOO  fraiics  on  the  cliief  merchants  of  the  town  who  had 
retired  with  their  fortunes  to  Villa  Nueva,  without  paying,  on  leaving 
Tarragona,  any  of  the  Kings  duties.  Thissura  was  thrown  into  the  caisse 
of  the  Intendant  de  Piombo,  to  be  employed  under  his  inspection,  and 
by  my  orders,  for  the  service  of  the  place. 

In  tiie  night  of  the  first  and  second  of  June,  Suchet  began  his  attack 
against  the  Orleans  bastion,  which  the  French  called  the  **bastion  de9 
Chanoines.*'  He  established  his  first  parallel  at  100  toises  from  that 
work,  extended  it  400  toises  in  length,  and  rested  its  right  on  the  Fran- 
coU  river.  This  was  the  weakest  side  of  the  place,  and  so  far  his  attack 
was  well  directed ;  but  he  made  no  false  one,  in  which  he  was  wrong,  as 
be  thus  enabled  me  to  turn  the  whole  fire  of  my  mortars  and  howitxers 
against  him  in  that  quarter,  in  which  I  equally  incommoded  him  on  the 
side  of  the  sea  by  my  gun-boats  and  the  artillery  of  fort  Francoli.  Thi» 
collected  force  caused  him  to  lose  many  men,  as  they  were  frequently 
compelled  to  labour  uncovered  After  the  second  of  June,  the  enemy 
employed  himself  in  extending  and  perfecting  his  works,  and  preparing 
the  establishment  of  his  batteries,  notwithstanding  my  sorties  and  my 
destructive  fire. 

7th  (June).  At  the  dawn  of  day  fort  Francoli  was  battered  in  breach,  by 
*i5  twenty-four  pounders,  placed  in  five  batteries.  The  grape  shot  frono. 
this  fort,  and  the  shells  from  the  place  inflicted  a  severe  loss  on  the  enemy, 
bat  could  not  silence  his  fire.  The  curtain  of  this  wretched  work  tumbled 
down  on  every  side,  th*e  parapet  of  the  battery  was  razed  and  its  garri&ou 
remained  totally  exposed  to  the  fire  of  the  enemy.  At  seven  oYlock  in 
the  evening,  I  ordered  Colonel  Roten  to  evacuate  it,  after  having  with-* 
drawn  its  artillery.  It  is  therefore  not  true  that  this  fort  was  taken  by 
storm,  as  Sucliet  stated  :  but  it  is- certain  that  he  lost  great  n^imbers  ilk 
its  attack,  for  he  did  not  spare  his  men.  He  beheld  their  destruction 
with  indifference,  and  considered  those  unfortunate  beings  as  theinntru- 
ments  of  his  fortune.  He  not  only  exacted  from  them  the  usual  service 
«fi  soldiers,  but  employed  them  as  labourers,  not  having  beep  able  to 
procure  any  in  the  country.  To  compel  them  to  work,  he  treated  them 
with  the  greatest  severity.  He  knew  that  his  elevation  or  his  disgrace 
depended  on  the  issue  of  the  siege. 

After  having  taken  possession  of  the  fort  of  Francoli,  the  French  esta- 
blished on  its  ramparts  a  battery  of  6  tv^enty-four  pounders  to  drive 
away  the  ships  that  lay  on  that  side  of  the  bay.  They  continued  their 
labours,  constructed  a  second  parallel,  which  they  finished  on  the  13tb, 
and  immediately  established  at  fifly  toises  a  battery  against  fort 
St.  Charles. 

In  the  night  of  the  11th,  I  sent  out  Brigadier  Sarsfjeld  with  3000  men 
who  engaged  the  enemy  from  twelve  till  two  in  the  morning,  repelled, 
his  working  parties  and  caused  him  a  considerable  lo^.  Of  this  sortie 
Socbet  said  nothing,  any  more  than  of  another,  made  three  nighta  before. 
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by  300  grenadiers,  who,  in  obedience  to  my  orders,  morched  in  the  grett« 
est  silence  until  they  rushed  into  his  trenches,  whete  they  fbiind  both 
the  sentries  and  guards  asleep.  I  had  ceased  all  Bring  from  the  place 
at  sun-set,  the  enemy's  labonrets  continued  their  work  quietly,  and  those 
who  were  to  protect  them,  being  no  longer  alarmed,  fell  asleep,  and  suf- 
fered themselves  to  be  surprised  by  my  grenadiers  who  butchered  or 
took  them  all.  Amongst  the  killed  was  the  commanding  officer  in  the 
trench,  who  defended  himself  valiantly.  His  helidet  aud  the  koapsacki 
of  his  men  were  carried  away  by  ours. 

l6th  (June).  At  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  enemy  surprised  409' 
men  who  garrisoned  the  Princess  half  moon,  a  work  erected  between  fort 
Francoti  and  the  town.  Af^er  the  capture  of  this  post,  the  French  con* 
structed  on  its  site,  with  sand  bags,  a  new  bitching  battery,  approachiog 
more  and  more  closely  to  the  front  attacked.  They  opened  their  tinrd 
parallel,  pushed  two  boyeaux  against  the  jutting  angle  of  the  covered 
way  and  that  of  the  half-moon,  crowned  the  top  of  the  glacis  and  effect- 
ed the  descent  of  the  fosse  of  the  Orleans  bastion. 

On  the  SI  St,  the  fire  of  the  enemy  began  with  the  dawn  of  day.  One 
of  my  shells  blew  up  the  powder  magazine  of  one  of  his  breaching  bat- 
teries, which  delayed  a  little  his  operations.  Nevertheless  at  five  in  the 
evening,  he  had  already  made  three  practicable  breaches,  whidh  proves 
what  I  have  said  before  respecting  the  weakness  of  our  fortifications. 

Another  occurrence  also  took  place  the  same  evenitig  in  favour  of  the 
French,  of  which  I  can  here  give  no  detail.  Had  it  not  happened,  we 
should  have  much  longer  protracted  the  defence  of  the  place  and  proba- 
bly saved  it.  But  the  best  concerted  measures  cannot  change  th^  de- 
crees of  Providence,  and  God  had  no  doubt  resolved  that  Tarrdgoni 
should  fall. 

At  last,  at  the  commencement  of  the  night  of  the  31st,  the  enemy 
stormed  the  bastion  of  St.  Charles,  that  of  Orleans  and  Xht  Fort  Royal, 
in  five  columns.  After  an  obstinate  resistance,  our  troops  abandoned 
these  works  and  fell  back  towards  the  town.  The  eneitry  penetrated 
snccessively  through  the  three  .breaches,  mingled  with  our  men,  and  in 
that  desperate  engagement,  a  most  horrible  tndssdcre  of  French  ind 
Spaniards  took  place. 

I  was  on  the  ramparts  of  the  town,  above  St.  Johtt's  gate,  with  a  body 
of  troops  to  assist  thone  that  fell  back.  But  seeing  them  aitive  pell  mell 
with  the  French,  I  ordered  the  gate  to  be  closed,  for  otherwise,  friends 
and  foes  would  have  entered  the  town  together.  I  then  cried  out  to  the 
Spanish  troops,  to  range  themselves  in  order  of  battle  at  the  foot  of  the 
walls,  which  they  did  well,  and  quickly  separated  themselves  from  the 
French,  upon  whom  I  immediately  opened  a  tremendous  fire  of  muske- 
try and  grape  shot  which  Compelled  them  to  retire,  leaving  the  ground 
covered  with  their  dead  and  wounded.  A  French  captain,  homreter,  was 
audacious  enouj^h  to  advance  to  the  very  gate,  with  bit  comptny  of  gn- 
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nadiers,  Hod  to  eodeavoor  to  break  it  open  with  the  butt  ends  of  their 
muskets.  But  the^e  uulucky  men  paid  dearly  for  their  imprudence; 
thty  «ere  almost  all  killed.  The  Captifin  and  his  drummer  fell  the 
first,  within  two  paces  of  the  gate,  and  without  the  unfortunate  occur- 
reuce,  to  which  1  hare  already  hinted,  the  enemy  would  have  been  driven 
i9om  the  suburb  and  the  other  works  that  very  night. 

From  twelve  at  night  till  three  in  the  morning,  the  troops  were  em« 
ployed  in  re-mterin}^  the  town  over  the  two  traverses  of  the  Rozario  and 
Cervantes.  The  n^xt  day  I  caused  an  exact  report  to  be  made  of  the 
tiiiinber  of  men  missing  in  every  rrgVment,  and  was  astonished  to  find 
that  our  los«  did  not  amount  to  more  than  500  men.  That  of  the  enemy 
was  far  greater.  Thus  Suchet's  exaggerations  in  his  reports,  and  the 
cruelties  of  which  he  was  guilty  in  allowing  without  any  necessity,  the 
f>oor  inhabitants  to  be  massacred,  had  no  other  object  than  to  conceal 
and  avenge  the  heavy  losses  which  he  suf!ered  from  the  beginning  to  the 
•end  of  the  sle^e. 

In  die  night  of  the  21st,  the  enemy  opened  his  first  parallel  against  the 
imnediate  body  of  the  place  in  advance  of  the  Fort  Royal,  leaning 
bia  Ibft  on  the  bastion  of  St.  Donaingo  and  extending  his  right  to 
the  sea» 

Once  in  possession  of  the  suburbs,  the  enemy  was  also  master  of  the 
-mole,  where  he  established  a  battery  of  two  pieces  of  cannon  to  com« 
mand  the  place  of  embarkation,  which  lies  in  the  part  of  the  bay  called 
JBdilagro. 

Si2d  (June).  From  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning  till  one  in  the  afternoon, 
two  frigates  and  thrte  English  ships,  that  lay. in  the  bay,  kept  up  a  tre- 
mendous fire  against  the  enemy's  workmen  and  the  plunderers,  who 
searched  the  desertied  houses  in  the  suburb :  so  that  through  this  cannon- 
mde  mud  that  of  the  place,  which  was  incessant,  the  French  lost  a  prodi- 
gious uomber'of  men  during  the  construction  of  their  works.  Before 
the  suburb  had  been  taken,  sorties  were  made  from  the  advanced  works, 
bat  ance  it  was  in  the  possession  of  the  enekny,  we  came  out  through  the 
Rozario  gate  which  lay  almost  opposite  fort  Olivo,  and  the  sharp- 
shooters, whom  I  sent  out  againiiit  the  foe,  descended  on  the  right,  over 
the  traverse  of  Rozario,  and  oii  the  left,  over  Ihat  of  Cervantes.  I  was 
4berefore  compelled  to  refrain  from  making  any  more  sorties,  finding  it 
tfqaally  impossible  to  send  the  troops  in'  proper  order,  when  they  passed 
over  the  traverses,  as  to  make  them  go  through  the  Rozario  gate,  which 
•was  too  distant  from  th^  suburb.  '^'  ' 

The  ensuing  days,  the  enemy  opened  a  lecond  parallel  at  60  tois'es,  to 
firepAre  his  attack,  and  establish  his  breaching  batteries  against  the 
b^dj  of  the  place.  He  pushed  on  his  works  with  activity,  the  fire, con- 
tioaed  adinterrupted  on  both  sides,  and  the  French  shells  fell  incessantly 
'«ithui  the  town.  - 

Ib  the  nigjit  df  the.  87tb  add  S6th,  the  enemy  tianii^  com^\^^«^\BA 
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works,  armed  his  batteries^  aod  at  dawn  of  day,  od  the  38th,  began  to 
batter  in  breach  the  body  of  the  place,  at  mily  30  toises  distant,  with  14 
twenty-four  pounders,  which  1o  eight  hours*  time  made  a  ooBudexmbIc 
breach,  and  the  more  easy  to  be  approached. 

Two  Thousand  French  grenadiers,  supported  by  B  or  6,000  ineOf 
without  reckoning  the  main  body  of  Suchet*s  army,  which  aurroiiiKM 
the  place  on  erery  side,  now  rushed  forwards,  and  penetrated  tbrough 
the  breach  in  a  resistless  mass. 

Our  troops  then  began  to  retire  from  the  wall  in  disorder,  and,  altbongli 
J,  and  all  my  officers,  did  every  thing  in  our  power  to  stop  them,  aai 
induce  them  to  charge  again^  and  to  defend  themseWe  in  the  streets,  all 
our  exertions  were  vain.  Fancying  they  would  find  safety  in  flight,  the 
soldiers  ran  to  the  sea^side,  leapt  down  from  the  walls  and  over  the  pali- 
sades, and  endeavoured  to  escape,  biit  were  made  prisoners  by  the  French 
corps  that  invested  us  on  the  Barcelona  side* 

In  proportion  as  our  troops  receded,  the  enemy  occupied  the  tampaiti 
of  the  old  and  new  enclosures,  and  descended  into  the  streets,  where  they 
killed,  wounded,  or,  at  least  robbed  every  one,  without  distinctioo  rf 
class,  age  or  sex.  This  tragedy  would  have  been  still  more  cruel,  hid 
not  the  French  officers,  full  of  generosity,  saved  all  those  they  possibly 
could,  and  exposed  themselves  to  fall  victims  to  the  fary  of  their 
own  soldiers,  who,  athirsi /or  plunder,  thought  of  nothing  bmi  robbing 
tmd  slaying. 

At  this  moment^  going  myself  to  the  San-Maxin  gate.  Us  rally,  ifpos^ 
sible,  some  soldiers,  charge  the  enemy  at  their  head,  and  save  them  during 
the  nighty  or  cut  our  way  through  the  French,  I  was  wounded  in  tlM 
stomach  by  a  bayonet,  and  taken  prisoner  by  one  of  the  enemy's  de- 
tachments4  The  rumour  that  1  had  been  killed  was  immediately  apread, 
and  the  general  disorder  increased  to  such  a  pitch,  that  soldiers  were  seen 
casting  their  arms  away,  and^  in  their  flight,  throwing  themselves  dk^ 
armed  into  the  hands  of  the  French,  who  made  them  prisoners* 

At  last,  after  one  of  the  most  obstinate  sieges,  during  which  I  had 
exhausted  every  means  which  the  art  of  defending  towns  dictates^  and 
ifjiich  my  limited  number  of  men  and  materials  enabled  me  ta  adopt, 
Tarragona  fell  amidst  the  horrors  occasioned  by  the  heroism  of  a  garrisoa, 
that  shttts  It  ear  to  every  proposal  of  capitulatioo.  The  evening  of  the 
89th  of  June,  181 1,  will  become  memorable  with  posterity,  bj  the  tia* 
gical  downfall  of  this  ancient  capital  of  CUerior  Spain,  which  bebdd, 
during  the  siege,  the  destruction  of  its  temples  and  edifices  by  six  er 
seven  thousand  shells  and  grewides,  and  an  immense  nupber  of  oaiiaoi| 
balls,  that  filled  with  terror  the  islands  of  Majorcit  and  Minorca,  aod  the 
shores  of  the  Mediterranean,  the  hospitals  of  which  have  b«en  itoclEii 
with  her  wounded  defenders-— which  witnessed,  at  the  last  moment  of  ill 
existence,  the  sacriflce  of  so  many  victims,  slsmgkfered beamm H^  tmnM 
m$ibenr  the  yoke  ^  the  enemy,  trta  dM  mi  fmkn  a  tirmngphmi  or  a 
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^magnificent  city^  hut  a  heap  of  ruins^  which  entomb  unnumbered  martyrs 
in  the  purest  patriotism  f  immolated  on  the  altar  of  Spanish  freedom^  and 
whose  death  ought  to  purchase  for  their  names  an  inscription  on  marble 
and  braUt  to  teach  our  posterity^  in  future  ages^  how  to  fight  for 
tkeir  country^

BONAPARTE  was  proceeding  to  Smoleutk.^^bv.  7-  .General  MiU 
l«fadovich  had  another  severe  afbir  at  Dorogobuoj.     From  this  latter 
place  Beauharnois  attempted  to  keep  4>n  the  right  bank  of  the  Dneipr» 
fNtb  4  divinioDS,  and  march  to  Doukhovstzina ;   but,  attacked  by  the 
Uetman  Platoff,  near  the  Vop,  he  was  broken,  losing  33  pieces  of  can- 
nmi;  and  the  day  after  69  piecm  were  abandoned  by  the  remains  of  his 
corps,  which  fled  to  Smolensk.     The  Russian  northern  corps  had  also 
^rrived  at  Doakhovstziiia,  where  it  took  General  Sanson,  Quarter  Mas- 
ter General  of  the  whole  French  army,  with  his  escort  of  50Q  men.-^  •  • 
Bonaparte's  Head  Quarters,  Smolensk.     Three  French  detachments  of 
fresh  troops  had  been  sent  to  secure  the  Eluya  road;  to  Jasvin,  Laixovo, 
and  Dolgamost.    General  Augereau,  who  conimatided  one,  was  made 
prisooer  with  3000  men;  Charpentier  was  ciit  to  pieces  with  the  uexU 
mod  Baraguai  D*Hilliers,  though  chief  in  command,  returned  hastily 
with  the  dd  to  Smolensk.     Prince  Kutusoff,  who  was  at  Elyna,  jadvanc- 
cd  the  11th  to  Labkovo,  and  the  ] 4th to  Usoff.— 13.  .Bonaparte  quitted 
Smolensk.— 16 . .  Bonaparte's  Head  Quarters  Krasnoy.     General  PlatofT 
attacked  the  Petersburg  suburbs  of  Smolensk.     DaToust  was  retreating 
to  Krasnoy,  when  fittacked  by  General  Millaradovitch  withi^  a  few  miles 
of  the  town,  he  was  defeated,  losing  his  Batan^  9000  prisoners,  and  70 
canoon.— 17*  .Smolensk  was  evacuated.    Platoff  marched  by  the  north- 
cm  bank  of  the  Dneipr,  towards  Kataui,  and  took  the  Commissary 
General  Puibusque  and  3000  men  prisoners.    General  Millaradovitch 
having  been  reinforced,  post^  himself  ou  a  small  rivulet  near  Sirokoreni 
and  Tchernis,  to  head  Ney's  corps  that  was  retreating  on  Krasnoy.     Of 
theae,  19,000  capitulated,  conceiving  themselves  surrounded,  and  only^ 
about  3000  escaped  with  Ney  across  the  Dneipr,  but  falling  in  with  Pla- 
toff»  oa  the  road  to  Loubavitchi,  the  greater  part  were  destroyed;  Ney 
mat  aiew  men  only  escaped  to  PoobroffUu—SOt* Bonaparte's  H^ 
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Quarters  Orsha,  The  remains  of  the  French  army  pass  the  Dneipr»  aod 
proceed  towards  Borisov.  Prince  KutusofF  at  Romanovo.  .  He  detaches 
14  Battalioiiis,  under  Major  General  Ermalofi'^  to  Or^^;  the  maia  army 
taking  the  direction  of  Kopis. 

Meanwhile  orders  had  been  sent  to  Victor  and  Oadinot  to  dialodge 
General  Witgenstein  from  the  Oula.  They  attacked  him  the  14th,  byt 
were  repulsed  with  great  loss.  Colonel  Chernichef  on  the  1 8th  bronght 
intelligence,  that  Admiral  TchichagofF  would  be  at  Minsk  on  the  17tb. 
The  Admiral  on  his  arrival  detached  General  Lambert  to  Boriaov,  who 
CD  the  2 1st  attacked  the  tetes-de-pont  guarded  by  General  Dombnm«ki«  ' 
and  carried  them  by  storm,  making  3000  prisoners. 

Bonaparte,  with  the  skeleton  of  the  Moscra  army»  the  remnants  of 
Victor  and  Oudiuot,  and  the  divers  detachments  that  had  been  left  on  the 
Dneipr,  proceeded  by  Kokhuner  towards  Minsk ,  having  Prince  Kutu»off 
in  his  rear  and  on  his  left  flmik;  General  Witgenstein,  joined  by  the 
northern  corps  at  Tcliereya,  on  his  right  flank  ;  and  headed  at  Bori!»ov, 
on  the  Berezina,  by  the  Admiral.  Major  General  ErfoalofF,  fclloveil  hj 
Orsha,  and  General  Millaradovich  hy  Kopis,  directing -their  march  on 
Tolotchin.  The  Russian  army  proceeded  the  84th  to  Kopia.  the  25(h 
to  Starosele,  marching  to  Tzietzierjin^  so  that  it  could  incline  on  Bobr,  or 
Berezino,  as  circumstances  might  require.-<-*jVbv.  24.  -Oudinot  attempted 
to  recover  the  Bridge  at  Borisov,  but  was  repulsed^ — 25*  .Bonaparte  w* 
connoitred,  and  at  length  determined  to  force  a-  passage  at  Veselevo,  or  ' 
Studzeana.-— 26..Two  bridges  were  thrown  over  the  river.— 47.  .The 
array  began  to  pass,  but  were  attacked  in  the  rear  by  General  Witgeii- 
atein.  Bonaparte  immediately  burnt  his  bridges,  and  Partouneaax  and 
his  division  laid  down  their  arms;  all  the  baggage. was  taken  ;  and  thvt' 
was  recovered  what  had  been  stolen  from  the  churches  and  inlyibiUuitaof 
Matcva. — 28.  .The  Admiral  attacked  the  French  bear  ZeiDbiny.pni«aiug 
them  to  Plestzenitzi  and  Khotengitzi.  The  northern  oorpa  had-  maruhed  • 
north  by  Lepel  and  Berezina,  and  was  coming  down  to  ViUybi,  by  Dok- 
shitzi.  At  Molodego,  Bona(»art?,  surroanded'by  an  ctcort  of  offiom 
abandoned  the  wretched  remains  of  his  array,  aad  fledto  Smorgoni.*  A- 
detachment  sent  by  Maret  his  secretary,  came  from  Viloa  to  eacort  'bioi  > 
to  that  town,  but  he  remained  there  only  a  few  hoara»  and,  tWii  fled 
again  in  disguise  for  France. 

Nothing  but  dead  and  dying  were  to  be  Bee»on  the  Smorgoni  and 
Oshrayana  roads  after  the  desertion  of  the  presumptooaa  chief.«^2lfr.'  1 1 
•  •  Vilna  was  carried  by  the  Russians,  and  Koviio  the  1 4th.  The  oftciai 
returns  were,  up  to  the  95th  Dec^ — Taken^-^Al  generals,  1998  oAcn% 
l67»510  non-commissioned  .officers  and  soldiers,  1 13  J  caBDon.

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FIFTH,  SUMMARY. 


Lbt  OS  DOW  take  a  more  full  view  by  a  connected  recapitulation  of, 
these  important  ,eveo is. — Let  us  unite  the  parts  of  this  Grand  Historical . 
Picture,  and  regard  it  attentively  as  a  Whole. 

Napoleon  had  promised  his  soldiers  to  lead  them  to  Moscow..    *  There' 
said  he,/  ^1  .be  the  end  of  your  labours  and  your  efforts ;  there  a  glorious . 
Peace  and  every  species  of  enjoyment  await  you.'      The  emperor  of  the.  . 
French,  always  dexterous,  in  protiting  by  the  first  moment  of  illusion 
and  terror  to  enforce  what  he  terms  a  Peace,  had  directed  all  his  operati- 
ons in  the  intention  of  quickly  seizing  Moscow,  for  h^  was  no  less  confi-^ 
dent  than .  his  soldiers,  that  it  was  in  tl^t  capital  a  Peace  was   to  be 
Concluded.     His  calculaUon  was  just  to  a  certain  degree — Moscow  did  . 
fall  into  his.  powjr.  Yet  there  was  asligl\t«rror;  Peace.was  not  cuncli]^- . 
ed,  which  did  not  give  a  very  favourable  turn  to  his  deep  laid  schemes.'  ; 

The  occupation  of  Moscow  without  striking  a  blow  appears  at  first  a 
proof  of  the  just  views  of  the  great  man,  but  this  city  was  no  longer  tb^., 
capital  of  the  Empire,  for  with  the  exception  of  a  few  the  inhabitants.. 
had  deserted  it.     The  enemy  were  in  possession  of  only  a  heap  of  unin« 
habited  bouses,  which  soon  became,  by  a  voluntary,  sacrifice,  a  mass  of, 
ashes  and  ruins;  to  prove  that  this  struggle  was  for  life  and  death,  and  . 
to  testify  the  unshaken  firmness  of  the  Sovereign  and  the  nation.     la^ 
the  mean  time  the  Russian  army,  under  the  compaand  of  Field  Marshal , 
Prince  Kutusoff,  had  by  a  bold  counter-march  taken  an  advantageous 
position  at  Letaschowka,  between  Kalouga  and  Moscow ;  this  manceuvre; 
was  intended  to  cover  the  Southern  province^ ;  whilst  th.e  army  was 
strengthened  by  reinforcements  which  poured  in  on  all  sides,  .they  haruc- 
sed  and  weakened  the  enemy  by  daily  conflicts.     The  Russian  forces., 
were  numerous  and  enthusiastic ;  in  all  parts  of  the  empire  tne  patriotic 
spirit  of  the  people  contributed  to  the  raising  new  forces :  whilst  the  , 
Bulletins,  fulfilling  their  accustomed  task,  reported  every  where  that 
Rossia  was  hastening  to  her  end,  that  her  armies  were  destroyed,  that 
they  were  only  composed  of  newly-raised  militia,  dragged  out  by  force;. 
in  short,  that  terror  and  dismay  pervaded  all  ranks. 

Napoleon  on  his  side  circulated  Proclamations  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Moscow  and  its  environs,  by  which  he  invited  them  to  return  peaceably  . 
to  their  homes,  and  to  put  themselves  under  the  protection  of  the  Great  , 
Nation.    It  is  hardly  to  be  conceived  that  such  alluring  invitations  should  , 
totally  fail  of  effect;  but  preceding  wars  had  sliewn  bow.  sacred  the  , 
French  held  all  property,  and  how  far  they  respected  temples  and  altars;  : 
it  is  true  that  their  conduct  in  this  respect  was  supposed,  by  those  w1h>  . 
understood  it,  to  proceed  more  from  a  certain  levity,  than  from  deliberate  . 
wickedness.     After  some  fruitless  attempts  at  Peace,  Napoleon  thought  . 
that  the  Russians  would  treat  only  at  Moscow  :  he  had  the  generosity 
to  ofier  to  evacuate  this  city  in  ashes,  upon  condition  of  an  AtviUiCdlvu,^^ 
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and  to  return  to  Viasma,  at  whic^h  place  the  conferances  relatiire  to  it 
•hould  be  held.  This  proposal  was  unsuccessful :  the  Ruasians  feplM. 
that  they  were  surprised  to  hear  of  Peace  and  an  Armistice  at  tiietciy 
moment  that  the  campaign  was  terminating  in  their  faroor. 

The  position  of  the  French  army  at  Moscow  was  rery  critical ;  inclosed 
in  a  vast  circumferance,  where  the  roads  of  Twer,  Vladimir,  RiaiaB» 
and  Kalouga  met»  and  surrounding  the  ashes  of  the  capital  which  was 
itself  the  centre  of  conflagrations,  it  was  placed  as  it  were  hi  a  desert 
The  soldiers  sallied  out  every  day  by  thousands  from  the  camp  to  pillage 
the  city.  Numbers  dispersed  themselves  throughout  the  snburba  fer 
bread  and  forage.  Whole  troops  of  armed  peasants  concealed  themselves 
in  ambuscades,  and  daily  killed  multitudes  of  the  marauders ;  if  they 
escaped  it  was  only  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  Cossacks.  NapoleooV 
situation  became  every  day  more  difficult,  the  want  of  provisiona  more 
alarming,  the  murmurs  of  the  soldiers  more  seditious,  and  the  hopes  of 
Peace  hourly  more  distant.  After  remaining  fiee  weeks,  the  conqueror 
determined  to  evacuate  the  capital ;  he  took  care  to  say  beforehand  to 
his  soldiers,  ^U  shall  lead  you  to  your  winter  quarters;  if  I  meet  the 
Russians  in  my  way,  I  shall  conquer  them;  if  not,  so  much  the  baCttf 
for  them.*'  But  this  prophetic  language  was  no  longer  seasonable,  for 
the  event  proved,  that  he  did  meet  the  Russians,  and  did  not  conquer 
tbem :  and  that  it  was  to  the  advantage  of  the  latter  that  tliey  thus  bad 
encountered  the  French. 

On  the  6th  of  October  (1 8th  N.S.),  at  the  break  of  day,  the  King  of 
Naples  was  attacked  at  Tarontina,  80  versts  from  Moscow,  and  totally 
routed  :  26  cannons,  2,000  prisoners,  and  an  imitiense  quantity  of  bag^ 
gage,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  victors,  and  the  King  himself  escaped 
with  great  difficulty.     Napoleon  directed  his  march  by  the  former  route 
of  Kalouga.     By  his  dispositions,  it  might  have  been  inferred,  that  he 
bad  no  serious  intention  of  forcing  a  way  through  this  town,  bnt  that  he 
intended  from  the  first  to  open  a  passage  by  the  Dniepr,  where  his  ma- 
gazines were  prepared;  and  that  he  only  marched  to  Kalouga  to  alarm 
and  deceive  the  Russians  by  feigned  movements.    He  thus  gained  lime^ 
and  the  advantage  of  being  in  a  parallel  line  with  the  great  road  toSmo- 
lensk,  which   had  not  yet  been   laid  waste.      Instead  of  misleading 
Prince  Kutusoff  by  this  manoeuvre,  the  French  were  suddenly  aarpria- 
ed  by  the  Russian  army  at  Maloiaroslawitz,  where  the  Field  Marilialt'' 
who  had  quitted  his  station,  arrived  on  the  1 1th  of  October  (29U  N.S.),' 
in  the  first  part  of  the  night.    The  battle  was  contiuued  with  great 
ardour  on  the  12th,  between  the  6th  corps  of  the  Russian  army  and  tha 
4th  of  the  French,  the  remainder  of  the  forces  on  either  aide  not  bciog 
engaged.    This  day,  so  glorious  to  the  Russians,  entirely  defeated  tba 
devices  and  stratagems  of  Napoleon,  and  thwarted  all  his  plana :  ioileod 
of  deceiving  the  Russians,  he  was  deceived  by  them ;  instead  of  dkwutag 
them  from  the  high  road,  he  found  himself  obliged  to  lead  Us  ttiopii'br 
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coiuit«f^iBiircbet  through  a  difficult  neighbourhood  ;  instead  of  quietly 
teaching  his  winler  quarters,  he  had  uot  a  moment  to  lose  in  securing  a 
apcedjT  retreat;  in  shorty  instead  of  choosing  whichever  road  he  pleased, 
he  found  himself  obliged  to  follow  one  rpute,  ttiat  is  to  say,  the  detect 
he  bad  himself  laid  waste. 

The  French  army  effected  a  retreat  to  Mojaisk,  on  the  14th  of  Octo« 
ber  (^th  N.S.),  by  Vereia  and  Borowsk.  Twenty  regiments  of  Cossacks, 
commanded  by  General  Plutoff,  the  vanguard  composed  of  two  corps  of 
iufaotry,  under  the  command  of  General  Millaradovitch,  immediately 
went  in  pursuit  of  it.  The  main  army  of  the  Russians  advanced  to  the 
left,  in  a  parallel  hoe  with  the  great  route,  where  provisions  and  forage 
were  to  be  found  iu  abundance.  The  nearest  magazines  belonging  to  tha 
French  were  at  Smolensk ;  MaloiarosIawit2  is  more  than  350  versts  from 
that  place.  How  to  march  this  distance  ijiithout  provision  of  any  kind, 
with  an  exasperated  enemy  in  close  pursuit,  was  the  problem  which  the 
French  had  to  solve ;  they  were  indebted  for  all  those  difficulties  to 
their  chief,  whose  hopes  rather  than  his  foresight  must  have  led  him  to 
•xpect  some  gross  mistake  on  the  part  of  the  Russians;  and  who  neglect- 
ii»g  in  consequence  the  precautionary  measures  of  a  General  anxious  for 
the  welfare  of  his  soldiers,  as  a  father  for  his  children,  finally  led  his  army 
to  destruction. 

A  prompt  retreat,  to  be  really  so,  can  be  effected  only  where  the  dis- 
tance is  proportionally  small ;  if  it  take  place  in  a  country  of  boundlesa 
extent,  all  precipitation  then  becomes  fatal,  for  it  is  the  natural  effect 
of  manoeuvres  of  this  sort  more  or  less  to  discourage  the  soldier;  the 
greater  the  distance  and  speed,  the  more  they  tend  to  abate  tlie  true 
apirit  which  animates  him.  This  is  an  evil  more  to  be  feared  for  an 
army  than  all  the  Inxlily  sufferings  to  which  it  is  generally  exposed. 
Napoleon  acted  directly  in  opposition  to  this  principle,  and  he  suffered 
for  his  imprudence  by  the  loss  of  his  army  and  his  military  reputation. 
The  famine  soon  began  to  be  so  severely  felt  by  the  French  army,  that 
the  troops  divided  themselves  into  roaurauding  parties,  who  plundered 
and  ravaged  on  all  sides  for  several  verhts  from  the  high  road ;  the  horses 
died  by  thousands,  and  they  were  obliged  to  bum  immense  numbers  of 
their  carriages,  which  had  no  longer  any  cattle  to  draw  them. 

All  the  inhabitants  of  the  villages  under  the  government  of  Moscow 
and  Kalouga  had  taken  arms,  to  revenge  the  miseries  they  had  suffered, 
anil  they  daily  murdered  the  plundering  parties,  who  were  more  and 
more  harrassed  by  the  indefatigable  Cossacks.  The  enemy  was  obliged 
to  follow  the  great  road  without  daring  to  deviate  from  the  track.  The 
main  army  had  little  else  than  the  flesh  of  their  horses  for  food ;  hundreds 
of  soldiers  perished  every  day  from  hunger  and  fatigue;  they  were 
obliged  to  take  the  hors^  belonging  to  the  cavalry  to  draw  the  artillery ; 
pieces  of  cannon  were  daily  abandoned  or  buried  in  the  ground :  in  short 
tha  misery  was  extreme  and  in  its  dreadful  progress  presented  a  prospect 
af  increasing  horror,  ^ 
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'  On  tlie  22d  of  Oct.  (^2d  Nov.  N.S.)  there  wan  a  «barp  engagement  at 
Viazma,  with  the  rear-guard.  The  1st  corps,  commended  by  Manhal 
Davdusty  and  part  of  the  4th,  were  driven  beyond  Ykuma,  end  portued 
.even  in  the  night,  with  the  loss  of  S5  cannon,  many  thouaend  men,  ai 
tnany  killed  as  wounded  or  taken  prisoners:  .the .town itself,  sharing  the 
fate  of  others  through  which  the  French  had  passed,  was  reduced  to 
ashes.  It  was  then  the  seventy  of  ihe  cold  first  began  to  be  felt,  and 
became  a  new  source  of  misery  to  the  French  army.  HnTiug  no  faod 
but  frozen  horse  flesh,  no  strong  liquors,  no  winter  garments,  keeping 
^uard  in  the  midift  of  ice  and  snow,  these  extremities  were  beyond  ail 
human  streagth  to  support.  Every. night  many  hundeeds  perished  by 
ihe  frost,  and  as  many  by  fatigue ;  heaps  of  dead  bodies  shewed  the 
track  of  the  army :  whole  troops  of  soldiers  threw  away  their  arms  and 
baggage ;  all  order  and  discipline  were  forgotten ;  the  soldier  had  ceased 
to  regard  his  officer,  and  the  officer  the  soldier ;  every  man  "was  sointeiit 
on  his  own  preservation,  that  he  no  longer  remembered  his  station*  and 
became  equally  unable  to  command  and  to  obey. 

Amongst  these  motley  troops,  consisting  of  all  the  regiments  mingled 
without  order,  those  only  were  distinguishable  which  conducted  the  bag* 
gage,  and  these  were  continually  attacked  and  pillaged  by  the  Cossackst 
who  encountered  them  in  every  direction.  Such  had  been  their  want  of 
foresight,  that  they  had  not  even  provided  in  case  of  frost  the  means  of 
rough  shoeing  the  horses,  which  harassed  as  they  were,  could  hardly  keef 
their  feet  on  a  slippery  road.  Twelve  or  fifteen  were  employed  to  draw 
one  single  piece,  and  the  least  rising  ground  was  an  iosarmouutable  ob« 
stacle.  The  cavalry  were  unable  to  furnisli  any  more,  for  they  were* 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  regiments  of  guards,  obliged  to  go  on  foot; 
of  course  the  artillery  could  no  longer  be  forwarded.  The  4th  corps 
left  theirs  at  Dorogobusch,  consisting  of  more  than  100 -pieces;  the  lit 
aud  dd  had  in  like  manner  lost  more  than  400  afber  the  arrival  of  the 
forces  at  Smolensk.  The  army,  which  went  from  Moscow  100,000 
strong,  mustered  at  Smolensk 'hardly  Go,000,  half  of  which  were  almost 
without  arras. 

The  enemy  were  two  days  at  Smolensk,  each  signalised  by  pillage, 
flames,  and  horrible  confusion ;  the  magazines  which  they  found  there 
proved  but  a  temporary  succour,  for  the  portion  fixed  for  each  day, 
consisting  only  of  flour,  was  devoured  in  a  moment  by  the  famished 
soldiers.  There  were  numbers  who  were  unable  tomake  nse  use  of 
what  they  had  obtained,  for  every  man  was  obliged  to  dispute  with  those 
who  snatched  it  from  him ;  a  distribution  of  fire  arms  bad  also  been  an* 
nounced,  but  few  soldiers  appeared  to  receive  them.  •  Meanwhile  the 
Russian  army  advanced  from  Jeloa  by  Smolensk  to  Kraanoi,  io  order  tm 
precede  the  enemy.  Arriving  towards  niglit  on  the  4th  of  November^ 
(l6th  N.S.)  they  took  their  station  seveu  versts  from  the  town,  where  th^ 
French  army  had  arrived  the  same  day.    The  eogagemeDt  begaa  «i  tbt 
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5th :  Napoleon  had  already  inarched  forward  with  the  greatest  part  of 
his  guards,  who  were  the  only  troops  now  under  military  discipline ;  the 
lat  and  4th  corps  were  engaged,  and  soon  routed  after  small  resistance 
with  a  considerable  loss  of  killed  and  wounded ;  25  carinons,  half  the 
arms  which  then  remained,  many  thousand  prisoners,  a  great  number  of 
eagles  and  colours,  and  the  baton  of  Marshal  Davoust,  fell  into  the  hands 
of  the  victors. 

The  Sd  Corps,  commanded  by  Marshal  Ney,  about  15,000  strong, 
mod  which  since  they  left  ^^azma  composed  the  vanguard,  were  still  a 
day  behind  in  their  march.  Napoleon  and  his  Generals  were  ignorant  of 
the  advance  of  the  Russian  army  to  Krasnoi,  which  induced  Marshal 
Ney,  when  he  arrived  on  the  6th,  to  believe,  that  the  obstacles  which 
impeded  his  progress  were  only  parties  sent  out  to  reconnoitre;  he  was 
therefore  greatly  surprised  and  mortified  at  being  summoned  to  surreu* 
der.  "  The  day  will  be  ours,"  said  he  to  the  deputation  sent  to  him, 
aud  he  immediately  began  the  attack.  The  event  was  soon  decided : 
in  less  than  an  hour  all  the  troops  under  his  command  were  dispersed, 
and  some  thousands  of  killed  and  wounded  remained  on  the  field  of 
battle;  about  11,000  by  detachments  surrendered  in  succession,  and 
the  Marshal  himself  escaped  by  the  Dniepr  with  some  hundred  of  sol* 
diers.  This  body  of  men  had  more  than  SO  cannons,  and  not  oneartil- 
lery  man.  An  immense  booty  was  taken  in  this  engagement,  and  the 
peatest  part  of  the  spoils  saved  from  the  flames  at  Moscow  fell  again 
into  the  hands  of  the  Russians. 

The  retreat  of  the  French  maybe  divided  into  three  times  or  periods, 
which  notwithstanding  a  continuation  of  evil  throughout,  were  each  dis- 
tinguished by  peculiar  features.  The  first  ended  at  Krasnoi,  with  a  loss 
OD  the  side  of  the  enemy  of  40,000  prisoners ;  amongst  them  were  27 
Generals,  about  500  cannons,  81  colours,  aud  considerable  spoils.  This 
great  army,  but  lately  so  formidable,  was  reduced  to  about  30,000  men, 
of  which  hardly  10,000  were  able  to  bear  arms,  only  25  cannons  were 
left,  and  the  cavalry  had  long  been  annihilated.  The  Russians  present- 
cad  a  very  different  spectacle ;  they  mustered  more  than  70,000  well 
disciplined  men,  amongst  which  were  16,000  cavalry  and  600  pieces  of 
cannon.  Whilst  the  French  were  overwhelmed  with  an  accumulation 
of  misery,  attd  the  shame  of  a  flight  so  ignominious  afflicted  the  real 
soldier  with  vexation  aud  despair,  their  Bulletins  constantly  maintained 
the  same  style  of  composure  and  boasting.  -They  affected  to  speak  of 
the  events  of  the  campaign  with  uncommon  assurance:  they  cited  letters 
from  Moscow  dated  the  8th  (though  it  had  been  evacuated  on  the  6th) 
representing  Napoleon  and  his  guards  in  quiet  possession  of  the  capital. 

These  same  letters  announced  that  some  detached  corps,  after  a  slight 
resistance,  were  already  masters  of  Twer,  Toula,  and  Kalouga,  As 
for  the  battle  of  Taroutina,  they  announced  that  the  King  of  Naples 
bad  given  the  Russians  a  memorable  lesson^  and  that  the  attack  of  the 
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cavalry  was  most  glorious.  By  this  lesson  the  redouhtable  kin^  of  Na- 
ples learnt  to  appreciate  those  who  gave  and  those  who  recxived  it. 
And  with  regard  to  the  famous  attack  of  the  cavalry,  they  had  the 
modesty  to  agree  that  the  Cossacks  had  (certainly  in  a  most  disloyal 
manner]  charged  the  troops  of  horsemen  and  French  dragoons.  At  last* 
when  they  touched  on  the  famous  retreat,  all  the  friends  of  France 
had  the  satisfaction  of  hearing,  by  the  twenty-fifth  Bulletin,  that  Na- 
poleon was  going  to  lead  his  army  (who  so  well  deserved  it)  to  their 
winter-quarters  at  Smolensk ;  that  the  Russians  would  not  dare  to  ei« 
pose  themselves  so  far  as  to  molest  the  march,  conducted  in  the  greatest 
order ;  that  this  same  army  (then  actually  reduced  to  despair)  was  ia 
excellent  condition,  with  every  thing  in  abundance,  singularly  fiivoor- 
ed  by  the  season,  and  that  the  Emperor  had  displayed  such  superior  skill 
in  regulating  this  movement,  the  object  of  which  was  to  gain  winter- 
quarters,  that  it  might  be  looked  upon  as  an  offensive  operation  against 
Petersburgh,  because  Smolensk  thus  becoming  the  centre  of  action,  they 
were  less  distant  from  the  new  capital  than  the  old. 

No  Bulletin  ever  published  such  falsehoods  with  such  assurance,  never 
was  language  so  dishonoured  by  such  an  abuse  of  words.  The  moat  hor- 
rible confusion  was  termed  good  order;  frightful  despair  was  called  peace 
and  good  will ;  miserable  wretclics  expiring  in  the  agonies  of  hunger  were 
represented  as  in  the  midst  of  plenty,  and  the  signal  vengeance  of  hearea 
as  its  greatest  blessings.  Ten  thousand  victims  of  cold  and  hunger  gave 
a  very  different  interpretation  to  this  favour  of  the  Almighty,  so  infa- 
mously blasphemed.  Notwithstanding  their  deplorable  condition,  the 
French  solrliers  would  have  been  amused  if  they  had  known  that  their 
unhappy  flight  was  transformed  into  a  movement  which  threatendcd 
Petersburg.  The  only  expression  at  all  consonant  with  troth  was  peiw 
haps  the  term  of  <<  winter  quarters  they  had  so  well  deserved,*'  for  this 
very  reward  for  all  the  cruelties  they  had  committed  was  the  scourge 
vrhicli  at  once  overwhelmed  the  army. 

The  second  period  of  the  retreat  began  at  Krasnoi,  and  finished  at 
Beresina;  it  comprehended  a  space  of  J 82  versts.  A  less  gloomy  prot^ 
,  pect  seemed  now  o|>ening  to  the  French.  In  the  first  place,  they  ex- 
pected at  the  Dniepr  a  re-union  of  the  forces  of  Victor,  Dombrowakyy 
and  the  remainder  of  those  of  Oudinot,  consisting  altogether  of  abont 
30,000  men.  Secondly,  the  pursuit,  the  activity  of  which  they  had  so 
much  experienced,  seemed  to  be  slackened  since  the  engagement  on  the 
6th  with  Marshal  Ney.  Thirdly,  they  had  reached  the  line  of  the  maga- 
zines, and  a  country  which  they  might  look  upon  as  devoted  to-  their 
interests — Fourthly,  the  severity  of  the  weather  was  a  little  abated :  bol 
all  these  advantages  and  consolations  vanished  at  the  intelligence  of  the 
arrival  of  Admiral  Tschitscliagoff  at  Minsk,  to  meet  the  French  lUmy  on 
the  banks  of  the  Beresina ;  and  that  Count  Witgenateiu,  reinforced  by 
General  Steinheil>  was  also  approaching  with  the  Moldavian  army.    The 
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.movements  of  these  united  forces  opened  to  the  enemy  a  new  source  of 
dsnger,  the  least  of  which  was  a  repetition  of  the  events  of  the  preceding 
dmy  at  Krasnoi.  Napoleon,  comprehending  the  full  extent  of  his  danger, 
found  that  the  only  way  now  \e^  was  to  hasten  his  march  towards  the 
Beresina.  On  his  arrival  at  Orcha,  he  found  deputies  from  the  Govern- 
ment of  Mobileif  assembled  there  to  receive  his  orders.  The  £mperor» 
generally  jealous  of  this  sort  of  homage,  sent  them  back  to  their  post 
without  deigning  to  receive  them,  for  he  knew  that  it  was  necessary  to 
put  on  an  imposing  appearance  before  people  of  this  descriptions  and 
that  the  sight  of  so  small  a  train  as  that  now  before  them  could  only  be 
productive  of  the  worst  effects :  he  had  also  particular  reasons  for  not 
•exposing  his  army  to  view,  because  this  same  army,  in  its  rapid  lateral 
■MMrement  towards  Petersburg,  had  rather  lost  its  order,  and  the  cold 
had  obliged  some  to  disguise  themselves  in  priest's  garments,  and  others 
in  women's  clothes,  which  was  far  from  resembling  the  military  costume 
•f  such  renowned  warriors. 

As  soon  as  Napoleon  had  concentrated  around  him  the  abovementioned 
reinforcements,  he  sent  the  Poloiiese  towards  the  left  to  BorisofF,  which 
place  Adn>iral  TschiU>chagoif  had  already  occupied,  and  stationed  the 
corps  of  Victor  on  the  right,  opposite  to  General  Witgenstein.  Protect- 
ed by  these  detachments,  he  arrived  on  the  13th  with  the  rest  of  his  army 
on  the  banks  of  the  Beresina,  threw  a  bridge  over  at  Tembin,  15  versts 
above  BorisofF,  and  passed  the  river  without  loss  of  time.  The  horrors 
of  this  passage,  which  lasted  two  days,  will  never  be  forgotten  by  the 
French  soldiers.  At  first  they  rushed  tumultuously  forward,  for  the 
mrmy  had  long  ceased  to  march  in  regular  order,  and  a  great  number 
perished  in  the  river ;  but  when  the  Russians  advanced,  routing  the 
oorps  of  Victor  and  Dombrowsky,  all  at  once  rushed  in  despair  towards 
the  bridge,  the  scene  of  horror  and  confusion  was  its  height.  The  bag- 
gage, the  trains  of  artillery,  the  draught  horses,  the  cavalry,  the  infant- 
ry, all  pressed  forward  to  cross  the  river:  the  strongest  overthrew  the 
weakest,  and  forced  him  into  the  flood,  or  trampled  him  under  foot. 
Oflicers  and  soldiers,  alike  dismayed,  endeavoured  only  to  save  them- 
selves; hundreds  were  crushed  to  death  by  the  artillery:  some  sought 
the  narrowest  part  of  the  river  to  suim  over,  and  fell  benumbed  with  cold ; 
others  attempted  to  pass  on  blocks  of  ice  whioh  floated  about,  and 
plunged  in  at  once;  all  around  were  cries  of  death  and  terror,  but  none 
of  succour.  At  last,  when  the  Russian  batteries  opened  upon  the 
bridge  and  banks  of  the  river,  the  passage  was  entirely  cut  ofl*;  a  whole 
<]i vision  of  7,500  men  of  Victor's  corps;  with  live  Generals,  surrendered 
by  capitulation ;  many  thousands  were  drowned  and  killed  ;  an  immense 
Dumber  of  artillery  and  baggage  remained  on  the  left  bank  t>f  the  river. 

Such  was  the  conclusion  of  the  second  period,  the  result  of  which  was 
SO,AOO  prisoners,  nearly  200  pieces  of  cannon,  and  a  considerable  booty. 

That  system  of  police  is  undoubtedly  i^eU  organized,  which  can  cupr

ceal  from  the  people  the  kaowletJge  of  eveots  which  most  nearly  iotercil 
them  ;  the  French,  who  have  now  carried  this  art  to  the  utmost  perfcctioo, 
by  this  event  learnt  it  at  their  owa  cost*    Wherever  there  were  any  troops, 
they  knew  nothing  of  the  multiplied  defeats  of  the  army* 
.   Wilna,  now  become  the  centre  of  the  newly  confederated  provinces, 
was  favoured  by  a  more  than  ordinary  care,  ^nd  long  continued  in  ah* 
solute  ignorance  of  what  was  passing  around.     The  people  actually  be* 
lieved  the  falsehoods  of  the  35th  Bulletin ;  il  is  true  they  were  alarmed 
at  hearing  that  the  Moldavian  army  had  taken  possession  of  Minsk,  and 
was  directing  its  course  to  Borisotf.     Their  fears  however  subsided  oa 
learning  from  the  Wilua  Gazette  that  the  march  of  the  Rusaim  army 
accorded  exactly  with  NapoIeon^s  plan,  and  that  it  was  precisely  the  event 
which  would  hasten  its  destruction.     But  the  cessation  of  couriers  fraoi 
the  array  occasioned  a  renewal  of  agitation  and  dread.     After  having 
been  twelve  whole  days  without  any  intelligence,  the  Duke  of  Bassano 
sent  a  young  Polonese,  disguised,  it  is  said,  as  a  woman,  to  learn  some- 
thing of  the  army.     He  returned  five  days  after,  and  brought  (to  the 
delight  of  the  French)  the  account  set  forth  by  the  gazettes;   that  be 
found  the  Emperor  at  the  Beresina  in  the  best  temper  imaginable,  and 
on  the  point  of  marching  against  Admiral  Tschitchagoff,  who  had  blindly 
fallen  into  the  snare  which  they  had  spread  for  hiui,  aud  that  the  £mpe» 
ror  had  with  him  only  half  his  army  ;  he  had  left  the  other  at  Smolensk, 
having  no  need  of  them. ,  Some  days  after,. the  great  man  arrived  in 
person,  and  his  clandestine  journey  gave  full  scope  for  the  commenti 
which  this  strange  intelligence  naturally  produced. 

The  third  period  of  the  retreat  was  from  the  Beresina  to  the  Ntemen» 
and  thence  into  Prussia;  though  it  appears  more  disastrous  for  the 
French,  by  reason  of  their  late  distret^ses,  it  is  (to  use  a  military  term) 
more  devoid  of  interest,  for  it  resembled  a  regular  chase  along  the  high 
road.  About  40,000  men  who  had  saved  some  artillery,  paased  the  Be* 
resina,  but  in  what  a  deplorable  state  were  these  uuhappy  wretches! 
A  severe  frost  put  the  finishing  stroke  to  their  distress:  they  had  no 
longer  strength  to  support  such  complicated  sufferings,  aud  threw  away 
theirarms  and  baggage ;  the  greater  part  had  neither  boots  nor  stockings* 
they  muffled  themselves  up  in  blankets,  and  twisted  pieces  of  old  hats 
round  their  feet;  each  endeavoured  to  defend  his  head  and  shoulders 
from  the  cold  with  any  thing  he  could  find;  some  had  old  tacks,  others 
mats  and  skins  of  animals  just  flayed^  and  happy  he  who  could  find  any 
tatters  of  fur. 

The  officers  and  soldiers,  benumbed  by  the  excessive  cold,  with  their 
faces  and  arms  entirely  covered,  moved  close  together;  the  aoldiers  of 
the  guard  differed  in  u6  respect  from  the  others:  they  were  in  tattcis» 
without  arms,  and  dying  with  hunger;  all  resistance  was  impoastble-^ 
the  name  only  of  a  Cossack  was  sufficient  to  make  whole  oolomnt  iy, 
and  a  few  might  take  hundreds  of  the  fugitives.  The  route  of  the  amy 
was  strewed  with  corpses;  each  nightly  ^ost  resembled  in  the  morning  a 
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ti«ld  of  battle;  as  mod  as  one  ^unk  from  fatigue  his  comrades  instantly 
stripped  him,  whilst  still  alive,  to  cover  themuelves  with  the  fragmenti 
of  hia  clothinic*  Alt  the  houses  and  bams  were  burnt:  the  lands  which 
bore  marks  of  contiagration  were  covered  with  dead  bodies,  for  those 
who  had  -been  able  to  reach  thus  far,  not  having  strength  to  retire  as  the 
flames  spread  were  overtaken  and  consumed.  The  roads  were  lined 
with  prisoners  who  needed  no  guard. 

To  these  horrors  succeeded  greater.  Pale  and  disfigured  with  smoke  the 
soldiers  ranged  themselves  round  the^fire  like  spectres,  upon  the  corpse* 
of  tlicir  comrades,  until  they  all  fell,  and  added  to  the  hourly  sacrifice. 
Numbers  whose  feet  were  naked,  covered  with  sores,  and  almost  useless^ 
could  scarcely  crawl  along;  others  had  lost  their  speech;  some  from  ex- 
cess of  cold  and  hunger  became  so  frantic  that  they  either  roasted  and  eat 
the  fle«.h  from  the  bodies  of  their  dead  companions,  or  from  their  own  legs 
aud  arms.  Some  not  having  strength  to  bring  wood  for  fuel,  sat  down  on 
the  bodies  of  their  comrades  near  as  mall  lire,  by  which  they  perished.  la 
this  state  of  iiisenKlbility,  some,  moving  mechanically  towards  the  flames 
for  warmth,  voluntarily  burnt  themselves  with  dreadful  cries,  and  were 
followed  by  others  who  shared  the  same  fate;  in  short  only  those  who  had 
the  misery  of  witnessing  so  horrible  a  scene  can  form  an  idea  of  such 
complicated  sufferings,  of  which  no  parallel  can  be  found  in  the  annala 
of  the  world.  The  division  of  Wilna,  under  General  Loison,  was  arrived 
from  Konigsberg;  it  was  10,000  strong,  mostly  Germans,  and  had  been 
seat  before  the  army  to  Oszmiana,  50  versts  from  Wilna,  to  protect  the^ 
retreat;  in  less  than  four  days,  without  having  fought,  this  division  woa 
reduced  to  3000,  only  by  the  fatigues  of  marching  and  keeping  guard ; 
these  remains  were  either  cut  to  pieces  or  made  prisoners  before  the  last 
mentioned  town. 

Napoleon,  the  deliverer  of  Poland,  the  thunder  of  whose  artillery  the 
Bulletins  had  but  lately  declared^  should  be  heard  even  in  Asia,  passed 
Wilna  on  the  24th  incognito,  and  in  the  meanest  equipage.  From  the 
8^th  to  the  28th  the  army  filed  off  in  the  most  terrible  disorder,  filling 
the  streets  with  dead  bodies  ;  they  were  beheld  by  the  inhabitants  with 
pity  and  derision ;  but  in  the  morning  of  the  28th,  when  the  fatal  cry 
w«s  heard  of  *' Cossacks,  Cossacks,"  and  the  soldiers,  issuing  from  the 
houses,  rushed  towards  the  gates  of  the  city  to  escape  by  flight,  the 
Jews  without  distinction  of  age  attacked  them  ;  they  directed  their  fury 
particularly  against  the  guards,  from  whom  they  had  experienced  the 
greatest  cruelty,  and  killed  a  great  number.  This  preserved  the  city 
from  fire  and  pillage,  the  first  since  Moscow  which  had  escaped  that  fate. 
From  Wiliia  the  French  reached  Kowno,  scarcely  2.5,004>  men  passed 
the  Niemen,  most  of  the  artillery  had  been  left  before  the  former  city, 
atid  the  rest  remained  at  this  place. 

The  result  of  these  three  periods  was  the  capture  of  above  100,000 
meuy  including  50  Generals^  and  about  900   pieces' of  caaooD*     Tbt 
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Cossacks  are  coutiouing  in  close  pursuit  from  Kowoo,  bat  few  ^of  the 
fagitives  will  reach  the  Vistula;  and  if  they  accomplish  tt,  they  cwiioC 
survive  after  having  escaped  so  mauy  perils*  The  soldiersare  toortncb 
exhausted  by  fatigue  uot  to  sink  under  it,  even  with  rest  and  good 
treatment;  we  have  daily  instances  of  it  in  the  prisooeiiy  who  die  sfter 
the  first  good  meal,  not  having  strength  to  sapport  it* 

Such  is  the  end  of  Napoleon's  haughty  and  eztimvagaot  CDterprise : 
thus  has  he  fulfilled  the  promises  which  were  thought  to  be  proooanccd 
by  an  unerring  oracle.  It  is  not  Rusna,  but  the  tyrant  who  iovaded  her, 
who  is  **  hurried  on  by  his  irresistable  fate.*'  His  fall  b  the  signal  of 
the  restoration  of  liberty  to  captive  Europe;  his  fame,  his  fortune,  have 
sunk  before  the  just  cause  which  the  Emperor  Alexander  has  sustained 
with  such  heroic  firmness.  The  judgments  wnich  have  fallen  upon  this 
army  and  its  chief,  are  proportioned  to  the  atrocity  and  villany  which 
will  point  them  out  to  future  ages  as  the  greatest  scoui^  which  ever 
visited  mankind*

J»  this  and  the  following  numbers  of  the  Chronicle  we  shall  presemi  lo  sar 
Header*  The  Official  Narratives  of  the  whole  of  the  Camfaiohs 
OF  Buonaparte  ai  General  in  Chief,  with  ell  the  Bulletins  iumed  hy 
him  up  to  the  time  in  which  we  have  given  them  in  the  Chronicle.  These  Cam^ 
paiffns  are  seven  in  ntunher :  his  first  Campaign  as  General  in  Chief  was  thai

THE  EGYPTIAN  CAMPAIGN. 

Bv  General  Brrthier. 

(Continued  J 
Tub  array  rested  at  Chebreisse  ;  July  14th  it  halted  at  l^Miboar»  aad 
the  1 5th  at  Comscherif.      It  was  incesMntly  harassed  dttnD|^  tlie  martb 
by  the  Arabs;  it  could  not  adrance  farther  than  the  dittaaoi  •£ rcsih 
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non-shot  without  falling  into  an  ambuscade.  These  Barbarians  plun« 
dered  and  assassinated  whenerer  their  number  assured  impuuity,  and 
always  took  to  flight,  when  a  proportionate  number  of  their  ad  versa  riea 
rendered  resistance  probable.  The  assistant  to  the  adjutant-generals, 
Gallois,  was  killed  while  carrying  an  order  from  the  general  en  chef; 
the  adjutant  Denano  fell  into  their  hands,  they  conducted  him  to  their 
camp,  and  this  amiable  young  man  was  barbarously  assassinated.  All 
communication,  beyond  three  hundred  toines,  from  the  rear  of  thearmj 
was  cut  off:  no  intelligence,  therefore,  could  be  forwarded  to,  or  re* 
ceiled  from  Alexandria. 

AH  the  villages  at  which  the  army  arrived  were  abandoned  ;  neither 
men  nor  cattle  were  to  be  seen.  The  soldiers  lay  upon  heaps  of  corn, 
though  they  had  no  bread  to  eat,  they  were  equally  destitute  of  animal 
food,  and  subsisted  only  upon  some  lentils;  a  kind  of  thin  cakes  which 
the  soldiers  made  themselves  by  bruising  the  corn.  The  army  continued 
Its  march  towards  Cairo.  On  the  l6th  it  rested  at  Algam  ;  ou  the  17th 
at  Abona  Shabbi,  and  the  Idth  at  Wardam. 

July  19th.  Marched  from  Wardam  to  Omeldinar.  Upon  reaching 
this  place,  Buoiia|>arte  was  informed  thatMurad  Bey,  at  the  head  of  six 
thousand  Mamelukes  and  a  host  of  Arabs  and  Fellaps,  was  intrenched 
at  the  village  of  Embaba,  on  some  high  ground  near  Cairo,  waiting  the 
approach  of  the  French.  Buonaparte  resolved  that  they  hhould  not 
wait  long. 

July  520.  Accordingly,  at  two  o^ clock  in  the  morning  of  this  day, 
the  army  set  out  from  Omeldinar  for  Embaba.  From  Omeldinar  to 
,  Embaba  is  20  miles,  due  south ;  indeed  the  whole  route  from  Alex- 
andria to  Cairo  was  from  north  to  south,  and  parallel  to  the  course  of 
the  Nile.  At  day-break,  the  division  of  Greneral  Desaix,  which  formed 
the  advance,  observed  a  corps  of  about  six  hundred  Mamelukes,  which, 
however,  soon  retired.  At  two  in  the  afternoon,  the  army  arrived  at  the 
villages  of  Eberach  and  Butis,  about  two  miles  from  Embaba,  and  with* 
an  light  of  the  enemy's  army  on  that  position.  The  heat  was  intense^ 
and  the  army  greatly  fatigued,  which  induced  Buonaparte  to  halt. 

The  Mamelukes,  however,  no  sooner  perceived  the  army,  than,  with 
the  purpose  of  compelling  an  action,  they  came  forth  from  thevillnge 
into  the  open  plain,  and  instantly  formed  in  front  of  the  French  right* 
A  more  imposing  spectacle  never  presented  itself.  The  cavalry  of  the 
Mamelukes  were  covered  with  armour  resplendent  with  polished  silver 
and  gold.  Beyond  their  left  were  beheld  the  celebrated  Pyramids,  the 
imperishable  muss  of  which  had  survived  so  many  empires,  and  braved 
for  more  than  thirty  centuries  the  outrages  of  time.  Behind  their  right 
was  .the  Nile,  the  city  of  Cairo;  the  hills  of  Mokattam,  and  the  fields 
of  the  ancient  Memphis. 

A  thousand  feelings  and  reflections  arose  at  the  sight  of  these  cele- 
brated plaint,  where  the  fortune  of  war  had  so  often  decided  the  fate  of 
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empires.  The  army,  impatient  to  come  to  action,  almetit  assomed  <»f 
itself  the  order  of  battle ;  the  line  was  formed  in  the  echelloii  order,  and 
by  divisions,  which  by  flanking  each  other  refused  its  right.  Buonaparte 
now  (irdered  the  line  to  advance, — "  Go,**  said  he,  (with  a  spirit  and 
magnificence  of  mind  worthy  of  the  scene),  "Go,"  said  he,  poiuting  te 
the  Pyramids,  "  and  think  that  from  the  heights  of  those  moaumeolSy 
forty  ages  survey  your  conduct  !*' 

The  army  was  now  on  the  very  point  of  moving,  when  the  Mame> 
lukes,  who  had  till  now  appeared  irresolute,  rushed  forward  to  the  at- 
tack,— making  a  feint  against  the  centre,  hut  suddenly  sweeping  round, 
with  barbarous  impetuosity,  on  the  divisions  of  Desaix  and  Rcginer, 
which  formed  the  right.  They  intrepidly  charged  tliese  columns,  which, 
firm  and  immoveable,  reserved  their  tire,  until  the  enemy  advanced 
within  half-musket  shot.  It  was  in  vain  that  the  ill-directed  valour  nf 
the  Mamelukes  endeavoured  to  break  through  those  walls  of  fire  and 
ramparts  of  bay<mets  :  they  were  repelled  with  incredible  loss,  and  after 
leaving  the  field  strewed  with  their  dead  compelled  to  retire. 

While  Desaix  and  Regnier  thus  successfully  repulsed  the  Mameluke 
cavalry,  the  divisions  of  Bon  and  Meuou  advanced  rapidly  agaiuat  the 
intrenched  village  of  Embaba.  Two  battalions  were  detached  on  the 
flank  to  burn  the  village ;  while  the  rest  of  the  'division  advanced  io 
front.  Both  movements  were  executed  in  the  same  time.  The  Mame* 
lukes  unsuccessfully  came  forward  to  meet  the  front  companies;  they 
tmmasked  forty  pieces  of  bad  artillery,  and  fought  with  bravery  and  de- 
speration. The  divisions,  however,  advanced  with  such  rafiidity,  that 
the  enemy  had  not  time  to  reload  their  guns.  The  intrenchmeota  wera 
carried  by  the  bayonet ;  the  camp,  as  well  as  the  village  of  Smbaha, 
were  soon  in  the  possession  of  the  French. 

While  this  was  going  forward,  fifteen  hundred  Mameluke  cavalry 
with  an  equal  number  of  Fellahs,  whose  retreat  was  cut  off  by  Geoerals 
Marmont  and  Rampon,  occupied  an  intrenched  position  behind  a  dilcb 
communicating  with  the  Nile.  They  were  called  npou  to  sarreoder, 
but  refused.  -  It  was  in  vain,  however,  that  they  performed  prodigies  of 
valour  in  their  defence.  None  of  them  escaped  the  fury  of  the  soldiers ; 
they  were  all  either  put  to  the  sword  or  drowned  in  the  Nile.* 

This  action  finished  the  battle.  Murud  Bey,  seeing  the  village  of  Em« 
baba  carried,  and  his  cavalry  defeated  by  Desaix,  attended  only  to  re* 
treat,  which  he  now  hastily  commenced,  and  continued  beyond  Gixa. 
Though  the  French  were  greatly  wearied,  having  marched  and  fooght 
for  nineteen  hours  without  intermission,  they  followed  him  up  with  the 
same  spirit  as  that  with  which  they  had  fought  him,  and  took  «  poaition 
for  the  night  in  front  of  Giza. 

Such  was  the  memorable  battle  of  tlie  Pyramids.  Forty  pieces  of 
caunon,  four  hundred  camels,  together  with  the  baggage  and  stows  of  tlw 
enemy,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  victors.    Never  did  n  nctoiy  of  eqnal 
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importauce  cost  so  little  to  the  victors.  Never  was  the  superiority  of 
£uropeaD  dis^ciplineand  tactics  over  the  ill-directed  valour  ofbrave  bar- 
barians  more  indisputably  manifested.  The  Mamelukes  were  mounted 
on  superb  Arabian  horses,  richly  caparisoned  ;  their  armour  was  magnifi* 
cent,  and  their  purses  well  stocked  with  p^old.  These  spoils  in  some  de- 
g^ree  compensated  the  soldiers  for  their  excessive  fatigue  during  an  inter- 
val of  fifteen  days,  their  only  nourishment  had  consisted  of  a  iew  vege* 
tnbles,  without  bread — They  were  frequently  without  water,  and  always 
without  shelter  under  the  direct  burning  rays  of  a  tropical  sun. 

July  23.  The  imme<liate  result  of  the  Battlb  of  the  Pyramids 
was  the  conquest  and  quiet  submission  of  Egypt.  The  principal  inha- 
bitants of  Cairo  presented  themselves  to  Buonaparte  this  day,  and  for- 
mally delivered  up  the  city  and  country.  Two  days  afterwards  (July 
36,  179B)  Buonaparte  removed  his  head-quarters  into  that  city,  and  im- 
mediately employed  himself  in  arranging  its  government,  and  in  distri- 
buting the  provinces  under  French  generals  and  inteudanty. 

Such' and  so  rapid  was  the  conquest  of  Egypt  and  the  military  peo- 
ple of  the  Mamelukes  under  the  vigour  and  ability  of  Buonaparte  ;  and 
in  this  manner,  in  the  short  space  of  about  14  days,  was  conquered  and 
overthrown  the  moKt  extraordinary  empire  which  the  world  has  seen,  that 
of  a  nation  of  soldiers  from  their  birth. 

Expedition  to  Si/ria — August  1798 — Buonaparte  had  no  sooner  ef- 
fected the  conquest  of  Egypt,  than  he  applied  himsi'lf  to  the  execution 
of  its  objects.  One  of  the  main  of  these 'was  to  restore  to  civilization^ 
and  its  ancient  splendour,  a  country  once  so  flourishing.  He,  therefore, 
immediately  set  himself  to  giving  it  such  a  syMtera  of  government,  com- 
mercial instruction,  and  public  force,  as  might  release  the  people  from 
their  long  servitude,  enrich  the  inhabitants,  render  Egypt  the  entrepot 
of  the  commerce  of  Europe  and  Asia,  and  destroy  the  commerce  of  the 
English  in  India,  against  whom  this  Expedition  was  more  particularly 
directed. 

The  system  of  government  thus  introduced  was  as  simple  as  effica- 
cious. Buonaparte  established  a  Divan  in  each  province,  and  communi- 
cated to  the  i>eople  the  first  rights  of  liberty,  that  of  concurring  in  the 
election  of  the  Crown  Ma irintrates.  He  established  a  new  distribution 
of  Imposts  on  European  principles.  He  established  a  Commercial 
Company,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  exchange  and  circulation  of  all  sorts 
of  commodities.  He  founded  an  Institute  at  Cairo,  to  which  he 
attached  a  library  and  ap|>aratu8.  He  caused  a  workshop  to  be  built  to 
exhibit  to  the  people  the  manner  and  process  of  all  the  mechanic  arts. 
He  taught  them  to  make  bread,  to  ferment  liquors,  and  to  construct 
pumps.  And  he  caused  the  several  Members  of  the  Institute,  each  in 
their  respective  branch  of  science,  to  travel  into  the  interior  of  the 
country  for  the  purpose  of  surveying  and  reporting  u|>on  the  Anti^ 
quities^  the  Geography,  the  History,  and  natural  Philoso^liY  5iC  \Vv^ 
vOLr  7/  JfO.

country.  Thus  General  Andreossy  was  ordered  to  survey  the  Pelnsiaa 
mouths  of  the  Nile.  Messrs.  Nouet  and  Mestain  determined  the  lati- 
tudes of  Alexandria,  Cairo,  Salehieh,  Damietta,  and  Suez.  Geoffry 
examined  the  animals  of  the  lake  of  Menzale,  and  the  Farions  kinds  of 
fish  found  in  the  Nile.  Delisle  investigated  the  plants  peculiar  to  Lower 
£gypt.  Arnolet  was  dispatched  to  the  Red  Sea.  Gerard  was  charged 
with  the  inspection  of  the  canals  in  Upper  Egypt.  Denon  was  sent  to 
Fayum  in  order  to  delineate  the  monuments  of  antiquity.  Bonaparte 
assisted  in  all  these  occupations,  and  regularly  attended  the  sittingtof 
the  Institute.  He  did  more;  he  visited  in  per^u  the  Isthmus  of  Suez, 
in  order  to  determine  in  person  one  of  the  most  important,  yet  obscure 
problems  in  history, — the  ancient  junction  of  the  two  seas  by  stretght 
or  canal.  He  succeeded  in  finding  the  vestiges  of  this  juuction;  and 
thereby  put  the  question  at  rest. 

Jan.  1799* — Whilst  Bonaparte  and  the  Officers  of  the  Expedition 
were  thus  employed,  the  Government  of  Turkey,  under  theiDflaence 
of  England,  was  preparing  an  army  with  which  to  invade  Egypt,  and 
Dgezzar,  the  Pacha  of  Syria  so  well  known  for  his  cruelties,  was  in 
active  preparation  to  receive  them.  Ibraham  Bey,  with  his  treasures 
and  four  thousand  Mamelukes  had  taken  refuge  with  this  barbarian. 
Bonaparte  had  accordingly  kept  his  attention  upon  him.  Dgezzar  bad 
now  taken  possession  of  the  Fort  of  El-arish,  which  defended  the  fron- 
tiers of  Egypt.  Bonaparte  saw  that  no  more  time  was  to  be  lost;  he  re- 
solved, in  the  instant,  therefore,  upon  an  Expedition  into  Syria,  that  he 
might  at  once  punish  Dgezzar,  and  anticipate  the  meditated  attack  of 
the  Turkish  army  by  meeting  them  half  way  ou  their  line  of  march* 
He  accordingly  exerted  himself  with  the  utmost  celerity  in  the  prepa* 
rations,  and  in  collecting  the  main  body  of  the  army  for  the  Syrian 
Expedition. 

Jan.  20th,  1799* — Every  thing  was  ready  in  the  beginning  of  this 
month  ;  and  the  effective  force  of  the  Syrian  army,  now  about  to  march, 
was  as  follows : 

Kleber's  Division,  consisting  of  Verdier*s  Brigade,  and  Junot*s  ditto, 
two  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-nine  men. 

Bon^s  Division,  consisting  of  Rampon*s  and  ViaPs  Brigades,  two 
thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-nine. 

Regnier*s  Division,  consisting  of  Legrange's,  two  thousand  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty. 

Lannes's  division,  consisting  of  Vaux's  Brigade,  Robin's,  and  Ram- 
beau*s,  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-four. 

Murat's  Division  of  Cavalry,  nine  hundred. 

General  Daumartin  with  the  Artillery,  one  thousand  three  bnndced 
and  eighty  four. 

General  Caffarelli  with  the  Engineers,  thre^  hundred  and  fo(ty. 

Guide's  Infantry  and  Gavalryi  four  hundred. 
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Ditto  for  Dromedaries,  eighty-five. 

Total  twelve  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five  men. 

The  park  of  artillery  consisted  of  four  twelve  pounders,  three  eight 
pounders,  five  howitzers,  and  three  five  inch  mortars,  '^here  were  be- 
sides attached  to  each  division,  two  eight  pounders,  two  six  inch  howit- 
zers, and  two  three  pounders. 

Proper  garrisons  were  left  in  Alexandria,  Damietta,  and  Cairo. 
General  Desaix  remained  in  Upper  Egypt ;  the  commands  in  the  pro- 
vinces were  distributed  amongst  the  other  Generals  ;  Marmont,  inasmuch 
as  he  had  the  reputation  of  combining  a  thorough  knowledge  of  artillery 
to  that  of  engineering  and  the  military  service  in  general,  was  appointed 
to  command  at  Alexandria,  being  a  post  of  the  first  importance.  The 
army  accordingly  now  began  its  march  to  EUArish,  one  of  the  frontier 
towns  and  main  fort  of  Egypt  and  Syria. 

Feb.  8. — General  Hegnier^s  division,  formed  the  advance  of  the 
army.  This  day,  as  he  approached  the  fountains  of  Messondiat  (about 
30  miles  from  El-Arish)  he  perceived  a  party  of  Mamelukes,  but  these  . 
were  soon  dis|iersed  by  his  Tirailleuts.  He  arrived  in  the  evening  at  a 
grove  of  palm  trees,  near  the  sea,  and  fronting  El-Arisli,  but  at  a  dis- 
tance  of  f<ome  miles. 

Feb.  9th.— The  advance  of  the  army  (i.  e.  General  Regnier)  advanced 
rapidly  this  day,  and  took  possession  of  some  sand-hills,  immediately  ad- 
joining to  and  commanding  the  town  of  El-Arish.  On  these  heights  he 
took  a  position  and  planted  his  artillery.  Immediately  afterwards  he 
commenced  operations.  The  charge  being  beat,  the  advanced  guards 
moved  rapidly  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  town,, whilst  General  Regnier 
himself,  with  the  main  body  of  his  division,  moved  up  to  the  attack  in 
front.  The  position  of  the  enemy  was  very  advantageous:  it  was  in  a 
town  situated  in  the  form  of  an  Amphitheatre,  com])osed  of  houses  built 
with  stone,  and  embattled  on  the  tops,  and  the  whole  position  covered 
and  defended  by  a  fort.  The  enemy  received  the  charge  with  great  gal- 
lantry,— and  the  houses,  in  particular,  threw  out  a  galling  fire:  but  the 
French  at  length  prevailed  over  the  olhitinate  but  undisciplined  gallantry 
of  the  barbarians.  The  enemy,  thus  driven  from  the  town  by  the  French 
bayonet,  retired  into  the  fort,  and  barricadoed  the  doors  with  so  much 
precipitation,  as  to  exclude  about  three  hundred  men,  who  were  either 
killed  or  taken  prisoners. 

Feb.  13th. — From  the  9th  to  the  13th  General  Regnier  employed 
himself  iu  blockading  the  fort,  and  in  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  other 
divisions  of  the  army,  some  of  whom  reached  him  in  succession  daily. 
Upon  the  forcing  of  the  town  on  the  9th,  a  jmrt  of  the  enemy  had 
thrown  themselves  into  the  fort;  another  part  had  retired  to  their  main 
body  a  few  miles  on  the  other  side  of  El-Arish.  On  this  day,  (Feb,  13) 
emboldened  by  the  superiority  of  their  cavalry,  they  now  advanced  and 
pitched  their  tents   within  half  a  league  of  E\-\t\i\u    HlWx^   yof^xVv^^w  i 
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was  a  good  one, — on  a  plain  behind  a  steep  ravine.  They  here  consider- 
ed themselves  as  perfectly  secure,  and  drew  out  in  line  iu  good  confi- 
dence and  effrontery. 

Feb.  14. — General  Regnier  being  joined  by  Kleber  and  his  dirisioB 
on  the  morning  of  this  day,  the  two  Generals  having  reconnoitred  that 
position  of  the  enemy,  resolved  to  attack  them  without  delay.  Accord- 
ingly, in  the  dead  of  the  night,  they  moved  rapidly  forwards^— bonied 
the  ravine  which  covered  the  encampment  of  the  Mamelukes,  and  mshed 
in  a  moment  into  their  camp.  All  was  now  horror,  confusion,  and  flight. 
The  enemy  fled  in  every  direction  over  the  plain,  and  their  equipages, 
provisiions,  and  warlike  stores,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  victors.  Twa 
Bevs  and  some  officers  of  rank  were  killed. 

Feb.  17.  Buonaparte  reached  El-Arish  this  day.  He  hadlefl  Cairo 
February  10th,  and  luy  that  night  at  Belbeis;  on  the  11  tb  at  Cosed,  oo 
the  12th  atSalahieh,  on  the  13th  at  Cantarain  the  desart;  on  the  Uth 
at  Catahieh  ;  on  the  1 5th  at  the  Wells  of  Birel  Apt ;  on  the  l6th  at  Mes- 
sondiat,  and  on  this  day  (the  17th)  he  arrived  atEUArixh.  Here  he  was 
joined,  on  this  same  day,  by  the  divisions  of  Generals  Bon  and  Lanoes 
and  the  artillery,  so  that  the  whole  Syrian  Army  was  now  before  the 
fort  of  £1-Arish. 

Feb.  18. — Previously  to  the  arrival  of  Buonaparte,  General  Regnier 
had  opened  a  slight  cannonade  against  the  fort,  and  commenced  his  ap» 
proaches,  he  had  also  advanced  a  mine  under  one  of  the  towers  ;  but  the 
enemy,  with  more  intelligence  than  had  been  expected  of  them,  had 
counterworked  it.  On  this  day,  the  morning  after  his  arrival,  Buona- 
parte undertook  the  direction  of  the  siege  in  person.  He  had  the  whole 
army  in  position  before  the  town  on  the  sand-hills  between  the  town  and 
the  sea.  He  at  the  same  time  brougtit  up  a  greater  strength  of  artillery, 
and  ordered  it  to  batter  one  of  the  towers  of  the  fort,  and  as  soon  as  a 
breach  was  effected,  to  summon  the  garrison  to  surrender. 

Feb.  19th. — The  breach  was  effected,  and  the  summons  made.  The 
garrison  consisted  of  Arnauts,  Maugrabins,  &c.  all  rude  Barbarians, 
destitute  of  regular  chiefs^,  and  ignorant  of  all  the  usages  of  war  as  car* 
ried  on  between  civilized  nations.  They  opened  a  correspondence  which 
upon  their  part  was  wild  and  curious  in  a  ver}'  singular  degree,  and 
which  would  only  suffice  to  shew  the  character  of  these  Barbarians. 
Buonaparte,  on  whom  it  was  incumbent  to  save  hit  army  and  stores  for 
greater  purposes,  probably  awaited  the  result  of  these  barbarous  discus- 
sions, and  deferred  the  assault  of  the  place.  The  fire  and  the  negociation 
alternately  varied  each  other. — ^the  besieged  firing  one  hour,  and  par* 
leying  the  next. 

Feb.  20th. — At  length,  after  much  barbarous  conrage,  the  garrison 
this  day  surrendered.  They  consisted  of  sixteen  hundred  men,  and  tlie 
sole  condition  of  the  surrender  was  that  they  should  lay  down  tborarmt, 
and  return  to  Bagdad^weTo^slW  ^«^^t\#    k^gcMsid  number  of  the  Mao- 
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gral^iifiy  however,  entered  into  the  service  of  th^  French.  In  tiit  fort 
were  found  two  hnndred  and  fifty  horses,  two  disroounteJ  pieces  of  ar- 
tillery, and  provisions  for  several  days.  The  defence  has  been  very 
courageous,  and  indeed,  even  in  point  of  skill,  infinitely  more  iutelli- 
^ntthao  could  have  been  expected  from  such  a  rabble.  It  must  be 
add^s  however,  thai  the  wall  being  of  ancient  erection  was  very  strong. 

Feb.  21. — The  army  remained  baited  at  £1-Axisli,  and  Bonaparte 
•eot  to  Cairo  the  standards  taken  from  the  enemy*  and  the  Mameluke 
prisoners. 

Feb.  «22. — Bonaparte  ordered  General  Kleber  and  his  division  to  pro- 
ceed in  advance  from  El-Arish  towards  Kan  Jouness,  a  frontier  village 
of  Palestine,  near  the  desart,  and  two  other  divisions  in  columns.  Bo- 
naparte, staft',  aud  escort,  remained  halted  at  £l-Arish. 

Feb.  24. — Bonaparte  and  staff  moved  this  day  from  El-Afish  towards 
Kan  Jouness,  which  he  intended  to  be  th^  head-quarters.  The  General 
IQ  Chief,  the  staff,  £(C.  arrrived  upon  the  heights  near  the  place^  without 
receiving  any  intelligence  of  General  Kleber's  division.  Bonaparte*  in 
some  surprise,  dispatched  some  of  his  escort  to  the  village*  but  no  French 
troops  had  arrived  there;  some  Mamelukes,  who  were  in  the  pluce,.fled 
to  the  camp  of  Abdallah  Pacha,  which  was  then  at  a  distance  of  about  a 
league  on  the  route  to  Gaza.  Bonaparte  having  only  a  picjuet  for  his 
escort,  and  convinced  that  Kleb^r's  division  must  have  been  misled,  now 
fell  back  towards  San  ton,  a  village  ten  miles  on  one  side  of  the  road  from 
£1-Arish  to  Kan  Jouness*  He  there  found  the  advanced  ^uurd  of  the 
C9yalry.  The  guides,  as  it  appeared,  had  led  General  Kleber  astray  in 
the  desert. 

Feb.  24. — Kleber*s  division  only  reached  Santon  at  eight  o'clock  on 
the  morning  of  this  day.  Generals  Bon  and  Lannes,  who  had  followed 
the  same  route,  had  been  likewise  led  astray,  and  reached  Santon  at  the 
«ame  time.  All  the  divisions  suffered  much  from  ^he  want  of  water. 
Regnier^  division  was  left  at  £l-Arish  for  the  purpose  of  putting  the 
fort  into  a  state  of  defence,  inasmuch  as  it  was  the  key  of  £gypt  on  the 
aide  of  Syria.  General  Regnier  was  then  to  form  the  rear  guard  of  the 
army  at  an  interval  of  two  days  march. 

After  a  few  hours  repose,  the  General  in  Chief  and  army  again  moved 
forward  towards  Kan  Jouness.  The  army  had  now  traversed  200 
miles  from  Cairo,  aud  over  an  arid  and  barren  desart ;  its  entrance, 
therefore,  into  the  plains  of  Gaza,  and  the  prospect  of  the  mountains  of 
Syria,  afforded  a  pleasing  variety.  The  Mutnelukes  fell  buck  as  the 
army  approached.  ^ 

Feb.  25. — Bonaparte  and  the  army  marched  from  Kan  Jouness  towards 
Gaza.  About  six  English  miles  from  that  town  they  perceived  a  body 
of  the  enemy *s  cavalry  upon  the  heights.  Bonaparte  immediately  formed 
each  of  th^  divisions  into  a  square*  and  advanced  in  this  formation  againsi 
them.     The  enemy  made  some  irregular  movemeuti  iiLi\d  \Wu  i%i\.x«aX.<^<^. 
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The  army  now  advanced  abont  three  miles  on  the  other  side  of  Gaza,  and 
there  took  up  a  position  on  a  chain  of  heights.  The  head  qomrters  were 
established  in  the  towD< 

Feb.  26. — The  army  remained  halted  this  day.  The  fort  of  Giaza  w 
of  a  regular  form,  about  eighty  English  yards  diameter,  and  flanked 
with  towers.  It  contained  sixteen  thonsand  pounds  of  powder,  and  other 
warlike  stores.  In  the  town  was  found  about  one  hundred  thoosand 
rations  of  biscuit,  rice,  barley,  &c.  The  inhabitants  were  treated  at 
friends,  as  they  had  sent  out  deputies  to  treat  with  the  French. 

Feb.  27.— The  army  still  halted  at  Gaza. 

Feb.  28. — Bonaparte  and  the  army  marched  this  day  toward*  Jaffa# 
where  the  enemy  were  collecting  their  forces.     The  desart  which  lies  . 
between  Gaza  and  Jaffa,  is  an  immense  plain,  on  which  are  nameroutnKH 
ving  sand-hills.   The  passage  was  accordingly  very  heavy  for  the  cavalry. 

March  1.     The  army  rested  this  day  at  Elzaud. 

March  2.  The  army  marched  to  Ramleh,  a  town  inhabited  for  the 
greater  part  by  Christians.  It  found  there  a  good  quantity  of  biscnit* 
Hordes  of  Arabs  hovered  around  the  army,  but  fled  as  we  approached 
them. 

March  3.  The  advance  of  the  army,  which  consisted  of  Kleber'a  divi- 
sion, arrived  before  Jaffa,  and  the  enemy,  on  his  approach,  retired  into 
the  body  of  the  place.  The  other  divisions  and  cavalry  closed  op  soon 
after.  Kleber^s  division  and  the  cavalry  were  ordered  to  move  forwards 
about  five  miles  beyond  Jaffu,  on  the  route  towards  Acre,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  covering  the  seige  of  Jaffa,  which  the  other  divisions  imniedi- 
ately  commenced. 

March  4.  Bonaparte  reconnoitred  the  town.  Jaffa  is  surrounded  by 
a  wall,  but  without  a  ditch;  it  is  flanked  by  towers  in  good  condition, 
on  which  cannon  were  mounted.  Towards  the  sea,  moreover^  are  two 
forts,  which  command  the  port  and  road.  The  place  altogether  appear- 
ed in  a  good  state  of  defence. 

March  5.  In  the  night  between  the  4th  and  5th  the  trenches  were 
opened,  a  battery  in  breach  constructed,  and  two  counter  batteries  agahiat 
the  square  tower.  A  battery  was  also  erected  towards  the  north  of  the 
place,  in  order  to  effect  a  diversion. 

March  6.  This  day  was  employed  in  advancing,  and  in  completing 
the  works.  The  enemy  made  two  sorties,  but  were  driven  back  in  con* 
fusion. 

March  6.  The  cannonade  commenced  this  day  at  day-break,  and  at 
four  o*clock  the  breach  was  deemed  practicable.  The  assault  was  imme* 
diately  given.  The  advance  mounted  the  breach  under  the  fire  of  some 
flanking  batteries,  which  we  had  been  unable  to  silence.  After  prodi« 
gies  of  valour,  they  eflected  a  lodgment  in  the  square  tower.— -Launet* 
division  now  rushed  into  the  town,  and  followed  the  enemy  from  roof  t» 
roof  and  from  street  to  sUe^t.    Oen^i^V  !^W)\\ke^\se^  who  had  iiithcrt* 
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been  engaged  in  diverting  the  attention  of  the  enemy  by  feint  attackx, 
now  entered  the  town  by  the  port.  The  place  was  thns  finally  carried. 
The  garrison  were  put  to  the  sword,  at  they  refused  to  surrender.  It 
consisted  of  about  twelve  hundred  Turkish  gunners  and  two  thousand 
fi?e  hundred  Maugrabins  and  Arnauts. 

We  found  in  the  town  the  field  train  sent  to  Dgezzar  Pacha,  by  the 
Grand  Signor,  which  consisted  of  forty  pieces  of  artillery.  Twenty 
guns,  brass  or  iron,  were  found  on  the  ramparts.  Bonaparte  gave  the 
Becessary  orders  for  putting  the  town  and  port  into  a  state  of  defence,  and 
for  establishing  an  hospital  and  magazines.  Ue  ordered  it  likewise  to 
be  the  depot  of  every  thing  which  the  army  should  receive  from  Alexan- 
dria or  Damietta. 

March  14.  Bonaparte  and  the  army  remained  at  Jaff»i  till  this  day. 
In  the  mean  time  Kleber  wait  encamped  at  Miskey,  five  miles  in  front  of 
Jaffa.  On  this  day  (March  14),  the  divisions  of  Generals  Bou  and 
Lannes,  as  well  as  the  head-quarters,  removed  from  Jaffa,  and  joined  the 
advance  at  Miskey. 

March  15.  The  army  moved  forwards  to  Zeta.  About  noon,  the  ad- 
vanced guard  observed  a  corps  of  the  enemy's  cavalry.  Abdallah  Pa- 
cha, it  appeared,  had  taken  a  position,  with  two  thousand  cavalry,  on 
the  heights  of  Korsum,  having  ou  his  left  a  body  of  about  ten  thousand 
Turks,  who  occupied  a  more  elevated  situation.  The  object  of  the 
Pacha  was  to  check  the  progress  of  the  army  towards  Acre,  end,  by 
taking  a  position,  force  us  to  an  action  amongst  the  mountains,  and 
defiles  of  Naplouz.  Bon  and  Kleber*s  divisions  were  immediately" 
formed  into  squares,  and  advanced  against  the  enemy's  cavalry,  who  in- 
stantly fled.  Lannes'  division  pursued  them,  rather  imprudently,  into 
the  mountains.  The  General  in  Chief  at  length  called  them  in;  upon 
which  the  enemy,  mistaking  the  retreat  for  a  flight,  pursued  them  in 
turn,  and  fired  upon  them  with  some  advantage  from  the  defiles.  The 
division  endeavoured  to  tempt  the  Naplouzians  into  the  plain,  but  they 
were  too  prudent.  The  French  lost  about  thirty  men ;  the  enemy  about 
three  hundred. 

The  army  and  head-quarters  lay  all  this  night  under  arms,  near  the 
tower  of  Zeta,  about  three  miles  from  Korsum. 

March  l6.  The  army  marched,  and  rested  at  Sabarin,  in  the  plains  of 
Acre,  near  the  defiles  of  Mount  Carmel.  Kleber's  division  advanced  to 
Caiffa,  which  the  enemy  abandoned  on  their  approach.  Caifia  is  sur- 
rounded by  strong  walls,  flanked  by  towers.  A  castle  defends  the  road 
and  port;  and  a  tower,  built  with  embrazures,  and  embattled,  commands 
the  town  at  the  distance  of  three  hundred  yards>  The  whole,  however, 
is  overlooked  by  the  heights  of  Mount  Carmel.  We  put  a  garrison  iu 
the  castle. 

March  17*  The  army  marched  towards  St  John  D*Acre.  ^Tlie  roads 
lieing  in  v«ry  bad  condition,  and  the  weather  thick  and  foggy,  it  was  iat«

before  the  army  reached  the  banks  of  the  river  Acre.  Thii  river  crosMt 
the  road  to  Acre  about  three  miles  from  tliat  piace,  and  it  was  of  coorM 
necessary  to  pass  over  it.  The  hour  was  now  late  in  the  ni^ht,  die 
ground  marshy,  and  the  enemy  in  great  force  on  the  opposite  side. 
Bonaparte  therefore,  satisfied  himself  with  sending  over  General  Andre- 
ossy  and  a  battalion  :  the  General  effected  his  |)a»sage,  and  took  a  posi- 
tion, which  he  defended  for  the  night. 

March  18.  During  the  night  of  the  17th,  a  bridge  was  constructed, 
and  the  army  passed  the  river  at  day -break  of  this  day.  Bonaparte  im- 
mediately led  the  army  to  an  eminence  which  commanded  the  town  st 
the  distance  of  a  mile.  And  here  ma}*^  be  said  to  have  commenced  one 
of  the  most  memorable  irregulur  sieges  in  modern  history. 

March  19*  Generals  Domniertin  and  Caffarelli  reconnoitred  the  for- 
tress, and  it  was  resolved  to  attack  the  front  of  the  salient  angle  to  the 
eastward. 

March  20.  The  trenches  were  opened  about  700  yards  from  the  wall, 
and  advantage  was  taken  of  the  garden  inclosures,  and  the  fosse  of  the 
old  town,  in  the  formation  of  them.  A  line  of  circumvallation  was  drawn 
so  as  to  enable  us  to  repulse  sorties  with  advantage,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  intercept  all  communication. 

March  SI.  The  erection  of  batteries  in  breach,  and  cross  batteries, 
were  incessantly  laboured  at. 

March  Q^2.  A  heavy  cannonade  was  heard  in  the  camp,  in  the  direction 
of  CaifFd.  It  was  shortly  known  that  some  English  sloops  of  war  had 
made  an  attack  upon  that  town,  and  had  endeavoured  to  seize  the  trsD* 
sport  vessels  in  the  port.  Lambert,  chief  d'escadron,  received  and  re* 
pulsed  them  with  the  most  determined  bravery. 

March  21.  The  operations  of  the  siege  were  continued  briskly  to  this 
day.     This  day  the  enemy  made  a  sortie,  but  were  driven  in  with  Iosk 

March  28.  The  batteries  in  breach  and  the  cross  batterite,  were  com- 
pleted ;  and  as  the  heavy  artillery  had  not  yet  arrived  from  Alexandna^- 
we  were  compelled  to  use  only  field  pieces.  At  daybreak  we  began  ta 
batter  in  breach,  at  three  o'clock  a  breach  was  made,  and  a  mine  sprang 
under  the  scarp.  The  troops  were  now  impatient  to  'be  led  to  the  assaiiU, 
and  it  was  resolved  to  gratify  them:  The  grenadiers  accordingly  rashed 
forwards ;  but  had  not  advanced  far,  when  their  course  wis  arrested  by 
the  fosse,  fiflteen  feet  deep.  This  obstacle  did  not  daitip  their  ardour  ; 
ladders  were  at  hand  and  were  placed  in  a  moment,  and  the  forenitMt 
descended  into  the  ditch.  The  breach,  however,  was  still  eight  or  tea 
feet  above  them,  and  the  scarp  had  not  been  so  effected  by  the  mine  ss 
to  afford  them  any  facility  of  ascent.  Some  of  them,  however,  snoeeed^ 
ed  in  reaching  the  Glacis,  and-Mailty,  the  first  who  moiirited»  vcskil^ 
ed  by  a  ball.  The  fire  from  the  place  was  terrible.  A  panic,  indeedi  for 
a  moment  seized  the  garrison ;  they  fled  towards  the  post*  but  noon  raU 
lied  and  returned  to  the  breach,  where  the  French  soldieis  were 
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■  ^Is^vomiug   in  vain   to  mcMiot,  its  height,  «s  albovje  said,  beiog  ten 

.  feet  above  the  rabbish.     Thi«  circumstaDce  afforded  the  eoeiny  time  to 

«8Cend  the  parapet  of  the  Tower,  whence  they  showered  down  stones^ 

grenades,  and  combustible  materials,  upon  the  assailants.     The  result 

was,  that  our  party  was  compelled  to  retreat  with  cooMderable  loss. 

The  trath  is,  that  the  taking  of  Jaffa  had  inspired  the  French  army 

,  with  a  de^ee  of  cqn6dence,  which  led  them  to  regard  the  works  ai  Acre 
«•  of  leiis  importance  than  they  deserved.  They  considered  as  a  mere 
field  operation,  a  siege  which  required  all  the  rules  of  art ;  and  the  more 
particularly,  as  they  had  no  h^vy  artillery.  The  works  were  a  wall 
Jlanked  with  strong  towers ;  a  deep  ditch  all  around,  aod«  scarp  and 

.  couDter»scarp.  It  is  never  safe  to  condemn  t  work  because  it  is  irregu- 
lar.    Thene  may  be  a  vast  degree  of  strength  where  there  is  little  art. 

.  And  aa  enemy,  in  all  ordinary  cases  most  contemptible,  may  be  rea- 

.  dered  dangerous  by  drcumstances  ;  and  if  they  once  shew  a  front,  if 
they  once  stand,  they  can  never  be  safely  countenanced. 
March  39.  The  operations  rested  on  both  sides  this  day. 
March  30.  The  enemy,  surprised  as  well  as  elated  at  the  success  of 
their  resistance,  made  a  spirited  sortie,  but  were  repulsed,  and  driven 
within  their  walls. 

April  1.  Bonaparte  anxiously  expected  the  arrival  of  his  transports 
with  ammunition  and  battering  train ;  but  was  informed  this  day,  that 
they  had  been  intercepted  and  taken  into  the  hands  of  an  EngHsh  squa* 
droyD.  This  was  a  heavy  disappointment.  The  General  in  Chief  en- 
deavoured to  repair  it  by  increased  vigour  in  the  attack.  We  continued 
to  batter  in  breach,  and  blew  up  a  part  of  the  counter-scarp.  A  breach 
was  m&de  in  the  tower  ;  Bonapa^e  ordered  that  a  lodgment  should  be 
attempted.     The  attempt  was  accordingly  made ;  but  the  enemy  had  so 

Jllled  up  the  breacii  with  sand  bags,  timber,  and  bales  of  cotton,  that  it 
vfas  found  necessary  to  desist.  There  was  now  a  scarcity  of  ammuni- 
tion, and  it  became  necessary  to  wait  for  the  arrival  of  some  of  tboee 
transports,  which  might  succeed  in  eluding  the  English  squadron.  In 
the  mean  time  we  laboured  to  establish  u  mine  uuder  the  Tower,  to 
blow  it  up,  and  thereby  lay  open  the  place.     This  was  an  attempt  of 

treat  importance,  and  accordingly  the  enemy  endeavoured  to  prevent  it 
y  frequent  sorties. 

April  3.  General  Vial  was  this  day  detached  from  the  oamp  to  seize 
upon  the  town  of  Tyre.  He  reached  it  after  a  march  of  twelve  hours. 
The  route  waa  over  Cape  Blanc.  On  the  road  they  passed  the  ruins  of 
an  aptieoi  castle.  Upon  passing  Cape  Blanc,  and  entering  the  plain» 
J^hey  disQovered  the  vestiges  of  an  antient  fortress,  and  of  two  temples* 
The  Tyrians  submitted  without  resistance,  upon  which  the  General  left 
«  garrison  in  the  towA,  and  returned  to  the  camp  before  Acre. 

April  7.  At  day-break  of  this  morning,  the  euemy  made  a  general 
aortie  in  three  columns,  in  front  of  which  was  a  company  of  marines  and 
•sailors  of  the  shifw  before  Ajcre.  The  batteries  of  the  town,  moreover. 
^ere  wnrked  by  English  artilleiists.  The  object  of  the  sortie  was  to  de- 
stroy the  mine  under  the  tower.  Major  Oldfield,  who  led  the  centre 
^column,  pushed  up  to  the  very  entrance  of  it,  and  there  fell  by  a  mortal 
wound  in  the  midst  of  many  of  his  intrepid  countr)'meo.  He  was  buried 
amongst  us,  and  carried  with  him  the  esteem  of  the  French  army*  The 
«uemy  were  compelled  to  fly  on  all  sides.  Our  parallels  aiul  approaches 
.were  covered  with  the  dead  bodies  of  the  Engli»h  and  Turks.  We  en** 
quired  of  some  prisoners  what  had  become  of  some  Freadi  soldiers,  wlio 
had  been  wounaed,  and  fallen  into  the  hands  of  Dgezzan     They  in* 
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formed  us,  tli«t  after  Iraving  been  mutilated  by  order  of  Dgezzar,  their 
bleeding  hearts  and  palpitating  members  were  carried  in  horrid  proces- 
sion through  the  town. 

A  few  days  after  this  sortie,  a  number  of  sacks  were  obserred  by  the 
soldiers  on  the  shore.  They  opened,  and  horrid  to  relate,  they  found 
their  contents  to  be  two  corpses  tied  together.  On  questioning  the  de- 
sertere,  we  learned  that  more  than  four  hundred  Christians,  who  were  in 
the  prisons  of  Dgezzar,  were  shot  by  orders  of  that  monster,  afterwards 
tied  toj^ether,  enclosed  in  sacks,  and  thrown  into  the  sea. 

April  8.  Bonaparte  received  information  that  a  very  considerable  force 
of  the  enemy, composed  of  Mamelukes,  Janis&aries  of  Damascus,  moan- 
taineers,  &c.  had  collected  a  few  miles  on  the  rear  of  his  army,  and  were 
to  cross  the  river  Jordan,  and  to  attack  the  French  before  Acre  in  their 
Tear,  whilst  Dgezzar  should  make  a  sally  from  the  town  in  front.  Bona- 
parte, upou  this  intelligence,  sent  the  general  of  brigade,  Junoty  to  ob- 
serve their  motions.  The  general  found  them  very  strongly  posted  oa 
the  heights  of  Louhi,  about  l6  miles  from  Acre.  He  immediately 
turned  the  mountain,  and  was  marching  to  attack  them,  when  he  found 
himself  surrounded,  in  an  adjoining  plam,  by  a  body  of  three  thousand 
cavalry.  He  listened,  however,  to  no  other  suggestion  than  that  of  his 
courage ;  and  his  soldiers  shewed  themselves  worthy  of  their  leader. 
They  dispersed  their  assailants  in  every  direction,  took  from  them  five 
standards,  and  killed  near  six  hundred  men. 

April  9.  Bonaparte,  being  informed  of  this  engagement,  and  appre- 
hending that  the  number  of  the  enemy  might  be  increased,  so  as  per- 
fectly to  overwhelm  Junot  and  his  brigade,  dispatched  general  Kleber 
this  day  to  his  assistance.  Kleber  found  them  still  posted  on  the  heights 
of  Louhi,  where,  under  the  conlidence  of  their  superior  numbers,  they 
had  rallied,  and  whence  they  were  looking  down  on  Junot.  Kleber  ad- 
vanced against  them  in  the  instant.  They  boldly  descended  into  the 
plain  ;  surrounded  him,  and  prepared  to  clwrge  him.  Kleber,  however, 
anticipated  them  in  this  purpose ;  and,  by  a  charge  on  them  with  one 
part  of  his  force,  and  getting  on  their  flank  in  a  good  position  with 
another,  he  defeated  and  dispersed  them.  Kleber  then  called  his  troopi 
in,  and  took  a  position  at  Nazareth,  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  and 
watching  them.  The  eucmy  upon  their  part  retired  to  a  stron<y  post 
at  Baizar,  and  this  place  thence-forwards  became  their  principal  ral- 
lying point. 

April  15. — Bonaparte  received  information  from  Kleber,  that  the 
enemy,  increased  to  the  number  of  tifteen  thousand,  had  advanced  into 
.the  plain  of  Fouli,  the  ancient  Esdron,  and  that  he  was  preparing  to  at* 
tack  them.  Bonaparte  was  of  opinion,  that  they  should  be  immediately 
brought  to  battle,  and  commenced  preparations  in  the  instant  for  that 
purpose.  The  enemy  were  on  this  side  of  the  Jordan,  that  is  to  say, 
between  the  river  and  the  camp  at  Acre.  Tlie  river,  therefore,  wti 
behind  them  ;  and  over  it  were  two  bridges,  the  bridge  of  Jacob  on  the 
right,  and  that  of  the  Meckanie  on  the  left.  General  Murat,  (general  of 
brigade),  was,  therefore,  sent  forward  to  seize  the  bridge  of  Jacob,  and 
there  to  operate  in  the  rear  of  the  enemy,  whilst  Kleber  was  in  the  front,, 
and  he  himself  (Bonaparte)  was  about  to  march  to  join  him,     ' 

April  15. — Bonaparte  this  day  set  out  to  join  Kleber,  leaving  tlie 
divisions  of  Uegnier  and  Lannes  to  continue  the  siege.  He  rested  for 
the  night  on  the  heights  of  Jafarie,  halfway  between  Acre  and  Nazareth. 
The  troops  lay  under  arms. 
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April  J  6. — At  day-break  of  this  morning,  Bonaparte  mardied  towards 
**oali  through  the  defiles  of  the  aiountains.  At  nine  o*cIock  in  the 
Horning  he  gained  the  heights,  from  which  Fouli  and  Mount  Tabor 
ma  be  seen  ;  and  looking  down  on  the  plain  between  them,  he  per- 
:eived  at  the  distance  of  about  eight  miles,  Kleber^s  division  in  actuul 
ngagement  with  the  enemy.  The  force  of  the  latter  appeared  to  he 
bout  twenty  five  thousand  men,  all  cavalry,  and  surrounding  the  French 
roops,  who  did  not  exceed  two  thousand.  He  also  perceived  the  camp 
f  the  Mamelukes,  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains  of  Naplouze,  about 
ight  miles  in  the  rear  of  the  scene  of  action,  and  of  course  prepared 
0  assist  their  friends,  if  requested.  Bonaparte  immediately  took  his  re- 
olation  with  his  usual  rapid  decision.  He  formed  his  force  into  three 
quaresj^-chose  his  line  of  march  towards  a  point  by  which  he  might 
ura  the  enemy,  and  separate  them  from  their  camp  and  magazines, 
fbe  enemy  would  thus  have  only  one  possible  line  of  retreat, — obliquel}^ 
9  the  Jordan,  and  there  they  would  fall  in  with  Murat,  who  had  pos- 
essed  himself  of  the  bridge  of  Jacob  the  preceding  day,  and  of  which 
be  enemy  seemed  to  know  nothing.  Such  was  the  plan  instantly  con- 
eiTed  by  Bonaparte,  and  he  now  marched  forward  to  execute  it. 

In  the  meantime,  Kleber  was  fighting  against  a  vast  superiority  of  the 
nemy.  He  had  formed  his  infantry  into  two  square  columns,  and  he 
tationed  them,  very  strongly  and  very  skilfully,  in  some  ruins  in  his 
root.  The  enemy  in  vain  surrounded  him  to  the  number  of  twenty- 
ve  thousand  cavalry.  In  vain  they  charged  him  several  times.  All 
leir  efforts  to  dislodge  him  were  fruitless.  He  replied  to  them  only  by 
lusquetry,  grape  shot,  and  the  bayonet. 

Bonaparte  had  now  come  up  within  two  miles  of  the  scene  of  action. 
le  here  detached  general  Rampon  with  a  right  column  to  march  directly 
y  the  assistance  of  Kleber,  and  to  attack  the  enemy  on  the  flanks  and  in 
he  rear.  General  Vial,  with  a  left  column,  was  sent  towards  the  mouu- 
uos  of  Novres,  in  order  to  force  the  enemy  to  the  Jordan,  and  Bona- 
arte  himself,  with  a  central  column,  took  a  line  so  as  to  meet  them  there, 
pd  intercept  their  retreat  and  escape.  At  the  moment  that  he  had 
bos  put  the  three  columns  in  march,  he  fired  an  eight-pounder,  as  a 
igpal  to  Kleber  that  he  was  at  hand. 

\Vhilst  Bonaparte  and  these  columns  were  thus  advancing  by  their 
everal  points,  Kleber,  animated  by  the  signal,  which  he  heard  and 
oderstood,  no  longer  stood  on  the  defensive ;  be  advanced  to  the  village 
f  Fouli ;  which  he  attacked  and  carried  by  the  bayonet,  and  then  broke 
brough  the  enemy  in  every  direction.  General  Karapon  in  the  mean- 
ime  arrived  on  their  flank,  and  the  enemy  thus  attacked  in  front  and 
ank,  fled  in  a  confused  retreat.  The  direction  of  their  flight  led  them 
owards  the  post  where  general  Vial  was  prepared  to  receive  them  ;  upou 
eacbing  it,  and  seeing  themselves  anticipated,  they  turned,  and  directed 
leir  flight  towards  the  other  flank.  Here  they  were  received  by  Bona- 
Arte.  No  escape  now  remained  but  into  the  mountains  and  defiles  of 
fount  Tabor  ;  a  few  of  them  gained  them,  and  by  favour  of  the  dark- 
iCSS  of  the  night,  and  the  difliculty  of  the  ground,  preserved  them- 
dves.  Such  was  the  battle  of  Esdron,  in  which  an  army  of  twenty- 
.ye  thousand  cavalry  and  ten  thousand  infantry  were  routed  by  four 
bousand  French  troops,  the  loss  of  the  enemy  was  five  thousand  men, 
od  all  their  magazines. 

April  16. — The  army,  remained  this  day  under  arms  at  the  foot  of 
fount  Tabor.  From  this  point  orders  were  dispatched  to  all  the  dif-« 
prcnt  posts  of  the  army  of  the  east,— to  Tyre,  Cesarea,  the  Cataracts  of 
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the  Nile,  the  Pelusian  Mouths,  Alexandria,  the  borders  of  the  Red  Sea, 
the  ruins  of  Kolsam,  and  Arsinoe.  So  extensive  were  the  operatioos  of 
Bonaparte,  that  all  these  several  places  were  occupied  and  garrisoned  hj 
his  detachments.  As  the  Naplouzians  (the  mountaineers)  bad  employed 
themselves  in  harassing  our  operations,  Bonaparte  ordered  tbeirrillaget 
to  be  burned,  and  their  inhabitants  to  be  put  to  the  sword.  He  pardoned, 
however,  such  as  submitted,  and  solicited  his  clemency. 

April  19. — Bonaparte  now  returned  to  the  army  before  Acre  and  to 
the  operations  of  the  siege.  His  transports  had  now  brongbt  him  three 
twenty-four  and  six  eighteen  pounders^  so  that  he  was  enabled  to  proceed 
with  increased  vigour. 

April  €4. — The  mine,  intended  to  blow  up  the  Tower  near  the  breadit 
was  this  day  completed ;  upon  which  the  batteries  were  immectiately 
opened,  and  the  train  fixed  amidst  the  roar  of  artillery.  A  tabtemneous 
passage  under  the  tower  afforded  a  line  of  less  resistance  than  the  soper- 
incumbent  tower;  the  explosion,  therefore,  spent  itself  in  this  vent,  and 
one  side  only  of  the  tower  was  blown  up  by  it.  The  breach  was  as  d]t» 
ficult  as  before.  Bonaparte  ordered  that  thirty  grenadiers  should  endles- 
vourtoget  into  the  tower,  and  reconnoitre  its  means  of  communication 
with  the  other  parts  of  the  fortress.  The  brave  men  advanced  as  far  u 
the  ruins  under  the  arch  of  the  first  story,  but  the  enemy,  who  kept  op  a 
communication  by  means  of  the  narrow  vaulted  passages,  and  who  were 
in  possession  of  the  npper  stories,  threw  down  such  quantities  of  baroiog 
materials  that  they  were  compelled  to  retreat. 

April  25. — Our  batteries  continued  to  demolish  the  tower  and  t^ 
widen  the  breach ;  and  a  party  of  workmen  were  pushed  forwards  into 
the  lower  story  of  the  tower,  in  order  to  make  the  oreach  more  practici- 
ble.  The  enemy,  however,  whom  we  could  not  drive  altcigetfaer  from 
the  upper  stories,  again  showered  such  qnantities  of  burning  materials, 
as  compelled  our  party  to  retire. 

April  97- — The  army  this  day  sustained  a  loss  which  will  be  felt  by  all 
France.  The  brave  Cafikrelli  died  in  consequence  of  the  wound  he  i^ 
ceivedin  the  trenches.  The  country  has  lost  one  of  its  most  glorioni 
defenders,  society  a  ^ood  member,  the  arts  and  scieii^res  a  moat  enlight- 
ened votary,  the  engmeers  an  intelligent  commander,  and  the  soldiery  a 
companion  in  arms,  brave,  active,  and  devoted  to  the  service. 

April  28. — The  enemy,  in  order  to  defend  their  front  of  attack,  of 
which  all  the  cannon  had  been  dismounted,  erected  two  ont^^works,  the 
one  in  front  of  Dgezzar's  Palace,  near  the  sea ;  the  other,  at  some  dis- 
tance to  the  right  of  it,  towards  the  land.  The  English  engineers  planted 
batteries  on  these,  and  thereby  flanked  our  works,  towards  the  breach 
and  tower.  This  was  a  great  advantage  to  them,  and  a  most  extieiuc 
and  inevitable  annoyance  to  us,  as  we  had  no  weteht  of  melal  sulRcicnt 
to  silence  their  heavy  ship-guns.  Sometitnes,  indeed,  onr  brv^  sohfien 
rushed  forwards,  and  carried  these  works  by  the  force  of  the  bayonet; 
but  the  heavy  English  guns  from  the  tower  and  breach,  then  phiyed  apoa 
them,  and  compelled  them  instantly  to  abandon  them*  upon  whidk  dw 
enemy  immediately  retook  possession.  The  disadvaotagesof  the  Preadi 
army  were  three.  1,  A  want  of  heavy  artillery.  S,  A  truot  of  amnitfaH 
tion.  3,  The  advantageous  position  of  the  English  ships  and  boalSi  by 
means  of  which  nearly  an  hundred  large  pieces  of  irt^ltery  flaukad  ike 
French  lines. 

May  1.— Four  eighteen  pounders  were  directed  against  Che  tDwer  for 
the  purpose  of  widening  the  breach.  In  the  evenine  twenty  grtoMfcik 
were  ordered  to  attempt  a  lodgement  in  the  tower.    Tfaer  eftcled  kt  hot 
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found  a  fosse  which  prevented  them  from  passing  thence  into  the  place, 
and  whence  they  were  grievously  annoyed  by  a  cross  fire.  They  accord-' 
ingly  retired.  In  the  moment  that  our  grenadiern  were  thus  mounting 
the  breach,  the  besieged  made  a  strong  sortie  from  their  right,  and  rnshed 
in  a  column  towards  the  camp.  They  were  received,  and  charged  by  ^ 
some  companies  of  grenadiers;  upon  which  they  fled  in  disorder.  Some 
were  cut  off  from  the  town  and  driven  into  the  sea.  Others  escaped 
under  the  range  of  their  guns.  The  loss  of  the  enemy  this  day  wasabove' 
five  hundred  killed  and  wounded. 

May  2d.  Bonaparte  now  ordered  a  second  breach  to  be  attempted  to« 
wards  the  eastwards,  and  another  mine  to  be  directed  under  the  scarp. 
The  enemy  employed  themselves  in  countermining.  Our  ammunition 
began  to  fail  just  in  the  moment  when  we  most  wanted  it. 

May  4th.  Bonaparte  ordered  that  the  grenadiers  should  again  storm 
the  out-works  at  10  o'clock  in  the  night  of  this  day.  The  storm  was  ac- 
€»rding)y  executed  in  brilliant  style.  The  enemy  were  surprised,  put 
to  the  sword,  and  the  works  taken.  The  fire  of  the  place,  however^ 
which  bore  directly  upon  these  works  rendered  it  impossible  for  the 
troops  to  remain  long  enough  to  destroy  the  works;  they  accordingly 
abandoned  them,  upon  which  the  enemy  re-entered  and  repaired  them. 

Bfay  6th.  The  main  object  of  the  besieged  was  to  counteract  the  mine 
which  we  were  directing  towards  the  new  breach.  They  eflected  it  this 
day  by  cutting  their  scarp  through  near  the  expected  issue  of  the  mine. 
We  commanded  them,  but  they  succeeded  in  doing  us  mischief.  Our 
mine  was  completely  counterworked,  a  vent  opened,  and  the  framing 
destroyed. 

This  operation  was  the  more  mortifying  to  us,  as  the  mine,  accordmg 
to  the  intention  of  Bonaparte, was  to  hare  been  exploded  the  preceding 
night,  but  the  engineer  had  requested  a  delay  of  twenty  honrs,  in  the 
expectation  of  the  arrival  of  a  supply  of  ammunition  from  Jaffa. 

The  oW  breach  at  the  Tower  now  appeared  the  only  practicable  point. 
Bonaparte  accordingly  issued  orders,  that  this  sume  night  (May  6th)  we 
should  again  possess  ourselves  of  the  enemy's  outworks  in  that  quarter* 
and  destroy  their  flanking  fire.  These  orders  were  executed  as  usoal. . 
The  works  were  taken,  but  the  fire  from  the  place  compelled  the  party 
to  abandon  them. 

May  7th.  On  the  morning  of  this  day  we  discovered  about  thirty  sail 
of  Turkish  ships  laden  with  stores  Ibr  the  besiegers.  Bnonaparte  re- 
solved to  make  another  attempt  before  the  arrival  of  these  succours.. 
He  accordingly  gave  orders  that  the  attack  of  the  preceeding  night  should 
be  renewed  this  night.  It  was  done  as  commanded.  At  ten  o'clock  all 
the  aborementtoned  outworks  were  in  possession  of  our  party,  and  they 
were  enabled  (unlike  the  former  occasions)  to  maintain  their  position  be- 
hind the  piles  of  the  dead  as  their  ramparts.  Generals  Bon,  Vial,  and 
Hampbn,  were  at  the  head  of  their  brigades,  and  aflbrded  them  the  most 
brilliant  examples  of  active  courage  and  cool  determinatton. 

May  8th.  At  the  day-break  of  this  day,  Buonaparte  (being  informed 
that  a  supply  of  amnranition  from  Gaza  wonld  reach  him  hi  a  few  hours) 
ufdered  that  we  should  direct  the  fire  of  our  batteries  against  the  breach 
mtode  in  the  tower,  and  at  the  same  time  against  the  second  breach  made 
in  the  cnrtain  to  the  right.  The  greater  part  of  the  curtain  soon  fell 
befcre  this  fire  which  secured  a  breach  fully  practicable.  Buonaparte 
now  ran  towards  the  place  and  ordered  an  fmnrediate  assaoh.  The 
dnrtsion  of  Lannes  now  led  the  way  and  the  other  drvisions  mad^sdisposi- 
thus  so  at  to  iitpport  and  second  its  eflbrts.    The  troo^tvAvedloT««x^ 
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to  the  breach,  entered  it,  and  two  hundred  men  advanced  into  the  for- 
tress. Orders  hail  been  given,  that  tlie  party*  which  first  entered,  should 
instantly  proceed  to  dislodt^e  the  enemy  from  the  ruins  of  a  second 
tower,  which  flanked  the  entrance  by  the  breach;  and  should  destroy 
all  the  Hanking  outworks,  so  a.s  to  rentier  our  entrance  tiu'  more  ea>»j.. 
These  orders  were  not  duly  attended.  The  enemv  filin^j  under  die 
cover  of  their  fosses  to  the  rii;ht  and  left,  instantly  iilled  all  the^c 
flanking  positions,  and  thence  directed  a  most  tremendous  cross  tire 
upon  us.  The  etl'ect  of  it  was  dreadful.  Confusion  l>egan  to  fiTevail 
amongst  our  ranks;  they  faltered,  and  no  longer  ^n^hed  forwards  into 
the  town.  The  iire  from  the  hou^eti,  the  burricadoed  streets,  and  froui 
the  palace  of  Dgezzar,  all  of  which  plied  then)  either  in  front,  flank  or 
rear,  occasioned  the  first  column  to  fail  back;  this  retrograde  movement 
ivas  communicated  to  those  !)ehind  it,  but  was  checked  by  the  valour 
and  elibrts  of  Cietieral  Lannes,  who  rallied  his  division,  and  replaced 
it  in  the  front,  'i  he  reserve  now  came  forwards  to  the  breach,  and  the 
enemy  and  our  soldiers  become  engaged  man  to  man,  and  Hghting  with 
the  greatest  fury.  General  Lannes  was  wounded,  and  General  Rom- 
baud  killed  on  the  spot.  The  Turkish  soldiers  and  sailors,  moreover, 
from  the  auxiliary  fleet,  had  now  landed,  and  we  had  to  cope  with  this 
new  force  added  to  the  garrison.  We  were  engaged  in  active  flghting 
from  the  break  of  day  till  night  fall;  retreat  then  became  necessary, and 
ivas  executed  iti  order. 

May  9th.  Our  batteries  continued  to  fire  during  the  whole  of  thia 
day  and  night. 

May  10.  At  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  this  day,  Baonaparte 
himself  closely  examined  the  breach,  and  gave  orders  for  another  assault. 
It  was  accordingly  instantly  given.  Our  soldiers  mouuted  the  breach, 
but  were  compelled  again  to  retire  from  the  heavy  cross  fire  of  the  enemy. 
The  firing  of  the  batteries  was  renewed,  and  continued  till  four  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon.  It  theu  came  in  turn  to  the  grenadiers  of  the  25th  re- 
giment to  form  the  advanced  guard,  and  these  brave  fellows  solicited 
the  honour  of  being  permitted  to  give  an  immediate  assault.  It  was 
granted  them,  but  they  succeeded  only  in  the  same  manner  as  the  former. 
They  carried  the  breach,  but  were  then  compelled  to  retire.  Geueral 
Bon  was  mortally  wounded.  The  two  last  assaults  were  led  by  Gene* 
ral  Verdier.  Theslaughterof  the  enemy  was  tremendously  great.  The 
rear  of  the  parallels,  which  were  filled  with  the  dead  bodies  of  the  Turks, 
produced  a  most  intolerable  stench,  and  caubed  us  to  apprehend  au 
infection. 

May  11th.  In  consequence  of  this  apprehension^  a  flag  of  trace  was 
sent  by  us  this  day  to  propose  a  suspension  of  arms  for  the  intermeot  of 
the  dead.     But  he  was  fired  at  by  the  Turks. 

May  13th.  From  the  dreadful  annoyance  of  the  unburied  dead,  a  se- 
cond flag  of  truce  was  sent.  The  enemy  admitted  him  into  the  fortreaii» 
but  still  continued  their  fire.  In  the  evening,  about  six  o*clock,  they 
made  a  general  sortie,  but  were  repulsed  with  loss. 

The  expedition  was  now  upon  its  close.  It  had  accomplished  all  its 
purposes.  They  had  beaten  an  army  of  twenty-five  thousaud  hortemeii» 
and  ten  thousand  foot,  in  the  plains  of  Esdron,  and  iu  the  diatiictof 
Mount  Tabor.  They  had  traversed  the  desart  which  aepmrates  Africa 
from  Asia,  with  the  rapidity  of  a  native  force.  They  bad  aubdned  ^ 
fortresses  of  Gaza,  Jafla,  and  Caifla.  The  fortress  of  Acre  did  not  appear 
inclined  to  surrender,  and  was  not  worth  a  further  aeige.  A  few  OMjf, 
perseveniDce  might  have  enabled  ua  to  take  the  Paclia  ia  bis  palace.  Bot 
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Buonaparte  could  tiot  spare  the  time.  He  accordingly  resolved  to  raise 
the  siege  without  delay.  A  nd  as  a  few  days  were  necessary  for  the  removal 
of  the  sick  and  wounded,  he  ordered  that  interval  to  be  employed  iu  bat- 
tering the  town,  and  more  particularly  the  palace  of  Dgezzar. 

May  iGth.  At  half  past  two  in  the  morning,  the  enemy  made  a  sortie 
from  the  fortress,  but  were  driven  back  with  loss.  At  seven  o'clock 
they  made  a  second  sortie,  and  experienced  the  same  reception.  The 
interval  between  our  lines  and  the  town  was  strewed  with  their  dead. 

May  17-  An  English  flag  of  truce  was  seen  advancing  towards  the 
shore  ;  the  bearer  was  accompanied  by  the  Turk^,  by  whom  we  had  sent 
our  flag  of  truce  to  Dgezzaron  the  1  Ith.  The  former  brought  a  letter 
to  the  Chief  of  the  btaff,  from  Sir  Sidney  Smith,  the  English  Commo- 
dore, who,  Npeakiugof  Bonaparte,  thus  expressed  himself, — **  Does  he 
not  know,  that  it  belongs  to  me  alone  to  dit^pose  of  the  ground  which 
lies  under  my  artillery.'*  The  officer  who  commanded  the  English  boat, 
likewise  delivered  a  packet,  containing  the  proclamations  of  the  Otto- 
man Porte,  certified  by  the  signature  of  Sir  Sidney  Smith.  This  procla- 
mation called  on  the  French  troops  to  desert  their  General,  and  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  return  to  France.  This  document  re* 
ceived  no  other  answer  than  contempt. 

May  20.  At  nine  in  the  evening  of  this  day,  the  general  was  beat,  and 
the  siege,  which  had  lasted  sixty  days,  was  raised. 

The  following  General  Orders  wt-re  issued  by  Bonaparte  : 

'*  SoLDiERSy-^You  have  traversed  the  desart  which  separates  Africa  from  Asia 
with  the  rapidity  of  an  Arab  force. 

*'  You  have  destroyed  the  army  which  was  on  its  mnrch  to  invade  Esypt.  Yon 
liave  taken  all  the  fortified  port^,  and  you  have  defeated  an  army  of  brigandi  on  the 
districts  of  mount  TatK>r. 

**  The  thirty  ships  which  twelve  days  since  you  saw  enter  the  port  of  Acre,  wer« 
destined  for  ao  attack  upon  Alexandria,  but  yon  compelled  titem  to  hasten  to  tlie 
relief  of  Acre,  and  several  of  their  standards  will  adorn  your  triumphal  entry  iold 
Eifypt. 

**"  The  approaching  season  for  landing  now  imperiously -rails  us  into  Egypt.  A 
few  days  longer  would  give  us  the  hopes  of  taking  the  Pacha  in  his  palace;  but  the 
castleof  Acreis  not  worth  the  loss  of  those  days,  and  of  the  brave  soldiers  who 
flnnst  fall  in  the  time. 

*'  Soldiers,  we  have  still  a  toilsome  and  perilous  task  to  perform.  You  are  now 
called  to, the  West.  You  will  there  have  new  opportunities  for  glory.  And  if  each 
day,  from  our  nnmerous  encounters,  is  marked  by  the  death  of  a  brave  comrade* 
freali  soldiers  will  come  forwards,  and  will  fill  up  the  ranks  of  that  seject  nnmber, 
which  l>est  gives  an  irresistible  impulse  in  the  moment  of  danger,  and  conlmanda 
victory." 

General  Lannes's  division,  as  the  advance,  began  the  march  for  Ten« 
toura.  It  was  followed  by  those  of  Kegnier,  Junot,  and  Kleber.  The 
army  began  the  retreat  at  night,  because  the  road  for  ten  miles  waa 
along  the  coast,  and  the  gun-boats  of  the  enemy  might  have  annoyed  ua 
in  tlie  day-light. 

May  21.  The  army  arrived  at  Tentoura  ;  the  port  at  which  was  landed 
whatever  was  sent  for  the  army  from  Damietta  and  Jaffa.  There  waa 
now  here,  forty-two  pieces  of  cannon  taken  from  the  Turks  at  Jaffa. 
BonafMrte  took  two  or  three  of  the  lighter  pieces  with  him,  and  had  the 
feniiuoder»  in  number  about  twenty-two,  throwu  into  the  sea. 

May  32.  The  army  moved  this  day,  and  lay  at  the  ruins  of  Cesarea. 
A  party  of  Naplouzians  poured  on  one  of  the  flanks  this  day,  some  of 
them  were  taken  and  shot ;  the  rest  fled.  Their  sole  object  was  to  pluu« 
der  the  stragglers  about  the  army  in  their  march. 

May  S3.  The  army  continued  its  march,  and  took  up  a  position 
witfiiu  twelve  miles  of  Jaffa,  near  a  small  river.-  Detachipents  were 
aeut  oat  against  some  villages  iu  the  neighbourhood  *,  iVie  \t\V\'d\AV\\\V.<^  ^^ 
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which  had  attacked  and  plundered  our  cooToys  during  the  amc  of 
Acre,  and  massacred  the  escorts.  These  Tillages  weie  barned*  and  the 
cattle  carried  off. 

May  24.  The  army  reached  Jaffa.  A  bridge  of  boats  was  laid  over 
the  river  Lahoya,  as  the  ford  was  very  difficult. 

May  25,  S6,  and  27.  The  army  remained  at  Jaffa  till  the  latter  of 
these  dates.  The  time  was  employed  in  punishing  the  inhabitants  sf 
the  adjacent  villages,  and  in  destroying  the  fortifications.  AH  the  iron 
cannon  in  the  place  were  thrown  into  the  sea.  Part  of  the  wounded 
were  sent  off  by  sea. 

May  28.  The  army  marched  from  Jaffa.  Regnier^s  division  finwcd 
the  left  column,  and  proceeded  by  Ramie;  the  dinsions  of  Bon  sod 
Lannes  formed  the  central  columns,  and  the  cavalrjr  proceeded  aloog 
the  right  by  a  route  parallel  with  the  coayt.  The  inhabitants  of  the 
country  between  Jaffa  and  Gaza,  had  been  guilty  of  all  sorts  of  excesses; 
a  general  order,  therefore,  was  given  to  the  columns  to  bum  all  the  vil- 
lages in  their  route,  and  to  lay  waste  the  adjacent  country.  The  so^ 
rounding  plains  presented  a  continual  blaze  of  fire  as  the  columns  exe- 
cuted the  orders  given  to  them. 

May  29.  The  army  continued  its  march  to  £1  Masdal. 

May  30.  The  army  arrived  this  day  at  Gaza.  As  the  inhabitants  bid 
conducted  themselves  with  propriety,  their  persons  and  properties  woe 
respected.     The  fort,  however,  was  blown  up. 

May  81.  The  army  proceeded  towards  Kan  JiMinen,  where  it  arrifed 
the  same  day. 

June  J.  The  army  this  day  entered  upon  tbi^  desart,  followed  fcjas 

immense  number  of  cattle  taken  from  the  enen£^,  intended  to  profiiioo 

£1  Arish.     The  desart,  between  Kan  Jouneis  iind  £1  Arish,  is  about 

thirty-five  miles.     It  is  inhabited  by  some  wandcriBg  Arabs ;  we  bnraed 

Hheir  camps,  brought  away  their  cattle,  and  destroyed  tiieir  hanretts. 

June  2.  The  army  halted  at  £1  Arish*  This  was  a  post  of  coosidfr* 
able  importance.  Bonaparte  put  it  into  a  condition  of  good  defence^ 
and  left  a  garrison  in  the  place. 

June  3.  We  continued  our  march  towards  Cathieh.  Halted  in  the 
desart. 

June  4.  Reached  Cathieh,  after  having  spffered  very  much  from  the 
want  of  water.  The  army  remained  at  Cajthid}  two  deyiw  daring  whidi 
it  was  put  in  a  good  state  of  defence. 

June  6.  The  army  continued  its  march  towards  Cairo. 

June  7  to  14.  The  army  continued  their  march. 

June  14.  The  army  marched  forwards  to  enter  Curo  this  day.  Tha 
people  and  the  garrisoA,  came  forth  to  greet  the  army,  ^hich,  as  it  entered, 
drew  up  in  order  of  parade.  .  Every  one  was  sstonisbed  at  beboldiDg  the 
order  and  brilliancy  of  the  troops,  who  had  traversed  such  a  desart,  ai«d 
suffered  so  much  in  a  toilsome  and  sanguinary  campaign  of  foor  monthly 
And  thus  ended  this  memorable  expedition.  Our  enemies  much  exs|^ 
gerated  our  losses.     The  true  statement  is  as  follows  : 

The  arm^  engaged  in  the  Syrian  expedition,  lost  in  the  foor  moada 
of  their  service,  seven  hundred  men  hV  the  pli^e,  fite  handfed  killed 
in  battle,  and  eighteen  hundred  wounded.  Bvt  of  tife  latter,  not  moie 
than  ninety  suffered  amputation. 

The  citizens  of  Cairo  save  the  French  a  welcome  and  most  fHendlf 
reception.  That  city,  tnus  became  to  them  a  second  oovmtiy,  and^^ 
many  successive  days  after  the  arriral  of  the  army,  every  tfiiBg  was  jcfy 
embracing,  and  congratulation.

THE  LIFE  OF  THE  GREAT  CONDE. 

BOOK  II. 

(CoJitinued  from  our  Last.) 

THAT  thi.^  project  might  not  be  prematurely  discovered,  on  Monda)-, 
Apnl  11,  toward  the  evening,  a  coach  and  pair,  in  which  harness  for 
four  more  horses  was  hidden,  was  sent  out,  as  if  for  exercise.  Some  time 
after,  four  horses  were  taken  out,  under  pretence  of  leading  them  to 
water.  The  place  of  general  rendezvous  was  at  the  entrance  of  the  forest 
of  Chantilly,  on  the  border  of  the  common.  The  princess,  her  son,  and 
ber  ladies,  repaired  thither  on  foot,  by  a  place  called  le  Jardin  de  Bukan,  . 
under  the  escort  of  two  gentlemen,  who  were  ordered,  should  they  be 
attacked,  to  fly  with  the  young  prince  into  the  thick  of  the  forest.  The 
small  troop  traversed  the  wood  without  meeting  any  obstacle,  and  pro- 
ceeded on  their  way  to  the  Louvre  :  the  gentlemen  and  Laine,  attended 
by  some  domestics,  took  the  side  which  is  now  the  high  road.  The 
princess  and  her  suite  entered  Paris  by  different  ways,  without  the  court 
baving  the  least  idea  of  what  was  passing  :  the  company  joined  at  the 
gate  Saint-Victor,  and,  by  the  dexterity  of  Laine,  who  directed  the  whole, 
after  many  alarms  and  dangers,  the  consort  of  Conde  safely  reached 
Montrond  on  Thursday  the  14th,  at  midnight. 

The  princess  dowager  undertook  to  be  watchful  of  the  princes'  inter- 
est at  Paris,  and  to  endeavour  to  move  the  people  in  their  belialf.  She 
presented  a  petition  to  parliament,  April  27»  but  the  cardinal  and  the 
Fronde  knew  how  to  render  it  of  no  avail.  The  duke  de  la  Rochefoucauld 
then  raised  the  standard  of  revolt ;  and  the  duke  de  Bouillon  followed 
bis  example.  The  princess  and  her  son  escaped  from  Montrond,  which 
was  blockaded  by  the  count  de  Saint- Agnan,  traversed  several  provinces, 
remained  eight  days  at  Turenue,  and,  aAer  many  negociations,  entered 
Bordeaux,  May  31,  with  her  young  son  :  they  were  saluted  by  the  dis- 
charge of  the  city  cannon,  that  of  the  forts,  and  that  of  four  vessels, 
which  were  in  the  harbour,  and  hailed  by  the  acclamations  and  blessings 
•fan  immense  populace,  who  strewed  flowers  as  they  passed. 
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The  next  day  the  princess  holding  her  youug  son  by  the  hand,  and 
drowned  in  tears,  presented  her  petition  toparliament  :  the  youngpriuce 
cried,  **  Gentlemen,  do  you  be  to  me  as  a  father ;  Mazariu  has  robbed 
me  of  mine.'*  The  moving  spectacle  of  supplicating  grandeur,  op' 
pressed  innocence,  and  weeping  beauty,  produced  the  most  liiely  effect. 
The  magistrates,  who  had  been  not  less  divided  in  opinion  than  in  their 
intentions,  were  now  united  by  sympathy  ;  and,  for  once,  sensibility 
was  seen  to  dictate  a  decree  in  the  temple  of  justice.  The  princeas,  al- 
most immediately,  obtained  an  arret  in  favor  of  the  illustrious  prisouerk 

When  Mazarin  was  informed  of  what  was  passing  in  the  capital  of 
Guyenne,  he  hastened  with  his  army  to  make  that  town  repent  of  its  pro* 
ceedings  ;  and  as  usual  endeavoured  to  sow  dissention,  in  which  he  partly 
succeeded.  The  partizans  of  the  prince,  however,  gained  the  advantage, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  Bordeaux  determined  to  sustain  a  siege  with  vigor. 
Conde,  in  prison,  was  informed  by  his  surgeon  of  the  exertions  his  wife 
was  making  in  his  behalf:  he  happened,  at  that  time,  to  be  watering 
some  flowers,  which  they  had  allowed  him  to  cultivate.  That  great 
prince  was  passionately  desirous  to  regain  his  freedom,  but  he  placed 
little  dependanre  on  the  exertions  of  a  woman,  and  this  intelligence  did 
not  take  him  from  his  occupation  ;  nevertheless,  struck  by  the  singula- 
rity of  the  event,  he  said  to  the  surgeon*  "  Sir,  would  you  ever  have  ex« 
pected  to  see  me  watering  a  garden  while  my  wife  was  making  war  ?*' 

The  obstinate  resistance  of  the  inhabitants  of  Bordeaux  astonished 
Mazarin,  and  soon  forced  that  minister  to  listen  to  overtures  of  peace. 
Deputies  were  sent  by  the  parliament  of  Paris,  to  offer  the  mediation  of 
that  body,  which  was  joyfully  accepted  by  all  parties,  and  peace  was  soon 
Concluded,  under  the  most  advantageous  terms  for  the  friends  of  the 
princess :  the  princess,  and  her  son,  had  permission  to  retire  to  Montroud. 
This  apparent  calm  was  far  from  securing  the  tranquillity  of  the  king- 
dom  ;  the  release  of  the  princes  was  the  only  step  by  which  it  could  be 
re-established.  Turenne,  whom  the  charms  of  the  dutchess  de  Longue- 
ville  had  drawn  over  to  her  party,  still  kept  on  the  offensive,  and  entered 
into  negociations  with  the  archduke ;  he  prevailed  on  the  Spanish  court 
to  appear  interested  in  the  cause,  which  he  so  warmly  espoused.  The 
archduke,  however,  whose  interest  it  was  rather  to  prolong  the  war  thao 
facilitate  peace,  refused  to  take  the  only  step  which  could  force  tbe 
French  government  to  yield  to  these  combined  efforts.  Turenne  pene- 
trated into  the  views  of  that  prince,  and  determined  to  act  alone :  he 
seized  on  a  part  of  Champagne,  and  defeated  the  corps  of  the  marquis 
D*Hocquincourt.  It  was  then  proposed  to  Conde  to  purchase  his  re- 
lease, by  consenting  to  let  his  brother,  the  prince  of  Conti,  espouse  a 
niece  of  the  cardinaFs ;  but  this  proposal  was  rejected  with  disdain. 

The  friends  and  partizans  of  the  princess  did  not  a  moment  neglect 
their  interest,  but  the  thing  first  necessary  was  to  free  them  from  tbe  de- 
grading confinement  in  which  they  were  held  by  Mazario.    Groanrille* 
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whose  name  alone  recalls  every  idea  of  zeal,  intelligence,  and  activity, 
had  sQcceeded  in  bribing  the  guards  of  the  illustrious  prisoners  ;  the 
time  was  appointed,  the  signal  agreed  9n,  and  the  horses  were  ordered  ; 
but  the  project  failed,  owing  to  the  conscientious  scruples  of  a  gentleman, 
who  revealed  the  whole  to  his  confessor.  This  attempt,  and  the  fear  that 
others  would  be  made,  determined  the  court  to  transfer  the  princes  to 
the  Chateau  de  Marcoussy.  Shortly  after  the  illustrious  prisoners  were 
a  second  time  on  the  point  of  recovering  their  liberty,  by  the  exertions 
of  the  duke  de  Nemours ;  every  thing  was  prepared  for  their  evasion, 
when  an  order  came  for  their  removal  to  Havre-de-Grace.  The  count 
de  Harcourt  was  the  person  chosen  to  accompany  them  on  the  route,  and 
it  was  on  this  occasion  the  Great  Conde,  whose  gaiety  never  deserted 
him,  wrote  this  well-known  song : 

Get  homme,  groset  court. 
Si  fameux  dans  Thistoire, 
Ce  grand  Conte  D'Harcourt 
Tout  rayonnant  de  gloirc. 
Qui  secourut  Casal  ct  qui  reprit  Turin, 
Est  maintenant  Recors  de  Jules  Mazarin.  * 
The  failure  of  so  many  projects,  and  so  many  infructuous  attempts, 
made  the  princess  dowager  lose  all  hope  that  her  children  should  regain 
their  liberty;  she  fell  sick,  and  September  2,  of  the  same  year,  sunk 
under  the  weight  of  her  affliction.     The  queen  ordered  distinguished 
funeral  honours  to  be  paid  that  princess,  who  bore  to  the  grave  the  uni« 
versal  regret  her  virtues  claimed. 

Anne  deGonzague,  known  by  the  nameof  the  princess  palatine,  be- 
cause her  first  husband  was  a  prince  palatine,  now  placed  herself  at  the 
head  of  the  partizans  of  the  princes,  entirely  instigated  by  the  esteem 
which  the  high  quah ties  of  the  Great  Conde  had  inspired  ;  she  suc- 
ceeded in  gaining  over  the  Fronde,  by  having  Gondi  in  her  interest. 
Mazarin  left  Paris,  to  join  the  army  of  the  marechal  du  Plessis-Praslin. 
By  the  zealous  exertions  of  the  first  president,  a  petition  of  the  princess, 
and  a  letter  written  by  the  princes,  were  laid  before  the  parliament, 
which  began  to  take  efficacious  steps  toward  their  release.  In  the  meaa 
while,  Turenne  was  beaten  at  Rhetel,  and  his  army  dispersed  by  the 
marechal  du  Plessis-Praslin,  the  cardinal  being  present.  This  intelli- 
gence spread  consternation  in  Paris,  where  all  parties  had  joined  to  ef- 
fect the  release  of  the  princes.  The  coadjutor,  however,  revived  their 
drooping  spirits ;  by  dint  of  intrigue,  artifice,  and  activity,  he  succeeded 
in  augmentmg  the  general  indignation  against  the  cardinal,  and  ia 

*  That  man  so  short,  of  bulk  so  round, 
Harcourt  in  hist*ry*s  page  renown'd. 
Who  sav*d  Cassel,  retook  Turin, 
Is  tipstaff  now  to  Mazayn ! 
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making  that  minister  odious  and  contemptible  in  the  eyes  of  the  people. 
This  proves  that  persons,  who  have  sufficient  energy  or  artilice,  awy  go- 
vern public  opinion. 

The  cardinal,  who  notwithstanding  his  military  success,  had  been 
hanged  in  effigy,  returned  to  Parts,  where  he  had  several  secret  bat  in* 
fructuous  interviews  with  the  duke  de  la  Rochefoucauld,  one  of  the  most 
zealous  partisans  of  the  princes.  The  forcible  remonstrances,  which  par- 
liament made  in  behalf  of  the  princes,  had  more  effect  ;  and  the  queei 
promised  to  set  the  illustrious  prisoners  at  liberty.  The  duke  D*Orleuii 
went  to  the  Palais,  and  declared  that  he  joined  his  voice  to  that  of  ptiw 
liament,  to  obtain  the  freedom  of  his  cousins ;  and  this  step  threw  the 
court  into  the  greatest  consternation.  The  queen  summoned  Giafloo  ta 
her  presence  ;  that  prince,  however,  notwithstanding  the  remoostranceaf 
parliament,  did  not  obey  the  command  ;  fearing  he  might  experience  the 
fate  of  the  captive  princes.  The  noblesse  assembled  and  unanimously 
demanded  their  liberty  :  Mazarin,  totally  abandoned,  at  length  quitted 
Paris ;  and,  by  an  edict  of  parliament,  was  ordered  to  quit  the  kin^ 
dom.  The  queen  was  obliged  to  yield  to  these  united  efforts,  and  she 
signed  the  release  of  the  princes ;  but  wrote  at  the  same  time  to  inform 
the  cardinal  that  he  was  at  liberty  to  act  as  bethought  proper. 

Deputies  were  appointed  to  announce  their  deliverance  to  the  illus- 
trious prisoners.  In  the  interim  it  was  suspected,  and  not  without  foun- 
dation, that  her  majesty  wished  to  quit  Paris  with  the  young  king ;  and 
in  consequence  of  this  suspicion,  the  Palais-Royal  was  invested,  and 
the  queen  detained  against  her  will.  Mazarin,  finding  affairs  were  des* 
perate,  hastened  to  reach  Havre  before  the  deputies  of  the  court,  that  be 
might  bring  the  first  intelligence  of  their  deliverance  to  the  princes. 

The  cardinal  arrived  at  Havre,  February  13,  repaired  to  the  prison  of 
the  princes,  whom  he  informed  that  they  were  free  ;  begged  them  to 
forget  the  past,  and  solicited  their  friendship.  Conde  received  Mazariu 
with  politeness,  but  with  his  accustomed  dignity  :  on  the  departure  of 
the  prince,  the  cardinal  humbled  himself  so  far  as  to  fall  at  his  feet  and 
kiss  his  boot :  Conde,  disgusted  at  this  excess  of  meanness,  only  said  : 
••  Good  day  to  your  eminence."  The  prince  returned  in  three  days  to 
Paris,  by  the  way  of  Rouen,  Pontoise,  and  Scint-Denis,  where  he  was 
complimented  on  her  majesty's  part  by  that  very  Guitaut  who  had  been 
employed  when  he  was  arrested.  The  diike  D*Orleans,  and  the  chiefs 
of  the  Fronde,  advanced  to  meet  the  Great  Conde  as  far  as  the  chapd* 
and  conducted  him  to  the  Palais-Royal,  amid  the  acclamatioDs  of  that 
very  multitude  who  had  made  public  rejoicings  on  his  arrest.  The  in- 
terview was  cold,  and  the  conversation  brief.  From  theuce  Conde  re- 
paired to  the  Luxembourg,  where  the  most  brilliant  festival  awaited  him ; 
and  where  the  different  orders  of  the  state  were  assembled,  eager  to  tee 
the  prince  and  congratulate  him  on  his  return.  The  same  day  die  prince 
▼isited  the  duke  de  Memours>  and  the  princess  palatine  by  whom  be  bad 
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been  so  effectually  served,  and  did  not  withdraw  till  late ;  and  on  the  fol- 
lowing day  he  returned  thanks  to  parliament  for  their  zealous  exertions 
in  his  behalf.  The  queen  reinstated  Conde  in  his  fortune,  charges,  and 
governments,  and  made  him  the  most  ample  atonement,  by  publishing 
bis  iDnocence  in  a  manifesto,  sent  to  parliament,  March  279  and  reginter- 
ed  with  acclamation.  This  body  issued  a  new  arret  against  Mazarin, 
which  went  so  far  as  to  exclude  all  cardinals  from  the  councils  of  the  king. 

Conde  was  now  at  the  climax  of  grandeur ;  cherished  by  the  noblesse, 
respected  by  the  parliament,  supported  by  the  Fronde,  adored  by  the 
people,  and  feared  by  the  court,  the  prince  felt,  but  did  not  abuse,  the 
extent  of  his  power :  Mazarin,  on  the  contrary,  hated,  banif^hed,  ridi- 
culed, and  almost  annihilated  by  the  voice  of  the  nation,  though  absent, 
maintained  his  authority,  and,  in  the  gulf  of  ignominy  into  which  he  had 
fitllen,  again  formed  the  audacious  project  to  raise  himself  by  dint  of 
iDtrigue  on  the  ruins  of  the  hero,  whose  virtues  and  grandeur  weighed 
him  to  the  earth. 

The  dutchess  de  Longueville,  who  had  only  evaded  captivity  by  escap* 
iDg  first  to  Dieppe,  then  to  Rotterdam,  and  afterward  to  Stenai,  returned 
to  Paris,  and  prevailed  on  her  brother  to  break  off  the  union  between  the 
|irince  de  Conti  and  Mile,  de  Chevrense.  The  rupture  of  this  alliance, 
ID  which  the  prince  had  been  engaged  to  co-operate  to  draw  the  Fronde 
into  his  interest,  deprived  Conde  of  their  support,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
coadjutor,  their  chief,  and  the  soul  of  every  intrigue,  who  was  much  at- 
tached to  madame  de  Chevreuse  and  her  daughter ;  the  latter  especially. 

The  prince  obtained  the  government  of  Guyenne,  in  exchange  for  that 
of  Burgundy,  and  following  the  dictates  of  inclination  and  gratitude^  so- 
licited favours  in  behalf  of  his  friends,  whose  important  services  jusrified 
his  zealous  exertions.  This  honorable  conduct  was  represented  as  cri- 
minal, by  the  invisible,  yet  all  powerful  Mazarin,  who  secretly  trium- 
phed at  seeing  the  Fronde  detached  from  his  most  forfltiidable  enemy,  and 
laboured  with  increased  ardour  to  effect  the  ruin  of  the  Great  Conde. 
The  demands  of  the  prince  were  refused,  and  he  was  aware  from  whence 
the  refusal  originated;  his  friends,  no  doubt  too  exigent,  accused  him  of 
ingratitude,  and  he  was  abandoned  by  several.  Unable  to  conceol  the 
deep  afUiction  he  felt,  the  prince  made  complaints  against  the  cardinal, 
and  laid  open  that  minister's  intrigues  to  parliament. 

The  return  of  Mazarin  was  the  object  most  important  to  her  majesty, 
who  felt  increased  dislike  to  the  prince  ;  and  to  his  prejudice,  and  at  the 
cardinarH  instigation,  lowered  herself  so  fai*  as  to  solicit  the  suppoiiof 
Gondi,  who  had  hitherto  been  the  most  formidable  enemy  of  the  royal 
authority.  From  that  time  the  conduct  of  the  court  prepared  the  prince 
for  the  storm  which  was  lowering  over  his  head.  On  the  night  of  the 
5th  of  July,  as  he  was  retiring  to  rest,  Conde  was  informed  that  troops 
had  been  seen  filing  on  the  side  of  his  hotel,  and  that  there  was  not  a 
moment  to  lose  in  securing  his  personal  safety.     The  prince  immedi* 
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ately  eKcape<],  in  company  with  two  gentlemen,  through  the  gate  Ssiat- 
Michel,  struck  at  tirstinto  the  road  of  Fleuri  and  Meudoo,  and  the  next 
day  reached  Sain  t-IVlaur  by  indirect  ways:  he  was  immediately  joined 
'by  the  prince  de  Conti,  the  dutchess  de  Longueville,  and  the  most  iltu^ 
trious  of  his  friends.  IVlt  de  Turenne  followed  a  few  days  after.  Conde 
took  that  general  apart,  and  walked  above  two  hours  alone  with  him  ia 
the  park  :  in  this  conference  the  prince  employed  all  his  eloqtieDGe,  aod 
used  every  means  that  might  secure  the  viscount  in  his  interest,  bat 
without  success  ;  Turenne  would  enter  into  no  [lositive  engagement. 

The  retreat  of  the  prince  made  a  deep  sensation  in  the  capital,  and  ool* 
withstanding  the  artifices  of  the  Fronde  and  the  court,  and  the  troubles 
which  were  anticipated,  every  body  thought  the  prince  justified  in  bariof 
secured  his  personal  safety.     The  late  example  was  too  recent  not  to  be 
decisive,  and  the  prince  retained  too  lively  a  resentment  of  his  captivity 
to  hazard  meeting  a  second  insult  of  that  nature.     *'  I  was  the  most  in- 
nocent of  men  when  I  entered  that  fatal  prison,**  said  he  to  the  celebntetf 
Bossuet,  **  but  I  own  that  when  1  left  it  I  was  the  most  culpable.*' 

The  prince  soon  formed  a  brilliant  court  at  Saint-Maur ;  and  torwc 
suspicion  in  the  partisans  he  daily  acquired,  the  queen  wished  to  CDtfr 
into  a  negociation  with  him,  and  sent  the  marechal  de  Grammont  It 
prevail  on  Conde  to  return  to  Paris.  The  prince  perceived  and  eloded 
the  snare ;  he  gave  orders  to  the  marechal  in  the  presence  of  his  whole 
court,  and  replied  aloud,  that  *'be  had  been  too  often  deceived  by  the 
queen,  and  that  he  would  continue  in  his  retreat  till  the  minions  sod 
secret  agents  of  the  cardinal  should  be  dismissed  from  the  ministry  aad 
the.  court.*'  He  sent  his  brother  to  parliament  with  a  letter,  in  which  he 
ezptained  the  motives  of  his  conduct,  and  requested  the  aid  of  that  asseia- 
bly  to  affect  the  total  removal  of  the  three  ministers  devoted  to  the  cardi- 
nal. After  some  hesitation,  parliament  granted  the  request  of  the  prince, 
and  the  queen  promised  to  dismiss  the  ministers  Le  Tellier,  Servien, 
and  de  Lyonne,  but  on  condition  that  they  should  not  be  named  in  tiic 
manifesto  which  was  to  banhh  all  the  friends  of  the  cardinal.  The  prince, 
on  the  contrary,  insisted  on  their  names  being  inserted :  parliament  wsi 
displeased,  and  urged  him,  but  without  success,  to  return  to  the  Paliit- 
Royal.  This  conduct  of  the  Great  Conde,  which  was  calculated  to  de- 
prive him  of  many  partisans,  can  only  be  explained  by  supposing,  tbtt 
he  had  already  determined  to  rise  against  the  court,  and  only  sought  s 
pretext  to  rebel :  the  moment  for  action,  however,  was  not  yet  come. 

Conde  left  Saint-Maur,  and  returned  to  Paris,  taking  care  always  ts 
be  followed  by  a  numerous  retinue.  The  queen  announced  it  was  ber 
intention  to  place  the  most  determined  enemies  of  the  prince  in  the  mi- 
nistry, among  whom  we  are  obliged,  with  regreti  to  rank  the  celebrated 
Mole,  whose  name  alone  would  render  the  conduct  of  the  prince  doubt- 
ful, allowing  that  conduct  even  to  have  been  excusable.  It  mntt,  ho*^ 
ever,  be  acknowledged  that  the  remarkable  faults  and  Tirtaca  of  meoait 
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frequently  nothing  more  than  the  effect  of  the  circumstances  under  which 
•ccideiit  has  placed  them,  and  the  contrast  of  the  characters  which  are 
pat  in  action.  The  prince,  in  the  situation  of  Mole,  would,  like  him» 
faaTe  centered  his  ambition  in  proving  himself  the  most  virtuous  of  ma- 
gistrates and  of  citizens :  Mole,  in  that  of  the  prince,  no  doubt  would 
have  preferred  being  esteemed  the  mobt  sage  and  loyal  of  subjects  to 
being  called  the  most  haughty  of  princes  ;  and  perhaps  posterity  would 
then  have  unjustly  consigned  them  both  to  oblivion. 

The  prince  ^tood  on  the  brink  of  a  precipice  ;  how  could  hesavehim- 
ielf  when  all  conspired  to  hurry  him  headlong  down  ?  His  own  heart 
would  have  furnished  him  with  patience  against  the  resentment' which 
bis  iDJuries  excited,  had  not  he  been  invariably  governed  by  the  violeut 
rounsels'of  his  sifter,  the  fascinating  dutchess  de  Longueville,  who  was 
the  idol  of  the  dukes  de  Nemours,  de  Bouillon,  and  de  la  Roche  foucauld» 
by  whom  the  Great  Conde  had  been  zealously  served  ;  but  he  two  im"* 
plicitly  yielded  to  that  confidence  and  affection  in  which  the  heart  de- 
lights to  indulge  with  relations  and  friends  whose  attachment  we  have 
proved.  Friendship  blinded  the  Great  Conde  ;  he  would  have  spared 
himself  and  France  much  suffering,  bad  he  but  suspected  it  was  possible 
that  the  zeal  of  his  friends  might  be  influenced  by  their  individual  in- 
terests. Might  not  the  dutchess  de  Longueville  wish  to  free  herself,  at 
iiDy  cost,  from  the  authority  of  a  husband  she  hated,  and  of  whom  she 
•tood  in  awe  ?  The  duke  de  Nemours,  though  the  friend  of  the  prince. 
was  his  competitor  in  the  affections  of  the  dutchess  de  Chatilton,  and  the 
desire  to  remove  a  rival  so  dangerous  might  possibly  influence  the  coun- 
sel of  that  nobleman.  The  duke  de  Bouillon  was  burning  to  regain 
possession  of  Sedan,  which  he  could  only  accomplish  by  means  of  a  civil 
war,  and  the  duke  de  la  Rochefoucauld  was  entirely  governed  by  the 
dutchess  de  Longueville. 

These  considerations  ought  certainly  to  have  put  the  prince  on  his 
guard;  but,  incapable  himself  of  giving  pernicious  counsel,  he  judged 
DO  less  favorably  of  his  friends,  and  suffered  himself  to  be  swayed  by 
their  advice.  Sillery  was  sent  to  Brussels,  to  treat  with  the  Spaniards 
aud  those  proud  enemies  of  France,  notwithstanding  the  weak  condition 
to  which  they  had  been  reduced,  by  the  hero  who  was  compelled  to  im- 
plore their  assistance^  promised,  without  hesitation,  succours  of  every 
kind.  Fuensaldagne,  with  whom  uegociation  was  opened,  pretended  to 
grant  every  thing ;  but  instead  of  contributing  to  quell,  he  fomented 
the  intestine  troubles  of  France. 

BOOK  III. 

THE  prince  still  remained  at  Paris,  but  sent  his  consort,  his  son,  and 
his  sister,  to  Montrond  ;  he  repaired  to  purliumetit,  obtained  a  new  arret, 
favourable  to  himself,  against  Mazarin,  and  that  minister's  partizaus : 
mudy  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  that  assembly^  went  to  the  Palais- 
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Royal,  where  he  met  so  cold  a  reception  that  he  did  not  repeat  the  visit 
The  queen  determined  to  publish  a  violent  manifesto  against  the  prince, 
which  she  read  aloud  in  the  presence  of  the  princes,  the  noblesse,  and 
the  assembled  corps  ;  it  should  seem  it  was  this  violent  measure  thatco»* 
firmed  the  prince  in  the  intention  to  kindle  a  civil  war.  He  appeared  in 
parliament,  produced  a  paper,  written  by  Gaston,  who  supported  ini 
cause,  confuted  the  accusations  alledged  against  him,  article  by  article^ 
and  named  the  coadjutor  as  the  author  of  the  manifesto  published  by 
the  queen. 

The  debates  were  adjourned  to  Monday,  August  21.  On  that  day 
Goodi,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  queen,  filled  the  Palais  with  troops, 
and  prepared  to  attack  the  suite  of  the  prince.  The  latter  who  wm 
not  ignorant  of  these  hostile  preparations,  went  to  the  Palais,  aocompaoied 
by  the  prince  de  Conti,  the  most  illustrious  of  the  nobility,  and  more  thin 
eight  hundred  gentlemen.  Some  angry  words  were  interchanged  he* 
tween  the  prince  and  the  coadjutor,  after  which  a  confused  noise  wm 
heard  in  the  Palais ;  the  signal  of  approaching  tumult,  and  the  most  ob- 
stinate contest.  Mole  recalled  the  prince  to  his  wonted  dignity,  by  in- 
voking the  manes  of  Saint-Louis,  and  prevailed  on  him  to  order  the  daks 
de  la  Rochefoucauld  to  make  his  friends  withdraw.  Gondi  was  obliged 
to  go  in  person  to  dismiss  his  followers,  but,  on  seeing  bim  appear,  tfaey 
thought  it  was  the  signal  of  attack ;  the  two  parties  put  their  hands  to 
their  swords  ;  Gondi  was  so  terrified  that  he  attempted  to  escape  into  the 
great  hall,  but  the  duke  de  la  Rochefoucauld  had  the  presence  of  mind 
to  shut  the  door  of  the  Parquet  des  Huissiers  before  he  could  pass,  seize 
him  by  the  collar,  and  close  the  bar:  several  poignards  were  pointed  st 
his  throat,  but  la  Rouchefoucauld  would  not  stain  himself  with  murder. 
Champlatreux,  a  member  of  parliament,  took  com  passion  on  the  prelate 
whom  he  disengaged ;  the  magistrates  expostulated,  and  the  two  paitiei 
retired  to  their  respective  homes.  The  queen,  deaf  to  remonstrance,  aod 
governed  by  ths  fears  of  the  creatures  of  Mazarin,  intended  to  forbid  the 
two  chiefs  to  take  their  seats  in  parliament;  but  Mole,  always  patriotic 
and  just,  expostulated  with  her  majesty,  remarking  that  to  place  tfaem 
upon  this  equality  would  be  contrary  to  etiquette  and  justice,  andthit 
she  could  not  legally  exclude  a  prince  of  the  blood,  whose  rank  marked 
his  place,  from  parliament.    The  coadjutor  was  ordered  not  to  appear.

'  Siad-quartert  at  MuhlhauttHy  Oct.  88.<— Thc  Crown  Prince  yefterday  removed 
liis  head-qoarters  to  Mulilhaugen,  to  wbich  place  be  had  advanced  by  Mersebur^y 
Artcm,  and  Sondersbaofen, 

'  Tbe  great  rem  It »  of  the  battle  at  Leipsic  become  more  and  more  diftiognifhable 
every  day.  Tbe  army  of  tbe  Emperor  Napoleon  if  retreating  by  forced  marchea, 
s&d  every  day  fofferi  coniiderable  lotaef.  It  baa  taken  itf  march  towards  Erfilrt, 
but  according  to  tbe  lateat  accoonta,  that  place  ii  in  tbe  pottetsion  of  tbe  Allies. 
General  Blocber  closely  follows  the  enemy  at  «very  atep,  whilst  the  great  army  nf 
Bohemia,  whose  bead-qnarters  were  on  tbe  94th  at  Weimar,  ia  moving  on  this  side 
'of  his -left  wing ;  and  the  army  of  the  north  of  Germany  is  partly  on  the  side  of  his 
Hght  wing,  and  in  part,  stretches  beyond  his  wing,  Generals  York  and  Wasilscbi- 
kow,  whose  corps  from  tbe  van  guard  of  the  army  of  Silesia,  have  attacked  theene- 
IDy*s  rear-guard,  near  Weissenfels  and  Freybnrg,  and  taken  upwards  of  4000  pri- 
voners,  40  pieces  of  artillery,  and  a  number  of  anmunitiou  and  baggage  waggon*. 
General  Bobna  baa  taken  6oo  prisoners  from  the  Imperial  Guards  at  Butllcatedt ; 
mod  Creneral  Brnuigscn,  who  marched  by  the  way  of  Bibro  to  Rastenberg,  has  fovnd 
m  great  number  of  viragglers,  and  ofdeaerted  cannon  and  ammunil  ion. waggons,  all 
•long  the  road.  On  the  road  to  Erfurt,  the  Emperor  Napoleon  himself  gave  orders 
to  blow  op  more  than  6oo  powder*waggons. 

'  Colonel  Chrapo wit xky  took  possession  of  the  city  of  Gothaon  tbe  99d,  where  he 
made  prisoners  the  French  Minister,  Baron  de  Si.  Aymon,  73  oflScers,  and 900  men. 
He  blew  op  30  powder- waggons.  He  theu  joined  at  Molscbleben,  with  General 
llowaisky,  who  bad  lieen  detached  from  tbe  grand  army,  to  get  round  the  French 
«rmy.  Colonel  Benkendorf  at  the  same  time  disturbed  the  enemy  on  tbe  whole  of 
hia  march  to  Erfurt ;  was  continually  skirmishing  with  the  cavalry  of  General  8e- 
Imatiani,  and  took  a  number  of  prisoners.  General  Cxernitcheff,  to  whose  corps  the 
foresaid  partisans  belong,  has  marched  to  Eisenach,  to  be  beforehand  with  tbe  head 
of  the  enemy^s  column. 

On  the  19th  tbe  Emperor  Napoleon  had  his  night-quarters  at  Mark  Ranstadt ;  on 
the  80th  at  Weissenfels ;  the  9 1st  at  Eckartsberg ;  early  on  tbe  93d  be  was  at  Erfurt, 
from  whence  he  went  to  Gotha.  Intercepted  letters  state,  that  the  high  roads  in 
the  whole  neighbourhood  were  covered,  and  as  it  were,  sown  with  numbers  of  run- 
sways,  without  arms  or  clothing. 

Marshal  St.  Cyr  has  made  a  movement  from  Dresden  towards  Tbrgau,  probably  with 
Ihe  intent  of  druwin^  the  garrisons  of  that  fortress,  and  of  Wittemberg,  to  bis  corps, 
to  reach  Magdeburg,  and  from  thence  retreat  to  France.  Several  considerable  corpa 
d^'armeeare  advancing  from  ail  sides  towards  each  other,  and  joining  to  engage  him. 
And  to  cut  him  off.  General  Taoensien  is  in  tbe  vicinity  of  Koaslau,  and  will  draw 
the  corps  of  Generals  Von  Hirschfeld  and  Von  Thumen  to  his  own.  General  Cituut 
Tanenzien  follows  the  movements  of  General  St.  Cyr ;  and  General  BeonigKen, 
whose  army  had  already  joined  that  of  tbe  Crown  Prince,  will  cause  the  corps  of 
General  Doktoroff  to  take  the  same  direction,  and  will  take  on  himaelf  tbe  com- 
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tnaod  of  alt  the  Rutsian  and  PraMian  troops  which  are  destined  to  act  ai;aiaft  the 
(nemy's  corps.  The  eorpa  of  General  Strofonoff  will  join  the  nnay  of  the  Crown 
Prince.  General  Count  Walmoden  obserresthe  motions  of  General  DnTontrt  arBy, 
who  most  probably  will  no  \on%tT  delay  hit  retreat. 

The  total  Iocs  of  the  Allied  Army  of  the  North  of  Gcrvnny,  in  the  hnttlcs  nf 
Lcipsic,  doea  not  exceed  from  3  to  3000  men  in  killed  and  wonnded.  That  of  Ge- 
neral Count  de  Langeron  has  been  mure  considerable.  Thia  General  fives  the 
greatest  praise  to  the  brare  behavionr  of  Generals  Koptaewitachy  the  Coaat  de  St. 
Priest,  and  General  Rondaewitsch,  as  likewise  to  all  the  oiScers  and  aokiic|«  aadcr 
his  command. 

In  the  battle  of  the  18th  October,  the  Lien  tenant-General  Sir.  C.  Stewart  hia- 
self  planted  the  English  rockets  in  the  midst  of  vhe  briskest  fire,  aad  TolaDtarilyaB^ 
dertook  the  performance  of  sevi'ral  of  his  Royal  Highocss's  orders,  vliich  hecac- 
coted  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Crowa  Prince.  Generals  TawasI  aad  i4iwsa* 
hielm  have  distinguished  themselves.  The  first  brouKht  up  two  batteries  of  u 
cannon  to  a  point  which  waa  very  brwkly  pressed  by  the  eaeny,  and  fhrriby  rios 
tributed  to  secure  this  flank  of  the  army.  General  Sorcoiain  hioMelf  directed  the 
Swedish  artillery,  which  fired  on  the  gate  of  Lei  pa  ic,  aad  aflerwarda  <mi  the  stttfCs 
of  that  city.  The  cavalry  of  General  Winaingerode  is  paahcd  forward  as  fiu  as 
Vacb,  and  follows  the  enemy's  motioaa,  who  appeara  in  part  to  take  the  diractisa 
of  Wetzlar.  This  General  shewed  the  same  talents  and  bravery  in  the  battles  sf 
Leipsic,  of  which  he  bad  before  given  so  many  proofs.  The  Raasian  iaftatry  hare 
sustained  their  ancient  fame,  by  a  steadiness  which  always  distingmiahes  thcat 
Generals  Woronzoff,  LaptielT,  Harpe,  and  Wonitsch,  have,  by  their  coadoct,  givta 
his  Royal  Highness  the  highest  satisfaction.

Headquarters  at  Heiligenstadt^  Oct.  30.— Tb|I  Crowa  Prince  haa  this  day  re- 
moved his  head-qnarters  in  this  place.  The  Emperor  Napoleon  coatioocs  his  re- 
treat to  the  Rhine.  The  Allied  Armies  pursue  himynnd  are  contianally  disturb- 
ing him.  All  information  received  assure  na,  that  he  has  not  above  50,900  or  6o,oa9 
men  with  him  :  the  remainder  of  his  army  is  disper.sed9  and  is  wandtriag  ahoat^ 
without  guidance  and  without  arms,  among  the  monntains. 

General  Czemitscheff,  who  commanda  one  of  the  van-gaacds  of  tlie.allied  Araif  of 
the  North  of  (Serroany,  on  the  S5tb  inst.  near  to  Elsterode.  not  far  from  Eiaenach, 
caused  a  detachment  of  800  cavalry,  commanded  by  the  General  of  Diviaion  Faar* 
tiler,  to  be  attacked.  He  drove  it  into  a  defila,  where  the  greater  part  of  these  mra 
were  cnt  to  pieces,  snd  300  made  prisoners.  The  Cossacks  wkp  made  this  attack 
were  not  more  than  two  or  three  hundred  men  atyting. 

On  informatioD  being  receivedon  thc!97th,  that  a  part  of  iheyoaaK  French  gaarda 
had  spent  the  night  at  Fulda,  General  Czernitscheff drew, General  llowaiskiy  the  sd^ 
to  him,  and  detached  Colonel  Brakendorf  to  FnMar  Thia  oflkerdrgva  away  tbe 
enemy,  took  500  prisoners  from  him,  and  destroyed  the  magaiinea  of  opm^catahlisbtd 
there.  As  It  sppeared  that  the  young. gaards  formed  the  van>goard  of  the  Freacb 
army,  General  CzernKschefT  posted  himself  between  it,  and  the  amy  tbllowii^  it 
under  the  command  of  the  Emperor  Napofoon,  and  thas  aval  tad  the  af^proach  of 
tti  e  eoemy*s  colnnra.  As  soon  as  he  perreived  ita  head,  he  eansed  it  to  be  atlai^kedi 
three  squadrons  of  the  gens  d^armerie  of  the  gnards  were  attacked  and  driven  back 
upan  the  troops  that  followed  them. 

(general  Caemitacheir  ditperied  the  ^an-goard  of  the  Empetor  Mapoleanr-^ 
stroyed  the  magazines  from  which  he  thought  to  supply  his  armyz-^and  rcndcivd 
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the  roa«<ft  impassable.  Lieutensut-Geiieral  Count  Von  WorouzolT,  early  on  the  99th, 
caused  Cassel  to  be  garrisoord  by  a  pnrtof  his  vapi^nards.  A  few  boars  afterwards, 
tbe  corps  of  Count  Si.  Priest,  from  the  army  of  Silevia,  entered  that  place.  Count 
WoronzofT  has  followed  them  there  to  day,  and  be  will  tie  followrd  by  General 
Barou  Winzinjc^rode,  with  bis  whole  army. 

Tbe  Kip^  of  Westphalia,  who  was  igooranf  of  the  result  of  the  battles  near 
L^ipsic,  was  still  quiet  at  Cassel  on  the  34th,  and  had  not  more  than  4  or  suoo  re- 
cruitt  with  him.  It  was  pot  until  the  next  day,  the  9.'>tb,  that  he  was  infurnied  hotr 
badly  bis  brother  had  fared;  and  on  tbe  86tb,  be  set  off  without  delay,  hy  the  way 
of  Wetalar  for  Coblepts. 

General  Carra  St.  Cyr  has  af^in  entered  Bremen,  but,  most  probably,  will  not 
remain  there  lon^. 

The  Marshal  Prince  of  Erkmnbl  still  remained,  on  the  s6(h,  in  the  position  hf 
bad  taken  behind  the  Stecknitz,  but  preparations  were  obsenred  making  for  throwing 
A  brid|^e  over  it,  pear  to  Zollenspicker.  What  he  intends  doings  is  not  yet  exactfy 
known.  Some  people,  whj  think  themseUes  well-informed,  assert,  that  the  Einpe- 
TOT  Napoleon  has  given  him  orders  to  defeod  binyself  in  Hamburg  to  the  last  extre- 
mity, to  prevent  the  Daoes  from  declaring  against  France,  as  long  as  possible.  The 
French  do  not  agree  well  with  tbe  Danes  ^  tbe  latter  wish  for  nothing  more  earnestly, 
tban  to  -make  common  cause  with  tbe  Allies,  and  expect  their  King*s  peclaration 
with  the  greatest  impatience. 

The  Saxon  Army,  which  joined  the  Allies,  and  received  the  Army  of  the  North 
under  arms,  when  it  entered  Letpsic,  will  take  tbe  field  without  delay.  Their  Ge- 
-oeralsy  officers,  and  soldiers,  wish  to  revenge  the  insuUs  that  have  been  put  on  them. 

The  King  of  VVnrtemberg  has  declared  himself  for  the  good  cause  of  the  Allies. 
His  troops  have  already  arrived  at  Aschaffeobergy  and  are  on  their  march  to  join 
the  Austrian  and  Bavarian  troops,  under  tbe  command  of  General  Count  Wrede. 

Tbe  litieration  of  Hanover  will  soon  take  place.  Power  and  justice  are  on  the  point 
of  destroying  tjie  structure  raised  by  oppression  and  superior  force.

ff^ad-Qiuuriert  at  Hanover^  Nov.  |0,  i813.-«Tbe  Prince  Royal  has  trfinsferred  his 
|»ead-qoartert  to  Hanover,  aAer  having  roarcbed  by  Gottingen^  Eimbeck,  and  Ellzi. 

The  Emperor  Napoleon  baa  repassed  tbe  Rhine  at  Mentz ;  be  left  the  roads  co- 
wered with  dead  and.  dying.  Tbe  sad  irrefragable  testimonies  of  his  defeats  have  in- 
dicated  to  tbe  allied  armies  tbe  route  vbicb  they  bad  to  pursue :  H^nan,  in  $ne,  baff 
become  to  Napoleon  a  new  Beresyna.  It  is  only  to  the  hc^-oism  of  bis  soldiers  and 
the  talents  of  his  Generals  tbaA  be  oved  kis  safety. 

General  Czernitscbeff^  who  constantly,  formed  the  advanced  guard  of  tjie  French 
•rroy  dving  its  retreat  towards  the  Rhine,  greatly  contributed  to  tbe  result  of  the 
battle  of  iHjiiaii.  T4uit  General  haraased  the  enemy  during  the  whole  of  the  30th 
of  October;  an<|  havii^g  learned  on  the  3]at,  thai  a  corps  of  10,000  cavalry  wan  es- 
cortisy  tbe  Km^ror  Napoleon^  iie  resolyed  po  charge  them  with  five  regiments  of 
Coaaacks,  in  wbich  he  succeeded  ev«n  beyond  his  ^opea^  for  he  several  times  over- 
threw the  .enemy  wbo  wascompelM  to  retire  under  the  fire  of  liis  canaon^  and  took 
ifsom  hhsi  «00  prisoners, 

Tlus  Qeaeral,  from  Erfurt  to  the  .banka  of  the  Rhine,  has  been  inces^ntly  a-head 
j4  Napoleon ;  sometimes  attacking  bif  advanced-guard,  at  other  times  retarding  his 
march  by  blowing  up  tbe  bridges,  cutting  up  the  roads,  or  throwing  up  abattis. 
Tbeae  operationc,  which  the  Emperor  Napoleon  effects  to  consider  aaan  nafair  mode 
^  var«  bocausc'tbey  are  pcriudoos  to  bim>  cpmpelied  him  to  e^g;agein  ma^y  com- 
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bats,  in  which  General  Czernitschefftook  4000  prUoncn,  iDcladinp  two  Coloneb  uA 
30  other  oflScers.  This  GeneraKs  divisioo  hat  always  acted  as  the  flyiof^  cor^  of 
the  North  of  Germany, — of  that  army  which  Napoleon  found  at  Gross  Be«rey,  at 
Denewitz,  and  at  Leipsic. 

Lieut  .-General  Coont  Woronsoff  praises  highly  the  talents  of  Licat^ColoocI 
Chrapowitsky,  who,  hoverinfp  on  the  eneroy*s  flanks  durinfp  his  retreat,  took  soo 
prisoners.  The  advanced  guard  of  General  Baron  Winziogerode  has  pursued  the 
corps  of  General  Rigaud  and  other  enemy'*s  detachments,  upon  the  road  to  Weselaod 
Dusseldorf.  The  town  of  Monster  was  occupied  on  the  sth  by  Russian  troops.  This 
cnemy^s  force  has  lost  in  its  retreat  more  than  6oo  prisoncrsy  of  whom  Miyor  Czi^ 
zensky  took  500. 

General  Tettenborn  has  kept  in  check  with  his  corps  the  division  of  General  Cirrm 
St.  Cyr,  and  the  troops  coming  from  Holland,  which  wished  to  ro-occapy  BrcoMi. 
The  Prince  Royal  is  much  satisfied  with  the  activity  of  that  General. 

Marshal  Davoost  still  occupies  his  old  position  on  the  Steckoitz,  and  can  ■• 
longer  effect  his  retreat  to  France.  General  Baron  Wiazingerode  is  one  day*saiarch 
from  Bremen,  and  will  extend  his  troops  throughout  all  the  country  of  Oldeabarg, 
and  even  to  the  frontiers  of  Holland,  whither  he  has  already  seat  Col.  Nartshkia. 
Gen.  Bttlow  is  at  Minden  :  he  will  send  a  corps  to  Munster,  and  his  cavalry  is 
ready  to  form  a  junction  with  that  of  General  Czernicheff  oa  the  banks  of  the 
Rhine.  General  Count  Woronzow  is  in  march  upon  Laneborg.  A  division  of  tha 
Swedish  army,  commanded  by  Lieutenant-General  the  Baron  de  Sandels,  Is  at 
Brunswick  ;  the  division  of  Major-Geoeral  de  Posse  at  Hanover ;  and  that  of 
Major-General  de  Boye  at  Hildesheim.  The  cavalry  vnder  Mieutenant-Genefil 
Skioldebrand,  occupied  the  villages  about  Hanover. 

Tbe  army  recovers  from  its  fatigues,  and  is  repairing  its  clothing  and  eqnipage. 

The  Regency  of  the  Electorate  of  Hanover  has  been  re-established,  and  tbe  eae* 
my  now  occupies  on  the  Lower  Elbe  only  Harburg,  Stade,  and  the  small  finrt  of 
Hope  ;  but  it  may  be  presumed,  that  he  cannot  long  defend  them.  Tbe  Inbabttaats 
of' all  classes  have  displayed  at  Hanover,  and  other  places  of  the  Electorate,  prooA 
of  the  most  touching  affection  for  their  Sovereign.  The  Prince  Royal,  who^e  fiirw 
tune  it  formerly  was  to  command  them  as  an  enemy^s  General,  haa  received  with 
sensibility,  the  marks  of  recollection  and  of  acknowledgment,  which  they  have 
given  him,  for  the  manner  in  which  he  acted  towards  them. 

The  head-quarters  of  the  Grand  Allied  Army  were  on  the  5th  at  Frankfort. 
Thus,  then,  the  unheard  of  efforts  which- France  has  made  in  I813  have  had  tbe 
fiame  results  as  those  she  made  in  1819.  The  French  legions  which  caused  tbe 
world  to  tremble,  are  retiring  and  seeking  safety  behind  tbe  Rhine,  the  nataral 
frontier  of  France,  and  which  would  be  still  a  barrier  of  iron,  had  not  Napolcoa 
-wished  to  subjugate  all  nations,  and  to  ravish  from  them  their  country.  Altbongh 
these  limits  appear  fixed  by  nature,  the  Russian  army  presents  itself  bclbra  theoi, 
because  Napoleon  went  to  seek  tbe  Russians  at  Moscow  ;  the  Pratsiaa  army  ap- 
pears before  them,  because  in  breach  of  his  sworn  faith,  Napoleon  still  tetalnt  the 
fortresses  of  that  monarchy  ;  the  army  of  Austria  appears  before  tbcia,  htrantft 
she  has  insults  to  revenge,  and  because  she  recollects  that,  aAer  tbe  peace  of  Praa- 
burg,  the  title  of  Emperor  of  Germany  was  torn  from  her  Supreme  Chief ;  if  tbe 
Swedes  are  there,  also,  it  is  because  amid  profound  peace,  and  in.riolaiion  of  tbe 
most  solemn  treaties,  Napoleon  treacherously  surprised  then  at  Straitnnd,  nad  ^ 
suited  them  at  Stockholm. 

Tbe  allies  regret  the  misfortunes  of  the  French  :  they  lament  the  nlemitici 
yhich  the  war  brinp  in  its  train  *,  and  far  from  being  dazzled,  like  Napokon,  by 
Ibe  success  with  which  Pro?idence  has  favored  their  ariqa,  they  are  ardontlf 
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detiroQs  of  peace.  All  natiooi  ligfi  for  thnt  boon  of  bearen,  and  Napoleon,  Na- 
^Icon  alone,  baa  bitherto  placed  bimself  in  opposition  to  tbe  happioent  of  tUe 
.vorld.  Hence,  all  tbe  Princes,  lately  bis  allies,  bastened  Co  abjure  tbe  ties  wbirh 
connected  them  with  bim  ^  eren  those  whose  States  had  been  aggrandised  in  con- 
veqoence  of  bis  power,  or  bis  influence,  renounce  their  aggrandisement  and  bis 
|irctended  friendship.

Head' Quarters t  Boitxenhurg^  Nov.  30  —On  tbe  i6tb,  the  Prince  Royal  quitted 
Bnaorer,  and  arrived  at  Bremen  on  the  ]7tb  in  the  morning;  on  tbe  soib  bi« 
Roynl  Highness  arrived  at  Celle ;  on  the  9id,  at  Ueltxen  ;  on  the  93d,  at  Loneburg  ; 
mud  yesterday  here. 

Tbe  Swedish  army  has  passed  tbe  Elbe.  M arsbal  Count  de  Stedingk,  wif  b  bb 
Staff,  and  tbe  first  brigade,  is  at  Buitienbnrg :  the  other  Swedish  brigades  in  tbe 
environs.    The  corps  of  Loitow  has  passed  tbe  Elbe  with  tbe  Swedish  army. 

General  Bulow^s  advanced  gnard,  commanded  by  General  Oppen,  has  made  a 
■MTcment  upon  tbe  Yssel,  and  has  been,  since  tbe  S3d,  at  Doesbnrg.  General 
Bnlow,  with  the  rest  of  bis  army,  i«  on  tbe  banks  of  tbe  Rhine,  and  tbe  tentiett 
of  Holland. 

At  tbe  attack  of  Doesburg,  a  great  part  of  tbe  garrison  was  cut  to  pieces.  The 
approach  of  night  prevented  tbe  exact  number  of  prisoners  from  being  known  ; 
lint  when  tbe  report  was  sent  off  900  bad  been  reckoned,  including  a  Commandant 
and  five  oflicers.  The  capture  of  Doesbnrg  does  great  honour  to  General  Oppen, 
by  tbe  wisdom  of  bis  dispositions,  and  tbe  vigour  of  bis  attack. 

All  tbe  Dncby  of  East  Friesland  is  delivered  from  tbe  enemy.  At  Embdeo,  An- 
rich,  and  tbrongbout  tbe  country,  tbe  Prussian  troops  have  been  received  whb  great 
narks  of  satisfaction. 

Tbe  fortress  of  Zutpben  bas  been  carried  by  tbe  detachment  of  Majors  de  Sao- 
dart  and  de  MuUer ;  300  men  were  taken. 

General  Baron  Winaingerode has  bis  bead-qnarfers  at  Bremen;  a  part  of  Hoi- 
land  is  occupied  by  the  detachments  of  his  army.  Upon  the  news  of  their  arrival, 
the  inhabitants  of  Amsterdam  established  a  Regency,  composed  of  men  of  wboas 
tbe  greater  part  are  known  for  their  energy  and  patriotism. 

The  country  of  Jever  is  occupied  by  the  Russian  troops. 

Tbe  fort  of  Zoltkamp  bas  been  taken  by  a  detachment  of  the  corps  of  Baron  de 
Rosen  ;  twelve  pieces  uf  cannon  of  different  calibre  were  found  there.  Tbe  garrt- 
aon  are  prisoners  of  war.  Another  Russian  detachment  seized  an  enemy's  vessel, 
on  board  of  which  were  50  custom-house  officers  and  soldiers. 

Major  Elswangen  b^s  got  possession  of  Zwoll,  and  made  two  officers  and  several 
gena-d'armea  prisoners. 

Tbe  Cossacks  of  Colonel  Narishkin  have  taken  tbe  town  of  Can  pen,  and  mada 
1  Colonel,  5  officers,  and  95  gcns-d*armeti,  and  80  infiintry,  prisoners. 

Groningen  bas  been  taken  by  the  troops  of  General  Winaingerode.  One  Colonel, 
98  Officers,  and  800  men,  were  made  prisoners. 

Deputieii  from  Groningen  and  other  Provinces  haVe  repaired  to  tbe  head-qnarfer« 
of  tbe  Prince  Royal,  to  demand  anthurity  to  form  Provisional  Government*,  dr- 
ptoding  upon  that  of  Amsterdam — their  dfm;ind  has  been  granted.  The  dignity 
of  Stadtbolder  will,  undoubtedly,  be  proclaimed.  This  is  what  Napoleon  has 
jgained  by  tbe  nnion  of  that  country  to  France. 

Several  columns  of  troops  have  passed  the  Yssel,  proceeding  towards  Utrecht  and 
Amsterdam.    One  may  look  upon  Holland  as  delivered.    Good  Freochm'^n  r<>/oir«r 

•t  if. 
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The  forU  of  Carlvburg  aod  Blexen  have  Ibeeo  taken  by  a   Rusviao  di'larhMrat 
comroaiidpd  by  Colonel  Riedinger,  seconded  by  an  Englisb  brig  under  the  orden  of 
Captain  Farqnhar  i  30  officers,  584  sub-officers  and  soldiers,  nod  30  piem  of  caa- 
Bon,  were  taken. 

The  na vibration  of  the  Weser  is  free. 

Stade,  fitrong  by  the  marshy  ground  in  the  midst  of  which  it  is  aitiinted,  w«s  oe- 
ropied  by  a  numerous  garrison.     The  Commandant  had  can^d  all   the  dykes,  oar 
excepted,  to  be  cut :  and,  in  consequence  of  the  innndatioo,  Stade  aeemed  plarrd 
ns  it  were  in*  the  midst  of  a  sea.     Count  Strogonoif,  howerer,  undeituok  to  atiark 
it.    The  troops  advanced  with  iulrcpidity  along  the  only  remaimog  dyke,  nnder  s 
cross  fire  from  the  place,  and  arrircd  at  a  bridge  which  the  enemy  had  destroyed. 
Impelled  by  their  courage,  and  the  ardour  of  mounting  to  the  aaanvlt,  nevcval  aC- 
ficers  and  soldiers  rushed  intothe  fosse,  where  Count  Rostignaik,  Cbicf  of  the  Br- 
giment  of  Saarlow,  and  the  officer  who  commanded  the  head  of  the  colunan,  perished. 
Notwithstanding   this  example,  it  required  all  the  General's  aathority  to  prrreit 
the  soldiers  from  continuing  the  attack.     The  garrison,  however,  fearing  a  renewal 
of  the  enterprise,  evacuated  the  town  during  the  night,  and  embarked  for  Gluckr 
ttadt,  where  they  were  received  by  the  Danes.    On  the  same  nighi  Gicaeral  Str^ 
gonoff  entered  the  town,  and  found  in  it  three  pieces  of  cannon,  and  n  great  anahir 
of  killed  i\nd  wounded.    The  loss  he  sustained  may  amount  to  nbovt  900  men ;  tkit 
of  the  enemy  was  very  considerable. 

Lieot.-General  Count  Woronsow,  who  aioce  the  22d  has  had  bin  bend-qnartcn 
nt  Winsen,  has  surrounded  Harburg. 

Notwithstanding  the  saperiority  in  number  of  the  cnemy*a  troofa^wbo  passed  tke 
Elbe  at  Zollenspicker,  Lieutenant-Colonel  LAwenstern,  forming  part  of  the  corps  of 
Count  Woroasow,  drove  them  back,  killed  too  of  tbem»  among  whon  were  two  af- 
f  cers,  took  two  pieces  of  cannon,  and  made  more  than  40  priaooer«« 

Lieutenant  Jacobaon,  of  the  corps  of  General  Woroasow,  attacked,  with  IM 
Cossacks,  two  squadrons  of  horse  chasseurs,  of  the  garaisoo  of  Hofwebwrg  ;  and 
aAer  baving  killed  80  omu  and  made  30  prisoners,  took  poaseaaimi  of  the  town. 

Stettin  has  capitulated.  The  conditions  are,  that  the  garrison  sbail  snricadrr 
prisoners  of  war  on  the  5tb  of  December,  if  not  relieved  before  that  period. 

The  German  troops  which  were  io  Magdeburg  have  been  pcmitted  to  rttnra  to 
their  homes,  under  the  condition  of  not  serving  against  France  licfbre  tbe  term  of 
one  year.    The  garrison  is  badly  provisioned,  and  tbe  aoldiera  are  disconteDted. 

General  Narbonne,  Governor  of  Torgau,  is  dead.  General  DntnilUa,  who  replaces 
him,  and  three  other  Generala,  are  dangeroasly  ill  of  the  epidemical  fever  which 
prevails  in  the  town,  and  which  daily  carries  off  a  great  number  of  victims. 

Marshal  St.  Cyr  has  capitulated,  and  Dresden  is  in  the  poaaesaioo  of  tbeAQ««v> 
Thus,  with  the  exception  of  some  strung  places  which  are  about  to  be  attacked,  tbe 
whole  country  between  tbe  Elbe  and  the  Rhine  ia  delivered  froa  the  encay.  AD 
the  inhabitants  are  arming  themselves,  and  Germany  will  aeon  present  tbe  spectMiff 
5if  an  entire  people  armed  for  the  protection  of  their  independence. 

The  free  Hans  Town  of  Bremen  has  resumed  its  ancient  constitntioii.  It  aaitk 
expected  that  the  sister  cities  of  Hamburgh  and  Lobeck  will  noon  eigoj  tlw  Mat 
luppiness. 

According  to  recent  intelligence,  a  melancholy  despair  reignn  amoay  tke  mwkaffj 
citisens  of  Hamburgh.  The  soldiers  are  tired  of  tbe  war,  and  desiia  to  KtmM 
their  families.  The  Bank  has  been  carried  off,  and  thoa  a  public  criaM  ban  Wea 
committed.  Tbe  principal  inhabitanta  are  forced  to  work  at  the  fbrliicalioaaj  wi 
their  labour  is  continued  during  the  night  aa  well  as  the  dny. 
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All  tb«  ireef  of  Wilhelmsburfr  h^ve  been  cut  down,  and  the  bridge  built  by  the 
FrcQcb  between  that  island  and  Harobarn^h  it  destroyed. 

In  pursuing  the  noble  object  of  all  its  efforts,  that  of  a  general  peace,  the  army 
of  the  North  of  Germany  coald  not  permit  an  enemy^s  force  to  be  cantoned  upon 
f  l9  comnonications.  Germans  by  origin  and  language,  the  inhabitants  of  HolsteiA 
ouirht  to  rejoice  in  the  liberty  which  has  jnst  been  restored  to  their  fellow^country- 
anen  ^  they  must  desire  the  removal  of  an  army,  whose  presence  presages  nothing 
Ikttt  misery.  If  their  territories  be  the  theatre  of  war,  tbey  have  only  to  accuse 
4hc  policy  of  the  Danish  Gorernment.  Bnt  it  is  still  not  too  late ;  it  still  dependa 
«poD  the  King  of  Denmark  to  spare  the  country  this  scourge^-a  country  which, 
for  several  generations,  has  been  the  seat  of  prosperity  and  peace.  In  abandoning 
the  cayse  that  has  been  so  fatal  to  his  own  dignity  and  the  interest  of  his  people- 
finally,  in  accepting  the  proposals  of  the  Allied  Powers,  the  King  of  Denmark  may 
Jivert  the  storm  that  threatens  bis  domiuions.  Their  present  aod  fature  fiite  de- 
pends  upon  the  resolution  he  is  about  lo  adopt. 

Pamplona  has  capitulated.  The  victorious  troops  of  the  Marqnis  of  WellingtoB 
•revow  upon  French  ground  ;  it  is  fbr  having  attacked  the  Spaniaids  in  the  bosom 
of  peace,  that  the  peaceful  inhabitAOts  of  the  Ardour  behold  an  enemy's  army  opom 
4ts  banks.  The  Emperor  of  Russia,  the  Emperor  of  Anstria,  the  King  of  Prussia, 
iind  formidable  armies,  are  upon  the  banks  of  the  Rhine.  One  single  object  directs 
•II  these  masses, — a  general  peace,  fuundcd  upon  natural  limits,  the  sole  guarantee 
of  Its  solidity.  In  the  long  miseries  that  have  desolated  the  Cuntiiient,  the  instru- 
ments have  been  as  miicli  to  be  pitied  as  the  victims  ;  and  it  is  the  happiness  of 
freuobraen,  as  well  as  that  of  their  owu  nations,  that  the  Allied  Kovereigns  desire. 
IVar  ran  have  but  one  honourable  object ;  a  conquest  which  alone  is  desirable  and 
just— -peace.  Millions  of  voices  demand  it  of  the  French  people.  VVill  they  be 
deaf  to  the  voice  of  humanity,  of  reason,  and  their  dearest  interests? 

Wh«  is  the  Frenchman,  who  is  the  man  that  is  a  true  European,  that  has  not 
been  profoundly  affected  in  reading  the  reply  of  Napoleon  to  the  Senate?  Tlie 
President  of  that  assembly,  iu  tbe  name  of  France,  demandspeaceof the  Emperor; 
and  this  Sovereign,  who  for  two  years  has  been  the  witness  of  the  death  of  6oo,000 
neo,  replies  coldly,  and  merely  says,  that  posterity  shall  aeknowiedge  that  tbees- 
icting  circumstances  were  not  above  him.  Thns  the  Emperor  Napoleon  doea  not 
srish  for  peace  *,  and  as  Europe  desires  it,  she  ought  to  prepare  to  obtain  it  by  meaoe 
of  srna.  Let  us  hope  that  the  wishes  of  the  French  wiH  unite  with  thoae  of  Europe

Head-Quarters,  Luheck^Dec.  6,  1813. — General  Bvlow,  with  his  troops,  Wt 
carried  by  assault  the  fortress  of  Amheim,  a  place  of  the  greatest  importance  te 
the  defence  of  Holland.  It  had  a  garrison  of  4,ooo  men ;  the  works  were  in  a  very 
good  state,  and  mostly  amed.  On  this  occasion,  the  Prussians  gave  a  new  proof  of 
<he  intrepidity  which  characterises  them.  The  loss  of  General  Bulow,  in  killed  an4 
wo«ioded,  was  SAG  men  ;  that  of  the  enemy  most  have  been  considerable.  3ome 
^updreds  of  prisoners  were  taken. 

Major  Marklay,  with  a  detachment  forming  part  of  the  advanced  guard  of  Getieral 
lYiosingerode,  entered  Amsterdam  on  the  S4th  of  Novemlier,  amidst  the  acclamsi- 
tioDf  of  the  inhabitants.     He  was  followed  by  General  Benkendorff. 

On  the  37tb  of  November,  General  Gagarin,  with  300  dismounted  Cossacks,  at. 
.tacked  the  garrison  of  Doventer,  who  had  sallied  out  for  the  purpose  of  burning  or 
occnpyiog  one  of  the  suburbs;  and  after  a  very  obstinate  combat,  he  drove  back 
the  enemy  as  far  as  the  bridge,  killed  a  number  and  took  6o  prisoners. 

On  the  96th  Colonel  Narischkin  occupied  Amenfort,  the  farnt^fk  ot  mVVtV  t^- 
tired  Bj»oo  JiMordea. 
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The  two  furls  of  Cuxhaven^  Faro  and  Napoleoo,  are  Cakeo.    Tlie  garritona  art 
prisoners  oPwar. 

We  are  improving  the  fortifications  of  Doesburg  and  Zatplieo. 
General   Winxingcrode  has  seat   to  the   Crown    Prince  the  keys  of  the  city  of 
Utrecht,    taken  by  the  troops  of  Colonel  Narischkin.    The  Prince  Royal  traas- 
mitted  them  to  the  Emperor  Alexander. 
Count  Strogonoff  is  charged  with  the  blockade  of  Karb'jrg. 
The  Swedish  army  haying  approached  the  Stecknitz^  with  the  corpa  of  Latzow, 
occupied   the  points  from  the  month    of  that   river  to  the  envirooa  oC  Backca. 
Dispositions  were  made  for  attacking  the  enemy  on  the  2d  of  DeceBober.    Geaeral 
Connt  Woronzowy  and  General  Tettenborn,  had  received  ordem  to  croaa  the  Elba 
ml  Boitzenburg.    The  Marshal  Prince  of  Eckmnhl  abandoned  his  poaitioa  ia  tka 
night,  and  retired  behind  the  Bille«    Msjor  Ccdcrstrom,  with  a  flying  corpa,  at  tW 
tame  lime  passed  the  Elbe  at  Geachstadt.      The  troopa  crosaed  the  Stcckaits,  par- 
sned  the  enemy^s  rear-guard,  and  took  some  prisoners. 

The  left  bank  of  the  Stecknitz  prescuta,  at  certain  pointa,  heights  aail  posatiaas 
which  appear  unassailable.  The  borders  of  the  river  which  the  eacmy  occapM 
are  very  rugged,  and  the  other  bank  is  almost  every  where  maraby^  The  accca* 
aihie  points  display  intrenchments  constructed  with  great  care,  paniaadrd  and 
friezed,  in  a  way  that  might  have  stopped,  for  many  days,  the  progreaa  of  Ike  mast 
intrepid  and  most  warlike  troops. 

The  army  made  a  movement  on  its  right ;  General  Woronzow  advanced  npoa 
Laneuburg ;  the  Swedish  army  upon  MoUen  and  Ratzeburg.  On  the  3d  General 
Woronzow  marched  upon  Schwarzenbeck,  and  carried  Bergedorf  by  aaaault.  Tba 
cavalry  made  some  prisoners. 

General  Teitenborn  advanced  upon  Amfelde,  and  connecting  bioMelf  with  Coaat 

Woronzow*s  cavalry,  cut  off  the  communication  between  Hambargb  and  Lnbeck. 

On  the  4th,  General  Wallmoden  passed  the  Stecknitz,  and  collected  the  greater 

part  of  his  corps  at  Klinkrade.      His  advanced  guard  eaconntcrcd  the  cocmy  al 

the  village  of  Sievenbaum, and  drove  hin  from  it,  after  taking aonse  priaoacra. 

The  Swedish  army  marched  between  the  Wacknitz  and  the  Stecknitz,  p«akcd  its 
advanced  posts  upon  the  left  bank  of  the  latter  river,  and  drove  sway  the  tneoiy. 

Geqeral  Vrgesack  crossed  the  Wacknitz  at  Grunau,  and  rc-establiakcd  fbc  bridge 
at  Cromessen  j  be  took  the  lefl  of  the  Swedish  army.  A  strong  detacbmeat  of  all 
arms,  commanded  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Anekarsward,  remained  between  the 
Wacknitz  and  the  Trave,  to  observe  Lnbeck  on  that  side,  and  to  collect  n^eriala 
for  the  construction  of  p  bridge  opposite  Scbwarlaa. 

-  On  the  morning  of  the  5th,  General  Posse  canted  a  division  of  the  brigade  of 
General  Schultzenheim  to  attack  the  enem>*8  position  upon  the  Landvebr^aMl  alter 
a  short  musketry  fire  he  carried  the  redoubts,  and  re«establisbed  the  bridfe.  Somt 
men  were  killed  and  wounded.  The  Baton  de  Melin,  of  the  tat  regioaeDl  ofgnardf, 
n  distingnished  officer,  was  killed  in  this  affair. 

General  Vegesack  passed  the  Stecknitz,  in  order  to  join  Connt  WallaMidca,  wbe 
was  to  advance  opon  Oldeslohe.  It  being  intended  to  carry  Lmbeck  by  CMnladc^ 
Marshal  Count  Stedingk  caused  th^  Swedish  army  to  advance.  Wkes  nrritcd  at 
half  a  league  from  the  town,  be  oedered  a  halt,  to  wait  for  the  laddera  t  daring  tbt 
interval  he  engaged  in  parleya  witb  the  enemy.  It  was  already  tbctc  o^clock,  the 
laddera  were  tM>t  yet  come  up :  the  knowledge  which  he  bad  of  tha  faftrcia  of  L*- 
beck,  and  of  the  means  of  defence,  which  it  affbnkd  to  a  aiaa  of  akill  and  raialB- 
tion,  induced  Marshal  Stedingk  not  to  reject  proposals.  Geaepal  LallcBaad  aigacd 
with  Colonel  Biomstieroa,  chief  of  the  staff  of  the  Swcdiab  mrmf,  a  capitalUioi^ 
UupMrting  that  tba  eoemy't  troopa  ihooUL evacoate  tha  tova  al  ten  al  ni^i^fgirt 
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>ipftt  five  in  the  aflernoon  the  Mollen  fate,  and  not  be  pursued  till  day-break  Q.f 
the  following  moniini^. 

The  enemy  havinf^  only  to  defend  the  front  of  the  Mollen-gate,  covered  by  a 
^uble  ditch  filled  with  water,  and  advanced  works,  had  it  always  in  his  power  to 
cITect  his  retreat  while  there  was  no  bridge  upon  the  Thrave,  and  according  to 
the  uniform  reports  of  the  Engineers,  S4  boors  would  have  been  requisite  to  throw 
one  over. 

The  troops  entered  the  town  at  ten  at  night. 

The  enemy  retired  upon  Segeberg.  General  Wallmoden  -  is  marching  upon  that 
'  point ;  and  General  Skioldebrand  began  this  morning  at  six  o*clock  to  pursue  the 
enemy  with  his  cavalry.     Some  hundreds  of  prisoners  have  already  been  made. 

The  inhabitants  of  Lubeck  were  determined  to  second,  by  means  more  efficacious 

than  mere  wishes,  the  efforts  of  the  army  which  came  to  restore  to  them  their 

nanse,  their  rights,  and  independence ;    they  were   ready   to  join  their  arms  to 

'  thoae  of  the  assailants.    This  brave  resolution  is  an  appeal  to  the  inhabitants  of 

Hamburgh. 

Lubeck  now  resomes  its  ancient  denomination  of  Free  and  Haoseatic  City  ;  the 
flag  of  civilisation  and  of  commerce  again  waves  on  its  walls.  Thus  shall  justice 
Always  destroy  the  edifice  raised  by  violence. 

The  King  of  Denmark  must  see  in  the  capitulation  granted  to  his  troops,  that 
the  door  of  reeoncitiation  with  Sweden  is  not  yet  closed.  He  has  only  to  lend  an 
cur  to  the  prayers  of  his  subjects,  to  the  wishes  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  North,  and 
to  the  generous  proposals  of  Sweden  and  her  Allies.

Bead-quorters^  Neumumfter,  Dec.  19,  1813.— His  Royal  Highness,  after  having 
fMssed  by  Oldesloh  and  Segeburg,  removed  bis  head-quarters  to  Neomnnsterontlie 
llthinst.  The  troops  of  General  Borstell  bad  an  affair  with  the  enemy  before 
IVesel,  on  the  2d  of  December.  The  result  was  advantageous  to  them.  The  regi- 
ment  of  Cossacks  of  Bisculoff,  which  has  already  distinguished  itself/)n  many  other 
occasions,  was  there  covered  with  glory. 

Major  Knoblock,  of  the  corps  of  General  Borstell,  surprised  the  town  of  Neoss, 
opposite  Dusseldorf.  An  eagle,  a  Colonel,  18  officers,  and  some  hundred  soldiers, 
were  there  taken  Possession  was  also  obtained  of  a  magazine  of  forage,  and  regi- 
-  mental  clothing.  Colonel  Hole,  who  commanded  the  expedition,  pursued  the 
^emy  aa  far  as  the  road  to  Ju tiers.  Thus  the  troops  of  the  army  of  the  North 
t>f  Germany  find  themselves  on  the  French  territory.  It  is  still  hoped,  how- 
over,  that  the  grand  confederation,  armed  for  the  liberty  and  independaoce  of  the 
.  Continent,  will  not  be  forced  to  pass  on,  and  seek  in  ancient  France,  that  peace, 
of  which  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  have  such  need. 

Afler  a  short  bombardment,  the  corps  of  General  Winzingerode  has  possessed 
itself  of  the  fort  of  Rothenburg.    The  garrison  have  been  taken  prisoners  of  war. 

The  Prince  of  Eckmuhl,  with  a  view  of  obtaining  intelligence,  and  to  make  pri- 
soners, has  made  a  sortie  from  Hamburgh  with  all  his  cavslry  :  he  bad  supported 
them  with  a  reserve  of  several  liattalioBs.  This  corps,  under  the  orders  of  tue  Ge- 
iMml  of  Division  Vichery,  attacked  an  advanced  post  of  the  Cossacks  placed  at  Too- 
dorff,  and  pursued  its  march  with  so  much  impetuosity,  that  it  entered  Rohlstedt 
uIoBg  with  the  picket.  The  regimenf  of  Cossacks  which  entered  that  place,  was 
obliged  to  retire  upon  Seik,  where  General  Pahlen  was,  with  six  squadrons  of  regu- 
lar cavalry,  placed  by  General  WoronzofF.  In  less  than  fbur  minutes,  these  .last 
Ibrees  were  under  arms.  General  Pahlen,  well  known  in  the  army  by  bis  military 
JIaleata  and  manly  intrepidity,  immediately  led  them  to  the  charge.  Colonel  Timcn, 
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at  the  head  of  a  squailron  of  the  regimcBt  of  Isoam,  bcpkB  the  attack  with  io  sack 
▼ij^our,  that  it  immediately  oTerthrew  the  eacmy,  who  was  from  tbeaceforth  in  tomr 
])lete  rout.  They  were  partoed  to  Wandabeck.  The  road  b^wccD  Seik  aad 
Waadsbeck  was  strewed  with  dead ;  more  than  800  were  coanted  ;  aii4  above  ISO 
prisoners,  of  whom  one  was  an  officer,  were  taken.  The  Colonel  of  tiM  Jatlaod 
dragoons  was  wonoded,  and  diad  soon  after  of  his  wonnds. 

General  Dorenberg  attacked,  with  three  battalions,  three  regimenta  of  Daaisk 
infantry  that  had  come  out  of  Oldesloh.  The  enemy  was  briakly  preaaed  aa  far  as 
Bode,  and  night  pnt  an  end  to  the  combat.    The  General  made  aome  priaoDcra. 

A  sqaadron  of  dismonnted  hnasars  attacked  the  village  of  Bciiiliont»  wbere  tbne 
was  a  company  of  Danish  infantry.    It  made  90  priaonera,  mmI  diaperaed  tbciest. 

A  detachment  of  the  adranced  gaard  of  General  WalloMden  baa  taken  •  pact  of 
the  coemy^s  bagi^age  near  Eckenfohrde,  and  made  aorac  bandredaof  priaoocrs* 

General  Tettenhorn,  who  li«s  passed  the  Eyder  with  bia  corpa,  baa  occapiei 
Frederickstadt,  Tonoins;en,  and  Husum,  and  baa  sent  delachneata  t«wmrda  FkM- 
bourg,  and  Sleswick.  He  has  sorronnded  the  fort  of  Vollerwyk.  He  has  anrpriiN, 
at  Harnau,  ISO  carriages,  conveying  the  aick  of  the  hospital  of  Altoea.  Oacbea- 
drcd  and  twenty  of  the  escort  were  made  prisoners ;  the  rest  aaved  tbeaaaelvea  by 
favour  of  the  niglit.  At  Husnm  he  took  seven  cannon.  The  General  baa  also  dis- 
armed the  Landsturm  of  Tcnniogea  and  Hnsum.  More  than  wo  maskela  were 
taken  there.  One  of  bis  detachments  has  destroyed  the  depots  of  cavalry  vbidh 
were  at  Itzeboe.  The  enemy  has  lost  many  men  in  killed  aad  wonndad.  One  aft- 
ccr,  100  soldiers,  and  ]20  horses,  have  been  taken- 

The  Swedish  army  has  advanced  npoo  the  Eyder,  between  Rendabnrg  and  Kid. 
Its  detachments  occupy  this  latter  place.  The  bcad-qaartera  of  Marabal  Gjoat 
Slediogkare  at  Preelz. 

The  inhabitants  of  Ploen,andof  Entin,  hnve  received  tbc  Swedish  troops  wilb 
great  acclamations  of  joy.    These  towns  have  been  illaminated. 

General  Skioldebrand,  who  was  engaged  in  the  pnrsnit  ol  the  cncaay,  came  «p 
with  them  in  front  of  Bomboft.  He  found  that  their  force,  conaiatingof  three 
battalions  of  infantry,  and  two  regiments  of  cavalry,  waa  drawn  np  in  bnttte,  aad 
had  a  battery  of  six  pieces  upon  the  left  flank.  The  fireof  tbeir  frape  abot  became 
lively  and  destructive  ;  but  General  Skioldebrand  himself,  at  the  bead  of  bis  troops, 
charged  with  so  much  vigour,  that  the  battery  was  carried,  the  battaUoo  broken,  aad 
forced  to  lay  down  tbeir  arms.  The  enemy's  cavalry  took  to  flight :  all  that  of  Ge- 
neral Skioldebrand  pursued  it,  leaving  only  a  sqaadron  to  receive  the  battalaoas  which 
had  surrendered.  By  treachery,  or  at  the  instigation  of  aome  of  tbeir  oflicera,  these 
troops  took  up  their  arms,  fired  upon  our  cavalry,  and  did  great  miacbiel.  Seme 
squadrons  of  hussars  which  pursued  the  enemy,  immediately  returaed  to  the  charge, 
and  sabred  those  battalions.  As  the  enemy  bad  ia  the  village  of  Bomhoft  a  consi- 
derable corps  of  reserve,  only  the  battery,  and  aboot  300  prisonera,  conldbe  taken. 
Their  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  is  very  heavy  :  oar*a  amonnta  to  abont  900  men, 
and  as  many  horses.  Capt.  Planting,  and  A^jntai^t  Cock,  of  the  Mornor  Hatsart 
have  been  killed  •,  and  Colonel  Cederstrom,  of  tbe  same  regiment  vonnded.  Tbt 
Swedish  cavalry,  displayed  in  tl^is  afiair  a  rare  intrepidity  :  it  charged  on  verydifi* 
cult  ground  three  different  kinds  of  arms  (cavalry,  artillery,  and  infantry,)  andab- 
laiaed  complete  aucceas. 

It  is  painful  to  be  obliged  to  mention  cdnbals  which  have  tsbea  place  batwctn 
tbe  children  of  the  North.  They  ought  only  to  produce  monrning  and  silence. 
Tbe  Sovereign  whose  policy  has  provoked  them,  can  alone dcaire-tbat  tliey  ibonid 
be  prolonged.  Let  us  hope,  that  the  Kiug  of  Denmark  will  pnt  aa  end  totbiswnr 
of  brethren  ;  and  that  his  kingdom,  and  that  of  Sveden,  will;pretcol  the  Imsfe  af 
eoc  family  united,  tranquil,  and  happy. 
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The  enemy,  cutoff  from  Rendsberi^  by  General  Wollmoden,  retired  npon  Kit  I, 
]^rsned  by  Geoer*)  Skioldebrand.  He  patscd  the  canal,  and  proceeded  by  the  op- 
posite bank,  npon  the  fortress,  after  harine:  destroyed  the  bridpres.  It  required 
4wenty-four  hours  to  repair  Ihem.  General  Wallmoden,  who  had  advanred  to  Kla- 
^fenseck,  threw  others  across ;  and  detached  General  Dornberg  npon  Eckeni- 
Ibrhde,  after  having  receired  intelligence  that  the  enemy  was  retiring  upon  that 
iMiot.  The  advanced  guard  of  General  Wallmoden  had  passed  long  before.  8ome 
battalions,  and  a  regiment  of  Hnssars,  which  should  have  guarded  the  bridge,  and 
kept  up  the  communications  with  General  Dornberg,  were  attacked  at  Ostenrode 
by  the  enemy*s  army  ;  which,  fearing  no  doubt  that  it  should  be  destroyed  in  itt 
march  upon  Colding,  took  the  sudden  resolution  of  piercing  to  Flendsburg.  The 
corps  of  General  Wallmoden  being  separated  could  not  arrive  in  time  to  take  part 
.in  the  action.  This  General  sustained,  with  one  regiment  of  Hussars,  four  bat- 
talions, and  four  pieces  of  cannon,  a  long  and  obstinate  combat,  against  a  foicc  of 
10«000  men  at  least,  with  a  numerous  artillery.  Success  was  a  long  time  balanced  -, 
bot  at  last  the  enemy  were  enabled  to  gain  possession  of  the  road  to  Reodsberg. 
Tbe  soldiers  were  often  mixed  with  each  other  ;  and  although  the  number  of  Danes 
was  in  the  proportion  of  three  to  one,  the  field  of  battle  remained  with  Count  Wall. 
noden.  The  foot  and  htfrse  chasseurs  of  Mecklenberg,  which  formed  the  advanced 
guard  of  General  Vegesack,  arrived  in  time  to  take  part  in  the  engagement,  and  to 
decide  it.  Its  cavalry  made  a  brilliant  charge  against  the  regiment  of  Holstein, 
and  under  the  cross  fire  of  several  battalions,  which  were  placed  behind  the  hedges. 
Prince  Gustavns  of  Mecklenberg,  who  has  distinguished  himself  in  an  extraordi- 
nary manner,  has  l>een  wounded.  His  great  valour  having  borne  him  into  the  midst 
of  the  enemy,  he  fell  into  their  hands  ;  but  he  was  afterwaj-ds  exchanged  for  an  ofli- 
cer  of  the  same  rank.  It  is  hoped  that  his  wounds  will  permit  him  tu  continue  tlie 
war.  His  conduct  has  been  above  all  praise.  Colonel  Muller,  of  the  Mecklenberg 
chasseurs,  has  conducted  himself  in  a  brilliant  manner.  Count  Wallmoden  hss  lost 
in  this  affair  one  cotinon,  and  from  5  to  6oo  men,  killed,  wounded,  or  missing.  The 
loss  of  the  enemy,  by  his  own  confession,  is  more  than  looo  men.  In  this  engage- 
ment, which  does  great  honour  to  Count  Wallmoden,  and  in  the  preceding,  which 
consisted  of  skirmishes,  that  General  has  taken  eight  pieces  of  cannon,  and  400  pri- 
soners. Young  Lieut.  Muhlsnfels^  of  the  hussars  of  the  legion;  and  Lieutenant 
Manrenhols,  of  the  hussars  ;  with  a  score  of  hussars,  and  the  same  number  uf 
Hanoverian  chasseurs,  have  performed  prodigies  of  valour,  and  taken  five  cannons. 

Tbe  Prince  of  Hesse  has  demanded  an  armistice.  It  is  probable  that  tbe  dif- 
l^rences  between  Sweden  and  Denmark  will  soon  be  settled,  and  that  Denmark  wilt 
■t  last  join  herself  to  the  Allies. 


THIRTIETH  BULLETIN. 

Head-QuarterSf  Kielf  Dec,  16— The  armistice  demanded  by  the  Prince  of  Hesse 
bat  been  granted.  It  began  on  the  I5th  instant,  at  midnight,  and  will  finish  on  the 
sgth,  at  the  saikie  boor.  We  shall  profit  by  this  interval  to  push  the  operations 
against  HamburjEb.  The  Danish  army  has  beeu  able  to  enter  Rendsberg  as  it  were 
by  a  miracle.  Two  hours  later,  and  it  would  have  been. forced  to  lay  down  its  arms, 
or  to  disperse.  The  fort  of  Vollerwyk  has  surrendered  to  the  corps  of  General  Tet- 
tenliorn^  after  having  been  cannonaded  for  some  days.  The  garrison  are  prisoners 
of  war,  and  are  not  to  serve  again  till  they  are  exchanged.  Eighteen  cannons,  and 
ten  mortars,  have  been  taken  there.  The  number  of  pieces  of  cannon  taken  by  Ge- 
neral Tettenborn,  sidce  his  entrance  into  the  Duchies,  amounts  to  thirty-eight. 

Tbe  characteristic  talent  of  the  Cossacks,  of  extricating  themselves  out  of  diffl- 
cultliei  on  all  enkergencles,  has  shewn  itself  on  this  occasion.    Fvr  want  of  artillery- 
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men  they  tbcmselves  served  the  Artillery,  with  which  they  fired  ftgaiasl  the  battery. 
The  most  severe  weather,  roads  almost  impracticable,  nothiag  stops  these  vanion. 
An  army  which  has  Cossacks  at  its  command  will  always  &nd  its  operatkHWy  aad  its 
success,  facilitfl^  by  their  vigilance. 

The  fort  of  Frederiksort,  and  Gluckstadt,  are  not  iocladed  in  the  araiistice.  If 
the  Danish  government  wishea  for  peace,  these  places  will  not  experience  the  borron 
of  a  bombardment.  The  army  has  halted  in  the  midst  of  its  successes  ;  the  liac 
which  it  loses  by  waiting  for  the  conclusion  of  a  peace  is  of  incalcnlable  importaace. 
Thus  have  the  Allies  given  to  Denmark,  and  to  £unipe,  an  evident  proof  of  tbeir 
moderation.  If  hostilities  re-commence,  it  will  doabtless  be  a  p*eat  naisCortaae; 
hot  no  one  can  reproach  the  Allies  with  those  consequences. 

Two  regiments  of  Cossacks,  of  the  corps  of  General  Bankcndorf,  have  advanced 
upon  Breda.  The  garrison  has  evacuated  that  place,  and  retired  upon  Antwerp, 
pursued  by  the  Cossacks.  The  town  of  Breda,  wherein  6oo  prisoucra  have  been 
made,  was  immediately  occupied  by  the  allied  troops. 

Thus  the  army  of  the  North  of  Germany  occupies,  at  this  moment^  a  liaefrtm 
Breda  to  Dusseldorf.  In  consequence  of  the  armistice,  it  has  recalled  all  the  parties 
in  Schleswig;  and  its  troops  bold  in  this  Duchy,  the  line  from  Bckenforde  to  Hosass. 
The  dispositions  have  been  so  taken,  that  upon  the  extremity  of  each  of  its  wiam 
it  can  assemble  an  army  of  35,0o0  men  in  three  marches. 

This  exposition  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  convince  Denmark,  of  the  vronf  whiek 
she  has  done  to  the  Allies,  and  to  the  good  cause.  Every  day  is  an  age  lost  to  the 
interest  of  that  government.

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FOURTH  BULLETIN. 
Paris,  Feb.  ]3-*Her  Mt^etty  the  EmpresSf  Queen  and  Regent ,  has  received  tke/eh 

lowing  accounts  of  the  situation  qfthe  armies:'^ 
On  the  I9th  February  his  Majesty  followed  up  his  successes.  Blncber  endeavoured 
to  gain  Chateau  Thierry.    His  troops  were  driven  from  position  to  poaitioo.   A  wbola 
corps,  which  had  remained  united,  and  which  protected  his  retreat,  was  cnt  off. 
This  rear  guard  was  composed  of  four  Russian  battalions,  three  Pmsaian  battalioaa,  > 

« 

and  three  pieces  of  cannon.  The  General  who  commanded  it  was  alao  taken.  Onr 
troops  entered  Chateau  Thierry  pell  mell  with  the  enemy,  and  are  pursuing,  on  the 
road  to  Soissons,  the  wrecks  of  this  army,  which  is  in  dreadful  confasion.  The  re- 
sults of  to-day,  the  I9th,  are  30  pieces  of  cannon,  and  ao  innnmerable  qvaotity  of 
^^SS"S^  waggons.  The  number  of  prisoners  was  already  3000;  more  are  bronglit  in 
every  instant.  We  have  still  two  hours  day-light.  Among  the  priaonera  are  ivt 
or  six  Generals  who  are  sent  to  Paris.  It  is  believed  that  Ibe  General  io  Chief  Sec- 
ken  has  been  killed.^'

Parib,  Feb.  is.-^Her  Ma^jetty  the  Emprese  Queen  and  Regent  has  recthtd  the  fol- 
lowing account  qf  the  tituation  the  Armies,  on  the  yth  qf^Feh  :— 
On  the  3d,  two  hours  after  his  arrival  at  Troyea,  the  Emperor  made  the  Doke  tff 
Treviso  depart  to  Maisonsblanches.    An  Austrian  division*  cooNBiMided  bj  Pvinee 
^aorice  Lichtenstein,  had  advunccd  to  this  point,  which  is  two  lenguca  from  tl^ 
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town :  it  was  vigoroasly  repalsed^  and  driven  two  leagues  beyond.  On  the  4th,  ia 
the  ereningy  the  head-qnartert  of  the  Emperor  of  Ruasia  were  at  Lnsigay,  near  Van- 
doeavrc,  two  leagues  from  TroyeS|  where  the  Ratsian  guard  was,  and  the  enemy^a 
«rmy.  The  enemy  iuleaded  to  enter  Troyet  that  evening,  lie  marched  on  the 
bridge  of  La  Gaillotiere,  where  he  found  a  warm  resistance.  Hia  first  attack  waa 
repulsed.  Some  cavalry,  who  were  made  prisoners,  told  him,  that  the  Emperor 
waa  at  Troyes.  Then  he  thought  it  necessary  to  take  other  measures.  At  the  same 
flMMseot  the  Duke  of  Treviso  caused  an  attack  to  be  made  on  the  bridge  of  Clercyv 
which  was  occupied  by  the  division  of  General  Bianchi.  The  enemy  waa  drive* 
•way.  The  General  of  Division  Briche  made  a  charge,  in  which  he  took  \6o  men, 
•ad  l^illed  a  hundred.  On  the  Sth,  the  Emperor  was  preparing  to  pass  the  bridge 
of  La  Guillotiere,  and  attack  the  enemy,  when  his  Majesty  learned  that  he  had 
•onnded  a  retreat,  and  retrograded  oue  march  towards  Vandoeuvre.  On  the  6th,  ar> 
raagements  were  made  to  menace  Bar- sur- Seine.  Some  attacks  took  place  oa  that 
road.  We  took  from  the  enemy  thirty  men,  one  piece  of  cannon,  and  a  caisson. 
During  this  time  the  army  put  itself  in  march  for  Nugent,  in  order  to  fall  on  the 
enemy*a  columns  which  have  occupied  Chalons  andVitry^  andwhichthreatened  Pari* 
from  Ferte-sons-Jooarre  and  Meaux.  On  the  7tb,  in  the  morning,  the  Duke  of 
Tarentum  had  his  head-quarters  near  Chaville,  between  Epernay  and  Chalons.  The 
divisions  of  the  National  Guard  (Telite  from  Montarean,  Normandy,  and  Picardy, 
pat  themselves  in  molTon,  under  the  command  of  General  Psjol.  The  division  of 
the  army  of  Spain  under  General  Leval  is  arrived  at  Provins :  the  others  follow. 
They  are  composed  of  soldiers  who  made  the  campaigns  in  Austria  and  Poland.  They 
are  replaced  in  the  army  of  Spain  by  the  five  divisions  of  reserve.  To-day,  the  7th, 
at  noon,  the  Emperor  is  arrived  at  Nogent.  AH  is  in  motion  to  manoeuvre.  The 
inhabitants  are  exasperated  to  the  highest  degree.  The  enemy  every  where  commits 
the  most  horrible  excesses.  All  measures  are  taken  far  surrounding  him  on  all  sides 
as  soon  as  he  retrogrades  one  step.  Millions  of  arms  wait  only  for  the  moment  to 
raise  themselves.  The  sacred  territory  which  the  enemy  has  violated  will  beconsa 
a  land  of  fire,  which  will  devour  him.

fler  Majesty  the  Empreu  Quetn  and  Regent  has  received  (he  foUowing  ^evss  qf  ike 

situation  of  the  armies  to  the  \2th  qf  Februarif  :•— 
On  the  loth,  the  Emperor  had  his  bead-quarters  at  Scxanne.  The  Duke  of  Ta- 
reatum  was  at  Meaux,  having  caused  the  bridges  of  La  Ferte  and  Treport  to  be  cnC 
4own.  General Sackeu  and  General  Yorrk  were  at  La  Ferte;  General  Blucber.al 
Vertus,and  General  Alsuffiew  at  Champ  Aubert.  The  army  of  Silesia  waa  only 
three  marches  from  Paris.  This  army,  commanded  in  chief  by  General  Bluchcr, 
was  composed  of  the  corps  of  Sacken  and  Langeron,  forming  60  regiments  of  Russian 
infantry,  and  of  the  flower  of  the  Prussian  army.  On  the  lOth,  at  day- break,  the 
Kaperor  advanced  to  the  heights  of  St.  Prix,  to  cut  the  army  of  General  Bluchcr 
in  two.  At  Up,  the  Duke  of  Ragusa  passed  the  marshes  fitangsj  of  St.  Gond,  and 
Attacked  the  village  of  Baye.  The  9th  Russian  corps,  under  General  AlsufBcw,  of 
twelve  regiments,  deployed,  and  presented  a  battery  of  34  pieci'M  of  cannon.  The 
divisions  Lagrange  and  Ricart,  with  the  cavalry  of  the  first  corps,  turned  the  enc 
my's  position  by  his  right.  At  one  o'clock  we  were  masters  of  the  village  of  Bayc. 
At  two  o'clock  the  Imperial  guard  deployed  in  ihe  fine  plain^  nwccn  Baye  and 
Champ- Aubert.  T^ie  enemy  began  his  retreat;  the  Emperor  ordered  General  Gi- 
rardin,  with  two  squadrons  of  the  gnard  de  service^  to  put  himself  at  the  head  of 
(be  first  corps  of  cavalry,  and  to  turM  the  enemy,  in  order  to  cut  hiui  oif  from  the 
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romd  to  Clralons.  The  enemy,  who  perceived  thin  moremcnt,  fell  into  disorder. 
The  Duke  of.RagMsa  cAoiied  the  Tillage  of  Champ  Auhert  to  be  carried;  at  the 
same  instant  the  cuirassierv  charged  on  the  right,  and  pressed  the  Russians  agaia»t 
a  wood  and  a  lal(c,  between  the  road  to  Eperuay  ami  that  to  Cbaloua  The  €mrmy 
liad  but  little  cavalry.  Seeing  himself  without  retreat,  his  masses  became  coofased. 
Artillery,  caralry,  infantry,  all  flf d  pell-mell  into  the  wood ;  9,oOO  meD  were  drovard 
io  the  lake  \  30  piece*  of  cannon  and  soo  carriages  were  taken.  The  GcBerat-ia- 
Chief,  the  Generals,  the  Culonels,  more  than  lOO  officers,  and  4,000  Diea,  were  made 
•risoners.  This  corps  of  two  dirisions  and  twcWc  regiments  ought  to  bare  coosisirJ 
of  18,000  men  ;  bnt  sickness,  long  marches,  and  battles,  had  reduced  it  to  B,OoO-, 
aeareely  i, soo  escaped  by  means  of  the  wiiods  and  the  darkness.— General  Blacker 
rensaincdat  his  hcad-quartera  at  Vcrtus,  where  he  witnes»ed  the  disaster*  of  this 
part  of  liis  army,  witbunt  being  able  to  remedy  Ihera.  Not  a  man  of  the  gnard  vis 
engaged,  except  two  of  the  fonrtquadrons  {/#>  .Tfrf;ir<>,  who  behaved  valiantly.  The 
cuirassiers  of  the  1st  corps  of  cavalry  have  di>pUyed  the  rarest  intrepidity.  At 
8  o'clock.  General  Nansouty  having  debouched  un  the  causeway,  advam^cd  apoa 
Montmirail  with  the  division  of  the  cavalry  of  the  guard  of  Generala  Colbert  and  La 
Tcrriere,  took  the  town,  and  600  Cossacks  who  were  in  it. 

The  nth,  at  five  in  the  morning,  the  division  of  cavalry  of  General  Gayot  aba 
advanced  upon  Montmirail.    Several   divisions  of  infantry  ware  delayed  by  heiag 
obliged  to  wait  for  their  artillery.    The  roads  from  Sexaane  to  Champ-Anbcrt  aM 
execrable.    Onr  artillery  would  not  have  passed  them,  but  for  the  diligence  of  the 
cannoneers,  and  by  the  asiiistance  furnished  by  the  inhabitants,  who  brongbttkcb 
horses.    The  action  at  Champ-Aobert,  where  a  part  of  t^e  Rnaaian  amy  was  de- 
stroyed, did  not  cost  us  above  200  men,  killed  or  wounded.    The  General  of  Di- 
Tiston  Lagrange  is  among  the  latter,  having  a  slight  wonnd  ia  the  head.    The  E»> 
peror  arrived  on  the  nth,  at  ten  in  the  morning,  half  a  league  io  advance  of  Bfoat- 
mirail.    General  Nansouty  was  in  his  position,  with  the  cavalry  of  the  f  ttard,  aad 
kept  in  check  the  army  of  Sacken,  which  began  to  shew  itself.     lufbrnscd  of  the 
disasters  of  a  part  of  the  Russian  army,  this  General  had  quitted  Ferte  sons-Joaarre 
on  the  lOth,  at  nine  in  the  evening,  and  marched  the  whole  night.     General  Yorck 
bad  also  quitted  Chateau  Thierry.     At  eleven  in  the  morning  of  the  I  tth,  be  begaa 
to  li>rm,  and  all  foreboded  the  battle  of  Montmirail,  the  iatne  of  which  araa  of  aach 
Tast  importance.    The  Duke  of  Ragnsa,  with  hia  corpa  and  the  firat  eorpo  of  ca> 
ralry,  had  placed  his  head-quarters  at  Etogcs,  on  the  road  to  CJhaloos.    The  divi- 
aion  Ricart,  and  the  Old  Guard,  arrived  at  ten  in  the  mcming.     The  Eapcrar 
ordered  the  Prince  of  Moskaw  to  line  with  troops  the  Tillage  of  Marchals,  by  vUcb 
it  seemed   the  enemy*s  intention  to  debouch.    This  village  was  defiended  by  the 
brave  division  of  General  Ricart,  with  rare  firmness ;  it  was  taken  and  retaken  sere- 
«al  times  during  the  course  of  the  day.    At  noon  the  Emperor  ordered  Gcnrrri 
Nansouty  to  advance  to  the  right,  cutting  the  road  of  Chatean  Tbicrry,  and  Ibtwrd 
the  i6  batialiona  of  the  old  guard,  under  the  command  of  General  Friant,  !■  a 
aingle  column  along  the  road,  the  battalion  columns  being  lOO  pacca*from  earh 
other.     During  thia  time  our  batteries  of  artillery  sncceasively  arrived.    At  three 
o*clock  the  Duke  of  Treviso,  with  the  i6  battalions  of  the  9d  divialon  of  tbeoM 
guard,  which  had  left  Cezanne  in  the  morning,  debouched  on  Montmirail.    The 
Emperor  would  have  wished  to  wait  for  Hie  coming  op  of  the  other  dlvialona,  ka^ 
night  was  approaching.     He  ordered  General  Priant  to   march  with   fonr  batta* 
lions  of  the  old  guard,  two   of  the  second  regiment  of  gend'armerie,  and  two 
of  the  second  regiment  of  chasseurs,  opon  the  farm  of  Eplnc>anx-BolSy  which  w« 
the  key  of  the  position,  and  to  carry  it.    The  Duke  of  Tieviao,  with  els  baltaHa* 
•f  the  second  division  of  the  old  guard,  advanced  to  the  right  of  General  Friaaili 
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«|^ck.    Tbc  tuccett  of  the  ^y  depended  on  the  positiou  of  thr  farm  of  £pine.aax- 
JSoU.    TUef^Beny  ifiRs  teof ible  of  Ihis— -lie  had  placed  there  40  pieceaof  canaofly 
.}a»d  lined  Ihf:  hedfCt  «Uha  triple  row  of  tirailleurt,  and  formrd  behind  maaaes  of 
iufaatry.    Sleanlifne,  to  render  tbie  attack  more  easy,  the  Emperor  ordered  General 
.Ii^aiMioalj  to  e)(tefid  jiis  line  to  the  right,  which  mad)e  the  cuvmy  apprehcative  of 
beipg  cut  •ff,  and  forced  to  iiacover  9  part  of  bis  ceatre  to  cover  bis  riglit.     At  the 
aamc  time,  he  ordered  Gvuerol   Pibcarf  to  yield  a  part  of  the  Tillage  of  Marcbais, 
irbich  also  ioduced  the  eoeniy  to  uncorer  hit  centre^  to  reinforce  this  attack,  on 
the  success  of  which  he  aiipposed  the  gaining  of  the  bntlle  depended.     As  soon  aa 
Gcjueral  Friast  bad  begno  his  moTement,  and  the  enemy  had  weakened  his  centre, 
io  Ukeadfai)t<|geof  hiiupparcnt  /luccess,  which  be  believed  real,  General  Friant 
i*|tackfd  Mk  f«rm  of  Haute  Epipe,  with  the  fo«ir  batlalions  of  thr  old  guard.  Thc|f 
caiaevP  tP  U>e  enemy  ruuiiiug,  and  produced  on  bim  tlic  cfToct  of  the  head  of  Me* 
4uNL    The  Prince  of  Mutikaiv  marched  the  first,  and  shewed  them  tlfe  road  t« 
layionr.    The  lirailiears  r^tire.d  in  affright  upon  the  masfics  of  tnfi|Btry,  which 
vfff  attacked.     Tbe  artillery  covld  no  longer  play  ^    the  firing  of  small  arms  bo- 
«ame  dreadful,  and  success  was  balanced  ;  but  at  tbe  aame  moment  General  Gayot, 
at  tbe  head  of  the  1st  regiment  of  lancers,  of  tbe  old  dragoons  and  old  grenadiera  of 
the  Imperial  Guard,  which  filed  along  the  high  road  in  full  trot,  and  with  cries  of 
frve  fEmpiireur^  passed  to  tbe  right  of  Hnwte  Epine.    Tbey  fell  on  tbe  rear  of  the 
iq^asscs  of  infantry,  brokf  tbesa,  threw  them  into  disorder,  and  killed  all  that  wcife 
Bot  taken  priso^r^.    The  Qvike  of  Treriso,  with  six  baltallona- of  tbe  division  of 
General  Michel,  seconded   there  the  altack  of  the  old  guard,  reached  tbe  wood, 
•carried  the  vUl%geof  FonieneMe,  a4d  took  s  vhole  park  of  artillery.     The  division 
of  the  g^ar^  of  boiiour  filed  off  after  tbe  old  gnard  00  tbe  high  road,  and  being  ar- 
rive^ M  the  height  of  Qpine-«n]|-6oi9,  turned io  the  left  to  carry  wliat  bad  advanoed 
,uia  the  vilUs^  of  M«rcbi|is.     General  Bttf'tiwad,  Gradd  M arhhal  of  tbe  Paiace,  and 
.  tbo  DpV^  of  D^ntzAC,  at  .the  heskd  of  tirp  battaiioos  of  fheold  guard-,  marched  upon 
the  vilU^e^  and  placed  it  between  two  fires.    All  that  were  in  it  were  killed  or 
taken,    (p  less  tbaO'aqvnrter  of  an  hour  aprofonnd  sileoce  succeeded  to  tbe  uoioe 
of  tbf  ca.ooony  i^nd «  dreadful   fire  of  mtts^uetry.    Tbe  enemy,  no  longer  somgbt 
jMfety  b«t  in  ^ight.    ^etterak^  oflioers*  aoUliers,  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery^  ail 
0cd  pfll-iB«ll.    Ateigbtp.  m.  the  night  being  obscure,  it  was  requisite  to  takem 
f^itioA.    Tbo  Emperor  placod  bis  head-qoartera  at  the  farm  of  fipine  aux-Boix. 
^Sk^eraJl  M^cU  of  |be  gnard,  has  been  wounded  by  a  ball  in  tbe  arm.—- Our  loia 
amoontf  to  more  tba«  1,000  m?n>  killed  or  wounded.— That  of  tbe  enemy  is  at 
loaf  t  8,000  oEien  killed  or  priaoof  re.    We  have  takes  many  cannon,  and  six  stand  of 
coloqrt  CroDi  hiW'    This  memorable  day,  which  confounda  tbe  pride  and  boasting 
oC  ibo  eoensy,  fa^  annihilated  tbe  elite  of  tbe  Russiao  army.    Tbe  fovrth  of  oitr 
army  has  noti>een  engaged.    The  next  day,  tbe  I9th,  at  nine  in  tbe  morning,  tbe 
Doke  of  Trcviso  followed  the  enemy  upon  the  road  of  Chateau  Thierry.     The  Em- 
peror, with  two  divisions  of  the  cavalry  uf  the  guard,  and  some  battalions,  went  to 
Vieux-Maisons,  and  from  thence  took  tbe  road  which  goes  right  to  Chateau  Thierry. 
Tbe  enemy  covered  his  retreat  with  eight  battalions  which  arrived  late  the  preced- 
ing evening,  and  had  nut  been  engaged.     He  supported  them  with  some  squadrona, 
and  3  pieces  of  cannon.  Arrived  at  the  small  village  of  Co'cquercts^  he  appeared  de- 
termined to  defend  the  position  which  is  behind  the  rivulet,  and  to  cover  the  road 
of  Chateau  Thierry.     A  company  of  the  old  giinrd  marched  upon  La  Petite  None, 
^overthrew  the  enemy^s  tirailleurs,  who  were  pursued  to  his  last  position.    Six  batta* 
lions  of  the  old  guard,  at  proper  diitanccs  for  deploying,  occupied  the  plain  on  both 
sides  of  tbe  road.     General  Nansouty,  with  the  dirisions  of  cavalry  of  Generals  Le- 
feraerc  and  Defrane,  bad  orders  to  make  a  movemeut  to  the  ri^ht,  and  march  be- 
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tween  Chateau  Thierry  and  the  eneiny*s  rear-fuard.  Tbii  moireaent  vai  czceatcd 
with  equal  akill  and  intrepidity.  The  eDcmy't  cavalry  marched  firoB  bII  points  apoa 
bia  left  to  oppose  the  French  cavalry.  It  was  overthrown,  nod  oblifcd  to  qnit  the 
field  of  battle.  The  hrave  General  Letort,  with  the  draffoons  of  the  necond  divisioa 
of  the  ifuard,  after  having  repulsed  the  enemy's  cavalry,  moved  npon  tbe  flanks  aad 
•rears  of  eight  masses  of  infantry,  which  formed  the  enemy's  rear-gunrd.  Thb  di- 
vision, horning  with  desire  to  equal  what  the  light-horse,  tbe  dragoonsy  and  the 
mounted  grenadiers  of  General  Goyot  had  done  the  preceding  evening,  mrrounded 
on  all  sides  these  masses,  and  made  an  horrible  carnage  among  tbem. 

The  three  pieces  of  cannon,  the  Russian  General  Feudenrich,  who  commanded  this 
rear-guard,  were  taken ;  all  which  composed  its  iMttaUons  have  been  killed  or  made 
prisoners.  Thennmberof  prisoners  made  in  this  brilliant  aflair  nmonnta  to  moie 
than  3000.  Colonel  Curley,  of  the  10th  Hussars,  distinguished  bimsclf.  Wethca 
nrrived  upon  the  heights  of  Chateau  Thierry,  from  whence  we  saw  tbe  remninder  «f 
that  army  flying  in  the  greatest  disorder,  and  gaining  with  all  baste  its  bridges.  Tbs 
great  road  was  cut  off  from  them  ;  they  sought  their  salvation  npon  tbe  right  baak 
of  the  Maroe.  Prince  William  of  Prussia,  who  bad  remained  at  Ckatenn  Thierry, 
with  a  reserve  of  3000  men,  advanced  to  tbe  head  of  the  subartM,  to  protect  the 
flight  of  this  disorganised  mass. 

Two  battalions  of  the  guard,  at  this  time,  arrived  running.  At  the  sight  of  thcs, 
the  suburb  and  left  bank  were  cleared ;  tbe  enemy  burnt  bis  bridges,  and  unmasked 
upon  the  right  bank  n  battery  of  twelve  pieces  of  cannon ;  500  men  of  the  reserve  of 
Prince  William  were  taken. 

On  (he  isth,  in  the  evening,  the  Emperor  had  his  hemd-ifunrtera  in  the  smsU 
castle  of  Nisle.  On  the  I3th,  from  break  of  day,  we  were  occupied  in  rcpairiif 
the  bridges  of  Chateau  Thierry.  The  enemy  not  being  able  to  retire,  either  upoa 
the  road  of  Epemay,  from  which  he  was  cut  off,  or  by  that  which  paaaes  tbroagfc 
tbe  town  of  Soissoos,  which  we  occupy,  baa  taken  the  cross  rond,  in  tbe  A* 
rcetion  of  Rheims.  The  inhabitants  assert,  that  of  all  the  army,  10,000  men  have 
■ot  passed  throagh  Chateau  Thierry,  and  they  in  the  grentcat  disorder.  A  few  dayi 
before  they  had  seen  it  flourishing,  and  fall  of  boasting.  General  Yorck  said  that 
10  howitsers  woald  be  sufficient  to  render  him  master  of  Paris.  In  going,  thcai 
troops  only  talked  of  Paris ;  ou  returning  It  was  peace  which  thej  invoked.  Gas 
cannot  form  an  idea  of  the  excesses  to  which  the  Cossacks  give  themselves  up; 
there  are  no  Texations,  cruelties,  crimes,  which  those  hordes  of  borbnrians  hsfe 
not  committed.  The  peasantry  pursue  them,  track  tbem  in  the  woods,  like  feroci- 
ous beasts,  seize  them,  and  bring  them  wherever  there  are  French  troops.  Yrstcr- 
dsy  they  conducted  more  than  soo  of  them  to  Vieux  Maisoos.  All  those  who  hid 
theuMelvesio  the  woods,  to  escape  the  conqncrort,  fell  Into  their  hands^  aad  every 
instant  augments  the  numt>er  of  prisoners.

General  KleinHO,  with  a  ewrpt,  bad  bef«  detached  tovafda  Fraybfff  sad 
nilz  on  the  left,  while  the  Aoatrians  had  moved  a»  I  elated  Ina  f^rnirr  diepalch,  to 
Autsig  and  Lentmeritf,  on  the  Elbt. 

Ou  the  gih,  the  enemy  confinued  hU  advance,  and  the  Allies  retired,  fifhdnf 
every  inch  of  |^«nd  to  the  movntains.  Bnooaparte  had  arrived,  attd  a  very  large 
force  wae  advancing,  either  with  a  deterauoation  to  awke  a  fcaeral  attock^or  lor  the 
purpoie  of  great  demooatration,  to  cover  a  retrograde  movemeatj  a«d  the  MMval 
of  a  lari(e  magazine  of  powder  from  Konigateln  to  Dretdeo. 

On  the  advance  of  the  enemy,  orOcra  were  immediately  leot  Ibr  the  AaairiaBt  ta 
cooiilermurch,  and  the  Alliea  immediately  hegan  tocollect  all  their  ibrcca  la  the  al* 
ready  victorious  fields  of  Culm  and  Toplits. 

Ou  the  loth  the  enemy  preened  accmingly  with  grMter  Ibree  firom  the  Movntaiv 
on  Calm  and  towards  Toplitz ;  they  bad  advancod  no|  only  with  the  colnnns  thai 
followed  Count  Wittgenstein's  reer,  hot  also  with  aaother  very  conaiderable  corps 
by  Zinuwalde  and  Kraufen.  At  this  time  the  Aoatrlaa  columns  had  not  come  iato 
close  conimuniration  from  Aussig  and  Lentmeritf  ^and  it  was  known  that  the  Ras* 
sian  and  Prnssiau  force,  in  front  of  Toplitz,  was  greatly  outnumbered  by  the  ene- 
my :  it  \TaH,  however,  determined^  in  the  anost  gallaiit  maniier,  to  give  him  battia 
in  the  event  of  his  advancing,  and  the  disposition  was  accordingly  aaade. 

Being  under  the  necessity  of  being  removed  Yromhead-qairtat,  I  loam  from  Co* 
looel  Cooke,  that  the  enemy  continued  on  the  I  ith  to  make  such  demonstmflona  m 
indicated  a  general  attack  ;  and  on  the  VQ\\i  they  advanced  and  took  poeseaaioa  of 
the  viilag^e  of  Nollendorf,  and  came  close  to  Culm.  Above  half  the  Austrian  corpa 
bad  now  rejoined  the  army,  and  come  into  position  :  they  had  beew  marching  In  very 
bad  weather  and  worse  roads,  without  intermission,  from  the  10th,  bttt  arrived  in 
excellent  order  ;  and  Buonaparte  could  now  perceive  the  allied  army,  npwarda  of 
one  hundred  tbuosond  men,  in  position,  with  eight  hundred  pieces  of  cannow,  ready 
lo  give  him  battle.  It  seems,  however,  that  he  began  his  retreat,  abont  mtd-day, 
from  Nollendorf:  The  Allies  began  immediately  to  clear  the  front,  and  to  soad  mrt 
strong  reconnoitring  parties ;  and  General  Kleinan*s  corps  was  agaio  detacktd  to 
the  left,  reinforced  by  two  divisions  under  Prince  Lichteusteio. 

Up  to  mid-day  on  th^  isib,  the  enemy  still  continued   his  retreat,   breaking  np 
and  destroying  all  the  roads  in  every  direction  towarda  Dresden.    Thia  will 
what  delay  the  pnrsnit  of  the  Allies,  and  wilt  make  even  any  lateral  or 
ment  more  dilBcnlt. 

Accounts  bavebecpi  received  of  General  Bliicher*s  having  catered  BaatBea  oa  tkv 
loch,  bnt  I  have  received  no  official  bulletins  from  the  Prosslaa  head>qaart«rB. 

The  Russian  Colonel  Prince  Modatolf,  of  the  Alexandrowski  guards,  eaeqUada 
brilliant  coujs  on  the  gtb,  between  Bautzen  and  Dresden.  He  Uew  «p  two  haadied 
ammunition  waggons*,  took  a  part  of  Buonaparte'a  baggage,  and  amde  oae  thoaaaad 
two  hundred  prisoners. 

I  congratnlate  your  Lordship  moat  sincerely  on  the  brilKant  victory  of  tlie  Mac* 
of  Sweden.  The  additional  lustre  which  is  reflected  in  this  day's  battle^  aa  tht 
arms  of  bis  Pmsslaa  Majesty,  is  forcibly  dwelt  on  by  his  Royal  Highaesa,  who  ataici 
that  the  soldiers  of  the  Great  Frederick  are  agaia  visible  in  every  actloa  la  wkM 
tbey  have  been  engaged.

Toward!  evenioga  strong  delachmrat  o#  the  encasy^t  light  troops  got  posscsiion 
of  the  road  which  leads  through  the  pass  to  Alttnherg,  asd  drove  in  the  grenadierf 
of  the  Rossiaas  nearly  to  the  plain  below. 

As  the  enemy  made  use  of  no  cannon,  and  did  not  appear  npoo  the  Peterswalda 
road  at  the  same  time,  there  appeared  oo  indication  of  a  serious  attack  at  so  late  an 
Imor  in  tbe  day. 

The  Allies,  however,  threw  hack  their  left,  placing  troops  t^d  guns  all  along  tho 
isot  of  the  hill,  between  the  village  of  Culm  and  Toplits,  while  the  whole  army 
were  formed  in  position  of  two  lines,  having  their  right  appuy^  upon  the  mouotaUi 
wUacent  to  the  town;  columns  of  infantry  were  in  reserve  on  either  .flank. 

The  ground  was  crowded,  nod  conid  afford  little  advantage,  in  the  event  of  a  te- 
riotts  effort,  upon  the  front  of  the  French. 

The  firing  ceased  about  sun-set,  and  the  Allies  remained  in  position  during  the 
Bight. 

I  am  inclined  to  attribnte  this  movement  upon  thepartof  theenemy»  to  a  desira 
of  learning  the  general  feature  of  the  couatry  about  us,  and  tbe  number  of  troops 
we  had  at  hand.  i  have.  Ice.        (Signed)        HsURT  Coo&s.

ToplittfStpt.  13,1813. — Sir,— The  enemy  increased  considerably  in  nuniber 
during  tbe  whole  of  yesterday;  towards  evening  great  motion  was  perceptible  upo9 
their  left  flank.  They  soon  advanced  with  goos  upon  tbe  high  road,  and  above  the 
Russians,  under  Count  Pahlen,  from  the  village  of  Nollendorf»  nearly  into  Cnlm. , 

Towards  night,  we  were  reinforced  by  alwve  twenty-five  thonsand  men,  of  the 
Austrian  army.  These  troops  were  immediately  placed  in  position  upon  our  ex- 
treme left,  a  certain  distance  up  tbe  mountains.  They  l|ad  marched  with  Utile  in- 
terruption since  the  morning  of  the  I3th  instant^  and  during  the  whole  night,  hot 
were  in  good  order  and  without  stragglers. 
.  Every  thing  indicated  a  general  attack  upon  the  ensuing  morning. 

The  prisoners  accounted  for  tbe  skirmish  of  yesterday,  by  stating^  that  Bnon^ 
parte  had  reconnoitred  us,  and  at  night  the  whole  range  of  mountains  was  covered 
with  the  enemy^s  fires. 

The  corps  of  St.  Cyr  and  Victor,  the  whole  cavalry  of  the  guard,  and  th«  remainder 
of  Vandamme*s  division,  were  the  troops  in  front  of  us. 

About  twelve  this  day,  however  the  enemy  commenced  his  retreat  from  Nollendorf, 

It  is  lieMcved,  they  have  detached  strongly  towards  Komoiatao.  In  consequence 
of  this,  General  RIeinau  has  been  reinforced  by  two  divisions  of  Austrian  light 
troops,  under  the  orders  of  Prince  Licthenstein. 

The  Allies  are  otherwise  posted  as  I  reported  to  you  on  the  loth. 

The  remainder  of  the  Austrians,  detached  towarda  the  Elbe,  are  covering  the 
Aossig  road  upon  our  right. 

Dispatches  have  reached  us  this  day  from  the  Prince  Royal  of  Sweden,  announc- 
ing the  joyful  tidings  of  a  victory  gainedby  tbe  Allies,  under  his  Royal  Highness*s 
command,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Wittenberg. 

Upwards  of  9000  prisoners,  60  guns,  900  tumbrils,  and  40  pieces  of  cannon,  had 
beta  taken.  The  Prussians  are  said  to  have  sustained  the  brunt  of  this  affair,  to 
^ve  lost  many  people,  and  to  have  done  great  honour  to  their  army.  This  was 
issght  npom  the  yth  and  Sth  instant.

Head-Qarter»,  Bomitz,  Sept.  SO,  18 IS.— My  LOB.D,-k^i]fCB  mj  last  report,  dated 
Schwerin  the  4th  iDBtant,  Marshal  Daroatt  cpotinaed  apon  the  river  Stockoitz. 

Having  moved  to  Doinitz>  i  caused  abridge  of  boati  to  be  there  Iniilt  acroaa  the 
Kibe,  with  a  Tete-de-Pont^  in  order  to  pass  the  river  as  soon  as  the  eocay  shovM 
appear  upon  the  left  bank,  although  be  remained  combiped  with  the  Danes,  with 
whom  I  imagined  he  had  ceased  to  co-operate  in  consequence  of  the  late  disjoined 
march  of  the  French  troops  opon  Ratacborgh,  and  of  the  Dmnct  vpon  Lubeck  :  the 
enemy  continued,  contrary  to  my  expectations,  in  a  state  of  ioactiTity  lor  several 
days.  I  consequently  once  more  made  a'  movement  towards  him,  fixing  nj  bead- 
quarters  at  Hagenow  on  the  12th  instaut. 

Bnt  having  been  apprised  by  intercepted  letters  of  Marshal  Dmvoust^s  intention 
to  detach  eight  or  nine  thousand  men,  in  order  to  clear  the  left  l>ank  of  the  Elbe, 
^nd  advaure  towards  Madgeburg,  I  crossed  the  river  at  mid-night,  on  the  I4th  in- 
stant, near  Domitz,  taking  the  troops  nndermy  command,  with  the  exception  of  the- 
Swedes  and  Mecklenburgcrs,  who  remained  in  the  position  of  Gievesroulhen,  and 
the  Hauscatic  Ugion,  which  1  left  with  the  Infantry  of  Lotzow^s  corps  on  the  right 
bank.     On  the  fsth  I  occupied  the  position  of  Jetzel,  near  Daueuberg. 

In  the  mean  time.  Marshal  Davoust  had  detached  the  General  of  division  Pechenx, 
with  the  chief  part  of  his  division,  which  having  passed  the  Elbe,  had  marched 
lipon  Dahlenburg. 

Late  on  the  evening  of  the  ]5th,  1  was  informed  this  force  had  taken  up  the  posi- 
tion of  Gorde. 

On  the  following  morning,  the  i6th,  at  day-break,  I  put  the  troops  in  notion. 
The  enemy  had  occupied  the  heights  iu  frout  of  Gurde,  on  the  Daonenberg  road. 
I  posted  my  troops  in  the  valley,  with  the  view  of  concealing  my  numbers  from  the 
enemy,  as  well  as  there  to  await  his  attack. 

'  Towards  mid-day,  I  received  intelligence  that  he  had  hot  partially  occupied  CSorde, 
and  that  the  main  part  of  his  force  was  between  the  villages  of  Oldendorf  and  Eichsw 
dorf,  a  quarter  of  a  German  mile  in  rear  of  Gorde.  No  time  was  now  to  be  lost  in 
liiaking  the  attack. 

1  caused  the  Hanoverian  infantry,  with  two  batteries,  to  march,  nndcr  the  con* 
maud  of  Major-General  Lyon,  upou  the  great  road  leading  to  His  Majesty^s  Castle 
of  Gorde,  iu  order  to  attack  the  enemy  in  front ;  General  Tettenbom,  Ibrasing  the 
advance  guard,  with  three  regiments  of  Cossacks.  I  directed  at  the  same  tine  sin 
battalions  of  infantry,  one  battery,  and  a  regiment  of  hussars  of  the  Rosaian  Ger- 
man  Legion,  to  move  under  General  Arentschildt,  by  the  forestof  Gorde,  to  tnra 
tbe  enemy^s  right  flank,  and  I  detached  General  Dornberg  upon  the  enemy**  left  to- 
wards Dubbelwald,  at  the  head  of  the  3d  hussars  of  the  Ring's  German  Legion,  the 
hussars  of  Estorf,  one  battery  of  horse  artillery,  and  the  half  of  the  rocket  brigade. 

The  enemy's  outppsts  In  the  wood,  making  little  or  no  resistance,  retired  to  the 
extremity  of  the  forest,  where,  having  pursued  them,  1  found  the  enemj^a  corpa  ftry 
adfantageously  posted  on  a  height  in  front  of  the  Dannenberg  road. 

At  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  our  two  columns  were  seen  advancing  o«t  of  Ibe 
forest,  and  the  enemy  returned  but  feebly  the  fire  of  our  artillery  vith  eigbt  or  tcm 
piteces  of  caanoo. 

Surprised  at  seeing  a  large  body  of  infantry  while  he  imagined  he  bad  oMtely  llgbt 
troops  to  encounter,  the  enemy  began  to  make  a  disposition  for  retiring,  ait  tbc  mo^ 
pent  that  our  battalions  were  forming  fur  the  attack;    It  is  rery  probnbit  be  ««il4 
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hkre  earlier  determined  upon  relreatin|f,  bat  that  General  Pccheux,  the  CoDimandant 
of  this  corps,  wsa  actually  with  the  advanced  posta  in  the  foreet,  at  a  ditlance  from 
bia  position,  where  lie  had  only  time  to  arrive  just  when  onr  troops  were  preparing 
to  form  against  him.  The  enemy's  left  began  to  fall  back— -the  right  stood  fast 
to  cover  its  retreat.  This  6ank  was  formed  upon  the  height  in  three  colamna  of 
battalions,  and  made  the  most  astonishing  resistance,  when  at  half  past  live  o*elo€k 
our  infantry  attacked  two  of  these  columns  on  all  sides. 

The  first  and  second  battalions  of  the  Russian  German  Legion  commenced  a  very 
heavy  fire,  at  the  distance  of  ninety  paces. 

At  the  same  time,  the  column  of  the  Russian  German  Legion  arrived  at  one 
aide,  and  General  Domberg^  with  the  third  hussars  of  the  King's  Gennan  Le- 
gion, appeared  on  the  other.  The  First  Regiment  of  Hussars  of  the  Russian 
German  Legion  charging  the  enemy,  broke  one  of  his  squares.  The  Third  Hos- 
sa'ra  of  the  King's  German  Legion  charged  with  two  squadrons  another  of  these 
squaresi,  which  at  a  little  distance  was  advancing  at  \\\tpas  de  charge.  These  hossani' 
broke  its  ranks,  while  they  in  their  turn  were  assailed,  in  flank  and  rear,  by  the 
enemy*s  artillery  and  infantry,  posted  in  rear  at  some  small  distance.  Forced  to 
drawback  alitlle,  this  regiment,  with  two  more  squadrons,  made  a  second  charge, 
and  soon  after  a  thir«l,  with  an  intrepidity  not  to  be  surpassed. 

Meantime  the  light  infantry  of  the  battalion  of  Bremen,  had  on  its  first  onaet  lost 
its  commandant  Major  Devaux,  and  four  officers.  1  instantly  ordered  a  charge  with 
the  bayonet.  The  battalious  of  Langrehr  and  Bennigscn,  under  the  command  of 
Brigadier  Halket,  carried  it  into  effect  with  great  intrepidity,  forcing  the  enemy  to 
retreat,  who  seeing  no  other  resource  now  remain,  but  that  of  the  moat  desperate 
resistance,  formed  anew  in  retiring,  and  resumed  a  fire.  The  artillery  in  the  in* 
terim,  of  the  Kings  German  Legion,  under  Major  Bruckman,  arrived  on  our  right^ 
and  opened  a  well  directed  cannonade,  seconded  by  the  rocket  brigade,  whose  com- 
mandnnt  had  taken  up  his  ground  close  under  the  fire  of  the  euemy's  infantry. 

At  this  period,  the  greater  part  of  the  enemy^s  squares,  terrified  and  broken  on 
all  sides,  began  to  give  way,  and  fled  in  nil  directions  to  the  neighbouring  heights, 
where  the  general  disorder  soon  communicated  itself  to  those  who  had  l>eeB  placed 
there  to  cover  the  retreat. 

The  attack  and  pursuit  having  been  pushed  as  far  as  Nahrendorf,  the  enemy  saw 
himself  cut  ofi"  from  the  road  to  Dablcnburg,  and  retired  upon  Bleckede,  and  tbe 
ensuing  morning  repassed  the  Elbe  near  Zollenspicker.  General  Pecbeox  having 
lost  his  horses  and  baggage,  was  forced  to  betake  himself  to  flight  on  foot. 

Towards  half-past  seven  in  the  evening,  I  committed  the  pursuit  of  the  flying  ene- 
my to  the  Cossacks,  and  assembled  the  troops,  to  whom  the  darkness  of  the  night 
and  the  unfavourable  nature  of  the  ground,  rendered  the  following  of  the  fugitives 
quite  impossible. 

I  bad  besides  received  information  that  the  enemy  was  advancing  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  river,  in  order  to  dislodge  my  detachment  at  Boitsenburg,  and  to  ap» 
proach  Domits  and  the  bridge  at  the  other  side. 

.  The'corpsof  the  enemy,  over  which  the  troops  under  my  orders  have  bad  so  sig. 
nalixed  a  success,  was  from  five  to  six  thousand  strong,  inclnding  six  hnndred  ca- 
valry, and  ten  pieces  of  artillery.  Their  loss  is  from  fifteen  hundred  to  two  thoa- 
sand  kilted  and  wounded.  Tbenumber  of  prisoners  taken  anMants  to  fifteen  hun- 
dred, among  whom  ts  General  Mielozinsky,  two  Aides-dc-Camp  of  General  PechceSy 
Colonel  Fitz-James,  and  several  other  Officers. 

We  have  taken  eight  pieces  of  srtillery  and  twelve  ammunition  waggons. 
After  the  action.  General  Tettenbom,  with  the  advanced  guard,  occupied  Bice* 
kcde  tad  Lvnebnrg. 
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I  am  Mtirely  satisfied  with  the  brarery  of  tlio  trtMtpii,  aad  I  mm  p«rt«r«larif  »- 
ddbted  to  Major-Genf-ral  Lyon,  who  has  nhewn  upon  tfiis  occasion,  tlw  activity  aad 
intrcfSldity  ao  well  acknowledged  in  him  ;  as  also  to  Brifradters  Halliet  aad  Martim, 
aad  to  Major  Bmckinaa. 

The  ba1t«rNHis  of  Lan]p>ehr  and  Bcnnigsen  distinsrnished  Ihcrmselres  bifhVy. 

General  Doniherf  led  on  the  caralry  with  all  the  spirit  and  ▼iTcctty  so  cbsne- 
teristic  of  that  officer.  ^ 

I  cannot  svlBctently  comaend  the  bravery  of  the  3d  refiooent  of  Hntsm  of  the 
King^s  German  legion,  so  conspicuous  in  their  repeated  charges,  bended  liy  tlieir 
OnBmnoder  Major  Rnper  ;  as  likewise  that  of  the  1st  Hossats  of  the  Rwsaiaa  Ger- 
man legion  oo  the  eiiemy*B  squares,  i  lament  that  the  glory  which  tbe  Urst  of  tfaeie 
regimenta  has  gained  is  acquirtM  with  so  considerable  a  Iocs.  I  should  be  glad  that 
the  Btteotioti  of  bts  Ro3ral  Highnerp  the  Prince  Regent  should  be  drsva  ape*  the 
conduct  of  Major  Kuper,  in  command  of  this  regiment,  at  the  head  of  which  Us 
gallantry  was  so  rery  conspicnoos. 

I  cannot  omit  to  mention  the  services  I  have  on  this  occaaloo  recctrrd  from  my 
Adjntant.General,  Lientenant-Colonel  Dc  Berger,  and  myQnarter-Master-General, 
Lient'Col.  Clansewiti.  I  have  also  experienced  the  greatest  assistance  from  mj 
personal  staff.  Captain  de  Grabbe^  an  officer  of  the  Russian  guard,  I  have  ibnnd 
extremely  noeful,  as  also  Lieutenant-Colonel  Count  Ferdinand  Kielmanscgge.  I 
am  much  indebted  to  Lieutenant  General  Count  Louis  Kielmansegge,  f^r  the  ss- 
•Istance  he  has  rendered  me  on  all  occasions.  ^ 

I  beg  in  this  place  to  draw  the  attention  of  your  Lordship  to  a  very  brilliant  aflliir. 
Count  Frederick  Kielmanscgge,  Colonel  of  a  corps  of  chasseurs,  had  aome  weeks 
since  with  tbe  French,  and  which  I  have  not  had  an  opportunity  of  mentioning 
hitherto.  It  was  in  consequence  of  this  affair,  wherein  the  French  luat  upwards  tf 
a  hundred  and  fifty  prisoners,  that  we  were  already  in  possession  of  Danncnbetg, 
and^its  vicinity,  and  found  our  light  troops  there  on  tbe  arrival  of  onr  main  body. 

The  loss  sustained  by  the  corps  under  my  command  amounts  to  merely  five  hun- 
dred men  killed  and  wounded  ;  among  the  former  are  Major  De  Vuua,  Captain 
Hugo,  and  Comet  Cramer,  besides  two  Officers  of  the  Russian  German  legion  Tbe 
Cossacks,  under  General  Tettenbom,  on  the  following  day,  advanced  na  frraa  Har* 
bnrg,  and  cutting  oflT  all  tbe  communications  of  Marshal  DavonsI,  he  will  be  nadrr 
tlie necessity  of  detaching  another  force  to  establish  them. 

It  Is  the  consideration  of  the  enemy*s  great  superiority  t)iat  nione  rcatraina  aw 
from  gratifying  my  moatamcions  wish  by  at  once  nttacking  him  nn  the  Steckallt. 
On  the  17th,  the  enemy  having  pushed  his  advanced  guard  from  Mollen  towards 
Wlttenbnrgh,  on  the  road  to  Schwerin,  gave  me  canse  to  «^rthen4  an  offirasivt 
movement  on  the  other  bank,  whence  I  had  taken  the  tcoopa  for  thia  cnpcdHian. 
My  end  being  attained,  I  therefore  resolved  to  repass  to  theoppoeiteaMe»Midnccdrd- 
iligly,  I  have  cvtablished  my  head-qnirtera  at  Domits,  #ith  a  view  to  he  inicndi- 
•cia  to  acton  both  aidca  of  the  £lbe,  as  the  enemy  may  afford  ae  an  eypartnnity.

Street^  October  6,  1813.— Dispatchbs,  of  which  the  following  are  esr 
tr«ctt|  haf  c  ketw  this  day  received  at  Earl  Batburflt^a  Office,  addresaed  to  bia  Lord* 
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•)iip  by  Ficlil-Marsbsl  Ihc  Marqueis  of  WelliDgtoD,  dated  Leaiica,  19U1  and  97^^ 
September  1813. 

NoTBiNG  of  importance  ban  occurred  since  I  addreawd  jour  Lordahip  oa  the 
lOtb  instant,  iu  the  positions  of  the  army. 

The  garrison  of  Pamplona  having  made  several  aortiea  during  the  blockadr,  ia 
mil  of  which  they  were  repulsed  with  loss,  made  one  in  conaidenible  force  oa  Ibt 
,10tb,  possibly  with  a  view  to  reconnoitre  the  force  by  which  the  blockade  was 
maintained,  but  they  were  immediately  driven  in.  Mariscal  de  Campo  Doa  Carlos 
d^£spana,  who  commands  the  blockade,  waa  unfortunately  wounded,  Init  ia  still  able 
to  exercise  his  command  \  and  he  haa  reported  most  favourably  of  the  officera  and 
troops  employed  under  his  commaad  on  this  occasion. 


Lezacoy  September  S7,  1813.— I  Have  the  boaoor  to  eacloae  tbe  copy  of  a  dis- 
patch  of  the  isth  and  17th  instant,  which  1  have  received  from  Licatenaat-Geaeral 
Lord  William  Bcntinck,  from  which  it  appears  that  his  advanced  guard,  under  G»> 
lonel  Adam,  was  attacked  by  a  considerable  force  of  the  enemy,  on  the  night  of  the 
12th  instant,  in  the  pass  of  Ordal,  and  that  they  were  obliged  to  retire  with  the 
loss  of  four  pieces  of  artillery.  I  hope  that  the  loss  of  men  has  not  been  oia« 
siderable  j  but  I  have  not  received  the  returns  of  that  sustained  by  the  corps  en- 
gaged on  this  occasion. 

It  gives  me  grent  satisfaction  to  report,  that  the  Spanish  troops  engaged,  via.  the 
regiments  of  Badajoz,Tiradore8  de  Cadiz,  and  Voluntarioa  de  Aragon,  being  a  bri- 
gade of  infantry  belonging  to  General  Sarsfield's  division  of  the  second  army,  be" 
haved  remarkably  well,  as  well  as  the  3d  battalion  97th  regiment,  the  Calabreia 
light  infantry,  and  the  rifle  companies  of  the  4th  line  battalion  King^s  German  le- 
gion, and  of  De  Roll's  regiment.  In  consequence  of  this  event,  Lienlenant-Geaeral 
Lord  William  Bentinck  retired  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Tarragona,  and  the  enemy 
have,  I  understand,  again  recrossed  the  Lobregat. 

Nothing  extraordinary  haa  occurred  in  front  of  tbe  army  under  ray  immediate 
Command.  > 

Extract  of  a  Dispatch  from  Lieutenant-General  Lord  William  Bentinck,  K.  B. 
to  Field-Marshal  the  Marquess  of  Wellington,  K.  G.  dated  Tarragona,  the  I6th  and 
17th  September  1813. 

According  to  the  intention  expressed  in  my  letter  of  the  s7thof  Aagasti  the 
army  moved  forward,  and  arrived  at  Villa  Franca  on  the  5th  September.  All  the 
intelligence  continued  to  corroborate  tbe  departure  of  a  considerable  part  of  Sachet's 
force  to  France.  It  was  only  on  the  d7tb  that  doubts  began  to  be  catertaiaed 
af  the  truth  of  this  fact.  It  appears  that  great  detachments  had  been  OMde  vith coo- 
Toys  going  to  France,  who  returned  with  otbera  of  aalt  meat  and  ammuailioa  ^ 
and  as  far  as  I  can  learn^  not  above  three  tbooaa^d  men  have  left  Catalonia.  The 
public  had  been  deceived  by  the  removal  of  tbeoflicers  of  all  tbe  Spaniah  cmploy^t 
and  hy  the  preparations  made  for  the  defence  and  aapply  of  Barceloaa. 

The  French  force  had  been  hitherto  dispersed  on  tbe  Lobr^at,  at  Sabaddl,  aad 
about  Barcelona. 

On  the  nth  the  en<^my  united  about  twelve  thousand  men  at  MoKao  de  Rey, 
all  his  disposable. forces  from  the  Amplndao,  aad  tbe  garrlaona  bad  arrhred  at  Bar- 
celona, and  every  thing  appeared  to  Indicate  a  general  flMTeoietit. 

The  British  army  were  posted  at  Villa  Franca,  aad  ia  tbe  vUlagea  ia  ita  firoat,  a» 
fkr  as  the  mountains  on  the  Lobregat.  Tlie  paaa  of  Ordal,  over  which  paaara  ikr 
great  road,  was  occupied  by  the  advance  of  the  araiyy  under  Colonel  'Adaas,  aad 
three  battalions  of  General  Sarsfield^s  division.  The  paaa  waa  Ycry  atroag ,  aad  i 
had  no  apprehenaiottf  af  its  being  forced.    Tbe  probable  liac  af  Attach,  aa  hdim# 
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«^tMB  one,  WM  by    turning  owr  Uti  by  Martorell   and  Sna  Sndnrni,    wbcr«' 
«rnft  potted  the  firat  artty. 

I  had  not  nnmbert  equal  to  thoie  which  the  French  could  bring  agatnaC-me;  I 
liad  been  obliged  to  leave  the  dirition  of  General  Whiltingham  at  Rena  and  Vala, 
IVomthe  w^nt  of  proritiooa  and  meana  of  transport.  The  divition  of  General  Sanu  r 
field  waialto  without  tabsiitence,  but  in  order  not  to  retire  entirely  to  the  rear,  or 
to  be  unprepared  to  take  advantage  of  any  fivourable  circumttancea,  1  took  upon 
mytelf  to  anticipate  the  supplies  which  I  knew  were  coming  from  General  Elio, 
avd  which  I  could  command  from  being  embarked  in  British  transports.  I  doubted 
tKe  intention  of  the  enemy  to  advance,  but  if  he  did,  the  strong  post  in  my  front, 
AT  the  detour  by  Martorell,  if  coming  by  that  road,  would  give  me  ample  time  to- 
retreat  in  jecurity. 

On  the  isth,  however,  at  midnight  the  enemy  attacked  (he  pass  of  Ordal,  and* 
cnrried  it,  after  an  obstinate  resistance,  by  great  superiority  in  numbers.    The 
corps  were  obliged  to  save  themselves  in  the  mountains,  and  two  six  pounders  wiih 
two  mountain  guns,  unfortunately  fell  into  the  enemy^s  hands.     The  only  consols* 
tioD  I  have  to  offer,  is  the  bravery  both  of  British  and  Spaniarda  ;  of  the  steadiness 
and  gallantry  of  the  latter,  every  British  officer  present   speaks  in  terms  of  the . 
liighest  admiration.     I    am   sorry  to  say    that  Colonel    Adam  has  been  severely 
wounded,  as  well  as  Lieutenant-Colonel  Reeves,  and  several  other  valuable  officcra 
of  the  9d  battalion  of  the  97th  regiment.    The  Calabrese  did  not  suffer  materially.         --Ji^ 
I  can  give  no  exact  return  of  our  loss,  but  I  hope  it   will  eventually  not  be  con* 
■idereble  ;  I  have  heard  of  two  thousand  men  having  joined  Colonel  Manzo,  near 
SanSadurni,  among  whom  are  two  hundred  of  our  own  troops,  and  grea^  numbers 
have  already  joined  from  different  parts  of  the  coast,  and  are  hourly  coming  in*- 
I  immediately  put  the  army  in  retreat ;  the  eneray*s  dragoona  and  cuirassiers  pressed 
closely  upon  nt,  but  they  were  so  gallantly  charged,  thoagh  in  very  superior  uum* 
Iwrs,  by  our  own  cavalry,  that  about  mid-day  they  gave  up  the  pursuit. 

I  am  much  indebted  to  Colonel  Lord  Frederick  Bentinck,  for  I  he  judgment  and 
spirit  with  which  he  directed  the  operations  of  his  brigade.  The  soth  dragoons, 
commanded  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hawker;  Ihe  Brunswick  hussars,  by  Lieutenant. 
Colonel  Schraeder,  and  the  Sicilian  cavalry,  by  Captain  S^gapede,  very  much  dis. 
tinguisbed  themselves.  The  army  made  their  retreat  without  any  loss  to  Vendrells, 
from  whence  it  marched  again  the  same  night  to  Alafiella,  and  yesterday  evening 
took  np  its  ground  in  front  of  this  town. 

September  17th.— I  enclose  the  reports  of  the  different  officers  commanding  corps, 
and  the  artillery  of  the  affair  of  Ordal,  for  yobr  Lordfihip^s  information. 

September  17th,  Nine  P.  M.— I  have  just  received  intelligence,  that  the  enemy 
loft  Villa  Franca  this  morning,  and  have  returned  to  Molino  de  Rey  ob  the  Llobre. 
gat.     I  enclose  a  list  of  the  killed  and  wounded. 


Tarragonoy  Stptember  IS,  l813.-v>>Mv  LORD,— -I  HAV£  the  honour  to  inform  you, 
fbat  about  eleven  o^clock  on  the  evening  of  the  I2th,  the  enemy  attacked  the  pic- 
i|nets,  posted  in  front  of  the  position  of  Ordal.  The  Calabrian  free  corps  had  been 
|Nreviously  moved  from  the  hill,  on  the  left  of  the  position,  to  occupy  the  ground 
more  to  its  right,  on  which  is  the  ruin  of  an  old  fort.  At  twelve  the  enemy  at-- 
tempted  to  force  the  pass  ;  the  time  of  night  made  it  impossible  to  ascertain  pre- 
cisely what  were  the  enemy^s  intentions,  or  to  discover  the  extent  of  his  force  ;  the 
ottack  on  the  left  of  the  road  was  resisted  with  great  gallantry,  and  the  enemy  were 
repeatedly  driven  back  by  the  Spanish  troops,  which  had  occupied  the  ground  be-  , 
tivccn  the  road  and  the  place  on  which  i  was  posted;  the  principal  force  of  the 
#p«py  was  directed  against  the  right  of  the  position.    About  two,  o*clock|  Captaii^

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BaroD  Gumaiu  reported  to  me,  that  Colonel  Adam  aud  Lieoteaant-Coloae]  Recfcf 
were  both  wounded,  that  the  cuciny  were  gaining  ground,  aod  orerpowcriDg  \ht, 
troops  on  the  right.  I  advanced  wHh  the  CalabriauK,  and  attacked  the  left  of 
the  enemy^s  colnmn.  The  enemy  had  already  succeeded  in  taming  the  right  of 
the  position,  and  the  troops  thai  had  defended  that  flank  were  obliged  to  retiie; 
I  therefore  detifrmined  to  fall  back,  keeping  the  hills  on  the  left  of  the  rood. 

At  daylight  I  sent  a  patrole  into  the  ralley  of  Sao  Sadorni ;  and,  in  conscqaeace 
of  the  information  that  the  town  of  San  Sadurni  was  occupied  by  Spaaish  truopi, 
I  marched  with  theiuteation  of  rejuining  the  army  by  the  road  leading  from  thence 
to  Villa  Franca  :  after  crossing  the  river  which  was  in  front  of  the  town,  1  was  au 
tacked  by  a  considerable  column  of  the  enemy,  both  infantry  and  cavalry,  and 
forced  back  towards  the  Barcelona  road.  I  succeeded  in  crossing  the  n:ain  road 
nnperceired  by  the  enemy,  and  from  thence  proceeded  in  the  direction  of  Sedgvs, 
in  the  hope  that  the  enemy  had  not  occupied  that  place,  and  that  I  ahovid  be  able 
to  embark  the  corps 'there,  or  at  Villa  Nueva,  which  I  have  I  he*  satisfaction  to  re- 
port was  effected  at  the  former  ptace,  during  the  iiight  of  the  ]3tb. 

I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  Lordship  the  reports  of  the  attack  on  the 
right  of  the  position,  which  I  have  received  from  Captain  Miiller,  comniaadiag  De 
RolTs  rifle  company,  and  from  Captain  VValdmn,  who  commauded  the  3d  botlalion 
of  the  27th  regiment,  after  Lieutenant-Colonel  Reeves  and  Captain  Mills  bad  beca 
wounded.

Lieutenant-General  Lord  IVilliam  Bentincky  S^c.  ^c.  SfC, 

Tarnifrona,  September  15,  1813.«-Sir,«—Agrbeablt  to  yonr  directions,  I  beg 
leave  to  report  to  you  the  following  occurrences,  which  took  place  on  the  night  of 
%he  12th  instant. 

The  enemy  attacked  the  position  of  Ordal  at  aliont  midnight.  I  defended  an 
old  work,  which  commanded  the  main  road,  with  the  rifle  companies  of  De  Roirs* 
re<>irocnt,  apd  that  of  the  4th  bat.  Ring's  German  legion,  besides  two  companies 
of  the  27th  regiment.  We  resisted  a  considerable  time  the  repeated  attacks  of  the 
enemy  -,  but  our  ranks  being  at  last  ranch  thinned,  while  the  attacks  of  the  cneHiy  ha- 
came  more  and  more  impetuous,  we  were  at  last  driven  from  the  old  redoubt.  1  ral- 
lied the  troops  about  sixty  paces  in  rear  of  it,  behind  some  old  rnins,  from  which 
place  we  succeeded  twice  to  retake  the  higher  part  of  our  old  positioQ,  attacking,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Spanish  brigade,  which  was  close  on  our  left,  and  whicb 
fought  and  charged  with  the  greatest  intrepidity. 

We  hnd  fought  for  ahont  an  hour  and  half  on  t^iese  spots,  when  Boron  Gnmaiaa 
came  up,  and  informed  me  that  I  was  to  give  directions  to  our  troops  there,  aa  Colo- 
nels Adam  and  Reeves  were  wounded.     I  immediately  proceeded  to  the  right,  whert 
the  27th  icgiment  was  posted,  and  desired  some  of  my  party  to  fallow  ma.     I  had 
scarcely  joined  them,  when  I  was  informed,  that  the  enemy  were  turning  our  right 
flank  :    I  occasioned  this  to  be  reinforced,  but  it  was  in  vain  they  attcaaptcd  to 
withstand  any  longer,  the  enemy  continuing  to  gain  ground.    At  the  aame  voaent  . 
I  saw  the  Spanish  brigade  on  ourieft  retiring ;  there  was  not  a  moment  to  be  lest^ 
and  I  ordered  the  27th  regiment  to  retire.     We  gained  the  main  road,  lor  the  pur- 
pose of  arriving  at  a  hill,  in  rear  of  the  first  position,  before  the  enemy  coold  get 
possession  of  it :  in  this  we  succeeded.    We  continued  our  retreat,  keepiiif  doae 
to  the  right  of  the  main  load,  during  the  whole  night,  meeting  at  acieial  timet 
parties  of  the  enemy  on  all  sides.    I  was  in  hopes  that  by  daylight  tbe  profrem  of 
the  latter  would  be  stopped,  and  offer  me  the  means  of  joining  tomo  of  our  tioopa  ; 
but  being  disappointed  in  this,  I  gained  by  that  time  tbe  higfter  part  of  tfco  woods, 
and  was  not  discorered  by  the  enemy  till  I  had  gamed  tbe  fillaie  of 
i^et  bis  attempt  to  ptcttal  out  Tetteat  ^a»  ftuiileM. 
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Oar  mtrch  w«»  of  the  most  fali^ttias^  nature  that  can  he  imafrtned  ;  many  lAetit 
wcMpn  out  by  fatif^ae,  remained  behind,  so  that  tl»e  party  with  which  I  joined  the 
Urat  diriaion  (by  about  two  o'clock  in  the  afteraoon),  comisted  only  of  about 
•cventy  men  ;  bot  I  can  assert,  that  a  great  number  are  ttill  in  the  woods,  and  will 
be  able  to  join. 

I  have  omitted  to  say,  that  the  artillery  under  Captain  Arabtn  had  been  ordered 
to  retire  nbnut  half  an  hour  before  the  position  was  forced,  and  previous  to  my'ane- 
ceediiig  to  the  command.  The  guns  have  been  overtaken  by  the  enemy's  cavalry 
nearVeuta  dcOrdal.  (Signed)  N.  MULLER,  Capt.  De  RoHV

T\trragonay  September  IS,  1813. — Sir,— ON  the  night  of  the  uth  instant,  about 
twelve  o'clock,  the  enemy,  in  great  force,  attacked  the  position  of  the  9d  battalion 
S7th  regiment  at  Ordal  ^  and  shortly  after,  Lieut.-Col  .Reeves  and  Captain  Millf 
being  wounded,  the  command  of  the  battalion  devolved  upon  me.  At  this  time 
the  fire  from  the  enemy's  sharp-shooters  was  extremely  heavy,  as  well  as  that  of 
his  artillery,  under  cover  of  which  heavy  columns  of  infantry  were  advancing  upon 
my  front  and  upon  my  right  flank.  Notwithstahdiug  the  inferiority  of  my  force, 
nod  the  loss  already  sustained,  1  was  determined  to  keep  my  ground  as  long  at 
possible,  more  especially  when  I  witnessed  the  gallant,  brave^  and  determined  con- 
duct of  the  Spanish  troops  on  my  left,  who  charged  with  the  bayonet  three  timet} 
and  forced  the  enemy  to  retire  with  great  loss. 

I  continued  to  maintain  the  positions  for  an  hour  and  three  quarters,  exposed  lo 
an  incessant  fire  along  my  front,  the  enemy's  light  troops  on  my  right  flank,  nqd 
even  in  rear  of  it.  I  did  not  think  of  falling  back,  until  I  saw  the  gallant  Spa- 
niards overpowered  by  numbers  and  almost  destroyed.  My  left  being  thus  ttB« 
covered,  I  conceived  it  my  duty  to  save  as  many  as  Ixonld  collect  of  the  battalion 
and  accordingly  I  retired,  with  five  officers,  eight  Serjeants,  and  sixty-six  rank  and 
file,  under  a  heavy  fire,  and  folliwed  by  the  enemy's  cavalry. 

I  beg  leave  to  state,  that  nothing  could  exceed  the  brave  determined  conduct  of 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  sd  battalion  27th  regiment;  and  f  feel  it  justice  to 
mention  the  good  conduct  of  Lieutenant  Felix,  of  the  royal  marioesy  attached  to 
the  battalion. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  to  add,  that  many  of  the  brave  men,  who  were  nnaroM. 
ably  dispersed  during  the  action,  have  since  joined  ;  and  I  trust  our  lots  altogether 
will  not  exceed  two  hundred  men.

Tarragona^  September  17,  1813.— Sir,— AS  the  official  reports  made  to  the. 
Commander  of  the  Forces,  by  the  different  officers  upon  whom  the  command  of 
the  advance  devolved,  at  the  attack  of  the  heights  of  Ordal,  on  the  night  of  the  I9tk 
instant,  cannot,  owing  to  the  circumstances  in  which  the  troops  were  placed  after 
the  heights  were  carried  by  the  enemy,  detail  the  particulars  attending  the  loss  of 
the  brigade  of  guns  under  my  command,  I  feci  it  necessary  to  state  them  to  you, 
in  order  that  yon  may  be  enabled  to  prevent  any  unfavourable  impression  from 

'being  received  at  the  head-quarters  of  our  corps,  which  could  only  occur  in  cen- 
sequenceof  the  circumstances  not  being  rightly  understood. 

I  feel  confident  that  the  Commander  of  the  Forces,  as  well  as  every  officer 
in  this  army,  are  convinced  of  the  impracticability  of  bringing  off  the  gona,  ited 

'will  do  me  justice  in  their  own  minds:  nevertheless  should  yon  deem  it  necessary 
to  shew  this  Utter  to  hit  Excellchcy  to  whom  I  hare  already  had  the  honOnr  of  n- 
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porting  the  business  yefbally),  you  treat  liberty  to  do  so.  Sbortfj  after  the 
commenced  Colonel  Adam  was  severely  wounded  and  obliged  to  quit  tbe  ficM,  tbc 
command  tben  devolved  upon  Lieutenant-Colonel  Reefret,  wlio  percctviag  tiMl 
.tl\e  enemy  was  gaining  ground  on  all  sides,  gave  me  ordera  to  retire  with  tbc 
guns  :  I  accordiii<;ly  withdrew  them  aboat  one  hundred  yards,  when  perceiviag  that 
the  Spanish  troops  who  had  given  way  on  the  left  of  the  road,  had  rallkd  aad  re- 
turned to  the  charge,  1  hailed  the  guns,  being  fearful  of  tbe  effect  their  rctrctf 
might  have  on  the  minds  of  the  soldiers. 

Previous  to  this  period,  Lieutenant- Colonel  Reeves  had  gone  to  the  rear,  ■•- 
vci'cly  wounded  •,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Carey  (the  next  ia  command)  waa  patted  w 
far  to  the  left,  that  I  could  receive  no  orders  from  him  ;  all  the  other  ofliccra  wh« 
were  senior  to  me,  were  either  wounded,  or  at  ao great  a  dibtaaceythat  I  waa  ohiigci 
to  art  entirely  from  my  own  judgment ;  but  I  waa  supported  in  my  opiaioa  ef 
the  propriety  of  halting  the  guns,  by  Brigade-Mijor  Holosea  and  Captain  Wal- 
drun,  of  the  27th  regiment,  who  agreed  with  me  in  thinking  it  wm  altaolately  ne- 
cessary to  remain  onthe  ground,  and  again  to  bring  the  gnns  up  to  tbe  support  af 
the  Spaniards,  should  they  be  so  fortunate  a»  tbe  repulse  tbe  enemy.  Bnt  the 
numhiTH  of  tbe  enemy,  who  continued  to  bring  forward  freab  troopa,  at  bttt  pre- 
vailed,  and  the  infantry  (British  and  Spanish)  were,  after  a  moat  determined  aad 
•  obstinate  resistance,  obliged  to  withdraw  from  the  heighta,  and  to  retire  throngh 
.  the  monntains  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  road.  1  then  commenced  retrcatiag 
with  the  guns,  covered  by  about  fifty  cavalry  (Spaniards),  and  an  officer  aadtwelft 
men  of  the  37th.  In  about  half  ao  hour  tbe  4th  bnssara  came  np  with  as,  and, 
attacking  tbe  coverii^g  party  of  dragoons,  obliged  them  to  retreat  with  ao  mnrh 
precipitation,  that,  in  the  confusion  which  tbey  occasioned  by  galloping  pait  tha 
guns  on  a  canaeway,  it  was  impossible  to  nnlimber ;  and  the  French  cnralry  IbU 
lowed  them  up  so  closely,  that  1  found  we  were  sorroundedy  e? en  befbte  1  knew 
ilie  cause  of  this  sudden  movement  of  the  Spaniards. 

The  enemy  guarded  their  prisoners  badly;  it  being  night  I  bad  myself  the  good 
fortune  to  escape  by  riding  on  with  the  French  hussars,  who  continued  their  pur- 
suit of  the  Spaniards,  after  they  bad  placed  a  guard  over  the  guns  \  and  1  have  the 
aatisfaction  to  add,  that  the  greater  part  of  tbe  non-commissioned  officcra  aad 
gunners  have  effected  their  escape  into  the  mountains  and  have  joined  the  army, 
with  the  different  detachments  of  infantry  which  have  been  conttantiy  coming  is 
•iuce  the  night  of  the  action. 

Previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  retreat,  I  had  been  informed  by  Colonel 
Teros.  commanding  the  Spanish  troops,  that  tbe  infantry  were  retiring  along  the 
road  in  rear  of  the  guns.  The  \try  sudden  movement  of  the  French  catalry 
was  therefore  entirely  unexpected  on  my  part ;  as  I  supposed  1  thonld  alvaya 
have  bad  ample  notice  of  sncb  an  event  from  the  rear.

Jtvrte-GuarJt,  October  7,  1813.— Whereas  considerable  inconvenience  bavin|^ 
been  found  to  attend  the  increased  number  of  medals,  that  have  been  issued  in  com* 
memoratioo  of  the  brilliant  and  distinguished  events  in  which  the  success  of  hia 
Migesty^s  arms  has  received  the  royal  approbation,  the  Prince  Regent  has  been 
pleased  to  command  in  the  name  and  ou  the  behalf  of  his  Majesty,  that  the  following 
regulations  shall  b^  adopted,  in  the  grant  and  circulation  of  such  marks  of  distinc- 
tion s  vis.

Chippatcoy  July  19,  1813^— Si R, —I  H AVE  the  honour  to  report  to  you,  for  the 
infurmaiion  of  Majur-General  De  RottenburiCy  that  the  detachment  under  the  com* 
mafid  of  Licutenaot-Colonel  Bisshopp,  consisting  of  a  detachment  of  royal  artillery^ 
under  Lieutenant  Armstrong^  forty  of  the  King^s  regiment,  uoder  Lieutenant  Bars. 
tow,  due  hundred  of  the  4l8t,  under  Captain  Saunders,  forty  of  the  49th,  under 
Lieuteuant  Fits  Gibbons,  and  about  forty  of  the  8d  and  3d  Lincoln  militia,  embarked 
at  two  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  1  ith  insUnt,  to  attack  the  enemy *s  butteries  at 
Black  Rock. 

The  detachment  landed  half  an  hour  before  day-light,  without  being  perceived, 
mud  immediately  proceeded  to  attack  the  batteries,  which  they  carried  with  little  op- 
position ;  the  enemy  heard  the  firing  at  their  advanced  posts,  and  immcdiattly  re* 
treated  with  great  precipitation  to  Buffalo. 

The  block.bouse,  barracks,  and  navy  vard,  with  one  large  schooner,  were  burnt, 
afed  such  of  the  public  stores  as  could  be  got  off  were  taken  possession  of  and  caiw 
ried  across  the  river  by  the  troops  :  before  the  whole  of  the  stores  were  taken  away, 
the  enemy  advanced,  having  been  reinforced  by  a  considerable  body  of  Indians, 
whom  they  posted  in  the  woods  on  .their  flanks  and  in  their  advauce ;  they  were  gal- 
laatly  opposed  by  the  whole  of  the  troops,  but  finding  the  Indians  could  not  be  driven 
from  the  adjoining  woods  without  our  sustaining  a  very  great  loss,  it  was  deemed 
prudent  to  retreat  to  the  boats,  and  tMe  troops  recrossed  the  river  under  a  very 
heavy  fire. 

I  am  extremely  sorry  to  add,  Lieu  tenant -Colonel  Bisshopp  fell,  severely  wounded, 
on  our  retreat  to  the  boats  :  fortunately  the  detachment  did  not  suffer  by  it,  every 
thing  having  been  arranged  and  completed  previous  to  his  receiving  his  wounds. 

Inclosed  are  the  returns  of  the  killed,  wounded,  and  missing,  with  the  exceptioa 
•f  those  of  the  49th  regiment  and  militia,  which  have  not  yet  been  received.

On  the  ist  inst.  the  squadruo  entered  the  Quamier  Chan* 
nel,  and  on  the  9d,  in  the  evening,  anchored  about  four  miles  from  Fitime,  wblclt 
araa  defended  by  four  batteries,  mounting  fifteen  heavy  guns.  On  the  3d,  in  the 
morifing,  the  ships  named  in  the  margin  *  weighed,  with  a  light  breeta  from  th« 
8.  W  with  th^  intention  of  attacking  the  aea  line  of  batteries,  (for  which  the  arrange- 
ment had  been  previously  made  and  communicated)  leaving  a  detachment  of  boat# 
aad  mariaet  with  the  Haughty,  to  storm  the  battery  at  the  Mole  Head,  as  soon  aa 
tbe  guna  were  silenced ;  but  the  wind  very  light,  shitting  to  the  8.  E.  with  current 
firom  the  river,  broke  the  sbipa  off,  and  tbe  Eagle  could  only  fetch  the  second  bat« 
tcry,  oppoaite  to  which  the  anchored.  The  enemy  could  not  ttand  the  wHI-di" 
ftctcd  Are  of  that  ship.Thia  being  communicated  by  telegraph,  I  made  the  signal- 
tn  ttorm,  when  Captain  Rowley,  leading  in  hit  gig  the  first  detachment  of  marines^ 
took  potaesslon  of  the  fort,  and  hoisted  the  King's  colours,  whilst  Captain  Hoste, 
with  the  asarines  of  the  Milford,  took  and  spiked  the  guns  of  the  first  battery,  whiclr 
waa  under  tbe  Are  of  the  Milford  and  Bacchante,  and  early  evacuated.  Capt.  Rowley 
leaving  a  perfy  of  seamen  to  turn  the  guns  of  the  second  Irattery  against  the  others, 
without  losing  time,  boldly  dashed  on  through  the  town,  although  annoyed  by  tha 
enemy's  musqoetry  from  the  windows  of  the  houses,  and  a  field-piece  placed  in  the 
centre  of  the  great  street;  but  tbe  marines,  headed  by  Lieutenants  Lloyd  and  Ne- 
pcan,  and  the  seamen  of  tbe  boats,  proceeded  with  tuch  firmnett,  that  the  enemy 
retreated  before  them,  drawing  the  field  piece  until  they  came  to  the  tquare,  where 
tlwy  nmde  a  stand,  taking  post  in  a  large  house.  At  this  lime,  the  boats  with  their 
carvnoades,  under  Captain  Markland,  opened  against  the  gable  end  of  It  with  such- 
effect,  that  the  enemy  gave  way  at  all  points,  and  I  was  gratified  at  teeing  them' 
foraake  tbe  town  in  every  direction.     Captain  Hotte,  with  bit  diviaiottj  followed'

and  man  of  the  garritoo  having  run  away.  Considering  the  nwnber  of  troopa  la  thi 
town,  above  three  hundred  and  fifty,  beaidei  nativea,  onr  loaa  baa  bccatriftiag; 
one  marine  of  the  Eagle,  killed;  Lieatenant  Lloyd,  and  five  teamen  aad  aMtfiaes, 
wounded.  Nothing  coald  exceed  the  spirit  and  dispotitioa  maaiffeatcd  by  cvciy 
captain,  officer,  seaman,  and  marine,  in  Ihe  squadroa.  Although  the  tova  was

BOOK  III. 
f  Concluded  from  page  562.J 

On  the  morrow,  parliameQi  issued  a  declaration  strongly  in  fayour  of 
the  prince.  Some  days  after  the  latter  meeting  the  coadjutor  at  the  head 
of  a  procession,  alighted  from  his  carriage,  and  threw  himself  on  his  knees 
to  receive  his  benediction.  The  great  always  gain  popularity  by  these 
external  demonstrations  of  devotion  :  the  prelate,  without  betraying 
embarrassment,  bestowed  his  benediction  on  the  prince ;  but  this  singular 
scene,  after  that  which  had  passed  at  the  Palais-Royal,  reminded  the  po- 
pulace of  the  violence  the  coadjutor  had  committed;  they  loaded  him 
with  insults,  and  would  have  proceeded  to  greater  lengths,  had  not  the 
prince  sent  his  attendants  to  the  assistance  of  the  prelate. 

Louis  XIV.  had  attained  the  age  of  majority ;  Conde  receiving  inti- 
mation that  he  would  be  arrested  if  he  assisted  at  the  ceremony,  whichj^ 
OD  that  occasion  was  to  take  place,  did  not  think  proper  to  attend,  and 
retired  to  the  estate  of  Trie,  belonging  to  the  duke  de  Longueville.  He 
endeavoured  to  draw  that  nobleman  into  his  party,  as  the  whole  of  Nor« 
mandy,  in  that  case,  would  declare  in  his  favor;  but  the  duke  refused  to 
join  his  faction,  less  from  a  sense  of  duty  than  from  personal  interest. 
The  court  made  an  attempt  to  secure  the  person  of  Conde  as  he  was  on 
the  road  to  Pontoise ;  but  the  prince  had  the  good  fortune  to  escape 
this  ambuscade.  It  was  here  that  Conde,  a  prey  to  his  reflections, 
withheld  by  the  recollection  of  his  past  victories,  grieved  to  quit  the  re- 
sidence of  Chantilly,  to  which  he  was  attached,  still  more  afflicted  to 
leave  the  dutchess  de  Chatillon,  and  wavering  between  loyalty  and  re- 
ligion, was  offered  the  throne  of  Naples ;  but  he  was  not  dazzled  by  the 
offer.    Without  making  a  merit  of  this  sacrifice^  M  wrote  to  the  duke 
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l)' Orleans  to  propose  terms  of  accom  modal  ion  ;  but  they  were  rejected 
by  the  queen,  who  then  admitted  Mole,  Chateauneuf^  and  laVieoTille, 
the  most  determined  enemies  of  Conde,  into  the  ministry,  and  ordered 
the  duke  D'Aumoutto  cut  the  corps  of  troops  belonging  to  the  prince 
in  pieces.  This  corps,  however,  was  saved  by  a  moat  skilful  manceone 
of  Tavannes,  and  conducted  by  that  officer  to  Stenai ;  but  the  violent 
measures  of  the  queen,  and  the  sanguinary  orders  the  bad  issued,  weM 
the  true  beginning  of  the  civil  war. 

The  conduct  of  the  prince,  on  this  occasion,  proves,  that  be  did  not 
decide  on  breaking  into  actual  revolt,  till  he  had  been  driven  to  eztre> 
mities  :  on  leaving  Chantilly  where  he  was  in  danger  of  being  surrounded 
by  the  king*s  troops,  he  sent  a  new  plan  of  accommodation  to  the  doke 
D^Orleans,  requesting  that  prince  to  dispatch  the  answer  he  should  re- 
ceive within  four  and  twenty  hours  to  Angerville,  at  the  house  of  the 
president  Perrot,  as  the  fear  of  being  taken  would  not  allow  him  to  make 
a  longer  abode  at  that  place.  Graston  received  a  favorable  answer,  bat, 
instead  of  immediately  dispatching  the  courier,  he  waited  till  the  neit 
day,  by  the  advice  of  the  coadjutor,  and  the  messenger  was  sent  to  Anger- 
ville ;  from  this  mistake,  whether  it  were  intentional  or  simply  the  effect 
of  chance,  all  the  misfortunes  of  the  prince  arose. 

Alarmed  at  receiving  no  answer,  and  his  health  not  allowing  bin  to 
delay,  Conde  determined  to  go  to  Bourges :  his  plan  was  formed,  it  oolj 
remained  to  be  put  in  execution ;  he  nevertheless  again  fell  into  inde- 
cision, which  seemed  contrary  to  his  interest,  but  which  he  was  desirous 
to  prolong.  The  queen  proposed  to  him  to  remain  peaceably  in  hisjeo- 
vernment  of  Guycnne,  till  the  states-general  should  be  assembled.  The 
prince  would  have  agreed  to  this  proposal  had  he  only  consulted  his  in- 
clination, but  his  dangerous  friends,  more  especially  the  dntchess  de 
Longueville,  put  a  fiuishing  stroke  to  their  pemicioiis  policr,  by  pre- 
vailing on  Conde  to  refuse.  He  went  to  Bordeaux,  where  he  was  re- 
ceived with  enthusiasm,  made  a  hasty  levy  of  ten  or  twelve  thousand 
troops,  and  seized  on  the  money  of  the  royal  receipts.  The  prince  de 
Conti  took  the  same  measures  in  Berry,  and  the  Bourbonoais.  The 
duke  de  Bouillon  and  Turenne,  oti  whom  Conde  had  bestowed  consi- 
derable favors,  on  having  received  their  positive  promise  to  join  him, 
after  several  suspicious  delays,  refused  to  declare  io  his  favor.  M.  de 
Bouillon  offered  himself  as  mediator  between  the  princes  and  t^ie  court; 
but  the  prince  rejected  all  mediation,  and  the  court  sent  troops  to  carry 
Irar  into  Gujenne,  under  command  of  the  count  D^Harcourt.  fionrget 
surrendered  to  the  king,  as  did  the  prince  de  Conti.  The  dutchessde 
Longueville  and  the  duke  de  Nemours  retired  to  Bordeaux ;  the  king 
sent  a  manifesto  against  the  rebel  princes,  and  their  adherents,  to  parlia- 
ment ;  that  assembly  had  before  signalized  their  zeal  against  them,  with- 
out, however,  naming  the  prince.  In  fifteen  days  he  made  himself 
master  of  Guyenne,  L*  Angoumois,  Perigord,  and  Saintonges ;  aod  by 
the  exertions  of  the  duke  de  la  Rochefoucauld,  he  would  have  take* 
possession  of  Coignac,  on  the  Charente,  had  not  that  river  overflowed, 
washed  away  the  oridges,  and  separated  his  quarters,  over  one  of  which 
count  D*Harcourt  obtained  an  advantage.  La  Rochelle,  which  had  de- 
clared for  the  prince,  furrendered  to  the  king's  troops.  D'Harcoort 
marched  to  Tonnay-Cbarente,  whither  the  prince  had  retired  after  tli» 
eheck  at  Coignac,  and  obliged  him  to  repass  the  Charente.  The  neg- 
ligence ofa  general  oCcer,  whom  Conde  had  ordered  to  bum  the  brid^ 
bebiud  him,  had  neady  occasioned  the  total  defeat  of  has  urmy ;  but  hn 
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.intrepidity,  and  the  wisdom  of  hiit  arraogeinents  disconcerted  those  of 
the  count  D'Harcourt,  and  enabled  Marsin  to  join  the  prince  with  a  re- 
iuforcement  i'roai  Catalonia.  At  the  same  time  Cotide  received  some 
succours  from  Spain,  of  troops,  ammunition,  and  money  ;  but  this  was 
a  poor  compensation  for  the  reverses  be  experienced  in  the  capital. 
Oaston  deserted  his  cause,  parliament  declared  against  him,  his  party 
daily  grew  weaker,  and  the  ruin  of  the  prince  would  have  been  iuevit« 
able,  hud  not  the  bad  state  of  his  afiair^t  persuaded  the  queen  she  might 
with  safety  recal  Mazarin.  In  consequence  of  this  project,  the  prince 
not  only  recovered  most  of  the  partisans  he  had  lost,  but  obtained 
many  others* 

Mazarine  returned  to  Paris,  and  the  parliament,  \\ho  had  issued  the 
most  violent  manifestos  against  that  minister,  nay,  had  set  a  price  ou 
his  head,  acting  with  reprehensible  lightness,  declared  the  prince,  who 
had  only  taken  up  arms  to  prevent  the  cardinaPs  return,  guilty  of  l^ze- 
majesty.  The  duke  D'Orleans,  as  usual,  wavered  from  side  to  side ; 
the  indignation  of  parliament  was  excited,  and  the  partisans  of  Conde 
eagerly  seized  this  opportunity  to  obtain  a  decree  in  his  favor.  Mazaria 
repaired  to  the  court,  then  at  Poitiers,  where  he  was  received  by  the 
liing  with  marked  distinction.  On  receiving  intimation  that  the  court 
had  emissaries  at  Bordeaux,  the  prince  marched  toward  that  city  with  a 
few  troops,  leaving  the  rest  under  command  of  the  prince  deTarente  and 
t)ie  count  de  Doignon.  The  count  D*Harcoui t  followed  in  pursuit ; 
but  his  tardy  movements  enabled  Conde  to  gain,  without  being  harassed, 
Sergerac  and  Libourne,  which  he  fortified. 

The  party  of  the  king  was  reinforced  on  every  Me  ;  the  prince,  how- 
ever, was  not  discouraged  :  his  genius  and  talents  were  alwayn  fertile  in 
jresource.  On  his  way  to  join  the  prince  of  Couti,  at  Stafford,  he  sur- 
prised the  rnarquis  de  Saint-Leu,  and  obtained  a  considerable  advantage 
over  the  CK>rpB  commanded  by  that  nobleman :  he  pursued 'his  cavalry 
to  the  very  gates  of  Moutauban,  a  town  filled  with  partisans.  Conde* 
who  suffered  nothing  to  escape  him,  wrote  to  determine  the  inhabitants 
to  declare  in  his  favor.  Those  men,  however,  so  dangerous  under  the 
preceding  reigns,  those  subjects  who  had  so  often  been  rebellious,  proved, 
on  that  occasion,  that  their  attachment  to  their  religion  was  the  only  sen- 
timent which  could  overbalance  their  loyalty  ;  they  haughtily  rejected 
the  offers  of  the  prince,  and  he  returned  before  Miradoux,  whither  the 
remainder  of  the  detachment  of  Suint-Leu  had  retired.  After  a  vigo- 
rous attack,  and  a  resistance  equally  determined,  the  approach  of  the 
count  D'Harcourt  obliged  the  prince  to  cross  the  Garonne;  the  count 
D'Harcourt  followed  close  and  forced  him  to  retreat  to  Agen.  The  in- 
habitants of  that  place  prepared  to  oppose  his  troops,  but  the  prince  ha* 
rangued  them  with  so  much  eloquence  and  amenity  that  he  succeeded  ia 
appealing. the  citizens,  and  estaolished  his  quarters  in  the  town. 

Bordeaux  became  the  scene  of  faction  ;  the  charms  and  levity  of  the 
dulchess  ile  Longueville  sowed  division  between  the  prince  deCoiiti,  the 
duke  de  Nemours,  and  the  duke  de  la  Rochefoucauld,  and  the  interests 
of  tlie  greatest  of  princes  were  involved  by,  and  sucriiiced  to,  female 
coc|uetry. 

1h  Paris,  however,  they  were  warmly  supported  at  that  time  ;  Gastoi^ 
bad  again  changed  his  opinion,  and  declared  for  the  prince  ;  he  levied  an 
army,  but  the  means  he  proposed  for  its  maintenance  were  ill-judged^ 
uiid  parliament  would  not  adopt  them.  The  count  de  Fiesque  and  the 
couot  de  Jaucourt  took  this  opportunity  and   induced  hiqa  to  sign  ^ 
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treaty  of  union  with  the  prince.      The  duke  de  Nemours  benn  lib 
march  with  the  troops  of  Stenai,  and  some  Spanish  regiments ;  out  he 
had  not  all  the  success  which  had  been  expected,  owing  to  his  wish  to 
visit  the  dutchess  de  Chatillon  at  Paris.     The  duke  de  Roban-Chabott 
governor  of  Anjou,  who  lay  under  oblis;ation  to  the  prince,  declared  in 
his  favor.      The  troops   of  the  king  besieged  and  took   possession  of 
Angers ;  Orleans  shut  its  gates  against  both  parties ;  but  Mademoiselle, 
the  daughter  of  Gaston,  found  the  means  to  gain  admission,  and  induced 
that  town  to  declare  against  the  king.      The  duke  de  Beaufort,  and  the 
brave  Si  rot,  were  beaten  at  Gergeau,  by  the  viscount  de  Tntenne,  who 
commanded  the  royal  army.     A  rupture  took  place  between  the  duke  de 
Nemours  and  the  duke  de  Beaufort,  his  colleague,  which  determined 
the  prince  to  quit  Guyenne  and  take  the  command  of  the  troops  which 
those  noblemen  headed.     Conde  leaving  his  affairs  in  Guyenne  to  the 
management  of  his  brother,  whom  he  instructed  in  what  manner  to  act, 
lefl  Ageo,  at  noon,  accompanied  only  by  the  duke  de  la  Rochefoucauld, 
three  or  four  noblemen  of  his  party,  and  a  single  valet  de  chambre,  trust- 
ing to  fortune  and  his  courage.     He  was  joined  by  two  or  three  zealooi 
partisans  on  the  road,  and  the  company  in  all  consisted  of  ten  persons. 
The  prince  was  disguised  as  a  courier,  under  the  name  of  Motteville. 
The  dangers  he  had  to  encounter  were  great ;  that  he  might  avmd  beii^ 
discovert,  for  the  ro^al  troops  were  dispersed  through  all  parts  in  seara 
of  him,  and  could  with  difficulty  be  avoided  :  he  was  beside  in  want  of 
horses:  Conde,  however,  surmounted  these  obstacles,  and  safely  rejoined 
his  army  in  the  environs  of  Lorris,  where  his  presence  was  very  ueces^ 
sary,  for  dissension,  disorder,  and  discouragement,  universally  prevailed 
among  the  troops.     The  return  of  this  great  man,  however,  instantly  re- 
stored order,  unanimity,  and  courage.     The  prince  was  received  by  the 
soldiers  with  enthusiastic  love  and  veneration ;  the  Great  Coude,  while 
he  yielded  to  the  exquisite  emotion  such  moments  create,  always  kne# 
how  to  avail  himself  of  their  enthusiasm.     He  marched  to  Montargis,  os 
which  he  seized  ;  and  likewise  took  Chateao-Giaillard.     Tlie  prince,  uo^r 
derstanding  that  the  royal  troops  were  dispersed  in  cantonments,  made 
an  onset  with  his  cavalry  on  that  of  the  marechal  lyHocquincourt,  at 
Bleneau  ;  seized  on  his  artiilerv  and  baggage,  and  pursued  hin  as  fat 
the  gates  of  Auxerre.    Conde  then  rejoined  his  army  to  march  to  Briare, 
where  M.  de  Turenne  was  stationed,  if  the  prince,  on  this  occasion,  had 
met  with  the  success  he  might  reasonably  have  expected,  all  contest 
would  have  been  at  an  end  ;  the  king,  the  court,  and  the  whole  kingdom, 
would  have  been  in  his  power :  but  this  enterprize,  which  w^s  the  best 
concerted  of  the  whole  war,  failed,  owing  to  the  great  talents  of  M.  de 
Turenne,  and  the  good  fortune  of  Mazarin ;  and  robbed  Conde  of  the 
criminal  and  dangerous  honor  of  having  vanquished  his  sovereign. 

The  partisans  of  Conde,  at  Paris,  urged  his  return  to  that  city,  toawe 
the  parliament,  keep  the  cardinal  de  Ketz  within  bounds,  and  fix  the 
wavering  opinion  of  the  duke  D*Orleans.  The  prince  did  not  sufficiently 
feel  that  a  Conde  alone  could  successfully  oppose  Tnrenue ;  he  suffintd 
himself  to  be  persuaded,  and  proceeded  to  Paris.  Gaston  sdvanced  to 
receive  him  at  Jouvigny,  with  serenity  on  his  brow,  and  cordiality  on  Ms 
lips ;  but  he  was  inwardly  preyed  upon  by  jealonsy  and  distrust.  The 
prince,  notwithstanding  the  intrigues  of  carmnal  de  Rctz,  entered  Pkris 
April  11. 

On  the  following  day,  in  despite  pfthe  proscription  issned  ■gaiatt 
him,  and  only  recollecting  that  which  had  been  passed  on  Manrinei 
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Conde  went  to  resume  his  place  in  parliament,  fiailleul,  who  presided 
in  the  absence  of  Mole,  openly  complained  of  this  step;  but  his  objec- 
tioos  were  unanimously  overborne. — Conde  justified  himself  with  no  less 
eaergy  than  eloquence;  and  the  order,  which  parliament  received  from 
tlie court,  to  annul  all  that  had  been  decreed  against  Mazarin,  biassed  the 
^neral  opinion  in  favor  of  the  prince;  the  intrigues  of  cardinal  de  Retz, 
bowever,  subjected  the  latter  to  vexations  at  the  Chambre-des-Comptes, 
the  Cour-des- Aides,  and  from  the  populace.  He  felt  that  his  situation 
was  truly  critical  ;  the  volatility  of  the  public  made  it  equally  danger- 
our  for  the  prince  to  return  to  hit  army  or  to  remain  at  Paris;  to  proceed 
iu  his  negociations  with  Spain,  or  to  propose  an  accommodation  with  the 
court.  How  pitiable  is  the  fate  of  those  who  lead  a  faction.  Having 
once  swerved  from  their  duty,  every  step  they  take  involves  them  deejier 
in  error ! 

The  several  deputies  of  the  sovereign  courts  and  communities  as- 
«embled  at  the  hotel  de  Ville :  Gaston  harangued  them  with  becoming 
dignity ;  and  the  Great  Conde  promised  to  join  his  army  to  that  of  the 
king,  as  soon  as  Mazarin  should  have  obeyed  the  voice  of  the  nation, 
by  leaving  the  kingdom.  That  assembly  voted  that  a  petition  of  re- 
monstrance should  be  presented  to  his  majesty;  in  the  mean  while,  Ta- 
▼annes  seized  onEtampes;  M.  de  Turenne  encamped  atChartres;  the 
court  was  transferred  to  Saint-Germain-en-Laye ;  negociations  were 
opened  for  peace,  but  they  failed,  owing  to  the  ill-faith  of  Chavigny, 
one  of  the  negociators  on  the  part  of  the  prince.  Others  were  opened ; 
the  prince  made  the  most  peremptory  demands,  to  which  the  court  was 
on  the  point  of  yielding,  but  objections  were  started  by  the  duke 
de  Bouillon ;  the  hegociation  lingered ;  the  duke  D'Orleans  was  acted 
upon ;  in  short,  it  waA  again  broken  off.  The  cardinal  de  Retz,  on  his 
part,  redoubled  his  intrigues;  he  circulated  the  most  satirical  and  inju- 
rious libels  against  the  prince,  by  whom  they  were  read  with  contempt, 
A  gentleman  came  to  Paris  to  assassinate  cardinal  de  Retz  ;  the  prince, 
to  whom  the  plot  was  known,  sent  for  the  person,  and  ordered  him  to 
leave  the  city  within  twelve  hours,  under  pain  of  death.  It  was  pro- 
posed to  the  prince  to  seize  on  the  cardinal  when  he  was  unarmed  ;  and 
Conde  rejected  the  offer.  A  new  negociation  ivas  opened  with  as  little 
success  as  the  former.  That  which  the  dutchess  de  Chatillon,  under- 
took was  equally  infructuous,  though  the  prince,  more  than  ever  enslaved 
by  her  charms,  gave  that  lady  unreserved  powers,  and  more  extensive, 
perhaps,  than  prudence  could  justify. 

.  Mademoiselle,  on  her  return  from  Orleans,  which  she  had  brought 
over  to  the  faction  of  the  princes,  presented  herself  to  their  army,  where 
she  was  received  with  all  the  homage  of  French  gallantry,  and  those 
testimonies  of  esteem  due  to  her  courage.  It  is  remarkable  that,  oq  this 
occasion,  a  title  of  honor  was  conferred  on  madame  de  Fiesque  and 
madame  de  Frontenac,  who  accompanied  Mademoiselle  on  this  ejfpe- 
dition,  of  which,  I  believe,  neither  ancient  nor  modem  history  aiFord 
another  example :  these  ladies  were  received  as  marechales'^e^campf  at 
tbe  head  of  the  army* 

While  the  army  of  the  princes  were  thus  paying  homage  to  Mader 
moiselle,  M.  de  Turenne  availed  himself  of  this  opportunity  to'  defeat 
a  considerable  corps  of  those  troops,  at  the  gates  of  Orleans.  A  fault 
committed  by  the  marechal  D*Hocquiocourt,  who  had  marched  at  too 
great  a  distance  from  Turenne,  might  have  furnished  Tavannes  with  au 
opportunity  of  regaining  the  lost  ground;   this  opportunity  \vould  not 
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have  escaped  the  quick  penetration  of  the  prince;  but  it  wus  overlooked 
h\'  Tavaiuies.  Mazarin  ordered  the  royalists  to  seize  on  Saint-Cload  : 
Conde  marched  to  that  place  with  some  infantry,  three  hnndred  bone, 
and  about  ten  thousand  citizens ;  but  he  had  scarcely  reached  the  Bois 
de  Boulogne  when  he  learned  that  the  royalists  had  retired  :  wishing 
then  to  profit  by  the  enthusiasm  of  the  multitude,  bethought  he  might, 
with  their  aid,  attempt  to  seize  on  Saint-Denis:  but  he  was  aban- 
doned at  the  first  fire,  and  remained  one  of  seven  on  the  edge  of  the 
Moat.  His  example  and  courage  rallied  a  part  of  the  fagitives,  aud  he 
entered  the  town,  as  victor,  by  storming  the  garrison,  which  had  retired 
into  the  abbey.  The  prince,  however,  did  not  long  keep  this  conquest 
Saint- Denis  was  attacked  and  retaken  some  days  after  by  the  royalists: 
the  Parisians  had  not  sufficient  courage  to  make  a  second  attempt  to. 
succour  this  place.  M.  de  Turenne,  on  his  part,  undertook  the  siege 
of  Etampes,  where  the  army  of  the  princes  was  quartered. 

Charles  IV.  duke  of  Lorraine,  who  possessed  all  the  talents  and  Tices 
of  a  politician  and  a  warrior,  was  inWted  by  Mazarin  to  come  into 
France.  The  court  removed  to  Melun.  Tavannes,  who  defended 
Etampes,  made  a  vigorous  resistance ;  scarcity  began  to  be  felt,  bat 
Conde  found  the  means  to  introduce  a  convoy  into  the  place,  under  the 
command  of  count  D'Escars.  Turenne  prevailed  on  the  king  to  visit 
the  camp,  hoping  that  his  presence  would  damp  the  conraee  of  the 
rebels.  Tavannes  contrived  not  to  appear  to  be  informed  of  the  king*f 
arrival  at  Melun.  The  duke  de  Lorraine  deceived  the  cardincl,  and 
declared  in  favor  of  the  princes,  who  went  as  far  as  Bourget,  in  compsny 
with  persons  of  the  first  quality  in  Paris,  to  meet  that  princej  and  re« 
turned  with  him  to  the  capital. 

The  duke  D*Orleans  proposed  to  introduce  the  duke  de  Lor- 
raine into  parliament,  but  that  assembly  would  not  consent  to  a 
step  so  novel.  The  duke  de  Lorraine,  presuming  no  doubt  on  the  ser- 
vice which  he  appeared  to  render  the  party  of  the  princes,  disputed  the 
precedency  with  the  great  Conde,  who  knew  how  to  support  his  dignity. 
The  gold  of  Mazarin  determined  the  duke  de  Lorrayie  to  desert  the  fac- 
tion of  the  princes;  but  he  insisted,  however,  that  the  ntege  of  Etampei 
should  be  raised :  that  prince  had  scarcely  entered  into  alliance  with 
the  court,  when  he  renewed  a  negociation  with  the  princes,  which  he 
again  broke,  on  seeing  himself  close  pressed  by  Turenne,  whom  be 
feared  would  destroy  his  army.  The  public  voice,  that  inflexible  judge 
of  the  great,  rose  indignant  against  a  prince  who  thus  trampled  on  the 
most  sacred  engagements.  Christina,  queen  of  Sweden,  ofiered  to  me- 
diate between  the  two  parties ;  the  princes  ea^rly  accepted  the  pf^po* 
sal,  but  it  was  refused  by  the  court  with  disdam. 

Scarcity  began  to  be  felt  in  Paris,  and  the  people  murmurtd  against 
the  parliament,  which  they  called  Mazarin ;  but  that  assembly  would 
not  e^ve  them  satisfaction,  except  in  a  matter  of  little  importance  to  the 
public  weal ;  they  issued  an  arret,  which  granted  permission  to  sImht 
the  relics  of  Saint  Genevieve  to  the  people;  they  repaired  thither  id 
crouds,  and  the  prince  thought  it  politic  to  assist  at  this  act  of  defotioa, 
where  he  displayed  all  the  external  marks  of  the  most  fervent  fiuth  and 
sincere  piety.  Iii  consequence  of  this  demeanor,  he  was  loaded  widi 
benedictions.  1  shall  not  repeat  what  I  before  remarked  on  tbis  sub- 
ject ;  all  that  ci^i  be  alledged  in  excuse  of  the  Great  Conde»  on  tibitoc* 
casion,  is,  that  his  situation  required  he  should  neglect  no  meant  to  gab 
popularity ;  but,  perhaps,  he  never  more  forcibly  f(4t»  than  •!  tb«t

ment,  how  much  the  part  of  a  rebel,  who  needs  the  support  of  every  per- 
Hon,' degrades  the  vast  and  luminous  genius,  which,  under  other  circum- 
stances, would  have  found  in  itself  sufBcient  resources. 

Troops  were  levied  by  Mademoiselle  in  favour  of  the  princes ;  the  na« 
tion  was  desirous  of  peace  ;  the  princes  solicited  the  mediation  of  parlia- 
ment, who  proposed  a  negociation,  but  without  piiccess.  The  dutcheM 
de  Chatillou  was  not  more  fortunate  ;  the  queen  thinned  the  frontiers  of 
troops  that  the  princes  might  be  overpowered.  She  levied  a  second 
army,  under  command  of  the  marechal  de  la  Ferte ;  that  of  the  prince 
was  stationed  at  Saint-Cloud.  Seeing  his  present  position  made  it  im- 
possible that  he  should  resist  the  two  armies  of  the  court,  one  of  which 
was  stationed  to  attack  him,  while  the  other  would  rut  off  his  retreat, 
Conde  determined  to  endeavour  to  gain  Charenton,  the  scite  of  which 
appeared  more  tenable.  The  unfavourable  disposition  of  the  citizens, 
who  had  again  changed,  would  not  allow  him  to  traverne  Paris  ;  he  there- 
fore determined  to  file  along  the  Faubourgs;  but  Turcnne  followed 
close,  and  attacked  his  rear-gnard.  The  prince  ascended  the  height  of 
Montmartre,  to  reconnoitre  the  enemy,  and  lie  found  that  he  could  not 
^iu  Charenton  without  coming  to  action  :  his  plan  was  immediately 
formed  ;  he  halted  at  Picpus,  and  determined  to  defend  the  Faubourg 
Saint-Antoine.  Two  well-<lisciplined  and  brave  armies,  that  forght  in 
the  view  of  their  sovereign,  were  in  front  of  the  prince  ;  behind,  his  only 
place  of  retreat,  was  a  city,  which  closed  its  gates  against  him  t  such 
was  his  position  :  never  was  warrior  in  a  more  critical  situation  ! 

Turenne,  seeing  the  prince  prepare  for  battle,  quickened  his  march, 
CO  make  an  attack  before  the  enemy  could  place  his  troops  in  the  most 
advantageous  positions;  and,  the  better  to  cover  his  other  nianopuvres, 
that  general  engaged  in  action  with  only  his  van-guard.  Conde,  how- 
ever, who  suffered  nothing  to  escape  his  penetration,  seeing  that  he  was 
in  danger  ©f  being  defeated  before  he  was  able  to  defend  himi«e!f,  deter- 
mined to  counteract  the  enemy's  motion,  by  beginning  the  attack.  He 
advanced  with  tlie  volunteers,  marie  a  vigorous  onset,  and  repulsed  the 
enemy's  van-guard  as  far  as  t}»e  centre  of  the  royal  army.  This  sudden 
attack  delayed  the  manoeuvres  of  Turenne,  and  enabled  the  troops  of 
Conde  to  arrange  themselves  in  the  posts  he  had  assigned  them  :  but 
the  enemy  had  planned  several  attacks :  after  having  routed  the  regi- 
ments of  Languedoc,  Valvois,  and  Langeron,  they  had  penetrated  to 
the  mark et-[)lace  of  the  Faubourg.  On  hearing  this  intelligence,  the 
prince  returned  full  speed  with  his  volunteers,  placed  himself  at  the 
head  of  the  legiments  of  Conde  and  D'Enghien  cavalry,  and,  braving 
the  fire  of  the  batteries,  which  lined  the  streets  of  the  Faubourg,  he 
rushed  on  the  enemy,  made  dreadful  slanghter  of  the  regiments  of 
guards,  of  Ptlarine  and  Turenne,  drove  the  gen-d'armes,  and  the  light- 
horse  of  the  guard,  into  the  plain,  took  seventeen  officers,  and  five  flags  ; 
re-established  his  troops  in  their  posts,  and  flew  to  encounter  new  dan- 
gers. On  the  side  of  the  barrier  dti  Tmne,  the  Swiss  made  an  impetu- 
ous attack  on  the  regiments  of  Conde,  Burgundy,  and  Pillerin  infantry; 
the  battle  was  obstinate,  but  not  decisive.  The  body  guards  of  the 
king  made  a  second  attack  on  the  right  of  the  Faubouri^,  defended  by 
Tavannes  :  but  they  were  vigorously  repulsed.  Tureime  determined  to 
concentrate  the  strength  of  his  eftbrts  in  attacking  the  barricade,  which 
fortified  the  avenue  of  Charenton,  and  the  regiment  of  Navailles  made  so 
impetuous  an  onset,  that  the  post  was  carried.  Tavannes,  obliged  to 
yield,  ordered  the  Conde  infantry  to  join  him  ;  and,  by  command  of  hii 
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general,  immediately  attacked  the  post  which  he  had  lost.  The  priDce, 
at  the  same  time,  endeavoured  to  pass  some  houses,  that  he  might  fire 
on  the  flanks  of  the  enemVi  and  he  placed  some  pieces  of  cannoo  to  ad-* 
vantage.  He  put  himself  at  the  head  of  the  regiment  of  Borguudy,  and 
of  that  formidable  corps  de  noblesse^  who  always  shared  his  daogtrs ;  he 
then  made  so  vigorouna  charge,  that  he  drove  the  enemv  from  the  bar- 
ricade. This  attack  was  the  most  dreadful  of  that  sanguinary  day :  Ne- 
mours, La  Kochcfoncald,  Melun,  Jarzai,  Guitat,  and  almost  all  the 
friendsj  of  the  prince,  were  dangerously  wounded.  To  complete  the  ilW 
fortune  of  the  great  Conde,  the  encreasing  numbers  of  the  enemy,  and 
the  ardous  efforts  made  by  the  regiments  of  Picardjr,  would  not  suffer 
him  to  keep  that  important  post,  the  recapture  of  which  had  cost  so  dear 
to  his  heart,  to  his  cause,  and  to  the  nation. 

On  his  retreat,  the  prince  was  informed  that  the  horse  of  the  duke  de 
Seuufort,  who  had  quitted  Paris  to  hasten  to  his  succour,  had  been  killed 
under  him,  and  that  the  duke  was  in  danger  of  being  takeo.  Coode 
immediately  returned  ;  made  a  second  onset,  disengaged  the  duke,  and, 
under  the  very  fire  of  the  enemy,  formed  a  second  barricade  with  the 
waggons,  a  hundred  paces  from  that  of  which  the  royalists  had  taken  pos- 
session ;  but  the  enemy  penetrated  by  other  quarters.  TureoDe,  like  a 
pkilful  general,  had  stationed  troops  between  the  city  and  the  Faubourg, 
to  envelope  the  prince ;  and  Mazarin  already  exulted  in  the  hornble 
and  manifold  vengeance  he  intended  to  exercise ;  his  hopes  were  indeed 
well-founded  ;  and  the  man  whose  virtues  he  most  dreaded,  the  Great 
Conde,  notwithstanding  his  courageous  efforts,  would  have  been  cut  off 
in  the  midst  of  his  glory,  had  not  the  presence  of  mind,  zeal,  and  ac- 
tivity of  Mile,  de  Montpensier,  who  was  in  Paris,  gained  the  advantage 
over  the  court  faction. 

That  princess,  having  vanquished  Gaston,  the  marechal  de  THopital, 
the  corps-de-ville,  and  the  people,  by  her  lively  grief,  her  persuasive 
eloqut'nce,  the  abundance  of  her  tears,  and  the  force  of  her  arguments, 
repaired  to  the  gate  Suint  Antoine,  which  she  caused  to  be  opened  to 
the  troops  of  the  princi*.  This  important  service  did  not  satisfy  her  eo- 
thuttiastic  zeal ;  she  went  to  the  Bastille,  and,  exerting  that  authority 
which  great  minds  always  know  how  to  command  in  moments  of  emer* 
cency,  by  her  orders  and  txample,  obli^^ed  the  governor  to  fire  on  the 
king*s  troops.  Turenne  halted  ;  Mazarin  trembled  ;  and  a  woman,  by 
h^r  daring  intrepidity,  effected  the  instantaneous  deliverance  of  a  hero 
and  his  army  ! 

The  return  of  the  Great  Conde  into  Paris  had  the  appearance  of  a 
triumph  :  a  vast  multitude,  enthusiastic  in  their  admiration,  crowded  the 
passage  of  the  prince  ;  acclamations  filled  the  air ;  and  that  hero,  as  well 
in  adversity  as  in  prosperity,  moved  in  all  the  pomp  of  glory  :  but  this 
homage,  flattering  though  it  was,  could  not  interest  his  heart.  As  soon 
as  he  perceived  Mademoiselle,  to  whom  he. was  indebted  for  his  safetj* 
Conde  hastened  to  that  princess,  covered  with  gore  and  dust,  his  hair 
dishevelled,  his  armour  broken,  and  his  garments  pierced.  Erery  thing 
pourtrayed  the  hero,  whose  more  than  human  efforts  had  vet  been  in- 
sufficient to  vanquish  the  malice  of  fortune.  Too  deeply  moved,  at 
that  moment,  to  recollect  either  his  gratitude,  his  affairs,  or  bis  sitoatioDtf 
Conde,  shedding  a  torrent  of  tears,  exclaimed,  "  Oh  !  Mademoiselle, 
all  my  friends  have  faUen.*'  How  consoling  it  is  to  homauity,  that  feeU 
ings  so  honourable  to  the  heart  of  the  hero,  should  overbalance  bit  most 
important  mterests,  and  the  recoliection  of  momeats  the  moat  terrific. 
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The  prioce  first  provided  for  the  safety  of  his  ^rmy,  and  next  indulged 
tiis  sensibility,  by  paying  the  roost  tender  offrces  to  his  brave  and  unfor- 
innate  friends  ;  he  then  hastened  to  avail  himself  of  the  present  rHvour-> 
able  dispositions  of  a  populace,  on  the  stability  of  which  there  was  no 
dependaiice.  His  plan  was  to  seize  on  the  person  of  the  car(<iii:il  de 
Ketz,  and  banish  that  prelate  from  the  city  ;  to  depose  the  marf  clml  de 
THopital,  the  provost  of  the  merchants,  and  all  the  persons  i!i  office,  who 
were  not  in  his  interebt,  and  to  substitute  his  partizans.  Tiiis  authori- 
tative step  appeared  to  Conde  absolutely  necessary,  to  oblige  the  court 
to  offer  such  terms  of  accommodation  as  he  could  with  dignity  accept : 
for  it  cannot  be  sufficiently  repeated,  that  the  prince,  to  his  honour  be 
it  spoken,  even  when  successful,  never  ceased  to  wish  for  peace.  He 
thought,  however,  that^  his  honour  required  he  should  place  himitelf 
10  a  situation  to  secure  the  safety  of  his  friends,  without  hazarding  his 
glory. 

All  was  prepared  for  the  execution  of  his  project:  his  emissaries  had 
been  successful  in  their  intrigues  with  the  populace,  whose  movements 
they  were  to  direct.  A  whisp  of  straw,  by  which  the  partizans  of  the 
prince  were  distinguished,  was  fixed  to  their  hats:  every  part  resounded 
with  the  well-known  cry  of,  ••  Long  live  the  princes !  No  Mazarin  !" 
But  the  duke  D*Orleans  and  the  prince  had  scarcely  left  the  hotel-de- 
Ville,  which  they  had  visited  to  obtain  the  sufferage  of  the  magistrates, 
when  the  scene  suddenly  changed.  The  minds  of  the  populace  grew  in- 
flamed, the  crowd  augmented,  the  people  forgot  the  object  they  had  in 
view ;  villainous  men  led  on  the  multitude;  or,  more  properly  speaking, 
the  multitude  all  became  villainous.  In  less  than  two  hours  the  quarter 
of  la  Greve  is  the  theatre  of  murder  and  rapine ;  all  distinction  of  party 
18  lost ;  shrieks  and  groans  till  the  air ;  the  hotel-de-Ville  is  in, flames  ; 
ruffians,  with  naked  poignards,  seek  the  prince ,  terror,  consternation^ 
and  disorder,  every  where  prevail.  Cunde  offers  to  go  and  quell  the 
tumult ;  his  friends  withhold  him,  certain  that  his  enemies  are  its  instil 
gators.  The  intrepid  princess,  to  whom  the  party  of  the  great  Conde 
owed  its  safety,  undertakes  this  dangerous  commission  ;  but  when  she 
arrives  all  is  calm  ;  nothing  is  to  be  seen  but  the  desolating  and  sau- 
guiuary  traces  left  by  the  monsters  who  have  perpetrated  these  horrors. 
The  cardinal  de  Retz,  a  prelate  as  audacious  as  he  was  criminal,  was, 
DO  doubt,  the  author  of  these  excesses  ;  yet  he  had  the  cunning,  or  ra- 
ther the  wickedness,  to  make  the  just  indignation  they  excited  in  the 
capital  fall  on  the  prince.  From  that  moment  the  love  and  admiration 
of  the  people,  from  which  the  prince  had  gained  so  much,  cooled  ;  and 
it  was  ^r  only  that  determined  the  municipal  body  to  depose  the  per- 
sons obnoxious  to  the  prince,  and  substitute  his  partisans. 

The  queen,  alarmed  at  the  success  of  the  battle  of  Saint- Antoine,  at 
length  consented  to  remove  cardinal  Mazariu,  and,  after  naming  other 
conditions,  demanded  to  treat.  The  princes,  however,  made  suspicious 
by  experience,  answered — *'  they  should  in  person  pay  their  homage  to 
the  king,  as  soon  as  Mazarin  should  have  left  the  kingdom.*'  This  answer 
offended  her  majesty,  and,  for  the  time,  broke  off  all  negociation. 

Graston  caused  himself  to  be  acknowledged  lieutenant-general  of  the 
ktugdom,  by  parliament,  and  formed  a  very  extensive  council.  This 
arret  was  declared  null  by  the  court,  and  parliament  was  ordered  to 
transfer  its  seat  to  Pontoise.  Some  of  the  members  obeyed  this  com- 
mand ;  th^  greatest  number,  however,  remained  in  the  capital,  and  the 
drvisioD  of  that  tribunal  formed  two  bodies,  each  of  which  considered  \U 
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self  as  the  parliament.  In  consequence  of  this,  the  queeii  cau^e<]  it  to 
be  proclaimed,  that  all  salaries  or  revcimes  received  from  the  king 
should  only  be  paid  at  the  actual  residence  of  his  majesty  :  and  self- 
interest,  which  governs  the  world,  made  this  expedient  of  greater  utility 
to  the  plans  of  the  court  than  its  armies,  or  their  victories  could  ha?e 
been.  The  Parisians  quitted  the  city  in  multitudes,  and  the  Fronde 
lost  many  of  its  partisans.  Tiiat  faction  had  likewise  bi^eo  diminished 
by  the  ostentations  title  the  duke  D'Orleans  had  assumed,  which  guve 
general  disgust,  without  producing  submission. 

The  princes  were  advised  to  seize  on  the  sovereign  authority  ;  but  they 
^rejected  the  counsel  with  horror:  about  that  time,  the  duke  de  Beau- 
fort and  the  duke  de  Nemours  fought  for  precedency  in  the  council,  and 
the  latter  was  killed.  A  similar  dispute  arose  between  the  couut  de 
Rieux,  of  the  house  of  Lorraine,  and  the  princede  Tarente,  of  the  house 
of  la  Tremouille;  the  prince  interposed,  at  which  Rieux  took  offence, 
and  forgot  himself  so  far  as  to  make  a  menacing  gesture  to  tbe  prince, 
who  gave  the  count  a  blow.  Rieux  drew  his  sword  against  his  highness, 
who  was  unarmed;  the  spectators  of  the  scene  forced  him  out  of  the 
chamber,  and  this  affair  threatened  to  become  very  serious.  The  advo- 
cate-general, Talon,  beiiig  consulted  on  this  occasion,  replied,  that 
** after  weighing  the  insult  offered  to  the  blood  royal,  he  could  not  pro- 
nounce a  milder  sentence  than  that  of  death  against  the  count  Rieux.** 
The  prince  stopped  the  proceedings,  and  he  did  well:  he  would  have 
done  better  had  he  put  the  count  under  arrest,  and  punished  his  auda- 
city, instead  of  striking  that  nobleman;  but  the  Great  Conde  on  all 
occasions,  felt  he  was  a  gentleman,  before  he  recollected  that  h«  was  a 
prince,  or  a  general. 

The  queen,  at  length,  removed  cardinal  Mazarin,  and  this  measure 
occasioned  an  almost  general  defection  in  the  party  of  the  princes;  they 
proposed  to  negociate,  but  her  noajesty  answered  that  submission  was 
now  the  only  choice  left  tliem. 

Conde  found  himself  reduced  to  two  alternatiyes ;  that  of  laying  down 
bis  arms,  or  of  again  soliciting  succours  from  Spain;  the  ill-faith  he  had 
experienced  on  the  part  of  the  court,  the  fear  of  delivering  up  his  friends 
to  the  vengeance  of  the  queen  ;  in  short,  his  ill-fortune  and  his  destiny, 
made  him  prefer  the  latter.  Fuensaldagne  was  ordered  by  the  archduke 
to  march  with  the  whole  of  his  troops  from  the  Low  Countries,  tathe  aid 
of  the  prince ;  and  the  duke  de  Lorraine  entered  Champagne.  The  court 
was  in  consternation;  but  Mazarin,  who  governed  the  kingdom,  whether 
he  were  at  a  distance  or  in  the  metropolis,  arrested  the  march  of  the 
Spaniards  by  the  following  stratagem.  He  induced  the  queen  to  write 
ajetter  to  the  duke  de  Lorraine,  informing  that  general  that  she  was  on 
the  point  of  being  reconciled  to  the  prince,  whom  she  intended  "to  send 
against  the  Spaniards;  and  this  letter  he  played  into  the  hands  of  Fueu- ' 
saldagne.  The  terror  with  which  the  name  of  the  Great  Conde  still 
inspired  the  enemies  of  the  state,  served  France  against  that  hero,  and 
Fuensaldagne  retired. 

Notwithstanding  the  obstacles  Turenne  opposed  to  their  junction 
Conde  and  the  duke  de  Lorraine  joined  their  forces  at  Ablons,  and 
marched  against  that  general.  Turenne  was  blockaded  in  hia  camp  at 
Villeneuve-Saint-Georges,  but  the  negligence  or  ill-faith  of  the  duke  de 
Lorraine  relieved  the  royalists,  and  the  queen,  from  their  embamssment* 
On  October  4,  Turenne  found  the  means  to  decamp  without  being  mo^ 
tested  in  his  retreat.     The  Parisiant  qow  ^fvished  the  king  to  fetora  tq  . 
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his  capital :  the  ill-state  of  the  princes*  alTairs,  the  uufavurable  dispoMti< 
of  the  public,  excess  of  labour,  uneasiness,  agitation,  and  cha^riu,  lu^ 
imured  the  Great  Conde^s  health;  but  he  was  still  formidable  m  the  c;  e 
OT  the  court,  and  the  queen  dared  not  return  to  Paris  till  he  ahould  have 
quitted  that  city. 

A  fresh  ne^ciation  was  opened,  but  the  first  article  insisted  on  was, 
thul  the  prince  should  consent  to  tiie  return  of  Muzarin ;  to  this,  how* 
ever,  not  even  the  weakness  of  his  party  could  induce  hiio  to  agree  :  he 
quitted  Paris,  and  took  theroad  to  Champagne.  The  Spaniards,  about 
that  time,  paid  a  great  mark  of  deference  to  the  prince,  by  releaMugtlte 
duke  de  Guise,  whose  freedom  they  had  refused  to  the  potentates  of 
Europe.  lnde^>endent  of  the  pleasure  of  obliging,  Conde  imagined  he 
might  gain  an  illustrious  partisaii;  but  gratitude  is  burthensome  to  the 
generality  of  men,  especially  to  the  great;  and  they  only  think  of  being 
grateful  when  tliey  expect  to  obtain  new  favors. 

The  prince  was  not  in  a  situation  to  further  serve  the  duke,  and  that 
nobleman  did  not  attach  himself  to  his  illustrious  benefactor.  The 
Oreat  Condi^,  far  from  acquiring,  lost  partisans  daily ;  his  intimate  friends 
ouly  remained  ;  their  atfection  was  grateful  to  iiis  hear;,  but  hir»  situatioo 
required  more  powerful  support.  Fortune,  however,  did  not  utterly 
abandon  the  prince;  he  took  possession  of  Chateau-Porcien,  Khetel, . 
Mouzon,  and  of  the  town  of  Sainte-Menehould.  While  he  was 
besieging  tlie  fortress  of  the  latter,  a  gentleman  came  from  the  duke 
D'Orleans  to  redemand  that  prince's  troops ;  but  they  refused  to  leave 
the  Great  Conde  before  the  conclusion  of  the  siege ;  and,  on  quitting 
that  general,  they  paid  that  tribute  of  attachment  and  veneration  which 
flows  genuine  from  the  heart ;  and  which,  perhaps,  is  the  only  advantage 
rank  and  power  have  not  yet  been  able  to  usurp  over  merit,  of  which  it 
is  the  exclusive  right. 

On  the  return  of  the  court  to  Paris,  the  queen  published  a  manifesto, 
in  which  the  Great  Conde  was  accused  of  leze-majesty;  and  it  was 
registered  by  parliament,  which  had  become  submissive  after  the  remo- 
val of  Mazariii.  In  the  interim,  FuensaUlagne  presented  Conde  willi 
the  patent  of  generalissimo  of  the  Spanish  armies,  concluded  a  treaty 
apparently  most  advantageous  to  the  princes'  interests,  and  at  the  same 
time  deprived  him  of  tlie  means  of  obtaining  decisive  success,  by 
niarching  his  troops  to  the  Low  Countries.  The  conduct  of  tlie  duke 
de  Lorraine  was  suspicious,  though  the  first  object  of  the  prince  wtis  to 
put  him  again  in  possession  of  his  lost  territories.  Ligny,  Dar-lc-Duc, 
Void,  and  Commercy,  had  already  submitted  to  Conde:  at  Douillon 
he  made  an  attempt  to  seize  on  Mazarin,  but  theenterpriice  failed.  The 
prince  de  Tarente  conducted  a  force  of  five  or  six  thousand  men,  which  . 
he  had  levied  at  his  own  expence  in  the  country  of  Liege,  to  the  Great 
Conde,  who  made  him  commander  in  chief  of  his  troops.  This  post  of 
trust  had  hitherto  been  held  by  Tavannes,  who  now  quitted  the  service 
of  the  prince,  and  retired;  but  he  promised  never  to  serve  against  that 
hero,  and  faithfully  kept  his  word. 

The  enemies  of  the  prince  have  accused  him  of  ingratitude  on  thia 
occai^ion;  perhaps  they  would  have  been  equally  severe  had  he  not 
acknowledged  the  service  the  Prince  de  Tarente  did  him,  in  the  most 
siirnal  mangier.  Conde  was  thrown  into  a  situation  truly  painful  to  a 
generous  spirit;  and,  perhajjs,  it  would  have  done  greater  honor  to  tlie 
heart  of  Tavannes  had  that  nobleman  made  a  voluntary  tender  of  his 
post,  and  forced  the  prince  to  owe  all  to  friendship. 
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Bar-le-Duc  was  besieged  by  the  royalists,  and  Conde  marched  to  its 
succour,  but  his  troops  were  so  undisciplined  that  he  was  forced  t» 
retreat  to  Clermont,  from  whence  he  had  coidp,  and  safiTer  the  place  ta 
be  taken,  the  capture  of  which  led  to  that  of  Bairois,  an«l  a  part  i>f 
Champagne.  These  losses  obliged  the  prince  to  retire  to  Steuai ;  uearlj^ 
at  the  same  time  he  learned  the  disgrace  of  cardinal  de  Hetz,  aod  the 
triumph  of  Mazarin,  who  had  re-entered  Paris,  followed  by  the  accU- 
Illations  of  the  populace.  People  of  France,  alive  to  8«Dsibility,  yet 
equally  tickle,  who  shall  secure  your  favor!  Highly  indeed  wight  your 
applause  be  esteemed,  if  your  incontitancy  did  not  reuder  it  worthlen. 

The  prince  was  not  discouraged  by  the  success  of  the  cardinal;  be 
wrote  a  pressing  letter,  from  Stenai,  to  don  Louis  de  Haro,  prime  mi- 
nister of  Spain,  to  solicit  the  succour  which  was  always  promised,  bat 
which  had  never  been  effectually  given.  The  princes*  party  obtaiiK^ 
some  advantages  over  the  royalists  iu  Guyenne,  and  Conde  flattered 
liimself  that  he  might  recover  his  lost  ground  in  that  province;  bat  bit 
hopes  were  soon  destroyed  by  the  misconduct  of  his  brother,  who  was  to 
much  engrossed  with  his  personal  quarrels  that  he  ueglected  to  pro6t  by 
the  discontent  which  the  count  D*Harcourt  had  conceived  against  the 
court,  and  the  unprotected  state  in  which  that  generars  retreat  in  Aha- 
tia  had  left  the  army  he  commanded. 

The  prince,  thus  disappointed  iu  his  expectations,  thought  the  il1«*tate 
of  his  affairs  required  he  should  go  in  person  to  Brussels,  to  solicit  tbe 
aid  of  the  Spaniards  ;  he  therefore  determined  to  take  the  joumcy, 
though  he  was  much  indisposed.  He  left  Stenai  at  the  beginniDg  of 
March,  but  an  attack  of  the  gravel,  and  a  quartaio  fever,  detained  him 
at  Namur.  There  it  was  that  the  celebrated  question  of  precedency 
arose  between  the  prince  and  the  archduke,  and  that  the  Great  Coode 
returned  an  answer  no  less  dignified  than  rational.  How  diifereot  was 
the  Conduct  of  those  princes  I  The  one,  actuated  by  base  enry,  sought 
to  profit  by  the  misfortunes  of  an  illustrious  fugitive,  and  to  arrogate  a 
precedency  which  eight  hundred  years  of  possession  bad  secured  to  the 
French  prince ;  a  usurpation  which  not  only  France,  bat  all  Eaff>pe, 
would  have  disclaimed  ;  while  the  other,  though  fully  aware  that  the 
assistance  of  the  archduke  could  alone  prevent  his  party  from  b^ng 
overpowered,  would  rather  have  sacrificed  his  personal  interest  than  have 
degraded  his  rank,  for  which  he  was  accountable  to  his  sovereign,  how- 
ever unjust,  and  his  country,  however  ungrateful.  The  archduke,  at 
the  heail  of  an  army,  and  lord  of  the  country,  stipulated  to  obtain  tbe 
most  absurd  and  unjust  of  pretensions;  the  prince,  weighed  down  by 
misfortune  and  bodily  pain,  having  no  snp|)ort  but  his  rank,  aud  the 
respect  which  he  claimed,  dictated  an  answer,  or  rather  a  command, 
givmg  the  archduke  twenty-four  hours  to  take  it  Into  consideration,  with 
a  threat  that  he  would  quit  Flanders,  should  not  all  be  arranged  as  be 
wished.  What  courage  and  grandeur  combined  !  The  victory  he  guiied 
over  the  archduke,  in  the  field  of  battle,  was  only  the  act  of  a  hero ;  bat 
the  resistance  he  opposed  to  that  general,  on  this  occasion,  wat  that  oft 
great  man,  as  well  as  of  a  great  prince. ' 

Conde,  on  his  recovery,  continued  his  route  to  Brussels,  where  he  wm 
received  with  respecl  and  admiration.  He  had  envoys  in  moat  of  the 
courts  of  Europe,  where  they  were  placed  on  a  footing  with  tbofte  of 
electors  and  reigning  princes,  who  were  not  monarchs ;  and  hit  troepi 
were  paid  by  the  Spaniards  on  his  simple  certificate. 
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The  royal  army,  commanded  by  Turenne,  penetrated  into  Cham<* 
pagne  ;  and  the  prince,  who  was  retarded  by  the  tedious  preparations  of 
the  Spaniards,  entered  Picardy,  in  Juty,  with  tweuty-seven  thousand 
troops  of  various  countries.  He  reached  Fousomroe,  and  would  hav^ 
fuarched  to  the  very  capital ;  but  his  plans  were  always  counteracted  by 
Jealousy,  ignorance,  and  ill-faith.  He  was  obliged  to  act  in  concert  with 
Fuensaldagne,  a  man  who  had  not  suflicient  understanding  to  feel  the 
superiority  of  Conde's  talents;  he  was  beside  too  proud  to  be  led, too 
slow  to  act  with  promptitude,  and  too  timid  to  adopt  those  daring  mea- 
nures  which  seem  to  quicken  the  pace  of  time,  and  which  genius  alone 
is  able  to  conceive  and  execute. 

.  It  is  difficult  to  give  the  reader  a  just  idea  of  all  the  prince  had  to 
suffer,  during  this  campaign,  from  the  haughtiness  of  the  archdruke,  to 
whom  he  never  yielded,  and  the  obstacles  which  Fuensaldagne  continu- 
liUy  opposed  to  his  plans.  Owing  to  this  perfidious  ally,  who  was  more 
dangerous  than  an  enemy^  he  several  times  missed  the  opportunity  of 
defeating  the  French  army ;  and  the  capture  of  Rocroi  was  the  only 
victory  which  the  ilUfaith  of  the  Spaniards  could  not  prevent.  The 
post  of  general  in  chief,  which  had  been  conferred  on  the  prince  by  the 
Spanish  monarch,  seems  to  give  his  conduct  the  appearance  of  weakness ; 
it  will  in  fact  be  alledged  that,  as  a  commander,  he  ought  to  have  been 
inflej^ible,  and  have  punished  whoever  presumed  to  disobey  :  but  such 
is  the  fa.tal  blindness  of  the  rebel  who  leagues  with  the  enemies  of  his 
country;  he  abjures  the  duty  of  a  subject  to  impose  on  himself  the 
yoke  of  a  slave. 

The  count  de  Bouttevjlle,  afterwards  so  celebrated  under  the  name 
of.  the  marechal  de  Luxembourg,  after  having  defended  the  town  of  Belle* 
garde,  in  Burgundy,  six  weeks,  against  the  duke  D  Eperuon,  joined  the 
prince  in  the  Low  Countries  with  the  garrison,  for  whom  he  had  obtained 
the  most  glorious  capitulation  :  he  was  received  by  the  prince  with  open 
arms,  and  made  general  of  the  cavalry.  By  the  capture  of  that  place* 
Burgundy  was  entirely  lo^t  tothe  prince,  who  was  likewise  on  the  point 
of  lotting  Guyenne.  The  weakness  of  the  prince  de  Conti,  the  gallantry 
of  the  dutchess  de  Longueville,  the  dissentions  between  the  brother  ana 
sister,  the  multiplicity  of  cabals,  and  the  gold  of  Mazarin,  which  per- 
haps was  the  secret  spring  of  all  these  intrigues,  soon  made  this  province 
submit  to  the  king,  notwithstanding  the  exertions  of  princess  de  Conde, 
and  the  active  fidelity  of  Marsin,  Lenet,  and  the  other  friends  or  attend* 
antsof  the  prince.  Marsin,  however,  obtained  permission  to  conduct 
the  duke  D'Enghien,  and  his  mother,  to  the  Low  Countries;  that 
princess,  whose  exertions  in  behalf  of  her  consort  had  hitherto  been  so 
effectual,  and  who  had  been  actuated  by  the  most  touching  tenderness 
and  constant  fortitude,  had  lost  her  health  through  excess  of  fatigue  and 
chagrin ;  and,  when  she  quitted  Bordeaux,  her  influence  was  entirely 
ecli(>sed  by  that  of  the  dutchess  de  Longueville,  whose  beauty,  wit,  and 
Counsel,  had  proved  no  less  fatal  to  her  illustrious  brother  than  the 
sweet  simplicity,  good  sense,  and  prudent  measures  of  the  princess  had 
hitherto  been  useful.  Conde  was  truly  delighted  to  see  his  son ;  but 
his  joy  was  soon  interrupted  by  the  marriage  of  the  prince  de  Conti  with 
one  of  the  nieces  of  cardinal  Mazarin;  a  union  which  equally  insulted 
the  blood  of  the  Bourbons  and  fraternal  affection ;  and  at  which  all 
Kurope  was  indignant. 

The  dutchess  de  Longueville  fixed  her  residence  at  Moulins,  where 
the  advice  and  example  of  her  aunt,  the  dutches:^  de  Moutmoreucy,  en* 
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tirely  detached  her  from  the  world.  She  became  a  devotee,  and  so  con- 
tinued to  her  death.  The  court  now  had  only  the  prince  to  subdue; 
but  he  wfts  too  well  aware  of  Mazorin  to  trust  to  his  promises ;  he  de- 
lerraiiied  to  wait  the  issue  of  affairs  in  the  Low  Countries. 

That  implacable  enemy,  seeiiv^  the  prince  evade  the  snares  spread  for 
his  destruction,  which  nevertheless  were  couched  under  the  niost  bril- 
liant offers,  determined  to  satiate  his  hatred  and  revenge  by  striking  the 
most  horrible  blow.  1  do  not  speak  of  the  two  men  who  were  arrested, 
tried,  and  executed  in  the  Low  Countries,  for  attempting  the  life  of  the 
pfince,  and  whom  rumour  accused  Mazarin  of  having  suborned,  betaa?e 
no  proof  could  be  substantiated  against  that  minister  ;  I  allude  to  the 
prosecution  which  was  instituted  against  the  prince,  with  all  the  for- 
malities of  law,  at  which  the  king  in  person  assisted  ;  and  of  the  famous 
arr^'t  of  parliament,  by  which  that  process  was  followed,  which  degraded 
that  great  man  from  the  race  and  name  of  Bourbon,  a  name  he  had 
rendered  so  glorious,  confiscated  his  fortune  and  his  dignities,  declared 
his  life  forfeit,  to  be  taken  in  any  manner  his  majesty  should  think 
proper  ;  and  decreed  his  posterity  fallen  from  all  right  of  successioD  to 
the  crown  ;  A  decree  so  strangely  horrible,  that  a  foreigner  alone  could 
have  conceived  the  project,  without  being  aware  of  its  absur4ity.  All 
the  friends  of  the  prince  were  equally  involved  in  his  proscription. 

No  means  were  neglected  by  Mazarin  to  subdue  and  overwhelm  the 
Great  Conde  ;  he  sent  troops  to  besiege  Stenai ;  that  place  surrendered 
during  the  siege  of  Ai'ras,  which  the  prince  had  prevailed  on  the  Spa- 
niards to  undertake,  and  of  which  his  talents  would  have  insured  the 
success,  had  not  the  incessant  obstacles  he  encountered  on  the  part  of 
Fuensaldagne,  occasioned  this  enterprize,  like  many  others,  to  fail. 
Turenne  was  commander  in  chief  of  the  royal  army.  Hocquincourt  and 
La  Ferte  were  on  their  march  to  raise  the  siege.  The  prince,  on  being 
informed  of  their  approach,  like  a  skilful  general,  was  aware  that  it 
would  be  disadvantageous  in  the  extreme  to  wait  for  the  enemy  in  the 
lines,  and  had  proposed  to  adC^nce  to  meet  the  royalists,  and  to  give  them 
battle  in  the  plains  of  Ficardy ;  but  to  this  Fuendsaldagne  had  ob- 
jected ;  the  latter,  however,  too  late  felt  the  importance  of  the  advice  the 
prince  had  given.  The  three  marechals  had  concerted  their  march  so  as 
lo  fall  together  on  the  besiegers,  on  the  night  of  the  24th  of  August. 
Fortune  seemed  never  to  del  care. against  the  prince  but  with  reluctance; 
the  marechal  D*(locquincourt  was  so  tardy,  that  the  two  other  marechals, 
after  having  waited  some  time,  determined  to  begin  the  attack  without 
him,  lest  they  should  lose  the  advantage  of  taking  the  enemy  by  surprise. 
The  quarters  of  Solis  and  Fuensaldagne  were  immediately  stormed : 
Hocquincourt,  who  at  length  arrived,  carried  that  of  the  Lorrains. 
Conde,  far  from  thinking  of  a  retreat,  repaired  the  disorder,  vigorously 
repulsed  the  French,  and  would  have  been  victorious  if  the  Spaniards  liad 
rallied  and  come  to  his  succour;  but  their  cowardly  flight  obliged  them 
to  retire.,  He  calmly  effectuated  his  retreat  across  a  vast  plain  ;  and  knew 
how  to  awe  his  enemies  by  his  intrepidity  and  manceuvres.  He  reached 
Cambrai  in  the  evening,  surrounded  by  the  prisoners  he  had  taken,  and 
the  standards  on  which  he  had  seized.  How  many  conquerors  have  beeu 
less  great  in  their  success  than  Conde  was  in  adversity. 

After  taking  Quesnoy,  Turenne  ravaged  Hainault ;  Conde  assembled 
his  troops,  marched  to  the  succour  of  that  province,  and  forced  the 
tinemy  to  retire  into  Picardy.  The  marechal  de  La  Ferte  setied  on 
ClermonCy  in  Argoune« 
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Queen  Christina,  a  princess  more  celebrated  for  her  singularity  than 
her  virtues,  having  abdicated  the  throne  of  Sweden,  arrived  at  Brussels ; 
notwithstanding  the  admiration  she  affected  to  feel  for  the  Great  Conde, 
at  the  instigation  of  the  Spanish  ambassador,  she  made  a  difficulty  to 
pay  him  those  honours  which  she  did  not  refuse  to  the  archduke.  The 
prince  declared  he  would  not  visit  her  ;  yielding  however  to  curiosity,  he 
mingled  in  the  crowd  to  see  that  extraordinary  woman  ;  she  recognized 
that  great  man,  and  advanced  to  meet  him  ;  Conde  ran  away,  saying, 
*'  All,  or  nothing.  Madam  !  all,  or  nothing  1*'  In  the  sequel,  however,  he 
▼isited  the  queen,  but  not  till  he  was  certain  he  should  be  received  with 
the  respect  which  was  his  due. 

Turenne  attacked  Landrecies ;  Conde  proposed  measures  which 
would  have  secured  the  safety  of  that  place ;  but  Fuensaldaene  obliged 
him  to  adopt  means  that  were  insufficient ;  he  only  allowed  nim  tos^d 
detachments  to  alarm  the  court  that  was  established  at  La  Fere,  and 
that  made  a  precipitate  retreat;  whereas,  had  the  prince  been  suffered 
to  inarch  with  his  whole  army,  as  he  wished,  he  would  have  saved  Land« 
recies,  carried  terror  into  the  very  capital,  and  have  re-established  the 
affairs  of  his  party.  The  failure  of  this  project  obliged  the  Spanish  army 
to  retire  behind  the  Sambre  and  the  Beheld;  and  the  royalists  marched 
to  Bouchain«  The  archduke  undertook  to  defend  the  banks  of  the 
Haine,  which,  however,  he  abandoned  on  the  approach  of  the  royal 
army :  he  would  have  been  utterly  defeated  had  not^th^  prince  come  to 
his  succour,  and  covered  his  retreat.  With  only  thirty  officers  he  re- 
sisted the  efforts  of  several  squadrons,  commanded  by  Castelnau,  and 
the  rear-guard  was  in  safety  when  Turenne  advanced,  with  the  whole  of 
his  force,  to  overwhelm  the  prince.  On  this  occasion  Turenne  thought 
proper  to  write  to  the  court  that  Conde  had  fled  from  him  with  shame : 
the  letter  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  prince,  who  was  stuny^  to  the  quick, 
and  reproached  Tureone  himself  with  no  less  hauteur  than  bitterness* 
It  would,  no  doubt,  have  been  more  dignified  to  have  treated  this  rm« 
putation  with  silent  contempt.  Was  there  a  soldier,  or  a  Frenchman,  to 
be  found  capable  of  suspecting  the  prince  of  a  shameful  action  ?  The 
archduke  returned  to  Brussels,  and  left  the  prince  six  thousand  horse 
for  the  defence  of  the  country,  with  which  Conde  gained  several 
advantages. 

While  that  great  prince  had  to  combat  against  the  valor  of  the  French 
troops,  the  talents  of  Turenne,  the  ill-faith  of  Fiiensaldagne,  and  the 
ignorance  of  the  archduke,  his  interests  in  the  capital  continued  to  be 
zealously  espoused  by  faction,  ardor,  industry,  and  love.  The  dutchess 
de  Chatillon  every  where  sought  him  partisans.  The  loyalty  of  the 
marechal  D*Hocquincourt  began  to  waver ;  and  he  was  only  retained 
by  the  gold  of  Mazarin.  That  minister  imprisoned  the  dutchess  de 
Chatillon,  «vhom  he  did  not  release  till  he  had  secured  the  fidelity  of 
the  marechal. 

The  Lorrains  wished  to  quit  the  Spanish  arm^,  and  Fuensaldagne 
would  have  put  them  all  to  the  sword  ;  but  the  prince  strongly  opposed 
this  act  of  barbarity,  and  his  exertions  were  effectual,  The  archduke 
and  Fuensaldagne,  at  length  were  recalled  by  Philip  IV.  and  Don  Juan 
pf  Austria,  and  the  marquis  de  Caracene  took  their  place.  It  if*  affirmed 
that  the  king  of  Spain  oflTered  Conde  the  general  command  of  the  troops, 
and  that  of  the  Low  Countries;  but  the  prince  preferred  to  encounter 
the  obstacles  which  he  foresaw  he  should  meet,  rather  than  take  the  oath 
of  allegiance  to  any  sovereign^  except  the  king  of  France.     How  ex« 
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traordinary  is  it  that,  with  a  ttense  of  duty  so  di^nitied,  he  shoald  have  , 
j)ersis»ted  in  error  ?  Very  true !  but  those,  who  by  their  talents,  their 
rank,  and  their  fortune,  are  placed  on  the  highest  etnineure  are  more 
than  other  naen  the  slaves  of  circumstances;  and,  if  the  allegianee  of 
the  Great  Conde  did  not  always  regulate  his  conduct,  his  actions  never 
Corrupted  his  heart. 

The  change  in  the  Spanish  generals  at  first  seemed  favourable  to  the 
affairs  of  the  prince,  but  his  hopes  were  soon  destroyed  by  the  conduct 
of  Don  Juan  and  Caracene.  Ill-fkith  still  prevailecfin  the  councils,  in- 
capacity in  the  plans,  and  tardinete  in  decisive  movements :  when  the 
prince  obtained  any  advantages,  they  were,  properly  speaking,  as  much 
forced  from  his  allies  as  from  the  enemy. 

Tureiuie,  after  having  been  unsuccessful  in  his  attack  on  Toamat, 
whf^h  the  prince,  with  four  thousand  troops,  saved  by  a  skilful  ma- 
noeuvre, marched  to  Valenciennes,  and,  on  the  night  of  June  14,  that 
town  was  invested  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Scheld,  by  the  army  of  Tu- 
renue,  and  on  the  left  by  that  of  the  marechal  de  La  Ferte,  who  held 
commuiiication  wiftf  his  colleague  by  the  means  of  brideea.  Conde 
opened  the  sluices  of  Bonchain,  and  inundated  the  French  camp;  by 
dmt  of  labour,  however,  the  enemy  succeeded  in  turning  the  wetets 
back  on  the  town.  D611  Juan,  having  now  assembled  bis  troopi,  joined 
the  prince ;  they  approached  the  be8i|gers,  and  eqilallj  embarrassed 
the  two  marechals,  by  leaving  them  in  uncertainty  at  what  point  they  in- 
tended to  begin  the  attack  ;  but  great  men  divine  each  other.  Turenne 
penetrated  the  project  of  the  prince,  aiffd  proposed  td  reinfonie  his  col- 
league with  the  half  of  his  army ;  but  La  Ferte,  thinking  he  was  suf- 
ficiently strong,  refused  the  offer.  On  the  night  of  July  9,  Don  Juan 
and  the  prince  ordered  Marsin  to  make  a  false  attack  on  the  side  of  Tu- 
renne, and  then  fell  on  the  lines  of  the  marechal  de  La  Ferte,  which 
they  carried  ;  and,  notwithstanding  the  efforts  of  the  cavalry,  which  that 
general  brought  to  the  succour  of  his  infantry,  and  the  prcmipt  aasist* 
auce  Turenne  sent  him,  the  prince  was  victorioils  ;  Valenciennes  wat 
saved,  and  only  two  thousand  men  of  the  marechaVs  army  escaped  :  the 
rest  were  either  drowned,  slain,  or  made  prisoners:  La  Ferte  himself 
was  tiiken,  with  all  the  staff,  and  more  than  four  hundred  officers.  Tu- 
renne, on  learning  the  defeat  of  his  colleague,  razed  his  camp,  and  re- 
tired, in  some  disorder,  under  Quesnoy,  where  he  boldly  ws^ed  for  the 
conqueror.  Tlie  prince  wished  to  have  attacked  him  in  his  retreat ;  and, 
had  his  advice  been  followed,  Turenne  would  hare  been  lost ;  bat  Don 
Juan  opposed  this  measure :  an  ordinary  general  is  satisfied  wHh  gaining 
a  brilliant  advantage  over  the  enemy ;  it  is  only  the  hero  who  knows  bow 
to  make  it  effectual.  This  error,  on  the  part  of  Don  Juan,  gave  tlie 
troops  of  Turenne  time  to 'recover  from  their  disorder,  and  the'tecond 
fault  which  the  Spanish  general  committed,  in  not  attacking  theolin 
their  camp,  completed  the  safety  of  that  army,  which  owed  its  preserva- 
tion as  much  to  the  pusillanimity  of  Don  Juan,  as  to  th^  intrepid  Aill 
of  its  general. 

The  Spaniards  determined  to  besiege  the  town  of  Conde,  and  the  en* 
iter  prise  was  successful.  Turenne  passed  the  Scheld,  and  marched  to 
Artois :  Don  Juan  and  the  prince  followed,  but  the  tardineaa  and  irre- 
Bolution  of  the  former,  again  made  Conde  lose  an  opportunity  of  beating 
the  French  army  at  La  fiussiere ;  and  the  prince,  though  he  demon- 
strated the  certainty  of  sqccess,  could  not  prevail  on  the  Spauisrdt  to 
come  to  an  engagement*    Don  Juan  preferred  to  undertake  fte  ii«gt 
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^f  Saint-Guillain,  and  Coode  covered  bis  march  by  one  of  those  skilful 
manoeuvres  to  which  even  Tureone  could  not  refuse  bis  admiration  : 
the  latter  likewise  made  one  worthy  of*  himself  to  besiege  La  Capelle. 
Son  Juan  raised  the  siege  of  Saint-Guiilain,  to  hasten  to  the  succour  of 
the  latter  pUce,  which  he  lost  by  not  following  the  advice  of  the  prince, 
who  urged  him.to  attack  the  camp  of  the  besiegers  ;  the  only  means  by 
which  the  town  could  have  been  saved.  Fourteen  thousand  peasants, 
levied  in  the  Netherlands,  were  defeated  by  four  thousand  horse  of  the 
prince,  led  by  the  count  de  Boiittev^^^  l  ^^  ^y  ^^i^  victory  the  army  of 
'Coude  was  supplied  with. provisions,  which  began  to  fail. 

The  duke  JL>*Orleaos  deserted  the  cause  of  the  prince,  and  iptide  his 
peace  with  the  court.  Charles  II.  persecuted  by  Cromwell,  retired  to 
tbe  NetherUuds,  and  Conde,  wbn  neither  made  his  rank  nor  his  eslftcm 
subservient  to  tbe  caprice  of  fortune,  by  his  example  obliged,  the  Spiemi- 
ards  to  treat  that  prince  with  the  greatest  respect. 

Conde  prevailed  on  Don  Juan  ta^  malce  a  second  attack  on  Saint- 
-Guillaiu,  in  the  month  o£AXarc||»  and  it  was  succen^ul ;  but  the  Spani- 
ards immediately  retired  to  their,x|iiarters  till  tfane  month  of  June,  and 
yeinforced  all  the  garrisons  of  ibdr  maritime  places,  at  the  expence  of 
those  in  the  interior  of  the  country.  This  fault  4id  Dot  escape  Turenne ; 
be  projected  the  sie^eof  Cambrai,  which  he  knew  was  ill-guarded,  and 
immediately  put  his  plan  in  JlKecution.  This  towu  would  have  ine- 
vitably been  lost  but  for  tbe  indefatigable  activity  of  the  prince.  Hear- 
ing at  Mods,  where  he  was  renewing  his  cavalry,  that  the  French  were 
before  Cambrai,  lie  hastened  to  Us  succour  with  three  thousand  ^orse ; 
be  was  misled  by  his  guides,  yet  he  reached  tbe  linei  of  Tureiine,  who 
was  informed  of  his  march.  He  attacked  them,  but  a  captain  of  the 
regiment  of  Clerambauld  foughf  him  man  to  man :  he,  however,  disen- 
gaged himself,  and  while  the  tumult  drew  the  whole  attention  df  the 
euemy  on  that  ude,  Conde  opened  himself  a  paaakge  through  anoiher, 
«nd  triumphantly  entered  the  place,  tbe  siege  of  which  Turenne  im- 
niediately  raised.  On  this  occasion,  the  town  of  Cambria  struck  a  me- 
dal in  honour  of  the  Virgin  and  of  Conde ;  a  singular  relic  of  piety  and 
gratitude. 

The  marechal  de  la  Ferte  besieged  Montmedy,  and  Conde  projected 
the  siege  of  Calais ;  but  a  delay  of  two  hours  made  the  expedition  fail ; 
St  was  entrusted  to  the  prince  de  Ugne,  who  had  ieft  Gmvelines  for  that 
purpose,  and  who,  at  first,  was  successful :  but  the  reflux  of  the  sea 
ebliged  him  to  retire.  Conde,  whose  profound  views  and  enlightened 
intrepidity  were  iudependent  of  good  or  ill  fortune,  proposed  to  pass  the 
Somme,  and  to  penetrate  as  far  as<  Paris.  This  prcjject  astonished  Don 
Jnan  ;  as  usual,  he  hesitated,  and  Turenne  profited  by  his  indecision  to 
cover  the  principal  places  of  the  kingdom.  Montmedy  surrendered  to 
the.marecbal  de  la  Ferte  ;  and  Turenne,  by  aibrced  march,  attacked 
Saiot-Venant,  leaving  bis  artillery  liAiod.  Conde  urgid  Don  Juan  to 
jnake  an  immediate  attack  on  tlie  French  army;  but  ne  refused.  An 
important  convoy,  ill-guarded,  passed  within  reach  of  the  Spaniards  ; 
Don  Juan  was  asleep,  nobody  awoke  him,  and  the  convoy  passed.  Bout- 
teville,  however,  by  the  direction  of  the  prince,  in  some  measure  repaired 
this  strange  oversight,  occasioned  by  the  sloth  or  the  ill-faith  of  the  Spa^ 
inards :  be  put  himself  at  the  head  of  a  detachment,  and  succeeded  in 
taking  the  convoy.  The  Duke  of  York  could  not  help  expressin*^  his 
astonishment,  at  this  incredible  negligence,  to  the  prince.  **  Ah  !  yuu  do 
not  know  the  Spauiardt:,**  replied  Conde,  *'  it  is  of  them  you  mu^l  learn 
how  to  blunder  in  war  !*' 
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The  French  besieged  and  took  Saint- Venant.  The  Spaniards  laid 
formal  siege  to  Ardres,  which  they  might  have  carried  hy  surprise,  and 
which  they  abandoned,  on  the  approach  of  Turenne,  to  retire  under 
Dunkirk.  The  royal  army  attacked  and  seized  on  Mardick.  The 
prince  fell  ill,  France  took  alarm,  Spain  was  anxious,  and  Europe  ia 
suspense  :  but  the  recovery  o/  that  great  man  restored  him  to  glory  and 
ill-fortune. 

The  physician,  Guenaut,  was  sent  by  the  queen  to  attend  the  prince 
during  his  illness  ;  even  Mazarin  thought  it  necessary  to  act  the  imrce  of 
affliction ;  (or  the  perversity  of  men  was  not  then  so  great  as  to  exempt 
envy  from  paying  homage  to  true  grandeur.  Both  France  and  ber  ene- 
mies equally  rejoiced  in  the  recovery  of  the  prince.  This  striking  cod- 
tlist,  unique  |>erhaps  in  history,  tndugh  it  cannot  extenuate,  throws 
a  lustre  over  the  faults  of  that  great  many  nearly  equal  to  that  of  bis 
virtues. 

Mazarin  proposed  to  Conde  to  conclude  a  separate  peace,  but  this  ne- 
gociation,  though  pn  the  point  of  being  terminated,  nad  Uie  fote  of  all 
tlie  preceding.  The  town  of  Hesdio  declared  for  the  prince :  Picardy 
and  Normandy,  by  the  iritrigues  of  the  marechal  D'Hocquincourt,  were 
ready  to  follow  the  example.  The  marechal  D'Aumont  was  defeated, 
and  taken  prisoner,  in  attempting  to  surprise  Ostend.  Cromwell 
obliged  the  court  of  France  to  lay  sieg9  to  Dunkirk ;  and  Turenne,  after 
having  misled  Don  Juan,  by  seeming  to  menace  Hesdin,  arrived  before 
Dunkirk  ;  which  he  invested  by  land,  while  the  English  fleet  blockaded 
the  port.  The  king  joined  the  army  oif^  Turenne :  Don  Juan,  who  had 
not  foreseen  this  attack  on  Dunkirk,  had  dispersed  his  troops  in  Flan- 
ders and  Artois,  and,  on  hearing  this  intelligence,  put  himself  on  the 
march,  and  reached  Fumes,  May  12,  but  without  baggage  and  artilloy. 
The  inconveniences  attending  tardiness  in  war,  are  as  great  as  those  of 
precipitation  :  a  sage  and  rational  activity,  which  equally  forbids  inquie- 
tude and  security,  is  the  only  means  to  always  be  enabled  to  prepare 
for  success,  or  prevent  defeat. 

Don  Juan  and  the  prince  advanced,  with  some  squadrons,  to  recon- 
noitre the  besiegers ;  the  marechal  D*Hocquincourt,  who  bad  joined 
the  Spanish  army,  lost  his  life  on  this  occasion,  by  an  exceta  of  ardor 
more  worthy  of  a  musketeer  than  a  marechal  of  France.  He  would 
have  endangered  the  whole  array,  had  not  the  duke  of  Vork,  and  Bout- 
teville,  who  was  marching  back  with  a  detachment,  after  bavins  exe- 
cuted the  orders  he  had  received,  and  whom  the  marechal  had  obliged 
to  march  forward,  stopped  the  enemy  by  their  intrepidity,  which  eave 
the  two  generals  time  to  retire.  Don  Juan  called  a  full  council^  ia  which 
he  proposed  to  engage  in  the  downs,  and  approach  the  French  army ; 
Condef  opposed  this  project,  and  demonstrated  all  the  evils  wfaldi  wonld 
result;  but  Don  Juan  was  obstinate,  and  ordered  the  army'to march* 
The  prince,  von  the  following  day,  renewed  his  remonstrant  and  en- 
deavoured to  convince  the  Spanish  general  that,  next  to  taking  a  bad 
position,  the  greatest  fault  he  could  commit  would  be  to  keep  it ;  but 
Don  Juan  remained  inflexible. 

Turenne  soon  realized ^the  fears  of  the  prince;  he  sallied  fiom  kit 
camp,  June  14,  at  break  of  day,  to  combat  that  army,  which  was  led  by 
its  commander  to  certain  defeat.  It  was  then  that  the  prince  asked  the 
young  duke  of  Gloucester,  if  he  had  ever  seen  a  battle  ?  "  No;**  re- 
plied the  duke.  •«  Well,"  continued  Conde,  "  you  will  aee  one  lost 
within  half  an  hour/* 
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The  justness  of  hts  •lerceptioa  did  uot  a  iDoinent  slacken  the  ardor  of 
his  courage.  The  French  army,  seconded  bj  the  English  fleet,  was 
thrice  repulsed  by  the  Spaniards,  who  at  length  ceded,  not  being  able 
to  resist  the  fire  of  a  battery  which  took  them  in  flank.  The  Spanisb 
cavalry  did  not  display  so  much  courage  ;  they  retired  without  waiting 
for  the  enemy,  and  the  engagement  only  continued  on  the  left,  where 
Conde  conducted  himself  as  usual.  Seeing  the  battle  was  inevitably  lost, 
he  formed  the  project  of  passing  by  the  right  wing  of  the  French,  and 
of  entering  Dunkirk  with  the  troops  he  had  under  his  command.  Aftef 
performing  miracles  of  valor,  he  succeeded  in  opening  the  passage ;  but 
a  battalion  of  the  regiment  of  the  French  guards,  advantageously  posted, 
having  enabled  M.  de  Crequi  to  rally  his  wing,  oblia;ed  the  prince  to 
retire  ;  his  hor<e  being  wounded,  fell  under  him,  and  he  was  in  dangjpr 
of  being  taken  ;  Boutteville  and  Coligny  urged  him  to  take  theirs :  but 
he  would  not  sacrifice  friends  so  brave  to  his  personal  safety  ;  he  took  a 
horse  from  one  of  his  gentlemen,  and. exerting  that  presence  of  mind 
which  never  forsook  him,  found  the  mealis  to  escape  from  the  squddmns 
of  the  enemy,  and  rejoin  Don  Juau  in  his  retreat.  Turenne  only  pur- 
sued the  fugitives  as  far  as  ike  canal  of  furnet. 

The  courage  and  genius  by  which  the  actions  of  the  prince  were  sig- 
nalized, never,  perhaps,  placed  that  great  man  in  a  more  admirable  point 
of  view  than  on  this  occasion  ;  wh^n  Conde,  under  the  most  terrible  (ire, 
and  in  a  rout  almost  general,  forQ|Msd  the  project  to  force  a  passage 
through  a  victorious  army,  and  to  leave  in  its  rear  the  town  of  which  it 
covered  the  siege.  A  fortunate  general  may  gain  victories,  and  the  hero 
knows  how  to  conquer  or  die;  but  to  conceive,  and  daringly  jitf^npt  to 
execute  a  plan  so  new,  under  such  circumstances,  se^ms  almost  beyond 
the  efforts  of  a  mortal. 

The  defeat  of  the  Spanish  army  obliged  Dunkirk  to  surrender.  Ber- 
gues,  Furnes,  and  Dendermonde,  followed  the  example.  Don  Ju«n, 
too  feeble  now  to  continue  the  campaign,  dispersed  his  troops  in  the 
towns  of  Flanders,  and  the  prince  retired  to  Ostend,  a  place  entirely 
4le8titute  of  provisions  and  magazines. 

Louis  XIV.  fell  ill  at  Mardick,  and  was  removed  to  Calais,  where  he 
recovered.  The  marechal  de  La  Ferte  took  Gravel ines,  after  the  trenches 
had  been  opened  thirty  days  ;  and  Turenne  seized  on  O^enarde. 
Conde  threw  himself  into  Touriiai,  and  the  prince  deLigne  was  beaten» 
in  consequence  of  not  sheltering  himself  by  the  Lis,  as  the  prince  had 
advised.  This  new  defeat  of  the  Spaniards  was  followed. by  the  loss  of 
Menin  and  Ypres.  Turenne  encamped  before  Tournai,  and  several 
skirmishes  passed  between  the  armies ;  but  they  were  on  neither  side 
decisive.  Phdip  IV.  finding  his  arms  as  unsucceisful^in  Italy,  and  on 
the  frontiers  of  Portugal,  as  they  had  been  in  the  Netherlandi,  deter- 
mined at  lengtli  to  negociate  for  peaae. 

The  famous  conferences  between  Dpn  Louis  de  Haroand  Mazapin,  in 
the  Isle  des  Faisans,  now  took  place.  While  these  ministers  were  nego* 
ciating,  the  Poles  sent  to  offer  their  throne  to  the  prince ;  but  he  an- 
swered, ''that  he  would  never  accept  it  without  the  consent  of  his  so- 
vereign.*' How  glorious  must  that  reputation  be,  which  could  induce 
a  nation  to  chuse,  from  a  distant  part  of  Em  ope,  a  prince  exiled  from 
his  country,  ill  in  his  affairs,  and  unfortunate  in  his  rebellion,  for  iheir 
monarch  ! 

Among  the  important  inte^eats  the  two  ministers  had  to  conciliate, 
those  of  the  prince  no  less  occupied  the  i^ttention  of  Europe  than  thost; 
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of  the  monarchs.  Doo  Louts  had  the  uoderttanding  to  feel  that  the 
glory  of  his  master  required  he  should  support  the  Great  Coode, and  be 
acted  accordingly.  In  despite  of  the  arti^ce  and  opponitioo  of  Mazaria ; 
nay,  regardless  of  the  reraunstrances  of  the  piiore,  who  incessantly  con- 
jured that  minister  to  rather  abandon  his  cause  than  tlie  eause  of  his 
friends,  Don  Louis,  by  restoring  Avesnes  to  France,  and  J uliers  to  the 
elector  palatine,  obtained  of  the  French  court  that  the  prince  should  be 
reinstated  in  his  honours,  fortune,  dignities,  titles,  and  goremments. 
The  prince  was  likewise  permitted  to  receive  a  million  of  crowns  from 
Spain,  not  to  mention  the  subsidies  that  kingdom  had  engaged  to  pay 
him,  which  amounted  to  more  than  five  millions.  Theiie  articles,  stipa- 
lated  by  the  treaty  of  the  Pyrenees,  on  the  word  of  two  great  monardu, 
have  never  yet  been  fulfilled.  All  those  who  had  followed  the  fbrtane 
t>f  the  Great  Conde  also  recovered  their  former  piissessioDs,  and  were 
indemnitied  by  Spain,  and  the  treaty  was  signed  November  17*  I660. 

The  prince  heard  of  the  conclusion  of  this  treaty  with  the  greateu  joy ; 
and  left  Brussels,  regretted  by  the  Low  Countries,  after  having  rccetied 
deputations  from  all  the  towns  in  acknowledgment  of  the  lervice  he  hid 
done  them.  They  ofPei^  him  presents,  which  he  refused,  and  he  gave 
bills  to  his  credKors,  that  were  duly  discharged  the  following  year. 

The  marquis  de  Caracene  conducted  him  to  the  frontiers  of  Chsfli- 
pagne.  The  prince  was  every  where  received  with  the  gpneatest  naarksof 
consideration  and  respeety  and  he  Ibund  the  duke  and  dutchess  de  Lsn- 
gueville  at  Coulommiers.  Forgetting  the  evils  which  the  pemidovi 
counsel  of  the  latter  had  brooglit  on  him,  he  only  viewed  in  her  a  be- 
loved sister,  and  received  that  •prinoess  with  the  greatest  tenderness ;  he 
likewise  seemed  happy  to  see  his  consort,  who  arrived  two  days  after. 
The  illusion  of  glory  and  of  grandeur  in  noble  minds  does  not  stiietkst 
sweet  sensibility,  which  is  the  true  source  of  happiness,  when  it  origi- 
nates in  purity  of  heart. 

Conde  continued  his  route  toward  Provence,  where  the  king  then  so- 
journed ;  but  eager  though  he  was  to  pay  his  court  to  Leuis»  be  could 
not  refrain  from  going  a  little  out  of  bis  road  to  see  the  datchessde 
Chatillon.  After  naving  embraced  the  prince  de  Conti,  who  was  at  Va- 
lence with  the  marechal  de  Grammont,  he  arrived  at  a  place  two  Icagies 
from  Aix,  where  cardinal  Mazarin  came  to  receive  him.  He  did  not  re- 
fuse to  embrace  that  minister  ;  they  went  intO"  the  same  coach  and  ar- 
rived together  at  Aix,  where  the  prince  found  the  king  alone  in  bis 
chamber,  eiccept  the  queen  his  mother.  Cotide  threw  himself  at  the  feet 
of  the  monarch,  who  raised  him  as  soon  as  he  had  uttered  all  that  His 
respect  and  attachment  inspired.  Louis  XIV.  assured  him  that  every 
thing  was  forgotten,except  the  services  he  had  formerly  rendered  the  state. 
Fronrthat  moment  the  king  spoke  to  him  in  the  most  affectionate  man- 
ner, and  with  as  much  familiaritynas  if  he  had  never  quitted  the  court. 

Such  was  the  glorious  termination  of  the  misfortanes  and  the  rebellioo 
of  the  prince.  It  were  certainly  to  be  wished,  that  in  history  wesboald 
always  find  great  errors  receive  an  adequate  punishment;  yet  it  most  be 
acknowledged  that,  in  this  instance,  the  hero,  pure  of  heart,  but  betrayed 
into  mistake,  is  in  some  measnre  pardonable,  by  the  mental  dignity 
which  he  throughout  tnuiotains.  Ordinary  talents  cannot  disarm  the 
severity  of  the  reader,  but  admiration  makes  him  indulgent;  hedeploivfl 
the  mistake,  but  is  interested  for  the  offender;  he  feels  indignant  ai;aiost 
the  rebel,  but  grows  attached  to  the'  l^ero  ;  and  in  the  end  says  to  him- 
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self,  with  flome  kind  of  satisfaction  :  **  his  errors  took  birth  from  the 
misery  of  the  times,  but  his  heroism  made  their  conclusion  {glorious.** 

On  his  return,  Conde  was  received  with  the  distinction  due  to  his 
birth,  and  both  the  city  and  the  court  were  eager  to  pay  the  homag;e  his 
celebrity  claimed.  The  rejoicings  of  the  Parisians,  on  that  <iccasion, 
were  so  enthusiastic  that  the  court,  always  prompt  at  alarm,  somewhat 
took  umbrage ;  but  the  prince,  taught  by  age  and  experience  that  it  is 
not  always  safe  to  encourage  the  homage  of  the  public  under  the  eye  of 
the  sovereign,  conducted  himself  so  as  to  remove  all  suspicion.  He  de- 
parted for  Burgundy,  where  he  was  received  with  acclamation.  It  was 
•gain  attempted  to  set  him  at  variance  with  the  cardinal,  but  he  wa* 
•ware  of,  and  avoided  the  9nare  :  he  then  went  to  meet  the  king,  who 
was  on  his  return  from  the  southern  provinces,  and  by  whom  he  was  re- 
eved as  graciously  as  before,  and  followed  his  majesty  to  the  capital. 

Mnzario  apparently  reconciled,  only  became  the  more  dangerous;  the 
treaty  of  the  Pyrenees,  though  it  changed  the  face  of  affairs,  did  not 
change  the  heart  of  the  cardinal.  Not  having  it  in  his  power  to  deprive 
him  of  his  seat  in  council,  the  first  care  of  that  minister  was  to  remove 
those  brave  troops,  whom  the  misfortunes  and  talents  of  the  Great  Conde 
had  so  warmly  attached  to  his  person ;  they  were  seut  to  serve  the  re- 
public of  Venice. 

A  minister,  who  is  suspicious,  may  be  thought  ptudent ;  but  his  in- 
dulging in  revenge,  when  reconciled  to  his  eaemies,  can  admit  of  no 
excuse.  Mazarin  was  base  enough  to  secretly  stimulate  the  duke  de 
Lorraine'to  contest  the  possession  of  the  Clermontois,  the  most  valuable 
of  Condi's  possessions,  and  the  recompense  of  his  services;  buttheelo« 
quence  of  the  advocate-general.  Talon,  gained  tlie  prince  his  cause,  and 
disappointed  the  intrigues  and  hopes  of  the  cardinal. 

That  minister  did  not  long  survive  this  last  trait  of  h\s  odious  eha<« 
iracter ;  and  his  death  seemed  to  open  the  road  of  favor  to  the  prince. 
His  fiends  endeavoured  to  entangle  him  in  that  labyrinth  of  intrigue 
into  which  courtiers  hufiy  at  the  decease  of  a  man  in  power.  Cond^, 
however,  despised  these  petty  arts:  he  knew  how  to  seize  on  authority^ 
but  he  could  not  crouch  for  favor.  He  was  the  first  to  whom  the  HionHl'en 
confided  his  intention  to  govern  in  future  by  himself;  and  the  prince, 
i%ir  from  dissuading,  neglected  nothing  which  might  confirm  Louis  in  a 
resolution  so  fortunate  ior  the  nation. 

From  that  epocha,  to  l€67,  the  prince  retired  from  the  vortex  of 
affairs  to  devote  himself  entirely  to  the  education  of  his  son,  and  his 
efforts  were  directed  by  enlightened  affection.  True  grandeur  neglects  to 
fulfil  no  duty.  About  that  time  the  Spanish  court  paid  Conde  400,000 
crowns,  which  he  distributed  among  his  friends,  though  he  was  io 
^eat  want  of  the  money.  In  l665,  he  married  the  duke  D'Cn^bien  to 
the  princess  palatine,  Anne  of  fiavaria,  and  retired  to  Chanttlly,  where 
he  lived  in  tranquillity,  encircled  by  most  of  the  gieat  men  of  the  age 
of  Louis  XIV. 

Two  years  af^er,  an  odious  libel  appeared  against  the  prince  and  his 
mter.  One  of  his  gentlemen  prepared  to  revenge  this  insult  in  the  most 
cruel  manner,  but  was  prevented  by  the  prince,  who  took  vengeance  on 
the  petty  enemies  which  celebrity  is  certain  to  create,  only  by  contempt: 
but  how  severe  a  punishment  istlie  contempt  of  a  great  man  1  The  king 
found  himself  personally  ofiended  by  the  insult  offered  to  his  blood,  and 
thought  it  his  duty  to  inflict  a  more  rigorous  chastisement:  Bussy-Ka« 
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Lutin  was  con>equeDtly  contiiied  in  the  Bastille,  which  he  ooly  quitted 
to  languish  in  exile. 

At  this  period,  the  king  formed  the  project  to  seize  on  the  Nether- 
lands: the  talents  of  Turenne  and  of  the  prince  contributed  more,  p<rr- 
haps,  than  it  is  suppoi^ed,  to  inspire  Louis  XIV.  with  that  love  of  war  for 
%vhich  he  has  lieen  so  often,  and  perhaps  so  justly,  censured.  It  is  the 
])robability  of  success  which  is  the  btimnlu^  of  ambition.  Had  the  gene- 
rals of  that  monarch  been  only  men  of  mediocre  talents,  he  might  tiare 
possibly  been  more  pacific ;  but  no  blame  can  be  attached  to  iitfroe»  who 
were  intrusted  with  the  defence  of  the  state,  aud  who  were  depeudeot  oa 
the  will  of  their  sovereign. 

Louis  XIV.  chose  Turenne  to  undertake  the  conquest  of  tbe  Nether- 
lands, under  his  orders.  The  priuce  retired  to  Chantilly  ;  but  bis  soa, 
the  duke  D^Enghien,  who  on  all  occasions  showed  himself  worthy  of  the 
name  he  had  to  support,  joined  the  army.  That  young  prince  fell  ill  at 
the  siege  of  Lille,  and  was  conveyed  to  Douai :  the  father  immediately 
bastened  to  his  sod,  to  whom  he  paid  the  most  tender  offices,  aud  wbeii 
his  fears  were  pacified  returned  to  Chantilly. 

The  success  the  king  obtained  in  Flanders,  on  every  side,  roused  the 
enemies  of  his  majesty,  and  preparations  were  made  to  impede  his  pro* 
eress ;  but  the  hero  of  France,  in  his  retreat,  watched  over  her  intererts; 
he  transmitted  the  plan  of  subduing  Franche-Comte  to  the  marquis  dt 
Louvois,  the  greatest  perl^ps  of  ministers,  had  he  been  the  most  virtuook 
The  project  was  eagerly  seized  by  Louvois,  who  caused  it  to  be  adopted 
by  the  king,  and  Conde  was  appointed  to  put  it  in  execution;  it  could 
not  have  been  placed  in  better  hands. 

Cond^  went  to  Burgundy,  under  pretence  of  convening  the  states 
While  the  session,  which  he  purposely  prolonged,  was  held,  he  made  pre* 
}>arations  for  his  expedition  with  the  utmost  secrecy ;  and,  by  negn- 
ciations  skilfully  opened,  succeeded  in  lulling  the  vigilance  of  the 
Comtois,  diverting  tbe  attention  of  the  Swiss,  and  in  assembling  tbe 
necessary  troops,  before  his  intention  was  sutpected.  At  length,  the 
.  secret  was  divulged,  and  it  was  Paris  that  warned  Franche-Comte  of 
the  danger  by  which  it  was  menaced ;  the  people  convoked  their  militis 
fsr  the  8th  of  February,  a  tardy  and  useless  precaution ;  those  weak  de- 
fenders soon  became  the  submissive  subjects  of  the  monarch  they  were 
intended  to  resist. 

On  the  4th  of  February  the  prince  marched  into  Franche-Comte,  and 
on  the  7th  that  general  took  possession  of  Besan^on,  and  Luxembourg, 
of  Salins.  The  town  of  Dole  made  a  firmer  resistance;  the  seasoo, 
which  did  not  allow  a  siege  to  be  undertaken,  favored  the  inclination 
which  the  prince  had  to  carry  all  that  dared  resist  him  by  storm ;  itws$ 
before  that  place  that  he  was  joined  by  the  king.  After  receiving  that 
monarches  orders,  Conde  made  the  necessary  arrangements,  and  canied 
the  outworks  of  the  place  sword  in  hand.  The  prince  led  his  son  to 
these  different  attacks,  and,  amid  the  most  terrible  cannonading,  explained 
all  he  had  ordered.  To  the  honor  of  human  nature,  sensibility  sometimes 
pierced  through  the  horror  of  those  sanguinary  moments ;  the  peiaom 
near  the  prince  shed  tears  of  admiration  and  sympathy,  to  see  that  grett 
man  surmount  the  weakness,  while  he  paid  homage  to  the  feelingi  of 
nature,  unite  dignified  courage  to  paternal  tenderness,  and  show  himself 
at  once  the  model  of  heroes  and  of  fathers.  • 

The  valor  of  the  French,  the  activity  of  their  chi^,  tfae  8iicce«  of  tbe 
monarch,  and  the  dread  of  the  horrors  of  an  assault,  soon  d^termioed 
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the  inhabitants  of  Dole  to  capitulate.  The  prince  immediately  marched 
to  Gray,  and  caused  the  Ch4teau  de  Joux,  to  which  the  marquis 
.D'Yenue,  the  commandant  of  Franche-Comte,  had  retired,  to  be  in- 
vested. The  cowardice  of  the  general,  the  treachery  of  the  abbe  de 
Watteville,  and  the  gold  of  Louis  X[V.  soon  made  these  two  places,  as 
well  as  the  rest  of  the  country,  bubmit  to  the  French,  so  that  there  was 
only  the  interval  of  a  fortnight  between  its  invasion  and  conquest.  The 
king  immediately  presented  Conde  with  the  government  of  a  province, 
for  the  conquest  of  which  he  was  indebted  to  the  justness  of  the  prince's 
views,  and  the  energy  of  his  measures,  but  peace  was  almost  immediately 
concluded,  and  Franche-Comte  was  restored  to  the  Spaniards.  That 
same  year,  October  li,  Louis,  duke  de  Bourbou,  son  of  the  duke 
I>*Enghien,  and  grandson  of  the  Great  Conde,  was  born. 

Th^  abdication  of  Casimir,  king  of  PoUikJ,  made  Louis  XIV.  desirous 
to  count  another  monarch   in  his  family.     Conde  urged   his   majesty 
to  favor  the  duke  D'Eughieo,  on  whom  he  was  desirous  the  crown  should 
)>e  conferred ;  but  the  Poles  demanded  the  prince  for  their  sovereign, 
aud  Louis  at  first  seemed  to  wish  the  election  to  fall  on  him  ;  but  ambi- 
tioD  made  that  monarch  change  his  intentions.      It  was  intimated  to 
Liouis  by  the  foreign  powers,  that  they  would  suffer  him  to  conquer  Hol- 
land, provided  he  did  not  place  the  crown  of  Poland  on  Conde's  head  ; 
and  his  niajesty  ordered  the  prince  to  resign  his  claims.     In  consequence 
of  this  prohibition,  Conde  wrote  immediately  to  inform  the  partisans  he 
had  in  that  country,  that  he  renounced   his  pretensions  to  the  Polish  . 
throne.     The  haughtiest  of  princes  had  now  become  the  most  submissive 
of  subjects  ;  but  his  friends  in  Poland  persevered  in  their  wish,  and  they 
were  on  the  point  of  succeeding,  when  calumny,  that  luonster,  fostered 
in  courts,  and  a  disgrace  to  human  nature,  successfully  turned  its  arms 
^against  the  prince,  and    employed   libels,  cabals,  and  rorruption,  the 
scourge  of  true  merit,  which  too  frequently  can  only  be  vindicated  by 
the  justice  of  posterity.     The  Poles  soon  repented  of  the  unworthy 
choice  they  had  been  induced  to  make,  and  renewed  their  offers  to  the 
prince,  who  proposed  his  nephew,  the  duke  de  Longueville,  in  his  place. 

The  prince  was  not  merely  preyed  upo|)  by  the  disappointments  of  am- 
bition ;  the  exhausted  state  of  his  finances,  the  few  resources  which  of- 
fered themselves,  the  number  of  his  creditors,  and  the  disorder  of  his  af- 
fairs, made  him  the  most  wretched  of  men;  so  true  it  is,  that  exalted 
rank,  even  when  united  to  elevation  of  soul,  cannot  secure  happiness. 

Gourville,  that  faithful  adherent  of  the  prince,  had  quitted  Conde, 
on  his  departure  for  Brussels  ;  and,  after  having  experienced  all  the  cap^ 
rice  of  fortune,  had  been  forced  to  leave  his  country  :  the  court  opposed 
his  return.  Conde,  who  never  forgot  those  who  had  zealously  served 
him,  warmly  exerted  himself  in  his  behalf,  and  obtained  his  repeal.  His 
rank,  honours,  talents,  celebrity,  nay,  th^  homage  of  the  universe,,  had 
pot  been  sufficient  to  shield  the  prince  from  adversity  ;  a  benevolent 
action  restored  him  to  happiness.  Gourville,  penetrated  with  gratitude,, 
devoted  himself  entirely  to  the  service  of  his  benefactor ;  he  hastened 
into  Spain,  to  oblige  that  court  to  pay  a  part  of  what  was  so  legitimately 
due  to  the  prince;  and,  by  his  perseverance,  activity,  and  intelligence,, 
at  length  brought  the  affairs  of  Conde  into  some  order,  aud  delivered  hiui 
'  from  that  host  of  creditors  which  was  more  formidable  to  the  prince  than 
the  combined  forces  of  Europe. 

At  that  period,  the  union  of  Mile,  de  Montpensier  and  M.  de  Lauzun 
tras  in  agitation.    In  despite  of  the  remonstrances  of  the  whole  court,  the 
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king  was  inclined  to  give  his  consent ;  but  the  prince  w  forcibly  urged  hit 
majesty  to  protect  the  honour  of  the  royal  family,  that  heconrinced  Louii 
XIV.  who  ordered  Mademoiselle  to  think  no  more  of  that  union  :  it  is, 
however,  said,  that  she  secretly  espoused  M.  de  Lauzun  ;  and  that  prin- 
cesi«,  wlio  Imd  soared  beyond  her  sex,  while  deciding  victory  in  the  favour 
of  a  hero,  fell  again  into  the  class  of  ordinary  women,  by  forming  that 
union  she  never  forgave  the  prince  for  having  opposed  her  inclination. 
But  she  little  knew  that  great  man,  if  she  imagined  that  even  gntitode 
could  make  him  fail  to  perform  that  which  he  held  to  be  his  duty. 

The  prince,  who  had  never  been  able  to  love  his  consort,  about  this 
time  found  a  favorable  opportunity  to  separate  from  her;  a  project  he 
had  long  had  in  contemplation.  He  obtained  the  king's  permission 
to  Hx  the  residence  of  that  princess  at  Chateauroux,   where  she  died 

in  1()94. 

In  readinsfthe  history  of  the  Great  Conde,  we  cannot  but  feel  regret 
that,  througl)  life,  he  had  so  little  regard  for  his  consort,  in  despite  of  all 
lier  exertions  in  his  behalf;  but  great  men  would  be  superior  to  human 
nature,  were  they  exempt  from  all  its  foibled.  There  are  insurmountable 
'  dislikes,  for  which  we  cannot  account ;  and  the  hero,  uo  doubt,  is  as  on- 
able  to  guard  against  them  as  the  generality  of  men. 

The  same  year,  the  Great  Conde  received  bi^  maiesty  at  Chantilly ; 
and  the  magnificence  of  a  great  prince  was  combined  with  the  elegance 
of  a  man  of  taste.  With  respect,  he  knew  how  to  mingle  that  mnk 
gaiety,  and  that  simple,  yet  dignified  courtesy,  which  brightens  the 
countenance,  and  without  which  the  most  splendid  festivals  are  equally 
dull  and  embarrassing,  both  to  the  host  and  his  guests.  The  public 
joy,  however,  was  disturbed  by  the  well-known  accident  of  Vatel,  ccm» 
irolfiur  de  la  bouche^  who  killed  himself  because  the  sea  fish  did  not  ar« 
rive  in  time. 

Louis  XIV.  indignant  against  the  Dutch,  who  had  insulted  him. 
burned  to  take  signal  vengeance,  and  consulted  the  prince  by  what 
means  he  could  ruin  their  commerce.  The  answer  which  Conde  gave 
admirably  pourtrays  his  character.  **I  know  but  one.  Sire,**  replied  the 
prince,  '*  which  is  to  subdue  them.'*  This  was  sufficient  to  determine 
an  ambitious  monarch  to  attempt  that  conquest;  war  was  declared  in 
April ;  and  the  king  put  himself  in  march  at  the  head  of  one  hundred 
and  ten  thousand  men,  accompanied  by  the  prince,  thie  duke  D'Enghien, 
and  Turenne.  Great  though  the  splendour  was  which  Louis  XIV.  dif- 
fused over  that  army,  it  was  less  adorned  by  the  magnificeuce  of  a:  potent 
monarch,  than  by  the  presence  of  two  great  men. 

At  the  first  encampment,  Louis  paid  public  homage  to  the  talents  of 
the  Great  Conde,  by  assigning  him  the  best  quarters.  The  prince,  ig- 
norant of  tBis,  was  astonished,  and  made  his  complaint  to  the  king;  who 
replied,  <'  that  they  had  only  followed  his  directions,  that  he  considered 
bim  as  his  general,  and  that  lie  wished  him  to  be  treated  as  such."  Louis 
XIV.  though  not  a  man  of  genius,  had  always  the  good  seose  to  place 
bis  glory  in  patronizing  all  tne  men  of  talent  his  aee  prodqced. 

The  prince,  by  reminding  the  king  that  he  had  Eiiled  in  the  conquest 
of  Flanders,  in  consequence  of  having  divided  hisfonces,  determined  that 
monarch  to  assemble  them,  to  make  a  descent  on  Holland,  which  he  pror 
posed  to  attack  by  the  Maese ;  the  king,  however,  followed  the  advice  of 
Turenne,  who  preferred  the  bank  of  the  Lower  Uhioe.  Looii  took 
Rhinberg,  and  Turenne,  Osroy ;  while  the  prince  laid  biege  to  WcieU 
Before  they  crossed  the  Rhine^  the  SwisK  revolted :  Cpnde  earned  them 
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to  be  enveloped  by  the  army  ;   and  the  fear  of  a  prompt  and  rigorous 
chastisement  determined  them  to  submit. 

During  the  siege,  the  women  of  the  town,  terrified  at  the  process  of 
the  works,  and  by  the  capture  of  an  important  fort,  of  which  the  French 
liad  taken  possession,  sent  to  demand  permission  of  the  prince  to  leave 
the  place  :  Conde,  though  it  might  well  be  supposed  that  the  terror  they 
^'ould  spread  would  facilitate  his  success,  answered,  "  that  he  could  not 
think  of  depriving  his  triumph  of  its  greatest  ornament."  His  calculation 
was  just ;  those  very  women  prevailed  on  the  governor  to  surrender  at  the 
end  of  three  days. 

Conde  marched  to  Emmerick,  of  which  he  gained  possession,  by  suf- 
fering the  town  to  retain  its  magistrates,  its  privileges,  and  those  trifling 
consolations  of  which  the  conquered  ar^  no  less  jealous  than  the  con- 
querors are  lavish.  Hults,  Dorkel,  and  Huessel,  submitted  to  the 
prince.  Turenne  besieged  Rees ;  the  governor  made  a  vigorous  de- 
fence; Conde  summoned  him  to  surrender ;  at  his  name  the  inhabitants 
wished  to  force  the  garrison  to  capitulate ;  the  governor  still  resisted  ; 
but  his  obstinacy  only  delayed  the  capture  of  the  place  a  few  days. 

The  prince  of  Orange  defended  the  Issel  with  his  whole  force;  Conde, 
whose  counsel  always  bore  the  stamp  of  his  genius,  proposed  to  pass  the 
Rhine,  and  by  this  means  to  frustrate  the  enemy*s  plan  of  defence. 
Louis  XIV.  approved  and  adopted  the  measure ;  and  Turenne  examined, 
and  found  nothing  to  object.  They  were  provided  with  copper  boats, 
which  had  been  newly  invented  by  a  fierson  named  Martinet.  Two 
gentlemen,  natives  of  the  country,  pointed  out  a  ford,  only  thirty  paces 
of  which  was  out  of  depth:  it  was  tried,  found  practicable,  and  every 
thing  was  prepared  for  that  memorable  expedition,  which  has  been  too 
much  extolled  by  flattery,  but  which  deserved  praise  for  the  boldness  of 
the  project,  and  the  rapidity  of  its  execution. 

The  prince  of  Orange,  misled  at  first  by  the  mock  attempts  that  were 
made  on  the  side  of  thelssel,  at  length  divined  the  intentions  of  the  king, 
and  first  sent  the  count  de  Montbas,  then  the  marechal  de  Wurtz,  with 
a  corps  that  appeared  strong  enough  to  second  the  obstacles  which  na- 
ture oppose:d  to  the,  passage  of  an  army  ;  but  which  was  still  insufiicient 
to  resist  Conde,  Louis  XIV.  anc}  the  r rench. 

At  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening,  the  king  repaired  to  the  prince's  tent : 
the  night  was  spent  in  raising  batteries,  redoubts,  and  ramparts,  to 
strengtnen  the  bridge,  and  to  aid  the  passage  of  the  infantry.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  king's  body  guards,  and  a  part  of  the  cavalry,  should 
ford  and  swim  across  the  river.  The  prince  would  willingly  have  pnt 
himself  at  their  head,  but  the  gout,  which  would  not  allow  him  to  let  his 
foot  touch  water,  made  him  determine  to  go  in  a  boat  with  his  -son,  the 
duke  de  Bouillon,  the  prince  de  Marsillac,  and  some  others.  They 
were  at  some  little  distance  from  the  shore  when  the^  saw  jth^  duke  de 
Longueville,  who  cried  tliat  he  would  swim  to  them  if  they  did  not -re- 
turn for  him,  hastening  to  the  bank  of  the  river.  The  prince  rowed 
back,  and  took  him  into  the  boat.  They  gained  the  shore,  attacked,  and 
came  to  action  ;  the  cavalry  of  the  enemy  was  instantly  put  to  rout,  and 
tbe  infantry  asked  for  quarter.  The  most  dangerous  of  expeditions  was 
on  the  point  of  succeeding  without  any  blood  being  spilt,  but  the  rash 
valour  of  the  duke  de  Longueville  suddenly  spread  a  uiournint;  veil  over 
laurels  so  precious.  That  young  pfince,  with  the  duke  D'Enghien,  and 
the  corps  of  volunteers,  was  the  first  who  made  an  onset  on  the  Dutch 
infantry  ;  they  culled  for  quarter  i  the  duke  refused,  and  tired  his  pistol : 
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he  was  answered  with  a  discharge  that  stretched  both  him  and  the  flower 
of  the  noblesse  lifeless  on  the  field  of  battle. 

Conde  advanced  to  the  succour  of  these  impetuous  young  men,  whose 
temerity  he  dreaded;  an  officer  of  the  enemy  came  up  to  him,  and  aimed 
a  stroke  at  him,  which  would  have  inflicted  instantaneous  death,  had  not 
the  prince  warded  the  pistol  with  his  hand ;  and  by  doing  so  received  a 
wound  in  the  wrist :  he  did  i^t,  however,  have  his  wound  dressed  till  he 
had  revenged  the  death  of  his  unfortunate  nephew,  and  secured  the  glory 
of  France.  Then  that  hero,  covered  with  glory,  but  oppres<sed  at  once 
by  two  of  th&jgreutest  afflictions  of  human  nature,  bodily  pain,  and  grief 
of  heart,  sufi^ed  himself  to  be  conveyed  to  a  barn,  and  caused  the  body 
of  the  duke  de  Longueville  to  be  placed  by  his  side.  That  young  prince 
had  scarcely  lost  his  life  when  an  envoy  arrived  to  bring  him  the  crown 
of  Poland;  a  striking  contrast  of  the  summit  and  sudden  fall  of  ho* 
man  grandeur. 

The  king  visited  the  wounded  prince,  and  expressed  his  gratitude  in 
the  most  affecting  terms:  he  ordered  Turenne  to  take  the  command  of 
the  army;  and,  notwithstanding  the  youth  of  the  duke  D*£nghien,  gave 
that  prince  the  command  which  Turenne  had  held. 

Coode  was  removed  to  Emmerick,  where  he  heard  with  pleasure  of 
the  rapid  conquests  of  Louis  XIV.  but  he  did  not  cease  to  warn  that 
monarch  **  that  the  capture  of  Amsterdam  was  of  the  greatest  importance, 
and  that  he  ought  to  neglect  no  means  to  gain  possession  of  that  city.** 
The  extreme  caution  of  Turenne,  however,  decided  otherwise;  and 
Louis  XIV.  was  generally  blamed,  on  that  occasion,  for  not  having  ra- 
ther used  jthe  fire  of  Conde  than  the  lead  of  Turenne.  To  that  mistake 
the  king  added  another ;  he  dispersed  his  army  to  guard  the  posts,  instead 
of  destroying  them,  as  the  prince  had  advised,  wnich  shortly  made  him 
lose  the  whole  fruits  of  his  glory  and  his  conquests.  The  king  wis 
obliged  to  return  to  Versailles,  leaving  garrisons,  but  no  army. 

As  soon  as  the  prince  could  bear  the  motion  of  a  carnage  he  began  his 
route  to  Chantilly,  travelling  leisurely  through  the  Netherlands,  aud 
always  occupied  with  what  might  be  of  utility  to  the  state.  On  this 
journey  he  had  several  interesting  conferences  with  the  count  de  Monte« 
fcy»  governor  of  the  Low  countries,  of  whicli  he  gave  an  account  to 
the  kin<|;. 

On  the  return  of  the  prince,  the  abbe  D'Orleans,  elder  brother  to  the 
young  duke  de  Longueville,  in  who2>e  favor'he  had  renounced  his  birth- 
right, came  to  the  great  Conde  and  offered  to  make  a  will,  in  which  he 
meaned  to  constitute  that  prince  his  sole  heir:  a  proposal  utterly  unex* 
pected.  Conde  had  the  generosity  to-  dissuade  his  nephew  from  this 
measure,  and  to  prevail  on  him  to  make  the  will  in  favor  of  the  dutchess, 
his  mother;  and  as  tho(»e  estates  wonid  have  fallen  to  him  on  the  death 
of  that  princess,  he  carried  his  disinterestedness.^)  far  as  to  induce  the 
abbe  D'Orleans,  by  the  same  act,  to  assign  Ihe  principality  of  Neof- 
chitel,  and  his  other  e&tates,  to  the  prince  de  Conti,  after  the  decease  of 
the  dutchess  de  Longueville.  This  will  was  in  the  sequel  contested  by 
madame  de  Clenuont,  but  the  I'alidity  of  the  first  was  decided  hj  par- 
liament in  favor  of  the  prince  de  Conti. 

At  the  time  that  the  ^rms  of  Louis  XIV.  were  crowned  with  the  ng^fl 
prosperous  success,  the  other  European  powers  were  stiuck  with  fprh 
consternation  and  astonishment,  that  they  had  not  the  courage  toaeek 
the  means  of  arresting  his  progress;  but,  as  soon  as  the  good  fortvne  of 
that  monarch  began  to  fluctuate^  they  unanimously  armed  taaogetente 
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na  fall.     The  elector  of  Brandenbiirgh,  the  emperor  Leopold,  and  the 
duke  de  Lorraine,  soon  forced  Louis  to  tremble  for  his  frontiers. 

The  prince  had  not  long  returned  to  Chantilly  when  the  king  called 
on  him  to  defend  the  Upper  Rhine,  Alsatia,  Lorraine,  and  the  Pays^ 
Messin,  His  wound,  which  was  not  yet  healed,  did  nut  prevent  that 
great  man  from  immediately  obeying  the  orders  of  his  sovereign,  and 
flying  to  the  defence  of  his  country.  His  skilful  dispositions  prevented 
the  enemy  from  penetrating  into  France;  He  ravaged  the  electorate  of 
Treves,  and  detached  his  cavalry  to  the  succour  of  Charleroy,  the  siege 
of  which  was  quickly  raised. 

Disease  soon  spread  in  his  army;  the  abundance  pf  rain  ^f/1  the  inun-  - 
dations  it  caused,  had  made  the  roads  impassable,  and  conseqiitptly 
provisions  were  scarce.  Every  day  augmented  the  distress,  and  the 
troops  began  to  murmur  at  the  princess  persisting  in  keeping  the  ciiaip 
he  occupied;  but,  independent  of  the  military  reasons  by  which  he 
fn*ght  be  influenced,  Conde  was  determined  to  remain,  because  it  would 
have  been  impossible  to  remove  the  sick,  whom  he  would  not  abandon 
to  the  mercy  of  the  enemy.  His  perseverance  was  crowned  with  success; 
the  season  grew  mild,  the  rivers  returned  to  their  beds,  health  and  abun- 
dance were  re-established,  and  the  prince  returned  with  his  army  to  Metz, 
having,  by  his  firmness,  saved  the  lives  of  those  brave  men  whom  h^had 
been  urged  to  abandon,  and  doubtless  feeling  more  self-satisfaction  than 
he  had  done  after  the  roost  glorious  of  victories.  He  did  not  quit  the  army 
till  he  had  visited  the  borders  of  the  Rhine,  the  Moselle,  and  the  Maest» 
in  Company  with  his  son,  and  the  celebrated  Vauban,  and  taken  all  the 
necessary  precautions  to  guard  the  kingdom  against  invasion. 

Louis  XIV.  received  the  prince  with  the  highest  marks  of  distinction 
and  regard,  and  confided  to  him  the  vast  design  he  had  planned,  such  as 
the  conquest  of  Franche-Comte,  and  the  Netherlands.  Conde,  though 
he  admired  the  courage  and  grand  views  of  that  monarch,  advised  him 
to  defer  their  execution  to  a  more  fortunate  season. 

The  following  year  Louis  XIV.  had  three  armies  on  foot,  and  gave 
Conde  the  command  of  that  which  was  destined  to  keep  Holland  and 
the  prince  of  Orange  in  awe,  that  the  movements  of  the  army,  which 
was  to  be  on  the  oflensive,  and  of  which  the  king  had  taken  the  command, 
might  be  facilitated.  The  first  care  of  the  ]>t'ince  was  to  repair  the  fault 
which  he  had  endeavoured  to  prevent  the  preceding  campaign  ;  he  con« 
tented  himself  with  possessing  and  fortifying  the  most  important  postti, 
and  caused  the  others  to  be  evacuated  and  demolished. 

The  Great  Conde,  whom  history  has  reproached  with  being  inclined  to 
severity,  on  entegng  this  newly-conquered  country*  displayed  all  the  sen- 
sibility of  his  soul,  on  witnessing  the  picture  of  mis/ery  and  devastation 
which  every  where  met  his  sight.  Louvois,  that  imperious  and  cruel 
minister  of  a  monarch  too  greedy  of  conquest,  imposed  the  most  exor- 
bitant and  oppressive  taxes  on  those  wretched  victims  of  the  ambition  of 
tnouarchs:  these  wretches,  without  paiticipating  in  the  glory  of  succeM>, 
experienced  the  evils  inseparable  from  war;  oppression,  ruin,  and  tiie 
sufferings  which  that  scourge  on  every  side  inflicted. 

The  Great  Conde,  at  the  head  of  an  army,  appeared  in  the?e  con- 
quered provinces  rather  as  a  benefactor  than  a  general,  and  sympathized 
in  the  complaints  of  the  unhappy  natives.  He  several  times,  laid  the 
submissive  but  just  remonstrances,  which  were  forced  from  them  by  actual 
wretchedneps,  before  the  court;  and  endeavoured  to  impress  the  necessity 
of  attaching  that  people,  whose  allegiance  being  the  efl'ect  of  force  couJd 
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i>r  was  answered  with  a  discharge  that  8tretch«» ,       / 
ol  il.e  noblesse  lifeless  on  the  field  of  battle.

^      l^pfMNir  to  hAW  U*eii  iliose  alone  to  which  the  Supreme,  whose  all  bu 
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not  be  firoiy  by  a  mild  and  beneficent  government.  The  complaint!  of 
those  unhappy  people,  the  justice  of  their  demandi,  aad  the  intercestsioo 
of  8o  great  a  man,  would  have  induced  any  other  bat  Louvoi«  to  grant 
some  alleviation  to  their  misery;  but  that  inexorable  minister  rephed; 
the  money 'of  those  people  was  more  necessary  to  gof)ernment  than  their 
good  willy  and  Coude  coulJ  only  pity  woes  he  was  not  buSered  to  heal. 

He  was  more  fortunate  in  his  application  for  his  bolciiera,  w  bcse  pa^  be 
got  augmented;  this  enabled  him  to  maintain  that  strict  diciphne  neces- 
sary to  secure  the  authority  of  a  chief  over  such  a  multitude. 

The  prince  was  received  at  Utrecht,  not  only  with  the  greatest  bdnon, 
but  witn  t)|Dse  bursts  of  enthusiasm  and  demonstratioua  of  joy»  the  tu- 
multuous bat  naif  expression  of  which  is  always  grateful  to  thow 
persons,  whom  their  rank  condemns  to  meet  the  deceitful  homage  of  cold 
respect,  or«f  base  adulation. 

It  was  from  that  town  that  Conde,  who  always  considered  the  public 
utility,  and  whose  army  was  not  immediately  to  act,  seut  all  the  old 
troops  that  had  wintered  in  Holland  to  the  royal  army,  and  to  that  of 
Turenoe.  He  recaived  in  their  place  newly  levied  regiments,  whom  his 
talents  and  the  confidence  he  inspired,  soon  made  as  fonntdable  as  the 
most  veteran  carps. 

In  the  midst  of  these  occupations  the  prince  had  a  most  violent  attack 
of  the  gout.  Most  of  the  learned  men,  with  whom  Holland  abounded, 
were  assembled  at  Utrecht;  he  sought  their  society,  and  was  never  an 
importunate  guest :  his  wit  and  information  restored  that  equality  which 
his  rank  seenifd  to  exclude.  The  prince  felt  that  the  intercourse  of  men 
of  letters  difiPtisesa  charm  over  every  station  of  life;  that  it  forms  child- 
hood, enlightens  youth,  occupies  maturity,  aiidis  th^  consolation  of  old 
age ;  that  it  terrifies  none  but  the  weak,  and  that  it  shelters  the  wise 
from  fools. 

The  subject  roost  frequently  discussed  in  these  meetiDgs,  was  that  of 
religion.  Conde,  who  perhaps  made  his  faith  a  little  too  subaerricnt  to 
the  light  of  his  reason,  endeavoured  to  dissipate  bis  doubts,  by  the 
flatnl>eau  of  philosophy.  If  the  object  in  itself  were  laudable,  the  measi 
were  dangerous ;  for,  in  religious  matters,  we  are  t^ght  that  it  is  our 
duty  to  reject,  without  examination,  those  errors  which  our  reason  pre- 
sents to  us  as  truths,  and  to  blindly  believe  those  truths  that  wear  the 
garb  of  falsehood.  If  the  understanding  of  the  prince  made  ^im  is* 
wardly  contemn  the  prejudices  of  the  multitode,  good  sense  always 
induced  him  to  respect  those  prefO^ices  in  public.  Encircled  as  be  was 
by  pliilosophers  little  confirmed  in  the  faith,  he  ordered  public  prayers 
to  be  said  for  the  success  of  his  arras,  and  by  this  means  attached  all  the 
catholics  of  the  conquered  provinces,  who  joined  their  vows  to  those  of 
the  French. 

That  natural  feeling  of  man,  the  love  of  his  country,  was  strong  in 
the  breast  of  the  protestants ;  it  inspired  courage  in  the  war-like,  opeoed 
the  treasures  of  the  wealthy,  conducted  the  labors  of  the  poor,  and  gave 
industry  and  valor  to  all.  Forts  were  raised,  dikes  wer»  cut,  and  the 
country  inundated  :  in  short, devastation,  which  is  generally  accompanied 
by  slavery  and  death,  this  time  becaiiie  the  pledge  of  safety,  and  the  arm 
of  freedom.  After  having  taken  every  human  precaution,  those  heretics 
dared  also  to  implore  the  aid  of  the  Almighty ;  they  raised  their  jprofane, 
but  supplicant  hands  to  heaven ;  they  opposed  fervor  to  regularity;  but 
of  all  these  prayers,  whether  sanctified  or  unholy,  the  least  orthodox 
appear  to  have  been  those  alone  to  which  the  Supreme,  whose  ail  bene- 
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ficent  wisdom,  no  doubt  was  more  swayed  by  the  wants  than  the  opinions 
of  men,  gave  a  favonrableear. 

Neither  the  singularity  of  the  means  of  defence,  nor  the  obstinacy  of 
the  defenders  slackened  the  vigor  and  activity  of  the  prince;  and,  in 
despite  of  the  advice  of  Louvois,  who  only  wished  to  employ  him  to  keep 
the  Dutch  from  acting,  he  endeavoured  to  aim  decisive  blows;  but  the 
talents  and  courage  of  the  prince  of  Orange,  who  saved  Nieuirerluys 
and  Muyden,  the  capture  of  which  must  inevitably  have  led  to  that  of 
Amsterdam,  ruined  the  daring  project  which  the  prince  had  conceived, 
to  penetrate  into  the  country  at  two  sides  at  once,  by  passing  oarrow 
dikes  that  were  broken  in  several  places.  "^ 

While  Conde  was  obliged  to  yield  to  insurmountable  obitaclefl,  Li^uis 
'XIV.  attacked  and  took  Msestricht,  after  opening  the  trenches  thir- 
teen days.  That  monarch,  however,  was  forced  to  interrupt  his  con- 
quests, that  he  might  hasten  to  guard  Alsatia  and  Lorraine,  which  were 
menaced  by  the  emperor.  On  his  departure,  he  sent  twelve  llK>U8aDd 
men  to  the  prince,  who  proposed  to  conquer  Frise,  or  Brabant;  bi|t 
Louis  XIV.  ordered  him  to  wait  the  issue  of  the  descent  on  Zealand. 
It  proved  unsuccessful  ;  the  celebrated  Ruyter  beat  the  combined  fleeta 
of  France  aifd  England  ;  and  Conde,  finding  himself  reduced  to  the 
most  complete  inaction,  sent  six  thousand  men  to  the  bishop  of  Munitery 
'  who  alone  was  able  to  act. 

The  emperor  declared  against  France,  and  almost  ^1  the  princes  of 
the  empire  followed  his  example,  which  changed  the  face  of  Europe, 
and  the  theatre  of  war.  At  this  intelligence  the  prince  iiamediately  de- 
termined to  send  a  part  of'  his-  infantry  to  Turenne  :  he  marched  at  the 
same  time,  with  his  cavaWjp^  to  the  Pttys  D'Ahst^  and  from  thence  spread 
them  in  the  Netherlands^  as  soon  as  the  count  de  Monterey  had  declared 
his  intentions. 

The  Prince  of  Oraiige,  seeing  the  French  army  depart,  immediately 
quitted  his  marshes,  seized  on  Naerden,  and  advanced  into  the  Low 
Countries,  where  he  was  joined  by  twelve  thousand  Spaniards.  The  si- 
tuation of  the  prince  now  became  critical ;  he  had  only  fifteen  tholnand 
troops,  who  were  ki  ill-condition.  Louvois  pretended  to  think  his  army 
of  no  great  consequence;  and  the  remonstrances  of  Conde  had  little  e& 
feet  on  the  ill-'Wilt  of  that  minister  :  but  the  talents  of  the  general  sup- 
plied the  insufficiency  of  the  army  ;  and  Conde  man(£Uvred*to  skilfully, 
that  the  prince  of  Orange,  losing  all  hope  of  obtaining  any  advantage 
over  him,  repassed  the  Rhine  to  joirflhe  imperialists. 

At  the  end  of  this  campaign,  both  the  prince  and  Turenne  had  equally 
cause  to  complain  of  Louvois,  and  those  two  great  men 'were  alx>ut  to 
unite  and  inform  the  king  of  the  conduct  of  that  faithless  or  negligent 
minister  ;  but  the  tears  of  Le  Tellier,  the  father  of  Louvois,  disarmed, 
perhaps  too  tightly,  the  warmth  of  the  prince,  and  only  Turenne  bore 
his  complaints  to  the  foot  of  the  throne. 

The  number  of  the  enemies  of  France,  which  daily  increased,  and  the 
disaffection  of  his  troops,  obliged  Louis  XIV.  to  abandon  his  conquests 
in  Holland.  Luxembourg,  who  had  remained  in  that  country,  and 
tvhose  talents  were  not  then  fully  known,  was  intrusted  with  its  evacua- 
tion :  this  operation  was  of  such  importance,  and  so  difficult  to  execute 
in  the  face  of  three  hostile  armies,  that  the  king  thought  the  prudence  of 
Conde  necessary  to  insure  its  t^uccess.  The  prince,  however,  had  scarcely 
reached  the  frontiers  of  Flanders  when  he  heard,  to  his  great  delight, 
that  his  pupil  had  acquitted  himself  of  this  dangerous  cofprnission  in  the 
fpost  brilliant  and  happy  manner. 
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The  prince  returned  to  the  court,  where  he,  a  second  time,  ^ve  & 
plan  of  the  conquest  of  Franche-Comte,  which  was  adopted  by  the  king, 
who  undertook  it  in  person,  accompanied  by  the  duke  £>*£ni;h>eo,  «ho 
commanded  the  army,  under  his  orden*.  The  prince,  with  a  handful  of 
troops,  was  ordered  to  stop  the  progress  of  the  united  force*  of  Sfiaiu  aiid 
Holland,  in  the  Netherlands.  On  this  occasion,  Franche-Coiiite  oojide 
a  more  lirm  resistance  than  it  had  done  in  1068  ;  especially  the  rowoof 
Besan^on,  the  capture  of  which  was  rendered  more  difficult  by  the  over- 
flowing of  the  Doubs  ;  but  the  perseverence,  the  example,  and  the  libe- 
» ralities  of  the  king  and  the  duke  D'Enghien,  surmounted  all  obstacles  : 
'Besan^on,  Dole,  and  Salins,  notwithstanding  their  efforts,  submitted 
to  the  law  of  the  conqueror,  and  the  whole  province  was  soou  sobdued. 

Conde,  who  was  in  Flanders,  then  formed  the  project  of  seizing  on 
Mons  ;  he  only  waited  for  the  arrival  of  the  marechal  de  BeUefoud,  who 
had  received  orders  to  withdraw  the  garrip/ons  which  still  remained  in 
some  towns  of  Holland,  and  to  ioin  the  prince.     The  marechal,  who  dis- 
approved that  movement,  dared  to  follow  his  own  opinion  in  preference 
to  the  command  of  the  court ;  so  that  a  new  order  was  necessary-  to  make 
him  obey,  and  this  delay  enabled  the  imperialists  to   cut  oil'  his  road. 
This  intelligence  no  sooner  reached  Conde  than,  in  despite  of  the  gout, 
by  which  he  was  almost  laid  up,  he  marched  to  meet  the  marechal,  asd 
endeavoured   to  facilitate  a  junction.     He  went  to  Tongres,  aud  by  his 
manoauvres  forced  the  imperialiiits  to  retire  to  Limbourg,  and  tlie  other 
allies  to  remain  inactive  spectators  of  his  junction  witn  the  marechal, 
after  having  taken  the  (orts  of  Novagne  and  Argcnteau,  on  the  Mc^se, 
which  rendered  the  coiAraunication  between  Muestricht  and  Liege  iu- 
convenient.     The  prince  returned  with  his  amy  into  Hainault,  withoot 
giving  up  his  plan  on  Mons;  however,  the  ill  condition  of  his  troop, 
and  the  number  of  the  enemies  of  France,  soou  determined  him  to  aban- 
don all  idea  of  conquest,  and  only  to  occupy  himself  with  thesafet}*  nf 
the  kingdom,  which  was  strongly  menaced  ou  every  side;  but  Tureoue 
was  on  the  Rhine,  and  Conde  in   the  Netherlands,  and  France  was 
tranquil. 

The  prince  had  found  the  means  to  recruit  his  armyat  theexpence  of 
the  eheniy*s  country,  in  which  he  maintained  his  ground  in  despite  of  the 
allies,  the  superiority  of  whose  forces  scarcely  balanced  that  of  his  talents, 
and  the  multiplicity  of  his  means.  It  is,  however,  probable  that  the  ene- 
my would  have  penetrated  into  France,  had  tbey  agreed  on  the  means 
of  invasion :  but  personal  interest  loon  sowed  divinion  among  the  allies. 
The  pnnce  of  Orange,  only  intent  on  recovering  Grave  and  Maestricht, 
and  counteracted  by  the  Spaniards,  who  wished  to  retake  Charleroy, 
with  great  difficulty  made  the  count  de  Souche»  general  of  the  imperial- 
ists, whose  views  were  directed  on  Alsatia,  join  his  army.  The  opinion 
of  the  prince  of  Orange  at  length  prevailed,  and  the  allien  united  to  at- 
tack the  prince,  who  had  stationed  his  troops  on  the  heights  of  Picton, 
near  Charleroy  ;  a  position  which  had  the  double  advantage  of  being  ex- 
cellent in  itself,  and  of  enabling  his  army  to  counteract  the  enemy,  en* 
pamped  at  Nivelle,  on  whatever  side  he  might  advance. 

The  prince  of  Orange,  judging  the  position  of  Conde  to  be  impene- 
trable, determined  to  attack  Quesnoy,  and  for  that  purpose  marched 
to  Seoeff,  August  1 1 ,  by  break  of  day.  By  this  movement  he  brought 
back  his  flank  very  near  the  army  of  the  prince*  whom  this  fault  did 
not  escape;  Conde  resolved  to  profit  by  the  opportunity,  and  to  &ll 
upon  the  enemy's  rear-guard  :  he  caused  Seneff  to  be  attacked  by  tbt 
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marquis  de  Mootal ;  sent  Fouhlle  to  charge  six  squadrons  of  the  ene- 
my, which  was  necessary  to  conquer,  and,  at  the  head  of  the  cavalry  of 
the  king's  body  guards,  fell  on  that  of  the  prince  de  Vaudemont.     Vic- 
tory on  evei7  side  declared  for  the  French  ;  but  Conde  always  thought 
he  had  done  nothing  while  there  still  remained  enemies  to  vanquish.    He 
perceived  the  half  of  the  hostile  army,  which  waited  to  give  him  battle 
On  an  eminence,  defended   by  orchards  and  hedgee,  garnished  with  in* 
fantry  ;  all  these  obstacles  neither  stopped  the  impetuosity  of  thegeneral^ 
nor  the  valor  of  the  French  :  the  infantry  attacked  and  carried  the  hedges. 
The  prince,  at  the  head  of  the  cavalry  and  of  the  body  guards,  made  a 
second  charge  on  the  enemy's  cavalr}%  which  he  put  to  rout,  and  pursueH 
to  the  priory  of  Saint- Nicholas,  where  new  obstacles  awaited  the  con- 
<{ueror.     Full  of  ardor  and  confidence,  they  attacked  the  gardens  of  the 
priory,  which  were  filled  with  infantry.     The  enemy  made  the  strongest 
resistance,  but  were  soon  forced  to  yield  to  the  vigor  of  the  attack,  and 
to  the  talents  of  him  by  whom  it  was  directed  :  they  fled  to  the  village  of 
Faith  ;  there  the  prince  of  Orange  assembled  his  whole  force,  and,  co- 
vered by  gardens,  hedges,  rivulets,  and  matshes,  determined  to  wait  to 
see  whether  Conde  and  the  French  woilldi^e  daring  enough  to  attack 
iiim  behind  intrenchmtnts  so  formidable. 

The  prince  carried  his  victorious  arms  as  far  as  thfti  tremendous  po- 
sition, and  did  not  hesitate  to  make  the  necessary  dispositions  for  au  at- 
tack. He  gave  his  orders,  and  the  battle  was  renewed  with  increased  ob- 
stinacy. The  enemy  fought  like  desperate  men,  and  the  French  per- 
formed miracles  tTf  valour ;  blood  flowed  in  rivulets ;  the  advantages 
were  balanced  ;  Conde  himself,  at  the  head  of  afc  bodyguards  and  of  the 
brigade  of  Caylus,  after  having  pierced  the  enemy's  ranks,  met  with 
niomentary  reverses,  which  however  he  repaired  with  the  cavalry  which 
Luxembourg,  who  was  opposed  to  the  imperialists,  sent  to  his  succour. 
The  allies  would  have  been  destroyed  had  not  the  Swiss,  whose  position 
enabled  them  to  determine  the  victory,  refused  to  march.  Conde  sent 
in  quest  of  other  troops,  time  was  lost,  his  horse  was  killed  under  hio4» 
he  fell  into  a  moat,  and  the  duke  D'Enghien  flew  to  his  succour,  raised 
the  prince,  and  was  himself  wounded.  The  prince  while  expecting  the 
infantry,  continued  the  combat  with  the  cavalry,  but  that  did  not  decide 
the  third  victory  :  night  came  on,  and  the  combatiiuts  fought  by  moon 
light ;  at  length  it  ceased,  and  they  waited  for  day  to  recommence. 

Conde  made  new  dispositions ;  suddenly  a  discharge  of  musketry  was 
heard  ;  it  was  a  stratagem  of  the  enemy  who  profited  by  the  night  to 
retire.  At  break  of  day  the  prince  made  his  victorious  array  retire  to 
the  camp  of  Picton,  bearing  a  hundred  and  five  banners  or  standards, 
and  many  other  trophies  ;  more  certain  monuments  of  victory  than  the 
Te  Deuntf  which  they  dared  to  sing  at  the  Hague,  and  the  ridiculous 
homa<;e  of  which,  no  doubt,  the  God  of  battles  rejected.  The  French 
had  seven  thousand  men  killed  on  that  day,  and  the  enemy  twenty  thou- 
ftand,  even  by  the  acknowledgment  of  the  count  de  Monterey. 

When  we  reflect  on  the  high  degree  of  valor,  enterprize,  military 
sciencie,  and  presence  of  mind,  which  the  prince  displayed  ou  that  day, 
ive  feel  but  little  astonished  that  the  heroes  of  idolatrous  nations  were 
thought  to  be  more  than  mortal ;  the  powers  displayed  by  beings  so  ex- 
alted, seem  beyond  the  limits  of  humanity  ;  and  nothing  less  than  divine  . 
rays  could  picture  to  the  imagination,  that  excess  of  glory  by  which  such 
nien  are  surrounded.

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'  The  stadtholder  buniiug  to  justify  the  Te  Dfum  saug  at  tlie  Hague, 
covered,  hut  did  not  repair  his  lotis,  by  making  his  garrisons  join  him; 
he  tiiei)  marched  to  Oudenarde^  i/vhicb  be  invented.  The  town  was  de- 
fended by  the  marquis  D* Argouges,  de  Rannes,  and  the  famous  Vaoban  : 
thestadtholder  made  vi^rous  attacks,  in  the  hope  of  taking  the  place 
before  the  prince  could  come  to  its  succour;  but  Conde  made  a 
hasty  march  to  save  it  at  any  cost.  The  prince  of  Orauge*  often  un- 
fortunate, but  never  discouraged,  proposed  to  meet  him,  but  thb  va^ 
strongly  opposed  by  field-marechal  dc  Souche,  and  the  incertitude  of 
these  generals  having  enabled  Coode  to  arrive  within  sight  of  the  linei 
of  the  besiegers,  and  make  his  dispositions  to  attack  them  on  the  morrow^ 
the  two  generals  were  forced  to  retire  with  the  greatest  predpitatioQ 
during  night,  the  darkness  of  which  was  prolonged  by  a  thick.fog,  which 
lasted  till  nine  in  the  morning.  Conde  followed  in  pursuit,  and  had  al- 
ready overtaken  their  rear-guard  ;  but  the  skilful  manoeuyres  of  the 
count  de  Souohe  saved  the  army  of  the  allies,  which  retired  in  ditorder 
uiTcler  the  walls  of  Gand. 

Conde  might  have  easily  followed  up  his  success,  but,  aa  usual,  he 
preferred  the  public  utility  to  his  personal  glory ;  he  sent  fifteen  thou- 
sand of  his  troops  into  ALatia  to  join  the  army  of  Tureiine,  which  was 
too  weak  in  force  to  resist  the  eueu:y,  and  then  thought  proper  to  re- 
turn to  court. 

Louis  XIV.  came  to  the  hoad  of  the  prjncy)al  staircase  of  Versaillei 
to  meet  him  :  the  prince,  who  could  with  difficulty  walk,  because  of  his 
gout,  begged  the  king  to  excuse  him  that  his  majesty  was  obik[ed  to 
wait,  and  Louis  made  Ulis  admirable  and  well-known  reply  :  **  XK>  not 
hurry  yourself,  cousin  ;  it  is  not  surprising  that  you  can  scarcely  walk, 
loaded  as  you  are  with  laurels.*'  It  is  thus  that  a  great  king  knows  hov 
to  recompense  and  deserve  the  services  af  a  great  man. 

The  death  of  the  king  of  Poland  revived  the  -aocient  faction  of  the 
prince  in  that  country  ;  but  Conde  had  attained  that  age  which  it  not 
dazzled  by  illusions.  The  high  and  c^tain  rank  which  be  held  in 
France,  and  the  reputation,  no  less  permanent  than  brilliant,  which  he 
'  enjoyed  in  the  bosom  of  his  country,  were  in  his  opinion  more  solid  bene* 
fits  than  the  gift  of  a  throne,  which  must  always  be  unsteady,  as  it  would 
be  conferred  by  intrigue ;  that  monster,  the  tyrant  both  of  king  and 
people,  which  seldom  performs  what  it  has  promised,  always  poisoas  the 
gifts  it  confers,  and  quickly  destroys  those  very  gifts. 

Conde,  convinced  of  these  truths  by  reflection  and  experience,  had 
awaited  the  decision  of  the  diet  with  the  greatest  indiifereuce ;  and 
the  eloquence  of  Jablonovvski  determined  the  Polish  noblease  in  fiavonr 
of  the  grand  marechal,  John  Sobieski. 

The  prince,  at  the  head  of  six  hundred  thousand  aien,  divided  iuto 
several  corps,  one  of  which  the  king  intended  to  command  on  the  side 
of  Charleroy,  entered  the  Netherlands,  after  having  sent  Crequi  to  seize 
on  Dinant  and  Kochefort  de  Hui ;  he  besieged  Limbourg,  defended  by 
a  prince  of  Nassau.  The  king  covered  the  siege  with  a)l  the  corps  dis- 
persed in  the  Low  Countries,  which  he  had  assembled  to  form  au  army 
of  observation.  The  stadtholder  advanced,  and  Louis  crossed  the  Maese 
to  march  to  that  prince.  Conde  left  his  son  to  completjp  the  (smquest 
of  Limbourg,  and  joined  the  army  of  the  king.  The .atiadtliolder  im** 
mediately  retired  ;  and  Conde  took  advantage  of  this  precipitate  retreat 
to  seize  on  l*irlemont,  Saint-Tron,  with  several  other  placa^  and  laid 
the  whole  of  the  Netherlands  under  contributioD4  ' 
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The  Germaos  kaving  marched  to  t\w  banks  of  the  Rhine,  the  king 
thought  it  necessary  to  send  a  great  part  of  the  nruiy  of  the  prince  to. 
that  of  Turenue,  and  only  left  him  thirty-tive  thousand  men  to 
oppose  the  prince  of  Orautjpe,  whose  force  exceeded  sixty  thousand.  In 
despite  of  this  inequality,  Conde  gained  ground  in  the  enemy's  country, 
and  every  where  defeated  the  detachments  of  the  army  of  tt^e  allies;  hnt 
tbe  death  of  Turenue,  the  blunders  of  his  successors,  and  t\\e  roisfor. 
tunes  of  the  state,  soon  called  the  prince  into  Alsatia,  where  the  enemy 
had  penetrated  by  the  treachery  of  the  inhabitants  of  Strasburg.  Thou<;U 
his  nealtli  was  weakened  by  the  fatigues  of  war,  and  the  pain  of  the 
^ont,  he  did  not  hesitate  to  obey  his  sovereign's  command  :  he  left  Jtis 
worthy  pupil,  Luxembourg,  at  the  head  of  the  army  in  Flanders,  and 
marched  with  a  detachment  to  enter  Alsatia.  At  Metz  he  heard  of  the 
iiefeac  which  Crequi  had  met  with  at  Consarbrick :  **  this  was  on/tf 
tomniiHg  to  make  him  a  great  captain,'*  said  the  prince,  who  could  cal- 
culate the  talents  of  a  general  with  as  i^jiuch  justness  as  he  could  there- 
sourcea  of  a  battle  :  his  prediction  was  verified. 

Coiide  gave  the  necessary  orders  to  ward,  off,  as  much  as  possible,  the 
consequences  of  the  defeat  of  Crequi,  and  continued  his  route.  He  said 
bia  great  desire  was,  to  converse  an  hour  with  the  shade  of  Turenne  ! 
What  an  eulogium  on  both  these  extraordinary  men  !  He  at  length  ar- 
rived in  Alsatia.  The  mareschal  de  Duras,  who  was  the  commandant. 
Iiad  entrenched  himself  in  Chatenoy ;  but  the  defeat  of  Crequi,  at  Cod-^ 
aarbrick,  and  the  capture  of  Treves,  opened  the  entrance  of  Lorraine  to 
tlie  enemy.  Montecuculli  already  besiegedj^laguenau :  Conde  has- 
tened to  the  succour  of  that  place,  which  was  vigorously  defended  by 
Macbieu  de  Castella:  Montecuculli,  fearing  that  he  would  cut  off  the 
communication  with  Strasbu(|(,  raised  the  sie;{e,  and  marched  to  meet 
the  prince,  who,  though  inferior  in  force,  awaited  hi^  arrival  with  intre-, 
pidity,  sheltering  his  army  with  the  rivulet  of  Bruoh. 

The  two  armies  made  a  lieavy  cannonading,  but  it  was  only  a  strata- 
gem on  the  part  of  Montecuculli,  who  wished  by  that  means  to  conceal 
the  march  of  a  large  detachment,  which  he  sent  ou  his  right  to  take  p<»s- 
'session  of  the  mountains  that  separate  Alsatia  from  Lorraine.  This  move- 
ment, however,  did  not  escape  the  prince ;  he  made  it  fail  by  regaining 
Chatenoy,  where  he  covered  all  the  provinces  that  were  threatened. 

Conde  maintained  himself  for  two  months  in  that  camp,  in  which 
Montecuculli  thought  be  could  not  subsist  a  fortnight.  That  skilful 
general  was  never  able  to  harass  the  convoys  or  the  forage  of  the  French 
snrmy,  And  was  soon  obliged  to  repass  the  Rhine*  not  having  the  means 
of  subsisting  near  an  army  which  he  thought  to  have  displaced,  or  have 
destroyed,  by  tbe  scarcity  which  his  own  experienced.  He  made  an  at- 
tempt on  Saverne,  which  however  did  not  succeed  ;  while  that  of  the 
prince  on  Brisgau,  which  he  had  caused  to  be  ravaged  by  four  thousand 
horse,  had  all  the  success  ht  bad  foreseen. 

With  this  campaign,  as  sage  as  it  was  skilful,  the  prince  crowned  his; 
military  labours,  and  we  shall  henceforward  see  him  sustain  his  glory  by 
his  pacific  virtues.  The  health  of  that  great  man  daily  grew  more  weak  ; 
he  felt  that  it  might  utterly  fail  him  at  those  important  moments  when 
strength  of  body  is  as  necessary  as  strength  of  mind,  and  the  dread  of 
hazai^ing  the  welfare  of  the  state,  as  well  as  the  high  reputation  which 
he  had  justly  acquired  by  thirty*five  years  of  glory  and  success,  made 
him    determine   to  request  the  king  to  associate  hia  sog,  the  duke 
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D'Enghicn,  then  thirty-three  years  of  age,  in  the  command  of  the  army 
of  AlsHtia,  w4iich  was  oflered  him  by  his  majesty. 

Loavois,  however,  more  ambitious  than  patriotic,  knew  how  to  manage 
with  a  conrtier^s  skill  that  ministerial  weapon,  the  point  of  which  muiit 
have  become  blunted  by  its  frequent  use,  but  its  insidious  direction  it 
«ot  the  less  su^e,  though  often  degraded  by  the  hand  by  which  it  is 
hurle<i.  Glory,  honour,  veneration,  and  gratitude,  l>e  the  reward  of 
thoAe  admirable  men,  whose  talents  are  under  the  g^nidance  of  a  pure 
heart ;  those  truly  useful  ministers  designed  by  provi<lence  to  eulightca 
sovereigns,  awaken  their  justice,  and  establish  their  grandeur  on  the 
love  of  their  people,  and  the  fear  of  their  neighbours  !  Bot  far  from  the 
throne  be  the  corrupt  of  soul,  by  whom  talents  are  dishonoured,  or  kept 
in  obscurity ;  or  those  ephemeral  insects,  who  have  no  merit  hut  that  of 
being  unknown,  and  whom  the  ambitious  raise  only  to  destroy,  or  to 
keep  inactive  the  virtue  which  they  fear ;  their  existence  is  either  dan- 
gerous or  precarious,  is  productive  of  change  but  not  of  reform,  and 
their  fall,  which  soon  or  late  is  inevitable,  does  but  produce  additional 
misfortune  to  the  nation,  by  the  instabilty  it  shows,  and  the  changes  it 
produces. 

Louvois,  however,  whose  ambition  was  no  less  blind  than  extravagant, 
seeing  himself  delivered  by  a  cannon  ball  of  the  importune  existence  of 
the  Great  Turenne,  was  on  the  watch  to  seize  a  favourable  opportunity 
to  remove  the  Great  Conde  from  the  head  of  the  armies,  and  thought  it 
presented  itself  in  the  proposal  which  the  prince  made  to  associate  his 
son  in  the  command.  He  revived  that  mistrust  of  the  princes  of  the 
blood,  which  forms  a  part  of  the  education  of  kings,  and  which  an  art* 
ful  minister  knows  how  to  kindle  into  jealousy,  when  superiority  of  ta- 
lent accompanies  that  of  birth  in  those  chiefs  of  the  state,  the  heirs  and 
natural  supporters  of  the  noblest  throne  of  Europe. 

It  is  to  be  expected,  that  the  pupil  of  Mazarin  should  have  been  more 
aware  than  any  other  of  this  weakness  incidental  to  sovereigns ;  but 
surely  Louis  the  Great  ought  to  have  risen  superior  to  mistrust.  That 
monarch,  however,  was  merely  mm,  Louvois  was  a  minister,  and  Conde 
a  prince  of  the  blood.  Luxembourg  was  appointed  general,  and  the 
prince  returned  to  Chantilly  for  the  re-establishment  of  hiH  health. 

Toward  the  middle  of  the  campaign,  Philipsbur^  was  besieged  ;  the 
king  then  felt  that  he  had  need  of  the  council  of  the  great  roan  whose 
services  he  had  rejected,  and  recalled  Conde  to  court :  but  the  prince 
could  not  remedy  the  mischief  he  might  probably  have  prevented  ;  and 
the  capture  of  Fhilipsburg,  doubtless,  made  Louis  regret  that  he  had 
been  iniluonced  by  the  counsel  of  Louvois;  but  the  good  fortune  of 
that  gftat  king  was  not  yet  arrived  at  its  climax.  The  victories  and 
success  of  Luxenribourg  and  Crequi  made  him,  for-a  time,  forget  his 
misfortune  in  having  lost  Turenne,  and  the  fault  of  not  having  employed 
Conde,  who  nevertheless  always  remained  the  soul  of  bis  councils,  and 
the  guide  of  his  generals. 

As  long  as  he  thought  he  could  be  useful  to  the  king  and  the  oadon, 
Conde  employed  himself  in  the  affairs  of  government ;  but  when  he 
supposed  the  glory  of  the  state  was  in  no  danger,  he  dtftermioed  to  lead 
a  tranquil  easy  life ;  a  happiness  to  which  he  had  hitherto  been  a  stringer. 
He  asked  permission  of  the  king  to  retire  from  court:  the  monarch  an* 
swered,  with  that  dignified  amenity  which  only  elevated  souls  c«u  tmlr 
express :  "  Cousin,  your  suit  is  granted ;  but  it  is  not  withoot  regiet 
that  I  deprive  myself  of  thecouosels  of  the  greatest  man  iu  my  kinffdom.'* 
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The  prihce*4  return  toChantilly,  made  a  ^reat  sensation  at  court,  and 
waa  variously  interpreted  ;  but  it  is  not  worth  wiiile  to  dwell  on  the  ani- 
madvercions  of  the  public,  by  whom,  it  is  well  known,  the  retreat  o4*a 

freat  man  is  invariably  ascribed  either  to  satiated  or  disappointed  amb- 
ition. Let  us  dismiss  awhile  the  illusions  of  grandeur  to  follow  tiie 
process  ot  human  nature,  and  we  shall  Hnd  the  retreat  of  Coiide  had*  a 
more  natural  cause.  Age  and  experience  finally  dissipated  tiie  mist  of 
ivorldly  error,  and  the  meteors  that  mislead  youth  gradually  died  away. 
Disgusted  with  having  vainly  sought  happiness  in  those  alluring  but 
tumultuous  pursuits,  that  vortex  of  the  world,  and  the  passions,  iuto 
ivhich  we  have  beeu  hurried,  we  recollect  tiiat  there  are  tranquil  plea- 
sures to  which  we  have  previously  been  strangers,  and  in  those  pleasures 
ive  6nd  the  repose  we  so  lung  have,  missed.  Such  is  the  ordinary  course 
of  human  life:  those  who  are  accustomed  to  important  avocations  are 
not  the  less  sensible  of  social  happiness,  as  the  prince  at  that  time  ex- 
perienced. The  Great  Conde,  fift\-eight  years  of  age,  weighed  dowa 
by  his  laurels,  cloyed  with  success,  and  grown  old  in  glory,  was  impelled 
to  yield  nature  that  homage  which  she  required,  and  which  he  more, 
than  any  other  man  was  enabled  to  pay  by  the  brilliant  manner  in  which 
he  employed  the  high  gifts  she  had  bestowed. 

On  the  marriage  of  the  prince  de  Couti  with  mademoiselle  de  Blois,, 
the  prince  again  appeared  at  court.  The  Great  Con'de  had  never  made 
dress  his  study  ;  his  garments  had  always  been  plain,  and  his  head  un- 
powdered  ;  he  even,  contrary  to  general  custom,  let  a  small  tuft  of  hair 
grow  under  his  lip  ;  this  singularity  was  remarked  by  his  friends,  who  en- 
deavoured to  prevail  on  him  to  pay  a  little  more  attention  to  etiquette. 
No  doubt  they  had  chosen  a  moment,  when,  as  madam  de  Sevigne  ex- 
presses herself,  i7  avoit  les  pattes  nouees  comme  le  lion,  Conde  yielded, 
to  persuasion,  and  when  he  went  to  court  he  surpassed  all  the  CQurti^^8 
by  his  good  mien;  to  their  great  surprise  he  was  shaved,  had  his  hair 
powdered,  and  his  coat  was  garnished  with  diamonds,  as  well  as  his 
sword;  that  tremendous  sword!  mote  accustomed  to  the  honours  of 
victory  than  the  parade  of  courts.  After  the  celebration  of  the  marriage 
the  pnnce  returned  to  Chantiliy. 

The  Great  Conde,  in  his  retirement,  did  not  resemble  those  ambitious 
men  whom  chance  t^as  placed  in  a  conspicuous  situation,  and  who  toward 
the  end  of  their  career,  assume  the  mask  of  philosophy,  to  conceal  the. 
decay  of  their  faculties  from  a  world  they  secretly  regret,  and  who«e  scru- 
tiny their  pride  cannot  endure.  The  prince  in  seeking  tranquillity  did 
not  become  a  misanthropist;  he  was  destined  in  every  stage  of  life  to  act 
a  shining  part  on  the  theatre  of  ^lory,  and  was  followed  by  the  homage 
of  Europe  uo  less  at  Chantilly  than  he  had  been  at  the  head  of  anpies. 

Having  fixed  his  abode  in  that  beautiful  spot,  which  nature  seemed  to 
have  designed  for  the  retreat  of  a  great  man,  Cunde  employed  himself, 
with  adding  new  eu)beHishment8,  and  he  cultivated  a  taste  for  gardening,- 
rather  more  at  his  ease,  than  heha«l  doneat  Vincennes,  when  he  watered 
flower-pots  in  his  prison.  All  the  changes  and  improvements  he  mad^ 
bore  the  stamp  of  his  genius  ;  nUnutia  were  totally  disregarded. by  him, 
and  nothing  gave  him  delight  that  was  not  characterised  by  grandeur. 

He  displayed  no  less  elevation  of  mind  in  the  choice  of  his  society  ; 
Chantilly  was  the  rendezvous  of  illustrious  men  of  every  description. 
Generals,  magistrates,  ambassadors,  men  of  letters,  and  artists,  were  ad- 
mitted without  distinction,  and  their  society  was  even  solicited,  provided. 
ti)ey  were  persons  of  merit.     The  prince  thought  nothing  beneath  hit^ 
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notice  except  inediocnty ;  he  was  maftter  of  more  than  one  art  or  icieoce, 
and  well-informed  m  all.  When  he  conrersed  with  Crequi,  Losem* 
bourg,  or  Chamilly,  he  was  the  hero ;  with  Extradef  Barilion»  and  p9- 
lignac»  he  was  a  statesman  ;  he  discussed  on  law  with  Boucherat  or  La« 
moignon  ;  was  a  connoisseur  with  Mansard  Le  Notre  or  Coisvox  :  ta 
orator  with  Bossuet  and  Bourdaloue ;  the  philosopher  with  La  Bmyere 
and  La  Rochefoucauld ;  and  the  man  of  letters  with  Boileao,  Racine^ 
Santeuil,  La  Fare,  mademoiselle  de  Scudery,  madam  de  La  Fayette, 
and  many  other  persons  of  merit,  whom  posterity  remembers  with  addi* 
titional  veneration,  as  having  formed  the  society  or  that  great  prioce. 

The  celebrated  Moliere,  to  whom  the  prince  had  been  greatly  attached, 
died  in  1673  :  a^ sorry  rhymster,  who  incessantly  troubled  the  Grot 
Conde  with  his  insipid  productions,  one  day  presented  him  the  epitaph 
of  that  celebrated  writer  :  *'  Ah  friend,**  said  the  [)rince,  '*  I  must  awo* 
I  would  rather  Moliere  had  brought  me  thine." 

Dull  people  in  particular  were  insupportable  to  the  prince :  there  hap* 
pened  to  be  in  his  time  a  man  of  that  aescrtption  at  Paris,  whom  Coudc^ 
consequently,  could  not  endure.  One  day  as  that  person  was  adrando^ 
to  accost  him,  the  prince  could  not  forbear  saying  to  those  amnnd  him  : 
**  If  I  had  known  there  were  two  such  men  in  France,  I  really  believe  1 
ahould  not  have  had  the  courage  to  return.** 

Amid  the  occupations  proper  to  charm  his  retreat,  Conde  did  not  foiw 
get  one  the  most  necessary  and  delightful — that  of  benevolence.  The 
unfortunate  approached  him  with  confidence,  and  retired  conteuted  ^  be 
did  not  wait  till  the  groans  of  indigence  were  rung  in  his  ear;  be  sought 
misery  to  afford  relief,  and  the  power  of  doing  good  was  a  more  exqoisite 
source  of  happiness  than  the  transcendent  glory  by  which  he  wtt 
encircled. 

The  illness  of  the  marechal  de  Gramniont,  with  whom  the  prince  had 
maintained  a  steady  friendship,  snatched  the  Great  Conde  awhile  froor 
the  tranquil  pleasures  which  Chantillv  afforded  :  he  flew  to  his  friead, 
whom  he  attended  night  and  day,  with  nnremitting  atsidaity.  He  ii>- 
fased  hope  into  the  sick  man,  soothed  the  afflicted  family,  and  broiiight 
the  physicians  to  act  in  concert :  in  short,  the  marechal  was  indebted  for 
his  recovery  to  the  exertions  of  the  most  zealous  of  friends. 

The  prince,  on  his  return  to  Chantilly,  resumed  hts  aceutfoiBiAi  aeon- 
pations,  and,  always  uniting  the  useful  with  that  which  delishtt,  pre- 
sided over  the  education  of  his  grandson,  the  duke  de  Boorboo,  who 
proved  himself,  in  the  sequel,  the  worthy  pupil  of  such  a  master:  be 
performed  miracles  of  valor  afr  Steinkirk,  and  determined  the  victaiy 
of  Nerwinde. 

Louis  XIV.  who  seized  every  favorable  opportunity  to  anramfice  hit 
legitimated  ofiB»pring,  wished  to  unite  msdemoiselte  de  mmtei  to  the 
duke  de  Bourbon,  and  the  princes  thought  it  their  duty  Co  expren  thdr 
respect  and  submission  to  that  great  monarch :  the  union  was  aolen- 
nized,  and  it  seemed  to  increase  the  attachment  and  kindaeiA  of  Loeis 
to  that  branch  of  his  house.  He  presented  the  duke  de  Boorboo  with 
his  survivorship  of  the  charge  of  grand-master  of  Frafvce,  md  that  of 
the  government  of  Burgundy,  and  came  to  Chantilly  with  hit  whole 
court,  where  he  was  received  by  the  Great  Conde  a»  tumptuamly  aa  in 
1671,  when  he  honored  the  prhice  with  his  company. 

In  the  autumn  of  life,  disgusted  with  the  world,  and  fMittg  the  Wlnit 
of  tranquillity,  we  seek  that  happiness  which -calm  philoeophy  bestows; 
but  in  a  more  advanced  age,  when  our  reason,  and  still  oftener  our  iofimit^ 
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ties,  warn  lu  of  our  approeching  dissolusioD»  we  tind  philosophy  is  of  itself 
insuflicieDt.  Then,  impelled  by  the  love  of  existeuce,  assailed  by  the 
dread  of  annihilatioiiy  and  led  on  by  the  daring  fecundity  of  the  human 
tnteilect,  our  thoughts  sour  beyond  that  world  for  which  we  feei  we  shall 
sooQ  otsa/t  to  live.  Religious  awe,  strongly  impressed  oaour  infant  or* 
^ns,  but  stifled  by  the  paiwions  as  our  faculties  develope,  naturally  re- 
turns when  the  or^os  begin  to  decay. 

The  prince,  who  had  now  attained  his  sixty-fourth  year,  had  for  many 
yeant  ceased  to  practice  the  duties  of  religion,  though  his  indevotioii 
simply  rose  from  his  doubts.  As  much  averse  to  impiety  as  to  sUperstU 
tiou,  he  \m\%  through  life,  preserved  an  equal  balance  between  faith  and 
incredulity :  but  the  conversion  of  the  princess  palatine,  the  edif^'ing 
death  nf  the  prince  de  Couti,  and  especially  that  of  the  dutchess  de  Loo* 
gueville,  produced  more  effect  in  a  short  space  of  time  than  forty  years 
of  previous  examination  and  inquiry.  That  princess,  whoae  errors  and 
evil  coiuisel  had  so  banei'uUy  influenced  the  conduct  of  tbc  Great  Conde, 
^ring  ber  illness,  fjrequeutly  expatiated  in  bis  presence  on  the  pious 
feelings  with  which  she  had  long  been  imbued ;  and  when  she  expired, 
seemea  ratlier  to  soar  to  supreme  happiness  than  to  experience  the  last 
<evil  of  human  nature.  Nothing  that  bore  the  ctamp  of  greatness  and 
immortality,  could  fall  to  impress  the  Great  Conde  with  vei)efati4>n.  He 
could  not  thiiik  that  virtue  so  dignified  waa  destined  to  be  buried  in 
^terqal  night,  aud  the  grandeur  of  religion  persuaded  him  of  its  truth. 

The  conversion  of  tlie  prince,  liowever,  made  little  alteration  in  the  * 
manner  of  living  which  he  had  for  some  time  adopted.  Is  not  the  mo* 
Tality  which  the  scriptures  teach  that  of  tbe  noble  mind  ?  Is  it  our  iutereit 
to  made  invidious  diistinctions  between  virtuous  men  ?  Do  not  religion 
%uA  true  philosophy  equally  seek  tbe  happiness  of  mankind  ?  Why 
should  we  declaim  against  the  cause,  when  the  effects  are  equally  bene- 
ficial ?  Is  not  the  hand  of  benevolence  as  succourable  aa  that  of  piety  ? 
Are  not  the  patience  of  wisdom  and  the  resignation  of  religion  under  af« 
Miction  alike  meritorious  in  our  eyes  ?  Is  not  the  true  philosopher,  like 
tbe  true  Christian,  characterized  by  purity  of  heart  aiul  forbearance  ? 
•jCoade  kuew  how  to  uuite  philosophy  and  Christianity;  enligthened  by 
reflexion  and  experience,  the  atonement  he  made  wiis  no  less  glorious 
than  his  errors  had  been  dignified  :  he  did  not,  like  too  many  others, 
bury  his  regret  in  the  solitude  of  an  oratory,  but  heaped  benefactiooa 
>on  those  provinces  which  had  the  most  sufifenad  by  tbe  war*  Such  was 
the  t:ooversion  of  a  great  man. 

That  same  yetr  the  princes  de  C on ti,'' his  nephews,  who  had  acquired 
renown  in  the  Campaijfus  of  Hungary,  made  their  escape  from  the  court 
to  reap  fresh  laurels.  L.ouis  XiV.  however,  who  had  before  peluctantly 
suffered  them  to  expose  their  lives  in,defenoe  of  the  bouse  of  Austria, 
recalled  tbe  princes,  and  Conde  wrote  them  a  pl^e8sing  letter  to  obey  the 
.kiugi  orders.  On  their  return,  they  were  dis^raced^  and  retired  to 
Chantilly  ;  the  eldest,  however,  obtained  permission  to  appear  again  at 
court;  but, soon  after  his  repeal  both  that  prince  and  his  consort  caught 
the  small  pox  at  Fontainbleau.  Conde  bahtened  tliither,  aud  had  the 
'  affliction  to  lose  his  nephew. 

Madam  de  Maintenan,'wbo  at  that  time  had  reached  the  pinnacle  of 
fafor,  but  was  not  raised  to  the  supreme  rank,  paid  the  most  assiduous 
attentions  to  the  young  princess,  daughter  to  the  king,  whom  she  ofllici- 
uusly  attended.     It  was  on  this  occai^ion  that  Conde,  approaching  madam 
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de  Maintenon  one  day  whispered  id  her  ear:  "  Courage  madaWi  courage  f 
your  fortune  is  not  yet  made. 

The  sceptics,  grievetl  at  haviug  lost  a  partisao»  whom  they  had  cooii- 
dered  as>  their  strongest  support,  every  where  asserted  that  the  mtellcctnal 
powers  of  the  prince  were  much  weakened ;  bat  the  circumstaocet  attend* 
iug  his  death  soon  proved  that  his  mental  energy  existed  in  all  its  ibrcet 
and  that  the  reh^'gious  fervor  with  which  he  had  for  some  time  been  pene- 
tratedy  not  from  weakness,  but  conviction,  bad  not  impaired  that 
tranquillity  and  presence  of  mind  which  had  never  deserted  him,  even 
amid  the  greatest  dangers. 

The  dutchess  de  Bourbon,  in  her  turn,  was  attacked  by  the  small  pox. 
Conde,  whose  heart  was  truly  paternal,  though  in  a  bad  state  of  heilth 
immediately  hastened  to  Fontainbleau,  where  his  graud-daughter  then 
was.  He  was  met  on  the  road  by  the  duke  de  Bourbon,  and  his  sitter, 
whom  the  king  had  sent  to  Paris,  that  they  might  not  breathe  the  con- 
tagious air  of  that  crue?  malady ;  they  were  alarmed  at  the  palid  counte- 
nance of  the  prince,  and  endeavoured,  hot  in  vain,  to  dissuade  him  from 
continuing  his  route.  When  he  reached  Fontaiubleau,  the  fatigue  of 
the  journey,  and  that  of  being  daily  carried  to  tlie  apartment  of  bis 
grand-daaghter,  added  to  anxiety  and  the  unwholesome  air,  soon  brought 
on  a  rapid  decay.  Louis  XIV.  one  day  was  going  to  enter  the  sick 
chamber  of  the  princess;  Conde  rose  to  prevent  him,  the  effort  made 
him  ill ;  and  this  mark  of  attachment,  which  hastened  his  death,  was 
not  the  last  he  gave, 

■  Louis  XIV.  on  hit.  return  to  Versailles,  underwent  a  dangerous  opera- 
tion ;  that  monarch  though  suffering  the  most  acute  pains  incessantly 
inquired  after  the  prince,  who  on  his  part  felt  more  anxious  concerning 
th^  health  of  the  king  than  his  owo»  He  sent  the  duke  D*£nghieD  four 
times  to.  Versailles,  telling  that  prince  **  he  did  not  doubt  his  affection, 
but  that  nothing  ought  to  supersede  his  loyalty.*'  Suc-h  was  the  enthusias- 
tic respect,  if  I  may  be  allowed  the  expression,  which  Louis  XIV.  then 
inspired,  that  filial  piety,  even  in  the  eyes  of  a  father,  appeared  a  less  sacred 
duty  than  tha^  which  a  prince  and  a  subject  owed  to  his  sovereign. 

The  prince  daily  grew  worse ;  he  heard  his  Approaching  dissolution 
announced  by  one  of  the  physicians,  whom  he  had  requested  to  speak 
openly,  and  without  fear,  and  from  that  moment  devoted  himself  to  the 
duties  of  a  good  father,  and  a  pious  christian.  He  sent  for  his  son  and  bis 
nephew ;  the  dutchess  D*£nghien  wished  that  the  duke  de  Bourbon 
might  likewise  be  present,  but  he  would  not  consent ;  alleging  **  that  he 
was  an  only  son,  that  iiis  days  were  precious,  and  .that  he  ought  not  to  be 
exposed  to  the  contagion  of  bad  air.*'  He  dictated  his  will  with  bis  ac^ 
customed  presence  of  mind.  After  having  satisfied  the  duties  of  theiather, 
the  master,  the  prince,  and  the  friend,  Conde  made  a  separate.bequestof 
fifty  thousand  crowns  to  Gourville.  That  faithful  follower,  however, 
when  he  bad  the  act  legally  registered,  omited  the  legacy  to  bimaclf ;  um1» 
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when  the  princie,  in  the  most  friendly  manner,  reproached  him  for  thit 
omission,  Gourville  replied :  **  That  he  was  overpaid  by  the  excess  of 
his  master^s  kindness,  and  that  he  wished  for  no  other  benefit  than  the 
good-will  of  the  princes,  his  children."  Conde  remembered  the  poor  in 
his  will ;  neither  did  he  forget  the  provinces  which  had  suffered  by  the 
civil  war,  though  he  had  before  befriended  them ;  and  he  left  fifty  tbou« 
•and  crowns  to  build  a  parochial  church,  at  Chautilly. 

Having  dictated  his  la»t  will,  he  wished  to  write  to  the  king,*1)ut  his 
weakness  not  allowing  him,  he  dictated  a  letter,  in  which,  after  making 
protestations  of  constant  attachment  to  his  majesty,  he  earnestly  soli* 
cited  Louis  to  permit  his  nephew,  the  prince  de  Conti,  to  return  tp 
court.  The  prince  desired  this  letter  should  not  be  delivered  till  he 
should  be  dead  :  he  then  finished  settling  his  affairs,  and  requested  hit 
•on  whose  tenderness  and  virtue  he  well  knew,  to  supplv  any  omission  he 
might  have  made. 

Toward  eleven  o'clock  at  night  he  dozed  in  his  chair  about  two  hoifrs ; 
when  he  awoke,  he  asked  for  his  confessbr ;  but  as  father  Deschamps  had 
not  then  arrived,  he  confessed  to  father  Bergier.  That  Jesuit,  as  is  usual^ 
exhorted  him  to  pardon  his  enemies :  **  Ah  !*'  said  the  Great  Cond^, 
**  why  speak  of  pardon  ;  you  know  I  never  retained  the  slightest  resent* 
nient  against  any  man." 

Before  he  could  receive  the  last  sacraments,  the  catholic  religion  re* 
quired  that  he  should  make  a  public  apology  fbr  the  scandal  his  past  iu^ 
fidelity  had  occasioned.  Being  too  much  exhaua|ed  to  utter  this  apo* 
logy  himself,  his  confes&or,  at  his  desire,  delif'effed  if  in  the  terras  thl^t 
were  conformable  to  custoqa  and  Christian  humility.  f|e  then  received 
the  last  unction,  and  his  pijCty  was  not  distfirbed  by  the  loud  sorrow  of 
his  afflicted  family. 

Almost  immediately  after  his  awful  ceremony  had  taken  place,  the 
duke  D'Enghien  arrived  frqm  Versailles,  with  the  pfeasing  information 
that  the  king,  out  of  respect  to  the  Great  Conde,  pardoned  the  prince  de 
Conti.  The  prince  still  continued  alive  to  pleasurable  emotion,  and  sa- 
tisfaction beamed  on  bis  dying  countenance.  He  told  his  son  he  could 
nut  have  brought  him  more  pleasing  intelligence,  and  asked  for  the  letter 
which  he  had  dictated,  that  his  grateful  acknowledgments  might  be 
added. 

His  wprldly  and  Christian  duties  being  now  fulfilled,  the  prince  yielded 
Without  restraint  to  paternal  tenderness :  he  soothed  and  conversed  an 
l)our  with  his  son,  to  whom  he  had  always  been  tenderly  attached :  he 
then  asked  for  the  dutchess  D'Enghien,  and,'  causing  every  body  to  re- 
tire, exhorted  the  duke  and  his  consort  to  alWays  live  in  that  harmony  by 
which  they  had  hitherto  been  united.  After  giving  them  advice,  founded 
on  the  experience  of  an  eventful  life,  he  embraced  his  children  with  that 
touching  effusion  of  sensibility  which  never  dies  in  the  virtuous  andfeel^ 
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ing  heart:  they  kueeled  gt  his  feet,  drowned  in  tear»«  aod  a»ked  hU  bl 
ing,  which  he  bestowed. 

When  the  prince  said  ;  **  My  son,  you  will  so<m  have  nofaiher^'*  the 
duke  D^En^hien,  who  sjras  at  btftfeet,  overcoine  with  tenderness  and  grief* 
swooned  away,  on  his  recovery  he  threw  himself  in  h^s  fmtber*s  armft,  and 
conjured  the  prince  '*  to  forgive  him  any  offence,  he  might  have  com« 
roitted."  '*  You  have  been  as  good  a  son,"  replied  Conde,  *'  at  I  hate 
endeavoured  to  be  a  father.*'  He  then  recommended  bis  household  to 
the  duke :  they  requested  to  see  the  prince  for  the  laht  time.  Codde  did 
not  shriuk  from  the  desolating  spectacle ;  l^e  suffered  them  to  come ; 
he  was  no  doubt  moved  by  the  grief,  consternation,  and  despair,  whicl^ 
his  numerous  attendants  displayed^  but  nothing  could  shake  the  stoic 
fortitude  of  hissoul 

The  &tal  moment  slowly  approached ;  he  ^sked  <*  how  long  he  mi^Iit 
possibly  survive  ?"  ^nd  was  told,  "  that  God  alone  could  decide.*'  Ue 
was  resigned,  recitofl  some  praj^ers,  and  condoled  his  afflicted  children : 
his  soul  wqs  now  absorbe.d  in  liiii  family  find  his  God.  At  this  awful  crisif 
the  prince  de  Conti  arrived,  and  the  G/^at  Conde  had  the  ha4)piness  to 
see  htm  before  be  died  :  he  begged  him  to  approach,  and,  embracing  his 
pephew  and  son^  ftzborted  tl^em  always  to  live  united,  and  to  be  faithful 
to  God  and  the  king.  Those  around  him,  fearing  that  his  sensibility 
would  hasten  his  dissolution^  ^r^ed  his  attention  to  religion :  he  dis< 
If^tssed  his  family,  and  conversed  with  father  Deschamps,  his  confessor; 
but  his  children  iutreated  to  be  again  admitted,  and  lie  could  not  deny 
them.  He  gave  directioBs  concerviing  the  manner  of  his  burial  to  the 
4uke  D*£nghien,  renewed  his  paternal  advice,  embraced  him  for  the  last 
time,  and  then  begged  bim  to  retire,  as  he  felt  his  strength  began  to  fiiiJ, 
From  that  moment,  he  only  thought  of  his  salvation:  he  gave  the  apblest 
examples  of  piety  and  repentance,  preserved  his  understanding  to  tlie 
last  moment,  and  expired  on  Monday,  December  1],  at  seven  in  the 
morning : 

The  duke  D*£oghien,  who  had  retired  into  ap  ^joining  apartment 
alarmed  by  the  movement  he  heard»  wished  to  enter  bis  father's  room ; 
he  was  however  al;  first  prevented,  and  conveyed  to  his  apartments^  bat 
it  was  found  impossible  to  retain  him  :  be  forced  his  way  to  tl^e  chamber^ 
knelt  at  the  bed-side  of  his  father,  whose  face  was  covered  with  a.haod-i 
kerchief,  and  exclaimed^  while  tears  flowed  in  torrents*  ^^  Ok  Goii  \$ 
that  my  father  f  Thii  is  all  that  remains  of  that  grfiat  man  .^*  It  was 
with  difficnlty  they  could  force  him  from  the.  excruciating  spectacle 
which  became,  nipre  heai^rending  by  the  presence  of  t^  dotchess 
D*Bnghien  and  the  prince  ^  Copti, 

The  wretched  and  faithful  Gonrville,  whom  his  daty  obliged  to  think 
of  ever}'  thing  in.  that  dreadful  moment,  ordered  a  carnage  and,  availing 
himself  of  the  influepce  which  tried  attachn^ent  and.fidelity  acquire  over 
the  upright  ipind,  persuaded  th^  princes  to  depart  for  Parisp    Ther 
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ixftt  the  fftike  and  dtit^^ss  de  Bonfbbn  od  the  road,  whom  tlrey  took 
with  them. 

Wh^n  t'lc  fetter  of  the  priifce  was  g;if en  fo  Lo'crre  XI V»  that  itioiMrch 
exclaimed, — •*!  hate  lost  the  greatest  man  rn  ray  kiagdomw"  Vamitf, 
perha^  had  at  ^eat  a  share  tirthis  excraraRBtion  as  regret;  but  lbrtii« 
nate'are  the  sobjects  ^hom  the  sovereign  thus  honorB. 

Agretebly  to  his  request,  the  ct>r(l»9e  of  the  fhrince  was  transported  to 
Vaiery,  the  diocese  of  Seni,  to  hH^  niterred  with  hit  ancestors;  inhere  the 
'cereno^iy  way  performed  with  alt  the  pomp  which  was  his- due;  and  hit 
heikrt  %tui  deposited  in  tbe  cHnrch  of  th^  Jesuits  of  the  Rue  Saint  Antotne, 
at  Paris,  now  the  parish  de  Saint-Louis.  A  service  was  sotemmrted  in 
'hbnor  of  the  prince  at  Notre^Dame,  where  the  ilfustriout  BossuM  gained 
the  summit  of  celebrity  by  th^  funeral  oration  he  mdMe,  in  wbich  he 
^ticcessfnlly  explored  the  vast  fiet^,  whkh  the  cxj^lmts  of  the  Great 
Conde  had  opened  to  eloquence. ' 

Hins  ended  the  glorious  career  of  thut  gr^t  prio^,  with  ^Ifhoae  ilime 
'  the  ^rth  still  resounds !  On  Kis  fit^  entrance  into  the  worid,  he  attracted 
the  attention  and  apphiuse  of  Europe.  '  **    - 

Conqueror  at  Rocroi,  at  an  age  when  it  fs  a  meritto  aspire  ta  fbtnte 
victory,  he  at  once  triumphed  over  the  proCrastiiMiotr  of  timidity,  the 
counsels  of  ambition,  the  valour  of  the  enemy,  and  the  inexperience 
6f  youth.  At  Friburg,  equally  brilliant,  amff  still  more  astonishing,  by 
'  his  perseverance  and  co6rage,  -during  three  days,  he  surmounted  obatt^* 
cles  of  every  kimd  which  combined  to  oppose  bit  plant.    Thettrongett 

•  entrenchmentt,  the  most  impenetrable  abbatit^'^emott  obstinate  and 
"^gdrotfe  resdstance,  the  weariness  of  hit  troop^,  the  tteepnest  of -moaa- 

thins; the'thicknets  of  the  woods,  the  darknesb  bf  the  nf{pht,all,  in  short, 
teemed  to  render  success  impracticable ;  jret  they  all-  were  fcfccd  to  ytild 

'to  hit  effoitt  and  his  courage. 

The  year  after,  for  Conde  seems  to  live  bnt  to  triuiiipb,  at  Norlinge  he 
attacked  two  of  the  most  famous  generals  in  Europe,  Mercy  and  John  de 
Wert,  in  thcfmost  formidable  position ;  and  by  hit  tkilful  ditpotitiont, 

'Ihte  jnttnets  of  hit  eye,  and  the  impetuosity  of  hit  valour,  again  obtained 

'aitctoty,  contrary  to  the  advice  of  the  graat  Turenne,  whose  prudence 
oppoted  that  battle,  but  whose  submission,  frankness,  atid  courage  highly 

'contributed  to  its  success. 

-  In  the  three  following  years,  we  tee  him  give  an  example  of  valor, 
anbordinatidn,  and  self-coiAmand ;  but  the  favorite  of  victory  soon  im* 

-mortaiized  himself  a'fourth  time  in  the  plain  of  Lens.'    On  that  famous 

•  iday,  which  saved  France,  he  owed  his  triumph  lets  perhaps  td  the  valor  of 
hit  ami,  than  to  the  prudent  and  sage  manikr  in  which  he  employed  hit 

~  tslenttand  genius. 

Cabal  and  envy  sooa,  however,  overbalanced  esteem  and  gratitude, 
'  and  the  hero  of  France  was  cast  into  prison,  like  the  vilest  of  criminals. 
'  Weak  and  nnhappy  c(ifted !  Insoleiit  abd  crafty  mMttfr  I  Could  i[ai&

imagiae  that,  by  depriving  him  of  freedocDy  you  could  d^^rade  aogrett 
a  prince  ?  The  celebrated  man  sometimes  only  owes  his  fame  to  cir- 
cumstances; the  reputation  of  a  hero  may,  perhaps,  be  obtained  or  lost 
by  chance;  but  the  great  man  depends  entirely  upon  bioiaeif.  No 
change  can  lessen  his  superior  excellence;  equally  great  in  prosperity  or 
adversity,  he  ennobles  the  gifts  of  fortune,  and  is  ennobled  by  her  perse- 
cution. Such  was  the  Great  Conde  through  life ;  alteruately  subdoiog 
the  enemies  of  the  state,  and  sinking  under  his  own,  and,  at  last,  glori- 
onsly  abjuring  his  errors  restored  to  the  high  prerogatives  of  his  birtb, 
and  supported  by  the  homage  of  the  French  and  the  admiration  of 
the  worlds 

France  would  at  no  period  have  withdrawn  the  love   and  gratitode 

.  firbich  that  great  prince  claimed,  had  not  the  misery  of  the   times,  the 

evil  counsel  of  his  friends,  the  cabals  of  cardinal  de  Retz,  the  character  of 

Anne  of  Austria,  and  the  duplicity  of  Mazarin,  hurried  bim  into  those 

.  errors  which  no  doubt  increased  his  celebrity,  but  which  his  glory  dis> 

^avows.    In  times  of  turbulence,  when  the  interests  of  the  mighty  dash, 

and  whole  empires  are  convulsed  by  civil  commotion,   great  men  aie 

governed  by  great  events  ;  and  moderation,  a  virtue  as  rare  it  is  neces- 

.  tary,  ia  then  mistaken  for  weakness  or  mediocrity,  by  elevated  minds. 

The  Great  Conde  could  not  escape  the  gulph,  which  opened  beneath 
his  feet  1  He  fell  into  those  errors  to  which  the  preceding  reigos  had 
.  opened  the  fatal  career,  and.Frenchmen,  in  coMternation  at  losing  their 
defender,  nevertheless  could  not  weep  at  the. success  of  a  hero,  in  whose 
glory  they  had  hitherto  participated.  But  we  will  draw  a  veil  over  this 
epochal  and  conceal,  if  possible,  the  laurels  which  the  prince  so  reluc- 
tantly reaped,  when  combatting  against  the  courts  under  those  that  be 
gathered  in  serving  the  state. 

At  length,  the  fury  of  faction  cooled,  Conde  returned  to  his  duty ; 
.  and,  by  the  treaty  of  the  Pyrenees,  France  recovered  at  once  her  hero 
.and  her. glory.  The  merit  aud^ celebrity  of  the  prince  had  not  been 
eclipsed  by  circumstances;  he  preserved  his  native  energy  amid  tbe 
.sweets of  repose,  and  in  his  leisure  hours  formed  new  plans  of'conquest 
.  He  meditated  that  of  Franche-Comte,  proposed  and  undertook  the  en- 
terprise, and  in  a  fortnight  subdued  the  whole  countr}\ 

A  new  war  was  crowned  with  new  success  ;  the  active  ambition  of 
Louis  XIV.  projected  the  destruction  of  Holland,  and  the  moeit  haughty 
of  monarchs  only  thought  he  could  make  vengeance  secure  by  serving 
under  the  orders  of  tbe  greatest  of  his  subjects.  Wesel  surradered; 
Rees  and  £mmerick  bowed  to  the  law  of  the  conqueror ;  an  impetuous 
/iver  vainly  opposed  his  plans ;  his  genius  and  audacity  were  not  to  be 
mastered  ;  the  enemy  were  forced  to  yield  to  his  courage,  and  tbe  majes- 
tic wavefi  of  the  Rhine  could  not  stop  the  mpidity  of  his  exploits.  Co- 
hered with  blooc},  that  hero  continu^to  combat,  and  did  not  think  of  his 
own  preserve tApn^lill  he  bid  m^e  ^ijiptory  seoira :  his  wound  obliged  bin 
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to  qait  the  army,  but  the  guardian  geuins  of  France  watched  over  days 
so  precious^  aod  so  often  exposed  in  her  defence. 

Conde  was  soon  enabled  to  render  new  services  to  the  nation ;  be  flew 
to  the  succour  of  Alsatia  and  Lorraine,  which  were  threatened  with  inva- 
sion ;  and  his  talents  secured  the  safety  of  the  kingdom.  This  was  not 
all ;  his  firmness,  patience,  and  humanity  preserved  to  the  state  thousands 
of  her  defenders,  who  were  sinking  under  the  weight  of  fatigue  and  dis* 
case,  the  victims,  as  it  loo  frequently  happens,  of  the  avarice,  the  neglect^ 
or  theib^rbarity  of  men*  ^ 

The  following  campaign  presents  a  picture  still  more  affecting  : 
we  find  the  Great  Conde  exercising  the  sensibility  which. is  so  rare 
and  so  precious  in  heroes :  thut  formidable  prince,  who  hitherto  had 
seemed  to  think  victory  the  most  glorious  claim  of  war,  shoiW8-hifnse)f  the 
most  humane  of  conquerors,  and. weeps  over  the  miseries,  which  mittiJcen 
and  barbarous  policy  inflicts  on  newly  ^acquired  subjects.  While  they 
were  the  enemies  of  France,  he  combatted  and  subdued  them ;  but  bfiib* 
ing  conquered,  he  looked  on  them  as  fellow  creatures  in  distros,  and( 
brought  them  consolation  and  relief.  People  of  the  Netherlands,  rmat 
jour  voice  with  mine,  to  exalt  the  huioanity  of  a  hero,  whose  heart  has 
too  long  been  deemed  insensible.  Your  misfortunes  h^ve  su^Aciently 
attested  his  fame;  let  your  gratitude  proclaim  his  virtaes  !  Can  sensi- 
bility in  heroic  souls  be  weakened  by  renown  ?  Oh,  no  !  the  happiness 
of  man  is  to  them  a  mote  fluttering  trophy  than  the  misery,  of  nations* 

Conde  wished  to  form  subjects  for  his  sovereigp,  but  Loavois  de* 
xnanded  slaves ;  and  Louis  XIV.  more  proud  than  humane,  in  success^ 
forgot  that  the  conqueror,  who  protects  the  subdued  foe,  is  not  the  less 
terrible  to  the  enemies  he  has  to  subdue.^ 

Conde  turned  even  the  inaction  to  which  he  was  .condemned  by  I^ouis 
XIV.  or  rather  his  minister,  to  advantage,  aad  ruined  the  projects  of 
the  allies :  he  saved  the  marechal  de  Bel^fond,  and  sooo  reaped  fresh 
laurels  at  Sen*^f. 

That  memorable  day  which  coaferred  as  much  honour  on  the  nation 
as  on  their  hero,  witnessed  the  summit  of, valor  and  audacity^* 'rin 
three  sanguinary  battles,  one  alone  of  whiclx.would  li^ve  immortalized  an 
ordinary  warrior,  the  Great  Conde  made,  fifteen  ch^ges  at  the  kead  ef 
his  brave  soldiers :  but  his  courage  was  always  regulated  by  genius*  and, 
^aniid  tumult  and  confusion,  he  never  for. a  monoi^nt.  lost  that  presence  of 
mind  which  knows  how  to  select  positions,  an4  which  seizes  the  critical 
instant  when  vulor  may  strike  with  success. 

.  Among  the  numerous  victories  of  the  prince,  envy  has  chosen  the 
battle  of  Senef  to  accuse  him,  before  the  tribunal  of  posterity,  with^hav* 
ing  shed  unnecessary  blood.  That  ^e  lives  of  men  ought  not  to  be 
wantonly  sacrificed  is  a  truth,  which  generals  cannot  too  frequently  be 
told,  to  moderate  their  ardor,  and^encourage.j)rudencQ(;.  but  it  is,  per* 
haps,  still  more  necessary  tg  recall  this ^ruthtp  the  iivnd#f  tovereigos. 
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When  the  latter  have  kindled  the  torch  of  war,  thlsy  ought  to  be  jih 
swerable  for  its  destrudire  tthtU;  for,  on  those  important  occasioni, 
when  the  laarels  of  victory  are  inevitably  reaiied  amid  the  horror*  of 
carnage,  the  first  duty  of  the  general,  to  whom  the  interests  of  an  em- 
pire  are  entrusted,  is  td  conquer. 

To  render  the  prince  still  more  odious  or  gnitty,  that  well-known  ssy- 
iBg,  referring  to  the  number  of  soldiers  killed  in  battle — "  Well!  sirf, 
Mi  ii  tef  tke^itmik  &fa  night  for  Paris"  has  been  attributed  to  him ; 
list  there  exists  no  proof  that  this  ill-timed  pleiKantry  escaped  tfteGrnt 
Conde*  In  virtuous  men,  energy  does  nbt  degenerate  into  cmelty  of 
diameter:  beside  the  actions  of  that  hero,  on  every  occasion,  have  borne 
tts-titile  leudency  to  severity  as  to  weakness.  The  saying  in  que:»tion  has 
iMen  attributed  to  aeveral  other  generals,  and  to  the  marechal  de  Villan, 
w  particular ;  and  this  uncertainty  secins  to  prove  fh«t  the  tale  was 
forged  by  calumny,  which  used  this  invidious  arm  on  more  than  one  oc- 
tiasionb  Those  victories  which  are  the  most  contested,  necesaarily  arc 
mast  MOguinary,  and  envy  always  endeavours  to  turn  the  public  atten- 
tivn  on  the  eviU  of  war,  to  tarnish  the  glory  of  the  conqueror. 

The  tried  valor,  intrepid  coutuge,  and  enlightened  audacity,  which  an 
almost  always  crowned  with  success,  suffice  to  the  glory  of  the  herb,  hot 
-are  not  sufficient  to  immortalize  the  great  captain.  Conde,  in  Flanders, 
gained  all  the  plans  of  the  prince  of  Orange,  whose  army  was  superior  io 
force  to  his  own ;  but  he  was  soon  called  by  Louis  XIV.  into  Alsatia ; 
by  the  death  of  one'Cnan  the  )Liogdom  was  exposed  to  the  danger  of  id- 
vuHon.  And  who  could  ivplace  Turenmr  but  the  Great  Conde  ?  On 
this  occasion  we  see  that  prirt^  the  only  warrior,  perhaps,  to  whom  ex* 
perience  could  counsel  temerity,  abjure  the  burning  impetuosity  of  h'ls 
genius,  to  adopt  all  the  wisdom  of  his  predlNressor ;  and  the  shade  of  Tv- 
renne  astonished,  is  no  less  delighted  to  have  contributed,  by  example, 
to  the  glory  of  the  Great  Condr. 

Brilliant  froifi  his  youth,  energetic  and  renowned  in  the  prime  oflilfi 
Conde  spread  a -mi  Id  and  majestic  lustre  on  its  decline.  There  are  other 
lanrds  beside  those  of  victory,  less  splendid  but  more  pure,  and  they 
'fsera  not  disdained  by  the  prince.  His  understanding,  knowledge,  aod 
celdMity^  made  him  sought  by  all  that  were  most  illustrious  in  Fruice. 
The  nafele  and  the  valiant,  the  orator,  the  sage,  the  man  of  letters,  and 
the  artist,  were  eager  in  comp^vtion  to  embellish  his  retreat;  and  thit 
great  man,  in  seeking  to  retire  from  fame,  again  reaped  her  laurels  in  the 
bosom  of  tranquillity. 

The  object  of  universal  homage,  he  ina  gratified,  without  being 
dasaled,  by  his  gk>ry.  In  the  bosom  off  grandeur,  Conde  nought  tlM 
olass  of  men  who,  in  retirement,  aifemed'eqtfally  condemned  to  obscurity 
and  indigence :  oppressed  innocence,  necotsitott's  iqerit,  and  thnid  am* 
ftfftnne,  eyperiencKd  the  effects  of  fats  geni^mis  sensibility ;  and  tltt( 
•  (ftpsror  of  nilinnrbeoiaBe  the  biodletor 
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Iq  definite  of  qualities  so  elevated,  tbU  hero»  though  he  wovW 
f^jPfcdouffMlmiration,  would  have  merited  less  oor  esteem,  had  he  stifled 
the  feeiiogsof  naturt',  while  he  rose  superior  to  human  weakness;  butt 
S^Qiid  the  great  events  by  which  he  was  harassed,  we  see  him  always  tf  07 
derly  ip^rested  io  the  welfare  of  his  family ;  he  carefully  presided  ovef 
the  eflpoatioo  of  his  sop  ;  surrounded  by  raratge  aiid.|ffril,  hegavebioa 
striking  lessons  io  ih^i  destructive,  hut,  alas,  necessary  art)  i»isUcitCMI^ 
^  b*gb^  ei^celled.  Hf  was  aifectionat^&lo,  and  confided  io,  bis  brother^ 
Iiad  nearly  fallen  a  victim  to  the  tenderness  he  bore  his  sister^  and  kls 
friends  and  relations  equally  experienced  the  candour  and  goodness  of 
bis  heart. 

There  still  remained  one  species  of  glory  wbiok  tbr  |pHSi  CondU  had 
yet  to  attain  ;  religion  seemed  to  refuse  her  palm  to  adorn  tbsf  august 
head,  which  Ttctory  and  virtue  to  long  had  crowued  with  laurels.  The 
edifyingand  courageous  deatJi  of  the  duchess  de  Longoeville  struck  that 
great  prince  with  surprise  and  adroiratMa;^  lie  wa?ered»  aikI  incredulity 
trembled  ;  he  decided,  and  religion  triumphed.  No  doobt,  it  behoved 
the  Majesty  of  God,  that  a  man,  who  was  among  the  most  glorious  of  Us 
works,  should  become  the  most  fervent  of  his  adorers. .«  .Must  virtues  so 
exalted  fall  a  sacriiice  to  paternal  tenderness  ?  Tbe  small-pox  exercised 
its  ravages  at  Fontainbleau  ;  the  duchess  de  Bourbon  was  reduced  to  the 
brink  of  the  grave.  Conde,  enfeebled  by  bodily  pain  and  ill-health, 
learned  the  danger  of  his  grand-daugher,  atChantilly Anxiety  su- 
perseded all  other  suffering;  he  consulted  neither  his  strength  nor  his 
condition  ;  deaf  to  the  remonstrances  of  his  friends,  his  household,  and 
his  children,  he  opiy  listened  to  the  voice  «f  sensibility.  Death  spared 
the  princess,  to  seize  anolher  victim ;  ready  to  strike)  she  stops,  amazed  at 
her  power,  and  hesitates  to  cut  off  the  thread  of  those  precious  days, 
foarked  by  grandeur,  consecrated  to  glory,  and  immortalized  by  virtue  ; 
but  virtue  itself  cannot  change  the  decrees  of  Ate !  The  grave  opens— *- 
Conde  sinks,  and  the  most  manly  genius  glories  in  dying  Hke  a  Christian 
hero! 

Let  us,  even  at  this  distant  period,  offer  a  just  tribute  of  taars  to  the 
memory  of  a  hero,  whom  all  Europe  judged  worthy  of  regret.  What 
mortal,  indeed,  ever  had  a  greater  claim  to  the  veneration  of  mankind  ? 
A  famous  warrior,  an  illustrious  prince,  an  enlightened  man,  a  tender 
father,  and  a  faithful  friend,  eveiy  exalted  virtue  and  elevated  quality 
were  united  in  Conde ;  his  character,  unique  in  the  annals  of  the  world, 
would  appear  fabulous  to  those  who  had  not  read  his  hiwtory.  Full  of 
genius  and  information,  of  talents  and  modesty,  of  grandeur  and  affabi** 
lity,  Conde  was  at  once  the  warrior  and  the  man  of  feeling,  impetuous 
and  thoughtful,  profound  and  dissi^ted,  a  rebel  and  a  patriot.  He 
loved  war  and  the  sciences,  activity  and  repose,  pleasure  and  business. 
He  inspired,  at  the  same  time,  attachment  and  jealo«»y,  esteem  and 
fiatred,  interest  and  terror;  and,  in  iA»tiver»  point  of  ne#  fat  is  pre» 
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sented,  by  history,  he  always  appears  its  great«*st  oroaoient :  he  throws 
lutitre  on  every  picture,  and  gives  dignity  to  triflea;  he  interests  our 
•ffections,  seduces  our  reason,  and  hurries  away  our  ftreltngs,  by  the 
spleador  in  which  he  envelops  time,  place,  actions,  aiid  men. — Frencfa* 
men,  princes,  warriors,  unite  with  me  to  cherishthememory  of  this  hero! 
Pay  homage  to  his  genius,  imitate  his  virtues,  avoid  his  errors,  and  let  ui 
mutually  rejoice  that  our  country  bus  given  birth  to  a  priiioe,  whose  ex« 
istance  will  have  conferred  imoiortal  honor  on  the  blood  of  inonarchs, 
fhe  list  of  heroes  and  the  age  of  great  men !

Dotening'Streetf  October  14,  1813. — Dispatches,  of  which  the  following  are  co> 
pies,  were  this  day  received  by  Earl  Batburst,  from  Lieutenant-Gcneral  Sir  George 
Prcvost,  Bart 

Head-Quarters^  Kingston^  Upper  Canada^  August  8,  1813— My  Lord,—- I  Havb 
the  honour  to  acquaint  your  Ldrdship  that  the  enemy's  fleet  of  twelve  sail  made  its 
appearance  off  York  on  the  3 1st  ultimo  1  the  three  square-rigged  vessels,  the  Pike, 
Madison,  and  Oneida,  came  to  anchor  in  the  oiBng,  bat  the  schooners  passed  np 
the  harbour,  and  landed  several  boats  full  of  troops  at  the  former  garrison,  and  pro- 
ceeded from  thence  to  the  town,  of  which   they  took  possession.     They  opened 
the  gaol,liberatsd  the  prisoners,  and  took  away  three  soldiers  confined  for  felony  { 
they  then  went  to  the  hospitals,  aud  parolled  the  few  men  that  could  not  be  removed  ) 
they  next  entered  the  store-honses  of  some  inhabitants,  seized  their  contents,  chiefly 
flour,  the  same  being  private  property.     Between  eleven  and  twelve  o*clock  that 
night  they  returned  on  board  their  vessels  j  the  next  morning,  Sunday  the  1st  in- 
stant, the  enemy  again  landed,  and  sent  three  armed   boats  up  the  river  Don,  in 
search  of  public  stories,  of  which  being  disappointed,  by  sunset  both  soldiers  and 
tailors  had  evacuated  .the  town,  the  small  barrack,  wood-yard,  and  storc-honse,  on 
Gibraltar-Point,  having  been  set  on  fire  by  them  ;  aud  at  day-light  the  following 
morning  the  enemy's  fleet  sailed.    The  plunder  obtained  by  the  eiiemy  upon  this 
predatory  exdedition  has  been  indeed  trifling,  and  the  loss  has  altogether  fallen  upon 
Individuals  }  the  public  stores  of  every  description  having  been  reosoved  j  and  the 
•i^ly  prisoners  taken  by  them  being  confiued  felons,  and  invalids  la  hospit|t«    Thf» 
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troops  which  wert  landed  were  actio;  as  marines,  and  appeared  to  be  about  two 
liundred  and  fifty  men  ;  they  were  nodfT  the  cumnand  of  Commodore  Chauncey, 
and  Lienteuant'Colonel  Scott,  an  exchanged  prisoner  of  wsr  on  his  parole,  lioth  of 
whom  landed  with  the  troops.  The  town,  upon  the  arrival  of  the  enemy,  was  totally 
defenceless,  the  militia  were  still  on  their  parole,  and  the  principal  Gentlemt-o  had 
retired,  from  an  apprehension  of  being  treated  with  the  same  severity  used  towards 
several  of  the  inhabitants  near  Fort  George,  who  had  been  made  prisoners,  and 
aent  to  the  United  States.  L4eutenant-Colooel  Battersby,  of  the  Glengarry  fenciblcs, 
with  the  detachment  of  light  troops  under  his  command,  who  had  been  stationed  at 
York;,  was,  upon  the  appearance  of  the  enemy's  fleet  off  that  place  on  the  SQth  ul- 
timo, ordered  with  his  detachment  and  light  artillery,  to  proceed  for  the  protection 
of  the  depots  formed  ou  Burlington  Heights,  where  he  had  joined  M^or  Maulers 
detachment  of  the  I04th  regiment,  and  concentrated  his  force  on  the  following  even- 
ing. The  enemy  had,  during  the  course  of  that  day,  landed  from  the  fleet  five  hun- 
dred men,  near  Brandt*s  House,  with  an  intention  of  storming  the  heights ;  but 
finding  Major  Maule  well  prepared  to  receive  them,  and  being  informed  of  Lieft- 
tenant-Colonel  Battersby*s  march,  they  reimbarked  and  stood  away  for  York.  Bf  y 
last  accounts  from  M ^or-Geoeral  De  Rottenberg  are  to  the  3d  iustant,  when  the 
enemy *s  fleet  had  anchored  off  Niagara.  I  have  received  no  tidings  of  our  squadron 
under  Sir  James  Yeo,  since  its  sailing  from  hence  on  the  3 1st  ultimo.

Head-Quarters^  Kingston,  Upper  Canada^  Augusta,  1813.— My  Lord, — Refer. 
RING  to  my  dispatch  of  the  ist  instant,  wherein  1  had  the  honour  of  acquainting 
your  Lordship  that  1  had  thought  it  expedient  to  endeavour  to  relieve  Upper  Caua- 
da  from  the  pressure  of  the  war,  and  to  call  the  enemy  s  attention  to  the  defence  of 
their  own  settlements  on  Lake  Champlain,  by  employing  such  naval  officers  anJ 
seamen  as  circumstances  would  permit  me  to  obtain  from  Quebec,  to  man  our  gun« 
boats,  and  the  captured  Americau  vessels,  for  the  purpose  of  co-operating  with  a 
•mall  but  chosen  body  of  troops,  in  various  demonstrations  un  that  sheet  of  water. 
I  have  now  the  satisfaction  of  transmitting  herewith  to  your  Lordship,  for  the  in- 
formation of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  Regent,  the  copy  of  a  letter  I  have 
just  received  from  Major-General  Sir  R.  H.  Sheaffe,  commanding  in  the  Montreal 
district,  conveying  the  official  report  of  Lientenant-Colonel  Murray,  detailing  tho 
operations  of  the  combined  movements  which  took  place  on  the  99th  July  ;  and  I 
also  annex  the  copy  of  anc^her,  which  I  have  received  from  Captain  Everard,  of 
the  Royal  Navy,  to  whose  prompt,  zealous,  and  able  assistance  I  feel  highly  in- 
debted. The  objects  of  this  aervice  have  been  fully  accomplished,  by  the  total  de- 
struction of  all  the  enemy's  arsenals,  block-houses,  barracks,  and  stores  of  every 
description  at  Plattsburgh,  Swanton,  and  Champlain  Town,  and  the  extensive  bar. 
racks  at  Saranac,  capable  of  containing  four  thousand  men,  have  been  burnt ;  all 
naval,  ordnance,  and  other  stores,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Lake,  have  been  destroyed 
or  carried  away.  This  important  service  has  been  performed  with  a  degree  of 
promptness  and  regularity  highly  honourable  to  the  officers  directing  the  expedi- 
tion, and  without  sustaining  any  loss.

Excellency  the  reports  of  the  Naval  and  Military  Commanders  of  the  force  em- 
ployed on  the  expedition  to  Lake  Champlain,  undertaken  in  obedience  to  your  d^ 
rections.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Murray,  with  the  troops  and  two  of  the  gun-boats, 
returned  on  the  3d  instant  to  Isle  anx  Noix,  and  the  vessels  arrived  there  yester- 
day. The  aervice  on  which  they  were  aent  has  been  effected  in  a  manner  which  re- 
ijecta  great  credit  on  the  Coinmaiideray  and  on  tboae  who  acted  under  them. 
ifis  Excellency  Sir  0.  Prevott^  Bart,  ^c.  ^c,  R.  H.  SuitAWWE^  Mi^j.  Gen.l^o. 
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Isle  Qux  Noix^  August  3y  1813. — Sir,— -The  land  forces  of  the  ezpeditioa  that 
left  the  province  on  the  29tb  July,  on  an  enterprise  on  Lake  Cbanplmin,  returned 
this  day,  after  having  folly  accomplished  the  objects  proposed,  and  baTinf  carried 
every  order  into  execution.  The  eneroy^s  arsenal,  block-hbase,  commisaary^s  build- 
ings, and  stores  at  the  position  of  Plattsbur^,  together  with  the  extensive  barracks 
of  Saranac,  capable  of  containing  funr  thousand  troops,  were  destroyed  ;  soac 
stores  were  brought  off,  particularly  a  large  quantity  of  naval  stores,  shot,  aad 
equipment  for  a  large  number  of  batteries.  The  barracks  and  stores  at  the  positioa 
of  Swanton,  on  Missisquoi  Bay,  together  with  several  batteanx  at  the  laadiof- 
place,  were  destroyed.  A  detachment  has  been  sent  to  destroy  the  public  bnildiafs, 
barracks,  blork-houses,  kc.  at  Champlain  Town.  Every  assistance  was  rendered 
by  the  co-operation  of  Captains  Everard  and  Pring,  royal  navy,  commnodiag  Bis 
Majesty *8  sloops  of  war  Broke  and  Shannon.  I  experienced  very  great  benefit  firom 
the  military  knowledge  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  IVilliams,  I3th  regimeut  (second  in 
command)  I  have  to  report,  in  the  highest  terms  of  approbation,  the  discipline, 
Tc'|[ularity,and  cheerful  conduct  of  the  whole  of  the  troops  ;  and  feel  fully  confident, 
that  had  an  opportunity  oflTered,  tbeir  courage  would  have  been  equally  coaspicnovs. 

General  Hampton  has  concentrated  the  whole  of  the  regular  forces  in  the  ▼icinity 
of  Lake  Champlain,  at  Burlington,  from  the  best  information,  said  to  be  abont  fomr 
thousand  five  hundred  regular  troops,  and  a  large  body  of  militia. 

The  militia  force  assembled  for  the  defence  of  Plattsburgb,  disbanded  on  the  ap* 
pcarance  of  the  armament.     The  naval  part  of  the  expedition    is  still  cmisiog  oa 
the  Lake.     For  any  further  information,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  yon  to  yonr  Aide-4e-

Hi$  MajestyU  Ship  Broke y  Lake  ChamplaiUy  August  9y  1813.— SlR^— Major-Gr- 
MERAL  Glasgow  has  apprised  your  Excellency  o(<iny  repairing  with  a  party  of 
ofiicers  and  seamen  to  man  the  sloops  and  gun-boats  at  the  Iste  avx  Noim^  In  cen-> 
sequence  of  your  letter  of  the  4th  ultimo,  addressed  to  the  Senior  Oflleer  of  hia  Ma- 
jesty's  ships  at  Quebec,  stating  it  to  be  of  great  importance  to  the  public  seevicR 
thet  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  alarm  the  enemy  on  the  Montreal  AroRlier,  te« 
mnd  agreeable  to  your  wish  that  I  shoiild  commnaicate  any  thing  lnterestiR|r  tiMl 
might  occur,  I  have  the  honenr  to  acquaint  yon,  that  the  object  for  which  the  corpn 
nnder  the  command  of  Lienteoant.Colonel  Murray  had  been  deUcbeti,  hseinf^ 
folly  accomplished  by  the  deatmeCioii  of  the  enemy's  block-hoase,  araeaali 
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mad  public  sture-houses  at  Plattsburgh,  and  the  troops  kaviog  embarked  oa  the  ift 
iostaat  to  return,  there  being  neither  public  buildings  nor  store-bouses  remaining: 
on  the  west-side  of  the  Lake  beyond  Plattsburgb,  1  stood  orer  to  Burlington,  with 
the  Shannon  and  one  gun-boat,  to  observe  the  slate  of  the  enemy^s  force  there,  and 
to  afford  him  an  opportunity  of  deciding  the  naval  superiority  on  the  Luke.  We 
were  close  in  on  the  forenoon  of  the  jd,  and  found  two  sloops  of  about  one  hundred 
tons  burthen,  one  armed  with  eleven  guns,  the  other  thirteen,  ready  for  sea,  a  third 
filoop  (somewhat  larger),  fitting  out  with  guns  on  board,  and  two-gun  schooners  lay- 
ing under  the  protection  of  ten  guns  mouuted  on  a  bank  of  one  hundred  feet  bigfa, 
tritbont  a  breastwork,  two  scows  mounting  on^  gun  each,  as  floating  batteries,  and 
several  field-pieces  on  the  shore.  Having  captured  and  destroyed  four  vessels,  with- 
out any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  eoemy*s  armed  vessels  to  prevent  it,  and  seeing 
no  prospect  of  inducing  him  to  quit  his  position,  where  it  was  impossible  for  us  tor 
attack  bim,  I  am  now  returning  to  execute  my  original  orders.

Foreign-Office^  October  15, 1813,— Dispatches  of  which  the  followingare  copies, 
bave  been  received  by  Viscount  Castlereagb,  his  Majeuty's  Principal  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs  from  Lieuteuant-General  the  Honourable  Sir  Charles 
Stewart,  K.  B.  his  Majesty's  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary 
to  the  King  of  Prussia. 

Praguey  September  17,  1813. — My  Lord,— •Although  nothing  very  material 
has  occured  in  this  quarter  since  my  last  dispatches,  1  take  advantage  of  an  oppor* 
tunity  that  offers  to  state  to  your  Lordship  a  few  particulars  that  may  be  interesting. 

On  the  13th,  General  Count  Bubna,  who  now  commands  the  Austrian  corps  latel]f 
under  General  Neipperg,  which  has  been  much  reinforced,  entered  Keustadt  and 
^enkirchen,  and  came  into  close  communicaiion  with  General  BIncher,  who  had  his 
head*quarters  at  Hermsbntt,  with  his  advanced  posts  beyond  Bautxeo,  the  enemj 
baviug  retired  to  Bisboffswerder. 

On  the  I4th,  in  the  morning,  the  advanced  posts  of  the  grand  army  advanced 
again  to  the  frontiers  by  the  road  to  Peterawalde.  The  rear  guard  of  the  enemy, 
consisting  of  two  battalions  of  infantry,  a  regiment  ofcavalry,  and  some  guas,were 
forced  from  MoUendorf  by  Count  Pahlen,  commanding  Conut  Wittgenstein's  ad* 
wance.  The  artillery  of  the  Allies,  snd  aiore  fores,  wers  in  readiness  to  follow  as 
soon  as  the  roads  could  be  made  practicable.  The  Prussians,  sader  General  Kleist 
and  Piincc  Augsstas,  moved  to  Ebersdorf  and  Tolsdorff. 

Bsonaparte  assisted  personally  at  the  grand  recoonoissance  that  was  made  on  the 
10th  :  he  had  his  head-quarters  at  Leibstadt  on  the  1 1th,  and  moved  forward  on  the 
left  of  the  Allies  to  Barensteis,  near  Alteaburg,  on  the  I9lh.  The  plan  of  the  e^e* 
my  seems  to  have  been  to  have  attacked  the  Allies,  if  he  could  do  so  with  an  evi* 
dent  advantage,  if  not,  to  impede  their  advaace,  and  by  menaces  gain  time  either  to 
extricate  himself  from  the  daugeroas  predicament  in  which  he  stands,  or  to  ma- 
Doenvre  the  Allies  out  of  their  position. 

On  the  15th,  in  the  morning,  thesnemy  continaed  to  retire,  and  Priace  Scbwart* 
xenberg  ordered  a  general  recoonoissance  on  all  sides  to  be  made.  Count  Witlgeo* 
stein's  and  Count  Pahlea^s  corps  fell  in  with  the  enemy  near  Peterswalde.  Four 
sqnadroiM  of  Rsssisa  csvaify  very  gallantly  charged  a  French  column,  and  cut 
down  several  hundred  men.  To  give  your  Lordship  some  idea  of  these  sUacks, 
from  a  French  return  which  has  been  found  of  the  loss  of  the  7th  regiment  of  in» 
faatry,  when  the  Ruasisn  cavah'y  in  Count  Ostermaa's  actioo  charged,  they  had 
eight  hacdred  t»d  twesty  wnauded,  and  sctcb  hiiadred  and  thirty  killed  ^  the  resi- 
due of  fngitivrt  rcmtioing  were  six  hundred. 
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The  enemy^s  corps  in  advance,  opposed  to  Coaut  Pahlen,  consisted  of  twelve 
thousand  men,  nnder  General  Bonnet ;  they  made  a  ;ood  stand  near  Gotliebe. 
Six  Russian  lif^ht  gnns  did  great  execution,  and  forced  this  columa  to  leave  their 
ground.     The  main  position  of  the  enemy  was  not  attacked. 

An  Anstrian  corps  of  seventeen  thonsand^meu^  under  Count  Colloredoy  equally 
reconnoitred  the  enemy  on  the  side  of  Barenstein  and  Breitenan. 

The  head»quarter8  of  the  enemy,  according  to  report,  were  bow  removed  te 
Dippuldswalde. 

General  Thieleman^s  partiran  corps,  which  I  have  already  mentioned  to  yoar 
Lordship,  has  had  considerable  sncecftses.  He  took  possession  of  the  town  of  \Teis. 
senfels,  which  was  occupied  by  infantry  and  artillery,  and  made  a  General,  fortf 
officers,  and  near  one  thonsand  three  hundred  men,  prisoners. 

The  Austrian  Colonel  Afensdorf,  another  partisan,  took  a  French  courier,  be- 
tween Leipzick  and  Dresden,  charged  with  dispatches  and  letters  from  the  Freacb 
army  for  Paris,  at  least  five  thousand  in  number.  These  lettera  give  the  no«t 
doleful  details  of  the  French  army,  and  of  their  defeats.  The  whole  are  to  be 
printed,  and  are  in  the  most  desponding  stile. 

Of  the  whole  corps  engaged  under  Marshal  Ncy,  only  sixteen  thonsand  men  have 
escaped,  ten  thonsand  have  arrived  at  Dresden,  under  Oudioot^  the  reatat  Wittca- 
berg  and  Torgao. 

It  is  also  stated  that  the  new  guards,  and  particularly  the  artillery,  snflered  dread- 
fully in  the  battle  by  Dresden ;  Generals  Vachot  and  Seibier  were  killed ;  and 
Generals  Dumoutier,  Dental,  Gros,  Boieldi«ru,  Maison,  Veen^  and  Anbert,  se- 
verely wounded. 

Reinforcements  amounting  to  fifteen  thousand  men  have  reached  Erfort)  b«l 
they  are  of  a  bad  quality  of  troops. 

On  the  15th,  in  the  evening,  the  enemy  brought  np  more  troopa  agaloat  Coaat 
Pahlen,  and  as  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  allies  to  engage  in  a  general  affair 
in  the  mountains  and  defiles  of  Saxony,  the  advanced  corps  moved  back  to  Nollen. 
dorf.  The  French  bad  two  corps  d'arm^e  supporting  their  advanced  corps  of 
twelve  thonsand  men. 

G^ieral  Blncber*s  last  accounts  were  from  Bantcen,  and  his  advanced  potts  al 
Weiskelnrch,  within  a  German  mile  of  Dresden,  and  he  is  in  close  comnoBicatioa 
vith  the  Prince  RoyaPs  army. 

General  Kleinau^s  corps  is  at  Marienberg.  A  considerable  corps  of  the  enemy 
are  at  Freyberg,  and  a  corps  of  their  cavalry  betareen  that  and  Nossen. 

C.  Stkwart,  Laent.-Gen. 

Prague^  September  ig,  1813— My  Lord,— It  appears  that  the  enemy  on  the 
]6th  occupied  the  mountain  and  heights,  in  front  of  Nollendorff,  in  considerable 
force.  They  made,  in  the  evening,  an  attempt  to  turn  the  right  of  the  Allies  belbrt 
Culm,  while  they  also  assailed  the  centre  and  left. 

Buonaparte  seems  to  have  assisted  in  person  at  this  affair. 

Fifteen  thousand  men  were  detached  to  turn  the  right,  eight  thosannd  advanced 
in  frontand  on  the  leA  ;  about  thirty  thonsand  men  and  eight  thonannd  cavalry 
in  leserve,  formed  the  attack  on  the  part  of  the  enemy. 

On  the  17th  the  corps  moving  on  our  right,  being  concealed  by  nn  interne  foff 
and,  advancing  through  thick  woods,  had  succeeded  in  gaining  onr  flnnk  iicforeitt 
movement  was  perceived.  Mliile  the  enemy  forced  the  Rnaainna  and  Pimaiaiii 
from  the  village  of  Nollendorf  by  very  superior  force,  bnt  were  kepi  In  check  on 
the  left.  General  Jerome  Colloredo,  with  a  corps  of  Anitrians,  l^ll  on  the  encsy^ 
advanced  column,  which  had  gained  our  right,  and  with  an  intrepidity^  ateadincii, 
and  order  that  has  gained  nni venal  admiration^  completely  dtfinccd  U^  tnak  hi* 
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tween  two  aod  three  thovtaod  prisoners,  tmoog  whom  it  the  Geueral  of  divisioa 
Kreitzer,  and  many  •  officera,  and  ten  gnns  :  oar  lost  may  have  been  about  one 
thousand  killed  and  wounded. 

At  the  time  when  the  enemy  made  thair  attack  oo  the  centre,  the  Prussiaus 
were  akwut  to  be  relieved  by  the  Russians,  which  occasioned  some  momentary  dis^ 
order.  A  very  fine  yonng  man,  a  son  of  General  Blncher,  who  was  distioguishiog 
liimneir  very  gallantly  in  re*estabHsbing  order,  waa  killed. 

The  enemy,  repulsed  at  all  points,  retired  into  their  position  again  on  the 
mountains,  occupying,  however,  Nolleodorf  The  Allies  took  up  their  old  ground, 
und  extende<l  across  the  plain  in  a  semicircular  position. 

The  continuH  aflPairs  and  skirmishes  during  the  last  fortnight  have  cost  many 
ineo  oo  both  sides  ;  but  there  can  be  oo  doubt  of  the  enemy  having  suffered  in 
«t  least  a  double  proportion. 

It  is  stated  as  a  positive  fact  that  Buonaparte  had  his  horse  shot  under  him 
while  reconnoitring  on  the  bill. 

I  enclose  a  detailed  repurt  received  from  Colonel  Cooke,  of  the  affUir  of  the 
l6th  and  17th.  Chas.  Stkwart,  Lieut.-Grn. 

Tbplitx,  September  17, 1813.— Sir, — ^Upon  the  evening  of  the  16th  instant,  the 
sd,  4tb,  and  14th  corps  of  the  French  army,  headed  by  Buonaparte  with  his 
guards,  advanced  upon  the  Allies  from  their  position  adjacent  to  Peterswalde,  and 
^rovethem,by  great  superiority  of  force,  through  Nolleodorf  to  the  ground  they 
liad  occupied  the  preceding  day  at  thy  foot  of  the  mountain. 

The  Prussians  made  a  brilliant  charge  of  cavalry,  and  their  commander  waa 
wounded  and  taken  prisoner. 

Upon  this  day  some  skirmishing,  apparently  very  harmless,  was  renewed.  Gen. 
Ziethen,  with  three  battalions  of  Prussian  light  troops,  retained  bis  ground  with 
spirit,  until  suddenly  overpowered  by  numbers,  and  standing  in  need  of  ammunition, 
lie  was  forced  to  yield  ground. 

At  the  entrance  of  the  gorge  the  enemy  formed  their  columns  of  attack,  and  de- 
ployed both  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  road,  keeping  up  a  sharp  ^re  of  tiraiUeurs, 
until  their  artillery  had  been  brought  down  through  the  abattis  constructed  upom 
the  bill. 

The  Allies  had  occupied  the  high  ground  open  their  right,  a^j^cent  to  Neudorf, 
with  the  division  of  Count  Colloredo  ;  in  the  centre  and  upon  the  left  there  were 
two  divisions  of  Russian  infantry,  under  the  Count  Wittgenstein,  and  a  reserve 
of  cavalry,  exclufive  of  the  Prussians,  in  the  rear  of  the  Austrians,  under  Count 
Pahlen.  The  enemy  sidvancedupon  Culm,  on  either  side  of  the  road,  without  out 
being  able  to  arrest  his  progress. 

General  Ziethen*s  corps  was  not  sufficiently  powerful  for  this  purpoacy  and  as  it 
was  uncertain  whether  the  enemy  intended  a  serious  attack,  the  troops  were  formed 
in  the  rear  of  Culm,  a  Russian  battery  having  been  established  upon  the  Weinberg. 
These  guns  were  supported  by  four  additional  brigades  upon  the  right  and  left  of 
the  village. 

The  enemy,  under  corer  of  their  artillery,  attempted  to  turn  this  difficult  paa* 
•age,  which  you  are  acquainted  with,  by  gaining  the  commanding  mountain  upon 
our  left ;  in  this  they  failed.  They  then  attempted  the  right  aod  centre,  but  were 
kept  in  check  in  the  centre,  while  Count  Colloredo  upon  the  right  moved  forward 
to  take  them  in  flank ;  this  movement  had  tb^  desired  effect,  and  the  enemy,  fear- 
lag  for  bis  communications,  withdrew  to  the  foot  of  the  mountain,  and  after  dark 
to  their  original  position. 

The  movement  of  Count  Colloredo  was  much  admired  ^  and  the  French  General 
Kreitzer  aod  some  prisoners  fell  into  our  hands.

AUSTRIAir  MILITARY  RBPORTB. 

Head-Quarters y  ToplitZy  September  IS,  1813. — ^Thk  ComnModer  io  Chi«f  tkc  Priice 
Sell wartzenburgb,  deemed  It  necesnary  to  make  a  strong  rccoaaoiss^Bce  agmiaat  tW 
enemy,  and  accordingly  detached  tbc  corps  of  the  Generals  Coont  WUtfeMtcin  and 
Count  Colloredo,  which  were  stationed  on  the  Nollendorf  road  iovarde  Brciteaaa  \ 
and  that  of  Prince  Angustus  of  Prassia,  towards  Ebcrsdorf,  npoa  the  ewcmy*s  right 
flank,  whilst  the  Duke  of  Wnrtensberg  nnd  General  Count  Paklen  were  to  attack  his 
front  and  left  wing.  The  enemy  had  already  withdrawn  his  artiltery,  and  del^mded 
kimsclf  merely  with  his  infantry.  The  brave  General  Coont  Pableo,  rapidly  at^ 
tacked  it,  (without  waiting  for  the  other  troops,)  with  the  bassar  regisaaat  of  Isan 
and  Lnbinski,  by  which  nx>renent  a  whole  battalicm  of  the  enemy  was  cat  dowa, 
and  another  taken  prisoner. 

General  Thieleman  directed  his  march  from  Altenbarg  agaiast  Wciaaeafels,  aad 
forced  that  place,  which  wa^deleadcd  with  iafantry  and  artillery.  One  general  of 
brigade,  one  colonel,  thirty*seven  officers,  and  one  thaassad  two  bandred  aad  fifty- 
fonr  prisoners  fell  into  b'la  hands. 

Colonel  Meaadorf  made  several  hundred  prisoners  in  Wursen,  between  Leipiig 
aad  Dresden.  Amongst  tifcse  is  a  French  eonrier,  Who  was  coaveyiog  tbe  post 
bag  of  the  French  army  to  Paris ;  several  thousand  letters,  and  other  impev- 
tant  dispatches,  were  found  upon  bim.  Among  other  particalart,  we  learn  from 
these  letters,  that  the  netr  gaards,  pnd  particularly  their  artillery,  had  saflered  ear 
tremely  in  the  battles  before  Dresden  The  Generals  Vachot  aad  IMebier  hare  been 
lulled.  The  Geaerals  Dumoutier,  Dental,  Grou,  Boieldiea,  Maitoo,  Teen,  and 
Aubert,  are  severely  wounded.  All  these  letters  agree  in  describing  tbe  deplorable 
•itaation  and  despair  of  the  French  army.  The  roiads  from  Prcaden  aad  Toigaa 
to  Erfurt  are  crowded  with  French  fngitives  and  stragglcta. 


Toplitzj  September  17, 18  li,  7en  e^clock  at  Night. -^To^u AY ^  at  oae  aVlock  it 
the  aflemooa,  a  corps  of  tbe  enemy's  troops  advaatcd  apon  Nollendorf.  The 
Bdvauced  posts  retired.  The  abattis  on  the  high  road  was  abandoned.  The  Pkas* 
aian  vaa  gaard  aader  General  Zieihea,  aad  the  Raasiaa  van  guard  ander  General 
Wittgenstein,  took  op  a  position  at  Culm.  The  engagement  began  near  that  place. 
Tbe  thick  fug,  which  covered  the  whale  couatry,  did  not  allow  as  to  Ihmii  aa  exact 
opinion  of  the  enemy's  forre. 

At  six  o'clock  tbe  division  of  Colloredo,  posted  in  ambasb,  and  wbidi  bad,  with 
admirable  precision,  followed  all  the  euemy's  movements,  deboadKd  upon  hia  flank. 
Cleoeral  Colloredo  bad  established  a  battery  of  twelve-pouaders,  whieb  entirely  ca- 
flladed  the  highway  :  as  soon  as  he  attacked  the  French,  their  roat  became  comr 
plete.  In  tbe  mean  time  General  Meerve1dt|  who  acted  In  tbe  rear  of  tbe  enemy, 
bad  come  up  to  tbe  church  at  Nalleodorff. 

Had  not  the  night  put  an  end  to  the  combat,  tbe  enemy's  army  woald  have  beea 
totally  destroyed.  Nevertheless,  their  los^  mast  have  beea  iaune^ae,  aa  they  aflarled 
their  retreat  under  a  shower  of  grape-shot,  while  our  soldiers  pursued  tiMm,  wtib^ 
great  rapidity,  as  far  as  the  heights.  It  h  not  possible  aa  yet  to  determine  tbe 
•nmbrr  of  prisoners,  or  of  pieces  of  artillery,  that  have  fallen  Into  oor  haadi.  Ge> 
IMral  Kreitier,  who  commanded  part  of  the  yoang  guards,  is  taken. 

Oar  loss  appears  to  have  been  proportioaably  small. 

Tlie  Emperor  Napoleon  was  upon  tbe  heights,  and  directed  this  attack,  tbcfasalt 
•f  which  may  be  compared  to  that  of  the  flrs^  battle  af  Nollendorff,  escept  that 
the  enemy's  force  was  this  time  less  considerable. 

The  village  of  Arbesan  became  a  prey  to  the  flavMi  ia  the  midst  of  tbe  caaibst.

Ihwning'Street,  October  18, 1813. — CAPTAIN  the  Earl  of  March  arrived  this  morn, 
ingwith  a  dispatch  from  Field-Marsbal  the  Marquess  of  Wellington,  addressed  to 
Earl  Bath urst,  one  of^His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  copy. 

Lezaca,  October  9,  1813. — My  Lord,— Having  deemed  it  expedient  to  cross 
the  Bidassoa  with  the  left  of  thf  army,  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  your  Lordship 
that  that  object  was  effected  on  the  7th  instant.  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Thomas 
Graham  directed  the  1st  and  5th  divisions,  and  the  1st  Portuguese  brigadf,  under 
Brigadier-General  Wilson,  to  cross  that  river  in  three  columns  below,  and  in  ona 
above  the  site  of  the  bridge,  under  the  command  of  Major-Qeneral  Hay,  the  Ho- 
nourable Colonel  Greville,  Major-General  the  Honourable  Edward  Stopford,  and 
Major-General  Howard ;  and  Lieutenant-General  Don  Manuel  Freyre  directed  that 
part  of  the  4th  Spanish  army  under  his  immediate  command,  to  cross  in  three  co- 
lumns at  fords,  above  those  at  which  the  allied  British  and  Portuguese  troops  passed* 
The  former  were  destined  to  carry  the  enemy's  intrenchmeats  about  and  above 
Andaye,  while  the  latter  should  carry  those  on  the  Montague- Verte,  and  on  the 
height  of  Mandate,  by  which  they  were  to  turn  the  enemy's  left.  The  operations 
of  both  bodies  of  treops  succeeded  io  every  point.  The  British  and  Portuguese 
troops  took  seven  pieces  of  cannon  in  the  redoubts  and  batteries  which  they  car« 
ricd,  and  the  Spanish  troops  one  piece  of  cannon  in  those  by  them.  I  had  parti- 
cular satisfaction  in  observing  the  steadiness  and  gallantry  of  all  the  troops.  The 
9th  British  regiment  were  very  strongly  opposed,  charged  with  bayonets  more  than 
once,  and  have  suffered  ;  but  I  am  happy  to  add,  that  in  other  parts  of  these  corps 
<»ur  loss  has  not  been  severe.  The  Spanish  troops,  under  Lieutenant-General  Don 
Manuel  Freyre  behaved  admirably,  and  turned  and  carried  the  enemy's  intrench- 
meots  in  the  hill,  with  great  dexterity  and  gallantry;  and  I  am  much  indebted  to 
the  Lieutenant-General,  and  to  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Thomas  Graham,  and  to 
the  General  and  Staff  Officers  of  both  corps,  for  the  execution  of  the  arraugeroeuta 
for  Ibis  operation.  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Thomas  Graham,  having  thus  esta- 
blished, within  the  French  territory,  the  troops  of  the  Allied  British  andPortogucM 
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army»  vrbich  had  been  so  frequently  distungiiitbed  under  hie  comnandy  resigned 
the  command  to  Lieu  tenant-General  Sir  John  Hope,  who  had  arrired  frooi  Ireland 
the  preceding  day.  While  this  was  going  on  upon  the  left,  M^or-General  C.  Baron 
AUen  attacked,  with  the  light  dirision,  the  enemy*s  intrenchmenta  io  the  Paerto  dc 
Vera,  supported  by  the  Spanish  dirision  under  Brigadier-General  Longn  ^  and  the 
Mariscal  del  Campo  I>on  Pedro  Giron  attacked  the  enemy's  intrenchmenta  and  posts 
on  the  mountain,  called  La  Rhune«  immediately  on  the  right  of  the  light  dirision, 
with  the  Army  of  Reserre  of  Andalusia.  Colonel  Co|borne,  of  the  ssd  regiment, 
who  commanded  Major-General  Skerrett's  Wifade,  in  the  absence  of  the  Major- 
General  on  account  of  his  health,  attacked  the  enemy*s  right  in  a  camp  which 
Ihey  had  strongly  intrenched ;  and  the  6Sd  regiment,  under  the  comnsand  of  Major 
Mein,  charged  in  a  most  gallant  style,  and  carried  the  intrenchncient  with  the 
bayonet.  The  1st  and  ad  ca^adores,  and  the  9d  battalion  ssth  regimait,  as  well  u 
the  ssd,  distinguished  themselves  in  this  attack.  Major-Geoeral  KenspCs  brigade 
attacked  by  the  Puerto,  where  the  opposition  was  not  so  aerere  ^  and  Major-Gene- 
ral Charles  Alten  has  reported  his  sense  of  the  judgment  displayed  both  by  the  Ma- 
jor-General  and  by  Colonel  Colborne,  in  these  attacks ;  and  I  am  particularly  ia- 
debted  to  Major-Gebcral  Charles  Alten  for  the  manner  in  which  tie  execQied'thlt 
aerrice ;  the  light  division  took  twenty-two  oAcera  and  four  bundreil  men  prisoners, 
and  three  pieces  of  cannon.  These  troops  carried  every  thing  before  them  In~tlie 
most  gallant  stile,  till  they  arrived  at  the  foot  of  the  rock  on  which  the  hermitage 
stands,  and  they  made  repeat^,  attempts  to  take  even  that  post  by  storm;  but  it  was 
impossible  to  get  up,  and  the  eneniy  remained  during  the  n\ght  in  possession  of  the 
hermitage ;  and  on  a  rock  on  the  same  range  of  the  monntain,  with  the  right  of  the 
Spanish  troops.  Some  time  elapsed  yesterday  morniAg  before  the  fog  cleared  awsy 
snflSciently  to  enable  me  to  reconnoitre  the  mountain,  which  1  found  to  be  least  inac- 
tessible  by  its  right,  and  that  the  attack  of  it  might  be  connected  with  advantage  with 
the  attack  of  the^enemy^s  works  in  front  of  the  camp  of  Sarre,  I  accordingly  ordered 
the  Army  of  Reserre  to  concentrate  to  their  right ;  and,  as  soon  as  the  coucentration 
commenced,  Mariscal  del  Campo  Don  Pedro  Giron  ordered  the  Batialion  de  las 
Ordcnes  to  attack  the  enemy*s  post  on  the  rock  on  therfght  of  the  poaition  ocmpied 
by  his  troops,  which  was  instantly  carried  in  the  most  gallant  manner.  Those 
troops  followed  np  their  success,  and  tarried  an  intrenchment  on  a  hill  which  pro« 
tected  the  right  of  the  Camp  of  Sarre,  and  tfte  enemy  immediately  evacuated  all 
their  works  to  defend  the  approaches  to  the  camp,  which  were  taken  possession  of 
by  detachments  sent  from  the  7th  division  sent  By  Lieutenant-tScneral  the  Earl  of 
Dalhousie,  through  the  Puerto  de  Escbalar,  fbr  this  put^iose.  Don'  P.  Girbn  then 
established  a  battalion  on  the  enemy's  left,  on  the  rock  of  the  Hermitage.  It  was 
too  late  to  proceed  further  last  night,  and  the  enemy  withdrew  from  their  post  at  the 
Hermitage,  and  from  the  camp  of  Sarre  during  the  night.  It 'gives  me  efophr 
tatisfaction  to  report  the  good  conduct  of  the  officers  and  trobpa  of  the  army  of 
reserve  of  Andalusia,  as  well  in  the  operations  of  the  7th  Inst,  aa  In  thane  of  yester- 
day. The  attack  made  by  the  battalion  of  Las  Ordenes,  under  the  comnund  of 
Colonel  Hore  yesterday,  was  made  in  as  good  order,  and  with  as  mnch  sphit,  nsany 
that  I  have  seen  made  by  any  troops ;  and  I  was  much  satisfied  with  the  spirit  od  dis- 
cipline of  the  whole  of  this  corps.  I  cannot  applaud  too  highly  the  exeentiott  of 
the  arrangements  for  these  attacks  by  the  Mariscal  del  Csriipo  thm  Pedro  Giran, 
and  the  General  and  Staff  Officers  under  bis  directions.  1  omitted  to  report  to 
your  Lordship  in  my  Dispatch  of  the  4th  instant,  that  upon  ray  vdy  to  Roncetal- 
les,  on  the  1st  inst.  I  directed  Brigadier  General  Campbell  to  ett^kwrdnr  to  iarry 
offthe  enemy's  piquets  in  his  front,  wbith  he  attacked  on  that  Bight,  and  com- 
I*efe»y  succeeded,  with  the  Portngnese  troops  under  his  consmand,  \m  currying  tbs 
whole   of  one  piquet,  contittin^  of  70  men-»-«  fortified  post  cto  fteMuMain  of 
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AroUa  wai  likewise  storroed,  and  the  whole  ^arriton  put  to  the  8w<ird.  Since  I 
addressed  yoar  Lordship  last,  I  have  received  dispatches  from  Lieat.-Gen.  Clinton, 
in  Catalonia,  to  the  3d  inst.  The  General  was  still  at  Tarrsgona,  and  the  enemy 
were  in  their  old  position  on  the  Lobregat.  Lieut. -General  Lord  William  Bentiocfc 
had  enibarked  for  Sicily  on  the  98d  of  September.  I  send  this  dispatch  by  my  Aid- 
de-Camp,  Cap't.  the  Earl  of  March,  whom  I  beg  to  recommend  to  your  Lordship^s 
protection.  Wbllingtoii.' 

I  inclose  a  return  of  the  loss  incurred  in  the  late  operationa;  and  a  return  of  the 
killed,  wonnded,  and  missing  of  the  army  under  Lient^nant-General  Lord  W.illian 
Bentinck,  in  the  affairs  at  Ordal,  on  thie  I9th  and  13th  ultimo.

— Dispatches,  of  which  the  following  are  copies, 
have  been  this  day  received  from  Lieutenant- General  the  Honourable  Sir  Charles 
William  Stewart,  K.  B*  and  from  Edward  Thorton,  Esq. 

Toplitz,  October  ],  1813. — My  Lord, — ^Tbk  a0hir  I  mentioned  in  my  dispatch, 
of  tbe  sgth  ult.  near  Altenburg,  has  turned  out  to  be  of  more  importance  than  was 
at  first  imagined,  and  the  Hetman  Platow,  with  his  usual  ability  and  gallantry,  has 
accomplifibed  a  very  brilliant  exploit  against 'a  considerable  body  ol  the  enemy. 
This  corps  was  under  the  ordern  of  General  Lefebvre  I>esnontte8,  and  consisted  of 
some  French  light  cavalry,  the  Polish  uhlans  of  the  fuard,  and  a  brigade  of  light 
dragoons,  under  the  orders  of  General  Pirot .  Generals  Keiseiski  and  Kratedis  were 
also  in  command.  The  force  consisted  of  eight  thousand  cavalry  and  seven  hu- 
dred  infantry,  one  squadron  of  Mamclnkes,  and  a  small  party  of  Tartars  of  the  gnaid, 
under  the  orders  of  Colouel  Murot.  The  whole  were  attacked  by  Platow,  and  cmi- 
pletely  put  to  tbe  rout.  General  Keiseiski  is  reported  by  the  prisoners  to  hare 
been  killed.  Fifteen  hundred  prisoners,  five  guns,  and  forty  ofiicers  (three  of  tbe 
staff),  are  the  fmits  of  this  victory.  The  army  has  broken  up  from  hence,  and  b  in 
moTeiiient  to  the  left.    The  cor^t  of  General  Count  Wittgeat teia  was  yestcrda|  M 
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Koramatau,  and  that  of  Genera)  Kleitt  near  Brux.  The  Austrians  are  marchinn; 
wpon  Chemnitz.  There  is  a  report  from  the  enemy  that  Napoleon,  attended  by  th« 
Kinj^  of  Saxony  and  family,  set  out  for  Leipsijj^  upon  the  iJSth  instant ;  the  head. 
«|oarter8  are  said  to  be  removed  there.  The  French  corps,  ander  Marshal  Au^ereaa, 
have  marched  from  Bamburg  to  Coburg,  having  left  a  considerable  force  at  Warf- 
burgr  I  have  reason  to  beVieve  the  Russian  and  Prussian  army  exceed  ei|^bty  thou- 
sand men,  which  will  now  be  assembled  on  the  Chemnitz  and  Freybcrg  line :  to 
^hese  may  be  added  the  corps  of  Kleinau  of  ten  thousand  men,  together  with  all 
the  Austrians.  General  Rennigsen's  corps,  which  has  been  reviewed  this  day,  n 
in  a  very  efficient  state  as  to  appearance ;  but  I  have  no  exact  information  as  to  the 
Dumbera  arriving.  A  reinforcement  of  seven  thousand  men  of  the  Prussian  corps 
of  General  Kleist  is  upon  ihc  road  from  Prague.

Zerbttj  October  4,  1813 — My  Lord, — I  Uayk  the  honour  to  acquaint   yoor 
Lordship,  that  General  Pozzo  di  Borgo  has  received  intelligence  from    the  head- 
4|narterfl  of  the  armies  in  Bohemia,  under  the  date  of  34th  ultimo,  stating  that  the 
corps  of  General  Bennigsen  having  joined  the  Grand  Army,  the  Allied  Sovereigns 
bad  come  to  the  resolution  of  making  a  movement  by  their  left  from  Bohemia,  and 
that  this  movement  should  be  executed  on  the  first  of  the  present  month.     This  in- 
telligence determined  the  Prince  Royal  to  attempt  the  passage  of  the  Elbe.    The 
bridge  at  Rosslau  bad  been  already  completed,  while  the  works  of  the  t£le-de-pont 
on  the  left  bank  had  been  traced  out,  and  were   in  a  state  of   progress.     Detach- 
ments of  Swedish  troops  were  in  possession  of  Dessau,  and  the  town  of  Acken,  on 
the  left  bank  a  little  lower   down    the  river,  was  fortifying,  under  the  direction  of 
Count  Woronzow,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  render  it  a  place  of  considerable  strength, 
while  preparations  were  accelerated  for  constructing  a  bridge  there.     In  the  mean 
time,  the  enemy,  who  appear  to  have   had  no    idea  of  the  passage  uf  the  Elbe,  at 
Acken,  sent   strong  detachments  of  troops  to  occupy  Dessan  and  the  line  of  the 
Mulda,  and  employed  themselves  in  throwing  up  works,  as  well  before  that  town, 
as  in  front  of  the  t£te  de  pont  at  Rosslau,  with  intent  to  impede  the  passage  there, 
and  to  obstruct  the  movements  of  the  army  after  the  passage.     This  gave  occasion 
to  skirmishes  between  the  enemy  and  the  Swedish  advanced  guard,  which  was  obliged 
to  relinquish  Dessau,  and  retire  to  the  neighbourhood  of  the  t^te  dc  pont  at  Rosslau, 
and  indeed  to  the  right  bank  of  the  river.     Under  these  circumstances,  the  Prince 
Royal  received  intelligence  from  General  Bluchcr,  on  the  1st  instant,  informing  his 
Royal  Highness  that  he  should,    on   that  day,  make  a  movement  with  his  whole 
army  on  his  right  towards  Hcrtsberg  •,  that  on   the  following  day  he  should  he  at 
Jeasen  ^  on  the  3d  at  Elster,  a|d  on  the  following  day  (to-day)  would  effect  the  pas- 
sage of  the  Elbe  at  EUt^r,    proceeding  upon  Kembcrg  against'  the  French  corps 
stationed  there.     The  bridge  at  Acken  had  just  been  completed,  and  yesterday,  to- 
day, or  perhaps  to-morrow,  was  each  spoken  of  as  the  probable  duy  for  passing  the 
river.     General  Blucher  crossed  the  Elbe  at  Elsteir  yesterday  with  some  opjiosition, 
and  attacked  the  intrepched  village  of  Wartenberg  on  the  opposite  bank,  which  he 
carried,  after  an  obstinate  resistance,  making  himself  master  of  sixteen  pieces  of 
cannon.     It  is  understood  that  this  victory,  which  was  carried  against  the  corps 
commanded  by  Bertrand,  was  not   obtained  without  conRiderable  loss,  particularly 
among  the  troops  commanded  by  General  D'Yorck  ;  but  tht  particulars  have  not 
been  received.     The    Prince    Royal  received   this  iotelligence  yesterday  eveninfic, 
while  he  was  at  Rosslau,  or  immediately  on   his  return  here,  and  took  the  resolu- 
tion of  crossing  the  whole  army  to-day  over  the  Elbe,  at  Ackf  n  and  ftt  Rosslau,  the 
Russians  at  the  former^  and  the  Prussians  aad  Swedes  at  Rosslau,  somewhat  later 
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or  otberwifir,  accordin|^  as  it  should  be  nDderstood  whether  the  Freach  voald  male 
m  Htand  at  Dcstau.  This  however  was  not  to  be  expected,  when  ooce  the  passage 
of  the  Ruatians  was  completed  at  Acken,  particularly  under  the  position  of  Geotr-il 
Blorher^s  srmy,  and  in  effect  it  was  learnt  this  morning  that  the  French  had  re- 
tired from  Dessau,  where,  consequently,  I  learn  that  the  head  quartets  of  the  Prisre 
Royal  will  be  established  this  e?ening.  His  Royal  Highness  left  this  place  abuoi 
sine  o^clock  this  morning.  Vestcrday  erening  Mr.  Adtercrentz,  a  son  of  thr  Gear- 
ral,  and  an  Aide-de-Camp  uf  the  Prince  Royal,  returned  here  from  the  Imperial 
head-quarters,  to  which  he  had  been  sent  after  the  hattic  of  Dannewitz.  He  brinfi 
intelligence  of  the  actual  movement  of  the  grand  army,  as  was  projected,  on  tbc 
ist  instant ;  and  it  was  calculated  that  it  would  be  advanced  as  far  as  Chemnilt, 
on  yesterday,  the  3d.  1  am  as  yet  without  details  of  (heaflfuir  of  Genrral  BTucher  ^ 
but  Baron  de  Wetterstedt  has  engaged  me  to  detain  this  messenger  until  K  shall  re. 
ceivc  a  dispatch, from  him  this  evening  for  M.  de  Rehauscn,  and  he  promised  me, 
(for  he  went  to-day  to  Dessau)  to  transmit  to  me  at  the  same  time  the  same  p.irti- 
culurs,  if  he  should  obtain  them.  1  shall  keep  this  dispatch  open  for  them.  Vit 
have  indirect  accounts  of  General  Czernitscheff  having  taken  possession,  with  his 
corps  of  Cossacks,  of  the  whole  city  of  Cassel,  from  which  Jerome  Bvunaparle  had 
fled.

— According  to  reports  received  fros 
General  Blucher,  he  has  been  engaged  with  the  fourth  French  corps,  commanded 
hy  General  Bertrand.  The  latter  was  strongly  intrenched  in  a  village  between  War* 
tenberg  and  Bledin.  General  d*Yorck*s  corps  dislodged  and  overthrew  the  enenj, 
taking  above  one  thousand  prisoners;  sixteen  pieces  of  cannon,  and  serenly  turn, 
brcla,  with  their  train,  were  captured.  A  body  of  two  thonsaod  men  threw  Iheiii. 
selves  into  Wittenberg  j  the  remainder  of  the  tnemy^s  troops  fel)  hack  npum  Ken- 
berg.  General  Blucher  pursued  them,  and  kisliead^aarfert  will  be  tiiis  erening  at 
the  latter  place.  l|i>  cavalry  is  at  Duben.  By  five  o'clock  this  morniog,  the  eae- 
niy's  troops,  under  the  orders  of  Marshal  Ney,  which  were  in  thia  towo,  amountiaf 
to  eighteen  thousand  men,  had  begun  their  retreat  towards  Leipsig.  6atadTaaced 
posts  had,  in  the  course  of  thia  erening,  pushed  on  as  far  as  Raguhn  and  iesnitz, 
and  to-morrow  the  jnnction  with  General  Blucher  will  take  place.  The  van-guard  of 
the  Russian  army,  under  the  orders  of  Count  Woronzoff",  occupies  CJoeth^ii.  Bera- 
bourg  is  garrisoued  by  Russian  cavalry.  To-morrow  the  two  armies  of  the  Priace 
Royal  and  qf  General  Blucher  will  make  a  combined  moTement  in  advance,  pru- 
hably  in  the  direction  of  Leipzig.  They  form  together  a  total  of  on«  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  tl^oosand,  or  one  hundred  and  thirty  Aousand  men.  His  lloyal  Uligh- 
ness  will,  without  doubt,  establish  his  he^-quarters  at  Regnbo.

Prafrtte, September  91,  1813— Mv  Lord, — The  Austrian  troops  that  formed  the 
ad«^auce  of  General  K|eipau*s  corps,  under  the    immediate  command  of  General 
Scheitber,  hare  entered  Freyberj,  where  they  surprised  and 'made  prisoners  four 
hundred  of  the  enemy,  with  their  General  Brunau.  It  is  a  sing^ular  and  pleasing  cir- 
cumstance that  two  of  the  remaining  squadrons  of  the  Westpbalian  hussars,  which 
did  not  come  over  from  the  enemy  with  their  two  regiments  (being  on  detachment), 
formed  a  part  of  the  prisoners  taken.     An  Austrian  corps  has  also  adrahced  toward^ 
Chemnitx.    On  the  19th,  the  enemy  remained  in   position  at  Peterswalde;  Buona* 
parte  slept  at  Pima,    On  the  soth  they  retired  still  further  towards  Dresden,  and 
withdrew  also  from  Nollendorf.    The  Prussian  corp?,  under  General  Zeithen,  im- 
mediately  followed  them.     An  order  has  been   intercepted  from  Marshal  Berthier 
to  General  Laubaa,  commanding  the  advanced  troops  of  the  enemy,  which  directs 
him  to  make  all  his  dispositions  for  retreat  on  Dresden.     All  accounts  agi<ee  in  sta- 
ting the  extreme  distress  of  the  French  army  in  the  mountains:  they  are  losing 
numbers  of  their  horses  daily,  and  their  troops  are  in  the  greatest  want  of  provisions. 
It  is  probable  that  Bonaparte  will  remain  u  cheval  on   the  Elbe  as  long  as  pos- 
sible, as  the  idea  of  a  retreat,  from  recent  recollections,  cannot  be  very  agreeable 
to  him.     General  Bennigsen*s  army   is  expected  to  arrive  in  five  or  six  days   by 
the  pass  of  Zittau.      I  enclose  youip  Lordship  the  two  last  o^cial  jliulletins.

contained  details  of  the  movement  and  positions  of  this  army  to  the  13th  insfant. 
Your  Lordship  will  see  that  Buonaparte  has  endeavoured  to  oppose  sufficient  por- 
tions of  his  force  to  the  Prince  Royal  of  Sweden,  and  to  General  Blu(-hr>r  ;  and  that 
lie   has  harassed  and  disunited  his  arm,y  in  giving  e^ect  to  that  intention,  and  ia 
occasionally  reinforcing  and  reducing  the  forces  so  employed ;  but  his  attentioa 
has  been  principally  directed  to  this  army  ;  and  there  seems  now  to  be  clear  evi- 
deoce,  from  bis  operations,  as  well  as  from  intercepted  papers,  that  his  plan  was  to 
move  into  Bohemia,  and  to  strike  at   Prague,  establishing  himself  on  the   line  of 
supply  and  communication  of  this  army.     Vandamme^s  orders  were  to  push  on 
towards  Prague,  and  he  had  positive  assurance  that  a  very  large  force  was  imme- 
diately to  follow  him  ;  and  he  was  so  much   convinced  of  llnonaparte's  intention, 
that  when  the  Prussians  were  in  sight  in  his  rear,  on  the  30ih  ultimo,  at  NoHcn- 
dpif,  it  was  impossible  for  his  Generals  to  convince  him  that  it  was  not  a  French 
column.     It  also  appears  that  troops  did  move  to  sujpport  him,  but  were  counter- 
manded, and  the  officers  sent   to  inform  him  were  killed.     Much  as  the  territory 
within  the  command  of  Dresden  has  been  narrowed  by  tiie  advance  of  General  B?lu- 
cher  and  General  Tauenzien.  Napoleon  has  clung  to  that  vicinage,  and  particularly 
to  the  defiles  leadingto  this  place.     He  has  sent  off  as  many  useless  mouths  as  pos- 
sible, and  has  couceutrated  his  force  :  and  as  it  would  be  dangerous  for  either  arniy 
to  pass  these  defiles,  especially  in  the  state  in  which  the  incessant  rains  have  placed 
them,  in  the  presence  of  the  other,  the  operations  have  been  reduced  to  affairs  of 
posts  in  the  mountains,  vexatious  enough  to  the  troops,  but  not  conducive  to  great 
and  imuiediate  results,  though  highly  honourable  to  the  arms  of  the  Allies.     The 
Emperor  Alexander  kas/emoved  the  difficulty,  by  bringing  forward  General  Ben- 
nigsen's  army,  and  oidcring  it  to   be  replaced   by  a    new  army  from  the  Russian  . 
frontier.     This  great  measure  will  at  once  render  all  tlie  armies  moveable.     Gene- 
ral BenoigseUy  moting  into  Bohemia  by  his  left,  is  rapidly  advancing  to  this  po- 
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aitioo,  and  with  the  preparation  always  meant  to  he  stationary  here,  wilt  effectually 
coirer  Bohemia,  and  thereby  set  this  army  at  fall  liberty  to  move  alio  by  its  left,  by 
food,  or  at  least  passable  roads,  and  within  reach  of  ita  sopplies,  while  the  nari^a- 
tiun  of  tlic  Upper  Elbe  and  Moldau  will  feed  General  Bennipen*8  army.  The  con- 
duct ot  General  Blucher  has  been  mont  hiasterly.  Whenerer  It  was  practicable  he 
has  fought  and  beat  the  enemy ;  and  when  the  latter  turned  upon  him  io  force,  he 
has  fallen  back,  and  drawn  him  to  the  Silesian  frontier.  He  is  now  between  Baoticn 
and  Dresden,  operating  to  the  rery  gates  of  the  city.  His  right  is  in  commnoica- 
tion  with  General  Tanenzien,  and  his  left  with  General  Buhna,  while  bis  Cossacka 
pass  the  Elbe,  communicate  with  this  army,  and  give  the  enenny  great  annoyaace. 
General  Bubua  has  his  right  towards  Schandaa,  and  his  line  extends  akmg  ths 
Bohemian  frontier.  The  Prince  of  Sweden  covers  Berlin,  and  strives  to  gain  pos- 
session of  Wittenberg  and  the  Tdte-de-Pont  of  Torgau,  hut  his  light  troops  have 
crossed  at  Ro8slaa,'and  his  Royal  Highnesses  preparation  to  pass  at  that  place,  is  a 

-  constant  menace  to  Leipsic.  General  Kleinau,  on  the  Commotaoand  Marieaberf 
roads,  and  Generals  GreuTille  and  Prince  Maurice  Lichtenstein,  in  the  defiles  to  th« 
eastward  of  that  passage,  send  parties  into  Saxony,  which  crery  day  cot  off  Corpt^ 
and  interrupt  communication.  Count  Platoff  the  Hetman,  is  himself  gooe  iato 
Saxony  with  some  regiments  of  his  Cossacks,  so  that  the  whole  country  oo  therirers 
Saale  and  Mulda,  and  between  them  and  the  Elbe,  is  corered  with  detachments  of 
light  troops.  On  the  I9th  the  enemy  having  established  himself  in  force  oo  the 
heights  of  Nollendorf  and  Graupcn,  saw  the  feu  de  joie  for  the  rictory  of  Dannerita. 
Oo  tha  14th  the  Prince  Schwartienberg  ordered  a  strong  reconnoissance  from  all 
points  of  the  line  The  enemy  was  driven  from  Nollendorf  and  its  environs  through 
Peterawalde,  to  the  heights  above  Brcitenan  and  Giesbiibel,  with  the  loss  of  many 
men  and  horses  killed  and  taken.  The  Emperor  Alexander  went  in  peraon  beyond  flel> 
lendorf.  The  advanced  posts  of  the  Allies  remained  that  night  at  Hellendorf,  Peters- 
walde  and  Schonwalde.  These  posts  were  gradually  drawn  nesrerto  Nollendorf,  ia 
the  course  of  the  two  following  days,  and  on  the  i6th,  the  enemy  having  attacked 
them  in  force,  there  was  a  great  deal  of  sharp  skirmishing  between  Peterawalde  and 
Nollendorf,  in  the  course  of  which  General  Blucher^s  son.  Colonel  BIncher,  was 
wounded  and  made  prisoner.  On  the  evening  of  the  i6th,  the  advanced  posts  were 
again  where  tliey  had  been  on  the  isth.  On  the  17th,  the  enemy  endeavoured  to 
extend  at  the  mouth  of  th^  defile  leading  from  Nollendorf  to  Culm,  and  the  troops 
having  been  ordered  to  retire  gradually  towards  the  latter  place,  where  the  line  bad 
been  strongly  reinforced,  a  cannonade  took  place  in  firont  of  Culm,  and  many  of  the 
enemy  were  killed  and  wounded.     The  Field-Marshal  having  previonaly  occnpied 

.  Aussig,  in  the  course  of  that  morning,  directed  General  Count  Mehrfeldt  to  advancs 
from  thence,  and  take  post  on  the  heights  towards  Nollendorf  with  part  of  bis  divi- 
sion. In  the  evening  Count  Wittgenstein  was  ordered  to  drive  back  the  enemy  from 
before  Culm,  and  at  the  same  time  flank  attacks  were  made  by  Connt  Mehrfeldt  and 
Collorcdo,  on  the  masses  assembled  at  Nollendorf,  which  were  put  to  flight  with 
great  loss,  which  would  have  been  still  greater,  had  not  the  darkness  of  the  night 
and  a  thick  fog  favoured  their  escape.     One  general,  seven  cannon,  and  upwaidssf 

?  two  thousand  prisoners  were  taken  by  the  Austrians  in  this  affair,  besides  whst 
had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  Russians  and  Prnssians.  Prisoners  say  that 
Buooapaite  was  present,  and  that  he  had  a  horse  wounded  under  bim.  As  ths 
enemy  continued  in  the  mountain  on  the  I8th,  it  was  thoaght  bis  intenfion  aright 
be  to  attempt  to  descend  into  the  plain,  and  every  disposition  was  made  fbr  bis  ic- 
ception  ;  but  he  retired  in  the  night,  and  morning  of  the  following  day,  followed  by 
the  Allies  ;  and  the  advanced  posts  are  again  at  the  sime  places  where  they  were 
on  the  uth.  After  the  .reconnoisance,  a  vessel  having  been  prepared  witb  combastt* 
ble  matter,  by  a  Russian  officer  of  engiueert,  and  manned  by  a  dctacboMBt  of  Eamitf 
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g^iHirds,  on  the29d  or  93d,  mcceeded  id  baroiag  the  bridge  which  the  enemy  had, 
established  under  the  cover  of  the  fortress  uf  LilieosteiD.     They  have  however  still 
a  bridge  at  Pima.  Catbcart.

Toplittj  September  92, 1813.— Being  sufficiently  recovered,  I  returned  to  thelnif 
perial  bead-quarters  at  Toplitz,  on  the  97tb  instant.  No  very  important  military 
event  has  occurred  since  my  dispatch  of  the  9 1st.  The  general  reports  and 
information  areas  follows:  Buonaparte  arrived  at  Hartha,  near  Bisshoffswerde, 
onlhe  93d.  It  appears  he  meditated  some  attempts  oa  General  Blucher,  but  find- 
iogf  that  officer  not  only  prepared  for  biro,  but  actually  making  preparations 
io  act  offensively,  Buonaparte  seems  to  have  retired,  with  some  loss,  towards 
Dresden,  where  by  the  last  accounts  the  old  guards  were  still  stationed,  with  vari- 
ous dep6ts  of  regiments.  The  epemy  are  still  working  at  the  place,  the  redoubt  at 
the  Pima  eutrmnce'is  demolished,  but  new  ones  are  erected  at  those  of  Falken, 
Freyberg,  and  another.  Provipions  are  very  scarce  in  the  town.  To  add  to  the 
distresses  in  the  place,  two  s^agrazinea  of  hay  and  oats  were  burnt  down,  one  to 
the  value  of  tliirty  thousand  rix-dollars,  and  .^be  other  of  above  forty  thousand. 
All  amoutits  agree  in  staliiig  that  the  generality  of  the  troops  that  have  measured 
back  thejf  steps  across  the  Elbe,  ar^  in  a  miserable  condition.  Count  Bnbna  at* 
tacked  the"  enemy^s  troops  near  Stolpen,  the  castle  of  which  the  enemy  blew  up, 
und  retired  from  ;  the  Aiistfians  had  some  loss.  The  allied  army,  in  consequence  of 
the  arrival  yesterday  of  General  Bennigsen,  is  about  to  be  put  in  motion.  The  . 
whole  of  General  Bennigsen^s  corps  is  not  expected  in  the  position  here  until  the 
3d  or  4th  of  October.

TopUttf  September  ig,  181S.-»The  Imperial  and  Rpyal  MajorGeqeral  Baron 
Scbelther  has  executed  the  order  of  marching  to  Freyberg,  with  that  akUl  and  va- 
lour #htch  are  peculiar  to  him,  and  which  are  generally  acknowledged.  On  the 
]7tb  in  the  evening,  he,  without  attracting  notice,  established  himself  near  Berts- 
dorf,  in  the  vicinity  of  Freyberg,  and  thus,  on  the  1 8th  in  the  morning,  appeared 
unexpectedly  before  tb«  town.  The  enemy  had  blocked  it  np,  and  bad  occupied 
mil  the  gates  with  infantry.  General  Scheither  ordered  several  detachments  to  ad* 
Tancc,  by  circuitous  routes,  against  the  gates  of  Meissen  and  Dohna,  while  he  him- 
self led  the  chief  column  against  the  gate  of  Erbisdorf.  The  enemy  defended  them- 
•elres  obstinately  ;  the  gate  of  Erbisdorf  waa  at  length  forced,  some  detachmenta 
of  horse  galloped  immediately  into  the  town,  and  after  a  short  resistance,  made  the 
garrison  prisoners.  The  General  of  Brigade  Bruno,  twenty  officers  of  the  staff',  and 
others  of  rank,  four  hundred  mounted  hussars,  and  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight . 
infantry,  fell  into  our  hands.  Our  whole  loss  consists  in  one  man  killed,  and  three 
wounded  yiigers.  General  Scheither  txtolls  the  distinguished  conduct  of  his  troopa 
of  all  descriptions.    He  particularly  mentions  the  aeveath  batUlion  of  yageri.    C«- 
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loqel  Von  y%ydtr  bdcI  the  First  Lieutenant  Anf^rmayert  of  this  battalion,  Cfiptaia 
De¥aax,  and  Waettlioff,  qf  thf  reirinient  of  Vincent  light  hocie,  and  the  First  Licm 
tenant  Martini,  of  the  general  stalT,  have  especially  bcUaved  with  grcmi  hravery. 


Second  Supplement  Extraordinary  to  the  Prague  Post-office  Canette. 
ffead'Quartcri,  TopUtt^  September  19,  ]8I3^— ^r  Ibe  engagement  on  the  17th  in- 
Hiant,  wliicji  redounded  so  much  to  the  honour  of  the  allied  arms,  the  following  par- 
ficnlars  remain  yet  to  be  recorded.  Buonaparte  had  united  to  the  1st,  9d,and  uth 
corps  d*arm^,  a  great  part  of  those  troops  which  were  left  him  ont  of  the  san* 
guinary  and  disastrous  battles  fought  with  General  BIncher  and  with  the  Ciovn 
Prince  of  Sweden,  and  had,  at  the  head  oi  his  guards,  advanced  as  far  aa  Nollcndorf. 
That  all  his  views  were  directed  to  the  object  of  gaining  ground,  and  of  pn^hiag 
forward  on  the  road  of  Nollendorf  as  far  as  possible,  could  easily  be  inferred  frum 
the  impetuosity  with  which  the  movement  of  his  troops  wasevecoted  against  Arbe- 
•an,  Kninitf,  Tellisch,  and  Forsdorf.  The  cavalry  of  the  Frrnch  guards  attacked 
our  batteries  with  great  resolution,  while  the  French  infantry  kept  up,  on  all  sides, 
a  murderous  fire.  Buonaparte  is  said  to  have  been  in  the  midst  of  the  coIuiiib>i 
and,  accpr4ing  to  the  information  of  the  prisoners,  a  horse  was  wounded  under  him. 
Owing  to  the  dispositions  made  in  the  allied  army,  and  to  the  hravery  with  whidi 
the  troops  of  all  descriptions  executed  them,  the  plans  of  Buonaparte  were  ag«ii| 
frustrated,  andhi«  army  were  dislodged  from  all  the  positions  which  they  had  gained 
In  the  plain,  and  were  driven  back  upon  the  heights  of  Nollendorf  in  drea«}ful  con- 
fusion. His  Imperial  Highness  the  Grand  Duke  Constanrine  was,  during  the  b^tte, 
in  the  van-ga&r<l|  f^^^  in  midst  of  the  greatest  shower  of  musket  balls.  The  Gto^ 
rals  Cqunt  of  Wittgenstein,  and  the  Duke  of  Wurtemburg,  Field- Marshall  pooat  of 
Merveld  «nd  CoUoredo,  General  Zictben,  Field-Marshal  lieutenant  I'rince  Aloy« 
^ius  Lichtenstcin,  Lieutenant -Colonels  Simony,  Loschi,  and  Csorita,  which  lattcf 
found  an  opportunity  of  being  %ery  active  in  the  very  beginning  of  the  battle  ;  Ha* 
jor  Lewis  Geppert  and  Captain  Dory  have  particularly  distinguished  themselves  o^ 
this  day.  His  Imperial  Majesty  of  Russia  sent,  as  early  as  gn  the  evening  after  th« 
battle,  the  Military  Order  of  St.  George  of  the  Third  Class  to  Field-Marshal  Count 
CoUoredo,  and  a  gold  «word  of  honour,  ornamented  with  an  inscription  in  brilliants, 
to  Field  Marshal  Lieutenant  Prince  Aloysius  Lichtenstcin.  All  the  troops  of  the 
three  allied  aripi^s  have  a^^ain,  ip  fraternal  concord,  animated  by  OM  and  the  laae 
spirit,  und  with  laudable  emulation,  fought  for  the  success  of  the  great  coamon 
cause.  Yesterday  evfry  thing  remained  quiet,  and  up  to  ten  o*clock  this  momittg 
the  enemy  |ias  not  made  any  further  demonslrilion.  According  to  the  French  hoU 
letins,  th^  Fc'ifch  army  is  victoriops  at  all  points,  and  is  advancing.  ]q  point  of 
Ihcf  they  }{ave,  for  the  most  part,  been  compelled  to  abandon  the  right  b^nk  pf  the 
Elbe;  and  the  attempt,  ^Ir^ady  thrice  repeated,  of  penetrating  |uto  Bohemia,  hu 
fvery  time  had  no  other  eflVcts  than  the  discomfiture  and  destruction  of  the  troops 
employed.

I  HiiTB  the  honour  of  informing  you,  for  the  infonriatiou  of  the  ^\%hi  Honotir* 
able  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty^  thst  1  andiored  hers  with  the  MiU 
ford.  Eagle,  and  Hsvannah,  oir  the  96th  ultimo ;  and  that  the  Austrian  troops 
marched  into  the  town  on  the  sasM  day.  Nothing  can  be  more  gratifying,  than  the 
communications  I  hsTe  had  with  General  Nugent.  The  Croats  desert  every  day 
frofti  the  enemy»  and  I  cousider  that  Dalroatia  is  dearly  cut  off.  General  Radiovoi* 
vicb  is  at  Carlstadt,  and  the  advanced  post  of  General  Nuffent,  is  at  Lippa.  It  ap- 
pears tht  French  have  provisioned  the  citadel  of  Trieste.

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Sir,— I  H  AYK  the  honour  to  in  form  yoa,  for  the  ioformatioD  of  the  Lfordi  Coa- 
iniMiooeri  of  the  Admiralty,  that  ob  the  3d  istt.  I  Miled  with  Hia  M ajesfy*a  aqva- 
dron,  under  my  command,  from  thia  port,  to  co-operate  with  oar  amy  at  the  head 
•of  the  Lake,  and  annoy  the  enemy,  hy  intercepting  all  auppliea  goiof  to  the  army, 
and  thereby  oblige  hia  iqnadroo  to  come  out  for  ita  protection.  At  day-light,  ou 
the  8tb,  the  enemy's  camp  was  dbcovered  close  to  us  at  Forty  Mile  Creek ;  it  being 
calm,  the  large  Teasels  could  not  get  in;  but  the  Beresford,  Captain  Spilab«ry,the 
Sir  Sidney  Smith,  Lienteoant  Majoribanks,  aod  the  gun-boals,  under  the  orden  af 
Lieutenant  Anthony,  (first  of  this  ship)  succeeded  in  getting  close  under  the  euemy'i 
batteries,  and  by  a  sharp  aod  well  directed  fire,  aoon  obliged  him  to  make  a  precipi- 
tate reteat,  leafing  all  his  camp  equipage,  proTisions,  stores,  l(c.  behind,  which  fcU 
into  our  hands  ;  the  Beresford  also  captured  all  hia  bateaux,  laden  with  atorea,4Be. 
Our  troops  immediately  occupied  the  post.  1  then  proceeded  along  shore  to  the  wert- 
ward  of  the  enemy *s  camp,  leaving  our  army  in  his  front.  On  the  I3tb  we  capturDi 
two  schooners  and  some  boata,  going  to  the  enemy  with  auppliea  ;  by  them  I  re- 
ceived information,  that  there  was  adep6t  of  proTisiont  at  Genesoee  Rirer ;  I  accord- 
ingly proceeded  off  that  river,  landed  some  seamen  and  marinea  of  the  aquadfon,  and 
hrought  off  all  the  prorisions  found  in  the  Gorernment  stores,  as  alao  a  sloop  laden 
with  grain,  for  the  army ;  on  the  19th  I  anchored  off  the  Great  Sodas,  bnded^ 
•party  of  the  let  regiment  of  Royal  Scott,  and  took  off  aix  hundred  barrels  of  flour 
and  pork,  which  had  arrived  there  for  their  army.        jAMSt  LvCAS  Tb6,  Com.

■honour  to  inform  you,  that  the  enemy*s  squadron  was  discovered  at  anchor  off  fort 
Niagara,  on  the  morning  of  the  8th  inst.  consisting  of  thirteen  sail ;  that  of  His  Ma- 
jesty of  six.  They  immediately  weighed,  and  stood  out  in  a  line  of  battle,  but  on 
our  approach  log  nearly  within  gun-shot,  they  ftred  their  broadsides,  wore,  and  stoo^ 
under  their  batteries :  light  aira  and  calms  prevented  me  closing  with  them  again 
nntil  this  night  when  having  a  fine  breexe  we  stood  for  them.  At  eleven  we  came 
withio  gun-shot  of  tbifir  line  of  schooners,  who  opened  a  heavy  fire,  their  ships  keep- 
ing off  the  wind  toi>revent  our  closing ;  at  half  past  twelve,  this  ship  came  withia 
gun-9hot  of  the  Pike  aod  Madison,  when  they  immediately  bore  up,  ired  their  stam 
chace  guu»,  and  made  sail  for  Niagara,  leaving  two  of  Iheir  schooners  astern,  which 
we  raptured  ;  the  Growler  and  Julia,  each  monnting  one  long  thirty-two,  and  one 
long  twelve,  and  forty  men.  From  information  obtained  from  the  prisonera,  1  hear 
that  their  new  ship,  the  General  Pike,  monnta  twenty-^ht  long  twenty.fonr  poun- 
ders, aod  four  hundred  men  j  and  that  all  their  achooners  mount  from  two  to  Ibnf 
long  thirty-two  pounders.  The  enemy  have  diaappeored^  I  therefore  anppofte  they 
are  gone  to  Sacket*a  harbour  to  refit.  I  am  happy  to  add,  that  (earept  in  the  •*«• 
aiKl  rigging)  Hit  Mijesty's  squadron  have  not  snstcined  any  injury ;

Extract  of  a  Dispatch  from  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen  to  Lord  Caatlereftfb»  daicd 
Cumotau,  Oct.  9,  |813.— The  army  has  adranced  in  a  direct  line,  towards  Lcipsic, 
near  which  town  the  head^narters  of  Prince  Schwartsenberf  are  established.  TIm 
Prince  Royal  and  General  Blncher  havinf  advanced  towards  tbc  same  polat,  the 
allied  forces  have  nearly  effected  their  junction;  a  rideam,  thenffore,  is  drawn  aciosi 
this  part  uf  Saxony,  extending^  from  I>es8au  to  Marienbur;  00  the  Bohemias  fron- 
tier. In  the  mean  time  General  Bennif^en,  with  the  eorps  of  Colloitdo,  has 
driven  the  enenty  from  his  intrenchmeuts  ut  Gieshubcl,'and  has  adrauccJ  towards 
Dresden  on  the  ^eat  road  from  Tdplilx.  The  actual  poait ion  and  Intention  of 
Buonaparte  are  entirely  nnknowo.  A  strong  force,  nJ^iess  than  fifty  thenaand 
men,  is  opposed  to  Prioce  Schwartseaberf ;  «n4  the  general  belief  is,  that  B«od»- 
parte  himself  has  made  a  rapid  movement  with  the  mass  of  bis  army  to  atlael: 
General  Blncher,  before  bis  junction  with  the  Prince  Royal  is  coaplctedh  Be  this 
as  it  may,  it  is  not  likely  that  any  partial  advantage  irtll  materially  improve  his 
prospects,  or  render  the  ultimate  success  of  the  Allies  more  dosbtfnl.  His.com- 
nunication  with  France  being  totally  dettniyed—Jiie  army  in  considerable  distress 
—his  magasines  nearly  exhausted,  and  the  country  ^  which  he  is,  utterljMilheut 
the  meana  of  repleuibbing  them,  be  must  shortly  find  it  neoessary  to  break  throagh 
the  circle  which  has  been  drawn  around  him  \  in  this  attempt  be  may  probably 
succeed,  but  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  "that  it  will  be  aecompaafed  by  the  de« 
stru^tion  of  a  great  part  of  his  array.  Full-  juatice^ia.done  to  the  military  talenis 
and  .able  combinations  of  the  Prince  Marshal  ;  had  he  been  leas  prudent  and  cir- 
cumspect in  bis  movements,  we  should  n9L  have  been  placed  in  the  formidable  tad 
aonunan^iing  attitude  whieb  we  ore  now  enabled  ta  assume. 

P. S.  , By  iutelligeoce  received  this  morning,  it  appears  th#t  Prince  Schwartsra. 
berg^  with  the  main  Iwdy  of  his  army,  is  at  Chemaits  and  in  the  Bcigbboarbood. 
Buonaparte  left  Dresden  on  the  7th  with  the  King  of  Saxaoy  and  his  fhnkily,  aadis 
St  Rpcblitz,  where  his  army  is  chiefiy  assembled.  General  Beanigsea  has  advanced 
to  Dresden,  in  which  it  is  said  Buonaparte  has  left  but  a  fitcble  gaiiUfj  eoaslstingi 
according  to  report,  of  not  more  than  three  thoosaod  men.  A. 


Ei^tract  -of  a  Dispatch  from  Lieu'tenant-General  the  Honottrable  Sir  Chaflet 
Stewart,  K.  B.  to  Viscount  Castlereagh,  dated  Head^oartcfs,  Priac«  Royal  of 
Sweden,  Rpttenburg,  October  11,  1819.— In  conformity  *!•  yow  LotMrfp^  ia- 
stroctioDS,  being  sufiiciently  recovered  from  my  wooad  to  travel,  f  left  the  hcad- 
qnartera  of  the  allied  army  at  Tdplitz  on  the  3d  instfati  and  arrived  at  those  of  the 
Crown  prince  of  Sweden  at  Radegast,  near  Zorbig,  on  the  fith.    Mr.  Thoniloa  has 
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fally  put  yoor  Lordtbip  in  pofsfstioa  of  the  interestini^  tntlitary  intellifence  to 
that  period.  I  have  now  to  inform  you,  that,  after  the  brilliant' passage  of  tbt 
Elbe  by  GfB'*ral  Blucber  at  Elater,  In  which  both  decision  and  jodgment  have  bccA 
pre-eminently  displayed,  aad  the  conaequeiit  pasMf^e  of  the  tame  river  by  the 
Prince  RoyaPa  army  at  (he  points  of  Russian  and  Acken.  His  Royal  Hi^hnehs  the 
Crown  Prince  concdved  a  movement  of  t|>e  whole  allied  force  to  the  lefkbank  of  tha 
Saale  wouid  force  the  enemy  either  to  a  general  battle,  or  would  be  the  most  ef* 
fcdnal  mode  to  erabarraKS  and  harass  his  retreat,  if  be  should  determine  upon^a 
measure  which  the  combined  muveroents  of  the  armies  of  Bohemia,  Silesia,  and  of 
the  North  of  Germany  on  his  flanks,  and  on  all  his  communications,  seened  ta 
render  so  indispensably  necessary.  Napoleon,  it  seeais,  bad  manoeuvred  fiwm 
Dresden,  according^  to  reports,  with  a  large  corps  of  cavalry  on  the  right,  and  all 
his  infantry  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe, as  far  down  as  Arcblau ;  a  strong  d^mop- 
stration  of  twenty  or  thirty  thousand  men  was  made  from  Tprgau  towards  tho 
-point  of  £ls1rr,  on  the  8th,  where  General  Blucber  passed,  probably  with  a  desiga 
of  menacing  that  General,  and  forcing  him  to  repass  the  river.  The  bold  dctermi*' 
nation  of  the  AHict  vlraf  not,  however,  to  be  arrestetl  by  demonstration,  and  th« 
whole  army  of  Blucher,  being  now  in  close  communication  with  that  of  the  Prince 
Royal,  the  former  marched  fram  Duben  on  Jesnitz,  om  the  9th,  and  passed  th« 
Mttlda  -y  and  the  Crown  Prince  concentrHted  bis  forces  between  Zorbig,  Radegaitt 
aud  Bitterfeld.  The  enemy,  according  to  accounts,  appeared  now  to  be  collected 
about  Eulenberg  and  Oschaly,  between  the  Mulda  and  the  Elbe.  On  the  loth, 
Gentrral  Blucher  moved  from  Jesniti  to  Zurbig,  and  the  armies  of  Silesia  and  the 
North  of  Germany  were  here  assembled  ;  the  determination  being  taken  to  pass  the 
Saale, orders  were  issued  in  the  sight,  and  General  Blucber  moved  with  theSilesian 
urmy  to  pass  the  river  at  Wettin,  bridges  being  constructed  for  that  purpose.  Qei- 
ncral  Bulow,  with  his  corps  d^arip^e,  was  in  like  manner  to, pass  at  Wettin  ;  Gen. 
Wiiisingerodp,  with  the  Russians,  at  Rolbenburg;  and  the  Prince  Royal,  with  the 
Swedes,  at  Alsleben  and  Bernburg.  The  whole  allied  force  was  then  to  place  itself 
in  order  of  battle,  with  its  left  on  the  Saale,  waiting  the  further  derelopement  of 
the  enemy^s  movements.  Gen.  Bulow^s  corps,  and  General  Winiingerode's  corps^ 
after  peas ing  the  river,  were  to  form  the  right  of  tbpSilesian  army,  and  the  Swedes 
to  be  in  reserve  or  second  line.  Each  corps  d'arm^e  is  to  form  in  three  liiirs.  Geo. 
WoroozoiT,  who  formed  General  Wiozingerode's  advanced  guard  at  Hall^,  is  to 
be  regulated  in  hia  movemt^ls  by  the  attempts  of  the  enemy  and  fallback  on  the 
forces  passing  at  Wettin,  if  he  should  be  attacked  by  superior  numbers,  but  other* 
wise  to  retain  Halle  as  long  a#  possible.  Your  Lutrdfchip  will  observe,  by  thcite  bold 
and  decided  movements,  that  the  points  of  passage  cm  the  Elbe,  by  which  the  ar- 
mies have  passed,  have  been  f^nduoed,  and  are  to  be  destroyed,  if  necessary  \  and 
other  bridges  have  been  prepared  below  Magdeburg  in  case  of  need.  The  corps  of 
observation,  upder  General  Thumen,  before  Wittenberg,  of  about  six  thous,and 
men,  in  the  event  of  the  enemy  forcing  a  passage  there  for  the  purpose  of  a^a^^ta^ 
the  right  bank  of  the  Elbe,  and  returning  by  Magdeburg,  (in  the  extremity  in  which 
he  is  placed,  or  in  another  improbable,  but  possible,  event  df  his  pushing  with  all 
his  forces  to  Berlin,)  has  ordtfrs  to  retire  on  General  Taueuzjen,  who,  with  ten 
thousand  meo,  is  to  remain  at  Desjiau,  and,  according  to  circumstances,  either  to 
manoeuvre  00  t)ie  ri^ht  hank  againnt  auy  possible  effort  of  the  enemy*s,  or  by 
forced  marchra  strengthen  in  casi^  of  need  the  armies  assembled  on  the  Saale. 
General  Tauenzieu  will  be  assisted  by  all  the  landslrum,  and  some  smaller  detacbe<) 
corps  are  also  to  join  him.  Information  now  arrived  that  Platow,  with  his  Cot- 
tacks,  were  at  Pegau  ;  General  Kleist  and  Wittgenstein,  with  the  advance  of  the 
grand  army  of  Bohemia  approaching  Altenburg,  and  our  communication  teemedtd 
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be  completely  establUhed  behind  the  rear  of  the  French  army.  loforaifttHMi  wu 
•till  vague  of  the  moyrrof  nts  of  the  enemy  *,  bat  accounts  were  broug^ht  io  on  the 
evening  of  the  loth,  that  he  was  moving  troopn  from  the  different  points  of  Lotxcn 
and  Wurzen  Iq  L.ei|>aic,  and  it  was  ^dded  that  Buonaparte  was  expected  to  arrive 
there  on  the  |Otb.  His  force  between  Dresden  and  Leipsic,  exclusive  of  garrisons, 
at  the  highest  calcutatitm  may  be  estimated  at  one  hundred  and  eighty  thousand 
men  :  that  of  tlie  Silesiuu  army  at  sixty-five  thousand,  and  that  of  the  Prince 
Boyal  at  sixty  thousand,  with  six  hundred  pieces  of  artillery  ;  and  it  is  impos- 
sible to  see  a  fiber  army,  or  one  more  fully  equipped  in  all  its  parts.  By  the  re- 
ports received  this  duy,  General  Platow  with  all  his  Cossacks  has  arrived  at  Lutzen, 
hf^ving  taken  some  hundreds  of  prisohers  at  IVeisenfels,  and  is  come  into  complete 
comipunicatioD  with  the  advance  of  General  Woruo^ff*s  Cossacks  from  Halle. 
Platow  reports  the  aaseipbling  or  the  cnemy^s  army  round  Leipsic.  We  hare 
certain  accounts  that  the  army  of  Bohemia  is  90W  between  Alteoburg  and  Chem. 
nitz,  and  General  Benoigsen,  with  the  Austrian  divison  of  Colloredo,  which  has 
been  joined  to  htm,  is  meditating  a  demonstration  towards  Dresden. 

P.  S.  General  Blucher  was  not  enabledt  by  (he  bridge  not  being  completed,  to 
pais«t  Wettin,  but  proceeded  to  Halle,  vbere  he  has  passed.  Geoeral  Bulow  has 
put  passed  this  day,  tf»t  thf  reft  of  the  allied  army  is  ob  the  left  bauk  of  the  Saale.

His  Majesty^* Ship  Rippon^  ^JTAirevack,  October  2\f  18t2lXi!^T  LoiiD,— ^I  HavC 
great  satisfaction  in  reporting  tl>e  capture  of  La  Weser,  a  rrcooh  fricate  of  the  large 
class,  mounting  Ibrty-foar  gtios,  ani  hdving  three  huudln^  and  forty  men,  eom« 
mandcd  by  the  Captain  de  Vaisseau  Cantslaat,  Chevalier  de  POrdre  Imperiale  d« 
In  Rennion,  by  Hifl  Ma]ciity*s  ship  under  my  tfoiiinMdd,  in  coihpady  with  the  Scylls 
tfnd  Royalist  brigs.  She  left  the  Texel  on  the  lAst  day  of  Septenlber,  and  had  emjpm 
tured  two  Swedish  vesseli  in  the  Ifoftli  Sea^  and  lost  her  mala  and  miscD^maatt  in 
a  gale,  on  the  16th  of  this  nfoiith.  Captain  Macdonald^a  letter,  which  i  have  the 
honour  to  transmit,  will  acquaint  your  Lordship  with  the  perseverani^  with  which 
ht  had  watched  this  frigate,  which  be  fell  in  with  foiir  dby»  ego,  sixty  leagoea  to 
the  west  of  Uabant,  and  of  a  gallant  joint  attack  made  by  the  Scylla  and  Royalbt 
on  the  frigate  yeaterday,  in  aight  of  the  Rippon  j  and  upon  her  weaker-beam.

Doufning'Streetf  November  ),  1813 — A  Dispatch,  of  which  the  followin|;i«  ao 
extract,  was  y^terflay  rrcfirtid  at  Lord  Bathoi»t*s  office,  addressed  to  his  Lordship 
by  Field-Marshal  the  Msrqueia  of  tVellinflon,  dated  Vera,  October  18,  1813. 

The  eneny  moved  General  Paris^s  division  from  Oleroa  to  the  neigbboorhood 
ofSt.  Jeftu  de  Pied  de  Purf,fS8ooD  as  ouc  left  ina<le  its  movt'ineot  oa  the  7th  io- 
staut.  On  the  iiii^htofihc  1  jth  the  enemy  attacked  auil  carried  the  redoubt  in  the 
camp  of  Sarre,  which  was  bcUl  by  a  picfluet  of  forty  men  of  the  army  of  reserve 
of  Andalufria,  who  were  taken,as  well  as  one  hundred  pioneers.  There  is  reasoo  to 
believe  that  they  were  surprwed,  as  the  reserve*  for  the  Btpp«it  of  Che  redoubt  bad 
not  tipi  to  pve  the  picqoet  assistance.  This  redoubt  j[f as  certainly  more  distaot 
from  the  line,  and  from  IIm  gr^tnod  1ri)ip  which  it  could  be  supportrd,  than  I  bad 
imagined  k  to  be  whenl  had  directed  that  it  aliould  be  occupied,  and  it  was  so  near 
to  the  houses  of  the  villafe  of  Sarre  as  always  to  b*  liable  to  an  attack  by  surprise, 
1  bave  therefore  not  allowed  it  to  be  rc-uccupied.  After  havinf  possession  of  the 
redoubt,  the  enemy  made  an  attack,  <kn  I  he  morninff  of  tie  18th,  upon  the  advanced 
posts  of  the  army  of  Andalusia,  under  the  command  of  Mariscal  de  Campo  Don  Pe- 
dro Giron,  wiilia  view  to  regain  possession  of  those  works  which  they  bad  lost  on 
the  8tli,  which  they  constructed  in  front  of  the  camp  of  Sarre.  It  was  at  first 
imagined  and  reported,  that  the  real  attack  w.*s  en  the  tide  of  the  Hermilafe  of  La 
Rhune  3  but  it  was  couftned  entirely  to  thi  adf«nced  posts  of.  the  army  of  Anda- 
lusia, and  was  repaVsed  by  lliem  without  difBcuUy.  1  bid  e^ry  reason  to  be  satis- 
fied with  Ibe  conduct  of  Mariscal  de  Csmpo  Don  P.  Giroo,  mid  the  Geaeral  Staff 
and  other  officers,  and  the  soldi^ra- under  bis  comiii&iul  «poD  this  occasion.  I  had 
agkin  oc^Jision  to  obsrrve  particularly  the  sleadiaess  of  the  regiment  of  Ordeoes, 
under  the  t^ommaud  of  Colonel  Hore.  Notfftnit  of  imporlat>ce  has  ocrured  on  any 
^mrt  of  the  line,  but  it  appears  that  the  enemy  have  been  reiitfcycrd  by  cuasideraMe 
Ijodies  *of  recruits,  raised  by  the  recent  conscriptions.  I  bsTC  received  no  reports 
from  Catalonia  since  1  addressed  your  Lordship  fait.

SkenditZf  October  17,  18)3.->-My  Loed,«-The  glorious  army  of  Silesia  has  added 
another  victory  to  its  list,  a»d  tke  brow  of  its  ve^ran  leaders  Is  decorated  with  fresh 
laurel.  Forty  pieces  of  cannon,  twelve  tho«s«id  killed,  woanded,  and  prisoners^ 
one  eagle,  and  many  caissons,  have  been  the  fmiU  of  thf  victory  of  Radafeld  and 
Lindcnthal.  To  give  your  Ltirdsbip  the  elet^fest  idea  in  my  power  of  this  {tattle, .} 
must  revert  to  the  posltioo  of  tbe^m^lca  of  SIfesia  tad  the  North  of  Germany  OQthe 
14th  inst.  When  we  received' certain  inleUigeBce  that  the  enemy  was  withdrawing 
from  the  right  bank  of  the  Elbe  tp  cplifpt  in  Leipxig,  at  this  time  the  Prince  Royal 
was  at  Cotlien,  and  Gen.  Bine  her  at'  llalle.  The  former  occupied  with  his  ad« 
vaaced  guards  the  left  bank  of  the  Molda,  and  the  latter  Mfersebarg  and  Skenditx. 
Gen.  Blucher  moved  his  head-quarter^  on  the  l4th,to  Gros  Kugel,  poshing  his  ad- 
vance on  the  great  road  fu  Leipsig,  and  occapying  the  villages  on  each  vfde  of  it. 
The  enemy  was  in  force  in  his  front,  still  holding  DeblitKh  and  Bitterfeld,  wtth 
some  troops  along  the  Mulda.  Thf  Crown  Prince  of  Sweden  issued  orflers  to  marAi 
to  Halle  in  the  night  of  the  I4th;  bnt  when  his  troops  were  in  march,  he  took  np 
liis  head  quarter*  at  S^lbitz,  and  placed  the  Swedish  army  with  its  right  as  Wiltin, 
and  the  left  near  the  Petersberg.  Gen.  Bulow,  occupied  his  centre  of  his  line  tt* 
tween  Petersberg  and  Oppin,  and  the  cor^  of  VVinztn|^rade  was  on  the  left  at  Zor* 
big.  Gen.  Blucher  found  ihecnemy^s  forces,  coasistiog  of  the  4th,  6lh,  8Bd7tk 
corps  of  the  French  army,  and  great  part  of  the  guard,  under  Marshals  M^raont 
and  Ney,  and  Gen.  Bertrand,  occupying  a  line  witli  their  right  at  Freyroda,  and 
their  left  at  Lindenthal.  The  couatry  is  open,  and  very  favourable  for  cavalry^ 
around  these  latter  villages  ^  but  the  enemy  was  poated  strong  in  front  of  a  wood  of 
some  extent,  near  Radefeld  •,  and  behind  it  the  ground  is  more  intersected  :  gene- 
rally speaking,  however,  it  is  open,  and  adapted  to  all  arms.  The  disposition  of  at- 
tack of  the  Silesian  army  wai  as  foTiows  :  the  corps  of  Gen  Langeron  was  to  attack 
and  carry  Freyroda,  and  then  Radefeld,  having  the  corps  of  Gen.  Sachen  in  reserve, 
'^becorpa  d^armeeof  Gen.  DTorck>wa8  directed  to  more  on  the  great  cbaosee,  Iea4- 
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iof  to  Leipsig,  an  til  it  reached  tl*e  TilUg^e  of  Silickera,  when  turniof  to  tts  Ml,  it 
vras  to  force  tbe  eQemy  at  Liudeutbal.  Tbe  Rasiian  f^ardt  aod  Bdraaccd  fmni, 
were  co  press  on  Uie  main  road  to  Leipsif .  The  corps  of  Gen.  St.  Prieat  arriviof 
from  Merscberg:,  vran  to  follow  the  corps  of  Gen.  Lan^eroo.  Tbe  fomation  of  tbi 
cavalry,  aod  the  different  reserves  were  made  on  tbe  open  grround  between  Ibe  vil- 
1a{(es.  It  was  nearly  mid-day  before  the  troops  were  at  their  statioBs.  Tbeeneay 
soon  after  tbe  first  onset  gare  up  the  adranced  Tillages,  and  retired  sone  distaace, 
btft  tenaciously  behl  the  woody  frround  on  their  right,  and  the  Tillages  of  Grosind 
'  Klein  Wettcritz,  as  also  tbe  Tillajres  of  Mockern  and  Mukav,  oa  their  left,  it 
Mockeni  a  must  bloody  contest  ensued  ;  it  was  taken  and  retaken  by  tbe  corps  of 
Yorck  five  times  ;  tbe  musketry  fire  was  most  f^llinf^,  and  thin  was  tbe  bottettpvt 
of  tbe  Acid  ^  many  of  the  sopcrior  ofiicera  were  either  killed  or  wonnded  ;  at  lci{th 
the  victorious  Silesians  carried  all  before  them,  and  drove  tbe  enemy  lieyoad  tbe 
Partha.  In  tbe  pinin  there  were  manf^irilliaDt  cbargea  of  cavalry.  Tbe  Braadea* 
bdrj^  regiment  of  hussars  distingniibed  itself  in  a  particular  BMnner,  aod  supported 
by  infantry,  charged  a  battery  of  eight  pieces,  which  they  earned.  Tbe  enemy  made 
an  obfitiuate  resistance  also  on  their  right,  in  tbe  villffea  of  Great  and  Little  Wet« 
teritiand  licbausen,  and  in  tbe  woody  ground  around  them  ;  and  when  they  foaad 
we  bad  forced  thi'ir  left,  they  brought  an  additional  number  of  troopa  on  Coaat 
Langeron,  ^ho  was  chiefly  engaged  with  Marshal  Ney*s  corps,  which  arrived  fron 
the  neighbourhood  of  Duben.  However  the  Russians,  equally  with  tbeir  brave  aU 
lies  in  arms,  made  the  moat  gallant  efiurls,  and  they  were  fully  successful— night 
only  put  an  end  to  tbe  action.  The  Enasian  cavalry  acted  in  a  very  brillaat  mat- 
ner.  Gen.  Kolp*s  cavalry  took  a  battery  of  thirteen  guns,  and  the  Cosaacks  of  Gen. 
Emanuel,  five.  The  enemy  drew  off  towards  Siegerits  aod  Pfbaen,  and  passed  the 
Partha  river.  Gcu.  Sacben's  corps,  who  supported  Gen.  Langeron,  very  mecb  dis. 
tinguished  itself  in  the  presence  of  Bnoaaparte,  who,  it  seems,  according  to  tbe  in- 
formation of  tbe  prisoner^,  arrived  from  tbe  other  part  of  bis  army  at  five  uVlock  ia 
tbe  afternoon.  Tbe  corps  of  Gen.  0*irorck,  which  so  conspicuonaly  distinguished 
itself,  'had  many  of  its  most  gallant  leaders  killed  or  wounded ;  anionf  the  latter  are 
Colonels  Heinwitz,  Kutzler,  Bouch,  Hillcr,  Lowenthal,  Lanrenli;  Majors  Scbon 
and  Bismsack.  The  momentary  luss  of  tbett  oficers  is  serious,  ns  tbey  nearly  all 
commanded  brigades,  frupi  tbe  reduced  state  of  General  O  Accra  in  tbe  Pnuaian  ar- 
my, audi  have  sincere  regret  in  adding  that  His  Serene  Highncas  tbePriaceof 
Mecklenberg  Strelitz,  who  was  distinguished  himself  ia  a  particular  manner,  hav- 
big  two  borsea  shot  under  him,  and  whose  gallant  corps  took  five  hundred  prisoners 
nnd  an  eagki  received  a  severe,  but  1  trust,  not  a  dauferona  wound.  Among  the 
Russians  there  are  Gen.  Chiucbin,  and  several  officen  of  distinction  killed  aad 
wounded ;  and  I  average  Gen.  Blnrbcr*a  whole  Inaa  between  aia  and  aeven  thonsand 
flKn  bora  de  combat.  1  can  add  little  to  the  catalogoe  of  tbe  merita  of  tbia  brave 
army  in  endeavouring  feebly^  but  I  hope  faithfully^  to  detail  ita  proceedings.  Tour 
Lordship  will,  I  am  prr«uaded,  justly  appreciate  tbe  cnthniiaaoi  aad  bemtsm  by 
which  its  operations  have  been  guided.  It  has  fiought  twenty-one  combata  since 
hostilities  recommenced.  Your  Lordship  is  so  well  aware  of  tbe  diatingnished  me- 
rits  and  very  eminent  services  of  Gen.  Gnciseqau,  that  it  is  naneceaaary  fornse  on 
this  fresh  occasion  to  allude  to  them.  I  attached  Gen.  Lowe  to  Gen.  Blncbcr  in  the 
lield  ;  and  being  absent  in  the  early  part  of  tbe  day  with  tbe  Priace  Royal,  it  ia  due 
tu  this  very  dearrviag  officer  to  inform  your  Lordship  1  have  derived  every  aaatatancc 
from  bis  reports.  Aly  Aide-de-Camp,  Capt.  Dnriflf ,  an offioer  of  nMerit,  baa  anfbr* 
tunately,  I  fear,  fallen  into  tbe  encmy*s  hands. 

I  shall  now  put  your  Lordship  in  poaaessioo,M  fivaa  I  am  able,  of  tbemilitaiy 
povements  of  |be  graud  army  up  to  tbe  ifitb^  and  tbe  dbpocition  for  tbe  attack 
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wbicU  was  tent  to  tbe  Priace  Royal  of  Siredeu«od  Gen.  Blaclicr,  by  Prince  Schwart. 
zenbur^,  and  wbicb  was  to  be  made  this  day.      The  corps  of  Gen.  Guilay^  Prince 
Maurice  Licbtenstein,  Tbicleman,  and  Platoff,  were  collected  in  tbe  nei^bbourbood 
of  Markrasted,  and  were  to  move  forward  on  Leipsig;  keeping  up  the  comuiuuica. 
tion  on  one  side  with  G^n.  Blucbei's  army,  and  on  the  other,  these  corps  wt^re  to 
detach  to  their  right,  to  facilitate  tbe  attack  of  the  corps  of  Gen.  Mecrreldt,  and 
the  divisions  Bianchi  Weissenworf,  on   Zwackau  and  Connewitz,   at  which  latter, 
place,  the  bridge  across  the  Plisse  was  to  be  carried.  Gen.  Nostiltz's  cavalry  were  to 
form  on  their  right.     In  case  of  retreat,  these  corps  were  to  retire  towards  Zeiis. 
The  reserves  of  the  Russian  and  Prussian  gaards,  were   to  move  on  Rotha,  wbvre 
they  were  to  pass  tbe  Pleisse,  and  form  in  colmnns  on  its  right  bank.    Tbe  reserve! 
of  tbe  Prince  of  Hesse  Horoberg,  Generals  Mcreveldt  and  Wittgenstein,  were  also 
to  take  post  at  this  station.     Gen.  Barclay  4e  Tolly  to  command  all  the  columns  on 
the  right  bank  of  tbe  Pleisse,  Generals  Wittgenstein,  Kleist,  and  K'einau,  were  to 
advance  from  their  respective  positions  on  Leipzig,  tbe  Russian  gruards  forming  their 
reserve.     Gen.  Colluredo  advanced  from  Borne,  as  reserve  to  Gen.  Kleinau.    The 
retreat  of  these  corps  was  to  been  Chemnitz.     G«qprals  Wittgenstein,  Kleist,  and 
Kleinau^s,  on  Altenberg  and  Penig.  The  army  oif  ^el^iiBennigsen  from  Colditz  was 
to  push  on  Grimma  and  WnrtzeD,    Tbe  corpa  of^bnnt  Bubna  bad  been  relieted 
before  Leipsig  by  Geo.  Tolstoy.     A  very  heavy  firing  continued  all  the  day  of  the 
l6th  from  the  grand  army.    A  report  arrived  late  at  night  to  Gen.  Blucher,    that 
Buonaparte  had  attacked  in  person  the  whole  line  of  tbe  Allies,  and  forming  bis 
cavalry  in  the  centre,  succeeded  in  making  an  opening  in  the  combined  army  before 
all  its  caralry  could  come  up^  he  was^  however,  not  able  to  profit  by  it,  as  it  ap. 
pears  he  retired  in  the  evening,  and  tbe  Allies  occupied  their  position  as  before 
the  attack.     Of  tbe  details  of  the  above  I  am  as  yet  wholly  iguorant. 

On  tbe  17th  all  were  ready  to  renew  the  attack  on  this  side.  Tbe  Prince  Uoyal^ 
who  bad  his  head-quarters  at  Landsberg,  and  his  army  behind  it,  marched  at  two 
o'clock  in  tbe  morning,  and  arrived  at  Briltenfeld,  with  Gen.  Wiiizingerode*s  and 
Gen.  Bulow*s  corps  towards  mid-day  00  Gen.  Balow's  left.  Gen.  Winzingerode'a 
cavalry  and  artillery  had  moved  forward  in  the  night,  near  the  heights  of  Faucha. 
No  cannonade  being  heard  on  the  side  of  the  Grand  Army,  (though  Gen.  Blucber*a 
corps  was  under  arms),  and  as  it  was  also  understood  Gen.  Bennigsen  could  not  ar- 
rive until  this  day  at  Grimma,  and  part  of  the  Prince  Royal's  amy  being  still  In 
the  rear,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  wait  till  the  following  day  to  renew  the  general 
attack.  The  enemy  shewed  himself  in  gpreat  force  in  a  good  position,  on  the  left  of 
the  Partha,  on  a  ridge  of  some  extent,  which  rnns  parallel  to  the  river.  There  waa 
some  cannonading  in  the  morning,  and  the  enemy  made  demonstrations,  and  the 
hossars  of  Mecklenbcrg  charged  his  advanced  parties  into  tbe  suburbs  of  Leipzig* 
and  took  three  cannon  and  some  prisoners  of  tbe  Hulaos  of  the  guards. 

The  state  of  our  affairs  is  toch,  that  the  most  sanguine  expectations  may  be  justly 
entertained  under  tbe  protection  of  Divine  Providence,  which  has  hitherto  so  con- 
spicuously favoured  us  in  the  glorious  cause  in  which  we  are  engaged.

Leipzig^  Oct,  19,  1813— My  Lord,  Europe  at  length  approaches  her  deliver- 
ance, and  England  may  triumphantly  look  forward  to  reap,  in  conjunction  with  her 
Allies,  that  glory  her  unexampled  add  steady  efforts  in  the  common  cause  so  justly 
entitle  her  to  receive.  1  wish  it  had  fkllen  to  tbe  lot  of  an  abler  pen  to  detail  to 
your  Lordship  the  splendid  events  of  these  two  last  days,  but  in  endeavonring  to  re- 
late the  main  facts,  to  send  them  off  without  a  moment's  delay,  I  shall  best  do  my 
duty,  postponing  more  detailed  accounU  until  a  (resh  opportanity*    Tbe  ^viV^^t'^^^ 
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Gen.  Blacher  upon  the'l6th  has  been  fullowed  on  Ibe  I8th  by  that  of  the  vbole  of 
the  combined  forces  over  tbe  army  of  Buonaparte,  in  ibe  neig^b  boor  hood  of  Leipiie. 
Tbe  collfCtiTe  loss  of  aborc  one  hondred  pieces  of  cannon,  sixty  Ihouvand  men,  an 
immense  number  of  priionerv,  tbe  desertion  of  tbe  wbole  of  tbe  Saxon  array,  aUo 
tbe  Bavarian  and  Wurtemb^r^  (roopn,  consist  io|^  of  artillery,  cavalry,  and  iufautry, 
many  Generals,  among  wbom  arc  Rej^titer,  Vallery,  Brune,  B«rtr«nd,  and  Laaris- 
ton,  are  some  of  tbe  first  fruits  of  this  ghirious  day.  Tbe  capture,  by  assanlt,  of  Ike 
town  of  Leipsigtbis  morning,  the  magazines,  artillery,  stores  of  tbe  place,  with  the 
Kingof  Saxony,  ail  bis  roort,  the  garrison,  and  rear-guard  of  the  French  army,  all 
tbe  enemy*s  woonded  (the  number  of  which  exceed  thirty  thousand),  the  narrow 
c«cape  of  Bdonaparte,  who  fled  from  Leipzig  at  nine  o*clock,  the  Allies  entering  at 
eleven  :  the  complete  deroute  of  the  French  army,  who  are  cndearouring  to  escape 
in  all  direction*,  and  who  are  still  surronnded,  are  the  next  subjects  of  exultation. 
T^e  further  result  your  Lordship  can  liest  arrive  at,  from  an  account  of  oar  military 
position.  It  will  be  my  ifudeavour  to  give  you  as  succinct  and  clear  an  nccount  as  I 
nm  able,  first,  of  the  generil  and  combined  operations  determined  opon  by  tbe 
Iprand  army  ;  and,  secondly,  to  d«rscribe  what  immediately  came  under  ny  own  ub- 
aervatious  ;  namely,  tbe  movements  of  tbe  Prince  Royal  and  Gen.  Blncbcr.  My 
dispatches,  up  to  tbe  17th,  have  detailed  the  position  of  tbe  allied  armies  up  to  that 
date.  It  l>cing  announced  by  Prince  Schwartzenberg  that  it  was  tbe  intention  of 
their  Majesties,  the  Allied  Sovereigns,  to  renew  tbe  attack  on  tbe  I8tb,  and  the 
Armies  of  the  North  and  Silesia  being  directed  to  cu-operate,  tbe  following  general 
disposition  was  made  :—> 

1  must  here  observe,  that  the  attaek  on  tbe  ]6tb,  by  the  grand  army,  occurred  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Liebert  Wolkowitz.  Tbe  country  being  part icolarly  adapted 
for  cavalry,  a  very  sanguinary  and  bard  combat  ensned  with  this  arm,  and  an  artil- 
Ifry,  exceeding  in  number  six  hundred  pieces,  between  the  opposed  araiies.  Two 
Bolitsry  buildings,  which  the  enemy  had  occupied  with  sevemi  battalions  of  infiintry, 
and  which  formed  nearly  the  centre  of  theenemy^s  position,  weie  attacked  by  the 
Russian  infantry,  and  after  several  renulnes,  carried  with  amazinff  carnage.  The 
wbole  of  Ibe  cnem>'B  cavalry,  under  Murjt,  wer^tben  bronght  forward  ;  they  made 
a  very  desperate  push  at  the  centre  of  the  allied  position,  which  for  a  short  period 
they  succeeded  in  forcing.  To  oppose  this  powerful  cavalry,  six  regiments  of  Aas- 
trian  cuirassiers  charged  in  columns.  Nothing  could  anrpnss  cither  the  skill  or 
tbe  desperate  bravery  of  this  movement ;  Ibey  overthrew  all  before  them  ;  destroy- 
ing, I  am  told,  whole  regiments,  and  returned  to  their  ground  with  lanny  prisoners, 
having  left  seven  hondred  dragoons  within  tbe  enemy*s  line.  Many  ofioers  woe 
killed  and  wounded.  Gen.  Latoor  Manbourg,  who  commanded  the  encny^a  cavalry, 
under  Murat,  lost  his  leg.  Bt>th  armies  remained  nearly  on  the  gvonnd  on  whicli 
tbe  contest  commenced.  While  the  grand  army  was  to  commence  their  attack  oa 
tbe  morning  of  tbe  I8ib,  from  their  different  pointa  of  assembly,  on  the  principal 
▼illagea  situated  on  the  great  roads  leadtog  to  Leipzig,  tbe  Annies  of  the  North  and 
Silesia  were  jointly  to  attack  from  the  line  of  tbe  Saale,  and  upon  thecneiay'B  posi- 
tion along  tbe  Partha  river.  Gen.  Blucher  gave  to  tbe  Prince  Royal  of  Sweden 
tliirty  thousand  men,  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery,  of  hit  army,  nod  with  this  for> 
nldable  reinforcement,  Ibe  Northern  Army  was  fo  attack  from  tbe  helfhu  of  Fan- 
eba,  while  Gen.  Blucher  was  to  retainiiii  position  befoft  Leipzig,  tad  «m  kis  «tmett 
efforts  to  gain  possession  of  tbe  place.  In  the  event  of  the  ishotc  •#  tb«  sasmy's 
fcrces  being  carried  against  either  of  tbe  amiet,  they  were  rcciprocnily  lo  napport 
each  other,  and  concert  further  movements  ;  that  part  cff  the  ctic«y*s  IWce  whiih 
for  some  time  bad  been  opposed  to  the  Prince  Royal  of  Swedes  Mid  Oea.  Btnchcr, 
\mA  taken  up  a  ^trf  good  p^tioa  apoa  tbe  left  hart  of  Hm  PartlWs  havlaf  iltri||t 
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at  the  strong  point  of  Faacha,  and  its  left  towardi  Letpsig.  To  force  the  enemy** 
right  and  obtain  possessiuo  of  the  heights  of  Faucha^  was  the  first  operation  of  ihe 
Prince  RoyaPs  army.  The  corps  of  Russians  under  Gen.  Winzingerode,  and  the 
Prussians  under  Gen.  Buluw,  were  destined  for  this  purpose,  and  the  Swedish  amy 
Mere  directed  to  force  the  passage  of  the  river  at  Plosen  and  Mockau.  Tiie  passage 
waseiFocted  without  much  opposition.  Gen.  Winsingerode  took  about  three  iboit* 
sand  prisoners  at  Faucha,  and  some  guns.  Gen.  Blucher  put  his  army  in  motion  at 
soon  a<i  he  found  the  grand  army  engaged  very  hotly  in  tht  neighbourhood  of  the 
villages  of  Sfoilintx  and  Prohestheyda,  and  the  infantry  of  the  Prince  RoyaVs  army 
had  not  sufficient  time  to  make  their  flank  movement  before  the  enemy*8  infantry 
had  abandoned  the  line  of  therivt'r,  and  retired  over  the  plain  in  line  and  culumn^ 
towards  Leipzig,  occupying  Somerfelt,  Paunsdoril^  and  Scboiifeldt,iQ  strength,  pro* 
tecting  their  retreat. 

A  very  heavy  cannodade  and  some  brilliant  performances  of  Gen.  VVinzingcrode*t 
cavalry  marked  chiefly  here  the  events  gr  the  day,  except  towards  the  close,  wheo 
Gen.  Langeron,wbo  had  crossed  the  river,  attacked  the  village  of  Schoofeldt,  met 
with  considerable  resistance,  and  at  ^rst  was  not  able  to  force  bis  way.     He  bow- 
ever  took  it,  but  was  driven  back,  wheo  the  most  positive  orders  were  sent  him  by 
Gen.  Blucber,to  reoccupy  it  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  ^  which  be  accomplished  be 
fore  dark.     Some  Prussian  battalioi|s  of  Gen.  Bulow's  corps  were  warmly  engaged^ 
also  at  Paundsorfi*,  aud  the  enemy  were  retiring  from  it,  when  the  Prince  Royal  di- 
rected the  rocket  lyigade  under  Capt.  Bogoe,  to  form  on  the  left  of  a  Prussian  bat- 
tery, and  open  u)»ou  the  columns  retiring.  Congreve*s  formidable  weapon  had  scarcely 
accomplished  the  point  of  paralysing  a  solid  square  of  infantry,  which  after  one  fire 
delivered  themselves  up  (as  if  panic  struck),  when  that  gallant  and  deserving  ofliceri 
Captain  Bogue,  alike  an  ornament  to  his  profession  and  a  loss  to  his  friends  aud 
country,  received  a  shot  in  the  head,  which  deprived  the  army  of  his  services.  Lieut. 
Strangways,  who  succeeded  in  the  command  of  the  brigade,  received  the  Prince 
Roysl*8  thanks  for  the  tervices  they  rendered.     During  the  action  twenty-two  guna 
of  Saxou  artillery  joined  us  from  the^enemy,  and  two  Weslphalianrfgimenls  of  hus- 
sars and  two  battalions  of  Saxons;  the  former  were  opportunely  made  use  of  in  the 
instant  against  the  enemy,  as  our  artillery  and  ammunition  were  net  alt  forward  ; 
and  the  Prince  Royal  addressed  the  latter  by  an  oflTer,  that  he  would  head  them  im- 
mediately against  the  enemy,  which  they  to  a  man  accepted.     The  commuuication 
being  now  established  between  the  grand  attarks  and  that  of  these  two  armies,  the 
Grand  Onke  Constautine,  Generals  Platofl*,  Milaradovitch,  and  other  officers  of  dis- 
tinction, joined  the  Prince  Royal,  communicating  the  events  carrying  on  in  that  di- 
rection.    It  seems  the  most  desperate  resistance  was  made  by  the  enemy  at  Probed 
thedf,  Stellcritz,  and  Counevltz,  but  the  different  columns  bearing  on  these  pointii, 
as  detailed  in  my  former  dispatch,  finally  carried  every  thing  before  them.     Gew. 
Bcnnigsen  taking  the  villages  upon  the  right  bank  of  the  Reutschuve,  buvin*^  been 
joined  by  Gen  Bubna  from  Dresden,  Gen.  Tolstoy  having  cumeupand  relieved  the 
former  in  the  blockade  of  that  city,  and  Gen.  Guilay  manoeuvring  with  twenty-five 
thousand  .'lustrians  upon  the  left  bank  of  the  EUter,  Generals  Tliieleman  and  Prince 
Maurice  Lichtcnstein*&  corps  moved  upon  the  same  river,  and  the  result  of  the  day 
was,  that  the  enemy  lost  above  forty  thou^nd  men  in  killed,  wounded,  and  prison- 
ers, sixty  five  pieces  of  artillery,  and  seventeen  battailous  of  German  infantry,  with 
all  their  Staff  and  Generals,  which  came  over  en  masse  during  the  action.     The  ar- 
mies remained  upon  the  ground   on   which   Ihcy  had  so  bravely  conquered,  this 
night.    The  Prince  Ruysl  had  bis  bivouac  at  Pannsdorfi**,  (aen.  Blucher^  rviuained 
at  Witteritz,  aud  the  Emperor^s  and  the  King's  at  Roda.     About  the  close  of  the 
day,  it  was  understood  the  etactany  were  retiriog  by   Weistenfels  liod'Kaumburf  j 
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Gen.  Blnrb^r  reeeived  an  order  from  the  King  of  PrnMia,  to  delarh  in  that  direc- 
tion. The  moTcment  of  the  Prince  RoyaPs  army  completely  exclnded  the  retreat  oo 
\Tilt<*ul)er|j:,  that  npon  Erfurt  bad  Ion;  since  been  lost  to  them ;  the  line  of  the 
Saale  al.nic  remains,  and  as  their  flanks  and  rear  will  be  operated  npoo  duriof  their 
mnrch,  it  is  difficult  to  say  -with  what  portion  of  thei^  army  they  may  get  to  the 
Rhine.  This  morning  the  town  of  Leiptig  was  attacked  and  carried,  after  a  short 
resistance,  by  the  armies  of  Gen.  Blacher,  the  Prince  Royal,  Gen.  Bennigsen,  and 
the  grand  army.  Marshals  Marmont  and  Macdonald  commanded  in  the  town  ; 
these,  with  Marshals  Augereau  and  Victor,  narrowly  escaped  with  a  small  escort. 
Their  Majesties  the  Emperor  of  Rnssia,  and  the  King  of  Prassia,  and  tbt  Crown 
Prince  of  Sweden,  each  heading  their  respective  troops,  entered  the  town  at  differ, 
cnt  points,  and  met  in  the  Great  Square.  The  acclamations  and  rejoicings  of  tbe 
people  are  not  to  be  described.  The  multiplicity  of  brilliant  acblcTements,  tbe 
impossibility  of  doing  justice  to  the  firmness  that  has  been  displayed,  tbe  boldness 
of  the  conception  of  the  Commander  in-Cbief,  Field-Marshal  the  Prince  Schwart- 
zenber^,  nud  of  the  other  experienced  leaders,  together  with  the  shortness  of  tbe 
lime  allowed  me  for  making  up  this  dispatch,  will  plead,  I  hope,  a  sufficient  excnse 
for  my  not  sending  a  more  accurate  or  perfect  detail,  which  I  hope«  however,  to  d<» 
heriaftrr.  I  send  this  dispatch  by  my  Aide-de-CaAp,  Mr.  James,  who  has  been 
distinguished  fur  his  services  since  he  has  been  with  this  army  :  he  has  mito  beea 
with  me  in  all  the  late  events,  and  will  be  able  to  give  jfonr  Lordship  all  farther 
pnrticulars.

Prince  RoyaV 8  Head-Quarters,  Cothen,  October  I A^  1813.— My  Lord,  I  write 
but  a  few  lines,  as  from  our  present  situations  I  am  uncertain  ir  thia  dispatch  may 
arrive.  I  acquainted  your  Lordship  in  my  dispatch  of  tbe  lith,  that  tbe  army  of 
Silesia  and  that  of  the  Prince  Royal  were  d  cheval  on  the  Saale,  on  the  iitb  ioit. 
On  the  1 3th,  it  appeared  that  the  enemy  had  collected  considerably  on  tbe  rigkt 
bank  of  the  Mulda,  between  Diiben,  Enlenberg,  and  Jesnita,  while  .at  tbe  taae 
time  it  was  believed  he  remained  in  force  agaioat  the  grand  array  ;  but  all  hit 
forces  seemed  to  be  concentrated  between  the  Mulda,  Leipzig,  and  Tctf^n.  The 
grand  army  on  the  I9th,  according  to  advices  received  here,  was  p^ted  a/fnUovs  : 
the  main  body  at  Altonbourg  •,  Gen.  Wittgenstein's  corps  at  Borna.  where  it  tppeair 
he  hatl  a  soccessful  affair  with  the  enemy ;  Gen.  Kleinau  tt  Frobberg  ;  GcMrab 
Guilny  and  ThieUnmn  at  Zeitz^  Prince  Maurice  Lichteostein  at  Peg«a  ^  Gencn4 
Bennigsen  had  advanced  from  Peterswalde  and  Dohna  to  Wiildlieiai  i  mad  Gcvcral 
Bubna  had  a  very  brilliant  affair  bffvrc  Dresden  on  the  IQtb  ^  hcaliii  MfCCcM  w 
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carry  ifif^  the  tite'de-poot  at  Pitdb,  destroyed  th«  boati,  aod  took  camioD  and  pri« 
soners.  The  enemy  has  only  left,  according  to  report,  tweWe  thousaod  mea  as  a 
f  arrison  in  Dresden.  To  this  general  inforaation  mm  added  the  report,  that  tbo 
enemy  had  debouched  from  Wittenberg  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Elbe,  and  had 
forced  the  corps  of  General  Thumen  to  retire  on  the  lUth.  It  became  now  of  iha 
greatest  importance,  to  ascertain  the  amonnt  of  the  enemy*s  force  passing  at  Wit* 
tenberg  That  Buonaparte  should  adopt  a  measure,  passing  with  all  his  army  at 
Torgau  and  Wittenberg,  which  abandons  all  his  communications,  and  allows  all 
the  Allied  Armies  to  be  united  and  placed  between  him  and  Fraace,  seems  so  des- 
perate, and  so  little  in  military  calculation,  that,  until  this  interesting  crisis  deve- 
lopes  itself,  it  is  impossible  to  pronounce  an  opinion.  The  Crown  Prince,  upoA 
the  alcove  state  of  affairs,  recrossed  the  Saale  on  the  13th,  and  marched  to  Cothen, 
where  he  has  taken  post;  being  thus  within  march  of  Gen.  Blucher  at  Halle,  each 
army  can  reciprocally  support  each  other,  and  combine  their  movements  ;  and  th« 
grand  srmy  may  be  expected  every  hour  at  Leipiig.  The  news  of  this  day  is«  that 
six  divisions  of  the  enemy^s  army,  and  the  guards,  have  passed  at  Wittenberg,  and 
ire  directing  themselves  on  Berlin.  Our  communications  across  the  Elite  at  Rosa- 
lau  and  Acken  have  been  attacked,  and  the  former  given  up  by  Gen.  Taueotzcin, 
who,  to  avoid  being  taken  in  the  rear  by  the  enemy,  who  had  passed  at  Wittentyerg, 
has  joined  Gen.  Thumen,  and  is  falling  back  on  Zerbst  and  towards  Potsdam.  The 
momentary  loss  of  our  communications  across  the  Elbe,  except  below  Magdeburg^ 
may  be  a  temporary  inconrenience,  but  the  annihilation  of  tbe  French  army  being 
the  sole  object,  the  Crowi)  Prince  has  adopted  the  resolution  of  marching  to  Halle, 
and  joining  tbe  corps  of  Gen.  Blucher  and  the  gprand  army,  and  wheu  all  the  armiea 
shall  be  united,  it  will  be  indeed  strange  if  your  Lordship  does  not  receive  a  good 
account  of  the  enemy.  Tbe  intelligence  of  tbe  treaty  being  signed  with  Bavaria^ 
has  arrived  from  the  grand  army.  Gen.  Wallmoden^s  corps,  as  well  ss  Gen.  Tauent* 
sien's,  must  act  according  to  circumstances  j  it  is  difficult,  decidedly  to  say,  what 
line  they  will  adopt.

HalUf  October  15,  1B13.— Mt  Lord,*— The  accounts  transmitted  in  my  dispatch 
of  the  utb  instant,  founded  on  the  information  then  received  of  six  divisions  of  tho 
enemy*8  young  guards  having  debouched  from  Wittenberg,  as  also  troops  from  Tor« 
gau  on  tbe  right  bank  of  the  Elbe,  likewise  his  having  taken  possession  of  Dessau, 
may  cause  a  momentary  anxiety  in  the  public  mind :  I  am  anxious  therefore  as  early 
as  possible  to  remove  it,  and  I  now  have  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordship,  that 
according  to  later  intelligence  received,  the  enemy  is  recalling  his  troops  from  the 
direction  of  Wittenberg,  and  the  Lower  Mnlda,  and  seems  to  be  assembling  them 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  I^ipzig,  Taucha,  aud  Euienberg.  This  intelligence  is  in 
part  derived  from  a  Licut.-Col.  of  the  French  Staff  taken  prisoner,  on  whom  waa 
found  a  letter  addressed  to  Marshal  Alar  mont,  enjoining  him  to  put  himself  in  march 
for  Leipxig,  and  to  place  himself  under  the  orders  of  Murat.  The  enemy's  forces  that 
have  been  manoeuvring  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Mulda,  and  that  cruised  tbe  Elbe, 
are  commanded  by  Marshals  Ney  and  Marmont ;  aud  they  have  so  studiously  con* 
cealed  their  movements  by  marches  sod  counter-marches,  and  tbe  c6untry  is  so 
enclosed  and  difficult  near  the  conflux  of  those  rivers,  that  the  information  is  not 
precise.  The  intelligence,  however,  from  tbe  grand  army  is  positive  as  to  the  eue- 
roy^s  assemblage  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Leipzig.  On  the  Mth  he  retired  from 
2erbst,  and  withdrew  from  Acken,  where  he  had  shewn  himself;  having  destroyed 
our  t^te-de.pout  at  Rosslau  he  abandoned  it,  and  the  Cossacks  of  Gen.  Winsingc* 
rode's  corps  of  the  Prince  Royars  army  drove  him  from  Dessau,  which  was  rc-occu« 
pted.    These  diffe^nt  events  confirmed  the  other  intelligence,  and  appeanmces 
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cinotcd  the  movement  from  Wittenberg  to  faaire  becB  umkrtaken  with  a  Tiev  of  aU 
hiring^  the  northern  army  to  repass  the  £lbe.     I'lran  general  military  principle*,  to 
have  crossed  that  river  without  possessing  Wittenberg  may  be  by  nmny  a  doubtful,  if 
act  an  injudicious  undertaking  :  but  on  the  other  hand  must  be  baUnced  the  adraa- 
tages  derived  from  tlic  nniun  of  altoaf  3O0,0uo  men  sarroandiBg  the  enemy  on 
all  points,  the  state  of  demoralixation  in  his  army,  their  distress  for  provisiooi^ 
which,  hemmed  in  ae  they  are,  mnst  necessarily  increase ;  aofl  lastly,  the  advaatafe 
of  resorting  at  ouce  to  immrdiate  and  vigorous  offensive  opcratioa  in  all  quarters. 
The  Prince  Royal  of  Sweden  has  detached  on  the  i4th,  a  division  of  his  army  under 
the  orders  of  the  Prince  of  Hesfse  Hombnrg,  to  re-establish  hit  communicatioa  at 
Acken,  and  to  ensure  the  passsge  of  the  river  and  the  tovn  (which   is  strong)  by 
strengthening  it  as  far  as  possible  ;  General  Hirschfeld  had,  however^  secured  this 
point  before  the  reinforcement  arrived.  The  garrison  of  Magdeburg  made  aftemptr 
upon  the  posts  of  Bernburgon  the  Sanle,  a  point  of  infinite  importance  for  the  pas- 
sage of  that  river,  in  cnse  of  need  ;  they  were,  however,  here  again  checked  by  as- 
other  detachment  of  Cossacks  of  Gen.  Winiingerode's  corps,  and  two  baltalioBa  aad 
some  gnus  were  placed  here  in  garrison .     The  Prince  Royars  army  extended  this 
day  with  its  right    in  the  direction  of  the  mountain  of  Petersberg,  a  point  which 
forma  a  principal  feature  in  this  country,  from  its  abrupt  rise  ;  his  left  towardi 
Cotfaen  and  Elsdorf,  while  his  advanced  guard  was  pushed  into  the  villages  on  tb« 
left  bank  of  the  Mulda.    The  Silesian  army  were  in  position  near  Halle,  with  tkeir 
advanced  guard  at  Merseberg  and  Skenditr. 

By  intelligence  from  the  grand  army.  Gen.  Wittgenstein  made  a  general  recoi- 
Boissance  from  Borna  on  the  I3th,  and  marched  to  hia  left,  occupied  Pegan  with 
the  greatest  part  of  his  corps  on  the  ]4tb,  establishing  his  commnnications  on  the 
lefl  with  the  Austrian  corps  of  Generals  Gnilay  and  Prince  Maurice  Lichtensleis, 
posted  at  Weissenfcis  by  Nanmbourg,  and  joined  with  CSenerals  Thielmans  ssd 
Platoff  towards  Lutzeo,  and  on  the  right  with  the  corps  of  Gen.  KMnan,  vba 
marched  to  Borna,  and  was  to  detach  to  Grimma  and  Colditz.    The  Rnsaian  gress* 
diers  and  cuirassiers  were  at  Altenburg.     The  main  body  of  the  grand  army,  fir. 
tfie  corps  of  Gen.  Meerveld,  the  Austrian  army  of  reservo^  the  Russian  and  Ynu 
tian  guards  took  post  at  Zeitx,  the  corps  of  Colloredo  at  Chemits  and  Penig,  sod 
detached  towards  Rocklitz.     Gen.    Bennigsen  had  orders  to  moke  hiossclf  sMitrr 
of  the  roads  lendingon  Nosscn  and  Meissen,  and  to  push  on  with  all  poaaihie  expedi- 
tion.    In  this  general  position  the  armies  are  to  pass  on,  hemming  in  the  esent 
until  they  arc  enabled  to  make  an  attack  oo  all  sides.     It  would  appear,  under  l^eir 
circumstances,  if  the  enemy  forces  his  passage  gsgainst  any  one  of  the  carps,  tks 
others,  united,  will  fall  on  the  point  attacked.     This  operation  becomes  the  Bors 
easy,  in  proportion  as  the  communication  between  the  dlffereat  armies  is  establiskcd, 
and  the  circle  round  the  enemy  is  narrowed.     In  the  event  uf  a  retreat,  the  kft 
bank  of  the  Saale  affords  a  very  strong  line  on  the  one  side,  and  the  potilioHsf 
Lntoen,  Weissenfels,  and  Altenburg  on  the  other.     I  have  also  to  acquaint  yosr 
.  Lordship,  that  the  Bavarian  corps  uf  Gen.  Wrede,  and  the  Austrian  corps  of  Prisce 
Reuss,  are  moving  by  forced  marches  on  Bamberg."  I  feel  naturally  annions  tokcff 
your  Lordship  in  possession  of  the  most  constant  intelligence;  in  doing  to  1  att  well 
aware  (as  information  varies  every  hour)  that  1  may  run  the  risk  of  inaecnrocy,  hot 
I  must  hope  in  this  case  for  your  indulgence.    All  the  corps  of  the  gmnd  army  haft 
moved  forward  this  day.    Gen.  Blur  her  has  moved  to  Gros  Kiigel  nod  Skcndils,  aoA 
poihed  his  advance  towards  Leipxig ;  and  the  Prince  Royal  haa  hia  right  in  front  of 
Petersberg  and  his  left  at  Z«»rbig,  hith  the  Swedes  nrar  Wilton,  nnd  the  advaica 
at  Brdina.
